SHRI SURENDRAPAL SINGH: In.July, 
1970, a resolution was passed by the Security 
Council not only placing an embargo but 
supporting all the previous resolutions on the 
same subject and appealing to the woild com¬ 
munity to strengthen this move. Practically all 
countries, all Members of the: Security Council, 
supported the resolution, excepting the U. K. 
Fiance and U.S. A . w' o : bstained from voting. 

SHRI DASARA1HA DEB : If Britain docs 
not slop the sale of arms to South Africa, will 
the Government of India quit the Commons 
wealth 

SllRT SURENDRA PAL SINGH : Our 
v lews regarding the supply of arms by Lb K. to 
South Aliiea have been mule known lieu* on a 
number of occasions, and we have condemned 
ibis intended action in ill** part ot L,b K. in no 
uni eriain term'-. As foi quitting the Common¬ 
wealth, it is a nuu li bigger question which 
cannot 1).* decided line. 

SHRI P. YENKATASUBBAIAH In view 
of the fart lira* Gt. Britain, which is a member 
of the Comtno..wealtli, has flagrantly violated 
the decision taken by the Security Council and 
has not obscive.il the embargo, may I know 
whcllici this matter will at least be raised in 
the Commonwealth Conference and brought 
home to the U. K. Gov cram.*nt thai in case it 
do.'s not respect t li • wishes of the Security 
Council, out Government w 11 sever iis connec¬ 
tions with the Commonwealth ? 

SURF SURENDRA PAL SINGH : J do not 
know whiih Commonwealth confer cute he is 
icli rring to. "There is no likelihood of a lamf'e- 
renci taking place in tile near future. A con¬ 
ference ilill take place in Singapore in January 
last, and this matter was discussed there. 

SllRT 1NDRAJTT GUPTA : In view of the 
fact that the U. K. Governnvnt is nported to 
be insisting that its supply of arms to South 
Afina is within tin framework of the Sitnons- 
town Agnement and therefore docs not const i- 
tut'-a violation o( the Security Council deci¬ 
sion. what is the attitude of the Government of 
India towards this at lion of the U. K. Govern¬ 
ment in so far as it has a hearing on the 
current attempts being made by the Ub K. and 


SHRI N. S. BISHT: Is the Government 
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U. S. Governments to increase their military 
presence in the Indian Ocean, because South 
Africa would be only at one end of the Indian 
Ocean ? And does not the Government think 
that this affects our national interests, security 
interests, and from that point of view, have they 
made any strong representation directly to the 
U. K. Government ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : It is true 
that in support of their decision, the U. K. 
Government have invoked the Simons town 
Agreement, and they have made it known to 
the Spetial U. N. Committee that they arc- 
under some legal obligations in terms of th ; s 
agrciment to supply arms to South Alt tea, but 
this at.empt of the U. K. has been criticised by 
us. We do not accept it, nor does the Special 
Crmmiitec on Apaitheid.

SliRl S. M. BANERJKE : 1 am happy that 
we base reached the stage, of si ll'-suflkicn<y in 
the matter of ronventional weapons. 1 would 
like to know whether it is a fact that at present 
in all the ordnanee factories less than 5tt per 
tent of (he production eapachy only is being 
utilised, whether there are any s< lumes to 
improve the position by utilising at least 70 to 
80 per cerV of the capacity and if so, what ate 
the schem- s. 


SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : It is 
not true that in all the ordnance factories less 
than fifty percent of the capacity is being 
ut liscd. However in certain ordnance factories 
iherc isl--s$ utilisation of the capacity. We have 
answered a question earlier in the Lok Sabha, 
for instance, about the clothing factory at 
Shahjahanpur.... 

SI1RI S. M. HAKEKJF.E : My question does 
riot relate to clothing factory ; it relates to other 
factories, arms and ammunition factory, cordite 
factory and so on. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : There 
are ectrain factories which are not utilising the 
full capacity and vve are continually looking for 
additional tanges of production for the benefit 
of our armed fotres. We do not want to produ 
goods which are not needed merely for utilising 
the installed capacity. We have to balance the- 
requirements with our rapacity to produce and 
therefore we are keeping a constant watch on 
the entire sector. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Kit a fact that 
after such a long time the Government lias 
taken a elecMun to set up an Ordnance- Eiocluc-- 
tion Board with a view to step up production 
in the oidnancc- factories and to decentralise- 
the jowers in the- hands ol'vaiious ge neral man¬ 
agers and to give it to a propiily constituted 
boatd and if so, has any final elec Mem been taken 
or is like ty to be taken about tin association ol 
woikcis in that Boaid ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLV: This 
board luts bet n set up and has actually started 
functioning IVe.rn 31st May. We hope that with 
the setting up of this Board many decisions 
which notnially took many mouths or even years 
sometimes to take would now be expedited. This 
Boaid is neeessauly a hoard fot administrative 
efficiency and expediency and therefore the 
qursion of workers' participation nay not be 
quite relevant. Wli it is more relevant is wcnT- 
ets' participation in a g.eater measure on the 
laetorie.s where items are produced because this 
Board is necessarily a board to streamline the 
functioning of various agencies which are con- 
cerned with defence production in the country. 
This particular question of workers’ participa¬ 
tion, the extent, the manner and the wav in 
w-hirh it should b-- done is being considered in 
respect of the various defence production 
units. 
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SHR1 H. K. L.'BHAGAT : Is it possible for 
the Minister to let us know the target date by 
which wc would be self-sufficient in the supply 
of conventional weapons ?

SHR1 VIDYA CHARVN SUUKLA : We 
have stated several linn* in the House that we 
are more or less self-sufficient in conventional 
weapons. There is no question of setting a tar¬ 
get date in su< h < asf-. This is*a dynamic pro¬ 
cess which gw s on lioin year and to yeai, We 
have to keep pace with (lie test of tin* world 
keeping in front the various kinds of weapons 
that are developed so that out aim minus do 
not heeotnt obsolete. The qm stion of < onipleic- 
self sullieieney could never arise. 

S1IR1 DLNEN B11AT J AC’.H \RYYA : May

NHRI Rl TA Sl.NGll : Tin ie is mute shor¬ 
tage of Miwdl aims hi the countiv n suiting in 
large-scale: smuggling of aims like revolve rs, pis¬ 
tol-. etc. There is mi piovisinn cither in the 
ordnance I'aetoiic s or in the private sector to 
m uufacture tiles'- anils. May I know if there 
is any scliein- with ihc Gnveiimi'nt to stop 
smuggling anil to have, smn- unit in the public 
sector to pros ide suull aims, especially in the 
boulei states so as to stop smuggling of sin ill 
arms 

NHRI VIDYA CHARAN SML’KLV : Ac- 
couliug to the industrial p'>i'< v resolution 
adopted by the House in l l l. r >2, it his i> -eti 
decided that 111 - anus produc tion, whether for 
civilian use or for ihc use of our armed forc-s. 
wifi be made entirely in the public: s'-etor. It is 
true that from time to time there have been 
demands from the public for certain types of 
arms or arms for personal safety or display and 
in the past whi n tliete was not a heavy rush on 
certain kinds of weapons, the ordnan e factories 
were producing double-ham 1 ! bivech-luading 


shot guns and a certain variety of rifles which 
were converted from .303. But it is a fjn that 
this has not been able to meet the entire de¬ 
mand iu the country, and it is also a question to 
be considered whether we should allow or 
entourage the prolification of arms him various 
areas where it could be misused. As the- hon. 
Member knows, there are factories which have 
been going on for several years, before this 
particular policy decision was taken, in the 
small-scale sector and the cottage industry 
sector which are prodm ing srnill arms, br.vc.h- 
londing weapons and also tnuz/.lc-londing 
weapons. As fat as the Gove-rnm'-nt is 
ccmr’med, at present there is no intention to 
make any change in the policy.

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Sir, from 
the answergiven by the Minister and also the 
statement placed on the Table of the House, it 
appears that all essential articles of consumption 
are being adulterated on a very big scale. I 
understand that the food inrputors in Delhi arc 
able to catch only the small verdors and they 
arc not empowered to catch the person at the 
point of adulteration, that is, the wholesalt 
producers who are responsible for the adultera¬ 
tion. May 1 know whetlu r the Act is going to 
be amended so as to empower the Food inspec¬ 
tors to attack at the point of adulteration ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR D1KSHIT: The 
amendment made in 1965 ha*, it: my opinion, 
considerably improved the position. If we 
increase this kind of measure, I am not sure to 
what extent it will he effective, but I am not 
straightw <y able to say whether on merits we 
should amend the Act in order to rover the 
extra field pointed out by thr hon. Member. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM: May I 
know how many cases were detected in Delhi 


recently and how many of them were small 
vendors and how many wholesale dealers ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : It is 
difficult for me to give separate figures for small 
and large vendors. So far as D *lhi is concerned, 
the percentage of samples found adulterated 
was in 1965, 22 per cent as against th: All- 
India figure of 31 per cent; in i966, 22 per cent 
against 25.5 per cent on All-India basis; in 1 °67, 
19.9 per rent against 25.2 per cent on All-India 
basis and in 1968, 16.8 as against th; All-India 
figure of 24.3 per cent. The latest figures are 
not exactly available, hut I am assured that the 
trend had hern maintained.

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE 
PRODUCTION) TN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA) : (a) to (c) A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

1. Aircraft are sent to the repair agencies for 
periodical overhauls after they have done the 
prescribed numUr of living hours or for repair¬ 
ing damages sustained by them in accidents. 
This is a normal feature of any Air Force. A 
certain number of aircraft.are, therefore, bound 
to be found on the repair or the overhaul line 
at any time. There has been no serious diffi¬ 
culty in the procurement of spare parts requi¬ 
red for servicing/overhauling the aircraft. No 
aircraft are lying idle for want of spare parts. 

2. Consistent with the economics of produc¬ 
tion, spare parts for indigenously produced 
aircraft are being manufactured within the 
country to the extent possible. Steps are also 
being taken to expand their range. Sparc parts 
are required both in the operative units and in 
the repairing agencies. Complete sell-sufficiency 
in the manufacture of all the required spare 
parts indigenously is difficult to be achieved 
and can only be attempted over a period of 
time. For imported aircraft also, efforts arc 
being made to achieve as much indigenous pro¬ 
duction of spare parts as practicable.

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Allotment of load to Tara House Building 
Cooperative Society, Delhi 

*307. SHRTS. C. SAMANTA: Will the 
Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING be 
pleased to state : 

(a) the progress made in the matter of al¬ 
lotment of land to the various House Building 
Cooperative Societies in Delhi and New 
Delhi; 

(b) the number of Societies still awaiting 
allotment and the prospects for such allotment 
in future; and 

(c) by what time a decision is likely to be 
taken in the case of one Tara Cooperative 
House Building Society, consisting of M.Ps. 
and non-M.Ps. ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL) : (a) 141 Cooperative 
House Building Societies have so far been 
allotted undeveloped / development land in 
Delhi/New Delhi. 

(b) Cases of 29 Cooperative Societies are 
being considered for allotment of land under 
Group Housing Scheme. 

(c) Decision in principle has already been 
taken to allot them land on Group Housing 
basis in South Delhi. Further steps in this 
direction are being taken. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: Is it not a, t fact 
that Tara Cooperative House Building Society 
consists mostly of Members of Parliament and 
ex-Merabers ? Yet, no land was allotted to 
them for the past eight years and in the mean 
time many Members have become ex-members. 
What is the reason for this delay ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : The case of Tara 
Cooperative Society has been an unfortunate 
one, in the sense that they were offered a piece 
of land on the other side of the Jamuna but, 
unfortunately, at that time that land was not 
acceptable. Now we have decided to give them 
land under the group housing scheme in South 
Delhi. I hope and 1 can only say that, provi- 
ded cooperation comes from Tara Cooperative 
Society also—we should be able to finalise, it 
very soon. 


■ SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : The members of 
the Society were informed that they should 
apply to the Minister of Housing. If it' is so, 
why were they asked, to do so ? 

SHRI I. K, GUJRAL: 1 do not know who 
asked the members to apply to the Minister of 
Housing. If the Society had asked them to do 
so, I cannot be held responsible for that. 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJEE: What 
measures is the hon. Minister thinking of taking 
to recover those lands, which were promised in 
writing to some housing cooperatives but where 
the Jana Sangh administration, in order to catch 
votes for the Corporation elections, allowed the 
irregular colonisers to build hundreds of 
houses ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: This is an unfortu¬ 
nate situation that some lands, which were 
under acquisition and for which even payments 
had been made, are now being trespassed upon 
and some unauthorised construction has came 
up. The DDA is now trying to get those lands 
reclaimed so that they could be given to the 
original owners. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA : The Minister 
just now stated that land was going to be allot¬ 
ted to the Tara Cooperative Housing Society 
but that lands would be allotted only if the 
cooperation of the Tara Cooperative Society 
would be available. May I know whether the 
Tara Cooperative Housing Society is not coope¬ 
rating with them for allotment of land ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I think, my hon. 
friend has overstressed my casual remark. We 
want to finalise it very soon. I hope, the Tara 
Cooperative Society will also be cooperative 
because at an earlier stage land could have- 
been*allotted if they had taken the land - actross- 
the Jamuna. But, unfortunately, the insistenoe- 
was on this side of the Jamuna. That . is .why 
now we have taken a decision in principled 
give them land on this side of the Jamuna, that 
is. South Delhi, under the group housing 
scheme. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: May I 
know whether the Tara Cooperative Society 
is allotting sites and plots to MPs, ex-MPs and 
other members, who are already having houses, 
in Delhi and outside; if so, what are the 
reasons? 
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MR, SPEAKER: It is*oo detailed a ques- 
lion. They have not got any land yet and you 
are worried about the allotment ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The rule is that 
every person, whether a member of a coopera¬ 
tive society, before he is allotted a plot of land, 
h as to file an affidavit saying that he or his 
dependants or his wife do not own any plot or 
house in Delhi. Those who cannot qualify 
under this, that is, those who cannot file this 
affidavite, wilt not be given land.

(b) We have always stressed our friendship 
for Nepal and, therefore, welcome the Nepalese 
Prime Minister’s statement. 

NIHAR LASRAR: I would like to 
knout (tom the hon. Minister whether the 
King of Nepal is visiting India very shortly 
and, if at), whether they will take this oppor¬ 
tunity iu discuss about our mutual interests 
and thingl which concern both countries and 
try to develop relations between these two 
cottnttks. 

fHSLF SURENDRA PAL SINGH; His 
Myesty the King of Nepal is due to pay a 
two-day visit to New Delh i very shortly—1 
think, ftom the 10th June to the 12th June— 
and during his stay here the Prime Minister 
and the King are likely to discuss all matters 
of mutual interest apd other outstanding issues 


which are at present standing between the tw°" 
countries. 

Self-aufficlency Its Chemical Fertilizers

•310. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Will the Minister of‘PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether eelf-sufficiency has been reached 
in the production of chemical fertilizers in the 
country; 

(b) if so, whether import of fertilizers will 
be stepped; and 

(c) whether the cost of production of Che¬ 
mical Fertilizers has been brought down in 
order to enable the farmers to bring down the 
product ion cost of food crops and other com-, 
mcrcial urops? 

THF DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE MI¬ 
NISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND CHEMI¬ 
CALS (SHRI DALBIR SINGH) : (a) No, 
Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

(c) Cost of production of fertilizers in pub¬ 
lic sector units and therefore the prices of ferti¬ 
lizers have not generally comedown. The po¬ 
sition is the same in the case of private sector 
units as fa. as is known. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: May I 
know whether the ratio of production both in 
the private sector and public sector has not 
gone up because of the fact that we are not 
able to utilise the rated capacity and, in that 
rase, whether the Governm ent will take proper 
steps to see that the projects under public sec¬ 
tor are worked to full capacity so that we may 
be able to come up to the self-sufficiency level ? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI P. C . SETHI): It is 
true that the public sector and private sector 
p rojects are not worked to fult-rated capacity. 
As far as public sector projects arc concerned, 
all possible efforts are being made to sec that 
they work up to rated capacity. But in the 
case of certain fertiliser projects like Sindri 
which have become too old, even the rated 
capacity has to be revised in terms cf the con* 
dition of existing machinery. 
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SrtHI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : May I 
know whether the Government have taken 
any steps to expedite the completion of the 
coal-based projects Hie Ramagundam and Tal- 
char and ; if ag, when will the projects be com¬ 
pleted and production started ?

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as Talchar 
and Ramagundam projects are concerned, we 
are making all possible efforts t« expedite them. 
But on account of various things to be tied up, 
as far as foreign collaboration, import of machi¬ 
nery and technical know-how are concerned, 
because these projects arc based on coat, it is 
taking some time. But we are trying our best 
to expedite them. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA: There is a great 
demand of fertilisers and there is deficiency in 
the production of fertilisers in the country. May 
I know by what time do you hope to fulfil the 
demand by our own production ? 

SHRI P. G. SETHI: As far as production 
of nitrogenous and phosphatic fertiliser is con¬ 
cerned, it is hoped that by 1975-76, we shall 
be able to become self-sufficient. But as far as 
KjO is concerned, it is imported and, in that 
variety of fertiliser, it would be difficult to 
become self-sufficient.

SHRI P. C. SETHI : During 1970-71, the 
demand for nitrogeneous fertiliser was estimat¬ 
ed to be 1.748 million tonnes. As far as phos¬ 
phatic fertilisers are concerned, it was estimat¬ 
ed at 0.567 million tonnes and as far as K,0 
is concerned, the estimate was 52.56 million 
tonncB, As far as the supply position is con¬ 
cerned, in the case of nitrogenous fertilisers it 
was 0.830 tonnes and in the case of phospha¬ 
tic fertilisers it was 0.203 million tonnes and, 
as far as K t O is concerned, it was all imported. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI : Will the hOn. 
Minister tell us what was the Plan target for 
fertiliser production in the first two years of 
he Fourth Plan ? I want to know why the 
demand is not picking up, falling short of the 
tPlan target? 


SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as demand in 
the Fourth Plan period is concerned, for 
nitrogenous fertilisers, it was estimated to be 
3 million tonnes and for phosphatic fertilisers 
it was 1.20 million tonnes. It is true that as 
far as demand is concerned, last year, it did 
not register a proper growth although in the 
previous years, the growth was from 18 to 19 
per cent and it touched even 22 per cent at 
one period of time. Last year, it had gone 
down. There may be various factor.), may be 
on account of conditions of rails or various 
other factors. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Since you are im¬ 
porting crude for naphtha which is the base 
raw-material for fertiliser production, what 
objection have you got to importing ammonia 
so that fertiliser could be cheaper ? 

SHRI P. G. SETHI: As far as th: ques¬ 
tion of fertiliser based on imported naptha or 
ammonia is concerned, it is a matter which 
will have to be decided keeping the national 
interest in view. The entire policy will have 
to be decided from this point of \ iew. India 
being a country which is surplus in coal, we 
will have to think whether we can have coal- 
based fertilizer or fertilizer based on imported 
ammonia. 

SHRI PAINULI : In view of the fact that 
there is acute shortage of phosphate in the 
country and we have to import it from other 
countries involving considerable amount of 
foreign exchange, will the hon. Minister please 
inform us whether it is true that the NMDC 
has abundant exploration of rock phosphate in 
Mussoorie hills ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: It is difficult to reply 
on behalf of NMDC.

Demand of Apology l>y Pakistan for 
Harassment to the Wife of India’* 

Deputy High Commissioner In Dacca 

*311. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Will the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
ke pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government had demanded 
an apology from the Pakistan Government for 
harassment to the wife of Shri K. C. Sen 
Gupta, India’s Deputy High Commissioner in 
Dacca; and 
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(b) if so, the reply of Government of 
Pakistan ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH) (a) The 
Government had protested strongly against the 
objectionable behaviour of the Pakistani autho¬ 
rities in subjecting Smt. Sen Gupta to harass¬ 
ment and maltreatment. Government 
demanded not only that the culprits should be 
punished but also that suitable amends should 
be made by the authorities responsible. 

(b) The Pakistan Government have rejected 
the charge of maltreatment and harassment of 
Smt. Sen Gupta. They have stated that it 
was because of mistaken identity that she was 
not allowed to leave for New Delhi on the 
1st April, 1971. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA : Not 
being able to do much about the insult meted 
out to Mrs. Sen Gupta, may we know what 
Government is doing about the harassment 
that has been meted out to her husband, our 
Deputy High Commissioner in Dacca ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : It is a 
separate question which does not arise out of 
this question. But I will try to answer that, 
The House knows the conditions under which 
our Deputy High Commissioner is being kept 
in Dacca and this matter was discussed on a 
number of occasions. He is undergoing a lot 
of hardship. He is not able to go out of the 
house or meet his staff. This is contrary to 
Vienna convention. We have pointed this out 
to Pakistan on a number of occasions. We 
have kept other friendly outside countries 
informed. The latesi position is that we have 
also imposed similar restrictions on their man 
in Calcutta and we hope this will have some 
salutary effect on Pakistan. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : May 
we know whether there is any degree of reci- 
procit.V;between the treatment meted out to our 
diplomatic personnel there and the treatment 
meted out to the Pak-diplomatic personnel here 
to the extent that is consistent with civilized 
behaviour of Government ? Is there any 
hiatus or difference in the two treatments ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : Recipro¬ 
city has to be accepted by both the sides. It is 


true. It is also true that in certain matters 
Pakistan is behaving in a manner not in keep* 
ing with international lavft It is true we have 
not retaliated in time. The reason is this. We 
in India consider ourselves an ^ancient nation 
and we have culture and civilization going 
back to thousands of years and it is not always 
possible for us to stoop down to the same level 
as Pakistan and behaving in the same way. 

« 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : I 
have been misinterpreted. I myself suggested 
consistent with the civilised behaviour of our 
Government, and said that we should do some¬ 
thing effective. Now the Minister gives some 
dessertation about civilised behaviour that our 
Government would adopt. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I would .ke to 
know from the hon. Minister whether it is a 
fact that our Deputy High Commissioner in 
Dacca. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let the hon. Member 
confine himself to the wife of the Deputy High 
Commissioner only. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE :....the Deputy 
High Commissioner, his wife and other staff 
who are there are virtually interned and 
anything can happen unless they are properly 
brought back to India, and if so, what steps 
have been taken to bring back his wife f.om 
Dacca and save her from further humiliation, 
along with her husband. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : His 
wife is already in India. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Along with her 
husband ? What about her husband ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member wants 
her to be s«nl back to Dacca ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I do not want 
her to be sent back. I want her husband also 
to be btoughl back in view of the bad treat¬ 
ment meted out to them. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Minister rep¬ 
lied to that question a little earlier. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : What steps have 
been taken to bring them back here in India? 
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SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : As I 
had already mentioned, we are making all 
possible efforts to get our Deputy High Com¬ 
missioner from Dacca ; certain difficulties have 
cropped up, aiyl we are trying to negotiate, 
and we are seized of the matter. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : In this 
connection,.... 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon." Member may 
confine his question only to the wife of the 
Deputy High Commissioner. The main ques¬ 
tion relates only to her, but the husband also 
has come into the picture. If the hon. Minister 
has got the information, I have no objection. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : I am not 
very much interested either in the husband 
or in the wife. I want to ask a general but 
serious question. I understand from newspaper 
reports that our High Commissioner in Pakis¬ 
tan, Mr. B. K. Acharya has come to India on 
retirement or on leave preparatory to retire¬ 
ment. In view of the serious state of relations 
between India and Pakistan, what is the actual 
state of affairs, and who is looking after our 
interests there ? Will Government immediately 
send a senior officer there so that our interests 
in Islamabad and also Dacca may be properly 
looked after ? 

MR. SPEAKER: This has gone much 
beyond the scope of the main question. From 
the wife of the Deputy High Commissioner, 
the question has now gone to Shri B. K. 
Acharya. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : Have 
you allowed the question, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER : If he is not in a position 
to answer, I cannot force him. Now, next 
qu estion.

drocarbons India Private Lld.’s entitlement is 
l/6th share of the total production of Rostam 
crude oil. Total quantity ptoduccd up to April, 
1971 is US barrels 33,930,898. Its value is 
dependent on the realised price. 

(b) Quantity lifted by HLPL up to April 
1971 is US barrels. 3,298,254. Total sale 
proceeds received up to April, 1971 is U.S.$. 
2,297, 652,68. Sales are made on usual credit 
terms of 120 days. 

(e) A number of offers for purchase of 
HIPL’s share of Rostam crude on suitable 
terms are being received and considered and 
th'Te will be no difficulty as a short-term 
measure to dispose of by sale the crude. As for 
long-term plans for utilisation of the crude, 
proposals for its utilisation in Barauni and in 
the next refinery to be scon taken up in the 
Public Sector arc under examination. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Since Government 
is already forgoing its share and—in disposing 
of its limited offtake at a throw-away pr ice, 
would it not consider putting up a refinery at 
Kandla at the earliest so that the drain on 
our foreign exchange is reduced and we are 
able to use our own c,rude ? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI P. C. SETHI) : As far as 
Rustam crude is concerned, at one time it 
appeared that it would be difficult to sell it. 
But Aow that is not so ; it is being sold ; we 
have already sold the quantity we had in 
our possession to Spain and a few other 
countries. As far refining capacity, we are also 
making the necessary changes in the Barauni 
refinery so that Rostam crude could be used 
there because we have already a 1-million 
tonne extra capacity at Barauni. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Since there is already 
a proposal for putting up a crude cil refinery 
in North India, could we not consider fixation 
of the site on the basis of first cost, that is, 
capital cost and the end-product cost, that is, 
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the cost of the finished product to the custo¬ 
mer ? On both these counts, Kandla would be 
a better sit? than any other in North India.. 

MR. SPEAKER : He is mal ing a sugges¬ 
tion. 

SHRI D. D. OESAI : I will put it this way: 
Would Government not consider Kandla as 
the site in view of the lower first capital cost 
and the end product cost ? Will the site selec¬ 
tion be based on technical and commercial 
considerations or on political considerations ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: The question is a 
limited one, limited to Rostam crude and its 
utilisation. If you allow it, Sir, I would like to 
say that as far as the location of the site in the 
north-west is concerned, it has been given to 
a technical committee whose report we are 
awaiting. Their examination would be based 
on techno-economic feasibility studies of the 
places considered, keeping in view the inputs 
and products which would be sold in tin' 
market, and the matter would not be decided 
only on political considerations.

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE 
PRODUCTION) IN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA): (a) to (c) Brief reports on the 
death of Maj, Bahuguna have been received 
from the leader of the expedition. A tape- 
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recorded version of the evidence taken by the 
leader while investigating the case is expec¬ 
ted shortly. In view, however, of the conflic¬ 
ting reports emanating from different sources 
on the subject, the Indian Mountaineering 
Foundation has set up a Committee to go into 
this matter. The memBers of the Committee 
are Brig. Gyan Singh, Leader of the Indian 
Mount Everest Expedition, 1960 and Major 
HPS Ahluwalia, one of the summiters of the 
successful Indian expedition to Everest in 
1965. When the committee’s report is received 
the position may be clearer.

First, 
family pension to the widow of Rs. 220 per 
month ; then, children’s allowance of Rs. 40 
pir month per child ; thirdly, educational allow¬ 
ance of Rs. 40 per month per child beginning 
from the age of 5 and ending at the age of 18 
years; family gratuity of Rs. 6,500. These are 
the benefits which will be available to the 
family of the late Maj. Bahuguna. Apart from 
this, the Indian Mountaineering Foundation 
has awarded posthumously its gold medal for 
distinguished mountaineering to Maj. Bahu¬ 
guna. 

SHORT NOTICE QUESTION 

Shortage of Kerosene Oil in Orissa State 

1. SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGARHI: 
Will the Minister of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are aware of the 
acute shortage of kerosene oil in Orissa state for 
the last two months; 

(b) if so, the reasons for the same ; and 

(c) the steps taken by Government to 
ensure adequate supply of kerosene oil to 
Orissa by now to relieve the common-man 
from his hardship ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND CHE¬ 
MICALS (SHRI DAI.BIR SINGH) : (a) 

Reports of shortage of kerosene oil have been 
received , from the State Government during 
May, 1971 only in respect of the Balasore, 
Bhadrak and Mayurganj area of north Orissa, 
served by the oil companies’ depots at Balasore. 
There have been no complaints from the rest 
of the' State. 

(b) Extensive thefts of overhead traction 
wires and other equipments have resulted in 
occasional reductions in rail transport capacity 


ex-Calcutta. It has, therefore, not been pos¬ 
sible to despatch the needed quantities of 
kerosene by rail from Calcutta, the “normal 
supply source for this area. However, to the 
extent feasible, substantially increased supplies 
have been made to the State from Vishakha- 
patnam, the other source of supply for kerosene 
and oil products to the State. 

(c) The following steps have been taken :- 

(i) The oil companies have advised 
their agents to uplift maximum 
possible kerosene by road from 
their storage depots and installa¬ 
tions at Calcutta. 

(ii) The State Government has been 
requested to induce the agents to 
maximise road upliftments of kero¬ 
sene from Calcutta. 

(iii) The State Government has teen 
requested to distribute the available 
supplies of kerosene equitably and 
to ensure that it is sold at the 
controlled price fixed by the local 
State officials under the Essential 
Commodities Act. 

(iv) Dependence on rail transport for 
the movement of kerosene from 
Calcutta is being progressively 
brought down by maximising the 
utilisation of the Haldia-Barauni- 
Kanpur pipelines. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: The 
hon. Minister just now stated that the report 
of acute shortage of kerosene oil in the State 
came to the notice of the Government of India 
only towards the end of May. But this shortage 
started in April, and in May it was quite 
acute. What was the quota allotted to Orissa 
in February-March and to what extent supply 
was adhered to. What is the actual controlled 
price fixed for Orissa so far as kerosend oil is 
concerned ? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI P. C. SETHI): We 
came to know of the shortage from the State 
Government and various complaints that were 
received in the ministry, and the hon. Member 
also spoke to me about this shortage. Parti¬ 
cularly after he spoke to me, l asked the officers 
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of the IOC to go to the spot and discuss it 
with the Stale officers. Then we have come to 
know about the entire position. About the 
monthly supply to Orissa, I should like to point 
out that the monthly supply to the State has 
not actually gone down. We have tried to 
supply kerosene from Visakhapatnam in order 
to cater to the needs oi the Orissa Slate. It 
is true that Balasore depot was being served 
from Calcutta but on account of railway 
difficulties there was shortage of kerosene in 
the Balasore depot. That particular region 
alone experienced some difficulties, not the 
other areas. The kerosene control order is 
common to all the States ; freights and other 
charges have to be added to i*. 

SHRI CH1NTAMANI PANIGRAHI : May 
I know from the hon. Minister whether the 
shortage has actually been overcome and 
whether people are really getting it as they 
used to get it in February and March ? 
Recently the Government had taken up a new 
distribution system so as to improve the availa¬ 
bility of kerosene in North Bengal and Bihar and 
Assam and to eastern U. P. which areas also 
were experiencing shortage. Orissa has been 
excluded from this new system. Are they 
going to transport more Kerosene to Orissa so 
that the other parts of Orissa also would not 
suffer ? Acute shortage is not restricted to 
Balasore area only. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : Artificial shortages in 
kerosene are created on account of two factors. 
One is that kerosene is being mix'll with high 
speed diesel oil because of the high tevcl of 
difference in duty among them and secondly by 
some unscrupulous dealers. Therefore a new 
system was devised. The dealers were asked 
to take from the tank. This system functioned 
in Maharashtra very well. The authorities in 
Orissa accepted this scheme but later on they 
said that they would not take up the scheme. 
We are actually negotiating with them. In 
order to overcome difficulties of traction we are 
actually moving kerosene through the pipeline 
from Haldia to Barauni; it will reach Barauni 
by tomorrow. We shall be able to overcome 
the difficulties of both Bihar and Orissa on 
account of this method. We are also taking up 
the pumping of kerosene from Barauni to 
Kanpur. Thus the difficulties of traction are 
being overcome. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : The retail price of 


kerosene is going up day by day compared with 
the wholesale prices. Whansteps are the 
Government going to take to put an end to 
this sorry state of affairs ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as the distri¬ 
bution and price controT of kerosene are con¬ 
cerned, that has to be imposed through the 
State Government machinery, and we have 
taken it up with all the State Governments 
that they should strictly see to it that the kero¬ 
sene Control Order is strictly enforced and 
there is no blackmarketing in it.

April. 1971, 410 non-citizen traders in Kenya, 
mostly of Indian origin, were issued non¬ 
renewable trading licences valid for six months 
with effect from 1st May, 1971. They are 
required to complete transfer of their busines¬ 
ses to Kenyan citizens during the six months 
period. No orders requiring the affected trad¬ 
ers to leave the country have been issued. 

(b) The Government of Kenya have taken 
these measures in their sovereign right, and in 
accordance with their declared policy of Afri- 
canisation of trade and commerce. 

These affected traders of Indian origin who 
chos .' to come to India for permanent settle¬ 
ment are entitled to liberal Customs and 
Import Trade control concessions from the 
Indian authorities.

The Regulation confers certain 
powers upon officers of the Armed Forces in 
areas which are declared as “disturbed” by the 
Governor of Nagaland. After the agreement 
on the suspemion of operations, a three mile 
belt along the international border of Nagaland 
with Burma is the only area which has conti¬ 
nued as a “disturbed” area under the Regula¬ 


tion. The rest of Nagaland is no longer a dis¬ 
turbed area, but for so long as the Regulation 
remains in force, any part of Nagaland can be 
declared as a “disturbed”, area if circums¬ 
tances necessitate it. *

1971, three Underground Naga leaders were 
arrested. In addition, about 40 self-styled 
officers of the so-called Naga Army and the 
Underground groups have either surrendered 
or have been captured by the Security Forces 
during the same period. 

(b) and (c) The Law and Order situation 
in Nagaland has improved considerably over 
the past many months. The State Government 
who arc in control of the. situation, have conti¬ 
nued to take steps to counter the activities of 
the Underground groups and provide satisfac¬ 
tory protection to the villagers. Efforts of the 
Underground Nagas to extort money and 
rations and to get recruits are proving increas¬ 
ingly unsuccessful due to the non-cooperation 
of the villagers. The resistance offered by the 
villagers has noticeably increased because of 
their desire for peace. 

Naga leaders have continued their informal 
contacts with the Underground Nagas to bring 
them to the path of peace and reason. 

Recovery of dues from Pakistan 

1414. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state : 

(,a) whether Government have recovered 
from Pakistan all dues, including the ship¬

Water to Rural Areas of Chandigarh

The 
Chandigarh Administration has reported that 
the drying up may be due to extensive exploi¬ 
tation of water for agriculture or natural 
lowering of spring level. 

(c) In order to extend water supply to the 
nearby villages, the Chandigarh Administration 
have asked the villagers to deposit the cost of 
extending water supply lines lo their areas . 

Manufacture of Nuclear Weapons

Laotian parties with a view so achieving a 
negotiated settlement. Government of India, 
therefore, expressed regret and concern at the 
recent escalation of the conflict and urged 
restraint. The Indian representative on the 
ICC also suggested that the I C C might 
issue an appeal calling for the reaffirmation of 
Laotian neutrality ; for respecting the Geneva 
Agreements of 1954 and 1962 ; and offering 
“good offices” to the parties in Laos to 
enable them to continue their dialogue 
towards a peaceful settlement.

(Medical Attendance) Rules, 1944, as amended 
or Central Government Health Scheme. 
While under the latter two sets of Rules, the

While there is 
undoubted over-crowding, conditions in the 
prison arc not quite as bad as depicted in the 
news story. There are 1200 prisoners in Pent- 
onvillc prison at any one time, of whom illegal 
immigrants from various parts of the world 
constitute not more than a hundred. Being 
unconviclcd prisoners, the latter get better 
treatment than the remaining 1100 convicted 
prisoners. Illegal immigrants are allowed to 
wear their, own clothes, eat their own food 
supplied by friends, and meet visitors. They 
do n at have to work and can even meet each 
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other at specified hours. In view of the above 
and. also in view of the fact that immigrants 
held in Pantonville prison belong to all parts 
of the world and stay there for short periods, 
no further approach to the British Government 
was made.

Research has supported studies on clinical trials 
of keratoprosthesis at two centres namely, 
Gevernment Medical College, Patiala and 
Dr. Rajendra Prasad Centre for Ophthalmic 
Sciences, All India Institute of Medical 
Sciences, New Delhi. At Patiala, the work was 
started in June, 1969. According to the latest 
report received, keratoprosthesis made of 
methyl methacrylate was implanted in the eyes 
of 4 patients successfully, the first operation 
having been performed in December, 1969. 
Follow up has shown no indication of any 
foreign body reaction towards the implanted 
keratoprosthesis, causing extrusion of the im¬ 
plant or demanding removal of the keratopros¬ 
thesis. Vision hat improved except in one case 
where there was retinal malfunction. 

At the Dr. Rajendra Prasad Centre Ophthal¬ 
mic Sciences, New Delhi, similar work was 
undertaken in April, 1970. In the latest report 
received, it is stated that a methyl methacrylate 
polymer has been prepared by the special 
technique of ultraviolet polymerisation. The 
apparatus and the technical details of poly¬ 
merisation have been indigenously developed. 
Various designs of plastic cornea have been 
experimented upon animals and final selection 
has been made for clinical trials. The first 
grafting of this indigenously made plastic 
cornea was done on the 28th April, 1971 and 
the patient can now recognise faces.

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On die 20th April the Pakistan Government 
appointed Mr. Mehdi Nfjtaul as their new 
Deputy High Commission^ in Calcutta. Mr. 
Hossain Ali, however, refused to surrender to 
him the building and premises of the erstwhile 
Pakistan Deputy HighCot^aission in Calcutta. 
Thereupon, on the 23rd April, the Pakistan 
Government announced the closure of their 
Mission in Calcutta with effect from the 26th 
April, 1971, and asked the Indian Mission in 
Dacca to be closed on the same date. The 
explanation given by the Pakistan Government 
for this action was that the Government of 
India did not afford necessary facilities to the 
newly appointed Pakistan Deputy High Com¬ 
missioner. 

(b) The Pakistan Government has been 
reminded that it is their responsibility to ensure 
the safety of all the personnel of our Missions in 
Pakistan, including our erstwhile Mission in 
Dacca. They have also been reminded that 
international law and diplomatic practice enjoin 
on them die duty to provide facilities for the 
return of our staff, their personal belongings 
and official property and records.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Outbreak or Cholera in an Epidemic form 

AMONG THE REFUGEES FROM BANGLA DESH 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGARHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : Sir, I call the attention of 
the Minister of Health and Family Planning to 
the following matter of urgent public impor¬ 
tance and I request tfaai he may make a state¬ 
ment thereon : 

“The reported outbreak of cholera in an 
epidemic form among the refugees from 
Bangla Desh and action taken by the 
Government to meet the situation.” 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruchira- 
palli) : On a point of order. Sir. This is not 
an epidemic in the ordinary course. This 
relates to the whole question of Bangla Desh. 
In my calling attention notice, I had drawn 
the attention of the Home Minister. I do not 
know how it got changed into Health Minister. 

I do not know whether it was done by your 
office. The House expects either the Prime 
Minister or the Defence Minister to answer 
it. 

MR. SPEAKER : This is about the cholera 
epidemic and the Health Minister has to 
reply to it. 

SHRI INDRAJEET GUPTA (Alipore) : 
The Prime Minister should at least be present 
here now, because she has returned from 
Calcutta. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : The 
question is not merely of cholera epidemic. 
The qustion is of law and order situation in 
West Bengal. After coming from Calcutta, the 
Prime Minister should make a statement here 
am motu { Interruptions) flHlMMNS 
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THE MINISTER £p WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI -UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHITj) : Mr. Panigrtihi’s call attention 
relates directly to healffi matters. If there 
are any other matters, they can be raised sepa¬ 
rately. 

The sudden influx of refugees from East 
Bengal in large numbers following the 
unprecedented and brutal attack by the West 
Pakistan Army has posed a human problem 
of great magnitude. Government are alive to 
the emergent and large scale requirements of 
medical care arrangements for these refugees. 
We are doing all that lies within our means 
and we are stretching our means to the 
maximum; but we must all remember that the 
problem is colossal. 

A majority of these refugees are arriving in 
a condition of exhaustion caused by mal¬ 
nutrition. A number of persons, it is reported 
have died after crossing the border. The precise 
cause of all the deaths reported is not known. 

Most unfortunately and in spite of all the 
care we have taken, a growing number of 
cholera cases have been reported from the 
evacuee camps. It appears that the infection 
has been carried by the evacuees from East 
Bengal. Government are greatly concerned 
and we are fully in touch with the develop¬ 
ments. We have information that there have 
been about 9,500 ca>es of cholera till June 4th 
and that about 1,250 persons have died. But 
for the timely and well organised efforts made 
by Government for preventive and curative 
medical care, the incidence of deaths might 
hate been higher. 

First reports about the occurrence of cholera 
cases were received in early May from Cachar 
District of Assam. Later, similar reports were 
received about cases from Malda. 24 Parganas 
and Nadia Districts also. 

Fifty lakhs doses of preventive vaccine for 
cholera have already been supplied to the 
States bordering East Bengal. We have 
approached various agencies including foreign 
agencies for building up stocks of vaccine. 
For the treatment of cholera patients, supplies 
of Normal Saline and Molar-lactate have been 
arranged. Jet guns are being ,ushed to West 
Bengal. Disposable syringes are being sent. 


We have transferred a 400-bedded mobile 
hospital from Rajasthan to West Bengal and 
sanctioned additional mobile hospital and 
beds. A number of doctors have been 
requisitioned from the Railways and AMC 
officers pressed into service. 

For the transportation of patients, doctors, 
medicines and equipment, vehicles are being 
moved from ‘Bombay and some have been 
obtained from the UNICEF at Calcutta. 

The Indian Red Cross have arranged for 
supply of some nutritive food for the refugee 
children. 

To meet the pressing need for safe drinking 
water in the refugee camps, 1500 tube-wells 
have already been commissioned in the 
camps. 

We deputed a doctor from the All India 
Hygiene and Public Health Institute to study 
the situation and assess the precise cause of 
the repoitcd deaths. Two epidemiological 
teams have been set up at Calautta and 
Gauhati for emergency investigation of cases 
of out-break. 

We are receiving daily reports from our 
Liaison Officer in Calcutta. 1 he Prime Minis¬ 
ter has visited the area. The Minister of 
State for Health has also been on a tour of 
the affected areas. Secretary Health has 
visited and the DGHS is being deputed to 
visit the spot. 

The State Governments concerned have 
been advised to intensify protective care of the 
loeal population in areas where the camps have 
been established. 

1 he problem is big and has been growing 
with the continuing influx of refugees. We 
shall not relent in our efforts to tackle it. We 
shall do all that we can to deal with this great 
human tragedy. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI s All 
the reports that are available so far go to show 
that while the peoples’ revolution in Bangla¬ 
desh started from the 25th March, the inci¬ 
dence of this dreadful disease tooL a serious 
turn only towards the 29th of May. According 
to foreign observers about 60 million people in 
Bangladesh and in the eastern States of our 
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Jj CQuntryare no»r threatened with this virulent 
\type pf cholera which, as the bon. Minister has 
\ stared, hat spread from Bangladesh. Since 
this epidemic started from Bangladesh will the 
government request the military scientists to 
enquire whether it was part of the campaign of 
the military authorities of Pakistan to extermi- 
nate the entire nation and also India by secret¬ 
ly unleashing a bacteriological war ? Then, the 
earlier assumption of the government was that 
the refugees would go back after six months. 
Now that assumption has proved wrong and 
the epidemic is spreading. May I know whether 
the government will get an assurance from the 
foreign powers and the international agencies 
that they will share the entire burden of relief 
which will come to about Rs. 400 crores? 
May I also know whether the government, in¬ 
cluding the .Health Ministry are preparing a 
long-term phased programme for the better- 
tnent and protection of the refugees because 
they are not likely to go back after six months ? 
If so, the Government should let us know 
what new formula has been arrived at, what 
assurances they have got from the world powers 
who will come to our assistance and whether 
this operation will continue only up to six 
months after which they will go back or they 
will continue for I£ years. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: So 
far as the first question is concerned, he refers 
to military strategy and things of that sort, 
and that we should undertake an inquiry of 
that character. I do not think that it is indi¬ 
cated and my reply is in the negative. 

So far as the other aspects of the question 
he has raised are concerned, we have sent a 
team for inquiring into the medical aspect of 
it. I have said in my statement that the strain 
or the nature of the cholera is peculiar to East 
Bengal, In previous years also the same clas¬ 
sical nature of cholera had been prevalent in 
East Bengal. The same character has been 
discerned in the tests that our teams have car¬ 
ried out. On that point there is hardly any 
difference. Therefore I do not think any fur¬ 
ther action is necessary. 

So far as his last question Is concerned, it 
really covers a much wider area and 1 do not 
think I would like to attempt an answer to 
that. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: Per¬ 


haps the hon. Minister could not recollect my 
question. The last part of my question was : 
What is the total expenditure that you have 
thought of incurring and are you going to ex¬ 
tend it to If years ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : If I 
may say so without any disrespect to the hon. 
Member, the approach is rather unfortunate. 
We cannot start planning for years ahead, as¬ 
suming that refugees will stay for all time. Wc 
have examined the situation and are watching 
it carefully. Our plans will be directly and 
carefully attuned to the situation. It » wrong, 
in my opinion, to think of refugees staying 
here for all time to come. 

So far as aid is concerned, the various inter¬ 
national agencies have been approached. I am 
not in a position to say that the response is 
satisfactory, but the general mental approach 
is improving and the agencies are also respond¬ 
ing with concrete suggestions. But we have in 
the present state to depend on our own effort 
essentially. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganjl : I 
have carefully read the statement of the hon. 
Minister. He has himself admitted that it 
appears that the infection has been carried by 
th«» refugees from Bangla Desh, that is. East 
Bengal. I admire the effort that he has made 
and is making. I know him for so long and he 
is a very efficient person. But I want to know 
how he can cope with this problem when the 
infection comes from East Bengal, Unless we 
tackle it at the source and stop the infection m 
East Bengal, all the refugees coming from there 
will carry the infection. So, how long can he 
stop people from dying of cholera ? I will, 
therefore, again impress upon the Prim: Mi¬ 
nister that unless she recognised Bangla Desh, 
we -could not go in and tackle the disease 
there, from where ii is coming. 

I have learnt from newspapers that there is 
no arrangement in East Bengal for curing it. 
There are no medicines, hospitals or doctors 
and people there are dying like dies. People 
who come here bring the infection. This will 
continue and, I am afraid, it will infect our 
local population also in West Bengal. I would 
like to know how he wants to tackle the pro¬ 
blem now itself so that it does no. become 
more serious in the future. 
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Then, the number of refugee* is sometimes 
given as 45 lakhs, 47 lakhs, 50 lakhs and so 
on. What is the actual number of refugees and 
what is the average rate of their coming into 
India ? 

Further, in how many camps they are hous¬ 
ed Statewise and from how many camps cho¬ 
lera cases have been reported. What steps have 
been taken by the Government to prevent in¬ 
fection to the local population of West Bengal 
and other States. If it is not properly checked, 
it will affect other provinces also. 

There are reports of starvation deaths in 
West Bengal. These are the paper reports : 

“Over 300 people have died of starvation in 
the Rangpur and Lalmanirhat areas of 
Bangla Desh according to reports from 
across the border..... ...Villages have 
been experiencing acute scarcity condi¬ 
tions following indiscriminate looting 
and destruction of godowns by Pakis¬ 
tani troops and their Muslim League 
supporters.” 

They are destroying every grain in villages 
and so there are so many refugees. What are 
we going to do there to provide food to starv¬ 
ing people in Bangla Desh ? 

* I want to know if you are aware that if food 
is not rushed to villages in Bangla Desh, there 
may be famine, much bigger than the one 
which occurred in 1943. I would like you to 
tell me how you are trying to protect the refu¬ 
gees from starvation and cholera. Heavy rains 
have also come in. There is no shelter. Most 
of the refugees do not have any shelter. What 
is being done for their shelter ? What are you 
actually doing to tackle all these problems ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: Sir, 
1 would answer the questions so far as health 
and sanitation are concerned. I have already 
indicated the mrasures that we have taken to 
tackle the problem. His first question was as 
to how we propose to tackle the problem. I 
have in detail indicated how we are actually 
tackling the problem. As soon as refugees arrive 
we contact them. We are taking every conceiv¬ 
able care in the matter of food, in the matter 
of shelter, in the matter of medicines and all 
that. Preventive action is being taken at a rate 
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which has never been tried before. I have al¬ 
ready indicated in detail what we are actually 
doing. 

• 

Then, he has asked about the number of re¬ 
fugees, the number V>f camps and how many 
refugees are there in each of the camps. I can 
give the number of refugees coming, week by 
week. The /lumber of refugees for the first 
week ending 17-4-71 is 1,19,5,66; 24-4-71— 
6,55,874; 1-5-71—8,67,428; 8-5-71—15,72,220; 
15-5-71-23,99,667; 22-5-71—33.71,931 and 
29-5-71—36,88,350. This is week by week posi¬ 
tion of the number of refugees arriving into 
Lhe country on the eastern side. 

As regards camps, 1 according to information 
available up to 4th June, the Statewise break 
of refugees is as follows. Camp in West Bengal 
—22,65,000 refugees; Assam-87,000—and odd; 
Meghalaya— 1,86,000 ; Tripura 3 81,000 and 
Bihar—3965. The total number of refugees m 
camps will be 27.22,561. In respect of outside 
camps, this is not Statewise, but the total here 
is 20.15,497. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : How many camps 
are affected by cholna ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: I don’t 
have that statement now, 

SHRI KALYANASUND4RAM : What are 
the international agencies which have been 
approached by way of help regarding medi¬ 
cines and supply of drugs ? This is a question 
which I am addressing to the Health Minister. 
Wbat was the response from them ? From 
which country has the Government got its 
required aid and how much ? This is point 
number one. 

My second question is this. Is it a fact 
that Pakistan has poisoned the wells in the 
border regions ? What is the action taken 
against that ? Is it possible that this poisoning 
is the cause of the spread of cholera into our 
side ? I am encouraged to put a question to 
the Prime Minister who has Just returned from 
Calcutta. The House would expect her to 
make a statement immediately. These epide¬ 
mics and other problems are due to the influx 
of refugees and this influx is mounting up 
every week. It seems as if Pakistan has declared 
and is carrying on war against our economy 
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and health. It is # a war against our economy. 
0ur economy Is threatened. How long can . 
this country go on * like this ? So. I want to 
know what, the Government proposes to do to 
protect 'he people in their own homeland. It 
is a larger question connected with the 
struggle in Bangla Deth and the brutal 
massacre carried on by West PaVistan army 
inside Bangla Dcsh. 

0 

Our country is vitally interested in this 
matter. If this continues, our economy will 
be ruined. It is a direct threat to the health 
of the citizens of our nation. Can our country 
afford to witness the whole thing as helpless 
spectator ? What is the action which Govern¬ 
ment proposes to take ? Let us take a lesson 
in the way Chamberlain appeased Hiller. 
Already we ait delaying matters. Chamber¬ 
lain’s appeasement emboldened Hitler. Our 
Government is emboldening the Pakistan 
military authorities to more and more adven¬ 
ture. May I know from the Government as 
to what action they propose to take in this 
regard ? I request the Prime Minister to reply 
to this part of my question. The first two 
questions relate to Health Minister. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : We 
approached UNO and WHO and they care 
in all possible ways, helping us in their own 
region in their own way. Both these agencies 
are helping. I do not know whai further de¬ 
tails would be neccssaiy. The WHO is giving 
a number of hems. It includes medicines and 
other requirements, particularly vaccines. We 
have to build up supply for the whole country, 
particularly the Eastern States and have ade¬ 
quate supplies. If he wants, I can give each 
figure. But I don’t think that would advance 
his point of view in any manner. 

AN HON. MEMBER : What about poison¬ 
ing of the wells in the border regions ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : Over 
and above what I have Mated, there is no 
other information either in the Ministry of 
Rehabilitation or in the Ministry of Health. No 
such information has been received uptil now. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE s On a point of 
order. My hon. friend’s question had two parts* 
The first part was about the cholera epidemic. 
That has been replied to by the hon. Minister. 
But the second part was what action had been 
taken to tee that they were kept in their 
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own country, and my hon. friend made a 
request that question should be replied to by 
the hon. Prime Minisiei. Either the Prime 
Minister should say that she does not want to 
reply or she should say something. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri M. Kalyanaaundaram 
can look after himself very well. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : We support each 
other. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I think the 
Prime Minister is not averse to saying some¬ 
thing. Let her tell us something. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Let the 
Prime Minister say what she knows about. 
She has just returned from Calcutta. The 
House is expecting her to say something.

my coming here seems to have enlarged the 
scope of the question. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : There 
has been a persistent demand that she should 
come. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: I was on 
the way here, but as you know, I get waylaid 
by people from various States ... 

AN HON. MEMBER : Not hijacked? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: I think 
that my colleague, the Health Minister, has 
given full information so far as the actual 
calling-attention is concerned, that is, as regards 
what we are trying to do about the outbreak of 
cholera and the general health of refugees who 
arc pouring in and also how this shuatioq 
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affects the local popuhtifon. I do not think 
I can add much, because the other question 
asked by the hon. Memhtt is an Overall ques¬ 
tion which we have discussed many times. I 
should only like to reftntr that part of this 
statement where he says that we are trying to 
encourage the Government of West Pakistan 
or that we are appeasing them in any wav, I 
protest against that statement. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : In¬ 
directly encouraging. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: Neithet in¬ 
directly not directly are we encouraging them 
In fact, we are very active in drawing the 
world’s attention to the real state of affairs theie. 
As the House knows, this is a rather delicate 
matter which we have discussed on numerous 
occasions with the Members of the Opposition 
and we can discuss it again with them. I do 
not think that one can talk about these things 
especially in answar to a calling-attention-notice 
which deals with a specific matter such as the 
outbreak of cholera.

STATEMENT RE: COLLISION BET- 
WEEN LUCKNOW-GORAKHPUR PAR¬ 
CEL PASSENGER AND KANPUR- BARAU- 
NI FAST PASSENGER ON N. E. RAILWAY 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA) : I lay on the 
Table a statement regarding collision between 
184 Dn. Lucknow-Gorakhpur passenger and 
32 Dn. Barauni-Kanpur fast passenger outside 
Gonda station ofN. E. Railway on 5-6-1971. 

Statement 

On 5-6-71 Train No, 184 Down Lucknow- 
Gorakhpur Parcel Passenger passed through 
Gonda Kachahri station on the Lucknow- 
Gonda single line Metre Gauge section of the 
North Eastern Railway at 03.34 hours. While 
this train was standing outside the first stop 
signal of Gonda station for reception, train 
No, 32 Down Kanpur-Bara uni fast passenger 
which left Gonda Kachahri station at 03.46 
hours came from behind and collided with the 
rear of the train No. 184 Down at about 03.53 
hours. As a result 3 inspection carriages 
attached in the rear of the Train No. 184 Down 
were badly damaged and capsized and the 
third-class-cum-luggage and brake van of the 
train and two third class coaches next to 
it also capsized. The engine of Train No. 32 
Down derailed of its tront wheels. 

Tn this accident 8 persons, all of them rail¬ 
way employees and their dependants who 
were travelling in the Inspection carriages, 
were killed : 5 on the spot and 3 in hospital. 
Seven persons of whom 4 are railway employ¬ 
ees and their dependants and 3 passengers 
sustained grievous injuries and another 2 per¬ 
sons of yhom one is a railway employee and 
the other a passenger sustained minor injuries. 
In addition 9 persona who had sustained only 
trivia] injuries were discharged after being 
rendered first-aid. 

Immediately after the accident all die inju¬ 
red persons were rendered first-aid and rushed 
to the railway and civil hospitals at Gonda, 
The 4 railway employees and their dependants 
who sustained grievous injuries and one rail¬ 
way employee with minor injuries fre being 
treated in the Railwty t tf 
passengers with grievous ii^uries ‘ and on? 
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with minor injuries are ^sing treated la the 

Civil Hospital, Goods. 

The Deputy Minister gj f Railways accom¬ 
panied by Member (Transportation), Direc¬ 
tor (S^nalliog and Telecommunication), 
Railway Board and the General Manager, 
North Eastern Railway rushed to the site of 
the accident from Delhi by air. They inspec¬ 
ted the site of the accident and visited the 
injured persons in the hospitals. 

Ex-gratia payment has been made to the 
next of kin of the dead and to the injured. 

The'Additional Commissioner of Railway 
Safety, North Eastern Circle, Calcutta will 
hold his statutory inquiry into this accident to¬ 
morrow. 

Pending the inquiry, the train crew of No. 
32 Dn. Kanpur-Barauni fast passenger and the 
concerned staff responsible for train operations 
at Gottda Kachahri station have been placed 
under suspension.

1 GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72—GENERAL 
DISCUSSION—Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER : We resume discussion 
on the General Budget. There are 13 hours 
and 15 minutes yet to go. 

9HRI SHANKARRAO SAVANT (Kolaba): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Finance Minister deser¬ 
ves to be congratulated on making the best of a 
bad situation. 

We are only recently recovering from the 
severe jolt which our economy received at the 
time of devaluation. We went for devaluation 
in foe fond hope of improving our advene 
balance of trade as we believed a that time 
that as a result of devaluation, our imports 
would the out down and our exports would 
receive a boost. This expectation however, did 
not come thee and for foil three years we were 
left to lick our wounds. Our perseverance 
however started yielding dividends since last 
year. The Economic Survey for 1970*71 clear- 
ly Jtdfoi foat we have made Considerable 


While thus we were making progress in all 
spheres and when our economy was poised for 
a further leap, we were sudden'y faced with 
the evacuee problem which has threatened to 
eat up most of our extra earnings in agricul¬ 
ture, trade and industry, during the last two 
years. For this catastrophe, nobody is to be 
blamed, but we have willy-nilly to tackle it. 

The second challenge to our economy is of 
our own making. It arises from our own slogan 
of garibi halao. If we were to concentrate all our 
efforts only to ensure economic growth, it 
would have been a much easier task ; but we 
want there should, at the same time, be social 
justice. The two things cannot go easily hand 
in hand. This means that the incentive, which 
is the main plank in a planned economy, 
must not be dampened, and at the same time, 
jobs must be found both for the educated 
and for the uneducated. Thu requires 
rare acumen and accurate foresight. The 
Finance Minister, therefore) deserves to be 
congratulated because he has shown tremen¬ 
dous courage in augmenting the annual plan 
by Rs. 300 crores. , If only he were to stick to 
the old aimui^ phut, there would have been no 
need for exttd taxation. But he has flagmen- 
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tod the annual plan by Rt. *09 cnjn^ «tt* he 
t taw also augmented the share to ho fives to 
’ the State* by.Rs, 74 crores,and that is tine 
reason why ho had to face a. deficit of JRs. 99? 
crores is'the Budget, and herice the need for 
extra taxes and duties. 

A gap of this magnitude naturally could not 
be left uncovered, and he has tried to net in 
nearly Rs. 177 crores by way of taxes and 
duties. In so doing, he has naturally taken 
special care to see that tax-dodgers do not go 
scot-free At page 2 of his speech, he has 
enumerated special measures which he propo¬ 
ses to take, so that the tax-dodgers do not go 
scot-free. 

The real effect of these measures will not be 
felt during this year. It wilt be known only in 
the next two or three years, and then we will 
be able to understand what a great foresight 
has been exercised by the Finance Minister. 

The Budget has been criticised by the right¬ 
wingers and the left-wingers simultaneously. 
The right-wingers have stated that it will 
dempne the initiative, while the left-wingers 
have said that there is no socialism in the 
Budget, that it is absolutely capitalistic and it 
cannot meet the demands of the garibi hatao 
slogan. Both the criticisms are wide of the 
mark. 

In the course of his speech, Shri Samar 
Mukherjee denounced the Budget as unsocia¬ 
list and even reactionary. He laid down the 
proposition that indirect taxes always fall upon 
the common man and that as the proportion 
of indirect taxes to direct taxes is very great 
in the Budget, the Budget will hit the common 
man. 1 would like to point out in this connec¬ 
tion that indirect taxes do not necessarily fall 
upon the common man. They fall upon the 
consumer. It all depends upon the type of 
consumer* they encounter. For example, when 
there is a tax on cigarettes,' the consumers 
being from thp upper middle classes, it is they 
who will be hit by it, but if the tax is on 
tobacco itself, the consumers being common 
people, the common people will be hit by it. 
So, we cannot lay down the proposition that 
indirect taxes always hit the common man. 
They' hit the consumer, not necessarily the 
common man. In this case, there are indirect 
taxes no doubt, but all the indirect taxes are 
not of such a nature that they will hit the 
common man. 


Secondly, his proposition is that diepte- 
pooderaaer of ipdirct taxes over direct taxes 
itscff shows th«t this is not * socialist Budget. 
This is Just the reverse of what actually hap¬ 
pens. In a socialist society, the means of 
production being owned by the State, there is 
hardly any scope for direct taws. In a socia¬ 
list society there is bound to be a preponde¬ 
rance of indirect taxes over direct (axes. So, 
the proposition that he has laid down that 
because there is a preponderance of indirect 
taxes over direct taxes is not * social 
budget, is absolutely wrong. On the contrary, 
the reverse is true. 

Mr. Samar Mukherjee also tried to distin¬ 
guish between State capitalism and socialism. 
The distinction is too pedantic and ha* no 
bearing on the budget before us, I do not 
want to go into it any more. 

The next speaker was Mr. Indrajit Gupta 
who also belonged to the Communist party of 
the right group. He made no new points but 
only reiterated the arguments of Shri Samar 
Mukherjee in more eloquent and more explo¬ 
sive words. He persistently averred that the 
budget provides an infrastructure only for the 
private sector. Granting for the time being 
that it does so, does it not at the same time 
provide an infrastructure for the public sector? 
If that is so, what is die use of hitting at the 
budget on that score ? 

Curiously enough the two sections erf’the 
Communist Party received strong support from 
the ultra-rightist Jan Sangh in denouncing 
the budget as unsorialist and unrealistic. The 
young prince of Gwalior, Shri Madhaorao 
Scindia speaking in strident tones not only 
cursed the budget but with die air, ego and 
gusto to a Delphic oracle predicted that evil 
days are in store for Shri Chavan, the maker 
of the budget. Need I remind him that 
his leader, Shri Biharilal Bajpai had made 
similar predictions about Mrs. Indira Gandhi 
before the election and just the reverse of 
that prediction had taken place ? The young 
Maharaja coaxingty referred to Shri Chavan 
as a leading Maratha and in that context 
referred to his own Maratha lineage. But he 
would do well to note why Yeshwantrao be¬ 
came leader of the Marat has while the Maha¬ 
raja has foiled to do so - though he and his 
illustrious mother addressed quite a few election 
meetings in Bombay. Yeshwantrao is a leader

of the Marathas beetle he mixes with 
them and shares tt&ui weal and woe, 
while the youof Maharj^a exults in basking in 
the sunshine eluded by bn oligarchic organi¬ 
sation tile the Jan Sangh which is far removed 
from the masses. If the Maharaja cared to 
study past history he would know that 
Mahadaji Shinde, the founder of his dynasty 
became great by his loyalty to the Maratha 
confederacy and not by ploughing a lonely 
furrow (Interruptions.) He made an enigmatic 
remark ‘magic wands and godfathers cannot 
change the hard facts of economics’. He dkl 
not expand his remarks but it is obvious that 
by magic wand he referred to the slogan of 
‘garibi hatao ’ and by godfather he referred to 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi. It was entirely out of 
place. 

I shall refer to two or three things about 
the budget. The Finance Minister has placed 
an excise duty on coarse variety of cloth. This 
duty will go against the principles enunciated 
by the hon. Minister himself because it will 
fall upon the common man and is therefore 
conducive to the rise in prices. Secondly excise 
duty on petroleum and petroleum products 
will also affect the people. Transport is not 
a luxury and there is no substitute for it. 
Thirdly, there is a duty on maida which will 
be felt by the poor in urban areas. We can¬ 
not make a distinction between the poor in the 
urban areas and in the poor in the rural 
areas and therefore this duty al»o deserves to 
be amended. 

My contention is that after making some of 
these amendments in tbe budget, the budget 
on the whole is a budget for the common man 
and deserves to be supported. I would fervent- 
ly request the hon. Finance Minister to make 
the necessary amendments of taxes which are 
going to bit the common man and the poorer 
sections of the society.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72-GENERAL 
DISCUSSION— Contd. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : This is a 
further reflection of the approach and attitude 
of the ruling class towards the social, economic 
and political problems. This budget envisages 
the imposition of^more burdens on th; common 
people. As a remit of the proposed enhanced 
taxation imposed on maida, coarse cloth, 
readymade garments (particularly gamtents 
of cheaper variety), motor spirit and increased 
railway freight and passenger fare the common 
man will be hit most. Because of the increase 
in transport costs tbe prices of the essential 
commodities will become still higher and the 
common people will be hit much by this bud¬ 
get which our Finance Minister has proposed 
for this year. The victims of the soaring 
prices would be the common man, the working 
class and the peasantry, those who belong to 
the low-income group. This is a pro-capita- 
list, anti-common people budget. 

The capitalists everywhere delight in sucking 
the blood of the common people, the working 
Hass and the peasantry. In our country also 
the capitalist section wants to survive af the 
cost of the common man. They pick money 
out of die pockets of the common man, rob 
him, fill up their own pocket and build a 
fortune. This is the characteristic of the 
capitalist class. Our government, which re¬ 
present the monopolists, bjg business houses, 
zamindars and the richer scctfyn Of the pro¬ 
duce, have produced this budget. That is why 
I said in the beginning that I rise to oppose 
this budget. 

During the 23 years of Congress regime the 
poor have become poorer and the rich richer. 
All this talk of socialism, of social welfare etc. 
is nothing bqt a deception or pretention. 
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Does this budget contain even *n iota of 

dhtJctton for building- a socialistic economy, to 

provide land to the landless and poor people, 

to provide employment to the unemployed 

people or to mis' die standard* of living of the 

common man ? No, Sir ; not at all. 

• 

Every year they produce a budget which 
taxes the commodities more and more, thus 
increasing their prices still further. That is 
the real characteristic of our government, as 
we have seen all along. Some people lamen¬ 
ted that this Congress Government did not 
keep up their promises, the promises which 
they have given during the election period. 
But is it something new ? Since 1952 Cong¬ 
ress Government gave ro many promises to the 
voters at the time of the election and after 
coming to power they never fulfilled those 
promises. They have always betrayed the 
people in the past, they are betraying them 
now and they will betray them in the future, 
because they represent the capitalist clasi. 
They cannot give any relief or facility to the 
common people because it is not in their 
nature. 

Even a cursory glance at the budget shows 
that it is a police-biased budget. The budget 
allocation for CRP is Rs. 77,67,33,000. Apart 
from that, there are allocations to the BSF 
and the Industrial Security Foicc etc. The 
total expenditure comes to nearly Rs. 100 
crorcs for maintaining the p< lice batallions 
at the Centre. This Congress government 
wants to strengthen its own police force because 
it knows that its anti-people behaviour will not 
go unchallenged, that people will challenge it, 
people will come forward io protest against it 
and resist it. That is why it has increased 
its police budget. 

Then, as if the ircrcase in the police force » 
not enough, it has come forward with another 
Preventive Detention Act, now called the Main¬ 
tenance of Internal Security Act. They want 
this because they want to put the people who 
are opposed to them inside the prisons .without 
any trial. 

■See the Budget for the Tribal areas and you 
will find' that the allocation of funds for 
police 3s to the tune Of Rs. 14,92,23,000 but 
for education it is only Rs. $2,33,000 and for 
public health only Rs: 74,5-1,000. Not only 
that, in Andaman and Nicobar Islands alfo'I 


find that the police budget is very much. It is 
Rs. 93,53,000 but for education it is only Rs. 
63 lakhs. 

That is why I say this. To what items does 
our Government attach much importance ? 
Not to health, not to education, not to deve¬ 
lopment work, not to the uplift of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, not to the deve¬ 
lopment of backward areas but to increasing 
the police strength. To strengthen itself it has 
allocated a lot of money for the Police. 

This is the thing that is taking place in our 
country and these people advocate that they 
are building socialism, that they are giving 
some relief to the poor people. But the real 
thing in their mind is what the capitalists 
think. I ct the common man go to hell but the 
capitalists must survive. This is the crux of 
their Budget. Because they are looting the 
common man, they want to strengthen the 
police and to suppress the working class, the 
employees the peasantry and other people who 
at last are bound to rise against their exploi¬ 
tation and repression. 

Yahya Khan has been butchering in East 
Bengal—now it is Bangla Desh—with the help 
of 70,000 milhary. But what is our Indira 
Government doing in West Bengal ? In West 
Bengal we find the West Bengal police strength 
itself is 60,000 and the CRP and BSF streng’h 
is 50,000. Before the last general election they 
deployed another 5,000 military force. It 
ccmcs to a total of 1,60,000. Now Shri Ajoy 
Mukberjee wants another 25,000. That means, 
it will rente to near about 2 lakhs. This is the 
thing that is going on. I want to protest 
against that. This should not go unchallenged 
by the people, pet our government realise 
that.

Comirg to the point of the Centre and the 
States, I should be very preise. I say tht^t 
more pow.r and wealth has been concentrated 
in the hands of the Centre and they want to 
concern rate it more. Really, the States are 
quite helpless. Even to start a small project or 
some welfare work etc., they are to wait for the 
grants from the Centre. I think, this state of 
affairs should be put an end to. The States 
should be given more power and at least 75 
per cent of the total income f.tjm excise etc., 
should be given to the States themselves.

This has to be supported by legislative 
and executive measures. It is also 
necessary to ensure ‘that ths protection 
to Tribes in the matter of eviction and 
land alienation, scaling down the debts, 
regulating monrylending and control* 
ling the rate of interest, is properly 
enforced at the fisld level.*' 

But this Budget does not indicate even the 
making of a beginning to ftdfil that task. 
This is wily tall talk and this tall talk has been 
uttered by the ruling class just to fool the 
people, to catch their votes and not to do 
anything about them. 

After 23 years of Congress rule, we have 
found that tribais have lost what they had 
earlier. During the British period, they had 
their cultivable lands whirh they have lost 
now. They had jungle and forest lands for 
shifting cultivation. They have lost those 
lands because almost all the areas have been 
brought under “Reserve Forests” and the 
tribal people are no even allowed to enter 
jungles and forests. They have been thrown 
out of employment. 

In Tripura, 2000 tribal people were uproot¬ 
ed from agricultural land and 4303 tribal 
families were ousted from their occupation 
because they could not cultivate forest lauds 
for Jhum cultivation as such lands have been 
brought under “Reserve Forests”. More than 
1000 families are implicated in forest cases on 
the plea that thev have violated the Forest 
Act and they have been pressurised into taking 
loans from unscrupulous money-lenders at an 
exhorbft&nt rate of interest to defend rhfi r 
cases, etc. Therefore, I say, so for as the 
Government » Concerned, in woods, they 
atwayt express in favour of the tribal people.

In those areas, some autono¬ 
mous regional committees should be set in the 
tribal belts wherever it is practicable and feasi¬ 
ble and the developmental work at least should 
be given to those tribal regional committees. 

In this connection, the Administrative 
Reforms Commission headed by Mr. K. Hanu- 
manthaiya has given certain suggestions 
regarding Manipur and Tripura States as to 
how these tribal areas should be constituted. 

I suggest, those recommendations may be taken 
as a guide-line,

Finally, I want to place certain suggestions 
before the bon.

The second important feature of the Budget

is not always that sound fftenomic decisions 
will always be politically pppul:*; and if they 
are not always going to be politically popular it 
does not matter; we shall have to stand up to 
the criticism, and it is only time that will show 
that they are sound decisions. For, one thing 
has to be understood dearly. If the enduring 
disparities in wealth, opportunity, power and 
incomes are eradicated and have to fight, 
then where is the affluent section on the one 
side as against the not-so-affluent on the other ? 
The entire section is one and the same, that is 
precisely what is contemplated. After I have 
explained the impact of direct taxation on the 
affluent section, it will be clear that there is 
going to be no more any such thing as affluent • 
section ; as long as our taxes are enforerd pio- 
perly and effectively, and as long as people pay 
their‘taxes honestly, honest assessees can never 
hereafter be affluent. That is one thing which 
is absolutely clear. If the disparities in income 
and wealth between the rich and the not-so- 
nch are eradicated and they become a thing of 
the past, then it is absolutely imperative, as a 
corollary or sequeter of this phenomenon that 
tax has to be levied on those who are not so 
rich. When that is done, then our political 
opponents are trying to exploit the situation. 
But not one of them has come forward to point 
out how this difficulty of bridging Rs. 440 
crores has to be solved satisfactorily. 

Yesterday, I read Shu Atal Bihari Vajpayee 
having said that Government had not taxed 
air-conditioners, refrigeratoreis etc. It is a mat¬ 
ter of opinion as to which item has to be taxed 
and which item is not to be taxed. But the 
basic principle remains that ultimately they will 
have to tax the items and extend the gamut of 
taxation even to those who are not so rich, if 
they are to augment their revenues, if they are 
to carry on the development plans and if they 
are to carry on the administtation of the 
country.

is scandalously dishonest. Either the person 
does not understand what the impact of direct 
taxation is going to mean on the affluent sec* 
tion or if he understands and still he says so, 
then he must be an idiot, congenital or of hit 
own choice. My respectful submission is that 
it may be that along with the rich, the not-so, 
rich are also taxed. That is true. But so Sue 
as the affluent and rich sections are concerned, 
a crushing bldw has been dealt to them in 
these budget proposals, and if the laws as they 
now stand are implemented sincerely and effi¬ 
ciently, if evasion is curbed, I have no doubt 
in my mind that in a few years' time, we shall 
have no complaint left about an eradication of 
disparities. 

There is an extremely steep rise in the 
wealth tax rates. There is withdrawal of 
exemption outright, where wealth exeeds the 
maximum exempted amount being one lakh of 
rupees in the caw of an individual and two 
lakhs of rupees in the case of a Hindu joint 
family. I am going to print* out just now a 
concrete instance that if a peison has & little 
property as Rt. 1.50 lakhs worth, the burden 
of wealth tax is going to be more than the in¬ 
come-tax itself. Is this not socialistic ? There 
is also a steep rise in the capital gains tax. I 
dare submit that our rates of taxation on each 
slab with the increase that has now come 
about in the surcharge on individuals' and joint 
families are the highest in ijie world on every 
slab.

So far as the creation of tut equalitarian 
wciefy ia concerned, it it only through direct 
Station that it can be brought about. Anyone 
who says that indirect taxation is going to have 
ahy effect or significance in ending the dispa¬ 
rity between the rich and the poor is, I think, 
putting the cart before ttfe horse. It is only 
through direct taxes that we are going to slash 
or take away a substantial chunk from the rich 
and put it into the exchequer. The result is 
that dte supposed rich man has very little left 
With him after paying income tax and wealth 
tax. 

Not going far away, I will take my own 
instance. I have received as salary for the 
month of May the magnanimous bounty in an 
amount of R», 4.83. A man reaches a stage in 
his life where he starts hating the sight of a 
cheque. I have received this cheque after 
deduction of my house rental, alteration of 
bungalow, rental for my lurnitme, fridge 
etc. 

I have made some ..calculations on my 
income-tax liability. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Is this the 
position every month or only this month ? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I have not the 
slightest intention of suggesting that I am 
privileged. We are all in the same boat every 
month.

I have made some calculations on the 
income of Rs. 500. There are 12 slabs cf 
income tax and this amount is to be taxed in 
the 4th slab. Rs. 550 plus a surcharge of Rs. 35 
will have to be paid oq it. It comes to Rs. 385. 
Fat paying this, I wilt, have to faltj on my 
savings. This will have to come out of my 
professional earnings. I will have to earn 
XU. 1170. to be able to save Rs. 385 after pay¬ 
ment of tax on that earning. Thus out of a 
total earning of XU. 1170 plus Rs, 500 which 
, comes to Rs. 1670, I am left with the magna¬ 


nimous bounty of Rs. 4.83-to pay for my 
petrol, maida and other things. This will give 
some idea of how expensive it is for some of 
the professionals to come and sit in this 
chamber. But that is a different story. 

AN HON. MEMBFR: They are not expeo 
ted to come here. 

SHRI N K. P. SALVE : Is it not socialis¬ 
tic ? Is it not sufficiently socialistic ? 

May I also give another illustration which 
might interest members ? This is where wealth 
tax exceeds income-tax on a meagre amount 
of Rs. 1,50,000, where Rs. 75,000 is the capital 
for one’s business and Rs. 75,000 is the house 
property. On this, the total income earned by 
an atsessee is Rs. 17,500 say 12 per cent. The 
gross rental income on a property of Rs. 75,000 
is Rs. 7,200 and the net rental coming after 
tax and repairs works out to Rs. 5,400. Then 
the income-tax attributable to the house pro¬ 
perty will only be Rs. 680 and the wealth tax 
will be Rs. 750. Still is this not socialistic ? It 
will become the most pusintive hobby for any 
one to own property in days to come; it is 
only the unwise, the thoughtless, who will 
think of owning property, specially property 
not sufficiently lucrative. On Rs. 60,000 the 
income tax is Rs. 26,450 and the balance left 
is Rs. 33,550, i.e., about Rs. 2.800 per month. 
And if I earn ten times more, Rs. 6 lakhs, the 
balance left after tax is only Rs. 57,200, i.e., 
4,765 when you are eatning Rs. 50,000 p<r 
month. This also is not sufficiently socia¬ 
listic ? 

Thexc is an actual case that was referred to 
me for opinion. A house property in Bombay 
is worth Rs. 20 lakhs and has a net rental 
income oi Rs. 3 lakhs. The taxation on the 
income on the said property is Rs. 2,49,550, and 
the wealth tax on this house property, includ¬ 
ing the additional wealth tax on urban assets, 
is Rs. 1,65,000. The total of taxes thus is 
Rs. 4,14,550 i.e. Rs. 1,14,550 more than his 
entire income. So, a person possessed of his 
senses will never think oi property worth Rs. 2Q 
lakhs herraftei. 

This in fact is a case referred to me for a 
certain opinion. They wanted to know whether 
the vires could be challenged of the additional 
wealth tax levied on the urban assets. This is 
how the present direct taxation is proceeding 
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apd to say that it is not 
uncharitable. You may «$t agree with us, with 
Our philosophy and ideoj^gy, but surely this is 
socialistic, and there is gping to be eradication 
of disparities as a result of this, I have no 
doubt in my mind. 

All these laws which are socialistic in their 
approach are excessively rigorous and harsh 
and cannot be very strictly and faithfully 
implemented, the reason being that the tax 
administration machinery working under a 
democratic set-up has its own limitations. After 
all, we are not working under a totalitarian 
or despotic regime. But 1 do hope that tax 
evasion would.be seriously curbed, for, if that 
is not done, then, tax becomes penalty only 
for the honest and becomes an extremely 
rewarding adventure for the dishonest and the 
tax-evader.

rxcellent proposals, Investment market was 
very strong, very firm and stable oh the day 
budget was presented. Some Of the mtmberi 
including myself had stated after budget that 
the corporate sector could pay‘some more tax 
and that had not been provided for in the 
budget proposals. On the third day market 
started going dawn retrospectively, I cafahot 
understand why ? If these were honest trends' 
and not manipulated this would never have' 
happened. The investors understood the pro¬ 
posals on the first day as much as they under¬ 
stood them on the third day. Now Bombay 
papers are trying to create an unnecessary 
bogie of the structural changes in the income- 
tax of the corporate sector. They do not in 
fact touch the fringe o f the matter. Rs. 16 
crorcs to be raised from corporate sector is not 
a larg- amount which Is going to disturb the 
economy nor the investment climate, nor pro¬ 
duction, nor productivity. 


I welcome the measure that has been taken 
to acquire property at the cost mentioned in 
the document itself, if the value is understated 
to avoid tax. The Maharaja of Gwalior is not 
here. I would like him to support this measure 
and I do hope that this provision is made 
retrospective so that Government can acquire 
even those properties where there was fraud 
sought to be perpetrated by understating the 
value of the property in the last ten years. 

A word about sructural changes in the cor¬ 
porate sector. The Bombay papers are now 
writing that whatever structural changes have 
been made m the taxation of the corporate 
sector are going to act as a damper and are a 
retrograde step affecting the buoyancy of pro¬ 
duction which had gathered momentum in 
the previous year. This is nothing but intimi- 
dating tactics. The six structural changes 
which have been made do not even touch the 
fringe of the fiscal programme and plans which 
might have been contemplated by these compa¬ 
nies. They are very ordinary changes, the most 
important being that there is an increase in the 
surtax where the chargeable profits exceed 15% 
of the capital employed. Otherwise, the subs¬ 
tantive rates remain the same. Development 
rebate is threatened to be brought to an end 
from 1974 and there are a few other structural 
changes which do not mean very much. In 
fact, Dalai Street in Bombay has reacted very 
favourably ta soon as the budget proposals 
were announced. They thought they were 


One thing is clear. The effective rates for 
the corporate sector on its true commercial 
income are at tremendous variance with the 
paper rates. In the small booklet that I had 
published, It India the Highest Taxed Nation ? 
I had done a little exercise and tried to ascer¬ 
tain what were the effective rates, whatever 
might have been the rates on paper, in the 
Schedules in the Finance Act from year to year. 
I have taken the figures from an article prepared 
by the Federation of Indian Chambers of Com¬ 
merce and Industry. This is not just faked up 
with a socialistic objective or purpose to sup¬ 
port Mr. Chavan or Mr. Ganesh. 

Effective rates on Commercial profits had 
worked out, in the case of a priority industry 
to 30 per cent in the first year, 35 per cent in 
the next year, 36 per cent in the third year, 
36 per cent in the fourth year, 35, 56 per cent 
in the fifth year. This is the conclusion I had 
reached. The Reserve Bank had in its bulle¬ 
tin issued in 1969 had made certain calculations 
of the profits of as many as about 3,00 public 
limited companies and the conclusion it 
reached was th- .t on its commercial income the 
total tax liability did not exceed 47.5 per cent 
in the aggregate excluding the development 
rebate and concessions to priorly industries. I 
refer to the conclusion I had reached hi this 
book. “It has to be understood by knowledge¬ 
able study of Indian taxation that 'effective 
rates’of corpotate taxation in India are for 
below the ‘pdper rates’. 
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l SHRI R, V. BADE : Ib the tax on maida 
mcialist tax? 

< SHRI N. K- SALVE: 7 am coming to 
the direct taxation; tax on maida must go. 
That is my proposition. The Finance Minister 
should undertake an enquiry to determine what 
art the -effective rates in the corporate sector 
and determine a tax plan for five years. In th< 
course of the next five years, substantive rates 
of corporate taxation can easily be increased 
by 5 do 10 per cent. We need stability and 
simplicity in our tax laws. Let tbrm have a 
fixed taxadon for five years; it does noi matter. 
We may fix up a rate of 90 per cent but in 
effect after so many incentives, concessions, 
rebates and deductions the tax comes to 30 per 
Cent, We are deceiving ourselves if we think this 
variation in paper rate and effective rate is 
immalerif i. At least we must have proper 
statistics in thematter. 

There has been a heavy dose of indirect 
taxation. My only question is : why should 
the Finance Minister pass on the entire bur¬ 
den of indirect taxation of excise to consumer ? 
There are companies which are making tre¬ 
mendous profits. If you see the balance sheets 
of manufacturers of toilet soaps, you will find 
that they aie making fantastic profits. We are 
supplying them the raw material, tallow at 
cheap rates. We are exporting mangoes, bana¬ 
nas, cattlefeeds and we starve oursclv j s 
and are expotung even rice to get tallow and 
supply to iht factories at cheap prices and they 
are making profits. It is the consumer who 
must not pay the additional levy. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : That is also 
socialism. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Wt are not per¬ 
fect in every manner. I do hope that the Fi¬ 
nance Minister will make a note of it and issue 
directions that the companies which are manu¬ 
facturing toilet soap shall not increase their 
price. (Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I can give him 
all the 13 hours of the Congress Parly if all 
the Members of that party agree. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The same ap¬ 
plies to brass utensils, pressure cookers, gas, 
readymade garments. The entire matter should 
be got examined and the companies should be 


asked to bear the burden. The levy on maida 
should go and also the levy on petrol should 
go. We have rotten can whose carburetors do 
not consume petrol but they drink petrol. Un¬ 
less we have better cars, unless we have better

Everything that the Finance Minister did 
was opposed by our friends on one principle or 
the other. They say: do not tax the rich 
because of production, productivity and invest¬ 
ment principle ; do not tax the not-so-rich be¬ 
cause of the socialist principle ; do not tax the 
assessees in the corporate and non-corporate 
sector because of the fiscal principle j do not 
tax cigarettes and alcohol on the friendship 
principle ; do not club the incomes of husband 
and wife and tax them, on biblical principle 
and finally do not tax glassware, brasswarc and 
cosmetics-on hen-pecked husband’s principle. 
The only thing that comes to light is the utter 
lack of any principle in their criticism. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM (Coim¬ 
batore) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir I rise to 
oppose the budget. I raise the demand that 
the road Mock put up by those whom the 
people beHeved yrere going to be sappers and 
miners be removed. You could not have ex¬ 
pected a more congenial background for carry¬ 
ing out the wishes of the people just now. The 
background was politically and economically 
the most favourable. It was politically favour¬ 
able in this, that the mandate given by the 
people which the Finance Minister chooses to 
call the mandate for socialism, was a mandate 
for a change of the Constitution. The manda¬ 
te was given to amend the Constitution, The 
astute Prime Minister asked the people to give 
her two-thiids majority. She posed the picture 
of the pauper and the prince, and showed her¬ 
self as a valiant warrior on the side of the poor, 
and pointed out to the Supreme Court and to 
the provisions of the Constitution which were 
standing in the way of elementary economic 
reform. 

Now, the massive mandate is for an amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution, and to remove that 
block on the road of progress. Having got that 
mandate, you also get the report of the Eco¬ 
nomic Review and, as far as it goes, the eco¬ 
nomic conditions seem to be set for a good 
take-off. Having got this mandate and having 
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had this background ofieconomic set-up, I do 
not see why the Finance Minister should have 
come forward with a budget as it is. 

As our leader pointed put in his speech, the 
struggle for resources is grim. We quite under¬ 
stand the difficulty of the Finance Minister in 
trying to fill the gap of nearly Rs. 400 
crores. Resources have to be found. The 
country of classical capitalism found its resour¬ 
ces for development by piracy on the high 
seas by sending Clives and Hastings for colonial 
loot. Unfortunately, for our Indian capitalist 
class, the high seas are no more open for 
piracy nor are the colonies open for loot. 
Those countries which built up their Under 
industrial base took 300 years. We cannot 
afford to wait for 300 years, these circums¬ 
tances, the Government of India kas to 
wage a grim struggle for finding the re¬ 
sources. Yes. We have to find resources and 
have we really searched for the resources ? The 
resources are to be found in a very narrow 
base. The resources are to be found not in the 
rural sector, because it is assigned to the 
States ; ihe resources have to be found from the 
urban sector and that too not from all the clas¬ 
ses. For resources we have borrowed heavily 
from abroad. When you want to fill up the 
gap of some Rs. 300 crores or Rs. 400 crores, 
was it difficult for the Government to ask for a 
moratorium ? A country like Britain had ask¬ 
ed for a moratorium from America. Last year, 
you had paid nearly Rs. 400 crores towards 
principal and debts. Now, if we ask for a 
moratarium of five years, can’t we find resour¬ 
ces that way ? Government says no, because it 
is a question of creditworthiness. So, you 
would not retort to those people because the 
people are already mute to be taxed. Have 
tried surplus in the public sector ? No, because 
we have only started the dialogue with the 
public sector. There is the Indian Oil Com¬ 
pany managed by people who have got hidden 
links with foreign companies and from whom 
you cannot expect a surplus. Have you tried 
to utilise public financial institutions ? Yes; 
LIC and IDB have given loans to monopoly 
houses to the tune of Rs. 161 crores and more. 
It was very interesting to bear the Minister 
saying that the LIC. investment in public sec¬ 
tor was Rs. 1.14 crores with a return of ID per¬ 
cent and in ihe private sector, it was Rs. 233.94 
crores with a return of 6.8 per cent When 
he was asked why he should not try to utilise 
the investment the national interest, his reply 


was very brief: “The public finance corpora¬ 
tions should look to the public sector under¬ 
takings with more interest.” This is the posi¬ 
tive indirection given by the {government. LIC 
will go out of the way to help big money-bags 
to save their holding* when they get into finan¬ 
cial morass. Did Government think of nationa¬ 
lisation of foreign monopolies in India ? No. 
It will lead to international complications. 
Even when they nationalise, we have seen how 
they do it from the way they have done in re¬ 
gard to general insurance. Even for managing 
general insurance, they have to give compensa¬ 
tion. So, this source also is not open to them. 

There was a tax called expenditure tax. But 
Shri Morarji Desai said, they had to spend 
more for its collection than the revenue itself. 
Is it not a fact that in India, there are people 
who arc spending extravagantly, livin g ostenta¬ 
tiously, with a vulgar display of wealth in the 
midst of poor down-trodden people ? Still, 
expenditure tax will not work and they will 
not r. sort to it. Will they try to realise the 
arrears of income tax amounting to Rs. 700 
and odd crores? No. There are legal difficulties. 
They are very clever evaders and Government 
is not equal to them. They have been talking 
about black money all the time. What harm is 
there if you try demonetisation ? The Finance 
Minister has rejected it offhand. What do you 
lose ? A trial costs nothing. But their comes 
the fear of creating confusion and you are 
afraid of reaction. But taxing people is not 
difficult at all. 

Take the imposts on the corporate sector. The 
tribute paid to the Finance Minister is, for the 
first time there is no new impost on the corpo¬ 
rate sector. He has been raised to a historical 
figure and congratulated tor setting up a 
record by his massive taxation measures in peace 
time. Has the Government applied its mind to 
the question of- utilising the full capacity of 
the machinery installed ? Everybody tells us 
that 50 per cent of installed capacity in this 
country is not being tapped. But there is no 
effort in that direction. He has taken the line 
of least resistance, i.e. taxing the people. They 
are not prepared to resort to any of these 
methods for finding resources. What is easy 
for them is to tax the people, that is indirect 
taxes. So, two easy methods are there ; one is 
to loot the people and the other is pick-pocket¬ 
ing, inflation. 
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& Coming to indirect taxes, since'it has been 
f dealt with by many member*, I do not want to 
dwell on it at length. But the Finance Minis* 

' ter, while dealing with the tax on tnaida and 
petrol 'said tftat it was consistent with the 
socialist pattern. I can # tell you that in a socia¬ 
list country the two things you can look 
forward to as the cheapest things are bread and 
travel. In the country which is marching to¬ 
wards communism the first to be given is free 
bread and thon free travel. So, that is the direc¬ 
tion. Therefore, when I was reeling under the 
massive blows of taxation of the Finance 
Minister there came before my mind the picture 
of Marie Antoinette telling the hungry people 
“If you have no bread, why not eat cake ?” 

I want to ask the Finance Minister one 
pertinent question. Why are you giving up 
the principle of the last budget, the principle 
of avoidance of multiple effect of taxing inter¬ 
mediates that enter into the cost of other 
goods ? Why are you so soft to the corporate 
sector ? The answer is “we want re-invest¬ 
ment.” My simple answer is that if they 
reinvest, it is in the private sector. The. dharma 
in the private sector is fish eating fish. Re¬ 
investment in the private sector will lead to 
development of monopdlies and the whole 
platform of the other side during the elections 
and ever after was that monopolies block the 
road to progress. 

So, my contention is that the taxation mea¬ 
sures of the Finance Minister are self-defeating. 
He proposes price stability, which is not there ; 
you can see it. He proposes social justice. 
Patently, it is not there because the poor are 
being hit on account of the price rise. With 
regard to economic growth, the upheavals 
among the people because of the rise in prices 
is going to upset growth. So, what they are 
doing is they are cutting the branch on which 
they are now securely silting. 

lie lias made a claim of an increased invest¬ 
ment of Rs. 300 crores in the budget for deve¬ 
lopment. I want to say that in the last 12 
months the price increase has been 7 per cent, 
offsetting this Rs. SCO crores which he has envi¬ 
saged, What is more, if you see the ratio 
between investment and naiionai income it was 
11 per cent earlier and now, it is 9 per cent. 

Another claim they have made is a - crash 
programme for unemployment. The words 


must have meaning. How can you call this a 
crash programme ? If you link Cauvery and 
Ganges, I . can understand your catling it a 
crash programme. If you convert ail the metre- 
gauge lines into broad-gauge, I can understand 
you arc calling it a crash programme. What is 
this crash programme with Rs. 50 crores when 
55 textile mills have been closed according to 
your own answer ? 

With regard to employment, 50 per cent of 
the employees of the Central Government, 
nearly, 28 lakhs of them are getting a basic 
pay of less than Rs. 100. This is what they are 
getting when they are employed. And yet you 
call this a crash programme. 

Then you say that you want to reduce and 
tax the salary and perquisites tha* arc obtain¬ 
ing in the private sector. But when a question 
was asked about the salary and perquisities the 
answer was that “the information asked for is 
not readily available with the department as the 
same is not required to be furnished by the 
companies in terms of the Companies Act, 
1956". This shows that they are not serious 
about the proposal because they have no idea 
of its magnitude. 

Coming to Centre-State relati jns, my State 
has done whatever the Centre has asked it to 
do. In the State of Tamilnadu we have the 
agricultural income-tax, educational cess and 
raffles. Yet we are not having enough resources 
for welfare schemes. 

Further, with regard to language, out of 
Rs. 25 crores allotted for the Fourth Five < 
Year Plan, Rs. 12 crores are being spent for 
Hindi alone.

With regard to Bangla Desh, the Budget is 
going to be upset. Our socio-economic 
structure is going to be upset. What is more, 
we are going to have an inimical border with¬ 
out Bangla Desh. You have to lake the offen¬ 
sive because that is the best defence today. 

Finally, I thought the Clives and Hastings 
of Indian capitalism had been removed by the 
electorate in the elections in 1967 and impea¬ 
ched in 1971, but the ghosts of Clives and 
Hastings of Indian capitalism are haunting the 
Treasury Benches and I would like the wizard 
of the Prime Minister to exercise those Trea- 
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wry Benches of thorn {jjbcmts. A crash pro* 
gramme of nationalisation lit the only answer 
for all the three objectives set forth by the 
Budgfltr. 1 want to know Whether they have 
the will to do it. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I have 
watched the Budget discussion for the last two 
or three days with great attention and interest. 
It has been a very serious discussion and it is 
not only as a Minister but also as a much 
more serious student of the present Indian 
situation that I will try to bring some element 
of seriousness into it. I am saying this because 
I was listening to my hon. fiiend and collea¬ 
gue, Shri Balathandayutham. I thought, 
during the last 15 or 20 years he must have 
grown but the way he has put this very seiious 
problem, he was speaking in the same manner 
in which he was speaking in the Annamalai 
University, and what has happened during the 
last 20 years in the situation of the country, in 
the correlation of political forces, in the econo- 
mic situation that exists today, seems to have 
been completely lost on him. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruchira- 
palli): Perhaps he has not grown in the way 
in which you have grown. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : Itisvety difficult 
to come to any dispute with a very revered 
political leader like Shri Kalyanasundaram. 
So, shall leave it. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: He concedes that 
you have grown. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : This budget has 
come in a particulai background and I place 
this background before you and the House. 

A massive mandate was given to the party in 
power for change and foi a radical social trans¬ 
formation. There is a icality of the economic 
situation which we cannot geL out of. Being 
a very large and big country with a huge, 
multitudinous population that we have got, 
certain economic realities have grown during 
the last 20 years and these factors had to be 
taken into consideration in framing the 
Budget. 


Then, there are certain constitutional probe 
lems which this House is aware of, which havfc 
been debated in the country and on which 
certain directions have got to be taken. The 
people of this country have giv€b a mandate 
and in this House itself it has been proclaimed 
and conceded that if we have to bring about 
a radical social transformation, a certain 
amount of constitutional changes become 
necessary. • 

There was also the problem of Bangla Desh. 
It is a huge problem. The only difficulty is 
that our friends opposite want the Government 
to act on Bangla Desh and to come to grips 
with the huge, massive, colossal problem, which 
the nation in its entire history has not yet 
faced ; yet, after saying that, they would even 
not concede to the Finance Minister the mas¬ 
sive effort that he has tried to make in the 
given situation. 

I am not one of those, silting on the Trea¬ 
sury Benches, to say that this Budsret is socia* 
list Budget. I am not going to say that. This 
Budget is a very honest effort in the given 
situation to rise the necessary iesources so that 
in the coming years, it will be possible for us 
to build a national economy on the edifice oi 
which socialism can be built in our country. 
It is an honest attempt taat the Finance Minis¬ 
ter has made. 

Budget is one of the instrum *nts. It is not a 
total instrument. The total national strategy 
has got to b; seen and viewed in the context of 
our national situation to understand the direc¬ 
tion in which the country is going. Whatever 
positive features there are in the Budget to 
which many hon. Members have pointed 
out, apai t from that, we have to see -he 
total national strategy of national revival 
and national advancement. The national 
strategy along with Budget, I submit, 
is following a very serious consideration 
given by the Government to bring about 
constitutional amendments in those sections 
and clauses in which the national advance is 
being hampered. 

There is the decision to abolish privy purses 
and privileges of princes, to take over general 
insurance as a step towards nationalisation of 
general insurance and the dialogue and discus¬ 
sion that is going on today to bring about a 
criling on urban property. As regards land 
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; reforms, I Concede with some hon. Members 
Ott that side, that we may not be fully convin¬ 
ced that all that is possible in land reforms 
has been dpne, The Government itself has 
said that much more has got to be done. But 
certain steps have been taken and certain 
changes have taken place. The entuv country¬ 
side looks much different than what it was 
when we become independent. A vigorous 
effort has got to be made. Certain administra¬ 
tive, political and other steps have been taken 
to see that full-scale land reforms as is practi¬ 
cable in the given situation are carried out. 

Then, as regards monetary and fiscal poli¬ 
cies of the Government, the nationalisation of 
banks is a big instrument to re-orient the entire 
monetary and fiscal policies in the direction of 
helping the public sector and taking away the 
concentration of economic power. In this 
connection, I would also lixe to place bf fore 
you the recent guide-lines that have been 
introduced as far as the investment of financial 
institutions is concerned in the various big 
monopoly houscs^and other houses that my 
hon. frknd has mentioned. Certain guide¬ 
lines have be-n given in which the shares of 
big financial institutions, at what point of 
time and under what conditions, could be 
converted into equity capital and all that. 

This total picture has got to be seen before 
we can understand the present situation. 
Budget is one o f the instruments in the total 
national strategy that has got to be seen. 

SHRI R. V. BADE : Mr. Salve said that 
those who say, Budget is not a socialist Budget 
are idiots. Now, the Minister himself says that 
it is not a socialist Budget. He says that it is 
only a step towards socialism. 

SHRI K. R. {JANESH : It will be difficult 
to understand my arguments which I am 
placing for my hon. friend. Socialism is not 
built in one Budget. It is a very long-drawn- 
out process. What we can say is that we want 
to build up socialism. Whether you like it 
or not, whether the forces that are outside this 
party like it or not, we want to build up socia¬ 
lism because in a large country like India, 
there is no other way except to build up a 
socialistic society. 

There is another point that I wish to make. 
One of the criticisms has been that “getribi 


hatoo“ slogan has not been implemented. Of 
course, that is not a very serious criticism 
made by serious Members who participated in 
the debate. This “garibi hatae” slogan re¬ 
presents the will of the people. Now, ‘'garibi 
hatao" is not going to be achieved by one 
Budget alone. It is not going to be done even 
in five Budgets till this Government will last. 
It has got to be a long-drawn-out process of 
national advance. We are indicating that 
national advance in this Budget. The way the 
country is going has teen indicated in the 
various steps that Government had taken as I 
have indicated earlier. The whole indication 
of the national revival has got to be seen in this 
picture. 

One serious criticism was made about 
growth. Both Mr. Indrajit Gupta and Mr. 
H. M. Patel, very senior Members, said that 
there has not been sufficient emphasis laid on 
growth in this Budget. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : He was refer¬ 
ring to growth in the private sector while I 
was referring to growth in the public sector. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I hope you will 
concede me when I say I am not trying to 
equate your position with his position. 

It is not only the increase of Rs. 155 crores 
m the Plan outlay that has got to be seen, but 
we have to see this in the light of the various 
provisions that have been made in the Budget. 
For example, we have got this Rs. 25 crores 
for eradicating urban unemployment and 
Rs. 50 crores for the crash programme, I 
concede that this is not sufficient for meeting 
the growing problems that we are facing. But 
certain provisions have got to be made. Rs. 75 
crores out of this Budget is not a small sum. 
It is true that massive resources have got to be 
raised. But what are the mechanics of raising 
that ? What is the way ? Certain political 
realities have got to be understood. There is 
one thing which we have got to remember that 
this country has got a very narrow tax-base. 
This narrow base of 10% or 15% of people is 
there in which we have to do all permutations 
and combination”. So, the first thing to be 
done is this, that this tax-base has got to be 
enlarged. We have to create necessary condi¬ 
tions to enlarge this tax-base. 

• 

With the present 10 or 15 per cent tax-base 
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it is not possible for us to raise massive resuorces 
in a country like ours, with^'its complex and 
difficult problems. We want to use the Parlia¬ 
mentary system as a means of advancing and 
building up our economy, as a means of using 
that national economy to build Socialism in 
this country. This is what we are trying to 
experiment. It has been possible to achieve 
some success because a leader of vision and 
statesmanship and world perspective, Jawahar- 
lal Nehru, carried this country forward. After 
all we have the public sector enterprises. After 
all we have built certain bases for future 
growth. We have made some advance. The 
position in 1967 was presenting a situation of 
disappointment and frustration. That situa¬ 
tion has completely changed and the expecta¬ 
tion of the people has been roused. 

We, who want national advance, have got to 
see that these hopes and aspirations of the 
people are directed into proper channels. My 
main idea in intervening in this debate is to 
point out that the budget has to be seen in the 
context of the totality' of situation. A levy 
here or levy there is but a small item in the 
mechanics of taxation as far as this budget is 
concerned. I am quite sure that the Finance 
Minister, after having heard the views of the 
House will certainly take many of these factors 
into consideration. 

If the total outlay, not only the increased 
outlay on the Plan but also these outlays of 
Rs. 50 crores and Rs. 25 crores and the outlays 
that have been made for rural works program¬ 
me are all added together, then it would come 
to a development outlay of nearly Rs. 240 
crores and not just Rs. 155 crores. That is 
what I am submitting namely that we have 
got to see the total investments that are being 
made in the various sectors of our economy, in 
the very vitals of our economy. 

I have very long briefs here with me, from 
which it is possible to contest every figure that 
has been given by every hon. Member, whether 
it be the question of direct taxes or indirect 
taxes, or the question of the total direct and 
indirect taxps Accruing to the national revenues, 
or it is the question of the levies falling on the 
10 per cent base in relation to the total per 
capita income of the country. I can contest 
any fighJPfc that hon. Members can give. 


My object in intervening in this debate is to 
place before the House, the total perspective of 
the budget in the context of the national 
situation. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : Does 
his brief have figures of evasion ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I have those 
figures also. T have answered that point al¬ 
ready. I can tell him the increase in arrears 
of income-tax that we have got. Shri Indrajit 
Gupta mentioned the figure of Rs. 700 crores. 

I may tell him that this figure is not also 
correct, because that is the gross demand that 
we have made, and there are many other fac¬ 
tors in connection with that. 

The total taxes that have been collected 
out of the arrear demand have been growing 
from year to year—from Rs. 59.94 crores in 
1964-65 to Rs. 159.61 crores in 1970-71. This 
is provisional figure for 1970-71. 

As a result of the vigorous steps taken by 
the Department in connection with collections, 
the actual collections in 1970-71 came to Rs! 
826.29 crores. This is also a provisional figure, 
as against the budget estimate of Rs. 7; 8.75 
crores. 

As I was submitting, the Finance Minister 
was faced with a very difficult task, in the 
context of the socio-economic conditions as 
ihey exist today in our country. I concede 
that we have to make a break-through and 
bring about radical changes in relation to the 
economic condition. But as the conditions 
exist today, and as the Constitution stands to¬ 
day, as the realities of the economic situation 
stand today, the Finance Minister has made 
si bold effort to raise the necessary resources 
and while raising these resources to see that 
the taxation does not full on the common man 
or on the poverty-stricken man of this country 
I wish to submit that I want to make a diffe. 
rencc between the common man and t he pover¬ 
ty-stricken man. In this country, 90 per cent 
of people have got a per capita income of less 
than Rs. 500 odd. It is this concentrated 
poverty, it is this huge unemployment problem 
that has got to be attacked, that has 
got to be tackled and for which resour¬ 
ces much more massive, perhaps ten 
tmies more massive, have got to be raised. If 
we have got tor apply our mind to the concen-

jtrated poverty which exists in the rural and 
itabaa areas, then hon. members will agree that 
some of the taxation measures that have 
|«s» suggested for taking away resources from 
that section which afford to pay ate justifiable. 
1 do not deny the right of Members to criticise 
some of the levies tbit the hon,. Finance 
Minister has put and at the appropriate point 
of time he will consider the criticisms, but if 
we have got to take the total picture of the 
Indian situation in view, if we have to eradi¬ 
cate the concentrated poverty which exists in 
its most humiliating form, if we have got to 
ensure a very fast rate of economic develop* 
ment which implies that necessary surpluses 
will have to be generated, if we have got to 
bold the commanding heights of the economy 
in the shape of a larger public sector, if we 
have to see to it that concentration of economic 
power in the hands of a few is broken, it is 
necessary for us to see that this 10 per cent 
which can afford to pay a little more bears 
that extra burden. 

Let us take the Bangla Drsh issue. It is a 
colossal problem that has come on us. It is a 
national problem. If we have to tackle it in 
the way hon. members want it to be tackled, 
resources are necessary and will have to be 
raised. This problem of raising resources is 
there in any underdeveloped or developing 
country. 

Then take the food subsidy. We have to 
see that the price lo the consumer is not 
increased and the price to the cultivator is not 
lowered also. On this account, we incur an 
expenditure of Us. 30 crores. It is a measure 
of social justice, distributive justice to help the 
weaker sections of society. 

Again, in this year’s budget, there is a 
provision of Rs. 100 crores on account of inte¬ 
rim relief recommended by the Third Pay 
Commission. 

SHRI; S. M. BANERJEE : He is talking of 
interim relief. Is it not a fact that the cost of 
living index has reached the 10 point average 
and according to the' last Pay Commission 
formula, the Central Government employees 
are entitled to another slab of dearness 
allowance ? Has it not touched 225 points ? 

SHRI K, R. GANESH : This is not a point 
which immediately arises out of it. Tomorrow 


there is a question on this in the Rajya 
Sabha, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I am a member 
of the Lok Sabha. I cannot go and sit in the 
Rajya Sabha. 

SHRIN. K.P. SALVE: He can sit in the 
gallery. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira) : Ate we hear¬ 
ing a thesis on garibi hatao or garibi badkao. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : It 
is both garibi hatao and amiri hatao. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: He does not 
understand what garibi is. To him it is just a 
slogan. Either my English is bad or his capa¬ 
city to understand me is very low. 

When I referred to garibi, I was referring 
to the concentrated poverty that exists in the 
rural, urban and slum areas. Let him not 
speak about motor spirit, petrol and things 
like that. It may be all right for political 
slogan xnongering. Any Government that comes 
and sits in these benches has got to take into 
account the conditions obtaining in India 
which I depicted and has got to apply itself 
to solving this problem of concen trated pover¬ 
ty, the problem of accelerating growth at a 
very fast rate, the problem of building up a 
viable public distribution system and so on. 
These are the basic problems of the Indian 
economy today. So, the strategy laid down by 
the Finance Minister in his budget, the total 
strategy of which I had spoken in the beginn¬ 
ing, was in the direction of meeting these huge 
gigantic problems. Government is giving con¬ 
sideration to the question of arrears of tax, 
realisation of income-tax dues, the question of 
black money for which a Committee has been 
set up-»an interim report has been submitted 
by it—and to the question of better utilisation 
of the public sector so that the public sector 
generates more and more surpluses, and when 
the time comes, the Government will come out 
with their policy. I can assure the House that 
this Government which can nationalise the 
Banks, L. I. C. and General Insurance, which 
can bring about land reforms, which has broug¬ 
ht about in the last 20 years all the important 
legislative measures that this country is proud 
of, is also capable of tackling this problem 
which the hon. Members have mentioned. 
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There is only one question concerning my 
constituency lo which I wish to refer. Shri 
Dasarstha Deb raised the Question of the out¬ 
lay on the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
and said that less was spent on education. 
For his information and the information of the 
House 1 may submit that per capita expendi¬ 
ture on education in the Andaman and Nico¬ 
bar Islands is the highest in the country. The 
territory is so spread, so far as Sung, that it is 
necessary to build a school even where there are 
only five or ten students. There are places in 
the islands where there are primary schools 
with less than 10 students, but you have lo 
provide primary schools. Having put people 
there, you have to provide them with certain 
minimum necessities of life, certain minimum 
educational facilities. The total number of 
schools, higher secondary, primaiy and middle 
schools in the islands, will be the highest in 
the country. 

I submit that the Finance Minister, in the 
given conditions of our country, political, 
economic and constitutional conditions, has 
made a massive, hold effort lo raise resources 
for the advance of the country so that in the 
years to come he can lay a firmer basis for a 
rapid rate of growth and for more equitable 
distribution and social justice. 

SHRI BIRF.NDER SINGH RAO (Mahcn- 
dragarh) : Mr. Deputy Spctker, Sir, in his 
Budget speech in the opening lines Mr. 
Chavan has claimed lhat the economic picture 
of our country is very promising. I fail to 
understand how such a senior leader and 
administrator like our present Finance Minister 
can say that the economy of our country pre¬ 
sents a very oromising picture. He should 
show very well that the present structure of 
our ocononiy stands on the shifting sands of 
foreign aid and that the basis of this economy 
is fictitious figure of our national savings. He 
has also foiled to assess realistically the prob¬ 
lem of refugees from Bangla Desh. 

I am a soldier, an ex-Army man. I have 
listened to most of the speeches and would like 
to express a soldiers’ point of view. The 
Finance Minister has made very significant 
changes in increasing the outlays on social 
welfare and development as he has said, but 
it pain* me to see that no proper attention has 


been paid to the defence of oar Country. 
The outlay on our defence is about the same 
as it was last year. 

AN HON. MEMBER : No* 

SHRI BI RENDER SINGH RAO : Very 
little increase. I have seen the figures. 

AN^ HON*. MEMBER : How much do you 
want ? 

SHRI BIRENDF.R SINGH RAO : I want 
it to be doubled, if you want to remain inde¬ 
pendent and save your country. This is what 
I am going to say. 

We are refuting to face facts. Since the 
Prime Minister moved a resolution in this 
House expressing sympathy with the freedom 
fighters of Bangla Desh much water has flowed 
under the bridge. It is a sad and dismal fail- 
lure of our foreign policy and also our defence 
organisation. Our only sin is that we are a 
weak nation. We have not built up our mili¬ 
tary power otherwise we would not have been 
facing the problem of Bangla Desh today. 
Most of our friends in the House may not 
have seen what war brings. I have been in the 
battle and 1 have seen the plight of people on 
whose land war is fought. I have witnessed its 
horrors. I have also been very closely associat¬ 
ed with defence efforts after the Chinese 
aggression of 1962. As a former soldier I warn 
the Government that the people, least of all 
the soldiers, would not tolerate another deba¬ 
cle like the 1962 one because of the inefficiency 
of the Government to raise our defence poten¬ 
tial. We should pay immediate attention to 
our defence needs and we should treat 
this period as a national emergency. Rs. 785 
crores proposed to be given to States as 
grant-in-aid to be wasted could all be divert¬ 
ed to Defence; Rs. 50 crores provided for crea¬ 
ting employment opportunities and another 
Rs. 25 crores for providing employment to the 
educated unemployed could also be diverted to 
defence because our defence services could pro¬ 
vide best opportunities for the employment of 
our young men. There could be a lot of em¬ 
ployment by developmental activity thus creat¬ 
ed all over the country. Programmes like com¬ 
munity development should be scrapped. A 
lot of money could be saved and diverted to 
build an efficient Navy and Air Force. It is 
very painful to see that while India is sur- 
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founded on three sides by sea, we do not build 
^ strong navy. We are concerned about what is 
“going on in the Indian Ocean, but our Navy is 
Insignificant, 1% it worth being called a Navy ? 
Are we really competent to fight our two strong 
neighbours, at least one <5f them is very strong 
-—China. We need a much larger air force to 
meet than. We have to increase our armed 
strength. I tun sorry to say that very little 
attention has been paid by the Government 
and also the Members of the House to this 
question. If we do not pay attention imme¬ 
diately to this problem, time will be lost. Wc 
are already too late. We are talking about 
recognition of Bangla Dcsh. I wish it had been 
recognised within fifteen days after the trouble 
started. We are moving towards September 
and October, the same period when China 
attacked, when the Tibetan passes would open. 
Very little time is left. We could just move 
like Hyderabad into Bangla Desh and help 
freedom fighters to consolidate their position 
there in four months and could have come out. 
Then we could face the whole world. If 
nothing has been done so far, I would say that 
It is meaningless to ask that Bangla Desh 
should be recognised. Whether we recognise it 
or not, it matters little. What we need is 
strength and we should build up military 
strength speedily. Then only we can help 
Bangla Desh. Wc can only then find friends 
in the comity of nations. We arc isolated today. 
We have no mutual defence pact with even the 
smallest country like Nepal or Ceylon. Our 
roving ambassadors are going from door to 
door but they find the doors are closed. Cham¬ 
pions of human rights have closed their eye s to 
what is happening in Bangla Desh. Pakistan has 
turned the table on us. We should declare a na¬ 
tional emergency and pay immediate attention 
to our defence and increase our military power. 
They claim that this is a socialistic budget. I 
heard the hon. Minister just now saying that 
some of us did not understand what garibi is. 
It is irrelevant to give the slogan of garibi 
hatao today, I say that our slogan should be 
‘takat badao ' That is the only thing. With¬ 
out that, we cannot exist. Sir, I want to ask 
the Minister very humbly, what does he mean 
by “Remove Garibi ?” W hat the poor people 
want is |nead, cheap bread. What they want 
Is coarse cloth at least to cover their bodies. 
What they want is a shelter. 

1 would like to tell him that during the last 
20 years—I do not know if they had tried to 


find out this—how much the prices have fallen 
tod what is the value of our cash today. 
Rs. 100, twenty years ago, means Rs. 59 today 
in India. That is the fall in the value of 
money. There is so much increase in the 
money circulation during the last 20 yean. 
From Rs. 2,000 crores, the maney supply has 
increased to Rs. 7,000 crores. And on top of 
all this, since the nationalisation of banks, the 
situation has been further aggravated. The bor¬ 
rowings by commercial banks from the Reserve 
Bank of India have increased by more than 
double in two years; from Rs. 169 crores to 
about Rs. 370 crores. What is all this going to 
bring if not higher prices. 

I would like to compare the prices of consu¬ 
mer goods. A poor man wants cloth. But they 
are snatching it from him. They are increasing 
the duty on coarse cloth, so that he cannot 
even scratch his sweating body. If you com¬ 
pare the price of coarse cloth with the price of 
land, what do we see ? Just to give you an 
example, land in the countryside is selling at 
eight annas per square yard or per square 
metre. That is the average price of land ; very 
good, cultivable land ; and that is land for 
ever ; for his children for generation this land 
becomes one’s property. One has the right to 
bore through the earth on one’s land from India 
to America on the other side. This land is 
available at eight annas per square yard. But 
the cheapest variety of cloth today costs Rs. 2.00 
to Rs. 2.50 per meter, nothing less than that. 

The most Important thing for the wage-earn¬ 
er is bread. I wonder if our Finance Minis¬ 
ter is as innocent as the Dauphin of France who 
said during the French Revolution, “These 
people are shouting for bread ; why should 
they shout for it ? Why can’t they eat cakes ?” 
Duty on bread maida is really hard. I would 
say bread should be the cheapest thing. There 
should be no duty on bread. It should be sub¬ 
sidised. Most of the people, poor wage-earners, 
take their breakfast and luncheon with bread 
and a little chana. This is what they are doing 
in Delhi and other towns. You go to any hous¬ 
ing colony; you will see it. But they have 
even tried to increase the price of bread, and 
coarse cloth. 

I am surprised that the Finance Minister’s 
attention has also been drawn to the painted 
lips and ^the colour on the shallow cheeks of 
Indian women. He is probably the greatest 
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Mahratta of the 20th century, and it is cer¬ 
tainly not in keeping with the great Mahratta 
tradition of giving protection to women and 
honouring them. The aids to beauty for our 
women should not be taxed. It is not chival¬ 
rous. It is also not fair to the Prime Minister. 
She is the symbol of Indian women today, and 
I know from personal experience that the wo¬ 
men in India, irrespective of how their hus¬ 
bands or brothers voted, have voted for the 
Prime Minister’s party in general simply be¬ 
cause she belongs to their class. So, the Finance 
Minister would probably agree to withdraw 
this tax on aids to beauty. I think he would be 
making a very good gesture. 

There has been some criticism about the 
agricultural sector not being touched. I would 
say, what has been done already is too much. 
Our agricultural machinery is already selling 
in the blackmarket at very high prices. Levy 
has been imposed on tractors and a tractor can 
now be bought only at Rs. 10,000 more, in the 
blackmarket. It also goes against the Directive 
Principles of State Policy. Article 48 lays 
down that Government shall try to have 
modernised agriculture in the country. We are 
passing through a transitional period. At this 
time when we are just becoming a little self- 
sufficient m food giains, peasants should be 
left untouched. Peasants should be encourag¬ 
ed ; you are going to need their services. In 
conclusion, I would like to quote Goldsmith : 

“For Princes and Lords may flourish or mav 

fade, 

A breath can make them, as a breath 

has made, 

A bold peasantry, its country’s pride, 

If once destroyed, can never be sup¬ 
plied.” 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupwha) : 
Sir, I rise to support the budget. I compli¬ 
ment the Finance Minister for the boldness and 
purposefulness of the budget. The budget is 
not a mere statement of income and expenditure 
In a democratic set-up, every budget is a mile¬ 
stone in the onward march of the nation. This 
budget is much more so, because it comes after 
a national referendum as to the dilection and 
goal to whjch the people of this country want 
this country to be taken.

[Shri N. K. P. Salve in the Chair J 

When I approach the budget, I apply three 
yardsticks to decide whether it measures to my 
expectations, viz., whether the budget is pur 
poseful or whether the Finance Minister has 
conceived in (he budget the purpose which the 
nation wanted him to hold in view; whether 
the Finance Minister has evolved the correct 
strategy for the purpose of taking the country 
to the goal to which we are to go ; and, whe¬ 
ther proper policies and programmes—fiscal 
and political—have been evolved for imple¬ 
menting the strategy that has been laid in the 
budget. Measuring it by these three yardsticks, 
1 am completely satisfied with the budget; it 
is satisfying in an extreme measure. In no res¬ 
pect the budget has fallen short of my expecta¬ 
tions. Apart from being a member of the rul¬ 
ing party, as a person responsible to the people 
who have elected me, I have tried to analyse 
the budget more critically than my friends 
opposite. The more clov ly I look at the 
budget, the deeper I analyse it the more con¬ 
vinced I am becoming that this budget is the 
best that ran be presented in the obtaining 
situation. 

With regaid to the first yaidstick, the 
Finance Minister is very clear in his mind. 
He has spelt out the purpose with which the 
budget has been evolved in no uncertain terms 
viz., “national growth coupled with social 
justice”. 

He has no illusions as to the effectiveness of 
this budget. He candidly states at the end of his 
speech : 

“It is hardly possible to claim that a new 
social and economic order can be 
ushered in through budgetary policy 
alone, much less through a single 
budget.” 

There is no tall claim about this. But the 
question is what is the direction, whether the 
direction is correct, whether the policies are 
correct and whether he has kept in his view 
what the people want the Finance Minister of 
this country to keep in view. 

He has kept in his mind a future India in 
which there will be social justice, a future India 
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|n which there win be progressive growth,a 
future India in which there will brydistributive 
justice. He has kept that in his mind and 1 do 
hot think that anybody in the opposition will 
challenge this 'ktatenrnt of mine. I do not 
think anybody in the opposition will challenge 
that the people of this country want to go to 
this ultimate goal which the Finance Minister 
has delineated before us. 

» 

Now the question is whether there is a 
proper strategy. While hearing the budget 
speech I was reminded of a speech which I 
have listened to, a speech by Pandit Jawahar- 
lal Nehru at the AIGC session, when he was 
trying to outline the basic plan for the country. 
He said : “I want to cut a coat; I have a parti¬ 
cular measurement; but the cloth available to 
me does not measure up to the dimension of the 
coat". Then he asked the AICC “What should 
I do ? Should I cut the coat in accordance 
with the cloth which is available to me or 
should I get the cloth and cut the coat to suit 
my physical frame ? The people of India want 
a particular dimension. So, I will get the 
resources to cut the cloth according to the 
requirements of the people.” This is the stan¬ 
dard that the Finance Minister applied in fra¬ 
ming the budget. May I submit that the 
Finance Minister could have, if he wanted, 
presented a budget which was balanced and 
in a measure surplus also ? He could have 
limited the plan expenditure to the actuals of 
1970-71 and could have avoided to offer to 
spend Rs. 300 crores more. He could have 
forgotten about she unemployment problem in 
this country and could have avoided to set 
apart Rs. 50 crores for a crash programme and 
Rs. 25 crores for the educated unemployed. 
He could have forgotten in his callousness the 
plight of the children of this country and could 
have avoided injecting into this budget a pro¬ 
gramme of Rs. 10 crores for them. In that 
way, he could certainly have saved Rs. 375 
crores and that would have meant that he 
could ‘have presented a budget which was 
completely balanc ed and slightly in the 
surplus. 

But should he have done that or should he 
have sought to implement the programme 
incorporating all these things in it ? The 
Finance Minister could have assumed the 
posture that here is a Finance Minister coming 
In the course of a few years who, for the first 
time, is presenting a balanced budget, a surplus 


budget. He could have taken die credit for it 
and perhaps applause from the galleries. But 
I say that he would not have been honest to 
the nation if he had dene so. So, he tried to 
cut the coat in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of the nation. Putting his confidence in 
the people of this country, in the patriotism of 
the people of this country, taking strength 
from the progress that this country has made 
in the course of the last few years, he told 
himself, “I believe in India, I believe in the 
people of this country, 1 will go to the people 
and ask for tax and I will get the tax so that 
this country can march forward”. It is there¬ 
fore that I say that this budget is purposeful, 
there is a strategy in the budget. The strategy 
of this budget is not one of stagnation, the 
strategy is not one of limiting oneself to the 
resources at hand, the strategy is one of self- 
generating dynamism, the strategy is one of 
growth and march forward, the strategy is one 
of progress with growth. This is the strategy 
that is evolved in this budget and that is a 
startegy that is certainly unimpeachable. 

If that startegy is accepted, then the ques¬ 
tion is whether proper measures have been 
evolved berc, fiscal measures have been 
evolved here. Here the question of distributive 
justice comes in, its social impact. Sir, when 
you were sitting here you have spelt out the 
impact of the direct taxes. I do not wa^t to 
go into it further. My hon. friends on the other 
side were saying that the corporate sector has 
been spared. I do not understand from where 
they got this information. If one thing has 
to be said about this budget it is that a 
definite attempt has been made to make a dent 
into the corporate sector. 

An effort is made to put a ceiling on the 
income from the corporate sector. No company 
will be permitted hereafter to pay out moJc 
than Rs. 5,000 as salary. No company will be 
permitted hereafter, to shell out more than 
Rs. 1,000 as allowances and all that. For 
whatever capital gain there is, there is tax 
being imposed. Higher wealth lax is being 
imposed. The corporate sector is being taxed 
and this is the beginning of the taxation. 

But may I say that the corporate sector 
cannot be shaken completely because we want 
a mixed economy here ? If there is a a gua¬ 
rantee for the reinvestment of the corporate 
sector money in this country and if it is not 
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drained out by the hiechfit, there is no danger 
in the corporate sector being left with a certain 
measure of money so that reinvestment may 
take place until such lithe that the public 
sector grows up tall enough to absorb the 
whole thing and take over the productive 
enterprises of this country. I do not want to 
go farther into it. 

Coming to direct taxes, I remember, in the 
Taxation Enquiry Committee of 1954, Dr. 
John Mathai put forth one suggestion. The 
ultimate aim he spelt out was that the highest 
income after tax, that is. the net income, 
should not be more that a multiple of 30 of 
the income of the lowest slab of the Indian 
tax-paying assessee, That is, the highest income 
must not be more than 30 times the lowest 
slab. What is the pictuie wc arc finding here ? 
A person who is earning Rs. 10 lakhs, after 
tax and surcharge, is going to get Rs. 67,000, 
which means, ten times the lowest slab man. 
Could it be more steep and moil regressive ? 
Therefore that is being done. But what is 
more important is the concessions that ha\e 
given. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You will please con¬ 
clude now. Time is over. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : One more aspect 
is deficit financing. It is only to the extent of 
Rs. 220 crores. In the Fourth Five-Year Plan 
deficit financing is contemplated to be Rs. 850 
crores and the Fourth Five-Year Plan con¬ 
templates that in iclation to the resources 
deficit financing can be to the extent of 5 pci 
c"nt. If this is the standard, with Rs. 375 
ciorcs mon that you are putting in and out of 
the entire resources that would be pumped in, 
this Rs. 220 crores is absolutely nothing. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I am afraid, you will 
have to conclude now. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN It is not going 
to raise the price level at all. 

There are certain points I want to make but 
as there is no time I am concluding. The 
unemployment problem which is there is being 
tackled in a very vigorous way. When we 
come to the question of the overall Plan tempo, 
we find ihat is being taken up on a higher 


tempo. I am really sorry that I am not spared 
sufficient time to go ahead a little more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Kindly conclude. 

SHRI C. M. SgTEPHEN: I want two 
minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You will not take any 
more time. Please conclude. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Others are 
given. I ask you only for two minutes more. 
My party will allow it, I am sure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Kindly conclude. 
Kindly appreciate my difficulty, I am help¬ 
less in the matter. You will please conclude. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : I am not in the 
habit of encroaching upon the time limit, but 
there are certain points which I do want to 
make out. I crave of my party to give me a 
few minutes more, if there is anybody here. 
The Minister is here and he is agreeing. It is 
the party's time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : It is not in my hands. 
I am bound by certain rules. Kindly con¬ 
clude. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : The party can 
give me the time. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madias North) : 
You are wasting your time. Go ahead. 

SIJR1 C. M. STEPHEN : I an. .onclud- 
ing. 

My hon. friends on the other side ? Hack 
this Budget. I do not want to reply tc that 
attack but the basic question remains that a 
national challenge and a national task have 
got to be fulfilled. My hon. friends on the 
other side have been making grimaces about 
garibi hatao and all that. I have an answer 
to that. Has anybody got an illusion that 
overnight in the morning, poverty can be 
removed ? Poverty can be removed only by 
successive action. The question is whether the 
direction is correct and I say that the direction 
is correct. 

One mote point and I have done. The 
Finance Minister has laid emphasis or regional 
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Imbalance, He has laid the emphasis correct- 
»■ unemployment question is a major 
Question. 1 may make a mention of the crying 
unemployment problem in my State. Tbe 
unemployment problem is characteristic of my 
State, that is, educated, unemployment prob¬ 
lem. We have got refugees from East Bengal 
coming on. But you arc having refugees in a 
long line coming out of Kerala, the educated 
people, who want jobs. ' 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Now, I am on my legs. 
Of course, it is an interesting speech. But you 
have to finish now. Please sit down. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Just half a minute 
more. I am winding up. 

I would appeal to the hon. Finance Minister 
and the Government of India to take a parti¬ 
cular part of the country, for example, Kerala, 
wnere there is a particular problem nnd to 
tackle that problem on a crying-solution basis. 
The unemployment problem in my State may 
be taken up like that and it may be tackled on 
that basis. 

With these words, I support the Budget 
completely with a full satisfaction that I have 
got before me a Budget which is progressive, 
bold, purposeful and satisfying in all respects 
and in all measures. 


From that point of view, I consider this 
Budget as a growth-oriented Budget. 

The Budget proposols have been criticised 
by the Members of the Opposition Benches in 
all imaginary ways. All the adjectives current 
in political lexicons have been used to 
denounce it. Perhaps, they want to make 
their existence felt by the people in this way. 
The Budget should he examined objectively, 
There should nor be any subjective view. 

The Congress Party received a massive 
mandate in the recent mid-term poll from thr 
people for transformation of the society to lead 
the nation in the path of progress to prosper!, 
ty. To put this question as to whether the 
Budget proposals have helped in ush ring a 
new order, the answer is “Yes”. The next 
question is “How?”. To answer this question, 
let me point out the weaknesses of Indian 
economy and India’s public finance. These 
are, to my mind, (a) inadequate resources, 
(b) inequat distribution of wealth and (c) slow 
pace of industrial development. 

Since the Finance Minister has to fi id out 
resources, he cannot but step up resources to 
finance industry and other tilings for rapid 
growth. Of course, he can borrow money from 
foreign countries. But a nation’s strength does 
not lie in what it can borrow from other count¬ 
ries. Its strength lies in what it can produce. 


SHRI B1SWANARAYAN SHASTRI (Lak- 
himpur) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to 
support the Budget proposals. I also take this 
opportunity to welcome th' 1 Budget as a 
growth-oriented Budget. The Budget has made 
certain marked departures from the past in 
respect of creating a cess for the children, 
imposing restrictions on expenditure by the 
companies and acquiring property at the de¬ 
clared value by the owners. 

The Budget is not merely a statement of 
receipts and expenditure nor it is an account 
maintained by a housewife. The budgetary 
provisions reflect public finance. It is a baro¬ 
meter which indicates prosperity of the country, 
the social conditions and the standard of living 
of the nafion. Therefore, the Budget proposals 
are to be examined from those angles. It 
should not be taken as to whether, a tax is 
imposed -here or there. But it is the totality 
of the view that has to be taken into account. 


Again, there are political difficulties. If 
there, is a deal with the USA, the slogan raised 
is : The country is mortgaged. Tf the deal is 
with U. S. S. R., the bogie is : India has be¬ 
come a satellite of Russia. When there is an 
impose on the affluent society—I should say, 
on those who have something more than the 
others,—the cry is raised. ‘The budget is anti¬ 
people.’

This reminds me of a Jataka story. 

Once a dacoit in a forest used to rob and 
kill passers-by. But he would not kill a person 
unless the person is made to appear a guilty 
one. He had his own standard of judgment. 
He had a bed and he asked his victim to lie 
on the bed. The dacoit warned him that he 
would be killed if he was found shorter or 
longer than tbe bed by a hair-breadth. And 
consequently, the poor fellow was killed. 
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The Budget proposals ffeay appear shott to 
those who do not beliefs In democracy and 

long to those who are opposed to socialism. 

\ 

One should not make his mind too much 
prejudiced and adopt a fault-finding attitude. 
It appears full of blemish to a prejudicial 
mind even though there is no blemish. 

The Finance Minister proposes to mobilise 
resources for growth and growith alone can 
lead the country to prosperity and socialism. 
Only growth can remove and banish poverty. 
Thcrefrre the budget is consistent with the 
Slogan —Garibi Hatao. 

It is said that there is no tax on corporate 
income. That is not the correct picture. The 
tax on corporate sector mav appearently 
appear static in the present time but in the 
near future it will cteate more and more avenue 
and yield more taxes, in the coming yerrs. 
There are restrictions plated on salaries, 
perquisites, travelling expenses etc. There are 
taxes on the maintenance of guest houses. 
These are only a few of the various taxes on 
the corporate sectoi. 

Coming to the Taxation proposals I want 
to say a few words. What should be the fiscal 
policy that should be followed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India ? What is it that should be 
done in the present context to usher in the 
promised socialist society ? 

In ancient times the fiscal measures were 
such that there should not be any heavy 
burden on the agriculturists. They are not 
only the backbone but the kingpin of th> 
nation. So far as businessmen and traders arc 
concerned, the taxation should be gradual 
\\ hatevrr tax is imposed, that has to be reali¬ 
sed in full and then only new levy may be 
imposed. 

I am afraid whether the Government has 
got the machinery for realising these amounts. 

1 do not know whether the Finance Minister 
has got the machinery geared up to this extent 
whatever proposals are made would be fully 
implemented. 

It is apprehended that when new taxation 
comes into force there will be price r sc. If the 
pac a of growth makes steady progress the fear 


is baseless. If there is no growth of course 
there will be price rise. In a changing situa¬ 
tion nobody can say that price will remain ever 
steady. v 

The Indian economy operates on a very 
narrow margin. Therefore, marginal shortfall 
in supply and marginal increase in demand 
may upset the entire economy. There should 
be emphasis faid more and more on Resources 
and the Finance Minister has done well in 
mobilising resource for growth. 

During the last three plan periods the ave¬ 
rage annual total output has been increasing 
at the rate of 3$ per cent. Agai ist this average 
the annual growth rate of population is about 
2} per cent. It means, we had a nominal 
1 per cent average per capita output. If there 
aie no resources there cannot be growth and 
the country cannot progress towards prosperity. 

Therefore, taxation is inevitable. Now, the 
question comes o i which subject there should 
be tax. There is objection that tax has been 
levied on maida, petroleum at.d other things. 
Of course, those things should not be taxed. 
But to mobilise resources, such things as are 
utilised by the mojority of the people cannot 
be exempted. 

So far as tax on lipstick is concerned, it is 
stated that it is a tax on cleanliness. But if any 
body remembers or recollects the origin and 
development of the application of lipstick, he 
will be horrified because it has a vei y nasty 
past. 

While making the budget proposals, I am 
sure the Finance Minister has kept in view the 
social obligations and the social needs. In 
this respect, I would quote what the Prime 
Minister said while presenting the budget last 
year, namely:— 

“The budget has been prepared to reconcile 
the imperatives of growth with concern 
for the well-being of the needy and the 
poor.” 

I would appeal to the Finance Minister here 
about one thing—some concession of on 
motor spirit. He has imposed tax on items like 
motor spirit, maida,-soap and other such things. 
These are the things which are used by the 
lower middle class people ai.d others, not but 
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% the common people in the villages. Those 
sffiiohave criticised this have the people living 
in the urban areas i i their view. You may go 
to the villagrs apd see if anybody uses bread 
or things prepared out of maicla. The people 
living in the cities are more vocal and they are 
Jtti organised society, and, therefore, ihcir voice 
is raised here by their representatives, but the 
voice of the people living in the interiormost 
villages has niver been raised. 

There is .scope for practising economy on the 
expenditure side. To mention briefly, luxury 
ears should be done away with. Thcic is scope 
for practising economy in our foreign missions 
abroad. 

Coming to my State, 1 must speak one wutd. 
"We live in a peculiar geo-political condition 
that is not of our creation and we are destined 
to live thetc Pi ivate capital is shy of coming 
there, and the Ciovcrnmenl of India arc not 
coming in u big way lo establish industries 
there, and, therefore, there is regional imba¬ 
lance in glow ill. if there is icgioi al imba¬ 
lance, the country as a whole cannot prospe.. 

So far as the employment position is ton- 
oerned, the BSF and the CRP ai e the two big 
things vshete there is big recruitment, but I am 
sorry to say that not many persons lias e so fat 
l>ecn recruited to these forces fiom Assam. 
Since these proside the greatest employment 
avenue ! would take this opportunity ,o appeal 
to the Coscrnnwnt of India to look into this 
matter. 

S1IR1 VIK RAM OHAND MAHAJAK 
(Kangral : There has been great ciitic ism rr- 
-garding the budget proposals. Some have gone 
far and have criticised it by say eng that it is a 
sort of betrayal of the masses and of the trust 
reposed Ly the people. As my hon. friend 
Shri Biswanarayan Sltaslri has put it, one can¬ 
not be more e ffeclive by using adjectives but it 
is only mere oratory. But one has to look into 
the realistirs to find out what exactly the 
budget means. 

The present budget is. one cannot deny it, 
a great .step in the maren towards socialism. 
A real effort has been made to teduce inequa¬ 
lities and to meet the problems facing the 
country. The mam problems facing the 
country are the problem of inequality, the 
problem of unemployment, the problem of 
poverty and the problem of population explo¬ 


sion, and the problem of malnutrition which 
the newer generations are fodng. For example, 
our younger generations are not getting'enough 
nutritive food. The result Is that they are both 
physically* and mentally under-developed. 

In this year’s budget, a big attempt has been 
made to see that they gee proper nutrition. 
Thus for th* first time perhaps in the central 
budget, there is a provision for nutrition for the 
young children. 

Secondly, there is an attempt to reduce 
inequalities. For example the rate ol wealth 
tax has been raised. If a person has a wealth 
of Rs, 15 lakhs and he puts it in fixed deposit 
in a bank, it will fetch 7J or 8 per cenl; if he 
invests it in companies, be mny get 10 p.’r cent. 
On a wealth of Rs. 15 lakhs, income at tbc rale 
o<‘ 10 per cent would coni'* to Rs. 1.50,000. 
Oil this, income tax would take a wav about 
Rs. 80,000 to Rs. 90,000 and he would be* left 
w ith Rs. 60,000 or Rs. 70 000. So on a wealth 
of Rs. 15 lakhs, the net income w'ould be 
Rs 70,000—t return of 5 or 6 p*r cent on 
capital. What would happen if with cadi 
successive year, the wealth of that person would 
be going down, from Rs. 15 lakhs lo Rs. 14- 
1/2 lakhs and so on. So in this budget there 
is an attempt lo reduce excessive concentration 
of wealth among the liieher echelons. 

Then the budget enhances the income lax on 
incomes over Rs. 15,000 a year, leaving out the 
weaker sections. Similarly taxes hive been 
imposed on luxury goods, not necessities like 
wheat, tier, dais etc. Of course, as speaker 
after sp*aker pointed out, there is scope for 
modification of the tax on maida, and petrol, 
specially those who run taxis and scooters. 
I hope the Finance Minister will reconsider 
this at the appropriate lime. Also I personally 
think the tax on coarse eloth should go, but 
there ^justification for taxing the finer varie¬ 
ties of eloth. 

Thus an attempt has been made to tax the 
wealthier sections of society, leaving more 
benefit to the lower income groups. The 
exemption limit now provided comes practi¬ 
cally to Rs. 6,000 a year. This is quitr fair. 

Now, I would like to give a f<-w suggestions 
which may bo looked into. There is great scope 
lor economy in the administrative structure. 
Wc have a chain of officers, from the clerk, 
to the head clerk, to the section officer, then 
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under-secrctary, then deputy secretary, then 
joint secretary, then additional secretary and 
then Secretary. Each has .Sts complement of 
chaprasi etc. which means that there is a 
multiplicity of officers in tins entire bureau¬ 
cracy, Not only it causes a heavy strain on the 
economy, but efficiency also suffers. The time 
has come to reconsider whether we really need 
such an elaborate echelon of officers. It happens 
that the main decision is taken at the lower level; 
for example, the clerk takes the decision and 
I thin k in 90 per ceut of cases, this decision go, s 
through with minor modifications. Therefore, 
it can be considered whether it is not proper 
to cut out this elaborate system which has 
become outmoded and reduce the number of 
officers, having one or two instead of such a lot 
of them. 

Secondly, I find that the Estate Duty which 
is painless and brings about social justice has 
not been revised this year. Our rales arc 
lower than these cf Great Britain. I, therefore, 
suggest that a higher Estate Duty should be 
imposed. It will be easier to pay and it is also 
not deterrent to the economy of the business. 
There is no celling on business income. In 
fact, it does not deter a pcsou fram earning 
more as some other taxes may. This is one of 
the strongest arguments put forward in favour 
of a higher Estate Duty and lesser taxes on 
regular incomes. I think the present inronie- 
tax should continue and at the same time we 
should have a higher Estate Duly. 

■SVc have a goat problem of population 
explosion. The present system of taxation 
favours the married man and the person with 
a larger family. A bachelor has to pay more 
than a married man and a married c ouple has 
to pay more, than a person with more than 
two childern. So I suggest that the bahelors 
should be givcn more incentives and peopl< 
with larger familes should be taxed more. 
Those who exceed the limit should pay a sort 
of penalty for depriving the children of the 
weaker sections of the society from getting 
the best out of, (he provisions made by the 
country. Therefore, I suggest that there should 
be a tax on larger families. 

Deficit financing should not be resorted to 
such ft great extent because ultimately it 
hurts the weaker sections of the society and 
it it in feet a sort of indirect tax. Deficit 


financing is ncccss&ry in a growing economy 
to a certain extent, but if it crosses the upper 
limit, then it starts hurting the economy.. 
I think deficit financing to. the extent of 
Rs. 220 crores would not help the economy, 
and may hurt tire economy. Therefore I suggest 
that this heavy deficit financing should be 
avoided. 

Finally, 1 submit that the Budget on the 
whole is an attempt to reduce inequalities 
among the different sections of the society. It 
is a budget which docs help investment and' 
growth. I hope that the suggestions Which 
1 have made will hi considered.

SHRIY. S. MAHAJAN iBuldana^: Mr. 
Chairman, Sir. I welcome the btich>el p-cscnted 
I'v the Finnnee Minister to this House. I welcome 
it bicau.sc it is progressive, radical in nature 
and purposeful. Under a planned economy 
like ours, the annual budget is an important 
in-trunient of (eonoiiiic policy. It is not merclv 
a statement of revenue and expenditure. It also 
incorporates the capital receipts and capital 
expenditure of the eominunitv. That is, on a 
certain expectation of resources, it arranges for 
tlieir disposal, that is it decides how tlu* money 
resow ces are to be expended for the develop¬ 
ment of the economy. ] think the budget musL 
Ixt considered from this d< vtlopinental point 
of \ iew. 

\\'e have adopted a policy of planned econo¬ 
mic development for the last 20 years. In the 
first 10 years, from 1951 to i960 our real 
income increas' d by 5.7 per cent per annum 
and the per capita real income increased only 
by 1.7 per ccni per annum. During 
the next nine years, till 1969, the progress 
was not so satisfactory. We registered a 
progress of 3.4 per cent, but with population 
increasing at 2.4 per cent, the real per capita 
income increased only by 0.9 per cent. Thus, 
over these 19 yeans, there has been a distinct 
improvement in our economic conditions, but 
it has not come up to our expectations. During 
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I the last year—1970-7l-*.our economic progress 
ihas been fairly satisfactory, Our foodgrains 
production has increased by 5 to 6 million 
tonnes, : Industrial production increased by 
5 per cent. Tfic real national income increased 
by 5,5 per cent. This is,thc second time that 
vc have done it according to the targets set in 
the fourth Five year plan. Not only has agri¬ 
cultural production responded well, but our 
exports increased. Our foreign hilanec was in a 
strong position anti foreign aid is being 
reduced. 

Under these circumstances, it was natural 
for the Finance Minister to feel encouraged to 
embark on a larger annual programme of 
development this year. lie has decided that 
during 1971-72 we should spend not Rs. 155 
erores but Rs. 300 erorcs more than 1 ist year 
on economic development. This Ir.rg-r invest¬ 
ment is going to he distiibutcd between impoi- 
tant area’, or I should say. strategic areas like 
shipping, ports, roads, mint s and metal, agri¬ 
culture and fantilv planning. 

It has been said that this programme is 
m- ant to benefit the private sector. This is 
looking at it from the wrong point of \iew. 
Wo want to develop the public sector so that 
it would occupy the commanding heights of 
the economy. The public sector is the spear¬ 
head of one economic advance. If it advances, 
the whole of our economy will advance ai.d 
we can progress more rapidly. 

This budget has to be weleonud also 
because it is an important landmark in our 
march towards socialism. This is perhaps (In¬ 
most radical budget so far, because it slashes 
down the inequalities | ( , a considerable extent. 
Mr. Chairman, in your speech you had dealt 
with this point but at the risk of rep-tition, 
1 may point out, if you earn Rs. 1 lakh more, 
you have to pay Rs. 60,000 by way of 
income tax. If you earn Rs. 1 lakh more, 
you pay Rs. 92,000, On the third lakh, you 
pay Rs. 97,500, That means, no honest man 
can ever be rich in this country. Holding ol 
propr.rt.y beyond R^, 5 lakhs becomes uneco¬ 
nomic. After Rs. 10 lakhs, it is still more 
economic. After Rs, i5 lakhs, it is impossible, 
because you have to pay a tax of Rs. 8 per 
cept. If you invest Rs. 15 lakhs on housing or 
put it in a batik, you cannot get a net income 
of more than Rs. 8 per cent. Therefore, wo 
Jtavtk virtually a ceiling on income as welt as 


on property. This is an Important landmark 
in our march towards socialism. 

Thirdly, we welcome this budget because it 
makes a determined effo. t to solve the problem 
of unemployment. This problem his been 
with us since 1942, or since the end of the 
second world war. At the beginning of the 
Second Plan we had a backlog of 
five million. At the beginning of the Third 
Plan it rose to 7 million. At the begin¬ 
ning of the Fourth Plan we had a backlog of 
It) million to 14 million and it is expected 
that by the end of th? Foirth Plan it will 
reach 20 million. Though the plans have been 
arranged in such a way to create employment 
to the maximum extent, that does not solve 
the employment problem because out; popula¬ 
tion has been increasing at a phenomenal rate. 
Therefore, some '■pecial efforts have to be made 
out-ide the plan. This budget proposes that 
w- should spend Rs. 50 erores lor a crash 
pi ogramme for increasing employment in the. 
rural areas. It has further provided Rs, 25 
erores for gi\ing aid or self-employment oppor¬ 
tunities to tin-educated people in this country. 
Fot the first line-we have irone beyond the 
plan and made ill’s arrangenunt. People have 
ciiiieisecl the Finance Minister on the. ground 
that the amount provided is loo small. But it 
is only the beginning. Our Government is 
quite missions of the immensity and urgency 
of this prof Urn. I am quite sure that our 
Government is prepared to increase this pro- 
\ is'on ten-fold, if necessary, to see that this 
problem is solved. Well begun is half done. 

Lastly, this budget has been criticised by the 
members of th>- opposition on the ground 
that it would increase the price level. So far 
as the prices of petrol, fine and super-fine cloth 
are concerned, I agree that their prices will 
increase but they arc commodities which arc 
consumed In the middle and higher middle- 
class ami richer sections of the community. So 
far as the commodities consumed by the poor 
people of this country arc concerned, their 
prices will not increase. Take the case of 
coarse cloth. There the duly has been raised 
front 3.6 pane to 4 pais--. In the case of 
medium cloth the duly has been raised from 
4,8.paise to 6 paisc. Nobody in this sense will 
contend that these increases are appreciable. 
Again, take the case of soap. Laundry soap 
and household soap have not been touched by 
the increase in excise duty. Even the duty on 
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inaida is only 10 pa he p# kilogram. But 
since this is linked with the health and nutri¬ 
tion of children, and since lour responsibility 
towards children is absolute its fulfilment 
should not depend on yield front taxation of 
inaida. I think it will not he inadvisable if 
the Finance Minister reconsiders his position in 
this matter. 

' It is reported iliat meetings have been arran¬ 
ged and morchas organised against this budget 
because it is contended that prices will increase 
by 8 to 10 per cent. This is an absolutely 
wrong conclusion. The price level depends on 
a number of factors, tnanv of which arc beyond 
the control of the government. Suppose tin- 
influx of refugees increases tomorrow to a larger 
number. Naturally, our expenditure will go 
up. Similarly, suppose the monsoon fails next 
year, then also the prices will go up. So, the 
question we have to consider is whether the 
budget is responsible or increasing the prices. 

1 submit that the prices will not increase on 
account of lie budge*. 

The Finance Minister deserves all our 
sympathy and whole-hearted support fur the 
reason that lie has brought forward this budget 
under the shadow a very great tragedy, a 
tragedy which has resulted in the massacre of 
lakhs of people and the fleeing of millions of 
people to this country. They are people who 
were formerly our citizens. They are people 
who belong to us and we have to give succour 
to them. We do not know how much of 
expenditure will have to be incurred till they 
are repatriated. This budget has been brought 
forward at such a critical time. Therefore, this 
deserves support from all sides of the House, 
because this is a calamity for which the Finance. 
Minister is not responsible, the flovernmcnt of 
India is not responsible. Under these condi¬ 
tions, I hope this House will give its whole¬ 
hearted support to the budget presented by the 
Finance. Minister.

{Shu K. N. Tiwary in the Chair] 

I wish to place before the House certain 
important issues to be considered by hon. 
Members. This is about the dissatisfaction and 
misapprehension prevailing in the States all 
over the Country, in some States and parti¬ 
cularly Tamil Nadu. 

The Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu Mr. 
Karunanidhi presented the Budget in the floor 
a[ the Assembly during the month of March. 
He expressed his dissatisfaction. He stated that 
the Finance Commission and the Planning 
body had been partial in making the allotment 
to the State. This is found in the Budget 
speech presented before the Assembly. The 
Chief Minister made special attempts to say 
that the Fifth Finance Commission and the 
Planning Commission had been partial. He 
has argued that near about Rs. 800 crorcs has 
been given to other States under Special 
Accommodation, He said : “I am not going to 
argue whether this amount is given or not, but 
in the interest of the national integration 
I want from the Finance Minister a categorical 
reply to remove away the suspicion that is 
prevailing here.” He has argued that calcu¬ 
lating on the various commitments made, the 
figure comes to roundabout Rs. 98.S per head, 
calculated on the basis of all-India, whereas, 
if it is worked out for Tamil Nadu alone, it 
comes to Rs. 87.5 per head. In the First Five 
year plan itself the allotment for Tamil Nadu 
comes to 10.8 per cent whereas in the Fifth 
Plan it comes to only 5.7 per cent, that is, 
half of the total percentage given in the 
First Plan, I want to say, in the interest of 
the nation, that let the Finance Minister come 
out and clear away the suspicion that is 
prevailing. 

The country has to be ruled as a total entity 
and anything detrimental to national inte¬ 
gration should be eschewed. The activities of 
the Central Government and the budget that 
they present should reflect the aspirations of 
the States. The Central budget should be a 
'consolidated one reciprocating the aspirations 


and wishes of the States. That is the first 
point that I would like to make out. 

Regarding taxes, my hon. friend Shri Bala- 
thandayutham and others have criticised them 
and said that they are a burden on the people. 
No doubt, that is the usual criticism which is 
made. As usual, our friends opposite call 
themselves socialists and they think that they 
are the only socialists in the country, and, 
therefore, they have availed of this opportunity 
to make a best show of their performance as if 
they are wedded to socialism. Our Minister 
of State in the Ministry of Finance, Shri K.R. 
Ganesh has ably replied to my hon. friend 
Shri Balathandayutham. The people of our 
country have seen many of these socialists in 
power in different States of India ; we have 
seen many of our Opposition parties ruling in 
different States under the banner of socialism 
and with the word ‘socialism’ imprinted or 
engraved in it. They have been given a chance 
to rule in some parts of our country, as for 
instance Kerala and West Bengal, and we 
know how they ruled. They rule those parts 
of the country and ultimately they were ruled 
out of the country. The people have given a 
massive mandate to our party, and they have 
expressed their faith in the causes of Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi. So, our friends need not worry 
about socialism and other things. Socialism 
and other things are safe in the hands of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi and her Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI M.M. JOSEPH (Pcermade): Deficit 
budgets have become a permanant feature of 
the Indian economy. This time, the Union 
Minister has presented a deficit budget of Rs. 
397 crores against which he has announced 
fresh levies for Rs. 177 crores still leaving a 
deficit of Rs. 220 crores. There is every likeli¬ 
hood of -the deficit being increaesd for the 
year 1971-72. The budget provides for only 
Rs. 60 crores for the refugees from Bangla 
Desh, an amount which may have already 
been spent. On the Prime Minister’s own 
calculation, Rs. 180 crores may be needed for 
six months only. But in the budget, provision 
is made for a sum of Rs. 60 crores, though he 
expects no more than Rs. 20 crores by way of 
foreign assistance. How can he be certain that 
there will be no further influx of refugees ? I 
doubt whether the refugees will rut swallow 
much of the annual plan allocations for 1971- 
72. So, the Central budget deficits will be 
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considerably larger than what the Finance 
Minister expects, and thus the gap between 
income and expenditure iyill be larger. 

It appears that Rs. 731 crores remained 
uncollected, during 1970-71. Government 
would do well to collect the arrears first and 
utilise it for the developmental works instead 
of levying new taxes on consumer goods which 
are necessities for the common man. The pity 
is that most of the tax money will be invested 
in the public sector industries which go on 
incurring losses year after year. Rs. 100 crores 
was spent during 1970-71 for clearing the 
heavy losses on Industries in the public sector. 
If this is continuad, the private management 
may be forced to think why they should not 
also be as bad as the public sector. 

The Union Finance Minister has succeeded 
in his revenue-raising exercise. His eye has 
caught almost everything under the sun. He 
has relied very heavily on indirect taxes. The 
proposals will fetch Rs. 177 crores during the 
remaining months of the financial year, out 
of which more than Rs. 75 crores will be 
through indirect taxes.

Really, there are some redeeming features 
in the present budget. Raising the exemption 
limit of individual income-tax, encouraging 
small savings, making special provision for the 
educated unemployed and fixing a salary 
ceiling of Rs. 5000 per month arc welcome 
features. A sum of Rs. 25 crores is being set 
aside for schemes specially designed to absorb 
the educated unemployed ; I hope my State, 
Kerala, which is in the forefront of the arena 
of the unemployed, will stand to benefit con¬ 
siderably. 

The Finance Minister said in his speech 
that the Government have received from the 
people a massive mandate for socialism. I do 
appeciate it, but the Minister and Government 
as a whole shtgdd think again whether this 
budget leads to socialism or not. The new 
proposals $wjtmld make the common man’s 
bread, Okrtbfcs and travel costlier. Bread is the 
cheapfdbd of the poor ; bread and butter is 
a com m o n middle class breakfast, not the 
privilege qjf the rich or of the higher income 
‘ijlfcnps. The increas; in the excise duty on 


maida is, no doubt, an anti-sociaiistic step. 
We. the Christians, pray every day : ‘Give us 
this day our daily bread’. If the Government 
do not come forward with % proposal with* 
drawing the excise duty on maida and bread, 
the poor children pf our nation- will* X am 
sure, begin to pray : ‘Oh, Mt, Chavan, allow 
us not to chavan ; give us our daily biead at a 
moderate cost’. Chavan in our language means 
to ‘die’. * 

Similarly surprising is the statement that 
readymade garments are mostly purchased by 
the well-to-do. The additional excise burdens 
on the cotton textile industry will have an 
adverse effect, particularly at a time when 
the industry is in such a bad shape. The over¬ 
all effect of these duties will be to increase 
the cost of living on the masses. The increase 
in petrol prices would make travelling more 
expensive. Three-wheelers and taxis are bound 
to raise their fares because of the increase in 
running cost. Every new levy will have a 
chain reaction. The increase in the duly on 
petrol will be reflected in higher cost of road 
travel. With rail fares being increased, travel 
by road as well by rail is going to be most 
costly. 

The 20 per cent tax on foreign travel will 
affect our economy adversely. At least expor¬ 
ters should be exempt from this tax. My 
humble suggestion is that the Governm nt 
should come forward with a proposal with¬ 
drawing the excise duty on maida, bread, 
coarse cloth, petrol and readymade garments.

SHRIJ. B. PATNAIK (Cuttack); I rise to 
support the Budget and to congratulate the 
Finance Minister on doing the best of the 
difficult job. The economy of the country!* 
poor. It is 80 per cent rural and 89 per cent 
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3» paiuti hands. So poverty here is not 
only* problem to he solved, it is an impedi¬ 
ment to the solution of the very problem. It 
Is therefore frqpri this point of view that wo 
shall hive to-see this Budget. A challenge has 
been thrown and the ^Finance Minister has 
taken up this challenge. In response to the 
commitment of the party he has rightly 

discharged his duty to the nation. 

« 

There has been a lot of talk about the aboli- 
tiotj of poverty. Some Members from the 
opposition party have ridiculed the idea and 
the party's commitment to the abolition of 
poverty. I say that if poverty is to be abo¬ 
lished from this country and if socialism is to 
be brought about in this country, it is. only this 
party which can bring about socialism and 
which can abolish poverty and not those 
people who have monopolised socialism on the 
opposition benches. 

What is expected of a Finance Minister in the 
present circumstances is not to usher in socia¬ 
lism only through one Budget or a few Budgets 
and the Finance Minister has put this point 
very ably in his speech. What is expected of 
the Finance Minister is to bring forth such 
proposals which can lead to taking bold steps 
towards the socialist goal. Wc shall have to 
consider this Budget from that standpoint and 
see whether the Finance Minister has been able 
to take a bold step towards elimination of the 
regional imbalances and the disparities in 
income. He has taken the right step in this 
direction. He has moved against concentration 
of wealth in a few hands, and for locating 
unearned incomes and unaccounted wealth. 
He has been able to give more opportunities to 
those wbo are socially backward and econo¬ 
mically retarded. He has taken a bold step 
towards solving the problem of unemployment 
in the country and he has made a large pre¬ 
vision for the quicker growth of the country’s 
economy. The Finance Minister has promised 
legislation against benami holdings and under¬ 
valuing of properties. He has provided Rs. 75 
crores for providing employment to people 
both in the urban and rural areas. He has 
provided in actual terms of expenditure Rs. 
300 crores more in the Plan outlay for the. 
Centre than what was done in the previous 
year. 

There a much controversy regarding deficit 
financing and indirect taxation. In a develop¬ 


ing economy, deficit financing to a reasonable 
extent is allowed. I may quote here some of 
the examples of history. The Soviet .Union in 
the decade 1929 to 1939 has multiplied its 
industrial output by three times but the prices 
have risen in that country by seven times. 
Even then, this has not affected the economy 
of that country. During the three decades 
preceding the first Great War, Japan’s economy 
also showed a rise in prices. The prices had 
risen 200 per cent, but at the same time, there 
has been a remarkable industrial growth and 
there baa been a remarkable agricultural 
growth. So, deficit financing is not always 
bad. Deficit financing to a reasonable extent 
somewhat becomes inevitable in a developing 
economy, and from that standpoint, we have 
to judge the deficit financing in our budgets. 

Then, there is a controversy regarding the 
increased rate of indirect taxation. In fact, 
as an inducement to save and as an induce¬ 
ment to invrst, a proportionate increase in 
indirect taxation has been accepted as a 
feature of modern economy. 

With these words, I would now make a few 
submissions to the Finance Minister. His state¬ 
ment regarding elimination of regional dispa¬ 
rities is welcome, but if we take the three Plans 
into consideration, the rich States have be¬ 
come richer and the poor States have become 
poorer. The States which are at the bottom of 
the economic ladder are the States of Bihar 
and Orissa. The per capita Central assistance 
to these States during she Fourth Five Year 
Plan is going to be Rs. 63 and Rs> 71 respec¬ 
tively, whereas to some States it is going 
to be between Rs. 157 to Rs. 382. If this be¬ 
comes the attitude, how can we e liminate re¬ 
gional imbalances in this country ? 

What is needed to turn the comer is provi¬ 
sion for rapid electrification and irrigation 
facilities in this country. I propose that there 
should be a countrywide plan for electrification 
and for extension of irrigation facilities to 
every inch of land. There are now certain 
States where electrification facilities have been 
provided to almost every village, from 60 per 
cent to 100 per cent of the villages. There is, 
on the other hand, a State like Orissa where 
electrification facilities have been provided only 
to two per cent of the villages. So, this dispa¬ 
rity in electrification in this country could be 
removed if there is a plan on the basis of the

whole country and not ‘Btatewise plans. I 
would submit to the Finanlc Minister whether 
it would not be possible'to have a type of 
Commission for both electrBtcaiion and irriga¬ 
tion for the whole of the country, and for this, 
the responsibility should be taken by the Cen¬ 
tre and the States equally. 

I would suggest two measures in the inte¬ 
rests of augmentation of our Government’s 
revenue. One is nationalisation of import and 
export trade. This would give us a large in- 
vestible surplus and secondly the arm of taxa¬ 
tion should be extended to the rich peasantry 
in the rural areas. The Finance Minister has 
given au indication in that respect, and I would 
submit that if it is possible he should sec that 
these peasants are brought under the arm of 
taxation and concentration of wraith in the 
rural areas could thus be prevented. 

I propose that much stress should be given 
to full utilisation of the machinery for indus¬ 
trial production in the country. Now we have 
a lot of idle machines and idle industries, and 
that is not only a sheer wastage but there is 
something wrong in our economy. There 
should be a proper vigilance on our part and 
attention should be paid that full utilisation is 
made of our whole industrial capacity. 

With these words, I support the budget pre¬ 
sented by Finance Minister.

I congratulate him for bringing such a budget 
at a time when the country is taking a turn 
and a new direction on its onward march 
towards creating conditions for the establish¬ 
ment of a socialist society. The budget as a 
whole, is all stimulant to the economy as it 
stands, without being provocative to any section 
of the society. 

The parties which have made an attack on 
the budget, both inside the Parliament and 
outside,—probably these are the parties which 
are now talking of the interests of the people 
but during the elections they did not under¬ 
stand the interests of the people, and the people 
have rejected them. But now they talk about 
understanding the people. But the budget 
shows that it is only the Finance Minister and 
the Government who have really understood 
the interests of the people, and they have 
brought these proposals here. These proposals 
deserve whole-hearted support from all sections 
of the people, whether in the rural areas or 
urban areas. 

11 is true that there have been certain taxes 
because of which there have been attacks on 
the budget. But a proper evaluation of a 
budget can be made, not on the basis of any 
isolated proposal here and there incorporated 
in the budget. The budget can be properly 
evaluated by the context in which it is put up. 
It is the economic context of the situation of 
today that has given effectiveness to thebudget. 

It is the nationalisation of banks, it is the 
nationalisation of insurance, it is the promise 
which the Finance Minister has given about 
the two Bills which are to be brought forward 
—one about acquiring power to government 
for purchasing property at prices recorded in 
the sale deeds as well as the new Bill which has 
been promised for discouraging the practice of 
benami transactions in land and property—these 
along with the already existing institutions 
which have come for checking the monopoly 
—have raised the creative value of the budget.

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 

Setting up op the Mills in Orissa and 
Other States 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY (Kendra- 
para) : Mr. Chairman, on the 26th May there 
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were two umtarred questioik on the subject of 
setting up jute millss in Orissa and some other 
States in implementation of the recommends* 
tions of the committee that had been appointed 
to go into this question. Eut I must confess, 
the two written answers left me in the dark as 
much as I was when I had drafted the ques¬ 
tion. In that context I had requested for this 
half-an-hour discussion and I am grateful to 
all those because of whom this discussion has 
been made possible. 

It may be recalled that a committee had 
been appointed in keeping with an assurance 
which the hon. Minister had given on the floor 
of the House. It may further be recalled that 
just on the eve of the dissolution of the last 
Parliament, on 16th December, 1970, in course 
of a discussion on a motion for setting up jute 
mills in Orissa. The hon. Minister was more 
than anxious to set up a committee which 
would immediately go into the question of 
settingup of jute mills in Orissa and some 
other eastern States. I would quote from the pro¬ 
ceedings. The hon. Minister said 


ment is taking so long a time to eonfidsg f 
How long will the Government take to examine 
the report ? These are same of the aspeetsv 
which this House will be interested to knew* 
because this committee bad beefc appointed in 
keeping with an assurance which the hon. 
Minister had given to "this House. 

As I have said carrier, the Minister is more 
than convinced about the need for setting up 
a jute mill in Orissa. I will give here certain 
figures from which the House will consider for 
itself the legitimacy or otherwise of the demand 
. of Orissa for a jute mill. Andhraj produces 
2,60.000 bales of jute and has four nt'lls; 
Assam produces 11 lakh bales of jute and has 
got one mill; Bihar produces 7,61,000 bales 
of jute and has three mills; West Bengal 
produces 36,99,000 bales of jute and has 64 
mills; Madhya Pradesh without producing 
jute has got one mill and U. P also has thrte 
mills without producing any jute, whereas 
Orissa which produces nearly 6 per cent of the 
total produce of jute, that means, 6 lakh bales, 
has none. 


“It goes without saying that Orissa's plight 
is very bad. Orissa as a jute-growing 
State should have a mill and, therefore, 
I propose to set up a committee very 
shortly, tomorrow or the day after, to 
make a quick survey of jute-growing 
district of Orissa, Bihar and Assam 
also." 

When Shri Ranga intervened and asked, 
“What about Visakhapatnam and Srikaku- 
lam ?”, the hon. Minister was so anxious to 
receive this report that he said :— 


In that context I would urge upon the hon. 
Minister to consider that, in the absence of a 
jute mill in the State, the jute growers do not 
get even half the pri:e which the speculators 
and the middlemen fetch in the Calcutta 
market for Orissa jute. The State Govern¬ 
ment in this context has been repeatedly urging 
upon the Government of India for a jute mill 
in the State, In 1970 the State Government's 
request had been turned down under the plea 
that there was no market for Indian jute pro¬ 
ducts. But in 1962 the jute committee, which 
hod been appointed to go into this question., 
had recommended inter alia in its report:— 


“If you like, Andhra Pradesh will also be 
included, but it will take time. We want 
to finish she survey in three months* 
time so that I can do something about 
it.” 

My question i s; Why that sense of urgency 
is not reflected in the subsequent proceedings 
of the Government after they had received the 
report ? The answers to the unstarred ques¬ 
tions, to whudf I referred to earlier, reveal that 
the report isvjtijl under consideration. The 
House is anxious to know from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter what. exactly are the issues which are 
baffling the Government and why the Govem- 


“However, India’s output of jute goods has 
not increased in proportion to the rise 
in the world consumption of goods in 
the last decade. Whatever may have 
been the circumstances which in the 
past prevented a larger share of increa* 
sed world market coming to the Indian 
jute industry, it appears necessary to 
take energetic measures now to increase 
exports and take the fullest possible 
advantage of the increased world 
demand.” 

This demand has become all the more 
imperative in the context of the present crisis 
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in Bangla Desh or East Bengal. Therefore, I 
would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether, in view or tills recommendation, the 
Government during the current Plan period 
proposes to set up new units, particularly, in 
Orissa. If the Govcrnnjent feels any difficulty 
in setting up a jute mill in Orissa, we arc 
entitled to know the reasons. It can be said 
and, perhaps, it will be said that in view of 
the jute mills In West Bengal undergoing 
difficulties in obtaining international market, 
it Will serve no useful purpose if the jute mill 
proposed to be set up in Orissa also produces 
the same range of jute goods. The Orissa 
Government has already mentioned in their 
feasibility report as to how Orissa’s market 
can sustain not only one jute mill but two jute 
mills in the State to meet the internal demand. 
So, the plea that the jute goods have got no 
international market will have no bearing on 
the subject. J< is imperative that Orissa which 
produces 6 per cent of the entire jute produced 
in the country—when it is going without a 
jute mill, when the jute growers, the peasantry, 
are not getting even an economic price for 
their jute—a jute mill is set up in Orissa with¬ 
out avoidable delay. 

Lastly, ihc most important question in this 
regard is whether the jute mill is going to be 
set up in private sector or in public sector. 
I would urge upon the Government not to 
allow the private sector to set up a jute mill 
in Orissa because it is the very private sector 
which lias been exploiting the peasantry for 
all these years tluough their middlemen and 
through thur agents. Therefore if a jute mill 
is allowed to be sot up in the private sector, 
the field of exploitation will shift from Calcutta 
market to Orbsa. The Government of Orissa 
have also submitted to the Central Government 
to set up a jute mill in the public sector and. 
failing that, if that is not found possible, 
the jute mill should be set up in the coopera¬ 
tive sector and the private sector will have 
nothing to do with it. 

In conclusion, I would like the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to state here categorically whether in 
keeping with the earlier assurances and in 
pursuance ol' the recommendations of the 
Committee tliat had been appointed, a jute 
mill is going to be set up in Orissa during the 
current Fourth Plan period. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA (Tamluk) : I 
would like to know when the Committee is 


going to submit its Report and X would like 
the Government to see that it is expedited. As 
the hon. Minister and the Ministry arc convin¬ 
ced of the setting up of some jute mills in 
Orissa, why has the Committee been appoin¬ 
ted ? What are the difficulties ? Why should 
a decision not be taken as early as possible ? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : I 
would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether, \\ lieu taking a final decision on the 
question of setting up new jute mills, they are 
going to bear in mind the recommendations 
of the Srivastava Committee Report which 
has laid down in order of priority that the 
first priority should be given to making exis¬ 
ting uneconomic jute mills economic and the 
second priority should be that mills which are 
running fairly well should be modernised and 
made more efficient. 

The third priority should be that mills 
which are lying closed should be opened. 

The fourth priority should be starting of 
new mills. 

I am not against opening in Orissa or 
anywhere else : please don’t misunderstand me. 

I would like to know from the Minister 
whether in this task of starting new . mills 
these priorities laid down by Srivastava 
Committee are going to lie followed or not, 
because, there is a good amount of idle 
capacity in the industry as it exists at present^ 
anti I also want to know whether any new 
milts which will be set up will be oriented 
primarily to the local market for jute goods 
and thiiUlv I want to know whether,—as 
Mr. Mahanty suggested,—whether it will not 
be in the private sector but either be in the 
public' sector or in the co-operative sector. 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA): Mv. Chairman, 
Sir, I am grateful to Mr. Mnhanty for raising 
this subject in the House in this session. 

You will remember. Sir, that sometime in 
December, as Mr. Mohanty pointed out, our 
old colleague Mr. Surcndra Nath Dwivcdy 
raised this very question in the House and I 
assured him that a Committee would be set up. 
Mr. Samanta wanted to know about the Com¬ 
mittee. I wish to tell him that this Committee 
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was appointed, the Conimkiee had made a 

survey and submitted a Rennet and that the 

Repeat is presently under Ottr examination. 

There are of course sonie problems about 

which I will go into detail *n a few 

minutes. 

Mr. Indrajit Gupta raised some questions 
about uneconomic units being m >cle economic 
and about the Srivastava Committee. It is very 
important to consider all this, especiallv, since 
we have very limited tesourccs. We have to 
apply out mind to this aspect. Wo have num¬ 
ber of mills in this countrv, espceially in B-ngal, 
which are out-dated, old, uneconomic, and 
have to be modernised. 

We have a pio\ ision of Rs. 8 crorcs Pn 
modernisation of jute mills. Unfoitunately this 
has nut been used by the jute mill cm nets ancl 
we hase In on persuading ih'-m, pressing them, 
that they should modernise especially in thr 
present situation when we hue been facing 
tough competition in the matter of jute pro¬ 
ducts abroad. Oi couisc, it is a fact that in 
the last few weeks the situation has impioved 
a little bit became of the situation in Bangla 
Dish but if the jute industry has to sure is e, ill 
the old mills have lo be modernised. 

The products of jute aie used for sacking, 
hessian, packaging, jute carpeting and foi 
many other purposes. I am glad to say that 
some good iesults have b'en achieved as a 
result of icseaich work carried in the uses ol 
jute. Only two clays back I was having a look 
at some of the samples of jute products produ¬ 
ced in the the Research Institute. It was 
difficult for me to believe that it was jute 
product; it looked like taw silk, \ cty good 
for tapcstiy or cut tain etc. And, therefore, ju*< 
has to serve these needs also. The basic point 
which Mr. Mohanty raised is the question of 
backward States, like Bihar, Orissa, Andhra, 
Assam, etc. Orissa is backward ; theic is no 
doubt about it. If the jute growers have to lie 
removed from exploitation it is necessary that 
the State should come into the picture and do 
something about it. 

We have Already set up a Jute Corporation 
lor the marketing part ol iuw jute. Youi 
district and my district pioduccs jute. Bengal 
producer a large qua itity of jute. Bengal has 
d number of mills. There is no question of 


want of urgency on the port of the Govern* 
ment. The urgency is there* 

I want to assure the House abput this. Thia 
Idea of having jute industry in other States, or 
having diversified industries, is with us hi 
principle. I agree with it. I am for it. I shall 
“cv to it that the backward States like Orissa 
and Bihar and Assam and Tripura and Andhra 
Piadcsh too gef some new mills or modernised 
mills. As you know, the investment in a new 
mill is about Rs. 2J to 3 cioics. That is the 
investment required for setting up a new mill, 
flu reiore, it is not so easy as to say that we 
should go at it immediately. 

The committee has made some recommenda¬ 
tions. I shall not like to go into the details 
because the recommendations arc under exa¬ 
mination, and we do not want to commit 
outseh’ts to any of the recommendations made 
by the committee. I would only assure hon. 
Mcmbmthat the committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions will Ik examined, and we hope that the 
detailed examination will be completed within 
thrie months' time. 

J’o sora* extent, the delay was unavoidable. 
\s 1 would put it, theic wetc many factors 
which had caused this dilav. The situation in 
Bangla Dcsh lias also been one ■ f the main 
liasous. Out attention was divrited to that. 
I’o be v cry fair to the House, 1 would also 
< onfess that I too had not much of time to 
apply' my mind to thi, problem because of the 
elections and the laci that alter the elections 
l had gone abioad. Bu* I am now seized of 
the matter, and 1 shall assuic the House of this 
much that I shall see to it that the idea of 
vtting up new mills in thrs* btekward States 
materialises. 

SHRI INDR \J11 GUPTA : In which 
sccioi ? 

SHRI I,. N MISHRA: Sim Sutendra 
Mohanty wanted to know whether we were 
going to hava it duting the Tout th Plan. I 
would not like to say anything at this stage; 
it depends on a number of factors. But I shall 
tty to see that something is done. The Fourth 
Plan as it is today does not contain any provi¬ 
sion for a iuw jute mill in Orissa or Bihar. 
So, we shall have to.makc new provision for 
it, and the Planning Commission and the 
Finance Ministry will have to be persuaded 
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forlthat purpose, and especially the Finance 
Ministry, because we need foreign exchange 
alsg, and in fact, the foreign exchange content 
far one mill is •quite heavy. Therefore, these 
things have to be sorted out. If we are able to 
sort them out, there is no reason why Orissa 
or Bihar or Assam or Tripura* or even Andhra 
Pradesh should not have a new mill. 


The other question is whether it would be 
in the public sector or die co-operative sector 
or the private sector. We shall prefer the co- 
opoative sector and will encourage people to 
come forward and set up new mills in the co- 
opera t be sector. The co-operative sector is 
our first preference. If for any reason the co¬ 
operative sector does not succeed for the reason 
that they have no finance etc., then I would 
prefer the public sector. But suppose tbe co¬ 
operative sector and the public sector both do 
not work ? I do not think they will not work ; 
they will work ; in fact, why should they not 
work ? The main idea is to give mills to these 
backward States, so that the growers are bene¬ 
fited, the woikers get employm-nt and the 
people of the area get something out of the 
new industry. So, I do not mlc out completely 
the piivate sector. I do not rule it out. But 
conditions will be there. They must set up 
new mills, and they must make their investment 
and so on. But the private sector will be the 


last choice. The first is the co-operative sector. 
The second will be the public sector and the 
thitd can be (he private sector. I do not think 
that I shall give it to tbe private sector, but I 
am not ruling out the private sector. If both 
these other avenues fail, then we might allow 
the piivate sector to come in. 

I have nothing further to add. I would 
only say that the urgency it there. I do under¬ 
stand and appreciate the problem and the need 
for new mills. I am one of those who have 
known this problem. I still feel that it has 
been very unfair that the jute industry has not 
been diversified so far. It should have been 
diversified a long tim: ago, and the backward 
States like Orissa, Bihar, Assam and Tripura 
and Andhra pradesh, which grow jute should 
get the benefit; they grow jute, and, there¬ 
fore, there is no reason why they should not 
get the benefit of a new mill in their area. 
This idea is therefore there. The committee’s 
report is before us. We will examine it, and as 
I stated earlier, we will come to some conclu¬ 
sion within three months’ time.

*333. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will

Equipment Factory and Tanning and Foot¬ 
wear Corporation of India at Kanpur were 
on the verge of closure due to non-availabi- 
lity of Myrobulam Nuts from Madhya 
Pradesh ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA) : (a) 
The tanning industry particularly at Kanpur 
has had to face considerable difficulty due 
to non-release of myrobulam nuts by the 
Government of Madhya Pradesh. 

(b) and (c). The matter was taken up 
with the State Government who have since 
decided to auction 1.6 lakh quintals of 
myrobulam nuts during the next two weeks, 
which will ease the supply position. 


known as Harness and Saddler Factory, the 
tanneries of the Footwear Corporation of 
India and nearly 30 other tanneries are 
practically facing closure because of the 
non-availability of myrobulam nuts, called 
harar, for dyeing purposes. So have supplies 
reached the government factory and other 
tanneries ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : I share 
the concern of the hon. member. We are 
sadly aware that certain units are suffering 
because these nuts are not available, but as 
the hon. member very well knows, this is a 
subject with which the Madhya Pradesh 
Government is directly concerned. We have 
prevailed upon that Government and in a 
short time they are releasing this quantity. 
The auctions are starting on 10 June. They 
have nationalised this trade. 

We have exerted all the pressure that 
we ca i on the State Government. We me 
very much aware of the position. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : While I 
welcome the nationalisation of Myrobu- 
lams—of all things harrar has been nationa¬ 
lised—I would like to know whether the 
price has been increased, as it would effect 
the consumers not only at Kanpur but in 
all the other places, and Kanpur is one of 
the places which manufactures the maxi¬ 
mum leather products, and whether the 
price has been fixed in consultation with the 
Central Government especially for those 
factories which are controlled by the 
Ministries of Defence and industrial Develop¬ 
ment, because one of the factories is under 
you. 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : To be 
very frank, we have no control over the 
price factor. Auctions are going to take 
place. The whole trade has been nationa¬ 
lise by the Madhya Pradesh Government 
and the auctions will start from 10th June. 
.The price will be fixed in the auction. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The Ordnance SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : My question 
Equipment Factory at Kanpur, previously is what price has been fixed after nations- 
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lUatioo, whether it will depend purely on 
the auction. In that ease, again competition 
remains, and it is as bad as being in the 
hands of the contractors. I want to know 
whether a reasonable price has been fixed. 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : Them is 
no statutory control over the price. Prices 
have not been fixed by the Government of 
India. The trade has been nationalised. 
Auctions will take place and the highest 
bid at the auction will decide the price.

Legislative Assembly have in their 7th 
Report commented on the slow progress of 
Gumti Hydel Project, but not on the perfoi- 
mance of the National Projects Construction 
Corporation Limited. 

(b) The following steps have been taken 
to expedite completion of the projects : 

1. Arranging for double shift 
working in the Project by Natio¬ 
nal Project Construction Corpo¬ 
ration.

SHRI T/SARATFA DEB : May I

be its profit, and if it is a fact that the 
NPCC did not construct a small bridge over 
the Guriati River so that the transport costs 
would be higher ? May m l know why these 
extraordinary terms have been given to the 
NPCC? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR, K. L. RAO) : This 
project is located in a very inaccessible 
place. As there was no chance of getting 
any contractor, the NPCC was brought in. 

We have adopted the same process, the 
same agreement at the Farraka barrage and 
we have adopted the same thing here also. 
We do not think that there is anything 
wrong in having the provision for 15 per 
cent over the actual cost. 

SHRT DASARATHA DEB : Because of 
Mizo raids in this project area and because 
of lack of protection from the Government 
the workers are not encouraged to stay there 
and work. Is that also one of tae causes 
for the delay of the completion of the 
project ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : The reasons for delay 
are not the ones the hon. Member has 
mentioned. The mains reasons are : the 
project having been located in an inaccessi¬ 
ble site, we had to take more time for the 
supply of construction material and construc¬ 
ting a road from Amarpur the nearest town. 
There was also difficulty in getting explosives. 
That was there all over India. Then there 
was a flood in 1170 which was rather 
excessive and this caused further delays in 
the construction of the project.

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Statement 

(a) and (b). The, State GovemmeDts 
have indicated outlays for rural electrification 
in the State nans as pet.the statement enc¬ 
losed. Schemes as submitted by the States 
ate examined and cleared by the Technical 
Advisory Committee. Seven schemes sub¬ 
mitted by State Governments for implementa¬ 
tion during the Fourth Plan have been clear¬ 
ed. 13 schemes are under processing In the 
Central Water & Power Commission. The 
Rural Electrification Corporation has been 
set up in the Central Sector to provide addi¬ 
tional finances for rural electification sche¬ 
mes of the State Eleetricity Boards. Schemes 
are submitted by State Electricity Boards to 
the Rural Electrification Corporation in 
accordance with the criteria prescribed by the 
Corporation. 181 schemes have been sub¬ 
mitted by the various state Electricity Boards 
out of which 110 have beed sanctioned at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 62 crores. The remain¬ 
ing 71 are under examination. Up to 31st 
March, 1971, the number of pumpsets ener¬ 
gised is 16,27,310 and the number of villages 
electrified is 1,05,870 as compared with 73,971 
villages electrified and 10,88,777 pumpsets 
energised at the beginning of thg Fourth 
Plan. 


(c) According to the guidelines app¬ 
roved by the National Development Council 
and communicated to the State Govern¬ 
ments for the formulation of the Fourth Plan, 
the bias in rural electrification programmes 
continues to be on the energisation of irriga¬ 
tion pumpsets for Increasing food produc¬ 
tion. According to the directives issued by 
the Government of India, the Rural Electrifi¬ 
cation Corporation is required to finance 
rural electrification schemes formulated on 
the basis of a project approch and on the 
consideration of economic viability so that 
extension of electricity alongwith other 
investments and inputs results in increased 
agricultural production and reasonable 
returns on agricultural investments. The 
Corporation has been further directed' to 
waive the condition of economic viability in 
respect of projects in backward areas for a 
short initial period not exceeding five years. 
The RurijirElectrifica'ion Corporation has ac¬ 
cordingly'finalised detailed ncrms and crite¬ 
ria which have been communicated to the 
State Electricity Boards &for preparation of 
ttfcfistes. >

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : According to 
the statement of the 181 schemes, 110 schemes 
have been approved and 71 schemes are still 
pending. How long have these schemes been 
pending and what are the difficulties standing 
in the way of approving these sehemes ? Is 
there any time bound programme to elect¬ 
rify the villages, especially in the backward 
areas ? 

THE MIMSTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER ( DR. K. L. RAO ) : The 
question refers to sehemes being sanctioned 
by the Rural Electrification Corporation 
which looks to the viability of a project. 
Every month they sanction a large number of 
projects and whenever any project does not 
satisfy the viability criteria they send it back 
to the State and get full information and 
then they pass it. I expect all these proces¬ 
ses would be complete in the next one or 
two months and there would be no difficulty 
about that. As regards the time-bound 
programmes In the country, in our country 
thete are 5.75 lakhs of villages and we have 
electrified 1.05 lakhs of villages. We hope 
to electrify fifty percent of these villages be¬ 
fore 1980. Thereafter it will be much mote 
easier because by that time we would have 
put in transmission lines all over the country, 
and it would be easier than to electrify the 
rest of the country. 
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SHRI S. R. DAMANI : I want to 

know whether the electricity rate r.h*ng e« 
from State to State and whether Govern¬ 
ment have any intention to regulate it and 
bring it to a uniform rate and also give some 
subsidy as was given by the Tamil Nadu 
Government so that poor fanners can use 
electricity ? 

DR, K, L. RAO : The question of get* 
ting a uniform rate all over the country is 
one that we are also concerned about; we 
shall be happy to have that uniform rate. 
This can follow only when we have built up 
an All India grid and the various States also 
agree to such a procedure. I hope we shall 
be able to do that in the course of the next 
ten years. As regards subsidy I may men¬ 
tion that a few years back we used 
to give a subsidy whenever the rate exceed 
12 paise Now it is felt that it is not neces¬ 
sary and the farmers will be able to pay 
even more than 12 paise also and so the sub¬ 
sidy has been withdrawn. We hope that 
the rate will generally be between 12 and 15 
pane per unit in most of the States.

DR. K. L. RAO ; It is true that North 
Bihar has got very little e'ectric power ; 
its per capita consumption probably is very 
little eight kilowatt hours per person, 
against the average of 90 for the whole of 
India. So, we are aware of it and we arc 
trying to put more and more projects there. 
Samastipur is one and there is one near the 
West Bengal-Bihar border. Unfortunately, 
these sci ernes for the projects have been 
received only recently. Of course Barauni 
is there ; we have to see to its maintenance 
and repair. But what we require is more 
or additional power to be produced by 
stations located in that area besides getting 
power from Gaya to serve North Bihar. 

SHRI S. B. G1RI : In Andhra Pradesh, 
electricity is produced particularly in the 
Telengana region, but the electricity has 
been used in the rest of Andhra Pradesh 
May I know when all the villages in the 
Telengana region will be electrified propor¬ 
tionately with Andhra Pradesh ? ( Interrup¬ 
tion ) Because the hon. Minister comes from 
Andhra Pradesh, though electricity is pro¬ 
duced in Telengana, more than 7,000 
villages are yet to he electrified in Telengana. 
While electricity is being taken to Andhra % 
Pradesh, may I know when all the villages 
of Telengana will be electrified. 

DR. K. L. RAO : I am sorry that the 
hon. Member has made an insinuation 
which is absurd. I wish to strongly protest 
at the way in which this question is put ; 
that is not the way to serve Telengana. 

( Interruption ) 

SHRI S. B. GIRI : It is a fact that 
Telengana has been neglected. It has been 
proved also. Though electricity is produced 
in Telengana, many of the Telengana 
villages have not yet been electrified 
(Interruption) 

MR. SPEAKER : Order please. You 
can ask this question in some other shape 
also. Do not try to promote your case 
through this innocent question. 
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SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : On 
a point of order. Wlien I am standing on 
a point Of order, tlje Minister must sit down. 
The Minister has used the word ‘absurd’. 

MR. SPEAKER : No points of order 
duriig the Question hour. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : The 
Minister has used the word ‘absurd* agiinst 
this hon. Member. Whatever may be the 
poiivics there, is it parliamentary to use the 
word ‘absurd’. 

MR. SPEAKER : I hope the Minister 
is too gentle to use such words. I hope he 
knows that though there is no objection, in 
the Parliamentary sense, to the use of this 
word ‘absurd’, still, in that context, it 
should not have been used. May I ask him 
to correct himself ? 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : But 
while putting the question also, no insinua¬ 
tion should be made. 

MR. SPEAKER I have said it should 
not have been done. 

DR. K. L. RAO : I do not think I 
have used that word in any bad sense, but 
if it hurts, I withdraw it. 

MR. SPEAKER : Thank you very 
much. What is the reply to Mr. Giri’s 
question ? 

DK. K. L. RAO : We do not have 
anything like Telengana power. The power 
generated is in Andhra Pradesh as it is 
today. We have got figures only for the 
‘Whple of Andhra Pradesh. Whatever power 
h produced, they are utilised to the benefit 
pf various places. So far as rural electrifi- 
tion is concerned, we have taken a very 
large number of steps to supply electricity 
to as many backward areas as possible. 
Telengana, having been considered as a 
backward area, it has got the unique oppor¬ 
tunity of getting one Rural Electric coopera¬ 
tive project worth Rs. 3 crores, which many 
other States do not have. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN : Does 
the Rural Electrification Corporation have 
any target by which total rural electrifica¬ 
tion of the country will be achieved and if 
so, what is the estimated cost of total rural 
electrification ? 


DR. K. L. RAO : The corporation is 
a financing body. It gives loans to various 
State Electricity Boards and other coopera¬ 
tive organisations. It» finances are about 
Rs. 150 crores for the Fourth Plan. It h8S 
so far sanctioned projects worth Rs. 75 
crores. 

SHRIMAT1 LAKS HI MIK ANTHAMM 
May I know whether there is any proposal 
to expand the kothagudam thermal power 
station which is situated in Telengana ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : There is a general 
shortage in Andhra Pradesh. Our future 
plans do provide for the expansion of 
Kothagudam and many other projects. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : The other day 
the Minister said that some of the State 
Governments have not utilised the money 
sanctioned for rural electrification. I want 
to know the position in Bihar. Will he ask 
the State Government to see that more 
progress is made in 1971-72 ? 

DR K. L. RAO : Quite so. We are 
very anxious that the money sanctioned by 
the Rural Electrification Corporation should 
be spent as quickly as possible. I shall be 
drawing the attention of the Bihar Govern¬ 
ment to expedite it. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : There are so many 
rising. They can have a half-honr discus¬ 
sion on this. 

SHRT K. S. CHAVDA : Electricity in 
Gujarat is dearer than in other parts of the 
country. May I know whether the Minister 
has recommended to the Ministry of Petro¬ 
leum and Chemicals to reduce the price of 
gas and residual fuel oil so that electricity 
m\y be cheaper in Gujarat ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : This concerns the 
general onlicy of price fixation of gas and 
oil. Many years ago we have suggested it 
but at the moment, it is under discussion 
between the Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals and Gujarat Government. We 
have not taken any initiative in this matter. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN ; May 
I know whether the Government of Kerala 
has submitted a time-bound programme of 
electrification of all the vi'lages in three 
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f years’ time. and. whether the Government of 
. lndia ha8 approved the ScbetAel 

DR.. K. L. RAO • A immber of schemes 
have beeh received by us from the State 
Governments. I do not know exactly which 
scheme the hon. Mefnber is referring to. 
Quite a number of schemes have been sub¬ 
mitted to us from time to time and they are 
being cleared as quickly as possible. If the 
hon. Member writes to me about the parti¬ 
cular scheme that he has got in view, I will 
make enquiries. 

MR. SPEAKER : I find that the num¬ 
ber of hon. Members standing up are more 
than those who have already asked ques¬ 
tions. I think we can allow a half an hour 
discussipn, if it is demanded. Those who 
are left out may try their chance there. But 
we cannot afford to prolong this question 
indefinitely. 

Satpura Thermal Power Station, 
Madhya Pradesh Lying Idle 

*337. SHRI N. K. SANGHI ; Will 
the Minister of IRRIGATION AND 
POWER be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Satpura Thermal Power 
Station in the coal belt area in Madhya 
Prodesh is lying idle for want of coal ; 

(b) whether the shortage of coal is due 
to lack of co-ordination between the power 
plant and the National Coal Development 
Corporation and the failure of N.C.D.C. to 
adequately exploit the coat reserves in the 
area ; and 

(c) if so, the steps being taken to ener¬ 
gise the plant ? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO) : (a) to 
(c). A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

(a) The Satpura Thermal Power Station 
is not lying idle for want of coal. The 
Station i$ operating in accordance with the 
system load condition, the number of genera¬ 
ting sets in operation at any one time varying 
from 3 to 4 sets, for which necessary coal is 
being obtained. 

(b) Of the present requirements of coal 
of about 1900 tonnes per day, N.C.D.C. is 
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supplying about 1200 tonnes only and the 
balance of 700 tonnes Is being obtained from 
the Peach Valley Coal-fields. The shortfall 
in the supply of coal from the N.C.D.C.*s 
own mine of Patherkheda in the vicinity of 
the power station is on account of shortfall 
in the production level at the mines and 
delay in implementing their expansion pro¬ 
ject which would enable the full needs of 
Satpura power station being met from these 
mines. 

(c) As already stated, the power station 
is operating according to the system load 
demands. However, in view of the neces¬ 
sity for the station to step up generation 
further for feeding increased power and 
energy into the Bhakra System action has 
already been initiated by N.C.D.C. to 
develop the expansion project at Pather¬ 
kheda which has already b J en sanctioned. 
The supply of coal will now progressively 
increase to 2500 tonnes per day by 1974-75 
which will suffice for stepping up generation 
at the station. In ths meantime, additional 
coal supplies are being obtained from Pench 
Valley Coal-fields by rail and road. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : We have just 
now heard the clamour for electricity alt 
over the country and yet in the Satpura 
Thermal Power Station only three sets are 
running against the five sets installed. As 
against the total demand of 3,500 tonnes of 
coal we are getting only 1,900 tonnes. May 
I know how much extra freight has been 
paid in getting the balance of coal for last 
year for the third plant of the Satpura 
Power Station ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : Actually, the number 4 
is not three ; we have been running four 
machines now. Apart from coal, one diffi¬ 
culty in the case of Satpura has been trans¬ 
mission lines. The lines we have got are 
not enough. Therefore, we have recently 
decided to set up a 220 kv line from Satpura 
to ltarsi, Bhopal and Rana Pratap Sagar. 
When that line is completed in the course 
of one year, then it would be possible to 
push up the power generation at Satpura. 
We are also trying to have one Satpura- 
Nagpur line. When these two lines are 
established then it is possible that , all the 
power generated at Satpura would be fully 
utilized. Regarding the question of coal 
apart from what NCDC is supplying, we are 
getting it from Pench Valley at an extra cost 
of Rs. 19 per ton. 
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SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Since power 
shortage is a chronic problem which has 
created difficulties to th£ States, what is the 
difficulty in expediting the lines to Nagpur 
and Rajasthan so that power can be used by 
Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : It is true that there 
is some delay in the case of inter-State lines. 
That is why we have recently decided that 
interstate lines, inter-regional lines shall be 
constructed by the State. If there is any 
delay, we propose to take over the 
; onstruction of the?; ines in the Central 
sector.

e HRI N. K. P. SALVE : Are the 
gov rnment aware that the Satpura Thermal 
Power Station can run its three generators 
with the coal which cm be extracted from 
the Patherkeda mine, whicn is adjacent to 
the thermal station ?

SHRI D. D. DESAI ; In the meantime 
what arrangements are made by the Govern¬ 
ment to control the hoods of Narmada and 
to compensate the annual losses due to 
this flooding by Narmada draining Madhya 
Pradesh ? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO) : The 
question is about Tribunal. He has asked 
about controlling the flood of Narmada. 
The flood can be controlled only after the 
construction of the dam. In the meantime 
the Gujarat Government is taking action to 
protect some of these areas and to remove 
some of'these villagers, to other villages. 

SHRI D.' D. DESAI : The datn has 
been withheld for some long time. The 
position ft that hundreds of villages are 
submerged year after year. Some sort of 
gjgeaagement>and some equity has .to be 
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DR, K; JL. RAO : 1 could not follow. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Dam construction 
is withheld because it is sutynerging some 
area and a village or a few villages of 
Madhya Pradesh. V^oujd not Government 
care to consider similarly a situation where 
thousands of villages... 

MR. SPEAKER : The main question 
relates to toe work of the tribunal. But if 
the hon. Minister is in a position to answer 
the question, I do not mind-.. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : The answer given 
so far was vague and there was no substance 
in it... 

DR. K. L. RAO : The hon. Member is 
saying, I think, that we are afraid of 
submerging villages in Madhya Pradesh but 
we do not care for the submerging of 
villages in Gujarat, and, therefore, he wants 
that something must be done about it. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : There is flood¬ 
ing of the villages in Gujarat. 

DR. K. L. RAO ; I am afraid that 
this is a theoretical way of talking about 
things. The tribunal has to sit and give its 
judgment before we can say that steps can 
be taken to prevent flood damage or give 
flood protection in the Narmada valley. 
It is true that any river towards the end 
where it joins the sea forms a delta, and 
that portion is always low, and, therefore, 
the Broach area is submersed and it is 
subject to flooding from year to year. But 
it is quite true that the lands on which 
floods and flood damage can be prevented 
are by the construction of the detention 
reservoir and the construction of embank¬ 
ments. These two have to await a final 
decision to be given by the tribunal.

Report of Inquiry Coumtekm, British 
India Corporation 

•351. SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the inquiry against the 
British India Corporation, Kanpur has since 
been completed ; and 

(b) whether Government proposed to 
lay on the Table of the House the report of 
inquiry and if not, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA) : (a) 
Yes Sir. 

(b) It would not be in the public in¬ 
terest to lay on the Table of the House the 
Report of the Investigating Authority. 
However, a statement containing salient 
features of the Report is laid on the Table 
of the House. 

STATEMENT 

Summary containing salient features 
of the Report on B. L C. Affairs 

1. The Investigation Authority consisting 
of Shri S. P. Singh found that there was 
marked deterioration in the affairs of the 
Corporation during the years 1965 to June, 
1968 t. e., the period covered by tbe 
investigation. He has summed up his 
findings as follows :— 

"Bank borrowings increased ; credit 
worthiness declined; administration 
became loose in all the units ; the 
morale of the officers and the staff was 
adversely affected and serious irregu¬ 
larities occured in die maintenance of 
accounts. Indigenous wools and raw 
bides were purchased at rates higher 
than the prevailing rates. Imprudent 
methods were adopted in the purchase 


Of import entitlements through N. D. R. 
in 1966. Large stocks of Mow moving 
and sub-standard goods were produced 
in both the woollen branches and leather 
units in 1965-1966 leading to huge 
accumulation of stocks resulting in 
heavy losses. The sale of holding 
interest in the two sugar companies in 
1967 was a transaction very much 
against the interest of the Corporation. 
The Cooper Allen and North West 
Tannery Brandies were already sick 
units and they deteriorated further 
during the year in question. Apart 
from the defective purchase of raw 
hides, there was unplanned purchase of 
stores and chemicals. Tbe policy 
relating to the sale of civilian footwear 
was also defective. Shady deals and 
corrupt practices were resorted toby 
some of the officers of this unit. All 
these contributed to the mounting losses. 
The causes of adverse trading results in 
all the units woe not so much due to 
the external circumstances or circumst¬ 
ances beyond the contra! of the 
Management as to the internal 
mismanagement which largely contribut¬ 
ed towards the marked deterioration in 
the affairs of the Corporation. In 1967 
the financial position of the Corporation 
became so bad that cheques for even 
small sums of Rs. 2.75 or Rs. 3.00 were 
dishonoured by the State Bank of 
India.” 

2. In view of his finding mentioned 
above, the Investigating Authority conclud¬ 
ed that he opinion of the Central Govern¬ 
ment in 1968, to the effect that the manage¬ 
ment of the affairs of the Corporation was 
being conducted in a manner highly 
deterimental to the undertaking and the 
public interest, was justified. The Authority 
recommended that the Central Government 
may have to consider the desirab lity of 
totting appropriate directions to the 
Compny as provided for under Sections 
16(1) of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 to ensure the com¬ 
petent and efficient management of the 
undertaking. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : After per¬ 
sistent demands made on the floor of the 
t House, an inquiry commission was appoin- 
ed to go into the sordid affairs of the 
British India Corporation in Kanpur.

Strike of Railway Staff and other 
factors have affected movement of coal to 
Delhi since January 1971 and even earlier 
since September 1970. 

Drop in movement of coal to Delhi 
was caused due to a general drop In coal 
loading from West Bengal and Bihar fields 
during 1970-71 end particularly since Sep¬ 
tember 1970 due to the serious difficulties 
faced by the railways in the Eastern Sector 
for reasons beyond their control. The 
single largest factor affecting the smooth 
train running and supply of wagons 
to collieries in West Bengal and Bihar fields 
has been the adverse law and order condi¬ 
tions in West Bengal such as the thefts of 
wagon fittings, over-head traction wires, 
telecommunication cables, track materials 
etc., victimisation of passenger and goods 
trains, assault and muiders of railway staff, 
looting and arson of railway property at 
stations and offices, lightning and prolonged 
strikes by railway staff, bomb attacks at 
stations, yards and copnies, bundhs, hartals, 
and otto* stoppages of work paialysing 
railway operation and many other such anti¬ 
social activities. Proper and effective action 
to control such activities in a function of 
the State Governments. The railways on 
their part have strengthened their own

those of the Committee and the Panel) 
were considered and accepted by the Develop¬ 
ment Council for Leather and Leather goods 
Industries at their fifth meeting held on 25th 
November, 1970. These recommendations 
are under the consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment and will be implemented to the extent 
feasible. 

(b) Efforts are made by the Government 
to rationalise the production of leather and 
leather goods industries through mechanisa¬ 
tion and modernisation.

(c) A statement containing the recom¬ 
mendations of the above Sub-Committee as 
accepted by the Development Council for 
Leather and Leather goods industries is 
laid oh the Table of the Heme. 

Statement 

(i) D.C., S.S.I. may assess the present 


opacity for the rrianufitetare Of a leather, 
footwear mid leather goodb machinery fa» 
the small scale motor and encourage the 
setting up of a unit for undertaking manu¬ 
facture of seme of these machines. 

(ii) D.G.T.D. may also be requested to 
study the feasibility of setting up of capa¬ 
cities for the manufacture of some of the 
sophisticated machines, the manufacture of 
which rwwt br undertaken in the small 
scale sector. 

(ill) C.S.I.R. shook! take concrete steps 
for developing and exploring the possibilities 
of indigenous know-how for the manufac¬ 
ture and improvement of some of the 
machines which are required for those 
industries with the active participation of 
C.M.E.R.I. (Central Mechanical Engineering 
Research institute) and C.I.R.I. (Central 
Leather Research Institute). If necessary 
the manufacturers of leather, footwear and 
leather goods machinery may be associated 
for getting quick results. 

(iv) The proto-type centres run by the 
National Small Industries Corporation may 
explore the possibilities of setttng up of 
capacities for the manufacture of some of 
the machines with indigenous know-how, if 
necessary in cooperation with C.M.E.R.I. 
and C.L.R.I. 

(v) Quick changes are taking place in 
the manufacture of machineries required for 
tanning, footweai and other leather goods 
industries. This is obviated because of the 
necessity to meet demand for high quality 
and types of leather, footwear and leather 
goods, which are required in various 
countries. The methods of construction and 
manufacture of footwear is changing at a 
very quick pace. It would be, therefore, 
advisable to have a Standing Committee 
appointed by the Ministry of Industrial 
Development and Internal Trade to study 
and watch the progress that is taking place 
in the machine manufacturing industry in 
the country and abroad so that the necessary 
entrepreneurial guidance can be given for 
setting up of new capacities with latest 
techniques. 

(vi) Some of the shoe machinery manu¬ 
facturers are finding it difficut to get essential 
imported components for the production of 
these machineries in the country because of 
the non-existence of any provision in the 
LT C. Policy for allowing imports according 
to the approved manufacturing programme. 
It is, therefore, recommended that when the 
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new policy for fee 19&-72 is announced, 
specific .provision may bfcmade for allowing 
imports of essential ffgnponenta according 
to the particular manufopturing progrannne 
of the machinery manufactures. 

(vii) Although there' axe units for the 
manufacture of leather, footwear and leather 
goods in the country, then are not enough 
trained technicians for the short-term and 
long-term maintenance of the machines ft 
is, therefore, suggested that large scale units 
having machines would train adequate 
number of people in the maintenance of 
these machines so that their services can be 
made use of by new units which are set up 
i n the country. 

(viii) Training of technical personnel 
for the specific requirements of leather and 
footwear machinery should be paid adequate 
attention to. In order to acquaint these 
technical personnels with the latest advances 
in such machinery, periodical visits to inter¬ 
nationally known machinery fairs should be 
undertaken. Particularly in the footwear 
apart from new machines, redical new 
changes in techniques of production are 
constantly being evolved, and show techno¬ 
logists in this country should be permitted 
and encouraged to keep full abreast of such 
developments. 

(ix) Every year the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion sponsors several candidates in various 
banches of industry for training abioad. It 
is suggested that training in the design, 
maintenance and manufacture of leather, 
footwear and leather goods machinery should 
also be included in the programme. 

(x) In case any indigenous manufacturer 
of all these machineries require their people 
to be trained abroad or require services of 
foreign technicians in the manufacture of 
these machines (including footwear moulds, 
industrial sewing machines, etc.) every faci¬ 
lity may be provided by the Government.

His didsion, 
which is on'reoord, was that the discharged 
casual labourers of the Railway Electrifica¬ 
tion should be given preference and also 
considered against additional vacancies. 

Casual labourers to the 
tune of 366 have already been taken back in 
the Railway Electrification Allahabad. In 
view of the workload tappering off, further 
chances of any of the casual labourers 
being absorbed are very remote.

The Railway Board have, however, recei¬ 
ved representations from the manufacturing 
industries about their diffeuities in getting 
coal particularly from the West Bengal and 
Bihar fields. 

These difficulties have been caused by 
the Railways’ inability to function normally 
fn the Eastern sector. The working of Eas¬ 
tern and South Eastern Railways has teen 
seriously affected by the generally pcpr Iftw 
and order conditions in V cst Bengal and'the 
large -scale Increase in miscreants activities 
such as, the theft cf vsgen fittirgs, over¬ 


head traction wires, telecommunication 
cables, track materials etc., victimisation of 
passenger and goods trains, assault and mur¬ 
ders of railway staff, looting and arson of 
railway property at stations and offioes, 
lightening and prolonged strikes by staff, 
bomb attacks at stations, yards and colonies, 
bu idfas, hartals, and other stoppages of work 
paralysing railway operation and many other 
such anti-social activities. Proper action to 
control such activities lies with the State 
Governments. The Railways on their part 
have strengthened their own Protection Force 
in the area to the maximum extent possible. 
Closest possible co-ordination to being main¬ 
tained by the Railway authorities at all 
levels with the State Government of West 
Bengal to enable them to 1 deal with such 
activities effectively. They have been reques¬ 
ted at the highest level to take firm and 
effective steps to restore normalcy in railway 
working in the area. There has, however, 
been no improvement in the situation so far.

■waters have reported to the Ministry that 
335 complaints in this regard were received 
by them from the scooter owners during the 
year 1970-71. The scooter manufactures 
had taken up the matter with the Bangalore 
firm and in cases where complaints were 
received during tile warranty period, the 
defective speedometers have been replaced. 
The Bangalore firm manufacturing these 
speedometers has reported that the defects 
complained of were (a) Bickering of the 
needle and (b) non-functioning of the 
Odometer. According to them the defects 
are not due to use of inferior material for 
producing plastic components as the same 
material has been used in all types of 
speedometers with no complaints. The 
manufacturers claim that the number of 
complaints constitute less than 3% of the 
number of speedometers supplied over a 
period. 

The Bangalore firm has explained that 
they have investigated the defect in detail 
and are taking corrective action to achieve 
closer tolerances between the Odo wheel and 
the traffic wheel to withstand heavy 
vibrations obtained in Indian road condi¬ 
tions.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported decision of the British Government 
to scrap the Indo-British Trade Agree¬ 
ment of-1939 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : I call 
the attention of the Minister of Foreign 
Trade to the following matter of the urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon ; 

"The reported decision of the British 
Government to scrap the Fndo-British 
Trade Agreement of 1939 following their 
insistence on slapping a 15 percent Im¬ 
port duty on Indian textiles from January 
1, 1972" 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
(SHRI L. N. M1SHRA): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
fa April. 1971 the Qov^nuqetU Qf Jndfo M 
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stated that they would we all possible steps 
to convince the BHHm Government of 
India’s case in the tastfe of the imposition 
of a 15% duty on impntts of cotton textiles 
Item the’t3ommonweaip ? preference area in¬ 
cluding India with ettSet from 1st January, 
1972. As the House far* aware, the British 
Government had made a request for a waiver 
to release them from their obligations regar¬ 
ding textiles under the Indo-UK Trade 
Agreement of 1939. 

Official level discussions as well as 
Ministerial level discussions were held in 
London from the Sih May, 1971 between 
the representatives of the Indian Government 
mid the Britirh Government. 

During the Ministerial dicsussion I had 
reiterated India’s opposition to the British 
proposal. I strongly impressed upon them 
that present proposal was discriminatory, 
unequal, had been taken unilaterally and 
must be reversed. This was also inconsistent 
with international obligations of the UK 
towards developing countries like India. I 
had explained at great length the serious 
adverse effects that this move would have on 
India’s exports of cotton textiles to the U.K. 
market without providing the expected pro¬ 
tection to the British textile industry. 

The Government of Tndia is not aware 
of the reported decision of the British 
Government to scrap the Indo-British Trade 
Agreement of 1939. 

The British Government’s reply, when 
received, will be examined by the Govern¬ 
ment of India with a view to taking further 
appropriate action.

SHRI PILOO MODY : Sir, I am parti, 
cularly interested in this matter because I 
think that my father had a great deal to do 
in the days before the 1939 agreement was 
signed particularly in the matter of textile 
preferences. At one time, in 1948 and the 
early fifties* India exported one billion yards 
of cotton textiles and was the largest ex¬ 
porter of ootton textiles in the world. Then 
Japan nudged us into the second position, 
and today we are in the fourth position and 
pretty soon we will sink probably as low as 
the K>th position, we had developed a 
quota system wtth the United Kingdom 
wljere tbfy will accept 201 million yarcU of 


our textiles without charging say duty 
whatsoever. We have not even been able 
to fulfil those quotas. We have been ave¬ 
raging something like ISO million lfiO million 
yards per yean, and last it plummeted down 
to less than 60 million yards. 

The main reason why this country has 
been reduced to bach a position is the high 
cost economy which successive budget! in 
this country have managed to bring about 
and we have had a brilliant example Of it 
only a few days ago from Mr. Chavan. 
Cotton production in this country has re¬ 
mained stagnant since 1964. producing only 
about 36 lakh to S8 lakh bales per year. 
The industry does not get modernised be¬ 
cause of its low profitability, the return being 
somewhere between one and five percent on 
the capital employed. In November, 1970, 
six months ago, a scheme was prepared for 
getting machinery which would also help 
the machine manufacturers here, which 
would modernise at least the exporting mills, 
but for six months. Government has taken 
no decision on it whatever. The Minister 
has often in the past misled us by saying 
that the fourth Plan has provided Rs. 180 
crores for modernising the textile industry. 
It is really an eye-wash, because no funds 
have been earmaiked so far for doing so. 

The Mauubhai Shah Committee in 1969 
made certain recommendations, but no 
decision has been taken by the Government 
of India on the recommendations of the 
Manubhai Shah Committee. The 1939 
agreement which grew out of the old im¬ 
perial preferences which are now called the 
Commonwealth references, allowed us to 
exports free of duty in return for which we 
are supposed to give British exports to India 
a 10 percent preference over their compiti- 
tors from the rest of the world. The GAIT 
agreement between developing and developed 
nations also stipulates that no further 
burden should be cast on the developing 
countries. This particular move of the 
British Government is a violation not only 
of the 1939 agreement between us but also 
of the GATT. 

Now, in moving in this direction, the 
British have calculated that whatever 
we can do to them is no way the xam e as 
the damage that they can do to us. We 
have an adverse trade balance with the 
United Kingdom which is made up bp y\i<| 
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i, which finances British exports to India. So. 
it is a weli-cOhsidercd move, and this move 
will also affect ns in case the agreement is 
Cancelled, and if we are not on our toes, and 
if we afe not Ihply enough, it is likely to 
effect the exports of tea, jute, hides, tobacco, 
oilcakes and Ood knows^ what percentage 
of our textiles. 

We cannot possibly continue to enjoy 
this sort of Commonwealth preferences for 
all times to come. We talk a great deal 
of being self-reliant. We talk about stand¬ 
ing on our own legs. Is it not true that 
Mr. Harold MacMillan, when he was Prime 
Minister of the U. K., had warned us that 
they wished to join the Common Market 
and these Commonwealth preferences would 
come In the way of their joining the 
Common Market and therefore, the 
Commonwealth the countries should do 
something about easing this out and had 
recommended that we start gradually accept¬ 
ing an increase in import duties on our 
exports ? In spite of all this, I find that 
this Government has done nothing in this 
respect. It just lives from day to day, 
accepting events as they overcome them. 
When the Minister had gone to the U.K., I 
thought it was because he was not in good 
health and he had gone for medical treat¬ 
ment. I am very glad to see that he is back 
here hale and hearty. I wish he had im¬ 
proved his condition instead of allowing 
himself to attend that meeting, because 
I see that nothing has emerged out of that 
meeting. 

I wish to ask the Government, what 
steps are you taking to modernise the Indian 
textile industry, to increase cotton produc¬ 
tion and to bring about a low cost economy 
in this country ? Are you going to sabotage 
the entire agreement covering all the com¬ 
modities, because of the duty that the 
British have demanded on textiles ? The 
British have been pleading with us, ''You 
are unloading 23 percent of your exports on 
us. Why don't you spread it around to 
other European countries ?” But this Govern¬ 
ment, having a good thing in hand, does 
not want to do anything to make us 
self-reliant in this matter. Therefore, I 
would appreciate it if the Minister could 
give me some categorical replies about 
modernisation, cotton production and the 
Mfh cost economy. 


Agreement \C~4.) 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Regarding high 
cost of production and non-fulfilment of 
quota. That is not the problem which was 
discussed. None of the Mi n is ters or sente 
officers raised the problem that our product 
is costly. They did not ask us to modernise 
the machinery. That is our internal problem. 
Here is a question of a unilateral decision by 
the British Government and we are protest¬ 
ing against that. We can come to modernisa¬ 
tion and cotton production later; they are our 
internal problems. Here is a problem which 
is affecting not only our national economy 
but the economy of many developing 
countries. Before mitering the E.E.C., they 
want to do this. We impressed on them, 
"After your decision to give arms to South 
Africa, you are going to take this decision. 
It will have a very adverse effect on the 
Asian countries, especially the developing 
countries. On the one hand you say you 
want to help us in our development; on the 
other, you are going to withdraw the rights 
and privileges we had enjoyed since 1939." 

Mr. Mody asked whether we are sabotag¬ 
ing other items. No, Sir. At the moment, 
it is confined to textiles. On an average, 
we earn about Rs. 21 crores of foreign 
exchange on textile export to Britain. We 
are protesting against this decision and we 
have impressed our case not only on Britain, 
but we are in touch with the E.E.C, also. 
We had a meeting with Mr. Tahen Dorf, 
the British Minister for E.E.C. I told him, 
"You must ask Britain to remember their 
obligations to India.” They have their obli¬ 
gations to New Zealand in respect of butter, 
and to West Indies in respect of sugar. They 
have their obligations to India in respeet of 
textiles. Before they enter E.E.C., these are 
the problems they must answer to the other 
nations. 

We are not happy with the proposal 
madp in 1969 by Mr. Grassland of the 
Labour Party Government and it is being 
followed by this Government also. There¬ 
fore, I request Mr. Mody to think of this 
problem at the moment. So far as moder¬ 
nisation is concerned. I am told that the 
machinery has been ordered in some cases. 
The textile industry, barring a few mills 
under N.T.C,, is in the private seetor. It 
is for them to modernise the machinery and 
there are funds provided for that. I am 
told machinery has bsen ordered for the 
modernisation of some pf the mills, 
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Shri Mody Is ft vftjy well-informed per. 
son. He knows the condition of the British 
textile milts. They are much worse than 
ours. Their prod notion costs are much 
higher than our production costs. They are 
oat-dated and out-modcd. Everyday 30 to 
40 mills are getting dosed in Britain because 
they are very inefficient. They are backward 
scientifically and technologically. They are 
backward in development. Therefore, to 
decry our industry is not correct. Here it is 
a question of international trade.

At jibe very outset 1 must express my sur¬ 
prise at the maimer in which my bon. friend. 


putting bis question it appeared to me than 
he was a member of the House of Commons 
or of the House of Lords and not of this 
Parliament. He has aoeused the Goverw 
meat of India of sabotaging the ^reemcnt. 
He has cited certain facta. The Government 
of the United Kingdom has violated one of 
the clauses, a very salient clause, of the 
Indo-U.K. Trade agreement of 1939. We 
never violated it. The Minister says !— 

“During the Ministerial discussions I 
had reiterated India’s opposition to the 
British proposal. I strongly impressed 
upon them that the present proposal 
was discriminatory, unequal, had been 
taken unilaterally and must be reversed. 
This was also inconsistent with inter¬ 
national obligations of the U.K., towards 
developing countries like India.” 

Then he says :— 

“The British Government’s reply, 
when received, will be examined by the 
Government of India with a view to 
taking further appropriate action.” 

On the 6th April in the other House the 
hon. Minister stated the same thing and 
said that we did not like it; this was very 
bad and we shall take up the matter with 
the U.K. Government Even before that, 
when he returned from the ECAFE Con¬ 
ference at Manila, he said that he had a 
talk with the Governer-General there and 
that Hon Kong and India both would fight 
the issue jointly. I read this in the news¬ 
papers and I have got cutting of it. 

This is a deliberate attempt by the 
British who bled our country white and who 
are obstructing our progress at every step. 
They are trying to humiliate our country In 
the eys of the other countries. Even in the 
matter of supply to Pakistan at this hour 
when they are using that massive aid for 
bleeding the common people in Bangla Desh, 
they have not been responding to the request 
of the Prime Minister. So, we know the 
character of British Imperialism and we 
should not be surprised at it. 

Today, the world market, as far as 
export of cotton textiles is concerned, in 
South-east Asia is. captured by China and 
Japan and our country shall be facing a 
serious crisis if this is not waived by the 
British Government. So, I would like to 
know how long the Government of India is. 
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going to wait and whether this is not high 
time that we also give them some sort 
of an ultimatum and confiscate the British 
interests in this country or take some retalia¬ 
tory measures by which they will come to 
their senses. We should also pay them in 
their own coin. Apart from a protest, why 
should we not give them some sort of an 
ultimatum and threaten them with the con¬ 
sequences of this because we know the 
maximum foreign interest in our country is 
the British interest ? I would like to know 
whether retaliatory measures will be taken 
or not. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: We have to 
face tlds problem with a little patience aad 
also firmness. So far as retaliatory measures 
an concerned, I would not like to discuss 
them at this stage. I would only say what 
an the remedial measures that we are 
attempting. We are trying to diversify our 
trade and are trying to build up our textile 
trade in a number of other countries. If the 
hon. Member wants, I can give the names of 
the countries also when our efforts are to 
increase our exports. We are also in touch 
with the EEC countries. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I would like 
to know the names of those countries. We 
want to know who our friends an. 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Our exports to 
UK during the last two years have been 
declining. Efforts are being made to increase 
our exports to the following countries, 
namely, USA, Australia, New Zealand, 
Western Europe, Soviet Union, Sudan and a 
number of other rupee countries, that is, 
Easton Europe. Our effort is to see that 
our export does not come down. Our total 
export to UK is about Rs. 21 crores and if 
this is implemented by the UK, it would 
affect our exports to UK. I do not think it 
will affect 100 percent but it will affect us 
very considerably, might be 50 per cent or 
even more. We are only trying at the mo¬ 
ment to Uqpress upon Britain to reconsider 
her decision and to see the reaction of this 
Houefc Similar is the feeling of members of 
irijr Mi party. They have eome and met me 
subd hive told me that if UK is going to 
t&s tte decision unilaterally, why we do 
not rettet a little more firmly.

No country can humiliate, much toss 
Britain, so far as India is concerned. So, 
there is no question of humiliation. We 
cannot be humiliated. but here is the 
question of our right, specially as a develop¬ 
ing country. If 'Britain feels as they claim 
that they are helping the undeveloped 
countries to developed and, at the same 
time, scraps this agreement which has been 
there since 1939. it not only will not look 
well but will also have a very bad effect on 
this country’s economy and sentiment. We 
have conveyed this to the British Govern¬ 
ment. When they take the decision, we will 
examine the problem. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Shri Baneqee 
seems to think that his nationalism is of a 
higher order than mine because I made a 
plea for self-reliance in our textile industry, 
I do not know on whose behalf he was ma¬ 
king his plea. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Not on be¬ 
half of the textile magnates. 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Either you 
should have stopped him or you allow me, 
because he gets away by saying that I be¬ 
longed to the House of Commons. 

MR. SPEAKER : You should get up 
with my permission and not abruptly. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I used the 
words “appeared to be”. 

MR. SPEAKER : You should at least 
have the courtesy to ask my permission. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): He 
rectified it later on and said, “He appears 
to be a member of the Home of Lords.” 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I think, it should 
be clarified that self-reliance is aot anti¬ 
national although beating the British may 
suit some philosophy that he might have. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, this is a 
very serious matter. The question is whether 
the Government of India agoing to sabo¬ 
tage the agreement, who sabotaged the 
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ag re em e nt ? It is the British Government 
that has done it and not the Government of 
India. Instead of defending the Govern¬ 
ment of India, he tried to defend the other 
people. It is*a shame.

RE-PAYMENT OF DEARNESS 

ALLOWANCE TO CENTRAL 

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES 
AND OTHER MATTERS 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) ; Sir, 
with your permission, I wish to raise a very 
important question regarding the payment 
of dearness allowance to the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees. According to the present 
formula of the Second Pay Commission and 
also that of the Gajendragadkar Commis¬ 
sion, once there is an average rise of 10 
points in the cost of living index, the 
Central Government employees throughout 
the country get entitled to another slab of 
dearness allowance. According to the figures 
available to us through the Reserve Bank 
various other agencies, the cost of living 
index figure has risen from 21S to 22S, that 
is, there is an increase of 10 points. So, the 
Central Government employees are entitled 
to another slab of dearness allowance. I 
would request the Government and, specially, 
the Finance Minister to make an announce¬ 
ment in the House that another slab of 
dearness allowance will be given to the 
Central Government employees. Since he is 
not in a position to accept the Call Atten¬ 
tion Notice, I would request you and, 
through you, the Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs, the Government and the Finance 
Minuter that, while replying to the Genera! 
Budget, he must announce it.

GENERAL BUDGET 1971-72-QENBRAL 
DISCUSSION— (Could.)

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SHRI RAJA KUfKARNI (Bombay— 
North-East} : A* I aaidi.yesterday r lie bud¬ 
get is an integral part W the co-ordinated 
and integrated complex Of instruments being 
utilised tor economic development and 
social progress. The bank rate, the credit 
controls, production and distribution regu¬ 
latory devices, the prtoe mechanism, the 
investment pattern, foreign trade, all these 
are Inter-related and inter-dependent with 
the national budget. 

They act and react upon each other. 
The baste character and the effectiveness of 
the budget is determined more by its inter¬ 
relationships with the other instruments of 
economic development than by any single 
isolated taxation proposal embodied into its 
structure. Judged firom this point of view 
and coupled with the robust broad-based 
economic growth of our country during the 
last two years, the capacity of the budget 
to produce desirable results has been in¬ 
creased. 

The success of the new agricultural 
Strategy, foodgrains and price support policy, 
growth of agro-industries, the green revo¬ 
lution, mechanisation of agriculture, begin¬ 
ning of the modernisation of the life of the 
rural people, faster development of the small 
scale industrial sector, increased industrial 
production, international trade at a higher 
level, the democratic control of the State 
over the commanding heights of national 
economy, all these and other facts of the 
situation render the indisputable character 
of a socialistic quality to the present 
budget. 

Yesterday, the hon. Minister ot State in 
the Ministry of Finance said that this bud¬ 
get was not socialist. The statement that 
he made and the statement which I am 
making are such that there is no contradic¬ 
tion between them. It is not a socialist 
budget in the sense that it seeks to construct 
or build a socialist society. However, it 
is a socialist budget in the sense that it 
carries out the socialist tasks in a period of 
transition from the present mixed economy 
to the socialist economy. In a socialist 
society, the budget identifies itself with the 
whole national economic effort in all 
sectors, itt all activities and in all the insti¬ 
tutions. 

There is very little difference between 
the national economic phut of development 
fort the budget, it geql* with the whqle 


process of creating national wealth as watt 
as of distributing and utilising die monetary 
resources. Our nation has not reached 
that stage; we are in a transition stage 
firom the mixed economy to a socialist 
economy. 

What is the rolwthe budget is asked to 
play in this transition ? The socialistic 
function of the budget in this situation is to 
creat those forces and factors which would 
establish the material and technical base 
upon which a socialist society can then be 
built. The present budget meets honestly 
and with all the ability at the command of 
Government, the conditions of this socialis¬ 
tic milieu. 

How has the budget spelled out its 
socialistic role ? The budget helps in con¬ 
solidating the gains of nationalisation of 
banking and of the unification and centrali¬ 
sation of insuranoe and other financial insti¬ 
tutions for mobilising the savings in the 
country. Deployment of these funds in 
accordance with national priorities has now 
become easy and smooth. The budget has 
given a new direction for this process. 
Recently it was because of nationalisation 
of banks that it has been possible for 
Government to give credit of Rs. 344 crores 
to the agricultural sector, which was not 
possible till two years ago. 

The budget marks a big step in the uni¬ 
fication of Central-State financial resources. 
Unified national social accounting can now 
be seen on the horizon. It is Centre-State 
financial relations which have been a source 
of irritation and provocation during the last 
so many years. This budget has now shown 
that now the States are more dependent 
financially on the Central budget and than 
is a process of unification and integration 
of the financial resources of the country, 
though it is creating new problems. The 
main problem is the tendency on the part 
of the States to refrain from making big 
efforts at tax collections and increase their 
revenue, but to ask more assistance firom the 
Centre. 

In this budget, the share of the States 
in tax revenues to be collected has gone 
up tremendously. Out of the total collection 
of Rs. 2,352 crores, more than Rs. 892 crores 
will go to the States. Similarly assistance 
in plan outlay and other assistance by way 
of loans and advances. Previously this 
figure was Rs. l.OQQ crores ; qow it b mytf) 
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toon. Apart from these, the tendency of 
Sfi|to Governments to overdraw on the 
Reserve Bank has bees on the increase and 
Central Government has been standing 
guarantee for these overdrafts. With the 
dtificufties and* problems the fact remains 
that the Central Government is trying to 
Integrate and unify the financial resources 
of this country. 

The second socialist task which this 
Budget is trying to fulfil is that It has raken 
h decisive step m the re-distribution of the 
IncOme or Individuals through income-tax 
proposals. I am referring to the personal 
Individual taxation proposals in the Budget. 
The ml ceiling has now come on individual 
wealth at a level much lower than was the 
ease before. On the other hand, there is 
also relief given to the low income groups. 
There is rising taxation after Rs. 15,000 
of personal income. At the level of 
Rs. 2 lakhs, income-tax and surcharge to¬ 
gether amount to 97.75 per cent, which 
is going to make unattractive the 
desire for earning more. The income 
of every lakh of rupees beyond Rs. 2 
lakhs gives a disposable income to the tax¬ 
payer of only Rs. 2,250. Added to this is 
the Wealth Tax on the individual’s income. 
Both the ordinary Wealth Tax and the 
Additional Wealth Tax have been stepped 
up to such an extent that the disposable 
Income is completely wiped out at a level 
much lower than in the previous year. If 
the income is exclusively from land and 
buildings, the ceiling will be reached on the 
disposable income when the wealth is at 
Rs. 5 lakhs. If the income comes from 
wealth, land and buildings, the whole in¬ 
come will be absorbed by lax at the level 
of Rs. 10 lakhs. This is haw the Budget 
has tried to re-distribute the national in¬ 
come. At the same time, the lower income 
groups in society have been given relief. 
Salaried employees, earning Rs. 500 per 
month, have been given relief. They are 
exempted from income-tax, and they are 
also given additional concession if they 
save. 

The third task which the Budget has 
tried to carry out is the creation of addi¬ 
tional wealth by raising resources without 
disturbing price stability. It has given more 
taportaaee to the expenditure on social 
services. Deficit financing of Rs. 220 crores 
» of arrange in which Government has 
fldtconfidence that prices will out rise be- 
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yond controllable limits. It If vary interest¬ 
ing to note how expenditure on social 
Services and development has gtown faster, 
which is the characteristic of a socialistic 
Budget In all the developing countries where 
socialism is being introduced. The 1971-72 
Budget has given an ataount of Rs, 553 
crores, which is 18% higher over the pre¬ 
vious year’s figure. This figure has risen 
fast during the last ten years and now it is 
150 per cent more. Similarly ; on the Capital 
account also, the amount given, Rs. 684 
crores, is nine per cent more than the 
previous year for social and development 
expenditure. But this does not come in the 
way of higher defence expenditure. 

A point was made by some hon. Mem¬ 
bers that this Government was spending 
more on defence expenditure than on deve¬ 
lopment. It is true that defence expenditure 
has gone up, but it should be remembered 
that whatever is being spent by this country 
on defence Is nothing compared to the 
expenditure of even socialist and communist 
countries. I have collected figures of defence 
expenditure for other countries. Take for 
instance the United States ; it spends 8.5 per 
cent of its GNP over defence. The USSR 
is spending more than 8.5 per cent of its 
GNP on defence. It comes to U.S. $ 164 
per citizen in USSR. We need a strong 
defence because of the situation created by 
Pakistan and China but we are spending 
only Rs. 3 per citizen in our country. The 
ratio of our spending on defence to the 
GNP is hardly three per cent and it is 
probably the lowest among the socialist or 
capitalist countries of the world. 

The fourth point which this budget has 
touched is the effort to change the invest¬ 
ment pattern to make industrial and econo¬ 
mic growth employment-oriented, and to 
release the forces of economic democracy 
through its proposals of corporate taxation. 
I need not deal with the corporate taxation ; 
they have been given. To a large extent 
the corporate taxation has been increased 
during the last ten years, from Rs. 161 
crores in 1961 to Rs. 411 crores as under the 
present budget. Garlbi Hatao is not just 
' a slogan but at the same time everybody 
knows that it cannot be achieved in one 
year. A concerted and concentrated attack 
has been made through this budget on the 
unemployment problem. Apart from the 
provision of Rs. 30 crores for tackling ttys 
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rural unemployment—the rate of Rs. 100 
per month it will give employment to five 
lakhs of .people for ten months in a year. 90 
per cent of Rs. 50 crores will be spent on 
wages to these people which means that about 
five lakhs of jobs will be created. Another 
provision of Rs. 25 crores for tackling the 
educated unemployment problem has been 
made. As is seen from the pattern of 
investment in the budget more jobs likely 
to be created. Rs. 102 crores are to be 
invested in the iron and steel industry and 
Rs. 151 crores are to be invested on the 
railways. Employment is likely So be 
more than the previous years in these indus¬ 
tries. It is the experience of this country 
that in the previous year or earlier years 
that even with 7 per cent growth in GNP 
the employment percentage goes up by 2 or 
3 per cent; through this budget it may well 
go up much higher than the previous year. 
That is why the budget also fulfils the 
objective of creating more employment. 

Thus the budget carries out the socialist 
tasks in the transition stage. I would at 
the same time like to make a suggestion to 
the Finance Minister that looking to the 
levies and excise duties and duty on petrol, 
they should be reduced by at least fifty 
per cent; the duty on maida should be 
withdrawn. 

Similarly, in the small scale sector— 

MR. SPEAKER : Your time is up. You 
are not caring for the bell nor for requests, 
nothing. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: One minute. 
The small scale soap manufacturers, with 
a capacity of less than 800 tonnes per year, 
should be exempted from the existing excise 
duty. 

With these words, I wholeheartedly 
welcome the budget subject to these three 
suggestions which I have made. 

SHRI K. D MALAV1YA (Domariganj): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I stand to extend my 
general support to the bubget which has 
been presented by the Finance Minister. It 
is a sincere effort which has to be appreciat¬ 
ed by the House which includes also hon. 
Members who are not in the party. The 
budget it aims at a certain direction. Whether 
ftp direction is correctly maintained or not 
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depends on factors more than the mere 
presentation of the annual budget. 

The Finance Minister himself 1ms said 
in the last paragraph of his budget speech 
that 4 ‘it is hardly possible to claim that a 
new social and economic order can be 
ushered in through budgetary policy alone.” 
Nothing more apt need to be said by the 
Finance Minister to be in the direction to 
which they are all committed. It is not 
only an annual budget which can take us 
to the direction where we are now all 
committed. You and I, Mr. Speaker,—all 
of us are committed to go to do some¬ 
thing much more. In the short time that 
is available to me, obviously I cannot deal 
with all those aspects which are in my mind, 
which I will try sometime again, to put 
before this hon. House to emphasise and 
streamline once more the ideas that have 
now to be hammered before the country so 
that we might be able to go the way that 
we are now committed. 

There is no doubt that we are all as a 
party, through out leaders, neck-deep com¬ 
mitted to a policy and programme which 
can be reached only through a socialist 
approach. The Ganbi Hatao slogan is a 
very apt slogan, and its programme of 
action can only be conceived through the 
socialist path.

In this respect, I would like to draw 
the attention of the House to three 
important phenomena which have to be 
taken into account. The first is obviously 
the economic policy behind the budget. That 
economic policy has been accepted by 
all of us. This policy is ultimately aimed 
at owing all means of production and dis¬ 
tribution by the State in order to build a 
strong base to State monopoly capital 
structure ; a redical and basic change in the 
entire institution of servicing the Govern¬ 
ment has t3 be carried out. Also correct 
distribution of commodities and restriction 
on conspicuous consumption has to be 
assured. If we can achieve these three 
things, —if we can try to formulate our 
postures and programmes, — which aim at 
concretising the economic policy of Qqribj 
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Hatao, of changing the entire bureaucratic 
set-up in a radical and basic way, and then 
to restrict consumption with a view to make 
it a socialist distributive system, then, of 
course, we can, exped itiously go towards our 
goal. 

What are the contents of these three 
main phenomena which have to be taken 
care of ? The economic policy behind our 
budget must now more specifically define our 
goals. We have already committed ourselves 
to more commanding height for the public 
sector. But this is not enough. The sooner we 
realise it, the better it is for all of us that we 
have to define it more concreatcly. That is, 
the entire pattern of our mixed economy has 
to be public-sector-oriented. So far, it has 
been prjvate-sector-oriented. The important 
consumer goods industries are all in the 
hands of the private sector. They have now 
progressively but quickly been taken over by 
the State.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72 
—GENERAL DISCUSSION 
— Contd. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA : Sir, if you 
do not make me nervous by ringing the 
bell, I promise I shall try to be very brief. 

I was submitting before this House that 
a qualitative change has come in the entire 
socio-economic approach of the nation after 
this election. Still, however, this concept of 
gradualism that is implied in our parliamen¬ 
tary system of Government, parliamentary 
democracy I should say, must assume a new 
posture of radicalism. Otherwise, the entire 
promises and the intentions that are behind 
the programmes of gartbi hatao movement 
are likely to be, I am using a word deli¬ 
berately, sabotaged. The conditions for 
sabotage are, unfortunately, already there. 
The other day there was a debate in the 


Rajya Sabha with regard to the setting up 
of some sort of parliamentary machinery to 
examine the working of the private sector. 

I had been shouting about this for some 
years and in this House I want to raise my 
voice in support of that demand once more. 

This controversy of inefficiency of the 
public sector and the great profit miking 
abilities of the private sector has, for all 
time to come, to be settled after examination 
seriously and sincerely. Therefore, a parlia¬ 
mentary committee or some other body, 
whichever might be considered appropriate, 
now be created in order to find out how the 
entire complex of the private sector indus¬ 
trial concerns is functioning and operating 
its mechanism of profitmaking and how 
the public sector is functioning. 

There are obvious difficulties of long¬ 
term gestations period of basic industries 
and lack of perspective and vision in the 
Government ministries and the Planning 
Commission, which are mainly responsible 
for delayed profits or loss profits or no 
profit but that does not, that should not 
and that must not frighten us. 

I also admit that State monopoly capita¬ 
lism does not lead directly to socialism. 
There is something in between and that is 
where I want to go now. It is the question 
of building a new institution of servicing the 
Government and the programme of Govern¬ 
ment. Solely in the interest of toiling 
people. 1 deliberately avoid the word, 
“bureaucracy”. The servicing system of the 
entire Government must now be basically 
changed. When I say this I do not con¬ 
demn the bureaucracy. Something has been 
injected into the entire functioning of our* 
social system whereby we have to con¬ 
ceive of new ideas. The new idea that I 
venture to put before this House is that if 
we really want to implement the socialist 
programme, we have to do two things, 
namely, change our concept of gradualism 
in the new situation and build a new army 
of committed people who will take up this 
work of implementing the rural and urban 
development programme or the urban pro¬ 
gramme. Unless there is a cadre-based 
political party, committed to implementing 
the programme of the Government, this 
Government cannot succeed in implementing 
this programme. 

We have seen enough in the last decades 
very well intentioned programmes that have 
been put before us. They have been 
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worked out meticulouslyjwid sincerely. Bat 
when we started working after freedom, we 
seemed to have misted tpe bos. We did not 
change the outlook and the methodology of 
working for implementation, it is now high 
time, when we an starting on a new voyage, 
tie Implement our programmes, that we 
should seriously think of introducing com¬ 
mitted people into the entire system of 
Government. 

J said in a meeting of our Congress 
members—and I repeat it here—that there 
is no bar to doing this even today. Even in 
the year 1937 and also later on in 1948, in 
the pre-independence period, the UP 
Government entrusted the entire work of 
rural development programme, which in¬ 
cluded not ouly road building, irrigation 
but all the schemes which are contemplated 
today within the framework of rural 
development programme, to a committed 
politician who was dynamic, a Congressman. 
He was known as the Rural Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner or something like that. 
That dynamic Congressman, who was not 
appointed through the Public Service 
Commission. As the Rural Development 
Commissioner, he built a cadre of about 
1,500 Congressmen, politicians, committed 
people, who carried on the task of rural 
development. It is another thing that the 
Congress at that time was not concretely 
committed to socialism. It was committed 
to some sort of a programme which was 
foeward looking but it was neither here nor 
these. Since then we have moved forward 
to a more concrete socialist programme and 
commitment to building a socialist economy. 
We are now neck deep involved in this great 
task of converting our present economy into 
a socialist economy. 

We cannot get out of it now. That 
party will be doomed which would like to 
gp back on it now. Therefore, we are going 
ahead under a bold leadership and people 
who ate determined to go ahead. Time 
has come to change the entire concept of 
our bureaucracy right from below. The 
«4 kH« thing has become so rotten. It is so 
rotten, that it oannot be described and it 
might taka hours for me to describe as to 
hgng things have gone wrong. Either a 
dtiihwatedeqjisjon on the part of a Govera- 
flW** oow enjoys a big majority is 


taken and they do it coolly god cal- 
culatedly. or a violent revolution wW 
overtake us. And one does not know 
where that revolution will lead us to. It 
might be some sort of a cultural revolution 
or anything. But tife impact of that situa¬ 
tion is on us. I would, therefore, plead to 
the Government and to the Finance Minis¬ 
ter also be ppnder over the deeper aspect of 
it as to how he is going to implement the 
programme. The taxes are evaded. You 
cannot collect the taxes. With all the good 
intentions what you propose to do you can¬ 
not get it done. Because the whole situation 
is contrary to the normal desire of getting 
a programme implemented. Something has 
gone so wrong and in order to undo that, 
you have to do some more introspection 
than what has been done. 

I would just like to make one point 
more. The entire programme of industriali¬ 
sation also has got to be looked from the 
background of our rural economy which is 
now an accepted fact. Now this rural eco¬ 
nomy is still rampant with the phenomena 
of feudal exploitation. Even the fertiliser 
that is being distributed there is distributed 
by private mechanism, by big people who 
want to come in there. Neither the distri¬ 
bution nor the production of strategic in¬ 
put of agriculture is in the hands of public 
sector entirely. Unless you build a system 
of production and distribution which goes 
directly into the developmental processes of 
rural economy, you are not likely to change 
the structure of agriculture and development 
programmes. All this talk of green revolu¬ 
tion is there, it has happened. Many things 
have favoured us. But we are standing on a 
critical precipice. The green revolution might 
just vanish. Because the foundation ill not 
deep, because feudal exploitation is still 
going on and land reforms have not been 
implemented by our own mm and the 
relationship between the higher and the Jew 
peasantry is still so bad against the interests 
of the lower peasantry that you just cannot 
conceive of going very rapidly towards, 
industrialisation. We all kotow that a 20 
per cent rural population in a country atone 
creates a situation where industrialisation 
moves forward. We are still fist behind 
that. We are carrying out m experiment 
in which through crash programmes* bypass* 
ing difficulties, we an trying to go ahead 
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How can we succeed if we have not got the 
meant i#. t }f we have not got the people 
committed IQ out ideology and if we have still 
a concept pf mixed economy which is totally 
contrary to socialist concept and is leading to 
build Hue monopoly class. 

Let as take small entrepreneurs. Where 
ate they I want to ask. They are nowhere. 
Take small industries like the match indus¬ 
try, the pesticides industry, the poultry-feed 
industry and the small industries which go 
to make small tools. They are in the hands 
of people who are controlled by monopolists. 
I may give you one example. Take for 
instance, the pesticides industry. In the 
pesticides industry, there are small entre¬ 
preneurs who are controlled by Tata, the 
I.C.I. people, and nobody can compete with 
them. They buy all the stock, put it under 
their own seal and sell it to Government 
agencies and big cooperatives and ail that, 
so that the entire distribution has gone into 
the hands of a few people who control the 
economy so far as production, distribution 
and commerce in pesticides industry is con¬ 
cerned. Similarly, there is the VIMCO. 
Just try to find out what is happening in 
the match industry so long as VIMCO is 
present there. I can go on giving instances. 
Taket he small aluminium industry the utensil 
making industry, the non-ferrous metal pro¬ 
cessing industries, where the entire control of 
raw materials and of sale, ultimately, to the 
point where the consumer comes, is in the 
hands of a few people. These semi-mono¬ 
polists and giants are being created through 
a process, through a system, in our industrial 
complex where the tendency of disparity is 
growing and the tendency of creating near- 
monopoly lot is growing. 

This is not seen by the Government, but 
if you go into it, this is the position. I am 
one of those small entrepreneurs who has done 
something for the last 3 or 4 years when I 
was out of this Parliament. I have gone 
through this agonising process. I tell you 
there is not a single instance where this big 
monopoly does not come in and strangulate 
the technique of the small entrepreneur, who 
is trying his best to survive in this country. 
He cannot survive unless there is a proper 
system of distribution. The entire system 
of supply of raw material is a thing which 
requires change. It should be institutiona¬ 
lised ha such a way that this disparity does 
not grow. More than that, I do not want 
to pe kite it ra .greater detail. 


My last point about prices. The hon. 
Minister has referred to this in his speech. 
Rise in prices is a disquieting feature and 
I do not think that prices can be controlled 
by this Budget. Even such articles which 
were not touched even by this Budget have 
risen in prices. The prices have gone up. 
The prices do increase and prices go up, 
erratically, non-sensicaliy and alarmingly. 

In saying all this, I am trying to make 
out a point that in order to retain the price 
structure within as reasonable a limit as 
possible in a growing economy like ours, 
there is need for changing the distribution 
system and have your own system at various 
points in associations with peoples’ co-opera¬ 
tions and associations. The opening of the 
departmental stores etc. which was done 
recently, 2 or 3 years ago did not do the 
trick because there was no committed per¬ 
sonnel behind it. It was just a sale market, 
market for salcmansliip where anybody 
should be recruited from any place and put 
there. The question of profit came in. They 
were doing all sorts of things which ought 
not and should not be done in a Government 
departmental store. So this whole matter has 
to be gone into very thioughiy with a view 
to fit them into the changed system of 
working into the new pattern of things. 

Prices of essential commodities can be 
controlled only when the distribution 
mechanism is thought de novo on the basis 
of certain ideologies. 

These are the general points that I am 
trying to make. 

With regard to some of the items which 
have been specified by the Finance Minister 
for earning income and revenue for the 
Government, I would like him to consider 
whether maida could be exempted or 
not. In respect of an journey, I find 
that professors and certain others aw 
exempted up to 20 per cent rise in fare. 
This should apply to certain categories of 
labourers, workers etc, 1 think some more 
labour classes could be included in it. I 
don’t know whether Government will get 
Rs. 7 crores. If it is reduced by a few 
crores, by Rs. 1 or Rs. 2 crores by way of 
extending this concession to representatives 
of workers or to one or two more categories, 
I think, it will be in line with our political 
and social objectives. 
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Unless we change the entire approach in 
the functioning of the public sector, unless 
we give a new orientation to the public 
sector, unless we organise big consumer 
goods industries in the public sector, the 
revenues are not going to increase. I am 
stressing the need for taking more and more 
consumer goods industries in the public 
sector. 

The Budget on the whole takes us an 
the line to which we are committed. I 
have no doubt about it. That is a sincere 
effort. We arc going towards that path. I 
am more than convinced when I read some 
newspapers in the morning. In common 
parlance, they are newspaper of the tycoons. 
When I read them, my reaction was just the 
opposite. When such newspapers say that 
the whole Budget is wrong, my first reaction 
was just the opposite. This is all the more 
a reason that I give my support to the 
Budget. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Emakulam) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, much has been 
said in the last few days on the budget 
proposals, and, I think, yet something still 
remains to be said. Much has also been 
written in the press by way of comments, 
but I do think that still many things need 
to be written and commented upon. 

I am one of those who think that this 
budget has been conceived with a full 
understanding and a warencss of the aims 
and objectives set out in our election mani¬ 
festo and the pledges we have given to 
the people. Shri Y. B. Chavan, our Finance 
Minister, like a fine archer, has achieved 
the twin tasks with a single stroke. He 
has been able to bring down the uncovered 
budgetary deficits to Rs. 220 crorcs from 
Rs. 397 crores. Also he has been able 
to reduce the cruel contrast between 
wealth and poverty. The budget has hit 
the moneyed people, big businessmen, 
owners of sizable urban property, the upper 
fringe of the agriculturists and the upper 
middle class, but it was spared the middle 
class and those at the lower marginal levels, 
particulary the forgotten man. Thus, the 
Finance Minister by his unorthodox and 
innovative budget has laid his pruning 
scissors on the rich in towns and the 
country alike, and has achieved a massive 
resource mobilisation, a difficult and stiff 
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task, as he himself put it, and laid the 
solid foundations of an ebalHent Indian 
socialist society. % 

I have heard the Opposition leaders 
making, I woi\jd say, uncharitable and 
rather politically-motivated criticisms against 
this budget, the main characteristics of 
which I have made reference to earlier. 

m 

Shri Y. B. Chavan has, no doubt, 
prescribed a stiff dose of new imposts, but 
viewed in the context of the background in 
which he had to prepare this budget, I 
would say that the harsh aspects of the 
budget are inevitable. First, we have to 
recall his earlier commitment in March last 
when he said that the Plan outlay had to be 
enlarged. Secondly, he had to take into 
account the demand from every quarters 
of this country for producing increased emp¬ 
loyment opportunities, and then again, the 
crying demand of the newly awakened social 
classes for bringing down the unpardonable 
inequalities still obtaining in wealth and 
income, and of course, as all of us know, 
the unpredictable situation in West Bengal 
and other North-Eastern Border States 
resulting from Pakistani brutalities in 
Bangla Desh. 

So, when one makes a critique of the 
budget, one has to take into account all 
these aspects which I am sure the Finance 
Minister did take into account. Therefore, 
the task of reducing a deficit of Rs. 397 
crorcs had to be undertaken in this back¬ 
ground. He could, however, reduce it only 
by about one third and he has done a good 
job in chiselling his levies only on essentials 
and placing the burden primarily on the 
right shoulders, namely those who live in 
conspicuous consumption and ostentatious 
living and whose wealth and income bear no 
comparison at all with those of the vast 
majority of our compatriots. 

The increase in the tax on high income 
and wealth, higher duties on fine cloth and 
other luxury consumer goods, the ceiling 
on high private sector salaries are all indi¬ 
cative of the fact that the Finance Minister’s 
concern is to bring down Inequalities in 
income and wealth and between man and 
man. 

Take the controversial levy on petrol. 

It is largely consumed by the car-owners or 
car-users. But there was no levy on diesel 
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oil which it mainly consumed by public 
transport. Or, take again cigarettes. 
Cigarette* of certain brands of costlier brands 
alone have been taxed. 

But the cheaper brands will have only 
less duty. The bidi which is being used by 
the vast majority of our people has been 
left untouched. These indicate deep con¬ 
cern for the poor, and even as he performs 
his great and difficult task, he has always 
kept before him the overriding consideration 
that the poor man has to be spared. Thus 
true to his commitment to the cause of the 
poor, he has produced a purposive budget 
reflecting his abiding concern for the 
poor. 

Viewed in this context, one feels non¬ 
plussed when Opposition leaders come 
forward and say that this budget is biased 
in favour of the rich. Some of them have 
even dared to strike a patronising attitude 
and point out that the warth of the people 
would be on us because the poor man is 
supposed to be hurt by this budget. They 
have warned, ‘beware of the nex election', 

I would like to tell my friends of the 
Opposition that our party is the single 
iarsest socialist, democratic party in the 
world. It has on its rolls 40 lakh ordinary 
members and nearly a lakh of committed 
effective members forming a cadre. These 
millions of my colleagues are constantly 
trying to be in touch with the people. 
They have established a rapport with the 
people and they are the transmission belt 
who communicate with the masses of the 
people, and they are, therefore, as much 
concerned as we are about the needs, 
requirements, hopes and aspirations of the 
people. We have heard these doubting 
Thomases, these professional Cassandras, 
on the eve of the election. They said our 
party was isolated from the masses. We 
have since seen how the people respond¬ 
ed to the call of the new redical programme 
we have offered. So, no one need be 
potronising and tell us to be careful. We 
will take care of ourselves. This budget, 
produced as it is, by a committed leader of 
our party will, I am sure, truly reflect the 
aspirations of the people and the people in 
turn will surely appreciate the effort he is 
making to spare the poor, and cut deep into 
wealth and income. I know that the 
opposition comes mainly from these 
quarters who have been hif by these 


Having said this, I do not want to be 
understood as being unaware of the other 
implications of this budget. It cannot be 
denied that the net effect of all theseimposes 
will be to disturb the general level of prices, 
even of essential goods. Experience has 
shown that in our country, every levy of 
this nature has a chain reaction. For 
example, although diesel has not been 
touched, the levy on petrol has had its 
reaction on it and road travel will become 
costlier. After the recent increase in fares 
and freight in the Railway budget, there has 
been a tendency to switch to road transport. 
May be by the likely increase in road 
transport, it has been brought to even 
level. 

The effect of the rise in the prices of 
soap, coarse and medium textiles, cigarettes 
and the like may reach the sensitive sections 
of ordinary people, particularly the lower 
middle class. But in the background in 
which the budget has been prepared, these 
things are inevitable, and this will be 
understood by the people because they know 
that a massive mobilisation effort like this 
will have to be put through in order to 
accelerate the pace of our economic growth. 
However, I am sure sincere efforts will be 
made by the Finance Minister to check the 
rise in price and to control other inflationary 
tendencies. 

The justification and success of this 
massive taxation lie on how the money 
collected is going to be spent. Our main 
concern so far has been how to raise the 
money and from whom ; now that it has 
been raised, there is another field to which 
our concern should turn, that is, how the 
money is going to be spent. In this connec¬ 
tion, I share the views of my esteemed 
colleague, Shri K. D. Malaviya. It has 
not been lack of policies that has been 
standing in our way ; how the policies have 
been^ implemented was the basic question 
which we had to confront often. 

It is not enough that we allot more 
money for development works, but whether 
that money has been utilised is a vital 
question. For instance, an additional Rs. 10 
crores was allotted for the nutrition of 
children which is a very popular scheme, 
but I ask the Finace Minister what happened 
to the sum of Rs. 4 crores allotted last year 
for the same project. Only Rs. 1.4 crores 
were spent. What is the justification for 
tjxe non-speqding of the full amount. 
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ta this connectl$u I would like to draw 
the attention of thOTPlnance Minister to the 
Mot that it has becmne a budgetary practice 
to show that a Certain amount has been 
•Hotted to a particular Ministry ; but, at 
the time of spending, the amount is not 
actually utilised for the purpose intended. 
That is probably because of the habit of 
the Finance Ministry to veto spending by 
the Ministries. The Administrative Reforms 
Commission had made certain suggestions 
in this regard to rectify the situation. My 
own feeling is that there should be some 
kind of reorganisation in the Budgetary 
practices of die Finance Ministry. Once 
the Budget of a particular Ministry has been 
voted upon, then the Finance Minister or 
the Finance Ministry should have no more 
right to interfere in the spending of that 
Ministry. Now what happens is that even 
after the Budget of a particular Ministry 
has been sanctioned, the Finance Ministry 
interferes at every stage, so that the respon¬ 
sibility of implementation is not pinned on 
the head of the Department. It is my view 
that mice the Budget of a particular 
department has been voted, the head of that 
department should be made responsible for 
the spending of that money. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA : Suppose he 
over-spends ? 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN : If he over¬ 
spends or does not spend according to the 
budget, he should be taken to task. The 
Finance Minister should take some kind of 
action to remedy the present situation where 
money is not spent folly even on humani¬ 
tarian projects. 

A lot'Of time is spent in inter-Ministerial 
conferences. This is time-consuming process. 
If projects are not implemented on time, 
it is largely because they are delayed by 
these Secretaries and Under Secretaries and 
inter-Ministerial Conferences. A Minister 
of the standing of Mr. Chavan should be 
capable of seeing that the projects are 
implemented, and not merely, in getting so 
much money sanctioned. Then only will be 
true to our commitments. 

The cost of administration is soaring 
like anything and, something must be done. 
It has' gone up by 300 per cent between 
1960-$! and {970*71. Despite spending 
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Rs. 110 erases on die administrative suteOMS, 
theft output stffi remains uasMMWtas#. 
The cost on Police AdmiifetMOftbU ta >fMge 
up by sewn tunes in the last decade* from 
Rs. 11 crates to Rs. 174 crams, iimhidigg 
money spent on Stale Police, We knew the 
law and order situation, particularly in 
Eastern India. 

I suggest that when we try to bring in 
new levies and imposts we dhouid See 
wh ther the administrative machinery is alto 
streamlined. In this connection I Should 
like to recall the observations I made during 
my maiden speech In Parliament. The 
bureaucratic set-up should be updated. At 
present it remains slill as an amorphous 
creature of British imperialism and I do not 
think that this kind of amorphous thing can 
serve the purposes of a committed socialist 
order. The Deputy Secretaries, under 
secretaries and chief secretaries can be 
replaced. In some of the advanced countries 
of the world I know there is no such thing 
as a Secretariat of the pattern we have. A 
friend of mine, a one-time Minister, was 
my guest when I was in a western country 
and the first thing he wanted to see was the 
Secretariat. I told him there was no 
secretariat at ail in that country. But the 
Government of our country was working 
well. 

Each Minister should be independent 
after the Budget is approved. For the 
purpose of co-ordination the Fjoanee 
Ministry can function. If you are really 
committed and want to make rapid social 
and economic transformation of our society 
and implement schemes and projects of the 
like our able Finance Minister has brought 
out, if you want to achieve socialism which 
you have promised, if you really want to 
solve the massive unemployment problem, 
the first important prerequisite is an effec¬ 
tive updated implementation machinery ; 
that is yet to be done. Unless that is them, 
in spite of our weeping and writing, socia¬ 
lism may not come. Our administrative 
machinery moves slowly and much delay is 
caused in the implementation of our pro¬ 
grammes. Yesterday the Chief Minister at 
my State convened a meeting of the MJNu 
from my State and presented to us a paper 
which indicated that several proposals haws 
been put forward before various depart¬ 
ments ; some of them aw very urgent, in 
a State like Kerala sp many 
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problems arise now, problems which tfcfe 
other Males will be fades only after 
15 years from today. They haw listed 
seven? proposals awaiting sanction. For 
instance, every 'year during the monsoon 
season, so much land is eaten away by 
see, so many people lose* their homes and 
their possessions. Some of my friends 
including myself sent a short notice question 
on the urgent need for anti-sea-erpsion work 
now that the monsoons have started but it 
was disallowed. A friend told me that 
some high ranking officer told him that 
these things happen every yew and nothing 
can be done about that. 1 have heard a 
petty official of my State say that thirty 
years ago when I was a college student. 
But in later years some of us took this 
problem and during the last thirty years, the 
coastal people of Kerala know, not less than 
Rs. 75 crores were spent on anti-sea erosion 
work. It is about a phenomenon about 
which the high ranking officer here said 
that nothing could be done. 

I would like to commend the proposals 
listed in the Conference convened by the 
Kerala Chief Minister yesterday. I request 
the Government to expedite these items as 
soon as possible. The more important of 
these are : 

(1) Introduction of Boeing flights in 
Cochin aerodrome ; and. If for 
any technical reason that is not 
possible, construction of a Civil 
Aerodrome at Edakattuvayal, the 
survey of which is already com¬ 
plete ; 

(2) Conversion of Trivandrum- 
Emakulam metre gauge line 
into broad gauge line ; 

(3) Construction of bypass in 
National Highways. In this 
connection I thank the Govern¬ 
ment for sanctioning the Cochin 
Bypass—a new road from Alwaye 
to Edacochin, connecting several 
islands like Nettoor, Panangad, 
Wtd Kumbaland and bringing life 
and civilisation to hitherto 
neglected and underdeveloped 
regions; 

(4) Conversion of the West Coast 

Road into a National Highway 
and grants to Ernakulam—N. 
farur Road j w 


(5) Expansion of Cochta-MSdiirai 
road as a National Highway ; 

(6) Starting of new Ashing harbours 
and particularly the Neepdakara 
Harbour; and 

(7) Pension to the froedom-fihtcnu 

For want of time I cut short. I cook 

gratulate the Finance Minister on offering, us 
a purposive budget It may not usher in 
immediately Socialism—no one, 1 suppose, 
expects it. But I d° believe it will lay 
solid foundation of a Socialist society and 
successive budgets will build up suitable 
structures of the egalitarian order to which 
this budget of a committed socialist will be 
a path-finder. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon) : I am not so complacent as my ’ 
friend Dr. Henry Austin. I do not agree 
with the Finance Minister that it is a 
socialist oriented budget; I consider thin 
to be a capitalist budget. He has been 
very considerate to the corporate sector,. 
In this budget indirect taxes fw exceed 
direct taxes. 

Before the budget was framed, there was 
a hope given to the people in the country 
that the budget would offer a very radical 
change in many aspects of the economy. 
Especially just before the budget was 
presented, general insurance was taken over 
as a prelude to nationalisation. There were 
very great expectations. But I do not 
believe this budget has lived up to those 
expectations. 

In his anxiety to expand the sphere of 
taxation, the Finance Minister has come down 
on the common man and the farmer. He has 
taxed maida and also coarse cloth. I think 
he must have had a very ciever thinking in 
this matter. He perhaps thought that after 
bearing a lot of criticism in this House, If 
he takes away these two taxes, he would 
be acclaimed as an able Parliamentarian and 
a democrat and a good friend of the poor 
also. Therefore, just proposing some taxa¬ 
tion and taking it away might be his Idea 
of doing something good to the poor man. 
Otherwise, there is nothing In the budfe£l 
which helps the poor man; there is 'nd 
effort to control the prices. Dr. ifori# 
Austin also agreed that the prioei '^re 
shooting up and the common mat! Is'bo&d 
to suffer much more than 
made to suffer today. That is^utwfortjtyfc 
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The Pfoanee Tilwjiiiir iiifim ml to regional 
imbalances. 1 $ the- plea schemes in the 
past, f investment in the public sector has 
been disproportionate. There was no 
principle at all which was adopted in those 
daps. Rich States sot much more money 
thin the poor States, and the result was 
that the educated unemployed in Kerala, 
especially, had been going all over the 
world including the far-flung areas in India 
itself and doing what is possible. We have 
been able to snpply, wherever there was 
demand, throughout India and even to the 
outside world. Governors, Secretaries and 
very efficient stenographers, mate and 
female, and very clever technicians. But in 
so far as our own State is concerned, we 
have no industries ; there is not even a 
single bask: or heavy industry in my State. 
The public sector investment is also very 
unfair to our State. In the first five year 
Plan, the total investment in the public 
sector was Rs. 78 lakhs in our State as 
against Rs. 118 crores throughout India. 
In the successive five year Plans, we were 
neglected, so much so, that we have a lot of 
educated people but no industries, and if we 
go to any other State, what is the position ? 
Every State has got its own sena, and every 
State Government has got its own police, 
and so almost all the States come out with 
oppressive measures against us. 

I can understand a local or State 
Government being provincial in outlook, 
but a Central of Union Minister goes and 
acts in such a way, and asks the State 
Governments and the public Sector under¬ 
takings not to recruit anyone who is not 
from the State concerned for any job below 
Rs. 500. It is unfair. These public sector 
undertakings have been set up from the 
common funds of the people, from the 
money taken from the common man all over 
the country. 

In this context, I just wish to bring to 
the notice of the House, a cutting which 
was sent to me. The cutting is from 
Hitavah dated 19th May. It has reported 
the speech of Shri Mound Haque Chou- 
dhury. Union Minister of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment. It says that Shri Moinul Haque 
Choudjrwy “today announced that he was 
considering”—the date-line is 18th May— 
“a proposal to run third shift at the Heavy 
{Hfririplfc with g view 19 wipe out lossef, 


Shri Chaudhury made this announcement at 
the reception accorded to him by the MP 
Jamait U1 Ulema-e-Hind. JHe also stated 
that “he has directed the management to 
recruit all types of cadre drawing up to 
Rs. 500 from Madhya Pradesh c lone.” 

This is a statement made by a Central 
Minister. This naturally leads to difficulties 
between State and State, and also raise the 
demand that the public sector investment 
may be proportionate to the population in 
every State, so much so that no more or no 
further investment can be made in certain 
States and only backward areas may be pro¬ 
vided for, till all the States develop equally 
or reach up to an equal level after some 
time. Till it is levelled up, naturally people 
from industrially backward areas must get 
some job in public sector undo-takings. Posts 
carrying a salary of Rs. 500 and above are 
very few. The question of employment is so 
crucial to industrially backward States like 
Kerala. 

We contribute 14 percent of the foreign 
exchange earnings but when it comes to 
helping our people to earn foreign exchange, 
all sorts of restrictions are imposed. Suppose 
we require some machinery which has to be 
imported, if that machinery is going to be 
manufactured somewhere in India, they say, 
“You must agree to buy one indigenous 
machinery if you want to import one from 
abroad.” But the indigenous machinery never 
works. For instance, take the sea-food 
industry. We wanted diesel engines. They 
said, “You should buy one indigenous engine 
if you want to import one.” They insist on 
the ratio 1 : 1 so far as indigenous and 
imported machinery is concerned. They also 
said, you should import the foreign diesel 
engine only from Denmark, because we have 
got some foreign loan from them. So, the 
exporter is compelled to buy one indigenous 
engine. He feels if there is an imported 
engine, at least that will pall the Indian- 
made boat back from the mid-ocean. If 
both the foreign and the Indian boats are 
made unserviceable in mid-ocean, naturally 
the people will be killed. 

For the last four years, there had been 
several programmes for helping the sea-food 
industry like giving them foreign boats, 
small ships and other facilities. But none of 
thes? baa materialised. As tqpntioapd by 
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Mr. Austin, there ore three or four ministries 
which hoM . indefinite inter-departmental 
confer en ce s . When one agrees with some¬ 
thing, the other opposes it and nothing is 
done. So; we Aun the foreign exchange 
vrtrich is utilised to set up industries in other 
States, but when we go «there far jobs, we 
axe hounded out That is the situation 
faced by the Kerala people. 

We have got two major industrial pro¬ 
posals before the Government of India. One 
is to have a titanium complex using our 
mineral wealth and another is to have a 
steel plant. Of course, the Government of 
India has announced that one mini steel 
plant may be given to Kerala, but such 
announcements have been there all along. 
Our ship-building yard is supposed to have 
materialised. The proposal was there for the 
last 20 years. Even now, what progress has 
been made, I do not know. An officer has 
been pointed and that is all. 

A communist member from Madras 
pointed out that in the five year plan, Rs. 25 
crores have been allocated for language, out 
of which Rs. 12 crores have been allocated 
for Hindi alone. I concede that as a com¬ 
paratively backward language, Hindi must 
get some special consideration but it should 
not be given so much preference over other 
languages. This will lead to linguistic and 
regional rivalries and lead to disintegration 

A friend of mine has written a letter to 
me about that meeting or Mr. M. H. Chou- 
dhary. In conclusion, I want to quote a 
para from it: 

“It is not an exaggeration that Mr. 
Choudhary’s dandy look and balderdash 
talking regarding his indiscriminatory 
attitude will accelerate and precipitate 
to come into force a “Pak-Bangla Desh** 
terrorism in India, as it will help the 
people of India, especially southern and 
northern regions to think individually 
and such feeling might also create in 
the part of every State Government. 
Thu policy can only help complete 
split, conflict and loss of all peace and 
tranquility among the people of India.*'

‘MfaJKMr ^rButtela theWtefetry 
of Finance* Shri Ganesh, while intervening 
In the General Discussion yesterday, stated 
eMkggAMy that this Budget has not been 
foamed on the basis of socialistic principles. 
Itt the recent General Elections, the people 
dfrtlte country, with the fond hope that the 
Central Government, under the leadership 
df ’ShHmati Indira Gandhi, would relieve 
the distress of the -down trodden and usher 
in an era of socialism in the country by 
implementing vigorously programmes based 
OQ socialistic objectives voted overwhelmingly 
in favour of this Government. The hon. 
minister of Finance, Shri Chavan has also 
referred to this aspect in his Budget speech. 
But, Shri Ganesh clearly expressed his 
view yesterday that this is not a sceiallst- 
oriented Budget. He added that socialism 
cannot be achieved within a period of one 
year. We all know that a political party 
is given the seat of power so that it may 
implement its policies and objectives for the 
totfare of the country. The people of our 
country exercised their franchise in favour 
of the ruling party and they nOw expect 
the ruling party would redeem its pledge 
contained in their election manifesto. 

Shri Chavan has referred to this in his 
Budget Speech. I quote : 

‘The massive mandate which this 
Government received from the people 
three months ago was a mandate for 
Socialism, a mandate for rapid economic 
growth matched -by increased social 
justice.** 

Shri Ganesh has Stated that within one 
•ytar >ir4s not possible to bring in socialism 
in the country. The Budget is a potent 
ibttrUthent In'the hands of the Government 
W-SeftbOate fts policies and programmes and 
jsJi© the method of their implementation. 
"When we‘hear a •Minister sayingin the first 
VSttf dfter die -Elections that it is not easy 
to bring in socialism within one year, we 
tfet-the dOdbt that even in 1976 the -same 
excuse might be offered. Though no- time- 
limit can be fixed for creating a socialistic 
-society, yet -a climate and consciousness 
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ing the objective of establishing an egalita¬ 
rian society. 

Mr, (Deputy Speaker, tfr,f w a ul* Hft r 
to ask what tangible ana direct benefits 
would accrue to the poor pebpte4tri#dgh 
this Budget. If the G ov e rnm e n t am 
enumerate a few such benefits, then we are 
prepared to accept ‘that this Is a-wfeUMitic 
Budget. As many hon. Members wftand 
to the taxes levied in this Budget, we find 
that there is an impost on maida. 'WoWfe 
aware and we reaMse that no Government 
would be able to run the administration 
without resorting to taxation. My pMfty, 
the Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam, is also 
running a responsible Government of a 
State. It is not just levying a tax-on tmaMa 
but the justification put forth is really 
shocking to -us. The justification for fids 
levy on maida is that the 'bread made out of 
maida is consumed mostly by affluent sec¬ 
tions of the society. It might be true also. 
You find that the rich people are 'served 
bread in the Inter-continental Oberoi Hotel. 
At the same time, you also see poor people 
eating bread in the pavement shops of Delhi 
Bazars. We cannot afford to tax bread on 
the ground that it is a rich man’s food 
because of our unsavoury association with 
the people frequently visiting Inter-conti¬ 
nental Hotel. This is a glaring example of 
the fallacy of syllogism. (Just because a cow 
with four legs gives milk, you cannot expect 
milk from a table with four legs. A lone 
villager in the corner of South takes bread 
and so also a rich man in the Inter-conti¬ 
nental Hotal. The Government, under'the 
false notion that a poor man wash! 'feel 
proud to be compared with a rich levy* tax 
on maida. 

It is also claimed that revenue of fts. 7.4 
crores would Accrue ns a resale mf< tfclsenuc 
on maida and this amount would -be -set 
apart for implementing Children* s "Ktitritfcm 
Programme. 1 don’t understand 
lion between these two. AU the members 
•alike, both from Opposition Olid •fittdt’fbe 
Congress, have demanded the TrtthiiaarinblDf 
this levy on maida. If Shri Chavan, realis¬ 
ing his uneviable position, withdttrWs *the 
tax on maida, what will be the consequence. 
The poor Children WWbo' de pr i ve d' ‘of the 
benefits of Nutrition Psogrsnarne, 
unable to appreciate the so-called socialist-

be taxed. We have not touched the Corporate 
Sector in this Budget All the members <of 
ihlilftauM jcnaw how the corporate sector 
Rtacftioha hi our country. We regret that 
fee Corporate sector which earqg huge pro¬ 
fits has been left untouched in this Budget. 

Shrimati Indira Gandhi in her Budget 
Speech last year stated that the inaeme of 
ihusbend and wife would be taken together 
Xortbe assessment of income tax. This ye»r 
-tbeie is no-mention about it in the Budget. 
.1 h appe ne d to aome across a news item in 
which Dr. -Patel* * who prepares the Budget 
Speech of the Finance Minister, is reported 
40! have said that there is no intention on 
the -part of -Government to link up wife’s 
income with that of the husband for the 
-purpose of assessment of income tax. I 
•request the hon. Finance Minister to exa¬ 
mine this question. 

Besides the corporate sector, there are 
any. number of advocates practising in the 
Supreme Court and also Doctors earning 
huge income. They neither give any receipts 
nor keep proper accounts of their income. 
There are big lawyers earning Rs. 4,5 lakh 
a year. I would like to request t.he Finance 
Minister to devise ways and means for 
collecting taxes due from them on their 
-actual income. I would also plead with 
him that he should take vigorous steps to 
collect the huge arrears of income tax. It is 
true that the Finance Minister has referred 
toihe problem of un-accounted money in 
his budgets speech. But I would urge that, 
before the conclusion of this session, he 
should bring legislative proposals before the 
House to unearth the unaccounted money. To 
Xaride tire*problem of hoarded black money, 
t (there‘is -oniyone -way' out fbr the Finance 
ftMMtterwttd that * is to demonetize hundred 
raapee notes - and also currencies of higher 
‘feareentattion. There have been reports to 
this effect in the newspaper-but the Governor 
<of-theJUsecvo Beak has denied them. In 
.feis^Hourenlso this report has bean contra¬ 
dicted. But-I .would appeal,to the Finance 
! Miotaecfte >take .the step of demonetizing 
-mheaitatingiy so that the vexatious pro- 
»hlcm-of black money can be solved,

this problem. A sum of Rs. 25 cram has 
been earmarked for creating job opportuniti¬ 
es to the educated unemployed. There are 
7 crones of unemployed in our country. In 
the interim Budget there was a provision of 
Rs. 50 crores for rural employment pro¬ 
gramme and the share of Tamil Nadu was 
a meagere sum of Rs. If crores. You can 
imagine how and to what extent employ¬ 
ment opportunities can be created width 
this paltry sum - of Rs. 1} crores. The un¬ 
employment problem is assuming serious 
proportions and the Government will have 
to take very effective steps if they want to 
avoid grave consequences. The Central 
Government should not only establish in¬ 
dustrial units throughout the country but 
also extend their unstinted cooperation to 
the State Governments trying to set up such 
units. The Tamil Nadu Government sought 
the sanction of Central Government for act¬ 
ing up 140 industrial units last year but 
they were given permission only for 36 units. 
It is a pity that permission was refused for 
104 units. I know that this problem of 
unemployment cannot be solved with-the 
help of agriculture alone. There is impera¬ 
tive need for setting up industrial units* big 
and small, in large numbers if thi3 problem 
is to be tackled to some extent. 

Under the head ‘Defence’, an amount of 
Rs. 1079 crores has been allocated in this 
Budget. We find that a major portion of 
the allocation is under revenue account and 
very little is made available to capital 
account. I am of the view that defence pro¬ 
duction must be given great fillip. Because 
of discipline in the Army, the workers in 
the defence installations would funcitei^ 
efficiently and if more defence production 
units are set up, it would go a tong way in 
mitigating the rigours of educated unemploy¬ 
ment. 

I would request that a Committee should 
be set up to consider the question of recur¬ 
ring losses in public sector undertakings and 
also to suggest measures to prevent such 
losses. The D. M. K. Party has accepted 
unreservedly the nationalisation policy of 
the Central Government. But on account 
of certain shortcoming in the working of the 
nationalised Beotor and also due to adminis¬ 
trative lapses, you find heavy losses. -If 
proper steps are taken to streamline the ad¬ 
ministrative machinery I am core these 
nationalised units wfil 'become profit-maWng 
-units. To give an example, there 4s a cement 
factory in Mysore. The requirement of 
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gypsum for Ihigi factory is met ffom 
Rajasthan. But this gypsum is available at 
less cost in Uduimlaipettai, which is in my 
constituency. If arrangements are made to 
utilise this gypsum for this factory in 
Mysore, naturally this unit will start making 
profits because the transportation charges 
will be cut down considerably and the price 
of gypsum is also less. Though we have 
repeatedly referred to this, nobody has cared 
to look into this matter. Such small lapses 
abound in public sector units. If the hon. 
Minister takes steps to remove them, then 
naturally the public sector units would 
function well. 

Hie hon. Finance Minister has himself 
accepted that the administration of the 
nationalised banks is not upto the mark. 
Even today the directors of not only the 
State Bank of India but also the 14 nationali¬ 
sed banks are given clean overdraft facilities 
which help them to indulge in personal 
aggrandisement. We recently came acioss 
the case of misappropriation of Rs. 60 lakhs 
by one Mr. Malhotra in the State Bank of 
India in New Delhi. It is not that there is 
only one Malhotra in Delhi but there are 
thousands of Maihotras working in the 
State Bank Branches and also in the 14 
nationalised Banks. I would request the 
Minister to go into the question of impro¬ 
ving the working of nationalised banks in 
all seriousness. 

The prices of food articles must be 
reduced. The hon. Finance Minister has 
been advising ad museum the State Govern¬ 
ments to reduce the non-plan expenditure. 
How is it possible ? The Central Govern¬ 
ment is in a position to increase the emolu¬ 
ments of its employees any time and to any 
extent. When the prices of essential com¬ 
modities are soaring sky-high, the State 
Government have no alternative but to in¬ 
crease emoluments of their employees. It is 
very necessary that the rise in prices of 
essential commodities must be arrested and 
brought under control. Also, all efforts must 
be made to increase the production substan¬ 
tially. 

It is stated that a Bill would be circulat¬ 
ed to the States for the purpose of putting 
a ceiling on urban property. There seems 
to be also another proposals to take over 
the administration of Estates Duty from the 
States. This process of circulation and con¬ 
sultation will no doubt take considerable 
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time. I would like the Finance MfadrtMr 
to thrash out these issues in a Conference 
of the Chief Ministers of States and take 
expeditious steps to bring forward the 
necessary legislation. 

« 

Every State is striving hard to imple¬ 
ment progressive measures. So for as Tamil 
Nadu is concerned, we have created a Slum 
Clearance "Board with a view to providing 
alternative accommodation to thousands of 
slum dwellers. The State Government has 
also provided a sum of Rs. 4$ crores for this 
purpose. I request the Finance Minister 
to give matching grant to our State Govern¬ 
ment so that they can take up this work 
effectively. The Tamil Nadu Government 
is taking steps to meet the acute housing 
shortage throughout the State with the 
help of the Housing Board. The State 
Government has requested the Centre to 
provide Rs. 10 crores from the Revolving 
Fund created for this purpose. I appeal 
to (he Finance Minister to accede to the 
request of State Government and sanction 
this amount. 

On the occasion of the birth-day of our 
Chief Minister Kalaignar Karunanidhi on 
the 3rd of this month, a scheme of rehabili¬ 
tation of beggars was started. This scheme 
is not entirely financed by the State Govern¬ 
ment, but many voluntary agencies and also 
individuals have donated substantial amounts 
for implementing this scheme. There are 
60,000 beggars in Tamil Nadu alone, of 
which 8,000 suffer from leprosy. My Govern¬ 
ment has initiated this scheme to give 
immediate medical attention and succour to 
these 8,000 lepers. I would request the hon. 
Finance Minister to allocate special funds 
to our State for eradicating beggary from 
our State. 

Though agriculture is given top priority 
in this Budget, tractors have been taxed 
heavily. I request the Finance Minister to 
re-examine the heavy impost on tractor, 
which contributes greatly to agricultural 
progress in the country. 

In Tamil Nadu, our life and death 
question is adequate water supply. Today 
we are depending upon the tender mefcibs 
of the neighbouring States of Mysore and 
Kerala for our water supply. Cauvety 
Water dispute is still hanging fire though 
Tamil NSdu has been crying hoarse for a 
solution. I request the Minister that jthis 
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dilute should he referred to arbitration. 
%. ; *^e Bourth Hve Year Wan,a sum of 
Rfr 8j crores has been allocated lor Mysore 
Styatf, ■ 80 that they can utilise fully the 
watqrs of riven Sowing westward by con¬ 
structing dams across them. It looks as if 
the Government of Mysorj is trying to stop 
the supply of Cauvery Waters simply be¬ 
cause. Tgniil Nadu gets it Water is not 
ah exclusive property of any individual or 
St a te ; it is a divine gift to the people. 
The Central Government cannot be a silent 
spectator and a mute witness to the suffer¬ 
ings of people in Tamil Nadu. Just because 
there is a dispute between two States, the 
Central Government should also not resort 
to divide and rule policy to suit their con¬ 
venience and to keep their hold on both the 
States. If politics is introduced in this 
matter, 1 would warn the Centre of serious 
and grave consequences. According to the 
provisions of Inter-State Water Disputes 
Act, 1956, this issue should be referred to 
arbitration. 

Besides setting up industrial units for 
solving the unemployment problem, the 
much talked about scheme of linking Ganges 
with Cauvery should become a reality. It 
should not become a victim of protracted 
and futile negotiations. Recently, Dr. K. L. 
Roo stated that the States will have to be 
consulted in this respect. I appeal to the 
Finance Minister that this scheme should be 
treated as a central scheme and it should be 
implemented as early as possible. This 
would create job opportunities for thousands 
of educated unemployed. There is also an¬ 
other scheme known as Sethu Samudram 
Project, which is pending for long. If im¬ 
plemented, it will not only create job oppor¬ 
tunities for the educated unemployed of that 
area but. will also bring substantial revenues 
to the Central Government. 

I would like to suggest that a Board 
should be constituted to decide on the utili¬ 
sation of waters of rivers flowing through 
two or more States. 

We have been demanding that more 
pqwers should he given to the States. 1 
would like to state that nobody need appre¬ 
hend that this demand for more powers will 
weaken the hands .of the Centre. On the 
other hand, there, will be a strong centre be¬ 
cause the States will be functioning 
smoothjy. . 1° Taryore there is a big temple 
im which, we wanted to shift the idol from 
0 %e.pl»?p. to_apqtb«r, . But thp Ccptrai 


Govern men t intervened and stopped us from 
doing such a small thing. Similarly, In Vellore 
there is a Fort and also a temple. Inside 
the temple there is no idol of God. When 
we wanted to instal an idol of God inside 
the temple, permission was refused by the 
Centre. I request that the Central Govern¬ 
ment should stop the interference, in such 
small matters. 

As allocations are made in the Five 
Year Plans to the States, I would suggest 
that the States should be earmarked their 
share of foreign exchange also. 

I will like to mention here that the 
efforts of the State Government to bring 
prosperity to the poor are not being supple¬ 
mented by the Central Government. As the 
taxation proposals in this Budget would add 
to the distress of the poor people of our 
country, I request the hon. Finance Minister 
to withdraw the tax on maida, on coarse 
cloth, on cheap variety of ready garments 
and soaps. I would also state here that the 
price of kerosene has gone up in sympathy 
with the tax on petroleum products. I 
would request the hon. Finance Minister 
to take steps to see that the price of kero¬ 
sene does not go up. 

With these words, I conclude. 

SHRI AHMED AGA (Baramulla) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I find, the Budget 
proposals are a very sincere effort at re¬ 
ducing inequality in income and wealth. 
There is really an effort at reducing the con¬ 
centration of wealth. 

I welcome the Budget. My immediate 
reaction to the Budget was :

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The socialism is not going to be achiev¬ 
ed by this one Budget alone. It is a pro¬ 
cess which will take time. The whole 
question is ; Are we going on the right path 
or are we not going on the right path ? 
That we are going on the right path is 
certainly borne out by the proposals that are 
contained in the Budget. I do not want to 
repeat what has been said before. I have 
got something else to say which is more 
important and which is connected wjth th? 
Budget, 
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I fed* la these? Budget proposals that 
the taxation l at tha highest level is 97.6 
pa cent and 1 again see that after wealth 
I bait at Jta 17.5 lalfhir the taxation would 
start eating the holding itself. 1 see that 
the Finance Minister has tried to tax the 
rich. He had also tc tax those who could 
afford to pay as in view of narrow nut base, 
it, was not possible for him to leave them 
out, I understand there is a resentment 
against the rise in price of bjread and also 
with regard to ready-made garments and 
soap. 

There are two types of ready-made 
garments, one worn by the poor and the 
other worn by the rich. I wish the Finance 
Minister to look into this aspect again so 
that the gairoents which are purchased by 
the poor are not taxed. There is a difference 
between the two types of garments, one is 
sold in poorer areas and the other is sold 
in places like Connaught Place. Connaught 
Place garments must certainly be taxed. 

We got massive mandate from the 
people^ but not Alladtn's Lamp. In the 
Interim Budget, the Finance Minister said 
that he will give a better budget. But what 
was the condition after that ? Other things 
have happened. We got the Bungla Desk 
problem. There is massacre going on there. 
The Finance Minister cannot just foiget 
about that. He has to put one-third for 
defence purposes and there by the resources 
get curtailed or limited to that extent. We 
have always believed that the pre-requisite 
for development is peace. Therefore, we 
gave the idea of panchsheel to the world.

[Sfarf K. N. Tiwary in the Chair ] 

When the Prime Minister went to 
Lusaka conference where half the world’s 
population was represented by 53 countries, 
the Prime Minister reiterated Panditji’s 
remarks, which I will quote. He had 
said: 

“We are in no camp and no military 
alliance. The only camp we should 
like to be in is the camp of peace which 
should include as many countries as 
possible.” 

Our policy has always been for maintaining 
world peace. But what has happend dusty

I am surprised, shocked agg, 
bewildered to see this statement of gtyft 
to Rahnuma-Deccan. He is gjvipg support 
to military dictatorship and that also of tlj&, 
worst type. We must understand wha^haa 
happened when East Bengal had. optqd" for 
Pakistan and they had voted for Pakistan 
and what is it that has happened now. X 
wish that Sheikh Abdullah had also given 
thought to that. Why they want to fait 
out 7 Because, they never had proper type 
of Government. First, they had feudal, 
lords and then they had military dictator¬ 
ship which was started by Ayub, and now 
today by Yahya who says, T am mere loyal 
than Mujib’ who is elected by the people, 
When they were in the Army Sendee in 
1947 other people were fighting for inde¬ 
pendence, but not Yahya, not Ayub. Let 
us try to understand this. They were 
serving His Majesty’s or Her Majesty's 
Government in Britain then when they were 
in the army in 1947. Let us try to under¬ 
stand why truncated Pakistan is disintegra¬ 
ting.

I want to give some figures. What did 
Ayub do 7 He created 20 families including 
his to control the whole economy of 
Pakistan, and that also in West Pakistan. 
They control 66 per cent of the fodqsgrild 
capital. Those 20 famPies control 80 per 
cent of the country's banking system. Again 
it is these 20 families who control 97 per 
cent of the insurance. The Bgngla Desh 
people were earning them the foreign 
exchange, but almost the whole of that was 
being spent in West Pakistan. Again, who 
are these 20 families and what other vested 
interest. Ayub created feudal lords fte 
from among the army mar. He gave tend 
to the retired army personnel * and settled 
them mi land and made them into landlord* 
and thereby he tried to perpetuate a -sert 
of vested interest even In the army aad> 
thereby ensure tbffc interest tty tyutyty- 
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perpetual rule by the army in Pakistan. 

’ This bad beep the , policy of Ayub. But 
! what happened was that even in Wes. 
Pakistan, there was a movement by the 
, people; bythe students and by intellectuals 
and Olliers. So, Ayub had to go away. He' 
could not remain in power for long. At 
that time, he had asked Yahya whether he 
coaid have martial law again. But Yahya 
refused. Yahya was wiser at that time. He 
told Ayub that it was not possibly to have 
Bait Bengal with them if the imposed 
martial law. So, Ayub had to hand over to 
quit and Yahya took over. 

Today, we find that Yahya has com¬ 
mitted the same mistake that Ayub wanted 
to commit. Today, he was forgotten the 
advice that he gave to Ayub, and thus he 
had invited trouble for himself. Today, the 
entire East Bengal has gone out of his 
hands. It is absolutely wrong to say today 
that Bangla Desh can remain united with 
West Pakistan any longer. Again, I am 
reminded of what Sheikh Abdullah has said. 
He has said that he is supporting Yahya 
because he wants a united Pakistan consist¬ 
ing of East aud West Pakistan. 1 want to 
understand what he means by this unity. 
The two wings are more than one thousand 
miles apart, and still he wants unity bet¬ 
ween the eastern and the western wings of 
Pakistan. For that matter, one could 
argue that Iraq and Syria should also be 
united. Iraq and Syria have the same 
civilisation, Iraq, Syria and Jordan are 
Muslim countries speaking Arabic and 
having the same civilisation and coming 
from the same Semitic race and following the 
same religion. Why does Sheikhs Abdullah 
not say that they should also be united ? If 
Iraq and Syria and Jordan could be separate 
Muslim countries, why not Bangla Desh also 
It can be a separate Muslim country, and I do 
not see any reason why we cannot recognise 
East Bengal as a separate country. 

Now, why is it that East Bengal has 
gone out of the control of West Pakistan ? 
The reason is simple. West Pakistan treated 
East Bengal as its colony, and that is why 
they have lost this portion. The Bangla 
Desh people want their independence, and 
in fact, they have every right to ask for 
their independence. Therefore, it is , in¬ 
correct to say that unity has to be there 
between East and West Pakistan even at 
this cost. 

We ttad that Yahya Khan’s repression 
fcifcpt Bengal tuts bqeq iqostly against the 


students and intellectuals and vforkgrs. 
Abdul Mans has said that about g lakh. of, 
workers haye been killed during the last 
two months in Bangla Desh. About one 
lakh workers besides Intelligentsia and stu- * 
dents and others who were fighting in the 
liberation movement have been' killed 
there. 

With all this repression, it is not possible 
for Yahya to keep this area. I therefore 
plead with Government to see reason and 
reality and recognise Bangla Desh as a 
separate entity. It is entirely a separate 
country. 

Now I wish to say a few things about 
the budget. I would request the Finance 
Minister to involve the educated unemployed 
in rural works programmes. Unless this is 
done, it is not possible to do any thing very 
substantial in this regard. 

Then more loans should be given to the 
self-employed. At the moment, the rules 
and regulations and procedures of the SBI 
and other banks are so rigid that it is not 
possible to get loans. We want more loans 
to go to the people so that they can put 
these loans to productive use for self-emp, 
loyment. 

Then I wish to say one thing emphati¬ 
cally. There are Rs. 2,000 crores of black 
money. Unless we unearth it, is not possible 
to go ahead with our programmes without 
interference from these quarters. I suggest 
that we demonetise the 100-rupee notes. 

I was amazed to read in the papers 
yesterday a statement issuee by Shri Morarji 
Desai, a great respected leader. He said 
that this budget would lead to more evasion 
and that no Finance Minister has been able 
to please all sections. But I feel Shri 
Chavan has certainly pleased a very, large 
section, these people who want change and 
do not believe in status quo. In this 
connection, I am reminded of a beautiful 
verse'which I would like to recite for the 
House :

SHRI M. T. RAJU (Narasapur) : While 
I do support the budget proposals of the 
Finance Minister, I beg leave to express my 
views and offer a few suggestions on the 
broader issues of budget policy*- Of all-the 
objectives of the taxation proposals* the ehn

I am 
aimM a ceiling at s6 high a level would 
hardly serve to usher in socialism in a poor 
cpwfey like ours. 


As hem. Members are aware, almost all 
thp fetate Governments have imposed ceilings 
on agricultural lands. The ceiling varies 
ftom State to State, but by and large it 
does not exceed 25 to 30 acres of good land. 
Even on the most liberal valuation, the 
value of the land up to this ceiling will not 
be more than Rs. If or Rs. 2 lakhs at the 
most. Is it right, 1 ask that an urban 
businessman should be allowed to, accummu- 
late wealth up to Rs. 10 or Rs. 15 lakhs 
while a man in the rural area who confines 
himself to the pursuit of agriculture is not 
allowed to possess land worth more than 
Rs. If or Rs. 2 lakhs ? These differential 
ceilings are wholly discriminatory. And 
what is wrpse, a lower ceiling in the case of 
agriculture will in effect amount to penalising 
entreprpopurship in agriculture. It is the 
rural entrepreneurship that is responsible 
for the green revolution, and you can hardly 
spstain this green revolution if there is a 
flight of talent from village to town in 
pursuit qf higher levels of income and 
higher levels of wealth. 

The Finance Minister himself has pointed 
out that ultimately the basis of taxation has 
to be the size of income or wealth irrespec¬ 
tive of the feet whether it is derived from 
agricultural or eon-agricultural sources. I 
entirely agree with the statement. The norms 
and standards of social justice must apply 
equally and uniformly, no matter what species 
of property we are dealing with. I plead, 
therefore, that from now onwards we should 
(ggeg towards imposing a ceiling OQ the 
{ftfeijty qff wealth, on the totality of incpqie 
Md ty n person, whether the wealth or the 
ftccgqe |s derived faun agricultural or non- 
ggfiggltoral sources or from both. Pending

I would like tq make one mote ppijpt pp 
behalf of ggricultuq&ts, It is proposed ftp 
levy excjsf duty cm traetpr*. A tfeh mgp 
no doubt can ptudtase a tractor paying thp 
excise duty, but it must be realised that t he 
use of tractors is not confined to the rfeh 
formers gjone. Field experience would tell 
ypu tbaf many small farmers now-a-dayg, 
whose holdings are too small to enable thfm 
to maintain plough and cattle, are jnesgur 
singly going in for tractors for ploughing 
their fields. I would therefore suggest for 
the consideration of the Government that 
simultaneously they should take steps to 
provide tractors to small farmers and margi¬ 
nal farmers on hire basis at subsidised rates. 
I am suggesting this because I shall be vpry 
sorry if mechanisation of agriculture should 
receive a set back in our country merely 
because of the levy of the excise duty. 

Experience all over the world has shown 
that mechanisation is a very potent factor 
for improving agricultural productivity. 

I now come to our expenditure pro¬ 
grammes. Just as taxation schemes could 
help us in levelling down the rich, expendi¬ 
ture programmes could on the other hand 
help us in levelling up the poor. The 
central objective or policy of the Govern¬ 
ment avowedly is the abolition poverty. I 
should have thought that this budget should 
have shown the way how the central objec¬ 
tive was going to be fulfilled. It is not 
enough to say that poverty cannot be 
abolished through one budget alone. A 
substantive beginning has to be made in the 
budget. What does abolition of poverty 
mean in terms of governmental action, in 
terms of Government’s responsibility to 
undertake measures to abolish i\ In my 
view this would only mean that this class of 
people who are the most economically back¬ 
ward should first be enabled to attain a 
standard of living comparable to that now 
being enjoyed by their more fortunate 
brethren. I plead that one should begin 
with the poorest of the poor so that you 
can make a dent in the poverty tine where 
it is most stinking. Our task then would 
be to identity correctly those classes who 
are the most backward who need attention 
by the community. Such people, in ray 
v»«w. would oqly be Haryam, *8*1* and 
poo?, It If taif wq ttyfe* 
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taking a number of rural schemes and these 
dootftfaM wffl help to raise the income of 
the downtrodden classes. But the point I 
tett* td Stress js this. It would net be 
correct to assume that any increased 
incomes these new job opportunities may 
tf*e them will not automatically secure an 
improvement in their physical and social 
living conditions. I give you my reason for 
this. Their present income levels are so 
lew, so appallingly low that any increase 
that these people are able to achieve mil be 
almost wholly absorbed by current consump¬ 
tion and little of nothing would be left for 
savings or investment in any durable benefits 
tike housing. These classes are living in 
segregated congested and most insanitary 
localities ; then housing conditions are 
appalling. What more lasting social 
welfare measures can we think of than 
providing housing to these down-trodden 
people. I make bold to say that the people 
of this country will cheerfully bear the 
burden of the heavy taxation this budget has 
imposed provided that a substantial part of 
the new revenues are utilised for providing 
tangible benefits of direct and immediate 
nature for improving the living conditions 
Of these downtrodden people. I would 
therefore plead with the Finance Minister 
that we should undertake a massive housing 
programme for the benefit of these backward 
classes so that every family shall be provi¬ 
ded with a dwelling house in the next ten 
years. A big provision will have to be 
made in the current budget. 1 am not 
asking for anything new. The Finance 
Minister himself has reminded use of the 
commitment he has made when he sub¬ 
mitted the interim budget, namely, that the 
budget proper will provide for a significant 
increase in the outlays on development and 
social welfare. 

So far aa the development outlay is con¬ 
cerned, he has fulfilled his commitment by 
increasing the phut ceiling to Rs. 130 crores, 
but when it comes to social welfare, I am 
afraid his fulfilment is by no means articu¬ 
late. All I am asking for is that he 
should make a substantial provision in this 
budget for immediately improving the 
'tihktUfd of living of these downtroddden 
people if his budget is to go down as one 
drawn up on the basis of a socialist 
mandate.

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary): Mr. Chrirman, Sir, I rise to 
support the Budget presented by the Finance 
Minister who belongs to the party to which 
I also have the honour to belong. I doing 
so, I hope, the House will bear with me if 
I were to give a brief analysis of the 
Budget as an instrument of economic growth 
combined with stability and economic justice. 
I may add that in doing this, I am not only 
speaking as a party Member but I am also 
speaking as an economists who has done 
some academic v ork in the field of public 
finance and Indian economic development. 

I shall begin with a statement of our 
economic and social objectives. These are 
clear and unambiguous. I may list them as 
under for the purpose of this Budget dis¬ 
cussion. Firstly, we want a rate of econo¬ 
mic growth that will be of an accelerating 
character, a rate of economic growth that 
may make a significant dent on the problem 
of Indian poverty. 

Secondly, we want maximisation of 
employment both in rural areas as well as 
of the educated unemployed. 

Thirdly, we want expansion of opportu¬ 
nities for what I would call a small man, 
may be a small industrialist, may be a small 
professional of a small trader or a small 
agriculturist, who belongs to what may be 
called the small sector in the economy. 

Fourthly, we want reduction to the 
maximum extent possible in the disparities 
of income and wealth with an eventual idea 
—I hope, I am not misinterpreting my 
party’s policy—of having an '[effective ceiling 
on both income and property through fiscal 
measures. 

Finally, all this has got to be done along 
with stability of prices, specially of the prices 
of essential commodities, 
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This*. I believe, ere the five broad 
object vet .of oar economic and social policy 
which we have accepted and for the impfe- 
mentation of which the Budget can be a 
very important instrument. 

The instrumentalities at the disposal of 
the budget are the resources it raises, the 
manner in which those resources are raised 
and the expenditure for which these 
resources are raised. 

I will begin with the subject, rate of 
growth. How far are we going to have 
accelerated rate of growth 7 The Fourth 
Plan docunent had given a figure of Rs. 8871 
crores as the Central outlay. I am dealing 
with the Centre because I do not have with 
me relevant figures as far as States are con¬ 
cerned. The Fourth Plan gives a figure of 
Rs. 8871 crores for Central schemes and 
Centrally-sponsored Schemes. These do not 
include Central assistance to States. These 
do not include Union Territories, but only 
what are called Central Schemes or Centrally 
sponsored Schemes, for 1969-70 to 1973-74. 
The Fourth Plan had said that there should 
be an outlay of Rs. 8871 crores. Two years 
of the Fourth Plan are now over. We are 
now in the Third Plan year. -I find that the 
total expenditure- incurred and to be in- 
enrred taking the proposals and the addi¬ 
tions made for the current year into account, 
comes to the order of Rs. 4,000 crores. 
Actually it will be a little less than Rs. 4,000 
crores. That means Rs. 4871 crores or 55% 
of the Fourth Plan outlay has to be imple¬ 
mented in the next two years, that is 1972-73 
and 1973-74. 

The Plan outlay this year would go up 
by Rs. 155 crores over last year. The next 
year’s plan outlay will have to be stepped 
up over this year’s budget estimate by not 
less than -600 crores and in the year after 
that, by probably something like Rs. 700 or 
800 crores. If we don’t do that, if we don’t 
have this plan outlay, as suggested by the 
Planning Commission, how are we going to 
•achieve the 5.5 per cent rate of growth which 
has. beep laid down as target by the Plann¬ 
ing Commission 7 

In the Fourth Plan first year there was 
5.5 percent rate of growth. Well, that is 
1969*7$. 8bt the Finqncp Nfiqister j$ys 


that he expects a 5.5 per cent rate of growth 
in 1970*71. Frankly 1 do not understand r 
it. Either the figure given hi the Economic ? 
Survey is wrong, or the analysis made all 
these years is wrong, or the Finance Minister 
has teen wrongly advised. 

If we take the Economic Survey it brings 
out that in the year 1970-71 agricultural 
production is supposed to increase by 5 per. 
cent and industrial production by s 4.1 per 
cent. The Planning Commission has made 
it very clear that if yon want 5.5 per cent 
rate of growth, agricultural production 
should increase at the rate of 5 par cent and 
industrial production should be increased at 
the rate of 9 per cent. Only then you will 
get the 5.5 per cent rate of growth. So i 
am rather doubtful if 1970-71 is going to 
record a 5.5 per cent rate of growth. This 
year, with its additional outlay. I hope we> 
will reach 5.5 per cent; but we must 
remember that it is not merely a question of 
investment, but it is a matter of implement¬ 
ing individual targets. 

The target for foodgrains production in 
Fourth Plan year 1973-74 is 129 million 
tonnes. It started with 95 million tonnes 
and in the year 1970-71 we reached 
105 million tonnes. That means we were 
able to increase production by 11 million 
tonnes in this sector which is one of out 
successful sectors. 

In the next 3 years including 1971-72 we 
will have to increase production by 24 
million tonnes. Can we do it unless' we 
have appropriate investment 7 

Take industrial production. We must 
get 9 per cent rate of growth. We had 6.8 T 
and 4.1 per cent rate of growth. What 
about the present year 7 I do not think we 
are going to have more than 6 or 7 per cent 
rate of growth. If we want to fulfil this 
target in the next 2 years industrial produc¬ 
tion should gear up by about 9 or 10 or 11 
per cent. 

Therefore, the budget allocations, I 
am afraid, in this year’s budget have to be 
viewed in the context of the Fourth Plan, 
because the budget is our principal instru¬ 
ment for implementing the Plan. 

Sometimes, I wonder whether there is 
indeed coordination between the Finance 
Minister and the Planning Minister or bet¬ 
ween the Finance Minister and the Planning 
Commission. I think it is very important

Regarding the maximisation of employ- 
meat, I tlfiak we have made a new dep&r- 
tore. We have net iside Rs. 90 crates for 
total aeapieymtet and Rs. 25 crores for 
Bd ua bti d employment. I think that it is 
0 food thing. 1 am not tod sum how 
sbtatosftil to ay are going to be. It wiit all 
depend upon very detailed planning in depth 
ag toe taluk and district levels and the co- 
apc rati ea of the State Governments, because 
these are not going to imp'emented by the 
Geotta but by the States. All toe same, I 
think that it is a good thing that we have 
made this departure, and I welcome it. I 
only hope that we shall get some concrete 
Mfca hi the oourse of either this year or the 
next year as to when the actual progress 
fepnttiog off these schemes for employment 
tats been. In the meanwhile, this is not 
going to solve our unemployment problem. 
**.» crores a year may give us, allowing 
tot expenses and so on, employment for 
about 300,000 persons, and these 300,000 
parsons will be for one year only. So, 
Rs. 50 crores a year will only mean an 
additional employment of 300,000 people, 
but every year, people are pouring in into 
the labour force not in terms of hundreds 
Of thousands but In terms of millons. There¬ 
fore, there is no other solution for the 
Problem of unemployment than a massive 
tacrtoto in the rate of economic growth. 
What We need really is economic growth 
Which would be 8 to 9 per cent a year. I 
db hot think that it is an astronomical 
figure. Japan has achieved it; Yugoslavia 
has achieved it; Germany has_ achieved it, 
and the Soviet Union also has achieved it. 
So* I do not see why we should not be able 
to achieve it 

As tar as the problem of small scale 
sector is concerned, there are Plan schemes, 
but mainly I think we are relying on the 
nationalised banking sector. There are no 
Ipecial schemes for them and no special 
ffifcentived Which this budget pro¬ 
vide*. r would only request thf finance 


Minister to give the House either now or 
later sotae idea,' wet- jwt #bHtfy 'btiMtaente 
or expressions of hope, but tacts and figures 
dealing with toe entail amto# ahd ttefback- 
ward region fa the economy, fcdw Stafiy 
smalt people tame been helped, fcg# ttttid 
has beeor done i* the backward regtoM 
the country and so on. 

As regards diatribaflen, the budget has 
certainly made a bold attempt to batty 
forward what was started last yttf by 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi In her budget, whefi 
she increased the rates of duty on wealth. 
This has beat followed up by the present 
Finance Minister, and I congratulate him on 
the bold step that he has taken in increas¬ 
ing these rates. I welcome the increase in 
the tax rates on wealth, but with one excep¬ 
tion and that is this. I really do not 
understand how his officers permitted this. 

I find that wealth tax has to be paid on 
the entire wealth of the taxed individual, 
not deducting the exemption limit. 

If a man gets Rs. 99,999, or if he has 
get that much of property, there is no tax. 
But the moment he gets Rs. 1 lakh, then 
there is tax on the ent ire sum of Rs. 1 lakh. 
This is something which every tyro in public 
finance knows is not correct. It will lead 
to marginal difficulties, and it wilt lead to 
inequities and it will also lead to attempts 
by all people round about Rs. 1 lakh or 
Rs. 1.20 lakhs to soe that they go below 
Rs. 1 lakh. It will hamper savings. In 
the case of income-tax, what do we do ? 
Rs. 5,000 is exempted. It is cut. If a man 
gets Rs. 5,001, he does not pay tax on 
Rs: 5,001 but only on one rupee. There¬ 
fore, I hope that the Finanoe Minister will 
reconsider this proposal and see to It that 
the exemption of Rs. 1 lakh given in the 
Wealth Tax Act is made applicable to all 
people who pay wealth tax and not in the 
manner in which he has proposed it. 

I should also say that the effectiveness 
of the wealth tax to bring about a reduction 
in disparity in income does not merely de¬ 
pend on the announcement of the fiscal 
measures ; it depends very touch mote on 
implementation. We have had almost 
penal rates of income tax bn petoofikl ft- 
comes—I think the percentage ?s 89 hi 90 
on the highest margin. Yet we all know 
that theta has not been any noticeable re¬ 
duction ip disparity of incomes in this 
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country. Therefore, simply to think that by 
psl tftl more tax rates on uwaHh is going 
tsWsf about a aedalist society and bring 
tome the dapKjty is, in my opinion* wot 
I know the Finance Minister is 
aware of this, that he is aware of the fact 
that steps have to be takfen to prevent tax 
avoidance and tax evasion. 

t welcome the proposal he has made 
that Government has the discretion to buy 
property which Is sold at a lower price, 
dhty 1 would suggest that in order to pre¬ 
vent abuse of this provision, all sales of 
property should be publicly registered and 
anybody paying B annas or a rupee should 
bp able to find out which property has been 
said at what value so that he can bring to 
the notice of Government any mischief. 
Leaving it merely to the officials to decide 
whether the property should be taken over 
by Government or not would not, I think, 
serve the purpose. 

1 would also suggest that Government 
should acquire the option to take over all 
titles to wealth in lieu of cash whenever 
they fed any attempt is being made to 
undervalue the property or in some other 
method to avoid the wealth tax. 

ft is when we come to the other tax 
proposals, including what 1 may call omis¬ 
sions in the tax proposals, that one feels 
perturbed at the effect this budget is going 
to have on the economy. The budget 
makes hardly any attempt at taxing the 
increased income in the rural sector. It is 
not as if all the rural sector m poor,—nor 
does it make even an attempt to include 
agricultural income of an income-tax assessee 
to determine the rate of tax on his non- 
agrioultural income. I am told on reliable 
authority that many big business leaden 
Whose incomes run into lakhs of rupees 
have huge agricultural incomes via grape- 
yards, vineyards, orchards, hybrid seed farms 
and the like, from which the income is very 
rieeaMe but on which no tax is paid. Even 
If we cannot tax these agricultural incomes 
as such, why should we not include the 
Wgrictfitutal income along with the noth 
agricultural income lot determining the tax 
on non-agricultural income ? If there are 
bMxtftutionM difficulties,—we have said in 
ear riectien manifesto that we shall tike 
foe nec ess ar y steps to amend theConsti- 
‘tuties to •remove such difficulties standing in 
the way of -foe implementation >of our pro- 
ttUm. The people have given us -the power 


to do so. T he re for e . I suggest the JUguice 
Minion may Madly aiye an that, 

if necessary; constitutional uro m rfmfn h 
will he put through tp proving gfAqgf 
equitable tax base in this country rfr#*# 
the rural sector. 

Coming to excise duties, I know all af 
us are excited that so many taxes have hem 
levied. But I do not think in (Ms poor 
country we can escape taxing the poor man, 
the common man, if we want to moMtise 
resources. But in choosing the eommedMcs 
or services for taxation, some a t te nti o n 
should be paid to their impost on prim* 
net yield and political discontent gtiMNMf 
therefrom. Sbri J. R. D. Tata hOe totftd* 
only in this morning’s papers that the ntif 
loss Air India would suffer would bo equal 
to the net gain foe exchequer wflf mala by 
the tax oa foreign travel. If that is so,4t 
means a large number of people .will be put 
to unnecessary hardship without any gain 
whatsoever to the exchequer. , 

I do not know if Shri Tata is right or 
wrong ; I have not had the opportunity so 
examine these figures. But I do want So 
suggest that this is very important. 

The tax on petrol and increase in rgjp- 
way freights are bound to send up transport 
costs, and if they send up transport costs, 
it is bound to have an effect op the pj&e 
level in general. Then, the tax op cpgge 
doth, ready-made garments and /wbfe wfll 
result m hardship tp a large number af 
people.

I would be very much interested 4o know 
from the Finance Minister how much sf She 
additions to these taxes is paid fry foe 
Government itself, for instance on J&omrn- 
msnt vehicles for Government use, because 
it is my convictipp that we have now reach¬ 
ed a stage in opr tax-structure when not an 
insignificant portion of foe titx receipts js 
paid by foe Government itself, with the 
result that expenditure goes up and.we 
in a vicious circle.

Retrenchment Cothmittee, that will judge all 
expenditure, developmental and non* 
developmental, fifbm the point of view of 
what I call functional expenditure. 1 know 
that carpets and nice furniture are good in 
drawing rooms and office rooms, but in a 
poor country like ours, when our taxation is 
impinging increasingly on the common man, 
jt is very important for us to see that the 
expenditure incurred is directly functional. 
May be it may deprive us of some comforts 
and the rooms may not have all the aesthe¬ 
tics and beauty that we would like to have, 
but for the time, being we can afford to 
ignore these considerations because the poor 
man cannot be taxed more and more on the 
things'that he daily eats and consumes in 
order to provide non-functional expendi¬ 
ture. 

I would also like to suggest that the 
tax structure itself needs to be examined. 
It is 15 s years ago that the tax structure was 
examined. Since then tax receipts have 
.gone up by 100 per cent, and we have now 
accepted the socialist ideology. I have no 
doubt in my mind as a person who has 
done some work on taxation that the tax 
structure in the country today has reached 
the size of an octopus, further added to by 
the proposals in the present Budget, that its 
effects on costs, on prices and on production 
need to be examined. I, therefore, make 
the serious suggestion to the Finance Minis¬ 
ter that he may kindly consider the possibi¬ 
lity of appointing. a Commissiefi on Taxa¬ 
tion and Public Expenditure to study its 
effect on costs, prices, production and dis¬ 
tribution and its role in implementing our 
declared goal of a socialist society. I do 
■ hope that this suggestion wilt receive proper 
consideration at his hands and will not be 
■dismissed out of hand as often happens 
.when such suggestions are made. 

In a socialist society, public sector enter- 
' prises are expected increasingly to contribute 
their quota to resources mobilisation. They 
. are not just there for some sort of comman¬ 
ding the heights of the economy. They are 
also there for the purpose of increasing 
; .e c ono apte adrvices and making more and 
mope funds available for the purpose of 
egonomfo development, and yet this has 
90 % bean happening. To the extent that 
4i#:Ia not happening, it is a measure of our 
-■Jhitena to build up socialist motivation in our 
•Menomy. I would like to urge upon the 
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Minister to {dace on the Table of the House 
every year a special report on the. working 
of public enterprises for a ^thorough discus’- 
sion just as we discuss the general Budget. 
We are doing it as far as the Railway Bud¬ 
get is concerned. The capital investment 
in public sector enterprises is almost of the 
same order as the capital Invested in Rail¬ 
ways, and they have got to be proper 
instruments -of resources mobilisation. The 
Finance Minister should create financial 
history by such a step. 

This is the first time after long yean 
when a deficit has appeared in the Revenue 
Budget. The overall Central deficit, inspite 
of increased taxation, is of the order of 
Rs. 200 crores and this is bound to go up 
because of the Bangla Desh Refugee pro¬ 
blem. 

The State Governments have an over¬ 
draft to the extent of Rs. 260 crores with the 
Reserve Bank and I am afraid that inspite 
of the appeal made by the Finance Minister 
it is not likely to come down. How are we 
going to maintain stability of prices with 
such massive deficit financing ? I know 
there is no escape from deficit financing as 
far as we are concerned. What are we doing 
to counter the adverse effects of deficit 
financing. Has the Government got any 
anti-deficit financing policy ? Are they 
going to have more fair price shops and 
controlled distribution of essential commo¬ 
dities ? How do we deal with the pheno¬ 
menon of parallel markets with their inevi¬ 
table impact on the inflationary forces, on 
the economy ? I think the House is entitled 
to request the Finance Minister to spell out 
in concrete terms the anti-dotal measures 
he has in mind for countering the effects of 
deficit financing. I am reminded of a Chief 
Minister of one of the States in this country 
who was very fond of eating sweets and he 
had diabetes. He would eat sweets and 
promptly taken an insulin injection. We are 
in that position; we want sweet—deficit 
financing. Along with that let us have 
insulin injection. I would like to know what 
the insulin Injections are. 

In conclusion the budget does.not wear 
the new look which was expected after our 
massive victory at the polls and the .pledges 
made to our people. Of course I do not 
think that it is a capitalist budget at pro- 
feudal budget or any such ex pre ss io ns which 
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have been attributed to it by our friend* in 
the Opposition. I know the Finance 
Minister's ii a very difficult job with njaoy 
constraints. Hj has also bad not enough 
time to undertake a thorough review he 
expected to make between the interim 
budget and the final budget. All the same 
H was my. duty as a Member of this . House to 
bring before him and this august House, my 
analysis and suggestions for consideration. 
Having done this and with the hope that he 
will make some response to the widely ex¬ 
pressed opinion in the House on some of 
hi* taxation proposals, I would conclude 
with an expression of support to the 
budget. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur) : Mr. Chairman. Sir, at the outset 
U|t me identify my area of criticism against 
the budget. In this House the criticism of 
the budget has come from two sections. 
There is a section which is disturbed by even 
minor disturbances that are likely to be 
caused to the status quo by the introduction 
of this budget. There is another section, a 
section of socialists which feels that socialist 
aspirations of the people are not adequately 
reflected in this budget. I reprsent this 
particular section of critics who look at this 
budget from the point of view of socialist 
aspirations. The Finance Minister while 
presenting the Budget to the House said : 
“the massive mandate which this Govern¬ 
ment had received from the people three 
months ago was a mandate for socialism, a 
mandate for rapid economic growth matched 
by increased social justice.” 

The very nature of the ruling party and 
the governmental agency that is going to 
implement the budget proposals is such that 
the socialist aspirations of the people are 
bound to be frustrated. They are frustrated 
for more than one reason. After the last 
•lections there were expectations that socialist 
policy would be pursued and poverty eradi¬ 
cated. On the one side the Congress (R) 
was able to gain a massive majority; on 
the other hand frightened by the big victory 
of the Congress (R) sections of the Congress 

(Q) parted drifting towards the Congress 

(R) and the overwhelming majority that the 
Congress (R) had already received became 
mom massive. While it received more 
support and encouragement from the hulk of 
its new supporters it lost it Socialist image 
in the entire process the monolithic of the 
old undivided Congress was re-created ; the 


monolith consists of elements with diverse 
political perspectives and conflicting 
economic interests. Such a monolith of tire 
Congress can never provide the organisa¬ 
tional instrument or governmental agency 
required to re-structure the entire economy 
of the country on a socialist basis. Though 
the budget that has been presented Imre has 
been clothed in tattered robes of socialism, 
the basic driving force and the guiding 
principle of this budget is just welfarism. 
Welfarism does not believe in any structural 
changes in the society or in the economy. 
Thus it is no surprise that in the budget we 
do not come across any items which suggest 
any structural changes in our economy. 

Sir, briefly I would like to describe the 
failures of the budget this way. This budget 
which lacks an integrated socialistic outlook, 
will miserably fail to bridge the gap between 
the rich and the poor. It will again fail to 
end the concentration of economic power, 
and wealth especially on the rural side, in 
the hands of the ‘new rich.* It will mate 
inflationary pressures and they will generate 
rise in prices. 

Sir, the failure of the Government to 
generate adequate surpluses in the public 
sector will also create difficulties in expand¬ 
ing the public sector, and if the 
public sector, is not expanded, 
the rate of growth also will be 
affected. If the rate of growth is affected, 
the problem of unemployment also cannot 
be adequately tackled. Therefore, the 
programme of garibi hatao will also face 
tremendous difficulties as a result of this 
failure. 

The tendency on the part of the tax- 
evaders and black money holders to pass off 
the non-agricultural income as agricultural 
income is not being checked at ail. It is 
the greatest tragedy of our economy, that 
even on the urban side, those who have 
amassed wealth, are passing off large portion 
of this non-agricultural income as agricultur¬ 
al income, and there is no effort on the 
part of the Government to check this. 

We are always told that if agricultural 
income-tax is to be introduced, that Is a 
State subject. But when we are talking in 
terms of constitutional amendments, it 
should be possible for us to bring forward 
necessary changes in the Constitution and 
restructure the relationship between the 
, Center and the State. For the sake of in¬ 
come-tax it should be possible for us to 
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combine noon-**rfcgltttral income afld agri¬ 
cultural income arnfa definite proportion of 
the total Income-tax* can be transferred to 
the {Mate and that way the developmental 
activities in the Stale can be taken up. 

This budget will also fail to check 
conspicuous consumption and avoid non¬ 
productive expenditure, because measures 
like She rigorous expenditure-tax ass not 
being undertaken by the Government for 
obvious reasons. 

I would like to say something about the 
inflationary pressures that are going to be 
generated due to this budget. At the very 
out set, there will be deficit financing to the 
tune Of Us. 220 crores. This inflationary 
pressure is bound to result in rise in prices. 
And when there Is rise in prices, the Govern¬ 
ment will always increase its non-productive 
expenditure. When the non-productive 
expenditure is increased, developmental ex¬ 
penditure will be cut down. Here I may 
quote some relevant figures. As much as 
67 per cent or two-thirds of the total 
expenditure of the Unton Government goes 
into non-developmental activities. 

In 1950-51, the rise in non-productive 
expenditure, was Rs. 291.5 crores. In 
1960-61, the rise in non-productive expendit¬ 
ure of the Government was Rs. 541.5 crores, 
and according to the budget figures for 
1970-71, the rise in the non-developmental 
expenditure h Rs. 2,159.9 crores. Such is 
the extent of the rise in non-productive 
expenditure. This will generate inflationary 
pressures and, therefore, there is bound to 
be rise in prices. Again there is no com¬ 
prehensive price policy to hold the price 
line. 

For instance, there are no concrete 
measures to see that remunerative prices are 
o ffe r e d to the agriculturist. No proper 
balance is maintained between the Industrial 
and agricultural prices. No definite relat¬ 
ionship has been built up between the 
pikes nod the cost of production. There 
t*A» effort of Mriahsation of wholesale

Unless the 
Government is prepared to set up autonom¬ 
ous corporation agency which Will tiflte 
charge of procuring stocking and securing 
to the equitable distribution of raw materials, 
it will not be possible to ensure that titis 
installed caoacity is fully harnessed and 
utilised. / 

I am not opposed to the public sector. 

I want its image to improve. But I cannot 
shut my eyes to its failures. I may give 
some of the estimates about its inefficiency 
and losses. Prof. B. R. Shenoy’s estimates 
are: While an average rupee invested by 
the private sector earns a return of seven 
paise, a rupee invested by the Government 
in its productive enterprises yields an 
average return of two paise Thus, there is 
a loss of five paise in the return on every 
rupee diverted by taxes from the pockets 
of the people to the coffers of the Governs 
ment. 

For instance, Hindustan Steel, with an 
investment of Rs. 1100 crores, i. e. one- 
fourth of the total investment in the 
Government sector, reported a loss of Rs. 
8.76 crores between April and September 
1970, despite the price rise given 4<o it in 
January 1970. The causes of these xenrits 
are low production and under-utilisation «f 
the installed capacity. Unless these prefeiKH* 
are adequately tackled and administrative 
failures completely removed, it will ant be 
possible to remove the defect of un de r 
utilisation of capacity. Workers must bn 
given a sen s e of participation in the manage 
meat so that they will feel ftkat they haven 
stake in the public sector industries. - ffkdm 
is a Monpoiy and Restrictive Ifcmde i koctittl 
Commission functioning for the Iasi tifag 
year, but the House will be surpshgtiae 
knew that up to this date,note 
research assistant or investigator fees 
appointed.

Miboo Masani where in be has described 
this budget is anti-modernist budget, be- 
ca g ed there is an impost on lipstick, 
perfotoed hair oils, shampoos, etc. I pity 
Mb understanding of modernism.

I> conclusion I would say that it isa 
budget that lades integrated socialist outlook. 
This budget is a ohartcr of infiation that’ will 
induct rise in prices. It is a budget for the 
kulaks that will ensure security to the “new 
rural rich”. Under-this budget green revo¬ 
lution for the rich peasantry and counter¬ 
revolution for the landless peasants, the'

Sir, when the country became free, a 
tremendous amount of energy and enthusiasm 
was released. But the nation’s leaders 
frittered away this energy and enthusiasm. 
Again, in the last elections, tremendous energy 
and enthusiasm of the people were released. 
But I find that those who have formu¬ 
lated this budget have squandered away the 
upsurge that has been created by the mid¬ 
term poll and, therefore, the socialist hopes of 
the people are frustrated. There would be a 
vigorous socialist offensive against this bud¬ 
get inside this House and it would be a 
precursor of the intensified struggle for 
socialism outside. 

SHRl DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
the Finance Minister, as was expected, has 
received his due share of bouquets as welt as 
brickbats. Members on this side of the 
House have characterised his budget as a 
budget towards socialism and members of 
the other side of the House have characteris¬ 
ed it as a gross breach of faith of the pro¬ 
mises given to the people, I completely 
dissociate myself from the latter comment 
though I do not associate myself fully with 
the view that this budget is invarfeibiy gotng 
to lead to sociaism. I feel that ih tfrfe 
budget there is a potentiality of taking a 
modest march towards Socialism. Bdt 
whether we will achieve that or not will 
depend upon various factors.

We have noticed with great dismay that 
Since independence several factors have 
come in the way of Otir progress towards a 
socialist Society. I will characterise them 
wader four bread categories. The fins is 
♦b» huge wastage of aatfoaai wealth kt oa- 
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productive directions. The second is the 
lack of a sense of dedication and sincerity 
among the Persons who are guiding the 
administrative machineries of the country. 
The third is the dichotomy in all spheres 
of Iffe between what is preached and what 
is practised. Fourthly, there is the existence 
of an alien feeling between those who rule 
the country and those who are being ruled. 

So far as the first aspect is concerned, 
namely, huge wastage of national wealth it 
is a matter of regret that large chunks of 
money spent for national development go 
out of circulation each year. They find a 
place in the hands of a few individuals who 
block these and put these out of circulation. 
It is equally a matter of regret that Rs. 890 
crores are today lying outstanding in various 
taxes and other dues. As has been rightly 
pointed out by the other side of the House, 
if we could have tapped even one-third of 
that, this budget would not have shown a 
deficit. A lot of money is being spent on 
unproductive directions and corruption is 
also inflicting a very heavy toll on our 
economy. It is being said in this country 
that those persons who are dedicated and 
sincere to their jobs have no place in the 
administrative machinery. They arc isolated. 
We have often found that persons who are 
sincere and dedicated to their job are pena¬ 
lised. It is not only my view. Even the 
Santhanam Committee while reporting on 
corruption made the following statement : 

“The tendency to subvert integrity in 
the public service instead of being iso¬ 
lated is growing into an organised and 
well planned racket.” 

Therefore, the first task before us would be 
to stop this huge wastage of national wealth 
and unless we can achieve it, no budget in 
whatever way you may prepare it will 
achieve the desired result. 

The second stumbling block in the way 
of progress is the lack of a sense of dedica¬ 
tion and sincerity on the part of those per¬ 
sons who are in the management of the 
afihirs of this country. We have gathered 
gh experience of redtapism because of 
h the administrative machinery is 
twfiemely slow moving today. 

The civil bureaucracy today has become 
the stumbling block to our progress. Even 

ito P4«e M mister hg<f to gdttjt ft a pjeet- 
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ing on 16th November, 1969, to theie 
words : 

"The civil bureaucracy is a stumbling 

block in the way of the country's pro¬ 
gress". , 

The persons, who are in the manage- 
meat of the affairs of this country, the 
officials, afe not prepared to think and see 
the thing as it should be seen for the 
country’s progress and it is no wonder 
because in the matter of appointment, train¬ 
ing and all other matters we have almost 
acquired the British heritage. 

I will cite an example. Some of these 
persons, who were in the administrative 
machinery of our country holding very key 
positions, have come to politics. Let ns 
take the case of our friend, Shri B. M. 
Patel or Shri C. C. Desai or Shri N. Dsnde- 
ker or Shri Lobo Prabhu. Which party 
have they accepted ? They have accepted 
the Swatantra Party, a party which has no 
faith m the goal of socialism. Am I to 
understand that they suddenly got convinced 
of the idealism of the Swatantra Party only 
after their retirement ? Obviously, they 
were wedded to these ideas. How could 
we expect that these persons who had no 
conviction of socialism, when they were 
running the administrative machinery exor¬ 
cised all their capabilities to lead the country 
to socialism ? Therefore, there should be 
a complete reorientation of our selection of 
the officialdom. 

The third aspect is a complete dichotomy 
between what is preached and what is prac¬ 
tised today. The hon. Finance Minister 
has levied taxes on all Possible items. But, 
I think, the greatest levy should today be 
on speech making, because since indepen¬ 
dence we have developed the habit of 
talking. It seems, we have developed the 
habit of thinking that whatever we talk ia 
not meant for us but for others. 

MR. CHAIRMAN I am imposing 
that levy on you. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA OOS- 
WAMI : Only one minute to develop my 
last point. 

Now we are talking of this massive man¬ 
date. Why this massive mandate? This 
mandate was because for toe first tow the 
people realised togt there wga g aet g( fygtfer* 
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; ship which was prepared to translate into 
: practice whatever they preached. Therefore 
the dfe&ototay should go; 

•' the Jut point that I am trying to 
develop is tjie existence of an alien's feeling 
between those who rule the country and 
those who are ruled. Tfhfc again is a 
British legacy. In the creation of this feel* 
ing,the Opposition parties have played a 
very important rote. At the time of inde¬ 
pendence we hied to destroy national pro* 
petty on the ground that if we could des¬ 
troy some of the property, we were marching 
a step forward towards independence. That 
is why, the moment there is a agitation, we 
find , hams and buses are being looted. This 
is the feeling which is also responsible to a 
great extent for the loss in the national 
undertakings. 

With these words 1 welcome the Budget 
proposals and 1 request the hon. Finance 
Minister and the Prime Minister to see that 
these drawbacks are eradicated.

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midnapore): 
In this Bndgd, the Finance Minister pro¬ 
poses to raise additional Stun of Ra. iff . 
crores by way of fresh taxation to meet the 
budgetary gap of Rq. 220 qrores. ffe S #4 
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(bat the imposts will not disturb the general 
j>riee level in the country. 

But, I would like to draw the attention 
ef the Finance Minister to the fact that the 
day alter the budget was presented on the 
floor of the House, the prices of essential 
commodities in the market went up by 10 
percent. If you have gone to the market. 
Sir, you have experienced that the price 
level of all the essential commodities— 
whether taxed or non-taxed-have gone up. 

We all know, it is not a new pheno¬ 
menon. Just after presentation of Budget 
every year we see that the prices of all 
essential commodities go up. There would 
not have been any hesitation to support the 
Finance Minister’s proposal if he had the 
machinery to control price levels that in¬ 
crease day to day in the country. 

What the people want today is this. 
They want stabilisation of prices, better 
standard of living and solution of the un¬ 
employment problem. 

If Government can solve this problem 
and stabilise the prices of commodities in 
the country, probably, nobody would have 
objected to the new taxation measures which 
would be for the development and growth of 
the country. If the people feel that this new 
taxation is for the improvement of their 
living standards, if the people feel that the 
country is growing fast, if they see that the 
industries are coming up, if they see that 
their earning and wages are going up, if they 
see that roads are being constructed and 
irrigation projects taken up, probably, they 
would not have objected to the Budget pro¬ 
posals so much. But what the people see 
today is that the unemployment problem is 
growing day by day. 

The Finance Minister has set apart Rs. 
75 crores for solving the unemployment 
problem, that is, for the ‘orash programme’ 
in the rural areas. 

I do not think that this amount is suffi¬ 
cient to solve unemployment problem that 
is .growing up day by day. 

In West Bengal the problem Is very 
acute. We all know that in West Bengal 
some of the industries are gradually closing 
down; some of them have declared lock* 
outs. Number of them have not been able 
to expand their factories. 

In this way, (he problem of unemploy¬ 
ment ii glowing day by day. 


This must be stopped particularly in 
West Bengal. All these problem have cropped 
op because the raw materials, namely iron 
and stem which are most essential for the 
growth and development of industries in 
West Bengal are not being made available 
to them. West Bengal requires more than 
one lakh tonnes of iron and steel • and they 
have requested the Government of India to 
supply this quantity, but unfortunately, only 
a meagre quantity, that is, only 10 percent 
of the total requirements, has been supplied 
to West Bengal. Government should see 
that the West Bengal industries which are 
gradually dying day by day are revived. 

Everyone of us is aware that there is 
uneasiness in the State of West Bengal. 
Everybody in this House knows that there 
is the Naxalite movement. The Finance 
Minister should know wherefrom the Naxa¬ 
lite movement has come. Who are those 
people who are going towards this move¬ 
ment 7 It is the young educated persons 
are heading towards this movement, because 
they are frustrated and they are not getting 
any employment anywhere. That is why to¬ 
day they have diverted their minds to the 
Naxalite movement. I would, therefore, 
request the Finance Minister to allot more 
money for West Bengal so that the indus¬ 
tries in West Bengal could grow up and 
avenues for employment could be created in 
all those parts. 

Sir, I come from an area which is in¬ 
habited by tribal people and the consituency 
which 1 represent here is also inhabited by 
tribal people. This is most undeveloped. The 
Naxalites, especially the young Naxalites, are 
inciting the the tribal people to join this 
movement. You know. Sir. that these tribal 
people are illiterate masses, and they have 
no work and they are poor and are easily 
susceptible, therefore, to these influences. 
Therefore, I would request that the Central 
Government should allot more money for 
the development of these areas particularly 
the areas where the Naxalites have infiltra¬ 
ted, namely the inaccessible areas or the 
tribal areas. There areno roads there, and 
nobody, can go into those places. Even 
when the police raids this place, they can¬ 
not move from place to place for want of 
proper roads. Therefore, once again, I would 
request the Finance Minister to allot more 
money for road development in these 
areas. 

Then, we talk of the welfare of the 
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Scheduled Cutauod Scheduled Tribes. We 
have many sufaguards for the upliftment of 
these people. The Central Government allots 
money for the upliftment of these people. 
But what lumpens is that the State Govern¬ 
ments do not utilise the money for that 
purpose but they divert the money for other 
purposes, and thus the implementation of 
the programmes for the upliftment of the 
tribal people suffers. 1 would request that 
the upliftment of the tribal people should 
be taken over by the Central Government. 

In 1960, there was a commission on 
Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Areas to 
look into the progress made as a result of 
the development works and the money 
allotted by the Central Government for the 
upliftment of those people. A number of 
recommendations were made by that com¬ 
mission. But we find that although they 
have been accepted by Government, they 
have not been fully implemented so far. I 
would, therefore, request the Central Govern¬ 
ment to set up another Commission for the 
Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Areas to 
see how far the Scheduled Tribes have 
developed since 1960 after the acceptance of 
the recommendations of the Dhebar Com¬ 
mission’s report. 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA (Hassan) : We all 
know how the nation marched against 
mountainous hurdles since the advent of 
democracy till this date. The real starting 
point of our socialistic programme commen¬ 
ced when our hon. Piime Minister took a 
very courageus and bold step of crossing all 
these hurdles and bringing about a consoli¬ 
dated party and strengthening it and com¬ 
mitting it to certain declared programmes 
and policies in the interest of the people, 
and declaring that under no circumstances 
there will be any retreat from the imple¬ 
mentation of those policies and programmes. 
Hence at the very outset, I want to con¬ 
gratulate our well-experienced, well-learned, 
capable, administrative giant, Shri Chavan, 
for presenting to us a very valuable budget. 
Of course, this budget has invited for cer¬ 
tain healthy reasons and otherwise, unhealthy 
criticism from opposition comers. Of course, 
there is some cause for dissatisfaction in 
certaih proposals, but they are not of such 
great seriousness as to warrant belittling the 
great importance of the bill that he has 
placed before us. 




To take one example, our opposition 
friends have levelled their criticism and said 
that the Bill has not touched a major section 
of the population, the agriculturists, the 
rich among the agriculturists and so on, I 
want to ask this question. Who ate the 
real consumers 7 Are they the big producers 
of cosmetics ? These Tatas and Birlas and 
their followers, the big business houses and 
their agents, are the people who have 
amassed money, by means fair and other¬ 
wise, who are trading in black money and 
are avoiding many of the taxes. Then a few 
officials who have got the capacity to pay 
are there. These belong to the privileged 
class. They cannot level any criticism 
against the Bill. Consequently, it is only 
the agriculturists, the middle class or lower 
middle class and the poorer sections of the 
people who are affected by these imposts on 
petrol, maida and so on. It is they who 
have to pay ; it is the agriculturists who 
will feel the pinch of the taxes by reason 
of enhanced prices for their implements 
etc. 

This Bill takes money from the people 
and it is again to be given to the people. 
That is the programme of socialism that 
we are committed to. So far as the indus¬ 
trialists are concerned, in fact they may be 
jubilant over these ; they are happy about 
tax evasion. 

So far as the agricultural sector is con¬ 
cerned, I have my own opinion, not from a 
personal point of view, not from the point 
of the interest of our party, but much of 
the criticism against us made by the Opposi¬ 
tion on the ground that it is against the 
national interest or the interest of the down¬ 
trodden people is misplaced because we have 
already committed ourselves to the people 
to implement certain programmes and 
policies for the benefit of the people. There 
is a saying in Kannada which means this : 
’people who without giving a promise about 
doing this or that, fulfil these promises are 
the great men and show greatness.* We do 
not belong to that category. ’But having 
given promises to the people about satisfying 
needs, having committed ourselves to fulfil 
their hopes and aspirations, if we implement 
these promises, we belong to the puddle 
category, that is persons with toe human 
quality.’ We are such people. We the 
ruling party have promised certain things to 
our people. We are now fulfilling them. 
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As for the Opposition, they have their own 
faftscphous organisations, and Waorphous 
principles; they have no slogans or program 
ntes ; their criticism is only for criticism’s 
sake. , When. Mr. Piloo Mody and. others 
speak on the other side, they speak for the 
rich people and the vested interests. Why not 
people like Shri Moraiji Desai voluntarily 
surrender all their wealth and personal 
property here and now for the sake of our 
socialist policies and programmes ? They 
only talk and criticise. 

We are self-sufficient in food today, but 
by 1981 we would require not less than 160 
' million tonnes of foodgrains. Our present 
production is 105 million tonnes. Another 
60 million tonnes will have to be produced. 
Unless this is achieved, we will go down, 
and the Finance Minister has to take careful 
note of this. 

Tax is to be levied on a person who gets 
some benefit from the Government and is 
able to earn more money. Wbat is the 
benefit that the agriculturists get ? We 
are not able to provide them irrigation 
facilities, we have not linked the Ganga 
with the Kaveri. 

Our DMK friend stated that Mysore 
is not giving water from the Kaveri to 
Tamil Nadu. It could have been raised 
more relevantly at the time of the Finance 
Bill or the Demands of the Irrigation 
Ministry. 

So, we have to take the responsibility 
of the Opposition and raise questions relat¬ 
ing to tax evasion, increase in taxes etc., 
both in our Party and inside the House. I 
am sure the Finance Minister will give his 
attention to these things. 

People criticise the taxiwallas and 
scooterwallas for cheap popularity. We 
know their difficulties, how they are hit by 
the increase in petrol prices, but the petrol 
dealers are collecting two paise extra over 
the tax for what is called service purposes. 
They should be dealt with mercilessly 
mid drastically according to law. 
May I appeal to the Finance Minister 
to take drastic action against this kind of 
agencies who are amassing money at the 
cost of others. Take for example cigarettes. 
A manufacturer might have spent five paise 
on one cigarette and he will hoard ten lakhs 
of such cigarettes and after the announce¬ 
ment he will sell that old stock at ten paise 
gad thus become a millionaire or 


l&khier overnight. The smoker is silent. 

T, do. not know why the finger should be 
pointed out at the Finance Minister or the 
Finance Bill. The cigarette people use bidi. 
Even in America there is great demand for 
bidi. Bid! should be exported. Let our 
cottage industry develop; let our poor 
people be encouraged. Thereby our socialism 
will develop ; socialist economy will develop 
and stabilise. Secondly we shall get foreign 
exchange also. The other Members should 
not speak only for the sake of argument. 
There is nothing which adversely affects the 
industrialist or the businessman. Tax 
evasion. What is it ? Rs. 122 crores is 
known evasion. Is the tax evader agricul¬ 
turist or consumer or poor officials ? It is 
only big business houses. Bureaucrats and 
bigmen who pose themselves as big persons 
use dictionaries and bombastic words and 
they come with fine argument and they will 
say things here for the sake of cheap popu¬ 
larity. What is the unknown tax evasion 
in this country ? If some agency is to be 
set up, you will find it is Rs. 400 crores. 
Why not they come forward and say : we 
have got this money and we shall 
surrender it. I appeal to them to surrender 
Rs. 400 crores which is black money with 
them so that there will be no need for 
deficit financing. We shall encourage them ; 
we shall give them impetus and ask them 
to start som? more industries and give 
them more money. But they are not 
doing it. 

I have this appeal to make to our 
Finance Minister. Our agriculture can no 
more be run on the old bullocks. We have 
to mechanise and unless we do that agri' 
culture will not improve ; there is no escape 
from it. We do not need big bulky tractors 
worth Rs. 99,000 or Rs. 50,000. We have 
got three plants which can produce power 
tillers in the country. It is a small one. I 
have received representation from people all 
over the country saying that the tax that 
can be collected from this levy will be very 
little. If all the small tractor onwers who 
are going to purchase power tillers are taxed 
we feel that it will be a little uqjust; it will 
be a hindrance to the progress of our agri¬ 
culture and it will spoil the incentive which 
we want to give for production. We feel 
that this aspect should be considered.

Export of Jute Goods 

*362. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether export of jute goods in 1970 
is slumped to an all time low ; 

(b) the measures being taken to increase 
the export earnings ; and 

(c) the target of export during the 
current financial year ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. M1SHRA) : (a) to 
(c). A statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir.

(b) The measures taken to maximize 
exports include following :— 

(i) increasing area under cultivation 
and yield of raw jute and mesta 


(it) raising production of jute goods 
from an average monthly output of 
90,BOO tons to 110,000 tons. 

(iii) reducing domestic consumption of 
sacking 

(iv) products development and diversi- 
fication 

(v) export promotional efforts and 

(vi) restraint on speculative activities in 
hessian 

(c) Export target has been stepped up 
to 7.4 tonne value at Rs. 250 crores approxi¬ 
mately. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : The Minister 
has accepted in his reply that the export has 
been the lowest in the year 1970. In the 
backdrop of the happenings in Bangladesh, 
I think this is the time when we should 
rejuvenate our export. Now so many 
workers are thrown out of employment 
because of the closure of jute mills. On the 
1st of June the Minister stated that efforts 
are being made to reopen the mills to help 
the poor workers and on the 2nd June six 
more jute mills have closed down. May I 
know what he is going to do to get the 
closed mills reopened ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : In West Bengal 
there are a number of jute mills which are 
very much out-dated and old. Even though 
we would be happy if the mills started 
working and the labour get employment, the 
main problem in West Bengal is the 
modernisation of the jute mills. In that 
I have not been getting the necessary or 
expected co-operation from the jute mill 
owners. Though there is provision for 
financing it and some funds have been 
utilized for that, they have not taken 
appreciable steps to modernise their mills. 
$9 fgr M the mills referred to in this 
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question ate concerned I will look into each 
individual case myself and see what can be 
done. If finance is necessary, we will see 
that the Industrial Finance Corporation 
helps them. But the real problem in West 
Bengal is that the jute mills are very much 
outdated and some of them obsolete. 

SHRl N. K. SANGHI : May I know 
whether the Minister would lay down 
responsibility in the Ministry on those who 
had not gone ahead with the purchase of 
raw jute from Thailand, which has resulted 
•n great 'oss to this country ? Would he also 
ensure that the opening of new jute mills 
will be only in Bengal and not outside 
because of its export potentiality. 

SHRl L. N. MISHRA ; We had a 
proposal to purchase jute from Thailand 
since our internal production was short by 
7 lakhs to 8 lakhs tons. But the prices 
prevailing in Thailand were exhorbitant and 
so that deal was not economical. Though 
we had asked the STC to make these 
purchases, because of the high prices 
prevailing there we did not make these 
purchases. About the mills in Bengal there 
was a discussion in this House only two 
days back and a number of hon. Members 
have asked for diversification of industry. 
So, in fairness ro the States new industries 
and mills should be opened in the back¬ 
ward States of Bihar, Orissa, Tripura and 
Andhra. Therefore, I cannot give this 
assurance that no new mills would be 
opened or started in any other State 
except Bengal.

SHRl L. N. MISHRA : It is a fact that 
next year is going to be a better year for 
jute exports. At least that is our expecta¬ 
tion. The indigenous production of jute 
this year would be more as compared to last 
year. On taking advantage of the situation 
f will only say that we are trying to re¬ 
capture the US market which we lost as a 
result of competition from Pakistan, because 
Pakistan mills arc very modern mills. 
Their quality of jute was also good and we 
were almost at the point of losing the world 
market. But the time has come when we 
should take advantage of the situation and 
regain the markets, especially when there 
are signs of improvement in the world 
market, so far as jute is concerned

SHRI L. N. MISHRA ; Till now we 
have experienced shortage of jute. The 
trends of the world jute market show that 
there wou'd not be a glut of jute in the 
world market. In fact, we will have a 
bigger demand from the market. We will 
see to it that there is no glut and the 
growers do not suffer. As the hon. Member 
knows, we have set up the Jute Corporation 
and it will be the main func'ion of the Jute 
Corporation to make purchase of jute. So, 
whenever there is any fall in price of jute 
the Corporation will en'er the market and 
make purchases from the jute growers. 

Drop in Indian Share of Tea Trade in 
British Market 

*365. SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE : 
Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased to state : 

(a) the causes for a drop of 16 per 
cent Indian share of tea trade in the 
British market in the past 30 years ; 

* (b) whether African share of tea has 
increased from 3 8 to 21.2 per cent under 
similar conditions ; and 

(c) if so, the reasons therefor ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FORELGN TRADE (SHRI 
A C. GEORGE) : (a) to (c). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) The decline in India's share of tea 
in the British market is due to the gradual 


& 

inroads made by Geylon, Africa and 
other teas. 

(b) The share of African teas in the 
British market has gone up from 4.6% in 
1940 to 21,3% in 1970. 

(c) (i) Emergence of African coun¬ 

tries as new tea producing 
countries and their steady in¬ 
crease in production with a 
much lower cost of production 
compared to India ; 

(ii) African tea is cheaper than 
Indian Tea. 

(iii) Because of low internal 
consumption in East African 
countries, they are exporting 
as much as they can irres¬ 
pective of any price consi¬ 
deration. On the other hand 
high internal consumption in 
India which accounts for 50% 
of the total crop makes 
Indian tea dearer. 

(iv) The seasonal pattern of pro¬ 
duction in India as against 
year round production in 
East Africa together with 
advantages of a shorter lead. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE : The 
hon. Minis<cr has evaded the real question. 
He has accepted that India's share of tea in 
the British market has declined but he has 
not mentioned the percentage. My question 
was whether there is a drop of 16 per cent 
in the share of Indian tea in the British 
market in the past few years and he has 
evaded the question by simply saying that 
there is a decline. Nor has he mentioned 
in his reply what steps he is going to take 
rectify the position. He has simply referred 
to the inroads made by Ceylon, African 
and other teas. Our tea used to have a 
very good market in the world and we used 
to earn quite a big amount of foreign 
exchange which we badly need for building 
up ou r economy. Now this Ministry is not 
doing what it should do to compete with 
other countries in the world tea market. 
He not said anything about them.

MR. SPEAKERS Let him come to the 
question. 

SHRt SAROJ MUKHERJEE : Why is 
it that the Ministry has not taken any 
measures to compete with the other coun¬ 
tries in the world tea market so that the 
decline in our share can be checked ? It is 
not as if remedies are not there to this 
situation. The remedies are there but the 
Government have not taken them. Will the 
Minister tel] us what he has done to 
increase the production of tea in our country? 
He has mentioned here that interna! con¬ 
sumption of tea has increased. It is good. 
But what steps has he taken to increase 
production of tea for export ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The question 
is specifically about the export to UK. We 
have said that there is keep competition 
from African tea where the cost of pro¬ 
duction is low and the internal consumption 
is also low ; so, they are in a better position 
to export. They only method to counter 
this is to reduce the cost of our tea pro¬ 
duction and to make promotional pro¬ 
grammes. Wc are making real headway 
in our promotional programmes and, at 
the same time, to reduce the cost of 
production we are allowing liberal grants for 
replantation and improved methods of 
production. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE : My 
second question is with regard to the mea¬ 
sures for competing in world market Yester¬ 
day he said that in the export of textiles 
we aie being handicapped because of the 
British moves. Here again, today in tea we 
are finding that because of British moves our 
export of tea is aho declining. People will 
think that this Ministry has taken up the 
job of liquidating foreign trade. We need 
foreign exchange so much and in textiles, 
tea, everything, our exports are declining. 
What is the Ministry doing to compete with 
other countries ? Will the Minister tell us 
what measures have been taken regarding it ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE {SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : The 
pcrfcgourace of the Foreign Trade Ministry, 
if you will permit me to say, this year 
has btos perhaps a record one. We had 
increased our exports more than our target ; 
that is, instead of 7 per cent we reached 
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8I per cedt. Therefore',' '■ft'* Is hot fair to 
say that we are liquidating foreign trade. 

About tea, the Son, Member may care 
to go through the -ptpeft |f be has any. 
Year before last w«f 'a very badf year for 
tea. Last year < was a much better year. 
As you know, there is an .organisation, 
called the FAQ, which looks into world 
contracts of tea. Of course, we have lost 
some percentage of the market in the UK, 
But, as my colleague pointed out, this is 
mainly because of cheaper variety of tea 
coming from African countries and also 
from Ceylon. But the export of tea from 
our country this year has been better. 
There is every reason to say that our per¬ 
formance has been satisfactory. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA: United 

Kingdom is a small country. So, may I 
suggest to the Government that if they are 
contemplating to explore the possibilities of 
exporting our tea to the other countries, 
probably there would be lesser competition 
from African and other tea producing 
nations? I would like to know if the 
the Government have any specific programme 
to explore the possibilities of exporting tea 
to countries other than the United Kingdom. 

SHRI L N. MISHRA ; Today we 
export a good quantity of tea to USA. 
Recently, in the new trade pact we have 
a provision for exporting tea to USSR. 
We are exporting tea to a number of 
countries. UK is one of the buyers—of 
course, it is the main buyer— of our tea. 

MR SPEAKER : The question relates 
to the British market only. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
In view of the fact that the African coun¬ 
tries as well as Ceylon are having keen 
competition with our country, may I know 
whether Government can initiate discussions 
with these countries to have a consortium 
of tea producing countries so that they may 
not cut at each other and also hit the trade ? 

MR. SPEAKER : This is too farfetched 
a question. 

SHRI P1LOO MODY ; They want to 
form cartels, a monopoly. 

SHRI L. N, MISHRA : There Is a

SHRI 1NDRAJ1T GUPTA : When are 
you going to do it ?

Declaration of Birth Anniversary of Dr. 

Ambedkar as Public Holiday 

* 368. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will 
the PRIME MINISTER be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether several organisations in the 
country have demanded public holiday on 
the birth Anniversary of Late Dr. B. R. 
Ambedkar ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons for not declaring 
this as a public holiday ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NLWAS MIRDHA) : (a) and 
(b). The pen >J of our struggle for national 
revival and ti-^dom produced men and 
women of eminence in diverse fields of 
politics, art. literature, religion, etc. Dr. 

B R. Ambedkui was one of them. Govern¬ 
ment feel that a more creative and construc¬ 
tive way of honouring the memory of these 
great men and women should be found 
rather than declaring public holidays. In 
our country the number of such holidays is 
already latge, even though, in pursuance 
of the recommendations of the Second Pay 
Commission, the number of public holidays 
was leduced fium 23 to 16 in I960. Govern¬ 
ment also feel that when our country ought 
to make every cfTort to develop and to face 
the present d faculties, increasing public 
holida>s would not be the best way of 
honouring the great men of the past or of 
promoting na'ional interests. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Before I put 
my question I may make it clear that my 
questions are not invariably meant for 
Central Government employees. Always 
the hon. Minister gets the idea that I ask 
only about Central Government employees. 

1 may clarify that it should cover all 
employees, whether working in the pubiic 
sector or in the private sector. The Pay 
Commission does not apply to the private 
sector. That should be clear. 

Now I wish to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is a fact that for the 
last so many years two demands have been 
made by the Republican Party and t&OM— 
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who believe in Dr. Ambedkar and hold him 
in high esteem, not because he championed 
the cause of harljans but also because he 
championed the cause of parliamentary 
democracy. The two demands were to have 
, a portrait of Dr. Ambedkar in the Central 
Hall and to declare his birthday as a public 
holiday. Public holiday means actually 
showing respect to someone so that his 
creation and work could be popularised 
among the people on that particular day. 
1 would like to know why none of the 
demands has been conceded by Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRt RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : There 
is no doubt about Dr. Ambedkar's eminence 
as a constitutional lawyer and as a great 
public man of this country. But, as 1 said 
in my answer, declaring public holidays 
is really not the best and the fittest way of 
honouring the memory of a great man like 
Dr. Ambedkar. A lot of requests have 
come to the Government from time to time 
from various organisations that Dr. 
Ambedkar’s memory should be honoured 
by declaring a public holiday. But for the 
reasons stated by me in my answer, it has 
not been possible to accede to that request. 
As a matter of fact, except for Mahatma 
Gandhi’s birthday, there is no national 
leader whose birthday has been included 
in the list of public holidays. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; Apart from 
not declaring a public holiday in the larger 
national intrest, I would like to know what 
other measures have been taken to have a 
proper memorial for Dr. Ambedkar in the 
country. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
Question is specifically about declaring a 
holiday. As regards honouring Dr. 
Ambedkar many statues have come up all 
around the country and a number of 
institutions have been named after him. 
The Government always gives importance 
to the contribution that he has made in 
our. national life. 

SHRI K. G. DESHMUKH: May I 
know whether the Maharashtra Government 
has made a request to the Central Govern¬ 
ment for declaring the birth anniversary of 
; ;pr. Ambedkar as a public holiday 7 


SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA :Tfes, 
Sir. The Maharashtra Government did 
make a representation* in this respect 
supporting other organisations.

SHRI SANJEEVI RAO : We are having 
the maximum number of public holidays. 
Is the Government contemplating to reduce 
the number of public holidays. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : As I 
stated, in pursuance of the recommendations 
of the Second Pay Commission, the number 
of public holidays was reduced from 23 to 
16 in 1960. we are awaiting the recommen¬ 
dations of the Third Pay Commission which 
is still working and we will give due consi¬ 
deration to whatever recommendations they 
make. 


Export drive for Automobile Ancillary 

*369. SHRI P. GANGADEB : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state ; 

(a) whether Government are working 
out a proposal for a dynamic export drive 
in respect of automobile ancillary to 
achieve the target of Rs. 100 crores an¬ 
nually ; and 

(b) if so, the measures Government 
propose to take to achieve the same ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. It is proposed to raise the exports of 
automobile ancillaries from Rs 7,00 crores 
in 1970-71 to Rs. 10.00 crores in 1971-72. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

In addition to the existing export 
assistance including advance and replenish¬ 
ment licences, compensatory support, doty 
drawbacks, customs bonding, freight re¬ 
ductions -etc. the recently established 
Trade Development Authority has been 
entrusted with the task of developing both 
production and export of automobile 
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•ocUlarics. The Trade Developmeat 
Authority js engaged in the following 
activities : 

• 

(a) Identifying the specific items 
of automobile ancillaries with com* 
parative advantage and promoting 
export to both the original equip¬ 
ment and spare part markets ; 

(b) Locating international long¬ 
term buyers of ancillaries both as 
original equipment and as spare 
parts, and put them in touch with 
competent Indian manufacturers 
for start up of negotiations and 
conclusion of contracts ; 

(c) Locating the specific areas of 
capacity constraints and processing 
proposals for expansion or creation 
of capacity for export production. 

Considerable work has since been done 
in this direction and a number of enquiries 
received from international firms for a 
range of ancillaries are at difTereat stages of 
processing. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : The reply to 
para *b' of the statement is not satisfactory. 
May I know the countries from where these 
enquiries have been received and how long 
will it take to process them ? 

SHRI L. N. MLSHRA: The main count¬ 
ries to which we export these ancillaries are 
the developing countries. Recently, we have 
received enquiries from countries like 
Japan, Western Europe and U.K. also. The 
orders are being processed and, I believe, 
the automobile ancillary industry will be in 
a position to meet the demand. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : May I know 
the time taken for processing these applica¬ 
tions since their receipt ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Till recently, a 
lot of complaints were received that we take 
a long time to take a decision on giving 
export licences. In the last Import-Export 
licensing policy issued by the Government, 
a time-table has been fixed. My suggestion 
to the C. C. I & E is that any decision on 


the issue of a licence should be taken within 
three months* time, either reject it or 
accept it. So, we are having a time-table 
for it. I think, we will be able to process 
them in three months’ time. 

SHRI P GVNTADEB: May I know 
the type of a-ici 1 .res for which there is 
demand from international market ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : The items of 
export include fuel injection equipment 
and parts, elements for spark plugs, 
piston assemblies and parts, radiators, 
brake and clutch linings, shock 
absorbers, leaf springs, engine valves, 
bus bodies and electrical equipments for 
automobiles.

SHRl S M. BANERJEE It appears

These have been brought 
against the PTC management and the 
management of Samachar Bharti. 1 want to 
know about this. If so, before this decision 
should be finally taken what steps have 
been taken by the Government to investi¬ 
gate into those charges 7 

SHR1MATI NAND1NI SATPATHY : 
Just now I don't have the information 
about the charges brought against PTC or 
UNI or any other news agency. But, as the 
hon Member has said some charges have 
been brought against these news agencies We 
are definitely looking into it to see what 
Government can do in the matter.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : We asked 
this in this very house when Mr. Gujrai 
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«|m theMintoter dealing with this Ministry. 
We referred to certain chargee and discussed 
ifc Parliament then. Are all these washed 
away or expunged ? We have been told that 
charges have heed framed against the PTI 
management. Now the Minister says she 
has not received. • 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
I have not said I have not received. I said 
I do not have the information with me but 
if there are any charges definitely we will 
look into them and see what Government 
can do in the matter. 

SHRI A.N. VJDYALANKAR : Is it 
not—fact that these are not independent 
because these agencies are controlled by the 
newspaper editors who are under the big 
Industrialists ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
Yes, Sir. We know that some of the big 
newspapers are share-holders and directors 
in these news agencies. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : May I 
know from the Minister whether it is a fact 
that the Members of the Board of Directors 
consisting of mainly the tycoons of the 
news-papers are only looking after the wel¬ 
fare of their papers and whether it is also a 
fact that the subscription of the PTI is 
prohibitive for small and medium news¬ 
papers ? 

MR. SPEAKER : You need not give 
information ; you may-just ask a question. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
I could not follow the second part. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : I asked 
whether the subscription of PTI is pro¬ 
hibitive for small and medium news-papers. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY: 
Just now I do not have information as to 
what to the subscription for small and 
medium news-papers. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA : PTI and UNI 
have monopoly in the matters of news 
coverage and they don’t give correct newt. 
This vitiates dtp . view of the people of the 


country. I would like to know whether we 
could take immediate steps to convert them 
into independent Corporation controlled by 
eminent journalists etc. so that the people 
are fed with objective, reliable and correct 
news. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY j 
This question of converting them into 
statutory corporation to under the consider¬ 
ation of the Government. That is what I 
said in the beginning. While taking thia 
into consideration, we will certainly keep 
in mind the suggestion made by the hon. 
Member,

*373, SHRI 1NDRAJ1T GUPTA: 
Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Calcutta Licensed 
Measures Organisation, which has been 
doing weighing and measuring export cargo 
Such as tea and gunnies, has recently been 
closed down ; 

(b) if so, the reasons for the closure 
and whether Government’s prior approval 
was given ; 

(c) whether 3uch weighing and measur¬ 
ing operations are essential in the interests 
of the country’s foreign trade ; and 

(d) if so, whether Government have set 
up a suitable public agency to do this 
work ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. M1SHRA) : (a) to 

(d). A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (c). Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (d). Due to recurring losses 
incurred for the following reasons :— 

(i) Withdrawal of measurement of jute 
carpet backing cloth by the ship¬ 
ping companies ; and 

(ii) frequent cancellation of the firm’s 
services by stevedores/steamer 
agents to facilitate expeditious 
loading of cargoes. 

At a Tripartite meeting held by the 
Union Ministry of Labour, Employment and 
Rehabilitation held in May, 1971, a settle¬ 
ment for resuming the work of the organisa¬ 
tion was arrived at under Section 12(3) of 
Industrial Dispute Act, 1947 which inter 
alia contained proposal tor reorganisation 
including the staff. 


SHRI INDRAJ1T GUPTA : In reply 
to part (c) the answer given is yes, by which 
I understand that the Minister agrees that the 
weighing and measuring operations are 
essential in the interest of the country’s 
foreign trade. If this is so, I want to know 
why the Government has not taken any 
steps to ensure that in all the major ports 
of our country some organisation is set up 
preferably in the public sector to ensure that 
proper weighng and measuring of export 
cargoes is done, instead of leaving it as in 
Calcutta, to some private agency ? 

SHRI L. N. M1SHRA : Private agencies 
are slowly disappearing and in Calcutta 
also it will disappear. 

SHRI 1NDRAJ1T GUPTA : I would 
like to know whether the Calcutta Licensed 
Measures Organisation is functioning as 
agents of the two chambers of commerce, 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce and Indian 
Chamber of Commerce and Government 
have nothing to do with it. 1 want to know 
whether it is a fact that exporters are not 
under any compulsion to have their cargo 
weighed and measured with the result that 
under-invoicing and over-invoicing is going 
on. I want to know what steps the 
Government is thinking of, to plug these 
loopholes.' What steps are taken to sec 
that these weighing and measuring opera¬ 
tions are carried out by a public organisation 
at these ports ? 

SHRI L. N. M1SHRA : Under-invoicing 
and over-invoicing relates to Ministry of 
Finance. So far as the taking o v er of th<^ 
cargo relating to foreign trade is concerned/ 
we have got an organisation. But it had 
not been effectively functioning. We want 
to strengthen that organisation at ail ports 
including Calcutta. At the moment it is in 
private hands and there have been lot of 
complaints against that. 

SHRI ERASMO D6 SEQUEIRA : 
Many of these export contracts specify that 
the final payment shall be made on the out¬ 
turn report not only at the Indian port but 
at the port of destination. Just now, the 
hon. Minister has said that he intends to 
have intensive checking at our port of 
embarkation. Miy 1 also ask him whether 
any arrangements are proposed whereby the 
outturn report at the port of destination 
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will also be supervised by tbe Indian weigh- steps are being taken to improve the 
ing organisation ? situation ? 


SHRI L. N. MISRRA ; To begin with, 
we are having only pre-shipment checking 
or inspection. What the hon. Member has 
said is a suggestion, and if it is necessary, 
we shall into look it. 

Tea chests lying In Warehouses of 
Calcutta Port Commission 

*376. SHRI DASARATHA DEB: 
Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are aware that 
some 33,000 chests containing tea worth 
about Rs. 12 crores have been lying in the 
public warehouses of Calcutta Port Commis¬ 
sion since Januay, 1971 ; 

(b) whether Government have any plan 
to take over all private warehouses in 
Calcutta ; 

(c) whether Government are considering 
a plan to guarantee the minimum quota of 
chests for the public warehouses ; and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A.C. GEORGE) : (a) -Consequent on the 
declaration of closure of Public Tea Ware¬ 
houses in Calcutta by Messrs Bilmer Lawrie 
and Co., on 19th January, 1971 a total of 
3.80 lakhs Tea chests worth about Rs. 13.5 
crores was locked up. Closure was however 
lifted from 30.h April, 1971. The current 
stock of Tea in Public warehouses is reported 
to be about 2.3 lakhs chests. 

(b) No, Sir. 

(c) No, Sir. 

(d) Does not arise. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : In early 
Februaty, the hon. Minister for Foreign 
Trade, Sfcri L. N. Mrshra himself said that 
he wad seized of the situation. How is it 
that even after four months, tbe matter has 
not been settled 7 May 1 also know what 


THE MINISTER dF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA): The 
Balmer Lawrie Warehousing Corporation 
have decided to close down, and we want 
to take over, and we are in correspondence 
with the Ministry of Transport. The real 
problem is to take over all these people 
who were engaged in this warehousing 
organisation. We are impressing upon the 
Ministry of Transport that those who were 
working in this organisation should not 
have their services dispensed with but they 
should be provided with jobs, because they 
have got experience of the job and also 
because of the difficult situation in regard 
to getting experienced men in this field in 
Calcutta. 

Changes In Administrative set-up of 
Government 

*380. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will 
the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state the steps taken in pursuance 
of the Reports of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission in regard to speeding 
up the disposal of cases and the rcdressal of 
public grievances, making the adminis¬ 
tration more responsive to the people's 
needs and aspiration and for checking 
corruption 7 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : Govern¬ 
ment hope that the progressive implemen¬ 
tation of the recommendations of the ARC 
will improve public administration, of which 
the quick disposal of cases, the redressal of 
public grievances and responsiveness to 
popular needs are important aspects. A 
major step in the direction of redressing 
public grievances and checking corruption 
was the introduction of a bill in Parliament 
to setting up the institution of Lokpal and 
Lokayuktas at the Centre. This bill was 
based on the decisions taken by the Govern¬ 
ment on the report of the Commission on 
‘ Problems of redress of citizens* grie¬ 
vances.” 

SHRI D. D. DESAI ; Are Government 
aware that during the last two consecutive 
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year*, there bat been a shortfall in impte- 
’ ineating the Plan target* ? Thi* has been 
the result of delay* at Government level. 
What step* hgve been taken to see that 
things art expedited ? In view of the 
increase in the Plan targets and Plan inputs, 
what sort of steps are tfeing contemplated 
to See that the cases in hand are disposed 
of quickly ? 

• 

SHRl RAM N1WAS MIRDHA : The 
shortfall in Plan expenditure, to which 
reference has been made by the hon. 
Member, is due to a variety of reasons. But 
so far as the delay in Government decisions 
is concerned, every effort is made to see 
that decisions are taken as expeditiously as 
possible. As I said earlier, the various 
recommendations of the ARC as contained 
in their reports would as a whole make the 
Government more efficient and would result 
in quick disposal of cases. 

As regards the specific schemes that can 
be taken for quicker disposal of cases, it 
is very difficult to enumerate all of them. 
As a matter of fact, the whole process of 
Government, their procedures, their method 
of work, delegation of powers etc. are 
involved, about which there is always a 
continuous thinking. Efforts are made 
through various orders and practices to see 
that the disposal of cases and particularly 
where policy decisions are concerned, is 
expedited. 

SHRl D. D. DESAI : Since Govern¬ 
ment have not proposed any reduction in 
expenditure in the budget, will Government 
consider reduction in time so that the work 
could be undertaken within half the time 
or within some sort of targetted time ? 
Have Government anything of that kind in 
view, that is, reducing the total time for 
disposal of the outstanding cases by setting 
some sort of time-limit, whether it be three 
days or one week or fifteen days or some¬ 
thing of that nature ? 

SHRl RAM NiWAS MIRDHA : There 
are procedures and certain procedures also 
contemplate some time-limit, whether it be 
for sanction of a licence or for disposal of 
a case at a particular level in the 
Secretariat. So, wherever possible, some 
time-limit is always laid down, and an 


effort is made to see that cases aw disposed 
of expeditiously, but where a lot of con¬ 
sultation between different Ministries is 
involved, it does take some time to dispose 
of cases, but there also inter-Ministeria! 
committees have been set up and they sit 
together and discuss the important case* 
and try to expedite them instead of the file 
being sent round and long notings being 
made. What I mean to say is that this 
question of expeditious disposal of Govern¬ 
ment work is continously under review and 
it is always before the Government how 
these procedures can be improved, 

SHRl N. K. SINHA : The hon. 
Minister has referred to the institutions 
of Lok Pal and Lok Ayukt. What pro¬ 
gress has been made in the States 
with regard to these institutions because 
the actual implementation of most of 
our Plans takes place in the States and 
I do not think that much progress is being 
made there ? 


SHRl RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : I am 
not aware of which States have taken steps 
for establishing institutions of this nature. 
But so far as our own Lok Pal and Lok 
Ayukt Bill is concerned, that Bill was 
passed by Lok Sabha and it was pending in 
the Rajya Sabha, but when the Lok Sabha 
was dissolved, that Bill lapsed. The 
Government propose to re-intr6duce the 
Bill at a suitable opportunity. 
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SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
Apart from normal administrative delays, 
the delay in responding to public grievances 
is due to delay in taking responsibility of 
decisions. Has Government come to any 
decision as to fixing up responsibility for 
implementing decisions at the Secretary 
level and so on ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : He 
probably wants to know at what level the 
decisions or recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission are being implemented, 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : No, 
fij^lPf^jup responsibility on the officer 
afodfeaed to implement decisions. 

\ SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : In the 
fovbynnental hierarchy, cases are disposed 


of at various levels. Many eases do not 
go to the Secretary at all. I think it if a 
misconception some hon. members have 
that every case goes through the Secretary 
or Minister. That is nol so. Them is 
substantial delegation of power in regard 
to secretariat work'; officers at various levels 
dispose of various cases. So it is not 
possible to say who is responsible for delay, 
but whoever is responsible to dispose of 
cases at a particular level is certainly res¬ 
ponsible if there is delay. 

Democratic set-up for Chandigarh 
Municipal Administration 

*381. SHRI A. N. VIDYALANKAR : 
Will the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have considered 
the desirability of introducing Municipal 
Administration on democratic lines ih 
Chandigarh ; and 

(b) if not, whether Government propose 
to introduce at least some democratic 
element in the Chandigarh Municipal Admi¬ 
nistration ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : (a) and (b). It is not 

considered advisable at this stage to 
introduce an elected body to look after civic 
affairs in Chandigarh. 

SHRI A. N. VIDYALANKAR : The 
Minister has not assigned any reason. Is 
it not advisable to listen to the representa¬ 
tives of enlightened people living in 
Chandigarh, instead of denying them partici¬ 
pation in municipal administration ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There is no 
question of having a municipal body in 
Chandigarh. One reason is that the status 
of Chandigarh as a Union Territory is itself 
a transitional arrangement. As the House 
knows, certain decisions have been taken 
with regard to the future of Chandigarh. 
The entire expenditure is borne by the 
Central Government. It comes to almost 
Rs. 100 per capita per annum for civic 
amenities. If there were to be a 
municipal body, it would have to levy 
municipal taxes ; otherwise, there is little 
point in having such a body if the Centre 
is to continue to bear all the expenses.. As 
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mjatterastand.an assurance was given by 
the erstwhile Punjab Government that no 
municipal taxes would be imposed for a 
period of 2$. yeaft in the interest. of the 
speedy development of the town. These are 
the main reasons which have prompted us 
to take this -decision. 

SHR1 A. N. VIDYALANKAR. : Does 
the Minister feel the time is ripe now to 
reconsider the whole position and revise the 
present status of Chandigarh so far as 
municipal administration is concerned. 

SHRI K. C. PANT r The matter has 
also been gone into thrice, twice in the 
Home Minister's Advisory Committee and 
once in the Chief Commissioner’s Advisory 
Committee. On all these occasions, the 
ultimate decision was not to proceed with it. 


Closure of Tea gardens in Darjeeling 
area (West Bengal) 

*382. SHRI GADADHAR SAHA : 
Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased'to state : 

(a) whether Government are aware that 
a large number of tea gardens have been 
closed down in Darjeeling area. West 
Bengal ; 

(b) if so, their number and the reasons 
therefor ; and 

(c) whether Government are providing 
short-term capital to these tea gardens for 
reopening them ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) and 
(b). A Statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

(c) There is no scheme under considera¬ 
tion for providing short-term capital to re¬ 
open the closed tea garden. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). Three tea gardens in Darjee¬ 
ling were closed down during the '5 years 


ending 1969. One tea garden was closed 
down due to uneconomic working ; another 
tea garden was requisitioned for defence 
purposes and the third garden which was 
closed down due to uneconomic working 
had been resumed by the West Bengal 
Government under the Estates Acquisition 
Act. 


SHRI GADADHAR SAHA : Is it a 
fact that a large number of tea gardens 
have been closed in the Darjeeling hill area ? 
If so, what is the number, what are the 
causes for the closure and what remedial 
measures have been taken to reopen them ? 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA : As I stated in 
the main answer, three gardens have been 
closed, the main reason in the case of two 
being uneconomic working and in the other 
case, it was taken over for defence purposes. 
There is no proposal at the moment to open 
any of them.

So this care has been 
taken. It is for the States to try to mobilise 
their own resources in their own areas.

(i) Effective circulation (normally, 
papers having a paid circulation 
of below 1000 are not used) ; 

(ii) Regularity in publication (a period 
of six months of uninterrupted 
publication is essential) ; 

(iii) Class of readership ; 

(iv) Adherence to accepted standards of 
journalistic ethics ; 

(v) Other factors such as production 
standards, the language and areas 
intended to be covered within the 
available funds; and 

(vi) Advertisements rates which are 
considered suitable and acceptable 
for Government publicity require¬ 
ments. 

3. Advertisements ar withheld from 
such newspapers and periodicals which 
habitually indulge in virulent propaganda 
inciting communal passions or preaching- 
violence, or offend socially accepted conven¬ 
tions of public decency and morale thus 
undermining the basic national interests. The 
political affiliation of a news-paper is, how¬ 
ever, not taken into consideration while 
releasing advertisements.

(b) The Scientists’ Pool Scheme has 
already helped over 3,000 persons to return 
and settle down in India. However, the 
increase in percentage of immigrants to the 
United States in recent years appears to be 
due to the new U.S. Immigration Act. 

(c) Some of the measures already taken 
to facilitate the return of Indian Scientists, 
Engineers etc. are given in the Statement 
attached. In addition a proposal for 
creation of supernumerary posts for absorp¬ 
tion of brilliant Indian Scientists in India, 
so that they may not have to go abroad 
for lack of employment opportunities in the 
country, is under consideration. 

Statement 

'(A) Hie following steps have been taken 
to facilitate return of scientific and technical 
personnel to India: 

(i) Creation of a Scientists’ Pool to 
provide for temporary placement 


of well-qualified Indian scientists 
and technologists returning from 
abroad. 

(ii) Creation of supernumerary posts in 
approved scientific institutions 
to which temporary appointments 
can be made quickly from among 
the scientists working and studying 
abroad. 

(Hi) The Union Public Service Commis¬ 
sion and most of the State Public 
Service Commissions have agreed 
to treat Indian scientists and 
technologists whose particulars 
appear in National Register as 
’Personal Contact' candidates for 
all posts advertised by them. The 
Union Public Service Commission 
have also made arrangements for 
interviewing Indian scientists and 
technologists abroad for posts in 
India. 

(iv) Maintenance of a Special Section of 
the National Register of Scientific 
and Technical Personnel for enrol¬ 
ment of Indian scientists and techno¬ 
logists abroad and for the circula¬ 
tion of their names to ail Ministers, 
Departments of Government of 
India, State Governments, Union 
and State Public Seivice Commis¬ 
sions, Universities, Public Sector 
Industries and large private sector 
establishments. The names of 
such personnel are published in 
the monthly Technical Manpower 
Bulletin (CSIR) which is distributed 
free to about 3000 organisations all 
over India. 

(v) Provision for payment of travel 

, grant to scientists, who, on their 

selection for appointment in 
research institutions in India, 
undertake to serve those institutions 
for a minimum period of three 
years.

It may be observed from tbe abpve figures 
that West Bengal did not get any Central 
assistance under tbe criterion (ii) mentioned 
above of the per capita income of West 
Bengal was higher than the National 
average (Rs. 498 as against Rs. 422). 

As an increase in the Plan outlay would 
depend on the State Governments* capacity 
to raise its own resources, the State Govern¬ 
ment has been enabled to channel its addit¬ 
ional resources during the Fourth Plan for 
developmental purposes by providing a 
special accommodation of Rs. 73 crorcs 
to coves its pre-assessed non-Plan gap. In 
this context, it may be noted that the State’s 
own resources during the Third Plan wore 
Rs. 145 crore against which the State's 
resources during the Fourth Plan have been 
estimated at only Rs. 101.5 crores. If 
efforts are made to raise more State’s 
resources, it may be possible to inenase the 
Plan outlay of the State during the Fourth

The data thu< collected was analysed ‘with a 
view to enquiring into the family and edu¬ 
cational background of the successful 
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candidate*, the deti^ninants of success at 
the competitive examination and the role of 
University education' in this context. One 
of the conclusions drawn in this survey is 
that General Knowledge has a poor weight- 
ace in the examination but there is nothing 
disturbing about it. 

Government are of the view that it 
would not be appropriate to draw any 
general conclusions from the limited data 
collected by the aforesaid Bureau in respect 
of only some of the successful candidates 
in one year’s examination alone and that a 
more detailed study will have to be conduc¬ 
ted to draw valid conclusions on the aspects 
covered by this survey.

The Leave Travel Concession Scheme 
was introduced on 11th October, 1956 for 
the benefit of the Central Government 
employees and its salient features are as 
follows 

(a) All regular employees who have put 
in one year’s service are entitled to foe 
travel concession once in a block of two 
calendar years, commencing from 1956-57 
for journeys to their home-towq and back ; 

(b) The concession is admissible not 
only to Government servants but also to 
their wives, legitimate and step children 
residing with and wholly dependent on 
them, but not to parents, sisters, brothers, 
etc. 

(c) The concession is available only 
when the Government servant proceeds on 
regular leave for not less then 15 days sod 
is not admissible to railway employees, 
members of Defence service^ and those who 
are eligible /or any other form of travel 
concessions ; 
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(d) For the first 400 fcms of outward 
and return jbufney, the 'actual fate has to 
he borne by the Government servant. In 
respect of;Class *1V Staff, they will have to 
hear the actual fare of the first 160 kms 
way. For the rest of the distance the 
Government servant is to be reimbursed in 
full by Government, the actual fares of the 
class of accommodation to which he is 
entitled 

, , (e) Industrial and Work-charged Staff 
entitled to regular leave are also entitled to 
this concession with effect from the 
block (calendar) years 1960-61 ; 

(f) The concession was extended for 
journeys between places connected by rail/ 
partly connected by rail and partly connec¬ 
ted by road/steamer and not connected by 
rail. In respect of places not connected by 
rail, a Government servant may travel by 
steamer/air where an alternative fieans of 
travel is either not available or is more 
expensive. In such cases, he will bear the 
same proportion of cost as in the case of 
rail journeys and the extent of reimburse¬ 
ment would be what would have been 
admissible had he travelled by rail in the 
entitled class or 100% of actual expenses 
whichever is less. The same scale is applied 
for journeys by private car (whether the car 
belongs to Government servant or not) the 
cost of propulsion being borne by Govern¬ 
ment servant ; 

(g) In case where the Government ser¬ 
vant is unable to avail of the leave travel 
concession in a particular block he is allowed 
to carry it forward and avail of it in the 
first calendar year of the next block ; 

(h) If the family of the Government 
servant remains at the home-town, the 
Government servant alone is eligible to avail 
of tbe Leave Travel Concession once a year ; 

(i) Persons whose home-towns are 
within a distance of 160‘ Kms in the 
case of class IV staff and 400 Kms in the 
cases of others are not entitled to this con¬ 
cession. 

The mkin objective ■ behind' the 
present Leave Travel'Concession is to afford 
some financial assistance to Government 
servants coming from far off pU$e$ tq 


enable them to maintain their domestic and 
social ties with their places of origin and 
also to give an all India character to tbe 
Central services. The fact that persons 
from all parts of the country join the 
Central Services which carry all India 
transfer liability and the fact that Central 
Government servants working at distant 
places from their home-towns do avail of 
the concession, establish that the scheme 
has gone a long way in achieving its objec¬ 
tives.

(b) As had already been pointed out 
on the 16th December, 1970, in reply to 
Unstarred Question No. 4896 by the 
Hon’ble Member, the main factor affecting 
the economics of iron ore exports is the 


transport cost involved in the procurement 
of the ore from areas far away from the 
sea ports. » 

(c) and (d). The particular long-term 
contract referred to covers the exports of 
lumpy iron ore from Bailadila via Visakha- 
patnam Port. Deliveries against this contract 
during 1970-71 constitute only about one- 
fourth of the total iron ore exports of about 
12 million tonnes by the M. M. T. C.. This 
contract runs till April, 1980. Hence, the 
question of its extension does not arise 
at this stage. 

Small and Medium Newspapers

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM BIR 
SIN HA) : (a) and (b). A Statement is 
laid on the Table of the House setting out 
the steps taken so far by the Ministry to 
foster the growth of small and medium 
newspapers. 

Statement 

Government is fully alive to the danger 
of concentration of ownership in the news¬ 
paper industry which may result in- 
regimentation of thought and opinion and 
is anxious to prevent such developments 
as far as practicable. Towards this end, 
the following steps have been taken : 

(i) The Press Registrar makes an 
annual review of the ownership 
of newspapers ax$ periodicals. 
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and studies the development of 
common ownership units and 
publishes them in a publication 
called “Press in India”, so that 
the public may become aware of 
of the facts relating to the owner¬ 
ship of newspapers. 


(ii) Under the Registration of News¬ 
papers (Central) Rules, 1956 framed 
under the Press and Registration 
of Books Act, 1867, it is obligatory 
for newspapers to publish annually 
in the first issue after the last day 
of February information, inter 
aliit, relating to the individuals 
who own the newspaper and part¬ 
ners or shareholders holding more 
than one per cent of the total share 
capital. Failure to comply with 
this statutory obligation is an 
offence under the Press and Regis¬ 
tration of Books Act, 1867 which 
is punishable with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 500/-. 

(iii) Under the newsprint Allocation 
Policy, additional newsprint is not 
issued to a group or chain of 
newspapers for bringing out a fresh 
publication. 

(iv) On the recommendation of the 
Diwakar Committee, of the total 
annual foreign exchange made 
available for printing and compos¬ 
ing machinery 50% is alloted to 
small newspapers (up to 15,000 
circulation), 35% to medium 
newspapers (circulation 15,000— 
50,000) and only 15% is allotted 
to big newspapers (circulation over 
50,000). 

(v) Government’s advertisement policy 
aims at staggering and releasing 
advertisements to newspapers in 
suitable rotation in order to ensure 
the use of as many papers as 
possible so that papers with a big 
circulation do not get a large share 
of Government’s advertisements. 
It is the policy of Government to 
make increasing use of small and 
medium newspapers, particularly 


those published in Indian 
languages. 

(vi) With a view to obtaining first-hand 
and detailed factual information 
regarding the methods of unfair 
competition and/or restrictive 
practices, if any, adopted by the 
larger newspapers to suppress,' 
weaken and eliminate the smaller 
ones about which there are often 
complaints, a sub-committee, set¬ 
up by the Press Council, invited 
specific information and instances 
by a letter addressed to newspapers 
and periodicals in all languages 
having a paid circulation of 5,000 
copies and above. In reply, only 
ten dailies and four weeklies 
mentioned specific cases of what 
they considered restrictive practices 
indulged in by bigger papers. The 
Council is currently pursuing the 
enquiry by collecting further in¬ 
formation regarding instances of 
restrictive practices. 

(vii) Government are considering the 
question of setting up a Newepaper 
Finance Corporation to give 
financial assistance to small and 
medium newspapers and not to 
big newspapers, to help the healthy 
growth of the former. 

(viii) (a) Government are of the view that 
but for the steps taken by the 
Government so far as growth of 
big chain newspapers would have 
been more than what it has been. 
It is not, however, possible to 
estimate the extent to which steps 
already taken by Government have 
been effective. Government believe 
that the best way to check the 
growth of big chain newspapers 
is to forter the growth of 
small and medium news¬ 
papers which are managed on 
healthy lines and follow an 
enlightened editorial policy keeping 
the national interests in view. 
Government are confident that the 
steps already taken and the further 
steps te be taken in the matter 
will effectively foster the growth 
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of small and medium newspapers 
and thereby check the growth of 
big chain newspapers. 


(viii) (b) As recommended by the Diwakar 
Committee on Small Newspapers, 
Government have' started a slow 
speed news bulletin over the All 
India Radio which purveys impor¬ 
tant news; particularly for use by 
small and medium newspapers 
who, due to financial reasons, are 
not in a position to subscribe to 
the service of news agencies. 


A departmental study of the ownership 
pattern of the companies publishing news¬ 
papers has been instituted by the Department 
of Company Affairs.

A. C. GEORGE) : (a) to (c). Annual 

Plan for export of engineering goods for 
1971-72 has been fixed at Rs. 165 crores as 
against actual export of Rs. 115.20 crores 
during 1970-71 which envisages an additional 
earning of Rs. 50 crores in foreign exchange. 

Government have a number of continu¬ 
ing schemes to help exporters to increase 
production and their marketing capabilities. 
A statement of some of such schemes in 
force is attached. 


Statement 

SCHEME FOR BUILD UP OF EXPORT 
PRODUCTION AND EXPORT 
CAPABILITY 

1. The Scheme to increase export 
production include— 

(a) Provision of imported raw material 
to registered exporters under a replenish¬ 
ment licencing scheme. 

(b) Supply of inJigeneous raw material 
like steel and aluminium on priority.

(c) A system of ‘On Account* import 
licences to registered manufacturers/exporters, 
having a minimum export performance o^ 
Rs. 10/- lakhs or mom during the year 


1969-70 in respect of non-traditional goods. 
Alongwith this facility the facilities of 
advance and imprest licences enable securing 
of raw materials for export production. 

(d) A provision of preferential treatment 
to export oriented units in the matter of 
licensing of expanded capacity, improve¬ 
ment in installed capacity and also for 
imports from preferred sources. 

(e) The grant of licences to export 
oriented units for import of machinery 
required for expansion, modernisation, 
diversification of production facilities as well 
as for research and development, against 
specially allocated foreign exchange. 

(f) Organising of bulk imports of 
certain raw materials by public sector 
agencies. The Industrial Raw Material 
Assistance Centre of STC and similar cells 
of other agencies nominated for bulk 
imports will enable registered exporters to 
obtain supplies off-tbe-sheif as and when 
they are required, on surrender of replenish¬ 
ment licence. 

(g) Foreign collaboration in the case of 
export oriented units will be accorded 
special consideration. The existing agree¬ 
ments providing for restrictions on export 
franchise are expected to be suitably revised 
when due for renewal. Foreign collaboration 
in trading activities can also be considered 
on merits, if such collaboration is for 
export. 

(h) A provision has been made for, 
grant of import facilities to eligible 
merchandising export houses to facilitate 
production according to export needs. 

(i) Units in the small scale sector who 
export more than 25% or more of their 
production are made eligible to receive 
allocation from free foreign exchange areas 
for their import needs. 

(j) Recently established Trade Develop¬ 
ment Authority has been entrusted with the 
task of promoting export production and' 
overseas marketing of certain selected 
commodities, in the first instance. This 
organisation has already undertaken valuable 
work In this direction. 
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2. For incrgaaing export marketing 
capabilities important schemes in force are 
as under:— 

(a) Compensatory support is allowed on 
exports of selected product to develop 
marketing competence and to neutralise the 
disadvantages inherent in the present stage 
of development of the economy. 

(b) Trade agreements provide for export 
of non-traditional goods. 

(c) Under a scheme of assistance from 
the M.D.F. financial assistance is provided 
to exporters for export activities like market 
surveys sales-toams, publicity, participation 
in exhibition and fairs etc. This assistance 
is given to recognised export houses and 
other approved organisations. 

(d) Tax relief and concessions are 
provided on expenditure connect with 
exports like overseas publicity, foreign 
office(s) abroad, support of technical know¬ 
how and other services. 

(e) Drawback of customs and Central 
Excise duties as also concessional railways 
freight is allowed on a number of export 
products. 

(f) A scheme of registration of contracts 
insulates the registered exporters against 
disadvantageous changes in the pattern of 
assistance subsequent to their dates of 
contracts. 

(g) Export finance is made available at 
a concessional rate of 7%. B.C.G.C. cover is 
available for different export requirements. 
The IDBI participates alongwith other 
approved commercial banks in the provision 
of deferred payment facilities. 

3. Several priority industries have been 
selected and placed under export obligation. 
Ad-hoc obligations have also been placed on 
a number of units. 

4. In process quality control has been 
introduced in several industries. 

5. A wholly owned subsidiary of the 
Stats Trading Corporation has been set up 


to specialise in exports of large ventures 
and turnkey projects by participating in 
global tenders in the field of : 

(a) Railway systems—rolling stock, 

locomotives, track and signalling equip¬ 
ments ; . 

(b) Public utilities ; 

(c) Castings and Forgings, ancillary 
equipment for big International manufac¬ 
turing concerns such as Automobile Industry 
etc. 

(d) Complete Industrial Plants and 
Projects. 

Eradication of Poverty in India 

1659. SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI 
MOHAN DHARIA): (a; and (b). Economic 
conditions in the country are under constant 
study of the Government. In the four year 
period from 1966-67 to 1969-70, the index 
number of per capita national product 
(1960-61 =100) has risen from 100.5 to 
110.8. This should indicate improvement 
in the economic condition of the country. 
The Government, however, recognise that, 
on account of vast disparties of income and 
wealth, large numbers do not share in the 
benefits of development. Tho Government, 
therefore, take the view that poverty has to 
be eradicated by vigorously pursuing both 
sustained growth and greater equality of 
income and wealth. 

(c) The eradication of poverty is 
necessarily a long-term problem. The 
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Government are seeking a basic solution to 
tbis problem by promoting growth with 
fl or iat justice through appropriate develop¬ 
ment strategy, institutional charge and 
economic and social policies. Besides 
general policies, some measures directed 
specifically to the improvement of the lot of 
the poor have been initiated or thought out 
in recent years. Some of the important 

ones are listed below : — 

1. special package schemes for small 
and marginal farmers and agricul¬ 
tural workers and programmes of 
animal husbandry to support their 
economy ; 

2. crash programme for rural employ¬ 
ment ; 

3. encouragement to States for 
speedier enactment and implemen¬ 
tation of land reform measures 
aimed at completing the abolition 
of intermediary rights, reducing 
rents, providing security of tenure, 
lowering ceilings, restricting exemp¬ 
tions and distributing the surplus 
land : 

4. attention to improvement of rural 
housing, allotment of building sites 
to landless workers, conferment of 
homestead rights and grant of 
assistance to building habitable 
dwellings ; 

5. emphasis on the need to extend 
the new technology in agriculture 
to dry farming areas, other new 
areas and to new crops ; 

6. administration of forestry schemes 
to benefit contiguous rural areas 
and forest labourers and dwellers ; 

7. increased emphasis on welfare and 
development of backward classes 
and areas ; 

8. nationalisation of banking, promo¬ 
tion of new financial institution, 
schemes and procedures and re¬ 
orientation of banking and credit 
policies to extend credit facilities 


for productive purposes to classes 
and areas that have been neglected 
in the past; 

0 

9. added emphasis on clearance and 
improvement of slums and rehabili¬ 
tation of slum dwellers ; 

10. redistributive taxation and pursuit 
of other socio-economic measures 
to reduce disparities ; 

11. long-term programmes of rehabili¬ 
tation and development on a viable 
basis of individual rural industries ; 

12. vigorous promotion of family 
planning ; 

13. the provision in the 1971-72 Budget 
for the benefit of the educated un¬ 
employed ; 

14. encouragement of industrial activi¬ 
ties in backward areas ; and 

15. reappraisal of the Fourth Five Year 
Plan, to be undertaken shortly, to 
determine, among others, what 
further measures could be under¬ 
taken to benefit the poor.

of the Ministries/Departments concerned.* 

(b) Some of the more important 
observations of the Commission in this 
regard in the 20tb Report, are— 

(i) Competitive examinations should 
he held regularly, as failure to do 
so detracts from proper maintenance 
of the efficiency of the adminis¬ 
tration ;

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(ii) The recruitment pattern to the 
Servicea/posts should follow closely 
the methods prescribed in the 
kecruitment Rules.

The recommendations were carefully 
considered but Government were not able 
to accept them for the following reasons— 

Emoluments • The Chairman of the 
U. P. S. C. is entitled to a pay or Rs. 
3,500 and the other members to a pay of 
Rs. 3,000 per month. Besides, an officer 
of the Indian Civil Service or an officer who 
at the date of his appointment to the 
Commission is in the service of the Govcr- 
ment of India and is entitled, under the 
rules applicable to him immediately before 
his appointment, to receive pay at pre-1931 
rates, is entitled in addition to a personal 
pay of Rs. 500 per month on appointment 
to the Commission. In view of financial 
stringency it is the general policy of Govern¬ 
ment to avoid, as far as possible, upward 
revisions of higher salaries, and it was 
therefore decided that the question of 
enhancement of the salaries of the Chairman 


and Members of the Commission need ndt 
be taken up for the time being. 

Pension - A member of the Commission 
who at the date of his appointment as such

(d) It is difficult to assess the effective¬ 
ness of export promotion in terms of export 
figures in-as-much as exports in a given 
year fiuctute due to variation in imports 
resulting from normal economic process of 
stocking and destocking and also other 
short term market conditions like produc¬ 
tion and supplies from other countries. How¬ 
ever, as a result of promotion undertaken 
by Tea Board’s five overseas offices, in¬ 
creasing awareness about the quality of 
Indian Tea was noticed during 1969-70 
among foreign packers and tea distributors 
which led to the marketing of a number of 
pure and predominantly Indian tea blends. 
In U. A. R. Indian tea in consumer packets 
were imported for the first time in 
November, 1969. Consequent on their 
decision to increase the percentage of Indian 
tea from 45% to 75% in the blend Messrs. 
J. Lyons and Company redesigned and 
rcm nied their established 'Quick Brew’ as 
‘Quick Brew Indian Blend* in U. K. in 
December, 1969. Similarly in U. S. A. 
two reputed firms of food distributors 
marketed a pack of hundred percent Indian 
tea bags and a brand of Instant tea manu¬ 
factured and exported from India. Sales 
of a number of pure Indian packs marketed 
by the local packers on the continent of 
Europe continued with the active advet- 
rising support by the Tea Board. In 
Austriiia Tea Board’s publicity conti¬ 
nued to aim at increasing the awareness of 
Indian tea.

1973-74 the exports urder this i'ems are 
likely to slop altogether. 

(b) Import of raw hides and skins is 
placed on O. G. L. This helps in augmen¬ 
ting the supplies of raw hides and skins in 
the country and reduce the pressure on 
consumption of superior quality skins leading 
to their release for export. 

(c) Import of wattle bark, wattle 
extract, and other tanning bark are also 
placed on O. G. L. 

id) Leather Industry has been cate¬ 
gorized as one of the priority industries and 
it has therefore, been eligible for priority 
treatment in ihe matter of allocation of its 
requirements from preferred sources. 

(e) For meeting the scare material of 
imported origin, import replenishment at the 
rates of 3%, 6% and 10% in respect of E. I. 
tanned leather, Chrome Tanned Leather 
and Finished Leather respectively has been 
allowed. In the case of goods and leather 
footwear, import replenishment is allowed 
at 15%. 

(f) The scheme of draw back of duty 
on export of leather and leather products 
has been rationalised and the present 
general rate is 4.5% on leather footwear 
and 10% on leather goods. 

(g) Leather footwear and components 
thereof and finished leather and leather 
goods have been granted air-freight subsidy 
w.e.f 1.2.1971 at the rate of 50% of air 
freight paid but restricted to 10% FOB and 
15% FOB respectively.

India are goverened by the provisions of 


the International Coffee Agreement, to 
which India is a signatory. Under the 
Agreement, annual quotas are set 
for exports to quotas 'countries every 
year depending upon the world import 
requirements. Exports of coffee to these 
countries have therefore to be limited to 
the annual quotas set by the International 
CofTce Organisation for India for each 
coffee year (October/September). There is 
thus a limitation placed on exports of coffee 
from India to quota countries. 

2. Exports to non-quota countries 
could be made outside the quotas so set and 
no specific limitations are fixed for such 
expoits by the I. C. O. By progressively 
incieasing the Trade Plan provisions for 
exports of coffee to non-quota group of 
countries which are non-traditional markets, 
exports to which are not covered by the 
limitation imposed by the ICO, there has 
been a progressive increase in exports of 
coffee from India to these countries. 

3. It is proposed to send a delegation 
for the U.K. and European countries to 
explore possibilities of increasing our direct 
exports tn three foreign exchange markets 
and also to some non quota countries with 
which we could possibly increased our trade 
in coffee.

(2) Basic raw materials required for 
this industry, such as raw hides 
and skins and tanning barks and 
extracts, are permitted for import 
under Open General Licence. 

(3) “Leather and Leather goods" are 
one of the 59 priority industries. 
Units in this industry can, there¬ 
fore, secure import licences on the 
basis of actual consumption. 

(4) Import licence is allowed against 
exports of various leather and 
leather products, to replenish the 
import content in such export 
products. 

(5) There is provision for drawback of 
duty on export of Blue Chrome 
tanned goat skins and vegetable 
tanned leather.

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
I have carefully read the statement given 
by the hon. Minister. I am thankful that 
he laid a trap to catch some people. But 
the reply he has given seems to convey the 
impression that he is not aware of the 
extent to which this racket prevails; he says 
in his statement : ‘no conclusive evidence 
was forthcoming to establish such mischief*. 
It is entirely incorrect to say so. 
Hundreds of complaints come to the 
department that calls which they never 
made are being entered in their bills and 
no action has been taken against the person 
concerned. I can give the instance of a 
call of my own brother. Dr. Hori Lai 
Saksena, Tel. No. 42753. He was given a 
bill which included a sum of Rs. 22.50 
for making a call to Dehra Dun. When he 
complained that he did not make any 
call to Dehra Dun the officer wrote 
to him that he regretted that there 
was a wrong call entered in his bill and 
that he was giving him a revised bill: When 
the officer said that a wrong call was 
entered, did you find out who was the person 
who made the wrong entry ? And was he 
given an examplary punishment ? Did you 
also trace the person who had actually made 
the call to Dehra Dun and had got it entered 
in my brothers bill ? Was he punished ? 
Was his telephone disconnected ? This is 
the hast you could have done to stop the 
racket. 

I have another instance which i wish 
to bring to the notice of the House. My 
brother received a telephone bill in which 
a sum of Rs. 100 was charged for entries 
Jb the Telephone Directory for 1970. My 


brother asked for details for the entries, 
but though two months have passed, no 
details have been sent. Instead of that, a 
wire was sent to him saying that the Bill 
“is herewith returned to avoid disconnection 
of the phone, and refund, if any, intimated 
by the D. O. wjll be adjusted in the 
next bill.** 

What 4 worse still, complaints are not 
kept on the file. They are returned and 
only the action taken is intimated. 

Such instances are happening not only 
in Delhi but all over India. For instance 
the Telephone Department in Gorakhpur, 
sent me a bill several years ago in which 
they charged Rs. 200 for Trunk calls which I 
had not made. I complained and they 
were corrected, but I do not know if any¬ 
thing has happened to the persons concerned. 
I am sorry that some blacksheep in the 
department should bring the name of the 
staff into disrepute. Although I am a trade 
unionist, I have no sympathies for such 
black sheep, and they must be dealt with 
in a harsh manner. I also want that such 
subscribers whose calls are thus entered in 
others’ bills should have their phones 
disconnected. 

Lakhs of rupees are thus being mis¬ 
appropriated. I hope the hon. Minister 
who, I know, is a very efficient person, 
will see to this and clean the whole depart¬ 
ment. He must stop all these wrong things 
happening in the department. I hope the 
hon. Minister will do it. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : Sir, I 
am beholden to the hon. Member for giving 
me information about these things and about 
his telephone. But I am sorry to say that 
it would be much better if he sends a letter 
in writing, pointing out all these things to 
me.—and I shall also be greatfui to him,— 
so that I may really go into them in fuller 
details. Presently, I do not have all the 
facts regarding that case with me, because 
they do not arise out of this parti¬ 
cular question. Therefore, I am sorry I 
have to disappoint him by saying that 
presently 1 have nothing to comment upon. 

MR. SPEAKER : He has just quoted 
an instance ; not an individual case but 
some instances. So, you might reply. 
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SHRI H. N..BAHUGUNA : So far as 
this is concerned, my hon. friend will agree 
with me that this is because of the 
instructions given that this particular type 
of case has been apprehended. It is 1 think 
about a month now since 1 have been 
in this Ministry. Two* instances were 
brought to my notice ; one in Jammu and 
Kashmir, and the other in Delhi. We 
had issued definite instructions as to how 
to seal this leakage and how to give a more 
efficient and honest service to our customers. 
So, a number of steps have been taken 
and more are intended to be taken. As 
it is, these linesmen, when they go on duty, 
they have a pass with them. We propose 
to give them now a new style work pass 
for that day, for such and such area and 
for such and such duty, so that he can 
be apprehended, and you can find out if 
he was really on duty or was really com¬ 
mitting pilferage. 

Similarly, so far as the bills are 
concerned, which are not normally correct 
bills, because, somebody, if I may say so, 
pilfered the calls from a particular number, 
we always go into the details and if we 
are satisfied that the past bills relate to 
arrears, it will be indicative which cannot 
be otherwise explained, and we do give 
some rebate. That might have been the 
case of giving a rebate and action taken. 

So far as the question of the person 
making the entry is concerned, now it is an 
automatic entry. The meter notes auto¬ 
matically, and notes down the reading. 
Nobody need read it manually. Therefore, 
I cannot honestly punish the meter. Some¬ 
body may make the meter run, may be sur¬ 
reptitiously, and it is this particular thing 
which is not always known to us. Now 
that we have come to grips with it, and 
now that we have arrested these two poople, 
I am more than sure that the cooperation 
of this House will give us fuller strength 
to meet with the situation.

RE: RELIEF MATERIAL FOR 
BANGLA DESH REFUGEES 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) ; 
Sir, with your permission, 1 would 
like to draw the attention of the 
house and the Government to a very 
serious bit of news which has appeared 
in yesterday’s Calcutta papers to the 
effect that a very large quantity—several 
hundred tonnes —of relief materia] which 
had been received from various foreign 
countries and agencies for the relief of Bangla 
Desh refugees, is lying uncleared at the Dum 
Dum airport. A photograph also has been 
published, and the report says that from 
Denmark, Canada, the United Nations, and 
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relief organizations such as the International 
Red Cross and so on, a large amount of 
material-medicines; drugs, foodstuff, tents 
and such like things-has arrived, and it says- 
I may with your permission, read one short 
paragraph : 

“Despite repeated requests to the 
Relief and Rehabilitation Minis¬ 
try, the Relief Department of the 
Government of West Bengal and 
Red Cross Society, to take delivery 
of the goods, none has come 
forward.” 

This is a strange thing; that there is no 
room there, and if more material keeps on 
arriving, there would be no place to stock 
them. Some of the stock which had come 
from Canada, which they call high protein 
cod fish, is lying in a place where it is 
exposed to rain and some of it got damaged 
also. But there is nobody to clear it. We 
have here been told every day that all these 
measures are being taken on an absolutely 
emergency and top priority footing. This 
is a very alarming piece of news. If this is 
the way relief is going to be administered, 
1 would ask you, and through you I would 
request the Government, to assure the house 
immediately that steps will be taken to see 
that timely and prompt clearance of this 
relief material is done, and wc would also 
like to know what is the exact position at 
present. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat) : In this 
connection, I may add— 

MR. SPEAKER : No, no. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Yesterday, I retur¬ 
ned from Calcutta, and that is why I want 
to make a submission in this connection. 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Indrajit Gupta 
has already stated it. You must give some 
previous notice to me. 

DR, RANEN SEN : This is the time of 
act. ft is not merely a question of the 
Minister making a statement. Unless these 
materials are. lifted from the airport, they 


may become useless. The whole airport 
is full of these materials. * That is the first 
point. 

« 

Secondly, the people outside the airport 
are without any shelter; without any foot 
and without any< medicine. While food and 
medicine are being stocked there, they are 
not used by anybody. It is a very sad 
situation. That is why the Government’s 
attention is being drawn now, and the 
Government has to act now. There is no 
question of making a statement and trying 
to satisfy the Members of this house. The 
cholera epidemic is breaking out and more 
than 10,000 people are dying, and not 
merely that one lakh people are suffering 
and are affected by cholera and the whole 
of West Bengal is seriously affected by it, 
not to speak of Bangla Desh. This is 
criminal negligence on the part of the authori¬ 
ties, whether it is the State Government or 
it is the Central Government. Now there 
is real neesfsity that the Government should 
immediately send an SOS and try to clear 
the whole thsng, 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 
Government entirely share the distress of 
the hon. Members if any delay has taken 
place. According to the information that 
wc have received this morning, after we 
learnt of this issue, all the consignments 
were cleared immediately, as soon as they 
were received. 

A consignment of 32 tonnes from 
UNICEF which arrived last evening by 
Kaledonian Airways was cleared. The only 
consignment that remains so far uncleared 
is the one addressed to Cooch Behar relief 
society by name. We have asked the 
Additional Secretary who is there to get in 
touch with the society concerned and we are 
hopeful that this would be cleared in the 
course of the day. I can assure hon. 
Members that we have issued clear instruc¬ 
tions, and we are prepared to issue (hem 
again, that the relief consignments should 
be cleared immediately. We are distressed 
that the whole of the Dum Dum airport 
should be cluttered with these ' consignments 
and we want them to be removed as soon 
as possible. All the agencies will do 
whatever is necessary to remove them.

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SHRI S. S. MOHAPATRA (Balasore) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, listening for so many 
hours to the discussion on the Budget, as a 
teacher of political economy for many years 
and also as a student, who has read econo* 
mics and politics, 1 can only say in this 
House that this Budget cannot be called a 
socialist budget but it is a budget which has 
processed the fundamentals which will go 
to shape the socialist economy of our state 
in future. As the Minister, Shri Ganesh, 
told us the other day, this only budget 
cannot initiate the process of socialism ; 
there will be many more budgets in this 
country to be propounded and given to the 
people by this Government, which will make 
the sum total of our socialist realisation. 

1 have listened to the arguments of 
learned Members in the Opposition who 
have said that this is not a socialist budget. 
I have my own conviction that it is very 
difficult to bring a socialist budget in a 
democratic set-up. Unless we have partial 
dictatorship, it is very difficult to control 
the means of distribution and production in 
this country. 1 believe, Shrimaii Indira 
Gandhi, who has been given a mandate by 
the people to bring socialism to this country 
can also act as a partial dictator (Shri 
Piloo Mody : She is.) with full cooperation 
of the people of this country to bring eco¬ 
nomic resurgence in this sub-continent. 

We have heard the budget speeches of 
previous ministers in this independent 
country. We have heard Shanmugham 
Chetty ; we have heard Dr. John Mathai ; 
we have heard Shri Deshmukh ; we have 
heard Shri Morarji Desai ; but Shri Chavan's 
budget has evoked full throated hopes in 
this country and the country expects that in 
course of time this budget will be the 
forerunner of further socialist budgets. 

I must say that nothing more could be 
expected in a country which passed through 
a non-violent revolution. It is possible for 
Soviet Russia to give socialist budgets in 
five years* time and it has not been given in 
Soviet Russia. We have been hearing 
from the Soviet leaders that free bread will 
be available to the Soviet people. The 
Bolshevik Revolution came in 1918 and this 
is 1971 ; during all these years the Soviet 
people have not got free bread. So I say, 


in the present circumstances nothing more 
could be expected of this Government. 
Probably for the first time in the economic 
as well as the political history of India this 
Government has aroused hopes and we can 
expect that the future budgets will definitely 
be according to*the liking of the people. 

We have heard criticism that additional 
taxes have been imposed on cigarettes, 
textiles, petrol, telegrams and telephones 
and that there has been a ceiling on 
company remuneration. But I must say 
that this country has to be roused to a 
sense of supreme sacrifice, no country can 
achieve socialism. The people of Russia, 
China, Hungary, Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia—all the socialist countries, 
whatever, we may name them—must have 
made the supreme sacrifice for bringing 
socialism. But wc people in our country 
do not have that spirit of socialist reali¬ 
sation and of sacrifice. 

We know, the ministers are living a 
life of luxury. We know even a parliamen¬ 
tarian like myself, who has been elected 
by the downtrodden people, who are unfed 
and unclad, leads a life which I should not 
lead. At least SO per cent of remuneration 
that I get should go to the people. So I 
say, unless we are roused to the sense of 
supreme sacrifice, nobody can achieve 
socialism in this country ; socialism will 
be a hyperbolic nonsense and will never be 
reality. 

The rich agriculturists should have been 
taxed more in this budget. In Russia the 
rich kulaks were found to be counter¬ 
revolutionary and reactionaries. The 
Bolshevik Government tried to control 
them there was a revolution against them. 
The rich landed peasantry in this country 
has closed the door for an agrarian revolu¬ 
tion. There should be distribution of land 
and of the national wealth. Then only 
the common people, the peasants and 
workers, may realise that here is a govern¬ 
ment which can give us socialism. This 
government is bound to be a workers’ and 
peasants’ government some day. Then only 
we can have socialism. When we will find 
that this government has representation of 
the workers and peasants—that is what 
Pandit Nehru, thought of and what late 
Gandhiji also aspired to— then only we can 
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feel that the future budgets will be in the 
line of popular thinking and popular 
desire. 

Shri Chavan, the Finance Minister, ha*» 
earmarked Rs. 60 crores for Bangla Desh. 
Baogta Desh is a great problem not only 
for us but for the whole world. It is an 
international responsibility. But' people 
outside in the country, 55 crores of Indians, 
feel that probably the India Government 
could have acted more vigorously, does 
not matter if it would have amounted to a 
sense of a little aggression across the border. 
Rs. 60 crores is nothing. Shri Chavan has 
shown his supreme sense of financial cal¬ 
culation by trying to narrow the balance of 
payments gap and all that, thereby trying 
to secure the economic foundation of this 
country. But Bangla Desh is a foreign 
relation question which is very much tied up 
with our foreign policy. 


Our foreign policy is a socialist foreign 
policy. Long back when Sir Girija Shankar 
Bajpai was controlling our foreign relations, 
one of our ambassadors met Sir Vincent 
Aureol and talked to him about Indian 
foreign relations. Sir Vincent Aureol said, 
“I can understand very much about the 
first sex and the second sex, but your foreign 
policy is the third sex in politics.” For 
many years it was so, but Nehru changed 
the very courte of Indian foreign policy. 
Shrimati Gandhi is today following the 
path which was shown by the late Pandiiji, 
of non-alignment. The Bangla Desh ques¬ 
tion is bound to be a burning question for 
many years to come and not only Rs. 60 
crores but it may so happen the finance 
Minister has to keep apart Rs. 600 crores 
for such questions. 


Shri Chavan has earmarked Rs. 25 
crores for the educated unemployed people. 
Here I must say. that Shri Chavan has not 
realised the feelings of the vast multitude 
of unemployed people in this country. 
I come from a place where probably 90 per 
cent of the people are in hunger. Rs 25 
crores is nothing. We assured the people 
before the elections that probably from 
every family one one will get a job some¬ 
where who will get his food. If India has 


55 crores of people and there are 4 crores 
or 5 crores of families, how are we going 
to employ these 5 crores of unemployed 
peop le ? 

The unemployed people are becoming 
Naxalities. The cream of unversitics, people 
who topped in universities in West Bengal 
are becoming Naxalites, because they are 
unemployed. They do not get food to eat ; 
they do not have proper clothing ; they 
see their fathers dying of hunger and their 
mothers cannot give a morsel of food to 
the dying children. What will be their 
reaction ? These educated unemployed 
people, who got first division in unversities 
brilliant technicians and scientists, do not 
get any employment. What will be their 
mental reaction ? The reaction will be the 
that they will/turn Into either Naxalites or 
militant socialists or anything that you may 
call it. You have to think about these 
unemployed people and have a crash pro¬ 
gramme. Now, Rs. 12 lakhs have been 
given to every district. What will happen ? 
In a block, one hundred people are to be 
given employment now I know thousands 
are there who are not getting food to eat. 
We are thinking of giving employment to 
only 100 people in a block. It is nothing, 
even a collection of pebbles on the sea¬ 
shore. The hon. Finance Minister has to 
think on this line. 

In conclusion, 1 say, the country has 
reposed confidence in him, the country has 
reposed confidence in the Prime Minister 
and the country thinks, feels and hopes 
very strongly that socialism is around the 
corner.

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJEE 
(New Delhi) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
i support the budget proposals and 1 feel 
that this is a very progressive budget and 
also it is fully to the tune of our declared 
policy of a socialist transformation. I do 
not agree with those members who say 
thgt we gave the slogan of Garibi Hatao 
and now we are going away, from it, 
because at that time when our beloved 
Prime Minister gave the slogan of Garibi 
Hatao, we did not have this national 
calamity of Bangla Desh affecting our 
nation. As our Prime Minister has said 
this is internal affair of India, and I fully 
believe, and everybody knows, how it is 
taxing our country and what a terrible 
burden it is on our country. 

We have always seen that our people 
are not lagging behind in their support 
whenever any national calamity comes ; 
we have seen that in many cases of the 
contribution of our poor people has been 
far more than that of the richer people. 
So, when such a burden has come, we know 
that our poor people will also be ready to 
help and support the cause. 

There is another aspect which arises. In 
a developing economy, the tax always rises. 
But I would only like to say that there is 
so much of unemployment in our country. 
For that also, to solve that, we need so 
much money ; the money will have to 
come. If we do not get more and more 
money, if we do not have more and more 
money to solve this unemployment problem, 
actually the educated unemployed will be 
very angry as they are getting angry and 
they are getting restless. Unless we solve 
their problems too, unless we increase 
some of the burden on some of the people, 
we shall not be able to satisfy them. 
Rather, the problems will increase and that 
may hit the basic stability of our country. 
So, some taxes will have to be raised. 
Why should we not take the help of the 
poor people for helping and co-operating 
in improving the economy of the country? 
Hie poor people are not backing away from 
it. 

I would now like to give a few sugges¬ 
tions to the hon. Finance Minister for his 
consideration. One is, I feel that the tax 


on bread should be removed, because even 
the poor people do not stay only in the 
villages. There are many, many poor people 
in the cities and small towns also, and 
in small towns and cities the poor people 
cannot buy coal or even wood for preparing 
their chappathies. - So, they sometimes 
find bread cheaper. The low income group 
people also, especially when both husband 
and wife are working for a living, they, do 
not find time to prepare chappathies and 
that creates a lot of difficulties. Therefore, 
I feel that it would be better if the hon. 
Finance Minister considers this and removes 
the tax on maida. 


Then my second point is this. I would 
request the hon. Finance Minister to re¬ 
consider the lax on petrol. I understand 
that the International prices of petrol have 
increased and the prices of petrol here also 
will increase. But I do not mind if you 
tax the private cars-owners or the private 
scooter-owners, the private users. Bul l 
do certainly feel that it would be too much 
on the people because in the remote places 
like Himachal Pradesh or Manipur and 
other places, there is no train service and 
the people can travel only by buses, and 
on those conveyances also the charges will 
be too much if the petrol charges go high 
up. 

THE MINISOER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : Those buses 
use diesel and not petrol. 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJEE : 
Still, the people who ply taxis and scooters 
in the cities are not rich people. So if you 
have to increase the tax on petrol then you 
will have to allow the owners of taxis and 
scooters to raise their fares proportionately. 
Otherwise, they will lose. 

Then I come to the impost on pressure 
cookers. You may levy a duty, or increase 
the existing one, on lipsticks and cosmetics. 
But you should not impose any duty on 
pressure cookers which is used by even 
low income group people. Especially when 
the husband and wife are working the 
cooking has' to be done in a hurry and so 
people are forced to use pressure-cookers. 
So, this aspect has to be considered. 
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Then, coining to ready-made garments, 
I would like to clear some misunder¬ 
standing. Some of my friends were saying 
that all ready-made garments have been 
taxed. It is not so. 1 am verey happy to 
know from the hon. Finance Minister that 
tax has not been imposed on all ready-made 
garments but only on branded qualities. 
The branded qualities are used only by the 
rich and not by the poor. 

Coming to the tax on soap, a majority 
of the people in the villages do not use 
toilet soaps. The use household soaps both 
for bath and for washing their clothes. 
Further, there is no increase in the rate of 
tax on laundry soap. 

I am very happy that the hon. Finance 
Minister has shown concern about the 
health of the smokers. Of course, it has 
affected my household also, because my 
husband is a smoker. I would request the 
Finance Minister to show the same concern 
about alcoholic drinks also and tax them 
still further. 

Finally, I would like to say that nothing 
has been done to improve the plight of the 
Delhi school teachers with the result that 
they feel frustrated. Now there is a lot 
of disparity between the pay scales of the 
principals and the post-graduate teachers 
even though their qualifications are the 
same. While the basic pay of a principal 
starts from Rs. 700 the maximnm salary 
of a post-graduate teacher is only Rs. 000. 
In other service conditions also there is a 
lot of disparity. I would request the 
Finance Minister to give a little more 
money for the amelioration of the condition 
of the Delhi school teachers so that these 
discriminations can be removed and the 
teachers can feel happy so that our future 
generations will get better education. 

With these few suggestions, I would 
like to congratulate the Finance Minister 
for having presented this budget.

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA 
(Cachar) ; Sir, in moving to support the 
Budget proposals, 1 deem it my duty to 
bring certain points to the notice of the 
Government. 

1 prcsonally represent a constituency 
which suffers from lack of transport 
facilities, unemployment and economic 
distress. The geographical position is such 
that the three sides are covered by hill areas 
and one side borders Bangla Desh. 

The tragic happenings in Bangla Desh 
have resulted in the exodus of evacuees 
from there for the last two months. Now 
the Pak army is entering into our territory 
and killing out people. Our border security 
forces deployci for this purpose are not 
sufficiently capable to combat with the Pak 
army. Army should be employed in border 
areas for secutity of our people. 

1 have no need to mention about the 
atrocities being done by Pak army in 
Bangla Desh which has been discussed in 
this august House, but two things I have 
got to mention clearly. First, for about 
a month, now the Pak army have made it 
a point to drive out the minorities from 
Bangla Desh. Secondly, atrocities on 
women have gone beyond the concept of 
civilization. 

The entire world is keeping thier mouth 
shut; the coiflicting major nations «e 
apparently one in silence. Should we in India 
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bear all the brunt of Pakistan's misdoings ? 
Can We not ask the nations who have 
economic interest in our country to come out 
in condemnation of Pakistan and suspend ail 
financial assistance until and unless Pakistan 
restores peace in Bangla Desh and takes 
back the evacuees by creating a peaceful 
solution there ? 

For the last 23 years, Pakistan is always 
trying to create direct and indirect pressure 
on India and we have to suffer each time. 

It is high time that Pakistan should be 
asked to hand over territory proportionate 
for settlement of evacuees forced out from 
time to time. The demand must be backed 
by the might of our armed strength. 

Now, I come to the Communication 
question. For us, the Railway track is the 
main link. As we are faced today, my 
request to the Government is that the hill 
section portion from Lumding to Badarpur 
in N.F. Railway must be given special 
attention. Night-running of trains in this 
area should be restored immediately. The 
other day, the Chief Minister of Nagaland 
had stated that the Naga problem had been 
tackled properly ; if so, there should be 
no difficulty in introducing night-running of 
trains, will lessen overcrowding. 

I would like to mention that un¬ 
employment and economic distress can be 
mitigated to some extent if the proposed 
paper and pulp mill and sugar mill projects 
are implemented immediately in this area. 
The Mizo Hills district is rich in mineral 
resources, which can be tapped by the 
Government. Fruits like oranges and pine¬ 
apples are in abundance in this area, and 
so, a fruit preservation factory can easily be 
established here. 

The proposed Barak dam project will 
help agricultural proposes and would also 
provide cheap power. I would humbly 
request the Central Government to expedite 
this in consultation with the Manipur 
Government. 

I would like to draw the attention of 
the Government and the House to the 
position regarding education in my district 
of Cachar. It is a Bengali-speaking area, 


and it is under the Gauhati University 
where there is no recognition of Bengali at 
the university level. A medical college 
had been set up in Cachar only three years 
back, though it was expected to be 
established there during the Second Plan 
period. Even now, it is not propereiy 
looked after ; there is neither proper or 
required teaching staff who have been 
appointed, nor has a properly equipped 
hospital been provided during these three 
years, nor have suitable buildings been 
completed. The construction work has been 
entrusted to a Government-sponsored body 
which does not care to a accelerate the 
speed of the construction work. The 
students of this college will have to appear 
examinations in subjects for which they 
have not been coached here due to shortage 
of teaching staff. 

A regional engineering college was 
expected to function here for the last three 
years, but 1 understand that before any 
construction has been undertaken, a 
principal and some teachers have been 
appointed, who stay outside Cachar. Is it 
not a colossal wastage of money ? 

I would request the Government to 
investigate into these matters and take 
proper steps to start teaching in the 
engineering college and also equip the 
Silchar Medical College to attain the proper 
standard so that the graduate of this college 
will get proper acceptance by the Indian 
Medical Council, and also to get Bengali 
accepted as one of the languages along with 
English and Assamese at the university level. 

before I conclude, I would request the 
hon. Finance Minister to consider bis 
proposals to levy taxes on maida, coarse 
and medium cotton textiles and ready-made 
garments. All these items are used by the 
poor and middle class people of our society. 
The exise duty levied on petroleum will 
definitely result in rise in transport costs 
which will again hit the poor and middle 
class people. 

We have taken the vow Garibi Hatao. 
Does the hon. Minister think that by the 
levy of such taxes, poverty will be driven 
out ? Is it not the case that the poor and 
middle class people will be compelled to 
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become more and more poor 7 So, I would 
humbly request the hon. Minister to with* 
draw such taxes and give more attention to 
tightening up measures to stop tax evasion, 
so that the delict could be met. 

With these words, I support the budget. 

SHRI B. R. BHAGAT (Shahabad) : The 
hon. Finance Minister has done his best of 
an almost impossible task that faced him. 
It is natural that the Members of the 
Opposition should attack him by picking 
out certain shortcomings in the budget 
proposals as they see it. 

Sir, I would submit that the budget is 
like a modern art picture or a modern art 
gallery, where those who go to see it like 
to see the picture as they want it and 
criticise it because it does not turn out to 
be according to their expectation. That is 
the reason why I find that there is a curious 
similarity in the line of attack on the 
budget adopted by Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee on the one side and Shri Indrajit 
Gupta on the other, or for that matter by 
the other leading lights of the Opposition. 
Each one of them tried to see it as he 
wanted to through his own eyes. 

For example, Shri Indrajit Gupta who 
criticised the budget thought that the 
Finance Minister would present it in an 
ideological pattern would build up a socialist 
society as he wanted it to be built up, and 
since the budget does not fit in with his 
pattern, naturally he attacked the budget. 
Similarly, Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee has 
still not forgotten that the Congress Party 
has got a massive mandate, and, therefore, 
he tried to confuse the picture by saying 
that it had been converted into a massive 
burden or a massive or rising discontent in 
the country. There are all the imaginary 
illusions that he has tried to create. 

The fact of the matter is that here is a 
budget presented in the background and in 
the light of the most difficult economic 
situation in the country. The situation is 
most difficult not because of the fact that 
there is a complexity created by any 
policies but because of the fact that 
Ours is a big society consisting of 550 million 


people, a society tom by various pulls and 
divisions, and which is at the bottom of 
the economic level. There are also 
practical difficulties in working within a 
democratic framework with full freedom for 
all so that each section of our nation gets 
proper representation in the Government 
and Parliament. It is in this background 
that we are trying to change the social 
structute of the society in a democratic way. 
That is the difficulty that we are facing. 
So far as Shri Indrajit Gupta is concerned, 
it is quite easy for him to accomplish this 
task, because he has no public opinion to 
look to. He can straight-jacket society and 
bring about the change. But we have to look 
to the people, and, therefore, we have to 
interpret their mandate as they have given 
it, and we have to interpret it as we see it 
in the light of our commitments to the 
people. But that is not the way that others 
interpret it. Therefore, Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee may find that it is not a massive 
mandate but it is a massive burden. 

But, in fact, what is the actual burden ? 
Take the taxation proposals 7 I do not think 
that any Member of the Opposition will 
find fault with the big effort that the Finance 
Minister has made in raising resources. !n 
one single year, he has sought to raise the 
largest amount of resources. I do not think 
that this position is challenged by any 
Member. Actually, hon. Members would 
like that in view of the commitments 
that we have made to the country, 
whether it be the commitment for develop¬ 
ment, or the commitment for accelerating 
the rate of growth or the commitment to 
the unfortunate refugees from Bangla Desh 
who have become iu an unprecedented 
number, or the various other commitments, 
the Plan outlay has to be stepped up. 
Yesterday, Dr. V K.R.V. Rao said that we 
had to step up the Plan outlay. I think 
Shri Indrajit Gupta also would like it to be 
stepped up. I think even Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee would like the Finance Minister 
to find all the resources possible so that he 
does not leave a gap of Rs. 220crores 
because otherwise it would add to the 
burden on the people. But when he actually 
tried to raise resources to the tune of 
Rs. 177 icrores, Members find fault with him. 
In my opinion, he could have done more, 
but then there is a limit in a democracy. 
He has to weight the various forces in the, 
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country. So, when any Member finds fault 
with him that he has imposed a massive 
burden, the two things do not go together. 

i 

I do not want to go into the details, 
but if you look into the, pattern of taxes, 
you will find that he has done an excellent 
job. A peasant that he is, he has seen to 
it that the burden does not fall on the poor 
people. With his sturdy commonsense, he 
has said that (he ohiJosophy behind his tax 
proposals could be summed up in three 
main principles. He wants to rationalise 
the tax structure. If anybody wants to do 
it at one stroke, it cannot be done. But 
he has tried it. Then he wants to distribute 
the burden to the more affluent sections of 
society ; he never claimed that there will 
not be a single burden on the middle class 
or the common people. There cannot be 
any scheme of taxation where the common 
people will not have to bear any burden. 
If the burden is very equitably distributed, 
if the common people also are to bear the 
minimum share of the burden and if the 
affluent sections are going to pay more, I do 
not think thcie can beany legitimate ground 
for criticism. Thirdly, he has said that he is 
trying to distribute the tax burden so as 
not to add to the inflationary spiral. He 
has squarely faced (he issues and placed 
them before us. Judged from these points 
of view, the tax proposals come before us 
in proper perspective. 

Take the wealth tax. For decades there 
have been yearnings in this House that 
there must be ceiling on wealth, there 
should be no windfall wealth in a society 
like this By his wealth tax proposals, 
he has almost tried to achieve a ceiling. 
He could not do it by law, but he has done 
it through the instrumentality of taxation 
of wealth. Now if anybody has more than 
Rs. 8 lakhs, he will find it not worth it ; 
it will be going out of his net assests. 

Then take the income tax. I do not 
think his proposal to increase the rate of 
surcharge on incomes above Rs. 15,000 can 
be criticised strongly because we have to 
see that the burden is distributed as 
equitable as possible. 

I will come to the price aspect later, 
as it Is a very significant factor in our 


ccononmy ; we cannot analyse it only in 
the light of the tax proposals. I would 
only say fat this stage that the 
taxes as they are, whether the wealth 
tax or income-tax or the tax on the 
corporate sector through the capital gains 
tax or the removal of the development 
rebate, are not by themselves going to 
affect the price spiral. 1 am basing this 
on facts. 

He has rationalised the tax structure so 
far as import duties are concerned 1 wish 
he goes further in that direction. Instead 
of four slabs, there should be two. He has 
made a beginning. From all these points 
of view, he has done an excellent job and 
it should be commended. 

Now I come to the objectives of the 
budget. The budget is an important instru¬ 
ment of economic change. It is an integrated 
process over the years ; we cannot achieve 
all our objectives in one budget ; economic 
change, social change and growth have to 
be brought about by a series of budgets. 
Let us examine the budget from the point 
of view of these objectives. The President 
in his Address says that removal of poverty 
is the main objective of this Government. 
This is the mandate the people have given 
us. Before l go into details, I can 6ay 
without fear of contradiction that no person 
here or no sensib'e person outside believes 
that poverty can be removed overnight. 
We have to make a big efTort for years 
together to conquer poverty and usher in 
an affluent society where everybody gets 
social and economic justice. But the 
direction is important. Are we going fa the 
correct direction or not ? 1 venture to say 
this budget has given the correct direction 
and if we follow along this line, sooner 
than later we will be able to tackle the 
biggest problem the country faces, the 
problem of poverty. 

In economic terms, how do we analyse 
this problem. There are four aspects to 
to it: that problem ot unemployment, the 
problem of level of prices, price stability, 
then social justice, how the wealth is being 
distributed, and of growth. All these are 
inter-related. There cannot be any 
employment without higher rate of growth. 
There cannot be growth without price 
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stability. With runaway prices, there can¬ 
not be social justice ; under inflationary 
conditions, the iShKne of the poorer section 
will move towards the richer section. Now 
I would like to offer some suggestions for 
his future guidance, which l hope he will 
consider. 

First take growth. Yesterday, my 
colleague, Dr. Rao, analysed it. His 
conclusion—it is a right conclusion shared 
by other members—is that the 5.5 per cent 
growth is not enough to give employment 
to everybody in the foreseeable future. I 
am glad the Planning Minister is having a 
reappraisal of the Plan. Let him come 
forward with a scheme of orientation of 
policies and programmes and priorities 
providing for a higher rate of growth. I 
think this is possible. I must compliment 
the Finance Minister on the lucidity of the 
Economic Survey. He has honestly and 
straightforwardly analysed the price situa¬ 
tion. If anyone reads through the 2 \ pages 
he has highlighted the tasks ahead. From 
this it is clear that we have to go in for a 
higher rate of growth than merely 5.5 per 
cent. In the last two years, we had this 
growth but the Finance Minister has put 
this in a pregnant line that “the economy 
is poised for a bigger task”. The social 
and economic infra-structure is there ; the 
administrative structure is there ; the will 
of the people is there ; the mandate is the 
will of the people. If there is a strong 
will in Government and in this House, 

I think we can attain a rate of 8-9 per cent 
growth. It is the only answer to the 
many problems, including the problem of 
prices, we are facing. He has pointed out 
that he could only provide additionally 
Rs. 155 crores for the Plan ; although the 
last plan did not achieve its full quantum, 
the additional increase is of the order of 
Rs. 3000 crores. I wish it could have been 
more. I know thuc is a limit to the 
physical means of raising resources. But there 
are other ways. 1 wish the Finance Minister 
would consider other ways in which re¬ 
sources can be raised and the urgent task 
of augmenting plan development finance 
met. Once the priorities are settled, 
finance can be found. If we want to meet 
our stated commitment of providing one 
person in every family with livelihood of 


at least Rs. 100 per month, it means 
providing 120 million jobs for 120 families. 
Granting that some are employed, you have 
to provide at least sixty million jobs. This 
cannot be done at the present rate of 
growth. That is the size of the problem. 
The budget can be a massive burden only 
when the objectives with which it has been 
franjed are not realised, if the growth rate 
is not realised, if employment does not 
increase and if price stability is not achieved 
and if social justice is not cared for ; only 
then it becomes burden, otherwise not. 


Take the question of price stability. We 
have the nationalised banking system. The 
unfortunate tendency for the money supply 
has been to increase at a faster rate ; it has 
been unregulated. There is a close link 
between the money supply, annual growth 
rate and the price increase. If you know 
the money supply and the growth rate you 
can predict what will be the price rise this 
year or the next year. In 1965-66 the 
money supply increased by 11 per cent but 
the net national product declined—it was a 
bad year—by 15 per cent and the wholesale 
price index rose by 13.6 per cent. In 
1966-67 the money supply increased by 9.3 
per cent and the net national pro¬ 
duct increased by 1.5 per cent and inevitably 
the wholesale price index rose by 11 per 
cent while in 1967-68 the money supply 
increased by 8.1 per cent and the net 
national product increased by 9.3 per cent 
and the wholesale price index went down by 
1.2 per cent. In 1970-71 money supply 
increased by 12.1 per cent though we have 
a nationalised banking structure, it is the 
highest ever increase, and the net national 
product increased by 5.3 per cent—that is 
our plan target and we have achieved It in 
the last two years—and the rise in price was 
5.6 per cent. Therefore I am saying that 
we must achieve a higher rate of growth if 
we want price stability. 

There are structural imbalances. Food 
crops have been good and tbeir prices have 
come down but other prices have gone up. 
The general level of prices have gone up. 
It is not enough to have overall growth. 
Nutritional imbalances are created because 
pulses are not grown. There, should be 
balanced growth In the industrial sector, in 
food crops, cash crops and also pulses. 
Growing wheat is perhaps more profitable, 
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and so the production of pulses is going 
down which affects the nutritional balance. 
All this is creating problems and the 
Finance Minister and the Planning Minister 
should look into this and see that not only 
the general rate of growth goes up but that 
the other factors also are looked after. 

How are we to achieve this growth ? 1 
have two suggestions to make. The Finance 
Minister has done an excellent job within 
bis limitations of providing tax proposals 
and fiscal measures. There are other 
measures by which we can raise resources. 
I had suggested earlier that the import 
duties should be raised to SO per cent level ; 
he has done it in the budget by introducing 
four slabs 30, 40, 60 and 100 p.-r cent. 
There is a fifty per cent appreciation in 
foreign exchange ; anybody who gets an 
imported machinery has its value appreciated 
if he uses it well. The unit cost must go 
down ; the Finance Minister has said so 
very rightly. For exports, for achieving 
higher productivity, etc. unit cost must go 
down. If a person imports machinery and 
raw material even by paying 50 per cent 
import duty, he will be able to produce 
goods at a lower unit cost provided he uses 
it at the maximum level. That can give 
him Rs. 200 or Rs 300 orores additionally. 

Secondly, I refer to the interest rate. 
We are used to the old way of the British 
commercial banks. The Reserve Bank is 
the biggest culprit in this matter ; they will 
look to their gill edged securities and say : 
what will happen to Government loans, they 
are doomed. Therefore, there should be 
no rise in the interest rates ; that is what 
they will say. But what is the situation in 
Japan, Yugoslavia and Germany ? Their 
rate of growth is 15 per cent ; the rate of 
interest is 13 per cent ; they have also a 
high rate of employment. We have followed 
the reverse practice 5.5 per cent or 6 per 
cent rate of interest. There is negligible 
employment and the rate of growth is 5.5 
per cent. Everybody says that an affluent 
sector is developing in the rural side creat¬ 
ing socio-economic and political problems. 
Cannot we offer then higher rate of interest 
and float special unemployment debentures 
and give them 12 per cent. When the rate 
is 6 per cent today, who will invest money 
from the rural sector ? Give them 10 or 
12 per cent and you can raise Rs. 300 or 
400 crore* in one year from the rural sector. 


If you make special allowance they can give 
you more money upto Rs. 500 or 600 crores 
and you can invest it in the Plan and 
achieve higher rate of growth and create 
more employment opportunities. Then alone 
all the four objectives of higher growth, 
fuller employment, price stability and social 
justice will be achieved and if our friend 
Mr. Vajpayee says that this budget is a 
massive burden people will give a lie to 
him. 1 want these objectives to be realised. 
With these words 1 support the budget. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 1 
am quite conscious that I am joining the 
fray when the excitement is almost over. But 
I must say right at the beginning that I 
welcome this budget for being a very good 
gift to the Opposition. I did not know 
that the Finance Minister was that kind to 
the Opposition. But as it has turned out 
to be it is a good gift and 1 would not 
exclude from the list of beneficiaries even 
the DMK or the CPI who seem to have a 
clandestine love affair with the ruling party. 

I welcome this as being the best confir¬ 
mation of the worst fears and warnings 
that we had conveyed to the people 
about the actions and the deeds of the 
ruling party. 1 also welcome it as the best 
refutation of what the ruling party had said 
to the electorate during the elections by way 
of mass bribery. 

The Government will have to thank 
for themselves if they now find that 
they have been forced to the brink of 
almost complete disillusionment of the 
people, it is not the opposition which had 
pushed them to this brink ; it is by their 
own act of voiition. It seems to me that 
the three B's, that is, Bangla Desh, Bank 
Cheating Case and this Budget will have 
almost brought the credibility of the 
Government to zero. I am not saying 
this to satisfy myself, 1 know the reply 
that would be coming from thehon. Finance 
Minister later (Interruptio: s'. If they 
have any doubt about the credibility of the 
Government having touched the nadir, may 
I ask them to take an opinion poll 
right in this city of Delhi. I would venture 
to say that not even one per cent of the 
total population of four million or so of 
Delhi, only the 350 silting right in front 
of me and that also under duress and uader 
the party whip, would be voting for you, So, 
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it appears to one that only 0.001 per cent 
of the population in Delhi, at this point of 
time, would support this budget. 

Now, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, let me 
comfort the minds of my hon. friends 
on the other side: it is one of my 
sadnesses that it should be so, because 
although we have split into two, the bonds 
of fraternity have not snapped completely. 
So 1 say that this is one of my sadnesses. 
We would certainly like to support the 
Government warmly and whole heartedly 
in this hour of grave crisis. Indeed, there is 
nothing less than a crisis which is con¬ 
fronting the country at the present moment, 
and if the Government does not reflect it, 

1 must say that the events will push it out 
of the warm bath of complacency in no 
time. 

It is, therefore, quite clear in my 
mind that this cyclone which scents to hate 
hit the country earlier is going to change its 
direction, and its velocity might remain the 
same. To repeat, the velocity and the 
virulence of it might remain, but the 
cyclone is going to change the direction. 

Now, therefore, if this phase develops 
in the country, would we be happy about 
this, from the larger national point of view? 
I have no doubt, as I said, that the 
crash in some form or the other might 
came. No one had predicted when Mrs. 
Bandaranaike became the Prime Minister of 
Ceylon that there would be a crash in store 
for Ceylon, a crash the sound of which could 
be heard on the Mars. But it did happen 
in Ceylon, and if that happens here too, 
would we turn round and say to the 
Government, we told you so ? Would 
we comfort ourselves by saying so ? Let 
me assure this hon. House that to that 
the answer would be an over whelming no, 
fo far as we are concerned. And we would 
certainly try to do everything in our power 
to see that such a situation did not 
develop. We do not want to allow the 
architects of disorder to have full play in 
the country so that there is a situation like 
the one in the Ceylon or even like a 
situation that developed in Indonesia earlier. 

Now, I do admit that the hon. Finance 
Minister bad an extremely difficult task to 


perform. But the question that I want to 
ask is : could he not courageously and 
realistically face up. to this task ? My 
humble submission is that he has not faced 
up to this task realistically* or even courage¬ 
ously. This is a most unreal exercise in 
budget-making .that I have come across 
during my 21 years of Parliamentary life. 
It is an attempt to look normal when the 
circumstances are really abnormal. Abnor¬ 
mality has been introduced by two or three 
factors. One is the new-style Pak aggression 
over this country and vis a vis this the warm 
bath complacency exhibited by the Govern¬ 
ment. Secondly, the abnormality is also 
introduced by holding out hopes of 
instant socialism by the ruling party and 
soon after retracting from it. 


The question, therefore, that arises is 
whether it is a budget at all, and could 
there be a budget in the given circumstances 
which might have even a modicum of eco¬ 
nomic sense or rationality ? My main 
submission is that so long as this Pak crisis 
continues and we continue to remain a 
victim of Pak aggression, there can be no 
rational budget worth the name. This is what 
the Finance Minister has tried to glossoyer. 
At least this much he could have done, 
namely, he could have posed challenges to 
the country and brought out all the dimen¬ 
sions of the economic problem with 
which we are faced. But he has tried to 
conceal the many dimensions of this problem 
and therefore we And that this is a budget 
which cannot be considered to be a credi¬ 
ble budget at all—or a rational budget for 
that matter. 


Take, for example, this puerile estimate 
for the refugees—of Rs. 60 crores for the 
evacuees from Bangla Desh. The most 
modest estimate would be at least 
Rs. 2 crores to Rs. 3 crores per day and 
during the course of a year it is bound to 
be of the order of Rs. 720 crores of Rs. 800 
crores. That means it would absorb almost 
the entire resources that are available for 
the defence budget and almost three or four 
times the expenditure that we incurred on 
the Indo-Pak war in 1963. We ask you 
whether we can reconcile ourselves to this 
estimate of Rs. 60 crores and then endorse 
the rationale behind this budget. That 
•imply cannot be done. 
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Therefore, I say this is a very irrational 
attempt ; it is an attempt which does not 
even ask the country to be stir itself. The 
country could have certainly done that. 
What I have found during the course 
of the last few years is that although 
such an opportunity presents itself, we 
generally muff it. And this was a great 
opportunity indeed, to arouse the 
country to come forward and rally 
under the banner of the Government with 
the required amount of resources and 
sacrifice. But also the governmeut has 
not done. This also shows that this is not 
a real bodget. 

We have been told often times that 
there is going to be a reappraisal of the 
Fourth Plan—almost a reformulation 
of the Fourth Plan. Although it holds 
out some hopes to the people, 1 must 
say that there is a pseudo-rudicil 
approach to the whole problem of planning. 
When our planning has got back to (he tails, 
an attempt is again being made to throw it 
off the rails. So many things are being 
held out by way of sop to the people, bat 
planning cannot afford such pseudo¬ 
radical gimmicks. However, if there is a 
hope that the Fourth Plan can be reformu¬ 
lated to the great benefit of the masses, we 
would certainly co-operate with this exercise. 
But let it be borne in mind that if it is going 
to be so, then this is not going to be the 
real budget ; the budget will have to be re¬ 
vamped and reformulated too. Therefore, 

I do not consider it for that matter also 
a real one. 

It is my submission, that we had 
got earlier this year an interim budget, 
now we have got this unreal budget, then 
there would come the real budget, which 
would again be followed up by a supple¬ 
mentary budget. A wonderful series of 
budgets we are going to have during the 
course of this year. 

SHRI PiLOO MODY : Then a bank¬ 
rupt session. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Much, is being said about the eradication of 
poverty, socialism and massive mandate. 
Now may I submit that whenever some of 
us sitting on these benches feel any dullness 
we pray to God that two phrases might 
drop from some lips to relieve our dullness. 
And what are those two phrases ? They 
are “massive mandate" and “ garibi hatao 


The moment those words are used we seem 
to be bursting with laughter and all our 
dullness goes. That has been happening 
for the last few days we have been sitting 
here. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul) ; Is is 
because of the humilation you have-suffered 
in the mid-term elections ? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
You can have ali the pleasure and ail the 
euphoria, although your euphria is proving 
to be shortlived now. 

No one had expected that this would be 
an anti-poverty budget although the person 
who served the notice of “quit poverty" has 
now joined the Central Cabinet to strengthen 
the hands of the hon Finance Minister. I 
hope he remembers the great person who 
had served the notice “quit poverty”. It 
was Shri C Su>ranuniam, now the celebrat¬ 
ed Deputy Chairmm of the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the Mi sister of Planning of the 
Government of India. It was he who, after 
the split, during the Bombay session of the 
Requisitionis's’ Cangress, said : It is this 
Bombay which Isad served the notice of ‘quit 
India’ and it is this Bombay which is again 
serving the no ice of “quit poverty". If this 
were the intention of the Government, 
namely, to serve the no ice of “quit poverty” 
one would turn round and ask why 

did the Prime Minister say to the Rajya 
Sabha on the 19th November 1970 

that the basic minimum needs of the 
people could not be fulfilled by 1975-76, It 
is in the records of Parliament that the 
Prime Minister had said that the basic mini¬ 
mum needs of the people could noi be ful¬ 
filled by 1975-76. And, mind you, this was a 
commitment given by the United Congress 
to the people of India at the Bhubaneswar 
session of the Cangress in 1964. It was re¬ 
peated in the Eieci ion Manifesto of 1967 and 
against repeated in the famous Ten-Point Pro¬ 
gramme. It is this very cardinal objective of 
the Ten-Point Programme which has been qui¬ 
etly shoved away by the hon. Prime Minister 
and the Government of India. They have now 
thrown up their hands saying that this can¬ 
not be done. So, 1 ask you, who is fulfilling 
the Ten Point Programme ? Who is abiding 
by the Ten-Point Programme ? Was this not 
the most important item of the Ten Point 
Programme? were not the othor programmes 
peripheral and marginal in nature, only 
subsidiary to this main point, that is, thq 
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fulfilment of the basic necessities of life of 
the people by 1975-76? And yet we are being 
asked to believe them when they say that 
they ate really serious about the eradication 
of poverty! 

Again, 1 would like to remind hon. Mem¬ 
bers that soon after the elections the Prime 
Minister was honest enough to say that what 
she said about the eradication of poverty 
was nothing extraordinary, and that she had 
no magic wand to eradicate poverty over¬ 
night. When a German journalist asked 
her : “your father also promised the eradi¬ 
cation of poverty, can you give any time¬ 
limit ?” she said "there can be no time¬ 
limit for this". Now, that being so, you 
can imagine who would have expected that 
this budget could be a budget for the eradi¬ 
cation of poverty. 

Moreover, poverty cannot be attacked 
with a poverty of ideas. For attacking 
poverty you have to have ideas, the under¬ 
standing of the extent and death of this 
problem and the perspective in which this 
problem could be solved. This cannot be 
done by augmenting the heat-waves of your 
words or by indulging in populist demagogy. 
This cannot be done in that way. Even the 
Conservatives, let this hon. House remind 
itself, when they came to power last time they 
bad also raised something like the slogan of 
“eradication of poverty" and probably Shri- 
mati Bandarnayake had promised something 
more. Thus a claim could not be made on 
behalf of this budget that its main ethos is 
the eradication of poverty. If that by any 
means the claim, then here are some tell¬ 
tale evidences that all its basic postulates 
are quite diametrically opposed to this. 

Let me mention a few postulates of the 
budget, as 1 understand it. One is,—and 
this is no falsification of the main theme or 
the main postulate of the budget attempted 
by a person who belongs to a party which 
would like the other party to go dqwn ; 
at any rate that is not my intention—as I 
see it, the main thesis of this budget is that 
poor will have to become poorer in order 
to be proverty-free in the long run. I 
think I am clear on this point that they 
will have to become poorer, has been 
established by everybody on this side. 
It can be established by them too 


unless they are living in some kind 
of make-believe world, in the world of 
self-deception, that the poorman's rupee 
is going to be eroded and their standard of 
living is going to be brought down. So, 
that it one of the main these of this budget. 
Naturally a carolldry of this will be that the 
rich will have to be tolerated or permitted to 
become richer in ordered to yield resources 
for the uplift of the poor. Therefore, you 
would find that the corporate sector has been 
let off completely. And this is not the first 
year when has been done. It has been done 
in a row for the last three years or so, as 
I recollect it. So, this is another postulate 
that we have. Then we find that there is no 
perspective, no time horizon that it held out 
by this budget in which one could hope that 
this enormous problem could be solved. 

Therefore, one is bound to ask : if this 
is the charter for the common man, what 
could be the charter for the rich ? 

16 hrs. 

So I am constrained to say that 
this Budget does not meet the needs of the 
common man at all. In fact, the real test 
of any budget should be as to how it serves 
the common man in terms of employment, 
increased income and setting trends for the 
achievement of good life which the Third 
Five-Year Plan had placed before to 
the people as goal. May I 
remind this hon. House that this 
objective of the achievement of good life 
was placed before the country by no less 
a person than Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru ? 
So, the common man would try to find out 
from the Budget whether trends are set in 
that direction. We do not find anything of 
that kind in it. 

The ruling party does not even benefit 
from the advice of some important persons 
whom it invites from foreign countries to 
deliver lectures to us on important 
subjects for our advantage. Only 
a few months back the great Nobel 
laureate, Professor Tinbergen, had come to 
deliver the Jawaharlal Nehru Memorial 
Lecture. He gave a talk on “Mature 
Socialism”. What did he have to say about 
Mature Socialism ? He said that mature 
socialism means institutionalisation of soli¬ 
darity in the society and the recognition of 
the fact that the community was ultimately 
responsible for the welfare of the individual. 
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But his main test was the maximisation of 
the human welfare function. Whether it 
brings about the maximisation of human 
welfare function,’should be the real test 
in judging this Budgets, and must say that 
it is stunning disappointment from that 
point of view too. 

But how did one get the hope that this 
party would be able to deliver the^ood so 
far as the eradication of poverty is con¬ 
cerned. The problem which could not be 
solved during Pandit Jawaharlal Nebru’s 
time would be solved during Shri Chavan’s 
regive or for that matter during Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi's regive ? Do they have a 
much better political organisation with a 
great sense of dedication and commitment 
to the cause than they had in the past ? If 
that is so, we would all be happy for it. 
Have we got a much better admininistrative 
sot-up, more cooperative and more efficient, 
to undertake the task ? If not then, what 
does socialism consist of in reality ? 
Does it consist of words or does socialism 
require something more than a generous 
use of words ? Therefore I would 
submit that this Budget does not ail take 
us in the direction about which very loud 
claims have been made by some hon. 
Members. 

Now let me come to the topic of 
socialism. 1 have been telling my friends— 
and I think it would bear repetition here— 
that in spite of all the frills and fripperies 
of socialism that have been sought to be 
given to this Budget, it does appear to me 
that the anti-people nature or the anti¬ 
socialist nature of the Budget remain in 
hot pants. It is very clear. What the 
anatomy of this Budget is, it is not very 
difficult to find out. With all the Victorian 
folds of garments that the hon. Minister 
has tried to give to the Budget its basic 
nature remains in hot pants. 

Why do I say so ? Only about two or 
three weeks back, or maybe one or two 
months back the hon. Defence Minister 
of the Government of India was pleased to 
say that not even in the next half a century 
India could think of attaining socialism. 
The Prime Minister, soon after the elec¬ 
tions. was pleased to address the 
Federation of the Indian Chambers of 
commerce and reassured the industrialists and 
businessmen “Who has told you that we 
are your enemies ? We are your friends." 


We do not want the Prime Minister to be 
the enemy of the industrialists or the capi¬ 
talists, but the fact that she did think it 
necessary to reassure that audience, means 
that she was not going to make any effec¬ 
tive attack on them. How are you going to 
solve the problem of poverty without 
attacking property ? The main issue in a 
democracy is whether poverty would use 
democracy to attack property or whether 
property in fear of poverty would destroy 
democracy. That was what Aneurin Bevan 
bad asked at one t ime an important figure 
on the British socialist scene. 

I do realise—and I would whole hear- 
tedly agree with the Finance Minister—-that 
a budget is only of a marginal or peripheral 
significance so far as the shaping of the con¬ 
tours of society is concerned. There are other 
more important thinks to be taken care of 
and the most decisive determinants are 
the social and economic policies of the 
Government, the strategy of social transfor¬ 
mation and the character of the ruling and 
administrative elite which is charged with 
the responsibility of carrying out these 
policies. These are broadly three basic deter¬ 
minants of the nature of a society. 

Now let us examine this Budget. I must 
say that the raw head and the bloody bones 
of this Budget would be found in the 
cupboards of the social and economic 
policies of the Government of India. And 
what were the policies recently promulgated 
by the Government of India. In spite of 
them the Government seems to be strutting 
about the stage as if it is going ahead with 
the programmes of social and economic 
advance ! 

The Government of India, as I told 
you a moment ago, has already given up its 
goal of meeting the basic requirements of 
the people by 1975-76. Secondly, what is 
more important that has happened—and 
they have gone away, it seems, with perfect 
impunity—is that they have brought down 
the main instrument of socialist advance, 
that is, the Planning Commission, in pres¬ 
tige, weight and influence. The Planning 
Commission has been emasculated and 
rendered almost redundant and vacuous by 
the Presidential notification. It has transferod 
all the functions of Planning Commission 
to the Ministry of Planning. 
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Now we are being told that there is 
going to be a change in the personnel of the 
Planning Commission. Some change has 
already occured. But may 1 say that the 
stature of the Planning Commission seems 
to be going down every day and whatever 
chess you might play with personalities, 
you cannot bring about the real chahge 
that you want to in the Planning Commis¬ 
sion only by these methods ? 

Thirdly, the House must take note that 
the Government has promuigated a policy 
which now opens out the doors of the 
core industries to the big business houses. 
What do we exactly mean now by com¬ 
manding heights of the economy being in 
the public sector ? I really do not under¬ 
stand that. If the “core” goes to the private 
sector, then what remains with the public 
sector ? So, 1 frankly do not understand all 
this. 

It has also been pointed out by some 
other hon. Members that everything 
possible has been done by this Government 
to stifle the Monopolies Commission so 
that it is like the policeman looking 
the other way. It does not look 
at things which are happening merrily in 
good old ways. Therefore, much hope that 
was being pinned on this Monopolies Com¬ 
mission comes down to ashes. 

Recently, there was a glaring deviation 
from the industrial policy also in sanc¬ 
tioning what are called the mini-steel 
plants. There are going to be six of them 
and eaeh of them of the order of only 
50,000 tonnes at the present moment. But 
who knows economics of scale would not 
weigh on them later and it will go upto any 
length and upto any amount. These mini¬ 
plants were given by China quite a few 
years ago. The cost of production of 
Indian steel is bound to go up. It is these 
marginal units which are going to raise the 
cost of steel in this country. 

Then, quite understandly, we have now 
the policy of decontrol in sugar and earlier, 
quite some time back, there was decontrol 
in paper. This Government like an honest 
debtor bad to do something for their creditor. 
Industralists and businessmen must make 


money after they had been able to help 
them a bit during the most crucial period 
of their existence. So, now decontrol has 
been promulgated in sugar and earlier 
decontrol was promulgated fh paper. 

I have told you that it is the character 
of the ruling elite, administrative elite which 
determines the nature of society. What this 
elite has been doing is plainly this : it has 
been radiating irrationality. It does appear 
to me that economic rationality is the 
greatest casualty at the present moment. 
If the towers of power radiate irrationality, 
there is hardly any nooks and corner in the 
country which can remain immune from 
it. 

Then one of the most crucial tests of' 
social advance is the ratio between public 
and private investment. How has this 
ratio been behaving ? Let us examine it on 
the basis of developments that have been 
taaking place during the first two years of 
the current Plan. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Please try 
to conclude now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
I have yet to speak on the taxation proposals 
of the Budget. 

It is clear from the development in the 
first two years of the Fourth Plan that the 
earlier trends has been completely reversed. 
The socialist vehicle seems to be running 
in the reverse gear. Let us have a look at 
the relevant figures of 1969-70 and 1970-71. 
In 1959-70. the ratio between public and 
private investment was S3.2 and 46.3. In 
1970-71, it was 51:49, that is, running close 
to 50:70. This year, the position may be 
worse. What happend during the Second 
Plan ? The ratio was 54.1 and 45.3. In 
the Third Plan, it was 60.6 and 39.4. So, 
this ratio is becoming adverse and we find 
that the investment in public sector is going 
down. What is the hope then for 
socialist advance I do not know. 

The real test of the Budget should be 
in terms of the Plan and progress. What 
has happend, so far as two years of 
the current Plan are concerned, in

respect of the achievement of the target of 
increase ih national income ? Much has 
been made of the fact that we have had an 
increase of 5.5 ppr cent in national income 
during last year. May 1 have the audacity 
to challenge it. X have my doubts 
whether there has been really an 
increase of the order of 5.5 per cent in 
national income duiing last year ? It 
requires a little elucidation. If in* the year 
1969-70 there could be an increase of the 
order of 5.3 per cent in national income on 
the basis of 6.5 per cent increase in agricul¬ 
ture. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Please 
conclude now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Yes ; you allow me a few minutes more. If 
on the basis of 6.5 per cent increase in 
agriculture, it was a little over 3 per cent, 
how does this come about ? This timo, 
there has been only a little over 5 per cent 
increase in agriculture. How could it be 
5.5 per cent increase in national income lost 
if it was only 5.3 per cent on the basis of 
the figure that I have given. 

There is another doubt about this. The 
Plan stipulation was that there will be 
5 per cent increase in national income on 
the basis of 8-10 per cent increase in indus¬ 
trial production and 5 per cent increase in 
agricultural production. A a miracle 
has happened that on the basis of 5 per cent 
increase in both agriculture and industry 
5.5 per cent increase in national income has 
taken place. 

Further, much could not be made out 
of this. Because this is based on stagnation, 
more or less in industry. It is based mostly 
on agricultural production. Therefore, 
the whole process of economic development 
seems to have received a kind of set back 
during the course of last one year or so. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : You have 
taken more time than what is due. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Just 2 minutes more. 

Coming to taxation proposals, no one 

expects the Finance Minister to produce 


socialism fiscally. There is nothing -like 
fiscal socialism or fiat socialism or legislative 
socialism. The principles adumberated are 
indeed unexceptionable. My submission is 
that he has acted against the principles 
which he has enunciated in the Budget itself. 
Firstly, he has acted against his principle of 
holding the price tine. He has done 
everything possible that will increase the 
price line. Then he has left the deficit un¬ 
covered to the extent of Rs. 220 trores. 
Then, he has imposed inflationary taxation. 
Even this deficit of Rs. 220 crores one 
cannot believe. He has claimed that 
he will be imposing burdens only on luxury 
and semi-luxury items. But what we find is 
that hardly any item of necessary it has been 
left out, even the bread is not an exception. 
That reminds us of what was said by a 
Nazi agitator : '‘we don’t want lower 
bread prices, we don’t want highest bread 
prices, we don’t want unchanged bread 
prices, we want national socialist bread 
prices.” Now, it seems it is the Chavan 
bread prices that they want. Therefore, Go¬ 
vernment thinks that people will be able to 
put up with this kind of thing. Even if you 
examine it from the point of view of the 
balance between the direct and the indirect 
taxation, you will find that it is regressive. 
This is ironic that this has been so this year. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : That is 
all now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
I am sorry I have not been able to cover 
many of my points. I thought that I would 
be getting 40 minute. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : You have 
had more than that. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Thank you very much. With these words, 
I have done. 

SHRI M. SUDARSANAM (Narasarao- 
pet) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, at the out¬ 
set, I would unhesitatingly say that this 
year’s Budget reflects the urges and aspira¬ 
tions of the common man to a great extent. 

This Budget spells out a philosophy of 
emoval of glaring inequalities in wealth 
rhrough increase in taxation above the 
tassessable value of Rs, 40,000 by placing 
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additional burden of wealth tax and 
additional wealth tax on urban lands and 
buildings. If one makes detai led calcula¬ 
tions, one will realise that above a certain 
value of property and income, the net amount 
payable by way of income-tax and wealth- 
tax would be over 100 per cent.

[Shri N. K. P. Salve in the Chair ] 

The Budget should have exempted 
corporate profits of above 2S per cent 
provided they are ploughed back i D t 0 
industry resulting in increase of job poten¬ 
tial and gross national income. 

Further, I would like to suggest that to 
encourage savings, those that come into the 
orbit of wealth tax should get certain 
exepmtions provided they make investments 
upto Rs. 1 lakh additionally in Government 
securities. This would be a direct form of 
saving. 

To combat the poverty and solve un¬ 
employment problem, we must do some 
hard thinking on further improving agricul¬ 
tural, industrial and mineral production. 
Unfortunately, the impact of the Green 
Revolution has not percolated to the cash 
crops. The transfer of improved techno¬ 
logy can reach desirable proportions only 
if it covers cotton, jute, oil-seeds and other 
types of agricultural products,—including 
tobacco. Increase in mineral production 
through appropriate incentives can result in 
greater employment. 

It is very unfortunate that the Budget 
is not export-oriented. Coming as I do 
from an area which has a lot of export 
consciousness, because tobacco is an 
Important foreign exchange earner, I cannot 
but keep referring to the inadequacy of the 
measures taken for promoting exports. We 
were assured on several occasions, about the 
formation of the Tobacco Board. But this 
is being delayed for one reason or the other, 
since a long time. In view of the tremen¬ 
dous global competition, Indian tobacco 
cannot realy stand in competition with other 
growing countries, in view of the levy of 


export duty. This export duty must be 
abolished in the interest of foreign exchange 
earnings. 

• 

Sir, I suggest that we should endeavour 
to increase employment and employment 
opportunities in productive effort and not 
through increase in administrative expenses. 
The public sector units should function 
efficiently and economically when alone our 
economy can improve. 

I do feel that the burden that has been 
placed on the corporate sector this year 
largely through withdrawal of concession is 
fairly high and would,—to an extent,—effect 
productive activity and growth. But this 
impact would perhaps be only marginal and 
not as great as some of the Members of the 
Opposition benches would like us to believe. 

I realise that if this tax burden was not 
imposed, the growth should have been 
faster. In any case, the objective factors 
which exist in the economy are compara¬ 
tively so good today that notwithstanding 
this burden, I have no doubt that other 
things remaining the same, there will be 
the growth of industries. 

In this connection I have only one very 
specific suggestion to make and that concerns 
the proposal for withdrawal of the develop¬ 
ment rebate. I suggest that the Finance 
Minister should consider extending the 
period of notice from May, 1974 to May, 
1976 so that the schemes that are now 
conceived can get through and obtain the 
advantage of development rebate. To my 
mind, this will go to push the corporate 
activity and whatever toss is suffered by 
way of revenue would be more than made 
up by the increase in corporate earnings 
and consequently a larger accrual to the 
Exchequer by way of corporate taxes. This 
will also help the new entrepreneurs and 
would be of benefit equally to large and 
small-scale industries. 

I now turn to some of the indirect tax 
proposals. Everybody in the House seems 
agreed that the tax on maida was ill- 
conceived. 1 would also like to add my 
voice and plead for its total withdrawal. 
Maida is. mostly used for bread which is 
the poor man's food. Taxing a poor man's 
essential food cannot be correct. 
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Although 1 would hesitate to suggest 
specific items, I do feel that the Finance 
Minister should have thought of increasing 
excise duties \>n items which are in tremen¬ 
dous short supply and where the consumer 
is even otherwise not able to get them at 
reasonable prices. 

This suggestion brings me to what I 
consider to be an important point. In 
our country, in some of the industrial 
products, we have already a tremendous 
shortage and the consequent ills that flow 
from it. At the same time there is the 
danger that shortages may develop in a few 
other items. The policy being followed 
by the Government to tackle the shortages 
through formal or informal price controls 
is. to my mind, not a right one. By 
doing so, we unwittingly affect the moral 
fabric of the society and do not really serve 
the interests of the consumers at large. 
Malpractices occur. I therefore, earnestly 

suggest that a fresh high-level review of 
the pricing of the Government must be 
initiated. The conclusion, to my mind, 
is that it is not incompatible to release 
the productive forces by allowing due 

increase and thereby promote production 
of such items. The commodities which I 
have in view are aluminium, paper, 
chemicals and dyestuffs including soda ash, 
caustic soda, cement and the like. If 

Government follows a liberal policy, there 
may be a temporary rise, but this will 

help improve the balance-sheets and curb 
malpractices under which the increases, in 
any case, go to somebody’s pocket. At 
ihe same time, this constitute a powerful 
initiative for expansion in growth of these 
items. 

The bulk of our population comes from 
the villages. But, unfortunately, the 
villages have not even got drinking water 
facilities. In my own constituency I can 
tell you that many villages have not got 
drinking water facilities. I am sure when 
the Finance Minister discusses matters 
relating to development of villages with 
the various State Finance Ministers, he will 
stress upon them the need to provide 
drinking water facilities in the villages. 

Laying roads in the villages is most 
important and invent. Many villages have 


no roads. The produce is actually being 
carried in the villages by the villagers over 
their heads, in the absence of proper roads. 
So, road construction is very essential and 
priority must be given to lay roads, 
especially among villages in the backward 
districts. That is most important. 

Mining project at Agnigundala, near 
Vinukonda needs very speedy work. The 
progress is very slow. This is a first-class 
copper zinc mine and can fetch decent 
foreign exchange and so, 1 request that top 
priority must be given to up a melting 
furnace there, to see that foreign exchange 
is earned, without further loss of time. 

The coastal districts of Andhra Pradesh 
require one more refinery. At present we 
cannot develop and we cannot attract 
petro-chemical industries in the area. I 
would therefore request the Government to 
do something about it. 

The conversion of Guntur-Macherla 
metre gauge line into broad gauge is urgent. 
Because of the Nagarjunasagar project there, 
agricultural produce has to come to the 
market, and unless this broad gauge line is 
put up, it is impossible for them to carry 
the products to the various destinations. 
New Railway connection linking up Nadi- 
kudi with Babynagar is very important. 
This survey has already been completed. 
The work on construction of this line should 
be earnestly taken in hand so that the pro¬ 
blem of long distance can be overcome. 

With these words, I once again give my 
general support to the tax proposals of the 
hon. Finance Minister and I am sure the 
House will approve them. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, for the 
past three days, discussions are going on 
with regard to the Budget proposals in¬ 
troduced by the hon. Finance Minister. 
This Budget has generally evoked great 
attention and also strong criticisms from 
various political parties in the country. Not 
only that. The entire budget proposals have 
been evaluated and critically analysed in the 
context of the Congress party having got a 
massive majority in the recent mid-term 
elections. 
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Though a budget as envisaged in the 
economic parlance is an annual feature for 
any Finance Minister, yet, this precent bud¬ 
get is significant in the impact that it can 
create among the masses of our country. 

One fact has clearly emerged after the 
recent elections. The electorate has chosen 
and has given its verdict in the clearest terms 
possible in favour of the left-of-the-centrist 
policies that have been enunciated by the 
ruling party in Its election manifesto. 
Another factor that has emerged from these 
elections is that the main Opposition group 
in the Lok Sabha is the Communist Marxist 
group. So, it is clearly evident that the 
people who have chosen this party to come 
into power have also shown the direction 
that we should take, namely that as an alter¬ 
native, the pendulum cannot be swung back 
but it has to go more radicalist. This is a 
clear evidence of the fact that whatever 
impact the budget can make can be viewed 
from the context of the alleviation of the 
sufferings of the general masses. 

While introducing the budget, the 
Finance Minister has set out certain criteria 
and framed certain guidelines. We have, 
therefore, to see whether he has followed 
those criteria and kept up to the norms 
which he has himself enunciated. 

One thing is very clear, namely that the 
Finance Minister has to do fome right-rope 
walking. He has to augment the resources 
of the country as a first step towards usher¬ 
ing in social justice and economic equality in 
this country. Our main concern is to see 
whether this honest attempt on the part of 
the Finance Minister is going to be accepted 
and is going to be appreciated and imple¬ 
mented by the people of the country. 

Our country is today facing not only 
internal pressures but also the threat from 
our neighbour Pakistan. The unprecedented 
influx of refugees numbering about 5.5 
million in our country has posed a very 
serious problem not only to our economic 
stability but also to our political integrity 
and national security. This has to be borne 
in mind when the critics begin to criticise 
tbe budge. 


Secondly, a plea has been made for giv¬ 
ing more autonomy to: the States and to 
give them more financial allocations from 
the Central Government. *The recent DMK 
proposal in this connection through the 
Rajmannar committee's report should not be 
viewed lightly. *H has got its repercussions 
on the Centre-State relationship, not only in 
the polituai aspect but also in its financial 
and economic aspects. Time arid again it 
has been the slogan of some of the State 
Govemm nts who do not have any other 
slogan, to say that the Centre is appnjpiat- 
ing all powers and, therefore, the Centre 
should part with some of its powers to the 
States especially in the matter of financial 
allocations. The other day, through a non¬ 
official resolution, they demanded the set- 
ing up of a Federal Debt Commission to 
look into the financial aspects of the States 
Governments and also to make the Central 
Government part with more and more of 
their financial functions to the States. 

The third major problem that we are 
facing in our country is the problem of 
massive unemployment. The Finance 
Minister has suggested some crash program¬ 
mes for tolving this problem. But the pro¬ 
blem is so great and massive that by merely 
allotting a few crores of rupees, we shall 
not be able to solve this problem com¬ 
pletely. The problem of unemployment of 
the educa‘ed youth is a big one. I would 
only suggest to the Finance Minister that to 
solve this enormous problem of unemployed 
educated youth, he should constitute a sort 
of revolving fund to which he could ask the 
educated youth after they have been 
employed to contribute something. 

So far as the crash programmes are con¬ 
cerned, rural development works are being 
undertaken. I would like to bring to tbe 
notice of the Finance Minister that the 
production of khadi also should be included 
in these rural development works. I do not 
know about other States, but in my State, 
thousands of families, especially from the 
Harijans and other backward coramunites, 
supplement their income by mass spinning 
and weaving. So, khadi production should 
also be an item included 4n these rural 
development works. 

Some time back, our Irrigation and 
Power Minister had said that the work of 
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linking up the Gangs with the Cauvery 
should be taken up. This is a grand pro¬ 
gramme which was envisaged a long time 
back by Mr. Cotton. I would re-emphasise 
this, and urge Government to take up this 
work. It may be a stupendous work involv¬ 
ing crores of rupess, but ’ ultimately it will 
prove to be a great boon for the whole 
country. It would provide employment not 
only to technical people but also' to non¬ 
technical people. Besides, it will also pro¬ 
mote national integration. So, the linking 
up of the Ganga with the Cauvery is a pro¬ 
ject which has to be looked into. 

Another suggestion which I would like 
to make is a crash programme for providing 
houses to the unfortunate and weaker 
sections of t .e community. 1 do not find 
much provision having been made for pro¬ 
viding houses or house-sites for these 
people; there is not even provision made 
for drinking water supply. The hon. 
Member who preceded me had also empha¬ 
sised this fact. 

The next thing that I would like to 
emphasise is in regard to agricultural pro¬ 
duct icn. We should not be complacent. 
When we look into the economic growth 
rate of 5.5 per cent, we find that the major 
portion of the growth is attributed to agri¬ 
cultural production, industrial production 
is as low as it was before. Our country 
has been fortunate to have successively 
favourable monsoons, and, therefore, in¬ 
creased agricultural production. But we 
should not be carried away by the impres¬ 
sion that agricultural production is going to 
be on the same level as it was before. 

Every effort has to be made to see that 
industrial production comes up to our ex¬ 
pectations. With huge public sector under¬ 
takings in our country, it should also be 
our endeavour to see that industrial growth 
comes up to the level of agricultural growth. 

On the agricultural sector, I would also 
like to caution the Government that though 
the acreage under irrigation has increased 
year by year, the per-acre production has 
not proportionately increased. 

This has (0 be borne in mind. 


Then there is the question of dry farm¬ 
ing for which provision has be made. 


Then I would request the Finance 
Minister and the Prime Minister to go into 
the entire gamut of centre-state relationship 
in a very thorough manner and evolve a 
workable relationship. I placed the other 
day for a permanent Finance Commission 
to go into this matter to see that centre- 
state relationship is put on a firm footing 
so that the present bickerings may not be 
allowed to go on any further. 

As my time is up, I conclude by saying 
that the duty on maida and other things 
should be dropped.

SHRI CHAPAL BHATTACHARYYIA 
(Gifidih) : At the outset 1 would call on the 
hqn. Members to mow away from the 
rather theoretical discussion, whether this 
budget is socialist one or capitalist one or 
really reflects welfare. It was forty years 
ago that a noted economist- said that the 
battle of socialism was being won hour by 
hour.' felow prophetic that statement was 


we at this stage can realise. So, whatever 
may be the nature of this budget that 
statement holds ground with added force. 
The battle of socialism is practically half 
won. This may be a transitional budget, 
second in a row with a substantial deficit 
financing and increase in the tax burden as 
also in the tax effort. But then that is a 
burden which we have to shoulder for 
effecting social change. The increase in 
excise duties, in their rates and coverage, 
does not necessarily make the tax system 
regressive. It really depends who has to 
foot the bill. Except maida, and probably 
coarse cloth and some varieties of soap, by 
and large the upper middle-class and the 
upper classes will have to participate in the 
payment of excise duties. The question is 
not whether at one sweep the traditional 
regressive fiscal system and tax structure 
could be changed, overnight. But a very 
bold effort has been made ; there can be no 
doubt about it. The Kaldorian formula 
enunciated during the mid-fifties, that 
wealth tax, capital gains tax, expenditure 
tax, income-tax and estate duty and gift 
tax have to be given effect to on the basis 
of a single return. If there is any lacuna 
it is with regard to expenditure tax. For, 
lately there has been a great deal of 
increase in what veblen called conspicuous 
consumption. Our friends on the opposite' 
would remember that a socialist by convic¬ 
tion, Dr. Dalton when he took charge of the 
British finances had to move away from the 
theretical formulations of progressive taxa¬ 
tion and had to reduce direct taxation and 
go over to excise duti es. The main point, 
which Kaldor had emphasised and which 
holds good today is that the expenditure 
and wealth tax would have been the main 
instruments for cornering resources and the 
disincentive effects which a high rate of 
taxation on income and the surcharges pro¬ 
duce would thereby the done away with. 
Now we have not implemented the tax on 
expenditure. There is the other suggestion 
which Kaldor had made that every account 
over Rs. 50,000 should be compulsorily 
audited. That has not been given effect to. 
There have been loopholes. Estimates of 
evading taxes vary from a thousand crores 
to several thousand crores. It has an 
iceberg quality ; what is visible is probably 
a fraction of what is invisible. But there 
has been a chorus of objections against any 
increase hi governmental expenditure what- 
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soever, I do not fully agree with this view. 
There is at least one sector where increase 
in government expenditure may increase 
Government revenue. We are now spending 
Rs. 48-50 crores for collection of taxes and 
duties. The officials of the Finance 
Ministry can proudly Say that we are not 
spending more than 1 to 1] per cent on tax 
collection which is well in tune with the 
British budgetary system. But 1 must point 
out that at one time the British Finance 
Ministry officials had to raise this 1.5 per 
cent to nearly ten per cent. Take the 
smuggling that is going on. I come from 
an area in Bihar which exports mica. 
It has been traditionally exporting Rs. 15 to 
Rs. 18 crores ; it is now down to Rs 10 
crores. Forty per cent customs duty did ail 
the trick. This duty has broken a hole in 
customs barrier and Rs. 6 to 7 crores worth 
mica is going to Nepal to be re-exported. 
If forty per cent export duty can do that 
trick, we can imagine what probably is 
happening as we increase the customs duty 
from 25 to 100 per cent. There has been 
a substantial increase in excise duties. 
Honesty has become a scarce commodity 
and honest implementation has become the 
need of the hour. We arc standing on the 
great divide for hence foiward the evolution 
which is ahead of us will be materially 
different from the years which have preceded 
us. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You have taken 
nine minutes; please conclude in one 
minute's lime. 

SHRI CHAPAL BHATTACHARYYIA: 
If you cannot give me even fifteen minutes, 
how can I make my points ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; I am utterly help¬ 
less ; kindly conclude in one minute’s time. 

SHRI CHAPAL BHATTACHARYYIA: 
The increase in expenditure on tax collection 
will substantially increase tax receipts. Also 
the performance of the public sector under¬ 
takings have not come up to our expecta¬ 
tions. There are more than a hundred 
Incentives which are in use in economically 
developed countries and we can adopt one 


of them to increase productivity and 
production. 

We can harness the good will of 
the labour movement so that all the 79 
public sector undertakings or thereabouts, 
the majority of them are not making profit 
could make profits, and the position could 
be very effectively reversed, if we set about 
doing the thing in the correct way.

Sir, I come from Chhotanagpur. In the 
fifties, Mr. Kaldor made a prophetic state¬ 
ment that for 10 million jobs you have to 
produce 10 million tonnes of extra food. 
Now, we are faced with the perspective of 
30 million jobs to be given, and so 30 
million tonnes increase in food stuffs are 
the need of the hour. Therefore, a much 
greater drive and a wider coverage has to be 
given to the crash programmes and all other 
associated programmes for increasing the 
production of food ( Interruption ). 

I come from a very backward region, 
ore-crop area, the Chhotanagpur plateau, 
with only a few industries. But we are 
importing Rs. 100 crores worth of cotton. 
Our soil is the best-suited for cotton. So, 
if we spend -Rs. 1 crore a year, this cotton 
could materially alter the situation,

SHRI S. N. M1SRA (Kannauj) : Sir, 
I must congartuiate the hon. Finance 
Minister for having given an Impression that 
a new trend in the budget has been created 
and the trend that has been created 
is creating an impression that there will be. 
a ceiling on income and holdings. I am 
not sure whether we shall succeed or not, 
but that is an impression that has been 
created and that is likely to advance oar 
interests and the interests of the States 
because people would think that their accu¬ 
mulation would not be useful to them. 
Whether we succeed or not, we will at least 
succeed in creating an impression in the 
future. 

We have certainly heard complaints 
from the poor and middle class people. 
One evening they presented a couplet before 
me which I am going to place before the 
House. What they said was :

House will Dot carry much weight. Yet, 
duty-bound 1 consider! must place sortie 
suggestions for saving on various items 
because if we can effect savings we shall 
have something left and no taxation would 
be needed. 

My first suggestion is about civil 
expenditure. In 1947 we were expending 
less than Rs. SO crores on civil expenditure. 
In the 1970-71 budget we have spent 
Rs. 1,500 crores, which is almost SO times 
what we spent in 1947. In 1971-72 our 
budget figure of civil expenditure is 
Rs! 1,725 crores. If we could make a cut of 
Rs'. 22S crores on this,—I know it is a very 
little sacrifice for the civil servants, sacrifice 
in the sence that our poor civil servants will 
be without air-conditioners, without foreign 
can and they will not have some of the 
amenities' which now they are enjoying at 
the expense of the civil expenditure—if only 
we could do this, then there will be no 
necessity for further taxation and this cut 
in civil' expenditure is one which is 
absolutely indispensable in a socialist 
country where there should not be any dis¬ 
parities. We should be able to make this 
cut. 

Secondly, we are undar heavy indebted¬ 
ness. Today we will have to pay Rs. 660 
crores as interest. Is this justifiable that 
we .should pay such a huge amount as 
interest ?

1 do not think it is correct. We should 
economise'and spend first on necessities only, 
for making the country healthy. To keep 
on borrowing is not a good policy. There¬ 
fore, economy in the civil expenditure of 
the budget is indispensable. 

That, I have seen in today’s papers that 
the outstanding 1 of income-tax and other 
dues is about Rs. 800 crores. I know it for 
a fact that an income-tax officer issues a 
recovery Certificate. It first goes to the 
tehsAdar. Then the tehsildar sends it out 
to.'.gi small man for verification/ If 
you five him a tew hundred rupees, he will 
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give' a report that he went there, the person 
is missing, the firm is not existent and 
the money is not recoverable. So, I would 
suggest to the Finance Minister that we 
should follow the tradition which is existing 
in England of the Citizens’ Council or 
Committee. That Committee assists fn the 
realisation of taxes. If the same principle 
is adopted then these Rs. 800 crores of 
outstanding can be realised within a period 
of one year. I will immediately report that 
my nextdoor neighbour is a businessman 
with a good income, he is not dead, his 
firm is not under liquidation and then 
recovery would be made. In that case, we 
shall not need any taxation on any item. 

Here I may say that we are going to 
have a forum for the members of the bar 
in Parliament. I might assure the Minister 
of Finance that we, the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment and the members of the forum will 
assist in realisation. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI) : Is it open only to 
the members of the bar ? 

SHRI S. N. MISRA : And also those 
who have the outlook of the bar. Here 
may 1 say for the information of the House 
that we are having illicit import of gold to 
the tune of Rs 500 crores and our officials, 
whether of excise or customs, are aware of 
this fact ? The smugglers and black- 
marketeers fill their pockets and import 
Rs, 5,000 crores worth of gold. The 
officials will catch a few and show that 
they are doing very good work. I would 
request the Finaace Minister to scrap the 
Gold Control Order. 'Let there be free 
import of gold into this country and let it 
be taxed. Do not allow them to make a 
profit. Now our money is spent, foreign 
exchange goes out in an oblique manner, 
which is known only to the officials and we 
do not get any benefit. So, that order 
must be scrapped. 

Thirdly, we are spending a lot of 
money on prohibition. I know there are 
ideologies of Mahatma Gandhi which are 
being followed more in breach except in 
the case of prohibition. l am an absolute* 
teetotaller myself, I think that instead of 
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creating about two lakbs of people who 
are criminal, instead cf causing deaths of 
hundreds by the illicit liquors that they are 
producing, prohibition should be completely 
scrapped. We shall be able to get at least 
Rs. 300 crores if prohibition is lifted. 

We are spending Rs. 30 crores on our 
foreign ofTices. And who man them ? 
They are either ICS or IAS officers who never 
had sympathy with me, with the Govern¬ 
ment or with the country’s aim. Either the 
rajas or the maharajas have been placed 
in charge of those offices, with the result 
that Pakistan hsd better propaganda than 
what we have done in respect of the Bangla 
Desh issue. Therefore we must be able to 
economise on this head also. 

The less said the better about the public 
undertakings. About taxation also I 
remember another two lines. They are :—

Therefore do not tax people, economise 
on these and if you really have to tax, take 
only one item. The Population Control 
Act should be there and we should be able 
to tax people getting more than three 
children at the rate of one-sixth, if they are 
more, at one-sixth and if there are still 
more, at one-fifth. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY (Udipi) : MR. 
Chairman, the burning problem that our 
country is facing today is that of vast 
unemployment and l am glad that the hon. 
Finance Minister has taken note of this fact 
while presenting the Budget before this 
House. The problem can be solved by 
rapidly increasing the constructive economic 
activity all round the country on a war 
footing. As a beginning the Finance 
Minister has increased the Central Plan out¬ 
lay for the year 1971-72 by Rs. 153 crores.

He has also allotted Rs. 25 crores for- 
creating job opportunities for educated un¬ 
employed in addition to Rs. 50 crores 
allotted for rural employment. He has also 
indicated that the policy of rapidly increas¬ 
ing the number of branches of nationalised 
banks will continue.

[Shri K.N. Tiwary in the Chairl 

Considering the urgency and the gravity 
, and the massive nature of the problem, 

1 would say that the hon. Finance Minister 
should have been bolder by allotting larger 
amounts for the plan outlay and for creating 
job opportunities. He could have also 
stated that the policy of rapidly increasing 
the number of branches of nationalised 
banks would be pursued more vigorously. 

The vast resources of this country can 
be fully and successfully exploited only in 
partnership with fellow countrymen. It is 
said that an idle brain is a devil’s workshop 
but 1 do not know what an idle brain with 
idle hands and an idle stomach is like. 
We are today exporting iron ore and other 
ores to Japan and other countries because 
wo do not want to make better use of them. 
Large quantities of iron ore of excellent 
quality are found in Kudremuk in Mysore 
State and we are already negotiating with 
foreign countries to dispose of this ore with 
least trouble to ourselves. I suggest that 
the Government should establish a steel 
plant in coastal Mysore to make the best 
use of the iron ore that is available in 
Kudremifk. 1 also suggest that the Govern¬ 
ment should go ahead with its plan for 
establishing new plants and for exploring the 
possibility of getting more ore and 
establishing more plants 

It is the duty of. Government to utilise the 
full capacity of public sector undertakings. 
At present the utilisation of capacity in 
Durgapur stjeel plant is only 39.6 per cent 
and in Hindustan Steel as a whole is less 
than 60 per cent. The utilisation of capacity 
in Heavy Engineering in the year 1970-71 
was less than 25 per cent. The Government 
must find out the causes for this under¬ 
utilisation and find out quick remedies so 
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that all these public undertakings may be 
utilised to their fullest capacity. 

The Finance Minister has made reference 
to the efforts that are being made in 
improving agriculture, but the efforts that 
are made in improving fisheries are far 
from satisfactory. The Government should 
give due consideration for deep sea fishing 
and should build up small fishing harbours 
along the long seashore that this country 
possesses. This country must also have 
more refrigerated vans for transporting fresh 
fish from one place to another. 

t 

The progress of certain projects that 
are undertaken by the Government is very 
ppor. The Mongalore harbour is an example. 
The work on Mangalore harbour began in 
the year 1964 and crores of rupees have 
already been invested but the most im¬ 
portant work of dredging has just begun. 
With the present dredging pattern I do not 
know how many years it will take to 
complete the work. We are told that by 
the time the work is completed the harbour 
will become out of date because it will 
have only a thirty-feet draught and ships 
weighing more than 25,000 tonnes cannot 
enter this harbour. I suggest that the 
Government must increase the depth of the 
draught to 40 feet and complete this work 
as early as possible. 

Regarding taxes I must say that this 
country can have no real progress unless 
there is corresponding sacrifice on the part 
of the people. This sacrifice is made by 
way of paying taxes. Any finance minister 
of a developing country has to impose 
some taxes, direct or indirect, and directly 
or indirectly. Howeyer, I request the 
Finance Minister to give due consideration 
to the criticism made by Members of this 
House regarding the levy of taxes on items 
ruch as tnaida and coarse cloth. 

Great concern Is shown by all sections 
of this House regarding the rise in prices of 
essential commodities. The only remedy 
appears to be demonetisation of hundred- 
rupee afid ten-rupee notes with a view to 
In^l'bnt unaccounted money. Howeyer,. 
caiisfibuld be taken to sec, that innocent 


persons do not suffer by this measure. 

With these observations and with 
sympathies to millions of refugees from 
Bangla Desh for whom a sum of Rs. 60 
crores has been allotted in the Budget, I 
support the Budget. 

SHRI A. N. VIDYALANKAR (Chandi¬ 
garh) : Mr. Chairman, I think that the 
general tone of the speech of the Finance 
Minister was really progressive and the 
Budget proposals are also progressive. 
This is unprecedented. Some of the 

principles which he enunciated in the 
course of his speech were never properly 
put in that clear manner. The intentions 
that he expressed in the Budget were 
admirable and unexceptionable and I wel¬ 
come them. I think, even the levies that 
are criticized here, for instance, the duty 
on maida, toilet soap, cotton fabrics etc., 
are also not so excessive. Although 1 do not 
support -them. If we analyse the 
whole thing, it increases the family cost by 
only one rupee per month per kilogram on 
account of maida. On toilet soap, the in¬ 
crease is only 2 p per cake. In the case of 
cotton fabrics, it is 1 to 5 p. per metre and in 
the case of coarse ciotb, it is only 0.5 p. per 
metre. As regards lipsticks, shampoos and 
hair oil also, not more than 8 annas per 
month will be the increase in the family 
budget. 

Now, Sir, although thi* increat is not 
much, why the common people object to 
this. The common people will not 
object to paving more. They are prepared, 
for all kind of sacrifices provided they find 
thqt the other classes, the upper classes, the 
richer classes, also made sacrifices. .. 
When the common man sees that the big 
officers, the Ministers and the rich people 
were going about in luxurious cars, living in 
luxurious bungalows, just as it was mentioned 
here, when ; ny ceremony takes places, they 
use a lot of electricity and all that, then they 
begin to fed why should their maida only . 
be taxed ? They do not object to pay more. 
But the main thing is the whole trend, . 
the whoie purpose and the whole attitude 
is found to be pro-upper classes. The richer ,, 
classes, she uld be taxed more. Id ' this 
Budget, the Finance Minister has made that , 
attrrmpt, 1 should say, an admirable attempt 
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to place the burden on those classes that can 
pay more. But the feeling is that more 
burden could be placed on them. 

• 

This Budget is ? welfare Budget. The 
welfare Budget is not necessarily a socialstic 
Budget just as all philanthropy is not 
scientific socialism. A Budget which 
claims to be a socialistic Budget should 
try to control the commanding heights of 
economy. Whether the Budget tries to con¬ 
trol the commanding heights of the economy, 
whether we acquire that grip, that grasp, 
over the whole economy and whether we can 
use the economic institutions as an instrument 
for the attainment of social justice that is 
the test. The common man looks from that 
angle and does not feel much enthusiastic 
about the Budget. 

Why is it so 7 The main reason is that 
the instrument of our attaining socialism is 
the present bureaucracy and the present 
bureaucracy has no sense of commit¬ 
ment to our ideals. Unless that instrument 
is properly sharpened which is absolutely 
blunt-at present, we cannot succeed. The 
bureaucracy is not working for the attain¬ 
ment of that objective, it is clear. We 
should find out methods as to how bureau¬ 
cracy can be improved. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member 
may try to conclude now. 

SHRf A. N. VIDYALANKAR l I only 
want that the Finance Minister should have 
explored other avenues, say for instance, 
the expenditure tax, the capital levy and all 
that. Why should not there be a total 
ban on the import of luxury goods ? 
Take, for instance, the rich people 
who enjoy luxurious living in 3-star 
hotels. Why should not the expenditure 
incurred by them in these 5-star hotels 
be taxed ? Why should not luxurious ex¬ 
penditure be curtailed 7 Why should not the 
Government expenditure be drastically cur¬ 
tailed 7 If we examine properly, we will 
see that the Government expenditure 
is growing day by day. It would 
be practically consuming what we 
try to squeeze from the public. There¬ 
fore, these are the things over which we 
should lay our fingers. The Finance Minis¬ 
ter had stated that the taxation should, 


be such that it should control the rise of 
prices. But, no drastic measures have 
been taken to control the prices. 

My hon. friend, Mr. Vajpayee, in the 
course of his speech, suggested the auction¬ 
ing of licences. He has suggested a method 
by which he is trying to support those classes 
that try to monopolise everything. He 
means, if the licences are auctioned, rich 
class should monopolise everything. We want 
to remove monopolies in our economy, lit 
Chandigarh, 1 see, lands are taken from the 
peasants at a very cheap rate, they are made 
into plots and auctioned, and the rich people 
are buying property and they are amassing 
property. Why should this go on in our 
present economy which aims at socialism 7 
Therefore, this method of auctioning of 
licences that has been suggested by Mr. 
Vajpayee, the leader of the Jana Sangh 
party, can never be accepted. What* 
ever suggestions he has made are all 
in support of those classes whom we 
want to dispossess and from whom we want 
to take away monopolies. So, we should 
not adopt those methods. This method of 
auctioning property will create concentration 
of wealth and that will give wealth to those 
classes that are already in possesstion of 
wealth.

DR. H. P. SHARMA (Alwar) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, the present Budget, coming 
as it does, in the wake of the recent 
General Elections, assumes far greater 
importance than a Budget presented in the 
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regular or normal year. Even in a normal 
year the Budget gives concerete evidence as 
to how far the Government is willing 
to go to implement its progressive aims and 
policies. But, since our last General 
Election was fought on specific issues, this 
House as well as the country, has a right 
to expect that the Budget would reflect the 
hopes and aspirarions aroused in the minds 
of the public. 

The commitments and the promises we 
made to the public in the context of the 
problems of the country can be broadly 
summarised under three or four heads. 

Our first commitment was that we would 
accelerate the rate of economic growth. 
Our second commitment was that we would 
try to reduce the disparities between the 
different sections of our population. The 
third commitment was that we would take 
some significant steps towards solving the 
problem of the unemployed. These were 
the commitments that we made. 

Sir, the Budget has been called a 
retrograde Budget, an anti-people Budget 
and quite a few other epithets have been 
used to disapprove of the Budget. 1 cer¬ 
tainly do not belong to that cadre of people 
who start with a defeatist altitude of 
mind. 

The country has made some significant 
progress and we have taken some very 
significant steps in (he direction of the 
country’s development and I think, it is in 
the fitness of things, that we should 
remember and recall our successes also as 
onr failures. 

During the past year and in the fust 
two years of the Fourth Plan, we have 
succeeded in fulfilling the objectives of this 
Budget attaining the assigned rate of econo- 
•mic growth. We have been able to fulfil 
in both the segments, in the agricultural 
sec'or as well ai in the industrial sector. 
Apart from that, food production went up 
to 106 million tonnes though there were 
somi gaps as regards pulses and a shortfall 
in cash crops. But this does not in any 
way niinimise the success which we have 
achieved 6d our agricultural front. 


I would like to make one other obser¬ 
vation before 1 proceed further. I would 
like to sound a note of caution. We must 
not count our chicken too fas}. There is the 
element of of help from the Gods. For the 
past 4 years, the monsoons have been 
pretty regular and the quantam of rain 
sufficient. Agricultural production depends 
still to a large extent on the regularity of 
monsoons.* It rests on a very slender and 
tenuous base. I wish the Government 
would keep that margin of uncertainty in 
mind in the rate of progress that we might 
assign to ourselves. 

The rate of economic growth and every¬ 
thing else depends upon the mobilisation 
of our resources. The finance Minister has 
taken some very bold steps in this direction. 

First there was the nationalisation of 
Banks and then the nationalisation of 
General Insurance. That has provided us 
funds which we can channolise into produc¬ 
tive directions which we could not do 
previously. There are other things which 
we have l een able to do and which I would 
to like enumerate here. For instance in 
the taxation items, there have been increase 
in the personal income-tax, in the rate 
of corporate taxes, in the rate of wealth 
tax etc. whereby a virtual ceiling has been 
imposed, and the Finance Minister deserves 
to be congratulated squarely on this. 

There have been oth.*r welcome features 
of this budget namely that resolute steps are 
to be taken against benami holdings, under¬ 
valuation of property etc, and wc find that 
Government have a stiongly mind to share 
in the long-term capital gains that people 
make. 

There are other sectors to from which 
Government can collect the resources. For 
instance, there is the agricultuial sector. 
1 do wish that Government would make up 
their mind and see that they tap this big 
sector winch is going almost untaxed 4t 
present. 1 am not saying in any way, nor 
nor do 1 want to be misconstrued, that 1 
am advoca mg that very small farmer should 
be taxed But I think that there are 
people who are making Rs. 30,000, Rs. 1 
lakh and Rs. 2 lakhs a year from the 
fanning. 1 do not know why farm incomes 
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, of that magnitude should he left out from 
, the purview of taxation, I am not saying 
thereby that' the small farmers or the 
peasants in general should be taxed. 9te 
must remember that the biggest part of our 
developmental expenditure has been spent 
on the construction of dams from which 
irrigation facilities have been provided or 
from Vvhich electricity has been generated 
which again has gone towards rural electri¬ 
fication. So, the biggest gainers of our 
developmental expenditure have been in the 
agricultural sector. So, I do think that 
Government should shed their old inhibi¬ 
tion and tax those people who make very 
handsome income out of their farms, 
because an income of Rs. 1 lakh in the 
agricultural sector is not different from a 
similar income if it were earned by say 
' a shopping business. Of course, there is a 
small tax on tractors, and it is good as far 
. as it goes. 

Thee are other sectors from which 
Government can augment their income. 
For instance, there are the public sector 
undertakings. 1 do not know why Govern¬ 
ment should be so touchy about this question 
and why they should be so sensitive 
every time this subject is brought up. 1 do not 
know why somehow it is considered as an 
attack on the Government's basic policies. 

1 feel that Government have taken a very 
solid, very resolute and very correct step 
namely that Government should be the 
owner of the basic industries in this country. 
But I docs not go along with this proposi¬ 
tion that they should be run inefficiently. 

1 think that we must take resolute steps to 
correct the deficit on this side. 1 do not 
want to repeat the various figures, but the 
case of Hindustan Steel is a case in point. 
In 1968-69 they had a loss of Rs. 40 crores, 
in 1969-70, the loss was Rs. II/- crores; 
and in 1970-71 it is expected to be of the 
order of Rs. 12 crores. It may be that 
Government may have some very valid 
reasons due to which these losses were in¬ 
evitable, such as political disturbances etc. 
But even then, I wish that Government are 
oot touchy about this problem every time the 
issue of public undertakings is brought up 
here in this House. Government should serve 
as a model employer and they should 
display a model technique of runnning the 
'’"undertakings, and especial ly when we have 
invested such huge amounts in these under¬ 
takings, the country has a right to expect 


that we get proper return from them. 

There are other avenues which are 
open to Government and which Govern¬ 
ment should tackle resolutely. So far 
as the recovery of the tax arrears . Is 
concerned, I think the entire House, that, is 
the Opposition as well as the Treasury 
Benches all wish that everything should be 
done to recover these tax arrears which are 
of the order of about 900 crores or so. 
When some of the names of the assessees 
are publised and we read them, they read 
like a ‘Who is Who’ of the biggest capitalists 
of industry. I think that no leniency should 
be shown. Here, 1 would like to make one 
small suggestion. It is possible that somo- 
times there may be differences on the 
assessment, and that is why it is said that 
the income-tax cannot be recovered. But 
1 think that there should be some time-limit 
for this purpose, and if the recoveries are 
not made within that time-limit, then the 
assessees should at least pay interest on that 
amount. If Rs. 10 or 20 lakhs is kept 
pending and the assessees go on doing this 
business of discussion and disputing, then it 
is but natural that the assessees should be 
asked at least to pay interest on these 
amounts. Why should we be leniont ; in 
that regard ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; The hon. Member 
should try to conclude now. 

DR H. P. SHARMA : Please give me 
two or three more minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; The hon. Member 
has already taken about IS minutes. After 
he concludes, I would like to call another 
Member also. 

DR. H. P. SHARMA ; I shall try to 
finish irf two minutes. I shall skip over 
the other points and come to the question 
of price rise or price instability. Unless the 
Finance Minister can solve it, nothing can 
be done. About Rs. 400 crores were paid 
as dearness allowance during the last year 
alone. There is a pay commission which 
is sitting and which is going to revise the 
salaries once again. Every time there is 
a pay commission we know that it revises 
the salaries upward. So, we can expect 
that this time also, there would be further 
pay increases. 

Since the time at my disposal is so 
short, I would is conclusion like to drew 
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the attention of the Finance Minister to the 
problem which concerns my State, namely 
the State of Rajasthan. There has been a 
notice from the Reserve Bank of India to 
the Rajasthan Government that by 30th 
June, they should pay back the overdraft 
of about Rs. 85 crores. This is good 
and sound as far as it sounds, but 
the hon. Minister must see how 
this money was spent. This was not 
spent for augmenting the Rajasthan 
Government’s income or anything of that 
sort. It was spent for humanitarian pur¬ 
poses, for saving the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of people. The Finance Minister 
will but be doing justice if he waives this. 
In cases of national calamity where money 
is spent, the Finance Minister should not go 
by the usual alphabetical list of recovery 
starting from Assam and so on. Then, 
there is the problem of security also. If 
you uproot the people living on the border, 
and they are the first to be attacked by 
famine. This also must be borne in mind. 
After all, we have a seven hundred mile- 
border, and we are doing the function of 
security on behalf of the nation, and when 


we are heed with the security problem, the 
Finance Minister should be considerate to 
our State. 

SHRI SATISH CHANDRA (Bareilly) :

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Influx of Refugees from East Bengal and 
their Rehabilitation 

*391. SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION be pleased to state : 

(a) the latest arrival of war evacuees 
from East Bengal and per head expenditure 
for food and other items for these evacuees, 
separately ; 

(b) whether the evacuees who took 
shelter in relatives’ houses or private quarters 
have been denied relief facilities ; 

(c) the sanitation, baby food and milk 
arrangements made so far for them ; 

(d) the reasons for not introducing 
self-help arrangements by the evacuees them¬ 
selves for managing and running evacuee 
centres ; and 

(el the reasons for shifting them 25 
miles away from the border areas ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND 
VERMA) ; (a) So far about 3 million 
evacuees have arrived from East Bengal. 
The per head expenditure for food is Re. 1 /- 
per head per day in West Bengal and 
Rs. 1.10 paise per head per day in Assam, 


Meghalaya and Tripura. It has not been 
possible to calculate separately the per 
capita expenditure on other items, e.g. 
improvised shelter, medical assistance etc. 

(b) At present, no relief is provided to 
evacuees staying outside the camps. All 
relief facilities are available as soon as the 
evacuees register themselves and seek 
admission to the camps. 

(c) Adequate sanitation arrangements 
are provided. As far as possible, arrange¬ 
ments for supply of baby food and milk are 
being made depending on their availability. 

(d) The evacuees are already assisting 
the camp authorities in cooking food and 
their voluntary help is made use of in other 
spheres, wherever possible. 

(e) Consequent on a large-scale influx, 
there has been heavy concentration of 
evacuees in camps situated on the border 
and these camps cannot contain any more 
persons. Steps are accordingly being taken 
to set up large-sized camps in the interior 
or in other States to which the evacuees 
will be dispersed from the border areas. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The condi¬ 
tions in which the refugees are staying belie 
all human imagination. Is it a fact that 
day before yesterday, the Chief Minister of 
West Bengal, Shri Ajoy Mukherjee, said in a 
press statement that about 18—20 lakh 
refugees are living in the open or under the 
shade of.trees and they have no facilities for 
getting shelter in any camps 7 Is it also a 
fact that the number of cholera deaths 
mentioned in a statement made in this 
House was less than the number indicated 
in a statement issued by Shti Jalaluddin 
Ahmed, Health Minister of West Bengal, on 
the same day when he put the figure at a 
thousand more ? Is it a fact that as they 
are not able to provide shelter to all the 
refugees, many of them have to take shelter 
in the houses of their relatives or benevolent 
persons in the border areas ? Is it true that 
this number runs into several lakhs ? If so, 
why do government not provide facilities for 
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getting ration or other food through govern¬ 
ment sources ? Also, is it a fact that 
400 gm$. of rice, four pieces of potatoes and 
four pieces of onions are all that are given 
to a refugee ? Is it true that they are not 
provided fuel, shawl, cash dole etc. ? If so. 
how can they be expected to cook these 
things and eat them ? How could they 
cook ? I want to know from the Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I 
share the anxiety of the hon. Member. He 
has quoted the remarks of the Health 
Minister and the Chief Minister of West 
Bengal. It is true that we have not been 
able to provide shelter to all of them because 
the influx is so great. Every clay more than 
a lakh of persons are crossing the border 
and coming to our side. Looking to the 
magnitude of the problem, we cannot think 
in terms of providing shelter to each and 
every one of them the moment he comes. 
Certainly we are making all possible efforts 
to get materials such as tarpaulins, tents etc. 
from wherever we can get them. Some 

refugees are staying with their relations. 

(Interruptions.) They should get them¬ 
selves registered and those who stay with 
their relations should also be given facilities, 
rations etc So far as vegetables and other 
things are concerned, the volunteer agencies 
are managing the camps and they are pro¬ 
viding them these things. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : They are not 
providing—what they give is only 40) 
grammes of rice, four pieces of potatoes and 
four pieces of onions. How can they cook 
without oil or fuel ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We 
give all cash assistance to the Governments 
of West Bengal and the other Governments. 
It is up to the State Governments to give 
things to them according to the prescribed 
limits. Every refugee, we have prescribed, 
should be given 400 grammes of rice and 
300 grammes of vegetable and 100 grammes 
of dal. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : No vegetable 
is given ; only 100 gms. of dal.( Inter¬ 

ruptions. ) He does not know ; he has not 
visited the place. 


MR. SPEAKER : It is a very serious 
question and by your aggressiveness you 
make it loose all its importance. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I seek your 
protection, Mr. Speaker. The hon. Minister 
speaks so ignorantly, without knowing the 
things that are "happening there. If I point 
this out, am I aggressive ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : It was 
brought to my notice that we have written 
to the Governments concerned that they- 
should adhere to the scale of rations pres¬ 
cribed, and the quantities issued should in 
no way be less. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : The Govern¬ 
ment have announced it as their policy that 
they would take all precautions to see that 
the Bangla Dcsh refugees may go back to 
their homeland. In view of this policy 
statement made by the Government, may I 
know whether the Government are going to 
transfer the lefugccs from the border areas 
to the interior places or to the other States, 
and whether they have considered that by 
shifting the refugees to other States—it 
might take months—it may deaden their 
Bangla Desh sentiment and Bangla Desh 
emotions, and in that eventuality, it may 
be difficult for the Government to send the 
refugees back to Bangla Desh ? May I 
know, also whether in shifting the refugees 
from Bangla Desh to other parts of India, 
the Government will see that both the Hindu 
and Muslim refugees arc also sent and that 
there will be no selective choice of any 
community of the refugees ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : There 
is no shift in our policy. The policy ’‘emains 
the same. We are determined that these 
people will go back to their homeland, 
Bangla Desh, the moment the situation is 
eased there, and we are sure that the 
situation will be eased there. ( Interruption ) 

AN HON. MEMBER : What a wish¬ 
ful thinking ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : About 
the second part of his question, namely, the 
dispersal of the refugees, there are some 
States like West Bengal and Tripura where 
the pressure is very high. The work of the 
authorities there is being paralysed because 
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of the huge numbers. So, we think it 
proper to disperse some of the refugees to 
srnne other neighbouring States where they 
may be properly accommodated in big-size 
camps. 11 

So far as the shifting of ,the refugees is 
concerned, we make no distinction whether 
one is a Muslim or a Hindu refugee. Both 
the communities, as they have co/nc, are 
being shifted from that place without any 
discrimination. 

SHRI MOHAMMAD TAHIR : May 
I know whether it is a fact that some of the 
refugees who have entered Bihar were staying 
with their relations, but the local police force 
them to go to the camps ? Now, as we 
know, there are so many refugees who are 
putting up with their relatives. May I 
know whether the Government is prepared 
to allow those persons also to return back to 
live with their relations in case they do not 
claim relief of any kind ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERM A : The 
number of refugees who have entered Bihar 
is very negligible. It is 4,301. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have taken all these aspects 
into consideration. The policemen might 
have been going there. There is no inten¬ 
tion to remove them from their relations. 
They would be allowed to stay there.

SHRI JAGANATH RAO : In view of 
the fact that the influx of evacuses has 
exceeded 5 million and there is a likelihood 
of more coming in and in view of the 
various complaints received from time to' 
time about the relief given to them, has 
Government considered the desirability of 
having a skeleton staff and a minister at 
Calcutta, as was done after partition, when 
the number of refugees was smaller ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : In 
order to tackle this problem, we have es¬ 
tablished our branch secretariat there with 
one Additional Secretary in charge. 
Ministers also go there very often and we 
are in touch with it. 
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SHRl BISWANARAYAN SHASTRJ : 
Some evacuees have entered into remote 
villages of Assam and Meghalaya and in 
some places they have been trying to occupy 
land forcibly, which is resented by the 
people. As a matter of fact, youths of 
Meghalaya observed hartal in Shillong 
against the influx of refugees into the villages. 
May I know whether Government will take 
strong measures to see that refugees are 
kept confined to the camps and they do not 
spread like epidemic into the villages ? 

SHRl SAMAR GUHA : I protest 
against this very objectionable mark. It is 
due to the failure of the Government. 

SHRl JYOT1RMOY BOSU : In fairness 
he should withdraw it. ( Interruptions ) 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE You 
should ask him to withdraw it. 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Shastri, you are 
such a nice and perfect gentleman. This 
last word you said did not sound well. 
( Interruptions ). 

SHRl BISHWANARAYAN SHASTRI : 
He abused me ; therefore ; I was provoked. 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
This House has passed a resolution expres¬ 
sing solidarity with the people of Bangla 
Desh. When they come for shelter, they 
should not be described as an epidemic. 
I thought some members of the ruling party 
will also protest against it. 

MR. SPEAKER : Will you please leave 
it to the hon, member to withdraw it ? 
( Interruptions ). 

/ SHRl BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI. 
I am not going to withdraw it. 

SHRl BALGOVIND VERM A rose— 

SHRl H. N. MUKERJEE : The minister 
does not come in the picture. You 
represent the House and you asked him 
to withdraw it. 

SHRl INDRAJ IT GUPTA : He has 
not the slightest consideration even to your 
request 


MR. SPEAKER : If there were some 
unparliamentary words, I would have ex¬ 
punged them without perhaps his consent. 
But so far. as the deletion of the word 
which is objected to * is concerned, I 
leave it to the good sense of the hon. 
member. If your colleagues do not like it, 
if we have passed a resolution to this effect..• 

SHRl BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI : 

I have no intention to hurt the feeling 
of that section of the House, if they do not 
we like it. I withdraw it. 

SHRl BALGOVIND VERMA : The 
hon. Member has made a suggestion and we 
will look into it. 

SHRl TR1DIB CHAUDHURI : My 
question arises from the answer that the 
hon. Minister gave just now with regard to 
the organisational set up that the Ministry has 
made in Calcutta to tackle the situation. 
Already an hon. Member has pointed out 
that when the refugees first started coming 
in after 1947 or 1950, in West Bengal we 
had one entire Ministry devoted to the 
work of refugee reception and rehabilitation. 
Now this Ministry is only tackling the 
residuary work of rehabilitation more or 
less because the Government position was 
that the rehabilitation work has finished, 
only some residuary work remains and 
they ate tackling that. Arc the Government 
satisfied with the organisation that they 
have set up ? Are the arrangements that 
they have made adequate to tackle this 
vast and stupendous problem, the size of 
which in the Minister’s own confession they 
have not yet been able to assess ? Could 
I ask him whether he will at least draw 
the attention of the Government to the 
urgency, stupendousness and gigantism of 
the whole task so that one independent 
organisation could be built up to look into 
the whole matter ? Whether it should be 
a separate Ministry or a department under 
the charge of a Deputy Minister is for 
the Prime Minister to decide. We want 
to register our emphatic protest that the 
Minister of Rehabilitation is away from 
our country. Without meaning any dis¬ 
respect to my hon. friend, the Deputy 
Minister, this is not the way in which this 
problem should be tackled. It is a-national 
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crisis. Let the government be awake to 
the situation. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We 
are seized , of the situation and we are 
satisfied with the arrangements which we 
have made there. We are reviewing the 
situation now and then and, if any need 
arises, we will do the needful.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : In view of 
the obvious fact that it is beyond our capa¬ 
city to deal with this absolutely staggering 
problem, in spite of the complacent answer 
which the Minister gave to Shri Tridib 
Chaudhuri, may I know if Government’s 
attention has been drawn to the discussion 
in the House of Commons yesterday in which 
Sir Alec Douglas Home referred to the 
demand made in the House of Commons 
in Britain about this matter being raised at 
the Security Council, because it was no 
longer an internal matter for Pakistan or for 
India, and Sir Alec Douglas Home answered 
that this was an issue for Pakistan or for 
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India and that neither' upto now proposed 
taking such action at present ? May I know, 
how is it that, in spite of the problem 
assuming tremendous and absolutely im¬ 
possible proportions, we arc not utilising 
forums which are open to us while the House 
of Commons discusses possibilities which 
we have not tried to explore ? May I know 
what Government is trying to do in this 
direction ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We 
have seen this report in the newspapers. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : This is in 
this statement which has been circulated to 
all Members. The Prime Minister should 
have been there. She was expecting this 
question to come up. The Prime Minister 
is not abroad. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA ; This 
question does not relate to me but to some 
other Ministry. But because it is put to me, 
1 am answering it. Therefore, he should not 
feel agitated. If he requires some more 
information, he should give notice of another 
question and he can get the proper 
information. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: It is a matter 
affecting the country in an emergency fashion. 
I do not know if he cannot tell us what 
Government has in mind, whether Govern¬ 
ment has a unitary policy or not. 

MR. SPEAKER : Perhaps he may not 
be in a position to answer. He can direct 
this question to the Ministry of External 
Affairs to be answered in this House 
later on. 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : In reply 
to sub-question (e), the Minister has said 
that refugees are being taken to places which 
arc about 25 miles away from the border. 
In that connection may 1 ask—and he will 
be good enough to give us a correct answer— 
if in Meghalaya at Baghmara evacuees 
coming from Bangla Desh are not being 
allowed to enter India at all ; if so, what 
is the reason ; if not, what is the actual 
position ? 

SHJU BALGOVIND VERMA : This 
thing has not come to my notice. The hon. 


Member has brought it to my notice. I win 
certainly look into and pass on 2 the infor¬ 
mation to him. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY* BASU : This 
matter was raised on the floor of the House 
with your permission, Sir. If the hon, 
Minister pleads ignorance, that is a very 
poor state of affairs. Let this go on record. 
The Government itself is not keen to help.

Help from International Agencies Like Red 
Cross for Bangla Desh Refugees 

*393. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether International agencies like 
Red Cross have been contacted to help 
rehabilitate the evacuees from Bangla Desh ; 
and 

(b) if so, what concrete assurances have 
been given by those agencies ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA): 
(a) and (b). Government has not approa¬ 
ched any International agency for help in 
the matter of rehabilitation of evacuees from 
Bangla Desh. However, an appeal has been 
made to UN Secretary General and also a 
number of International voluntary agencies 
have been approached for assistance to 
provide relief in the form of food, shelter, 
medical supplies etc to the evacuees. 

A statement showing the assistance 
received from or promised by various 
International agencies is laid on the Table of 
the Sabha. \ Placed in Library. See 
No. LT-368/71] 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : It appears 
" from the statement that some of the countries 
and voluntary organisations have donated 


either cash amount or giv« n some relief in 
the from of milk powder, medicines, clothings, 
etc. But this appears to be not enough. I 
should like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether it is true that no request has been 
made by the Government of India. I would 
like to quote the statement made by Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home in the House of Commons. 
When he was asked by some of the Members 
in the House of Commons as to whether any 
request was made to the Government by the 
Government of India, he said : 

“The answer to the question about more 
money being made available now, he said, 
was “that we will certainly consider 
whether that should be done. We have 
had no direct request from the Indian 
Government though there will be a 
meeting of the India Consortium on June 
17. I would rather wait to see if there 
is an Indian request, as we anticipate at 
that time.” 

So, I would like to know whether the 
Government of India have made a request to 
the Government apart from making a request 
to the United Nations which has become a 
mere spectator of the sorrow and shame on 
our own brothers in Bangla Desh. 

So, I would like to know whether any 
request has been made to other countries and 
if so what is that request. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : As far 
as I know. Prime Minister has personally 
addressed letter to foreign Governments. 
Replies have also been received. I do not 
know how this particular time appeared in 
the Press. Otherwise, so far as I know, the 
Prime Minister addressed letters personally to 
the various foreign Governments. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : We are happy 
to know that the Prime Minister of USSR 
Mr. Kosygin has given a call for immediate 
steps and he has asked Pakistan to 
ensure safety in East Bengal. The Soviet 
Prime Minister has said that Pakistan must 
create conditions for peace and safety in East 
Bengal so that the refugees in India could 
safely return. My question is addressed to 
the Prime Minister. I am really sorry she 
is not present.

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : International 
agencies also relate to the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. At least the Prime Minister should 
have expected such questions. My question 
is this. Is the Minister in a position to 
answer whether similar call for immediate 
steps have been given by other countries 
and if so, which are those other countries ? 

MR. SPEAKER : May I invite your 
attention to one thing ? This Question is 
about the International Agencies like Red 
Cross. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : External 
Affairs Minister is also in the same Gover- 
ment. ( Interruption ) Mr. Lekkappa, you 
have changed your sides now. If I asked the 
same question you would have supported me 
if you were in the Opposition. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : You must 
know the relevancy of the question. 

MR. SPEAKER : I can only say, he is 
the only Member who has come to my rescue. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : The hon 
Minister said that Prime Minister had written 
to foreign countries. The Prime Minister of 
USSR has given a call to Pakistan 
Government to crea'e conditions for peace 
and safety so that the refugees may return 
there. Have similar statements been made 
by other countries ? If not, what steps are 
taken by the Government in this regard ? 

MR. SPEAKER : This is an important 
question but you cannot get the answer out 
of this particular Question, addressed to this 
Minister. He is not the Foreign Affairs 
Minister. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE: Why Prime 
Minister is not here ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Why should she be 
present when the question is addressed to 
another Minister ? Don't do that ; I am 
not going to allow this. 


If the hon. Minister has some information 
about the agencies, he may please convey it 
to the hon. Member. 

SHRI BALGOVIND * VERMA : I have 
no information as such. I shall pass on the 
feelings of the hon. Member to the Minister 
concerned. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : Would you 
kindly revive the practice that Jawaharial 
Nehru used to have by being present on 
every day during Question Hour when he 
was in Parliament House, so that Ministers 
in trouble could be saved by his own effort ? 
The Leader of the House or the Prime 
Minister or somebody representing the 
Government as a collective entity should be 
present every day during Question Hour in 
the House. That sort of practice is being 
given up today by the present Prime 
Minister... 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I entirely endorse 
what Shri H.N. Mukerjee has said. As a 
matter of fact, I have come to the conclusion 
that the Government and particularly the 
Prime Minister thinks that Parliament is only 
one of those playthings that have to be 
tolerated for six months in the year. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA : Regarding 
the requests for relief which have been sent, 
according to the Minister, to various Govern¬ 
ments and international agencies, I would 
like to know the reason for the kind of 
reports that we arc reading in the papers 
that certain coun ries or agencies are 
offering some material which we later on say 
we do not require or in respect of which we 
tell them ‘Please do not send them'. For 
example, if you would permit me to mention, 
in today’s papers, we find that the Govern¬ 
ment of Australia has offered to send some 
medical teams, but the Government of India 
have hurriedly said ‘Please do not send 
medical teams because we have got enough 
doctors’. Again, the Norwegian Red Cross 
sent a big consignment of cod fish, which is 
lying in Dum Dum, and now we are telling 
them ‘please do not send any more of this’ 
because it is a very unsuitable commodity 
for people who are suffering from gastro¬ 
enteritis. ' When these requests are made, do 
the Government of India have any clear 
conception about the specific things that they 
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wint for relief purposes ? Do they specify 
these things to other countries or do they 
allow them to send anything that they like 
most of which we may find to be quite 
useless for our purposes ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We have 
got a coordination committco both at the 
Centre and at Calcutta... 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA : Then, why 
are these things happening ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : .. At 
the Centre, it consis s of various Ministries, 
and many volun'.ary organisations arc 
associated with and represented on it. The 
same is the case at Calcutta. So, the 
situation is being reviewed, and the 
various Governments are being kept informed 
of whatever things are required. So, I do 
not know how the hon. Member is telling 
these things and apprehending mismanage* 
ment on the part of the Government. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The hon. 
Minister does not know that such reports 
have appeared. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Docs he eat 
cod fish ?

Fixation of Manimum Price of Sugarcane 

♦394. SHRI D. K. PANDA : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether the recommendations of 
the Sen Sugar Inquiry Commission were 
followed in fixing the minimum price of 
sugarcane to cover up the bulk line oppor¬ 
tunity cost of cane cultivation last year ; 
and 

(b) if not, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH) : (a) No, Sir. 


(b) The required data in this regard was 
not available as no comprehensive study 
aimed at providing information on cost of 
production of sugarcane and its competing 
crops in various regions had been undertaken 
in the recent past. However, in fixing 
minimum price of sugarcane for 1969-70 
Government took into account various factors 
including available information on cost of 
production, the return to the grower from 
alternative crops and the general trend of 
prices of agricultural commodities. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : With regard to 
my question whether the Sen Commission’s 
recommendations had been implemented 
last year, that is, in 1970, the answer is quite 
suggestive of an evasive character, because 
the hon Minister refers in his answer only 
to the years 1968 and 1969. Secondly, there 
is a frank admission to the effect that they 
have not implemented the recommendations. 
Is the hon. Minister aware that these recom¬ 
mendations are also incorporated in the Sugar- 
cans Control Order in fixation of the mini¬ 
mum sugarcane price ? Does the hon. Minister 
not think that the statutory direction in the 
Sugarcane Control Order is violated by the 
non-implementation of the recommendations ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : I have not 
evaded. I have accepted that we have not 
implemented the recommendations of the 
Sen Commission vide answer to (a) I have 
given the reason. It is because we have not 
been able to make a comprehensive study 
which can provide us all the information 
necessary for knowing the cost of production 
of Sugarcane and other commodities. The 
Commission had suggested that we should 
take into account the opportunity cost; for 
that, we have to have a clear conception of 
the prices of other commodities also, the 
cost of production of sugarcane and also 
other commercial crops, that is if instead of 
sugarcane those crops were sown, what 
would they have yielded. Now we have 
entrusted this comprehensive study to 
agricultural universities and agricultural 
colleges ; we have given the work to 
Universities of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, 
Haryana, Kerala. Mysore, Maharashtra, 
Madhya Pradesh and Orissa. Expert teams, 
faculties in this subject and Professors of 
these subjects are going into it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU When 
will the work be completed ? 
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SHRI SHER SfNGH : They have 
started work ; it will Utke some time. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : The hon. 
Minister has said that for 1969-70, the price 
was fixed based upon certain information 
available of cost of production and also 
return to the growers from alternative crops. 
Can he give us that information ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : I have said we 
could not make comprehensive study and 
these are rough figures. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : I wanted the 
information to which reference has been 
made in part (b) of the answer. 

SHRI SHER SINGH : I require notice 
because it will be a long reply giving prices 
in various regions. 

MR. SPEAKER : He wants the infor¬ 
mation on the basis of which minimum 
price was fixed for 1969-70, 

SHRI SHER SINGH: As I said, so 
far we have not been able to make a 
comprehensive study. Now we are getting it 
done. The figures now available are rough 
figures on the basis of which we made some 
calculations and determined the price. We 
ourselves are not fully satisfied with the 
correctness of those- figures. Hence this 
comprehensive study. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : Cultivation of 
sugarcane has declined in the country in 
States like Mysore, Maharashtra and others. 
This is because there is no support price 
given to the farmer. The Millowners are 
pressurising Government to scuttle the idea 
of a support pr ce. Will Government change 
this attitude and give a support price to the 
grower ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : The price given 
to the grower is not on the low side. Even 
according to the Sen Commission recom¬ 
mendation, in 1965-66, when the report was 
submitted, we should have given Rs. 4.96, 
whereas the money paid was Rs. 5.36 per 
quintal. According to the Agricultural Price 
Commission the price that was suggested... 


SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : That is not 
my question ; he is not answering my 
question ( Interruptions ) 

SHRI SHER SINGH : I was saying 
that the Government 1&S paid even more 
than the price which the Agricultural Price 
Commission or other Commissions suggested ; 
we are supporting it. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESHMUKH : 
One of the important recommendations 
of the Sen Commission is the principle of 
proportionality should be strictly adhered to. 
A minimum price is fixed for the national 
average sucrose content and then increases 
are related to the increase in the percentage. 
The application of that principle which is 
not applicable to other crops should not 
come in the way. What really stands in the 
way of accepting the recommendation of the 
Sen Commission is the reluctance of the 
Government. Will the hon. Minister kindly 
make it clear ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : We have been 
paying a minimum of 9'4 per cent and 
beyond that we have been paying a premium 
for higher percentage of sugar. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : The 
consumption of sugar has gone up ; there 
are six lakhs of tonnes of production. If the 
Government are not going to enhance the 
rate per tonne to Rs. 100, next year there 
will be shortage of sugar. Is the Government 
going to enhance the price to Rs. 100 per 
tonne ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : There is some 
truth in what the hon. Member has said. 
The consumption of sugar is increasing 
every year. Production also has been on the 
increase. This year of course there is some 
shortfall and we have given more licences 
and more factories will come into operation.

Mango Production 

*397. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether there is a growing demand 
in foreign countries of mangoes from our 
country ; 

(b) whether there has been a steady 
decline of mango production in the country 
because of the negligence and a pathy in 
giving proper attention to the mango 
production ; 

(c) the step; Govcrnm:nt propose to 
take to encourage farmers to go in for more 
production of mangoes : and 

(d) whether Government are starting 
any Research Centre in the country to 
develop improved quality of mangoes and 
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also proper insecticide^ to prevent damage 
to mango crop on extensive scale every 
year ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) Yes, 

Sir. 

(b) No, Sir. 

(c) The Fourth Five Year Plan includes 
a Centra'ly Sponsored Scheme on increased 
production of exportable fruits including 
mango. The Scheme envisages grant of 
incentives to farmers for planting new areas 
and intensification of production in the 
existing areas. 

(b) Yes, Sir. The Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research has sanctioned an All 
India Coordinated Fruit Improvement 
Project which covers research on mango. 
The Council is also processing a Scheme for 
establishment of a Central Mongo Research 
Institute at Lucknow in Uttar Pradesh. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : May 
l know whether the Government is aware of 
the fact that due to lack of help from the 
panchayat samithi level by the Block Deve¬ 
lopment Officer or the agricultural experts, 
the crop is being subjected to different types 
of pests with the result that the production 
of mango crop, especially in Andhra Pradesh, 
is going down and, if so, what steps do 
Government propose to take so as to 
provide scientific and other technical 
knowledge for the farmers to avoid these 
pests ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
Government is well aware of the diseases 
from which the mango crop suffers. Spraying 
the areas by way of prophylactic measure 
has been suggested, but of course, the problem 
is so vast. Aerial spraying itself presents 
many difficult problems. But that has been 
suggested to the State Governments, and we 
are prepared to help the State Governments 
in undertaking suoh plant protection 
measures for mangoes. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : May 
1 know whether the Government propose to 
start a cell in Rajendranagar Agricultural 


Institute in Andhra Pradesh in order to 
provide the necessary assistance to the 
farmers to take up mango-growing and also 
to see that different grafts are sent there for 
use by the farmers ? ° 

MR. SPEAKER : It is a suggestion for 
action. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
WhetheV they propose to start it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
There is a place called Sangareddy in 
Andhra Pradesh where we are going to have 
such a centre.

WRITTEN ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Steps to Solve Shortage of Milk 
During Fourth Plan 

*392. SHRI B K. DASCHOWDHURI: 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state the steps Government pro¬ 
pose to take in the Fourth Five Year Plan 
period to solve the country-wide shortage 
of milk ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH): Cattle development and dairy 
scheme in the Central and State Sectors of the 
Fourth Plan rely on scientific breeding, better 
management, veterinary care and proper 
marketing facilities for increasing milk pro¬ 
duction. The question of feed and fodder 
must be given more attention. 

2. On the advice of the Scientists’ 
Panel, cross-breeding programme for tnilk 
shed areas appertaining to dairy factories 
has been accepted as a part of our breeding 
policy. Under the intensive cattle develop¬ 
ment projects, steps are being taken to 
provide better quality bulls and to organise 
a system of artificial insemination and 
where there are practical diliicuities to make 
facilities for natural service available. Key 
village blocks are also b?ing opened in 
areas not served by intensive caitlc develop¬ 
ment ■ projects, New veterinary hospitals 
and dispensaries are being set up to take 
care of animal health. The Operation Flood 
which will step up milk supply in the 
four major metropolitan cities of Delhi, 
Bombay, Calcutta and Madras will organise 
cattle development work in 10 States and 


one Union Territory. This will provide much 
needed fillip to milk production. 

Labour Trouble in Durgapur Steel Plant 

*396. SHRIMATI BIBHA GHOSA : 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : 

Will the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the menagement of Durgapur 
Steel Plant is holding back production for 
the last two and a half months in different 
units, particularly in mill shope in appre¬ 
hension of labour trouble ; 

(b) whether the offer made by the 
Hindustan Steel Employees’ Union, Durgapur 
for joint efforts to improve the situation 
has been turned down by the management; 
and 

(c) if so, the steps Government propose 
to take to meet the demands of the 
workers of that establishment which have 
been outlined in a memorandum recently 
submitted to Government ? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARA- 
MANGALAM) : (a) No, Sir. It 

may, however, be stated that 
whenever strikes and ‘bandits’ seemed 
imminent, certain precautionary/safety 
measures had to be taken by the Manage¬ 
ment to save the Piant from demage. 

(b) The Piant Management welcome 
all positive suggestions for improvement of 
production and productivity. 

» 

The Management had sent proposals 
to the Hindustan Steel Employees’ Union 
in 1969 to associate itself in the various 
Joint Consultative Committees in order to 
settle matters of mutual concern like, im¬ 
provement of production and productivity, 
shop level discipline, settlement of emp¬ 
loyees’ grievances etc. In spite of many 
reminders, the Union has not so far nomi¬ 
nated its representatives to the various 
Joint Committees. 

However, a meeting was held between 
Hindustan Steel Employees’ Union and the 
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Plant Management on ISth May. 1971 for 
Joint efforts in improving production in 
Steel Melting Shop. Similar joint meetings 
are proposed to be held to improve produc¬ 
tion in other areas of the Plant. 

(c) Does not arise in view of reply 
to (b) above. 

Underproduction in Durgapur and 
Rourkela Steel Plant 

♦398. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : Will 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether underproduction in Durga¬ 
pur and Rourkela Steel Plants is mainly 
due to breakdown of the plants arising from 
lack of preventive maintenance during the 
initial stages ; 

(b) if so, the number of such break¬ 
downs in each of the plants during the 
last two years ended 31st March, 1971 
and the time of such occurrences : and

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARA- 
MANGALAM) : (a) The production at 
Rourkela and Durgapur Steel Plants during 
1970-71 was lower than' that in 1969-70. 
This shortfall in production was partly due 
to disturbed industrial relations throughout 
the year in Dutgapur and during the first 
half of the year in Rourkela and partly 
on account of certain technical and opera¬ 
tional constrain s/deficiences including loss 
of production facilities due to breakdowns. 


(b) The number of breakdowns exceed¬ 
ing one day during the year 1969-70 
was as under :

Two Schemes of Family Pension-ct/W-Life 
Assurance for workers in coal mines and 
in certain other industries and classes of 
establishments have, however, been intro¬ 
duced with effect from 1.3.71. The Schemes 
provide inter-alia for the benefits of family 
pension and life assurance for families 
of workers who die while in service. The 
Schemes have been notified in the Extra¬ 
ordinary Gazette of India.

Certain breaches 
of the Code of Discipline, alleged by the 
management agaihst the National Industrial 
Development Corporation Limited Employees 
Union, were investigated by the Labour 
Commissioner, Delhi ; they were not found 
substantiated. The management was, 
therefore, advised by the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion to accord recognition to the union. 
The union has, however, not yet been re¬ 
cognised by the management who have 
sought further clarifications in the matter 
from the Delhi Administration in whose 
sphere, the matter falls. 
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Coal Mines Facin^Crisis due to 
Accumulation of Coal at Pit-Heads

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KU MARAMAN- 
GALAM) : (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c). The Coal Industry have 
represented that due to increased pit-head 
accumulations many mines face the problem 
of closure which might result in unemploy¬ 
ment of mine workers. 

(d) The stocks have accumulated because 
of shortage in the supply of railway wagons 
which in turn is due to large scale thefts of 
wagon parts, over-head wires, signalling and 
other railway equipment in the Bengal-Bihar 
area as a result of the deteriorating law and 
order conditions there. The Government 
of India is fully aware of the position and 
is taking steps in consultation with the State 
Governments to improve the law and order 
situation and restore normalcy in the 
Railway operations. Besides this, at the 
request of the Government of India, the 
Reserve Bank of India have advised all the 
Public Sector Banks functioning in Bengal 
and Bihar that they may take a sympathetic 
view when considering requests for financial 
assistance from collieries. 


Procedure Re : Distribution of Steel

Government have, however, set up a 
Billet Rerollers Committee for the purpose 
of regulating the production and distribution 
of materials rolled by billet rerollers. 
Copies of the relevant notifications outlining 
the salient features have been given earlier 
to the House. 

The operation of the Billet Rerollers 
Committee does not add to steel availability 
in the country, but increases the proportion 
available for regulated distribution to priority 
sectors at regulated prices.

(b) The index of real earnings of 
factory workers earning less than Rs. 200/- 
per month (Base 1951 = 100) stood at 112 in 
1954 and at 104.6 in 1964. 

Data for making such com¬ 
parisons over the last three decades arc not 
available. However, increased labour 
productivity, among other factors is essential 
for faster Economic growth which, in its 
turn, is just as essential for correspondingly 
increased gams and fair deal to labour.

Exploratory Mining at Agnigundala 
Copper-Lead Project 

*412. SHRI TEJA SINGH SWAT AN¬ 
TRA : Will the Minister of STEEL AND 
MINES be pleased to state : 

(a) the progress made in exploratory 
mining at the Agnigundala Copper-Lead 
project ; 

(b) the results achieved so far ; and

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM) : (a) and (b; . The Agnigun¬ 
dala copper-lead project comprise three 
blocks namely Bandalamottu, Nallakonda 
and Dhukonda. Exploratory rr : ning pro¬ 
gramme started at Dandalamottu in July, 
1970, envisages the driving of 2 adits, adit 
No. 1, 550 metres and adit No. 2, 240 metres 
in length, and Inclined drivage to the extent 
of 500 metres and Raise/Winze connections 
of the order of 17*0 metres. Upto 30.4.1971 
the progress of drivage at adit No. 1 was 
154 motres and at adit No. 2, 110 metres. 
The Inclined drivage progressed by 43 
metres. 

The Exploratory Mining Programme taken 
up at Nallakonda in January, 1971 envisages 
the sinking of two shafts, the main shaft 
upto a length of 200 metres and ancillary 
shaft, 100 metres, and opening of the mine 
at 2 levelS upto a strike length of 200 metres. 
The work of .sinking of the 2 shafts is curren¬ 
tly in progress. 

Dhukonda copper-lead deposit is adjacent 
to Nallakonda and as such, it is proposed to 
take up its development in conjunction with 
the development of Nallakonda in due 
course. 

(c) The Exploratory Mining Programme 
for Benda lamottu is expected to be completed 
by December, 1972 and at Nallakonda by 
June, 1973.

Government have been following a prag¬ 
matic policy in respect of food controls. 
Relaxations are made as and when the food 
situation warrants. After taking into consi¬ 
deration the local conditions and other rele¬ 
vant factors, it was decided at the time of the 
Chief Ministers* Conference held in April, 
1971 that a relaxation of rationing regulations 
in West Bengal was not desirable at this stage. 
Wheat and wheat products were derationed 
in Bombay with effect from 1st May, 1971. 
Controls exist now mainly in respect of rice. 
At the Chief Ministers' Conference held at 
New Delhi in September, 1970, it was agreed 
that restrictions on rice should continue with 
a view to maximising internal procurement 
of rice in the context of Government’s de¬ 
cision to stop all concessional imports 
after 1971. 


Relief offered by Official, Non-Offldal and 
Foreign Agencies for East Bengal Refugees 

*414. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND REHA¬ 
BILITATION be pleased to state the propor¬ 
tion and exact value of the relief being 
rendered to the* refugees from East Bengal 
by official, non-official and foreign agencies 
and the manner and method of their co¬ 
ordination ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHA¬ 
BILITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND 
VERM A): The Government of India have 
purely on humanitarian considerations decided 
to extend necessary relief assistance to the 
refugees coming from East Bengal in the 
wake of political strife and military repression 
there. All expenditure incurred in this 
connection is being borne by the Government 
of India. The Government of India have 
in view of the magnitude of the problem 
appealed to Governments of all contries and 
the United Nations Organisation to give 
necessary aid for carrying out relief opera¬ 
tions. The extent of assistance received from 
foreign agencies as well as non-official volun¬ 
tary organisations so far is not very signi¬ 
ficant in relation to the scale of expenditure 
involved. So far we have received or been 
assured aid worth only about Rs. 14 crores 
from foreign Governments, UN system and 
other International voluntary agencies. 

In order to co-ordinate the efforts of aid 
of all kinds received from the various Inter¬ 
national Organisations, Foreign Governments 
and Voluntary Agencies and also for ensuring 
its proper distribution on the basis of actual 
requirements of the refugees, a Central 
Co-ordinating Committee has been set up by 
the Government of India on which the con¬ 
cerned Departments of the Government and 
other important International Organisations 
and Indian Red Cross Society are repre¬ 
sented. 

A similar Co-ordination Committee has 
been set up in the Branch Secretariat at 
Calcutta to ensure proper distribution of aid 
received to the various camps in accordance 
with their needs and requirements.

Bokaro Steel Plant. The details of the items 
and quantities are under negotiation with 
the USSR authorities. 

Of the items proposed for impoits, 1125 
tonnes are bogies, winch have to be imported 
due to non-availability Horn the private 
sector The balance quantity is required to 
be imported to avoid delay in the construc¬ 
tion schedile of Bikiro duo to the inability 
of HEC, and some of its suppliers of castings 
and forgings, to adhere to then delivery 
schedules.

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Negligence of Fool Corporation of India in 
Procurement of Foodgrains

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) to (c). 

Government’s attention has been drawn to 
the report in the ‘Statesman* of the 24th May 
1971, which apprears to be based on a 
misapprehension. The rate of procurement of 
wheat during the current season is very much 
higher than during the corresponding periods 
of the preceding two years. Up to 4th June, 
1971 the procurement of wheat in the current 
season was 28*81 lakh tonnes, as against 
16*28 lakh tonnes and 15i2 lakh tonnes 
during the corresponding periods ol the 
years 1970-71 and 1969-70 respectively. In 
procurement operations on such a colossal 
scale, in short period, certain difficulties and 
complaints are bound to arise and these 
have been sorted out by timely action. 

2. There were unfortunately untimely 
rains in certain parts of Northern India, 
particularly in U.P, which caused damage 
to the crops and to the wheat crop. The 
extent of the loss suffered on this account is 
being assessed. Most of the losses have 
occured in respect of grain either awaiting 
threshing or on the threshing floor with the 
farmers. It was an unexpected natural 
calamity for which no organisation can be 
held responsible. The Government of India 
and the Food Corporation of India however 
took prompt steps to meet the situation by 
lowering the specifications for purchase of 
wheat, so that as large quantities of rain- 
affected wheat as possible can be procured 
by the Food Corporation of India and other 
agencies which are procuring wheat.

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Problems Facing Cane Growers and Workers 
of Sugar Industry in South India

SHER SINGH) : As far as sugarcane 
growers are concerned. Government is fixing 
minimum price of sugarcane payable by sugar 
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factories. As regards payment s of sugarcane 
price, large arrears of* payment have been 
reported by the factories. The State Govern¬ 
ments concerned have been asked to take 
stringent measures including coercive steps to 
ensure early payment of arrears of sugarcane 
price by the factories. In addition, the 
following further steps have been taken : 

(1) Authorities concerned have been 
requested to arrange increased bank 
advances to sugar factories to 
enable them to pay arrears of cane 
price. 

(2) Releases of sugar for sale are now 
being made in proportion to stocks 
instead of in proportion to produc¬ 
tion in order to reduce the disparity 
in stocks of sugar with factories. 

(3) Restrictions or price, distribution 
and movement of sugar have been 
removed with effect from the 25th 
May 1971. 

As far as the sugar factory workers are 
concerned, the main hardship relates to the 
implementation of the recommendations of 
the Second Central Wage Board. The recom¬ 
mendations of this Board have been accepted 
by the Central Government and the State 
Governments are looking after their 
implementation. 

Procurement Target in Foodgrains by Food 
Corporation of India

There is no target of procurement as 
such as the Government is committed to 
purchase all quantities of wheat falling 
within the prescribed specification. The 
Corporation have, however estimated that 
they will purchase 40 25 lakh tonnes of 
wheat during 1971-72 marketing season in 
the country. No specific targets are fixed for 
the purchase of other rabi grains which are 
purchased against demand. 

(c) The Food Corporation is purchasing 
wheat (except indigenous red) of fair average 
quality at Rs 76/- per quintal during the 
current season. Other Rabi grains are 
purchased by the Corporation at prevailing 
market prices, as part of their commercial 
purchases. The statement showing the prices, 
for the last three years is attached.

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Upward Trend in Prices of Necessities of 
Life

position of rice (as also of other foodgrains), 
edible oils and sugar has generally shown a 
steady to easy undertone during the 1970-71 
marketing season. In the case of kerosene 
oil, prices are fixed under the Kerosene 
(Fixation of Ceiling Prices) Order, 1970 
issued under the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955, and the Government have not received 
any complaints regarding increase in prices 
due to cornering, etc. There are no zonal 
restrictions in respect of edible oils, sugar 
and kerosene oil. Restrictions on price, 
distribution and movement of sugar were 
removed from the 25th May, 1971 but 
regulation of releases of sugar for sale will 
continue in order to maintain adequate 
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supplies of the commodity at reasonable 
rates. Zonal restrictions imposed in the 
case of rice are intended to sub-serve the 
objectives of food policy, particularly the 
attainment of procurement targets and 
prevention of excessive rise in prices, and 
there have been no reports of cornering. 

(a) and (c). Besides undertaking prog¬ 
rammes for increasing domestic production, 
Government have been taking all possible 
measures, such as, public distribution of 
foodgrains and restrictions on their 
movement, regulation of imports/exports, 
tightening of bank credit, etc. to check the 
rise in prices of necessities.

The cooperative Credit Societies in the 
country, have, by and large, adopted the 
Crop Loan System, according to which Short 
Term loans are being advanced to cultivators 
based on production programmes and re¬ 
paying capacity. The guidelines issued by 
the Reserve Bank of India for financing 
agriculture by commercial banks emphasise 
that Crop Loan System should be adopted 
instead of making these loans against 
mortgage security. Thus the policy is to 
provide Short Term agricultural credit, on 
the basis of the Crop Loan System. The 
tenants and share croppers may, therefore, 
obtain short-term loans for production 
purposes on the basis of their production 
programme and repaying capacity.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

VERMA): (a) Yes, Sir. 


(b) The report is in the nature of 
providing a background to the situation 
regarding the East Bengal Refugees. It 
portrays the pathetic state of terror-stricken, 
miserably-clad and underfill refugees arriving 
from East Bengal, describes the arrangements 
made by the Government of India to provide 
relief to them and gives details of require¬ 
ments given to the team by the Government 
of India for food-grains, shelter, medicines, 
transport etc. which were needed for a 
refugee population estimated at that time at 
3 millions for a period of six months. The 
report is intended to enable foreign Govern¬ 
ments to make assessments of the quantum 
of relief that they could provide in keeping 
them with the United Nations Secretary- 
General’s appeal to all Nations and Private 
Organisations for emergency assistance. 

(c) The Permanent Representative of 
India to the United Nations has been in 
touch with the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations. He also intervened in the 
meeting of the Economic and Social Council 
of the UN (ECOSOQ at its 50th Session 
held in New York from 26th April to the 
21st May, 1971. Our Representative made 
three statements, two in the Social Com¬ 
mittee of the Council on I2th and 17th of 
May, 1971, and third at the Plenary meeting 
on 21st May, 1971, wherein he dealt with 
broader aspect of East Bengal problem and 
also put forward concrete suggestions to 
solve the refugee problem.

Research in Effectiveness of Insecticides 
and Pesticides

problem of insecticides losing their effecti¬ 
veness in the control of pests, which has 
already become quite serious in advanced 
countries, has just begun in India. The 
cases in which this phenomenon has been 
definitely recognised, being (a) the singhara 
beetle against BCG and DDT and tobacco 
caterpillar against BHC among the field 
pests and (b) the red flour beetle against 
malathion in the case of the pests of stored 
grains. The resistance in the case of the 
field pests has been so far localised but that 
of the stored product pest against malathion 
has been detected from several places. 

(b) Yes, Sir. The research is being 
carried out in the Indian Agriculture Rese¬ 
arch Institute, New Delhi. It includes 
periodic determination of relative toxicity of 
various insecticides to each of the important 
pests ; studies on the development of insec¬ 
ticide resistance in insects and their cross 
resistance to other animals, and ad hoc 
solutions of the resistance problems as and 
when they are detected.

Development of horticulture industry in 
the Fourth Plan lays emphasis on (i) increa¬ 
sing general production for supplying certain 
minimum needs of the people ; and (ii) to 
increase production with a view to achieving 
sizeable export of fresh fruits and fruit pro¬ 
ducts so as to earn a significant amount of fo¬ 
reign exchange. To achieve these objectives the 
following programmes are being developed : 

(A) State Sector Programmes 

(1) For raising new orchards long term 
loans at the rate ofRs. 1,500 Per acre for 
apples ; Rs. 1,000 per acre for other hilly 
fruits ;R$. 3,000 per acre for grapes ; Rs. 
500 per acre for other fruits, and Rs. 1,000 per 
acre for banana and pine-apple are being 
recommended. 

(2) Emphasis on setting up of new 
progeny orchards-cum-nurseries. 
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(3) Intensification of training of garde¬ 
ners. 

(4) Rejuvenation of existing orchards 
through intensive cultivation.

Some of the State Governments, including 
Kerala and Haryana, have suggested that 
allocations be made with reference to the 
number of blocks in the districts or in 
rural proportion to the population in the 
districts rather than on the basis of Rs. 
12.30 lakhs per district. This suggestion is 
under consideration of the Government. 

(d) Proposals received from the State 
Governments of Bihar, Gujarat, Himachal 
Pradesh, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Punjab, 
Tamil Nadu, West Bengal and Rajasthan 
and the Union Territories of Andaman 
aud Nicobar Islands, Goa, Daman and Diu, 
Manipur, Pondicherry, Tripura, Chandigarh 
and Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi 
Islands have already been sanctioned and 
necessary funds placed with the State 
Governments and Union Territories.

(a) whether a number of workers in 
the Gua and Baragamda Iron Ore and 
Managanese Ore Mines have not been provi¬ 
ded with quarters with water and electricity 
facilities; 


(b) if so, the names of the mines 
which have not provided quarters to the 
workers ; 

(c) the total number of workers to 
be provided with housing facilities ; and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND 
VERMA): (a) to (d). Houses are provided 
to workers in mines by the mine manage¬ 
ments. So far as the Iron Ore mines are 
concerned, a Statutory Welfare Fund has 
been set up to supplement the efforts of 
mine managements in the matter of housing 
and other facilities. No such Statutory 
Welfare Fund has been set up for 
managanese mine workers. As such 
information is not available with the Govern¬ 
ment in respect of manganese workers. 

A statement showing the housing posi¬ 
tion of mine workers in Gua and Bara- 
jamda Iron ore mines is laid on the Table 
of the House [Placed in Library. See 
No. LT—371/71]. The total number of 
iron ore mine workers who are yet to be 
provided with houses is 2384. 

Efforts arc being made to get additional 
houses constructed with the resources 
available from the Iron Ore Mines Cess 
Welfare Fund. Housing Schemes are accorded 
high priority for implementation. A Com¬ 
mittee was also set up in 1969 to recommend 
inter alia housing schemes for iron ore 
miners. The recommendations of the Com¬ 
mittee in respect of two Housing Schemes 
have been accepted and they are being 
adopted for implementation.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOV1ND 
VERMA) : The administration of the 
Employees’ Provident Fund is the concern 
of the Central Board of Trustees set up 
under the Employees’ Provident Funds and 
Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 and is not 
the direct concern of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. The Provident Fund authorities have 
reported as under :— 

(a) to (c). As on 28-2-1971, M/s. 
Somasundaram Mills (Private) Ltd., Coimba¬ 
tore, Tamil Nadu were in default of about 
Rs. 18.37 lakhs of both shares of provident 
fund contributions. In July, 1970, the 
State Government had allowed several 
defaulting textile mills, including this esta¬ 
blishment, to clear the arrears of provident 
fund dues by instalments. But the 
establishment did not comply 
with the instalmental Scheme. 

Accordingly, Revenue recovery certificates 
have been issued for the entire amount. 
Prosecution cases under Section 14 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds and Family 
Pension Fund Act are under progress. Action 
under Section 406/409 of Indian Penal Code 
has also been initiated. The State Govern¬ 
ment and the District Collector have also 
been approached for recovery of the dues. 

Adjustment of Sugar-cane Price

(b) the return to the grower from 
alternative crops and the general 
trend of prices of agricultural 
commodities ; 

(c) the availability of sugar to the 
consumer at a fair price ; 

(d) the price at which sugar produced 
from sugarcane is sold by producers 
of sugar ; and 

(e) the recovery of sugar from 

sugarcane ; 

(b) and (c). The return to the growers 
from alternative crops and the general trend 
of prices of agricultural commodities is 
already one of the principles which is taken 
into account for the purpose of fixation of 
enne price. 

Inquiry Committee on Sugar Industry 

1804. SHRI D. K. PANDA : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state 

(a) whether an Inquiry Committee set 
up by Government on Sugar Industry has 
made any arrangement for taking or con¬ 
sulting representatives of Cane Growers 
Associations and Workers' Unions either 
Industry-wise or State-wise ;

Boosting np of Production of Commercial 
Crops in Dry-Farming Areas 

1819. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH :

(a) whether Government are aware that 
the production of commercial crops under 
dry farming has gone down considerably 
with the result that there is scarcity of these

The 
production of these crops, like cotton and 
oilseeds is mainly concentrated in rainfed 
areas. As such the production of these crops 
has been showing wide fluctuations, from 
year to year, due to vagaries of weather. 

(b) There is no proposal to provide 
incentives to boost up production of commer¬ 
cial crops in dry farming areas. The State 
Governments, however, provide various 
incentives for the development of commer¬ 
cial crops through their plans. A‘ Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme under Dryland Agricul¬ 
tural Development has been sanctioned, in 
which 24 pilot projects have been started as 
Demonstration-cum-Training projects. The 
crop rotations to be followed in these projects, 
commercial crops will come in. Loans and 
subsidies have been provided to the partici¬ 
pating farmers for inputs, permanent works 
and other infrastructural activities.

working results for the year 1970-71 are not 
yet available as the financial year of the State 
Farms Corporation of India which controls 
the Central State Mechanised Farms, corres¬ 
ponds to the agricultural year which closes bn 
the 30th June, 1971. Consequently the 
working results of the Central State Farms 
for the years 1967-68, 1968-69 and 1969-70 
are given in statement *A* The total profit for 
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kll the farms during the year 1969*70 was Rs. 
33.81 lakhs. 

(b) Material is being collected and will 
be placed on the Table of the Sabha. 

(c) The Central State Farms arc not 
strictly intended to be model' farms for pri¬ 
vate farmers though a very large number of 
farmers visits these every year. It is, due to 
the vast area of the farms which langes from 
6,000 acres to nearly 30,000 acres. The 
broad objectives of the Central State Farms 
are to produce quality seed, to make a con¬ 


tribution to mechanisation of agriculture in 
the country by demonstrating the use of the 
modern machines and to do land leveling and 
land development work on commercial terms 
for the benefit of private farmers. These 
objectives are, by and large, being fulfilled. 
The functions of the Central State Farms are 
not the same as of agricultural research insti¬ 
tutions though there is a close liaison between 
the two and the Central State Farms are 
quick to introduce any improved agricultural 
and agronomical practices suggested by the 
research institutions not only for their own 
benefit but also for the benefit of the farmers 
in the neighbourhood.

In September, 1966, a one-man Committee 
consisting of Shri G. Pande, then Vice- 
Chancellor of Roorkee University, was 
appointed to identify and assess the defici¬ 
encies in the Durgapur Steel Plant and to 
ascertain the causes therefor. The Committee 
submitted its Report in April, 1967. A copy 
of the Report of this Committee was laid 
on the Table of the House on the 19th July, 
1967. A report on the progress of imple¬ 
mentation of the recommendations made by 
this Committee was also laid on the Table 
of the House on April 10, 1968. 


(c) and (d). There is no truth in the 
allegation. When there were frequent work 
stoppages, particularly in February and 
March, 1971, certain precautionary/safety 
measures had to be taken to save the plant 
from damage and production was, therefore, 
restricted during those days.

Programme is a special scheme to assist the 
chronically drought affected areas of the 
country. 54 districts (Statewise list at 
Statement I) of the country have been selected 
for implementation of the programme on 
objective criteria such as incidence and 
pattern of rainfall, percentage of irrigated 
area, frequency and extent of drought etc. 
Under the Programme, labour intensive and 
productive schemes will be organised to 
provide employment to agricultural labour as 
also to mitigate the severity of scarcity 
conditions in these areas. These schemes will 
be in the sectors of medium and minor 
irrigation (all aspects), soil conservation and 
afforestation and village and district roads. 
An outlay of Rs. 100 crores has been made 
in the non-plan Central sector for the 
programme during the IVTH plan period. 
Each selected district will get an allocation 
of approximately Rs. 2 crores over the 
programme period. The total financial 
assistance available to any State under the 
programme will be according to the number 
of selected districts. A sum of Rs. 9.05 
crores was released to the State Governments 
during the financial year 1970*71 on the 
basis of anticipated expenditure upto March, 
1971 reported by the State Governments.

West Bengal has shown a substan¬ 
tial increase in production.

Coal Reserves of National Coal Development 
Corporation to Satpura Power Plant

ment Corporation owns the coal reserves in 
the region of Satpura Po»ver Plant ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHANj : (a) Yes, 

Sir. 

(b) The Corporation is making every 
effort including development of another 
mine, known as Pathakheda Expansion, to 
supply adequate quantity of coal to the 
power station. The Station is operating in 
accordance with the system load condition ; 
the number of generating sets in operation at 
any time varying from 3 to 4 sets for which 
necessary coal is being obtained from 
National Coal Development Corporation's 
Pathakheda mines and Panch Valley coal¬ 
fields. 


(c) if not, the reasons therefor ? 
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(c) and (d). During 1970*71, the Cor¬ 
poration produced 042 million tonnes of 
coal from Pathakheda I Colliery and 
supplied 041 million tonnes to Satpura 
Power Station. In'1964, ihe Corporation had 
prepared a project report for a second mine 
(Patharkheda-11), known as Patharkheda 
Expansion, with a targetted output of 0'4S 
million tonnes for achieving a total produc¬ 
tion of 090 million tonnes per annym from 
both the mines. This was not proceeded 
with as construction of Power Station lagged 
behind schedule and there was hardly any 
demand for coal by the Power Station until 
1967-68. Even, the coal raised from Pathar- 
kheda-I project was not taken in full by the 
power station resulting in the accumulation 
of stocks. It was also considered that Cor¬ 
poration should not go ahead with further 
investment in the mine without a long term 
agreement with the power station. This 
agreement has not yet been signed. However, 
considering the rising demand of the Satpura 
Power Station the Government have 
approved the project report of Patharkheda- 
11 to enable the Corporation to increase 
their out-put of coal to 0 90 million tonnes 
per annum. 


Wheat Purchased by Food Corporation 
of India in Haryana 


1834. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUN- 
JHUNWALA : Will the Minister of 
AGRICULTURE be pleased to state the 
quantity of wheat purchased by the Food 
Corporation of India this year in Haryana ? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

During the 
current marketing season from 1st April 
to 31st May, 197J, the total quantity of 
wheat procured in Haryana for the Centra! 
Pod was 4.28 lakh tonnes. 


Surplus Staff in Hindustan Steel Ltd. 

1835. SHRI BISHWANATH IHUN-

carrying with it surplus staff ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) to (c). 
In the earlier stages, particularly at the 
Million Tonne Stage of the Steel Plants 
under Hindustan Steel Limited, manning 
was based on Project Report estimates and 
practices followed in the existing Steel 
Plants in the country. From April, 1968, 
detailed work measurement studies have, 
however, been undertaken in the Works 
Departments of the Bhilai, Rourkela and 
Durgapur Steel Plants. Out of a to.al 
employment of 66,528 in these Departments, 
59,741 persons have been covered by these 
studies so far and these have revealed a 
surplus of 2,733 employees in different 
categories. Efforts are being made to rede¬ 
ploy them against future vacancies in 
expansion units and in the Bokaro Steel 
plant to the extent possible. 

Location of Resources of non-ferrous 
Metals

(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) and (b). 
As a result of investigations carried out 
by the Geological Survey of India, sizeable 
reserves of copper at Rakha, Roam Sid- 
dheswar, Tumapahar, Turamdih, Ram- 

chandra Pahar in Singhbhum belt, 

Bihar ; Khetri, Kotihan, Madankundan, 
Akwali, Satkui,, Bagoni in Khetri 

copper belt, Rajasthan ; Dhukonda, 
Nallakonda, Bandalamottu in Agnigundala 
lead-copper belt in Andhra Pradesh ; and 
lead-zinc in Zawar mines, Rajasthan, 

Ambamata lead-zinc-copper belt, Gujarat ; 
and lead at Sargipal'i in Orissa have been 
located. In addition some promising copper 
prospects have also been located at Kalyadi 
in Mysore, Malanjkhand in Madhya 
Pradesh, Pular Parsori in Maharashtra, 
Mailaram in Andhra Pradesh, Purdariba 

in Rajasthan. 

The total estimated reserves of the 
deposits are of the order of 200 million 
tonnes of copper ore ; 100 million tonnes 
of lead-zinc ore and 15 million tonnes or 
lead ore 

(c) The demand estimated by the end 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan is of the 
order of 124,000 tonnes for copper, 142,000 
tonnes for zinc and 97,400 tonnes for lead. 

The present production capacity of 
copper is 9,600 tonnes per annum, which 
is likely to be expanded to 16,500 tonnes 
by the end of the current year. Besides 
this, on commissioning of the Khetri copper 
complex, production capacity is estimated 
to be further expanded by 31,000 tonnes 
by 1974-75. 

The present production capacity of zinc 
is 38,000 tonnes per annum of which 20,000 
tonnes is based on imported concentrates 
and 18,000 tonnes on indigenous ore 
deposits. The production capacity is 
expected to be doubled by the end of the 
Fourth Plan. Another Zinc Smelter with 
a capacity of 30,000 tonnes per annum 
is also proposed to be set up at Vizag. 


With the doubling of the existing two 
smelters, the new smelter at Vizag and 
development of the other proved deposits, 
it may be possible to attain near self* 
sufficiency in respect of zinc metal by the 
end of the 5th Five Year Plan or so.

The present installed capacity for iead 
5 400 tonnes per annum. The question 
of modernisation of the only lead smelter 
at Tundoo (Bihar) is presently under 
examination. Studies for the development 
of the other deposits of lead are being 
taken in hand.

1/- per head per day and 
the Government of West Bengal have been 
authorised to incur expenditure on supply of 
food to refugees from East Bengal in that 
State at this rate. 

The per capita daily expenditure on 
other items of relief and the cost of over¬ 
head, for refugees from East Bengal, entering 
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into West Bengal, since 23th March ’71 
cannot be worked out, as the conditions 
are stilt Uncertain due to continuing influx.

Programmes for Small Farmers, 
Agricultural Labour and Dry Areas 
during Fourth Plan

45 of 
these projects have been sanctioned 
so far ; 

(ii) Marginal Farmers and Agricultural 
Labourers Projects (MFAL). In 
each of the 41 districts are expec¬ 
ted to cover marginal farmers having 
holdings upto 2.3 acres and landless 
agricultural labourers to the extent 


of 20,000 per project. 34 projects 
have already been approved so far. 

(iii) Integrated Dry Land Agricultural 
Development Pilot Projects are 
taken up in 24 different districts 
receiving rainfall between 375- 
1125 mm. These will beeo- 
terminus with the Coordinated 
Research Projects under Dry Land 
Agriculture of the Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research. Each 
Project will cover a compact area of 
8,000 acres. Twenty such projects 
have been sanctioned already.

Since most of these projects have just 
been started and some are yet in the 
process of being established, it is too early 
to make an assessment of their overall 
impact on the level of living of small 
farmers and agricultural labourers as also

GDR Suppliers have supplied 238 sets of 
modification packages and III loose items. 
203 tractors have been modified so far with 
the help of the items received from them. 

146 modification sets were received with other 
spare parts. 7 Tractors were salgaved. 

GDR Suppliers have carried out modifications 
on 301 tractors in Panjab upto. November. 
1970. Modifications have failed to improve 
working of the tractors. GDR Suppliers are 
carrying out modifications on remaining 
tractors since March, 1971. The farmers are 
reluctant for modifications. 

30 boxes of Clutch parts, 10 items of 
electrical parts were received but they are 
not fixed to tractors. No action is taken to 
rectify defects by GDR suppliers. 

Spares worth Rs. 5,29,230/- have been 
received. 190 tractors were attended to but 
troubles are persisting. 

The spare parts needed for carrying out the 
modifications, as per the Agreement reached 
with the GDR suppliers have since been 
moved to Madras, Modifications works are 
being carried out under the supervision of 
GDR technicians. The modifications work 
actually started on 12-3-71 and so far 35 
RS-09 tractors were found damaged. At the 
time of clearance of RS-09 tractors, five 
tractors are found damaged, with missing 
spare parts. These 5 tractors are not 
complete and spare parts are required to 
be acquired from GDR suppliers.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) No 
precise estimate of imports this year (1971-72) 
can be made. They are expected to exceed 
Rs. 100 crores. 


(b) Imports are made by actual users, 
as well as the public sector canalising 
agencies : 

(c) This information is available in the 
Weekly Bulletin of Industrial Licences, 
import Licences and Export Licences, a 
Government Publication, a copy of which 
is available in the Parliament Library ; 

(d) The categories for which import is 
permissible are given in the Import Trade 
Control Policy Book No. 1. I appendix 41, 
Sch. A to D, a Government publication, a 
copy of which is available in the Parliament 
Library. The extent to which each category 
will be imported will depend on the extent 
to which import licences are issued against 
the requirements indicated by consumers 
during the year, and the extent to which 
such licences are utilised ; 

(e) Indigenous production of the cate¬ 
gories permissible for import is not adequate 
to meet domestic requirements. The annual 
import policy, permitting the import of 
different categories of steel, is framed after 
taking into consideration the extent to which 
domestic availability is likely to meet require¬ 
ments. 


Stiike by Employees of Hindustan Steel 
Works Construction Ltd , Calcutta 

1876. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the employees of the Hind¬ 
ustan Steel Works Construction Ltd., Cal¬ 
cutta, are on strike from the middle of 
may, 1971 ; and 

(b if so, the demands of the employees 
on the steps taken to redress the same ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. There has been a partial strike from 
the 17th May, 1971, among daily-rated 
workers of the Hindustan Steel-works Cons¬ 
truction Limited employed on equipment and 
structural erection works, and also some 
employees engaged in the stores organisation. 
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(b) The charter of demands submitted 
by the workers is given in the statement 
attached. The demands which the manage¬ 
ment of H.S.C.L. agreed to consider, after 
discussion with the representatives of the 
unrecognised Union, viz. United Proutist 
Labour Federation, which has organised the 
strike, are as follows : 

1. Modification of wage structures of 
ail categories of workers of H.S.C.L. 
including monthly rated workers. 

2. Housing or house rent allowance 
in lieu. 

3. Overtime wages for work done on 
overtime basis. 

4. Conveyance allowance from Work¬ 
men’s residence to work site. 

5. Absorption of daily rated employees 
to Company’s scale. 

6. Medical facilities to the dependents 
of the daily rated workers (wife and 
children). 

7. Seniority list of workers to be 
published. 

8. Quick disposal of grievance regard¬ 
ing accidents, including workmens’ 
compensation for H.S.C.L. work-rs. 

9. Education facilities upto middle 
standard by Education Department. 

It was agreed with the representatives of all 
the Unions, including the Secretary of UPLF, 
that item 1, 2, 4, 5 and 6 of the demands 
specified above, may be referred to arbitration. 
However, the Executive Committee of UPLF 
did not accept the proposal for arbitration, 
As UPLF is not a representative body of the 
workers acceptable under the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act, H.S.C.L. have advised the workers 
to constitute a new committee under the Act 
for further negotiations with H.S.C.L. 
Meanwhile, most of the workers on the 
Stores side have resumed duty and are dis¬ 
cussing their demands with H.S.C.L. separa¬ 
tely.

(b) if so, whether it is proposed to end 
the system of engaging private contractors 
and to ensure that construction job is done 
entirely by the Hindustan Steel Works 
Construction Ltd. ; and 

(c) if not, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) It is 
true that Hindustan Steelworks Construction 
Ltd. have entrusted most of the construction 
work relating to civil engineering and struc¬ 
tural works to private contractors. How¬ 
ever, this is not the only or even the main 
factor responsible for occasional labour 
troubles at Bokaro. 

(b) and (c). Hindustan Steelworks Cons¬ 
truction are already executing departmentally 
the works relating to erection of equipment 
and in certain areas also the erection of 
structural. It is neither advantageous nor 
practical to eliminate the private contractors 
altogether, particularly for civil works and 
structural. In these areas it is necessary to 
employ substantial equipment and machinery 
which are available with the private contrac¬ 
tors who have gathered the necessary skills 
and expertise for executing massive works of 
this type.

Family Pension cum-Life Assurance Scheme 
is the concern of the Central Board of Trus¬ 
tees set up under the Employees’ Provident 
Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 
and not the direct concern of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. The Provident Fund autho¬ 
rities have intimated as under : 

(a) to (c). Although the Family Pension 
scheme has been introduced with effect from 
1-3-71, the date for exercise of options by 
employees has been extended to 31st August, 
1971. The scope of workload thrown on 
the Organisation would depend on the extent 
of options exercised in favour of the Scheme 
by 31-8-1971 as also the number of persons 
who would become members of the Em¬ 
ployees’ Provident Fund scheme after 1-3-71.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 

URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Pakistan’s Reported Use 
of Ravi Watf.r 

SHRI P. GANGADEB (Angul) : Sir, I 
call the attention of the Minister of Irrigation 
and Power to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and I request that he may 
make a statement thereon : 

“Pakistan’s reported use of Ravi water 

even after the expiry of the Agreement in 

April, 1970.” 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K.L. RAO) : The (low 
in Ravi varies from year tj year from 5 
million acre feet to 7 million acre feet, the 
average flow being of the order of 6.4 million 
acre feet. At the time of partition, about 
1.5 million acre feet of these waters were 
being utilised in the areas now in India. 


Under the Indus Waters Treaty 1960, the 
entire flow of the Ravi has become available 
for the unrestricted use of India from 1st 
April, 1970 

By the construction of the UBDC 
extension, Madhopur-Beas Link, the Harike 
headworks, Sirhind Feeder and partial con¬ 
struction of the Rajasthan Canal, additional 
2.5 million acre feet is being used. When the 
Pong Dam is completed, due to integrated 
operation of the system, the works mentioned 
above will be capable of utilising another 1.5 
million acre feet of Ravi waters. This leaves 
a balance of I million acre feet in an average 
year which will go down the river Ravi and 
this occurs mostly in monsoon months. To 
impound these flood waters, alternate 
proposals for a storage dam are under study 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : In view of its 
national importance, the Punjab Government 
had made a provision of Rs. 26.61 crores for 
this project in the draft fourth plan, but it 
was rejected by the working group of the 
planning Commission. I want to know why 
the Planning Commission did not give 
priority for this project, knowing fully well 
that the utilisation of this river water would 
have definitely benefited the country, rather 
than wasting it away for such a long time ? 

DR K.L. RAO : As it is, in order to 
complete the works we have undertaken, 
which will enable the utilisation of 8 million 
acre fe :t of the waters now going down the 
rivers, that is to say, making use of most of 
the waters th3t is now going dawn the river, 
we have got to find Rs. 210 crores more than 
what we have provided for in the Fourth Plan. 
Due to finmci.il stringency we could not 
provide it. If we could further provide 
Rs. 90 crores we could constract a dam 
utilising 1 million acre feet of water from 
Ravi. That is why the Planning Commission 
correctly felt that whatever we can spare we 
should concentrate on building up or com¬ 
pleting works which we have undertaken. 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA (Hassan): Under 
the Indus Treaty Agreiment Pakistan has 
received a foreign aid of R. 1,000 crores 
besides supply of water at the rate of about 
2 million acre feet annually for the past so 
many years. Now the surplus water is 
flowing to Pakistan. After the expiry of the

treaty on the 1st April 1970 India has 
exclusive right and no obligation over the 
eastern rivers. According to statistical 
analysis and admitted technical opinion, by 
the Ravi waters alone 3 lakhs acres of land 
will become irrigable which will produce a 
crop worth Rs. 45 crores every year. If we 
want to take advantage of this potential and 
take up the construction of this work at the 
national level the completion of this project 
will take up another 7 to 10 years. In view 
of this, what financial allocation is being 
made by the Planning Commission and the 
Minister for the completion of this 
project on the river Ravi ? This is a 
project which raised a controversy which 
was about to erupt as a war and then 
the World Bank took some initiative as long 
back as 1950 to bring the two parties to a 
settlement. I want to know whether the 
government is serious in allotting sufficient 
funds to finalise this project at an early stage 
to see that our water is not lost Because, 
after the constiuction of the Mangta dam, 
according to their press notes and their own 
admission, Pakistan no longer needs this 
water whether under the transitory agree¬ 
ment or otherwise. They arc no longer in 
need of this water and it is now going waste. 
Why should we allow this water to flow 
waste ? Why not the government be serious 
in this matter ? What is the amount that the 
government have earmarked for the con¬ 
struction and completion of the dam ? 

DR. K.L. RAO : The three rivers which 
are assigned to us are Sutlej, Ravi and Beas. 
We are using already three-fourths of their 
waters and only one-fourth of the water is 
going down the river. Now only 9 million 
acre-feet of water is flowing in Sutlej, Beas 
and Ravi in the monsoon season. By 
constructing and completing the dam in Beas 
we will be able to make use of 8 million acre- 
feet out of 9 million acre-feet and by con¬ 
structing a dam in Ravi we will be able to 
make use of 1 million acre-feet. What we 
are trying to do is to complete the works 
which will require a large amount of money, 
the Pong dam first, so that we can utilize 8 
million acre-feet. When it is constructed, 
the water that is lost in the monsoon will be 
only 1 mollion acre-feet in Ravi. Even in 
Ravi we feel that we should not leave any 
water unused. Therefore, we are already 


having some schemes for Ravi. A scheme 
has been submitted by Punjab and two 
schemes by Himachal Pradesh. We are 
examining them and we hope to start these 
projects in the Fourth Plan'by making some 
provisional expenditure for preliminary 
survey. 

But the actual work will be done in the 
Fifth Plan. 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA : What is the 
estimated finance that we may require for 
this project ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : We have to find, 
as I submitted in the very beginning itself, 
another Rs. 210 crores to complete the 
works on the Beas itself. This we did not 
provide in the Plan. Beyond what we have 
provided in the Plan we must find another 
Rs. 210 crores to complete the works on 
the Beas. The works on the Ravi will 
cost us another Rs. 90 crores to Rs. 100 
crores. So, in order to completely stopping 
the water from going down the rivers, 
we require Rs. 310 crores—Rs. 210 crores 
on the beas, Rajasthan Canal and every¬ 
thing connected with it and Rs. 100 crores 
on the Ravi. We are now concentrating 
on trying to find Rs. 210 crores from outside 
the Plan. That is 'he main thing that 
we are trying to do now. Out of the 
Rs. 100 crores also, we propose to do 
works worth Rs. 10 crores to Rs 15 crores 
in the Fourth Plan so that we can catch 
up with the preliminaries and finish the 
work in the Fifth Plan. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO 
(Mahcndragarh) : Much needed water is 
still flowing down the Ravi in Pakistan 
when dry lands in Haryana and Rajasthan 
are very much in need of water. The 
Minister has lifelong association with 
projects of irrigation and power. He has 
stated that the works could not be comp¬ 
leted for lack of finances. He knew ten 
years ago that these surplus waters of Ravi 
and the Beas will be available from April 
1970. I would like to know from him the 
amount of lo3s that the Haryana Govern¬ 
ment is suffering on the newly constructed 
canals. The old canals, like the Western 
Jamuna Canal, are also carrying hardly 
10 per cent of the full capacity in winter 
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months. After that, about four years ago, 
the Gurgaon Canal was completed. Now 
the Jui Canal and the Loharu Canal have 
been newly completed. All these works 
were taken up relying on the surplus Ravi 
and Beas waters.* There must be a huge 
loss that the Haryana Government is suf¬ 
fering because the canals are not carrying 
their full capacity and water? have not been 
available to these canals. 1 would like 
to know the extent of the loss suffered 
by the Haryana Government alone on the 
Gurgaon Canal project and on the Jui 
and Loharu Canal projects, calculating 
the interest on the huge investments and 
also the amount incurred on maintenance 
and other staff. 

DR. K. L RAO : I would not like 
to submit about the sharing of the waters 
between Punjab and Haryana. It is only 
when that is decided that it will be known 
how much is the loss that the hon. Member 
has asked about. There is 7 2 million 
acre feet of water obtained from the Ravi 
and the Beas to be shared. The question 
as to how to share this water has not yet 
been decided. We appointed a technical 

committee to give u.s the data. The data 
has come just now. Further discussions 
have to be held about how to divide this 
7.2 million acre feet of water between 

Punjab and Haryana. Then only we will 
know how much water will go into the 
various canals that the hon. Member has 
mentioned and how much water will not 
go into these canals.

DR. K. L. RAO : I am afraid, the hon. 
Member is taking a very easy position in 
regard to finances. I am in-charge of a 
Ministry which only spends and incurs 
expenditure on both irrigation and power 
projects. We have got a large number 
of projects which we are not able to comp¬ 
lete because of lack of money. The 
Planning Commission is trying to do their 
best and we fight with the Planning Com¬ 
mission to get more money. But all the 
same it is not possible to complete all 
the projects we have. 

Then, unfortunately, due to various 
other factors like devaluation and rise 
in prices, the estimates have gone up 
heavily. For example, in the case of Beas- 
Sutlaj project, the cost has gone up twice. 
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The original estimate was Rs. 90 crores 
and now it is Rs. 180 crorcs. The estimates 
have gone up in each one of these projects. 
There are many factors which arc outride 
the control of the Ministry of Irrigation 
and Power, like, the rise in cost and 
prices. If there is a tax on steel, aluminium 
and all that, naturally, the whole cost 
goes up. The cost of every project goes up. 
The cost of rural electrilication goes up. 
What we can do with Rs. 10 crores ; we 
will not be able to do half that work. 

What I submit is we are trying to do 
as much as possible. Take, for example, 
Rajasthan. What about the loss suffered 
by Rajasthan. The Rajasthan Canal Stage II 
is not yet being s arted. It requires 
Rs. 90 crores. Unless they do that, there 
is a loss to them. One has got to do the 
best with the resources available. The hon. 
Member talks of getting more funds and 
all that. We want more money. If you 
require the money only for irrigation and 
power, then you can get more But you 
ask for money for everything, for education, 
and all that. There is a limit to that. 
What I submit is that it is a very serious 
matter. In the matter of irrigation and 
power, the Ministry has to go a long way 
and that requires money. These are the 
two sectors in which considerable money 
is being spent also.

K. L RAO : As I have submitted 
already, 1 apart from the Fourth Plan 
provision that has been made for the 
conservation of Beas water, we require 
Rs. 210 crores more than what is provided 
in the Fourth Plan and for the control of Ravi 
waters by construction of the Thain Dam, 
we require another Rs. 90. crores. In all, 
Rs. 300 crores arc required outside the Plan 
provision to be made for the Fourth Plan. 
If that money is found, I can assure 
the House that we will complete all the 
works and see that not a drop of water 
is wasted, within 5 years. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : We 
arc not at all satisfied by the statement 
of the Minister. We have a right to ask 
for clarification.

This 
is a most important Committee for the 
welfare of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. 

SPEAKER : The Minister can 
reply to him later ; this does not arise out 
of the present Motion. These are two 
separate things. Now, the question is :

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72-GENERAL 
DISCUSSION— Contd 

MR. SPEAKER : T«he House will now 
take up further discussion on the General 
Budget. Shri Savish Chandra was on his 
legs. 

SHRI SATISH CHANDRA (Bareilly) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have come back to this 
House after a long gap of nine yeats. I had 
the privilege to be here for a decade and a 
half. I find that there are now quite a 
number of new faces, new traditions and a 
new type of atmosphere. I am still trying 
to acclimatize myself to the new environ¬ 
ments. 

1 have been listening patiently to 
speeches delivered from the Opposition side 
including some by my cistwhile colleagues 
and have found a striking similarity in 
those speeches either from my fiiend Shri 
lndrajit Gupta or Shri Shyamnandan Mishra 
or for that matter from Shri Atat Bihari 
Vajpayee or Shri H. M. Patel. All of them 
want to have faster rate of economic growth 
and appear to be anxious that we move 
forward in a rapid way ; they are, however, 
opposed to all fresh taxation proposals of 
the Finance Minister. The pattern of 
speeches made by oppostion leaders lead me 
to think that instead of taking any lessons 
from what had happened during the past 
few months including the verdict of the 
electorate, they are still trying lo make 
political capital out of a difficult situation. 

The Finance Minister has to perform a 
difficult task. It is a difficult task any¬ 
where and at any time, more so in a country 
like our, which is poverty-stricken, is trying 
to build up its economy after a long period 
of alien rule and has not been able to shake 
off completely its feudal outlook and 
traditions, social prejudices, superstitions and 
ignorance. 

In a developing country, the task of a 
Finance Minister becomes doubtly difficult. 
He has to make extra effort to mobilise 
resources with a view to usher an era of 
development, progress and prosperity. 
Instead of extendine sympathy to the Finance 
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Minister and offering constructive sugges- 
lions, be has been unreasonably subjected to 
unkind remarks. 

My hon. friind Shri Shyamnandan 
Mishra said yesterday that the Finance 
Minister had made a wonderful gift to the 
Opposition and that he welcomed that gift. 
I am surprised that the leader of a group 
should, in trying to appear to be intelligent, 
witty and humorous, make such remarks and 
laugh with a sense of self satisfaction. 
When the wise laugh, the world laughs with 
them. But we saw yesterday that when he 
laughed, his few camp-followers just smiled 
with him. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central) : Smiled at him. 

SHRI SATISH CHANDRA : 1 am 

glad. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Only my hon friend was 
looking somewhat morose. Every other 
Member was laughing. 

SHRI SATISH CHANDRA : I am 
glad that Shri Madhavrao Scindia, Shri 
Shyamnandan Mishra and Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee are now the champions of the 
masses. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
We had been together. So, why does he 
say ‘now’ ? 

SHRI SATISH CHANDRA : the 

champions of those who have rejected them. 
They try to put up brave faces in this 
House together with the erstwhile bureau¬ 
crats. J shall leave it at that. 

In examining the budget proposals, we 
should keep in mind the accepted objectives. 
Those objectives have b;en enunciated ever 
since the attainment of Independence. The 
nation has to march foiward on road to 
progress in a planned manner. My hon. 
friend Shri Shyamnandan Mishra knows 
more about it that I do, because he had 
been closely associated with process of 
planning. 

In determining our objectives, we had 
taken care to assess the long term as well as 


short-term requirements of the nation. 
After all, what is it that we want to 
achieve ? We want a rise in the national 
income, in the per capita income and in the 
general standard of living of the people. 

We want to solve the unemployment 
problem which has so far defied solution. 
That can only be done if we develop our 
economy at a fast rate and create employ¬ 
ment opportunities for a large number of 
people. We want to train technical man¬ 
power and this takes a much longer time 
than setting up a vast factory. We want 
progress oriented towards establishing a just 
social order, it is not merely economic 
growth, for the benefit of a few. The fruits 
of economic development have to be shared 
by all so that there is equitable distribusion 
of wealth in the country. Such regions, 
communities and classes as are backward 
should have equality of opportunity to grow 
so that every citizen feels the sensation of 
being a partner in the great enterprise of 
building a democratic socialist structure of 
society. 

Now, whenever even a modest step is 
taken to check the concentration of wealth 
and economic power in a few hands, the 
rich and the privileged classes raise a hue 
and cry. 

I am glad that the experience gained 
during the last few months has brought 
about some change in the mental outlook of 
our friends in the Opposition. Not very 
long ago, they opposed the abolition of the 
privy purses of former rulers ; now they pose 
as chqmpions of the downtrodden and the 
poor classes. 

How do they want us to proceed ? They 
do not want taxes. They, however, plead 
for higher investment and faster rate of 
growth. They want that the needs and 
requirements of the people should be met. 
In a poor country like India, these needs 
and requirements are tremendous. The 
vastness of the country inhabited by SSO 
million people is a problem in itself. To 
give them all social justice is not an easy 
task. We can move towards the attain¬ 
ment of socio-economic objectives only slowly. 
If we do not lose sight of those objectives 
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and take proper steps, I am quite sure we 
shall be able to march ahead. 

Although all of us want technological 
development, more industries, better agri¬ 
culture, trained manpower and so on, we try 
to oppose taxation in every shape or form. 
There might be differences here and there. 
But I am surprised that in criticising the 
proposals put forward by the Finance 
Minister, my hon. friends have not made one 
constructive suggestion as to how this process 
of economic and social development should 
be accelerated or how the objectives that we 
have in mind could be achieved. In the 
absence of such constructive suggestions and 
in the face of similer objections being raised 
against budget proposals by the left and the 
right, I am persuaded to believe that what 
the Finance Minister is doing is the right 
thing and that he has chosen the correct 
middle path on which alone the country can 
march ahead to progress. 

MR. SPEAKER : Almost all the Oppo¬ 
sition parties have exhausted their time but 
the DMK has got three minutes and the 
United Independent Group also has got three 
minutes. The Telangana Praja Samiti has 
got 22 minutes. If they do not turn up I shall 
distribute it among the Opposition Members. 
The Muslim League has got six minutes. The 
surplus that we save by lunch hour, I shall 
have that distributed too. The Congress 
had not enough time ; the list is very long ; 
28 Members want to speak ; that will require 
two full days more. I think each of them 
can take three or four minutes just to press 
their points as this is the last day and Mr. 
Chavan is to start his reply at 4 p.m. I 
shall try to accommodate as many Members 
as possible and hope that the Deputy-Speaker 
will also do so. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
You may ask the Members to confine 
their observations to as few minutes as 
possible, at any rate not exceeding ten 
minutes. 

MR. SPEAKER : If I give ten minutes, 
hardly five or six Members can speak 
because then the other Opposition Members’ 
time also will be there.

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SHRI P. AN&INEEDU PRASADA 
RAO (Ongole): Si*, 1 rise to support the 
budget proposals as presented before the 
House by the hob. Finance Minister. I 
congratulate the Finance Minister for suc¬ 
ceeding in his earnest efforts to keep the 
promises made to the people for which they 
have given a massive mandate. Sincere 
efforts have been made, in formulating the 
budget proposals, to cast the seeds for the 
formation of a true socialist society in this 
country. Our efforts should be mainly to 
bring down the economic inequalities and 
mobilise all our resources and incomes to be 
spent in the interests of the common man. 
Only then we will be able to achieve the 
socialist goal. In any country where true 
socialism has been achieved, it was not done 
in a day or two. It is not done as a miracle. 
It has to be achieved through constant efforts. 
It will be the same in our country also. We 
have to put in our efforts to mobilise our 
resources, bring down social inequalities and 
try to achieve socialism. 

I welcome the taxation proposals. Most 
of them will affect only the affluent sections 
of society. I welcome the concessions 
announced by the Finance Minister for the 
lower and middle income groups. I also 
welcome the increases in the wealth tax, in 
the tax on tractors and in the surcharge on 
income tax. All these will hit only the 
offluent sections. In this budget, the Finance 
Minister has aimed at hitting mostly the 
affluent sections of soiety, not the poorer 
classes. 

Allotting a substantial amount for child¬ 
ren’s nutrition is also a welcome aspect of 
the budget. Even though the Finance 
Minister may abolish the tax on maida due to 
the overwhelming opinion in the House, 
I request him not to go back on this allot¬ 
ment of funds for children’s welfare. 

The increase in the plan outlay by Rs. 
155 crores this year, the allotment of Rs. 25 
crores for the educated unemployed and Rs. 
50 crores for rural employment, though 
meagre compared to our requirements, will 
go a long way towards building up a socia¬ 
list Society. 

I want to make a few suggestions. The 
general feeling is that public sector 


undertakings are not working properly. 
They should become assets to the nation, not 
liabilities. They are the pivots of a socia¬ 
listic pattern of society for achieving econo¬ 
mic growth. Wc should, make the mana¬ 
gerial cadre in public sector projects and the 
officers cadre in the Government to realise 
their responsibilities and work sincerely, in 
tune with the interests of the nation. Then 
only the developmental programmes and the 
economic growth which we are contemplating 
will be successful. Until we encourage those 
officers who are. sincere, honest and hard¬ 
working and chuck out those officers who 
take things easy, who are responsible for the 
non-impiementation of the developmental 
programmes, we will not be able to gear up 
the machinery and achieve socialism in this 
country, because delay in administration'is 
one of the hindrances to progress in society. 

Coming to agriculture, some of the hon. 
Members have categorically stated that agri¬ 
culture is not taxed in this budget. I per¬ 
sonally feel that we should not criticise 
those who oppose taxes on agricultural 
production, being politically motivated, or 
keeping in view few affluent agriculturists, 
or agriculturists in fully developed agricul¬ 
tural areas. We must think of small farmers 
doing cultivation in dry lands and most of 
them belong to the low income group. It is 
a pity that these agricul urists are not having 
a union of their own to make a hue and 
cry of their plight. Their position in the 
society is gradually deteriorating. Because of 
the vagaries of nature and the impact of 
direct and indirect taxes their position is 
becoming very pitiable. In fact, most of 
them are trying to leave agriculture and get 
employment either under government or in 
the private sector. So, some steps should 
be taken by the government to protect the 
small farmers and agriculturists. The natio¬ 
nalised insurance corporations can help them 
by introducing crop insurance. They can 
also protect the farmers by assuring them a 
minimum price for their produce. That 
will go a long way to help the small 
farmers. 

Finally, I come to a problem which is 
facing my own area. Recently I have seen 
in the papers that the fanners of Andhra 
have asked for a statutory tobacco boardL 
This country is earning from tobacco Rs. 
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30 ciores by way of excise duty and an equi¬ 
valent amount a* foreign exchange. But the 
tobacco growers are not getting a remunera¬ 
tive price for their produce. So, the Andhra 
Government put up a proposal for the 
establishment of a statutory tobacco board 
,tO look after the interests of the tobacco 
growers. For reasons best known to them¬ 
selves, they have turned down this proposal. 
I would request the Central Government to 
reconsider this proposal and see that a sta¬ 
tutory tobacco board is formed. 

While concluding my speech by giving 
these few suggestions, Sir, I thank you for 
giving me an opportunity and I thank the 
Finance Minister for introducing a socialist 
budget. 

SHRIN. K. SINHA (Muzaffarpur) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I rise to extend my general 
support to the Budget proposals which the 
hon. Finance Minister has placed before 
this House. He has not concealed fac s 
and with his characteristic disarming candour 
he has put every side of the financial picture 
of the country before this House. Loopho¬ 
les he has pointed out, strength he has shown 
and there is sufficient determination to move 
forward with the march of time. 

The country is on the move. This mass 
of humanity, the Indian people, is on the 
move. We have no doubt that the desired 
goal will be achieved, given time. I pur¬ 
posely say, given time, because our problems 
are difficult and it remains to be seen as to 
how much time is made available to the 
parliamentary democratic structure for sol¬ 
ving the problems of the Indian people. 

The first problem of this country, in my 
opinion, should be the food problem. If we 
solve this problem, other problems will, in 
my opinion, come to be solved in course of 
time. We have 69.5 per cent of our working 
force depending upon agriculture but still we 
have only about 20 per cent of land irrigated 
and 20 per cent of our villages arc electri¬ 
fied. Our production this year has been 137 
mdllpn tonnes. By, 1980 we require about 
190 million tonnes. To achieve,this produc¬ 
tion target it is necessary that our irrigation 
projects are completed as early as possible. 


But in this respect the progress somehow 
is not very encouraging. For instance, 
there is a project in my State, the Gandak 
Project, very well known in the country for 
its being a very cheap project and for being 
executed from indigenous know-how and 
resources. It should have been complete by 
now, but much of the work on this project 
still remains to be done. 

We have heard Dr. Rao say this morning 
that there is a dearth of funds for irrigation 
projects. I do not understand why there 
should be a dearth of funds for such useful 
projects, like the Gandak Project, specially 
when we have now nationalised the banks. 
There does not seem to be any difficulty in 
financing irrigation projects, specially projects 
like the Gandak Project, with the money 
obtained from the nationalised banks. 

The only argument that can be against 
this is that the rate of interest of banks is 
sometimes high. But the increase in food 
production compensates for all the expendi¬ 
ture that is made, even by securing money 
at high rare of interest for these projects. 
Projects, like the Gandak Project, should 
not be allowed to languish for want of 
funds. This is my first request. 

The recond request is this. A large area 
of land in my State in Tirbut was included 
in the first project report of the Gandak 
project, but now after giving some water to 
the eastern .canal in Nepal it is felt that 
those areas will not be irrigated. There 
should be adequate funds for boring schemes 
to sink tubewells to cover those areas be¬ 
cause they are chronically drought-affected. 

• 

Another point with regard to sinking 
tubewells is that experience has shown that 
these tubewells arc being sunk in the fields 
of only rich farmers. This is leading to 
social tension. As we all know, SO per cen 
of our population has got 17 per cent of 
our land. Now, if the social tensions are 
allowed to be created, it may endanger rural 
peace. Steps should be taken to see that 
poor people also benefit by the schemes of 
the Government. 

This brings us closer to the problem of 
land reforms.

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): I wish to bring to the notice 
of the Government through you, Sir, hat a 
gentleman, Syed, Badrudduja, aged 75 years, 
has been arrested and detained without trial 
in the jail.

Legal interviews 
are refused. What sort of heartless Govern¬ 
ment is this, Sir ? A man aged 75 has been 
arrested and detained like this. What sort of 
Government is this ? Would the Government 
look into the matter ? Could you kindly tell 
them, Sir, that this is not the right thing 
to do ? 

AN HON. MEMBER : Where is the 
Minister ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The Deputy 
Minister is present here, Shri N. K. Sinha 
may continue his speech. 

SHRI N. K. SINHA : 1 was talking 

about land reforms. The case in regard to 
a larger ceiling was based on the assumption 
that increase in production through higher 
level of mechanisation was not possible in a 
small plot of land. But now, thanks to 
research, it has been proved that the man¬ 
power requirement of a typically quadruple 
crop rotation is higher than that of the 
traditional maize-wheat rotation by as much 
as 300 per cent. This formulation indicates 
that in fact, it is basically technology which 
can attain a high level of productivity with 
higher levels of employment, provided the 
area covered is small. In fact, the progress 
made so far in the matter of land reforms in 
the country leaves much to be desired. We 


have had about 20 Chief Minister* conferences, 
and yet a national consensus on this issue 
has not been evolved. In my opinion, steps 
should be taken as early as possible to 
introduce land reforms so that the runt! 
discontent may be controlled. Whether it is 
the Girijans ,of Andhra Pradesh or the 
Harijans of Bihar, it is the same position 
everywhere. With the influx of refugees, God 
alone* knows what number of recruitment 
the Naxalities will be able to make out of 
them. 

Since the time at my disposal is short, I 
would only mention a few points. With 
legard to unemployment, the fund so far 
allotted is very meagre. It is only Rs. 50 
crores and Rs. 25 crores. What proportion 
does it bear to the revenue receipts of the 
Central and Slate Governments ? This is a 
national problem, a massive problem, and for 
solving this problem, the allotment of this 
paltry sum is really a pity. I would request 
the Finance Minister to increase the fund 
adequately. 

We have been mentioning small-scale 
and rural industries in the matter of solving 
the problem of unemp’oyment. But the 
House must be aware that the products of 
these small-scale and rural industries have 
no market and, therefore, they cannot be 
sold, and even Government who should be 
the largest purchaser of these products are 
reluctant to purchase the products of these 
small-scale and rural industries. I think that 
this will tell very much upon the expansion 
of rural and small-scale industries. 

With regard to public sector undertakings, 
the sooner the inefficiency goes, and the 
sooner the losses are made up, the better it 
would be. They represent our hopes and 
aspirations. But the way they are being 
managed leaves much to be desired. The 
management style has to change ; and the 
trade union organisations also have to 
revise their attitude. A clear thinking has 
to be made with regard to the public sector 
undertakings. It is a pity that our public 
sector undertakings cannot supply the 
materials which the railways require. 
Recently, we saw in the papers that the 
railways were going to set up three factories 
for producing their own wheelSi axes and 
traction bearings. What is the guarantee 
that if the trade unions behave as they 
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behave • sometimes, these plants of the 
railways will not meet the same fate as our 
other public sector undertakings ? Therefore, 
r plead that the looses that we are incurring 
in the public sector should be made to 
disappear as early as possible. 

With regard to Bangld Desh, I would 
submit that it is a case where clear thinking 
is required. We must be ready qpt for 3 
million, but we should be ready for about 
10 million people to come to this country. 
How is it that in the political spectrum of 
the world, we are almost alone in this 
country ? Where do we go now from here ? 
This requires thinking not only in the 
Rehabilitation Ministry but also in the 
External Affairs Ministry. It is a strange 
thing that we become friendless whenever 
such an occasion arises. 

With regard to taxes, my hon. friends 
have already mentioned about maida and 
cloth and other things. I hope that the 
Finance Minister will consider these 
suggestions. 

With regard to agricultural income-tax, I 
would like to submit that in some States, 
agricultural income in already taxed under 
State Acts. If we are to tax agricultural 
income here, then it would mean that the 
same person will be taxed for the same 
income at two places. I hope that the 
Finance Minister will take care to sec that 
the same person is not taxed for the same 
income at two places.

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DR. KAILAS (Bombay South) : Sir, 
the Finance Minister, in fulfilment of his 
commitment made on the 24th March of this 
year while presenting his budget for 1971-72, 
has presented this budget for the overall 
growth of economy of this country. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): How ? 

DR. KAILAS : I am going to explain 
that. The criticism of the opposition seems 
to be politically motivated, though I must 
say that some useful suggestions have been 
given by the opposition also. 

We are committed to bring down the 
prices, stabilise the prices, reduce the 
disparity between the rich and the poor and 
create avenues for employment for both 
educated and uneducated people. Since 
these conditions are fulfilled by this budget, 
1 say that this budget is ' well-planned as it 
has given incentive to industrial growth ; it 
has created vigilance of property conveyance; 
it has given scope for long-term savings and 
measures to prevent tax evasion ; it has 
provided a ceiling on company remuneration 
and still proposals of wealth-tax and 
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deterrent check on unnecessary foreign 
travels. 1 must also congratulate the Finance 
Minister for not touching the electronic 
industry such as television, radio as also 
refrigerator because these industries need 
help for many .many years to come not only 
to Sustain the internal demand but also for 
export to earn foreign exchange. 

The Budget is a socialistic onc^ provided 
the levy on maida, soaps, coarse clbth and 
petrol is withdrawn. The middle class 
during the last 23 years of independence has 
been crushed and I feel the burden of these 
levies will be falling directly on the middle 
class people, specially when I talk of petrol. 
I know, it is the middle class people who 
use taxis, because they cannot afford a 
vehicle or a car. If levy on petrol is not 
withdrawn, it is going to create a vicious 
circle. Hence, I appeal for the consideration 
of the Finance Minister that he should 
consider withdrawal of the levy on petrol 
also. 

During the mid-term election high hopes 
had been created among the common man. 
If duty on maida, soaps, coarse cloth and 
petrol is removed. I am sure, those hopes, 
which are almost dying down, will be 
revived. We want people to have active 
participation in the developmental activity 
of this country and of this Government. I 
am sure, once these measures which 1 have 
suggested are taken, the affection, the love 
and the confidence of the common man will 
revirt back to the Government, under the 
leadership of Smt. Indira Gandhi.

children should be withdrawn forthwith. It 
should not be done. Hence, another 
liability for implementing this scheme will be 
on .the Central Government at the tune 
of Rs. 9.2 crores. That makes a total of 
Rs. 57.4 crores. If these measures arc taken, 
the gap of Rs. 220 crores should not be 
widened but we should try to get this 
lessened. But when I am asking for the 
Withdrawal of these taxes, naturally, the 


gap will be widened. Hence I am making a 
few suggestions. 

The rich farmers and those rich people, 
who have almost their business on the agri¬ 
cultural farms are earning lakhs of rupees 
per year and are not being taxed. Most of 
their black money has gone into the develop¬ 
ment of these farms. They must be taxed. 
Secondly, advertisements on TV should be 
considered. Iam sure, when TV goes to 
Srinagar, Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, 
almost Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs per day 
will be the income out of this. Thirdly the 
entry to the aerodromes is put at Re. 1/- 
today. Let this be increased to Rs. 2/-. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You can 
send these suggestions to the Finance 
Minister. 

DR. KAILAS : One thing more and 
I will take my seat. The public undertakings, 
according to me, should have earned by 
now. There is much criticism, almost from 
every quarter, including Members belonging 
to the ruling party, but nothing is being 
done to augment their profit or earnings to 
wipe out losses I suggest, a ministry may 
be created to look after the public under¬ 
takings so that these may perhaps be looked 
after very well. 

Sir I feel government expenditure should 
be reduced ruthlessly. For this austerity 
measure, it should begin specially from our 
ministers. I am sorry to say as I belong to 
the same party that it hurts me when I 
hear our ministers called modern rajas and 
maharajas. I cannot understand this why 
this is not practised. In future let us hope 
this .is not uttered by the people and the 
press. 

May I request the Finance M'nister to 
issue instruc ions to income-tax officers to 
consider an assessee as an honest person 
until and unless he is proved otherwise. This 
is the way we can collect more taxes. If 
this is the belief that people are not pre¬ 
pared to pay, how are thousands of 
charitable institutions running and how are 
crores of rupees being paid by rich people to 
run them. By such instruction, I am sure 
corruption will be minimised to a great 
extent. 
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I wanted to say a few words more but I 
have no time.

DR. MELKOTE (Hyderabad) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I find from the 
papers that different strata of society have 
reacted very differently to the Budget. 
That is but natural. But what struck me 
more was the reference in one of the 
papers which said that this budget is not 
meant for ‘ garib> hatao" nor for the 
“middle classes hatao”. From the way 
promises were made by the Treasury Benches 
during the election, one anticipated a 
very much sever dose of taxation because 
unless they do it they would not be in a 
position to fulfil all the promises that they 
have held out before the people. And when 
they have now a stcamrol'er majority, they 
will have to do it this year, next year, 
and the year next to that, because in the 
last two years again they will have to face 
the coming election. So, from that point 
of view I would like to say that this was 
not totally unexpected by me, though the 
amount of taxation was rather unexpected 
and gave me a good shake. 


The Budget shows that the' amount 
of uncovered deficit is about Rs. 230 crores. 
This is not the correct figure for the simple 
reason that with the lax structure that 
they have enunciated I am quite sure 
that they would be able to mop up much 
more than Rs. 230 crores and thereby 
there would be no deficit left. This is the 
overall position of the Budget. Many people 
have rightly given number of constructive 
suggestions. They said that the poor people 
are nit hard and they have attacked 
particularly the taxes on petrol and maida, 
and coarse cloth. I join them in saying so. 

But then we have got to look at the 
budget from a different angle altogether. 
If the people have got to prosper and 
garibi hatao has got to be done, emp¬ 
loyment potential has got to be created. 
This amount of money that we would be get¬ 
ting through this tax structure would be 
totally inadequate. I would have expected the 
Finance Minister to put a heavier dose 
of taxation particularly the direct ones, 
so that the richer people shed more money 
for 1 he benefit of the poor. But as things 
stand the indirect taxes arc so much that 
it is the common man who is feeling the 
burden of the vvho’c thing. But even so, 
supposing the common man is prepared 
to tighten his belt for the sake of the 
nation, what would be the outcome of the 
whole situation ? 


Recently, at the Labour Conference 
certain important policy decisions were 
announced. For the past 20 years we 
in 1NTUC have been saying consistently 
that the prosperity of the nation depends 
upqn the amount of production that is 
turned out whether it is by the peasants 
or the workers in the factories. A good 
direction seems to have been given now 
by the Prime Minister asking the workers 
to produce more. This is a call in the 
right diiection. When all these years this 
call was given, the workers were feeling 
shy and today also they are feeling shy. 
What is the reason ? The reason is that 
both in the public sector and orivate sector 
the management of the factories is not 
going on exactly to the liking of the people 
or the workers. 
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So far as the private sector is concerned, 
all the profits are mopped up and the 
workers are restive that they do not get 
their dues. In the public sector through 
a variety of reasons Government Joses 
lot of money, there is mismanagement and 
this is also due to several labour conditions 
that exist in the country. There are varie¬ 
ties of labour unions and federations here. 
The production has not gone up to the 
extent that it ought to have taken place. 
If we compare the industries in India with 
industries in foreign countries. I should 
say that we have one of the best industrial 
plants available in any part of the world. 
We have purchased machinery from all 
parts of the world, whether it be Russia, 
or Japan or America or England or France 
or 'Sweden or Switzerland, and we have 
set up beautiful factories. With those 
machines, if a German or a Swedish or 
a Russian worker produces a certain quan¬ 
tity of material and is paid a wage of 
the order of Rs. 1500 in Germany or 
Rs 1000 in England or Rs. 2000 in Sweden 
or Switzerland, he produces that much 
and produces it cheeper, because when that 
product is brought to India and sold it 
is sold cheaper than what we produce in 
our own country. It is not that the Indian 
worker is not intelligent or that he is not 
hard-working or that he cannot produce 
the same thing. When an Indian worker 
goes to those foreign countries, he 
works shoulder to shoulder with the 
campatriots in those countries, he works 
on the same machinery and produces as 
much as those countrymen and produces 
possibly much more as well. I have tra¬ 
velled widely in many parts of the world 
and the mvnagemsnt an 1 the workers htve 
told me everywhere that the Indian worker 
is very intelligent and hard-working and he 
produces much more than what the workers 
in most of those places produce. If an 
Indian worker who has gone from fniit 
to those countries for training can produce 
with those machinery a certain amount 
of material, when he comes down to this 
country and produces it with the same 
machinery, wc Had that the production goes 
down to about one-fifth or one-sixth 
Why does this happen ? It is that the 
worker is bad ? If so, why do you not 
dismiss him ? Why do you not have the 


strength to do that ? If the reason be 
that the Government laws are coming in 
the way, why do you not modify them ? 
If it is neither of these, and it is the mana¬ 
gement which is cussed, because we know 
that most of these factories are managed 
by the ICS people who have had no training 
in the industrial sector, why do you not 
dismiss that management itself ? 

Unjess some kind of understanding is 
brought wherein the worker begins to feel 
that he is going to get the benefit of his 
work, wc cannot improve matters. The 
worker should feel that he gets to the 
extent that he deserves. For instance, if 
he earns about Rs. 2000 in England or 
Germany etc., when he comes down to 
this country, he is not paid even Rs. 250 
or Rs. 300. I have several times offered 
a solution on behalf of the INTUC on the 
floor of this House. If a worker produces 
the same amount as he produces in those 
countries with the same machinery, when 
he comes down to our country, provided 
the conditions are similar, why do you not 
pay him at least Rs 500 or Rs. 750 instead 
of rs. 1500 and mop up the balance of 
Rs. 750 for the sake of the nation ? The 
Indian worker is prepared to work. In 
many places, production is taking place, 
but the production is not up to the mark, 
not because the worker is incapable of 
doing it, in fact, he is willing to do that, 
but because the management is cussed 
and does not allow him to produce more. 
In fact, they put various factors before us 
such as that there is labour intransigence, 
that there is a fight between the 
different labour federations and so on. 
If this be so, then it should be very easy 
to rectify this. 

We have only to inspire the worker 
to produce more and say *U is for your 
country that you are producing more'. In 
a country like ours, where the unemploy¬ 
ment problem has got to be tackled, two 
things have got to be done very early. 
Firstly, we have to make the worker under¬ 
stand that he is on pir and on a level 
with the management in prestige and 
dignity. In 1953, 1955 and 1965, I had 
occasion to go to Germany and found that 
the workers there were saying ‘For the 
sake of our belly we work for 8 hours, 
but for the sake of my country, I work 
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another six hours extra*. That means that 
he works for 14 hours a day. A German 
worker is thus supposed to be hard-working, 
and today the German worker is at the 
top position in {he world. There is no 
unemployment there. Every worker goes 
in a motor-car with a transistor producing 
music and clad in good clothes, and he 
eats well. Why can the same thing not 
occur in our country after 20 years of 
Independence ? This could occur*in our 
country also if the kind of thing that had 
taken place in Germany could take 
place here also. In 1949, in Germany, 
they had demonetised their currency. 
We had also demonetised the currency in 
our country in 1966, In 1949, a Germ in 
worker was telling me that the workers 
and the management were one. I asked 
him ‘How’ ?. Does the management share 
their profits with you ?’ The worker said ‘The 
management gets Rs. 10000, but I got only 
Rs. 500 or Rs. 600, but both of us get 
the amount in cheques, and both of us go to 
the bank and put in the money there, because 
it helps the ways and means position of 
the Government”. ‘When I draw the money, 
I draw in driblets’. This is one idea. 
The second was this ; until the economy 
improved, both the management and the 
worker could not draw more than Rs. 250 
worth or so from the bank. Though the 
management got Rs. 10,000, he could draw 
only Rs. 250, the same as the worker 
could draw, so that the management and 
the worker would lead the same standard 
of life, wear the same type of clothes, eat 
the same type of food and so on. Thus 
both were on par and enthusiasm went up 
for the economic recovery of the nation. 
That was how in the course of four or five 
years, they were able to make up for 
their war losses and emerge economically 
triumphant. 


In a country like ours, with a population 
explosion, with a poverty explosion, with 
a border problem looming large, thanks to 
Pakistan, this method of mere taxation to 
raise more resources is not sufficient. We 
have to enthuse the peasant in the field 
and the worker in the factory ; that 
is the only way to raise the national 
income or improve the national well-being, 
it is not merely by making budgetary 
provisions. 


Secondly, we are faced with a very 
peculiar situation. Already we have various 
disparities in the country, various 
anomalies in the country, various urges in 
different parts of the country, as for example, 
the situation in Telengana. Add to this 
there is the problem created by Pakistan. In 
such a critical situation, is it not necessary 
for Government to realise that it must have 
the full backing of the entire people, the 
nation as a whole, and therefore there 
should be a statesmanlike approach display¬ 
ing breadth of vision to solve problems like 
the Telengana issue quickly and urgently, 
so that every one can give of his very best 
for the national effort of reconstruction ? 

The third thing is this. There is so 
much talk about getting more money by the 
tax medium. In a country like ours, there 
is plenty of agricultural land. A consider¬ 
able portion of it can be irrigated, provided 
we spend more money. It is computed that 
where a farmer can do fanning on dry land 
of 15-20 acres, when converted into wet 
land, he cannot do more than 2 acres. In 
places like Andhra, it is very difficult to do 
more than this, because they raise three 
crops a year. When you convert dry land 
into wet, agricultural potential increases, 
benefiting the peasant and the country when 
crops like paddy and other things would buy 
as much as cash crops. In such cases, it 
is necessary to give as much water as 
necessary. The budgetary provision towards 
this appears to me to be insufficient. 

Then again no country has benefited 
itself fully from agriculture alone. Already 
the revenue collected from land is going 
down ; many people are saying that no 
revenue should be collected from land itself. 
At the same lime, we have got to give a 
subsidy to the agriculturist so that he comes 
up to the level of the worker of the city in 
prosperity and well-being. If this is so then 
it is mainly from industrial manufactures hat 
you got a lot of money. There was a time 
when the annual expenditure of the Govern¬ 
ment of India was Rs. 303 or Rs. 400 
crores ; today it is of the order of Rs. 3000 
crores or more, ten limes as much. This 
money comes almost entirely from imports 
and exports and manufactured goods. There¬ 
fore, ultimately, it is the industrial labour 
that comes to the succour of the agriculturist. 
As the industrial worker originally hails from 
agriculturists families, to that extent with 
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his prosperity the agriculturists in the rural 
sector also are benefited. When these things 
are occurring, a lot of improvement is taking 
place in different sectors of the population 
like the employees under Government and 
shops and establishments. 

15.00 hrs. 

I raised a question in 19S3 at the All 
India, Finance Ministers’ Conference held 
at Delhi when Shri Deshmukh was the 
Finance Minister. Then I happened to be 
the Finance Minister in the State of 
Hyderabad. We had our own mint in 
Hyderabad and we used to mint our currency; 
the last Re. 1 currency note had my signature 
on it. When the currency and mint was 
taken over by the Government of India the 
salary of a worker who was getting Rs. 60 
went up immediately to Rs. 120 a month 
and the workers of the State other than 
these shouted as to why (hey should not get 
more. The Telangana personnel and the 
Andhra personnel have been fighting a battle 
to equalise their pay structure and allowances 
and every thing with the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees. Many of the State 
Governments bave come up to the level of 
paying the same rates of allowances. In 
Hyderabad for ever 56 days employees 
valiantly struggled but ultimately they 
yielded. How long can they sustain 
themselves on a strike ? It is said that the 
Chief Minister is a very strong person. He 
may be a very strong person so far as this 
aspect is concerned. Don’t you think that 
in a democracy this type of attitude is not 
correct. What the workers at least could 
expect should be that instead of the Chief 
Minister saying tiiat he cannot pay, he 
could have referred the issue to adjudication 
and place cogent facts and figures to prove 
financial stringency and the verdict of 
adjudication would have been a fair solution. 
But the Chief Minister remained stubborn 
and now one could see how the Government 
employees could react to the whole 
situation particularly in the wake of 
the coming elections. May be the Chief 
Minister is a strong person and he is capable 
to make that the workers bend before him 
but then the line comes when workers also 
would wreak vengeance. The employees are 
already talking about It. Is this the 
exemplary way the Government should 


behave in the very first year after elections ? 
Should not the Central Government take 
up the issue because the issue in dispute 
was allowances on par with the Central 
Government servants. The Central Govern¬ 
ment did not make a single step. We gave 
a call attention notice here and then we 
were told by the Speaker that it was a State 
question and could not be raised here. The 
Central Government is very much involved 
in the Whole affair because it cannot treat 
the States on different footing. There should 
be a kind of monetary adjustment between 
the States and the Centre with regard to 
the level of allowances and other things. In 
1953 when I raised this question of disparities 
the reply was that the Central Government 
servants were 1 able to be transferred from 
one State to another ; subsequently they 
amended their reply and said that class III 
and IV would not be transferred. If they 
were not to be transferred, how is it possible 
to justify payment to them of almost double 
the salary of a State Government servant or 
for the State Government to say that the 
Central scales will not be given to the State 
servants. This is a matter which the Centre 
should take up with the States and this 
problem is coming up frequently. When the 
States ask for money to be drawn from the 
Reserve Bank for their benefit, the Central 
Government comes in the way ; it is not for 
nothing that the State Governments ask for 
money ; they want it for a certain 
specific purpose. Apart from this there are 
other questions that are before the House- 
taxation on tobacco. Andhra Pradesh 
produces the largest amount of tobacco. 
Personally I feel that tobacco should be 
taxed mainly to prevent smoking. The 
world over, even in the WHO they have 
removed the ash trays so that nobody would 
smoke. One method of discouraging smoking 
is to increase the tax on it. When you 
do that and when you arc getting money 
out of that, when the agriculturist get benefit 
out of it, as it a cash crop, you have to take 
into consideration the other side of the 
picture and see to what extent it benefits or 
hurts the State Government, to what extent 
it would be a loss to the agriculturist or the 
other people. I feel that this .type of tax 
structure which affects the common man 
but does not help the agriculturist or the 
state Government should not be included in 
any kind of tax measures. 
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I would only end by making ibis appeal 
to the Finance Minister that the tax structure 
which affects the common man should go. 
I am sure that in this budget he has pur¬ 
posely included sonje taxes as paddings to 
tell you at the end, to assuage the feelings 
of the House, be it on this side or that side, 
that he had come forward to waive the tax 
on maida and tax on a few other items 
would go. This is exactly how budgets are 
prepared. Such things are always provided 
for in the budget. I am sure that the tax 
on maida as well as on petrol and coarse 
cloth would be removed by him.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Shri 
Kartik Oraon. Five minutes. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON (Lohardaga) : 
But I think you will protect me, because in 
five minutes it is very difficult to speak. 

Sir, actually I do not know whether 
to support or oppose this budget. I must 
say that whatever has been done, it is for 
a very good purpose and it has a very good 
intention behind it, and therefore, I am 
going to support this budget. 

I do not want to go into the jugglery of 
words and figures. I would simply like to 
drive home certain salient features which are 
in tune with our committed policies. The 
massive mandate, the Government have 
received, has cast a heavy responsibility on 
the Government. Now, the poor people are 
round the corner. They are just watching 
what this Government is going to offer them. 
As a matter of fact, I do not think that 
garibi hatao is an appropriate term or an 
apt slogan. In fact, it should be garibi 
ghatao. You cannot hatao the garibi 
because the rich and the poor people have 
always lived together. The rich have 
always sympathised with the poor people. 
They have shed tears at times over the 
pitiabje condition of the poor people. Un¬ 
fortunately, they have not tried to redress 
the grievances in which task they are 
supposed to co-operate. 

Even in the most progressive countries 
of the world there is nothing like garibi 
hatao There are the rich and the poor 


everywhere. The only thing that you can 
do is to reduce the standard of poverty. 
For instance, this is what we can do. For 
those people who arc getting, say, Rs. 100 
per month today, they must be given 
Rs. 500 tomorrow. That should be the 
target which we should keep. I do not 
think the Government have any such target 
in mind. That means it is shooting without 
any aim. In my opinion, I would like to 
say that a person in our country with a 
family of five should not get anything less 
than Rs. 500 p.m. Why ? Family plan¬ 
ning programme says two or three children ; 
that is all. Today, every family of five 
needs Rs. 10 a day. That means for 30 
days, it comes to Rs. 300. Then there is 
house-rent, clothing, medical help, the 
marriage of children and so on. So, his 
earning should not be anything less than 
Rs. 500 a month. That is what I was 
driving at and the Government should try 
to look towards that aspect, and the present 
policy of making the poor poorer and the 
rich richer must be changed. 

It is very difficult for us to say that we 
should hatao the garibi. You cannot 
hatao the garibi ; you can only ghatao, 
and for that, you have to bring about a 
sweeping change in the economic, social and 
emotional levels of our people. That is how 
we can do it. 

In fact, the concept of freedom some¬ 
times can be had in two ways : sometimes 
the process of freedom can be achieved by 
making good laws ; and sometimes even by 
breaking bad laws ! We have to do every 
possible thing to get the resources in our 
country. There is nothing like saying that 
our country is poor. Our country is not 
poor. The only thing that we have not 
been able to do is to take firm action against 
the tax-evaders and offenders. There i& 
only one guide-line by which you can sort 
out everything, and that is, “such results of 
human conduct which the law seeks to 
prohibit must be made punishable. One 
guide-line and everything is over. 

We are not short of resources. What 
is wanting is the effective and efficient 
utilisation of all the resources that are 
available, that are known and unknown. 
If they are unknown, they must be un¬ 
earthed. So, I would like to say that today 
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we have got the resources. The only thing 
is, you must find them out. 

Now, according to Prof. Kaldor of 
Germany, tax evasion here in 1958 was 
about Rs. 2,000 crores. This might have 
gone up to Rs. 5,000 crores by now. Then, 
the leakage in foreign exchange in the form 
of over-invoicing, under-invoicing and 
smuggling of gold will come to another 
Rs. 1,000 crores ; tax-arrears, Rs. 899 crores. 
This comes to about Rs. 7,000 crores. 
Even if we work very conservatively, it will 
not be less than Rs. 2,500 crores. On the 
top of it, we have these “white elephants”, 
namely, the public sector undertakings. Wc 
have invested Rs. 15,000 crores in them. 
According to the most conservative and 
reasonable calculation, a project should yield 
within 3 years of going into production a 
dividend of not less than 10 per cent of the 
capital outlay. At that rate, we must get 
at least Rs. 1500 crores as return. 

We should not do anything which would 
touch the poor people. We have done 
certain things rightly or wrongly, but wc 
should try to avoid those things. Already 
demands have been made for removing the 
taxes on maida, kerosene, course cloth and 
ready-made garments. We say we want to 
give inducements to small-scale industries, 
but both small-scale and large-scale industries 
are charged the same rate of central excise 
duty, whether they employ fifty persons or 
five persons. 

The problem of unemployment is 
threatening our country. I must congra¬ 
tulate the Finance Minister for bringing 
forward certain proposal by which we can 
create employment opportunities. For 
instance, he has provided Rs. 50 crores for 
crash programmes, etc. That is not enough. 
Firstly, the age of retirement must be 
reduced to 55. Only registered contractors 
must be allowed to practise the profession 
of engineering and they should be compelled 
to employ a sufficient number of engineers 
and technicians. Next, there should be a 
restriction on the number of students in 
technical colleges. 

Coming to regional imbalances, even in 
our fourth five year plan, we have set the 


target of developing under-developed areas. 
These regional imbalances always contribute 
to frustration and discontent in different 
parts of the country like Telengana and 
Chotanagpur. Most people do not know 
that Chotanagpur is being treated as a 
colony by people from other parts of Bihar 
and other States. We have been reduced to 
the stage of refugees in our own homes. 
There are rich mines there. All the big 
projects are there. It is the richest area 
inhabited by the poorest people. We are 
always sympathetic to Bangla Desh but I 
would like to invite the attention of Govern¬ 
ment to the Bangla Desh treatment meted 
out in different parts of the country. These 
under-developed areas must be developed 
by communication, irrigation, roads, etc. 
All sorts of facilities should be given to 
them, so that there is least scope for any 
resentment or move to have a separate State. 
The basis for the demand for separation is 
resentment, frustration, dissatisfaction and 
discontentment and exploitation. 

There is no provision for building cheap 
houses for the poor people. After 23 years 
of freedom, what have we to show to the 
world ? The huts of the poor people are the 
reflections of what is being done in our 
country. 

Lastly, let the houses of justice in our 
country be filled with good men, but not so 
good as to forget the frailties of human 
nature.

SHRI UNNIKRISHNAN (B&dagara) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, as I listened to the 
impressive array of speakers we have had 
from the other side of his House, I felt that 
they were overcome by a sense of complete 
frustration and futility because just a few 
weeks ago they were trounced at the polls 
and now when the country is faced with this 
great burden and a tragedy across our 
eastern frontiers in Bangla Desh, they have 
come up with the criticism of this Budget 
that this is not a socialist Budget, that this 
is an anti-people’s budget and so on. We 
have had the strange spectacle of a blue- 
blooded young maharaja and a blue-blooded 
Marxist, Shri Samar Mukheijee, saying that 
this is an anti-people's budget. Both of 
them, like the confluence at Allahabad, con¬ 
verged on the same point and said that this 
is against the people. But nobody from this 
side, certainly not the Finance Minister or 
anybody responsible from this Party, has 
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called this a socialist budget, because when 
we have feudal relations in our society and 
in our economy, when we still have capitalist 
modes of production, we cannot have a 
socialist budget ! • We are in the process of 
achieving socialist relations of production in 
our society. So, I am sorry that this sort 
of a completely negative approach has been 
adopted by the Opposition in this country. 

Again, the young maharaja talked of the 
Mahratta fraternity—it was a narrow 
approach, I am sorry to say ; and I hope, it 
does not hurt anyone—instead of appealing 
to the fraternity of 550 million people. 
Mahrattas were undoubtedly great ; they 
have made great constructive contribution to 
our history, but it is the sense of the frater¬ 
nity of 550 million people that we have to 
develop in this country in today’s context. 

No amount of negative approach or even 
a micro-economic analysis of the incidence 
of the various taxes which have been pro¬ 
posed will enable us to unravel the com¬ 
plexities of our economy. I would like the 
House to view this Budget in a larger 
canvas. That is also partly my complaint, 
more than the Finance Minister with the 
officials of the Finance Ministry and his 
economic advisers, because they look at the 
problem micro-wise and not in a larger 
canvas of our problems. 

In this connection, I would invite the 
attention of this House to a brilliant study 
made on “Poverty in India” by Prof. Dande- 
ker and Prof. Rath of the Institute of 
political Economy, Poona. Here, they show 
how the National Sample Survey Estimates 
of consumption by various categories of 
Indian population have been colossal ly 
under-estimated and, (hey say that in 1960- 
61, about 45 per cent of the people in rural 
areas and nearly 50 per cent of the people in 
urban areas were below the poverty line. Mr. 
Piloo Mody’s party or probably the Forum 
of free enterprise has been circulating a 
pamphlet entitled “Agriculture in Asia” by 
Mr.' Colin Clark which says, “After all, the 
Asians and Indians do not need so many 
calorics.” But we differ from them in this 
view. This is their approach. That is why 
they fundamentally differ from us. 

Prof. Dandekar says, if we have to light 
this problem, and he is also supported by 


Mr. Galbraith who is no great socialist we 
have to cut the privileges, rights and con¬ 
sumption patterns of the top 20 per cent of 
Indian people. At the bottom of the Eco¬ 
nomic Pyramid are the rural and urban 
poor. They are completely outside all sphe¬ 
res of economic activity. We need colossal 
investment and here the problem is how we 
can get investment in large proportion. He 
says there should be a cut in the consumption 
of the top 20 per cent of population. I 
should say, it should be on 30 to 35 per cent 
of top layers of population where you cut 
not only their consumption but also attack 
their rights and privileges which would lead 
to the argument for a change in our Consti¬ 
tution. 

In this connection, while I welcome the 
provisions made for employment programme, 
in this Budget, that is Rs. 50 crores for a 
crash programme, Rs. 25 crores for educated 
unemployed and Rs. 18.5 crores for rural 
works, I beg to say, that is not enough. It 
only adds up to Rs. 93.5 crores. Unless we 
attack the rights and privileges of the top 25 
per cent or 30 per cent of population, unless 
we reduce their consumption, we cannot 
generate enough inves'ment for any kind of 
future investments in Indian economy. That 
will also amount to attacking the mono¬ 
polies of big business ho uses in industry and 
“Kulaks” in the rural areas. And that 
would mean changing the tax structure of the 
whole country. That is the basic thing. 

Again and again, we have been attacking 
and taxing the same urban sector. As Prof. 
Gulati has recently pointed out, the Finance 
Minister is putting his hand in the same 
pocket. If we have change this, 
we ’ have to change constitution 
provisions. I would appeal to him 
to immediately examine the possibility of 
having another Taxation Enquiry Commis¬ 
sion. We have had a series of Taxation 
Enquiry Commissions, right from the days of 
Dr. John Mathai to Mr. Boothalingam. But 
these were primarily confined to specific 
problems of direct taxation and certain selec¬ 
ted areas of taxation. We should have a 
comprehensive Taxation Enquiry Commission 
to examine all these taxation problems. 

I would also like to ask the trade union 
leaders like Dr. Melkote and other distitigui- 
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shed Members of this House whether they 
could persuade the labour to make their 
contribution not only in increasing produc¬ 
tivity but also in retaining at least half of 
the bonus in industry by converting it into 
equity capital or something like that. By 
this way, about Rs. 60-70 crores can be saved 
and reinvested every year. 

Lastly, I would like to make one sugges¬ 
tion. I would like to ask the hon. Minis¬ 
ter what steps our representatives in I.M.F. 
have taken to seek a rise in the international 
price of gold. This is a fundamental and 
basic problem as far as under-developed 
countries are concerned, particularly, India, 
where due to smuggling and various other 
reasons we lose heavily and also our cur¬ 
rency is weakened. This would also streng¬ 
then our rupee. If we have to do this, we 
will have to ask for a rise in the inter¬ 
national price of gold even if it means dis¬ 
pleasing the big empire of the dollar. 

In conclusion, I would like to say that 
all pledges will be redeemed and all promises 
will be fulfilled. You have to wait for a 
while. I am sure the Finance Minister, 
when he comes before us next time, will 
listen move to the voice of reason of our 
party and the commitments we have given.

He deserves compli¬ 
ments for presenting a socialistic budget. I 
do not say it is a socialist budget ; it is a 
socialistic budget. He has done his best to 
avoid taxing the common man. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Question ? 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : The Jana 
Sangh leader, Shri Vajpayee, said in his 
speech that the taxation is a massive burden 
after the massive mandate. I agree the bur¬ 
den is heavy, but in a country like ours 
which is a sub-con’inent with 55 crore people, 
Rs. 200 crores comes to Rs. 4 per head per

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year or one paisa per day. The distribution 
is very even ; the Finance Minister tried to 
be as selective as possible in his taxation 
proposals. 

Much has been said about the tax on 
maida, cloth, readymade garments and petrol. 
I do not subscribe to the view, that the tax 
on maida has hit the poor. There are millions 
and millions of people living in the rural 
areas, in hilly tracts and so on who hive not 
seen eaten bread made out of maida. But if 
the middle class and the worker in urban 
areas or cities are hit or put to difficulties, I 
would urge upon the Finance Minister to 
withdraw the proposal and give relief to 
those sections. No member has mentioned 
that the amount collected from this levy 
would go towards a fund for the health 
and nutrition of children. The Finance 
Minister expects an amount of Rs. 7.4 crores 
for this purpose. This is a commitment 
of the ruling party that we will 
look after the health and nutrition of 
children. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : And leave 
the corporated sector untouched. 

SHRI ANANTRAO ?ATIL : As regards 
the levy on petrol and garments, I think the 
middle class should be prepared to share 
this burden. 

There is no mention in the budgets of 
the steps Government propose to take to 
curb monopolies and break the concentration 
of economic power in the hands of a few. 
There should be decentralisation of big 
industries and diffusion of ownership. Small- 
scale and ancillary industries should be set up 
in rural areas which are mostly backward 
and where the Adivasis and Harijans live. 
After nationalisation of banks, many more 
branches have been opened and more loans 
have been given Branches of banks should 
be opened in rural areas and loans should 
be advanced to artisans living in rural 
areas. 

Now I come to monopolies. 

I am. afraid the Finance Minister must 
have forgotten to tax the monopolies in the 


newspaper industry. This is a very impor¬ 
tant industry and it has to play its role in 
democracy in building up socialist society. 
These monopolies are to be taxed. There 
was a proposal made by the ex-Finance 
Minister, Mr.. T.T. Krishnamachari to tax 
the advertisement revenue of big newspapers 
belonging to monopolies. He has also not 
touched the black money. It is not very 
easy to dig out black money. If we can find 
away out and if we can break the source, 
it will be a tremendous advantage and some¬ 
thing will come out of it. The last point 
is : something is wrong with our public 
sector... (Interruptions) The first and fore¬ 
most remedy is to replace the civil servant 
by the professional management. There 
should be a professional management cadre 
and the public sector industries should be 
manned by professional management. 

SHRI V. N. P. SINGH (Phulpur) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, the Members on both sides 
have pounded the budget and by now I 
think every point that has to be discussed 
has been pulverised to maida. . .( Interruptions) 
Not only has time been budgeted, but the 
talent and capability of the Members of the 
Opposition has also been budgeted and if 
they had come out with one workable 
suggestion I am sure our Finance Minister 
would have given them a development rebate 
for the productivity of their mind. A 
nation’s budget is the documented will of the 
nation to improve itself. And, to evaluate it we 
have to go beyond the "balance sheet” to the 
some total of the economic, political and 
legal framework in which it is conditioned 
and which it attempts to reshape and 
remould. Even a cursory glance at the 
Indian scence will show that extreme poverty 
is beihg perpetrated by extreme inequalities. 
Our forms and institutions of self-government 
like panchayats, zila parishads and develop¬ 
ment blocks are mere expression of the com¬ 
promise between the groups of the upper class. 
That is why when developmental benefits are 
to flow they strictly follow the contours of eco¬ 
nomic and social power structures. And when 
a budget is framed in this social and political 
background it has its limitations. No amount 
of public expenditure can remove the inequa¬ 
lities of inegalatarian society in which great 
disparities exist. These injustices cannot 
be removed by budget alone. 
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Today, this issue of equality is not purely 
one of value. It is not only an egalitarian 
value ; it is of instrumental utility. Here, I 
would quote our Prime Minister ( Interrup¬ 
tion ) Well, Mr. Mody, I wish you had 
participated in, and improved the debate ; 
but I am sorry that you have not partici¬ 
pated yet. I would quote just one sentence 
from what the Prime Minister said : 

“Social justice is not only compatible 

with economic growth but is an essential 

condition for sustained growth.’* 

In this context, let us see how far our 
Finance Minister has led us to a society in 
which there will be equality. Let us see the 
surcharge on income. The surcharge on 
income above Rs. 15 000 has been increased 
by as much as 50 per cent on the previous 
rates. The lowering of deduction and increa¬ 
sing the rates of taxation on capital gains 
will result in an increase of 70 per cent over 
the previous rate of taxation. A person 
Earning Rs. 5,500 a month will have to earn 
a lakh of rupees more to add Rs. 200 to his 
income. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member’s time is up. 

SHRI V. N. P. SINGH : Though I 
cannot ask the Finance Minister to give a 
tax holiday, but I think you will give me—a 
new-comer in the House—a time-holiday. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You can 
get a time-holiday by sitting down now. 

SHRI V. N. P. SINGH: Some hon. 
Members raised the bogey that increase in 
taxes will result in more tax-evasion. May 
I ask those hon. Members, who the tax- 
evaders are ? Not the rickshaw-puller, not the 
labourer, not the small farmer. Tax-evasion 
is the sole monopoly of the rich, and our 
Finance Minister has rightly dealt a blow to 
the operators of the economic underworld by 
tightening the noose of benami transactions 
and transactions that result in an under- 
evaluation of property. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Please 
conclude. 


SHRI V, N. P. SINGH : I thank yon 
for having given me this much time. I have 
not been able to express myself fully today, 
but I hope at some later point, some later day,

THE MINISTER. OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : Sir, after 
this very long, useful, constructive and at 
times rambling debate of 20 hours, I must 
express my gratefulness to those members 
who participated in this debate. The debate 
has disclosed two types of arguments. One 
is the line of argument based on the 
examination of economic policies and object¬ 
ives. The second category of arguments is 
based purely on party lines and thus 
negative in nature. I mainly propose to 
deal with the first category of arguments 
which went into the examination of the 
economic policies and objectives, which are 
really important. If I get some time at the 
end, perhaps I may deal with the political 
arguments because, as a matter of fact, I 
would like to deal with them. 

16.00 hrs. 

Let me begin with one statement. In my 
budget speech I have very humbly stated 
that I have not been able to achieve all the 
objectives that I have set before me ; not 
only I have not achieved all the objectives 
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but I am not sure whether 1 will be able to 
reconcile all of them. Therefore, I have not 
made any big claim in my budget speech. 
But, at the same time, if the hon. Members 
would take care to read my budget speech, 
I have very clearly and categorically stated 
the objectives and the directions in which 
we want to go. 

One important thing that I marked in 
the budget debate is, a good thing for the 
country, that from all sides 1 find a surpising 
unanimity on the basic principles to which 
our economic policies or objectives should 
be directed. This is a good thing for the 
country, a country which is going to be run 
on democratic basis, particularly in view 
of the emergency on our eastern borders. 
It was very interesting to see that though 
some hon. Members wanted to criticise my 
budget and its performance, with which I 
may not agree, at least the test they put for 
the examination of this budget was the same. 
Even coming from the young Maharaja of 
Gwalior, it was very interesting to see that 
he was prepared to call it a pro-capitalist 
budget. That is something which I welcome, 
as it does from the Maharaja. It is very 
refreshing. Perhaps he has on him the 
impact of modern trends and if he maintains 
this progress he will realise that he is on 
the wrong horse. As a good horse breeder 
and a good rider, possibly he has chosen a 
wrong horse. Very soon I hope he will come 
to realise that he has a place somewhere 
else perhaps. 

But let me come to ray main point that 
there was a refreshing agreement about the 
policies. I know that there is criticism about 
taxation and if you go into the individual 
or particular levies there can be views for and 
against it. But if we generally look at the 
problems that we have to face in this country 
and tackle, it will ultimately be found that 
there is no other go. As far as I am 
concerned, I can say that I have consciously 
gone through each and every item and tried 
to see its effect. Unfortunately, as the tax 
structure stands today, the indirect tax is a 
major source of income or taxation in this 
country. Naturally, therefore, it has to go 
into a larger number of items. But, while 
selecting items, I have taken much care to 


see that the lower strata, the lower income* 
group, the poor man is not touched as 
much as possible. Of course, it is very 
difficult and physically impossible to say 
that nothing is touched. It was not possible 
for me to do so. I will cobie to that aspect 
a little later. 

I think it is agreed on all sides that wc 
have to accelerate the process of growth. 
It is also generally agreed, at the same time, 
that we must ensure that the benefits go 
primarily to the under-privileged and the 
unemployed and that we bring about a 
sizable reduction in inequalities and, at the 
same time, give price stability. These are 
the general principles, the principles which 
were very lucidly stated by my hon. friend. 
Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao. I agree with him. As 
far as those principles are concerned, I 
think there is no doubt that these are the 
lines on which wc have ultimately to examine 
ourselves and test ourselves. 

If you try to put this test, I must say 
and I do claim that I have made sincere and 
serious attempts... 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North): Not inroads, but attempts ! 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I have made attempts and experiments and 
I have made definite progress in the direction 
in which our economy had to go. I have 
no doubt about that in my mind. 

It is also true that these social and 
economic objectives cannot merely be achieved 
by a budgetary process—hon. Members 
would allow that—not at least by one 
budget. I quite agree that the budget is 
a very powerful instrument in this respect 
and I have tried to make as much use of 
it as possible, but even then you cannot do 
it with a singte budget; possibly, you will 
have to wait for a series of budgets for the 
achievement of all over objectives. 

I must say, hon, Members were entitled 
to ask whether the Budget proposals will 
take the economy in the right direction or 
not, I think, it is certainly legitimate for 
me that I answer at least on two points, 
namely, whether the Budget wiU promote 
growth and whether, at the same time, it 
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will promote the objective of social justice 
in the widest possible sense. These are 
the two criteria on which I would like to 
speak in this particular matter. 

Many Members have said that this 
Budget is not growth oriented. My hon. 
friend and colleague. Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, 
himself said it and I was raft her surprised 
when he said it, because he is an objective 
intellectual. I have got great respect for 
him. Certainly. I would like to meet his 
points. 

He has raised another point which also 
needs to be answered. It is a legitimate 
point that he has raised. He has said that 
the Planning Commission has said that 
agricultural production should increase by 
5 per cent and industrial production by 8 
or 9 per cent, then alone there can be a 
5.5 per cent rate of growth. He, therefore, 
questioned my claim that with 5 per cent 
rate of growth of agricultural production and 

5 per cent in organised industries. 

(Interruption) 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA 
(Begusarai) : This was my point. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Possibly, you did not hear him. I thought, 
you were following Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : I 
did not hear him. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
He had said it before. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : In 
economic matters, in many respects, I am 
prepared to follow him. He is a scholar, 
and I have respect for him. But I had not 
heard him. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
have Tespect for you also, so far as respect 
is concerned. 

I would like to tell him that there is 
nothing wrong with the Planning Commis¬ 
sion or with me or with my assessment. 
What we normally do not take into consi¬ 
deration is a very rapid growth of the small- 
scale industries. The progress made in this 
sector and other services sector certainly 


contributes to national growth. Industrial 
growth is normally understood to mean the 
other major industries, but the growth of 
other services and small-scale industries 
ultimately give us the assessment that the 
present claim that I make about the national 
growth is correct. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
what is the wright of the small-scale indus¬ 
try aad the tertiary sector ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
It is substantial. I think, it should be 
about 9 or 10 per cent for small industry. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
No. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
You can check up your arithmetic and 
analysis. I will stick to mine. If my hon. 
friend, Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, meant to say that 
according to him it is not satisfactory growth, 
possibly 1 could have logically understood 
it. 

DR. V.K.R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary) : That also I said. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
But to say that this is not growth oriented 
Budget, possibly was not to understand it. 
I must say this very humbly. 

The major way in which a budget can 
promote growth is by providing for subs¬ 
tantial increases in developmental outlays 
without adding to the forces of inflation. I 
think, it is an undisputable statement I am 
making. Nothing would have been easier 
for a Finance Minister than to leave the 
Budget more or less as it was presented in 
March. If I had done it, certainly it would 
not have been necessary for me to come 
before the House with any significant propo¬ 
sals for mobilisation of additional resources. 
But had I done that, would I really have 
served the purposes of economic growth ? 

Hon. Members will recall that the pro¬ 
vision in the Plan that we had made in the 
Interim Budget at the Centre was at the same 
level as in the Budget for 1970-71. True, 
there was a very large shortfall in relation 
to budgeted outlays last year so that if fully 
implemented the Plan provision even in the 
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Interim Budget this year would have meant 
a substantial increase in Plan expenditure 
over the actual level achieved last year. 
Even in the Interim Budget, we had made a 
full provision for Central assistance to the 
States and the Union Territories. 1 could 
have very well called it a day and argued 
that with the unexpected demands made by 
the need to provide relief to evacuees from 
East Bengal, it was no longer possible to 
provide for an increase in the Plan outlay 
beyond what was budgeted last year. I 
have no doubt, however, that had I taken 
the line of least resistence, this Government 
would have served ill the requirements of 
growth at the present juncture. The addi¬ 
tional provision of Rs. 155 crores that we 
have now made for the Centre's Plan proper 
is the absolute minimum that is necessary 
if we are to maintain the tempo ot develop¬ 
ment in keeping with what has been envisaged 
in the Fourth Plan. 

Quite apart from what has been provided 
in the Plan, it has been said and said rightly 
by many economic commentators that the 
pace of investment in the economy both in 
the public and the private sectors needs to 
be greatly accelerated. I share that view. 

Hon. Members would recall that indus¬ 
trial production ovci the past year has not 
increased repidly as one would have desired. 
Quite apart from that investment in agricul¬ 
ture, family planning, food procurment, roads, 
shipping, ports and harbours, social welfare 
and communications could not have been 
left at the levels provided for in the Interim 
Budget without retarding the growth in 
these vital sectors. I agree that having 
provided additionally for the Plan, the res¬ 
ponsibility for ensuring that these expendi¬ 
tures would, in fact, be incurred is all the 
greater. But it would certainly be our end¬ 
eavour to make sure that the increased Plan 
provisions are fully utilised. 

Quite apart from the increase in the Plan 
provision which will certainly stimulate 
growth, we have also provided Rs. 75 crores 
outside the Plan for employment in the rural 
areas and among the educated young and 
this provision too whether we call it outside 
the Plan or not is developmental in character 
and will make for both growth and greater 
social justice. Technically, it is outside the 


Plan. But really speaking, it is meant for 
schemes for educated youth, ag iculture and 
rural works which are developmental in 
character. 

AN HON. MEMBER : A very small 
amount. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is how we have to begin. You 
cannot immediately reach the moon. Cer¬ 
tainly, we have to make an attempt and 
this is a right step in the right direction. 

Then, as a matter of fact, my hon. friend 
Shri Indrajit Gupta took me to task for 
making additional Plan provision only for 
what he thought were infra-strutcure activi¬ 
ties like roads and communications and not 
for making any additional provision for 
industry, particularly, public sector industry, 
it is not merely an increase of Rs. 155 crores. 
If you take the actual level of expenditure 
in 1971-72, the increase is more and, includ¬ 
ing Non-Plan expendtiure for employment, 
it is Rs. 375 crores, a little more than that. 

Of the increase of the order of Rs. 300 
crores in the Central Plan provision for 
1971-72 against the likely actual level of ex¬ 
penditure in 1970-71, about Rs. 97 crores 
represent increase in the investment of public 
sector undertakings. In addition, the public 
sector undertakings are expected to utilise 
Rs. 205 crores from their internal resources. 
In other words, the total outlay on public 
sector undertakings in 1971-72 will be of the 
order of Rs. 738 crores as against Rs. 641 
crores in 1970-71. This is not a] mean pro¬ 
vision for public sector. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What will be the new investment in the 
public sector. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is going to be about Rs. 97 crores. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aiiporc) : 
What the public sector undertakings them¬ 
selves generate, you cannot take credit for 
that, 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
1 will deal with that point. But to say 
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that merely it is meant for infra¬ 
structure is not correct. Creating infra¬ 
structure is not merely providing for the 
private sector. How do you say that ? This 
is intended for creating communications, 
having better roads, better harbours, having 
rural electrification in the rural areas, etc. 
The most important private sector is Agri¬ 
culture. We cannot forget that also. There¬ 
fore, to say that investment in the infra-struc¬ 
ture is only meant for the private sector is, 
I should say, either trying to be blind to the 
realities or trying to be politically biassed ; 
and this is all that I can say. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : There is a third 
alternative, ignorance. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is not an argument which shows any 
objective assessment of the economic prin¬ 
ciples. It is a politically-biasscd criticism. 

Now, the increase in the Shipping Sector 
ofRs. 16 crores is primarily meant for 
Shipping Development Fund Committee 
which disburses loans to various shipping 
companies for acquisition of ships. Out of 
the total privision of Rs. 35 crores, an 
amount of Rs. 21 crores is already earmarked 
for the Sipping Corporation of India, a 
public sector undertaking. The balance 
amount will be disbursed both to the public 
sector and private sector shipping companies 
which may come up with concrete proposals 
for acquisition of ships during 1971-72. This 
is a growth contribution. 

During the three years of the Fourth 
Plan from 1969-70, the disbursement out of 
the Development Fund would be of the order 
of Rs. 88 crores, of which the public sector 
shipping companies would get Rs. 57 crores. 
That shows the major share of the public 
sector. 

The increase of Rs 13 crores over the 
interim Budget for ihe development of 
major and minor ports is meant for develop¬ 
ment, modernisation and improvement of 
the existing major ports particularly 
Vishakapatnam, Haldia, Madras and Cochin. 
This is particularly necessary in order to 
enable these ports to handle larger ships and 
larger volume of expor s of iron ore and 
import of crude oil. 


The increase in the provision in the 
Central Plan for roads, education and 
social services which is of the order of Rs. 40 
crores is basically employment-oriented. 
How can anybody say this is merely infra¬ 
structure ? These 40 crores investments 
are essentially employment-oriented. When 
we talk of crash employment programme and 
educated employment programme of the 
order of Rs. 25 crores and many other 
investments, these are all employment- 
oriented investments. It is said, it is a 
small thing, a drop in the ocean. Well, I 
think, we have to take a major share of 
whatever ocean we have ; we cannot take 
oceans from nowhere. Ultimately the oceans 
are in our own pockets and they are small 
pockets. But what can we do about it ? 

These increased investments in public 
sector undertakings are essentially employ- 
oriented. The balance of the additional 
Rs. 300 crores will be allocated in the 
following sectors, namely. Agriculture and 
Food, Rs. 78 crores, including purchase of 
buffer stocks ; Irrigation and Power Rs. 10 
crores, P&T Rs. II crores and others Rs. 33 
crores. If this is not growth, I do not know 
what else is growth. 

Before I conclude my observation on 
this point, 1 must also briefly refer to a 
similar criticism made by Dr. Rao that he 
was not able to describe the Budget as a 
growth-oriented budget. Well, I think I 
have made that point and I don’t want to 
repeat the same thing again. But I would 
like to tell him that this is growth-oriented 
budget. If he says that it is not to his 
satisfaction, possibly, I may say, yes, because 
he is a practising economist. Only the 
ottyer day he and I sat on the same side and 
took decisions which ul innately are reflected 
in the Budget. 

DR. V.K.R. VARADARAJA RAO : 
My idea is not reflected in the Budget. I 
had nothing to do with this year’s budget. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
So, the main question is whether I would 
have been justified in raising resources oh 
an even more ambitious scale than what I 
have proposed for, or leaving a larger deficit 
in the Budget. I am sure that Dr. Rao will 
not advocate either of these two cdurses 
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For, if I had kepi this whole deficit 
uncovered, what would have been the 
inflationary effect of it ? Really speaking, 
every Finance Minister of a nation is on the 
horns of a dilemma in this regard, namely 
'Shall 1 leave the deficit uncovered and have 
the flood of on inflationary forces or shall I 
not ?’ If he levies taxes, then in a country 
like ours, where indirect taxes have to be 
resorted to, some erratic and irrational 
reactions occur and these certainly let loose 
certain forces of price instability and 
inflation. I am quite aware of them. But I 
shall deal with that matter again when I 
come to the question of price stability and 
other matters. 

The provision that we have made fully 
takes into account the requirements of all 
public sector enterprises which are under 
way and for all the projects included in the 
Plan outlay which are likely to be taken up 
in the coming year. I can assure the House 
that if the enterprises now under construction 
such as Bokaro, the fertiliser plan and the 
like require in fact a larger sum than we 
have now provided, we shall come up with 
the necessary request for supplementary 
provision and would not in any case allow 
the implementation of these projects to be 
slowed down for financial reasons. If there 
are any other reasons, I cannot help it. But 
I can assure the House that if their perfor¬ 
mance is good and they need some more 
money they will not be slowed down only on 
account of financial paucity. I think I have 
taken care of the point that was raised by 
Dr. V.K.R.V. RAO about the growth 
rate. 

Now, the question comes about the 
taxation on the corporate sector. This is one 
of the points raised by many Members. 
Some have said that I have given an over¬ 
dose and I have unnecessarily touched the 
corporate sector and thereby created 
conditions which will not be helpful to 
economic growth. This was the argument at 
one end. At the other end, it has been said 
that I have completely left the corporate 
sector untouched. So, I think the House 
would know that the truth lies somewhere 
in between, and there is no doubt about it. 


As far as the corporate sector is 
concerned, the total incidence of the new 
proposals this year would be about Rs 16 
crores, and the total revenue from the direct 
taxation this year is expected to be Rs. 27 
crores. So, hon. Members would very 
obviously see that it is very simple arithmetic, 
that more than 50 per cent contribution from 
direct taxation is from the corporate sector. 
So, to say that it is not touched is not seeing 
the obvious thing. 

It has been said on the one side that by 
raising corporate taxation to the extent l 
have done, I would be discouraging invest¬ 
ment. It has also been urged on the other 
hand that I have not increased corporate 
taxation sufficiently. I do not think that any 
apology is needed for raising Rs 16 crores 
as additional revenue under the corporate 
sector in a year in which I have had to 
raise a total of Rs. 220 crores by way of 
additional taxation including the share of 
the Centre and the States. If the corporate 
sector feels that no matter what the circu¬ 
mstances of the nation may be, they should 
somehow enjoy permanent immunity from 
additional taxation, I am afraid they are 
likely to have little sympathy from this 
House or from the people at large. 

The question, therefore, only is this, 
granted the need for corporate sector also to 
make a significant contribution, would it 
have been better to raise corporate taxation 
in general rather than remove or reduce 
some of the concessions which have outlived 
their utility ? I do not propose at this stage 
to go into the defence of each of the propo¬ 
sals regarding the corporate taxation which 
possibly we might discuss at the stage of the 
Finance Bill. 

To those who feel that the corporate 
sector should have been made to bear a 
larger proportion of the total tax burden, I 
would say only this much that particularly 
the one relating to the development rebate— 
it is not merely that I have touched the 
corporate sector, but 1 have made certain 
announcements on many other policy 
matters—will cast a much longer shadow 
than what might have been thought of at 
first sight. I make no apology for .the fact 
that in general our rates of corporate taxation 
are somewhat higher than those in the other 
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countries. At the same time, them is urgent 
need to present something which will stimu¬ 
late growth of industrial production. I 
believe that the selective approach that 1 
have adopted will stimulate industrial 
investment and growth over the next few 
years and at the same time increase 
substantially the contribution of the 
corporate sector to the national exchequer 
in the long run. This is the approach I 
have taken in this particular matter. . 

Now comes the very usual controversy, 
to which many members referred, about the 
contribution of direct taxes vs indirect 
taxes. The general criticism was that we 
have laid more emphasis on indirect taxes, 
but if we see the general trend of increase in 
direct taxes in the last five or six years, 
there is a continuous growth in quantum 
of such taxes in the totality of taxation in 
ihe country. This year new levies in the 
nature of direct taxes are for a limited 
period ; really speaking, the direct taxes to 
which I have made reference, are going to 
contribute Rs. 57 or Rs. 58 crorcs for next 
year. Really speaking, this is an additional 
dose of direct taxation that we have tried to 
give through the instrumentality of this 
budget, and I think it is not a less important 
effort. 

Shri Samar Mukherjec of the CPI (M) 
said that in the last 23 years, the ratio of 
direct taxes to the total revenue of the 
Central Government in tax collection has 
declined and that of indirect taxes has 
increased. The point raised is a valid one. It 
has been our anxiety to increase the 
proportion of direct taxes to the total 
taxation. At the same time, it must be 
realised that in the ultimate analysis, it is 
only by accelerating the process of growth of 
industrialisation that this purpose can be 
served. During the last four or five years, 
we have made significant strides in this 
direction. Thus, while in the budget of 
1968-69 the contribution of direct taxes was 
Rs. 10 crores, in 1969-70 it went up to Rs. 
23 erdres ; in 1970-71, it further increased to 
Rs. 36 crores and the taxes levied in the 
current year (full) will yield Rs. 57 crores. 
It will not, therefore, be correct to say that 
all our energies have been concentrated on 
getting additional resources only from 
indirect taxes. 


It must also be realised that the picture 
presented by Shri Mukherjee is only partial 
as the revenues of the State Government 
have not been taken into account by him. 
If this is to be seen in its proper perspective, 
we must take into account the combined 
revenues of the Central and State Govern¬ 
ments and also the proportion they bear to 
the national income. The low proportion of 
direct taxes to the total revenue of the 
Central and State Governments is attribu¬ 
table to two factors. In the first place, in a 
developing economy like ours, it is 
inescapable that the major tax contribution 
has to come from indirect taxes. It is only 
when the economy develops and the numW 
of taxpayers liable to pay tax increases that 
the contribution from direct taxes will 
increase. This is also borne out by the fact 
that in all countries which are in different 
stages of development, direct taxes contri¬ 
bute about 3-4 per cent of the total tax 
revenue as a percentage of national income. 

Another factor which accounts for the 
comparatively low contribution of direct 
taxes to the total tax revenue is that the 
agricultural sector is entirely outside the 
purview of central direct taxes. The State 
Governments have not for various reasons 
found it possible to raise adequate resources 
from this sector. As far as we are concerned, 
wc have made very clear our stand in this 
matter. In my budget speech, 1 have devoted 
a couple of paragraphs to this particular 
aspect. There is certainly some constitutional 
difficulty for us, but I have no doubt in my 
mind that, whether it be the rich in the 
urban areas or the rich in the rural areas, 
they must all be taxed and must make 
their contribution. In this matter, I have 
said that with the cooperation and help of 
my coyeague, the Planning Minister, who is 
also Deputy-Chairman of the Planning 
Commission, possibly we might succeed in 
our effort to persuade the State Govern¬ 
ments to come round and have a new look 
at this whole pioblem again. I was saying 
that it was within the purview of the State 
Governments. Hon. Members will recall that 
I had highlighted this point in my budget 
speech by stating that constitutional 
prerogatives of the Union Government to 
initiate measures of reform in the country¬ 
side are restricted. 

Hon. Members arc also aware that there 
is a persistent demand for increasing the 
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exemption limit for income- tax. During the 
budget debate several Members suggested 
that the exemption limit should be increased 
to Rs. 7,500 or even Rs. 10,000. There is 
also pressure on me that 1 should raise more 
from direct taxes. It is therefore difficult for 
me to reconcile the demand to increase the 
proportion of direct taxation in a developing 
country tike ours with the demand to give 
relief to the lower class of income-tax 
payers. But as I said earlier the direction in 
which our efforts will have to be concentrated 
is now quite clear. 

The other criticism that was made was 
that there was no incentive for savings. I 
have read this argument for decades ; it was 
there even when I was not a Minister, or 
the Finance Minister. It is a hackneyed 
argument normally advanced by economic 
experts and pundits and other people 
representing big industry. There are two or 
three factors responsible for this criticism. 
First of all there are those people who 
believe that the increase in wealth tax rates 
will discourage accumulation of wealth. It is 
one particular class which is trained to 
accumulate wealth so far. They had no idea 
and they never had any training that a time 
will come when there will have to be some 
sort of a restriction and control over the 
accumulation of wealth and they go on 
complaining that there is no scope for 
accumulation of wealth and that there is no 
incentive for savings. If incentive for saving 
means accumulation of wealth, I do not 
care for such savings. As far as this group 
of persons is concerned, I plead guilty to 
the charge that my proposals are aimed at 
discouraging accumulation of wealth beyond 
a point. Most hon. Members and practically 
all the organised political parties in the 
country have given up the ideology of 
accumulation of wealth through perpetuation 
of inequalities. 

As 13aid to begin with, at least theore¬ 
tically, most of them have agreed to this 
proposition and it is good for this country. 
The complaint from this particular group 
that there is no incentive for savings is 
possibly rejected by the country as a whole. 
If some people do not have an opportunity 
to accumulate property beyond Rs. 10 or 
15 lakhs, they would be discouraged from 
saving. That is what they say. But this is 


the price we should be prepared to pay for 
the larger benefit of spurring the masses of 
people to greater effort and for their 
cooperation in the task of building up the 
nation. I have no doubt .that this effort and 
cooperation from the vast majority of the 
people will not be forthcoming unless 
extreme inequalities of wealth and economic 
power are effectively curbed. 

%• 

Those who believe that there can be no 
accumulation for society as a whole without 
any opportunity for a few people to amass 
vast personal furtunes have certainly not 
understood the social and political under¬ 
current that runs through developing 
societies today. There is also a feeling that 
the increase in surcharge from 10 to 15 per 
cent in the case of income in excess of 
Rs. 15000 per annum will reduce the ability 
of the persons concerned to save. I entirely 
agree that those who have now to pay more 
by way of income tax will in all probability 
reduce their savings to some extent. I do 
not refute that but here again one has to 
balance this factor against the need of the 
society to raise some resources for the 
overall social purposes of development and 
social welfare. Carried to its logical con¬ 
clusions the theory that any increase in 
income tax is not justified because it may 
lead to some reduction in personal savings 
could amount to a plea for no taxation 
whatsoever. I wish I could have spared 
even those with an annual income of more 
than Rs. 15000 from the burden of paying 
additional income tax but if more money 
is to be raised it cannot be said that no part 
of it should be raised by way of personal 
taxation. If personal taxation is to be 
raised it can hardly be argued that in our 
conditions those with incomes above 
Rs. 15000 per annum need particularly to 
be spared. I do not think that anybody can 
argue that way. 

The charge that my proposals wquld 
discourage savings is sometimes sought to be 
justified with reference to the changes pro¬ 
posed in regard to deduction in lieu of 
contributions to life insurance, provident 
fund and the like Here, as far as savings 
of Rs. 1,000 and below per annum are 
concerned, actually the deduction is raised 
to a full hundred per cent, so that there is 
in fact a greater incentive for savings for the 
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bulk of income-tax payers for whom the 
total annual savings cannot exceed the figure 
of Rs. 1,000. In fact, even up to a total 
saving of Rs. 5,000 per annum the deduction 
now permissible under the new rules would 
be greater than whrft it was before so that 
the incentives for saving will increase right 
up to the level when such savings are a little 
short of Rs. 5,000 per annum. ' It is only in 
cases—I agree—of those who save more than 
Rs. 5,000 per annum that the deduction now 
would be less than before. But surely it is 
not irrelevant to ask, how many persons 
there are in this country who can save more 
than Rs. 5,000 per annum It is a question 
which could honestly be asked by everyone 
to. oneself. The vast mijority of people, 
the largest possible number, cannot save 
beyond Rs. 5,000 per annum. I have made 
ail possible provisions to see that there is an 
incentive for saving, as far as this part is 
concerned. Those who want to save more 
than Rs. 5,000 per annum, there is a dis¬ 
incentive. I do not want to enlarge on this 
point more. I would only make one more 
point in this connection. 

If the quantum of deduction is reduced 
somewhat for savings above Rs. 5,000 per 
annum, then the ceiling on total saving 
which can qualify for deduction is raised— 
this is one point which the hon. Members 
should take note of—from Rs. 15,000 to 
Rs. 20,000 per annum. In fact, even for 
savings between Rs. 5,000 and Rs 15,000 
per annum, since the tax rates have gone up, 
the value of every rupee of deduction 
permitted would now be greater. I hope 
Shri Piloo Mody would agree with that. I 
fail to see, therefore, how my proposal in 
respect of personal taxation can be con¬ 
sidered to be detrimental to a large flow of 
savings over a period. 

Another very fashionable argument was 
made with regard to the bud jet, namely, that 
it has struck the common man. I quite see; 

I have said in the beginning, because of 
certain levies on certain items, it has affected 
the common man. I cannot say that the 
common .man is not affected. But what 
ultimately is the test, what major test one 
should apply to see whether it substantially 
1 AfTects the common man or not ? ( Inter¬ 
ruptions.) 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
His rupee should not be eroded. 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Well, your idea of the common man is 
different from my idea of the common man. 
Your common man uses costly clothes, rides 
in a car ; my common man walks on the 
rasia. 

AN HON. MEMBER : On the bullock- 
cart. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
He has not even a bullock-cart. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
I don’t possess any fiat on the Marine 
Drive. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
I rent one. But you have built a very 
beautiful house in Patna. I have seen that. 
(interruptions) I dined with one of my 
friends who was your neighbour and he 
showed me your house. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Marine Drive. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I merely rent a fiat there. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Both of them 
do not know who the common man is. 
Can I tell them both that the common man 
is the consumer ? ( Interruptions ) 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Let us not go into personalities. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
A Government built flat might have been 
shown which I have. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Then you* will have to receive and give ; 
both. (Interruptions) So, ultimately, 
when we go into the effect on the common 
man, what is more important is the effect on 
the wage which goes into his purse, which 
ultimately affects the consumer price index. 

Now, what are those items which go 
into it ? Kerosene : I have not touched 
kerosene in the budget. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Indirectly. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Not by my budget. The increase was 
announced by Petroleum Minister, and the 
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increase was due to increase in the inter* 
national prices. This is not a part of the 
budget proposals. I must say 1 had made 
it a doctrine with me not to touch kerosene 
in the budget. Sugar, tea, coffee, footwear, 
matches and vegetable products are not 
touched in the budget. Soap and cotton 
fabrics are partially there. 

As far as soap is concerned, I have 
exempted laundry soap. About the other 
soaps, I have made further enquiries as to 
exactly what has happened and I would like 
to give certain information. The prices of 
Lux and Rexona have not changed after the 
budget. The incidence of duty of Rs. 2.54 
per gross has been absorbed by the company. 
After the budget, the manufacturers have 
announced the price structure and they have 
not increased the price. But I know certain 
retailers are taking advantage of it. I think 
after some time, this will be adjusted. 
Otherwise, we will have to think of other 
steps if retailers are taking undue advantage 
of it. But after the budget proposals were 
announced, the companies producing these 
soaps have announced their price structure 
and they have absorbed the excise duties. 
The prices are the same. The same thing is 
true about another popular soap used by 
poor people—Lifebuoy. The duty on 
Lifebuoy also has been absorbed by the 
company. Unfortunately, at the retailers’ 
level, something is happening and we will 
take care of it. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul) : Have 
the companies absorbed it on a permanent 
basis ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
At present they have announced that they 
have absorbed it. Afterwards if they do 
something, we will have to deal with them 
when they do it. How can I answer a 
hypothetical question ? I am saying that 
laundry soap is not affected. The prices of 
other poor man's soaps are also not affected. 
So, how can we say that the common man 
is affected 7 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: What 
about maida ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Before proceeding further, I may say that 


I have decided to withdraw the excise duty 
on maida and coarse cloth. ( Interruptions ). 
I have done this because of the overwhelming 
view in my party. Out of deference to my 
party's view, I have done* it. But I would 
ask my party members not to ask for more 
concessions. 

m 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
At least the petrol supplied to taxies and 
scooters should be exempted. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
How can you do that ? When the price of 
petrol is raised, the taxiwallas should be 
given better rates and we arc going to 
support their demand for increasing the fare 
as far as we can go. I know, the common 
taxiwalla is a friend of our party and we 
must take him into account. So, I am 
quite aware of this. But, I do not want 
any further pressures for any other re¬ 
duction. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : You have 
given some concession to your party people. 
But what about the opposition people ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This demand has not come from my party 
alone. This demand has come from the 
opposition as well. 

Here I must say one thing. There is 
one important commitment which as a party 
we have made. We have accepted the 
principle of having a children’s charter, a 
charter for the children. In order to create 
the financial resources for the fulfilment of 
the children’s charter we have to impose a 
cess. Do not forget that we have passed 
this resolution in the Bombay sessiop. So, 
I had every justification for what I had done. 
I do not want to go into the arguments 
again. Some time or other, our country 
will have to come forward in accepting a 
cess whose collections will be ear-marked for 
the children. I am giving this as a fore* 
warning. There is no other alternative 
except to accept a cess, some time or other, 

if not on maida but in some other form. 

{Interruptions). Though I have withdrawn 
the excise duty on maida, the piovision for 
children is not withdrawn. It will remain as 
it is. It will only mean to that extent our 
deficit will remain uncovered.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSG: What 
about coupons for scooters and taxis ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : 
The only solution for that is that the 
regional or State transport authorities must 
allow a reasonable rise in fares for taxis and 
scooters. There is no other way. There is 
no feasible and workable administrative 
device that I can think of. 

Coming to prices, this question we have 
discussed many times, even during the 
question hour. I have explained the reasons 
for the price rise and the steps we have 
taken to deal with the same. As I said, the 
prices started rising from the middle of 1969 
onwards. The main reason was the shortage 
of industrial raw materials like cotton, 
oilseeds etc. Naturally, we had to take a 
series of fiscal and monetary policy decisions 
which helped us to reduce the prices and the 
prices have been reduced in the month of 
March, particularly food prices. 

Now the question is : what will be the 
effect of the taxes on the prices. I will 
explain that. We have taken many measures 
in this particular matter. Sir, if you will 
allow me, I can give a long list of the 
administrative steps we have taken in this 
matter. In the case of oilseeds the price 
index has come down from 233 in January 
1971 to 211.8 in March 1971. The process 
was assisted by tightening of control on the 
bank advances against vegetable oils, oilseeds 
and vanaspati towards the end of January. 
Imports of soyabean oil for the hydrogenated 
q| 1 industry have been continued at a level 
of approximately 100,000 tonnes per annum, 
supplies of rapeseed from Canada further 
helped to augment the availability of oil for 
edible purposes. The overall shortage of 
oils and fats has alsp been sought to be 
taken care of through imports of mutton 
tallow for the soap industry. 


An import policy has been framed with 
the object of ensuring that actual users do 
not suffer from lack of essential steel. 
While exports are being regulated, actual 
users have been granted an increase in their 
import quotas. Bulk imports of scarce 
varieties of steel, such as plates and sheets, 
have been arranged. The projected import 
of steel for 1970-71 was of the order of 
600,000 tonnes as against an import of 
42f,000 tonnes in 1969-70. 

A Bureau of Industrial Costs and Prices 
was set up during the year for review and 
examination of the cost structure of indus* 
tries referred to it for study, and to recom¬ 
mend prices; a number of references have 
been made during the year to the Bureau. 
Administrative control over prices has been 
continued to be exercised in respect of a 
number of commodities. The commodities 
which remained subject to statutory price 
control during the year included certain 
varieties of mill-cloth, agricultural tractors, 
motor cars and scooters, cement, synthetic 
rubber, vanaspati, certain fertilizers, kerosene, 
sugar and industrial, alcohol Sugar was decon¬ 
trolled very recently. Two additional categories 
were brought under statutory price control 
in 1970-71, namely, aluminium and 
its products, and electric wires 
and cables. While the prices of the 
latter are yet to be de'ermined, the prices 
of aluminium and its products were frozen 
at the levels prevailing on February 28, 1970 
as an interim measure pending the report of 
a special study group. During the year, 
prices of drugs and medicines too were 
brought under a system of comprehensive 
regulation and control with the coming into 
effect of the Drugs (Price Control) Order in 
Mpy 1970. The cojt structure of the units 
manufacturing drugs and medicines was 
examined by the Tariff Commission and 
norms for the fixation of fair selling prices 
were suggested. Prices of seventeen essential 
bulk drugs have been announced, and of 
other bulk drugs have been frozen pending a 
detailed study. A Drug Prices Review Board 
has been set up to assist the Government in 
the fixation of drug prices at reasonable 
levels. 

The Tariff Commission has also submitted 
its report in respect of fair prices of rayon 
tyre yarn, cord and fabric, and a reduction

in the prices thereof has been announced. 
As a consequential measure, tyre manu¬ 
facturers have been prevailed upon to reduce 
the price of truck tyres. On the basis of the 
study made by the Oil Prices Committee, the 
retail selling prices of all petroleum products 
other than furnace oil, motor spirit and 
naphtha were reduced with effect from June 
1, 1970. Informal control over prices has 
been continued to be exercised in respect of 
soap, rubber tyres and tubes, bicycles, matches 
and iron and steel; producers are not expec¬ 
ted to increase the prices of these commo¬ 
dities without the Government's prior appro¬ 
val. During the year, the necessity was 
felt of extending this kind of control to the 
paper industry, the prices of whose products 
have risen significantly since decontrol 
in 1968. 

The three main factors underlying the 
instability of prices during the year have 
been inadequate supply of essential goods, 
a certain excess supply of money and 
exercise of monopoly power, of which 
speculative hoarding is but one example. 
While, given the several imperfections of the 
system, the last factor does indeed play a 
part; it is on the central question of adequate 
supplies and prudent fiscal and monetary 
policies that efforts at maintaining a stable 
price level will hinge. Among the shortages 
that have bedevilled the economy during the 
year, the most persistent and insidious from 
the point of view of the price level for 
essential commodities are those relating 
particularly to cotton and oilseeds. Even 
in regard to foodgrains, while the general 
situation has been good, supplies have been 
short for pulses and, even for rice, the 
position is only marginally satisfactory. In 
the caseof most of these bulk commodities, 
it would be futile to hope that chronic 
internal shortages can be made good by 
imports. Even in 1970-71, the import bill 
for cotton, trice, tallow and soyabean oil 
has been considerable. There can be no 
enduring solution to the problem of prices 
as long as the country is not able to have 
adequate production of foodgrains, cotton, 
pulses and oilseeds and such other food 
articles as milk and vegetables, Among 
industrial products too, apart from iron and 
steel—where output has been hampered by 
organisational problems—there are areas 


such as paper and non-ferrous metals where 
price stability will depend upon substantial 
increases in productive capacity. 

There is similarly need for enforcement 
of due restraint on the demand side. I 
must emphasize this particular aspect. While 
credit for the hitherto neglected sectors 
must continue to • be allocated in adequate 
magnitudes, the search should be continuously 
on to enforce credit and fiscal discipline 
elsewhcre'in the economy, both in Govern¬ 
ment and outside. Once success is achieved 
on this front, the speculative elements will 
discover that their ability to distort has been 
effectively limited. This is what generally 
I have to say about prices. 

Now, my hon. friend, Dr. Austin and 
some other Members also mentioned about 
the shortfall in expenditure. They asked 
whether the Finance Ministry is mostly 
guilty aixnu this matter. I would like to 
plead not guilty. In fact, we have taken 
certain steps in this particular matter. 

The shortfall in expenditure on the 
Central Plan schemes in 1971 was about 
Rs. 179 crores as compared to a Budget 
provision of Rs. 1195 crore3. We have 
given considerable thought to this question 
and a detailed study was undertaken to 
identify reasons for the shortfall. The 
Prime Minister herself had convened a 
meeting of all the Secretaries to Government 
and urged that a continuous review should 
be taken of various steps with a view to 
ensure their speedy implementation and 
various steps, four of which I would like to 
detail here, have been taken. 

(1) The task forces have been organised 
in the administrative Ministries 
to review periodically both the 
physical and financial performance 
of Plan schemes and take steps 
to remove such bottle-necks as 
may come to light in order that 
the progress of schemes may not 
suffer. 

(2) The steps are being taken to 
modify the existing procedures for 
scrutiny and sanctioning of schemes 
with a view to expedite their 
clearance. 
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(3) The expedition in the submission 
off monthly statement of accounts 
by the accoun ing officers. 

(4) The scrutiny of expenditure state¬ 
ments in the Ministry of Finance 
and drawing the attention of 
administrative Ministries wherever 
significant shortfalls can be visuali¬ 
sed so that they would take 
remedial measures in time to avoid 
the shortfall. 

So, we have identified the problems 
and these specific steps have been taken. 

Then, naturally, some Members did make 
a mention of one thing and that is what 
new initiatives we have taken. I tried to 
re-read my Speech again. I thought I 
should point out the new initiatives we 
have taken so as to remind the Members, 
at this stage, that this Budget has certainly 
taken many new important initiatives which 
got wide social and economic implications. 
As far as I tried to search for those initia¬ 
tives, I could find 11 of them, if the hon. 
Members go through my Budget Speech 
probably, they may find more. I have put 
them as under: 

(1) To put down undervaluation of 
properties, the Government will 
take powers to acquire properties 
at prices that correspond to what is 
recorded in sale-deeds. 

(2) To discourage benami holdings of 
property, it has been decided that 
if at the time of assessment a 
person fails to declare income from 
a piece of property or the property 
itself so as to evade payment of 
income and wealth taxes, he will 
be debarred from enforcing his 
claim to such property in a court 
of law. 

(3) In view of our commitment to 
reduce the inequalities of income 
and wealth, whether in the rural 
areas or in the urban areas, I had 
stated in my Budget Speech that 
ultimately the basis of tax has to 
be the size of income or wealth 
irrespective of whether it is derived 


from agricultural or- non-agricul- 
tural sources. Several Members 
were critical of the fact that the 
new rich class in the rural areas 
has been left out of the ambit of 
taxation. There was also a legiti¬ 
mate concern about the evasion of 
taxes which is taking place as a 
result of the incomes derived from 
urban sources being shown as 
rural incomes. I agree that these 
matters would require very careful 
consideration and with this end in 
view, I had stated in my Budget 
Speech that these and other 
relates matters-would be discussed 
with the State Government. 

(4) The new provisions relating to the 
wealth tax impose a virtual ceiljng 
on holding of wealth to a much 
lower level than hither to 
and take us much nearer to our 
objective of imposing a ceiling no 
urban property. 

(5) The work of recovery of arrears of 
estate duty is being transferred from 
the State Governments to the Inco¬ 
me-tax-Department at the Centre. 

(6) The valuation Cell located in the 
Central Board of Direct Taxes 
is being further strengthened. 

(7) A committee is being appointed to 
review the self removal procedure 
scheme with a view to suggesting 
improvements which could reduce 
leakage of revenue. 

» 

(8) A comprehensive review of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act 
has been undertaken and an 
amending Bill for the purpose is 
being introduced in the Parliament 
during the current session. 

(9) To effectively countract the leakage 
of foreign exchange through 
under-invoicing and over-invoicing 
and other manipulations, a 
committee was set up and its 
recommendations which have just 
been received, are under active 
consideration of the Government. 
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(10) To discourage payment of high 
salaries and remunerations which 
are hardly in consonance with the 
norms of egalitarian society, a 
ceiling has been put on the remu¬ 
neration of company employees 
which would be deductible in the 
calculation of taxable profits. 
Together with the existing ceiling 
of Rs. 1000/- per month in the 
case of perquisites, the allowable 
overall ceiling on remuneration 
and perquisites for purposes of 
taxation will be at Rs. 6000/- 
per month. 

(11) To tighten the incidence of the 
wealh-tax, the existing provision 
in the Act excluding from aggre¬ 
gation the assets transferred by 
an individual to the spouse or 
minor children is done away with. 
A similar provision is being made 
in respect of conversion of assets 
of individuals into those of Hindu 
undivided families.

These are some of the new initiatives 
which we have taken. 

Some Members certainly made a point 
about the provision for Bangla Desh. Some 
of them think that Rs. 60 crores is small 
amount; but as I said earlier, this is a 
problem which will have to be looked at 
in its proper perspective because naturally 
we will have to see that ultimately our 
brothers from Bangla Desh who have come 
here will go back to their country in an 
honourable and dignified manner. You 
cannot make such commitments as perma¬ 
nent factors of a Budget and make provision 
for that. We want the international 
community to take its proper share in these 
responsibilities. Here or outside some 
important persons say that really speaking 
the deficit in this budget will go to some 
Rs. 1100 or Rs. 1500 crores only on this 
basis* Well, this is a very fantastic state¬ 
ment to make. But certainly the provision 
made in the budget is a symbolic provision 
that this country can afford to make in 
its Budget. But this is essentially a poli¬ 
tical question. We will have to make a 


judgement not as a purely budgetary matter, 
but as an important political matter as such. 

Now, I would like to come to the 
performance of Public Undertakings. This 
is an important matter. Several hon. 
Members referred to the performance of 
Public Enterprises and urged the neeed for 
improving their functioning and efficiency 
all round so as to generate adequate surplus 
for re-investment. 

I share the anxiety and the concern 
of the House in this important area. As 
the hon. Members will recall, I dwelt at 
great length on this problem in my Budget 
Speech. 

While I am acutely concious of the 
dificiencies ot‘ the public sector, I must 
mention that during 1969-70 the perfor¬ 
mance of the public sector has shown an 
improvement in comparison to the previous 
years. Of the 81 running concerns, 49 made 
a profit of Rs. 72.27 crores as against 
41 in 1968 69 which made a profit of 
Rs. 66.07 crores. 32 enterprises including 
Hindustan Steel Ltd. made a net loss of 
Rs. 75.76 crores in 1969-70 as against 
32 enterprises which made a loss of Rs. 94.18 
crores in 1968-69. 1 am saying that 

improvement is there. 

The overall return on the capital emp¬ 
loyed in 1969-70 after providing Rs. 175 
crores for depreciation was 4.2 per cent 
on capital employed as against a return 
of 2.7 per cent in 1968-69. In 1969-70, 
24 enterprises declared dividends ranging 
from 3 per cent to 21 per cent. 

To take a particular category of public 
enterprises and say that the whole thing 
is wrong is something very wrong, as 
one of the Members of this side explained 
yesterday, the public enterprises have got 
a very historical task to perform. They have 
undertaken initiative in establishing pro¬ 
duction in very important sectors. There 
again, we have identified the problems. 
( Interruption .) One of the problems is Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : With 
over-capitalisation you will never make 
a profit. 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
1 may tell you that in my speech I have 
said that we have identified the problem. 
One problem is the problem of inventories. 
This is one of,the problems. We have 
to go into these matters. We have got 
problem of proper planning for the main¬ 
tenance of the units. Then there is the 
problem of managerial and operational 
efficiency. That is the second problem. 
The third problem is the problem* of the 
personel management and there comes the 
problem of industrial relationship. The 
loss incurred by the Hindustan Steels is 
really speaking a result of the politics of 
a party which claims to have more interest 
in the public sector... 

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI (Calcutta 
South) : One political party has become 
responsible for damaging all the industries 
in West Bengal, i.e. C. P. I (M). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Let not 
Shri Y. B. Chavan tiy to take advantage 
of his position and attack my party. 1 
may tell him that the public sector is suffer¬ 
ing from over-capitalisation. 

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : One 
single political party has been responsible 
for the collapse of all the industrial possi- 
bilites of West Bengal. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Before evaluating the performance of public 
sector enterprises in financial terms... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
about Bhopal Heavy Electricals ? We 
do not have any union there. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Infectious things happen. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I wish 
he has the good fortune to get the infection. 

SHRI P1LOO MODY : But the disease 
is on his side. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I must also mention the contribution by 


public sector enterprises in the matter of 
export earnings. We have achieved signi¬ 
ficant results in this direction. In 1965-66 
exports by manuMturing enterprises in 
the public sectorwere to the tune of 
Rs. 4.60 crores. I would like hon. Members 
to listen to me carefully because the figures 
are eloquent. In 1965-66 it was only 
Rs. 4,60 crores, but in 1969-70 these 
exports have reached a level of Rs. 84.64 
crores. This is something significant. This 
is about manufacturing concerns. Similarly, 
the earnings of foreign exchange, by avi¬ 
ation, shipping and ship-repairing concerns 
etc. have also recorded a marked increase 
from Rs. 30.20 crores in 1965-66 to Rs. 85.24 
crores in 1969-70. Therefore, to say that 
efforts are not being made and that progress 
is not being made is trying to be unfair 
to ourselves. 

I had mentioned in my budget speech 
the directions in which wc had to take 
steps. I have just indicated them, and we 
shall pursue those matters very carefully. 

I can assure the House that it is certainly 
our responsibility, and we are not unaware 
of our responsibility in this matter. I have 
said in my budget speech that financial 
surplus from the public sector is going to be 
one of the very important factors in our 
economic strategy in this country. And 
certainly, we are determined to see that 
that day arrive very soon. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What about 
foreign travel ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Shri 
Y. B. Chavan has been made to say things 
which he would not have wanted to say by 
himself. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
think I have tried to meet the major points 
of criticism that were made. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : what 
about demonetisation ? What about the 
Wanchoo Committee’s report ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
am not answering that question, because 
that proposal is not under our considera¬ 
tion now. So, what is the use of answering 
it ? 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : I 
have mentioned about the nutrition pro- 
gramme of children. There was some 
criticism that there was some shortfall in 
the nutrition programme. Unfortunately, 
the administrative arrangements that we 
had to make were rather delayed and the 
work was started only late in July last, and, 
therefore, there were certain difficulties and 
certain loopholes as one hon. Member had 
mentioned. But we cannot be discouraged 
by these things. We have to take speedy 
measures. This year, I think that we shall 
have to increase the age group. Last year 
we had accepted the age group from 0 to 3. 
But this year, we shall have to accept the 
age group from 0 to 6, and we shall have 
to take more administrative steps to see 
that the provision that we have made this 
year is completely utilised. 

Coming to the political criticisms, I 
have to deal with them. But I would say 
just two or three words about it. There has 
been a criticism that this budget is a 
capitalist budget. I would say that it 
was merely an ideological and parrot-like 
repetition of the old thing. Some hon. 
Members illustrated it also. They said 
that it was a capitalist budget because there 
was an increase in the defence budget 
of this country, because there was provision 
for police in this country and so on. Now, 
do those parties want our security to be 
safe or not ? 

AN HON. MEMBER : They do not 
want it. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
So, that is the meaning of the phrase 
'capitalist budget*. They do not want any 
arrangements for the C.R.P. and for that 
matter C.R.P. itself. We know very well 
what was happening in West Bengal. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
, East) : They were using the C.R.P. for 
suppressing the political liberties of the 
people. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
West Bengal has been the home of patriots 


at whose feet all of us should sit and learn. 
What happened to a man like Hemabt 
Kumar Basu ? He was killed in broad day¬ 
light in the streets of Calcutta, and not a 
single man was coming. forward to give 
evidence in that case. Have we come to 
that pass ? If we provide for police to 
combat these ‘activities, they call this a 
capitalist budget ! Why do they call it a 
capitalist budget ? Their main difficulty is 
this. 6ur main attack in this budget is on 
poverty. What is poverty ? It was Prof. 
Dandeker who has mentioned in his book— I 
may tell Shri Unni Krishnan who referred 
to this that I have also read that book 
and I agree with his assessment—that, really 
speaking, the problem of poverty in this 
country is a problem of slow development, 
and unequal distribution of income and 
wealth. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : All these 
23 years of Congress rule. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
We are trying to attack the problem and 
taking away the basis of revolutionary 
politics in that effort. That is the main 
reason why they attack this budget. 

I also claim to be a student of Marxism. 

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : That party 
should be taxed. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I have read Marx. But unfortunately I have 
tried to under-stand Marx intelligently, not 
blindly. In the context of the change that has 
taken place, in the situation in the world today, 
though the basic analysis in certain matters 
still remains true and valid the way they 
are trying to apply it to Indian conditions 
marely shows that they have forgotten their 
roots in India. They are misled by certain 
ideologies which, really speaking, seem to 
be un-Indian in nature. I do not want to 
say anything more about it, 

Coming now to the political criticism of 
my hon. friend, the leader of the Congress 
(O) Shri Shyamnandan Mishra, the first 
sentence of his budget speech was that this 
budget ‘is a gift to the Opposition parties'. 
If it is a gift to the Opposition parties, I 
have made it ; and I have made that gift 
free of tax. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA : 
You have done it at the cost or the Prime 
Minister all right. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
By saying this, tfiey think they can certainly 
start and have certain political projections 
and then they can go back and win back 
the people. We know how poor their judg¬ 
ment has been, as far as the people are 
concerned. I have got great regard and 
respect formyhon. friend, but J must say 
I have a very poor respect for his political 
judgment. 

He says there are three important B’s— 
he thinks in terms of bees—in the budget ; 
Bangla Desh, Budget and some bank... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Bank cheating. Why are you not coming 
out with the facts ? From which account 
was the money drawn ? Why are you not 
coming out with it ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is not part of the budget ; we can 
discuss it later, if he wants to. 

He says we have got three Bs. May I 
tell Shri Mishra : *We arc quite aware you 
carry bees in your bonnet’. That we know 
very well. Fortunately now it appears to 
be more than one bee. This time there 
are three bees. What can I say more on 
this type of criticism ? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
You at least carry three if I carry one. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
You mentioned the bees. You were proud 
of those bees. That was why I mentioned 
about it; otherwise, I would not have 
talked about it. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): The people have ignored him. 
Why talk about it ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The main point I am making is this. Now 
the nation has made certain commitments. 
Let us not try to judge this budget from a 
merely narrow party political angle. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a 
petty accountant’s budget. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is a petty man’s reaction. 

My main point is that this is a com¬ 
mitment which this nation has made. We 
have set ourselves on the march towards 
achievement of socialism in this country. 
This commitment has to be fulfilled and 
I am glad that by this one Budget I can 
humbly claim that on that long, hard and 
tortuous journey we have taken one very 
definite and positive step forward. Sir, I 
have done.

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MR, SPEAKER The cut motions 
are before the House. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: Sir, the 
Central Government has again brought 
before this House the Manipur Budget. 
In the last session when the supplementary 
Budget for Manipur was presented, I had 
pointed out the unfortunate fact that a 
democratically elected State Assembly in 
Manipur has not been constituted so that 
the Budget could be discussed in a meaning* 
ful manner. This unfortunate situation has 
arisen because of the high-handed and 
arbitrary decision of the Congress Govern¬ 
ment at the Centre in not allowing the 
democratic rights for the people of Manipur. 
Last year the Prime Minister had made 
an announcement that her government, 
was agreed in principle to give full state¬ 
hood to Manipur. But, true to the tradi¬ 
tions of the ruling congress, she has again 
betrayed the people of Manipur and 
Tripura. It is dow more than one year 
since that announcement was made. Why 
no Bill has been introduced ? I do not 
know whether that Bill would be introduced 
at all. 

Why is Manipur not given full state¬ 
hood ? Why is the State Assembly not 
reconstituted ? Sir, it is very clear that 
they are afraid of facing the people of 
Manipur, who have seen the hollowness of 
the tall talks of congress socialism. 

The records of congress rule and its 
disastrous effects are there for every one 
to see. After 24 years of congress rule in 
India and outright neglect of the people 
of Manipur and other hilly areas, the people 
have be«m realising that until the congress 
misrule is ended for ever, they have no hope 
of survival.

ISHRI K. N. Tiwary in the Chair ] 

After 24 years of independence, Manipur 
remains one of the most backward areas 
in India, along with Tripura, Nagaland e c. 
The Union Territory of Manipur com¬ 
prises an area of 22,352 sq. Km. Of this, 


over 87 per cent of the area are entirely hilly 
tracts and only about 13 per cent of the 
area is covered by the valley. Anyone 
who has visited Manipur knows that in 
most of the hilly areas there is not even a 
road good enough for walking, not to speak 
of motorabla roads. Industry, agriculture, 
irrigation and power, communication and 
roads, education and public health etc. 
havd not been the primary concern of the 
Congress Government so far as Manipur is 
concerned. 

Sir, this can be seen from the allocation 
now made in Manipur budget. You will find 
that the biggest amount has been allotted 
for police administration and jails. The 
whole administration seems to be nothing 
but an agency to oppress the people. No 
wonder if they have been keen to use the 
Preventive Detention Act borrowed from 
Orissa. 

You will find in the police budget that 
last time we had voted Rs. 1,12,20,000 and 
now we are asked to vote again Rs. 
2,24,41,000. For jails, we had already voted 
last time, during the supplementary budget, 
a sum of Rs. 1,86,000, and now we are 
asked to vote about Rs. 3,71,000. 

Now, coming to the fourth five year 
Plan allocation, they have allocated for 
Manipur only Rs. 30*25 crores. This amount, 
if spent on the priority sectors of industry 
and agriculture, cannot fully nullify the 
backwardness of the backward areas, a 
backwardness resulting from long years of 
neglect by the Centre. This can be seen 
from the figures for the four Plans for 
Manipur. In the first Plan, the outlay was 
Rs. 1*55 crores ; expenditure, Rs. 1'03 
crores. The second Plan outlay was Rs. 6.25 
crores ; expenditure, Rs. 5*97 crores. The 
third Plan outlay was Rs. 12 88 crores; 
expenditure, Rs. 12*81 crores. In the annual 
plan for 1969-70, the outlay was Rs. 472 
crores ; expenditure, Rs. 472 crores. In the 
annual plan for 1970-71, the outlay was 
Rs. 519 crores ; no expenditure is there 
yet. The total is Rs. 30*25 crons. 

These figures show the magnitude of the 
problems of that backward area. Even if 
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this money is spent honestly, you cannot 
meet the situation there and you cannot 
solve even a fraction of the multitude of 
problems of that particular area. 


Coming to industrial development, I 
should say that the then Minister of Indus¬ 
trial Development, Shri Fakhruddin Ali 
Ahmed, had said on 22nd April, 1969 in the 
Lok Sabha, in reply to the starred question 
No. 7249, that the Government of Marfipur 
had suggested the establishment of the 
following industries in that territory during 
the fourth Plan. The industries suggested 
were ; (1) cement factory, capacity 100 
tonnes per day ; (2) pulp-cement Board, 
capacity 50 tonnes per day ; (3) integrated 
slarch-cum-glucosc-cum-cornflake unit ; (4) 
manufacture of watches, precision and 
scientific instruments ; (5) paper mill, 
capacity 10 tonnes per day and advance 
action for the establishment of a capacity of 
100 tonnes per day ; (6) rosin and turpentine 
unit ; (7) cotton ginning and extension 
serivee and advance action for spinning mill. 
The Union Minister, Shri Fakhruddin Ali 
Ahmed, had also stated that “decisions on 
these proposals would naturally depend on 
the availability of resources and fund 
allocations. A clearer position in this regard 
would only emerge when the fourth Plan is 
finalised shortly.” 

Now, the fourth plan has been finalised. 
From these figures you will see that the 
people of Manipur have been betrayed by the 
Central Government and no industry worth 
the name is being set up in Manipur, and 
instead, the Central Government is trying to 
oppress the people who ask for bread with 
lathis, bullets, jails and the Preventive 
Detention Act. 


As regards electricity, Manipur has 
excellent potential for generating hydro¬ 
electric power. Unfortunately, the abundant 
resources of the State remain unutilised. 
You will be surprised to know that one 
unit of electricity in Manipur costs Rs. 1.2S. 
This is simply because of the inability of 
the Congress Government to utilise the vast 
untapped hydro-electric power. Only paltry 
sums have been spent on electricity in 
Manipur’s plan. 


Sum spent on electrification of 
Tamengtong Area in 1970-71 was Rs. 3.3 
lakhs. Plan outlay for continuing schemes 
in 1970-71 : 

(1) Levmakrong (Stag II) Rs. 4 lakhs 

(2) Electrification of Joribam area Rs. 
0.20 lakhs 

(3) Electrification of Mao-Tadub area 
Rs.0.50 lakhs. Very meagre amounts 
have been spent on electrification. It 
is not a plan at all. 

As regards communication, it is very 
miserable. This Government should lay 
more stress on development of roads. 
Manipur people have been demanding road 
construction and improvement of roads 
leading to the sub-divisional headquarters of 
the hill areas like Imphal-Tamenglong Road, 
Pallel to Chandel Road, Imphal-Ukrul Road, 
Tiddim Road and Sansak-Chassad Road. 
Roads on the border areas also need improve¬ 
ment. The Finance Minister is talking 
about insecurity and other things. If you 
want to strengthen security, at least in the 
border areas, the position of roads must 
be improved. 

Top priority should be given to agricul¬ 
ture. In the hill areas where agricultural 
production is low, terrace cultivation should 
be introduced in a bigger way. To conserve 
soil in the hill areas, adequate facilities must 
be given to farmers for preparation of terraces 
and count our bunds. A lot of propaganda 
was made of the special potato development 
programme for Manipur. But I do not 
know what has happened to it. I do not 
know whether the Finance Minister himself 
knows about it. 

I understand a scheme was formulated 
for the development of progeny orchard 
cum-nurseries and cashew plantation. India 
is short of raw cashew to the extent of 
about 70 per cent. Many factories in 
Kerala are closed down for want of adequate 
raw nuts and because of the control of the 
industry and trade by monopoly elements 
and speculators. Therefore, it will be a good 
step forward if the Government started 
cashew production in Manipur and thus 
help, at least marginally, to reduce the 
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[Shri Dasaratba Deb contd] 

present hold of private interests to some 
extent. 

Manipur is a fine place for starting 
poultry farms, piggery and animal hu&andry 
industries. While finalising the plan, the 
Central Government have never taken into 
account the great potentialities of Manipur 
in this respect. In 1970-71 it was proposed 
to create two veterinary hospitals at the 
district headquarters of Manipur West and 
Manipur North districts, but nobody knows 
what has happened to that. I hope the 
Minister while replying, will inform the 
House about it. 

If you look into the fourth Plan docu¬ 
ment, you will notice a very interesting 
fact. Under the head "Major and Medium 
Irrigation Programme, the fol'owing entries 
are made : Continuing schemcs-Nil. New 
schemes—Nil. Investigation research and 
miscellaneous items—Rs.0.10 crores only. 
From this data I should come to this 
conclusion that the emphasis of the Manipur 
plan is not on development but on police 
administration and jail. 

Then, coming to the tribal problem, I 
will deal with it very shortly. Even though 
the tribal problem is national problem, the 
Congress Government never gives serious 
thought to this. It is an admitted fact that 
the trib&ls in India, whether they are in 
Manipur, Tripura or any other place, they 
are very ranch neglected. They were 
neglected during the British period and they 
are being neglected during the Congress 
Raj also. Their aspirations for looking 
after themselves have always been met with 
repressive measures. The other day I 
was reading some memorandum submitted 
by a section of the tribals in Manipur. It 
was complained that Chongthu tribe of 
Manipur has not been recognised as a sche¬ 
duled tribe. I do not know what is the 
difficulty on the part of the government in 
recognising this tribe as a scheduled tribe. 
Because they arc not included in the list 
of Scheduled Tribes, so they are deprived 
of the facilities which other tribes are now 
enjoying as Scheduled Tribes. 

Then the tribals of Manipur want to 
have regional autonomy within the state 


of Manipur. They do not want. to secede 
from Manipur. They want to have a 
proper share in looking after themselves 
within the State of Manipur. The geogra¬ 
phical position of the tribal belts in that 
territory are also favourable for creating a 
scheduled area there. Further, the AdmiruV 
trairve Reforms Committee headed by Shri 
K Hanumanthaiya made a recommendation 
that some sort of scheduled area should 
be constituted and some regional committee 
should be there for Manipur so that they 
can do their development work. I do not 
know why government have not accepted this 
recommendation and examined the possibility 
of creating such a regional committee in 
Manipur. 

Secondly, autonomy for tribal people 
is very very essential if they are to be 
protected from an age-old exploitation 
perpetuated by the richer and influential 
section of the people belonging to the major 
and advanced communities. I know the 
difficulty of the government in providing 
the democratic right to the peop!e. The 
vested interests will not readily give up 
their lust for exploitation. They want 
to keep the backward tribal people under 
their feet. Because, they want to build up 
their fortune at the cost of the tribals and 
this government represent those exploiters. 

Whenever a demand is made by a major 
section of the people to have a State on 
the basis of language, then the government 
consider it as a democratic demand. But 
when the poor tribal people demand auto¬ 
nomy, then it is the fashion of the govern¬ 
ment, it is the fashion of the vested 
interests to malign them as separatists. 
When the rich people demand a separate 
State it is democratic, but when the poor 
people demand autonomy it is separatism. 
But the tribal people do not want 
to be separated from India. They 
want to be in India and they want 
a rightful place in India. Since it is a 
legitimate demand our government shou'd 
give proper thought to this problem and 
find out whether it is possible and feasible 
in cases where there is a contiguous tribal 
belt with a sizable population to have the 
minimum autonomy to look after the deve¬ 
lopment work excluding the law and order 
problem. With this, I again say . that the 
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Government in this session itself should 
bring forward the Bill to give fpll statehood 
to Manijpur and Tripura. They should also 
incorporate in that Bill itself as to what 
would be the administrative position of the 
Tribai area. I .suggest that provision for 
a regional committee must be there. 

SHRI PAOKAI HAOKIP (Outer 

Manipur) Mr. Chairman, I am 

glad that I am given time to say 

something on the ManipurBudget. 

Just now ended the discussion on the 
national Budget and it is being followed 
by the Manipur Budget. An hon. friend 
from that side has spoken on the 

problems of Manipur and how the problems 
of Manipur have been growing, referring 

to the grievance of the Tribal people and 
the problems of Manipur as a whole. Some 
of the points and problems which he 

talked of are true The Central Govern¬ 

ment has not been very much forward 
in paying good attention that the Govern¬ 
ment should these days. 

I must also point out here that problems 
arc there but it is most unfortunate that 
the demand for conferment of full-fledged 
statehood on Manipur has not so far 
materialised. As the House knows, this 
demand has been there for the last two 
decades. The people there have been feel¬ 
ing that whatever demand they have been 
putting forward all these years for the 
consideration of the Government, the nation 
and the people, has not been met adequately 
or in time. 

It is very unfortunate or very sad 
to say that this Budget discussion has got 
to be made in this House once again because 
of the fact that there has been no Assembly 
and popular government. It is good in 
one sense that such problems have come 
to be brought forward to this House 
so that this august House may have the 
chance to have a view of the problems of 
Manipur and try to see the problems in such 
a way that the problems are solved. It is 
very unfortunate, as I said, that instead of 
bringing forward a Bill and legislate on it, 
and allow to have a ministry there so that 
the people themselves there be allowed to have 
the fullest opportunity to conduct their 
business in their own way, that way not to 


trouble the House or the Government and 
also that way to save the precious time of the 
House to discuss other national problems, 
this Budget is being discussed here. Anyway, 
I am thankful to the hon. Minister for bring- 
ing this Budget before the House and allow¬ 
ing the opportunity to the House to discuss 
it. 

Coming to the problems of hill area, 
when I talk of the hills in particular, it is 
not that I am not talking of the problems 
as a whole. But since I come from the hill 
area, it is natural that I must have a clear 
idea about the problems of the tribal people. 
As the House knows, Manipur is in an area 
of about 9000 sq. miles out of which only 
700 sq. miles is plain area. The rest of it 
is the billy area. What are its problems 
can be imagined very easily. 

This area though thinly populated is a 
vast area and so many things can be done 
here. Most of the necessities of life have 
so far not been offered to the tribal people 
there in respect of schools, drinking water, 
postal facilities, roads and communications. 
The most important ones are, roads, 
communications and education also. In 
regard to education, it has not been so far 
adequately looked into. The facilities that 
have been provided so far are very negligible. 
I may tell you that the people are very 
enthusiastic to open schools and institutions 
voluntarily. This enthusiasm of opening 
schools and institutions in order to develop 
the foundation of our national democracy or 
democratic set up has been very much 
suppressed. The suppression may be due to 
lack of finance. If it is so, why is the 
Government not looking into it and provide 
an adequate amount of money so that the 
people can go ahead with their enthusiasm ? 
This has not been done so far. Any 
number of schools there is not adequate 
today. This is one problem there. I do 
not want to elaborate further on that. 

As regards drinking water, as the House 
know, this is a hilly area, a mountainous 
area and in a hilly area, we know, the 
drinking water is a problem. So, water has 
to be provided there through some method. 
The only method to get water there is 
through water pipes, that is, the pipe system. 
This pipe system has not been adequately 
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provided for, not- to speak of inadequacy, 
but it has not been introduced so far in 
that hilly area, So, the, people face a lot 
of difficulties, there, 

* 

As far as roads and communications are 
concerned, the total length of communi¬ 
cations and roads in Manipur is very very 
negligible. We all know the importance of 
roads and communications in the border 
areas. Manipur, as we know, is a border 
area. From the point of view of defence 
of the country, it is very important that 
these roads and communications are 
strengthened and improved. I am speaking 
of Manipur only. I am confining to my 
State only. If our roads are not developed 
and properly strengthened in the border 
area, how can we ensure the safety of the 
country ? So, from this point of view, 
we have to develop and strengthen these 
roads and communications in this border 
area. Government should see that progress 
in this vital area in regard to this particular 
problem is made. 

Then, I wish to say this. This is about 
the progress of Manipur for the last 23 years. 
Manipur was only one district previously. 
Recently, it has been divided into live 
districts. The proposal now made of 
forming them into a number of districts is 
not sound. I will tell now how it is not 
sound. The basis on which it is formed 
is not desirable. We are told that this is being 
done for the convenience of administration. 
But, convenience of administration has not 
been realised at all by this step. Some of 
the tribal aieas have been still included in 
the central valley which are so far away. 
Therefore, they are facing various difficulties 
and there arc problems in the field of 
administration. This is how these districts 
have been formed in Manipur. 

In order to remove the difficulties due to 
the existence of the 5 districts as at present, 
at least 2 more districts should be added, 
namely, Sadar Hills, from which I am 
coming, and Tengnoupal. This is very 
necessary in terms of population, in terms of 
area and devclopement of roads. If these 
two could be considered for inclusion I think 
we will solve many difficulties. I do not 
think that there should be any difficulty in 


doing this, if Government sincerely want’to 
remove the difficulties of the people of Mani¬ 
pur as a whole. 

Another change which ha£ been brought 
about in Manipur is this. Formerly, it was 
administered by a Chief Commissioner, but 
now it is under the f harge of a Lt. Governor. 
In spite of all these changes, we feel that 
our aspirations have not been fulfilled. 
For, after * all. all these are nothing but 
administrative changes. These administrative 
measures will never satisfy the aspirations 
and wants of the people of Manipur, until 
and unless the demand of the people there, 
which is a just demand, for the grant of 
Statehood to Manipur is met. 

My hon. friend Shri Dasaratha Deb 
referred to the Chongthu tribe and pointed 
out that this tribe had not been included in 
the list of recognised Scheduled Tribes. It is 
not that I am trying to refute his point or 
anything of that kind. But there are 29 
major tribes in Manipur. Again, I feel like 
saying that the policy of recognising these 
different tribes, and especially so many 
tribes, has not been a very desirable one. 
For, instead of uniting all the tribes, we 
are simply dividing them by this policy, and 
unnecessary problems arise thereby, and 
again these have to be brought to the 
notice of Government and Government are 
not able to cope with those problems. So far 
as the Chongthu tribe is concerned, it is a 
fact that it has not been recognised. But 
my point is this. What is the purpose of 
recognising these small tribes ? I 
would suggest that the old tribes should be 
recognised under one nomenclature. That 
is what I have been demanding both in this 
House as well as outside. They should all 
be recognised under the name Huki tribe, 
which is the old name and the old nomen¬ 
clature under which the old tribal people 
have been living. 

In conclusion, 1 would submit that 
Government should bring forward a Bill on 
Manipur and thereby try to remove the 
existing regional imbalances, political 
imbalances, social imbalances and economic 
imbalances, so that our committed pledge 
to bring about socialism in our country is 
achieved ait an early date. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
After the announcement in this House that 
Government accept statehood for Manipur 
and Tripura in principle. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He should confine 
himself to Manipur only. i 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I was 
referring to the announcement. About 
Manipur, we expected that some decision 
might be taken by Government. I remember 
a delegation of the CPI headed by the 
leaders of Manipur came to Delhi and 
submitted a memorandum to the Prime 
Minister. Some of us also met her. She 
also assured us that she never wanted to 
deny stalehood to the people of Manipur. 
But it is a sad commentary on parliamentary 
democracy that today, instead of granting 
statehood to the people of Manipur, there 
is no democratic election to the Assembly 
there. Whenever there was a struggle by the 
poor people of Manipur for their democratic 
rights, they were ruthlessly and mercilessly 
beaten and put behind the bars. I know the 
people of Manipur want statehood. They 
will fight for it and until it is granted they 
will not stop their struggle. It may be a 
calm before the storm, but I am sure every 
man in Manipur is preparing himself for 
giving another fight and compel the Central 
Government, which wants to treat and has 
treated Manipur so shabbily till today, to 
granting them their right. They want to 
teach the Central Government a lesson and 
«.ompel them to concede their demand. 


Another Union Territory, Himachal 
Pradesh, was granted statehood and others 
have been granted the same. But what has 
Manipur done ? 

In this House, all sections have unani¬ 
mously supported the demand. But what is 
the condition today ? My hon. friend, Shri 
Dasaratha Deb, has narrated the story of 
the sad plight of Manipur people under 
Central rule. What is the condition of the 
roads ? Are there any hydel schemes ? 
What about power ? What about small 
industries ? Nothing has heen done. When 
a delegation of MPs went there, they were 
inspired by what they saw. The hospitality 
shown to them by the people there, the 
lakes there, their handicrafts, their culture 
and last but not least the absolute integrity 
of the ordinary people all won their admira¬ 
tion. But when it came to brasstacks, it was 
denied to them. They are suffering a lot. 
Manipur has a glorious tradition, a glorious 
past, a glorious culture. Manipuri dance 
has a wonderful charm of its own which is 
inimitable and widely appreciated even in 
other countries. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He can continue 
tomorrow.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Paradeep Port Trust Board 

*421. SHRI D. K. PANDA: Will the 
Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT 
be pleased to state : 

(a) when the present Paradeep Port 
Trust Board in Orissa was constituted; 

(b) whether steps have been taken to con¬ 
stitute the Board according to the provisions 
of the Major Port Trusts Act; and 

(c) if not, the reasons there for? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTA¬ 
RY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 

(a) The present Board for the Port of Paradeep 
was constituted on the 1st November, 1967. 

(b) The Board has been constituted 
according to the provisions of Section 4 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

(c) Does not arise. 

Shri D.K. Panda: What are the reasons 
for not reconstituting the board under section 
3(4). 

Shri Raj Bahadur : The port was com¬ 
missioned as late as 1966-67. To begin with 
there is a wise provision in the Major Port 
Trusts Act that they shall have first trust board 
and then we can have regular trust boards. It 
s a provisional one according to section 4.

SHRI D. K. PANDA : In view of the 
fact that the cargo berth is not completed and 
the construction work could not be given to 
the Orissa Construction Corporation which 
is a public sector undertaking and though the 
Maximum capacity is fixed at 18,000 tonnes 
the actual handling of iron ore is restricted 
to 11,000 tonnes and when the interest repay¬ 
ment now exceeds the income from port, it 
shows that there is slow progress. When the 
first board was constituted at the beginning 
under section 4(1) there was defective manage¬ 
ment. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not going to-allcw 
this; he should put a question. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : In view of all 
this, I want to know why the provisions of the 
Act are not being followed; it is mandatory 
under section 3(1) ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : It is wrong 
to say that mandatory provisions cf the Port 
Trusts Act are not being followed. The pro¬ 
vision is that the first board of trustees should 
be appointed. The board has come into be¬ 
ing. I may point out to the hon. Member 
that even the major ports commission which 
went into the question of the composions of 
the board has provided that smaller ports like 
Paradeep should not have more than 13 
members and even the first board of trustees 
has got as many as 12 members with one 
labour representative. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Is it not a fact that 
a long a time back the port trust has sent its 
recommendations to the Government to expedite 
the construction of the general cargo berth and 
to expedite the construction of the railway 
marshalling yard there but nothing has been 
done inspite of reminders. Yesterday listen¬ 
ing to Mr. Chavan’s reply to the budget debate, 
my heart sank to my stomach when he mentin- 
ed about development of infrastructure of all 
ports, except Paradip. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : The cargo 
berth is expected to the completed by 1973, 
according to my information. 
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SHRI JAGANATH RAO : The Chair- 
man of the Paradip Port Trust has been 
changed. Why not the other members of the 
trust also be changed, now that four years 
have elapsed? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : Some members 
have been changed. 1 have got the details 
of the changes that have been made. For 
example, Shri Bhagwan Kotak was nominated 
vice Shri K. B. Sircar. There are changes 
in the list of certain officers also. The Board 
consists of a large number of officials of the 
various departments and, naturally, this is the 
first Board, and it does require some time to 
be formed. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Will the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us the amount of 
money that has been advanced by the Orissa 
State Government for the construction of this 
port which is a Central affair, and whteher 
the Central Government is considering to 
repay that, and if so, how soon, and why — 

MR. SPEAKER : It is about the con¬ 
stitution of the Board; not ragarding payment 
of money. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a 
Trust, and the money has to be repaid. 

MR SPEAKER : You are widening the 
scope of the question. Next question. 

Target of Shipping Tonnage Proposed by the 
Shipping Corporation of India. 

*424. SHRI N.K. SANGHI : Will the 
Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT 
be pleased to state ; 

(a) the target of shipping tonnage pro¬ 
posed by the Shipping Corporation of India 
Ltd. at the end of March, (971 and how much 
of it has been achieved; 

(b) the reasons for the shortfall, if any; 
and 

(c) whether there is any proposal to 
obtain ships on long time charter and if so, 
the tonnage thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR): (a) the 


target was 8,70,006 GRT and actual achieve¬ 
ment was 8,63,358. GRT. 

(b) The shortfall was due to delay in the 
delivery of a cargo versel M.V. ‘Vishva Darshan’ 
being built by the Hindustan Shipyard Limi¬ 
ted. The ship is now expected to be delivered 
shortly. 

(c) There is no proposal at present to 
obtain ships on long time charter. 

SHRI N.K. SANGHI : From what the 
hon. Minister has said, it looks there is very 
little shortfall in shipping. But according to 
the fourth Plan target, it is four million GRT. 
We are lifting only 21 percent of our cargo in 
our bottoms. So, may I know what is being 
done to reach 50 percent target in respect of 
carrying our import and export in our own 
ships? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : I must say 
we are doing vary well, so far as tonnage is 
concerned to build up our own shipping and 
think the question that my hon. friend has put 
does not arise out of this question because 
this relates exclusively to the Shipping 
Corporation of india. But for his benefit, 

1 may tell him that today we are having 
as much as 2.4 million GRT in operation and 
abuot 800,000 GRT on order, and we hope 
to achieve the target of four million tonnes, the 
total tonnage on order and that in operation, 
put together, by the end of the fourth Plan.perio 
Of course, we are lifting only 21 persent of our 
total trade, but it should also berealised that 
our trade is also increasing very fast, 
and today 21 per cent constitutes a much larger 
tonnage of trade lifted. It is a much larger 
faction as compared to what our ships carried 
some 10 to 15 years back We have however 
to build up a level of shipping tonnage with 
which we can carry 50 per cent, town 
trade but that will take time. 

SHRI N.K. SANGHI : Since we have 
in order 10 ships from the German Democratic 
Republic, Six out of which are container- 
oriented, may I know whether suitable action 
has been taken to develop the container service 
in the railway so that while we get the ships 
from the German Democratic Republic, we 
are able to carry the load properly and get 
the ships properly taken care of ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : So far as 
the container service inconcerned, it is a very 
laudable objective in mechanisation tonnage 
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with which. But the fact remains that 
we have got to tune up out port arragements 
for that; we have also to tune up the railway 
arrangements .and we have also to synchr¬ 
onise also many arrangements. Therefor, it 
will be too early for me to state how soon 
we are going to take to containerisation and 
to acquire container ships. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : In the Cochin 
port, which is a major port, many of the shipp-f 
ing liners are refusing to go there because o 
the explosive berth recently instituted there. 
In view of the fact that many of the major 
liners are not coming to Cochin due tor 
the explosive berth will Gc\eu n< i t uifita 
shifting the explosive berth to some other 
minor port ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : I do not know 
how this supplementary arises out of this 
question, but 1 will certainly bear in mind what 
he has slated. 


Demand for Upgradation of Cochin City 

*425. SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have received 
any memorandum requesting the upgrada¬ 
tion of Cochin city in view of the recent Census; 

Cb) if so, the main demands contained 
in the memorandum; and 

(c) whether Government propose to up¬ 
grade Cochin city, and if so, when ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN MINI¬ 
STRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K.R. GANESH) 
(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The demand in the memorandum is 
that the question of upgradation of Cochin 
for the grant of house rent and city compen¬ 
satory allowances to the Central Government 
employees posted there should be taken up 
urgently on the basis of the provisional census 
figures. 

(c) Any further classification/reclassifi¬ 
cation of cities and towns including Cochin 
will have to await the final report of 1971 
Census. 


SHRI A. K.GOPALAN: What are the 
conditions for upgrading ? Have those con¬ 
ditions not been satisfied by Cochin city ? 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : The criteriaon 
laid down by the Pay Commission for house 
rent and compensatory allowance is population. 
According to the 1961 census, the population 
of Cochin was 3,40,810. That is why it is a 
C class city. 

SHRI A. K. GOPAIAN : Last time when 
the same question was put, it was said that 
the question of upgrading is related to census 
figures. I do not know why it is now said 
that the Pay Commission's repot t should be 
awaited. Is it not done on the basis of po¬ 
pulation? 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : 1 have not been 
understood. I said, the Pay Commission has 
laid down population as the criteriaon. Cochin 
was declared C class on the basis of 1961 
census figures. The provisional figures for 
1971 are available, but the Government has 
decided to await the final figures which will 
be coming in a few months’ time. 

SHRI A.K. GOPALAN : The census 
figures are out now. Why can’t the Govern¬ 
ment decide now? 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : Unless the final 
figures are available, it will mean upgradation 
of many other cities.

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SHRI K.R. GANESH : On the basis of 
an agreement with the employees’ association, 
there was a mid-term survey of 40 cities, the 
basis was that cities which in the 1961 census 
had 10 per cent less population to qualify for 
the next higher class were-selected. On the 
-basis of that selection, they were upgraded. 
Cochin and Gwalior did not come in that.

SHRI K.R. GANESH: As I said, the 
question of upgradation of cities will be taken 
up only when the final figures are available. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : In 
view of the fact that there was an artificial 
separation of Cochin and Ernakulam, in view 
of the fact that the cost of living in Ernakulam 
and Cochin are very high and that Greater 
Cochin now contemplates to bring in a much 
larger area making it really consonant with 
cost of living there, will Government ccnric'er 
upgrading the Cochin city as a special case? 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : As I mentioned, 
it is a question of waiting fer a few months 
before the final figures are available. 

Youth Hostels in Towns 

♦426. SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : Will 
the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to open 
free Youth Hostels in the Presidency or big 
towns in the next year'; and 

(b) if so, broad outlines of the scheme in 
this regard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION : (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI) : 
(a) and (b). It is proposed to set up new 
Youth Hostels at Jaipur, Madras, ■ Hampi, 
Trivandrum, Bhopal, Patnitop and Darjeeling 
during the current Plan with a view to promot¬ 
ing youth travel by providing inexpensive 
accommodation. The pattern of the scheme is 
that the State Governments concerned will 
offer land as their contribution while the cost 


of construction and furnishing will be borne 
by the Central Government. 

SHRI P.R. DAS MUNSI*: I understand 
from the reply of the Minister that the Charges 
will be inexpensive for the youth in general. I 
would like to know whether it will be free as 
in many parts of the world such as USSR and 
Japan. I also want to know what are those 
inexpensive charges. It is said about tourist 
homes also that their charges are inexpensive 
but we know it for a fact that in some tourist 
homes it is costilier than some cf the expen¬ 
sive hotels in the city. Will the government 
provide hostel facilities free of charge to the 
university and college students? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : By "in¬ 
expensive” it means at less cost. There is 
no comparison of youth hostels with costly 
hotels. These youth hostels are being built with 
a view to encouraging domestic tourism and 
also travel by youth in the country. They 
will be inexpensive. 

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : Who would 
actually be able to take advantage of them? 
Now the existing belief is that they are meant 
for the sons of IAS and ICS officers, Ministers 
and Secretaries. Would students of recognis¬ 
ed Institutions and recognisen clubs be 
treated as youths ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : Youth has 
reference to age and not with reference to IAS 
officers. 

SHRI P.R. DAS MUNSI: Now unless the 
youths are sons of IAS or ICS officers, or they 
get some recommendation letter, they are not 
able to avail of them. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May I know 
whether it is a fact that a sum of Rs. 22 lakhs 
has been provided for the improvement of 
tourism in West Bengal in the current plant and 
in that programme the setting up of youth 
hostels has also been included? If so, whether 
it is not a fact that Darjeeling and Digha, 
one a hill resort and another a sea resort, are 
the two main centres to attract the youths? 
Out of these Digha is less costly compared 
to Darjeeling where the cost of living is much 
higher. So, why is Digha not being develop¬ 
ed and why youth hostels are not being esta¬ 
blished there? 
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DR. SAROJIN1MAHISHI : The amount 
provided is Rs. 25 lakhs, and not Rs. 22 lakhs, 
for the construction of youth hostels in West 
Bengal. I think the Minister of Tourism of 
West Bengal also agreed that it should be 
set up at Darjeeling. Digha, which is a beach 

resort, can be developed by the State Govern¬ 
ment.

Changes in Investment Policy towards 
India by Japan 

*428. SHRI S.M. KRISHNA: 

SHR1 N1HAR LASKAR : 

Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state : 


(a) whether it is a fact that a Japanese 
Mission headed by Mitsubishi, after its visit to 
India, suggested to the Japanese Government 
for changes in regard to investment policy 
towards India; 

(b) if so, how far these changes in Japan’s 
investment policy will help India; and 

(c) what are the items on which Japan 
has shown interest in India? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) Gover¬ 
nment have no information in this regard. 

(b) Does not arise. 

(c) During the last one year the Japanese 
have shown interest in the export/manufacture 
of items like Ossein, Flourspar, Electronic 
components. Deep sea fishing. Power cables 
Textile machinery, Fertilizers, T.V. Transmi¬ 
ssion equipment. Dry cells. Capacitors, High 
Carbon and Special grade wire rods etc, 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : Is it not a fact 
that a delegation consisting of 12 leading 
Japanese industrialists, led by Mitsubishi, came 
to India about a month and a half ago, went 
rodnd the country meeting industrilalists as 


well as Government ofilcilas to find out if *he 
investment climate in India had appreciably 
changed after the last elections? Has it also 
come to the notice of Government that the 
leader of the delegation in a press interview 
said that after the recent general elections in 
India the investment climate had appreciably 
changed? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
At least 1 will correct him in certain matters. 
The leader of the delegation was not Mitsu¬ 
bishi because it is a concern. 

SHRI S.M. KRISHNA: I know 
Nakagawa was the leader. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Mr. Nakagawa, the Managing Director of the 
company, was the leader. They came here, 
went round, saw thing and made a statement 
before leaving India at Calcutta. They indi¬ 
cated some good feelings about India and 
expressed the view that the hon. Member 
has mentioned. But we have not got any infor¬ 
mation whether they have made any recomme¬ 
ndation to the Government of Japan. That 
we do not know, but certainly we know that 
they have issued some statement. They have 
also assured us that they will send us some 
report. We are expecting that report. 

SHRI S.M. KRISHNA : During the last 
visit of the Prime Minister of India to Japan 
it was suggested that a small cell of the India 
Investment Centre, attached to the Indian 
Embassy, would be started in Tokyo so that 
the leading industrialists of Japan could be 
educated about the investment sphere in New 
Delhi and other parts of India. I would like 
to know if Government have taken steps to 
start that cell in Tokyo; If so, what is the pro¬ 
gress that the cell has made in attracting Japa¬ 
nese investment in India? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 

I have not got exact information about any 
decision taken by the Investment Centre to 
start a local office there. It is a question of 
finding out various methods of getting the 
Japanese industrialists and other people 
interested in investment in India. That can 
be done in many ways. A cell or office is also 
one of the ideas. But at the presentmoment I 
have not got any definite information about 
the cell idea. 

SHRI N, SREEKANTAN NAIR : Has 
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the attention of the Government been drawn 
to a newspaper statement that America is 
utilising Japan to curb and,if possible,demolish 
our industrial development? It was puolish- 
ed in yesterday’s papers. Instead of aiding 
they are trying to sabotage. 

MR. SPEAKER : This is about Mitsu¬ 
bishi and not about the Americans. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA : He 
has said that Japan is being used for that 
purpose. 

MR. SPEAKER : In this way you can 
connect anything. 

Circulation of Ciunterfeit Currency 

*429. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government are aware that 
there is a large scale circulation of counterfeit 
currency in the country; 

(b) if so, the steps Government have so 
far taken to check the circulation of counter¬ 
feit currency; and 

(c) whether any foreign power is involved? 

THI MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K.R 
GANESH) : (a) From the number o^ 
counterfeit currency notes recovered in cir¬ 
culation or seized by the police from counter 
feiters, it would appear that the problem of 
circulation of counterfeit currency, although 
not completely eradicated, is of a magnitude 
which can be considered extremely small 
in relation to the totality of currency in cir¬ 
culation. 

(b) A statement explaining the position in 
brief is laid on the Table of the House. 

(c) There is no evidence to suggest that 
any foreign power is involved in the circulation 
of counterfeit currency in this country. 

Statement 

The offences relating to counterfeiting of 
currency and bank notes come under the 
Indian Penal Code, which already provides 
for deterrent punishment. The offences of 
counterfeiting and forgery are dealt with by 


the State Policy authorities, who keep a watch 
in this behalf and organise raids on infor¬ 
mation of counterfeiting being done, by any 
person. The Central Burcau r of Investigation 
also keeps the problem of counterfeiting of 
Indian currency under continuous study by 
keeping records of different techniques adopted 
and by reviewing periodically the appearance 
of counterfeit Indian currency. They have also 
created a 'cell’ in their Economic Offences 
Wing to undertake investigations of serious 
offences of counterfeit currency and coordi¬ 
nate the investigations in the States. Govern¬ 
ment are setting a new bank note press at Dewas 
to print notes of the denominations of Rs.10/- 
and above where the printing technology to 
be used will be such as to make counterfeiting 
of these notes extremely difficult, if not impo¬ 
ssible. 

SHRT P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : Is the 
Government aware that some places notably 
Coimbatore and Bangalore, have become 
notorious as centres of counterfeit currency 
and many innocent people are being duped by 
these people? Not only that. 

MR. SPEAKER : Please ask a question. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : I 
started with asking whether the Government 
is aware of the fact that Coimbatore and Banga¬ 
lore are considered to be notorious centres 
of this racket in forged currency. 

The Government is not able to check this 
sort of racket going on with the result that 
small people are being deceived and some 
people are getting benefited and becoming rich 
overnight. May I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is aware of this fact and, if so, what 
action they arc taking in this regard? 

MR. SPEAKER: The supplgnaentarie- 
should not be in the form of making suggess 
tions and giving information. They should be 
directly in the shape of questions. T hope you 
will avoid it in future. 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : As the House 
knows, as far as.Coimbatore is concerned, a 
large amount of currency was seized even be¬ 
fore it went into circulation. The Govern¬ 
ment has taken various steps in connection with 
the stopping of this evil. The printing of 
counterfeit currency is an offence punishable 
under the Indian Penal Code. The C.B.I,

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA) : (a) to 
(d). A statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) M/s. Universal Tyres Limited was 
managed by M/s. Birla Borthers Private 
Limited as Secretaries and Treasurers when the 
I.L.P.l. Committee included this company in 
the list of companies shown by it in its Report 
as belonging to the Birla House. The Central 
Government in a Press Note issued on the 19th 
February, 1970 regarding the modified in¬ 
dustrial Licensing Policy stated imcr-alia that 
the individual companies/undcrtakings of the 
20 Larger Industrial Houses listed by the 
Industrial Licensing Policy Inquiry Committee 
which do not attract any of ( the criteria laid 
down in Para 2.16 read wiih 2.17 of the 1LP1C 
Report, may approach the Department of 
Company Affairs, for exclusion of their names 
from their respective Houses. It was in terni s 
of this notification that M/s. Universal 
Tyres Ltd., made an application for exclusion 
from the Birla House on the ground that the 
Secretaries and Treasurership of Birla Brothers 
Pvt. Ltd. in this company was terminated with 
effect from 1st January, 1969 and that none of 
the criteria laid down for the purpose by the 
ILP1C Report was applicable to it. 

(b) The company received interest free 
loan from M/s. Birla Brothers Pvt. Ltd. when 
it was managed by the latter as Secretaries and 
Treasurers. The amount of loan outstanding 
as on 31st December, 1968 was Rs. 2,23,199. 
The company rewived further loan from M/s. 
Birla Brothers Pvt. Ltd. to the extent of Rs. 
25,000 during the period January to May, 1969. 
The loan Outstanding fbr repayment to its 
erstwhile Secretaries and Treasurers as on 
31st' December, 1969 has been shown in the 
Balance Sheet of M/s. Universal Tyres Li¬ 
mited-at RS. 2,48,199. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 


(dj The examination of the latest infor¬ 
mation regarding the company's sharehold¬ 
ing pattern and management control furnish¬ 
ed by It indicated that after the termination 
on 1.1.1969 of the Secretaries and Treasurer- 
ship of M/s. Birla Brothers Pvt. Ltd., M/s. 
Universal Tyres Ltd., did not factually attract 
an / of the criteria connecting it with the Birla 
House as laid down in Para 2.16 read with 
2.17 of the ILP1C Report. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : In the 
statement it has been admitted that this dummy 
company. Universal Tyres, had received 
interest free loan from M/s. Birla Brothers, 
at one time to the tune of Rs, 2,23,199—it must 
have been much more and a further loan of 
Rs. 25,000 and that they had terminated the 
secretaryship and treasurership of that company 
but the money that was given by Birla brothers 
as loan or whatever it is still remained in the 
books and accounts as outstanding to them. 
In these circumstances, how was the Govern¬ 
ment so kind as to exclude Universal Tyres 
Limited from coming under the criteria for 
inclusion in the Birla House? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA : The in¬ 
terconnections of the big business houses may 
have to be reviewed from time to time accord¬ 
ing to the information that wc receive. I have 
said that wc have accepted the advice of the 
industrial licensing policy enquiry commitee 
in regard to criterion. It does not appear 
to come under the criterion about representa¬ 
tion in the Board or the 33 per cent equity 
capital and other conditions. It is 
true that the loan continued to be advanced 
till May 1969 even after the termination of the 
managing agency-secretaryship of the company, 
but then and the resignation was itself sent in 
May 1969 having retrospective effect from the 
ist of January, 1969. Now, in view of this 
the Company Law Board considered that 
criterion could not possibly be applied. In 
case it is found that the 9.6 per cent share¬ 
holders in the Birla House appeared to take 
more interest or there appears some benami 
or dummy actually operating for the House of 
Birlas, then steps will be taken to rope the 
company bade Into the house. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The hon. 
Minister has admitted here that the 
regulation on criteria is insufficient to meet the 
manipulatio And other things that they are 
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doing today. May }. draw the attention of 
the House to one criterion for inclusion in the 
house? 1 refer to, item 2.14, sub-para 4, 

which says_the concern is found to have 

special characteristics which would warrant 
their inclusion in the house”. May 1 ask the 
bon. Minister, in view of this, why is it that it 
war not included in the house? Also, 
. will the Government now institute a 
through probe into the matter and try to see 
that these loopholes are plugged and the com¬ 
pany brought to book and included in the 
house? 

SHRl BEDABRATA BARUA: The 
Company was under the managing agency of 
Birla Brothers Private Limited which was 
terminated. The scpcial characteristics that 
were defined were such as a majority of mem¬ 
bers Of the board of Directors for the House 
which technically they did not have; or that 
it has to be controlled by persons closely affiliat¬ 
ed to the bouse which in this case has been 
repudiated particularly in view of the fact that 
one director Shri Ramakrishna Rao is also 
who purchased a large number of shares and 
should be given at least the benefit of doubt 
as to his independence, and time should be 
allowed so as to see if the majority of share¬ 
holders function independently or not.

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The special 
characteristics suggests. 

MR. SPEAKER Order, order. Let the 
Minister conclude. 

SHRl BEDABRATA BARUA: 1 would 
like to assure the Members that in spite of this 
decision, the decision for exclusion is not final. 
At any stage, if it is found-1 beg to repeat it- 
that the house of Birlas has taken more interest 
in the affairs of this company, or they have some 
such control or if any discoveries come to light, 
eved if their share interests do not appear to 
be' sizable, 1 can assure the House that all 
possible steps will be taken.

Reduction 
in the Sum Assured are effected depending on 
the number of defaults.

Over-charging by Drivers of three wheeler 
scooters in Delhi 

1914. SHRI G.Y. KRISHNAN'. Will

to Delhi from outside have been cheated by 
the three wheeler scooter drivers by being 
over-charged; * 

(b) whether complaints have also been

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : (a) and 

(b). The Delhi Administration have stated 
that complaints have been received against 
drivers of three-wheller scooters for over 
charing and rude-behaviours. As the com¬ 
plainants do not always indicate whether they 
are residents of Delhi or visiters from other 
places, it is not possible to state the percentage 
of complaints made by visitors. 

(c) The Delhi Administration have stated 
that they have taken the following steps 

(i) A Special Cell has been created in the 
Directorate of Transport, Delhi, to attend to 
complaints of mis-behaviour, refusal and over¬ 
charging against taxi/auto-rickshaw drivers. 
This office works round the clock and com¬ 
plaints can also be registered on telephone 
(No. 224379) to be followed by written state¬ 
ments. On receipt of such complaints, the 
Enforcement Staff of the Department serves 
notices on the erring drivers/owners under the 
relevant provisions of the Motor Vechicles 
Act, 1939, and the Rules framed thereunder. 
The Enforcement Staff is also deployed for 
dealing with public complaints against auto¬ 
rickshaw/taxi drivers on the spot for over¬ 
charging, misbehaviour and refusal to carry 
passengers. 

(ii) Permanent complaint booths have 
been set up at the old Delhi and New 
Delhi Railway Stations, Inter-State Bus ter¬ 
minus and Palam Airport, which function 
round the clock. Besides, complaint bcoths 
have also been set up at the Regal, Dary&gai\j, 
Chandni Chowk and Gurudwara Road, which 
function in the evenings. Whenever, a report 
is made against any driver, the complaint is 
recorded at the complaint booth. 

(iii) Special police staff is deputed daily 
in a mobile van from 9.00 P.M. till the close of 
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the last cinema shows, to check against the 
offending drivers, especially at Cinema Houses 
Railway Stations, Palam Airport etc. 

(iv) In order to obviate the chances of 
refusal, over-charging and misbehaviour at 
the two Railway Stations and (nter-State Bus 
Terminus, taxis and scooters are made to stand 
in a queue and are required to carry passesngers 
in their turn, whatever may be their desti¬ 
nation. The Traffic Police on duty there ensure 
that no inconvenience is caused to the intend¬ 
ing passengers. 

(v) In order to detect the defaulting 
drivers special raids are also organised by the 
Traffic police intermittently in plain clothes 
and the drivers are prosecuted for refusal, 
misbehaviour and over-charging. 

(vi) Complaint books have been supplied 
to all Police Stations for the facility of the 
complainants to lodge a complaint at the 
nearest Police Station. 

(vii) At the monthly public meetings at 
the Police Stations, the members are informed 
about the availability of complaint books at 
the Police Stations. 

(viii) All the Officers and Head Cons¬ 
tables of the Delhi Traffic Police carry 
challan books while proceeding on duty, 
rf any camplaint is made to them action 
against the offending drivers is taken 
on the spot. 

(ix) Besides prosecutions in courts of law, 
a number of complaints of a serious nature are 
also referred to the Licensing Authority, Delhi 
for taking disciplinary action against the 
defaulting drivers by disqualifying them, for 
a specified period, for holding or obtaining 
a driving licence, under Section 15(1) (c) of 
the Motor Vehicles Act.

In view of the 
reorientation of the policies of the banks 
with a view to meet the credit requirements 
of the neglected sectors, he stressed that 
unless there was a keen and acute awareness 
of the shortcomings of the banks, it would 
be difficult to make positive improvements in 
a given time. It was in this context that he 
referred to the need for a greater attunement 
of the bank staff at all levels with the 
changed perspective in which the banks have 
to function. He had also clarified that 
changing the personnel at various levels of 
the banks is neither feasible nor, in the ulti¬ 
mate analysis, an answer to all the deficien¬ 
cies of the banks. 

The first Boards of Directors of the 
hanks have been constituted after nationali¬ 
sation. There is, therefore, no question of 
the new Boards of Directors not being in 
tune with the changed perspective in which 
the banks have to function.

currencey (for which forms are required to 
be issued) to declare. Non-tourists having 
dutiable goods and or requiring Landing 
Certificate to clear unaccompanied baggage, 
normally take IS to 20 minutes for their 
clearance, Those passengers whose baggage 
is taken up for detailed examination on 
the basis of selection at random take lon¬ 
ger time to clear through Customs. Persons 
claiming Transfer of Residence concessions 
normally take 20 to 30 minutes. Passengers 
who bring in their baggage dutiable articles 
which also require an import licence, have 
to face quasijudicial proceedings. The arti¬ 
cles not covered by a valid licence are gen¬ 
erally confiscated with option for releasing 
the goods on payment of fine and duty. In 
such cases it takes 43 minutes to an hour 
or even longer depending on the nature of 
articles involved. These cases together with 
case which arc taken up at random for detailed 
examination constitute about 60 to 65 per cent 
of the incoming traffic. 5 to 10 per cent 
are cleared without detailed examination. 
Tourists constitute the balance of about 30% 
of the traffic. 

(b) 25 officers work in each shift; 7 of 
them are available for clearance of import 
baggage and 3 for the clearance of export 
baggage. This excludes 2 or 3 officers in 
each batch on leave. Night shifts are aug¬ 
mented by diverting 4 officers from the day 
shift. 

On an average, 600 passengers arc cleared 
each way, i.c. incoming and out-going, 
the traffic is at its maximum between 11 P.M. 
and 9 A. M. and accounts for approximately 
80% of the total traffic during a period of 
24 hours. The traffic by day between 9 A.M. 
and 11 P. M. is rather lean, but then 
the staff strength is depleted and there is 
considerable amount of other work connected 
with the clearance of detained packages in¬ 
volving payment of duty and other forma¬ 
lities. 

(c) Officers are not given any weekly off 
or holiday at present. The question of 
allowing them weekly off for such of those 
persons who have opted for the same is 
under consideration. In the meantime the 
officers are called upon to work on overtime. 

(d) The question of augmentation of 
staff is under active consideration in consul¬ 


tation with the staff Inspection unit of the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Expen¬ 
diture). However sanction has been issued 
recently for an additional complement of 33 
posts of Air Customs Officer* as an interim 
measure.

Al 1 large loans are subject to 
close scrutiny both by the boards of the 
nationalised banks and the Reserve bank. 
As the credit given now is oriented towards 
needs of production, no difficulties have been 
noticed in the way of those who require 
credit for productive purposes.

banks, was., the relatively small number of 
branches of commercial banks in the State. 
The number of commercial banks branches 
in U!

2. The University Grants Commission 
has been entrusted with the task of 
scrutinising the request for assistance for the 
establishment of the physical facilities and 
sanctioning the grants on behalf of the 
Government of India.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 


Reported refusal of some States to acco¬ 
mmodate Banola Desh Evacuees 

MR. SPEAKER : We will now take up 
the Calling Attention. Shri Indrajit. Gupta. 

\ 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
But where is the Minister 7 

MR. SPEAKER : He has written to me 
that he is answering the question in the Rajya 
Sabha and as soon as it is over he will be back 
here. He must be on his way now. So, in 
the mean while, we can take up the formal 
business now. Let us take up Papers to be 
laid on the Table. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : This is 
a very novel procedure. This is never done. 
We strongly protest against it. He should 
be pulled up. 

MR. SPEAKER : He is busy in the 
Rajya Sabha. As soon as it is over he will 
come here. Why should I pull him up? 

( Interruptions ) May be the same question is 
being raised in the other House. If he is not 
present there, they will also take him to task. 
So, let us not make too much of such things. 
He should not lose patience like that. I find 
that the Minister has already come. Let us 
now take the Calling Attention. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir I call 
the attention of the Minister of Labour and 
Rehabilitaion to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon : 

‘The reported refusal by Governments 
of Andhra Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and some 
other States to accommodate any evacuees 
from Bangla Desh.' 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LOBOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA) : 
The Government’s attention has been drawn 
to news report which appeared in some News¬ 
papers about the reported refusal of the Govern- 
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meats of Andhra Preadesh and Tamil Nadu 
and some other States to accommodate any 
evacuees from East Bengal. It may be men¬ 
tioned in this connection that the Govern¬ 
ment of India want to accommodate these 
evacuees from East Bengal as near the border 
as possible so that they are in a position to 
return to their homes as sooif as normal con¬ 
ditions are created in East Bengal. Till then 
the Government of India is extendipg nece¬ 
ssary relief assistance to these orrefugees 
from East Bengal purely on humanitarian 
considerations. 

Of late, however, due to a heavy onrush 
of refugees from East Bengal there has been 
serious congestion in the border States of 
West Bengal and Tripura and the State 
Governments concerned have been complain¬ 
ing of their inability to cope with the 
problem. To relieve the pressure of refugees in 
these two States, therefore, it has been decided <o 
disperse some refugees from there to large-sized 
camps either in the interior of West Bengal 
and Tripura or in other States. These camps 
will be run and administered by the Central 
Government. It has been decided to locate 
these Central Camps on the Central Govern¬ 
ment’s land as far as possible i.e. on aban¬ 
doned air-fields etc. Such camps are being 
set up in neighbouring States like Bihar, 
Orissa, Urrar Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. 
It is not proposed to send these refugees from 
West Bengal to outlying places in Andhra 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu, if it can be avoided. 
So far the Government of India have not 
approached other State Governments to set 
up any Central Camps, as there camps, as 
already stated, are being set up on Central 
Government lands and will be administered 
and run by the Centre. The question, there¬ 
fore, of the reported refusal by the Govenir 
ments of Andhara Pradesh and Tamil Nadu 
to accommodate any evacuees from East 
Bengal, does not obviously arise. 

SHRIINDRAJIT GUPTA : I am happy 
to learn from the statement that there is no 
State Government which has refused to take 
evacuees. We have to base ourselves on 
newspaper reports and on that basis we had 
tabled this calling-attention notice. I take 
the Minister’s reply to be a contradiction of 
these neswpaper reports which have specifi¬ 
cally quoted ministers of Tamil Nadu and 
Andhra Pradesh as saying something different. 


I hope, he has contradicted that and said that 
there is no basis of truth for this. 

Now I would like to know one or two things, 
with your permission, about the dispersal 
policy. In the first place, there is a contra¬ 
diction in the statement in so far as it has 
said that because there has been congestion in 
the border States of West Bengal and Tripura, 
the State Governments concerned have been 
complaining of their inability to cope with the 
problem; and that to relieve the pressure of 
refugees in these two States, that is, West 
Bengal and Tripura, it has been decided to 
disperse some refugees from there to large¬ 
sized camps either in the interior of West 
Bengal and Tripura or in other States. One 
part of the statement seems to me to be con¬ 
tradicted by another because by removing 
them to the interior of the same two States I 
do not know how congestion or pressure is 
going to be relieved on them. This may be 
clarified or at least they should change their 
line of argument that congestion is in the border 
areas and so they will be removed to theinterior. 
Congestion on the States cannot be relieved by 
removing them from the border to the interior 
of the same State. Besides, I found the state¬ 
ment by the Chief Secretary of the Governn- 
ment of West Bengal also saying that 12, what 
he has described as giant, camps are going to 
be set up in West Bengal itself. 

About this dispersal to other States I would 
like to know a few facts. How many refugees 
are proposed, at least in the first instalment, 
to be sent to the other States? The neswpaper 
reports say that Government has decided to 
send 300,000 people. Of course, it is a very 
small number in comparison with the total 
of 50 or 55 lakhs of refugees who have come. 
Is this a correct figure or not? 

Secondly, what arrangements are being marf** 
for their transport? Newspaper reports, again, 
say that the railway authorities have been 
asked to provioe seven trains a day from 
Calcutta and it is estimated that each train 
will carry about 1,000 people. That means, 
if seven trains actually do operate, they can 
carry at the most 7,000 people a day. If300,000 
people are to be moved, at the rate of 7,000 
people a day, I calculate, it will take almost 
a month and a half; 43 days will be taken to 
remove only these 300,000 people. There. 
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fore, I would like to know from the Govern¬ 
ment whether they have got any plan to incerase 
the transport facilities, depending not only 
on trains but also, if necessary, on road trans¬ 
port and, as the newspaper says that some 
very big size planes have been provided for 
them form some foreign country which are 
Capable of carrying over 100 or 200 people 
in each plane, whether these forms of trans¬ 
port are also going to be employed or not; 
otherwise, the dispersal will be extremely 
slow and will, I am afraid, lead to further 
complications. 

I would also like to know whether these 
trains are going to be run non-stop or they are 
going to go on halting all along at various 
stations. Government will see to it that they 
are run non-stop not from Calcutta only but 
from the border stations. For example, from 
Bongaon and other places trains can start and 
go absolutely non-stop right through to where¬ 
ver the camp sites are going to be. Have they 
any such proposal ? They can give them food 
in the train and for water also they can made 
provision. 

Now, these camps are to be Central camps, 
as he says, administered directly by the Centre 
and, therefore, he has stated that the Govern¬ 
ment of India has not approached other State 
Government and so the question of their 
refusal does not arise. This is all right as far 
as State Government's formal permission is 
not required in such cases. But after all that 
is a technical way of looking at it, if 100.000 
or 200.000 people are brought into a particular 
State, naturally, they are not living in a vacuum 
and, I am sure, some consultation with the 
particular State Govrenments must be held. So 
I would like to know whether any hesitation 
or any doubts or any questions which may be 
raised by the State Governments concerned, 
U. P., Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and Orissa, 
have been sought to be dispelled. For example, 
naturally, they would like to know that the 
refugees who go to their State are free from any 
cholera infection and all that. Have they taken 
steps to ensure that only those refugees will be 
sent to other States who have not suffered from 
any of these diseases and that they have been 
properly inoculated and so on. 

Secondly, as to whatever States they may 
go, really 1 want to know whether they have 
made arrangements for taking relief material 
to those camps. Some States may legitimately 


be worried by the reports which continue to 
appear that this relief material is still not being 
cleared from Dum Dum airport. I am sorry 
to raise this matter again te which I referred 
the other day. The State Governments may 
say, "If you send the people here, then you 
send the relief material also,” Here is yester¬ 
day's paper.giving photograph of all the mate¬ 
rial pilling up. Although we were assured 
that it will be removed very quickly, I want 
to know what has been done baout it. It is 
reported in today’s papers that some interna¬ 
tional organisation ha: been told not to send 
any more material because it cannot be cleared 
at this end. Why should not the State Govern¬ 
ments have doubts about it ? 

Lastly, there is another disquieting report 
that many refugees are not wanting to go to 
other States. The report has appeared that in 
one train which was supposed to accommodate 
1000 people, about 800 people did not want 
to go by that train. There is a report that 
some people arc trying to instigate people not 
to go far away from Bengal and so on. 1 do 
not know whether the reports are correct. If 
these reports arc correct, 1 would ask the 
Government whether they think that the remedy 
lies only in some coercive measure, as is repo¬ 
rted in the press, that these refugees have 
been told,if they refuse to go, their ration would 
be stopped, or I want to know whether they 
will resort to some form of propaganda campaign 
in the camps to persuade these people to go 
and, for that work, whether they will associate 
with them these Awami League leaders and 
other leaders who have come from East Bengal 
and on whom, I presume, these refugees have 
got more confidence than on people whom 
they have not seen ?nd met before. What 
are they going to do about it ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : The hon. 
Member has; raised as many as 7 question and 
I would like to reply to all of them so that the 
misapprehensions which are in the mind of 
the hon. Member may disappear. 

So far as the first question regarding conge¬ 
stion in border States is concerned, the conge¬ 
stion is confined to particular places which are 
near the’ border. The pressure of population 
has increased very much near the border and 
there are places which are far off from the 
border where the pressure of population is not 
so much. So, we have decided that if at all 
the refugees are to remain in the border States, 
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then they should be evenly distributed.With that 
end in view, we have decided that some of the 
refugees who have to remain in Tripura or in 
West Bengal* have to be dispersed to some 
distant places in the same States. 

Another thing that he asked was how many 
refugees we intend to remove from Tripura 
and West Bengal. We want to set up 50 large- 
size Central camps in West Bengal, Tripura 
and other neighbouring States. We want to 
remove as many as 25 lakh refugees to these 
Camps. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB . (Tripura 
East) : How many from Tripura ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I have 
got‘the information. If you want I will give 
you later on. 

So, in this way, we want to relieve the 
pressure of these-States. We are doing our 
best. 

Regarding the transport facilities, trains 
are there. We have received big-size transport 
planes from America, from Russia and from 
Australia. We ate deceiving' from U.K. One 
wav, we will be using these transport.planes 
for carrying the materials needed for the refu¬ 
gees, and in the other way, while returning, 
they will be -bringing in the refugees to the 
various camps. Certain trials are also going 
on. These planes are there and they are land¬ 
ing at various parts to see whether they can 
land safely there. 

Regarding the non-stopping of trains I may 
say this. - They go-on running non-stop and 
they stop only at stations where it is necessary 
to stop for taking water or other provisions. * 

About the doubts of the States regarding 
the refugees, I may say, we have taken every 
precaution to see that such refugees who are 
suffering from cholera or other diseases are 
not sent; only those are sent who are not 
suffering from cholera or other diseases. This 
is being checked. Doctors are there. With 
the permission of the doctors only, these refu¬ 
gees could be shifted from there. We do not 
want that this dirty disease should spread all 
over India. Therefore, *we are taking -every 
precaution before removing these refugees 
from there. We take this precaution to see 
that they are free from these diseases. 


About non-lifting of the relief material 
from Dum-Dum airport, I may say, now there 
is no material left at Dum-Dum airport. That 
photograph is old enough. A plane had come 
from outside. The material was taken out 
from the plane and it was lying there. It was 
then that the photograph was taken. The 
material was for Coach Behar Relief Society 
and some matters were under dispute and this 
dispute is now over. The Danish Ambassa¬ 
dor has assured us and delivery might have 
been done by today morning. 

When 1 went to Calcutta on the 6th and 
7th, I found that refugees were willing to Ibe 
together. Refugees coming from a single 
village wanted that they should be put in a 
single place. This is but natural. We have 
therefore decided that the people of a single 
village, wherever this can be arranged, should 
be sent together; and if this cannot be arranged 
or made available, they should be persuaded 
to go. Therefore, every effort will be made and 
no coercion will be used for the purpose. 


SHRI DEVINDER SINGH GARCHA 
(Ludhiana) : It has been proclaimed by 
various authorities, and it is very clear also from 
the statement of the hon. Minister that we are 
looking after the Bangala Desh refugees with 
the hope that very soon they would be able 
to go hack to their ancestral homes after the 
restoration of what the hon. Minister calls 
normal conditions in East Bengal. Buff the 
statement of the Pakistani President Mr. Yahya 
Khan a. few days ago should have given us a 
verv strong jolt. He had said that he was 
willing'to take back a few Pakistanis who had 
strayed into India, but he could not throw 
open the flood-gates for Indian destitutes to 
enter Pakistan. It is very clear from this that 
he intends to label these Bangla Desh refugees 
as Indian destitutes and, therefore, Pakistan 
would not be willing to take back at least the 
majority of these people in the near future. 

They have been pushing Pakistanis -or East 
Bengal citizens into India intentionally and in 
a very calculated way. They evacuated a 
five strip all along the Bangla border. They 
did not take a single person from the five- 
mile strip deeper into East Bengal, but pushed 
them on to Indian terriory. In view of this, 
can we reasonably hope that Pakistan would 
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be willing to take these people in the near 
future, and are we witling to fix a deadline by 
which Pakistan must accept its citizens back, 
failing which we would be free to take what¬ 
ever pre-emptive action we need to take to 
preserve our economic and political security? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We think 
that within six months, time, normal condi¬ 
tions will be restored in East Bengal or Bangla 
Desh, and these poor unfortunate people will 
be allowed to return. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : What 
does he mean by normal conditions ?. 

MR. SPEAKER : This interruption is 
not to be recorded. The hon. Member is 
in the habit interrupting in this manner, 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : ** 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: We 
are not concerned with what Pakistan 
says. Our Prime Minister has spoken here 
in this very House that it is not only the internal 
affair of Pakistan but it is also an internal 
affair of India and India has got every right 
to take any action it deems fit. So, it is up to 
the Government of India to take whatever 
action it deems fit. We are educating inter¬ 
national community on the point. So, I think 
the hon. Member should not entertain any 
fear. We hope that conditions will return 
to normaley within six months, and they will 
go back to their country.

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SIR. SPEAKER : I am very much tired 
of you. Please sit down. You say so many 
things which have nothing to do with the 
business before the House. You abruptly 
get up and start interrupting.

May I bring it before the House that this 
gentleman is interrupting ail the time, defying 
the Chair? This is very wrong. The question 
is about the report of the Business Advisory 
Committee.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS (MANIPUR) 
1971-72-(Con(</.) 

MR. SPEAKER : The House will now 
take up further consideration of the Manipur 
Budget. Shri S. M. Banerjee will continue 
his speech. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir Yesterday I was referring to the difficulties 
faced by the people of Manipur and the indi¬ 
fference of the government towards some of 
the burning problems. I have explained yes¬ 
terday that Manipur is a beautiful place 
which can be developed as one of the main 
attractions for our tourists, both from India 
and abroad. t 

Another problem which is agitating the 
minds of the people of Manipur is the want 
of good roads. If one wants to go to Mani¬ 
pur from Calcutta he has to go by train which 
passes through Nagaland, through unsafe 
places, where people are looted and murder¬ 
ed. The other alternative is to go by plane. 

We have requested several times in this 
House both the Minister of Civil Aviation and 
the Minister of Finance—a representation 
was made to the Prime Minister also by the 
representatives who came to see her to discuss 
the various problems confronting the people 
of Manipur to reduce the plane fare from 
Calcutta to Imphal. If one has to travel, it 
is not for enjoyment's sake or for recreation 
or luxurious travelling but he or She has to 
travel because there is no other way out. So. 
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{ Sheri S. M. BtfflWjee 1 
-till communications improve and there are 
road facilities, as long as the people of Mani¬ 
pur and Tripura have to travel by plane, 
because there is no other way out, we should 
introduce some sort of a janata plane so that 
the fare may be reduced. An assurance was 
given in this House—1 do not exactly remember 
the date—two years back that this matter will 
receive sympathetic consideration from the 
‘Minister. Unfortunately, the Civil Aviation 
Minister is not here but I would request the 
hon. Minister of Finance, Shri Ganesh, who 
'a here , to pass on this information to him 
with the request that if this could be done this 
would be a boon to the people of Manipur, 

Then, about the development of small- 
scale.; industries, you know, the handicrafts 
of Manipur are world famous. There are 
certain items like a sort of quilt which they 
manufacture in their cottages as home industry. 

It is something which could be matched by any 
good quilt in the international market. But 
even in Delhi we do not get’it. When we go 
to the Manipur and Tripura Cottage empo¬ 
rium these things are not avaialable because 
they cannot produce more. There- is no 
liieans of production there. So, for export 
purposes these small-scale industries should 
be developed. Government should spend 
some money on it so that the people of that 
particular area, specially the women, who are 
very hard-working, can manufacture these 
things both for internal consumption and for 
export to other countries through our Foreign 
Trade Ministry. 

I have already said about the building of 
roads. This is necessary for security purposes. 
You know, Manipur is a very sensitive area. 
For the purpose of security the Border Roads 
Organisation is trying to construct certain 
roads but they are only meant for the army. 
There should be a big road, a national highway, 
from Calcutta to Manipur. May be, the 
Government may have to spend a lot of money 
but this is nescessary as any attack either by 
Chaipa or by Pakistan or by any other country 
which is adjacent to Manipur and Tripura may 
completely isolate these two Union territories 
from the rest of the country. Airlifting will 
Opt be possible to that extant. So, I would 
nsqqest that proper attention should .be paid 
to the construction of good roa^s. 

About tourism I have mentioned. I would 
dilb mention that proper colleges and schools 


and trading institutes should be there,. Train- 
ing should be given sot only is handicrafts 
but also to make good articles. 1 know,;they 
solely depend on the subsidy which they gelt 
•from the .Centre. Even items, of daily con¬ 
sumption are being sent from other. Stales and 
they do not have them in Manipur*. This 
dependence on the Centre should come to an 
end. That would come to an end ondy when 
elections are hdd, a democratic government 
comes into power and statehood is granted. 

. Last but not the least, I would again request 
this Government to realise the gravity of the 
situation and grant'Statehood to the people 
of Manipur; All sections in Manipur want 
Statehood. - why should they not? When the 
Statehood was granted to Himachal Pradesh, 
we were all happy; I remember my hon. friend, 
Shri Meghachandra, a Member form Mahipur, 
who said, "we hope the fate of Manupir and 
Tripura is also going to be changed and they 
will be granted Statehood." I would request 
the hon. Finance Minister to convey our 
feeling which is a genuine feeling of the people 
of Manipur for their Statehood. If they do 
not get Statehood, there will be struggle and, 
ultimately, they will get Statehood. What will 
then be the grace left for this Government?

Yesterday evening, when the considera- 
tioo of the Manipur budget, second stage, was 
qdiOkl^foltowtng on the heehor the conclude- 
tng part of the . discussion on the general 


budget, highlighted by the triumphant tepfy'of 
the hon. Finance Minister, hitting back' tool! 
the unreasonable critisims to the budget, 
there was a sharp contrast provided on the 
. Himalayan budget of the country standing side, 
by side with the pigmy Manipur budget, and 
this gave a lot of thoughtto those.of us who 
represent this backward and small region. 
In a way this was indicative that in thisoountry, 
the big and the small, the one and the many 
have to coexist 'and develop together, and this 
was something which was giving a deeper 
and Sadder thought to us, when the House 
quickly thinned away when this discussion 
was taken up. Fortunately, the discussion 
has been continued today, and the situation 
in the House is a little better and we are grate¬ 
ful to the Members who have taken interest 
in this subject. 


Before l make any observations on the 
budget, I would like to make a reference to two 
points in the hon. Finance Minister’s budget 
speech which are very relevant to this budget. 
These are, the mandate received from the nation 
and the assurance and commitment expressed 
regarding the removal of regional disparities 
in the country in the sphere of industrial deve¬ 
lopment. L would he going with the mandate. 
As this Government and, also the ruling party 
to which 1 belong, received a massive mandate 
from the poeple about socialism, and rapid 
economic development of the country, we 
also, each one of us, received mandates from 
our own States as well as from our own con¬ 
stituencies. In the territory of Manipur, it 
was for the first time that two seats were won 
by the ruling party in the history of Indian 
Independence, and this was quite indicative 
of the people’s confidence and . sense of .co¬ 
operation with the Government and which also 
equally implies that the people,have given them 
their approval, and those of us who have been 
elected from the area have to fulfil in' our 
performance the mandate.given by them., 

The mandate mainly received, from the 
people of this area is, firstly, the much-talked 
of much-appreciated and also reflected by the 
deliberations of this House the demand for 
Statehood. The Government of India under 
the able Prime Ministership, of Shrimati 
lodirg Gandhi, showed tremendous wisdom in 
making a timely announcement before the 
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dissolution of the fourth Lok Sabha in the 
month of October last, and that saved a situa¬ 
tion which was developing into one of terrific 
magnitude. Now, the auestion remains when 
the Government of India, under the able 
leadership of the Prime Minister, is going to 
fulfil this commitment to the people and show 
their grer>t wisdom 

Manipur has no popular Government now. 
The popular Government functioning under 
the Union Territories Act was dissolved in 
October, 1969. In coming October, Presi¬ 
dent’s rule will be completing its second year. 
This is a very significant aspect of the political 
situation there. All the political parlies there, 
including my party, decided that there would 
be no participation in any election under the 
existing Union Territorise Act. because the 
people have realised that the Assembly and 
Ministry under this Act are just a semblance 
of a popular government. The powers are 
so limited, the restrictions and limitations are 
so many, that there is no charm in it. There¬ 
fore, it was decided once and for all that until 
full Statehood is established, there will no 
participation in elections. This question came 
up when the Lolc Sabha was dissolved, because 
it was our right to demand mid-term election 
under the existing law. But the people there, 
irrespective of party affiliation or ideology, 
decided not to participate in such elections. 
It might have been a coincidence or perhaps it 
was out of respect to the people's will that the 
Government of India also did not order mid¬ 
term elections under the existing law in Manipur. 
Even if there was an order to that effect,there, 
would have been no participation in the 
election. Therefore, any further delay in 
bringing the necessary legislation for confer¬ 
ment of Statehood on Manipur will create 
serious problems. Ideologically and tempera¬ 
mentally, I am not one who usually gives 
warnings or threats, because of all the parties 
the Congress Party has never indulged in mere 
threats. But on different occasions, we have 
received replies from the House Minister and 
other ministers that the matter is being examin¬ 
ed, it is under consideration, it is coming up 
in due course, etc. Such stock replies are 
misplaced and are not called for under the 
existing circumstances. Though the Finance 
Minister is not in charge of Home Affairs 
Or directly dealing with political issues, I hope 
he would be competent to reply to this. We 
reasonably expect that in his reply, he will 


make a definite commitment that the Bill will 
be introduced and passed in this session. I 
am not merely expressing sentiments. I am 
putting the facts before the House and before 
the Home Ministry. 

Having said'Shis, I come to the next issue- 
preservation of the territorial integrity of 
Manipur. 

There has been a lot of discussion on this 
subject and there has been discovery of a lot 
of mistakes on the part of the Government 
of India. If I remember correctly, even the 
Prime Minister had admitted publicly on some 
occasions that while the three sub-divisions 
of Manipur were included in the cessation of 
operations agreement entered into between 
the Government of India and Nagaland it was 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
people of Manipur. That was a great mistake. 
It was admitted that it was too late to correct 
that mistake. Even now Manipur is the 
victim of such a mistake. This has happened 
only because there was no proper understand 
ing of our area. Delhi being far away from 
Manipur the people here do not know the real 
problems of Manipur. 

Many friends here talk of Manipur having 
a common border with China. In fact, we 
have common border with Burma in three 
directions There is no common border with 
China. Burma is our major neighbour and 
we have a long common border with her. On 
the Burmese side, as well as on the other side, 
that is, the border with other States of our 
country, we have many problems and there 
has been no adequate attempt made to fathom 
and understand the depth of these problems. 
Our only consolation is that at the national 
level there are sings of increasing understanding 
of the problems, and if this goes on at rapid 
speed no more furhter mistakes will be made. 
Any attempt to disintegrate Manipur, to weaken 
or reduce the size or territorial intergrity of 
Manipur will not only endanger Manipur 
but will be a danger to the whole of that 
region and of the country for that matter. 
I am saying this with all conviction in my 
commend and the knowledge of the historical 
background the conditions obtaining there 
and the security problems of that area. 

Coming to the removal of the regional 
disparities in the industrial sphere, Manipur 
is full of industrial potentialities. Raw mate-

rials, for paper, matches, ^nd cement are 
available there. Here 1 may say that for some¬ 
time l had an opportunity to associate myself 
with government, I know how the Eastern Zonal 
Council was discussing the development of the 
eastern region in the sphere of industries and 
power supply.Oecision were taken only on poli¬ 
tical consideration. Small unit's like Manipur, 
Tripura, Nagaland, NEFA and Meghalaya 
should not be judged by their size or ♦popula¬ 
tion alone but by their resources and poten¬ 
tialities, too. Now in order to conduct a 
geological survey in Manipur we require 
a lot of political pull. So, in spite of the pot¬ 
entialities we are not able to have a geological 
survey. For instance, we have been depending 
on our own resoureces of iron ore at Kak- 
ching for our necessities in the early days. 

A geological survey will discover a number 
of valuable things which will not only ’be 
useful for Manipur but wilt also enrich the 
country. 

There has been in some quarters, even in 
responsible quarters, a very improper and 
wrong attitude shown towards the small 
units, the other day, last Friday, 1 remember, 
when we discussed a Private Member's Reso¬ 
lution, there was a reference by some hon. 
Member from the other side that the Central 
Government should see that for political 
misbehaviour grants arc withdrawn and they 
arc punished by withdrawing financial 
assistance. This is nothing but an 
expression of colonial attitude. We have 
been trying to justify our sympathy for fiangla 
Desh because that has been treated as a 
colony by West Pakistan. We should search 
our own hearts and develop a proper altitude 
towards small units.. So that we may not 
commit such a mistake ourselves. 1 do not# 
talk of Manipur alone; there might be other 
victims of thfr improper attitude. 1 know, 
many big officers coming to Manipur from 
outside just talk\ery irresponsibly. We cannot 
blame them; they reflect the thinking of a cer¬ 
tain section of the people. They say that 
they are spending in Manipur, a small area, 
their money and they have a right to interfere 
in our affairs, as if it is a small colony of a 
big country and every body just entering it 
from outside the border has a right to inter¬ 
fere and safeguard his money. The whole 
concept, the attitude, the pattern of financing 
Is wrong. 


We see in this Budget that some amount 
has been earmarked. We have nothing to 
say against that. The point I would like to 
emphasize is that when we spend, there are 
two aspects of it. One is just temporary and 
routine expenditure, which goes in the form 
of salaries and other things, and which goes 
from hand to mouth. The other form of 
expenditure is long term investment in the 
form of industries and Similar other things, 
which will grow into national assets and which 
will not only strengthen that region but will 
also strengthen the national economy and the 
national security in that area. The second 
aspect is lacking and we have to develop the 
awareness of if not only in the ruling party 
or in the Opposition parties but the whole 
country has to educate itself about that. Every 
citizen has to educate himself in the proper 
attitude. 

Wc have been demanding the inclusion of 
Manipuri language in the Eighth Schedule. 
This may sound very strange to some of our 
friends who are always interested in the number 
of people and ask, "How many are you; what 
is your population ?’* This runs counter to the 
whole concept of culture. Manipur is not 
a mere accidental collection of a few people. lt 
has had its history and cultural background for 
the last thousands and thousands of year* 
unconnected with the rest of the world and 
surrounded by long ranges of hills. It has 
developed into a very rich culture. Now it 
is a part of India and we are all proud, that 
it is a part of India. The people of India have 
also contributed to the development of 'this 
culture. This culture and development 
of the Manipur language has taken place 
in spite of the smallness of the area. It has 
been the language of the court and of offices 
till its integration with the rest of the country 
in October 1949. Now when we demand its 
inclusion in its right place, in the Eighth Sche¬ 
dule of the Constitution, we are asked how 
many people speak that language and 
how many books are there. The 
same question arose when we wanted 
Manipuri to have a place in the higher uni¬ 
versity education when we found it 
hard to convince the learned people of a par¬ 
ticular university, who had no knowledge 
of Manipuri, as to the attainment of this 
language be proposed the opening of a 
Manipuri Section in the University Library 
so that one could judge the attainment of 
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*to language after seeing the number of 
topics, written ip the ages, the number of 
subjects covered and the: history of the 
development of the language... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Please con- 
elude now. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH : Yes, Sir. I 
am grateful for the indulgence that you 
have shown to me. 

Having said this, with all the emphasis 
at my command, 1 would like to say that 
sufficient measures be taken up at the Gove¬ 
rnment level and necessary legislation be 
taken up to include Manipuri in the Eighth 
Schedule as early as possible, 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : You have 
made your point. That is all. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH : I wanted to 
cover a few other points. 

With these few words, I would like to 
emphasize once again that in his reply, about 
the confirment of the Statehood on Manipur, 
a definite deadline may be indicated. They 
have received a massive mandate from the 
people, including the people of Manipur. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE. 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K.R. 
GANESH): Mr .Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am thank- 
fill to hon. Members who have taken part in 
the debate on the Demands for Manipur. 

The debate has been very instructive and, 
particularly, the Members who come from 
Manipur have put before this House the real 
feetfiigs of the people of that area. 

Coming from an area which is as ancient 
and as under-developed as Manipur, knowing 
the problems of a distant far-stretched area, 
knowing the problems and complexities of 
development of such an area, knowing the 
inherent inadequacies in the administrative 
system of such an area, I am in a position 
tb understand more intimately the problems 
that have been focused here, particularly, bji 
Members belonging to Manipur. 

' The major question raised here was the 
question of Statehood. As this House knows, 
♦he Prime Minister had announced that the 


Government of India have aCCiptedf in pj'jrcf- 
ple the demand of the pebplfe of Manipur along 
with Tripura’and Meghalaya for Statehood', 
thus putting; the, seal of the Government of 
' India on the basic aspirations of the people' 
of Manipur. * 11 

The Cabinet Sub-Committee has been 
discussing this question . and the problem 
that is there is of finding an integrated const* 
tutional arrangement for the entire ncith- 
eastem area consisting of Manipur, Meghalaya 
and Tripura. This discussion that is going 
on has reached ah advanced stage and legi-. 
salative proposals are being draw up* There 
is no question, as some hon. Members from 
the other side pointed out, of going back on 
the assurance that Iras been given to the 
people of Manipur. I can only assure the 
House that in the quickest possible time, the 
necessary legislation for the Statehood of 
Manipur will be introduced. 1 have 
noted the warning that our friend 
has given.l shall communicate this to the admi¬ 
nistrative Ministry concerned. He wanted a 
commitment that the Bill will be introduced 
in this session of the House. 

There has been quite alot of general 
political criticism made that for the last 20 
years we have not been able to do anything. 
The only point that 1 wish to submit here is 
that in our recent Parliamentary election, 
the mid-term poll, the people of Manipur 
have sailed with the national maihstream and 
for the first time, as the hon. Member pointed 
out, both the seats in the Manipur area were 
won by the present ruling party. 

A Territory Iikjd Manipur requires a much 
faster rate of development. It requires much 
greater outlay. It requires much greater inve¬ 
stment. This, the Government of Tndia has 
been trying to do. Plan after plan, the outlay 
on Manipur has increased tremendously-from 
the First Plan to the Present Plan-- and efforts 
are,being made, within the resources available, 
to realise the strategic importance of the area, 
particularly in the present almost explosive 
situation that exists as a result of the tragfc 
events that have taken place in Bahgla DeshT 

tn the. Plan outlay, whereas Rs. 12.88 
crores Was allotted during the Third Plah- 
which itself is mbch higher than What whs 
allotted in the previous Plans preceding it,. 
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in IftfcF&arth tta«V Pbm outlay is of'the 
ord^'# Rs.‘»45 croresiThis is a much 
higher outlay, more than twice the figure of 
the Second Plan. We realise the need for buil¬ 
ding. the ijifra-str uctur$, the need of providing 
roads, poptmunication facilities, socilal services 
etp. and these have been tahjpn care of as far. 
as the Fourth Plan is concerned. 

Mri Dasaratha Deb made the ftoint that 
there, is more experidifutp on Police and less 
expenditure on Education, Social Services 
and fJevelopment. This is actually a general 
criticism, a political criticism, but , as far 
as facts are concerned, I think they will disp¬ 
rove this. Of course, in a strategic area like 
Manipur, with certain political distortions 
that have taken place there, and with 
so many other factors, the Police there is 
bound to be more than in other areas; but 
even then I wish to point out that the expe¬ 
nditure on Education in 1971-7? is, Rs. 4.62 
crores whereas the expenditure on Police 
is only Rs. 3.37 crores. 

SHR1 D ASA RATH A .DfiB(T ri pu ra East) : 
What about Industries and Agriculture ? 

SHRI K.R. GANESH : I,have heard you 
patiently. 1 will come to that. 1 have taken 
you very seriously. 

As far as Education is concerned, there 
has been a slight increase, even this year, from 
Rs. 4.5 crores to Rs. 4.62 crores. Manipur 
has 14 colleges, one Industrial Training Insti¬ 
tute, one Law College, one Science College, 
one BT college, one Arts College, and one 
Skngeet Maha Vidyalaya. The Student 
population is 2 1/2 lakhs of which 80,000 are 
girl students. There is 13 per cent outlay for 
1971-72 on the Plan side and on the non- 
Plan side it is 25 per cent. These are figures* 
which show that one need not be ashamed, 
need net be oh the defence. 

As I indicated in the beginning, coming 
fh>m a Territory which has got similar problems 
I knew'that higher outlay For development is 
rifceesMry. 

But a very serious attempt has been made 
to meet the immediate requirements of the 
Manipuri .people, As far as education is 
concerned, the provision that has made and 
theauftitution that has. been created 
tlwea i wHI , not stand at, a disadvantage as 


compared with those in many other psjrtsor .

In education itself, there has been a demand 
for having a university of Manipur. Then, „ 
the proposal is there to have a centre Of the. 
Jawaharla! Nehru University for post-graduate. 
studies, and a team headed by Dr. Nag Chau- 
dh'uri is visiting that area and their report is 
awaited. . . 

If we take the health services also, the 
provision for health sercvices in 1970-71 was 
Rs. 34 lakhs, and in 1971-72 , it is Rs. 49 lakhs, 
Manipur has 13 hospitals, 12 primary health 
centres, 38 primary health sub-centres and 
63 dispensaries, and 200 beds are proposed 
to be added to the existing hospitals. So, in 
this, sphere of public health also, aq atterppt 
has been made to provide modern medical 
facilities as far as possible to the people of 
Manipur. Once again, I submit that in an area 
like that in which the medical facilities have 
to be provided on a scale which may be- mtich 
bigger than the developed areas, much mote 
might have to be done considering the resour¬ 
ces. 1 think that the Government of India will 
take this into consideration-: Transport and ■ 
communications, for industrial development ? 
and for strategic reasons and for giving 
minimum facilities to the people arc very - 
vital in an area like Manipur. In the Fourth 
Plan, nearly Rs. 10.88 crores have been allotted 
for roads and Rs. 80 lakhs for road transport; 
and this works out to one-third of the total 
Plan outlay of Rs. 30.25 crores. A road linking 
Silchar in Assam to Imphal with a length of’ 
about 224 k. m. is already under construction; 
and this,will meet the immediate needs of this' 
communication system as far as Manipur 
is concerned. 

In the same way, if we take electricity* 
Manipur has got very inadequate' electricity. 
The installed capacity has been doubled to' 
5500 k. w., and a Rs, 2.85 crores are being 
spent this year on hydro-electric project at 
Loktak in the Central sector. 

, l.. • ! I 

In connection with industrial development, 
yesterday, another Member from Manipuf 
pointed out that the administration of Manipur 
had recommended various projects for the 
consideration of the Central Goyefnment. 
1 have tried to find out the stage in which 
these projects are or the stage in which these 
proposals are. I have some facts about them. 
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As far as the content factory is concerned, 
a survey by the Geological Survey of India to 
assess the availability of limestone and other 
materials in Manipur has been undertaken, 
and the Government of Manipur bas entrli¬ 
sted to the Cement Corporation of India the 
work of preparation of a feasibility report. 
It is expected that this report will be ready 
in tne course of the current year. 

For the paper mill also, a project report 
and pre-investment survey of forest and river 
discharge during the year and other factors 
connected with the project arc under consi¬ 
deration and are under preparation, and the 
preparation of the feasibility report has also 
been taken up, and once the viability of 
this project is established, it is intended to 
request the public sector corporation to set 
ud a project for the manufacture of paper. 


As far as the starch-cum-glucose-cum-corn 
flakes unit is concerned, this can be taken 
up only when the power supply in Manipur 
is increased. In the meanwhile, the Food 
Corporation of India lias been requested by 
the Manipur Administration to procure maize 
in Manipur in the current year so that cult¬ 
ivators get adequate price for their produce. 


A provision of nearly Rs. 46 lakhs has 
been made for large and medium industry. 
Shri Deb pointed out that this provision 
may not be large, but 1 can assure him that 
because Manipur’s develoment now depends 
on the infra-structure that has got to be buili, 
the communications system that has to be 
expanded and the additional power that will 
be generated, there will be no difficulty in 
providing the finance for any viable project 
that the administration of Manipur as well 
as the Planning Commission and other agencies 
have. 

Apart from this, the whole territory 
Manipur has been selected for, concessional 
finance by financial institutions like IFC, 
1DBI, and the whole territory outside the 
municipal limits of Imphal has also been 
selected for 10 per cent outright grant by 
Government to new industries that may be 
set up there. Recently a survey team sponsored 
by the IDBl carried out a survey to explore 
the possibilities of establishing industries in 
Manipur. So the attention of Government 
and its various institutions and financial agen¬ 


cies is directed to locating places where indu¬ 
stries could be set up and helping in the inte¬ 
grated development of the area. 

These are some of the points raised. As 
1 said in the beginning, the aspirations of the 
Manipur people for full statehood and the 
desire of these cbltured and hard-working 
people for rapid development to come up to 
the level of the other advanced communities 
of India in the shortest possible time, as have 
been placed in this House, are recognised by 
Government and all efforts are being made, 
within the resources available, to see that 
they are fulfilled.

Sir, as the hon. Members arc aware. Section 
3 of the Bengal Finance (sales Tax) Act, 1941 
extended to the Union Territory of Delhi 
in 1951, provides that for carrying out the 
purposes of the Act, the Chief Commissioner, 
(now Lt. Governor) may appoint a person to 
be Commissioner of Sales Tax together with 
such other persons to assist him as the Lt. 
Governor thinks fit. In several cases the 
officers to assist the Commissioner of Sales 
Tax were appointed not under the said Section 
3 but under the service rules wherein the appoint¬ 
ing authorities are not the Lt. Governor in 
all cases. Though the various officers mentioii- 
ed above were subsequently appointed by the 
Lt. Governnor under Section 3, with retros¬ 
pective effect, their appointments arc not in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 3 
aforesaid as that Section does not permit any 
appointment with retrospective effect. 

These appointments are, therefore, for 
obvious reasons of doubftful validity. In a 
writ petition filed before the Delhi High Court, 
the Delhi Woollen Mills challenged the appoint¬ 
ment of one Assistant Sales-Tax Officer who 
was appointed with retrospective effect from 
15.2.1965 by an order of the Lt. Governor 
dated 26.4.1968 issued under the said 
Section 3. 


"Introduced/moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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The Delhi Administration reviewed the 
position in this context and found that there 
were nearly 374 such appointments which had 
been given retrospective effect. It was also 
found that in about S.55 lakh cases assess¬ 
ments have been framed by such officers and a 
demand of Rs. 15.25 crorcs (both under the 
local Sales Tax Act and Central Sales Tax Act) 
was created by them. The Assistant Commi¬ 
ssioners of Sales Tax likewise appointed and 
exercising appellate jurisdiction have disposed 
of over 32 thousand appeals since 1st Novem¬ 
ber, 1951 when the liability to pay tax under 
the Act commenced. Under the law, the 
dealers, on whom assessments have been made 
by officers not validly appointed, can challenge 
them within a priod of three years from the 
date of an adverse judicial pronouncement. 
Such assessments can also be challenged by 
dealers in the course of recovery proceedings. 
In case the refunds of tax already collected 
were to be allowed as a result of any adverse 
judicial pronouncement, it would, apart from 
creating serious inroads to the resources posi¬ 
tion of the Government, have resulted in an 
unitended benefit to the dealers and not to the 
purchasers as the former would have already 
reimbursed to themselves, the sleas tax from 
the purchasers. With the approval of the 
Executive Council, the Delhi Administration 
moved the Government of India for the 
immediate promulgation of an Ordinance to 
rectify the defect. 

The Ordinance title the Bengal Tinancc 
(Sales Tax) (Delhi Validation of Appoint¬ 
ments and Proceedings) Ordinanc, 1971 
promulgated by the President on 18th May, 
1971 validates appointments of the Officers 
concerned and the proceedings taken by such 
officers undeT the aforesaid Bengal Act and 
the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956. The need for 
validating the proceedings under the latter Act 
has arisen because the administrative authority 
under both the Acts are the same. 

The present Bill seeks to replace the above 
Ordinance by an Act of Parliament. 1 
request the House to unanimously accept the 
Bill.

DR. KARN1 SINGH (Bikaner) : Will

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Yes. Now. 
Mr. salve was on his legs on the last occasion 
He will continue. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul) : Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, part of my speech was 
over that day. I think that was the part in 
which I was pointing out to Mr. Maran that 
in his weighty arguments he had come out 
with voluminous statistics and those statistics 
were absolutely overwhelming. They were 
so complicated that one very happy feature 
ol those statistics was hardly any one under¬ 
stood the same in the House. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Including yourself. 

SHRI N.K.P. SALVE: i could not follow 
thos statistics very clearly and I hope when 
he replies, some of the salient statistics, I am 
sure, he will repeat. At any rate, trying to 
get the Constitution amended on the basis of 
statistics as he has come out with, 1 think, is 
over simplification of the matter for the simple 
reason that nobody will dispute, nobody will 
doubt that by this amendment, a very cardinal, 
a very basic and fundamental principle of the 
Constitutional law which wc have folloed in 
our Constitution for years and which has been 
followed in different constitutions in different 
countries is sought to be dislodged. That 
principle was described by Shri Bhandare 
as the principle of equality of the people of 
the country. Unless there are very weighty 
arguments for us to change our Constitution 
and change it in a manner as to justify the depa¬ 
rture from this cardinal principle, 1 am afraid 
Mr. Maran will not find any support what¬ 
soever for the amendment to the Constitution 
which he is seeking. 

The proposed amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution proceeds upon the assumption that 
the population in 1951 in our country was as 
it were an ideal population, and that it must 
constitution an immutable basis for the repre¬ 
sentation to be given to people in this House 
in terms of article 81, whereas article 81 cont¬ 
emplates representation in this chamber not 
statewisc; it deems the entire country as a 
whole, the people as a whole, the nationas 
a whole; representation to the people as a , 
whole in this chamber. Now, Shri Maram wants 
in the year of grace 1971, to take the 
population in 1951. 

Ordinary Part 11 Section 2, dated 11,6.71. 
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And, on the basis or that population, give 
representation: May 1 ask, what is so magical 
about the 1951 population? He said, wc started 
family planning in 1951 and since we have done 
well in that hid as compared to other States, 
wc must not be penalised. This is an extremely 
tenuous and weak argument, which proceeds 
on the assumption as though until 1951 all 
other States were going ahead with utmost 
efficiency in producing children, and since 
Madras has excelled all other States, therefore 
in 1971 Madras should be rewarded for what 
it did in 1951. The illogicality of this argument 
becomes very clear when you sec that a day 
may come when in a particular States there 
may be people four times as much as in Madras 
State and whereas for every 100,000 men 
there may be a representative from Tamil Nadu, 
in other States for every 400,000 men there 
may be a representative. Therefore, it is not 
possible to so amend the Constitution which 
will take us to such an absurd situation.At any 
rate, if we had at all known that 1951 popu¬ 
lation is going to be the basis for determing 
the number of representatives, before 1951 
we would have tried our best in the product¬ 
ivity of children. I do not know whether Mr. 
Maran was married or not in 1951, but I 
was married. 

SHRI R. V. SWAM IN ATI IAN ( Madu¬ 
rai) : Even now he is a bachelor. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : So. the mystery 
is immediately solved why he has this parti¬ 
cular approach towards the population problem. 
We know the famous Malthusian theory 
that while means of subsistence grow alge¬ 
braically, population grows geometrically. 
This theory was shown to some great critic 
in France, who there upon}said,“Mr. Malthus 
seems to have done very well, except that he 
had not consulted his wife.” When this was 
shown to Mr, Malthus, he said, “1 have no 
wife. How am 1 to consult her ?” Thereupon, 
the French critic said, “That is why there is 
this absurdity.” We do not produce children 
with the help of algebra or geometry. We 
produce them usually with the help of wives. 
(interruptions). 

I do not want Mr. Maran to rely very 
seriously on the statistics. Population is not 
a problem of algebra or geometry. It is basi¬ 
cally a human problem. Statistics are someti¬ 
mes lies. The minister was extremebrfttscinated 


when I told the House the other day that 
there are three types of lies—lies, damned 
lies and statistics. So, let us not be overwhe¬ 
lmed by statistics. It is a human problem. 
(As I said, if we had known* that 1951 popu¬ 
lation is going to be the basis for determining 
the number of representatives in this chamber, 
we would have produced more children in 
1951. How can we undo that mistake now ? 
if Madras Jias done better in farmily planning, 
why does Mr. Maran think that other States 
will not do better ? I understand that Maha¬ 
rashtra is doing extremely well in family pla¬ 
nning and some day they might excell Tamil 
Nadu. In fact, l was told the other day that 
in Maharashtra they are implementing the 
family planning programme with a vengeance. 
In the case of the wife they do tubectomy and 
in the case of the husband vasectomy, because 
they do not want to leave either of them to 
chance independently; Maharashtra is doing 
so well in the matter of family planning. 

Kindly do not consider that article 81 is 
such a grat disincentive to family planning. 
Other States will follow Maharashtra and 
surely wc will bring about a proper adjustment 

• 

It hurts me that DMK has brought this 
resolution. They have got a wonderful set 
of people here who arc dedicated men. Their 
record of public service is magnificent. This 
odour of parochial approach is something 
which I want them to get away from. Why do 
you look only at Tamiinadu ? Why not my 
State ? Madhya Pradesh has been neglected 
so much that it is difficult for me to describe 
it. If the Central Government had considered 
that Madhya Pradesh was not in India it 
would not have been as bad as this. They 
seem to consider that India is nowhere near 
Madhya Pradesh. This is our misrablc 
condition. I would invite Shri Maran sometime 
to come to my rescue, to my constituency, 
which is on the way to Madras on the main 
Grand Trunk route. Look at the magnificent 
work the DMK members have done. They are 
24 members and we are 22 on this side of the 
House from Madhya PradeshWhile we were not 
able to do anything, those 24 members were 
abletobrowbeat and intimidate the Governip^nt 
of India and get everything for themselves. 
They have such magnificent qualities. Why 
do. they want 2, 3 or 4 more members. It is 
quality that matters and not number. Look 
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at. t^ie entire problem from the viewpoint of 
the nation as a whole. After all, what is it 
that article 81 contemplates ’? It wants the 
papulation of the whole country to be taken 
into consideration. .When you are sitting in 
this chamber, for God is sake, forget that 
you belong to Tamilnadu or*Madhya Pradesh. 
Kindly consider-that we are Tndians<first and 
Indians last. It is India's interest wjtich must 
come first and everything else afterwards. 
Therefore, what does it*matter* whether your 
population in 1951 was more or less. We have 
to consider the problems of India of today and 
not of the In'dia of the past. ‘ To fake inlo 
account the population of 1951 as the basis 
now looks very irrational. 

Only one word about allocation of funds, 
there is hardly any section in this House which 
has a great grievance about the allocation of 
funds as we from Madhya Pradesh. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandiwash): 
Do not he parochial. 

SHRI N.K.P .SALVE : If I had been paro¬ 
chial, 1 would have moved a Bill or resolution 
for larger allocation for Madhya Pradesh, 
f aifi speaking of’our grievances. Oiir Chief 
Minister seems to feel that we are a.set of 
nincompoops, including the distinguished 
President of the vanquished Jan sangh. He 
feels that all of us are not able to do anything 
for Madhya Pradesh. I hope Shri Manoharan 
will teach me the technique of DMK, how 
they managfe to hroweat the Central Govern¬ 
ment. I am prepared to go him provided he 
teaches me the right technique. 

I -would have no objection even for larger 
representation. Let Tamilnadu have more, 
representation, if they want. After all, that 
ism State which has made a tremendous cont¬ 
ribution, to, the cultural, political apd {social 
life of this dountry.

Surely, in the Tarnil 
Nadu State itself there will be districts which 
are "backward and other districts which are 
more backward. Likewise in my State some 
districts are backward and others are more 
backward; the State as a whole is backward. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : 
The whole country is,backward. 

SHRI N.K.P. SALVE : Madhya Pradesh 
has a per capita income which, I think, 
compares only with that of Orissa. , 

What is of importance is allocation of 
funds from the Centre. Grants from> the 
Centre should he done on a rational basis 
keeping the picture of the entire country as a 
whole in view and keepingin view the regional 
disparitiesin which ever Stale they are,including 
Gujarat State. Personally, I think, that State 
must he very poor financially front where 
Shri Piloo Mody is elected. 

Therefore, in view* of this position of the 
matter and the very, very erudite principle 
which has been enunciated by shri Bhandare, 
who has just now conic, that this will dislodge 
the principle of equality of pfeople—that is 
the only principle I remember ia his speech 
which was distinctive for its original contri¬ 
bution and brilliant for its eloquence; that 
is one reason why 1 have forgotten that speech—, 
1 submit that Shri Maran would do wefl to 
withdraw this Bill.

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN (Madu¬ 
rai) : Mr. Deputy—Speaker, many hon. 
Members from my side have requested Mr. 
Maran to withdraw the Bill which he has 
moved. Even after hearing the forceful speech 
made by my hon. friend, Shri Salve, I could 
not see any reason to request my hon. 
friend Shri Maran to withdraw the Bill. Rather, 
I would like to support the Bill because it has 
come with a genuine purpose. 

Mr. Salve mentioned that he smelt pero- 
chialism for the simple reason that it has come 
from the D.M.K. Party. That is not the case. 
The position is that when the Government 
of India took up the family planning pro¬ 
gramme in 1952, many States, of course, 
in the begining all the States took interest 
in that. But later on, many States have not' 
given their due consideration to the family 
planning propaganda. Only certain States have 
taken it up as if it is their solemn function 
to be performed. So far as the southern States, 
particular^ Tamil Nadu is concerned, 
not only the present ruling D. M. K. 
Party is having this programme but even in 
the days when the Congress was in power, 
they had taken up the family planning pro¬ 
gramme in the right earnest. The D.M.K. 
Government is only following the programme 
which was initiated by the previous Congress 
Government. 


I may point out that one of the Ministers 
of the D.M.K. Government, Shri Neduche- 
riyan who is in charge of family planning, 
makes speeches advocating the cause of 
family planning, even in the marriage 
function. 

I have also been to ;some marriage fun¬ 
ctions and have seen this. Some people who 
listen to his speech will also resent. Usually, 
in a marriage function in Tamil Nadu 
our people used to greet Pathinarum 
Pedru, in other words “Wish you happy 
life with 16 children”. 

But this gentleman tells them, “You have 
only one or the maximium two.” This kind 
of family planning propaganda is being made 
by the ministers of the D.M.K. Government. 

This Bill speaks not only for Tamil Nadu 
but for all the Southern States, including 
Andhra. He is not pleading for the Tamil 
Nadu alone, as has been stated by Mr. Salve. 
Shri Maran is pleading for the whole Southern 
States, or for that matter, any State which 
is implicity following the family planning 
programme, on account of which it is losing 
the increase in population. 

Population explosion is not something 
peculiar to our country. It is a problem of the 
entire world and every country faces this 
problem. In all international conferences 
it is discussed with a specific resolution about 
this population explosion. The entire world 
is aware of this, therefore, we will have to do 
some thing. The States which are implicitly 
following the programme are now being 
penalised. Therefore I ask what is the remedy 
for it ? 

Mr. Salve said that this is against the 
principle of equal opportunity to all people. 
I can give him a proposal; will he accept it ? 
Let us have some minimum seats on the basis 
of the 1951 census. Any State which has in 
creased the population may get more seats; 
we have no objection. We are doing it in the 
light of following the Central Government’s 
policy and programme and therefore it is our 
plea that we should not be penalised. We 
have been losing our seats. This problem 
is not being faced now; even the previous 
Congress Government had to face it. those 
States which are losing on account of the 
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adherence to Family Planning programmess 
should be compensated. This is right time we 
consider what we can do for those States 
which have got reduced population. 

I cannot understand the argument of Mr. 
M. R. Gopala Reddy. I do not know why he 
is requesting Mr. Maran to withdraw the Bill. 
If this is passed, his State will also get the 
benefit. I can tell you this, if we give up this 
Family Planning programmes, Tamil Nadu 
and Andhra will exceed the rest of the country 
so far as production of population is concerned. 
I can speak that for Andhra also. There is a for 
in the argument of Mr. Maran. But, I don’t see 
any force in Mr. Salve's speech. He says there 
is parochialism in it. 1 want to tell him there is 
no parochialism. If there is parochialism, I 
will oppose it tooth and nail. If there is paro¬ 
chialism, I will be the first to oppose whether 
it comes from DMK or any other party. 
There is no such thing. This is a simple legi¬ 
timate demand. We arc not asking for some¬ 
thing which is more than what we are entitled; 
only thing is that we do not want to be penalised 
That is all. We don’t want our seats to be 
reduced. We don’t want more seats at others 
cost. We only want that our seats should not 
be reduced, should not be taken away, beacause 
we follow family planning programmes. 

I therefore give my wholehearted support 
to Mr. Murasoli Maran's Bill. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN ( Kumbakonam ) : I 
rise to support the Bill moved by my coll¬ 
eague, Mr. Murasoli Maran. Many arguments 
have been advanced against the acceptance of 
the Bill. Among those arguments, the most 
dloquent was that of Mr. Salve. He began 
his arguments from the bed chamber and 
then to the chamber of this House. 

He had also some very uncharitable expre¬ 
ssion to use against statistics. When the mover 
produced so many figures and facts for his 
case, those figures did not suit Mr. Salve, so 
he contends, that the entire statistics should 
be condemned-... 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : He is a 
chartered accountant. He probably got 
bored with figures and then he said it. 


SHRI SEZHIYAN : All the. day he • deads 
with figures, yet when he comes to the Cha¬ 
mber, he probably feels that statistics are 
useless, and he said, "Lies, damn lies and 
statistics”.

SHRI K. MANOH4.RAN ( Madras 
North?) : It .was not his, but I think it was 
Mark Twain’s. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN : Statistics ist here for 
substitution of facts for fancies and logic for 
irrationality. Unless one bases one’s arguments 
on facts and logic, one will be defeated on 
one’s point. 

The main point which was raised by Mr. 
R. D. Bhandare and also seconded by my 
hon. friend Mr. N. K. P. Salve is that it is 
cardinal principle that the equality of people 
should be accepted,. I would submit that 
in a federal structure, it is not the equality 
of people alone that should be counted, but 
the equality of States also should be counted. 
The basic or cardinal principle in a federal 
structure is that no State, whether it be big 
or^, small, whether it is hugely populated or 
sparsely populated should feel any sense 
of discrimination; they should all feel equal 
when they meet in a chamber. This is the 
cardinal principle in a federal structure,. If 
you take the States Reorganisation Commi¬ 
ssion’s report of 1955, you will find that Mr. 
Panikkar had this to say in his note appended 
to the report : 

"I consider it essential for the successful 
working of a federation that the units should 
be fairly evenly balanced. Too great a dispa¬ 
rity is likely to create not only suspicion and 
resentment but generate forces likely to unde¬ 
rmine the federal structure itself and thereby 
be a danger to the unity of the country. This 
is clearly .recognised every where. In most 
federal constitutions, though wide variations 
exist in respect of the population and resources 
of the units, care is taken to limit the infhid- 
ence and authorities of all the States,” 

Since it has been accepted all over the 
world in other Constitutions, perhaps we find 
that the reverse is the case in India. If we 
take the US Senate, we find that New York 
which is the most populated State and Neavada 
which is the least populated State both have 
equal representation. My hon. friend's Bill 
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suffers in one respect. He has put it in the 
minimal way. If T had brought forward a Bill 
I would have put in the provision that all the 
States should have equal representation. 
This also has been referred to by Mr. Panikkar 
in his report, and he says thaf the instance 
of the Soviet Union is there. He says : 

• 

“In the Soviet Union also, only Great 
Russia has a larger population than most 
other unites of the federation taken together. 
Representation in the House of Nationalities 
is weighed against her, so that the other unite 
of the federation may not be dominated by 
larger units.” 

He goes on to give examples of other Con¬ 
stitutions where in population alone is not 
taken into consideration for representation 
in a Chamber of all the federationing units. 
In other words, it means that population 
alone should not be the guiding principle. 

It was asked why 1951 should be taken as 
the base. Whichever base may be chosen, 
we are prepared. If it is intended to peg this 
down to the base year 1951 or 1968 as sugge¬ 
sted by the All India Family Planning and 
Health Conference that met at Bhopal, we 
would have no objection. Once the basic 
Principle is conceded that a State that is going 
in for family planning should not be discou¬ 
raged by this, it does not matter which base 
year is agreed to. Whether my State loses or 
the other States lose is immaterial. The basic 
principle is that the numbers should not be 
fixed on the basis of population alone, for 
once that is done, family planning programmes 
will get slackened, and the States which are 
assiduously following up the programme 
will get discouraged. That is the basic point 
taken by my hon, friend Shri MurasoliMaran. 
It was on that basic principle that he was ques¬ 
tioning whether my hon. friend was married 
in 1948 or in 1951. 

SHRIN.K.P.SALVE : 1948. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN : As soon as Indepe¬ 
ndence was attained he gave up his indepe- 
denoe, I think. 

He has been very disciplined in the bed 
chamber because he has one son and one 
daughter. He has strictly stuck to the principle : 
we two ours two. Whether it has been done 


consciously or unconsciously, scientifically 
or unscientifically, in a disciplined or undi 
sciplined way, 1 cannot say. The basic prin¬ 
ciple is not whether Madras gains a seat 
or some other State loses two seats; the 
basic principls is whether you are going to 
have representation in a federal structure on 
the basis of population which means that 
the most populous state will have a greater 
voice in that body. I think it is not a good 
basis to work a federal structure. This has 
been amply brought out by Shri Panikkar. 

1 have no doubt about the fate of this 
Bill. Even if all the members present here 
vote for it, it is not going to be passed. But we 
are raising the point for discussion and focu¬ 
ssing attention. The Constitution was adopted 
in 1951. It has been amended twenty times 
since then and it is going to be amended many 
more times hereafter. One more amendment 
on this score is not going to do any harm; 
on the other hand, it may do some good by 
way of bstter functioning of the federal stru¬ 
cture. It is not a parochial proposition. Shri 
R. V. Swaminathan of the ruling party has 
also supported it. So this cuts across party 
lines. It is based on rationality and the pur¬ 
pose is the successful working of the federal 
structure. On these grounds, I support the 
Bill. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN ( Muvattupu- 
zha ) While 1 am in sympathy with the 
principle behind the Bill, J am not in a position 
to support the Bill. There is no difference ®f 
opinion on the principle that in a federal 
polity, there must be equality as between 
state and state. If the proposal was mooted 
based on this principle and with emphasis 
on this principle, there might have been a 
lot to say about it, although whether under 
the conditions obtaining in India it is acce¬ 
ptable is debatable. 

My hon. friend on the other side drew a 
parallel with the US there the representation 
for States in the Senate is equal. But there 
is a dffcrence between the two countries. 
There they started with full independence 
for the different States and those states confe¬ 
derated into a Union. Here the Union came 
into existence and then for administrative* 
purposes we divided the country into different 
States with certain powers for them, residuary 
power vesting in the Union. This makes for 
a lot of difference.

Here the basic factor is the individual. This 
wm put forth by Shri Salve. Although tech¬ 
nically we all represent a constituency, we 
here represent the individuals in the constitu¬ 
ency. Therefore, when we are enacting a law- 
to give effect to representation, we cannot be 
forgetful of the millions of people who have 
sent us as their representatives here. 

Being so, we cannot accept the State as 
static units, immutable, sacrosanct and 
unchangeable. That approach is impossible. 

Even in the framing of the Bill we shall 
find one defect. The Bill says that the existing 
State is something sacrosanct and unchange¬ 
able and so far that particulr State the allo¬ 
tted number of seats in 1951 is the basis which 
should be taken into account. Should it not 
take into account the subsequent alterations 
that have taken place in the area of the State ? 
This contingency is easily conceivable. In 1971 
there are States which were not in existence 
in 1951. for example kerala was not in existence 
in 1951; only Travancore-Cochin was in 
existence. .(Interruptions.) 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : This is a drafting 
problem. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : That is one 
aspect of drafting. Supposing, there are patches 
of land in this country which cannot be equated 
with a particular State, that will go without 
representation, this is because my friends 
started with the assumption that the State 
is completely sacrosanct, ; whatever States 
were in existence in 1951 were all the States 
that were there and all that has happened 
subsequent to that are mere alterations or 
■deletions or additions. That is the fallacy 
of the whole approach. In our Constitition 
you can see that there are not only additions 
or deletions; creation of new States is conte¬ 
mplated in our Constitution. There is no 
such provision in the United States Consti¬ 
tution. Our Constitution provides for the 
formation of a new State by separation of 
-territory from any State or by uniting two 
or more States. 

The basic thing here is the individual. 
Individual must have representation in the 
panchayat, in the State and he should have 
representation in Parliament. In accordance 


with the size of the body, the number of indi¬ 
viduals who should together elect a re pre- 
sentative varies. Therefore what Mr. Salve 
spelt out is the fundamental thing. Do we 
want to depart from the proposition that 
every citizen ih this counrty ought to be repre¬ 
sented. Merely because I happen to be in a 
particular State 10,000 persons there must 
not have representation which is equal to 
representation for 10,000 persons somewhere 
else 7 Would it be equitable to the indivi¬ 
dual concerned? That is the besic question. 
One or two seats more, or less, for this State 
or that State is immeterial if you take the whole 
of India. May be there was some point about 
what was said about how every State has been 
treated. There is that imbalance in our coun¬ 
try. There is that feelinga Iso. May I tell my 
friends, Mr. Manoharan and his followers 
that there is a feeling in certain States that 
they are being disregarded. For example 
I from Kerala feel that I am not getting what 
is my legitimate due. I am feeling that certain 
things must come to Kerala; that is being 

taken away by Tamil Nadu_ (Interruptions.) 

When it is a question of the railway, or new 
lines or workshop it is taken by them and I 
feel that I am disregarded. But what is the 
solution? Only a charge in the attitude is the 
solution; solution lies in the willingness on the 
part of everybody to assume a sort of a beha¬ 
viour to one another so that there is a psycho¬ 
logical feeling injected that we are part of 
the whole body. We must think that way. 

Again the allocation of funds is the most 
fundamental thing. The proposition is that 
it also must on the 1951 basis, not on the 
basis of human beings who are living today, 
merely because in 1951 in a particular year 
something was there. ■ From year to year 
funds have got to be allocated to individuals,, 
on the principle of inoividulas who exist in 
that particular years. Therefore, the fictional 
figure of population in 1951 will be unacce¬ 
ptable. With these words I feel that I have 
got to oppose this Bill because the basis is 
wrong. 

Secondly because the wrong thing which 
was sought to be remedied cannot be remedied; 
thirdly because the drafting is so done that 
we will get into a complete mess if we are 
going to accept this Bill, That part of the 
Constitution will result in having no meaning 
at all. Large patches of our country, large 
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anas in this country, will have a great pro* 
blem which will be difficult to solve. 

With these Words, with full sympathy and 
sentiment, I am sorry I have got to oppose 
this Bill. . 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW AND JUSTICE (SHRI 
NITIRAJ j SINGH CHAUDHARY): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the hon. Mover, while 
moving the Bill for consideration, observed : 

“The idea is that no State should be pena¬ 
lised for the loss of its representation in 
the House of the People for sincerely imple¬ 
menting the family planning programme, 
and no State should be deprived of revenues 
by way of grant or Plan assistance 
by the Union just because of the reason.” 

This shows that the main basis on which this 
Bill is conceived is that the loss of popultation 
as a cousequence of Family Planning and 
which I would show hereafter is not correct, 

I am quoting figures from *hc monthly state¬ 
ment on the progress of family planning progra¬ 
mme in India; progress since inception, page 7. 
Tamil Nadu has 10.8 per cent couples under 
protection; Maharashtra has 12.8 per cent 
couples under protection; Kerala has 11.2 per 
cent couples under protection. In other 
States, it varised from 9.6 to 2.7, 2.7 being in 
Assam and other States. So, to say that the 
population of Tamil Nadu has fallen because 
of family planning is, T submit, not entirely 
correct. 

There are certain other reasons. If you 
permit me, I will place before you some popu¬ 
lation figures, and the percentage rise of 
population. I am quoting from the Census 
of India, 1971. In Tamil Nadu, the popu¬ 
lation rise from 1961 to 1971 is 22.01 percent. 
There are States in this country, that is, Andhra 
Pradesh, where it is 20, and there are other 
States where it is low less than that of Tamil 
Nadu. It is 19.73 in Uttar Pradesh which, 
according to my friend, has a very fertile female 
population. 

There is one other reason why population 
of Tamil Nadu has fallen. It is because of 
migration. I am quoting from the statis¬ 
tics given in the 1961 census. 10,95,398 people 


born in the State of Tamil Nadu migrated out 
of that State. Besides this, there are other 
reasons for the loss of population in Tamil 
Nadu; namely, portions of Tamil Nadu were 
transferred to other States after Andhra 
Pradesh was formed. So, all these reasons, 
including the family planning, are responsible 
for some fall of the population. But whether 
it can be made the basis for a change, a funda¬ 
mental change in the Constitution, is the 
question. 

The Government of India is aware of the 
responsibility. The Health Ministry of the 
Government of India is taking up this measure 
of giving weightage to States where family 
planning is being implemented fully and pro¬ 
perly. The Health Ministtry has moved in 
the matter and it is considering this 
matter with the Planning Commission, and 
the body which is to decide this matter is the 
National Development Council. The matter 
will go before the National Development 
Council. which consists of Chief 
Ministers also, and it will finally decide 
as to what weightage, if any, should be given 
to the States for implementing the family 
planning programme. 

The other complaint made was that be¬ 
cause of the fall of population, allocations made 
to Tamilnadu have fallen. I quote from 
the statement laid on the Table of the House 
by the Planning Minister on 9.6.71. In the 
second plan, the per capita plan outlay expen¬ 
diture was : national average 51; Taihilandu 
57. In the third plan, it was 91 and 98 res¬ 
pectively. In the annual plan for 1966-67, 
national average was 20 and Tamilnadu 22. 
In the annual plan, for 1967-68, national 
average was 20 and Tamilnadu 24. In the 
annual plan for 1968-69, national average was 
21 and Tamilnadu 24. In the fourth plan 
1969.74, national average was 119 and Tamil¬ 
nadu 129. There are States like UP, West 
Bengal, Madhya Pradesh and Bihar, where the 
.per capita a plant outlay expenditure is much 
less than in Tamilnadu. The very basis on 
which the Bill is moved, I respectfully submit, 
is not correct. 

While moving the Bill, he said : 

“The aim of a private member’s Bill is 

not that it is accepted by the Government. 

The idea is to focus the attention of the 
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Government to this particular problem, 

so that they may. offer their point of view. 

He has achieved that object. He has also 
sensed the views of the members who have 
spoken. A majority of them have opposed 
the Bill; except the mover and a member from 
his own party, others have opposed it. There¬ 
fore, I request the mover to withdraw this 
Bill. I oppose the Bill for the reasons that I 
have briefly stated. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARaN (Madras 
South): Sir, I have been listening carefully 
to the speeches of the hon. members and the 
minister. I thank them for the interest they 
have shown. It is my duty to answer some of 
the points raised, especially by Mr. Bhandare 
and Mr. Salve. Both of them said, the theme 
behind the Bill hits at the very root of quality 
of the people. My plea is also that there is 
no equality achieved by the present position. 
It depends on the definition one gives to equa¬ 
lity. According to them, equality means, 
each State is allotted a number of States in 
the House of the People in such a manner that 
the ratio between the number of seats and the 
population of the States is as far as practically 
the same for all States. But my plea is that 
this system breeds inequality. 

Some States are vigerously implementing 
the family planning programme, and their 
population is reduced; it may be Tamilnadu 
or any other State. Their representation in 
this House and their share in the central taxes 
by way of devaiution is also reduced, whereas 
other States which do not effectively implement 
the family planning programme get all the 
advantages. How can you say that this is 
based on equality? 

Our country is in a unique situation. We 
are the first country in the developing world 
to have family planning as an official policy. 
Perhaps we are the Amt country to approach 
the UN with a request to send an evaluation 
team to study the programme. 

So, I think we may not have a precedent 
for this kind of constitutional amendment. 
Shri Bhandare prefuaely quoted from almost 
all the constitutions of the world. He says 
that we have no precedents. I say that ours 


is a special situation. So we need not have 
precedents. Special situations call for special 
remedies which can be quoted as precedents 
by others. ' 

Moreover, we may not have a precedent for 
the House of the Ffeople. But, as Shri Sezhi- 
yan has pointed out, this principle is not followed 
in the RajyaSabha. So, I ask a counter quest¬ 
ion to those who say that there is no prece¬ 
dent. I say that in almost all the federal con¬ 
stitutions of the world except that of Canada, 
the representation for States in the Upper' 
House is equal. In the United States each 
has two Senators in the Upper House. In 
the Switzerland each Canton has two deputies 
in the Council. In Australia each State has 
ten Senators in the Upper House. In Canada 
the Upper House consists of nominated mem¬ 
bers, and that is an exception. So, in our 
country we do not follow that cardinal princi¬ 
ple. We are following a different method. 

Article 80 (2) talks of the composition of 
the Council of S ates. The Fourth Schedule 
freezes the num.-ir of representatives from 
the States. Under this system, while UP has 
34 representatives a States like Assam has 
pnly 7 representatives in the Rajya Sabha. 
Now you find fault with me when 1 say that 
we should fix the representation on the basis 
of the 1951 census figures. But how did the 
architects of the Constitution arrive at this 
figure of 34 for UP and one for Himachasl 
Pradesh ? 

Here 1 want to quote Basu : 

"Consequential changes in the alloca¬ 
tion of seats have been made in the Fourth 
Schedule maintaining in tact the original 
formula of one seat per million for the 
first five milhions and one seat (or every 
additional two millions or part thereof 
exceeding one million.” 

This he has taken from the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons of the Constitution 
Ninth Amendment Bill, 1956. Naturally, 
they have freezed the number of seats in the 
Council of States according to the population 
of 1951. When we have done that regarding 
the Council of States, what is wrong in fol¬ 
lowing that here also ? 

Some hon. member said that what I seek 
to do is unreal. But we axe following that 
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unreal practice in the case of the Council of 
Stakes. The very name Council of States 
indicates a House of the States where all the 
Slates get equal opportunity. But the principle 
of equality, about which Shri Bhandari and 
Shri Salve waxed eloquent is not followed 
there. > 

Then somebody asked that why in the 
matter of distribution of revenues and taxes 
we should bind ourseleves to an out-dated 
census ? I have got a precedent here, and that 
also on the authority of the First Finance 
Commission. In Argentina in the devolution 
of central taxes and revenues 30 per cent is 
on the basis of population, and the population 
figures are not of the preceding census. Here 
I want to quote the First Finance Commission : 

“In Argentina the Federal Government 
also shares some tax receipts directly with 
the provinces 1 • • ‘still another 30 per cent 
based on population relying on the 
1914 census figures rather than more 
recent estimates. 

So, according to my friends here, Argentina 
is following out-dated census figures. In that 
way, they maintained some equality. For 
those friends who want some precedent I 
give this precedent from Argentina. 

16.00 hrs. 

Shri Somnath Chatterjee, while speaking 
the other day, said that there are certain rea¬ 
sons other than the effective implementation 
of family planning for tne increase of popu¬ 
lation. He is quite right. Because he hails 
from West Bengal, he quoted his example. 
There migration is a great problem. During 
1957 when the Second Finance Commission 
visited Calcutta, the then Chief Minister of 
West Bengal argued this case. He said that* 
migration should be taken into account while 
deciding the share of Central taxes. I think 
the Second Finance Commission has given a 
sufficient answer for this problem. It said:— 


So, in their recommendation they did not 
take into consideration the migration aspect 
of it, but regarding grants-in-aid under article 
275 they have tak:n it into consideration. 

The most uncharitable criticism came from 
Shri Salve, if I may say so. He is a vendor of 
statistics, because he is a reputed chartered 
accountant by profession. Regarding my 
figures, he repeated the remark of Mark 
Twain that there are lies,' damn lies and 
statistics. I understand, he has been to America 
for giving professional advice; he had been 
to Pakistan for arguing before the income- 
tax tribunal there and I do not know whether 
he armed himself with lies, damn lies or sta¬ 
tistics. 

He also said—I want to quote from his 
speech—it makes little difference to people 
whether there are 30 representatives from 
Tamil Nadu or there are 31, 32,33,34 or 35. 
But we do care. Perhaps, his party may not 
care; that is why, they lost some of the bye- 
elections in Nagpur and West Bengal. But 
we do care; our pepolc do care. In the coming 
years we have got some definite methods for 
family planning. For a long time family 
planning was a guessing game played in a dark 
room. Now some light has been thrown 
on to it. In the other House there was the 
Bill to liberalise abortion. Euphemistically 
it is called the Medical Termination of Preg- 
nency Bill. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : The Minister 
has said that family planning has been more 
efficaciously and effectively implemented in 
Maharashtra and Kerala. I did not have 
these figures; therefore, I did not raise that 
point. If this is the correct position., the basis 
of your argument is knocked off. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : I cannot 
compete with the hon. Minister in giving 
figures.

I think, the birth rate can be made stati¬ 
onary in future. Dr. Chandrasekhar, when 
hs was Minister hye, talkea about certain 
contraceptive injections which can prevent 
preganancy for some years. With these 
msthods we can arrive at a stationary 
birth rate. It may take a decade or two 
or three dacades. Until then, we have to adopt 
some method or the other. 

The Minister said that we are getting more 
and more Plan assistance. But I can quote 
another set of figures. In the First Plan we 
got 10.8 per cent of the total Central assistance 
for all States put together. In the Second Plan 
it was 9 per cent; in the Third Plan it was 7.4 
per cent; in the original Fourth Plan (1966-71) 
we got 7 per cent; in the annual plans (1966-69) 
we got 6,7 per cent; in the Draft Fourth Plan 
(1969-74) it is 5.7 per cent. Year by year. Plan 
by plan our assistance is getting lower. Proba¬ 
bly, the population control is one of the reasons. 
It is not the only reason but it is one of the 
reasons. 

My hon. friend said that we arc parochial. 
But sometimes federalism is mistaken for 
parochialism. Mr. Salve advised us that we 
should think like Indians first and Indians 
last. We are second to none in thinking like 
Indians first and Indians last. We are not 
only thinking like Indians but we are acting 
like Indians. We are effectively implementing 
the family planning programme. 

Our population is equivalent to 6 Brazils, 
9 Nigerias, 15 Egypts and more than 50 Kenyas 
to which we are adding each year the popu¬ 
lation of an Australia or Peru. That is why 
we are effectively implementing the family 
planning programme: We are in the forefront 
of the family planning programme. 

You have slid that your Health Ministry 
has approached the Cabinet. Mr. K.K. Shah, 
when he was Minister here, in a press confe¬ 
rence hetd in October, 1970, said, “The 
population in 1966 should be the basis for 
allotment of funds to the States and any addi¬ 
tional birth should not be reckoned with." 
I think, that idea is being pursued now. If you 
do not consider this point, if you do not consider 


reduction of population because of effective 
family planning programme, our people will 
ask : Why should we adopt this method effe¬ 
ctively when by adopting this, our represe¬ 
ntation in Parliament is getting reduce, our 
Central assistance is getting reduced and our 
devolution of Cenjtral taxes is getting reduced? 
So, the time has come when the people may 
think otherwise and it will given a set-back 
to the family planning programme. That is 
why I urge upon the Government to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

Forget about Tamil Nadu. I have no fetish 
for 1951 census figures. You may put some 
year according to the consensus arrived at 
by the N.D.C. Probably, the National Deve¬ 
lopment Council may be the proper forum 
for that. I say, it should be 1951 basis. But 
then the Central Family Planning Council 
which met at Bhopal during November, 1969 
strongly recommended that the estimated 
population in 1968 should continue to be the 
basis of representation in Parliament and the 
allocation to States for the next 15 years. 
They have suggested 15 years. Why ? The 
reason is simple. Very soon, we would have 
attained uniformity of targets regarding family 
planning programme. So, at least, for some 
years to come, until we arrive at a uniformity 
of targets regarding family planning programme, 
something should be done. Otherwise, we will 
be setting the clock back in regard to the family 
planning programme. 

As the hon. Minister rightly pointed out, 
the main purpose of any Private Member’s 
Bill is not that it will be passed unanimously 
or with a majority. We are focossing the atten¬ 
tion of the House and of the Government 
through this so that sometimes it may set 
a float ideas which with influx of time may 
catch up the minds of the people and force the 
Government to bring forward a suitable legi¬ 
slation. 

1 think, I have partially achieved the object. 
So, lam not pressing for thisBill. I withdraw 
the Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Has he the 
leave of the House to withdraw the Bill.

CONSTITUTION (AMENDMENT) BILL 
(Insertion of new articles 23 A and MB) 

DR. KARNI SINGH ( Bikaner ) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I move : 

“That the Bill further to amend the Constitu¬ 
tion of India be taken into consideration." 

The object of this Bill is to insert two clauses 
after Section 23 in the Constitution : 

“23A. (1) All children of the age of fourteen 
years or less shall have the right to free 
education. 

(2) Education shall be compulsory for 
all children till they have completed the age 
of fourteen years. 

23B. The State shall provide monetary 
assistance to every citizen who has completed 
the age sixty years or remains chronically 
ill or is permanently incayicated or disabled 
and has nothing to fall hack upon and is 
unable to fend for himself.” 

1 sincerely hope that the Government 
will consider accepting this Bill or coming 
forward with one of their own to see that 
the Directive Principles of the Constitution 
with regard to free and compulsory education 
for children under 14 year., and some form of 
old-age insurance are implemented. I believe 
that the cost will be in the vicinity of Rs. 10 
crores a year, I am sure hon. Members will 
agree this is not much and this is not a vast 
sum considering the large number of levies 
of taxation that Mr. Chavan has recently 
introduced. 

[Da. Saradish Roy in the Chair]

The object of my bill is to give legal effect 
substantially to what is contained in Article 
41, and Art. 45 of the Constitution. Art. 41 
and Art. 45, being in the nature of Directive 
Principles, are not justiciable and as such not 
inforceable by the courts. Article 41 reads : 

“The State shall, within the limits of its 
economic capacity and development, make 
effective provision for securing the right to 
work, to education and to public assistance 


in cases of unemployment old age, sickness 
and disablement and in other cases of 
undeserved want." 

Article 45 reads : 

“The State shall endeavour top Provide 
within a period often years.” 

It is well over that period now— 

“from the commencement of this Cons¬ 
titution, for free and complusory education 
for all children until they complete the age 
of fourteen years.” 

I need not stress the need of education 
particularly to the school-going children of 
under 14 years of age. This is very necessary 
in a developing country like ours. The House 
is no doubt aware that more than 50% of 
Indian population is below 21.1 do not know 
what their correct number is, but I think, a 
considerable number is below 14. 

Government’s preaching of socialism and 
garibi hatao will not mean anything if it 
cannot implement the directive Principles of 
the Constitution and give compulsory educa¬ 
tion to children below 14 years of age. Just 
like the United States or Britain or other 
advanced countries, India has to give social 
security to the aged above 60, because, we 
have got to accept the fact as society develops, 
a time is to come when the children will not 
take care of their parents, and the Government 
of the State has to step in. The State collects 
taxes and the taxes we have are expropriator^. 
Tn such a situation I don’t think the State 
can absolve itself of the need to follow the 
Directive Principles enshrined in our Consti¬ 
tution. 

0 

If you want to build a great India, you 
need highly qualified young men and women. 
If you go out in the villages, in spite of the 
efforts claimed to be made for education, you 
find that many children are virtually illiterate. 
Even in respect of the question of Family 
Planning, if those programmes have to be a 
success, you have to educate the people. 
Without proper education, that will not be a 
success. 

I can tel! about my own State, Rajasthan; if 
you go in the villages, in the desert area, you 
will find that the children have no cloth to 
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wear, and these areas face famine conditions. 
This Congress Government in Rajasthan 
asks them to pay 50% amount before a school 
can be built. What kind of a welfare State 
is this ? I can understand garibi hatao at the 
election time. But, what about the responsi¬ 
bility of the Government 7 Can you not pro¬ 
vide free schools even after so many years 
of independence ? If you cannot give free 
schools but ask the people to make the cont¬ 
ribution, then I ask what kind of a Welfare 
State is this ? What are you doing ? 

We have heard so much of the slogan 
garibi hatao in the election time. Mr. Palkhi- 
wala put it beautifully the other day. He said, 
during the election time it is garibi hatao. 
After the election time i» is amiri hatao. Even 
a 10 year old child , if he is given one meal, 
will be able to say amiri hatao. 

But garibi hatao which sounds jolly well 
is a much more difficult thing. If the Gove¬ 
rnment fails to garibi hatao and I am sure 
they are going to, because it will take them 
a good many 20 years before any semblance 
of garibi hatao is seen in this country, then 
confiscatory taxation would be the only way, 
and 10 or 20 or 50 or 100 or 200 or 500 families 
will be finished and pilloried and that would 
be the end of it. But as for the man in the 
street, how do you reach him ? If the Govern¬ 
ment today is interested only in seats and in 
its slogans, and is not even prepared to put 
through what is written in the Constitution, 
then I tell you that this Government has failed, 
and, therefore, I repuest them with all earne¬ 
stness—because today we in the Opposition 
do not have much of votes --that if they do not 
accept my Bill, they should come forward 
with some sort of legislation which will give 
old age insurance, which will look after our 
old psople and sick people and give free 
•compulsory education to everybody. A Bill 
like this is long overdue and the time has 
come when we must take stock of the situation. 

The directive principles are not intended 
to be merely moral precepts and empty plati¬ 
tudes as was made clear by Dr. Ambedkar 
himself who said : 

“It is the intention of the Assembly that 
in future both the legislature and the 
executive should not merely pay iipservice 


to these principles but they should be 
made the basis of legislation and executive 
action that may be taken hereafter in the 
matter of governance of the country.” 

The mandate of article 41 has been ignored 
hitherto and no adequate provision has been 
made securing public assistance in case of old 
age, sickness ‘ and disablement and other cases 
of undeserved want. Old age insurance and 
social security are some things that India 
needs today. If you talk about socialism in 
one way, then you have got to provide the 
other socialistic amenities that go with it and 
that follow as a corollary. 

In a democracy, education is a must. I 
do not know whether our counrty is to remain 
a democracy or it will go the communist 
way. This is for the nation to decide. But 1 
do feel that as long as India is a democracy, 
as long as the people choose their government 
and as long as the people have the right to 
decide what type of government they will 
have, still then education is a must. If we decide 
ultimately to become a nation or a State where 
people become just numbers in a computer, 
that is a different situation. 

Right now, I feel that the emphasis on 
education and on primary compulsory 
education is so important, that Govern¬ 
ment cannot sit back and merely defeat my 
Bill and then say that have no funds. Thpy 
have the funds. If you look through the budget, 
you find that the people on the street are today 
asking what kind of garibi hatao is this. I 
ask you on the floor of this House what kind 
of garibi hatao is this, if you cannot give 
those people in the villages, to boys 
and girls who have no clothes to wear, 
free education, but you go to their parents 
and say ‘Bring 90 per cent’ ? What kind of 
welfare State is this 7 This is a hoax. The cou¬ 
ntry has had enough of slogans and hoaxes. 
We want to see something definite. If it 
is said Ameeri hatao , I say OK, but let there 
be garibi hatao as well. But if you do not, 
by God, you pay for it. 

Regarding the directive principles and the 
philosophy of the Constitution, unfortunately, 
the impression has gained ground in the organs 
of the State that because the directive prin¬ 
ciples set forth in Part IV of the Constitution 
. are expressly made by article 37 unforceable 
by courts, these directives are mere piou 
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hopes not deserving immediate attention. I 
emphasise that no part of the Constitution 
is more important than part IV. That part 
together with Part III embodies the philosophy 
of our Constitution. To ignore these directives 
is to ignore the sustenance and the hopes 
held out to the nation and the very ideals on 
which our Constitution is built today. • 

Twenty years have gone, and the pledge has 
not been redeemed. Therefore, I very earne¬ 
stly beg of this House today that this Bill may 
not be taken lightly as an Opposition Bill that 
is to be defeated, but hon. Members in this 
House from all sites who arc fully aware and 
awakened to the needs of the country should 
realise that without adequate education, this 
country cannot stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the other developed countries, and, there¬ 
fore, they will have to accept this Bill or some¬ 
thing like this. 

1 would like to give this House a very small 
idea of how other countries have taken care 
of a similar situation. A provision that finds a 
distinctive place in any constitutional docu¬ 
ment is the subject of free education up to a 
certain standard, to the citizens of a country. 
It is ensured as a fundamental right and 
invariably made compulsory. In certain 
countries such as Ireland, Denmark, Luxem¬ 
bourg, the Netherlands and Colambia, the 
State provides for free primary education. 

Article 83 of the Constitution of the Kin¬ 
gdom of Denmark of June 5, 1915 with the 
amendments of September 10, 1920 says : 

“Children whose parents have not the 
means to ensure education have the right 
to free instruction in the puplic schools.” 

The same thing applies today; in our coun¬ 
try, the Government has always been looked 
upon as a man baap .Wherever children cannot 
get education, it is the responsibility of the 
state to give them free education. 

Art. 23 of the Luxumburg Constitution 
of Oct. 17,1968 says 

“The state shall ensure that every Luxe¬ 
mburg national receives elementary 
education. The law shall prescribe the 
manner in which the cost of public instru- 
citon shall be met... 


Article 35 of August 5, 1886, stated : 

“Primary instruction shall be free in 
the schools of the state and obligatory 
to the extent defined by law” Art. 3(1V) 
of the constitution of the United States 
of Mexico states. 

“Primary education shall be compul¬ 
sory and shall be given free of charge by 
the state.” 

As to the provision regarding giving public 
assistance in old age, I would corroborate 
my point of view by a few illustrations from 
the constitutions of other countries. Article 
45(4) (t) of the Irish constitution says : 

“The state pledges itself to safeguard 
and, wherever necessary,to • ontribute to 
thesupporte of the infirm, the widow, 
the orphan and the ag-d”. 

Article 161 of the Weimar Constitution 
reads : 

“The state shall, with the controlling parti¬ 
cipation of the insured establish comprehe¬ 
nsive scheme of insurance for the conservation 
of health and of the capacity to work, for the 
protection of maternity, and for the ameli¬ 
oration of the economic consequences of 
old age, infirmity and the changing circums¬ 
tances of life”. 

1 have gone on and on. You can look all 
over the developed countries. The poor, the 
aged, the widows have been taken care of by 
the State. I feel that now that we have a soci¬ 
alistic budget, which many of us think is 
verging on communism, the time has come 
when this Government must take up these- 
important matters. 

I do not like to sit back and see my country 
take second place. I want to see India right 
out in the forefront. How does India achieve 
that pride of place ? It would be through 
education. As long as India’s boys and girls 
are a second class manpower, educated not 
in the proper manner, half-baked educated 
people.India will remain a second-rate country. 
We have to increase the base of our education. 
The boys going to school and are under 14 
years are the ones to be given good education, 
good discipline and you have to inculcate 
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Indian culture into them. Out of that will 
come a great country. 

I hope that the Ministers are not totally 
obsessed with their election propaganda, 
because I do agree that the old, the infirm 
and the aged are unable to vote and therefore 
can be ignored, but is not fair. Every citizen 
of this country has equal rights to be provided 
by the state and irrespective of party slogans 
during the election, now is the time for this 
party and this Government to show to the 
nation that they are in fact serious about 
raising the standards of living, about taking 
care of the aged and the infirm and about 
giving free education to its poor little chidren 
who cannot get assistance and cannot educate 
themselves otherwise. 

I will make one last quotation. It will be 
recalled that the Indian National Congress 
in its declaration on fundamental rights and 
duties adopted at its Allahabad session in 
1933-34 also included a provision to this effect. 
Clause 2(b) of the declaration statetd : 

“The State shall safeguard the interest of in¬ 
dustrial workers and shall secure them pro¬ 
tection against the economic consequences 
of old age, sickness and unemployment”. 

So they are committed to this. I hope the 
hon. House will take this Bill into conside¬ 
ration and that this Bill because of its impo¬ 
rtance not only to a few selected people, but 
millions of countrymen in our country will 
receive its due consideration. 1 commend the 
Bill.

SHR1 R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central) : Mr. Chairman, 1 respect the 
sentiments of the Mover of the Bill. I also 
agree with the principles enunciated in the Bill 
by the Mover. According to my view, this 
Government has totally failed to implement the 
principles enunciated in the Directive Principles 
of State Policy. 11 was envisaged by the found¬ 
ing fathers of the Constitution that article 
45 and the principles underlying it would be 
implemented within ten years and compulsory 
primary education would be provided for all 
children below 14 years of age. 

What is the position today obtainable in 
different States? Barring one or two States, 
no Stale has tried or made sincere efforts to 
implement the principle of the Directive Prin¬ 
ciples enunciated in both these articles, which 
my learned friend. Dr. Kami Singh, the Mover 
of the Bill, wants to make justiciable because, 

1 know that he feels frustrated that by retail^- 
ing these in the Directive Principles, the party 
in power is not prepared to implement those 
principles. Therefore, it is far better, accord¬ 
ing to his view, that these principles must be 
‘made justiciable. I, therefore, say that 1 
entrirely agree with him so far as the princi¬ 
ples are concerned. 

I need not mention that education, as 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru has put it, is an 
investment in man. How far this Government 
has put this investment in man, is the ques¬ 
tion of questions. 1 have not got the figures 
today but since I happen to deal with the 
problem of primary education, I know the 
position available in different States. It was 
envisaged, as I said in the beginning, by the 
founding fathers of the Constitution that 
this principle would be implemented within 
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{Shri R. D. Bhandare] . 

ten years but to my great surprise and shock, 
when I go through the programme and the 
figures of some of the States, I find that some 
of the States will take mdre than 20 or 25 years 
or* even 30 or 35 years, to implement the progra" 
mme of primary education, to implement the 
principle enunciated in the Directive Principle?. 
Df. Ambedkar was justified in saying that 
these Directive Principles arc not pious plati¬ 
tudes and that they are the instruments of 
instruction given to the party in power.' I, 
therefore, accuse the party that it has totally 
failed to implement the principles. 


The States are doing their best. I may 
honestly tell you that the party in power is 
doing their best. But inspite of the efforts 
that have been directed to implement the 
principles regarding primary education, some 
of the States are not in a position. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : You have heard 
about Bihar that it has not utilised grants 
given to it. 

‘ SHRI R.D. BHANDARE : I am aware of 
the fact. Whatever amount is allocated for 
primary education is not utilised even for 
that purpose. I am aware of it. I do not want 
to reflect upon the States. 


Take an illustration of some States like, 
U. P., Bihar, etc. They will take nearly 50 
years at least to implement the Directive Princ¬ 
iples. Therefore, the mover of the Bill thought 
it wise to make the Directive Principles justi¬ 
ciable. May I in all humbleness and humility 
ask the mover of the Bill, supposing we make 
the directive principles justiciable does he 
really think that the Government in power, 
the party in power, is in a position to imple¬ 
ment these principles ? Therefore, what is the 
use of just dreaming, thinking, of getting the 
moon when we cannot walk on the earth 
properly ? 

DR. KARNI SINGH : You don’t hone¬ 
stly think it is within our powers to give free 
and compulsory education. I have great 
grespect for you. I want to understand, 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE: I have the 
greatest respect for you. I know the position 
obtaining in different States. 

SHRT K. S. CHAVDA (PATAN) : In 
Gujarat, there is compulsory education. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : Unfortuna¬ 
tely, I have not got the figures. Otherwise, I 
would have thrown these figures to represe¬ 
ntatives of different States. All the States 
cannot be measured with the same rod in so 
far as the implementation of the Directive 
Principles regarding primary education is 
concerned. From That point of view, and I 
know the practical difficulties, 1 do not know 


My quarrel is with the Planning Commi¬ 
ssion itself. In the Planning Commission, 
"education” as a subject is missing, if not 
in toto, to a greater extent. The Planning 
Commission has not given their necessary, 
wise, thought this problem that education is 
an investment in man. The policy is also 
varying from State to State. I do not agree 
with the hon. Member who spoke just now 
that education should not be made the Central 
subject. It should be made the concurrent 
subject. Then only, it will be the duty of 
the Centre in that event to play a more impo¬ 
rtant part or rather plead with the Planning 
Commission for more allocation to education. 
But, as I was trying to tell Dr. Kami Singh, 
some of the States will take 25 years or more 
with the speed and with the necessary 
amount of allocation made for primary educa¬ 
tion to implement these principles. 

It is an absolute necessity that eyery child 
of 14 years must be given education. In spite 
of the fact that we have, after Independence, 
tried to implement three Five-year Plans, 
the base of illiteracy is increasing. 1 hope 
the House will not^be surprised to know that 
illiteracy is increasing in the country. We 
are trying to remove illiteracy. We find that 
the number of illiterates is increasing. I want 
to impress upon .the . Planning Commission 
and upon the Government that they should 
find mo're money fdr the subject of Education, 
and Primary Education, especially. 

There are different factors which are 


whether by translating these principles into responsible for the increasing illiteracy that 



we find; I am, not enumerating those factor?. 
But what I feel is that by making these prin¬ 
ciples justiciable the Country twill not be in 
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a better position, but there will be more liti¬ 
gation. If a person like me could go to the 
court and that I need not engage the servi¬ 
ces of advocate, l could put the Government 
in trouble. So, by *going to the court and 
asking the Government to implement these 
Directive Principles, the problem will not be 
solved. Even Dr.Karni Singh may go to the 
court. I know he will not go to the court. He 
is not litigation-minded. * 

Any person would like the poor and the 
downtrodden and the Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes and our poor peasants and workers 
to get free education. Therefore, l am anxious 
about this. I want that this principle should 
be implemented. But if everybody goes to 
court what will happen ? I am not the only 
person. There are thousands and thousands 
of other persons who may go to the court 
to enforce these Directive Principles and to 
force the Government. I wish to tell Dr. Kami 
Singh that by making the Principles justiciable 
the practical proposition will not be changed. 

With these words, 1 request Dr. Kami 
Singh to withdraw ius Bill. He has suffici¬ 
ently focussed the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment and the general public to this problem. 

I will also prevail upon the Government, 
and if 1 am in a position,-l can even pressurise 
the Government, that more allocation must be 
made for primary education, because, educa¬ 
tion is the birihrignt of every individual and 
every citizen. This must be made available 
to every citizen of the country. How can we 
afford the children to go without education ? 

17 hrs. 

Yesterday we heard the Finance Minister 
telling us about the allocations made for Edu¬ 
cation. I know, we arc in difficulty due to 
Swadhcen Bcngla problem which is there. 
Let us hope that the Swadheen Bangia and 
the reftigees coming in, will be a temporary 
problem. But, still, with such baffling problems 
it is not possible for us, for our Government 
to implement the programmes immediately. 
That does not necessarily mean that I am not 
■ one who would not pressurise the Government 
for making more provision for education. 

With these words, may I repeat my request ? 
Since Dr. Kami Singh has sufficiently focussed 
the attention of the House and of the Gove¬ 
rnment and the people of the country to this 
problem, I request that he may not press for 
the passing of this Bill. 


SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : I support the views and aspirations 
which have been expressed in the speeches 
on this Bill. If education is not propagated, 
if large number of people are illiterate, the 
country cannot advance. It has rightly been 
said that education is the birth-right of the 
human being. 

If we are to eradicate illiteracy, how can 
it be done ? Large number of people of our 
country are poor; large number are unem¬ 
ployed; people can not afford even proper 
food and they cannot bear the expenses of 
their children going to the schools for getting 
education. Therefore, it is high time that 
the Government conies for war o to allow 
each and every children to receive free educa¬ 
tion. If our present Constitution stands in the 
way of giving free education. Government 
should come forward with a Bill to remove 
lhat difficulty and to introduce free and comp¬ 
ulsory education throughout the country. 

An argument has been put forward that 
if we had a Bill seeking to amend the Cons¬ 
titution for this purpose, then it might take 
away the federal structure of our States. I 
would submit that there is no question of 
its taking away the federal character of the 
Slates. Rather, we shall have to give more 
power to the States. In fact, there is a demand 
for giving more powers to the States. So, al 
least some sort of encouragement could be 
provided whereby each State would be enco¬ 
uraged to introduce free and compulsory 
education in their areas. Hut as the financial 
position of many States stands today, 
we find that most of our States may not be in a 
position to bear such a huge expenditure, 
therefore, the States will have to be subisi- 
'dised by the Centre, and the Centre should 
take the responsibility for having the scheme 
implemented. 

I f I were to refer to the educational facilities 
in the communist or socialist countries, it is 
quite likely that some hon. Member may feel 
allergic or may feel it a little inconvenient. 
But I would point out that In the Socialist 
countries like Russia, China and other places, 
education is absolutrelv free, and the parents 
do not have to bear any expenses in this regard.

SHR1 DASARATHA DEB : Everybody 
is free. After All, why should the capitalists 
be free? Without eliminating capitalists, 
you cannot build socialism. Without elimi¬ 
nating the big people and without eliminating 
the smugglers and others, you cannot improve 
the condition of the poorer classes. If you 
are to raise their standard of living, you have 
to put some restrictions on the capitalists. 

So far as the present Bill is concerned, I 
also feel that free and compulsory education 
must be there. If you leave the common man 
to his fate, then I am aft aid that even after a 
hundred years, the common man would not 
be in a position to give education to his 
children, and democracy would be a farce in 
our country with a large number of illiterate 
persons, and at that rate, we cannot think of 
the prosperity of the country at all. So, one 
of the most important things is to have the 
speread of v duration so that we have more 
enlightened people. 

I also agree that there should be seme old- 
age pension. Of course, at the present juncture, 
our country may not afford this fully; so, at 
least, there should be pensions given from 
Government to those oid men who have none 
to support them in their old age. 

1 do not know whether under this Govern¬ 
ment that thing will come. However, wc should 
make our endeavour. There should not be 
any difference of opinion in this respect. 
Therefore, 1 support the principles and aspi¬ 
rations ennuciated in the Bill. 

PROF. S.L. SAKSENA (Maharaj Ganj): The 
House must thank Dr. Kami Singh for having 
brought froward thi s Bil I. I have been surprised 
and amazed at the opposition which has come 
from some members of the Congress. I never 
expected it. It was the Congress Party, 
which sponsored this directive principle in the 
Constituent Assembly-l was a member of the 
Party at that time and took part in the deli¬ 
berations of the Constituent Assembly—and 
we had put that clause in the directive prin¬ 
ciples, There was considerble discussion on 
it and everybody was agreed that within ten 
years we would be able to achieve the objective 
of Bringing every child upto 14 years of age 
to School. But 21 years have elapsed since 
the Constitution was brought into force. Yet 


we are sorry to find that not even 30 per cent 
of our children upto 14 years of age are at 
school today therefore, I am grateful to 
Dr. Kami Singh for bringing forward this 
Bill. 

Some of my friends opposite have said 
that it is impracticable and this directive 
Principle could not be made justiciable. I 
ask the House how are we going to make it 
effective otherwise. Poor people where chil¬ 
dren earn and supplement the family in¬ 
comes and who cannot economically afford 
will never send their children to school. These 
poor people make use of the children for grazing 
cattle sheep and for doing some other profitable 
work. So unless we introduce an element 
of compulsion, that the children must go to 
school even if the family has to starve a bit, 
we will not be able to bring about universal 
primary education of children upto age of 
14. 

It has been said that universal primary 
education would take 50 or even 100 years to 
be brought about. I have been to China 
four times. The first time 1 went in 
1952, three years after then new Government 
took over there. I was amazed to find that 
almost every adult, every child, was being 
educated there. They were able to do it 
within a period of 4 years. 

How have they done it? They have a 
bigger population but they have done it by 
their determination, by giving top importance 
to education. We do not give education 
that importance in our system of planning. 
The Planning Commission has given it a low 
priority. You will never be prosperous 
and great unless you give top pririty to edu¬ 
cation. Mahatma Gandhi realised it and he 
was trying to enforce his scheme of Compul- 
ssry basic education to children upto 14 years 
so that our children could get education and 
also for it at the same time by the products of 
thier handicrafts for he was also aware that it 
was a costly affair. 1 think Dr. Kami Singh has 
under estimated the cost, it will cost at least 
Rs. 1000 crores every year, I meen the cost 
of compulsory education of all children up to 
14 years of age in the whole country. It 
is a veryy big sum. But it has to be found 
if we wish to become a great nation. I there¬ 
fore think that unless some stem measures are 
taken, unless Dr. Karni Singh’s Bill is passed 
and the Government is forced to implement.it 
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there will be no end to this problem of illiteracy 
and the Directive Principle will never be im¬ 
plemented. I therefore hope that the House 
will accept this Bill. Government is guilty 
that it has not still fulfilled the promise that 
has been made in the directive principles of 
the Constitution 21 years ag®. Yesterday a big 
speech was made by the Finance Minister. But 
in it he did not give education the improlance 
that was due to it. 1 hope now that'the atten¬ 
tion has been brought to be focussed on it 
by Dr. Kami Singh, Government will see 
to it that they implement this directive prin¬ 
ciple by enforcing the Bill brought forward 
by Dr. Kami Singh. 

Socialism is our slogan. 1 have gone to 
almost all the soeiclist countries in the world 
several times and the mosts important thing 
that I have seen there is that their children 
are given the best education. As soon as a 
child is born, it has to be kept in a nursery 
up to 3 years of age and in a kinder garten 
up to seven years of age, then it is given 
free and compulsory general education, up to 
16 years of age. All though the child is 
nursed and looked after in such a wonderful 
manner that you cannot imagine. The children 
of the poorest and the wealthiest are kept 
together in the nursary and the kinder garten 
during the hours of the day and they arc 
given all the very best care, education and 
nourishment that they need. They arc edu¬ 
cated in nursary for 3 years from the begin 
Jiing and in the kindergarten up to the age of 
seven. From then on up to 16 years they are 
given general education. After that the most 
brilliant among them are taken to the 
unversities and the others go to workshops to 
learn various trades according to their 
aptitudes. China which was very poor and 
had at the some time a vast population has 
uone this and I see no reason why we cannot 
do this. There must be determination. We 
must not be afraid of the difficulties. We 
must face them.

SHRI NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR 
(Hamirpur): Mr Chairman, Sir, it is always 
a pleasure to speak on education and more 
so when the intentions of the Mover of the Bill 
for the amendment of the Constitution are 
being appreciated on both sides of the House. 

But there is a very interesting lacuna that 
I find in the discussion that has gone on so for. 


Education is being equated with instruction. 
May I remind the Honorable Members that 
education comes from the Latin root Educe 
which means to draw, to dr/iw out the best 
in man and the best in the child and develop 
his capicity to the maximum and the best. 
Unless we do that, we are not imparting any 
education; we are simply filling his mind with 
barren faefs, and that is a useless waste of 
time, energy and resources. 

When I go to visit some schools in my own 
State, and in other States of the country, I feel 
terribly upset to see that the children who study 
there, have nothing to learn. May I bring to 
your notice that there are schools where there 
are more than 100 students in a class? The 
education as defined by an eminent educationist 
as collision of one mindwith another, that is 
hardly the education which we impart. There 
should be personal contact between the teacher 
and the taught, and here are our teachers like 
me, of course, who are still teaching, but 
who do not even kno v the names of the students 
because the numbe of students in a class is 
beyond a hundred, nd the number of sections 
in a class is sometimes beyond seven or 10. 
What can we hope by way of educating the 
children if wc impart such type of education? 
What greater misery than this would be fall to 
the country if we make such an education com¬ 
pulsory? Of course, education will be free, 
and 1 support the Bill in so far as it seeks to 
make education free. Here we talk of primary 
education, in the countries in the west and even 
in higher Social strate of our own country, 
there are people who are giving thair children 
preprimary education. There is a grater 
stress on preprimary education today-what is 
called nursery education-kindergarten system 
of education and all that. The word ‘kind’ 
is a German word meaning a child, and kinder¬ 
garten would mean the garden of children. 
May I request the hon. Mover of the Bill to 
go to any school and see whether the 
school is a garden? 

I would say, it is terribly becoming a place 
where mothers would send their children and 
be happy that the children spend some time 
here and come back. No body gains anything. 
Education is terribly becoming a farce. If 
we equate education with instruction, we are 
doing a disservice to the country and . the soci¬ 
ety as a whole. We have to see that the childre u 
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develop the best capacities in them and learnt 
the best that is to be learnt in this world. 

A great educationist defined education as 
all that remains after all that hasbeen lerant 
in the school and college is forgotten. It 
means, real education is tlxe totality of be¬ 
haviour; it is the development of taste; and 
finally, it is the emergency of personality. In 
our schools, nothing of these three thing 
happens. There is no personality develop¬ 
ment, no totality of behaviour. Then, what 
is the idea of amending the Constitution and 
making education compulsory? 

Formerly my constituency was in the 
Punjab. The Punjab Government, under the 
leadership of Sardar Pratap Singh Kairon, 
of whom T was a bitter critic made education 
compulosry. In his great enthusiasm, he 
ordered that there should be single teacher 
schools. Can you imagine a greater fraud 
than this that there should be five classes to be 
taught by a single teacher? This is half-baked 
education. If a teacher has to teach all the 
subjects to all the students in all the five classes, 
how can the teacher be expected to do justice 
to his job ? So, education became a farce and 
it became a hunting ground for some people 
who wanted more schools to be opened. More 
and more schools were opened and the standard 
went down. 


a living experience, it has to be selective in 
approach. More stress should be laid not on 
primary but on pre-primary education. 


Today, if education becomes compulsory, 
what the poor parents of the children do is’ 
they bribe the shop inspectors and ask them 
to record the age of the child a little higher, 
so that they can be employed. I have visited 
several hotels in Punjab cities where children 
are employed. If compulsory education is 
upto IIth year, the age of the children would 
be entered as twelve and they are employed. 
So, we vistiate the whole process. 

I appreciate the sentiments behind the Bill 
and I appreciate the feelings of the members 
who have spoken in support of the Bill. But 
may I remind them that education means the 
drawing of the best in the man and if we are 
unable to do it.it would , hardly meet the 
ends which we have in view if we make it 
compulsory. So, we should aim at real edu¬ 
cation. Every child should be given the best 
education that is available so that he gets a 
fine personality and he becomes an asset to 
the nation of which we are a part.

SHRI P. GANGADEB (Angul): Orissa 
also should be given some time. 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): I am the only person to ask 
questions today. I may be given the time of 
four questions. 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (DR. K. L. RAO) : I think, 
from each of the States one speaker 
may be allowed. I will reply next time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No; according to 
the Rules only those who have given their 
names can be called to put 'questions. 

DR.K.L.RAO : He represents only Bengal. 
There must be someone from Bihar and Orissa 
also because this is a discussion about all the 
States. 

MR. CHAIRMAN I am bound by the 
Rules. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : I do 
not think there is any hard and fast rule. You 
can easily allow one or two speakers. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He may start. 

SHRI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY: This 
is a very important subject and I fear very 
much whether I will be able to speak out 
what I want to say within this time limitation 
of ten minutes, as you have said. 

Very often we discuss in this House about 
’ the slow progress of electricity and it is more so 
in the eastern region of India. Here is a 
specific question that was asked on the last 
25th May as to what are the reasons for the 
slow progress of electricity in three States of 
India-Bihar, Orissa and West Bengal. The 
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only reply that was advanced by this hon. 
Minister is that these State Governments have 
not taken so much of care to improve the 
position of electricity in the respective States. 

Certain figures were given. The number of 
electrified villages and towns in 1968-69 in the 
case of West Bengal were villages 260 and towns 
2; in 1969-70 villages 186, towns nil; in 1970- 
71 villages 345, towns nil and the footnote is 
there that three towns remain to be electrified; 
in the case of Bihar, villages 661 in 1968-69, 
797 in 1969-70 and 742 in 1970-71 and the 
electrification of towns in all those three yean 
nil; in Orissa, in 1968-69 62 villages, in 1969-70 
129 villages and in 1970-71 311 villages and 
towns nil. This is the position. 

Even in these days, when we have spent a 
lot of amount of money since the beginning 
of the First Five-Year Plan and we are just 
in the middle of the Fourth Five-Year Plan, 
some of the town areas are not electrified, what 
to talk of the villages. In Orissa for the last 
three years no towns were electrified. In West 
Bengal in the last five years, as stated by, the 
hon. Minister the other day, only two towns 
were electrified in 1968-69; thereafter nothing 
happend. Till today towns or area having 
a concentration of population of 10,000 or 
more have not yet been electrified. 

It is true, in some State Governments they 
are doing the best to electrify not only the 
towns but also the villages, we have beenfttold. 
To be short on this point, in West Bengal there 
are 38,446 villages; out of this a little less 
than 2,600 villages were electrified, giving 
a figure, in terms of percentage, a little above 
6 per cent. But in respect of Kerala and some 
other States it is about 45 per cent. And the 
average all India figure is about 19 per cent 
of the villages in India have been electrified. 

The Central Government seems to be very 
much keen on laying the emphasis on the point 
that the State Governments are not coming up, 
stating clearly that these are the States* sectors. 
But probably the hon. Minister has forgotten, 
while he states that these are the States’ sectors, 
that electricity comes under the Concurrent 
List also. Taking into account the huge 
deficiency in food articles and a lot of money 
that we have to spend on important of food- 
grains, I would ask the hon. Blister: Was 
it not proper on his part at 1w|t to see that 
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those State Governments which are not coming 
up properly to elecrtify villages, the rural areas, 
at least to augment the energisation of pumps 
in the agricultural sector? It ought to have 
been the responsibility of the hon. Minister 
to push them up and, if necessary to give 
them some more finances. 

Under the scheme of Rural Electrification 
Corporation, five big schemes have already 
been cleared up and they are proposed to be 
financed by the Centre. These are not within 
the States* sector. Those Slates concerned 
are, Gujarat, Maharashtra, Andhra Pradesh, 
Mysore and Uttar Pradesh. These are the 
States where a large number of villages have 
been electrified. 

I would like to give you some of the figures 
in regard to the number of pumps electrified 
upto the first three Plans. In West Bengal, 
the number of pumps electrified is 437. As 
regards Orissa, no figures have been given as 
they are not available. In Bihar, the number 
of pumps electrified is 10,660, whereas in the 
case of Maharashtra it is 44,978 pumps; Tamil 
Nadu, 2,56,594; Mysore—42,371; Gujrat- 
17,155 and, even then, these States have been 
provided with additional finances to the extent 
of hundreds of crores of rupees to have more 
and more of rural electirification. But the Sta¬ 
tes which had the minimum umber of pumps 
electrified upto the first three Plans, say, for 
example, West Bengal where 437 pumps were 
electrified as compared to Tamil Nadu where 
2,56,594 pumps were electrified, have not been 
given any additional Special finances. 

I appreciate the work of all those State 
Governments. But, no doubt, 1 can¬ 
not appreciate the work of the Union 
Minister in respect of sanctioning additional 
finances to those States under certain schemes. 
We appreciate the work of those States which 
have advanced so much. But what about 
the States which are lagging behind like any¬ 
thing and which are regarded as the darkest 
regions in the whole of India. For these three 
States, West Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, no 
special schemes have been sanctioned for more 
power generation. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member 
may tjy to conclude now. 
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SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : It is 
not yet 10 minutes. You have been kind 
enough to allow me 10 minutes. If you go 
on ringing the bell like this, it disturbs me. 

MR. CHAIRMAN.: Then, you will' 
not get the reply from the hon. Minister. We 
will adjourn at 6 O’ Clock sharp. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : It is a 
very important discussion. 

SHRT B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : I must 
make my observations. 

DR. K.L. RAO : I surrender 5 minutes’ 
time to him. He must champion the cause 
for these three States. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You cannot 
get away like that. Wc want to hear you. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : This 
,s one aspect of the matter. It is not only 
the ills of West Bengal today, not only the 
ills of Calcutta today, that confront the Union 
Government so much, I must say, for all these 
reasons, if not for one of the reasons, it is the 
Central Government’s glaring apathy to West 
Bengal that gives rise to law and other problem 
in day and in day out. 

I will now refer to certain statistics. I 
would like to bring it to your kind notice that 
even in the Fourth Five-year Plan for West 
Bengal, only Rs. 10 crores have been clarmarked 
under ’Rural Electrification Schemes’. For 
Tamilnadu it is Rs. 41 crores. For UP, it is 
Rs. 61 crores. For Mysore, it is Rs. 15 crores. 
For Maharashtra it is 25 crores and so on. 

What about Orissa? For Orissa, it is 
6.75 crores or something. It is less than Rs. 

7 crores. 

If it is the duty of the Union Government 
to see that the backward regions should come up 
to the level of the advanced regions, and that 
what we spend on the import of foodgrains 
should be minimised, is it not equally the duty 
of the Union Government, to see that the 
darkest areas get adequate light and adequate . 
financial aid. 

It is not only the case of West Bengal. 
There are various backward regions and in 
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every State there are certain under-develop¬ 
ed areas* In West Bengal there are such back¬ 
ward and under-developed regions. For the 
benefit of the people of North Bengal to remove 
the darkness from thi entire region ,certian 
special financial aid should be made. 
Even when the Slate Government autho¬ 
rities had received certain sanctions from the 
special fund at the Centre, we have found that 
the amount has not been spent. This is known 
to all that North Bengal is the most backward 
regaioninthat State. Side by side, we find that 
North Bihar also is backward, and no schemes 
have been taken up there also, either from the 
side of the Government of Bihar or from the 
side of the Government of West Bengal. Very 
recently, the State Government of west Bengal 
received an amount of more than Rs. 300 lakhs 
for three schemes. These schemes have been 
spilled over in the five districts of West Bengal, 
namely Hooghly, Midnapore, 24-Parganas, 
Birbhum and Bankura, completely ignoring 
legitimate claims of the five districts of North 
Bengal. These five districts are giving more 
than one-third of the total agricultural income 
generated in the State of West Bengal, although 
the population of these five districts of North 
Bengal in relation to that in West Bangal is 
only one-seventh. 

What I would like to point out is that 
the economic viability is there in North Bengal 
district. If rural electrification shemes are 
made successful in North Bengal, then these 
five districts of North Bengal can feed the 
whole of West Bengal simply with the help of 
energised pumps in Agriculture sector. 


We have been told that in West Bengal 
certain special schemes have been taken up 
to energise the pumps for the agricultural 
sector and for giving irrigalional facilites. 
But so far we find that no particular steps 
have been taken. 

It is well known that electricity is one of 
the basic constituents of the basic infrastru¬ 
cture of development. It is not enough to 
have merely physical capital; it is not enough 
to invest merely Rs. 100 crores or so for the 
development of these backward regions until 
and unless we have this basic infrastructure 
of development, of which electricity is one, 
for backward areas what is the good of inve¬ 
sting the money ? And where is the scope for 
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further investment ? Therefore, a proper 
condition and climate be created for best uti- 
liation of both physical and human capital, 
if backwred regions are to be developed. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. member 
should conclude now. Shri Jyotirmoy Basu. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : I have 
not yet finished. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : His finishing is not 
my business. I have called Shri Jyotirmoy 
Basu already. He should conclude now. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : Kindly 
give me five more minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I am sorry. He should 
conclude now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : Kindly 
give him two more minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I have already given 
him five minutes from the hon. Minister’s 
time. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : The 
hon. Minister has said a number of times that 
certain schemes are going tube commissioned 
to augment electrical energy in North Bengal. 
I have been making regular correspondence 
with the hon. Minister for a long time on 
this matter, and l have raised this issue afco 
on the floor of this House on many occasions. 
I have here with me the letter written by Dr. 
K. L. Rao on the 18th February. 1970, from 
which 1 would like to quote just one line, which 
■ reads thus : 

“In the meantime, the State authorities 
arc also examining the feasibilities and eco¬ 
nomies of transporting coal from the existing 
coalfiells of west Bengal and for the 
proposed thermal station near Siliguri. As 
soon as the feasibility report is received from 
the State authorities, wc shall take further 
action thereon.” 

I would only like to remind this hon. 
Minister of the promise that he had made in 
this letter, that as soon as the feasibility report 
is received, he would take further action. I 
would like to know whether he has already 
taken further action. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member 
should conclude now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY 
would like to know whether he has consi¬ 
dered the position. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Nohing that the 
hon. Member says hereafter will go on record. 

I have called Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu already. 

The hon. Member was given ten minutes 
to start with, but he has already taken 17 minu¬ 
tes and still he is not satisfied. It is a very 
awkward position for the Chair, to go on 
persuading him to finish. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY ** 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The adva¬ 
ncement of a counrty is known by the quan¬ 
tity of protein that the country consumes and 
also the growth of electricity. Electricity is 
the source of generation of basic wealth, a 
thing that has never been detected by the 
planners of this country. It gives us power 
for irrigation, and power for the small, cottage 
and all types of industries. Yet, during the 
last 23 years, we are in a miserable state of 
affairs as far as electricity is concerned. 

Government have been attaching very 
little importance to this Ministry. I am sorry 
to say that the Minister in charge has not 
even been given a Cabinet rank although Dr. 
K. L. Rao very much deserves that. There 
are backward States like the States 
of Assam, Orissa, Bihar and West Bengal 
This year’s budget for power and irrigation, 
as Shri Chavan very proudly recited yesterday, 
does not exceed Rs. 10 crores. But for police, 
they require money; during the last 15 years, 
from Rs. 1,1/2 crores, it has cone up to Rs. 

82 crores. There is no dearth of money for 
that. 

West Bengal has about 7.7 per cent of 
villages electrified. In Assam, the figure is 
a wonderful 2.5 per cent; in Orissa, 
it is 2.5 per cent and in Bihar it is 10.4 per cent 
We are very happy that some states have 
gone forward, states like Haryana and Tamil 
Nadu. But what about those backward States 
which have lagged so far behind in this respect 


Is it not the duty of the Central Government 
to bring them up to the national standard ? 
No, they have not done it. 

< 

Because of the monopolist-industry-orie¬ 
nted attitude of the Government of India, 
the allocation in the Fourth Plan for rural 
electrification has suffered. Rural electrifi¬ 
cation^ has been totally and deliberately negie^ 
cted. ’It is a multiple employment generating 
source. As a member of the expert commi¬ 
ttee on unemployment, I know it; we are 
thrashing this point (Interruption). DR. Rao 
need not carry coal to Newcastle. I know the 
characteristices of his Government. 

What are they doing now. The Rural 
Electricity Board has drawn up a project 
report costing Rs. l£ crores. But the Rural 
Electrification Corporation is engaged in 
the exercise of egg first or chicken first. They 
say there are no tube-wells. Who will put the 
tube-wells ? A subsoil water survey has been 
conducted by the GS1 and they say the possi¬ 
bilities are very great. May I humbly request 
Dr. Rao to do whatever he can to find the 
finance for this. 

There is subsidy given to industry in 
respect of electricity. But as far as the rural 
areas are concerned, agriculture cannot comp¬ 
ete with the masters, the big monopolists and 
so there is no subsidy. 

1 would tell DR. RAO : get money some¬ 
how, beg, borrow or steal. There are plenty 
of sources from which you can get money. 
Fourteen major banks have been nationalised; 
insurance has been nationalised. Bonds and 
loans can be got through. There is PL-480. 
Let him tell us here and now what he is pre¬ 
pared to do for rural electrification in the 
backward states of Assam, Orissa, West Bengal 
and Bihar. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Minister. 

SHRI R. V. BADE (Khargone) : 
Shri G. P. Yadav from our party had sent 
his chit.- 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shri P. Gangadeb 
and Shri P. K. Deo had also sent intimations

for participating in the discussion, but their 
letters were not received before the comme¬ 
ncement of the sitting and as such, the notices 
are time-barred. 

SHRI R. V. BADE : On a point of order. 

It is not mentioned that it was time-barred. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I have said it. 

The Minister of irrigation and power. 

Dr. K. L. RAO : I thank hon. members 
for bringing out a very important subject which 
really deserves very great consideration. I 
wish there were more discussion on this sub¬ 
ject. 

Rural electrification started in India as a 
national policy in 1961. At that time, we had 
less than 2 lakh pumping sets, and less than 
25,00 villages were electrified. In the last ten 
years, we have made a very good effort. Nearly 
16 lakh wells have been electrified and 1,05,000 
villages have been electrified. The tempo 
has gone up. We are installing pumping sets 
at the rate 3,1/2 lakhs a year; as for villages 
covered, it is at the rate of 17,000 a year. 


The only regrettable feature is that there 
is some unbalanced development. Nearly 
9 states have got less than 18.8 per cent, of 
rural electrification which is the average of 
electrification in the countery. These states 
have half the country's population. So there 
are 9 states which'are below average. It is regre¬ 
ttable that West Bengal, Orissa and Bihar, 
three states which have very vital resources 
including water should be lagging behind irt 
this respect. This point does not need arguing 
or explaining . Orissa has got only 2.7 per 
cent of the villages electrified. It is so bad. 
While in Tamil Nadu for every 30 acres we 
have got a pumping set, in Orissa for every 
30,000 acres, there is a pumping set. 

AN HON. MEMBER : What about 
Bihar and West Bengal ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : I have got very little 
time. 

As I said, there is no need to argue that 
it is necessary to step up the effort considerably 
in these 9 states, specially the three States 
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I mentioned which have very vital resources, 
which have got plenty of water resources 
available for electrification both in villages 
and for energising pumping sets. 


The only snag is that of funds. ShriChow- 
dhury was not correct when he said that we 
have given so much more money in the Plan 
for Tamil Nadu but not for Bengal and soon. 

I submitted once before that money is not 
allocated by the Centre. Block grants or block 
loans are granted to each State depending 
upon a certain formula and from that the 
State allots the money. In that respect I am 
sorry that West Bengal has been attaching 
the least importance to rural electrification; 
they have not done anything at all. It is really 
a sad thing. Money is not given by the Centre, 
seperately for rural electrification. Tamil Nadu 
has understood the value of rural electrifi¬ 
cation. They have done a very huge amount 
of electrification; still they attach great impo¬ 
rtance and they allot substantially more 
funds. The Rural Electrification Coropora- 
tion has been set up with the Governhient 
of India as the financing organisation and we 

are trying to help as much as possible. 

( Interruptions ) 

Gadasila in Orissa was not an electrified 
village. We held there a meetirg in last Oct¬ 
ober. It was a very good meeting and ^ome 
Members of Parliament and some Members 
of the State Assembly were also there. The 
result of that meeting was that Gadasila 
was electrified. At that meeting we found 
that electrification in Orissa was not picking 
up because there were no transmission lines. 
We decided there that we shall give funds 
from the Corporation even for transmission 
lines, though it is not generally the case. 


One unfortunate thing is that the States 
come up to us very slowly and they do not 
come in the proper way. I have sent specially 
officers to get these schemes prepared. I can 
assure the hon. Members that so far as the 
Rural Electrification Corporation is conce¬ 
rned I shall make the best use of that to allot 
extra funds for these three States and try 
to help as much as possible, and even go 
out of the way in the matter of transmissioi 

lines.( Interruptions ) We can come 

in provided schemes sue prepared by the 
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States. I think we shall be able to assist them 
appreciably in the next three years by giving 
loans up to Rs. 20 crores from the Rural Fin¬ 
ance Corporation. 

As regards the cooperatives, hon. 
Members said that cooperatives have teen 
set up in some States. The American Rural 
Electric cooperative people came here at our 
invitation and they said that would assist 
the cooperatives by technical advice ana 
finance. We approached the States. None of 
the States, except 5 or 6, and Madhya Pradesh 
was one of them offered to take up the coope- 
ratives; most of the States said that they 
did not want it as they thought that it was 
something unnecessary. We also did not know 
very well about them. When these coopera¬ 
tive were set up they had an organised way 
of dealing with electrification in a large number 
of villages, bigger units. That way it will be 
helpful. I propose to persuade the Rural 
Electrification Corporation to assist in setting 
up the cooperatives in ail the three States. 
We shall launch a massive attack on the 
problem. 

One other thing remains. Pumping sets 
can be put up only if there arc wells and 
there is some agricultural activity. I shall 
write to the Agricultural Ministry. But 
I would also request the hon. Mem¬ 
bers from those States to pursue with the 
State authorities. They must say that there 
are so many wells in that area which need to 
be electrified. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You must 
give electricity to those areas which have got 
sub-soil water. 

DR. K. L. RAO : If you want me to help, 
there should be some schemes from the .States. 
They should say that there are so many wells. 
If there are thousand wells they must say 
that they would irrigate about 10,000 acres 
if electrification is provided and we shall try 
to do that. 

But to ask me to do those things, will mean 
a lot of delay. So, anyway, what I want to 
submit is that I have been thinking of this 
problem ever since notice was given to 
(me, as to how I can help in a positive way. 

I nterrup(ion). 


18 hrs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN No questions now. 
There is no time. 

DR. K. L. RAO : One aid will be, to 
establish the co-operatives; the other is to 
request the*RWC. That, I have already done. 
That is to give extra assistance. Thirdly, I 
shall request the Ministry of Agriculture to 
find out for me the areas where, if we give 
electricity, they will dig up the wells. Four¬ 
thly—and this is the most important thing—I 
am going to set up one separate cell in the 
Central water and power Commission for 
looking after these three States and accele¬ 
rate the progress of rural electrification. 

SHRI JYOYIRMOY BOSU rose— 

MR. CHAIRMAN He has got no time. 
It is finished. 

DR. K.L. RAO : 'i here is one other aspect, 
which I would subn u, and that is, one diffi¬ 
culty is there especially in respect of North Bi¬ 
har and North Bengal; there is no power there. 
It is not only the transmission lines as in other 
cases, but power. In Orissa, there is power; 
there are no transmission lines. But in North 
Bihar and North Bengal, there is the question 
of power generation . There is very little 
power generation there. Therefore, what we 
are trying to do is this. In North Bihar, power 
is utterly small. There are only 18 mw of 
power, effective power, whereas the require¬ 
ment is at least twice at the moment. I think 
there is a lot of demand; the demand is much 
more than that. What we have.been trying to 
do as a short terra measure is, we are trying 
to bring in four units of 1,1/2 mw each from 
other areas and try to set up the units. That 
is a small thing; and then we are trying to 
connect Barauni with Dalkola. The line is 
ready except for the crossing of Mahananda. 
1 think in the course of the next two months, 
we shall be able to do that, It is only a low 
voltage 33 kv line . More than that, we have 
sanctioned 132 kv line from Barauni to Sitiguri, 
and also from Alipur Duar to Bongaigon in 
Assam. These lines have been sanctioned. The 
question is one of implementation. There, 
the .hon. Members must go on trying to pers¬ 
uade them. They have been sanctioned. 

AN HON. MEMBBR What about 
North Bihar ? 
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DR. K. L. RAO : I am coming to it. 
More than this, we are trying to a get trans¬ 
mission lines and power from other places. 
But apart from, this, I have also been feeling 
strongly that there should be a good power 
station there. Therefore, I have been asking 
the enginieers for the last fwo years for sugg¬ 
esting some projects and some proposals. 
Only three days back, I got thi$ propoal : 
one from North Bihar and the other from 
North Bengal. Tt was just three or four days 
back. I am trying to get those projects sancti¬ 
oned. Tt is only then that we can have some 
power there. Otherwise, you cannot also 
extend rural electrification very much in 
those needy areas. 

In regard to North Bihar, the problem is 
the same. There is very little power there, 
especially when there is a huge population, 
and when there are first-class under-ground 
water resources. But there is no power. We 
are trying to set up a thermal station; in 
fact it is already provided for in the Fourth 
Plan. It is not as if is a new one. But the 
difficulty has been, where to locate it; in 
Muzaffarpur or Samastipur. 

SHRI N. K. SINHA : Muzaffarpur. 

DR. K. L. RAO : Muzaffarpur seems 
to be better because it should be as distant 
as possible from Barauni. 

But unfortunately, there is no broad gauge 
line; the broad gauge slops at Samastipur. 


I have been waiting for the railway people 
to see whether they will extend the line or 
indicate any other direction, because when 
you rehandle the coal, the cost goes up. But 
I told my officers to have it at Samastipur 
though it is not a very satisfactory thing, because 
it is nearer Barauni. It should be really further 
off. I have waited nearly one year for that 
process. But nothing has happened. So, I 
will try to decide whether we shall go in for 
Samastipur itself. So, we shall try to push up 
that project. 

As I said, there will be one or two projects 
near Katihar or the West Bengal-Bihar border. 
Unless we generate power, the question of 
rural electrification cannot receive an emph¬ 
asis in these two areas. I have been men¬ 
tioning that to my officers also. As I said, about 
the transmission line, we will be able to do it 
at a much faster rate. 

I again thank the hon. Members for raising 
a discussion on this very important subject. 

I only appeal to them to follow it up with 
sustained interest and try to get as much 
assistance as possible.

Use of Plastic Cornea for Blinds 

•451. SHRI M. M. JOSEPH: Will the 
Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY PLAN¬ 
NING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the plastic cornea has been 
found useful to the blind and tests carried out 
in the country; 

(b) the approximate cost of each cornea; 
and 

(c) the progress achieved in this regard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI D. P. CHATTOPA- 
DHYAYA): (a) and (c). In view of the small 
number of cases studied so far it would be 
difficult to conclude regarding the usefulness 
of plastic cornea to the blind. 

(b) The cost of plastic cornea produced in 
India varies from Rs. 250/- to Rs. 500/-. 

SHRI M. M. JOSEPH: May I know the 
names of the institutions where these opera¬ 
tions have been performed? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: One 
is Rajendra Medical College and Hospital, 
Patiala and the other is the Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad Centre for Opthalmic Sciences in the 
All India Institute of Medical Sciences. 

SHRI N. K. SINHA: I think there were 
some legislations in States enabling donation 
of humin cornea by living pfswona. May I 
know its progress in various States?

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: So 
far as human cornea is concerned, we have no 
exact figures with us. Plastic corneas are being 
produced at the Dr. Rajendra Prasad Centre 
for opthalmic Sciences. 

MR. SPEAKER: Why should he go out 
of the scope of the question? The question is 
only about plastic cornea. We can save time 
for other members to ask their questions 
later on.

(a) whether no progress has so far been 
made by the Housing Corporation set up a 
year ago to operate the proposed Rs. 200 croti 
revolving fund; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and 

(c) whether Government propose to drop 
the scheme?

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL): (a) The Corpora¬ 
tion has started functioning with its own duly 
constituted Board of Directors and from its 
own office. Out of about 120 housing projects 
involving a total investment of over Rs. 500 
crores received, 5 projects involving an invest¬ 
ment of about Rs. 62 crores have so far been 
tentatively approved subject to certain condi¬ 
tions being fulfilled by the State Governments/ 
Housing Boards concerned. 

(b) The aim of the Corporation is to rais*. 
and utilise a corpus of Rs. 200 crores as a re¬ 
volving fund; this amount was to be raised 
through governmental .^locations, mobilise* 
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tion of private savings, long term borrowings 
from public financing institutions and also 
assistance from international agencies. Nego¬ 
tiations for loan assistance from Life Insurance 
Corporation, Unit Trust of India and nation¬ 
alised banks are under way. As these negotia¬ 
tions have not yet been completed, the Corpo¬ 
ration has not been able to sanction loans to 
finance any schemes. 

(c) No, Sir. 

SUM P. GANGADEB: Which are the 
States where there will be centrally sponsored 
projects and what will be the initial capital 
investment? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: So far as the sub¬ 
mission of schemes is concerned, it is a reason¬ 
ably long list starting with Andhra, Gujarat 
etc. About 13 States have submitted 129 
schemes involving over Rs. 500 crores. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Since I am in¬ 
terested in Orissa, may 1 know if the financial 
and technical directors have visited Orissa 
and selected sites and, if so, which are they? 
If not, what aie the reasons therefor? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Orissa have sub¬ 
mitted four schemes and they are under exami¬ 
nation. No final conclusions have been reached. 
So far as physical visits are concerned, I am 
not in a position to confirm at this stage 
whether any experts arc going there or not. 

SHRI K. S.CHAVDA: May I know the 
rate of interest charged by the Housing Cor¬ 
poration on the loans? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The interest varies 
depending on the social content of the scheme. 
For instance, out of the five schemes tentatively 
approved, there is a scheme in Bombay where 
the rate of interest is 6j per cent and another 
with per cent. Those schemes which have 
more social content in the sense of providing 
housing for slum clearance and for people 
who are living in adverse housing situation the 
rate of interest will be lower.

Sino-Xndian Relations on 
Bangla Desh Issue 

•456. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will the 
Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether during West Pakistani on¬ 
slaught in Bangla Desh. Chinese attitude to¬ 
wards India was extremely bad; and 

(b) if so, whether India protested against 
this sort of unfriendly attitude? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
j[SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH): (a) Chi¬ 
nese attitude, during West Pakistan’s brutal 
attack on East Bengal, remained hostile to 
India. 

(b) There was no point in protesting to 
China on such questions. Protest has a mean¬ 
ing when it is likely .to affect the attitude of 
that country. However, our views on the 
situation in East Bengal were conveyed to the 
Chinese Embassy in New Delhi. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It is surprising 
that the hon. Minister says protests have no 
meaning. But we are having diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with China. It is known to us that four 
divisions of army which the Yahya Govern¬ 
ment has deployed in East Bengal is equipped 
with modem and sophisticated weapons sup¬ 
plied hy the Government of China. It is sur¬ 
prising that instead of supporting die libera¬ 
tion army, they are supporting the military rule 
and raihtary dictatorship in Pakistan. When 
ttw Prime Minister wrote a letter to all the 


heads of countries, may I know whether this 
letter was also sent to China and, if so, what 
is the reaction of China thereto? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: It is 
not only surprising but shocking that instead 
of supporting the liberation movement, China 
should go and support the military regime in 
Pakistan which is suppressing the freedom 
movement in Bangla Desh. But this is a fact 
of life. We all know that they are supporting 
the Yahya regime and they are supplying 
sophisticated arms to them. As regards the 
letter, as far as my information goes, no letter 
was sent to China. But our views were con¬ 
veyed to the Chinese Government both in 
Peking as well as here. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: After this 
genocide in Bangla Desh, may I know whether 
it is a fact that instead of helping the liberation 
movement, to bully the Government of India 
for helping the people of Bangla Desh in the 
matter of rehabilitation, there is a concentra¬ 
tion of Chinese forces on our borders, specially 
on our eastern border, and, if so, whether the 
Government of India have taken adequate 
steps to meet that challenge if it comes? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: It is a 
fact that China is supporting the Yahya regime 
against the liberation movement of the Bangla 
Desh and they have gone so far to say that, 
if there is an aggression against Pakistan by 
India, China will go to the help of Pakistan. 
As regards concentration of foiccs, etc., that 
is something about which the Government of 
India is well aware and our Defence Minify 
takes note of it. They are fully prepared to 
meet any eventuality.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

(b) The prevailing rates of capitation fee 
in private Medical Colleges according to in¬ 
formation available are given in a Statement 
laid on the Table of the Sabha. This list does 
not include the new Medical Colleges recently 
opened in Bihar, information in respect of 
which has been called for and will be laid on 
the Table of the Sabha on receipt. 

(c) and (d). With a view to putting a stop 
to the practice of charging of capitation fee by 
the private Medical Colleges, the Government 
of India has been considering the economics 
of the proposition of taking over of these 
colleges by the State or Central Government 
or of providing financial support to them for 
covering the gap created by the loss of capita¬ 
tion fee.

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SHRI C. JANARDHANAN: It is a 
scandalous thing which is happening through¬ 
out India in these private colleges which are 
getting capitation fee. The incident occured 
in connection with the Pataliputra medical 
college in Patna, is only one example. This 
college has about 400 students in its rolls.. . . 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask a question. 

SHRI C. JANARDHANAN: So many 
foreign students are involved. This matter 
tarnishes the good image of India. Consider¬ 
ing all these circumstances and the issues in¬ 
volved in this regard, will the Government 
constitute a %uiiamentary Committee to en¬ 
quire into the matter? Will the Government 
consider that? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: I 
think the question has been examined and the 
decision has been like this that Government 
will not encourage this sort of mushroom 
growth of colleges and all attempts are being 
made through State Governments to dis¬ 
courage the growth of such sorts of colleges. 

SHRI C. JANARDHANAN: Like this 
Patliputra college, if some colleges are going 
to be closed down by the management, will 
the Government direct the State Government 
to take over the management of the college 
thus closed down? 3 years back the Kerala 
Government took over the management of 
a particular college. So, my question is: Will 
the Government consider this? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: One 
such college in Kerala and another is West 
Bengal had been taken over. If the circums¬ 
tances are found to be otherwise suitable we 
will consider that. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: It has 
been said that the matter had always been under 
consideration of the Government. As has 
be;n stated in the reply, they did not even get 
the information from the Medical College 
in Pataliputra. I would like to know why the 
Government is hesitating to appoint a Parlia¬ 
mentary Committee or any Committee under 
Public Inquiries Act to go into the scandals 
and bring out appropriate solution to this 
problem. I would like to know categorically 
whether Government are intending to appoint 
a Committee to investigate and goin to the 
nutter and put forward proposals for remedial 
action, 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI U/dA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): The question has been studied 
twice, and up till now, the position is that unless 
Government are in a position to make up the 
gap in the State from the Centre, it will beccme 
almost an unlimited commitment. No final 
decision has been taken on the matter, I do 
not think that it would be desirable straightway 
to stop these colleges; although there is some 
damage in standards, these colleges are per¬ 
forming a useful service. We do not feel that 
a parliamentary committee should be appinted 
at this stage. 

SHRI A. N. VIDYALANKAR: Is it 
a fact that Government are aware that this 
practice has been going on for many years 
and are we to understand that Government 
have failed to find out any solution ? 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Minister has 
replied to it already. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: As far as 
private medical colleges arc concerned, Mysore 
has got three private medical colleges. The 
organisers of the medical colleges have been 
swindling money like anything and they are 
charging more than Rs. 25,000. . . . 

MR. SPEAKER: I shall have to get the 
introduction deleted, so that the hon. Member 
may come to the question direct. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The capitation 
fee is of the order of Rs. 25,000 or Rs. 30,000 
depending upon the market. The organisers 
of the Gulbarga medical college have made 
nearly a crore of rupees and so also in the case 
of the Davangere and Belgaum medical 
colleges. May 1 know whether Government 
would raid the houses of the organisers of these 
three medical colleges so that they can con¬ 
fiscate the huge money that they have received 
from the students? It is becoming impossible 
at this rate to send students belonging to poor 
families to medical colleges, so far as Mysore 
State is concerned. Since Mysore is now under 
President’s rule, may I know whether it is a 
fact that Members of Parliament from Mysore 
are demanding that Government should take 
over these medical colleges and are also asking 
for financial assistance from the Central Govern* 
ment in the alternative, and if so, the reaction 
of thf Central Government thereto? 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: We 
do not have this latest Information which the 
hon. Member has just given about the rate 
of the capitation fee having gone up to Rs. 
25,000 or Rs. 30,000. The information avail* 
able with the Ministry is that in no case is it 
more than Rs. 10,000, We have taken note of 
the information given by the hon. Member and 
we shall certainly inquire into the matter and 
take whatever remedial measures are possible. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: May I 
know whether it is a fact or not that a deputa¬ 
tion of the students of the Pataliputra Medical 
College had called on the hon. Minister and 
made a representation to him, and arising out 
of that, whether in view of the fact that the 
college has got Rs. 60 lakhs in the bank out 
of the collections made from the students 
including foreign students, Government would 
tell us here and now whether they are going to 
take over this medical college so that the 
students are not obliged to remain frustrated 
and dejected? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: The 
deputation to which the hon. Member refers 
did meet me, and I had promised to go into the 
matter, and after contacting the people con¬ 
cerned to find a solution. In fact, 1 wanted to 
find a solution, but afterwards some boys came 
and told me that the Government of Bihar 
had already taken over the college, and, thcic- 
fore, there was no such problem any more. 
Therefore, I gave up the matter. Therefore, 
there is no question now. If any question arises, 
I shall certainly take personal interest in the 
matter. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: This 
is also a Rs. 60 lakhs question. 

DR. MELKOTE: Is it not a fact that in 
the past Government had held out assurances 
several times on the floor of this House that 
they would not allow the capitation fees to be 
taken and that no more mushroom colleges 
of this type would be allowed to come up? 
is it not a fact that many more such colleges 
have come up and many such colleges have 
been collecting such funds even now? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: It 
is a matter of legislative measure which the 
hon. Member is suggesting, we can consider 
it on our own or on the basis of the strength 
of feelings expressed in this House, But I am 


not aware of any such decision and no further 
opening of such colleges would be allowed. 
There is no such law undefc which such a pro¬ 
vision can be implemented. 

So far as the States arc concerned, most of 
these colleges are functioning precircly be¬ 
cause the State universities affiliate these 
colleges. It is, therefore, primarily a matter 
for the States to consider and the Centre cannot 
just ride roughshod over the opinions, views 
and policies of the State Governments.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: There are news¬ 
paper reports which indicate that after this 
unholy episode of the Pataliputra Medical 
College, a new medical college he s sprung up 
in Patna, with which have been associated some 
names of public importance. 1 find even the 
name of our hon.

How can we allow such colleges to 
come up baied merely on donations? Will 
Government look into this and stop such 
malpractices? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The Speeker’s 
name should not be dragged into this.

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I can assure him 
that Government's mind has not only been 
made up, but it is being implemented in the 
sense that we have already moved for the 
acquisition of the site; the Qelhi Administra¬ 
tion has been asked to move the Acquisition 
Collector to fix the prices, so that the land can 
be acquired. Also, in the Budget, an amount for 
acquisition has been provided. What will be 
paid ultimately depends upon the acquisition 
proceedings and what the collector fixes. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: May 
I know whether any negotiations are going on 
with regard to the compensation to be paid to 
Birlas, or whether the compensation is going 
to be determined in the court only? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: No negotiations 
are going on. The price will be determinated by 
the Land Acquisition Collector. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: Will 
the Government wait till legislation on urban 
property ceiling is brought, so that the Govern¬ 
ment and the nation may be benefited? 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a suggestion for 
action. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: There is an 
authorisation in favour of Shri K. Haider for 
question No. 468. 

MR. SPEAKER: We shall consider it 
after all the questions. 

Shortage of Crude for Barauai Refinery 

*473. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISH¬ 
RA: Will the Minister of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Barauni Refinery would 
face shortage of crude after some time; and 

<b) if so, the reasons therefor? 


(b). The Barauni Refinery receives approxi¬ 
mately 2 million tonnes of crude from the 
Assam fields. The production of the Assam 
fields will begin to decline after about S years: 
Consequently, the supplies to Barauni would 
also correspondingly reduce. However* a 
scheme has been approved for processing of 
imported crude in the Barauni Refinery. This 
scheme is expected to be completed by the end 
of 1973'and envisages certain modifications to 
the Refinery Plant. In th# first instance, im¬ 
ported crude will be supplied to the 3rd million 
tonne unit. If and when the available supplies 
of Assam crude for Barauni Refinery decreases, 
the shortfall will have to be made up by locating 
other source of crude. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: What 
is the amount of investment that would be 
required for modification in Barauni Refinery? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: I am sorry at the 
moment I do not have the amount that will be 
required for the modifications. The cost of 
upgradation of oil pipeline as estimated* in 
1967-68 was about Rs. 6 crores. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: If 
there are going to be imports for meeting the 
requirements of Barauni what would be their 
order, year to year, if there is shortage from 
Assam? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As a matter'of fact 
I have pointed out that for the extra one million 
tonne capacity which exists in Barauni, one 
million tonne will have to be Imported. When 
we start the excess one million tonne after 
completing the modifications that we are pro¬ 
posing, we shall be in a position to use the 
Rustom crude and also the Raksh crude that 
will come in. Supplies from Naharkotia and 
Moran would start declining from 1976; in 
1975 it would be 2.20 million tonnes from 
Naharkotia and 0.41 from Moran; from 1967 
onwards they will go on declining gradually 
from 1.84 to 1.08 million tonnes from Nahar¬ 
kotia and to 0.21 instead of 0.41 from Motan. 
To that extent imports will have to increase. 

DR. MELKOTE: Did not the Govern¬ 
ment expect this shortage and have they 
planned for the future properly? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: It is known that 
there will be shortage. At the moment our 
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etude production Is 6.5 million tonnes and we 
hope to “reach about 8.5 million tonnes by the 
year 1973-74. By that time our refining capa¬ 
city would be to the tune of 26-27 million 
tonnes and to that extent there would be short¬ 
fall. All possible efforts are being made by the 
ONGC onshore and offshore to locate new 
sources of crude. 
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SHRI P. C. SETHI: I shall inform the 
Member later on. 

Integrated Cancer Centre in Eastern 
Zone at Calcutta 

*476. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Will 
the Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to state: 

Whether the recommendations of Cancer 
Committee set up by Government in 1965 and 
as approved by Planning Commission on 
the 13th April, 1971 with regard to the setting 
up of an integrated cancer centre, in the Eastern 
Zone at Calcutta under one autonemous body 
with representatives from Government and 
various bodies including those of Dcshbhandhu 
Memorial Trust and Chittarapjan Cancer 
Hospital have since been implemented? 

, THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI D. P. CHATTOPA¬ 
DHYAYA): The details for setting up of 
Regional Cancer Research Centres including 
the Centre in the Eastern Zone at Calcutta are 
being worked out. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Cancer has 
been considered to be a real evil to human 
society today, but the hon. Minister has made 
ft stud) k short business. I am taken by great 
surprise really. How, may I know whether 
it is a fact that cancer research is being severely 
hampered due to the lack of clinical facilities 
attached to the research institutes and, if so, 
^'details thereof? 


SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: We 
cannot claim that all the clinical facilities have 
been offered. All these recommendations of 
the Committee which had gone into the details 
of the working of.the different regional centres 
are being studied and the grant of advance by 
way of further financial assistance is being 
considered. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Is it a fact 
that although there is great demand and great 
necessity for doing full research in cancer and 
other like diseases, is it a fact that the Health 
Ministry had a surplus of funds during the 
last allocation to the tune of Rs. l£ crorcs and, 
if so, what is the reason for keeping this amount 
unspent? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: Sir, 

I do not know exactly the amount that has 
remained unspent on that head. But before we 
advance money, we should see if the schemes 
are workable and the schemes afe notionally 
approved by the concerned authorities. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Is it a fact 
that the money has remained unspent after 
allocation? That is the question. 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: I 
said that about the exact amount I could not 
answer. 

DR. MELKOTE: When did the Ministry 
formulate this and why has *t taken such a 
long time to implement it? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: The 
Committee’s report has been received only 
recently. So, we have to consult the Planning 
Commission and some other bodies before we 
implement it, and we are expediting the metter 
as early as possible in the circumstances. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that the decision has been 
taken by the Ministry conennned that the same 
eastern zone cancer research institute will be 
set up at Calcutta and, if so, whether it is going 
to be set up at the Chittaranjan Cancer Centre 
and, if so, whether it is a fact that there has 
been a lot of complaint about the working of 
the Chittaranjan cancer hospital, about its 
management, about corruption, dereliction of 
duties on the part of doctors and other staff 
etc., and whether the Government will enquire 
into the -mismanagement of the Chittaraiyan 
cancer hospital? 
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SHRI D. P. CMATTOPADHYAYA: Yes, 
Sir. The proposed centre wilt be set up at the 
Chittaranjan National Cancer. Centre, it is 
also true that some complaints have been re¬ 
ceived at the Government. level and also re¬ 
ported in the local press. We are going into 
those complaints. 

Arrest of Air Force Officer at Gaahati for 
Passing Secret News to Pakistan 

*480. SHRI R. V. BADE: 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA: 

Will the Minister of DEFENCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether an Air Force Officer posted at 
Borjhara Airport at Gauhati has been arrested 
on the charge of passing the secret news to 
Pakistan; 

(b) how long he was indulging in this act 
of anti-national activities; and 

(c) whether any enquiry has been made 
in this regard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE 
PRODUCTION) IN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA): (a) to (c). A Corporal of the 
Indian Air Force posted at Boijhar airport at 
Gauhati has been arrested under the Official 
Secrets Act, for being in possession of classi¬ 
fied service papers and documents.** 

The matter is still under investigation. 

SHRI R. V. BADE: May I know when 
the man was arrested, when you got the in¬ 
formation and how long the investigation is 
pending? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: This 
corporal has been serving with the Air Force 
since March, 1968. We started suspecting him 
because he was seen in such suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. His house was searched on Uth 
March, 1971. He was placed under suspension 
and arrested. We have been interrogating him 
and trying to find but some material evidence, 
so that we can proceed against him in a proper 
manner. 

SHRI R. V. BADE: Who are the other 
officers who were in contact with this man and 
who gave him the information? 


SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
There are two officers who have been suspended 
because of misappropriation of public funds. 
They were also in Gauhati airport. A court 
of enquiry was appointed and they held that 
these officers should be charged for embank¬ 
ment of Government funds. Both are under 
suspension since 21st December 1970 and 
disciplinary proceedings are in progress. 

SHRI R. V. BADE: I asked about the 
officers who gave this information to this man. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: I 
have already said that there were allegations 
against this corporal that he has taken some 
classified document. ** but we have not yet 
given up the matter. We are still investigating 
it. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: The 
corporal has been arrested under the Official 
Secrets Act. The minister said that he had some 
classified information. Who gave him the 
classified information? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: He 
was working in the air force station at Borjhar 
airport. We had some suspicion. Then his 
house was searched. Certain classified docu¬ 
ments were recovered from his house. After 
that, we have set up this enquiry which is still 
in progress. How he came into the possession 
of the classified documents, etc. are under 
enquiry. The enquiry is not yet completed. 
There was an allegation that there might bp 
some complicity of this particular officer with 
Pakistani espionage.** We are trying to find 
out further facts. We are going deeper into it 
so that we can conclusively establish the facts. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: Just now 
the Minister said that the charges have not been 
substantiated and the enquiry is still proceeding. 
Will not his remark ** affect the further course 
of the enquiry? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: It is 
not likely because I have not said that the 
enquiry has been completed.** By further 
enquiry, it may be substantiated. 

SHRJ ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: If the 
inquiry is continuing, why should the hon. 
Minister say that. •*

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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOBU: Will the 
bon. Minister be able to tell us how many 
oAksrs and non-commissioned officers have 
been tackled rat suspicion or specific charges 
of doing spying or passing over classified docu¬ 
ments during the last one year? 

MR. SPEAKER.: This is not relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I asked 
whether he will be able to tell us. 

MR. SPEAKER: Even if he is able to, 
that'is not relevant here, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister if this is a 
departmental inquiry or court of inquiry, as 
they say in the Army Act, and whether this 
matter was not at all referred to either the 
Central Intelligence or the Military Intellige¬ 
nce, to probe further deep into the matter; if 
so, the reason thereof. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister may avoid 
reference to any matter which may affect the 
result of the inquity. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: We 
have pressed into service all such agencies that 
we have to effectively find out and reach the 
root of the matter as to how such a junior 
officer as this came into such a position that he 
could reach such classified material. We ate 
going into the matter and we hope that we 
shall be able to teach some conclusion soon. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I want to know 
whether the statement just now made by the 
■Minister ** will prejudice the course of the 
inquiry against him. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: Ido 
not think it will** We are continuing with the 
inquiry. 

MR. SPEAKER: Portions in the Minis- 
tor's reply which may affect rite further course 
of enquiry, stand expunged.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI D. P. CHATTOPA- 
DHYAYA): (a) No, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: May I know 
whether the Government has made any attempt 
to explore the possibility of taking the Russian 
method of curing liver cancer in this country; 
if so, what is the reaction? 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: The 
scheme is under way in the All India Institute 
of Medical Scienoes to produce liver cancer 
in monkeys by introducing Benzene Biethyl 
nitrosamine. Preliminaries have been worked 
out and it is too early to say something definite 
about it. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: May I know 
whether the Government has made any attempt 
to collect information about the development 
of liver cancer in this country; if so, what is 
the brief outline? 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): The question concerns liver 
cancer based on Russian model. We have 
said, according to the best of our information, 
there is no such model. No information has 
been available. 

MR. SPEAKER: He wants it on the 
Mysore model. 

SHRI K, LAKKAPPA: Thill Govern¬ 
ment should adopt that model.

Eradication of Eye Disease Amongst 
Students in Delhi 

*468. SHRI KRISHNA HALDER (on 
behalf of SHRI ROBIN SEN):

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

in 1970 by the National Society for the Proven* 
tion of Blindness. According to this, a large 
percentage of students suffered from trachoma 
and other diseases. 

(b) and (c). All those who needed medical 
attendance were given treatment. 

SHRI KRISHNA HALDER: I want to 
know the reasons for this disease. 

SHRI D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: The 
exact causes of this disease have not yet been 
decided but some congenital and other local 
influences are underlying this disease and these 
are being studied. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: I want 
to know from the hon. Minister whether it is 
not on account of the deficiency of vitamin A, 
that is, milk and other things. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI UMA SHANKAft DIK- 
SHTT): That is so; that is one of the important 
causes. 

MR. SPEAKER: Question Hour is over.

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Shortage of Qualified Doctors and Nurses 
In RMY Hospitals 

•454. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the 
MINISTER OF DEFENCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether there is a shortage of qualified 
doctors and nurses in the army hospitals parti¬ 
cularly in the border areas; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and 

(c) what steps are being taken to recruit 
and post adequate number of doctors and 
nurses in the military hospitals as also to 
provide modern equipment of surgery parti¬ 
cularly in hospitals in the border areas? 

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM): (a) There is an overall 
shortage of doctors in the Army Medical Corps 
and Nursing Service. There is no shortage in 
Dental Corps. But all hospitals including those 
in the border areas are adequately staffed. 

(b) The shortage is mainly due to poor 
response from civilian doctors and nurses 
because of hazards of military service. 

(c) Wide publicity is being given to oppor¬ 
tunities for employment/career in Military 
Medical and Nursing Services through press, 
radio and periodical visits to Medical Colleges. 

Military hospitals, including those located 
in border areas, are provided with modern and 
sophisticated equipment for investigation and 
treatment. The question of imporving them is 
under continuous examination in the light of 
advances made in the field of medical sciences. 

Allotment of Agricultural Land to Members 
of Armed forces 

• 455. SHRI MANI RAM GODARA: 

Will the Minister of DEFENCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether promises were made during the 
Chinese aggression and Indo-Pak conflict for 
allotment of agricultural lands to the members 
of the Armed Forces;

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
JAGJIWAN RAM): (a) and (b). In 1963, 
all State Governments/Administrations were 
requested to extend special concessions, in¬ 
cluding settlement of agricultural land, to ex- 
servicemen and, specially, to the dependants 
of Service personnel who were killed in action, 
and to ex-servicemen. Almost all State Govern- 
ments/Administrations amended their land 
settlement procedures and rules and made 
allotments of land to ex-servicemen, indivi¬ 
dually or co-operative societies of ex-service¬ 
men. 

(c) Since settlement of land is made by 
State Governments under their respective land 
revenue laws/rules through their local offices, 
up-to-date information regarding total area 
of land settled, is not available. The collection 
of such statistics from the various States within 
a reasonable period of time is not feasible. 

(d) The matter is pursued with the State 
Govemments/Administrations, so that maxi¬ 
mum benefits accrue to the ex-servicemen.

C. G. H. S. for Pensioners and their Families 

*463. SHRlMATi BIBHA GHOSH: Will 
the Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to refer to the reply 
given to unstarred Question No. 1098 on the 
2nd March, 1970 and state the progress made 
in the Plan to extend the Health Schemes to the 
pensioners and their families throughout India 
through C. G. H. S.? 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI UMA SHANKAR D1K- 
SHIT): , The Central Government Health 
Scheme has been introduced so far only in 
Delhi, Bombay and Allahabad. In these three 
places medical facilities under the scheme are 
available to Central Government pensioners 
also. The scheme can be introduced only in 
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cities where there is a substantial concentration 
of Central Government employees. 

. It is primarily the responsibility of State 
Governments to provide medical care to their 
pensioners. 

Shortage of Medicines In Rural Areas 

* 464. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN 
WALA: 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state: 

' (a) whether there is an acute shortage of 
medicines in the rural areas due to reduction 
in commission under the Drugs Act and the 
retailers are finding it unremunerative to stock 
more stocks of medicines; and 

(b) if so, the steps Government propose 
to take to mitigate the difficulties of the rural 
people and to ensure a steady flow of medicines 
in the rural areas? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI P. C. SETHI): (a) No, 
Sir. It is not correct that there is acute shortage 
of medicines generally in the rural areas due 
to reduction in trade commission under the 
Drugs (Prices Control) Order. However, 
shortages of certain brands of medicine^ have 
been reported from certain areas. These 
shortages are attributable to cause other than 
reduction in the trade commission. 

(b) Steps taken to remove shortages are: 

(i) import of additional quantities of 
bulk drugs through the.State Trading 
Corporation. 

(ii) Expansion of indigenous capacity 
for bulk drugs. 

(iii) Encouraging manufacturers to step 
up production of medicines reported 
to be in short supply. 

Some improvement has taken {dace during 
the last month with the arrival of bulk drugs 
being imported by the State Trading Corpora* 
tion and further improvement in the situation 
is expected to take place in the next two to 
three months.

*465. SHRI & N. MISRA: Will the 
Minister of DEFENCE be pleased to state; 

(a) whether he is aware that Military 
Ammunition and small arms are piiferrad and 
sold in the market;

(c) The prices fixed by the Government for 
deliveries ex-Oil Companies’ storage points 
are determined on the basis of the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the Oil Pricing Committee. 
These are common for imported as well as 
indigenously produced oil products. The 
retail selling prices of kerosene are fixed by 
the local state officials under the Essential 
Commodities Act, after taking into considera¬ 
tion the handling and transportation costs, 
sales tax, octroi and other such expenses. 

Compensation to Immigrants from 
Burma and Pakistan

(SHRl I. K. GUJRAL): (a) Yes. 

(b) A statement to this effect is contained 
in one of the papers submitted for considera¬ 
tion in the Seminar. 

(c) The Seminar considered three aspects 
of the subject, namely, (i) the role of market 
centres in the development process, (ii) towns 
as levers of industrial spread—role of indus¬ 
trial estates, and (iii) criteria for the selection 
of new and existing towns for purpose of 
development. The broad conclusions drawn 
mi these aspects emphasise the need for syste¬ 
matic empirical research into the development 
of market towns, the need for development 
of industrial towns keeping in view the resource 
capacity in the regions in which they are 
located, the need to make market towns as 
viable selfsustaining units, and the need for 
ensuring adequate accessible resource en¬ 
dowments for industrial towns. 

(d) The recommendations of the Seminar 
will be taken into account by the Government 
in framing their policies and programmes on 
the subject. 

India's Plea to U. K. Re. Rhodesia 

2023. SHRl BHOGENDRA JHA: Will 
the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state:

(b) The demands pertain to (i) the conver¬ 
sion of casual workers into temporary cadre 
and of temporary workers into permanent 
cadre; (ii) revision of the Dearness Allowance 
pattern; and (iii) grant of City Compensatory 
Allowance. 

(c) The matter has been considered by the 
Management of the Goa Shipyard Ltd. The 
position is that a Memorandum of Settlement 
relating to the basic pay and allowances of the 
workmen was entered into by the Management 
with the Goa Shipyard Workers’ Union on 
8th September, 1969. This contains a stipula¬ 
tion that the settlement will remain in force 
upto 31st August, 1972 and will continue to 
remain in force even thereafter, unless termina¬ 
ted by either party according to law. The 
settlement further provides that during the 
period it remains in force, the workmen and 
the Workers’ Union would not araise any dis¬ 
pute in connection with any of the points agreed 
to in the settlement.

Jobs to Senior Military Officers After 
Retirement

Such of these officers as require—re-employ¬ 
ment and register themselves with the Director 
General Resettlement, are sponsored for civil 
posts for which they are considered suitable, 
including such posts in Defence Establishments. 

Permission for Purchase of Private properties 
Against House Building Loans

Government servants can get loans from the 
Government for the purpose of construction 
of a house including purchase of land from 
private parties, Govemment/Semi-Govemment 
bodies/Cooperative Societies. But loans are 
not admissible for purchase of houses/ready- 
built fiats from private parties. 

(b) The reason* foe not granting advances 
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for purchase of ready-built houses from private 
parties are— 

(i) the grant of advances in such cases 
do not increase the national stock 
of houses in the country; 

(ii) it is difficult to assess the residual 
value of old houses; 

(iii) it is difficult to ensure that the old 
houses are kept in constant repair, 
to serve as good security; and 

(iv) the advances for purchase of old 
houses, if given, are liable to be 
abused. 

(c) The Rules have already been relaxed 
to the extent that Government servants can 
obtain loans for purchase of ready built houses 
from Government/Semi-Government Organisa- 
lion/State Government/Improvement Trusts/ 
Registered Cooperative Societies. No further 
relaxation is under consideration. 

Shortage of Residential Accomodation in Delhi 

2035. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the 
Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether there is an acute shortage of 
residential accommodation in Delhi and it is 
very difficult for the lower and middle income 
group persons to get the accommodation on 
reasonable rent; and

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL): (a) and (b). As in 
other major cities of the country on account 
of the fast growth of population, there is con¬ 
siderable shortage of houses in Delhi and the 
rents at which houses are available are beyond 
the reach of many persons belonging to the 
lower income group. 

The Government have taken a number of 
steps over the past several years to relieve the 
shortage of housing in the country including 
Delhi. Some of the measures adopted in Delhi 
are indicated below: 

(1) Implementation of the following six 
social housing schemes which aim at 
ameliorating the housing conditions of 


persons belonging to the low and 
middle income groups etc. 

(i) Integrated Subsidised Housing Sc¬ 
heme for Industrial Workers and 
Ecpnomically Weaker Sections of 
Community; 

(ii) Low Income Group Housing 
Scheme; 

(iii) Slum Clearance/Improvement 
Scheme; 

(iv) Village Housing Projects Scheme; 

(v) Jhuggi & Jhopri Removal Scheme 
in Delhi; and 

(vi) Middle Income Group Housing 
Scheme. 

According to progess reports received from the 
Union Territory Administration, so far, about 
27,300 tencments/houses have been constructed 
under these scheme in addition to about 3,700 
plots of 80 square yards and 46,000 camping 
sites of 25 square yards developed. All these 
schemes are being continued during the Fourth 
Plan period. 

(2) The Delhi Development Authority was 
set up in 1957 with a revolving fund of 
Rs. 5 crores to accelerate the develop¬ 
ment and sale of land for residential 
plots. Subsequently, L.I.C. loan of Rs. 1 
crore annually is being advanced to the 
Authority for this purpose since 1967- 
68. Since its establishment in 1957, 
the Delhi Development Authoiity has 
played a major role in providing deve¬ 
loped land for housing. It has also 
built 5,600 flats so far and has taken 
up construction of another 9,680 flats. 
The Authority propose to undertake 
construction of about 24,600 houses 
in their next phase. 

(3) A sum of Rs. 5 lakhs was contributed 
last year towards the share capital 
of the Delhi Cooperative Housing 
Finance Society in order to help pro¬ 
mote the growth of housing coopera¬ 
tives in the Union Territory. 

(4) A few legislative measures have also 
been taken to safeguard the interests 
of tenants and to give incentives to 
house-builders, e.g. introduction of 
rent control laws, income tax con¬ 
cessions to employers in respect of 
houses built for certain categories of 

- their employees and income-tax rebat 
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on annual values of newly-built houses 
with a modest rental (upto a prescribed 
limit). >

Municipal Committee have informed by 
general notification that the D.C. tarrif would 
be enhanced with effect from 1st September, 
1971. 

(b) The responsibility of conversion from 
D.C. to A.C. in the said quarters is jointly of 
the C.P.W.D. and the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee. The internal wiring is to be done 
by the C. P. W. D. and the A. C. connections 
in the quarters are to be arranged by the New 
Delhi Municipal Committee.

Multi-Purpose Mobile Tndning-Cum SerrKe 
Hospitals 

2042. SHRI C. JANARDHANAN; 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 

Will the Minister of HEALTH AND FAMI¬ 
LY PLANNING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether there is a proposal to have 
multi-purpose Mobile training-cum-service 
hospitals to provide comprehensive health 
and medical care to the rural population;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI D. P. CHATTOPA- 
DHYAYA): (a) Yes. 

(b) The mobile hospitals will provide com¬ 
prehensive health and medical care including 
specialist and family planning services to the 
hitherto neglected rural population. 

A 50-bed Mobile Training-cum service Hos¬ 
pital which will be in tents and will be fully 
equipped and provided with necessary vehicles 
will be attached to a suitable medical college 
in each State. Adequate accommodation will 
be provided in tents for all the staff members, 
students and interns. A teacher from each of 
the departments of medicine, surgery, obstetrics 
and gynaecology and, preventive and social 
medicine will stay in the mobile hospital with 
10 to 15 final year medical students, 5 to 6 
post-graduates and 10 to 12 final year nursing 
students for a month, by turn, and impart- 
clinical training daily. They will visit the homes 
of the villagers along with the medical, nursing 
and para medical personnel of the primary 
health centre and the personnel employed in 
our national programmes, such as malaria 
eradication, smallpox eradication, nutrition 
and family planning etc. 

The training and service programme in the 
mobile hospital and in the homes of the villagers 
will be closely supervised by the respective 
teachers. 

(c) At present the Government of India have 
sanctioned 22 such mobile hospitals. Dot of 
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these five mobile hospitals will be in the purely 
Central Sector and the non-recurring expendi¬ 
ture of Rs. 3.1 lakhs and the recurring expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 2.4 lakhs per annum per mobile 
hospital will be borne by the Centre. Seventeen 
Chlttaranjan Mobile Hospitals have been 
allotted one to each State which has at least 
one medical college. The non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 3.1 lakhs for each Chlttaranjan 
Mobile Hospital Will be borne by the Ministry 
of Education and Social Welfare and the re¬ 
curring expenditure will be borne by the State 
Government concerned. At present four 
mobile Hospitals in the Central Sector and 
eight Chittaranjan Mobile Hospitals are 
functioning.

We have also brought 
the Lusaka Declaration on this subject to the 
notice of the Governments of USA, USSR and

Complaint Against Administration of Sainik 
School, Purulia in West Bengal

(d) No Sir, Since 1965 when the boys 
started joining the National Defence Academy 
from the School out of 98 boys who passed 
out of the school 35 boys had gained entry into 
the Academy. The results of the school com¬ 
pare favourable with other Sainik Schools 
in the country. 

Chinese and Pakistani Naval Presence in

For dealer-controlled 
sites, known as ‘B’ class outlets, Corporation’s 
investment is limited to the provision of pumps, 
tanks and emblem signs only. The Corporation 
has also a hire-purchase policy for service 
station equipment. Where justified, suitable 
subsidy is given to selected dealers for modernis¬ 
ing their outlets. The facilities presently given 
by Indian Oil Corporation are broadly similar 
to those given by the other oil companies.

/ of the rank of Colonel and Brigadier 
of the general cadre; 


(3) 1st April 1960 in respect of all 
other Army officers; and 

(4) 1st July 1959 in 'respect of Army 
personnel below officer rank. 

(c) Yes, Sir. * Government have already 
appointed a Pay Commission, whose terms of 
reference include a review of the structure of 
emoluments of personnel belonging to the 
Armed Forces. 

Allotment of Land to Ex-Service-men in 
Andhra Pradesh 

2105. SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: 
Will the Minister of DEFENCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether the Government of India have 
sanctioned the cultivable lands in dismantled 
aerodrome at Taplepalligundam (Andhra 
Pradesh to the ex-Service (defence) Peoples 
Farming Society; 

(b) if so, the extent of the land leased out 
to the Society and the terms and conditions 
thereof; 

(c) whether some portion of the land leased 
out to the Ex-military peoples farming society 
has been occupied unauthorisedly by some big 
farmers and Shri Eli Anjanegulu Municipal 
Chairman of Taplepalligundam; 

(d) whether members of the farming society 
put in a complaint and requested the Govern¬ 
ment to vacate the occupants who are in pos¬ 
session unauthorisedly; and 

(c) if so, how long they are in possession 
of the said lands and the action taken to 
vacate them? 

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
JAGJIWAN RAM): (a) to (e). On 6-11-67 
the Government of India sanctioned the 
leasing, initially for a period of 2 years, to the 
Ex-Servicemen Cooperative Society, Tadepal- 
ligudam, the entire area of the TadepaHigudam, 
airfield measuring 681.35 acres, including 
91.875 acres occupied by runways etc. A num¬ 
ber of people had encroached upon the land 
long before the lease was executed. The en- 
croachers included 17 Municipal Councillors 
and Chairman of the Municipal Council, 
Tadepailigudam. 

The lease was as per normal terms and sub¬ 
ject to the following further conditions:— 

(a) The lessee will pay ‘Fair rent* for the 
entire site including encrodchep 
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portions. The Fair rent will be 
worked out by the Military Estate 
Officer. 

(b) The responsibility for removal of 
encrochments on the land will rest 
with the lessee and no rebate of 
rent or compensation will be allowed 
to him on this account except that 
no lease rent will be payable by him 
for the first year of lease in respect of 
portions of land which are under 
illegal possession of encroachers. 

In October, 1968 the Ex-servicemen Co¬ 
operative Collective Farming Society represent¬ 
ed that it was unable to evict the encroachers 
and hence could not make use of the land. All 
efforts made by the Society to secure the assis¬ 
tance of the State Administration to remove the 
encroachers proved to be of no avail. The 
Society, therefore, requested the Government 
of India to undertake to evict the encoarchers, 
if necessary, at the expense of the Society. 
The Military Estates Officer reported that as 
the encroachers were very influential it would 
be difficult to evict them. It was however de¬ 
cided that the Military Estates Officer should 
proceed to evict the encroachers under the 
Public Premises (Eviction of Unauthorised 
Occupants) Act, 1938. Necessary instructions 
were issued to the Military Estates Officer in 
May, 1969. At the same time the Government 
of Andhra Pradesh were requested to instruct 
the district authorities to render every possible 
assistance to the Military Estates Officer in the 
matter of evicting the encroachers. 

It has, not been possible to evict the en- 
corachers since a number of them filed writ 
petitions in the High Court of Andhra Pradesh 
against the eviction action. The matter is 
therefore subjudice. 

Development of Engine for H. F. 24 
Supersonic Aircraft

The HF-24 air¬ 
craft is at present powered by Orpheus 703 
engines which are manufactured under licence. 
In order to boost its power a reheat system for 
the engine has been developed at the Gas 
Turbine Research Establishment, but a deci¬ 
sion has yet to be taken regarding the introduc¬ 
tion of HF-24 aircraft with this engine. 

(c) It will not be in the public interest to 
disclose this information. 

(d) No foreign collaboration is involveo 
in this project. 

(e) Does not arise.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported Non-Procurement of farmers’ 
Entire Produce at Price Fixed by 
Government 

MR. SPEAKER: We now take up the 
Call Attention Notice. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil): 
We have given notice. . . 

MR. SPEAKER: You should know the 
procedure. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The Punjab 
Assembly has been dissolved. . . 

MR. SPEAKER: The Punjab Assembly 
question cannot make me depart from the pro¬ 
cedure. After the Call Attention notice. 

Shri A. P. Sharma. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar): I call the 
attention of the Minister of Agriculture to the 
following matter of urgent importance and I 
request that he may make a statement thereon: 

The reported non-procurement of far¬ 
mers’ entire produce at the price fixed by 
Government, non-lifting of entire procured 
produce and non-payment of sale price 
thereof to farmers in Uttar Pradesh, Madhya 
Pradesh, Rajasthan, Haryana, Punjab and 
other States. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE): Cultivators gen¬ 
erally keep a portion of their produce for 
their own needs like consumption, seed, etc. 
Further, a cultivator is not compelled to sell 
his produce to the Government. If he can get 
a price higher then the procurement price 
announced by Government, he is free to sell 
it in the open market. Even at the procurement 
price, he is not obliged to sell to Government, 
but can sell to the trade if he so chooses to do. 
The commitment of Government is to purchase 
all grain falling within the prescribed sped- 


io6 

fications offered by the cultivators at the pro¬ 
curement price. The question of pro&ring 
the farmers* entire produce does not, therefore, 
arise. The Food Corporation of India and 
other procuring agencies have been vigorously 
purchasing the foodgrains offered by the far¬ 
mers falling within the prescribed specifications 
at the procurement prices announced by 
Government. During the current Rabi season, 
upto about 8th June 3.3 million tonnes of 
wheat have been purchased as against 1.8 and 
1.73 million tonnes for the corresponding 
periods of 1970-71 and 1969-70 respectively. 
The procurement made so far is already higher 
than the total procurement made during the 
last year. Such massive procurement would 
show that, by and large, Government are ful¬ 
filling their commitment of offering price 
support to the producer at the level of procure¬ 
ment prices announced by Government. 

As the House is aware, unseasonal rains 
during the months of April and May have 
caused damage to wheat lying on the threshing 
floor. In order to give relief to the producers. 
Government have relaxed the specifications for 
procurement of wheat and the procuring 
agencies are purchasing rain damaged wheat 
falling within the relaxed specifications. 

Since the market arrivals this year have 
been almost double that of last year and the 
procurement also has been 1.4 million tonnes 
higher, this has posed problems with regard 
to storage and movement. The problem of 
movement has been further accentuated be¬ 
cause of the difficulties of moving the grain in to 
the Eastern region where conditions are diffi¬ 
cult because of unprecedented influx of re¬ 
fugees etc. However, every effort is being made 
to step up movement by rail to the maximum 
extent possible. Maximum possible movement 
is also resorted to by road. Storage Capacity 
in the procuring States is also being augmented 
by accelerating construction works and hiring 
godowns to the maximum extent possible to 
store the balance of the grain. 

Arrangements have also been made for 
prompt payment of full procurement price 
corresponding to the quality of the grain pro¬ 
cured. By and large, there have .been no com¬ 
plaints except in the State of Uttar Pradesh. 
Under the marketing system in Uttar Pradesh, 
there are two sets of agents, the Kacha Arhatias 
purchasing directly from the farmers and the 
Pucca Arhatias representing the wholesale 
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agencies purchasing from the Kacha Arhatias. 
The presence of two sets of middlemen at. 
times gives rise to malpractices. The Food 
Corporation of Tndia and the State Govern¬ 
ment have tightened the administrative arrange¬ 
ments to eliminate sucti malpractices to the 
m&xium possible extent. These 1 include greater 
involvement of co-operatives in procurement 
and ■ enlarging the scope of direct purchases 
from the producers. As a long term measure 
the State Government has also been requested 
to take in hand measures to improve the 
marketing system in the State. 

The massive procurement operations to 
provide support to the farmers are continuing. 
The Government is keeping a continuous watch 
on the problems of procurement, handling and 
movement and no effort is spared in ensuring 
that the farmers get the full benefit of the 
announced procurement prices. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Is it not a fact 
that in many places adequate number of agents 
have not been appointed by the Government 
and wherever procurement is made, the farmers 
are not paid in time and they have to face lot 
of difficulties in getting their payments? 

Is it also not a fact that although the pro¬ 
curement price has been fixed at Rs. 76 per 
quintal, the farmers are not getting that, but 
are getting less than that amount which is a 
fixed rate, and the difference is being shared 
by the middlemen? 

May I be assured by the Government that 
these difficulties will be removed and that the 
farmers will get the full payment in time? 

Also I would like to know as to what is the 
machinery which has been set up for this pur¬ 
pose, td see that the farmers are not harassed? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: There 
is some truth in the complaints from U.P. But, 
the bulk of the procurement is from Punjab 
and Haryana. For instance, as 1 said, total 
procurement up to the 8th June this year was 
3.3 million tonnes. Out of that, practically 26 
lakh tonnes were from Punjab and Haryana. 
As I said, in UP there are two sets of middle¬ 
men, kacha arhatias and pucca arhatias. There¬ 
fore, Government feels that it would be the 
best thing to have direct system of purchase 
from the farmers. We have already started 
this on trial basis to have direct purchase from 


the farmers in cooperation with the State 
Governments. The grain marketing structure 
will have to be amended so that the malpractices 
are eliminated and to overcome the present- 
day difficulties, wc have suggested the setting 
up of popular committees at the mandi levels 
and we have given adequate power to the dis¬ 
trict magistrates. If any dispute arises, the 
decision of the District Magistrate is to be 
considered final. We are trying to have the 
local involvement also. But, there is some truth 
that there are some complaints of malpractices. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: What is the 
machinery set up for looking into the com- 
planits? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Popu¬ 
lar Committees are being set up at the Mandi 
levels. They are being Involved.

We are equally 
concerned about the interests of the fanners. 
The hon. Member referred to a particular case 
of a fake cheque. That oheque was not from 
the Pood Corporation, but it was from seme 
trader. As soon as we saw the report in the 
press, we had ordered an inquiry into the 
particular case. 
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AU the same, the hon. Member should 
appreciate that the arrivals this year in the 
market 1 have bean almost double-those of last 
yqar, and the farmers* interests would have 
very much suffered had there not been massive 
purchases oh behalf of the Food Corporation. 
So, the positive aspect is there. Even in UP 
particularly the market arrivals were four times 
higher than last year, and if the Food Corpora¬ 
tion had not entered in a massive way in the 
market, I think that the farmers’ interests 
would have suffered very much. There may be 
some cases of complaint, and we shall look 
into them. We are trying to improve the sys¬ 
tem. But the role of the Food Corporation 
which is a public sector organisation entering 
the market in the interests of the farmers should 
be appreciated by the House.

SHRIANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE: 1 have 
said about the specific complaints that we 
shall refer them to the State Government. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: The Minister’s state¬ 
ment is most misleading as there is no open 
market in this country so far as procurement 
of foodgrains is concerned. The Food Cor¬ 
poration of India, a Government of India 
undertaking, which was presided over till the 
other day by a defeated Congress Minister, 
has the full right of procurement of food- 
grains in this country and, being a monopoly 
concern, all the corollary evils of the mono¬ 
poly system are there. Day in and day out 
we get reports of nepotism, corruption, irre¬ 
gular payments and harassment of the mill- 
owners, purchaisng agents and cultivators, 
creation of artificial barriers and discrimina¬ 
tion in classification of cereals. For instance, 

I would like to point out that the Safri variety 
of paddy is being procured as fine paddy in 
Kalahandi at Rs. 5 less than the procurement 
price prevailing in the adjoining Raipur Dis¬ 
trict, Shri Vidya Charan Shukla’s constituency, 
where it is procured as superfine paddy. 
Taking into consideration all these factors, 
is it not high time that we did away with these 
artificial barriers, the food zones and the suf¬ 
focating controls, so that there is free flow of 
cereals throughout the country and the price 
is decided by the universal law of demand and 
supply and the cultivator gets the fruits of bis 
labour. Especially now when national frontiers 
are shrinking and we have a common market 
in Europe, why in a country like this should 
we have these barriers, especially when the 
foodgrains output in this country has reached 
more than 106 million tonnes? - So, I would 
like to ask when there is going to be an end 
to all these barriers, suffocating controls and 
food zones. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE: The 
hem. Member is advocating the theory of free 
trade. 1 do not blame him because it is his 
party’s view. The hon. Member made a number 
of mis-statements. For instance, he said there 
was no free trade. But he knows that on wheat 
there is no ban whatsoever.. Any private 


tie. Dissolution qf llO 
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persons can purchase any quantity of wheat 
anywhere they like. The only thing is that in 
the interest of the farmers we purchase at the 
procurement price. The formers are likely 
to get a higher price and they can sell it to 
anybody. There is no restriction on the move¬ 
ment of wheat or coarse grain except in the 
rationed area of Calcutta and Howrah. In the 
case of paddy there are such restrictions. This 
was reviewed in the last Chief Minister’s con¬ 
ference and on the basis of the consensus that 
emerged in the Chief Ministers Conference the 
Government of India decided to continue such 
a ban. The present is not an appropriate time 
to review the position. We shall review the 
position in the coming September. The food 
position is easy and there is no difficulty as 
such. For rice this is not the right time to 
review the position. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Regarding Safri 
variety, why is there the price difference in the 
adjoining districts? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I shall 
look into this.

STATEMENT RE: PRICES OF SOAPS 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, In the course of the reply to the general 
discussion on the Budget on the 10th June, 
I had made a statement that the price of Lux, 
Rexona and Life Buoy soaps had not been 
increased and that the manufacturers had 
absoibed the incidence of duty of Rs. 2.54 per 
gross. I am sorry that this statement was 
based on incorrect information supplied to me. 
Now I have been informed that the price of 
all the three varieties of soap I referred to in 
my reply to the general discussion on the 
debate, has been raised by the manufacturers 
by 2 paise per standard cake which was for¬ 
merly costing 70 paise (exclusive of local 
taxes). We are taking up this matter with I he 
manufacturers. 

According to the further information 
which 1 have received today, the manufacturers 
have responded and have decided to absorb 
the additional excise duty on Life Buoy brand 
which is one of the popular makes. The price 
of this soap will now be the same as before 
the Budget.

What about 
the laundry soap? The Finance Minister has 
stated that the price of tawdry wept baa set 
been increased.

Limited. The workers' representatives have 
welcomed the proposal and promised to send 
their suggestions for the implementation of 
this proposal. 

Government hope that this step would help 
materially in obtaining the full cooperation of 
the workers In increasing production in Hindus¬ 
tan Steel and thus contribute towards the im¬ 
provement of our economy and the fulfilment 
of our Plans.

BENGAL FINANCE (SALES TAX) (DELHI 
VALIDATION OF APPOINTMENTS AND 
PROCEEDINGS) BILL— Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, 

SHRI JYORITMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): Mr. Ajit Saha will speak from our 
party, I will speak on the third reading of the 
Bill. 

SHRI A. K. SAHA (Vishnupur): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, the sales tax is a purchase tax. 
It is wrongly described as sales tax. It is an 
outright indirect tax which keeps the tax 
payer in the dark. With socialism and garibt 
hatao on their tongue, the Congress Govern¬ 
ment wants to let off the rich as lightly as it 
can and wants them to grow richer at the cost 
of the poor. Though sales tax looks like a 
direct tax, it does not possess the chatacter 
of a direct tax which the tax payer knows that 
he is paying. 

The different States have different rates of 
such taxation and exemptions are also diffe¬ 
rent in different States. This encourages 
evasion of the tax through wholesale purchases 
by invoices from State to State. This is really 
black-marketing. 

The high yielding sources of revenue have 
been taken by the Centre and, normally, sales 
tax, agriculture tax, arc left with the States. 
Besides, administration costs, the States have 
to meet a lot of social and other development 
obligations to the people. Rut State Govern¬ 
ments always show an ever-increasing deficit 
butget. It is because of shooting prices of 
every commodity, for the erroneous economic 
policy of the Centre. In the Budget, Shri Y. B. 
□havan appealed to the States to maximise 
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{Shri A. K. Saha] 
the efforts to raise additional resources though 
there is none. When the States are forced to 
levy taxes in the shape of sales tax, this only 
adds the last straw on the people. You should 
tax the source of the commodities and not the 
consumers. We want that manufacturers be 
taxed and that the buyers be exempted from it. 

SHRI N. K. SINHA (Muzaffarpur): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I am not going to oppose this 
Measure. But, before it is passed, I would 
like to make a few observations. This Noti¬ 
fication issued under section 20, of this 
Act, was extended to Delhi, I believe some 
time in 1951 and the liability to pay the 
tax. under the Act commenced with effect from 
November, 1951. Under this. Sales tax com¬ 
missioner etc. was appointed by the Lieut. 
Governor to administer this Act. Under the 
same section, there was provision for the 
appointment of other persons to assist him. 

It is extraordinary that while Commissioner 
of Sales Tax was appointed the other part of 
the section was forgotten. The officers were 
appointed and assessments made in a most 
irregular manner. If somebody had not chal¬ 
lenged it and taken the matter to the court 
of law, probably this would not have come to 
our notice at all. This is extraordinary. I 
don’t think with the rush of business we have 
ample time in the House for setting right the 
mistakes committed by the bureaucracy. For 
20 years this has been going on. Yet, this had 
not seen the light of the day. It would not also 
have seen the light of the day if it had not been 
challenged in a court of law. 

I don’t oppose this measure. The Minister 
has got to validate all that has been done 
because there are 374 appointments, Rs. 5.50 
lakhs and Rs. 15.25 crores worth of assessments 
made. But this sort of thing, in my opinion, 
should not happen. We are not here to clear 
away all the dirt and filth spread by our bureau¬ 
cracy. I hope the hon. Minister will take care 
that such things do not occur again in the 
future.

GANESH): This 1* a Very simple 1 Bill. The 
Bengal Finance >i$Sali» Tm)> Act 1941 was ex¬ 
tended to the Union Territory of Delhi by a 


notification of Government under sec. 2 of 
the Union Territories Laws Act of 1950. Under 
sec. 3 of the Act, the Lt. Governor is empowered 
to appoint officers for the purpose of carrying 
forward the sales tax law. Due to a technical 
mistake, officers were appointed under the 
various service rules of the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion. Later on the Lt. Governor issued an 
orders under section 3 giving retrospective 
effect to the appointments. But it was found 
out later that there was no power under sec. 3 
for giving retrospective effect. In a writ peti¬ 
tion filed before the Delhi High Court by the 
Delhi Woollen Mills, one such appointment 
was challenged. The initiative was taken by 
the Delhi Administration On the advice of the 
Executive Council that an Ordinante might be 
promulgated because the appointment of 374 
officers had to be validated and assessments 
involving about 5.55 lakh cases covering 
Rs. 15.25 crores Central and State sales tax 
had to be safeguarded. 

There are about 32,320 appeals which have 
been disposed of. In order to safeguard the 
rvenue, this Ordinance had to be promulgated, 
and this Bill has been brought before the 
House to make it into a law. There have been 
precedents before, in which under similar cir¬ 
cumstances, Ordinances have been passed 
and to validate them-Bills have been introduced 
later in the House. 

So far as Delhi is concerned, the Dehli 
Administration had asked for a new Sales 
Tax law applicable to Delhi. This is under 
the consideration of the Central Government, 
and as soon as the consideration is completed, 
that BUI will be brought before the House. 

I commend this Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The question

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): This Government is very good at 
bringing very pious-looking legislations one 
after the other, but their outcome, implementa¬ 
tion and enforcement are, far from satisfactory. 

The Minister must have gone through Prof. 
Kaldor’s book on Indian tax reform. What he 
says applies to sales tax because the evasion is 
more in sales than possibly even in come-tax 
and other Central taxes. It says: 

“The important question is how much 
income is concealed in this manner in 
relation to the income which is assessed 
as tax. Conversations with individual 
businessmen, accountants and revenue 
officials reveal guesses which range from 
10 to 20 per cent of the assessed income at 
the minimum and of 200 to 300 per cent 
at the maximum.” 

He has gone on to suggest possible remedies, 
particularly compulsory audit, status of audi¬ 
tors etc. This report has been in the hands of 
Government for the last 10 years. What have 
they done about it? They bring in petty laws, 
but the basic issue remains. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They have 
borrowed this from Bengal. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Then, more 
so the reason because Bengal has been ruled 
by this golden Congress for 20 years. 

Actually this is a purchase tax and you 
want to- caS it a sales tax. We have been sug¬ 
gesting'for a long time that it should be a 
first point tax, that the moment the goods come 
out of the producers' gate the tax should be 
clamped on it. You are relunctant to accept 
itbeoause we know that by doing that yda will 
be incurring the displeasure of your masters 


and patrons, the monopoly capitalists.* You 
want to exploit the small man and call a pur* 
chasi-tax hs sales tax, and whan it should hav<p 
been clamped at jthe producers’ gate, you are 
clamping it at Ihe smahYetail"counted 

Mr. Ganesh should take the trouble of 
going to ChOwri Bazar and Sadar Bazar 
and see how evasion of safes tax takes place 
in Delhi. In order to evade the payment of 
satestaxto get a customer he does not do the 
book, entry. As a-result the income-tax man 
cannot'really catch the volume of the transac¬ 
tion and thus income-tax also Is evaded. 'In 
Chawri gazar, Sadar Bazar and Kharl Baoli 
alone in Delhi, the evasion of sales tax is to 
the extent of Rs. 10 crores on a modest esti¬ 
mate. A group of honest traders had presented 
a petition before this parliament last year 
requesting the Government to put first point 
taxation and thereby make sure that you get 
at least somewhere near what you are entitled 
to collect. 

MR. .DEPUTY-SPEAKER: An experi¬ 
enced Member like you should not go for be¬ 
yond the scope of the Bin. You can speak 
about this at the appropriate time. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Money has 
got to be collected; the salaries have to be 
paid. I request him to keep this in mind and 
not to take up the precious time of the House 
to bring such petty Bills leaving out major 
issues. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I have already 
explained that this Bill originated because 
certain appointments made by the Delhi Ad¬ 
ministration'under section 3 were not found 
to Jbe technically correct because the Leiut. 
Governor was empowered to make those ap¬ 
pointments; This Bifl has been brought before 
tfie House only for thb purpose of validating 
these appointments. The general question of 
sales ; tax and tax machinery which the non.

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GOLD (CONTROL) AMENDMENT BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): Sir, I beg to move:* 

M That the Bill further to amend the 

Gold (Control) Act, 1968, be taken into 

consideration.” 

This Bill seeks to make certain amendments 
to the Gold (Control) Act, 1968, which have 
become necessary as a consequence of a judg¬ 
ment delivered by the Supreme Court on 30th 
March, 1971. 

As I mentioned in my statement which was 
laid on the Table of the House under Rule 
71(1), certain provisions of the Gold (Control) 
Act, 1968 relating to filing of returns by pawn 
brokers, ban on possession of primary gold 
by private persons, filing of declarations and 
the powers of search, penalties, confiscation 
and prosectuion for non-declaration were 
challenged before the Supreme Court. Challenge 
was also made to the validity of the Act. The 
Supreme Court upheld the validity of the Act 
as also of the provisions relating to submission 
of returns by pawn brokers, ban on possession 
of primary gold by private persons, filing of 
declarations, search, levy of penalty, and pro- 
scctuion for non-declaration. The Court, 
however, held that Section 71 relating to con¬ 
fiscation of gold or other thing was unconsti¬ 
tutional as it appeared to place an unreasonable 
restriction oil the right of a person to acquire, 
hold and dispose of gold articles or gold or¬ 
naments, and could be applied indiscrimi¬ 
nately. 

Section 71 is an omnibus provision which 
provides for confiscation of gold not only for 
non-declaration but also for contravention of 
other provisions of the Act. While this section 
only creates a liability for confiscation of gold, 
the enforcement of this liability is provided 
for by Section 73 which provides fbt levy of 
a fine in lieu of confiscation equal to twice the 
value of the gold or other thing confiscated. 

The Supreme Court was dealing with the 
question of gold in the hands of a pawn broker 
in exsess of the exemption limits which be¬ 


came liable to confiscation because of the 
default of non-declaration by the pawnee, 
even though the persons to whom these be¬ 
longed had not committed any offence under 
the Act in relation to their gold. In this context, 
the Court has observed that although the law 
provides that the owner has, under Section 79, 
to be given a hearing, and he has a right of 
appeal under Section 80, the provision of 
Section 73 which allows for the levy of a fine 
in lieu of confiscation not exceeding twice the 
value of the gold or other thing in respect of 
which confiscation is authorised, appieared 
to be unduly harsh. The Court also observed 
that there did not seem to be any justification 
for an order of confiscation under Section 71 
merely because of a failure to comply with 
Section 16 relating to declarations. 

The Supreme Court, as I mentioned earlier, 
upheld the validity of Section 86 whit* autho¬ 
rises prosecution for non-declaration. The 
observation of the Court that the provision for 
confiscation of gold for non-declaration 
amounted to an unreasonable restriction on 
the fundamental right of a person to acquire, 
hold and dispose of property appears to be 
based on the fact that for a mere act of non- 
declaration the owner becomes liable to an 
unconscionably high fine which may be equal 
to twice the value of the gold. 

This Bill, therefore, seeks to substitute the 
invalidated Section 71 with a new provision 
with built in safeguards for an innocent <pwner 
so that where any gold which has become liable 
to confiscation belongs to a person other than 
the person who has for his failure to declare 
the gold or for contravention of any other 
provisions of the Act rendered such gold liable 
to confiscation, and where such contravention 
has been made without the knowledge or con¬ 
nivance of the person to whom such gold 
belongs, such gold shall not be confiscated but 
the person who has contravened the law will 
be liable to such other punishment as is pro¬ 
vided by the Act. Similarly, since the maximum 
fine in lieu of confiscation provided for in 
Section 73 acted unduly harshly, this Bill 
further seeks to amend Section 73 to bring 
down the maximum fine from twice the value 
of the gold to an amount not exceeding the 
value of the gold. 

The Bill also makes provision for reopening 


* Moved with the recommendation of die President. 
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of p\st c.ises where any order of confiscation 
or option given to pay fine in lieu thereof was 
not in conformity with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 71 and 73, as sdught to be amended. 

Hon’ble Members will observe that the 
amendments which this Bill seeks to make are 
intended to safeguard the interests of innocent 
owners whose gold becomes liable to confisca¬ 
tion for an act or omission of another person 
and also to provide that in the event of con¬ 
fiscation where fine in lieu of-confiscation is 
prescribed, such fine shall not be unduly harsh. 
In the circumstances, there need be no con¬ 
troversy about the provisions of this Amending 
Bill. With these words, Sir, I move—

SHRI MADHURYYA HALDAR (Mathu- 
rapur): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the main 
object of the Gold (Control) Amendment Bill, 
as he has said, is to bring out the hidden gold 
and to stop smuggling of gold. Gold is always 
being smuggled into India, and hidden gold 
worth Rs. 7,000 crores is in India. Mr. Mohan 
Dharia,"the Minister of State, said the other 
day in Bombay that there is hidden gold in 
India worth Rs. 7,000 crores. He also stated 
that if this hidden gold were brought to the 
surface, then we need not have so much worry 
over our Plan execution. This Government 
cannot lay Its hands on the rich. That'is why 
they cannot bring out the hidden-gold;: as this 
Government cannot collect arrears «f income- 
tax to the tune of Rs. 700 crores. The entire 
BUI has become a farce, and'the amendment 
wh&h has come following the Supreme Court 
judgment, has become more a farcial, because 


there was a provision in the Original Bill that 
gold would be confiscated if smuggled into 
India. Instead of that confiscation, now you 
are going to fine the person, and the amount 
of the fine woutyl he worth the value of the 
gold. That is, you are practically inviting 
international gold smugglers to smuggle gold 
into India, Mr. Walcott and his associates 
may be encouraged by this Bill. There is also 
a provision that if the gold belongs to an 
innocent person and not to the offender, such 
gold shall not be ordered to be confiscated. 
The smuggler or his associate may-pose as 
innocent. The matter may be taken to the 
court and after long proceedings, he may be 
set free. 

This Bill is actually going to reward the 
smuggler. Therefore, I oppose this amending 
Bill as well as the parent Act, whose withdrawal 
has been demanded several times in this House. 
This amending Bill also has to be withdrawn. 
If the smugglers are to be punished and hidden 
gold is to be brought to the surface, severe 
punishments have to be laid down and the 
Constitution has to be changed in this respect.

SriRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): Mr. 
DBputy*Spe*ker, Sir, in spite of mounting 
p res s ur e from the public *H over India, it a 
a pity that the Government has not been bold 
enough to come forward to scrap this Act. 
This time Pro, there is no guarantee that no 
more amendments are going to be moved by 
the Government. 

After Supreme Couit decision on 30-4-69, 
this Act was amended and it related to eight 
Sections, that is, 5(1% i> 27(2), im. 32. 46, 
88 and 100. Again, those were struck down. 
Whenever there was any attempt or any action 
being taken under a particular Section, and if 
the aggrieved person took the matter to die 
Supreme Court, we have seen that it is struck 
down again. 

There was again a Gold Control Amend¬ 
ment Ordinance whkftt sought to amend 
Section 8(2). Ague, under the judgment 
dated, 30-3-71, a particular section whip was 
validated, Revised, modified, was struck down. 


That is the fate of this Act. There is a saying 
in Sanskrit which, I think, will not be out of 
place here.

If a cock is coated with gold and fitted with 
diamonds and other ornaments, it can never 
be a Rajhans. A cock can never be converted 
into a Rajhans. 

This is an Act which fundamentally strikes 
at the very craft itself which is an ancient, 
traditional one and a craft which is based upon 
artistic skill. From our experience we have 
found till now, that the President of the All- 
India Goldsmiths Association has been moving 
through out the country. These very docile 
people, the goldsmiths, the very ordinary 
people, and who were meek, being roused into 
an agitation. About 200 of them have d ; ed by 
commiting suicides. There have been 200 
deaths. Now, about 45,000 people are fhced 
with the most difficult problem. About 7500, 
as has been reported by their President, were 
given a loan of Rs. 500 each. Now, they are 
going to be depnved of their avocation and 
occupation. 

Not only that. When the Act was put into 
force, we found that more than 25,000 were 
arrested. I want to ask the hon. Minister: 
Has it achieved its purpose? The Government 
is not in a position till now to make it known 
to all the Members of Parliament and outside 
that it has really achieved its purpose. It 
wanted to stop smuggling. But the smuggling 
has gone deeper. It wanted to stop price rise. 
Now price is ruling high. In 1963, it was 94 
points; today we find it is more than 230. 
That is the real position. 

Under this Act, hoarded gold could not be 
unearthed. Of course, Mr, Dcsai is out. But, 
under these circumstances, there is no guarantee 
absolutely and 1 hope the hon. Minister also 
cannot stand a guarantee that these very 
sections which are now sought to be amended 
will stand the test of time, will stand the test 
of law courts, will be successful in its operation, 
in its application. Can anybody stand a guaran¬ 
tee that it will stand the test? No. Nobody can 
stand guarantee that it will stand the test of 
the Supreme Court. 
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Whit are the' remarks of the Supreme 
Court? I wish to deal with thi<. Every section 
has been dealt with by them. I don't want to 
enumerate all, . . 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You may 
kindly confine yourself to this particular section 
which is under consideration. 

SHRl D. K. PANDA: Yes, 1 am con¬ 
fining myself to this section only. Under 
Section 27(2Xd) it was found that powers 
were given under that section which are ‘vague’ 
‘arbitrary’ and which ‘violated the very right 
gurantced under the Constitution.’ So, it is 
stated by them that the power is wide and 
vague and it had also been stated by the 
Supreme Court that some of the sections were 
rendered ‘meaningless’. So, in some places, 
it is wide, in some places it is meaningless. 

Therefore, the more the amendments you 
bring, the more troubles you will have. It 
becomes the subject-matter of further amend¬ 
ments only to be struck down by the Supreme 
Court once again. That has been our experience. 

As far as the history of legal jurisprudence 
is concerned, we, in our country, have never 
come across such a draconian Act which has 
passed through such numerous amendments 
as this. We are all aware that so many Acts 
have been enacted and we are also aware that 
those Acts have never been subjected to so 
many amendments. There was absolutely no 
necessity, no need, to make such amendments 
But the whole trouble with this Act is this. 
From the very beginning, from top to bottom, 
this Act is anti-national. It has brought untold 
misery upon millions and millions of the families 
of goldsmiths. That is why I not oppose this 
amendment—because it cannot improve the 
matter,—but also I would say this, that a thing 
which cannot be mended should be ended. 
That principle is very wellknown, which applies 
to the present position and the question of pure 
jurisprudence is also involved in this matter. 

I therefore think that my friends in the 
ruling party also, basing on their own experi¬ 
ence, will oppose these very amendments. 
At the same time, I strongly demand for the 
scrapping of the entire Act. Thank you.

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandiwash): 
Most of the members who participated in this 
discussion are no doubt agreed that the very 
purpose of the parent Act has been defeated. 
This wonderful Gold Control Act owes its 
origin to the then Finance Minister, Sftri 
Morarji Desai. The ruling Congress has done 
away with ShrF jNhnupji Desai's association, 
but not with the Gol^ Control Act. 

What is the result of the implementation 
of the Bill in die last three or four years? We 
were told that smuggling would cease, hidden 
gold would come out and the price of gold would 
be controBed. What has happened to these 
three objectives? Have they been fulfilled? 
Clearly Government cannot tell us that smug¬ 
gling hag ceased; it is, on the other lutnd. 
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going on as usual. As Shri Ram Gopal Reddy, 
pointed out, it b going on atid Government 
are not aWe to atop it. If Government say that 
by amending the Act, smuggling will be stopped 
and can give an assurance that by these improve¬ 
ments it will be stopped, I am prepared to sup¬ 
port the Bill. But Government have not been 
able to do it in the last three or four years. 
Hbw is this amendment going to achieve that 
purpose? 

From its very inception, this legislation has 
caused havoc in the country. In its destructive 
effects, it is worse than an epidemic or earth¬ 
quake. It has driven many goldsmiths out of 
the profession and many of them committed 
suicide. As previous speakers have pointed 
out, there is no purpose in amending the Act 
once in a year or in six months. It has to be 
done away with in toto. The desire for the yellow 
metal has not diminished with the passage 
of the original Act and I do not know whether 
we can make this desire vanish in this country. 
Since the very purpose of the Bill has not been 
achieved even with three or four years of its 
working, there is no purpose in amending 
the Act once in six months and Government 
had better withdraw the Bill.

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL (Khed): Thli 
Bill seeks to replace the Gold Control (Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance of 1971. The Minister has 
said in his speech that this enactment would 
not require any addition to the present staff 
and hence there will not be any involvement 
of recurring expenditure. 

The main purpose of the Ordinance was to 
prevent circulation of smuggled gold, and as 
the provisions of the old Act were invalidated 
by the Supreme Court, the Government thought 
it fit to promulgate the Ordinance to see that 
smuggling is checked. 

The Minister says that the present staff is 
sufficient to prevent smuggling of gold. 

i 

If the staff is so competent enough, it is well 
and good. But the state of affairs does not 
seem to be so good. Delhi is the capital of 
this country. People who know the state of 
affairs say that every day there is smuggling 
to the tune of hundreds and hundreds of kilos 
of gold in the form of the biscuits from the border 
across Pakistan. Smuggling in big cities like 
Madras, Bombay and Delhi has not stepped. 
Government is not able to curb or check 
smuggling. This smuggled gold is brought 
by those who have unaccounted money or 
black money. If for one day the Government 
takes the power to open the safe deposit 
vaults of the bank they will be able to discover 
maunds of gold not accounted for. The Govern¬ 
ment will have to examine whether they are 
sufficiently armed with the provisions of the 
Act. I think the Government will have to conrte 
forward with radical measures to see that 
smuggling is stopped and the circulation of 
smuggled gold is checked. 

The other day I went to a Delhi shop to 
buy two bangles for my daughter who passed 
the SSC examination and joined a college. 
The dealer asked me whether I wanted td have 
bangles of gold or other biscuit gold. Since 
I could not follow him, he explained that the 
biscuit gold was pure gold smuggled from out¬ 
side. The central intelUgence forces which were 
working under the Finance Ministry have been 
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taken up by the Home Ministry and instead 
oil - having' co-ordination between’ various 
tHo customs board, the excise boards, 
they quarrel among themselves, and do not 
function properly: At present there is ho 
Director General of the Central Intelligence 
Bowl. When some person is transferred his 
vacancy is not filled, for months together. The 
Post6 oft director or superintendent are vacant. 
How are we. going to check smuggling. Let 
trie Government come forward with measures 
to discover the yellow metal in the bank depo¬ 
sits and stop the smugglers also. 

The provision is that if a person is in pos¬ 
session of unauthorised gold it can be con¬ 
fiscated. If an innocent person is involved, 
he has to, be fined and the fine may be equal 
to the value of gold which, has been taken into 
possession. Powers are given to the competent 
authority under section 78. The point is whether 
he will be able to use those powers scrupu¬ 
lously. He has to decide whether gold has to 
be confiscated or given back. If he is a good 
officer, honest and sincere, he will use the 
powers quite correctly. But there are some 
officers who are the cause of the malady. 

With these words I request the Govern¬ 
ment that if they want to come with an amend¬ 
ment for the gold control bill, let them come 
with radical measures and give the competent 
authorities full powers so that they can stop 
the circulation of smuggled gold.

SHRI JYOTORMOY BOBU: It cannot 
catch the real man. 

SHRI K. R. GANESHi I will meet some 
of the points that have been made: by the hon. 
Members. As hon. Member Shri Panda 
pointed out, section 8 has not been struck 
down. On the . contrary, it has been upheld 
because the. Supreme Court’s decision upholds 
the validity of the Gold (Control) Act. It up¬ 
holds the validity of various other sections. 
Only as fat as section 71 is concerned, the- 
Supreme Court held that the confiscation of 
gold places certain restrictions on the right 
of the persons to hold gold, or ornaments 
made of gold, and this Bill seeks to remove 
that weakness. 


SHRI K. R. GANESH: Sir, this is a 
simple Bill and tries to meet the decision of 
the Supreme Court making section 71 of the 
Gold Control Act unconstitutional But die 
deb&te encompassed gold smuggling naturally 
and various other factors connected with the 
administration of the Gold Control Act. 
I was surprised that our hon. friends on the 
other side were speaking in two voices. Mr. 
Haider referred to the taking over bf the entire 
gold which is there in the, countiy, and Mr 
Panda referred to the failure of the Gold 
(Control) Act and also the consequential hard¬ 
ships that the goldsmiths had. My hon. friend 
Shri Shashi Bhushan pointed out the «»l egr d 
gold -th^t is there with the Mahangahaa and 
other sections of our society. But I never knew 
that the lure for gold was there on that side 
also. The point is this; This Bill seeks to meet 
the pointy that have been made by,the Sufseme 
Court: it strengthens section 71. (taangttori 


Sir,. I can give: also some figureii.as fiat as 
the other points that have been made by hon. 
Members are concerned; If you want tp stop 
smuggling ofi gold, them this Act, however 
it has been, implemented, is absolutely vital,, 
because it is the only statutory restriction that 
we are placing on the possession of primary 
gold. After the replacement bf the Defence 
of India Rules that were there, this. Act it 
absolutely necesnuy even though hon. Members 
may, not agree with its administration and 1 
maynot agree thbt it has been fully implement¬ 
ed, because it is connected with.smuggling and 
various other Acts, but? this Act & absolutely 
necessary ,for stopping and restricting the pos¬ 
session of primary/Cbld in the possession] of 
private persons. Once ’phttftidar vital: 
section is struck down: there is no few lor the 
Government to see. that. primary gold, does 
not get into the economy; smuggled' gold .which 
might go into tbecountry hue got to be taken 
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possession of. Otherwise, there is no sense in 
haying the rastaietive measures as th» Govern* • 
meat is .having; TSa, this law is absolutely 
necessary for preventing she- 'possession of 
primary gold in the hands of* private persons. 
I am not going into the question of smuggling. 
Every day we.-aae answering questions on sraug- 
giing, <ax*asi 1 Bacs, etc. We have also placed 
before the House the steps Government have 
taken to strengthen the anti-smuggling machi¬ 
nery. Various administrative, legislative and 
economic measures have been initiated for 
this purpose, but that is a different aspect. 
That- has nothing to da with this Bill. As 1 
said, if there are any weaknesses in the imple- 
mentation, of the Act, Government will see 
that they are removed. India has a vast coast¬ 
line and it is a big problem. Smuggling is not 
confined to India alone; it is there in other 
countries also. Government cannot immedia¬ 
tely put a-complete stop to the entire smug¬ 
gling operations. All that is honestly possible 
is being done. 

So far as goldsmiths are concerned, about 
1.90 lakh goldsmiths have obtained certifi¬ 
cates. 1.70 lakh goldsmiths have been' given 
rehabilitation assistance. Various- other steps 
have been taken during the last three or four 
years. I have a long list and I do not want to 
tire the House by reading it. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: How many 
applications are still pending for loans? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I will find that 
out and give. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Will it stand the 
test of the Supreme Court? * 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: We cannot 
forecast about that. This has been processed 
by the highest legal authorities iq the Govern¬ 
ment. That is all I can say. ( Interruptions ). 

With these words, I commend the Bill to 
the House.

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I beg to move: 

“That the Bill be passed,” 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill be passed.” 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: (Diamond 
Harbour): Sir, apart from the traditional 
urge to possess gold in this country, certain 
things have been happening here during the 
23 years of the golden rule of the Congress 
which have increased this urge. If you really 
want to check smuggling, it is no use bringing 
petty Bills every day and taking up the valuable 
time of the House. People have lost confidence 
in the Indian rupee, the value of which is 
eroding every day. People are trying to switch 
over to something else which will not erode 
the way the rupee is doing. Today a man takes 
an insurance policy. He pays the premium 
with a dearer money and gets much cheaper 
money when the policy matures. He puts his 
hard-earned money into the provident fund, 
which is much dearer money and when he 
retires, he gets back much cheaper money. 
You put money in a fixed deposit in the bank. 
You put much dearer money and you get back 
much cheaper money. Now, where is the money 
going? Nothing is usually lost in the country. 
Due to the wrong policies and measures adopted 
by the Government, the money is finding its 
way to the monopolists and capitalists. It is 
cress-travelling. You contribute dearer money 
and take back cheaper money. Mr. Birla 
borrows, say, Rs. 1 crore from the financial 
institution, with the promise to repay it after 
20 years. He borrows dearer money and re* 
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pays cheaper money. There is a cross-flow 
and the money finds its way into the pockets 
of the capitalists and monopolists. These 
gartbt hataowallas have been making this pos¬ 
sible. So, there is an inherent urge for posses¬ 
sion of gold. 

India is supposed to be the most attractive 
country for gold smugglers. It has been said 
here: 

“There has been no official estimate 
ever. Officials decline to even hazard 
an intelligent guess. Unofficially attempts 
have been made in this direction from time 
to time, but these have yielded as many 
estimates as the number of persons will 
have made them. Many estimates, how¬ 
ever, approximate to the figure of 400 
million dollars, equivalent to Rs. 300 crores 
at the international official price of 35 
dollars an ounce." 

It works out to about Rs. 70 for 10 grams, 
but actually here the price is anywhere between 
Rs. IK) to Rs. 200 a tola. 

Now, I will quote a former member of 
the Central Board of Revenue: 

“Mr. T. C. Seth, a former Member 
of the Central Board of Customs and 
Excise and Director of Revenue Intelligence 
narrated an incident. 

He was once travelling on a plane 
when a woman, “then an MP and later a 
full-fledged Cabinet Minister", asked 
him why the customs wanted to catch 
gold smugglers. “Where they not bringing 
riches into the country?" 

That is the type of ministers we have in 
this Government and, yet they want us to 
believe that they are really wanting to stop 
smuggling of gold. This is a real stunt. 

Then there was a case where a Finance 
Ministry official, a Hindi translating officer, 
was almost caught red-handed. He had been 
writing letters in language which would not be 
understood by anybody except those in the 
trade. The milk account, the soft account, 
the police—this is the kind of language he 
used. The Prime Minister gave a categorical 
assurance in April 1970 that the matter would 


be thoroughly probed into and if die man was 
guilty he would be brought to book. We 
would like to know from Shri Ganesh today, 
what steps have been taken against the person. 

Smugglers have even gone to the extent of 
having their own airstrip at Colaba District 
in Bombay in a place near Panvel. Who will 
belive, unless there are big patrons in power, 
that they could function here to this extent? 

I can tell you that detection represents 
only a fraction which could be called surrender 
by mutual agreement. It may be anybody’s 
guess—Rs. 1,000 crores a year, Rs 1,500 
crores a year or Rs. 800 crores a year worth 
of gold is smuggled. So, you are riming the 
country. 

How do they finance it? When I had raised 
the issue of overinvoicing and underinvoicing 
four years ago in this House people laughed 
at me. Shri Chavan said the other day that 
it is taking away Rs. 75 crores a year. He is 
living in somebody’s paradise. It is nothing 
below Rs. 300 crores or Rs. 400 crores a year. 
This underinvoice and overinvoice surplus 
money is converted into gold at the rate of 
Rs. 65 or Rs. 70 a tola in Vienna, Trieste, 
Tangiers, Hong Kong, anywhere. That money 
comes through the carriers, who get a percent¬ 
age and who make the bandobast with people 
in North Block or in Bombay, Calcutta or 
Madras Customs or people all round. That 
goes to the household at Rs. 20 a tola. 

SHRI K. N. T1WARY (Bettiah): How 
do you know ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Are you 
trying to suggest, “are you a smuggler?" 
So, I can understand how incapable is your 
Government. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY: Are you in league 
with them ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I will come 
to it later on. 

One young diplomat, called Mitra, because 
he wanted to know, poked his nose into the 
affairs and find things out. In Vienna he was 
mercilessly murdered. I want to know if that 
case has been unearthed and, if so, what is 
the story behind it, 
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What about the big guys, like BOAC ? 
BOAC was caught with gold. You could not 
touch them. You did a show; you produced 
a drama and said, “We are going to do this and 
that.” But you could not touch them. 

What about Jardinc Henderson and the 
story of Eastern Queen, the Eastern Saga and 
the Eastern Light? What happened? They 
brought gold within steel plates of the hull. 
You detected them. But you could not touch 
them, because they are very powerful foreign 
monopolists. If you touch them, you will be 
in danger. 

Then, there was the Walcott story. There 
are many like that. What about the case 
of Kooly Mastan ? He was given a passport to 
go abroad under a chit by Shri Kanungo, 
then Governor of Gujrat. Shri Kamal Tiwary 
should not say that 1 am a friend of his. His 
partyman, Shri Kanungo, a Governor instituted 
by them, gives a chit and a confirmed smuggler 
goes abroad. For what? For furthering smug* 
gling business. You cannot touch him. 

What about the Indian Airlines smuggling 
in Caravelles? What about the Chief Conser¬ 
vator of Forests, Himachal Pradesh, caught 
smuggling goods, not gold, only the other day 
in April 1971? Then, there was the Asansol 
case involving Rs. 60 lakh worth. You said, 
you wanted to give it to Interpol. We want to 
know what you have done in that. 

Then, you promised in April 1970 that you 
were going to bring forward a much stricter 
legislation to curb smuggling. You owe an 
explanation to this House because we have seen 
enough gimmickry, stunts and stories. We 
want you to tell us today, here and now. 
Since April, 1970, one year has now passed. 
Why is it that you have not brought forward 
the so called stricter Bill to curb smuggling? 
Because you dare not toucjt the real big guys 
who are behind smuggling, because they also 
happen to be your patrons. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, it i$ a general tirade and a usual 
tirade which both of us understand and,this 
House also understand. He has referred to 
certain specific cases for which f do not have 
information at the moment. I shall get the 
information and supply to him. .... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am talk¬ 
ing of the so called stricter Bill that you wanted 


to bring forward to curb smuggling. In April, 
1970, you said that you were going to bring 
forward a piece of legislation to curb sm u ggling 
More than 36S days have passed, and your 
glory is increasing, and yet the Bin has not 
come. 

SHRI K. R, GANESH: I have already 
mentioned about administrative, legislative 
and economic steps that have been initiated 
to control and check smuggling to the extent 
possible. Now, smuggling is a part of the evil 
society. May I submit that it is not possible 
with all the administrative steps that Govern¬ 
ment of India might take and which the Govern¬ 
ment has got to take to stop smuggling comple¬ 
tely? Smuggling starts with certain evils that 
are there in society and in social system. Once 
you get over the evils of society and social 
system, once you get over the manipulations 
that go on, then only it will be possible to stop 
smuggling. Till then, this Government is com¬ 
mitted to introducing various measures which 
I have already indicated and the Bill will be 
introduced as soon as these measures are ready. 

The hon. Member has given some of the 
specific cases. He seems to be functioning as 
the intelligence wing of the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment to which he referred. It is very useful 
for the Government. The Government will 
take all the information that the hon. Member 
has got and use it. There is one assurance that 
I can give to this House and that is that there 
is no question of not tracking down these 
smugglers, wherever they may be. 

* 

It is a general tirade, a general criticism, 
that he has indulged in, and that is not to be 
taken as seriously as he is trying to make out. 
I can assure the House that wherever these 
smugglers may be, they will be tracked down. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Why that 
Bill has not yet been brought forward? You 
said that you will bring forward the Bill within 
a short time to curb smuggling. You have no 
intention to curb smuggling. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I have already 
replied to that. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Before I put 
it to the House, Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu, you sent 
a slip saying that you will speak on the third 
reading of the Bill. There was some misunder¬ 
standing. You wanted to speak on the first 
reading itself. But later on, you gave the 
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name of another Member, Mr. Haider. There 
was no intention to shut you out.

Dr. Saradish Roy. 

•DR. SARADISH ROY (Bolpur): Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, I want to speak in Bengali 
with your permission. 

The higher officers in the Railway Board 
say that railway adminis- tration is overstaffed. 
It is true that railway administration is over¬ 
staffed but this overstaffing is confined to 
certain areas of railway administration. The 
information that I have, if it is placed before 
you, will prove which specified areas of the 
railway administration are overstaffed.

[Shri K. N. Tiwary in the Chair ] 

The information is like this: in 1950-51 
the number of coaching vehicles including 
EMU was 2,55,137. In 1968-69 it rose to 
4,16,150. Therefore, the increase was 85 per 
cent/Tn 1950-5.1 the number of locomotives 
(steam, diesel and electric) was 8,209. In 


1968-69 it rose to 11,555; so the increase was 
40 per cent. In 1950-51 the vehicles kilo- 
metrage was 2,802. In 1968-69 it rose to 4,716; 
so the increase was upto 68 per cent. The 
number of wagon kilometerage in 1950-51 was 
4,370. In 1968-69 it rose to 10,657; so the 
increase was 144* per cent. The passenger kilo- 
meterage in 1950-51 was 66,157. In 1968-69 
it rose to 1,06,940; so the increase was 61 per 
cent. The number of gazetted staff in all Rail¬ 
ways in 1950-51 was 3,101. In 1968-69 this 
figure rose to 6,816; so the increase was 225 
per cent. Then in 1950-51 the number of 
gazetted staff in the Railway Board was 136. 
In 1968-69 it rose to 615. Therefore, the in¬ 
increase was upto 355 per cent. The number 
of Class III and Class IV staff in the Railways 
in 1950-51 was 9,29,828. It rose to 13,33,009 
in 1968-69; so the increase was only 45 per 
cent. 

From this information it will be found that 
the work load has increased but the number 
of workers—who render real service to the 
Railways—has increased only upto 45 per 
cent. But the number of gazetted officers—who 
merely supervice the work of others—has 
increased upto 225 per cent. Besides, the 
number of gazetted officers in the Railway 
Board has also increased upto 355 per cent. 
It, therefore, shows that the pressure of work 
is more upon the Class III and Class IV staff 
of the Railways. 1 have furnished this infor¬ 
mation only to show that the Gazetted posts 
arc more over-staffed in the Railways, it is 
upto 355 per cent. 

Railway Accidents Inquiry Committees 
were appointed in 1962 and in 1968. It was the 
opinion of the Inquiry Committees that if 
leave reserved staff is increased, other members 
of the existing staff on night duty may enjoy 
some relief, whenever required by them, and 
that will lead to the growth of their efficiency. 
With the growth of their efficiency there is 
possibility of less number of railway accidents. 
But it has rather been found that in proportion 
to the increase in work load the number of 
staff, who render real service to the railways, 
is not increasing; whereas the number of 
officers is being increased,. So from the infor¬ 
mation that has been furnished by me I want 
to show that the number of gazetted officers 
is being increased; whereas the staff belonging 
to the lower categories of Railway service is 
not being' increased. Then, as more leave

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reserved staff are not being appointed, the ex* 
isting railway workers are compelled to resort 
to dishonest means. I know that in two 
Central Government organisations like Rail* 
ways and Posts and Telegraphs the members 
of the staff are compelled to submit false medical 
certificates as for want of more leave reserved 
staff their leave is not sanctioned. • 

Class TV staff of railways get annual in¬ 
crement of rupee one. To look after the wel¬ 
fare of the Class III and Class IV staff although 
some officers have been appointed, yet in many 
cases the increment of rupee one has not been 
given to Class IV railway workers even after 
the lapse of five years. After making applica¬ 
tions the workers got replies after frour yeais, 
saying that their increments had been sanc¬ 
tioned. But in regard to the gazetted officers 
the position is different. They get their in¬ 
crements immediately. Not only this. In regard 
to the payment of increment to Class IV staff 
it takes another 6 months to one year as the 
increment bills go to the accounts department 
first and thereafter it is submitted for pre¬ 
audit. So whatever little increment they get 
in their meagre salary, that is also not given 
in time. I have got certain specific names with 
me in whose cases the payment of increment 
was delayed. 

During the general discussion it was pointed 
out that in order to reduce the wastage in 
expenditure in railways the electiification work 
should not be done through the contractors. 
I shall not go into that question now. But 
I shalt say that there are some departments 
in the Railways which make their purchases 
through the contractors. The railways pur¬ 
chase drugs from the Indian Drugs and Pharma¬ 
ceuticals Laboratory for the treatment of their 
staff but it has been found that the railways 
are not purchasing the medicines directly 
from the same. These medicines are being 
purchased through some contractors and as 
result of that some amount of money go to the 
pockets of the contractors. Again, Govern¬ 
ment advertises the products of Modern 
Bakeries, but from the government-run 
bakeries the railways do not purchase bread 
for its catering services. Here also bread is 
purchased through the medium of contractors. 

Again, the railway departments are earn¬ 
ing more profit through these purchases as 
these things are being sold by the Railways 
at a higher price than the market price. The 
Southern Railways are purchasing vincent 


drink at a price of 25 nP but their catering 
services are selling it at 43 nP. Vincent soda 
is being purchased at a price of 15 nP but it is 
being sold at 25 nP. This purchasing price of 
15 nP includes sales tax delivery charges. 
Vincent special drink is being purchased at 
30 nP but being sold at 47 nP. So it is evident 
that the railway administration is earning 
more profit by selling these things at a higher 
price than the market price. So I raise my 
objection to this before the Hon. Minister. 

In the course of the general discussion 
something was said about the wagon breakers. 
I asked the people of my place as to how this 
wagon-breaking can be stopped. I also dis¬ 
cussed about this matter with the railway 
staff. They all fold me that 20 years before 
this wagon-breaking was not so much there 
in the railways , but now it is there in spite 
of the railway protection force. Therefore, if 
this railway protection force is withdrawn, 
there will not be any case of wagon breaking. 
Now-a-days the work of protecting railway 
property is being shared by two railway pro¬ 
tection forces. As C.R.P. is deployed in a 
State to assist the State police, there is a special 
Railway Protection Force to supervise the 
work of the Railway Protection Force. But 
inspite of all these number of wagon-breaking 
cases are increasing daily. The wagon brakers 
are perhaps sharing profit with the railway 
protection force. Besides, they are also being 
encouraged by some political parties. These 
wagon breakers are sometimes used by the 
political parties to achieve their ends. So, if 
the Government is really interested to stop 
the activities of the wagon breakers, it must 
deal with them politically. Besides, if the present 
political situation in the country is changed, 
there will not be any theft of railway property 
or case of wagon breaking. 

Sir, the Hon. Minister said during the 
General Discussion on the Railway Budget 
that efforts would be made to create employ¬ 
ment opportunities for the people, and that 
efforts would be shared by the State Govern¬ 
ment. But the hon. Minister said in the Rajya 
Sabha that in order to reduce administrative 
expenditure some posts have been surrendered. 
From 1-4-70 to 30-9-70 the number cf posts 
surrendered in various categories in Railways 
are as follows:— 

Gazetted Officers (Class I and II) «— 3 

Class III staff —1156 

Class IV staff . —1418 
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So we find that those people who really do some 
work their posts are being surrendered in a 
greater number. This statistical information 
was given ky the hon. Minister in the Rajya 
Sabha on the Sth April, 1971. So from this 
information the real intention of the Govern¬ 
ment has become very much evident. In order 
to create employment opportunities the rail¬ 
way administration should take the initiative 
instead of depending upon the State Govern¬ 
ments. In many places we have found that 
transport difficulties have arisen for want of 
over-bridges. If these overbridges are con¬ 
structed by the railways, they will provide 
employment to a large number of people. 

Lastly I shall say something about over¬ 
crowding in trains. We know that in Calcutta 
there are a number of suburban trains. In 
this connection, I would like to say that as 
Taj Express has become very much popular 
in Delhi, Coal Field Express is also veiy popu¬ 
lar in Calcutta region. But unfortunately in 
that train many passengers find a great diffi¬ 
culty in getting accommodation. This Coal 
Field Express also runs during the office hours 
and as a result of that too much crowd is 
there in this train. If some fast moving (rains 
are also introduced during office hours apart 
from this one, it may reduce crowding of 
passengers in the Coal Field Express. Because 
of over-crowding in that train there is no dis¬ 
tinction between first class and third class 
passengers. During office hours a train also 
comes from Rampurhat and if that train is 
speeded it will reduce the crowding of passen¬ 
gers in the Coal Field Express. If all these 
points, made by me, are considered by the 
Government, the passengers will enjoy more 
convenience. With these words, I conclude 
my speech. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil): 
I come from a State which has been ignored 
by the Railway Administration since indepen¬ 
dence. We know that the Railways are one of 
the biggest public sector undertakings in this 
country, employing more than 14 lakhs people. 
But it has to improve its functioning in every 
respect. It is expected to give more facilities 
and convenience of travel to the public, but 
1 am sorry to say that it has not been able to 
render bitter service to the people. To be able 
to render better service, it needs the coopera¬ 
tion of the entire Railway employees, but I 
feel that this is lacking. Every worker in the 
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Railways feels that the officers are bureaucrats, 
more strict and bitter than the Britishers. The 
Railway Board represents the old bureaucrats, 
the I.C.S. and I.A.S. Officers. They come from 
the Administration and they only know objec¬ 
tion and red-tapism. We must see that non¬ 
officials who are technicians and experts are 
appointed in the Railway Board, those who 
have a social outlook and who share the com- 
itment of the Government. Our Govern¬ 
ment is committed to certain ideals, and so 
the people who are at the top of the adminis¬ 
tration should share that commitment and 
have faith in that polity. So I suggest that we 
must have new people, technicians, professors 
and qualified people from public life, so that 
they can run the Railways in a proper manner. 

Coming to my State, you will be surprised 
to know that though in the last three Five Year 
Plans we have spent more than Rs. 3,191 
crores, Kerala has been allotted only Rs. 5 
crores. This is how my State has been ignored. 
On a per capita basis my State should get 
more than Rs. 200 crores. Every Railway 
Minister thinks that the country end with the 
Western Ghats. They are forgetting that there 
is a State of Kerala with 20 million people 
beyond that who are lacking in Railway 
facilities. We have only one Railway line. 
Trivandrum which is our capital is in the 
extreme south. A person who wants to go to 
Trivandrum from Kasargod takes two days. 
It takes two days to reach the capital of our 
State to cover a distance of 300 miles. Half 
the distance is metre gauge and half the dis¬ 
tance is broad gauge. All the hon. Members 
from Kerala have been demanding for so many 
years that there should be broadgauge from 
Eranakuiam to Trivendrum. That has not been 
given. They have just spend Rs. 5 crores and 
no new line has been set up except Ernakulam- 
Quilon. People are demanding a coastal rail¬ 
way to Alleppcy; the city is going down. Every 
State has got broadguage railway at the rate 
of 10.915 kms for one lakh of people but my 
State has got only three kms. We have been 
ignored for the last so many years. This in¬ 
difference should go and proper share should- 
be given to Kerala. We do not want many 
lines; we need only a few lines. I invite Mr. 
Quereshi to come to Kerala. Ycu will be sur¬ 
prised that not a single railway station has 
been rebuilt or reconstructed; all the railway 
stations are just as they were originally built,; 
tberg has been r.o charge. Vaikaje, my cwn 
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constituency, is a pilgrim centre and more 
than fifty lakhs of people of my State worship 
that place. From all parts of the country 
pilgrims come there. For nine months in year 
it rains in our place because of this or that 
monsoon and people there have been demand¬ 
ing the construction of a new railway station 
so that people who come to that cenjre could 
at least protect themselves against rain but 
that has not been done. The fast trains do not 
stop there. We demanded that those trains 
should stop at Varkala; after all trains run for 
the convenience of the people. But these things 
are decided at Madras. There is no divisional 
ofiice for metre-gauge in Kerch; they are 
located at Madura and Trichy. We are de¬ 
manding that there should be a divisional 
ofiice at Quilon or Trivandrum, I prefet Tri¬ 
vandrum. If something is wrong, the Olavakot 
man will say: it is none of my business, it is 
all at Trichy. One division is at Olavakot and 
the other is at Trichy. I do not know how it 
is functioning. There should be a coastel 
railway line from Ernakulam to Alleppey. 

You know about Guruvayoor which has 
a famous temple. It caught fire recently. A lot 
of people are coming there every day; it is a 
place like Tirupathi. People are demanding 
extension of railway line from Trichur to 
Guruvayoor. That has not been done. The 
hon. Minister should look into these things. 

The capital city Trivandrum is a growing 
city and has all facilities for a workship. Still 
there is no railway workshop in Kerala. Lots 
of trains are running there. In Shoranur too 
there is no workshop. Locos are taken to 
Madura or Trichy for repairs; it is a loss to the 
Government. Government should consider 
having a workshop either in Trivandrum or 
Quilon, Sreekantan Nair’s constituency; but 
I prefer Trivandrum. People from Kasergod 
should be able to reach Trivandrum the same 
day. Now the Railways are incurring losses 
because people go by bus as there is no proper 
connecting trains. This administrative indi¬ 
fference should go. We do not want to indulge 
in the burning of wagons or adopt other 
agitational approach to bring pressure; we do 
not like to do so. Of course, people sometimes 
resort to that kind of agitation and get some¬ 
thing done. But we are not doing it. So, I do 
hope that the Minister will look into this, 

I wantonly Rs. 5 crores more out of Rs. 3,000 
crarcs. What more can I say about this? 
Only R». 5 orores out oft Rs. 3,090 crores. } 


demand that Kerala should get its due share. 
Perhaps it may need Rs. 100 crores. But I do 
not want to ask Rs. 100 crores. I want only 
Rs. 5 crores more. This can be done by the 
Government.

One thing more I have to say. It is 
about the loco-drivers. 1 happened to meet 
some of them in Madras. Shrj Viswanathan 
will admit and Shri Murasoli Maran will also 
remember that Shi i Karunanidhi, (he Chief 
Minister of Madras, inteivencd in their strike 
years ago. Shri Karunanidhi has given an 
assurance that he would pursue the matter 
with the Central Government to withdraw 
all the cases against the loco-drivers. I am told, 
howevei, that the cases have not been with¬ 
drawn yet. It is because the Railway Board, 
the bureaucrats, do not want towithdraw those 
cases, and they inflict more hardship on the 
poor drivers. 1 request the Minister to look 
into this matter and withdraw the cases against 
those poor loco-drivers. 

The authorities should also recognise their 
organization. There is an organization which 
represents the entire loco-drivers in the count! y. 
You must recognise their oiganization ard 
meet their legitimate demands. 1 hope the 
Minister will do so. 

With these words, 1 support these Demands. 
I also hope that the Minister will consider the 
requests for Kerala, especially the dc(“hands 
of mine about Varkala and the facilities for 
Kerala.

SHRI C. JANARDHANAN (Trichur): 
Sir, it has become the practice of this govern¬ 
ment now every year to raise the passenger 
fares and the freight charges. At the same time, 
whenever any demand is made to the govern¬ 
ment about the amenities to the passengers 
or the improvement of the conditions of the 
workers they turn a deaf ear to that. As long 
as the government adopt such an attitude, 
1 have no hesitation in saying that they have 
no moral right to run a public utility concern. 
Until they change their attitude radically they 
cannot serve the people of this country effec¬ 
tively. 

All categories of railway employees, station 
masters, assistant station masters, clerks and 
gangmen have been continuously agitating for 
better service conditions and inproved wages. 
Some of them are thinking of even resorting 
to direct action in some places. Yet, govern¬ 
ment do not listen to their grievances and when 
they listen, they 1 do it half-heartedly. This 
shows the callousness of the government to the 
needs of the workers who are their own emplo- 

£ t 'i < 
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The lowest category of employees connected 
with the railways is the licensed porters. Usu¬ 
ally nobody takes up their cause or brings to 
the notice of the House their pitiable condition. 
For the last so many years these people have 
been demanding so many things. Because of 
their continuous agitation, government 
appointed a committee, which went into the 
whole matter and submitted a report some 
years back. Even though some years have 
passed after the submission of that report, 
nothing has been done to improve their con¬ 
ditions. Not to speak of the old stations, even 
in the new railway stations that are coming up 
the licensed porters are not provided any rest 
rooms. 

Then, there are so many unions of railway 
employees which are not recognised. Even 
though they have been continuously pressing 
f >r that, government are reluctant to recognise 
them. Unions like the Northern Railway 
Workers’ Union, North Eastern Railway 
Workers’ Union, Undian Railwaymen’s Fede¬ 
ration, All India Station Masters’ Association, 
Indian Railway Loco Mechanical Staff Asso¬ 
ciation etc. are demanding recognition but the 
government are not conceding their demand 
because of which they cannot take part in the 
negotiations, which is an unsatisfactory state 
of affairs. 

Coming to amenities to passengers, seme 
hon. Members have referred to the catering 
system. Even though everybody is suggesting 
that catering should be improved, theqp has 
been no visiable change in the situation for the 
better so far. Even though we want the contract 
system should go, it still persists. Whether it 
is a question of stopping pilferage or ticketless 
travel, or doing away with the contract system, 
or reducing the huge salaries of the Railway 
Board members, whenever any demand is 
made the government turn a deaf ear to that. 
1 say that the working of the railways cannot 
be improved unless they change their basic 
attitude. 

There is no change in the attitude of the 
government when we demand new lines or 
some new trains. There are thousands of 
Malayalees who have come out of Kerala in 
search of employment and are residing in far 
away places like Bombay, Delhi or Calcutta. 
At the end of the year whenever they get leave 
for a month or a fortnight they find it very 
difficult to get facilities to go borne in comfort. 
After continuous agitation for a number of 
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years for a direct train from Cochin to Bombay 
six direct bogies were agreed to from Cochin 
to Bombay though not a direct train. Similarly, 
from Calcutta to Cochin also, even though 
we demanded a direct train only one bogie 
was conceded. So also from Delhi to Cochin. 
The result is that hundreds of passengers wait 
in the queue to get a seat in the direct com¬ 
partment and most of them have to go back 
disappointed because of the great rush. 

Coming to the introduction of new train?, 
about ten days back when 1 asked a question, 
which was unfortunately treated as Unstarred, 
whether there is any proposal to run some 
fast trains between Cochin and Madras and 
Cochin and Mangalore the answer was that 
there is no such proposal. 

Now, some three or)four days back 1 saw 
in the Kerala papers a statement by the Divi¬ 
sional Superintendent, Olavakkot Division, 
Southern Railway, that there was a proposal 
before the Government, that the Railway 
Board was considering running a new fast 
train between Cochin and Ernakulam and 
Cochin and Madras. I do not know who is 
correct, whether the Minister or the Divisional 
Superintendent. I think and I hope, the Divi¬ 
sional Superintendent is correct. We are 
asking questions here to elicit information 
from these Ministers but if they are not ready 
to give information to us, I do not know what 
is the fun of our asking questions in this House. 

The other day when some of my hon. 
friends, Shri Chandrappan and Shri Krishnan 
asked about a railway in Kerala, the Minister 
took a peculiar line. My hon. friend, Shri 
Ravi, from Kerala spoke from the other side 
and I whole hcartedly endorse what he said 
but I wish to add something more. When 
the question about the new line proposed from 
Cochin to Quilon via Alleppey came here, the 
Minister, Shri Hanumanthaiya, said that it 
was a parallel line, that they had finished the 
survey but because it was a parallel line they 
were not taking it up. It is a peculiar argument. 
Of course, the width of Kerala is not much as 
that of Madhya Pradesh or of some other 
State. We can reach Calcutta via the present 
route and via Delhi also, but by no stretch of 
imagination can you say that these two lines 
are parallel. The Cochin-Quilon line goes 
through an area where there is the most con¬ 
gested population. The people need a railway 
not only for passenger service but because the 


whole area is undeveloped. No industry will 
come unless a railway line is there. That is the 
position regarding the whole Coastal line. 

Shri Ravi told you about the Guruvayoor 
line connecting Trichur and Kuttipuram. 
About 12,000 pilgrims are coming daily to the 
Guruvayoor temple. They are mostly from 
southern States. About 50 buses are coming 
from Tamil Nadu and Mysore alone to the 
Guruvayoor temple. There is no railway line. 
So, they are coming through road transport 
and are put to much difficulty. 

The same thing is there with Tellichcnry in 
Mysore. So, this will open up a new line and 
a new possibility to the whole State. Unless 
you put up a railway line, you cannot indus¬ 
trialise a State. These lectures and theories 
about industrialising the whole State within 
a short time are meaningless. 

The Minister said the other day that we have 
got a new line. What is that new line? They are 
converting the metre gauge into broad gauge. 
That is the new line. Of course, it is good 
that you are going to change that metre gauge 
to broad gauge, but the Kerala Government 
has proposed eight new lines and all of them 
on a priority basis. This Government is not 
conceding a single line. And then they are 
saying that they are giving a new line! At 
least stop this business. Give new lines. If 
you want to help the people of Kerala, you 
must give new lines. Then only you can in¬ 
dustrialise that State. If you are not going to 
help the people all over India by constructing 
new lines and giving new trains, you have no 
moral right to charge the people higher for 
their goods and travel. That is my contention.

SHRI M. SUDARSANAM (Narasaraopet): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, while supporting the 
Demands for Grants of the Railway Ministry 
I would like to make a few observations for 
their consideration. 

Unfortunately, efficiency in the working 
of the railways has not come up to the level. 
Some good thinking is essential for this, and 
unless we improve efficiency, the ra*Iways 
cannot really maintain good budget. 

There is a lot of theft going on in the railways 
and this must be remedied at once. Again, 
there is overtime wage payment to most of 
the employees, and this should also be avoided 
to a great extent. 

Then, to meet the social obligations, the 
railways have to put up new lines here and 
there. For investment on these new lines— 
when the lines are not remunerative—there 
should be no charge of interest on such invest¬ 
ments from the Government. I think this will 
really go a long way to reduce the loss burden 
of the railways. 

Again, to meet the social obligations, the 
railways will have to do a lot, even for food 
supplies. Food supplied by the railways, is 
to a great extent, good. It is cheaper when 
compared to the outside hotels. Subsidisation 
also is essential in certain areas. I compliment 
the railways on the working of the Rajdhani 
Express. It is really excellent. We should 
think of running some more Rajdhani Ex¬ 
presses between Madras and Delhi, and 
• between Bombay and Delhi. I hope the 
minister will consider it in the near future.

Whenever there are some political agita¬ 
tions, railways become the victims and they 
have to incur a heavy losses. This should be 
compensated by the Government to reduce 
the burden on the railways. 

I am sorry to say that branch lines get 
step-motherly treatment from the Railway 
Board. Even the recommendations of the 
zonal committees are not carired oat. Even 
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discussions with the General Manager and even 
with the Minister? who is the Chairman during 
such discussions, are not of much help so far 
as branch lines are concerned. There is no 
drinking water at Vinukonda, a station on 
Guntur-Guntakal line. I have made complaints 
to the Divisional Superintendent and written 
letters to the General Manager about it. In 
this hot weather, if there is no drinking water, 
you can imagine the hardship of the passengers. 
A well has to be erected there. You have got 
the technical equipment. Even this small 
thing is not done. I request the minister to 
look into it. 

We have sunk Rs. 170 crores into the 
Nagarjunasagar project. One million acres 
have corns under irrigation and several million 
acres more will come under irrigation when the 
canals are ready. There will be big produce 
which will have to be carried to various 
markets in Madras, Hydrabad, Bombay and 
Delhi. But we have only got a MG line which 
is not suitable for carrying this heavy traffic. 
Therefore, the line from Guntur to Macherla 
should be converted into BG. This is most 
urgent. 

The distance between Madras and Hy¬ 
derabad has to be reduced, so far as railways 
are concerned. Also, the large accumulation 
of goods and passenger traffic at Vijayawada 
has to be reduced. The Andhra Pradesh 
Government also has made representations to 
the Government of India. A survey has been 
completed for putting up a new line from 
Nadikudi to Babynagar. It is a short distance 
of about 100 KM. The cost is not much, but 
this will reduce the distance from Madras 
to Hyderabad by about 100 KM, This will 
m \ke it economic for the railways to carry 
goods and passengers from Madras to Hydera¬ 
bad and also to Bombay by this route. This line 
must be given top priority. I think the Andhra 
Chief Minister has also written to the Railway 
Minister about it. It must be taken up in the 
current plan itself. 

Short distance traffic in goods and passen¬ 
gers is neglected by railways. It is not correct. 
There is competition from road transport for 
short distance traffic. I am sure the Railway 
Board Will consider it. 

Since you are about to ring the bell, I 
conclude, by complimenting the Railway 


Board for the good work they have done. 
Still they have to do a lot, I am sure they will 
look into all these things. *

•SHRl THA. KIRUTTINAN (Sivaganga): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the hon. Minister of Rail¬ 
ways has sought the vote of the House for the 
Dsmands of his Ministry. I would like to state 
categorically that I cannot extend my whole¬ 
hearted approval to all the Demands of the 
Railway Ministry. If l were to anprove them, 
I would not have moved so many Cut Motions, 
which number nearly 78. I am sure that the 
hon. Minister would have been briefed on 
these Cut Motions by the officials of the Rail¬ 
way Administration. I cannot expect that they 
would have considered favourably anyone of 
the Cut Motions moved by me. The tell-tale 
reason for this attitude is that all the Cut 
Motions moved by us point out the lapses on 
the part of the Railway Administration. 
Naturally, they would have attempted to cover 
up their lapses by putting forth devious justi¬ 
fication. But, I would request the hon. Rail¬ 
way Minister to bestow his personal attention 
to the matters raised in these Cut Motions and 
to take appropriate remedial steps.

Mr. Chairman, Sir, to- cite an example, 


would like to refer to my Cut Motion at No. 
344, which reads: 

“Need to increase the percentage of 
Class IV khalasis at G.S.D. Madras to be 
absorbed to the Perambur shops in Southern 
Railway.” 

At the moment, interviews are going on for 
direct recruitment of 1600 candidates to the 
Perambur Shops in Southern Rahway. As per 
the present rules, only 1% of the Class IV 
Khalasis at the General Stores Department, 
Madras could be considered for appointment 
in the Perambur Shops, which in fact means 
that only 16 Class IV Khalasis woul be able 
to secure appointment in the Perambur Shops, 
while their total strength is approximately 200 
to 300. This rule should be amended in such a 
way that more number of Class IV Khalisis 
are recruited to the Perambur Shops. With 
this intention only, T have moved my Cut 
Motion. I am sure that even this very just 
demand would have been contested by the 
Railway Administration. I would request the 
hon. Minister to look into this question and 
take steps to enable more number of this 
category of employees secure appointments 
in the Perambur Shops, 

Similarly, there is a proposal to shift the 
Stores Depot at Nagappattinam to Golden 
Rock. There is also anothei proposal to shift 
the Tanjore loco shed to some other place in 
Southern Railway. I totally disagree with these 
decisions of the Railway Administiation and 
that is why I have moved by Cut Motion at 
No. 345. In my view, these changes which will 
result in wasteful expenditure, are unnecessary 
and unwarranted. If you shift the Nagappati- 
nam Stores Depot to Golden Rock, a new 
building will have to be constructed at Golden 
Rock, which is an avoidable expenditure. 
Likewise, when the Tanjore Loco Shed is 
shifted to somq other place, you can imagine 
the huge expenditure involved. I would also 
mention here that hundreds of families of the 
employees at present woiking in the Tanjore 
Loco Shed wojuld be put to a lot of inconve¬ 
nience and&ardshjp by this unnecessary shift¬ 
ing. I would appeal to the hon. Minister to 
examine this question in all details and reverse 
I these decisions. 


♦The original speech was delivered jp.Tfemil. 
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Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Railway Administra¬ 
tion has failed miserably in filling up the existing 
vacancies. In these vacancies, a large number 
of low-paid employees are working in officiat¬ 
ing capacity. I would suggest that the Railway 
Administration should take,immediate steps 
to make the temporary posts permanent and 
to fill the vacant posts expeditiously. 

Under the head “Working Expenses'*, I have 
moved my Cut Motion at No. 363 which 
reads: 

“Failure to provide buildings for 

General Stores Department, Madras in 

Southern Railway.” 

The General Stores Department at Madras 
is woefully lacking in accommodation. When 
we approached the concerned officials, we were 
told that the estimates for construction of 
buildings have been approved and the required 
funds have been allocated. But the construction 
of the new building has not yet been under¬ 
taken and there is an unconscionable delay. 
I may state here that Class I and Class II 
Officers, who are working in this Department, 
are greatly handicapped. Stores worth crores 
of rupees are under the custody of this Depart¬ 
ment. Therefore, a new building for this 
Department is very essential and the construc¬ 
tion should be immediately undertaken. I may 
bring to the attention of the hon. Railway 
Minister that thcie is no piovision for pipe¬ 
line drinking water facility inside the existing 
building. I would request the Minister to look 
into this problem and do the needful. 

Under the heading “Staff Welfare”, I have 
drawn the attention of the Minister through 
my Cut Motions to the inadequacy of facilities 
available to staff. They have also not been 
given proper incentives to put their heart and 
soul in their work. I would request the hon. 
Railway Minister to provide the employees 
enough facilities and incentives so that they 
extend their hearty cooperation in the day to 
day work of the Administration, without which 
the efficiency of the Railways cannot be im¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, at Gudur in Southern 
Railway the Class IV employees have erected 
huts on the Railway land and they are living 
there for a number of years. Now, the Rail¬ 
way authorities want to take possession of the 


land by evicting these employees. As the 
Railways are not in such an urgent need of 
this land, 1 feel that the requisitioning of this 
land by the Railways is totally uncalled for and 
unjust. I took up this matter with the General 
Manager, as a result of which the action of 
eviction was temporarily stayed. Till such 
time they are provided with alternative accom¬ 
modation, I would suggest that the Railways 
should permit the Class IV employees to con¬ 
tinue to stay there, if necessary by charging a 
nominal rent. 

The catering employees working in Grant 
Trunk and Southern Express trains are not 
being provided with winter clothing, while 
their counterparts in other Railways are given 
winter clothing every two years. For a long 
time these employees are serving the Rail¬ 
ways, weathering the winter with their physical 
energy. T, therefore, appeal to the Minister that 
these employees should be given winter 
clothing 

I would like to raise another very impo- tant 
issue which 1 have mentioned in my Cut 
Motion at No. 396. I would demand even a 
Division if my request is not acceded to. My 
Cut Motion reads as follows: 

“Failure to give monetary benefits o r 
H.R.A. and C.C.A. to Railway employees 
at Tambaram in Southern Rvlway which 
is declared contiguous to Madras City in 
terms of G.O. of Government of Tarftil 
Nadu.” 

I would mention the anomaly ptevailing at the 
moment. The employees, who work at Tam- 
,baram but live in Madras are given the H.R.A. 
and C.C.A. But those employees, who work 
in Tambaram and live there, are not getting 
the House Rent Allowance and the City Com¬ 
pensatory allowance. The Government of 
Tamil Nadu through their Order have declared 
Tambaram as contiguous to Madras City and 
they are giving H.R.A. and C.C.A. to their 
employees living at Tambaram. I have al¬ 
ready referred to this problem in my earlier 
speech. I am afraid that the Minister would 
have been briefed in a different way. This is 
a just and genuine demand of the employees 
and I request the Minister to look into this 
problem. I would emphatically stress here that 
the employees working in Tambaram and 
living in Tambaram must.be given the H.R.A. 
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[Shri Tha. Kirutlinan] 

and the C.C.A. This biggest lapse on the part 
of Railway Administration must be remedied 
immediately. 

I would read my Cut Motion No. 397: 

“Need to give “Breakdown Allowance" 
to the Engineering and Medical Staff who 
are deputed for duty on break-down 
specials as is extended to those Mechanical 
and Electrical Staff.” 

The cut motion is self-explanatory. I request 
the Minister to grant breakdown allowance to 
the Engineering and Medical Staff who are 
deputed on breakdown specials. 

T was surprised to find that no amount has 
been allocated for the purpose of conducting 
survey of new lines. There are many backward 
areas in Tamil Nadu. If these backward areas 
are to be industrially developed, the railway 
lines are the imperative necessity. We should 
create the climate of industrial development 
by conducting surveys for new lines, without 
which there can be no progress in these areas. 
While the Tamil Nadu Government are making 
massive efforts for industrialising these back¬ 
ward areas, I would say that it is incumbent 
on the part of Railway Administration to 
supplement their efforts by laying new railway 
lines. This must be done if the efforts of the 
Tamil Nadu Government are not to be frus¬ 
trated. I hope that the Minister would take 
note of the lapse in not providing funds for 
survey this year and he would ensure that at 
least next year adequate provision is made fot 
survey of new lines in Tamil Nadu. 

1 would mention here that the survey of 
Tirunelveli-Cape Comorin line has been in 
progress for sufficiently long time now. Re¬ 
cently, Shri Quereshi, the Deputy Minister of 
Railways, stated in the Rajya Sabha the other 
day that it will take four months more to com¬ 
plete the re-assessment of survey. But he has 
not given any indication as to when the work 
would start after the completion of the survey. 
At the time when the Congress was a united 
party and Shri Kamarqj contested the election 
to this House from this area, orders were passed 
by the Administration for completing the re¬ 
assessment quickly < The people of this, area 
entertained the hope that because Shri Kama- 
raj was seeking election from their area, a new 
rail-line would come up soon, But the Congress 


is not united now and the Great Split has 
thrown out Shri Kamaraj. Just because Shri 
Kamaraj is not there, the situation should not 
arise that there would be no railway line in 
this area. Similarly, when Shri O. V. Alagesan 
from Tamil Nadu was the Railway Minister, 
a new railway line connecting Bangalore and 
Salem wds laid. It looks as though that there 
should be a Minister from Tamil Nadu and 
then only there can be new railway lines laid 
in Tamil Nadu. One may deduce that because 
the D. M. K. Party is in power in Tamil Nadu, 
there will be no new lines in Tamil Nadu. 
It may also happen that the D.M.K. will con- 
tinue to rule the State for decades and there may 
be no new lines at all for decades in Tamil 
Nadu. I would like to issue a warning that the 
D.M.K. will continue to win in Tamil Nadu 
and if it is said that there will be no new rail 
lines in Tamil Nadu, it will definitely lead to 
an explosive and dangerous situation. 

I would refer to the assurances given to 
Tamil Nadu for new rail links between Tini- 
nelveli and Cape Camorin, Cape Camorin and 
Tuticorin and Trivandrum to Tuticorin via 
Nagcrcoil. I would request the hon. Minister 
to take immediate steps for the construction 
of these lines. No tangible steps have been taken 
for electrification of Madras-Arkonam line. 
It has been repeatedly mentioned in this House 
that Madras is expanding so fast that it will 
reach Arkonam, Vijayawada and so on. Though 
preliminary work has been done for electri¬ 
fication of this line, the work of electrification 
has not yet started. I would appeal to the 
Minister that he should expedite this work. 

I happen to be the President of the Rail¬ 
way Employees Progressive Union, started 
recently in Southern Railway. Thousands of 
Railway employees have become Members of 
this Union, particularly the employees in 
Tiruchy and Madras Divisions. The employees 
from other recognised Unions want to join 
this Union. Because the Railway Employees 
Progressive Union is not yet recognised, the 
employees who have joined this Union are 
being harassed and victimised by the officials. 
1 would request the hon. Minister to recognise 
to Railway Employees Progressive Union 
immediately and he should take steps to stop 
the victimisation of the employees joining this 
Union. I would stress again that the chapter 
of victimisation should be closed once and' 
for ail. 
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Finally, it has been incessantly and repea¬ 
tedly mentioned in this House that a fast train 
should be run 'between Delhi and Madras. 
The-Grant Trunk Express should be speeded up. 
We see that after reaching Faridabad, the G. T. 
is delayed by one hour, as it is made to halt 
these unnecessarily. The running time of G.T. 
could be easily seduced by 4wo hours. 1 would 
suggest that an express like Rajdhani Express 
should he run between Delhi and Madras. 
Such a fast train would earn enormous revenue 
to the Railway Administration. With this 
request to the hon. Minister, I would conclude.

Anyone who has watched the proceedings 
of Parliament must have noticed that when¬ 
ever ^questions of^law and order’ on ! the RaH-

ways are asked, the answer given is that under 
the Constitution, the maintenance of law and 
order on the Railways, being a State subject, 
the responsibility for it rests on the States. 

It is to be noted that the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment are not concerned whether it is the Rail¬ 
way police as it is at present constituted, or 
some other agency that is responsible for pro¬ 
tection of the life and property of the travelling 
public. They are interested in the results. This 
has been emphasised time and again, as will 
also appear from the ensuing extract from the 
proceedings of Parliament of September, 
1958, when the Hon’ble Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha observed as follows:— 

“Therefore, additional Police must be 
kept there in the train itself. The Hon’ble 
Minister should consider it. Hon’ble Mem¬ 
bers bring it to the notice of the hon’ble 
Minister and there is no good his simply 
saying it is a matter for the State and the 
State saying it is connected with a railway 
train; it is a matter for the Centre. What 
can we do after the bird has flows; what is 
the good of trying to catch it? Hon’ble 
Minister should try to look into this pro¬ 
blem. It is very serious; all people will 
go tp the forest and not get into the train. 
No, no, that should not be the attitude of 
the Minister.”

SHRI K. BASAPPA (Chitradurga): Sir, 
while supporting the demands of the Rail¬ 
ways, I would make some suggestions. The 
Government’s policy of converting MG into 
BG is very slow and at present there are about 
30,000 KM of MG. At the present rate, it 
will take several decades before they are con¬ 
verted into BG. Therefore, I would suggest 
the introduction of diesel engines on these 
lines so that the travelling public would 
be benefited. For example, taking the two 
routes Bangalore-Madras-Delhi and Bangalore- 
Guntakkal-Secunderabad-Delhi, the latter route 
is 200 KM less than the other one. It they run 
faster trains with diesel engines, it would meet 
the immediate needs of the travelling public. 

Coming to railway administration, in 
Davangere in my constituency, there are four 
railway retiring rooms. When 1 went to reserve 
a retiring room recently, I came to know that ; 
in one retiring room, the office is working. 
The veranda is also occupied by the office. 
One retiring room is occupied by an employee 
permanently. So, only two retiring rooms are 
left. Is it for the purpose of running the office 
that retiring rooms are built? I would request 
the Minister to look into this immediately. 

There are a few railway lines which ha^e 
been demanded for a long time. A line from 
Hubli to Karwar is a long-standing demand. 
For the Dolamali iron ore project, Karwar is 
the nearest port. Therefore, this line should be 
•constructed urgently to transport the iron ore. 

Then, another long-standing demand is for 
the conversion of the MG line from Miraj 
to Bangalore into BG. If this is done, it will 
go a long way to help the travelling public and 
also to transport goods quickly. 

Another line we want is the Chamaraj- 
nagar-Coimbatore line. Coimbatore is one of 
the important trade centres, particularly in 
textile fabrics. For the last three decades, the 
demand for this line is there. Now that the 
Railway Minister is coming from Mysore 
State, I hope that the demand for this railway 
line would be met and it would not be consi¬ 
dered as out of the way.

Another line would be from Rayaldurg 
to Chitaldurg, which is a famine-stricken area. 
There aie many important handloom products 
made in Molkarmorulu, Rayaldurg and' Chi¬ 
taldurg. So, if this line is constructed all the 
important trade centres would be connected. 

It will also provide a lot of employment. Though 
this demand has been made from 1940 onwards 
nothing has been done so far. I hope the 

Government of India will take it up at least 
now. 

The Bhadravathi railway station was 
constructed when the iron works were started 
in 1916. Even today it is in the same condition 
as it was. Since it is an important industrial 
centie, the Railway Ministry should give that 
railway station a new and decent look. 

The Poona-Bangalore line passes through 
many citie slike Tumkur, Tiptur, Birur, Chikka- 
jijur, Kodaganur, Davangerc and Harihar. 

In all these cities the railway line passes through 
the cities and for want of over-bridges and 
undcr-bridges the city-dwellers are put to a lot 
of inconvenience. Whenever any train passes 
that way the traffic on both sides of the rail¬ 
way line come to a standstill for half an hour 
and people are put to a lot of inconvenience. 
Therefore, the railways should seriously take 
up the question of providing over-bridges and 
under-bridges at least in the important cities. 

Now there is no direct line from Bangalore 
to Talguppa. So, a direct line should be pro¬ 
vided. From Berur to Talguppa only a third 
class train is run. Why are they not providing 
first class and second class? Do they think 
that there are no passengers to travel in first 
class there? Since there are important commer¬ 
cial towns, the railways should introduce first 
and second classes immediately in that train. 

Now there is a proposal to run another 
Rajdhani express from Delhi to Secunderabad. 
Why not run it up to Guntakkal and then on 
to Bangalore, as that would go a long way to 
help us? 

With these words, I support the Demands . 
for Grafts relating to the Ministry of Railways..

Besides, 5 applications received dmmg the 
current yeui (upto 30ih April), are also 
under consideration. Details of the appli¬ 
cations. on which decisions arc yet to he 
taken, are not normally di‘closed '. 

(c) l onsidcration of industrial licence 
applications necessitates lauly detailed 
examinati.il «»1 various aspects of the 
proposals and disposal of particular 
applications is often delayed due to unions 
factors. Hr some of these cases, the 
applications did not provide all neves-,,,> 
particulars and additional information had, 
to be obtained. In certain oihei cases, 
policy decisions on the industry as a whole 
had to be urrived at. llowevci, cilorts 
are being constantly made to disuse of 
the pending applications as quickly as 
possible. 

SJ1RI P. K, DEO: The statement is 
very sketchy and misleading. There is no 
mention of the names of the industries and 
the capital investment, which have been 
asked for in reply u%pari (b) of the main 
question. I hope thp hou. Minister will 


come out with a full reply to my supple¬ 
mentary question.

(c; C hecks at various levels are 
prescribed and all possible preventive 
measures are taken to deal with malprac¬ 
tices connected with tickets. 1 want to 
clarify that this reply to part (a) of the 
question does not mean that there is no 
racket at all. It is in reply to the specific 
question whether recently a racket has 
been unearthed. 

As hon. Members are aware, I am 
not one of those who want to hide things, 
because the administration is as much 
yours as mine. Rackets are going on, and 
all possible efforts are being made. In 
fact, ! am also going on inspection, and 
there is a non-official organisation on 
ticketless travel. I am happy to tell the 
House that only the day before yestefday an 
entire marrige party of 75 persons Including 
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the newly wedded bride and bi idcgioom, 
found their way to the lock-up for travell- 
tug without tickets in the Kiul-Gaya 
Passenger train. They were caught in a 
surprise magisterial check'near Janmawan 
Railway Station. They were sumanly 
tried and fined Rs, 75,000 and in default 
they were sent to jail. The mairiage putty 
had come from Pekai village, Muisai 
Thana of Patna District, 

therefore, this ticketless travelling 
has become a featute of our administra¬ 
tion, and.l for one want to take very many 
steps to check this ticket less travel. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : 1 am 
glad my Question has helped the Minister 
come out with a frank statement. How¬ 
ever, the hon. Minister has confused two 
things. Here the specific question is 
whether the Railway Administration has 
unearthed a Railway ticket racket. 

On the 19th May there appeared a press 
statement in the Indian Ex pi ess by an 
otlicci of the Northern Railway, Mr. 
konli, who is the Divisional Supcrimendcni. 
lie has admitted that lackcteeiing is going 
on within the lour coiners o! the law, 
and that It is veiy dilhculi lor 
the railway authorities to check a. So, 
my question is whether any instructions 
have been given to the Vigilance Derail¬ 
ment to investigate into tins ticket riKkcl- 
cenng and whether the V igiluucc Depart¬ 
ment has totally tailed, and secondly 
wliethei this rackcteeiing in the Nouhern 
Railway has been going on because of 
some railway officials and unauilxn ised 
navel agents being in league.

Reparation of Judkiary from 
Hie executive. 

*491. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will 
the Minister of TAW AND JUSTICE 
be pleased to state :

1HL MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EAW AND JUSTICE 
(SHRI N1T1RAJ SINGH C HAUDHARY): 
(a) A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 


(b) and (c). The Government of 
Nagaland have expressed their inability 
to effect separation because of special 
situation prevailing in that State. The 
Code of Criminal Procedure is not in 
force in Nagaland but certain rules made 
under Section 6 of the schedabed Districts 
Act, J871, govern the ttial or offenders 
in the State. A—11 criminal cases, except 
heinous crimes ate settled according to 
local customary laws. The State Govern¬ 
ment in the circumstances do not consider 
it necessury to separate Judiciary from the 
Executive. 


The subject ‘Administration of Justice’ 
falls in the State’s sphere. It is primarily 
the responsibility of the State Government 
to take action for separation of the 
Judiciary from the Executive in Nagaland. 

The [ Central Government have 
introduced a Bill in Parliament for the 
enactment of a new Code of Criminal 
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Procedure under which separation of 
the Judiciary will be made on an AH 
India basts. The Bill is now before a 
Joint Committee of Parliament. 

Statement 

The Judicialy has been separated from 
the Executive in Gujarat, Maryana, Jammu 
and Kashmir (except Pooncii Sessions 
Division) Mahai ashtra, Mysore, Punjab 
and West Bengal by Statute and by 
executive order in Kerala, Madhya 
Pradesh, Orissa, Tamil Nadu, Hih ir, over 
substantial aieas of Andhra Pradesh, 
Uttar Pradesh and in some areas ol 
Assam arid Rajasthan. The Punjab 
bey ai at ion of Judicial id.u l xecutive 
Function* Act, 1964, is in force in that 
pan cf HiuUvJi..ii Piadesh Stale which 
foimed part of Punjab prior to 1.11,1956. 

2. Among Union territories, statutory 
separation exists in Chandigaih where 
the Punjab Separation of Judicial ami 
Executive Functions Act, 1964, is in 
foice. The Union Territories (Separation 
of Judicial and Fxccutive Functions) 
Act was enacted in 1%9. It came into 
force in all the aieas of the Union territory 
of Delhi with effect !toin r.id October, 
1969, and in ail areas of the Union 
territory of Irceadne, Minicoy and 
Amindrvi island with elTect tiom the 1st 
day of March, 1970. In ichuion to the 
Union leunoiy ol Goa, Daman and Dili, 
1st July, 197i, has been ui pointed as the 
date on which the said Act shall come 
into foice in the Lit ion territory. In 
Other Union tom.urie. the Act has yet to 
come into fcrce. 

SMRI S. M. BANERJEl- : From the 
statement it arrears that lhe judiciary has 
been separated from the executive, in 
Gujarat, Jammu and Kashmir (e\ccj i 
I’oonch Scssious Division) etc. and "over 
substantial areas of Andhra Pirdesh”, etc. 
What exactly is the definition of "over 
substantial areas” ? Why has a not been 
separated in the entire State ? Also, why 
has Poonch Sessions Division been omit¬ 
ted in Jamtmi arm Kashmir ? 


S1IRI MT1RAJ SINGH CHAUDH- 
ARY : As I raid, the administration cf 
justice is a State subject. It is for them 
to separate the judiciary from the execu¬ 
tive Under article 50 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the C entre can give them advice and 
that is what we are doing. It is for the 
Stale Governments to decide where they 
should separate it and whete they should 
not. As I said, we are amending the 
Criminal Procedure Code, so that the 
judiciary is separated fiom the executive 
tn an all-India basis. 

SMRI S M. BANERJEE : About 
amending the Cr. P. C. may 1 know 
whether the views of State Governments 
have been obtained and if so, whether 
there is unanimity among them or whetl ei 
there is difference of opinion ? It to. 
which ate the States which differ ? 

SIlRf NIT1RAJ SINGH CHAUD1I- 
ARY : The Bill is before the Select 
Committee and al! these aspects that ht-'e 
been laised will be consdeud.

SHRI R. V. BADE : The statement 
says that judiciary has been separated 
from the executive in M. P. But cases 
under sections 107, 117C and 145 of the 
Cr. P.C. are tried hy revenue officers and 
not by judicial officers. How can you 
say that they have been separated ? 

SHRI NIT1RAJ SINGH CHAUDH- 
ARY : Sections 107 and 110 deal with 
offences relating to law and order 
questions. They are-u.cd hy revenue 
officers, who are also magistrates. In 
Madhya Pradesh in all other matters there 
is complete separation. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA : In Uttar 
Pradesh there used to be complete separa¬ 
tion of the judiciary from the executive 
with the result that magistrates attached 
to the executive side were not deciding 
cases arising under the Indian Penal 
Code. This policy was revetsed by the 
government headed by Shi i Charan Singh 
with the result that...

Machinery worth about 
Rs. 4.02 lakhs is being supplied to Ghana 
and shoitly an officer of the Small Scale 
industries Development Organisation may 
go to Ghana fur its installation and put¬

SHRl C. JANARDHANAN : May 1 
know the character of the assistance 
given to the vauous countries ? Is it 
limited to technical know how and machi¬ 
nery or are we establishing some industries 
theie ? 

SHRl SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 
It varies, from country to country. To 
some countries we are giving only techni- 
cal know-how while in the case of some 
other countries we are assisting them in 
the installation of industries. There are 
certain cases where we have joint ventures 
also. 

SHRl C. JANARDHANAN : What 
are the agencies involved in giving assis¬ 
tance to the various countries—only the 
public sector industries or the private 


sector also ? If the private sector is invol¬ 
ved, are there any of <the 75 monopoly 
business houses mentioned in the Report 
of the Monopoli Commission ? 

SHRl SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD: 
There are some monopoly houses also 
involved in this, but mostly it is the Small 
Scale Industries Development Organisa¬ 
tion which gives them technical know-how 
and helps them in erecting small-scale 
industries. 

SHRl M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : 
What is the exact objection of. the 
Government to allowing the monopoly 
houses to establish industries in other 
countries ? 

SHRl SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 

I have just now replied to it. 

SHRl M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : 
Why should we not give them full free¬ 
dom ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Nothing about this 
was mentioned in his reply so that it might 
prompt a question from you. 

SHRl 1NDER J. MALHOTRA : One 
of the monopoly houses, that is the 
Birla group, had set up factories in Ethiopia 
and other African countries. Have any 
complaints from those governments been 
received about the working of the Birla 
group in those countries ? 

MR. SPEAKER : This is going too 
much beyond the scope of the question. 

SHRl SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 
The Birla group of industries have esta¬ 
blished some industries in some countries 
but 1 do not have the details with me. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Will the Minister 
give us a rough figure as to the amount of 
help, rendered by the public sector agencies 
in India to such countries in Africa and

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER DR. K. L. RAO : (a) 
Madhya Pradesh Electricity Board dis¬ 
continued the bulk power supply to Uttar 
Pradesh from midnight of 8th 9th June, 
1971. 

(b) The Madhya Pradesh Electricity 
Board had agreed to supply about 35 to 
55 MW of bulk power to Uttar Pradesh 
State Electricity Board fiom their Korba 
rower system on a mutually agreed basis. 
The power supply was commenced with 
effect from 24th August, 1970, and a tariff 
rate which worked out to an average of 8 
raise per kwh was agreed to. However, 
the Madhya Pradesh Electricity Board had, 
by stages, increased the rate to an aver¬ 
age of about 12 paise per kwh between the 
peiiod of August, 1970 to May, 1971. The 
Uttar Pradesh State Electricity Board bad 
been making payments on the basis of 
average rate of 8 paise per kwh plus coal 
surcharge as indicated by Madhya Pradesh 
Electricity Board from time to time. On the 
other hand, according to Madhya Pradesh 
Electricity Board tho arrears of payment 
were of the order of about Rs, 1.23 crores 
in line with various increases intimated 
by them to Uttar Pradesh Slate Electricity 
Board. 

(e) The power supply has been re¬ 
sumed with effect from 6 P. M. on 12th 
June, 1971, as a result of the discussions 
between the Chief Ministers of Madhya 
Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh.

We 
are trying to get it fiom DVC as also 
from Madhya Pradesh and partly from 
Delhi. Bhakra is just picking un and 
there will be some surplus in Delhi which 
can be sent to UP. We are requesting Had- 
arpur to come up in the next year. If it 
docs, the shortage will lie less. Still 1 
would submit that for two or three years 
the power position in Uttar Piadesh will be 
difficult. 


SI JR I S. M. BANERJEE : What about 
scrapping the agreement with Birla ? It 
seems the Rihand Dam was constructeP 
spending a huge amount only to supply 
to Birla’s Aluminium Corporation as seen 
by the 25—year agreement of which there 
are still ten more years to run.

Government stopped supply of power to 
UP because the UP Government refused 
to pay arrears outstanding against them.

In addition, the licensing regist¬ 
ration policy of the Government has been 
liberalised and the banned list for indusl- 
iial licensing has been done away with. 

The import policy concerning the 
import of industrial raw materials is being 
reviewed from time to time by the stand¬ 
ing internal departmental committee to 
meet the short-term scarcity conditions. 
The import policy of 1971-72 contains 
special provisions for import of items 
which are in world short supply. The 
industries which are affected due to short 
supply of raw-materials arising fiom the 
world shortage arc being permitted to 
apply for import of law materials for over 
h period of six months at a time 

The impoil policy also piu\ides for 
review of entitlements of Actual Users. 
The cases ol Actual Useis in which it is 
establM ed that the operation of existing 
imroit policy has caused undue hardship 
arul is likely to affect industrial produc¬ 
tion, will be considered for imports by 
the Sub-Committee under the C.C.l. & E. 
This arrangement is applicable particu¬ 
lars to small scale units. 

Absorption of Educated Unemployed 
in Public Sector Undertakings.

On the Sone River, the Madhya 
Pradesh Govern mem have proposed the 
Bansagar Project. The Government of 
Bihar have protested against the Bansagar 
Project ns proposed by the Government 
of Madhya Pradesh involving diversion 
of tbe Sone waters to the Tons river, on 
the ground that it will affect the large irri¬ 
gation system in Bihar from the Sone lower 
down where the position of supplies is 
stated to be already critical. 


The Government of Uttar Pradesh 
have been urging that the Bansagar 
Project is the only source of irrigation to 
the femine stricken plateau areas in 
Mir/apur district and that the Bansagar 
Project proposed by the Madhya Pradesh 
Government should be modified to make 
provision for irrigation in this area 
also.

(b) Expenditure is incurred on some 
of the existing old quarters in providing 
certain amenities and in making improve¬ 
ments. The increase of rent, however, is 
not due only to such expenditure. The 
rent is not calculated separately hut by 
pools of quarters. The assessed rent of 
quarters in each pool is worked out perio¬ 
dically on the basis of 6% of the total 
cost of the pool, to take into account the 
cost of quarters constructed since the last 
revision. At the cost of construction is 
going up the assessed rent's of quartets in 
a pool including those for old quarters 
tend to rise over a period. The recovery 
of rent from the staff is however limited 
to 10% of the emoluments or the assessed 
tent whichever is lcwei; in the case of 
stall' drawing below Rs. 220/- per mensem 
in the authorised scales, a lower limit of 
n% of emoluments applies. 

(c) Id order to bring the position 
at par with the other Departments of the 
Government as recommended by the Pay 
Commission in 1959, mstiactions were 
issued in I960 to ieii,< the assessed rent 
of the quarters so as to give a ictmn of

quarters or in constructing new quarters 
falling in a pool us explained above in 
reply to (b) above.

Besides, the above, the Kuttiadi 
Project and the ldikki Hydro Electric 
Project are under construction. The Kut¬ 
tiadi Project, with an installation of 75 
MW (3x 25 MW) is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by July, 1971. The first stage of 
the ldikki Project envisages installation 
of 3 units of 130 MW each. The first unit 
of 130 MW at this station is expected to 
be commissioned in 1973-74 and other two 
units in early Fifth Plan period.

Part I of the Report was examined in 
detail and the “Views of the Ministry of 
Railways (Railway Board)’' on this part 
of the Report were incorporated in a 
primed pa'mpbW. copies of which weie 
circulated along with the Railway Budget 


documents in February, 1969. There are 
in all 229 items in this Part, of which 139 
are in the nature of. observations and 9o 
are recommendations. All these recom¬ 
mendations have since been accepted. 

Part II of the Report which covers 
many facets of railway working has also 
been examined in detail and the “Views 
of the Ministry of Railways (Railway 
Board)” on this Part of the Report were 
incorporated in a printed pamphlet, copies 
of which were laid on the Table of the 
House on 24-2-1970. There are in all 
500 observations and recommendations 
contained in this Part of the Report, of 
which 51 are essentially in the nature of 
observations and remaining 449 in the 
nature of recommendations. Of these, 292 
recommendations (including 74 which are 
in conformity with the policy Or practice 
in vogue) have been accepted, another 29 
partially accepted and 63 recommendations 
have not been accepted. The remaining 
65 recommendations are being examined 
as many of these require consultation with 
other departments or Ministries and 
others involve a detailed examination of 
their implications. The examination is 
being processed and a close watch h being 
maintained with a view to expediting the 
finalisation of decisions on these icccm- 
mendations. 

Action, as necessary, on the t»rious 
items of observations and recommendations 
in both the parts of the Report along the 
line of the “Views oi the Government" 
on these has already been initiated and the 
implementation is being vigorously wat¬ 
ched. Several of the accepted recoromend- 
tions have already been implemented. •

The District and Sessions Judge 
has been directed to submit a monthly 
statement in respect of each Sessions case 
and time taken in its investigation, com¬ 
mittal proceeding and trial Such 
statements are personally examined by the 
Judicial Commissioner and if any officer 
is found to have committed laxity, report 
is called for from the Presiding Officer 
and where necessary, suggestions are made 
for guidance in future. In FIR cases, the 
Inspector General of Police has been 
advised to instruct the investigation 
officers to submit the charge sheets within 
a reasonable time from the registration 
of the case. Tire Judicial Commissioner 
personally inspected all the Courts under 
his administrative control and issued 
necessary instructions on the basis of the 
lacuna found during inspections as to 
how to avoid adjournments and expedite 
disposal of the cases. As a result of steps 
taken by the Judicial Commissioner, the 
figures of old pending cases have consi¬ 
derably come down. Pending cases in the 
Court of Judicial Commissioner have 
come down from 397 on 30-4-1969 to 214 
on 30-4-1971. Similarly, during the above 
period pending cases in the Court of 
District and Sessions Judge have come 
down from 180 to 141, in the Court of 
Additional District & Sessions Judge from 
166 to 94, in the Court of Sub-Judge from 
395 to 186 and in the Court of the five 
Munsiff Magistrates from 1140 to 633.

Recent¬ 
ly, for instance, applications for grant of 
industrial licences have been invited in 
respect of 123 items which arc currently 
in short supply. Another 121 items, in 
which technological gaps exist at present, 
have also been identified and publicised. 
In addition, the licensing registration policy 
of the Government has been Substantially 
liberalised and the banned list for indus¬ 
trial licensing has been done away with 
so that production and supply of industrial 
goods might not suffer. 

Further, u standing Inter-departmental 
Committee meets periodically to review 
the import policy concerning the import 
of industrial raw materials and components 
etc. The import rolicy for 1971-72 con¬ 
tains special provision for the import of 
items which are in world shortage. 
Industries with long delivery dates of 
supply of raw materials arising from world 
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shortage have been permitted to apply for 
their import requirements over a period 
longer than six months at a time. The 
policy also arovides for icview of entitle¬ 
ment of Actual Users. The cases of Actual 
users in which it is established that the 
operation of the existing import policy 
creates undue hardship and is likely to 
atTect industrial development is considered 
for imports by a Special Committee under 
the Chief Controller of Imports and 
1 xrorts.

(a) and (b). There is a feeling that the 
salaries of Judges as provided in the 
Constitution are not attractive enough in 
the changed conditions and that able 
members of the Bar are not willing to 
accept Judgeship. It would however not 
be correct to say that this has tended to 
erode the status and independence of the 
Judiciaiy. A proposal was considered by 
Government recently to raise the salaries 
ot the Judges of the High Courts and 
Supreme Court by Rs. 500 - per month. 
As the rrorosal involved constitutional 
amendment, the leaders of puliucal 
patties in Parliament were consulted but 
the concensus of opinion was not in 
favour of raising the salaries of Judges.

(c). The emphasis in rural electrification 
schemes is on the energisation of pumpsels 
for agricultural production; village electrifi- 
cation is an incidental part of this program¬ 
me. Priority is, therefore, given to electrifi. 
cation of villages with potential for 
energisation of irrigation pumpsets. It 
has been resolved by the Fifth Conference 
of Chairmen of State Electricity Boards 
held in May, 1971, the schemes ior electri¬ 
fication of such villages should also provide 
street lighting in localities inhabited by 
Harijans. Out of a total of 11,947 villages 
m Punjab, 6132 have been electrified as 
on 31.3.1971. In these villages electrifica¬ 
tion facilities are available to all sections 
of tiie community including harijans.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Further Increase In Dearness 
allowance Of Central 
Government Employees 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 1 
call the attention of the Minister of 
Finance to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and I request that he 
nitty make a statement thereon : 

The reported 10-Point rise in Cost of 
Living Index justifying further increase 
in Dearness Allowance of Central” 
Government employee? '* 
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the minister of staff in 

the. MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHki 
K. R. GANESH). The Dearness Allow¬ 
ance Commission headed by Dr. P. B. 
Gajendragficikar had given a formula 
for rsgulating Dearness Allowance 
admissible to Central Government em¬ 
ployees, according to which increase in 
additional Dearness Allowance were to be 
made with reference to every ten-point 
rise in the twelve-monthly average of the 
AH India Working Class Consumer Price 
Index. The last increase in Dearness 
Allowance, according to this formula, was 
given with effect from 1st September, 1968, 
when the 12-montlily average of the Index 
reached 215, Under the formula, the next 
increase in the rates of dearness allowance 
would have become due on the 12-monthly 
average of the Cost Index reaching 225. 
The Gajendragadkar Commission had 
recommended that their recommendations 
should icmain in force until the expiry of 
two years from the date of their accep¬ 
tance Oi until the twelve-monthly average 
of the Index reached 245, whichever was 
eirlier. On the expiry of that period, 
Government was to undertake revision o! 
pay scales. The two 'ear period specified 
by the Commission expired m September, 
1969 and during this period, the 12- 
monthly average of the Index was less 
than 22?. 

As the Hon'ble Mcnibeis are aware, 
the Third Pay Commission was set up in 
April, P'70 to enquire into and make 
recommendations, inter alia, on the 
principles which should govern the struc¬ 
ture of emoluments and the conditions of 
service of Central Governmei t employees. 
The Commission were specifically request¬ 
ed to make recommendations for the grant 
of interim relief in the event of the need 
for consideration of such relief arising 
during the course of their deliberations. 
The Commission submitted an Interim 
Report in September, 1970, recommending 
the grant of interim relief ranging from 
Rs. 15 to Rs. 45 for pay ranges upto 
Rs. 1,250/- with effect front 1st March, 
1970. These recommendations have been 
accepted and implemented. The rates of 
interim relief recommended by the Com¬ 


mission take into account higher levels of 
neutralisation of the increase in the cost 
of living compared to the previous bodies 
that had examined the question of dear, 
ness allowance for Central Government 
employees. 

In this connection, the following 
observations of the Third Pay Commission 
in their Interim Report are worth 
noting :— 

“We rre accordingly not suggesting 
any automatic changes with the price 
level in the quantum of interim relief 
we are recommending for the duration 
of our work. If, however, the price 
situation remains intractable despite all 
the measuies the Government may 
take, a leview may be called for when 
the 12-monthly average of the Index 
reaches 228. We have not considered 
it advisable at this stage to depart fiom 
the existing practice of making adjust¬ 
ments in the dearness allowance only 
when the 12-monthly average of the 
index rises by 30 points”. 

It will, therefore, be appreciated that in¬ 
terim relief already given to the employees 
covers the cost of living upto the 12- 
ironthly average index figure of 218 and 
that a further review is to be made olily 
when it reaches 228. The Pay Commission 
to whom the matter was specifically 
referred have confirmed this reading of 
their recommendation. In the circus)- 
str.> ecs, there is no occasion for a review 
of the dearness allowance until the 12- 
monthly average of the Cost Index reaches 
228. The 12-monthly average for the 
period ended April, 1971 is only 225.83. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am surptis- 
ed that the hon. Minister has quoted a para 
from the interim report submitted by the 
commission while conveniently omitting 
the other part which 1 shall quote. He has 
quoted the portion which says: 

*‘if, however, the price situation 
remains intractable daspite all * the 
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measures the Government may take, a 
review may be called for when the 
12 -monthly averange of the index rea¬ 
ches 228”. 

In para 26 of the'r interim report the com¬ 
mission have observed : 

“In view of what has been stated ear¬ 
lier we feel that it would be inap¬ 
propriate to treat the interim relief we 
have recommended as though it was 
dearness allowance as the two concepts 
differ.” 

The Commission was not asked to give 
any report on the dearness allowance. It 
was made abundantly clear that the inte¬ 
rim relief which they recommended had 
nothing to do with’dearness allowance and 
that when there is a ten point rise the 
dearness allowance should be paid. That 
is the recommendation. The Government 
entered into an agreement with the emplo¬ 
yees that the dearness allowance would be 
paid at the rates specified by the 
Gajendragadkar commission, whenever 
there is a rise of ten points on the 
12 monthly average. Government is now 
delaying payment of additional dearness 
allowance on the plea that it has reached 
only 225.83. The Government is mixing 
up the question of interim relief with 
the question of dearness allowance In 
para 25 of their report after discussing 
the various recommendations of different 
commissions on dearness allowance the 
pay commission concludes : 

“In view of what has been stated ear¬ 
lier we think it would be inappropriate 
to treat the interim relief we have 
recommended as though it was dear¬ 
ness allowance as the two concepts 
differ.” 

I have quoted this once before. It is 
Clear that the commission has specifically 
stated that dearness allowance is not to be 
connected in any way with the interim 


relief. While stating that a review of the 
interim relief would be called for o&ly 
when the average of the index reaches 
228, they also say : we have not consi¬ 
dered it advisable at this stage to depart 
from the existing practice of making 
adjustments in the dearness allowance 
only when the 12-monthly average of the 
index rises by ten points. By no stretch 
of imagination have the commission sugg¬ 
ested that there should be a departure from 
the old practice. What was the old 
practice? It was the recommendation of 
Gajendragadkar Commission and the Das 
Commission. The Commission has not 
come in the way of any increase in the 
dearness allowance. The Government 
found that they were unable to hold the 
price line and they miserably failed to 
hold the line and prices have risen far be¬ 
yond expectation and the Gajendragadkar 
formula of ten points average came to 
225. The Central Government employees 
legitimately and genuinely become entitled 
to a dearness allowance rise. But the 
Government then came with the sentence 
that the Commission has recommended 
228. The Commission has no business 
to recommend it. They have clearly 
stated that these are two different con¬ 
cepts. I do not know why this matter 
wns referred to the Commission, in stead 
of referring it to somebody who could be 
impartial in the matter. 

Mv submission, therefore, is this. It 
would be seen that the interim relief is 
a separate element which should be con¬ 
sidered as an advance payment, and the 
dearness allowance is given on the existing 
agreement. 

MR. SPEAKER : The Hon-Member’s 
time is up. 

SHRT S. M. BANF.RJEE : Sir, it is a 
very important matter. 

MR. SPEAKER : I know it and that 
is why 1 allowed it. 

SHR1 S. M. BANERJEfi ; Sir, it is 
only myself and Dr. Ranen Sen who are, 
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taking it «P now. The other two are not 
present. So, l request you to give me two 
or three minutes more. 


MR. SPEAKER : You * may take as 
much time as you like. But put in the 
shape of a question ; do not make it a 
long speech. 


SllRI 5. M. BANERJEE : Yes, Sir. 
My question is simple. 1 would like to 
know from the Hon.jMinister whether it 
is a fact that this interim relief has any¬ 
thing to do with dearness allowance. In 
the National Council of the Joint Con¬ 
sultative Machinery, at its meeting 
held on the 4th and 5th June, 1971 
the Chairman of the Council, who is 
the Cabinet Secretary, who was presiding 
over the meeting held on the 4th and ; 5th 
June, 1971, after hearing the arguments of 
the staff, the representatives of the Centra! 
Government employees and the officials— 
both sides—agreed to give a ruling on the 
interpretation. The subject, therefore, is 
still under the consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment. In the JCM, when the matter was 
y ub--judice s when ihe Cabinet Secretary 
has agreed to give a ruling on the inter¬ 
pretation whether this should be on 225 
or on 228, when the decision is awaited, is 
it fair on the part of the Government 
when in both the Houses, they came out 
with the old argument that unless it reaches 
228, nothing is going to happen. It had 
already reached 225. The Chairman had 
agreed to give a ruling at the earliest, and 
the same is binding on both the sides. The 
staff would abide by the ruling, because the 
Chairman of the JCM Council is the Cabi¬ 
net Secretary. 


So, I would request the hon. Minister 
to kindly tell us, in view of what I Have 
quoted both from the interim report of 
the Commission and the deliberations of 
the JCM, whether he is going to reconsi¬ 
der the entire decision, sit and discuss 
with the employees and see that the dehr- 
ness allowance on the basis of 225 is paid. 
1 am not trying to threaten the hon. 


Minister, but then the Central Government 
employees are very sore about it, that 
their legitimate due is being denied to 
them. I can understand the Government 
coming forward and saying “We have 
no money to pay you. Your demand . is 
justified, but we have no money to pay.” 
That, i can understand..,,

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MR. SPFAKER : 1 have already told 

you that you can ask a question, or a 
clarification. But you are extending it to 
a regular debate {Interruption) 

SHR1 S.M. BANF.RJEE : l am putting 
my last question. Let me finish it Sir, 
within a minute. 


This is a grave injustice being dond 
to the central Government emplciyeds. 
They have been deprived of their legiti¬ 
mate due ; 1 want to know whether the 
Government is going to reednsidir the 
entile issue and sit with the Central 
Government employees ahd have an dpeh 
talk with them and not set their fdoe 
against it on the ground that (tig Vttp 
Commission has reedrimthrded 228. Tb0 
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Pay Commission has not recommended 228. 
This is an absolutely wrong recommenda¬ 
tion, which is not binding on the em¬ 
ployees. 

SHRl K. R. GANESH : l nm consious 
of the fact that this is a very mBjor pro¬ 
blem agitating the minds of the employees, 
and-1 would request Mr. Banerjee to bear 
with me. Firstly, there is some difference 
in the interpretation. There is no question 
of not giving an increase in DA when 
there is a ten point increase in the cost 
of living index. But the question is at 
what index this has to be given. The only 
difference between the staff and govern¬ 
ment is this the staff feals that 
should be given at 10 points above 215, 
but the Government’s contention which 
has also been accepted by the Pay 
Commission is, it should be given at 
10 points above 218, which would mean 
when the cost of livinf goes up by 10 
points from 218 to 228. This is 
the crux of the matter. If this is 
not the coriect position, honour¬ 
able trade union members from all sides 
of the House, who are very powerful, 
have got tremendous chennels to discucs 
this matter with the Government. But 
when a calling attention is admitted here, 
Government has to state its position. 

He has referred to pat:- 26 of the Pay 
Commission's interim report. A distinc¬ 
tion is sought to be made between interim 
relief and DA. 1 would request him to 
read it again. It refers to the question 
of linking this allowance, whether you 
call it interim relief or DA, with pensionary 
and other benefits. It does not argue 
that the Pay Commission has come to 
the conclusion that interim relief is 
something different from DA I have 
read it very carefully. 1 knew 1 have to 
answer Mr Banerjce's question. When 
the representative of the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees came to me, 1 got this 
and 1 also got the other connected papers 
and- read them. 1 am speakiDg, not with 
aigibprky', but with some conviction .after 
biffthg gone into it. thoroughly. 


If you take the reference that the 
Government made to the Pay Commission 
rara4says: 

# 

“In case, in. view of increase in cost 
of living, the need for consideration 
of relief of an interim character arises 
during the course of the deliberations 
of the commission, the commission 
may consider the demand for relief of 
an interin character and send a report 
thereon. In the event of the 
commission iccomniending any interim 
relief, tne date from which the relief 
should take effect will be indicated by 
the commission.” 

So, the reference indicated that in the 
interim period, if the cost of living irdex 
goes up, relief of an interim character may 
be recommended by the commission. 
After the Gnjeriragackar temnission 
report was implemented, when the two- 
year peiiod had classed, government set 
up a Pay Commission. Having set up 
the Pay Commission, which has to go 
into the entiic structure of the pay, 
emoluments, allowances, pension, gratuity 
and other fringe benefits to the employees; 
because the cost of living was going up, 
Government thought that pending the 
finalisation of the report relief of an 
interim character was called for; I am 
not using the term ‘interim relief’ but 
relief of an interim character. It may 
include increased allowances or other 
benefits and various other things. H may 
be that when recommendations of the 
Pay Commission are finalised they may 
recommend that a part of the dearness 
allowance should be included as part of 
pay because the whole structure of the 
pay and allowances of the Central 
Government employees has got to be gone 
into by the Pay Commission. Therefore, 
in the context of the increase in the cost 
of living it was felt that relief of an 
interim character was called for, which 
the Pay Commission gave and the Govern¬ 
ment accepted it. Now the Pay Commission 
itself has conceded that it may be that 
even after the relief has been given, 
before it finalises its recommendations, 
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{be price position rosy become intracta¬ 
ble and another relief may be called 
for. At what point this relief is called 
for is indicated 6y the Pay Commission. 
They say that whenever there is a rise by 
ten points relief is called for which, 
according to the Pay Commission, which 
they have confirmed, will be 228. That is 
the exact, position which the government 
takes. 1 do not think there is any 
difference of opinion on that. The Pay 
Commission themselves have stated that 
till they finalise their recommendations, 
till they come to the conclusions on the 
criteria for dearness allowance, the 
quantum ot dearness allowance, whether 
it should be based on the Das Commission 
Report or the Gajendrrmdkur Commission 
Report or it should be based on other 
considerations, because the employees’ 
federations have demanded various other 
things like need-based minimum wage and 
so on which the earlier Pay Commissions 
lad not taken into account, they said 
that till they finalise their recommedation 
they do not wish to depart from the 
practice of relief alter ten point increase 
which was given by the Gajcndragadkar 
and other Commissions. 

SHRT A. P. SHARMA : (Buxar) How 
long is the Pay Commiss on going to take 
to give its report ? How long the employees 
have to wait ? He has not made that 
clear. 

SHRl S. M. BANKRJF.E : Sir, he has 
not answered my last question. The 
entire matter has been referred to the 
Cabinet Secretary, who is the Chairman 
of the JCM. He has heard both sides and 
he has reserved his interpret ion which he 
will give at the earliest opportunity. What 
is the reaction of government to that ? 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat) : It is 
quite evident from the statement of the 
hon. Minister that he is standing on 
prestige. Because, in his statement he 
has conceded that the index figure for 
April 1971 was 225.83 which means nearly 
226. It is also known to the Minister 
that in tlfe computation of tbp cost of 


living index a number of difficulties arise 
in regard to the price of imperials on 
which the computation is made. The 
Minister is also aware that in Bombay the 
workers went deprived of crores of rupees 
because of the peculiar way in which the 
computation of the cost of living index 
was made. Later on-, it was corrected as 
a result of which the workers got' back 
crores of rupees. 

a 

• In regard to the computation of the 
cost of living index also, it would be 
admitted by the Minister himself, that 
there may be a little mistake also. Now, 
we have reached 226 in April 1971, accord¬ 
ing 'o his statement, and i' is known that 
after this Budget, these U-o points must 
have been covered. As stated by Shri 
S. M. Baneriee in his last question, which 
has nut been answered, the Cabinet 
Secretary has himsell admitted that there 
is some relevance in the arguments raised 
by the employees in the JCM. Therefore, 
simply on the question of two points in 
Arril 1971, is it advisable for the Govern¬ 
ment to i ick up a quarrel with the 
employees, knowing fully well that in the 
mean time, after the Budget has been 
presented, at least there has been a rise df 
more than two points in the cost of living 
index ? Theielorc, 1 would request the 
Minister to consider this point and make 
a statement here on these particular two 
points. * 

SHRI K. R. OAKES] I : I think, I 
have covered most of the points that the 
hon. Member has raised. There is no 
question of standing on prestige. It is a 
question of difference in interpretation ; 

1 do not think the Government is going 
to stand on this question on prestige. 
There is no question about it. It is a 
clearcut position. The Government will 
be committed to an increase in dearness 
allowance when the 12-monthly average 
of the cost of living index goes to 228. 
The only difference between the Govern¬ 
ment and the employees is whether it 
should be at 225 or at 228. 

SHRI.A. P. SHARMA Even thnr 
point needs arbitration. 
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SHRI K. ft. GANESH : As to the 
point raised by the hot). Member about 
the increase as a result ol the Budget, 1 
wish to submit that til) Apil the cost of 
living index has been steady at 224. 
Because of factors that the hon. 
member has mentioned and others factors 
that usually go into it, in the next few 
months probably the cost of living index 
may undergo a change. But the fact 
remains that the cost of living index, 
right from January, has been steady at 224. 

1 have stated the position of Govern¬ 
ment in relation to the demand for increase 
Of dearness allowance. As I submitted 
earlier, a very senior Member is raising 
this point and T ihink he has so many 
other channels to discuss this rroblem. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : The channel 
is only up to the Cabinet Secretary, not 
up to your Cabinet. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : When you 
commit the Government to reply to a 
calling-attention notice, this is bound to 
be the reply. 1 have stated the position. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, 1 rise 
on a point of order. In reply to the 
calling-attention, the last sentence of the 
hon. Minister was, “if you want a reply 
to the calling-attention notice, the reply 
would be like this." This is actually an 
insult to the entire House. 

SHRI 1*. K. DEO (Kalahandi) lie 
should withdraw it. 

MR. SPEAKER : He is very much 
correct. It is not a roint of order. 

. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : 1 have all 

the respect for Shri Ganesh. He is a 
very good friend of mine. 

MR. SPEAKER : If you go on speak¬ 
ing wirhout my permission, nothing will 
go on record, 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; The same 

question has been asked by two Members 

arid the Minister does not reply to it.

MR. SPEAKER : The Minister says 
that in his position as a Minister, be has 
to take up certain positions. But during 
negotiations, something else may come 
out. So far as the position of Govern¬ 
ment is concerned, he has stated like that. 
Why don't you appreciate it ? 


DR. RANEN SEN : The last point 
that I had raised and which was also 
raised by my hen. friend, Shri S. M. 
Banerjee, was not answered. Since the 
Cabinet Secretary if seized with the matter, 
will the Government relent to a better 
position or will they stick to that ? 

MR. SPEAKER : I asked him. If he 
is not in a position to answer, l cannot 
force him. 

SHRI K. K. GANESH : 1 will answer 
it. I was trying to answer it. Let me in 
all humility submit to you that 1 was try¬ 
ing to sec that >nu do not commit me to 
this.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW AND JUSTICE 
(SHRI NIT1RAJ SINGH CHAUDHARY): 
Sir, 1 beg to move : 

“That a Joint Committee of the House 
to be called the Joint Committee on 
Offices of Profit be constituted con¬ 
sisting of fifteen members, ten from 
this House and five from the Rajya 
Sabha, who shall be elected from 
amongst members of each House ac¬ 
cording to the principle of propor¬ 
tional representation by means of the 
single transferable vote ; 

That the functions of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee shall be— 

(i) to examine the composition and 
ohf racter of all existing ‘com¬ 
mittees’ and all ‘committees' that 
may heretfter be constituted, 
membership of which may dis¬ 
qualify a person for being chosen 
as, and for behg, a member of 
either House of Parliament under 
article 102 of hie Constitution ; 


(ii) to recommend in relation to the

the Schedule to the Parliament 
(Prevention of Disqualification) 
Act, 1959, and to recommend Bny 
amendments in the said Schedule, 
whether by way of addition, omis. 
sion or osherwise ; 

ThBt the Joint Committee shall from 
time to time, report to both Houses of 
Parliament in respect of all or any of the 
aforesaid matters ; 

That the members of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee shall hold office for the duration of 
the present Lok Sabha ; 

That in order to constitute a sitting 
of the Jotnt Committee, the quorum shall 
be one-third of the total number of mem¬ 
bers of the Committee; 

That in other respects, the Ru’es of 
Procedure of this House relating to 
Parliamentary Committees will apply with 
such variations and modifications as the 
Speaker may make ; and 

That this House recommends to the 
Rajya Sabha that the Rajya Sabha do join 
in the said Joint Committee and to com¬ 
municate to this house the names of 
members to be appointed by the Rajya 
Sabha to the Joint Committee." 


MR. SPEAKER: The Motion is before 
the House. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): In this connection I want to 
bring,to the urgent notice of this House that 
the functioning of the Joint Committee on 
Offices of Profit had been too technical 
and retrogressive. It was such an inter- 
pretation of Avt. 102 by the Election Com, 
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mission that compelled the Parliament to 
enact the Parliament (Prevention of Dis¬ 
qualification) Act, 19S9, 

a 

The Joint Committee had not been 
adopting the principles incotpoiated in the 
Act of 1£59. While the membership of 
Board of Directors of the Air India and 
the State Trading Corporation of India and 
several other very important companies in 
the public sector have been taken out of 
the ambit of the offices of Profit by the 
Act of 1959 and its Schedule, the Coir 
Corporation of Kerala (another public 
sector undertaking of the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment and many other similar State-owned 
companies were dubbed as offices of profit 
by the Joint Committee. 

Therefore, Sir, if sou do not give a 
specific directive that the principles 
adopted in enacting the Parliament (Pre¬ 
vention of Disqualification) Act 1959, 
should be followed by this Committee, it 
becomes a very difficult process for the 
Parliament to throw out recommendations 
made by a Joint Committee of both the 
Houses of Parliament, because a Joint 
Committee is a miniature Puihament. 

MR. SPEAKER : You have made 
your suggestion. It will be conveyed to 
them. Now, the quesiion is : 

“That a Joint Committee cf the Houses 
to be called the Joint ( ommittee on

SHRI SOMCHAND SOLANKI 
I was mentioning about the 
transfer- of Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes employees working in 
the railways. They have a tenure of five 
years, but within this period they are trans- 
ferred from one place to another twice or 
thrice a year. If they are transferred in 
this manner, difficulty arises about the 
education of their children. So, 1 request 
the hon. Railway Minister to look into 
this matter. 

When persons are only Members of 
Parliament and not Ministers, they speak 
against the Government’s policy of in¬ 
creasing fares but when they become 
Ministers they forget all the.'e things. 1 
have heard our {-resent Railway Minister 
also speaking against increase in fares of 
third class passengers when he was n 
private Member. If you want to increase 
the earnings of the railways, you must 
find out some other ways and means. To 
increase the third class fare is not fair 
according to me. 

Next 1 have to mention about the 
conversion of the narrow and metre gauge 
lines in Gujarat into broad gauge. This 
was promised by the Railway Minister and 
the Government. As there is no broad 
gauge line in Saurashtra, there is a pro¬ 
posal that the metre gauge line from 
Viramgam to Okha should be converted 
into broad gauge. It has also been deci¬ 
ded by the Government and the Railway 
Board. So, 1 request the hon. Railway 
Minister to take immediate steps in this 
regard. 

Viramgam is in my constituency. 
There is a railway crossing near Viramgam 
on the western side. Due to shunting it 
is closed practically for the whole day 
and transport comes to a standstill and the 
public is harassed. So, I request the hon. 
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Minister to construct an underground 
bridge near this station. 


The Mewar Express which starts from 
Ahmedabad goes to Udaipur. 1 request 
the hon. Minister to see that it stops at 
Dabhoda, as this will help the large number 
of textile workers are coming from there 
daily to Ahmedabad. 

I do not want to say anvthing about 
facilities to the passengers, as many Mem¬ 
bers have mentioned this, but I feel that 
there must be regularity of time observed 
by the passenger trains, so that the people 
coming from distant places to Ahmedabad 
are not put to inconvenience. Labourers 
from surrounding come to Ahmedabad. 1 
have no time ; within the short time at 
my disposal T have mentioned some of the 
important points and T request the hon. 
Railway Minister to look into this matter.

SHRI P. K. DtO (Kalahandi) : Sir, 
instead of beating about the bush, I would 
confine my observations to the cut motions 
which 1 have nio\cd and 1 would like to 
get categorical answer to thuse j oints. 

The most iinpoilant line is the Talcher- 
Uimiagarh line It is a mallei of life 
and death for Orissa. The minister visited 
Orissa the other day, and ho must have 
been seized of this problem. 1 was glad 
to see his photograph with a bouquet of 
flowers. We are hospitable people and 
we treat our guests with garlands and 
bouquets. Otherwise, as the situation 
dovelopcd after the statement of the 
minister that the techno-economic survey 
has suggested that this line is going to *be 
uneconomic, he would have received 
brickbats. But we do nor like to go that 
extent. But he must base realised the 
commotion and dissatisfaction among the 
pcorle of Orissa by not giving clearance 
to this small link of 50 miles, which will 
link the deepest seaport of this country* 
Paradip-with the hinterland which is 
rich in mineral and other natural resomccs. 
It is in a sense the Ruhr of India. Oiissa 
boasts of the largcst^iron ore deposits in 
this country. A sui\ey has been made by 
the Orissa Cfcological Department and 
they have come to the conclusion that 
besides the needs of various steel plants 
in India, Oeissa alone would able to 
export high gr.ade iron 01 c to the extent 
of 560 million tonnes. Paradip is specially 
meant for export of iron ore for which 
there has been a continuously increasing 
demand from Japnn and other countries. 
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[Shri P. K. Deb] 

It is no use saying that iron ore from 
„Kiri#tmi and Bolani will be diverted to 
Vjphg.ond'ore from Bnrbil-Banspani area 
'WOuft! be diverted to Haldia port. 

The previous government had brought 
it to, the notice of the Government of 
l;tidii and we have got the most surprising 
jjlnd disappointing reply. The reply was 
that the route would be much more if the 
iron ore is transported to Paradip than to 
Haldia. The distance from this iron belt 
to Haldia is 399 kilometres and to Pradip . 
431 kilometres. Only for 32 kilometres 
such a strong case of Orissa is going to be 
sacrificed at the alter of partisanships. So, 

I would most emphatically request that 
this link which is so vital from the point 
or view of Orissa, should be taken up and 
no plea or excuse should be tolerated. 

Secondly, if it is not possible, then 
Jakpura-Banspani railway line should be 
taken up. 

Sometime back we, the leaders from 
this side of the House, have jointly ad- 
- dressed a letter to the Railway Minister 
to have an east-coast west-coast express; 
that fs to say, to estend the Bombay- 
Nagpur Express to Visakhapatnam so that 
the naval headquarters of the east coast 
and west coa«t could be connected. That 
witl go a long way to meet the demands 
of the local people, especially because 
Visakhapatnam has been neglected all 
along and there is no express train to that 
place. 1 hope the Railway Minister will 
not throw this letter in his waste 
paper basket, as some people say. I hope 
there is no truth in these allegations. If 
there is any truth in the allegation that the 
Railway Minister has issued instructions 
that the letters of Members of Parliament 
need not be replied to, then 1 have noth¬ 
ing to say. 

Then, it is high time that we should 
consider the shifting of the headquarters of 
the South-Eastern Railways to some central 
place. Calcutta is getting congested. To 


relieve the congestion in Calcutta some 
very good decision was taken some years 
back to shift some of the offices of the 
North Eastern Railways to Gorakhpur. 
Similarly, the offices of the south eastern 
railways should be shifted to a central 
place like Bubaneswar or Jasguda. The 
Orissa Government has already approached 
the Railway Ministry in this connection. 

I hope the Railway Minister will give his 
most sympathetic consideration to this 
matter, 

SHRI CHAPAL BHATTACHARYYIA 
(Giridih): Sir, I would not go 
into the major questions which were 
raised during the general budget 
discussion, namely, the capital invested, 
the working ratio, the 1S65 convention, 
the differences in the projection as regards 
freight and passenger traffic given by 
railways as well as those mentioned in the 
Fourth Plan. These differences have to 
be reconciled and only then we may arrive 
at a more correct picture of the economy of 
the railways. 

1 would like to look at the working of 
the railways from the opposite end of the 
telescope as it were. I would not confuse 
the task of managing human nature with 
the task of transmuting it. The management 
of human nature has become the rrime 
requisite in this biggest public sector 
undertaking; namely, the railways. Here 
the South Eastern Railways and the North 
Eastern Railways, which should have 
been gold mines, are becoming copper 
mines. May be, they may be relegated even 
to the position of an iron ore mine, but they 
could have been a gold mine in the matter 
of revenue receipts and earnings. 

How has this come about? A deep 
probe is necessary. An attack aganist the 
Railway Board is beside the point, 
although t the Railway Board has not 
helped very much. 'Yad yad acharati 
Sri&tha' says the Gita. Fish rots from the, 
head. We must make surp that the failure 
.in.the working and the eOon.omics.-|(l^fb' 
railways has not copse about froift 
of the top. 
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Granting that, I would repeat, the 
major .problem, is the task of managing 
human nature. > We know that after 
goods are loaded* into the wagons, the 
train getsstopped at wa.yside station 
and the goods are unloaded and com¬ 
pensation asked and paid for Before 
dieselisation and electrification this was 
a very common occurrence and 
experience. Becasue of the increase in 
speed this has stopped a bit, but by and 
large the built-in corruption and 
malpractices in the operation of the 
railway system remains. 

The mere fact that we ea\e to ask 
for an crease in in freight and fares is 
itself a confession of the failure to tackle 
corrrruption and malpractices. Only 
the other day I was coming from 
my constituency to Delhi. At the 
railway station I asked if on the 
Amritsar Mail any berth was available. 
“No, no berth,” the conductor blandly 
assured me. I told him “You are making 
a stoment ; you may be in difficulty if 
there is a berth.” “oh, yes you can 
come along; 1 will give you one,” he said. 
Bur the first class bogies were in the rear 
and it was dead of nigth, 1.30. “AH right, 
put me in the air-conditioned which was 
just near about," 1 said. Then the entire 
trouble started. 1 got into the air-condi¬ 
tioned class. 1 wanted to pay the extra 
money but the conductor guard will not 
give the certificate. The guard will not 
give the certificate because 1 held no plat¬ 
form ticket. The identity card did not 
help. The conductor guard got down at 
Madhupur ; the other person got down at 
Jhajha and by the time I reached Patna there 
was nobody to say from where I travelled 
and there was nobody to accept the 
money except after an hour’s wait. 
I maee a positive statement. If this can 
happen with a passenger like me. 1 do 
not know what is happening to the vast 
majority of honest, bona fide passengers 
and there are quite a lot of them. They 
are being forced. They are told, “why 
Pay to the railways; you share it with us.” 

As l said, it is the task of managing 
human nature. I want the Railway Board; 


the Railway Ministry and the General 
Managers to evolve certain practices and' 
modus operandi by which the hones 
and bona fide traveller could be protected 
against the operations of such railway" 
employees. If that is done, I am qui*e~*ure, 
this deficit will be converted into surplus 
and our Railway Minister would htfve 
wrung out the surplus from the jawi of 
the deficit.

Now, coming to certain local problems, 
there should be a link line between Giridih 
and Gomoh. The main line and the grand 
chord will then get linked up.' There was 
a proposalto link Giridih with Hazaribad 
Road. But because Gomoh is now 
becoming the hub of an industrial 
complex, 1 suggest, on the ground of traffic 
density and possible frieght load, this issue 
has to be seriously investigated. I go 
further to say that if Giridih-Madhupur 
line is extended and linked with Bhagalpur _ 
via Dumka, we shall have north to south 
railway system, linking Bhagalpur to 
Rourkela. It will have strategic importance 
also. So, that aspect may also, be looked 
into. 

After all, the railway is a monopoly 
and it is a public sector monopoly. The 
consumer is not always wrong. In fac£ 
the consumer should be presumed to be 
right. That has been given a go-by. We 
have stringent provisions of law against 
ticketless travel. I welcome that. 
.Only the law should not be turned against 
the bona fide traveller. 

One of the major points of this built 
up corruption that 1 was going to say was 
pith regard to the railway protection 
Force and one of the major centres is 
Andal. I think, I have given sufficient 
bint for the Railway Minister to work on 
it.

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHIJRI (Berham- 
pore) : I decided to participate on the 
discussion on the Railway Grants only to 
pin-point the grievances of the Sealdah 
Division of the Eastern Railway and one 
particular line of the Howrah Division, 
the BAK Loop which connects Barharwa 
and Farakka with Howrah. 1 could have 
as well agitated these roints in the Divi¬ 
sional level MPs’ Consultative Committee 
that we have, but, unfortunately, my 
attempt of doing so has till now produced 
no results. 

We are all by now conversant with the 
vigorous campaign that has started in the 
Railways—1 do not know how long it will 
continue—under the aegis of the Railway 
Minister himself about punctuality. The 
problem in Sealdah Division, particularly, 
in the Lalgola section of the Sealdah 
Division is not punctuality. We should 
thank the Heavens if out of the seven up 
and down trains that we have at least if 
they reach two to three hours late. It is 
not due to law and order problem alone. 
Upto Krishnanagar there is electric trac¬ 
tion where theft and other troubles have 
become almost endemic. That apart, over 
half of the Sealdah Division the traction is 
by steam and for three days now all steam- 
driven trains have been stopped. That 
means that at least the one district which 
1 represent has been notified that they have 
to go without trains for an indefinite 
period of time. 

Here is an advertisement issued by the 
Divisional Superintendent (Sealdah Divi¬ 
sion); which I have got, with me. He 
has notified this, that because of the 
stoppage of work of the labourers of the 
local coal contractor, Rannghat, the entire 
steam-driven engines have been stopped 
working on this line. Till yesterday no 
news have come that the trains have 
started working, or what steps have been 
taken by the Railway Administration to 
resume the Railway Services. 


1 don’t have much time, but I would 
like to impress this upon the Railway 
Minister and through him on the Railway 
Admininistration. 


Ministers come and go. The Railway 
Board and the Railway Administration 
have a permanent lease of life. Let them 
explore the potentialities of two lines. 
One is the BAK loop-line It can be our 
fifth alternative route on the very heavily 
congested Eastern Railway. They should 
also explore this in view of the economic 
and traffic potentialities of the Lalgola 
Section in the Sealdah Division. If that 
line is modernised, if the tracks are renew¬ 
ed properly, if proper attention is paid, 
then it could give us the sixth alternative 
route on the Eastern Railway and connect 
upper India with the port of Calcutta. 

I would particularly like the Railway 
Minister to explore and investigate about 
the percentage Of the over-aged engines 
that work in the Sealdah Division parti¬ 
cularly. It seems to me somehow that all 
the over-aged engines, steam-engines 
particularly, are dumped over in that 
section. Somehow or other, the Railway 
Administration seem to have given up the 
Sealdah Division as lost for many reasons. * 
So, all the over-aged engines, engines 
which every now and then, develop trou¬ 
bles, are dumped on this Railway. 

* Let him look into the Works Pro¬ 
gramme in these Railways. I find that 
many plans, many schemes have been 
sanctioned as early as 1966-67. One such 
is the over-bridge in the Berhampore court 
station, sanctioned as early as 1966-67. It 
has not been taken up till now. When¬ 
ever we ask, they Say, this is going to be 
taken up immediately. Sanction is there ; 
money is sanctioned ; but nothing is being 
done. Why should such things be allowed 
to happen ? 

1 request the hon. Railway Minister 
kindly to look into these points which 1 
have mentioned. 
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SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi) : A 
circular has been issued by the Member 
(Transportation) Railway Board. That has 
been circulated by the hon. Minister. 1 
hope it will be implemented and that 
punctuality becomes the order of the 
Railways. 

We, Members of Parliament, bring out 
certain grievances or certain points to the 
notice of the Chairman (Railway Board). 
There is no acknowledgment or any reply 
from the Chairman (Railway Board.) L 
don’t know whether that is considered a 
supreme body, more supreme than this 
honourable House. That is our very sad 
experience. I request the hon. Minister to 
changfc these things. 

1 want to stress on the expansion of 
the Konkan Railway. This line is to be 
from Diva to Dasgaon But it goes up 
to Uran only. The Railway Minister 
should expedite the work and complete 
this line as early as possible. 

The Adibasi area of Thana district has 
been without a railway so many years. 
In the Second Five Year Plan and also the 
Third Five Year Plan, the Maharashtra 
Government had been proposing the cons¬ 
truction of a railway line connecting the 
Western Railway from Dahanu and Palghar 
to Kalyan and Diva. Now, there is some 
survey going on for connecting Bassein to 
Diva. It will serve tne purpose to some 
extent, but I would request the Railway 
Minister to issue instructions to the 
railway authorities doing the survey work 
that they should contact the local MPs so 
that the railway line, instead of going 
through the barren area, could go by the 
side of the villages, so that there would be 
an opening for those villages. 

As regards suburban trains, Bombay 
is a big city and it has big problems. 
There are '•rmmercial offices, industrial 
ocefSs and railway offices centered in 
Bombay. There is not enough living 
accommodation in Bombay, and so, the 
people prefer to stay in suburbs up to 


Karzat and Kopoli on the central Railway 
'And palghar and saphala on the Western 
Railway. 1 would request the Railway 
Minister to extend the electrification work 
up*to Karzet and Kopoli so that the 
subruban train from Bombay could run up 
to Kopoli. Kopoli is fast developing into 
an industrial area, and very big industries 
are coming up there, and it is giving 
employment to thousand of villagers from 
that area. There are trains up to Virar 
and Palghar and Saphala, but these are not 
sufficient. If shuttle trains could be run or 
the local trains could be extended up to 
Dahaner, it will relieve the congestion on 
the local trains and give relief to the 
passengers who go to Bombay for their 
daily maintenance. The Dahanu area also 
should be linked to Bombay by local trains 
or suburban trains or shuttle service. 

The Ambernath area is also fast develop¬ 
ing and new industries are coming up there. 
1 would suggest to the hon. Minister the 
introduction of another small station 
between Batlapur and Ambernath, because 
it will help the factory and also the factory 
workers. 

Then, the Matheran hill station is 
developing very fast and it is quite suitable 
for middle class people. The Maharashtra 
Government are encouraging its 
development as a hill-station. But we 
ffnd that the railway authorities are 
increasing the fares; even third class fares 
are very high. Of course, the first class 
fares are very high too. No concessions 
have been given eithers to students or others. 
The Maharashtra Government and the 
Central Tourism Department want to 
encourage tourism and give facilities to 
the middle class people to reach this bill- 
station as a health resort. But all conces¬ 
sions have been denied for the Matheran 
hill-station on the plea of economy. I can 
understand grounds of economy, because 
Railway runs only for a very few months. 
But this service should be run efficiently. 
The railway engines there are out of order 
for days together. I would suggest that 
the coal engioes should be replaced by 
diesel engines. 
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Another strange thing is that the staff 
at Matheran are not given hill-station 
allowance, bscause the height of Matheran 
is slightly less than the schedule fixed by 
the railways some years ago. I would 
submit that people at hill-stations should 
get hill-station allowance not because of 
the height of the hill-station but* because 
of the living conditions there. Everything 
is very costly there, and the common man 
who goes there has to spend more. There¬ 
fore, I would submit that the railway 
staff there should get the hill-station 
allowance. 

I would like to make now a few 
suggestions in regard to the Poona Mail. 
The railways have been kind enough to 
have a Mahalaxmi Express from Bombay 
to Kolhapur. This has given relief to 
thousands of passengers. But it has 
created some new problems. The Poona 
Mail has been discontinued. I would 
request the Railway Minister to re-start 
the Poona Mail because the commuters, 
traders, and servants who go daily from 
Poona to Bombay do not get any accom¬ 
modation in the Mahalaxmi Express since 
it is already crowded from Kolhapur and 
Sangli and other stations. If the Poona 
Mail is re-started, it would help the 
people travelling from Poona and Lonavla 
to Bombay. 

Lastly, I would suggest to the hon. 
Minister to enforce economy on the 
railways. Absence of economy and 
corruption are the two things which are 
hampering the economy of the railways. 
This Protection Force, instead of giving 
protection to passengers, becomes a 
nuisance to them. In suburban trains, 1 
find they come in and squeeze the 
passengers and enjoy the facilities rather 
■than give protection to the passengers. 
1 would request the Railway Minister to 
look into this. In fact, there is some 
duplication of work ; we have the 
Railway Police and along with that the 
Railway Protection Force. Of course, in 
railway yards and sheds, where theft, 
looting and. pilferage is there, they do 
some good work and that has to be 


appreciated. But in suburban trains, 
they cause nuisance to the travelling 
public.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA) : Sir, the 
hor. House has looked at the problem 
of railways from varius points of vj ew. 
More then 965 cut motions have been tab¬ 
led; thereby showing the various short com* 
ings and the needs that have to be fulfilled. 
2b hon. Members have participated in 
the debate. So far as I am concerned 1 take 
it, these are things which not merely give 
information to the Railway Minister but 
inspiration as well. 1 am one of those 
who from my younger days did what 1 
could do a little along with numerous 
others for the establishment of parliament* 
ry democracy in the country. Many of 
my friends know what are the travails we 
have all gone through. 1 am not merely 
a person who has become a votary of 
parliamentary system of democracy for the 
sake of Ministership. We fought our 
battle for this purpose long before we 
ever dreamt of parliamentary democracy. 
You will, therefore, see that I will be the 
last man to disregard the views of 
Members of Parliament. 

Some uncharitable remarks were 
passed that I have given instructions

that letters of the Members of Parliament 
may be thrown into the waste paper 
basket and that; if there is a negative 
reply, no reply, need be given. Any of 
my hon. friends who would have thought 
of it a little seriously would have surely 
seen that 1 will be the last person to 
give such instructions. One or two friends 
of mine having got themselves worked up 
to a pitch of frenzy derailed themselves 
on this point. That is all 1 can say. 

Anyhow, those friends of mine have 
given me an occasion io place certain 
facts before the House. 1 have been the 
Minister for Railways for less than three 
months. 1 have received 704 letters from 
the Members of Parliament. The Ministers 
also, my colleagues, for vaiious needs of 
their constituencies, have written to me. 
Their number is 93. In addition to that, 
the Members of the State Legislatures 
and Ministers of the State Governments 
have also written to me. Their number 
is 88. Altogether, 1 have received upto 
today 88S letters. 1 have acknowledged 
259 letters. 1 have given final replies to 
64. $62 letters are to be replied. I 
have given instructions to the Railway 
Board to expedite these replies. If a 
reply is delayed for one or two weeks, 
it is not that 1 do not want to give the 
reply. 

As the hon. House will see, if the 
hon. Member wants an amenity at some 
railway station or some other facility or 
stoppage of a train, 1 have to write to 
the authorities concerned spread all over 
the country to get the information. 
After getting the information, i have to 
discuss it with the Board Member 
concerned with anxiety to concede the 
point made by the hon. Member. Theie- 
fore, gathering the necessary information 
takes a little time. India is not a country 
of small dimensions. If a Member of 
Parliament from Assam or Manipur or 
Kerala writes to me, I have to address 
the people concerned and get the 
information all the way from those 
distant parts. If a final reply is received 
io a month's time, none of you would 


think it is an unreasonable delay. 

1 would request the hon. Members 
not to give credence or currency to the 
funny views expressed by some Members 
that I have given instructions that the 
letters should not be replied to or that 
the letters should be thrown into the 
waste paper basket. 

SHRI D. N. T1WARY (Gopalganj) : 
At least acknowledgement should be 
sent. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
sending acknowledgement. 216 acknowled¬ 
gements have been sent, Sometimes, 
when I am busy, in order to sign some 
letters, it may take one or two days. I 
assure every Hon. Member that I am 
most anxious to see that replies are sent 
and, if possible, in the affirmative way. 
That is the spirit. 

I would not have dilated upon this 
point at such a length. I know my hon. 
friend, Shri K. N. Tiwary. He has been 
an old friend of mine since the days of 
the Constituent Assembly. That such a 
person, instead of ascertaining the facts 
directly from me: should make a statement 
characterising my work as junglee has 
hurt me very deeply. Any hon. Menfcer 
who might entertain such an idea ought 
to first ask me whether I have given such 
instructions, And then if he feels 
aggrieved, he can by all means make an 
attack on me in the House or anywhere- 
else. But to attack an innocent person, 
that too to attack persons who are anxious 
to serve them, is not a chivalrous 
act. ( Interruptions) 

AN HON. MEMBER : What about 
Railway Board ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : In the 
course of my reply 1 will speak about 
Railway Board also. 

Several Hon. Members referred to the 
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need for better ameniteis and facilities 
for the Railway employees. Out of a 
total of nearly 14 lakhs of the Railway 
staff, 5.1 lakhs have been provided with 
quarters, the accent being to provide 
more number of quarters for the lower 
grade staff and essential categoiies like 
drivers, firemen and guards. We have 
a significant programme during the 
Fourth Plan at a cost of Rs. JO crores 
for provision Of additional quarter. 
Apart from the Armed Forces, there is 
no other Department or Ministry in the 
Government of India which caters to 
the medical needs of its staff as the 
Railways do. We have a full-fiedged 
medical organization which has a network 
of 97 hospitals and 547 health units with 
a bed strength of 10302 which works out 
to 1.33 beds for 1006 of the railways 
population. On medical, health and 
welfare services the total expenditure 
last year was as much as 19^ crores of 
rupees which works out to Rs. 169 per 
head. The Railways also run as many 
as 749 educational institutions ranging 
from Higher Secondary and Primary 
Schools located primarily at places where 
other educational facilities are inadueqate. 
The various other measures are the 
provision of recreation centres, commonly 
known as institutes, numbering 733, 
handicrafts centres, homoepathic dispen¬ 
saries, co-operative credit societies and 
stores and so on. 


To serve the needs of employees 
posted to small wayside stations, there is 
regular provision of doctors who travel 
on the sections, attend to the patients and 
dispence the necessary medicines. They 
visit the stations according to the time table 
notified in advance twice or thrice a week. 
(Interruptions ) The hon. Member may 
not be interested to listen to these facts, 
but other members are more particular 
about them. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Some of the 
facts he stated are not coirerct. In 
Olavakfcbt.., 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : This is 
not an occasion for a second speech, 

A unique feature of the Railway’s 
welfare activities is the institution of a 
Staff Benefit Fund to which Government 
makes an annual grant at the rate of 
Rs. 4,50 per railway employee. This fund 
is used for relief of distrees of sick 
employees or family members, development 
of sports and grant of technical scholar¬ 
ships for higher education of railwaymen’s 
children, the number of such scholarships 
being about 1150 currently. There is also 
a Railway Minister's Welfare Fund which 
is used exclusively for the benefit of the 
railway employees and their families who 
are in distress either due to long sickness, 
injury or death of the employee or of 
members of the family. 

Some hon. Members referred to aboli¬ 
tion of contract labour. I appreciate the 
anxiety expressed by some hon. Members 
about its continuance. 

As the House must be aware, the 
question of regulation and abolition of 
contract labour has been under considera¬ 
tion of the Government for a long time 
and the matter was also discussed at 
various meetings of Tripartite Committees. 
Ultimately, legislation was introduced by 
the Government and the House is aware 
that the Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act was passed in 19 7 0. 

The principal feature of the Act is the 
power given to the appropriate Govern¬ 
ment to prohibit by notification the 
employment of contract labour in any 
process of operation or otherwise in any 
establishment subject to certain criteria 
being fulfilled. And, detailed provisions 
for regulating service conditions of 
contract labour where its abolition is not 
possible are being provided and rules are 
being provided under the Act. The 
Ministry of Labour are setting up the 
statutory Central Board after consulting 
which the Government can notify the 
abolition of contract labour in such areas 
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of vWrk ns fulfil tie prescribed criteria. 
As soon as the statutory board’s recom¬ 
mendations are considered and notified by 
Government contract labour will be 
eliminated in such areas of work including 
railway sector as specified by Government. 

AN HON. MEMBER : How much is 
the cost ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : 1 have 
not calculated. 

The most important roint made by 
hon. Members is about new lines. In the 
course of the general discussion I met this 
point. Several Members made the same 
point again and I again place the point 
of view of the Railway Ministry. I hope 
I will be able to see how far these 
demands can be met and how far these 
demands cannot be met. Personally I am 
convinced that this is an opportune time 
to expand Railways to the maximum 
extent possible. These are days of un¬ 
employment. I learn from old records 
that not only the British Government, 
but the Company that was running the 
Railways then and even some of the 
Princely States constructed quite a large 
number of railway lines during the 
famine-time, to provide employment as 
'.ell as to secure permanent assets to the 
‘ Ountry. Now we may not have famine 
God forbid. The green revolution has 
been a success and I am much obliged to 
ihe people of Haryana and Punjab for 
this great success. These new lines have 
<o be constructed not to meet famine 
1 onditions, but to meet the unemployment 
iroblem. It can give work to millions 
;>nd millions of people, skilled, unskilled, 
graduates and engineers. That is the 
’cason why I made a plea before this 
Mouse that the cut that has been effected 
>n the Railway Plan allotment of about 
Ks. 250 crores must be restored. I have 
placed this matter before the Planning 
t ommission and the Prime Minister. The 
Plan is being reviewed, as you know. 
'i'our goodwill and your support will get 
n.ore money for the Railways which would 


necessarily and naturally go to meet many 
of the demands made by the hon. Members 
of this House. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Who talked about 
bouquets and brickbats is not here. 1 con¬ 
cede that the Orissa State need more Rail¬ 
ways. The other day the hon. Member 
from Hyderabad made the point that not 
a single railway line was constructed after 
the Integration took place, as a result of 
States Reorganisation. That is also true. 
There are many lines that have to be 
constructed in Rajasthan, Bibar. Madras 
Mysore, Kerala and also Madhya Pradesh. 

SIIRI PI LOO MODY (Godhra) : And 
Gujarat. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Since 
my hon. friend Sbri Piloo Mody who is a 
very self-satisfied man makes the demand, 
I would be very happy to say ‘No’ to him, 
because Gujarat has a much bigger railway 
network than any other part of the 
country, if you look at the map. But 
even so,. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: This is the 
greatest discrimination. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Even so, 
according to the perspective plan that we 
have framed, he will get not only his 
share but somewhat of on extra share 
which probably he deserves. 

Therefore, let no Member be under 
the imrression that the Railway Ministry 
is constrained by this consideration or that 
consideration in the matteT of construct¬ 
ing railway lines or conversion of metre 
gauge into broad gauge. The only ques¬ 
tion is one of finance. Fortunately for 
us, and fortunately for me in particular, 
we have reached the stage of plan per. 
fortnance where a review has become 
necessary. We have to review our plans 
with a view .o solve the unemployment 
problem in particular. Let us hope that 
all of us, whether in the Ministry or ip 
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tbe House, will be able to put our beads 
together and acquire more resources for 
this enterprise. 

Some Members referred to project 
allowance. My bon. friend Shri A. P. 
Sharma and other leaders of the labour 
sector are very particular that the emolu¬ 
ments of labour must increase. That is a 
legitimate demand. Nobody would be 
able to say ‘No’ to them. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What about 
commercial clerks ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : But I 
am sure hon. Members would agree that 
the Question has to be examined on the 
basis of justice and fairplay. It is not 
that we can give money to everybody 
according to his wish. Though the phrase 
to everybody according to his need’ 
sounds exhilarating, in performance, it 
cannot do so. The distribution of national 
wealth in terms of wages and salaries 
can only be based upon the production 
achieved. 

In the last session, the employees in 
this area, namely the Gharara and Baranni 
area were on strike, and I had already 
made a statement that the question of 
payment of project allowance in respect of 
railwaymen employed in Farakka barrage 
and the Dandakaranya project areas bad 
been under negotiation between the Rail¬ 
way Board and the two recognised federa¬ 
tions of railway employees. As no 
complete agreement could be arrived at, 
the question had been referred to the 
board of arbitration . under the joint 
consultative machinery. I made it clear 
that as soon as the award of the board of 
arbitration was received, the question of 
grant of such allowance to the staff in the 
Gharara area would also be finalised 
on the basis of the award, if necessary 
after consulting the recognised federations. 
In fact, 1 made an appeal to tbe striking 
employees explaining the position, ihey 
complied with mv request rather late, after 


causing much loss and inconvenience to 
the country. That apart, I am glad to 
say that the award has been received today, 
1 have not read it because I was engaged 
in the work of the House. We shall go 
through the' award, and as I have said, on 
the basis of the award, we shall see what 
can be done, 


In this connection, 1 want to make one 
policy statement. All these three months 
I have been in administration, and most 
of my time has been taken by tbe Members 
of tbe Railway Board or the concerned 
officers in the Railway Board or the 
General Managers. It is rightly so because 
everyday I have to do some administrative 
work and they have to get orders, advice 
or guidance-whatever it is. But 1 have 
not been able to meet leaders of labour. 

1 attach the greatest importance to labour 
who constitute the basic factor in running 
our railways. 1 therefore prorose to set 
apart half a day in the week to meeting 
labour leaders and discussing various 
problems with them, which will be able to 
bring some satisfaction at least to that 
sector. 1 therefore want the labour leaders 
to unhesitatingly place their problems 
befoie me. I know they are responsible 
leaders of the country, it may be that 
1 am elected from a general constituency 
and they have evolved into leadership out 
of service in the labour field. Therefore, 
1 make no distinction between my capacity 
and theiis. I invite their co-operation 
and guidance so that together, jointly, we 
may be able to evolve a happy labour 
telationship. 


My hon. friend, Shri A. P. Sharma, 
made (he point the other day that labour 
participation in management should be 
not only recognised but implemented. I 
am all for it. But I have explained in the 
other place, and I do so here now, that a 
person who comes to the level of manage¬ 
ment has to behave with the responsibility 
of a management. He cannot be a strik¬ 
ing, irritable labour leader and at the 
same time, be a responsible, wise and 
national leader. 
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SHR1 K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : His doubt is whether Sbarmaji 
would behave ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA: I know 
both the leader of the DMK and Sharmaji 
are men of experience and, if at all, they 
will give advice which will be valuable to 
the country. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Which 
country ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I have 
no misgiving on that score. So we have 
to discuss this problem, in what shape and 
in what manner we have to effect parti¬ 
cipation in management. It is not a 
matter of a unilateral pronouncement on 
the subject. It cannot cairy conviction. 
Therefore, out of mutual discussion, 
imbued with a sense of responsibility for 
production and satisfactoiy service to the 
country, we have to jointly deliberate and 
evolve solutions to these problems. 

I will now come to some minor points— 
individual requests. In the course of the 
general discussion members asked for new 
trains. Some of them could bej accepted. 

I am happy to announce two or three. An 
additional Janta Express between Bombay 
and Nagpur to run once a week will be 
introduced this year. An additional 
Maharashtra Express train between Poona, 
and Nagpur will be run from 1-10-71. An 
additional Janta Express will be run once 
a week between Bombay and Poona. As 
some hon. members suggested, the Deluxe 
Express (Paschim Express) will be diese- 
lised with effect from October 1971. 
Also unreserved third class accommoda¬ 
tion will be provided on the Deluxe 
Express after dieselisation. 


My hon. friend Shri A. P. Sharma 
urged that a deluxe service via Patna can 
be run twice a week. I accept the 
suggestion. It will be run from 1st 
July, 1971, or if there is a little delay, 
it will be from 15th August, 1971. 


My hon. friend Shri Naval Kishore 
Sharma merely asked for shuttle trains, 
not deluxe trains. I am inclined to 
aceept it; but as a Minister 1 have to get 
the necessary data and then take the 
decision. If it is only my relationship 
with my hon. friend, 1 will be able to do 
anything for him. I shall discuss this and 
see bow far this request of his can be 
granted. 

Shri Mulchand Daga spoke about 
insanitary conditions outside the Pali- 
Marwar Railway Station. The Railway 
Station building upto the goods shed 
line is paved and kept clean. The area 
between the line and the boundary wall, 
particularly towards the Marwar and of 
the bdzaar, is used by the local inhabitants 
not only as a dumping ground of refuse, 
but also as an open latrine. The area has 
been cleaned a number of times by tbe 
railways by engaging special labour. 
Since, however, it is difficult to keep it 
clean under the existing conditions, the 
local municipal authorities have been 
consulted to devise ways and means to 
stop this unauthorised dumping of refuse 
inside the railway premises by outsiders. 
Provision of fencing will not solve the 
problem. 

SHRI NATHU RAM M1RDHA * 
(Nagaur) : He is himself the Chairman 
of the Municipality. So, coordination 
is easy. 

1 SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : We Can 
sit together and discuss it. I am sure 
we can solve the problem in five minutes. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA 
(Arambagh) : The hon. Minister seems 
to be speaking among his party members. 
We want to have bis impressions about 
our cutmotions. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Let 

not my hon. friend be under the 
impression that I am partial to members 
of my party. As I have already explained. 
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I am partial to all Members of Parliament. 

( Interruption )

I wont to inform the hon. Members 
on the left side that 1 have no intention 
of making any discrimination. If 1 have 
not been able to mention their names, 
it is because 1 do not know some of 
their names. 1 should be able to meet 
them personally and I assure them that 
whatever things can be done in the small 
scale, as I have said, 1 shall try to do. 
They need not have any misgivings on 
that score. Shri Mulchand Daga mentioned 
another point. The jhuggies located in 
a low lying area outside the railway 
station between P.W.D. road and the 
mill siding have normal drainage; a 12” 
pipe is already provided under „the siding. 
However during heavy showers some 
water accumulates in the area and for 
additional drainage it would be necessary 
to increase the waterway under the siding 
and provide a connecting drain towards 
the west. Since this falls outside the 
railway boundary the cost of the increased 
water way is to ^be borne by the mill 
authorities and the drain has to Ibe 
provided by the municipality. The 
railways have already asked the mill 
authorities for giving their acceptance of 
the estimates as the cost will have to be 
borne by them. So far as Pali is concerned 
1 have stated the proposition clearly and 
1 seek your co-operation to eliminate 
once for all the local complaint that 
exists there. 


SHR1MAT1 JYOTSNA CHANDA 
(Cachar) : May I ask from the hon. 
Minister whether be will neglect Assam 
this year again ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Several 
Members have asked for overbridges 
god underbridges, hon. Members from 
tbo apposite side have also asked, I 
have already enunciated the policy. This 


year if all of us work with the utmost 
earnestness and speed, we shall be able to 
spend Rs 10 crores; otherwise even that 
amount cannot be spent. Therefore, it 
is not a Question of want of money ; 1 
am prepared to give any amount. But 
the real snag is not my intention or the 
allocation in the Railway budget. Under 
the existing rules the State Governments 
have to bear half the expenditure and the 
railways have to bear the other half. 
Even there the State Governments need 
not spend money out of their pocket. 
There is already a railway safety fund. 
Each State has got some allotment and 
our of that fund they have to spend. 
The concerned State Governments have 
to do their part of the work expeditiously 
such as the acquisition of the necessary 
land for the road, putting up a bund 
or excavation, etc. as 'the case may 
be. If the State Government take 
up this work in earnest the demands for 
overbridges and underbridges could be 
met. I would request the *hon. Members 
to move their respective State Govern¬ 
ments so that this demand at least could 
be fully met. 


The hon. lady Member asked mo 
whether I was neglecting Assam. Not 
in the least. During the general discussion 
on this budget I bad promised that I 
might pay a personal visit to Assam to 
determine exactly what could be done. 

I do not believe in general promises nor 
do I believe in big promises. If possible 
we shall do something to satisfy the 
demands of the people of Assam. So 
also Orissa. We have already the survey 
reports on the lines that the hon. 
Member suggested. I was not able to 
make a pronouncement about Orissa here 
straightaway, because the survey reports 
have to be examined ; time are two or 
three lines, and after all, priority. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalabandi) : It is 
the vested interest of Orissa with 
Visakhapstnam wbieb is standing, in tbo 
way of development of these railway 
lines. 
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SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : My bon. 
fnand will sse it may not be possible for 
any railway administration to straightaway 
construct all the railway lines that are 
needed for Orissa. One .has to be done 
after the other. Therefore, 1 will examine 
all these proposals and 1 assure the hon. 
Member 1 am myself inclined to take up 
one of these projects. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Thank you. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : The 
only condition is that 1 must get the cut 
of Rs. 2S0 crores restored. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Why put such a 
big ‘if’? Why not say no ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : If you 
want it you can take it like that; 1 have 
no objection. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): How 
about Kashmir ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : The 
Kashmir line is already under construction.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Many 
Members made reference to the Railway 


Board, and my hon. friend Shri Dhote 
made a very powerful speech. I know 
most of you feel that there should be 
economy in expenditure, especially in the 
establishment of the Railway Board. 1 
am aware of it. 1 have to process the 
recommendations of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission and see how far this 
Board could be streamlined. This decision 
cannot be taken off hand or ad hoc. We 
have to bestow thought as to what are the 
posts that are redundant and what is the 
economy that has to be effected. You 
would certainly agree that 1 need at least 
one or two months to go through the 
whole hierarchy and see what economy 
can be effected. 1 am at it. In fact I 
have already prepared a note. The Ad- 
ministrative Reforms Commission report 
is available ; the study team report of 
Shri Hridaya Nath Kunzru is also there ; 
and there are several other reports. We 
will be able to process them and come to 
some decisions in one or two months. I 
am with you, and l am of your opinion 
that in administration it is necessary to 
streamline, and I have myself read a lot 
on administration. (Interruption). 
Bureaucracy, according to Mr. Parkinson, 
has a habit of grow ing itself into bigger 
and bigger proportions with time, and it 
has alwtys to be pruned. Even as a 
shrub in a beautiful garden has to be all 
the time pruned, as otherwise it will {row 
into a wide forest, so too things have to 
be done, and continuously, in the bureau¬ 
cratic field. It is good that Parliament 
Members go on reminding us of it, go on 
persisting that it should be done, I will 
be merely carrying out their mandate if 
some pruning is done. 1 hope in about 
L two or three months, I would be able to 
announce what has been done. 

SHRI K. N. T1WARY (Bettiah) : 
Please say something about the safety of 
life and property of passengers. This is 
agitating our minds. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : It is 
good he is very serious about it. I have 
taken it much more seriously than any¬ 
body else because l have been entrusted 
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by Parliament with this responsibility. I 
specially flew to Calcutta and met various 
officers. I have also contacted the Chief 
Ministers of Bihar and West Bengal and 
had discussions with them. We are con- 
templating to take some very serious steps. 
I am happy to say that the State Govern¬ 
ments are equally enthusiastic and coope¬ 
rative in this matter. But however much 
one may dispute it, the constitutional 
position cannot be changed. The Consti¬ 
tution has fixed certain responsibilities on 
the State Governments as well as on the 
Central Government. Merely because 
some of you press me, I cannot take away 
the powers of the State Governments, even 
if I want to. Let us not run away with 
the idea that everything is in the hands of 
the Central Government and the State 
Governments can be pushed about this 
way or that. It is only cooperation that 
can help in the existing circumstances. 
We have all moved in that direction and 
we have been able to come to some 
decision. The Prime Minister also is very 
particular that railways must be run 
smoothly, satisfactorily and safely. 1 hope 
we would be able to produce results with¬ 
in the coming weeks or months. My 
friend, Mr. Tiwary, may wait and pro¬ 
nounce his final opinion after one or two 
months, after seeing the rasults produced 
by the steps we are going to take.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
yielding. 


Hon. members have expressed serious 
concern about the unpunctuality of our 
trains. We are taking steps in this regard. 
1 hope the circular that has been issued 
is in the hands of hon. members. We 
are going to pursue punctuality of trains 
in that spirit and in that way. 

The second point l am very particular 
about in the railways is corruption. I 
straightaway concede that there is a lot 
of corruption. In fact, sometimes I laugh 
within my sleeves. I will take you into 
confidence. Annually we are paying 
Rs. 12 crores as damages for thefts, 
pilferages and things of that nature. At 
the same time, we are spending Rs. 14 
crores on RPF. Because of the employ¬ 
ment of the RPF at a cost of Rs. 14 crores 
the loss has not been reduced even by 
one crore of rupees. On the one hand 
we say that we should employ more 
of RPF so that the thefts may get reduced. 
At the same time, we find that the thefts 
are not getting reduced. So, I am 
seriously examining the very structure of 
the RPF and its utility in the context 
of footing out corruption from the railway 
administration. 

Similarly, we are spending quite a 
big amount on vigilance. Yet, in spite of 
these establishments of huge proportions 
l am not able to see any visible improve* 
ment in eradicating corruption. This 
aspect also I am examining with the 
Railway Board. We are taking it up 
very seriously and we will do something 
to see that corruption may at least come 
down if we cannot completely remove it. 

Corruption in any body politic is 
inherent. Let us not go away from with 
the idea that corruption can be prevented 
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for all times, nor can corruption be 
eradicated completely. Those who come 
from the villages know that as soon as 
we sow a crop automatically weed also 
starts growing. We have to remove the 
weed all the time. Therefore, whatever 
may be our intentions in the Railway 
Board, corrupt people and corrupt prac¬ 
tices will be there like weeds and it is our 
constant endeavour to remove them. So 
far as economy and corruption are 
concerned, 1 want to borrow a poem 
recited by my bon. friend, Shri Rudra 
Pratap Singh :

So, I will make constant endeavour 
to bring down corruption and to effect 
economy. In that I want the goodwill 
and co-operation of hon. Members.

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja) : Though 1 have moved so many 
cut motions, the Minister has not refer¬ 
red to them in this speach. What about 
house rent and city compensatory allow¬ 
ance to employees at Tambaram ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : If any 
hon. Member wants to raise any particular 
point, let him come and discuss it with 
me so that I could see what I can do.

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : Sir, I have given a patient hearing 
to the reply by the Railway Minister to the 
debate. In my cut motion itself I drew 
the attention of the Railway Minister to 
the urgent necessity of constructing a 
railway line connecting Dharmanagar to 
Agartala in Tripura which has so far no 
railway line at all. 

The Railway Minister in his Buc'gei 
speech Says on page 12 regarding gauge 
conversion that the multiplicity of gauges 
is a British legaey. 1 agree with him.

(SHRI K. N. TIWARY in the chair] 

Here, it is a policy matter. I want 
to raise a very important question on that. 
Here, I find, everybody wants to have 


broad-gauge line. 1 admit it. But if 
you take this principle, unless all the metre 
gauge and narrow gauge lines are not 
converted into broad gauge, the Govern¬ 
ment is not going to construct new lines. 
Then, I think, the people in the backward 
areas have to wait to even sea the 
railway line for 20 to *0 or even 50 years, 
if not more. That should not be the 
policy of the Government. 

I am speaking particularly about the 
north-eastern region, l ake, for example, 
Assam. Uptill now Assam is connected 
by the metre gauge from Baiauni onwards. 
Then, you will take a long time to 
connect that line from Baraunt to 
Tinsukhiya and then from Lumdmg to 
Dharamnagar. If you have to convert 
this metre gauge into broad gauge, 1 
think, the people of Tripura will not 
ha\e any railway line in the next 30 years 
to come. That is why 1 oppose this 
rolicy of the Government. 1 request the 
Government to change that and they 
should see that it is not strictly followed. 
It should not be the rigid policy of the 
Government. 

Then, our people have been demanding 
for a long time and, since 1952, I have 
been pressing this demand, whenever 
I have come to this House, that Tripum 
State should be connected with railway 
links. It is a very backward area. With¬ 
out railway links, without railway 
communication and transpot facilities, 
we cannot think of developing that 
baekwaut area. In Manipur and Tripura, 
in the NEFA area and also in Assam, 
there is a tremendous potentiality for 
starting paper mills and other industries. 
Now, you carry all the raw materials to 
Calcutta und then convert it into paper. 
Why should not the paper mills be staited 
in our own place. We cannot think of 
it because we cannot carry heavy 
machinery, heavy tools, etc. 

That is why 1 want to raise this matter 
even at tho fag end of the debate so that 
the Government should not follow this 
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policy rigidly. They say, "If you want 
to convert metre gauge into broad gauge, 
whatever money you have will be exhausted 
in that year alone and there will then 
be very little amount left for opening 
new lines in backward areas." I do not 
believe that the Government of India 
have no money. It is a question of 
approach; it is a question of priority. 
If you give priority, then, I think, you 
will get money. How much of money 
are you spending on water-fountains in 
Delhi? How much money are you sending 
on constructing huge bulidings and on 
demolishing old buildings ? In Delhi, 
l have seen, since 1957, because a 
particular bungalow was not to the 
liking of some Minister, it was demolished 
and reconstructed, spending a lot of money 
like that. Gigantic hotels, etc. are built 
just to attract the people. Living in a 
backward and poor country, before giving 
minimum amenities to the large sections 
of the people, you cannot think of all 
this. I recollect the word of Ho Chi 
Minh, the President of the Peoples 
Republic of Viet Nam, He was asked by 
some people : Why don’t you convert 
your metre gauge lines into broad gauge 
lines ? 

Since you are building socialism, you 
need them. He says, ‘Yes’. Your 
suggestion is quite good. But I want 
the railway facilities to be extended to 
all sections of the people in the country 
first. If 1 want to convert all the metre 
gauge into broad gauge, then the money 
which I have from my own resources and 
which 1 borrowed from outside, the entire 
money will be spent on that alone and 
our people will not find any new railway 
line for many years. So, give minimum 
facilities to all sections of the people. 
Then, gradually you carry out all these 
improvements. That is why is I said 
that the area where the broad gauge 
already exists, you open a new railway 
line connecting the broad gauge and 
where we have got only the metre gauge 
you construct a metre gauge railway line 
connecting with that line and in that way 


at least a network of railway lines must 
be built up in our country if we want 
to develop all our backward areas. 

• 

That is why at this fag end I want to 
riase this point. . Secondly, I do not want 
to take much time of the House. About 
the Light Railways, I urge upon the 
Government that they should nationalise 
these Light Railways and see that they are 
run properly. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : My hon. 
friend, Mr. Deb, has needlessly misunder¬ 
stood the speech I have made. It was 
not my intention that no new line should 
be constructed until the conversion 
process concludes. That inference which 
he has drawn is not correct. Therefore, 
he will feel happy that he is incorrect. 
What I have stated was that new lines 
have to be constructed. Simultaneously, 
this work also has to be done. Therefore, 
there is no question of any rigidity. 
The two things have to go side by side. 
Otherwise it will result in an incongruity 
of the worst type. Therefore, he need 
not feel any apprehension on that 
count. 

Secondly, Tripura and Manipur deserve 
railway lines. 1 have already made the 
point. It is not a question of deserving. 
It is a question of resouices. Tf you say 
that some buildings are demolished and 
that money can be utilised for railway 
construction, all that money will not be 
able to build even two miles of railways. 
Railways need much more capital 
expenditure are well as runing expenditure. 
Unless the Plan provision is there, we 
will not he able to provide for new lines 
in the budget. We have a system of 
strict budget control. In a democracy, 
first it has to come in the plan, then 
subsequently 1 have to ration it out in 
the budget for five years. Therefote, 
much depends upon plan provisions. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, the question 
is : 

"That the Bill to authorise payment 
and appropriation of certain . sums from' 
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and out of the Consolidated Found of 
India for the service of the financial 
year 1971-72 for the jwposes of Railways, 
be taken into consideration.” 

T he motion was adopted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, the question 

is: 

“That C lauses 2 and 3, the Schedule, 
Clause t, the Enacting Formula and the 
Title do stand part of the Bill.” 

The motion was adopted. 

Clauses 2 and 3, the Schedule, 
Clause 1, the Enacting Formula and 
the Title were added to the Bill. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I beg to 
move : 

“That the Bill be passed.” 

MR CHAIRMAN : Motion moved : 

“That the Bill be passed.” 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour) : 1 have got a few sugges¬ 
tions to make to the Railway Minister. 

The Indian Railways is the largest 
public sector venture involving nearly 
4,000 crores of rupees of people’s money. 
It is in doldrums for the past 23 years. 
It is deteriorating every day and the 
deterioration has not been arrested yet. 
As a result, even a person who does not 
use the Railway is made to bear the loss. 
He has to meet the loss through taxation, 
because, when a public sector venture 
‘ loses money, it has to be borne by every¬ 
body in this country. 

What they have shown as loss is much 
less than the actual thing. The actual loss 
will be much more. One should accept 
this position. 1 say that the Railway 


Minister has no effort to tell this House 
about the specific remedial measures that 
they are going to take in order to arrest 
the continuing deterioration in the Indian 
Railways. We have heard about 11 -point 
programme, 7-point programme, Sadhu 
Samaj, puri halwa and everything else. 

We are interested in running the 
Railways on proper lines. You are given 
the monopoly right of running the Rail- 
ways. It should easily make a contribution 
of Rs. 500 to the Exchequer apart from 
the interest paid, provided it is run pro¬ 
perly. But, that has not happened. 

Therefore, I am making a few sugges¬ 
tions for the consideration by the hon. 
Minister. It could be divided into three 
broad categories. They are : 

(1) How to increase the revenue ? 

(2) How to stop wasteful expenditure 
and effect economy ? and 

(3) General items. 

What has happened in the Indian 
Railways ? The Indian Railways has 
become a hunting ground for monopolist^ 
and high power salesmen dictate the plan¬ 
ing and design of the Indian railways. In 
effect, the railways have lost. 

I would now suggest a Jfew ways in 
'which the revenue could be increased. 
The Railways have got vast unutilised 
real estates. These should be settled or 
disposed of. Use should be made of all 
possible space for hoarding in railway 
stationary, rolling stock and buildings. 
This will bring big revenue without much 
expenditure. 

I would suggest that revenue and 
utility oriented coach wagons and building 
designs should be immediately taken in 
band. We should look into the cubicle 
space utilised and the deadweight cum 
payload space utilised. The ratio is much 
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too low. The railway conch design has 
to meet all the rolling stock and the load 
and weight of the payload but the ratio 
is really verv alarming. Can you not ask 
the RDSO to find out whether the level 
of the coach floor could be reduced so 
that the cubicle content could be more 
utilsed by making it more multi-tier ? 
This is one suggestion I would like to 
make. 

Also, what about introduction of 
doubledecker trains in suburban trains ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEF (Kanpur) ; 
Like Jumbo Jet. 

SHRI JYOYTIRMOY BOSU : Shri 
S. M, Banerjee would like to fly in 
Jumbo Jet. What about taking to cheap 
air cooling and dust-proofing 7 1 am 

told that in Australia their National 
Laboratory has invented some sort of 
cheap air-cooling process. You are wasting 
rower at two points, one, with 

the axle rotation and the other with 
the ait pressure on the top of the roof. 
You have not done any research yet. 
This could be done and simultaneously 
the compartments will be dust-proof. 

What about organising extensive rail- 
cum- road transport and more extensive 
collection and delivery system to get 
back the lost high-rated traffic from the 
Roadways ? This should to done. I 
hope the hon. Minister will consider 
it. 

Also, they should re-examine the 
freight structure wherever possible, so that 
they may attract their old customers whom 
they have lost. 

Then, about wasteful expenditure, 1 
would only give some broad lines. Stop 
ruthlessly over-capitalisation. The Indian 
Railways are really a show-piece for that. 
Where an investment of a lakh of rupees 
could do the things, could deliver [the 
goods and could do the job, the railways 


will put Rs. 10 lakbs and expect the same 
amount of egg9 out of it. I would suggest 
that the hon. Minister may appoint a 
committee of persons .who understand 
capitalisation and investment, a high- 
powered comnpittee to go through the 
captalisation structure of the Indian 
Railways. If is terribly over-capitalised, 
and the railways cannot see the face of 
profit at this rate. 

Then, much more is spent in rolling- 
stock for giving visual comfort to 
passengers but no material comfort. We 
have been requesting the railways to give 
at least drinking water tanks in the bogies 
of third class passengers and to provide 
some cushion with canvas hoofing which 
will cost per sea not more than Rs. 4. For 
a man to travel one thousand miles on a 
wooden bench is really a torture. But 
the hon. Minister is not willing to provide 
even that. The railways have become a 
victim of those high-power monopoly 
salesman. 

Again, take the laminated plastics 
lining. It costs Rs. 6 per sq. ft, and it 
is used for decorating the walls of third 
class and first class compartments. 

Similarly, the railways have gone in 
for purchase of chequered aluminium 
plates at Rs. 7 per sq. feet for covering the 
floor. I used to be a first class passenger 
when I was a boy of 21 and was an Army 
officer. In those days, the compartments 
were much berter even with wooden floor 
below. But sow, the railways have gone 
in for linoleum. Why ? Since Mr Birla 
produces linoleum as a monopolist, there¬ 
fore, the railways must buy all his 
products for use in the Indian railways 

Again, what about re-scheduling of 
structural specifications ? The structural 
specifications of the railways were designed 
and drawn when bricks tised to cost one- 
tenth of the present price, and when steel 
sused to cost one-tenth of its present 
pried. The structural specifications of 
the arilways are far too conservative. The 
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hon. Minister may Kindly get this 

re-examined. 

Then, I would suggest that the railways 
should reduce their expenditure on 
maintenance particularly on buildings, 
and they should confine themselves for 
the time being, till they are out of the 
woods, to saving their assets from wear 
and tear from sun and rain. Shri Hanu- 
manthaiya’s room in the Rail Bhavan is 
perhaps distempered or plastic-emulsion, 
painted every three months. Let him 
wait for three years. Let him first bring 
the railway accounts.... 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : Agreed. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : How can 
he disagree here ? Let the railways 
reduce expenditure on maintenance, 
particularly on buildings. 

Further, let them stop further dieselisa- 
tion. Dieselisation is killing the Indian 
lailways. Their principal business is 
traction. For that principal business, 
they have deliberately walked into the 
tiaop of the Amarican diesel engine 
manufacturers and spares manufacturers 
and oil suppliers and increased the cost 
of rotation Every time the wheel moves, 
they cannot make prolit. So, let them 
stop dieselisation. Whatever they have 
done, let them stop at that; let them not 
go in for further dieselisation. Let them 
stick to their old steam an electric 
traction, because these will do them 
good. 

Let them reduce to minimum equip* 
ment and store holding. Let them take 
to the hand-to-mouth theory. Let them 
not block billions of rupees in stores 
and pay for storing them and for maintain¬ 
ing them Let them sell those out. 
Even if it means loss, let them dispose of 
it- Let them get their money back. Let 
them not block their capital in surplus 
stores everywhere. I have already dealt 
with the question of structural specifica¬ 
tions. 

Why is it that they are anxious to use 
so much steel when there is so much 


scarcity of steel ? Why should they not 
go in for RCC works ? Steel could be 
replaced by reinforced concrete. Let 
the railways replace steel fabrications 
wherever possible by RCC. 

The railways that are rejected here 
are bought ovet by some foreign countries. 
Why not re-condition them and use them 
here itself ? A shipper was asking me 
how to get some Indian rail rejects. 
There are ready buyers in far eastern and 
middle eastern countries. Can you not 
recondition your rails and sell them at 
Rs. 30() a tonne ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA We are 
reconditioning. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Then 
the catering Service needs to be re-exami¬ 
ned. Do not touch the employees. If 
the caterer charges the passenger the true 
value of the food, taking into account the 
traction cost, each dinners will cost Rs. 55 
You canot do that. You cannot make a 
man in the field pay for Shri Shamim’s 
dinner in the first class coach in Kalka 
Mail. Kindly look into this matter. You 
cannot do like this. 

Then liberalise safely margines as f£r 
as possible. Why not get the nationalised 
insurance companies to tackle the compen¬ 
sation claims? Let there be a dual con¬ 
trol so that every claim case is checked 
by two institutions. 

Now a few general points. You have 
not treated your workers fairly. They 
are very disgruntled and demoralised. Take 
them into confidence and bring them into 
the management. Offer economic boun¬ 
ties to the maintenance and repair workers. 
Make full effort to see that every expen¬ 
diture is utility—and/or revenue oriented. 

Shift outdated conservative engineers 
and designers from planning design. Make 
it compulsory for railway officials to travel 
in ordinary compartments so that they 
could see thing for themselves. 
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As for surplus steel scrap, the Govern, 
is now giving licence for mini steel plants. 
Railways should have one of these so 
that they can get the scrap and surplus 
steel disposed of. 

1 am aware that, although I have 
said all this, the balance sheet of the 
railways cannot show anything different 
from the general economic condition of 
the country. There your Scope is limited. 
You cannot do anything. 

Now, one or two small things. There 
is an age-old Muslim institution at 
Deoband. You used to giva it railway 
concession for its students. You have 
discontinued it. That it is not nice. 

As regards the Sealdah Division, the 
moment you take money in advance and 
give a monthly ticket—Shri Jaganath Rao 
seems to have forgotten his law since he 
went into the cabinet—you enter into 
a contractual agreement with Mr. X on 
the basis of the time-table that ‘l shall 
run 20 trains between Diamond Hurbour 
and Sealdah'. On that understanding, 
the passenger purchases a monthly ticket 
for Rs. 35 Then what do you do ? You 
take the money. Next morning, you say 
‘I cancel my train'. Why? Something 
has been stolen. That is not the lookout 
of the other contractual party. It is none 
of his business. So the Sealdah Division, 
specially the south section, requires 
very very special treatment. At the 
moment, the railway have come to a 
standstill. The railways are not function¬ 
ing. People will forget about the railways. 
The roadways will left the traffic out of 
the railways. Therefore, kindly depute 
a special team so that they can go into 
it and see that this Sealdah Division runs 
properly 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj) : 
Bihar Members while speaking had 
demanded the starting of a Service 
Commission in Bihar. Secondly, they 
asked for another DS in Sonepur (N.F.). 
The Minister may clarify these two point 
jp his reply. 


SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (Eluru); 
Also the demand made by Andhra members 
for diverting a particular passenger train 
to Waltair may be answered.

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : Shri 
Jyotirmoy, Bosu, must admit, has made 
very useful suggestions. Whatever the 
parly of the members, if useful suggestions 
emanate from them, I for one whole¬ 
heartedly welcome them, not only wel¬ 
come them but also welcome their co¬ 
operation and advice in the matter of 
evolving remedies for the deffciencies 
that may be found in the railways, In 
fact, we are at economising expenditure 
as also increasing revenues. He asked 
how the Budget was balanced. The Bud- 
get Speach contains the way in which we 
have tried to balance the Budget. In 
fact, I have said that the deficit of nearly 
Rs. 7 crores has been left uncovered as a 
challenge to the railway administration 
to wipe it out by economy measures and 
by increasing revenues. Therefore, I 
have personally involved everyone from 
top to bottom in the railway administer- 
ation to do his very best in the two ways 
suggested. 

About re-designing of coaches and 
wagons, I am not ashamed to own that 1 
am not an expert, but I will certainly call 
the .tead of the Research Department and 
examine these proposals. 

Regarding utilisation of real estates, 
we have already taken steps. 

He also referred to organisation of 
more extensive collection and delivery 
system. These three or four points cover 
the same topic, namely how far the railways 
will be able successfully to stem the on¬ 
slaught of road transport. Many of you 
know that the roadways are also national¬ 
ised. The railway is also a nationalised 
undertaking. It is, therefore, un¬ 
fortunate that thoughtlessly in many a line 
both the buses and lorries on the one 
hand and the passenger and goods trains 
on the other run in competition. A 
Committee had been appointed for this 
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purpose and they made a number of 
suggestions. The concerned Ministers 
in the States and the Railway Admini" 
stration officials and Ministers have to 
meet and come to some understanding so 
that this unhealthy competition may be 
eliminated and both of them can nin at 
a profit. 1 am not disclosing my mind, 
this is not a decision. Many peorle ask 
for new lines, but 1 do not think 1 will 
.:ccept any such proposition unless the 
S.ate Government undertakes not to com¬ 
pete with the railways in that line. In 
1’unjab, in one particular case, they gave 
ch an assuruncc, but they violated it 
vith impunity and they are asking for 
further lines. Therefore, the fuuctionaiies 
iischnrge of buses and loriios on the one 
ii.-nd and railway transputt on the other 
have to see what is the common good and 
c have to pursue those measures. 1 pro- 
losc to have meetings either in the States 
or at the Centre peiiodically for this 
purpose. 

So far as over-capitalisation is concer¬ 
ned, it happens to be a general complaint 
levelled against all our public undertak¬ 
ings. The other day S'nri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
Muoted Mr. Kruschcv who made a state¬ 
ment that there is so much over-capitali- 
s ition m this country on buildings and 
materials. In fact, that Statement was 
made by Mr. Khruschev when 1 was with 
him in Bangalore. When he went round 
t he public undertakings in Bangalore be 
made that remark. But some how the 
Government of India and the Slate 
Government are so huge organisations and 
no men has been able to make them go 
along a certain line. 

SHR1 ATAL B1HARI VAJPAYEE : 
Not even the Cnairman of the Adminis¬ 
trative Reforms Commission. 

SHRl HANUMANTHAIYA : Not even 
the Chairman of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission and much less a 
leader who happens to be one of our 
biggest leaders,.. ...(Interruptions) 

There are so many things and they 
function in a vicious circle. Many hon. 


Members say that the Government and 
the Ministers should not manage them 
and they should hand them over to be 
managed by corporations. It is these corpo* 
rations, as you will see, which are autono¬ 
mous that have incurred the liability of 
over-capitalisations by having posh clubs 
and swimming tools. They work in such 
a way that production is no consideration ; 
national good is no consideiation but 
only their convenience and j osh living. 
As Chairman of the ARC, 1 have seen the 
bungalows of so many chairmen and 
managing directois of public undertakings 
and I assure you that many of them arc 
better than the bungalows of Our Prime 
Minister or any one of us. The corpora¬ 
tion idea sponsored with good intention 
of making them autonomous has resulted 
in the byproduct of overcapitalisation. 
Salaries are going skyhigh irrespective 
of production and productivity. The worst 
example, as you yourself could scrutinise, 
is the Air India. It is a corporation where 
the pilot gets much more than the salary 
of the Air Marshall who manages the 
whole of it ; he does not get as much 
salary or emoluments as an ordinary 
captain. Corporations have been taken 
advantage of by the concerned 
people to bolster up their salaries and 
emoluments. This is a fact we have to 
deal with. When Shri Bosu compares the 
sulary of the members of the Board with 
some corporations, they do not get even 
half of the emoluments. Besides, their 
daily allowance is nowhere near that of 
an ordinary Pilot. Besides the big salary, 
the pilot gets Rs. 50 or 55 as daily allow- 
ance for one meal. The Railway Board 
member does not get even Rs. 20 for a 
whole day. When you compare the 
Railway Board with other corporations, 
you will find that the railway board 
members get loss Salary, less daily allow¬ 
ance though they are the biggest public 
undertaking in this country. 

So far as dieselisation is concerned, 
it is a controversial Subject. 
You will concede that 1 am not an 
American stooge ; no body is a stooge 
here. 1 shall disclose to you that 1 am 
not giving interviews 10 contractors of 
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this kind because 1 do not want to involve 
myself and my name by even seeing those 
reople. I leave it to the proper authorities. 
Therefore you may be assured that I am 
not a person in the pocket of any mono¬ 
polist or capitalist. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : What 
us dieselisation got to do with that ? . 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : He 
made a point about that. The appropriate 
authority and the Board will assess the 
profitability of any purchase or manufact- 
ture and decide solely on that issue. 

So far as dieselisation is concerned, 
you will yourself see, being a man of 
knowledge, that diesel engines are lar 
nore economical utimately than steam- 
angines.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Provided 
costing is done properly. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA ; There¬ 
fore, if you remove diesel engines straight¬ 
way, you will cut down the speed of the 
trains, and cut down what is called the 
bulk tonnage carrying capacity. 

The IOth point my hon. friend made 
was, reduction in structural specification 
and safety margin wherever possible. I 
■vill investigate and look into that point. 
Then, drastic reduction in stores and 
materia! holdings. That is a good point. In 
fact, three days ago, I saw the report of 
the Wanchoo Committee on the subject, 
and they have male a specific Proposals 
regarding stores and the deligations of 
powers. I am in the process of imple¬ 
menting those recommendations. ... (In¬ 
terruptions) 

The oaly point that remains in this. 
There was a suggestion mad: that the 
trains should be double-decker*. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : For 
suburban lines. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Even 
for suburban lines, we Kave to reconstri ct 
all the bridges. Therefore, it is not such 
a simple nutter that we can straightaway 
do that. I do not know how many 
bridges have to be reconstructed for that 
purpose. In any case, that is not a work¬ 
able proposition. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The track 
occupation problem will be solved. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Order, order. Let 
him finish. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA: My hon. 
friend Shri D.N. Tiwary had made two poi¬ 
nts; one is regarding the Public Service 
Commission, and the other about the loca¬ 
tion of D.S. Office at Sonepur. I want to 
think aloud with you. The distribution of 
government offices and concerns should be 
on an equitable basis. No State should 
feel aggrieved that it has been deprived of 
these facilities. The British imperialism 
that shaped things for us in the previous 
century had only three cities in mind: 
Madras. Bombay and Calcutta. Today, 
Calcutta has the headquarters of two 
zones ; Bombay has got headqurters of two 
zones. Likewise, the Public Service 
Commissions have been located in these 
three cities. 1 for one see a Justification 
for redistribution of these offices. But on 
this, I cannot straightaway announce what 
can be done or what should be done. It 
is here that I want the co-operation of ail 
of you so that if I try to remove the zonal 
headquarters from one State, they should 
not kick up a row. It must be more or 
less based upon considerations of justice 
and equality of treatment that zonal head¬ 
quarters should be properly distributed. 

About the Public Service Commissions, J 
1 have an idea. Why should the Public Ser- ‘ 
vice Commissions be located in one or two j 
States alone, thus depriving other States , 
of the opportunities and giving cause for 
complaints? 1 want to make them wprk 
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on a rotation basis. The Public Service 
Commission is only a small body - one 
Chairman, one Secretary and a few clerks 
and at least I will rather see that it goes 
by rotation to each State, instead of 
allowing this kind of overcentrali'sation 
in one or two or three States. But this 
is a matter of policy and 1 have to obtain 
almost a unanimous approval, as well as 
that of the Cabinet.

The Bill, as you will see, is a non-contro- 
versial piece of legislation and I trust it 
would be supported by all sections of the 
House.

Parliament Act, which came into force 
with effect from 1953, had fixed the salary 
of the Deputy Chairman and the Deputy- 
Speaker at Rs. 2,000 per mensem. Because 
of the position that they have to occupy 
and considering their nature of work they 
were given the status equivalent to that 
of a Minister of State. The necessary 
amendment had to be made in their 
salaries also. For one reason or another, 
the Bill could not be brought forward 
earlier. By this Bill the salary of these 
two officers of the Parliament is sought to 
the made equal to that of a Minister of 
State. 

The Deputy Chairman and the Deputy 
Speaker have to meet many Official obli¬ 
gations. So, it is also proposed to grant 
them a sumptuary allowance of Rs. 250 per 
mensem. 

Since this Bill ilates to officers ol 
Parliament who preside over the two 
Houses of Parliament, it won Id be better 
if the Bill is adopted without any dis¬ 
cussion.

SHR1 KRISHNA IIALDER (Ausgram): 
Mr. Chairman, 1 oppose the Bill. At 
the outset I wish to say that we have 
nothing to say against the Deputy chair¬ 
man of the Rajya Sabha; rather 1 have 
got high regard for them. But, at the 
same time, 1 wish to point out that our 
objection is based on principle. 

When the agricultural workers in the 
countryside, when the workers in the indu¬ 
strial sscior, when the employees of the 
Government are demanding more wages 
to maintain their livelihood, to neutralise 
the increasing cost in prices, the same 
Central Government, the same Congress 
Government is rejecting their demands and 
is telling that the country is facing finan¬ 
cial crisis and the employees should not ask 
for more wages. The Government is refu¬ 
sing to lake stern measures to control the 
increase in prices. When the employees 
demand more DA and wages, the Gosern. 
menl never hesitate to send the police, 
CRP and the military to crush the move¬ 
ments of the employees. At the same 
time it wants to raise the salary of the 
Deputy Speaker and the Deputy Chairman 
from Rs. 2,000 to Rs.2,25<Hn order to give 
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them the status of a Minister of state. 
The Government is very much bothered 
about the dignity, decency and status of 
higher officials, but it is not bothered 
about the poverty-stricken employees, 
workers and other toiling peorle. 

Not only that it is morally indefensi¬ 
ble but it is also criminal to increase sala¬ 
ries or high ranking people who have got 
their hands on the lever of power, when 
so many of our countrymen are dying in 
poverty wnd hunger. One should also 
think of the refugees who are coming from 
Bangla Desh—who have no shelter, no 
food no security about the future, aUd 
many of whom are going to die of cho¬ 
lera. 

SHRI PI LOO MODY (Godhra): They 
are all in the Deputy-Speaker's area also. 

SHRI KRISHNA HALDER: An agri¬ 
cultural labourer in the countryside is get¬ 
ting an average wage of 40 paise per day. 

1 am not giving »hesc figures; the Nat¬ 
ional Sample Survey gives this shock¬ 
ing news. 28 lakhs of the Central Gov- 
erment employees, including employees 
of Parliment House, arc getting less than 
Rs.100 evey month us thcr basic pay. In 
this connection, 1 would like to request 
the hon. Minister to enhance the pay or 
the employees or Parliament House. 

When the Central Government emplo¬ 
yees are demanding more D.A. pointing 
out the high increase in the rvice index 
which has crossed 225 points, the Govern¬ 
ment is telling that the price index has not 
crossed 225 points, and that only the Gove¬ 
rnment can consider their demands. 1 he 
Governmjnt is talking of accuracy when 
the low salaried employees are concerned. 
It is refusing to give them the due which 
it has to give. It is not bothered about 
that. But it is bothered about the dignity 
and status of Deputy-Speaker and Deputy 
Chairman. 

The Government is talking about the 
notorious wage freeze when the workers, 
empldyeos» we concerned. But it is will¬ 


ing to give more salaries and allowance to 
the high-ranking officials. 

The hon. Minister, Shri Raj Bahadur, 
is acting like Raja Bahadurs of Middle 
ages when Raja Bahadurs obliged their 
Ranis or queens by handsome gifts.

(Shri Sezhiyan in the chair ) 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
My hon. friend Bhri K.M. Madhukar, the 
speaker from my group, has already 
opposed the Bill. 1 am opposing this 
Bill on principle. 1 have nor quarrel with 
Shri Bade when he says that the status of 
the Deputy-Speaker and Deputy Chairman 
should he inised so that the stature of 
Pailiamcnt is raised. I would only request 
Shri Raj Bahadur to refer this entire ques¬ 
tion to the Pay Commission. After all, 
the Pay Commission is a very high- 
powered commission. It is only when the 
cost of living index goes beyond 228 that 
their salaries could he raised. 


I want that these two aspects should 
he borne in mind. Firstly; nothing 
should he done unless the figure touched 
228. When it reaches 228, the Central 
Government employees will get their dear¬ 
ness allowance and the DeputySpeaker 
and Deputy Chairman will get their 
salaries too. 1 would like this question 
to be referred to the Pay Commission, 
for another reason also. Other wise, there 
will be a feeling in the country that each 
Member is anxious to pass legislation 
for the betterment of his salary and the 
salary of the Deputy-Speaker and others. 
When the Pay Commission is sitting, 1 
would submit that nothing should be 
done unilaterally. First, this matter 
should be referred to the Pay Commi¬ 
ssion. After all, the Pay Commission is 
going to submit its report, we are told, in 
1972. Heavens are not going to fall if 
this Bill is not passed today. We shall 
give more status without salary to the 
Members and to the Deputy-Speaker and 
Deputy Chairman till then. But the 
matter should be referred to the Pay 
Commission. 

SHRI A, P. SHARMA (Buxar) : 1 rise 
to support this Bill. I entirely disagree 
with the previous speaker who said that 
this question should be dealt with in the 
particular manner he has suggested 

SHRIS.M. BANERJEB : Pay Commi- 
•sion. 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Definitely 
not. 

Because this is a matter for the House 
to decide. 1 am glad the Bill has come and 
1 supiort it. 

At the same time, 1 agree with the 
other suggestion made by some hon. mem¬ 
bers, Shri Bade and many others, that the 
question of the employees of Parliament 
should also have been considered As far 
as-1 know, the pay and allowances of the 
employees of the Parliament aie not 
governed by the recommendations of the 
Pay Commission, neither the First nor the 
Second, although in matters of DA they 
are paid at per with other Central Govern¬ 
ment employees. Their service conditions 
are also different. Therefore, 1 would 
have been very happy if the hon. Ministei 
of Parliamentary Affairs had also hrough 1 
a similar Bill revising the ray scales of the 
employees of the Parliament Secretarial. I 
suggest that along with this Bill, if it is 
possible, this should be considered.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS, AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) No, 
Sir. 

(b) Government have to such infor¬ 
mation. 

(c) The utmost vigilance is maintained 
by all concerned agencies of Government. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : May I know 
precisely the specific measures taken to curb 
spying activities of Pakistanis on the 
border of Rann of Kutch ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
utmost vigilance is maintained by the 
Central Government agencies as well as the 
State Government agencies on the border 
of Kutch as well as on other borders of our 
country. At our instance recently the 
Finance Ministry has issued instructions to 
the customs authorities to hand over to civil 
police smugglers who have been arrested 
in the border areas. Then, the various legal 
provisions are also invoked from time to 
time so that undesirable elements are not 
allowed to harm the interests of the country. 
As a matter of fact, this is mostly the con¬ 
cern of the State Governments, who have 
the primary responsibility in this respect, 
but all assistance is given and consultations 
do take place between the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the State Governments. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : These Pakis¬ 
tani spy rings are not only active in the 
Rann of Kutch but all over India ; it is a 


regular feature now. Therefore, may I know 
as to what will be the yearly financial assis¬ 
tance given to the States to tackle this 
problem which is assuming alarming pro¬ 
portions now ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : What- 
ever assistance is necessary to strengthen the 
police force in the States is given from time 
to time. We supply them with wireless 
sets, mobile vehiclas and other things. If 
any special request comes from the State 
Governments, it is always met. 

DR. RANEN SEN : In view of the 
events taking place on the eastern border of 
India and the turmoil that is going on in 
Bangla Desh, has the Government thought 
over the question of strengthening anti¬ 
espionage measures in the Rann of Kutch 
and other western frontiers of India ? He 
has said that State Governments and Centra! 
Government agencies are responsible. Have 
the Government of India checked up those 
measures taken in the Rann of Kutch and 
other areas of the western border 7 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : Hie 
Central Government always checks up all 
the measures that the State Governments 
take as well as whatever the Central agencies, 
do. We are in constant touch with them. 
A sort of cooperation exists between the 
State Governments and the Central Govern¬ 
ment and all measures that are decided an 
vigorously enforced. 

DR. RANEN SEN : In view of the 
conditions in Bangla Desh. on the eastern 
border have any special measures been 
taken ? 

MR. SPEAKER : He has replied to 
that.

*516. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN :

(a) whether many tea plantation owners 
MO neglecting the replantation of their 
gardens ; and 

(b) If so, the steps taken to ensure 
titnely replantation in future ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : (a) and (b). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

The rate of replanting of tea has been 
much less than the desired level of two per 
cent per annum. In order to induce tea estates 
to undertake replanting by replacing old 
tea bushes by high yielding and better quality 
bushes, a Replanting Subsidy Scheme is being 
operated by the Tea Board. In addition, 
the Tea Board is operating a Plantation 
Finance Scheme under which Tea Estates 
can take loans for replanting, replacement 
and extension of tea areas. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : I 
would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether they have taken any step for having 
an all-India scheme for replantations of tea 
all over the country. As you know, the 
produce of tea plantations constitutes more 
than 50 per cent of our foreign exports in 
plantation produces and the foreign planters, 
particularly, the British planters arc not 
doing replantation fearing a possible natina- 
lisation in future. So, in the interest of 
our exports, I would like to know from the 
Government whether they have any plan, 
any scheme, to have an all-India programme 
for replantation of tea. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I agree with 
the hon. Member that tea industry is a very 
vital sector in our export trade. At present, 
the Government have three definite schemes 
for replantations. The Tea Plantation 
Finance Scheme provides for Rs. 7400 per 
hectare in the plains and Rs. 9900 per hec¬ 
tare in the hills for replantation. It is given 
as a loan. Apart from this, under the Tea 
Replanting Subsidy Scheme, Rs. 3500 are 
given for replantation in the plains and 
Rs. 4500 for replantation in the hills. Over 


and above this, we are giving help in (he 
matter of tea machinery and equipm.nt 
under hire-purchase scheme. As far as 
foreign companies and others are concerned, 
and the present target is that we must have 
replantation at least to the extent of 2 per 
cent every year, I do agree that foreign 
companies as well as Indian companies are 
falling short of our expectations in the 
matter of replantations. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : A 
small country like Ceylon is ahead of us in 
the export of tea. They have a compre¬ 
hensive scheme of replantation. I would like 
to know whether the Government will make 
replantation compulsory in our country. 
The foreign planters are deliberately trying 
not to replant in the name of lack: of 
finances. So, I want to know whether the 
Government will enforce replantation, and 
if that programme is resisted will nationalise 
foreign plantations and see that the interest 
of the country is secured. 

SHRI A. C, GEORGE : I believe, ( 
have explained in detail. We have a 
comprehensive scheme to encourage replan¬ 
tation by giving loans, subsidy and other 
help. As far as the suggestion of nationa¬ 
lisation is concerned, at present, we do not 
have any programme in mind. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE : In view 
of the fact that tea industry which earns 
substantial foreign exchange is now facing 
crisis due to uneconomic working results, 
will the Government come to the aid of this 
tea industry by reducing the excise duty on 
tea ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : The 
tea industry is not facing crisis at the 
moment. As a matter of fact, last year was 
a good year and this year is also going to 
be good year. There is no proposal to 
reduce excise duty or to give any tax relief 
to the tea industry. It is picking up 
market. Last year’s performance of tea 
exports has been really quite good. 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. George, you 
have asked one question already. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE : One more 
question, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER : No, please. I am 
sorry. 
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coming from Eastern India like good-flavoured 
tea. Some people from Southern India go 
for Ceylon tea. Good quality tea is available 
but we make our endeavour to export 
good quality tea to earn the hard cur¬ 
rency. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Is it not a 
fact that whatever scheme we have formu¬ 
lated, the tea plantation owners have taken 
the money from the Government and not 
utilised it for development ? 

MR. SPEAKER : I was allowing mem¬ 
bers from the tea-growing areas. Bnt I 
thought you might add something new. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Madhya Pra¬ 
desh also grows tea. Sir. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Our infor¬ 
mation is that whatever money has been 
taken, has been well utilised. 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA: 
Apart from the replantation by the indi¬ 
vidual, there is a vast area under forests and 
there is a place like Arakkur Valley in 
Andhra Pradesh... 

MR. SPEAKER : There is no, new 
plantation. It is about replantation. 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANIHAMMA: 
I am asking whether in view of the national 
importance of tea, the Department con¬ 
cerned will be asked to take up coffee and 
tea plantation. 


SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA : 
Whether the Government is aware that in 
my District of Cachar, tea is not replanted ? 
May I know whether the owners of the 
tea-gardens have taken up schemes to re¬ 
plant tea ?

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : It is a general 
question about Cachar District.

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : In 
view of the fact that good tea is not avail- 
ble for people in India and for people 
outside as tea is always given there as a 
mixture of so many teas—Indian tea, Chinese 
tea and Ceylon tea—may I know whether 
the Government intends to go forward with 
their scheme of packing tea in India and 
distributing it so that the replanted areas 
will find proper market in the world ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: It depends 
upon the taste. Some people like me

definitely receive our attention. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : If it was 
given, whether there is any check on the 
tea garden owners to see if they executed 
those schemes ? 


SHRI A. C. GEORGE : We have not 
received any complaints so far.

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Pension to Former Revolutionaries and 
Political Prisoners

*517. SHRI SAMAR GUHA : 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN 
KADANNAPPALLI : 

Will the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have agreed 
to make a reappraisal of their policy regard¬ 
ing honorarium in the form of pension to 
former revolutionaries and political prisoners 
who suffered long term imprisonment either 
as detenue or political convict ; 

(b) whether appeals were made to 
Government to extend same facilities and 
honorarium to other revolutionaries and 
political prisoners of the freedom struggle 
days who passed five years or more in 
British jails or detention camps as have been 
extended to the Andaman Prisoners ; and 

(c) if so, whether Government have 
arrived at any final decision on this 
matter ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT): (a) to (c). Government 
have formulated a scheme of pension for 
freedom fighters who were imprisoned in the 
Andamans or were deported to jails outside 
the country. Some representations have 
been received that the benefit of the scheme 
should be extended to other freedom fighters 
who had suffered long terms of imprison¬ 
ment in the mainland jails. These sugges¬ 
tions are under consideration. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Sir, the matter 
was raised last December in the course of a 
Call Attention Motion in this House. Al¬ 
most the whole House made an appeal to 
the Government. It is 2f decades almost 
and the Government has done practically 
nothing for those freedom fighters. They 
have dedicated their lives for the freedom 
of the country, on account of which you are 
there now. This is a matter of shame for 
the Government. Cannot they spend at 
least Rs. 1 crore for those persons 7 I 
want that the Prime Minister should 
reply. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Please ask a question, 
only. 


SHRI SAMAR GUrfA : The whole 
House was almost unanimous in its appeal. 
Mr. K. C. Pant said : We will consider also 
those who spent time in jails abroad, for 
instance, Portugal etc. ^ We will consider 
freedom fighters also, and other prisoners. 
That is what has come out. They have 
made commitment in the House. I want to 
know how long they will take to decide 
about the question of extension of the 
national honorarium to those who have 
spent their lives in jails, either as detenues 
or as prisoners in connection with freedom 
movement etc. 1 would like to know how 
long it will take them to come fo a final 
conclusion to say whether honorarium will 
be given to them or not. 

SHRI SREEKANTAN NAIR So 
that some of us may also get it... 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There can be no 
question of any lack of feeling on the part 
of the Government in regard to the debt 
that the country owns to the freedom 
fighters. But that debt cannot be made up 
in terms of honoraria and pensions. 
Primarily it is for the State Governments to 
pay pensions and this is left to the State 
Governments to provide for the freedom 
fighters. Most of the State Governments have 
got schemes of their own and they have taken 
various steps for the last 22 years, to which 
Mr. Guha referred to. These include 
lumpsum cash grants, land grants, monthly 
pensions, refund of fines imposed for parti¬ 
cipation in freedom movement, restoration 
of confiscated property, rehabilitation loans, 
educational concessions to their children, 
preference for employment in Government 
service, relaxation of age-limit, etc It is 
not correct to say that nothing has been 
done. 

Regarding extension of the scheme to 
those who are deported outside the country 
I have said in my reply itself that the 
scheme is extended now to those who were 
deported to jails outside the country. As 
to the extension of the scheme to other 
freedom fighters, 1 said, that is under con¬ 
sideration. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : On the 14th 
December Government mentioned that State 
Governments are giving pensions to the 
political prisoners. 

Thesfe freedom-fighters had sacrificed 
their afljMBsl bad spent a major portion of 
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their life la jail in the British days net only 
for the freedom of different States only but 
also for the freedom of the whole country. 
It is not a fact that in the States only nomi¬ 
nal pension of Rs. 25 or 30 or at most 
Rs. 50 is given to them ? If so, it is a 
matter of shame, I should say... 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA : In 
my State, they are given pensions of the 
order of Rs. 250 or Rs. 300 or even Rs. 400. 
So, it is wrong to say that the amount of 
pensions is very low. Further, we have 
given them lands also. So, my hon. friend 
cannot make a general statement in respect 
of all States that the pension amount is 
low.

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA ; There 
is no question of chaploosi here. It is a fact. 
(Interruption). 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
should know that that was not directed 
against him.

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA : It 
was a question of his stating wrong facts.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I am surprised 
to find that at least there is one living 
coward for the standing for this Govern¬ 
ment, the standing shame of two and a 
half... 

MR. SPEAKER That was what 1 
feared he might say. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I want to 
know from Government whether these revo¬ 
lutionaries and freedom-fighters had sacri¬ 
ficed their lives for the freedom of the 
States only or for national freedom, and if 
they have sacriGced their all for national 
freedom, then whether Government would 
n °t take up the responsibility of considering 
the whole matter from the national plan 
and draw up a national plan for giving 
national honoraria to the freedom-fighters ? 


May I also know whether it is a fact that 
some States have extended the age-limit up 
to 60, as for instance in West Bengal, for 
the freedom-fighters who have entered 
Government service, and if so, whether the 
Central Government are going to give this 
benefit to those who are employed under 
the Central Government by extending their 
service period up to 60 years because most 
of them had joined Government service very 
late ? 

MR. SPEAKER : There are so many 
*ifs* and ‘buts’. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: He has put a num¬ 
ber of questions. 

MR. SPEAKER : But he can give one 
reply. 

AN HON, MEMBER : He may reply 
to the last part of the question. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
seems to be lost in the question him¬ 
self. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The amount of 
pension given by the different States varies ; 
it is Rs. 20 to 50 in Gujarat... 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : Rs. 25 fcr 
those who have spent six months or more in 
jail ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It goes up to 
Rs. 75 in Jammu and Kashmir, and in 
Madhya Pranesh up to Rs. 100, and in 
Rajasthan, up to Rs. 250 and so on. It is 
different in the different States... 

SHRI ISHAQ SAMBHALI: What about 
UP ?. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : My hon. friend 
has raised the point with regard to the 
calling-attention-notice and has asked 
whether we took any notice of what was 
said in the House. We did take notice of 
it naturally, and in fact, we wrote to all the 
State Governments conveying to them the 
sentiments that were expressed in this 
House and specifically telling those States 
where the pensions were low that the 
amount was not enough and that it should 
be raised ; and we had pointed out to them 
that in some of the States the pension 
amounts were more and we had adviaftd 
those who were paying less to incmgag/jEfc# 
amount. That was what wghad in 
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February this year. We have also given 
more assistance to freedom-fighters and 
revolutionaries for self-employment and ex¬ 
tended the same facilities to the INA men 
who had joined the Azad Hind Fauj move¬ 
ment. 

So we have taken note of all these 
suggestions and have written to all the State 
Governments. The broad approach so far 
of the State Governments has been that 
those who are in need should be given these 
pensions. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : What about 
extension of service ? Some of them joined 
very late. Some States have extended the 
age to 60. What about those who have been 
employed in the Central Government-.. 

MR. SPEAKER : Please sit down. Do 
not do like this. I am sorry. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : You should 
also pull up this Government. 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPALLI : The Kerala Government have 
sanctioned a pension of Rs. 50 per mensem 
to freedom fighters. The total annual 
recurring expenditure would come to Rs. 17 
lakhs. The Kerala Government have sought 
50 per cent financial assistance from the 
Government of India. 

May I know whether the Government 
has received any request from the State 
Government for assistance and whether any 
action has been taken on that request 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I could not hem 
the question. The Kerala Government 
have decided to grant Rs. 50 per mensem. 
All the details are being settled. 
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MR. SPEAKER : I am asking the 
Reporters not to record it. I am repeating 
this every day. Why are you not caring 
for it ? 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY : In 
view of the fact that all the States in the 
Indian Union are not in a position to in¬ 
troduce such a scheme. Will the Government 
take over such schemes and offer incentives 
to the State so that such schemes are adopt¬ 
ed all over the country ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I think there is 
no State in the country which is so poor as 
not to afford this little money to the revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON - The tribes 
have never been found lagging behind in the 
national movement. I would like to parti¬ 
cularly draw the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment to the cases of Thana Bhagats of Bihar 
who participated in the non-co-operation 
movement, as a result of which all the lands 
have been confiscated and auctioned. The 
Government have given a number of 
assurances at different times, but nothing 
has been done so far. I would like to know 
from the Government categorically as to 
what steps they have taken or are going to 
take to restore the lands in those areas. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : We respect the 
contribution of Thana Bhagat mid the others 
in the freedom movement. It would be 
invidious to single out any group or person 
because the whole country participated in 
that movement. As to what is being specifi¬ 
cally done about their land, I require notice. 
I shall have to find out from the State 
Government. 

PROF. MADHU DANDEVATE : Is it 
true that though the army men who joined 
the Indian National Army founded by 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose were essentially 
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revolutionaries and freedom fighters, they 
are decried the facilities of pension, while the 
army men who remained loyal to the British 
Army were given these facilities, and If so, 
does the Government propose to move hi 
the matter and give facilities of pension 
to hie ex-INA men ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Ex-!NA personnel 
have also been treated as political sufferers 
for the purpose of giving financial assis¬ 
tance. 

Deterioration hi Quality of I. A. S/ 

1. F. S. Entrants 

*518. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN 

MISHRA : Will the PRIME MINISTER 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the quality of entrants to 
the Indian Administrative Service/Indian 
Foreign Service has been deteriorating for 
the last fifteen years ; and 

(b) if so the steps Government propose 
to take to rectify the situation ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
INf THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) and 
(b). Recruitment to the Indian Administra¬ 
tive Service and the Indian Foreign Service 
is made on the basis of a competitive exa¬ 
mination conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission every year. The Union 
Public Service Commission has set norms 
for the selection to these services keeping in 
view the teqairefnents of the positions of 
responsibility, the members of these services 
are required to occupy. 

A study made by the Government some¬ 
time back revealed a gradual fail m the 
proportion of first class graduates appearing 
at the Combined Competitive Examination, 
on the basis of the reiuta of Which recfuit- 
mcat is made, tour-alia, to the Indian 
Administrative Service and the Indian 
Foreign Service. The reasons for this fall 
as also Its effect on the quality of entrants 
we being Studied in depth. The action to 
rectify the situation will be decided on the 
basis of results of this study. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA:

cm their performance, and I assudle that 
they do, then, what is their assessment 
about the ability and integrity or the 
personnel of the IAS ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : As a 
whole, the performance of the Indian 
Administrative Service has been very 
satisfactory. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The hon. Minister was pleased to say that 
there has been a fail in the number of first 
class graduates appearing for IAS. What 
exactly are the reasons for this ? Are the 
reasons, firstly, that they are attracted to 
some other branches, and secondly, that 
there is less sense of security in the IAS ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : As I 
said, the whole thing is being studied in 
depth as to why first class graduates do not 
appear in the IAS examination and do not 
get selected in enough numbers. There 
could be various broad reasons for this. 
There are a lot of other competing attrac¬ 
tions in business and industry where they 
might like to go. It is not possible to 
generalies about first class graduates because 
standards vary from university to university 
and it can sometimes well be that a second 
class graduate from one univerisity is as good 
as, if not better than, a first class graduate 
in another university. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : In view of the 
fact that the Administrative Reforms 
Commission has recommended that the 
maximum age limit of recruitment for the 
IAS should be increased to 26 years, may I 
know whether the Government has accepted 
that recommendation and if so what action 
has been taken to implement it ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : This 
recommendation of the Administrative Re¬ 
forms Commission is under the consideration 
of Government. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The hon. 
Minister states that this matter is being 
investigated in depth. Is it oot a fact that 
they start on a very low salary and because 
of that the competent people are more 
attracted by the private sector than the I AS 
and IPS ? In that case would the Govern* 
ment increase their salaries and make them 
more lucrative as there is a braindrain jq 
favour of the private sc 9 tor, 
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SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
present scales of pay may be one reason 
why enough competent persons are not 
attracted. That is why this question has 
been referred to the Third Pay Commission ; 
this is the first time that their scales had 
been referred to any pay commission. I 
think the commission is going into the 
matter in a comprehensive way considering 
the responsibilities of the job, our capacity 
to pay, etc.

When I became 
a graduate 1 myself wanted to appear for 
the IAS and I was told that because I was 
married I was not eligible. The restriction 
should be removed. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : It is 
very fortuitous that the hon. Lady Member 
did not get selected in IAS. What is possible 
loss to IAS is a positive gain to this 
House. 

SHRIMATl LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA: 
It is unjust that married woman is not 
eligible while married man is eligible-.. 
(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER : Order please. He does 
not say anything bad. He just said some¬ 
thing good about you. (interruption).

The exports of cotton textile during the 
l^ir months period January—April, 1971 
are approximately Rs. 6.60 crores less than 
title exports during the corresponding period 
% 1970. 

inadequate availability and high prions 
of domestic cotton coupled with high cost 
of conversion due to indequate modernisa¬ 
tion in the Textile Industry have adversely 
affected the competitiveness of Indian cotton 
textiles ip the foreign markets. 

The steps taken to increase export 
include : 

(i) stringent regulation of stocks, credit 
control and other trading facilities 
to arrest rise in prices of cotton. 

(ii) Arranging import of large quantity 
of foreign cotton. 

(iii) Allotment of foreign cotton to ex¬ 
porting mills. 

(iv) Encouraging modernization of ex¬ 
porting mills by arranging soft 
loans for them and allowing them 
to import machinery. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA : In view of the 
tact that the British Government have 
levied 15 per cent import duty on cotton 
textiles and this has adversely affected our 
trade, may I know what action Government 
is going to take to counter this and get 
the decision of the British Government 
revised ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I have already 
answered this question at a considerable 
length In the form of a calling attention. 
I have explained the position of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and how it will affect our 
exports. 

MR. SPEAKER : This question was 
admitted earlier than the calling attention. 
I think this has been sufficiently discussed.

25th 
March, 1970, so as to be in keeping with 
the proportion of these communities in the 
total population of ti e country - according to 
the 1961 Census, vide Ministry of Home 
Affairs Resolution No. 27/25/68-Ests. (SCT) 
dated, the 25th March, 1970. A copy of 
the Resolution is laid on the Table of the 
House. [Placed in Library. See No. LT- 
429/71]. The figures of population of 
Scheduled 'Castes and Scheduled Tribes on 


the basis of the 1971 Census are not yet 
available, and therefore the question of any 
further revision in the pereentgge of reser¬ 
vation does not arise at this stage.

The 
State Planning Departments in their turn 
deal with the Planning Commission in 
matters relating to the Five Year and 
Annual Plans. 

The State Governments have Planning 
organisations to suit their own requirement. 
Generally speaking, there is a separate Plan¬ 
ning Department in each of the States ; in 
some States, the Planning organisation forms 
part of a Department dealing with Finance, 
Genial Administration, etc. The arrange¬ 
ment in the other Departments and subordi¬ 
nate bodies do also differ from State to 
State. These do not function independently 
either of the State Governments or of the 
Departments of which they form parts. The 
Planning Commission deals with the State 
Departments dealing with planning. 

Harijan’s Houses Burnt in Mysore 
District 

2252. SHRI S. M. SIDDAYYA : Will 
the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state :

According to 
the information received from the State 


Government, in an accidental fire In village 
Hanchi Pura in Nanjangud Taluk of district 
Mysore, on 23rd March, 1971, 99 thatched 
and country-tailed houses of members of 
Scheduled Castes were burnt. 103 families 
suffered loss amounting -Rs. 62,553. Rs. 20 
each were given to each family as an 
immediate grant. In addition, a sum of 
Rs. 25 has been sanctioned to each family 
by the Taluk Board, Nanjangud. The State 
Government have sanctioned a further sum 
of Rs. 25,905 to provide relief to the 
sufferers. Temporary shelter and food were 
also provided out of locally made donations. 
The State Government have selected a 
suitable site to rehabilitate the villagers. 

(c) The Superintendent of Police and 
the Assistant Commissioner, Nanjangud, 
have inquired into the matter and have 
come to the conclusion that there was no 
foul-play and that the fire was accidental. 


Destruction of Statue of Dr. B. R. 

Ambedkar in Humnabad (Mysore)

vehicle and the satellite are being 
finalised. 

Underground Nuclear Tests by U.S.S.R. 
and U.S.A.

U.S.S.R carried out four underground nu¬ 
clear explosions during the period from 
January 1, 1971 to June 7, 1971. There 
have been no reports of any underground 
nuclear blast carried out by U.S.A during 
this period. 

(b) Of the four Russian underground 
explosions, three occurred at the Semipalati- 
nisk test site on 22nd March, 25th April 
and 6th June respectively. The fourth one 
was carried out in the Ural mountains on 
23rd March, 1971. Each of these four ex¬ 
plosions was equivalent to about 80 kilotons 
of TNT. This information is based on the 
analysis of data gathered from the seismic 
detection array at Gauribidnur in Mysore 
State. 

(c) to (e). The Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion is studying situations under which 
peaceful nuclear explosions carried out 
underground can be of economic benefit 
to India without causing environmental 
hazards.

The difference in the level of develop¬ 
ment between various States and between 
different districts within a State, depends 
upon a variety of complex factors e.g. 
physico-geographical, socio-economic, etc. 
The measures to accelerate the pace of 
development in Bihar in the Fourth Plan 
so as to raise the per capita income in the 
State are 

(i) Allocation of Higher Central 
assistance for the State Plan. 

(ii) Sizable investment in Central 
Industrial Projects. 

(iii) Central subsidy amounting to 
one-tenth of the fixed capital 
investment of new units having 
a total fixed capital investment 
upto Rs. 50 lakhs, in two 
selected industrially backward 
districts. 

(iv) Concessional finance by financial 
institutions in industrially back¬ 
ward districts including Palamau 
implementation of special pro¬ 
grammes for small farmers, sub¬ 
marginal farmers and agricultural 
laboure s, dry farming, etc. and 
the rural works programme 
which are to be financed by the 
Central Government. The State 
Government has also been 
advised to pay special Attention 
to the accelerated development of 
backward regions through the 
adoption of Area Planning 
Approach, the creation of infra- 
stuctural facilities, the develop¬ 
ment of natural resources, poten¬ 
tial, etc. The extent of increase 
In the per capita income of the 
State, however, will depend upon 
a large number of other factors 
e.g . investment in the private 
sector, availability of resources 
from the financial institutions, 
etc.

Action against Correspondent of Columbia 
Broadcasting Corporation 

2275. SHRI M. M. JOSEPH : Will 
the Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state 
whether any action was taken by Govern¬ 
ment against the correspondent of the 
Columbia Broadcasting Corporation who 
was quoted by the Pakistani Radio for the 
supply of mischievous news ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM BIR 
SINHA) : Enquiries made by Government 
reveal that no such message was filed by 
the Columbia Broadcasting System's accre¬ 
dited Correspondent at New Delhi. Hence 
there has been no occasion for taking any 
action against that correspondent. Accord¬ 
ing to available information. Sheikh Mujibur 
Rehman and his party had not planned a 
military campaign. The news items seems 
to be a part of Pakistan’s policy of making 
baseless accusations. 


Exemption of Age Limit for Government 
Service for Candidates Registered 
with Employment Exchanges 

2276. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Will the PRIME MINISTER be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government are ready to 
give exemption from age bar to all those 
who had got themselves registered in the 
Employment Exchanges before they were 25, 
but could not obtain a job due to acute 
unemployment situation and thus crossed 
the age of 25 ; and 

(b) if not, the reasons therefor ? 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) 
and lb). The minimum and maximum -age 
limits for recruitment to different posts 
under Government as obtaining at present 
were fixed in 1939 after taking into account 
the recommendations made in this regard 
by the Public Services (Qualifications for 
Recruitment) Committee under the Chair* 
manship of Dr. A. Ramaswamy Mudaliar 
which had gone into this matter in great 
detail. The Administrative Reforms Com¬ 
mission, have, however, recommended rais¬ 
ing of age limits for the non-technical higher 
services to 26 years so that candidates who 
might have pursued higher studies in specia¬ 
lised fields or have received training abroad 
may be eligible to appear at the competitive 
examinations for such services. This 
recommendation is under examination. Simi¬ 
larly, a suggestion made by the Staff side in 
a recent meeting of the National Council 
of the Joint Consultative Machinery for 
raising the upper age limit for recruitment 
to Class III ministerial posts is also under 
examination. However, relaxation of the 
upper age limit of 23 wherever such an age 
is or may be prescribed in respect of those 
who had got themselves registered with the 
Employment Exchanges but could not obtain 
Employment before attaining that age, would 
not be feasible as such a course would 
amount to going beyond the prescribed age 
limit in such cases only and would amount 
to discrimination. 

Unemployment due to Closure of Cashew 
Processing Factories in Kerala 

2277. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
Pleased to state : 

(a) the number of employees th-own 
out of employment due to large closure of 
cahew processing factories in Kerala and 
the reasons for the closure ;

(b) Most of the factories close for some 
period every year. There was some delay 
in reopening of the factories, partly because 
there was some accumulation of kernel 
stocks and partly because processing was 
being done in unauthorised units. We 
have no information regarding shifting of 
factories to other States. 

(c) A Central team was deputed to 
Kerala to make an on the spot study. The 
report of the team is under consideration of 
the Government. 

Estimate of Production of Jute

(b) 'Only a small quantity of jute is 
allowed for export to the U-S.S.R. Exports 
of 43,974 bales have been authorised during 
the period July 1970 to May 1971. 

(c) No imports of jute or mesta have 
been authorised during 1970-71 season.

number of unemployed engineers in the 
country are not available. The number of 
engineers registered with the employment 
exchanges gives an indication of the extent 
of unemployment among them. On the 
31st December, 1970, there were 16,466 
engineering graduates and 47,350 engineering 
diploma-holders registered with the employ¬ 
ment exchanges. 

(b) No estimates of the number of 
engineers who got employment during the 
past two years, state-wise, have been made. 
However, from the data on the out-turn of 
engineers from engineering institutions and 
the registration of engineers with the employ¬ 
ment exchanges during the past few years, 
it can be broadly reduced that about 30,000 
engineers in 1969 and another 33,300 in 1970 
could not employment throughout the 
country. 

(c) Attention of the Honourable Mem¬ 
bers is invited to the statement laid on the 
Table of the House in reply to Starred 
Question No. 46 on 31st March, 1971, which 
describes the steps taken by Government to 
tackle the problem of unemployment amongst 
engineers.

General on “The Application of Computer 
Technology for Development”, as desired by 
the General Assembly in its Resolution . 
adopted at its twenty-third session. The 
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survey was conducted with the aim of ob¬ 
taining an idea of the number of computers 
in developing countries, and their use. The 
survey brought out that amongst the deve¬ 
loping countries, three had no computers 
and five had only one computer each, The 
computers installed in India in 1968 were 
111, (though the number in 1970 rose to 
126), followed by 33 in Chile and 14 each 
in the Republic of Korea, Trinidad and 
Tobago. The survey has brought out that 
the computers in developing countries are 
used for work relating to demography, census 
and Government Administration and accoun¬ 
ting. These applications are similar to those 
first made, when computers were introdueed 
in the public sector, in the industrially ad¬ 
vanced countries. The survey adds that 
computers are especially important in the 
essential role technology has to play in re¬ 
ducing disparities between the rich and the 
poor countries.

(i) recruitment from the open mar¬ 
ket through the Employment 
Exchanges and the Directorate 
General of Resettlement; 

(ii) promotion within the force ; 

(iii) obtainining serving police and 
army officers on deputation 
basis; and 


(iv) re-employment of retired army 
mid police officers when adequate 
personnel are not available from 

sources (i) to (iii) above. 

• 

(b) The information is being collected 
and will be laid on the Table of the Sabha. 

(c) Allegiance to the Constitution, disci¬ 
pline, integrity, obedience, loyalty, "sense 
of dedication to their duty mid the Nation, 
and being in a State of constant training 
training and preparedness are the guidelines 
of conduct for the Central Reserve Police 
Force. The role of the Force is mainly to 
go to the assistance of State Governments 
in the restoration and maintenance of law 
and order and for internal security. The 
Force can also be deployed for border secu¬ 
rity duties, guarding vital installations and 
protecting Central Government property.

(d) It was agreed that production in 
jute industry should be raised to an average 
monthly level of about 110,000 tonnes. No 
decision has been taken on the question of 
revision of minimum price of carpet backing. 

Purchase of Jute from Thailand

(b) to (d). The question of importing 
jute/mesta had been taken up in September, 
1970. The prices of fibre abroad had 
affirmed up by the time decision was taken 
to import. Since mills evinced no interest 
in imported jute at high prices and in view of 
reports that the quality of fibre available 
was very poor, no imports have been made. 
There was, however, no shortage of fibre in 
the country. 

The 1971-72 jute and mesta crop in the 
country is expected to be good and no 
shortage of fibre is anticipated in the next 
season. The imports of fibre will also be 
considered if such a 'measure is fonnJ 
essential. 

Export of Pepper under Manila Pact

Items falling in 
the Agricultural Sector (Chapters 1-24 of 
BTN). have been included on a selection 
basis. These will enjoy only a small reduc¬ 
tion in the Common External Tariff. 

(c) Yes. Sir. AH the non-traditional 
items of exports from India will be bene¬ 
fited in varying degrees. 

Murder of Sbri Hemantha Kumar Basu

Would it be advisable 
to appoint a Vigilance Commissiner of 
Minorities to look into the complaints 
of the minorities ?” 

(b) Article 350-B of the Constitution 
already provides for the Appointment of a 
Special Officer for the linquistic minorities 
and also lays down that it shaTl be the duty 
of the Soecial Officer to investigate all 
matters relating to the safeguards provided 
for the linguistic minorities in the Constitu¬ 
tion and report to the President mi those 
matters. Copies of such reports are also 
required to be laid before each House of 
Parliament. Government are also of the view 
that administration at different levels should 
promptly Inquire into complaints or 
grievance^ of the minorities and take all 
necessaW 'action uhder law to remove them 
and afford protection to the minorities. 
Such a concerted administrative effort will 
be more productive of results.

The exports of jute manufactures have been 
affected by the growth of synthetic substi¬ 
tutes as well as increased competition from 
Pakistan. Import substitution in other 
developing countries as well as quota restric¬ 
tions in developed countries have affected 
exports of cotton textiles. On the domestic 
front, in recent years there have been shor¬ 
tages of some critical inputs like steel 
which have undoubtedly hampered the 
growth of exports. Output of some com¬

above has been separately indicated to be 
the aid for development of the backward 
areas of Kerala.

Stray bullets 
from small arms and a few 25 pounder 
shells also fell inside Indian territory. B.S.F. 
effectively returned the fire and silenced the 
Pakistani firing. Two Indian nationals were 
killed in this incident.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC 
IMPORTANCE 

Erosion of Kerala Coastal Belt 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry) : Sir, I call the attention of the 
Minister of Irrigation and Power to the 
following matter of urgent public impor¬ 
tance and I request that he may make a 
statement thereon : 

“Reported sea erosion of Kerala 
coastal belt threatening disruption of 
trunk roads, canals, sea walls etc., and 
steps taken by the Central Government 
in that regard.” 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR, K. L. RAO) : Kerala 
has a coastline of about 560 kms. The 
coastal strip is densely populated. The 
National Highway and Inland Navigation 
system run parallel to the coastline with 
only a narrow belt of land separating them 
from the sea. 

Erosion is intensive in a length of about 
320 kms. This occurs mostly during the 
monsoon months starting from the end of 
May, when the sea is usually rough. In 
many places, the sea advances by 30-40 
meters and recedes by 25-30 meters leading 
to loss of land of about 5-10 meters 
annually. This results in damage and loss 
of dwellings and agricultural land. The 
inhabitants of the coastal belt who are 
mainly fishermen are the most affected. 

The Kerala Government has reported 
the following details collected, so far, of 
sea erosion and consequent damage this 
year. 

In Alleppey District there was a erosion 
at Valiazheekal, Alleppey, Punnapra and 
Purakkad during March. 70 dwelling houses 
were damaged. Between 17th and 25th 
April, sea erosion occured also near Mavila 
Kadapuram in Cannanore District, damag¬ 
ing a few houses. Construction of sea wall 
in this area has been taken up. In Kozikode 
District, there was sea erosion at Pudiappa 
in Elathur village and at Iringal during the 
first week of June. 


belt ( C.A.) 

Assessment of the extent of sea erosion 
and damage caused is still being made by 
the State Government. 

The Government are aware of the 
seriousness of the erosion problem on the 
Kerala coast, the loss and misery it causes 
to the inhabitants in the coastal belt, the 
threat is poses to the communications and 
also of the need for implementing works 
which will help in stabilising the shore land. 
Since 1955, the State Government of Kerala 
has been implementing anti-sea erosion 
measures consisting of sea walls, oroynes 
etc. Uptill now, Rs. 9.5 crores have been 
spent ond nearly 25% of the coastline re¬ 
quiring protection, mainly in the worst 
affected reaches, has been covered. Even 
these reaches however require careful watch 
and immediate repairs. 

The Government of India has consti¬ 
tuted to Beach Erosion Board consisting of 
experts. Necessary advice in planning and 
execution of the works as required by the 
State Government is given by this Board. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : I have 
gone through the statement made by the 
hon. Minister very carefully. It is a very 
good thing that we have a minister who 
sympathetically approaches the problem, 
who knows the problem of sea erosion and 
who always, not only now in making this 
statement, tried to understand the problem 
sympathetically and find a solution to a 
problem of this magnitude. 

I would like to quote here from the, 
statement made by the hon. Minister some¬ 
time back. I quote : 

“the coast line of India extends for 
a length of about 5700 kms. and the 
erosion occurs in batches in several 
* States, but it is quite serious in the 550 
kms. stretch of cost line in Kerala. Sea 
erosion causes permanent loss of valu¬ 
able land in the densely populated State 
of Kerala.” 

This was the statement made by the 
hon. Minister, Dr. K. L. Rao. He had also 
made an assessment that in order to solve 
the problem of sea erosion, Rs. 45 crores 
should be spent and out of this sum of 
Rs. 45 crores, Rs. 40 crores should be spent 
for building walls, groynes, etc. on the 
Kerala coast atone. 

Why 1 say this is because in the state¬ 
ment the problem is posed but at the end 
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[Shri C. X. Chandrappan] 

of the statement, when it comes to the 
operative part, I am so disappointed with 
it. At the end of the statement, he 
says : 

‘The Government of India has 
constituted a Beach Erosion Board con¬ 
sisting of experts. Necessary advice in 
planning and execution of the works as 
required by the State Government is 
given by this Board." 

They will give advice, examine the plans 
and will go through the plans also. But 
what we want is something different. 

The statement again says that the 
Kerala Government has sent a report saying, 
70 huts have been affected and that in 
some parts of the coast the sea erosion is 
serious. 

I would like to invite the hon. Minister’s 
attention to the recent newspaper reports 
that the sea wall of a length of 7 miles, 
Elamkunnapuzha has been broken and dis¬ 
rupted by sea erosion. When we are dis¬ 
cussing this, you should know that the sea 
waves of the height of 20-30 ft. are dashing 
against the sea coast and the roads, the 
railway lines and the canals are under 
the threat of disruption. Under these 
conditions, what we require is something 
different. 

The present plan as framed by the 
Central Government is like this that it is 
linked up with flood control measures. Flood 
is a problem affecting all over the country. 
But sea erosion is a unique problem affect¬ 
ing Kerala. In this statement also, the 
hon. Minister admits that, annually, we are 
losing 5-10 metres of land. I want to say 
one thing. When our boundaries are 
threatened by foreign forces, if China attacks 
or if Pakistan attacks, we send army and air 
force to protect and save the boundaries of 
our country and spend crores of, rupees. To 
Ladakh, we are sending army. Every year, 
the coast of Kerala is being eaten away. 
You may get a report, after' some years, 
that beautiful Kerala has been eaten away 
by the sea. We want only Rs, 40 crores 
to fight this aggression of the Arabian 
Sea. 

What we want is only Rs. 40 crores as 
suggested by the hon. Minister, Dr. K. L. 
Rao and hundred per cent of that money 
should be spent by the Centre, making a 


special national scheme to fight sea erosion. 
If such a scheme Is there, then it should not 
be linked up, as it is now, with flood con¬ 
trol scheme. I ask the hon. Minister 
whether the Government is thinking in 
terms of taking a policy decision of delink¬ 
ing the problem of sea erosion from that of 
flood control, as it is now. 

Again, if you go to Kerala, you can see 
that almost the entire cost fine is affected. 
Out of 560 kms., 320 kms. of the coast fine 
needs protection. 

Only 70 or 77 kilometres are protected. 
I have seen the plight in my constituency. 
There is a place called Azhikkal where we 
want to build a port and there an old 
woman, Fatima Bibi, came to me with tears 
in her eyes and her child in her hands. She 
said that in her life time she had been 
changing constantly her dwelling. Five 
times she had changed her place. I have 
seen the last place where she had built up a 
hut. That place also was being eroded and 
I am sure now that Fatima Bibi should be 
changing to the sixth place. I would like 
to ask the Government a pertinent ques¬ 
tion. 

MR. SPEAKER : May I request the 
hon. Member to formulate a little bit of 
question also ? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Whether the Government is allotting Rs. 4.5 
million for fighting sea erosion considerirg 
the grave situation there ? I would like to 
know from the Government whether they 
are going to allot a little more than this 
Rs. 45 lakhs which they have gracefully 
allotted. 

Secondly, 1 would like to know whether 
they are going to give relief to these 
people who are the victims of the recent 
sea erosion. 

AN HON. MEMBER : See aggres- 

SHRI C. K. CHANbRAPPAN : Yes, 
it can be called sea aggression ‘also. 

The Kerala Gdvemment has : submitted 
a scheme to - the Pfahning Commission for 
fighting sea erdsion and fheji wanted Rs. 12 
crores during the Fourth Plan period. But 
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the Working Group of the Planning Com¬ 
mission has made it Rs. 10 crores. I would 
like to know from the Government whether 
the Government is going to allot this 
Rs,. 10 or 12 crores to fight sea erosion or 
not. 

These are the questions I would like to 
pose before the Government. 

DR. K. L. RAO : What the hon. 
Member has said is entirely correct. There 
is no doubt that the Kerala sea coast is 
subject to heavy erosion year after year. It 
is also estimated that for protecting the 
balance length of 240 kms. requires about 
Rs. 40 crores. It will indeed be very good 
if we could find these Rs. 40 crores in the 
next ten years, that is, this decade and if 
we are able to spend Rs. 4 crores every 
year for 10 years, that will be an ideal 
situation to save the Kerala coast as also 
the Indian coast. The only question is 
about finding the finance—whether it is to 
be borne bv the Centre or by the State. On 
various occasions this question was raised. 
Even the Public Accounts Committee in its 
47th Report have said that it should be 
taken up at the national level. But, later 
on. different opinions prevailed. So far as 
the Ministry of Irrigation and Power is 
concerned, they feel the problem requires 
special consideration. Both in the Fourth 
and the Fifth conferences the Ministers of 
Irrigation and Power had recommended 
that this problem should be given special 
treatment and financial assistance, but in 
recent times a different view prevailed. 

With regard to the immediate problem, 
certain amount of money has been allotted 
to the State for protecting the sea coast. 
What the hon. Member has quoted is last 
year’s amount. What the general policy 
of the Government of India is that the 
Government of Kerala must spend the 
monies that are allotted in that year and 
above that, if still some more money is 
required,, then the Government of India gives 
it as a loan. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): The hon. Minister has said that 
it would be ideal to spend Rs. 4 crores 
annually for the next ten years. But, in 
view of,.the. fact il^at. even the existing sea 
walls have been . washed away, that pro- 
gramme does not seem to be quite all .right. 


The whole thing has got to be looked at as 
(me scheme. Therefore. I would a 
question. 

In view of the fact that the experience 
of the past 25 years has shown that both 
groias and sea-walls, put up in small 
sectors where the tides make the most serious 
inroads into the beach, would not solve the 
question of sea erosion in over 300 miles of 
the coastal belt of Kerala which alone, out 
of thousands of miles of coastline in India, 
is threatened by the tidal waves of the 
Indian ocean,—may I know from the 
Government— 

(1) whether the Government is pre- 
, pared to classify this sea-erosion 

along with the other natural cala¬ 
mities like flood and drought and 
declare this coastal belt as a famine 
area ; 

(2) whether Government intends to 
approach the World Bank or some 
other Agency to secure the neces¬ 
sary funds to protect the entire 
coastline of Kerala as one project, 
so that this pernicious tide is 
deflected away from the Kerala 
coast and the people in the thickly 
populated coastal - belt of Kerala 
are allowed to sleep in peace with¬ 
out the nightmare of being 
swallowed up by the sea with their 
entire families and their huts and 
their coconut groves ; and 

(3) whether the Government would 
consider protecting the sea-walls 
with small groynes at regular inter¬ 
vals, so that the sea-walls are not 
washed away is stretches of several 
miles as it did in Cherai in Central 
Kerala two days ago ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : I have said in my 
reply that we have got a very good sea- 
erosion expert body which goes into this 
problem. This is a colossal type of work. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : So 
many strips of land have been washed away. 

DR. K. L. RAO : I got a message 
from Kerala Government last night at about 
8 O’clock. That does not mention that. 
In the absence o f any statement from the 
Kerala Government, 1 cannot say anything 
only based on newspaper reports. Any sea 
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erosion work is such that one cannot stand 
guarantee that that will be there for ever. 
It fe not like other kinds of work. See is 
a ferocious natural force. From the work 
done an any coast in any country in the 
world one cannot vouch safe for the safety 
of the coastal belt from sea water. There¬ 
fore, if as a result some area is washed of, 
that is bound to be the case. I have said 
in the statement that the work that is done 
requires careful attention. 

If the hon. Member has any particular 
information to give, I request him to pass 
on a note to me so that I may talpe mp with 
the beach erosion expert body to scrutinise 
all these situations and ensure greater stabi¬ 
lity of those works. 

The hon. Member raised a question 
about funds. The present practice is this. 
At the end of the flood season what is done 
is, we assess the value of the total amount 
of damage and if that exceeds what is pro¬ 
vided i n the State Plan then the Govern¬ 
ment of India gives money. What portion 
of it is loan etc. will be decided at that 
time. But the hon. Member has been say¬ 
ing that this is a colossal problem and that 
a small State like Kerala cannot meet this 
colossal problem and that some considera¬ 
tion must be shown. That is a point which 
is yet to be decided. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : Will 
you tackle it as an integrated project ? The 
entire coastal area should be taken as one 
project, not pieceful... 

DR. K. L. RAO : Even if I have all 
the funds, it will take another 10 years.... 

SHRI RAMCHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPALLI (Kasergod) : The cruel attack 
by the sea, the parennial calamity of sea 
erosion in Kerala, more violent in monsoons, 
had been discussed in this very House many 
times for the past many years. 

You know. Sir, the people worst affected 
are naturally the poor fishermen of the 
coastal areas. Even otherwise their plight 
is miserable. Added to that, this sort of 
constant uprooting of their huts is leaving 
them on the verge of starvation. Therefore, 
I want to ask the following questions :— 

(1) Will the Government come out in 
a big way for scientific and long¬ 


term plan to completely protect 
the coast-line of Kerala ? The 
areas in Kasargod, Maattool and 
Puthiyangadi are the worst- 
offected. 

(2) Will the Government rush imme¬ 
diate help as they do for refugees ? 
and 

(3) Will the Government wholly subsi¬ 
dise a strong-based Fishermen’s 
Housing Programme, so that their 
living places may stand the onslaugt 
of the sea ? 

The State Government have prepared a plan 
for an expenditure of Rs. 12 crores, but 
they are not able to meet these huge 
expenses to face this problem. So, the 
problem should be considered as a national 
problem and the Government of India 
should give their whole consideration for 
this programme. I request that this anti- 
sea-erosion programme should be included 
in the Central Flood Control Board Schemes. 

DR. K. L. RAO : There is nothing 
much that I can add to what I have sub¬ 
mitted already. As I have said, the whole 
thing impinges on finances. In regard to 
finances, we have to consider again the 
matter in view of the various representations 
made and in view of the position. I can 
only say this that I shall submit this to the 
Planning Commission and have the problem 
reviewed again, but as for the present prac¬ 
tice. I have stated the position already. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil) : 
The hon. Minister has told us what the 
State Government have stated. But I would 
like to draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to the report of the Public Accounts 
Committee in 1965. I do not want to read 
the whole report, but I would only point 
out that the committee had stated that the 
problem of sea-erosion in Kerala should hot 
be considered and tackled as an ad hoc 
problem but as a consolidated one. But 
unfortunately, the Government of India are 
tackling it only as an ad hoc problem. The 
Kerala Government as well as the Members 
of Parliament from Kerala are suggesting that 
it should be taken up as a flood control pro¬ 
gramme and should be included in the flood 
control programme. But we find that the hon. 
Minister has been avoiding the answer to 
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this question. 1 would like to know whether 
the Central Government are prepared to 
include the problem of checking the disas¬ 
trous sea-erosion in the flood control pro¬ 
gramme. 

Of course, the Kerala Government had 
recommended a plan of Rs. 12 crores for 
the Fourth Plan. But the Planning Com¬ 
mission recommended only Rs. 10 crores. 
And some officials sitting in the secretariat 
here, who have probably seen the sea so far 
in their live have considered this to be some 
trivial affairs and have sanctioned only 
Rs. 43 lakhs. This sum of Rs. 43 lakhs is 
not sufficient to tackle the problem even for 
a day there. I would like to know who those 
people are who a' e sitting here and cutting 
even the proposals of the Planning Com¬ 
mission and sanctioning only Rs. 43 lakhs ? 
At least whatever the Planning Commission 
has sanctioned should be given to the Kerala 
Government. The Kerala Government had 
proposed a total expenditure of Rs. 40 
crores to save the coastal belt. In fact, I 
would suggest that not only the coastal belt 
of Kerala but the entire coastal belt should 
be safeguarded from the aggression by the 
sea every year. 

DR. K. L. RAO : It again impinges 
on finances. The point is t hat in the Fourth 
Plan, the financial aid to the various States 
is given according to a particular formula. 
This money is given in the form of loans 
and grants and it is for the States to allot 
any money that they have given to the 
various sectors, and nobody comes and 
interfers with that. If the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment wants to enlarge Rs. 10 crores, the 
Planning Commission would have no objec¬ 
tion. They have allotted Rs. 5 crores hav-, 
ing regard to the various other sectors. 
What the hon. Member evidently has in 
view is that Kerala requires some additional 
assistance in view of the very big peculiar 
and unique nature of the problem, and that 
is a thing which has got to be again dis¬ 
cussed with the Planning Commission. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam)

Coastal belt {CA.) 

AN HON. MEMBER With a third 
doctor in the Chair. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I am very soiry that 
in spite of the fact that I am a dootor, they 
do not refer to me as doctor, 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): Hereafter we shall do so. 


AN HON. MEMBER We shall call 
you as Dr. Speaker, 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN : In view of the 
breaches in the sea from Monambam to 
Cherai, a distance of three miles, threaten¬ 
ing the Cochin harbour and the coastal belt 
of Cochin city, will the Government be 
pleased to take immediate steps to fill the 
breaches and to take other comprehersive 
long term measures to save Kerala from 
oceanic aggression ? Mythology says that 
Kerala was formed from the sea by a 
miracle brought by Parasurama. Now, it 
seems to us that the spell of that miracle is 
losing its weight, and the sea is agaifi 
causing this crisis. But we are not deterred 
by that because in this age of science and 
technology, I am sure the people who are 
really concerned would not take this 
problem lightly. I would submit that my 
own political and public career started on 
this particular issue. Along with Shri 
Sreekantan Nair, in the mid-30s, we tried 
to focuss attention of the then Maharajh’s 
Government in Kerala to this vital problem 
of the State being eaten furlong by furlong 
every monsoon season With Shri Sreekantan 
Nair I went round a number of places then 
under sea erosion to enlist the co-operation 
of the members of the Congress which was 
banned at that time by the State Govern¬ 
ment. Those areas are now under the sea 
and trawlers are moving about trapping fish. 
Of course, this is a matter for satisfaction 
to my hon. friend, the Deputy Minister of 
Foreign Trade, Shri George, because of the 
foreign exchange it earns for us. But 
thousands and thousands of people have 
been uprooted on account of this. 

Another factor is that areas where we 
have monozite, rare earths, ilmanite, zircon 
and othei things which are vital for the 
development of atomic energy are being lest 
to us. 
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As regards my constituency of Ernakuiam 
I have here a copy of the leading newspaper 
of Kerala with n circulation of over 5 lakhs 
which has displayed on its front page on the 
11th of this month a picture of a 3-mile 
breach caused by the sea between Munam- 
bam and Cherai, as a result of which 3,000 
people have been uprooted. They are home 
less now. According to this paper, the 
Matkrubhoomi, if this erosion continues for 
another two weeks, the sea will be washing 
the coastal area inside, that is the back¬ 
waters of Ernakuiam City. The Cochin 
Harbour is in danger and the new project 
which is the hope of Kerala, the Ship¬ 
building Yard itself will be at stake. 16 
miles south and 16 miles north of this 
breach, three to four thousand fisherman 
have been uprooted. They have no homes. 
Therefore, I would request the hon. Minister 
to despatch a high power commission 
immediately for an on-the-spot study and 
for taking the necessary steps. As a 
temporary measure, I would suggest that all 
those who have been deprived of their 
houses due to this erosion should be provided 
housing sites or temporary shelter and later 
a massive programme of house-building 
should be undertaken. 

As regards the other aspects, my other 
esteemed friends have dealt with them. Again 
I would say that 25 years ago when we 
started this agitation, some high-ranking 
advisers of the Maharaja were saying ; What 
can be done ? It is a natural phenomenon*. 
My esteemed friend. Minister. Dr. K. L, 
Rao who is very much seized of the situation 
and is doing his very best, even he, says that 
this is a natural phenomenon. I would say 
no, people in other parts of the world do 
not consider problems iike this as such 
irremediable national calamities. Take the 
case of Holland, most of which lies below 
the sea level. But they have erected sea 
walls to stem the onslaught of the sea. Here 
in Kerala land is scarce and is very precious. 
If it is allowed to be eaten away like this, 

I would say it is callous negligence. I would 
therefore highlight this aspect of the situa¬ 
tion so that effective steps may be taken to 
save not only the poor people of Kerala and 
their li ving , space but also the State and the 
country which gains immensely from the 
rare minerals available in those areas, to 
wiffif .f have already referred. There is also 
tfc dishing industry which is affected. The 
fliuftprerd regions are affected. So this is a 


ahtibnal problem and as such I would 
suggest that a mission be sent immediately 
to survey the situation and steps may be 
taken to persuade the Planning Commission 
and other appropriate agencies to take the 
necessary steps to stem the erosion 
immediately. 

DR. K. L. RAO : I have not heard of 
the particular breach, to which the hon. 
member has referred. But I will ask the 
Kerala Government to deal with this breach 
and also send an expert to survey the place 
and suggest what immediate steps should be 
taken. I would like to assure the hon. 
member that we will take the necessary 
steps. The discussion has'served a very good 
purpose in highlighting the problem which 
is necessary specially from the point of 
view of obtaining the finance required for 
the work. I am particularly thankful to the 
hon. Deputy Chairman of the Planning 
Commission who is here and is doing his 
best in this matter.

The first 
function of the Committee is to consider the 
reports submitted by the Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 
Pot more than one year the post of the 
Commissioner has not been filled. From

Thirdly, what action has been taken by 
file Government on the reports submitted by 
the Committee. Why has the Government 
not given due respect to the reports of the 
Committee ?

SHRI K. C. PANT : I may tell Shri 
Piloo Mody that I am only taking into 
notice the support which carries a political 
weight behind it.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : These, 
utterances tie not going to bring him any 
dividend from outside. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : My hon. friend, 
Shri Vajpayee, made an appeal and not a 
very subtle one at that, to the sentiments of 
those sitting on this side of the House. He 
spoke powerfully and movingly about the 
Freedom Struggle, about those who fought 
against the black Acts of the British days and 
he called upon members sitting on this side of 
the House to remember the history of those 
days. Many on this side of the House have 
lived that history. They have not read 
about it and they have not watched it from 
a safe distance, they have been in it and 
need I remind Shri Vajpayee to-day that it 
was no one else than Sardar Patel who first 
brought forward the Preventive Detention 
law before the Parliament ? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE For 
one year only. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Why 
don’t you ask some of those who are there 
as to what they feel about it ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Since he chose 
to quote Shri Motilal Nehru, may I also be 
' permitted to quote Sardar Patel in which he 
has referred to what Shri Motilal said. This 
is what Sardar Patel has said : 


"When law is flouted and offences are 
committed, ordinarily, there is the 
criminal law which is put into force. 
But, when the very basis of the law is 
sought to be undermined and attempts 
are made to create a state of affairs in 
which, to borrow the words of Shri 
Motilal Nehru, ‘men would not be men 
and Jaw would not be law’, we feel justi¬ 
fied in invoking emergent and extra¬ 
ordinary law.” 

SHRI PILOO MODY : One thing is 
sure. Men are not men any more. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : In 1950 when the 
Sardar brought forward this measure, the 
Prime Minuter was none other than Jawahar- 
lal Nehru and to-day with his rhetoric Shri 
Vajpayee wants us to forget that these were 
the leaders who brought forward this Act 
and he wants us to listen to him rather thaw 
to the compulsions that were recognized by 
those leaders. So, those on this side of the 
Housewould draw a lesson from ties filet that 


however unpalatable the duty, we must per- 
form the duty to the country. And, those who 
have fought for freedom can be expected to 
know the value of freedom and they can be 
expecsed to exert themselves to the utmost 
to protect that freedom. (Interruption) Shri 
Vajpayee paid to those sitting on this side of 
the House a compliment of having fought 
in the freedom struggle. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Not *11 of 
them. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Most of them ; 
many of them. 

AN HON. MEMBER : You were on 
the side of the Britishers ; we know it. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Many of those on 
this side of the House who used to sit here 
were depleted by years in prison and by the 
sufferings that they underwent and they have 
left us. But I wish I could return the 
compliment and say to Mr. Vajpayee that 
his party had also suffered in the freedom 
struggle. I am sorry that I cannot.

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SHRIK. C. PANT: After indulging 
in cheap jibes, I, spa sorry Shut Vajpayee lost 
hit head cpntpletely. 

It is not as though it gives me pleasure 
to bring forward this measure. Nothing is 
dearer to us than the cause of individual 
liberty and human freedom and it is but 
natural that those, who value freedom and 
indepe n dence should view with some trepida¬ 
tion anything that seems to affect the hard- 
won fruits of their struggle. One would 
wiBh there was no need for this measure. 

I was asked about the circumstances in 
1930 and now. In early 1930 when first the 
P. D. Act was brought before the country, 
the situation in Telengana was there which 
is known to many in this House. That was 
one of the compelling factors, which filled 
the hearts of those who championed the 
cause of liberty and freedom to pilot such 
a legislation. The sitution now facing the 
country is definitely more difficult. They 
cannot for a moment afford to turn a blind 
eye to the threats, external and internal, that 
the country faces at this juncture. There 
are times when one cannot preserve the true 
content of liberty and freedom unless one 
effectively isolates those who deliberately 
exploit these very concepts to undermine and 
destroy all that is cherished in a democracy. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Whose 
quotation is this. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am sure that 
this august House would coolly consider the 
pnoMents confronting the nation and help in 
our joint endeavour to counter the forces 
that threaten its unity and integrity. 

Mjr hoa. friend Shri Atal Bihari Vaj¬ 
payee asked vm what the special circums¬ 
tances prevailing on the 7th May were that 
made it n e c e ss a r y for an ordinance to be 
ppppmfgetod. If it had been promulgated 
ea the 8th May or the 6th May or the 5th 
Mpf, the same rhetoric would have been 
used hut no amount of rhetoric can ignore 
the bosk; facts of the situation. He hipnelf, 
I noticed very carefully, did not at any stage 
say that an extraordinary situation had not 
developed across the border. He did not 
say that refugees were not craning in in large 
numbers. He in fact said that they were, 
and on that day they had already come in 
in targe numbers. He did not deny that 
there was a possibility of spies coming in 
with them. He did not discount the possi- 
bMty e# espion ag e. He did not discount 


the possibility of intrusions. He did not 
discount the possibility of Pakistani soldiers 
coming into our territory. He did not 
discount any of those things. He said that 
if it was necessary to take actaion against 
the Naxalites, he would support us. He 
said all those things. By implication, he 
admitted the situation, and yet because of 
the compulsions of politics, he has today 
to join hands with Shri Jyotirmoy Bosy. 

Several amendments have been moved 
with a view to restrict the scope of the Bill. 

I would first like to deal with this aspect of 
the matter. ( Applause .)

SHRI K. C. PANT : This is what ex¬ 
plains their clappings in their meetings, 
namely this 51 per man. Now, I under¬ 
stood how they organise these large meetings 
in Calcutta. 

I do not think that I need to explain 
any more the compulsion and the reason* 
behind the promulgation of the ordinance 
on the 7th May. The situation facing the 
country in the beginning of May was a grave 
one, and it was a situation which was 
fraught with dangerous possibilities. It mg 
a situation that bad far-reaching long-term 
implications for pur country as a whole. 

Indeed, the situation continues to hf 
such, and it was a situation that demanded 
that the country should be fully prepared 
to face all threats arising from the intrusion 
of armed foreign personnel, activities of 
espionage and the attempts of those who 
peek to fish in troubled waters. The exist¬ 
ing laws would have only enabled prose¬ 
cution of persons after they had done’ the 
damage, whereas what was required was 
that the damage should not be allowed to 
be done. It was in view of the prevailing 
situation in the country and the develop¬ 
ment across the borders, and taking into 
account the inadequancy of the existing laws 
that the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Ordinance was promulgated on the 7th 
May. 

This House which has shown a keen 
awareness of the nation-wide implications of 
the recent developments would no doubt 
appreciate that cm an occasion such as this, 
Govervmeat ia duty-bound to be prepared 
for all contingencies. Aa essential ingre- 
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dient of such preparedness is the continuing 
ability to take effective preventive action. 

It is hardly necessary for me to elabo¬ 
rate the reasons why we should be in a 
position to apprehend and isolate foreign 
personnel and espionage agents infiltrating 
into our country. I am sure that Shri 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee would agree with it. 
But I do not know whether Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu will agree with it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : All the 
arrests made so far do not fulfil all the 
requirements that he has mentioned. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Nor need I dwell 
on the reason why in the prevailing situa¬ 
tion in the country utmost vigilance is 
necessary to curb the forces of violence and 
subversion. 

This House has repeatedly expressed 
its serious concern over the violent and 
unlawful activities of the Naxalites and 
Other allied extremist groups in different 
parts of the country. Similarly, the nation 
as a whole has to be alert to forestall any 
attempt to exploit the situation to foment 
and spread trouble on the communal 
front. It is against this background that the 
House should consider the need for replacing 
the Maintenance of Internal Security Ordi¬ 
nance by legislation. 

Several suggestions have been made in 
the House for restructing the scope of the 
Bill. It was suggested, for instance, that 
preventive action should be found necessary 
only in respect of foreign nationals. While 
there is strength in the argument that more 
stringent provisions should be available 
in respect of certain categories of foreign 
nationals who seek to promote prejudicial 
activities in the country, it would tant¬ 
amount to grave folly if we fail to realise 
that in a vast country like ours we cannot 
rule out the existence of some black sheep 
through whom hostile foreign interests could 
operate' anft who at times such as these 
pose ah equally real threat to the security 
of the nation.,

h Another variant of the proposal to re- 
scope of the Ordinance is that 
paraptttyvo action should not be possible in 
tfaj Interest pf public order. May I, which 
M|«^Woo, briefly recapitulate some 


of the facts of recent history ? In 1969, 
when the Preventive Detention Act, 1950, 
was due to expire, we elicited the views of 
all State Governments regarding the need 
for the continuance of such a law on the* 
statute book. Many of these Governments, 
may I remind the House; were not Congress 
Governments. All States, with one excep¬ 
tion, recommended the continuance of the 
legislation enabling preventive detention not 
only in the interest of the defence of India 
or security of India but also in the interest 
of public order, security of the State and 
maintenance of civil supplies, to which 
reference was made by Shri Vajpayee 
also. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Which was the 
State that did not ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : When 2\ 
lakh employees were striking in Andhra 
Pradesh throwing the whole administration 
in jeopardy, why was not preventive deten¬ 
tion invoked to put the Chief Minister there 
under preventive detention 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Even that one 
exception conceded that such power should 
continue for acting against hoarders and 
black-marketeers. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Which was the 
State 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It Was not West 
Bengal. I shall answer questions. I shall 
answer the debate also. But I would re¬ 
quest my hon. friend, Shri Piloo Mody, not 
to interrupt every two minutes. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Name the State. 
You mentioned there was one excep¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Even that one 
exception, no doubt when it became politi¬ 
cally advantageous to adopt a contrary 
posture, did not hesitate to do so. ftien 
the UF Government of West Bengal cbogo, 
to modify their earlier recommendation. f t 

SHRI R. V. BADE (Khargone); Which? 
was that State 7 

SpRI JL. C. SANT : Kerala) J tfc ought 
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he would be flutter informed—I did not 
exjpfct Shri Piloo Mody to know it. 

It will not be necessary for me to recall 
that the same UF Government in West 
Bengal in 1967 found it necessary to invoke 
the provisions of the then available law on 
the subject and between June and October, 
1967, ordered over 1300 persons to be de¬ 
tained. Of these, 761 persons were detained 
by the Government of West Bengal for 
acting in a manner prejudicial to the 
security of the State or the maintenance of 
public order. 

SHRI DINEN BHATtACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Not a single member of a 
political party—they were all anti-social 
goondas. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : You are talking 
about Jyoti Bosu ? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

parties. 

and I do not 
want to re-open them, but I cannot help in 
such a debate. 

In the prevailing situation in the country 
it is not difficult to visualise that threats 
to our strength and unity can arise even 
through serious disturbance of public 
order. 

I will not take long to explain in 
detail the provisions of the Bill. Similar 
provisions in earlier legislation of this 
nature has stood the test of time and of 
judicial security. I wish Shri Baneijee 
would note this. I would briefly explain, 
however, some of the salient aspects of the 
Bill. 

Clause 3 of tin Bill seeks to enable the 
Central Government, State Governments 
and Administrators of Union Territories to 
detain persons with a view to Prevent them 
from acting in any manner prejudicial to 
the defence of India, relations of India with 
foreign Powers, the security of India, the 
security of a State, maintenance of public 
order and maintenance of supplies and services 
essential to the community. It also enables 
similar action in respect of any foreigner 
with a view to regulate his continued 
presence in India or with a view to making 
arrangements for his expulsion from India. 
District Magistrates and Commissioners of 
Police are also sought to be empowered to 
.ptakfjfotilfir orders in the intsrsst* of the 


security of the Sltate or the maintenance of 
public order or the maintenance of essential 
supplies and services. 

Shri Vajpayee made it appear as though 
that was the final order and the District 
Magistrate and the Commissioner of Police 
are fully empowered to take final action 
and there was no redress. That is not the 
position. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
I did not say that. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : You did not say 
it, but the manner in which, you put it 
could give that impression to those who 
have not studied the law. ( Interruptions .) 
Mr. Shamim need not have any reason to be 
terrified by this Bill. 

SHRi S. A. SHAMIM : We have a 
much blacker law in our State. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Clause 8 provides 
that when any person is detained in pur¬ 
suance of a detention order, the authority 
making the order shall ordinarily within five 
days communicate to him the grounds on 
which the order has been made. It is, 
however, provided that, in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances and for reason to be recorded 
in writing, the authority making an order 
of detention can communicate the grounds 
of detention within a period of fifteen 
days. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Why don^t 
you read Clause 8(2) which says : 

“Nothing in sub-section (1) shall 

require the authority to disclose facts 

which it considers to be against the 
, public interest to disclose.’* 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I want to leave 
something for you also. You are going to 
speak. Why shoutd I mention all your 
points ? It would be highly unfair to take 
all the wind out of your sails. 

In clause 3, it is also provided that if 
an order is made by any District Magistrate 
or Commissioner of Police, he shall forth¬ 
with report back to the State Government 
and no such order shall remain in force for 
more than 12 days unless it is approved by 
the State Government.

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SHR1 K. Ct PANT: Mr. Sfaamim 
apparently hat treater influence with Dis¬ 
trict Magistrates and Commissioners of 
Police than the State Government. 

SHR1 S. A. SHAMIM : I accept it. 

SHR1 K. C. PANT : la exceptional 
eases, however, where the grounds of deten¬ 
tion are communicated only within a period 
of IS days, another 7 days is left to the 
State Government for approving die initial 
order of detention. I would like to explain 
briefly why this provision has been found 
necessary. In extremely difficult situations 
involving inaccessible terrains it will not 
be practicable always to ensure that the 
grounds of detention be communicated with¬ 
in five days. It is only in such exceptional 
circumstances that the time is extended to 
fifteen days. 

Clause 17 is another important provi¬ 
sion enabling more stringent action in res¬ 
pect of foreigners in well-specified aggravat¬ 
ing circumstances. Four aggravating circum¬ 
stances have been specified. The first is 
Where a foreigner infiltrates into our country 
with arms, ammunition or explosives. The 
eecond is where a foreigner enters or is 
found in our sensitive border areas notified 
under the Criminal Law Amendment Act. 
The third is where a foreigner infiltrates, 
i.e, enters without any valid travel document, 
ih our borders. 

The last is that Where there is reason to 
believe that a foreigner is likely to commit 
any act of espionage. In respect of such 
foreigners sub-clause 3 of clause 17 makes 
stringent provisions. I am sure this House 
would appreciate the need for such pro¬ 
visions ...( Interruptions) 

Adequate safeguards against arbitrary exer¬ 
cise of power have been built into the provi¬ 
sions of the Bill. I would ask Shri Vajpayee 
to make a note of this provision. I have 
already referred to the provision that deten¬ 
tion by a subordinate authority win not be 
Ordinarily possible beyond a period of 12 
days and only in exceptional circumstances 
it can be extended to 22 days. These 12-22 
days are inclusive of the time taken by the 
State Governments to approve or disapprove 
the initial detention order. We sincerely 
hope that it may not be necessary at all to 
invoke the exceptional provisions. Resort 
to exceptional provisions should be rare. 
Every case of detention except those of 
foreigners found is the aggravating "circum¬ 


stances I have referred So earlier would 
require to be referred to an advisory hoard 
within thirty days from the date of detention. 
Government is bound to release the detenue 
forthwith if the advisory board is of fhe 
opinion that this no sufficient cause for fhe 
detention of the person concerned. 

I would now briefly refer to some of 
the points raised when I sought the leave 
of the House to introduce the Bill to which 
reference has been made by my hon. Mend 
Shri Banerjee. It was sought to be made 
out that we have for some ulterior reasons 
left out Jammu and Kashmir ; he repeated 
the point earlier today. The simple fact is 
that Jammu and Kashmir have a law of 
their own enabling preventive detention. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
Many States have. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The question 
was why this was not extended to Jammu 
and Kashmir also. There is a second 
reason. The relevant legislative entries, 
entry 9 in list I and entry 3 in List 
III of the Seventh Schedule are not appli¬ 
cable to Jammu and Kashmir. Only the 
legislature of Jammu and Kashmir can make 
a law on this subject. Reference was also 
made to the law made by tbe President in 
West Bengal for prevention of violent activi¬ 
ties. The House is also aware that cert ain 
other State legislatures such as Andhra 
Pradesh, Orissa, Madhya Pradesh, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Rajasthan have enacted their 
own laws enabling preventive detention in 
the interest of the security of the State Or 
the maintenance of public order. I am also 
aware that some other States such as Assam, 
Punjab and Gujarat—note the geographical 
location of these States, to name only some 
of the border States—do not have adequate 
law enabling effective preventive detMtfon. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHKA 
(Begusarai): Why did not these States foel 
the compulsion ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Them an various 
compulsions, political and others which you 
know and I am not here to answer for 4m 
State Governments or for the United Ftuat 
Governments. The House It aware «f 4m 
activities of the Nexalites and foe extremists 
in Biiu&.. s^htterruptioM) Whatever foe 
reasons, I do not went to go Into 4m tit' 
waa at p at ent , tt bqs yat been ; ^ fof 
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these States to enact adequate laws on the 
subject. That is what T am concerned with. 
Parliament is competent by virtue of entries 
in the concurrent list I have referied to, to 
enact a law enabling adequate preventive 
action in the interest of public order or the 
security of the State or the maintenance of 
civil supplies. Parliament is competent to 
enact such a law in the interest of the 
defence of India and the security of India. 
The House is aware that there are several 
advantages if the laws on the subject were 
to be uniform all over the country. It is 
in the interest of uniformity as well as ade¬ 
quate timely preventive action that we have 
come to this House with this Bill. 

Before I conclude I should like to assure 
the House that the Government would al¬ 
ways prefer, wherever possible that, if our 
citizens are suspected of commission of any 
offence, they should be brought before 
competent courts of law for trial. 

We would not lightheartedly recommend 
detention of persons who ought to be prose¬ 
cuted for substantive offences according to 
law. At the some time, we cannot mini¬ 
mise the importance of taking timely action 
to prevent commission of serious offences. 

It is essentia], in times such as these, to do 
one’s utmost and forestall any threat to 
the maintenance of internal security. Tn 
the circumstances in which we are placed, 
the security and integrity of the country 
warrant timely and effective preventive action 
against the forces that threaten to operate 
against them. 

If the medicine is better, it is also inevi¬ 
table. A Gevemment is there primarily to 
govern, and however unpleasant the task, 
cannot flinch from doing its duty by the 
country. 

1 would also urge this enlightened house 
to bear in mind that in the ultimate analysis, 
it is only by containing the activities of the 
mischievous and the misguided that demo¬ 
cracy in this country would be strengthened. 
The fact that the law would impose restric¬ 
tions on the liberties of a few has to be 
accepted as an unpleasant compulsion. What 
needs to be remembered is that the reason¬ 
able restrictions on the liberties of a few 
are sometimes essendal to protect the rights 
and liberties of the peace-loving many.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : This is a 
subject in which many hon. Memders are 
very much exercised. So, they may exceed 
the time.

mentioning to them the time. The time 
that is allotted to' each party is : CPI(M) 
12 ; CPI, 11; DMK. 10 ; Congress(O), 8 ;

SHRI PILOO MODY We want some 
time.

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) 
What is the total time ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Total 
seven hours. Five hours fo. general dis¬ 
cussion. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
If it ii going to be that mechanical, would 
we have a computer in your place in the 
course of the discussion ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I am not 
being mechanical. I am only drawing the 
attention of the hon.

DEPUTY-SPEPKER : Seven 
hours is the decision of the House. It is up 
to the House to change it, but not now. 

We shall do our best. But let 
us not change the decision of the House 
so lightly. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Being 
the spokesman of the principal opposition 
here and also being the spokesman of people 
who are really wedded to democracy and 
socialism, we must get ample time. I 
require at least half an hour. Mr. Vajpayee 
got 40 minutes. Be fair to us. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Don’t 
assume that I have agreed to give you 30 
minutes. Mr. Vajpayee was the mover of 
the resolution and you are a participant in 
the debate. There is a difference. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You 
know, it is just a matter of ballot. 

At the outset, I would like to meet one 
or two points raised by Mr. Pant. If I 
heard him correctly, he said, "In India, 
today the situation has arisen where men 
are no longer men and laws need not be 
laws any more.” That is on Record. If 
his bureaucrats have written these things 
for him, 1 would like him to correct his 
files. The United Front Goverrment had 
detained 1300 elements who were veteran 
criminals created under 20 years of Congress 
rule in West Bengal. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Men are no 
longer men ; they are elements ! 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
not yielding. The rest of the people detain¬ 
ed were blackmarketeers of foodgrains. As 
soon as the UF Government was dissolved 
through Mr. Dharma Vira from here, these 
blackmarketeers were immediately released 
and they came and garlanded the Congress 
PDF Ministers in Writers Building. Every 
one knqws these things. Let us not talk 
utter rubbish and mislead the House. 

We are now seeing every day such deten¬ 
tion Bills. There is an unending flow of 
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that variety. By this, we are really belittl¬ 
ing the House, because this is a House 
where we have elected representatives of the 
people and where some sort of democracy 
is expected to be practised. By bringing in 
this, sort of Bills every day, the House is 
being belittled in my opinion. 

For their misdeeds, for fulfilling their 
own political aspirations and ambitions, 
they are asking the House to regularise such 
unlawful, undemocratic ordinances which 
are nothing but semi-fascist in character. 
They are never satisfied. They are bring¬ 
ing every day some sort of Bill to detain 
people and to put curbs upon democratic 
rights. They have a one-track mind. The 
Prime Minister and the Home Minister- 
Now it is the same person—have advisers 
whose hands she is playing to consolidate 
her position and to keep herself in power 
and to perpetuate the continuous political 
blackmail. Therefore, this House should 
reject this lawless law.

[Shri K. N. Tlwary in the Chair ] 

Even the British colonialists of early 
19th century said—I am quoting from the 
book Law of Preventive Detention : 

“The Britishers thought fit for secur¬ 
ing and detaining in custody and any 
person or persons suspected of carrying 
on mediately or immediately any illicit 
correspondence dangerous to the peace 
of any of the British settlement or 
possessions in India or with any of the 
princes, rajas, zamindars or any other 
person or persons having authority in 
India or with the commanders. Gover¬ 
nors or Presidents of any factories 
established in East Indies.” etc. 

So, they brought the Preventive Detention 
Act only to do this, to preserve their self- 
interest. The British colonialists and settlers 
did it in the early 19th century. But what 
a great pity 1 Today, in the late 20th 
century the Congress Government talk about 
democracy, socialism and garibi hatao and 
in the same breath bring the same type of 
Preventive Detention Act which the British 
colonialists and merchant adventures and 
exploiters did 200 years ago. This is the 
character of the Bill. 

But, even then, the old enactment show¬ 
ed some consideration. The provisions were

lenient. They did not apply to anybody 
else. But I do not see a Bill coming from 
the government to check smugglers, black- 
marketeers, food adulterators and corrupt 
officials. Because, if that is done their 
empire would be falling into bits and pieces. 
Therefore, they cannot do it, The sole 
object of this unlawful law is to curb the 
political opposition, who are posing a threat 
to their stiching to power. It is being done 
with the express object of curbing demo¬ 
cratic and socialist forces which are defend¬ 
ing the cause of workers and peasants in 
this country. This is a semi-fascist method 
to keep herself and her party perpetually in 
power in league with the monopolists should 
be revealed to everybody in this country. 
Of course, it is not something new to this 
country. They are moving towards dicta¬ 
torial rule. 

Could you remember that Banglabandhu 
Mujibur Rehman faced a similar charges 
in Agartala by Yahya Khan ? You are 
only following his footsteps ? Have you 
forgotten the charges which the Britishers 
made against the great man Shri Rash 
fiihari Bose ?

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta South) : Because of the murders 
...( Interruptions ) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, if 
they go on interrupting me like this they will 
not be allowed to speak when their turn 
conies. So, it is better to control them. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
You go on. This is not West Bengal 
Assembly ; this is the House of the People. 
Do not fotget that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, if 
you permit this then my party will not per¬ 
mit members from the other side to speak 
uninterrupted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : We need not pay 
attention to the? interruptions. 
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SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY (Cooch 
Behar) : Sir, I rise on a point of clarifica¬ 
tion. I want a clarification. Can an hon. 
Member of this House say that his party 
members will not allow members belonging 
to another party to speak in this House ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : This is only one 
side of the game. He should not be dis¬ 
turbed while he is speaking. He should not 
also disturb them when they speak. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : 
W'hen you say that it is one side of the 
game what do you mean 7 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I mean that you 
should not disturb him when he is speaking. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : He was 
in the Forward Block. Now he is in the 
Congress...( Interruptions ) 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I would request 
other hon. Members not to interrupt him 
when he is speaking. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Now I 
come back to the place where I stopped. 
The people are not going to be hoodwinked. 
In West Bengal they have given a verdict 
only the other day. Out of three elections 
they have returned leaders who have fought 
for the common man. The peasants and 
workers have rejected them outright. So, let 
them take a lesson from this. 

On 1st June a call for strike was given 
and it was a wholly successful strike. If those 
are not your indicators, what they will be, 
I do not understand. 

There is acute socio-economic problem 
and it cannot be suppressed by bringing 
forward this legislation. It is becoming a 
semi-fascist State and it will be one very 
soon. Look at the allocations in the Budget. 
20 years ago they spent less than Rs. 4 cro- 
res on the Central police.

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1.9 crores they have today come to Rs. 88.9 
crores for Central policing. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Because of your 
activities. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Let me 
tell you gentlemen in this House—-you are 
not aware of it—that the intelligence network 
is consuming most of it. I will give you 
littel details. 

Do you know that the Research and 
Analysis Wing attached to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Secretariat and the Prime minister, the 
SSP and the umbrella of this National Secu¬ 
rity Bureau, the whole thing is going to be 
a combined operation under one IPS officer 
drafted from the UP cadre ? He holds the 
designation of Director of Foreign Intelli¬ 
gence. But that is not all: he has a lot more 
to do. 

Do you know that the money that is 
given to this organisation of Shri Kao, the 
Research and Analysis Wing, is hedged in 
the External Affairs budget ? Apart from 
that, the huge discretionary fund, which used 
to be till the other day in the hands of five 
Ministers in India, of a total amount of 
Rs. 4 crores today has increased, can you 
imagine, to Rs. 28 crores to be controlled by 
one person, the Prime Minister. All this is 
being done with the object of deeply rooted 
to power in this country. There is nothing 
else. 

AN HON. MEMBER : People’s man¬ 
date. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
quoting one of their patrons and subscribers, 
Shri B. M. Birla, who said in Calcutta that 
if the police wanted to stop it, it could be 
stopped in three days. He further said that 
hardened criminals are on the payroll. Pay 
between Rs. 500 and Rs. 1,000 a month and 
you can hire a man to throw a bomb for 
Rs. 200. Explosives is an item of the Centre; 
it is their responsibility. You can buy explo¬ 
sives in any place in Calcutta and West 
Bengal, because explosives have been put 
inside West Bengal for furthering their 
cause. 

What is- this intelligence work doing ? 
We have been able to get hold of a top 
secret memorandum No. C4/C17 (18) dated 
3rd April, 1971, from the Deputy Director, 
Subsidiary Intelligence Bureau. Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government of India, 9/1 
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Gariahata Road—they do not keep a sign¬ 
board; nothing at all, so yon will not know- 
Calcutta-19 to DIG, Calcutta, IB, which 
reveals a plan by which political opponents, 
such as people belonging to my party, can 
be involved in false criminal cases of a 
serious nature. We have got hold of this 
document. We want a categorical answer 
whether any such circular or letter of this 
number was exchanged between the SI 
Deputy Director and the DIG. You have 
24 hours time in which you could get a reply 
for us. 

SHR1 G. VISWANATHAN (Wandiwash): 
This is a serious thing. It should be laid on 
the Table of the House. 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : I will lay 
it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I will not allow 
it. 

SHRT JYOTIRMOY BOSU : They have 
engaged organised military squads, plain- • 
clothes policemen, who are being used for 
annihiliation of political opponents. Every¬ 
body knows about it. This is nothing new to 
us in West Bengal. 

There shou'd be a Committee consisting 
of Members of Parliament to examine into 
the expenditure of discretionary fund, how it 
is utilised, how much it is, who is the con- 
tro'ling authority and all that. I would like 
the House to take a decision on that. 

As regards the application of the P. D. 
Act, we have seen in the past, in 1965, with 
one stroke of pen, 8000 Muslims are detai- * 
ned and with another st.oke of pen, the 
same 8000 Muslims are ejected, because you 
do not require to think, as far as this 
Government is concerned, to rob a person 
of his individual and personal freedom. It 
is just like a piece of paper which can be 
thrown any time you like. So, 8000 Muslims 
and their families were ruined in 1965. And 
that happened to my party also. In 1962, 
3000 CPM workers were detained under the 
same P. D. Act. Nothing was there. Mr. 
Nanda of Sadhu Samaj talked of White 
Paper. Where is the White Paper ? It has 
become their white cap. The application 
of the P. D. Act and the P. U. A. Act is 
more known for mis-application than for 
propear application. 

I will cite one instance. There is the 
ChittaTapjan Cancer Research Centre which 
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is doing a very good job on research of 
cancer. They cannot think of these things. 
They have a branch at Chandranagar. One 
day, the police came with a charge-sheet and 
three of their employees were arrested. They 
were holding key positions. One was Medicines 
Store Keeper, the other was the Instruments 
Keeper and the third was the Treasurer and 
the Cashier. The charges were that they had 
gheraoed the Director and that they bad 
threatened him that he will be stabbed to 
death. As a member of the governing body 
of the institution, I asked the Director to 
give me in writing what he thought about 
it. The Director wrote to me about It. This 
is the original letter. 1 can give it to the 
Government. It says : 

“The Director was not subjected to 
any physical torture. Moreover, none of 
the employees who demonstrated 

threatened him to dire consequences. 

and did not make any complaint to 
the police for the above demonstration... 
They were only peacefully agitating for 
the implementation of the governing 
body’s resolution relating to the impro¬ 
vement of the pay-structure.” 

For that, three of their employees were 
detained under the PUA Act. What lies are 
written in the charge-sheet. You can realise 
that. 

In Hooghly district, they had detained 
the highest number of people, 60 persons, 
and when the District Magistrate was asked 
by Mr. Jyoti Bosu, in the presence of the 
Governor, Mr. Dhavan, he said, “What can 
I do ? The Superintendent of Police is for- 
* cirffc me to sign the warrants. I am helpless.” 
You are a police State, Mr. Pant. Don’t 
deny it. When these three persons were 
arrested, one police officer asked,, “Are they 
really CPM people ?” and the reply was, 
“No. They are trade unionists. They are 
affiliated to CPM trade union.” So, the 
arrest order was made pucca then and there. 
That is how you are functioning. 

How stringent is the Bill that you have 
brougt forward ? No legal interviews can be 
had. Mr. Badrudduja is In jail. Mr. Shashank 
Shekhar Sanyal, an eminent laywer a Mem¬ 
ber of the Rajya Sabha, wanted a legal 
interview for legal consultation. The jailor 
said, “We shall arrange it.” He came to the 
gate. There, he was refused. Because the 
Home secretary had asked him not to allow 
him to do so. So, is it not a violation of 
the fundamental rights guaranteed by the 
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Constitution 'that you are debarring a man ? 
He can go in for a writ. He can ask for a 
mandamus if you don’t allow him to consult 
his lawyer. How can you do it ? Sir, Mr. 
Baijrudqja is 75 years old. This is the fifth 
tinie he has been arrested. Mr. Prat was 
saylpg about foreigners coming with LMGs 
and tommy guns in their bags and coming 
into Indira territory. Mr. Badrudduja is 
going to invade your territory! That is what 
you can tell.

The Bengal Congress Government did 
not consult the Muslim league Ministers in 
that Cabinet. This is all done with an eye 
on the bye-elections but the people have 
understood them. So they have given their 
verdict. But, what secrets do you have ?

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
Sir, if he says like this, I will disclose the 
whole history in this House. 

SHRI ATAL B1HARI VAJPAYEE : 
You do, but why do you interrupt him ? 

SHRI PILOO MGDY : We want to 
hear it. Let him say it.

SHRI PILOO MODY : He is a victim 
of his own point of order. 

SHRI JYOTTRMOY BOSU : Syed 
Badrudduja declined and so he is behind the 
bars. Even Mr. Chavan has said categori¬ 
cally on the floor of the House in Rajya 
Sabha that the USIS are running at least 4 
cultural centres in Eastern India where they 
are involved in undesirable activities. What, 
steps are being taken against that ? Why 
are they applying Official Secrets Act ? 

In the AICC office there were alleged to 
be spies Sunit Das and Mohit Chowdhury 
case. What has happened to those cases ? 
Atulya Ghosh was deeply involved in the 
affair. No step was taken because they 
were congressmen. Sunil Das was executive 
in the AICC office. The man was arrested 
on charge of spying on behalf of Pakistan. 

There are reports given by the present 
I.G. of Calcutta, when he was DIG, IP, 
that there are 3 very senior officials—one a 
former Commissioner of Police, one a 
present sitting Secretary of a very important 
department, and the third a former Com¬ 
missioner of the division Jalpaiguri. That 
man is dead ; so I would not like to men¬ 
tion his name. There were serious charges 
in which they were involved.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
talking about the Home Secretary...(Interrup¬ 
tions)*. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Nothing will go on 
record. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You never 
wanted to curb espionage and you never 
wanted to take action upon those who 
worked against the country. You want to 
use it for curbing your political opponents. 
I oppose this Bill lock, stock and barrel. 

SHRI S. N. MISRA (Kannauj) : I have 
heard the political speech of Jyotirmoy 
Basu. He has not met the legal aspect 
which has been so much cried aloud about 
by some of the Members of the Opposition 
parties. Shri Jyotirmoy Basu has only 
spoken of the trouble that he may have. 
The reason is that his party and everybody 
concerned with him are those who have axis 
obtside India. They have nothing to do 
with the interests of India. That is the 
reason why he is so much objecting to this 
Bill. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : On a 
point of order... 

SHRI S. N. MISRA : I repeat that they 
have an axis outside India, and their axis 
does not exist in India-- ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East): How does he say that we have

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA :

SHRI S. N. MISRA : 1 repeat that 
their axis is outside India, and the inspira¬ 
tion for their ideology is from outside 
India-.. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
1 would say that my hon. friend has been 
briefed by American agencies. 

SHRI S. N. M1SHRA He has been 
briefed by the traitors. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; On a point of 
order. In the last Lok Sabha, where a 
great deal of this sort of allegations was 
being thrown around on all sides, it was 
decided that nobody should doubt the 
patriotic motives of Members of Parliament, 
and this was established as a healthy 
practice, and, therefore, it was not proper 
on the part of the hon. Member who was on 
his legs to maintain that they had extra¬ 
territorial loyalties ; quite irrespective of 
what parties they belong to, these types of 
allegations should not be made on the floor 
of this House. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rjgnandgaon) : 
Before you give your ruling, I would like to 
say .. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I have not given 
any ruling. Let Shri S. N. Mishra 
continue. 

SHRI S. N. MISRA : The position that 
I have not spoken about the hon. Members 
of this House. I have only said that the 
party has an axis outside India, and I am 
quite correct about it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This can¬ 
not go on record. 

SHRI S. N. MISRA : The position 
remains that this law is permissible under 
the Constitution. 
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I am talking of the legal position. My 
hon. friends opposite have said that this 
Bill is illegal. I say that it is provided in 
the Constitution that a Preventive Detention 
Act can be passed, and there is nothing in 
the Constitution that has been pointed out 
by the hon. Minister Shri K. C. Pant that 
shows that the provisions of this Bill do not 
conform to the provisions contained in 
article 22 of the Constitution of India. My 
hon. friend Shri S. M. Bancrjee said that it 
was an infringement of article 19 of the 
Cnostitution. With my experience of the 
rulings that the judges have given, I would 
submit that there is no fundamental right 
lor a murderer to come forward and say 
that he will commit the murder. There is 
no fundamental right guaranteed to a thief 
to say that he will commit the theft. There 
is no fundamental right for committing 
crimes. Therefore, anybody raising this 
slogan that the Preventive Detention Act is 
unconstitutional and illegal is absolutely 
incorrect. There is no guarantee for a 
person to go on committing murder. 

This Bill has been necessitated by the 
murders that had been committed. It is in 
the interests of the country that peace must 
be restored, and I would only submit that 
peace cannot be had unless this legislation 
is passed. Anybody, even my hon. friend 
opposite with closed eyes and closed brains 
can imagine what Calcutta is and what 
Bengal is. All the industries have flown out 
from there, because there is no peace there. 
In this connection, I would like to share a 
quotation from Mrs. Durgabai Deshmukh in 
this regard. It is as follows : 

“I need only ask you to go to my 
part of the country, Madras, Malabar 
and Vijayawada: I may tell you I may 
draw your attention to the fact that no 
wife, no mother is feeling secure ; they 
are not sure when the husbands would 
come back, whether they would return 
home or not. Also, the menfolk when 
they go out we not sore of the time 
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they return home and whether the wife 

or daughters are safe in their house.". 

That is the position in that State. What 
is the Government to do to ensure some 
measure of safety and security to the people. 
This is the condition that exists in Bengal 
today. So this is a much-needed legisla¬ 
tion. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : For Bengal. 

SHRI S. N. M1SRA : I am talking 
obout it because Shri Basu has raised that 
objection. Nobody had so far come forward 
with that objection. Shri Basu spoke about 
his State. I am replying to this argument 
and saying that this is the condition that 
was depicted by Shrimati Durgabai Desh- 
mukh some years ago. This is the condition 
prevailing in Bengal today. Nobody is safe. 
I happened to be there and I saw it there. 
Within ten minutes you can find somebody 
coming out with a bomb, throwing out and 
killing half a dozen people, injuring 
half a dozen people. Ts that a 
condition conductive to peace ? Is that a 
condition which will make the country 
prosper ? If out of 1 lakh people, 100 are 
caught as criminals and dealt with and if 
thereby you can have security, what is the 
percentage affected ? 0.001. Is that some¬ 
thing to be so much worried about ? 

They are talking of the safety of the 
country. They are interested in the security 
of the country. We have taken oath here 
to unhold the integrity and sovereignty of 
the country. As such, every member of the 
House should have come forward to say 
that such a legislation should be put on the 
statute book. 

Legal safeguards are provided. Every 
possible safeguard is provided. There can be 
no abuse of the Act. When you say that 
all the members of Parliament are honest, 
you must also concede that the members of 
the judiciary are honest. Everybody in the 
country is not dishonest. 

Therefore, you must believe these officials 
and credit with them with a correct 
appraisement of the position when they take 
up these matters and issue orders. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE ; No 
member has questioned the honesty of the 
'members of the judiciary.

cannot be any abuse of the Act. You cannot 
have it both ways. 

SHRIG. VISWANATHAN There is 
not going to be any trial. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM No evidence, 
no cross-examination. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: No jury, no 
judge. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : No 
advocate. 

SHRI S. N. MISRA : It is not always 
to be believed that you can secure things by 
cross-examination. Cross examination is 
not a guarantee that you will get what is 
wanted. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM ; That is part of 
natural justice. What has happened to 
him ? 

SHRI S. N. MISRA Where it is 
neeessary to deprive a person of his liberty, 
there is a provision in the Constitution, art. 
22 which enables the authorities to do so 
without the usual procedure provided by 
law. It is nobody’s case that it is not 
necessitated ; nobody has come forward to 
say that we have fallen so low that our men 
or officials have no character, no sense and 
no honesty. Therefore, they are the persons 
who shall be able to make a judgment in 
the interest of the country and then pass ttye 
requisite orders under the Act. 

My submission, therefore, is that the 
House should have acclaimed this and 
accepted it as a piece of legislation to give 
security and peace to the country. 

With these words, I support the 
Motion. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat) : I was 
listening with amazement to the speech of 
Shri Pant. His speech was a poor adw "acy 
of a draconian law. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Political com¬ 
pulsion. 

DR. RANEN SEN : It is always known 
that when a law involving detention without 
trial is brought forward here, the Govern¬ 
ment has to |lve eqou$h evidence to ? 9 h* 
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vince the members that a situation has 
arisen In which the security or the 
integrity of the country is threatended. 
He has said that the basis of the law of the 
land is sought to be undermined. How 
does he say that ? What is the proof ? 
We are all responsible members. I ask the 
members belonging to the Congress Party to 
think over this question, to ponder over 
this question. Here the question of the 
liberty of the people, of individuals is 
involved. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA ; What has 
happened in Calcutta ? 

DR. RANEN . SEN : 1 am going to 
come to Calcutta also. I know Calcutta 
much better than you. You need not give 
me a lecture on Calcuutta. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: That is why 
you do not need any proof. 

DR. RANEN SEN : The first thing 
that I want to emphasise in this House is 
that we should all realise that the Govern¬ 
ment has to make out a case for the 
introduction of this Bill. It is nothing but 
ihe Preventive Detention Act. Last time 
when the Preventive Detention Bill was 
sought to be introduced in this House, the 
majority of the members objected to it. As 
a result of that, the Bill was not introduced 
in this House. It goes to the credit of this 
House, the members of Parliament, that they 
did not want it. 

What is the present position ? In the 
aims and objects of this Bill, the question 
of the incidents happening in Bangla Desh 
and our borders has been brought in. It 
does not lie in the mouth of this Govern¬ 
ment to raise this question of Bangla Desh 
and the incidents that are taking place. If 
the Government was honest, after 31st 
March, when a unanimous resolution was 
passed in this House in favour of the Bangla 
Desh fight, the Government should have 
taken steps to see that, it was translated into 
action. The Government did not do that. 
Phis Government created the problem of 
the security of India. This Government 
has created the problem of evacuees. This 
Government has created the danger of 
epidemics throughout Eastern India. Today 
Mr. Bade wgs saying thgt tltff epJdetqip is 
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going to Madhya Pradesh also. Only this 
Government is to be blamed 'for ‘that. 
Therefore, it does not lie in the mouth of 
this Government to mention the question 
of the security of the border or the turmoil 
in Bangla Desh. I had enough time. Instead 
of taking proper steps in proper time, the 
Government has allowed all these things to 
develop and drift. 

The Government should also keep its 
eyes and ears open to receive reactions from 
outside. I am not going to quote any left, 
minded papers that exist today in India. I 
am going to quote the so-called rightist 
papers, the Hindustan Times and the Daily 
Statesman. Even they have come out with 
editorial comments condemning such 
measures. All the Central trade nnion 
organisations AITUC, CITU, Hind Mazdoor 
Sakha, Hindi Mazdoor Panchayat and 
UTUC have opposed this Bill and even the 
INTUC has not supported the introduction 
of this Bill. The INTUC has not supported 
this Bill. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : How can you 
speak on behalf of the INTUC.. .(Interrup¬ 
tions)-..I only say that you cannot speak on 
behalf of the INTUC. 

DR. RANEN SEN : I am not speaking 
on behalf of the INTUC. Let him defend 
it if he wants. But why put something in 
my mouth which I have not said. I was 
saying that so far even the INTUC had not 
endorsed the introduction of this Bill. If 
the INTUC has accepted this Bill it is for 
him to say. Even then I would say that 
the majority of the organised working classes 
is against this Bill becase all the other trade 
union organisations put together would 
probably have more followers than the 
INTUC. All the leftist organisations which 
have so long championed the cause of 
democracy have opposed the introduction 
of this Bill in this way. Everybody has 
said that this is a draconian law ; it cuts at 
the roots of democracy in India. 

Having created conditions inside India, 
particularly at the border, the Government 
want to introduce this Bill, but it does not 
toucji the spies or the traitors and I shall 
prove my point. First of all this is an all 
India Act. Has the Government tried to 
ascertain the opinion of the different State 
government. If they We not done so jt 
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is dereliction of duty because you are trying 
to take away the liberty of the individuals. 
You are giving power to the State Govern¬ 
ment without even making a reference to 
them. 1 do not know abbut all State 
Governments. But I know that Shri Achuta 
Menon, Chief Minister of Kerala, has said 
on May 13, 1971, in Kottayam that in 
Kerala there is no need to implement the 
Maintenance of Internal Security Ordinance. 
There is no reference to popular feelings and 
pupular opinion and there is no reference 
to the State Governments. If there is danger 
from foreign agents, the Foreigners Act may 
be suitably amended. If there is danger 
from internal subversion or the so-called 
spies, the Official Secrets Act, the Indian 
Penal Code and the Criminal Procedure 
Code could be amended properly. Instead 
of trying to do so, all of a sudden the 
preventive Detention Act Is brought through 
the back door. 

Sir, I want to remind the Government— 
Mr. Pant,—that this is very dangerous weapon 
in the hands of the administration. I am 
here reminded of the introduction of the 
PVAct—the prevention of ViolentActivities 
Act—in West Bengal. In those days we 
were told by the local administration there 
and in the West Bengal Consultative Com¬ 
mittee that if the members permit, for six 
months let this piece of legislation be 
introduced. And within six months, peace 
will reign supreme in West Bengal. Ibis is 
the stanement made by the local administra¬ 
tion there, probably when Mr. Pant was 
there, or who was the Home Minister in 
those days ? probably Mr. Chavan was 
there : Mr. Chavan and Mr. Shukla. After 
more than six months, what has been the 
result 7 I need not recount all those old 
stories. I will simply say this. I will state 
only tfro cases. One is the recent murder * 
of nine innocent young men in . the Hooghly 
district, and it is reported in the newspapers 
by a particular political party. Nine boys 
wore killed and buried. Secondly, only 
three days back, murders have been com¬ 
mitted in Burdwan. People on both sides 
have died and houses of people have been 
burnt, (interruption).! am not mentioning 
whether it is Congress or non-Congress. 

AN PON. MEMBER : Human beings. 

• DR. RANEN SEN : Yes ; human 
But .•fat months before these incidents 


took place, the preventive detention law was 
passed there in West Bengal. What has 
happened 7 Therefore, even if you equip 
the administration with these Acts, you 
cannot prevent such incidents. It is a known 
fact; and they are misused in most of the 
cams. 

There is an argument given by one at 
the Congress newspapers. Again, I am not 
mentioning the name. A Congress newpaper 
has given the argument that there are some 
pro-Pakistani elements inside the country, 
pro-Pakistani in the sense that there are some 
people who have some soft comer for 
Pakistan. It is true. (Interruption), 

AN HON. MEMBER : Pro-American 
also. 

DR. RANEN SEN : So, there are 
elements, there are people, who are having 
sympathies for the imperialist countries. 
That is also true. It is also said—and I am 
sorry to say—that there are political elements 
and parties also who try, somehow or other, 
equate the Government of India with the 
Government of Pakistan and thereby create 
a condition in which espionage becomes a 
sort of holy act. All these things are true. 
But these are political and ideological, 
erroneous stand. No preventive action can 
fight any political or ideological aberration. 
For fighting political and ideological aberra¬ 
tion, I should say that political and 
ideological means have to be taken. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member's 
time is up. ? 

DR. RANEN SEN: Therefore, I say 
that all these preventive measures will fail 
ultimately and will result in oppression of 
the masses. How ? I will only quote one 
section : 3 (i) a (ii) and (iii), wherein it is 
stated elements who will try to create bad 
blood between India and any foreign power 
should be hauled up. And the background 
is Bangla Desh. May 1 ask whether we 
will be permitted to go outside and attack 
the Government of the United Kingdom or 
the USA or China for betraying the people 
of Bangla Desh or not 7 

. This law .arms the Government—the 
District Magistrate and the Additional 
District Magistrate—to arrest me if I go 
outside and speak against thpse Govern¬ 
ments—two imperialist governments and one 
so-called socialist Government—who have 
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betrayed the cause of Bangle Desh. Such 
provisions are here. 

Then there tore provisions about main¬ 
tenance of public order, maintenance of 
supplies and services essential to the com¬ 
munity, etc. These are dangerous provisions. 
Suppose the workers have a genuine 
grievance like the NGOs in Andhra. This 
can be used against those workers. This law 
will not bring to book the real spies or 
agents, but will be used by the bureaucrats, 
by the District Magistrates and Superinten¬ 
dents of Police, who are under the influence 
of vested interests against the common 
people, against domocratic movements and 
trade union movements. Therefore, th» 
Bill should be withdrawn. 

The question of arrest of Mr. Syed 
Baddrudduja has been raised by Mr. Vajpayee 
and Mr. Bosu. We know Mr Badrudduja 
very well. We come from the same city It 
was first stated that there is a case against 
him. Well and good ; let government come 
out with the papers and institute a case. If 
he is found guilty, punish him. But why 
should an old man of 75 be detained with¬ 
out trial ? 

Therefore, I oppose this Bill without any 
equivocation, lock, stock and barrel. I 
request the House to ponder over the pro¬ 
visions. It is not meant to help Bangladesh 
or the security of India. Ultimately it is 
going to help the administration to carry on 
somehow or other their ruthless policy 
against the people.

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, after hearing the speech of 
my friend, Mr. Pandey, I am more than ever 
convinced that this Government and this 
party cannot be trusted with the powers that 
it is demanding today. It is very simple to 
create the sort of arguments that Mr. Pandey 
has created, to chase a red, herring though 
the skies, and to create all manner of 
hypothetical situations with which he, 
as the keeper of the conscience of the 
country, is going to keep the peace over 
here. 

First of all, I am against governing by 
ordinance. You know that this is the stand 
of our party. For years, we have been 
opposed to creating ordinances and then 
coming to Parliament, asking for their 
approval. Parliament meets here long 
enough for every conceivable law, that their 
evil genius can think of, to be brought her* 
and properly debated before they slap it on 
the whole country. 

Everybody has accused us of believing 
in an open society. I make no apology for 
it. We want a democratic and healthy 
society to grow in this country. But what 
is this ? They are bringing forth an Act 
which by any description is the blackest law 
that man has devised. If you were to read 
the history of how democratic movements 
have grown throughout the countries, it has 
been by this one principle of habeas corpus 
and it is in order to establish habeas corpus : 
that all democratic societies have evolved. 
What does this Bill do ? It does precisely 
this—it snufs out habeas corpus in the middle 
of the twentieth century in India after 25 
years of Independence. How can one possibly 
support a law which gives the Home Mini¬ 
ster and the Congress Party the power to 
wftht^okl the froodoBvof poopl? whgq ther? 
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k no such emergency ? No .case has bean 
made out. 

Qui the -Home Minister say that it is 
necessary to impose this P. D. law in Lodi 
Estate or here or in Raj Path or in Chandni 
Chowk or in Connought Place ? Yet he 
has demanded these powers for these areas. 
Everybody knows thar nobody more than we 
in the Swatantra Party have demanded from 
this Government that it maintain law and 
order and that maintenance of law and order 
is the first function of the Government and 
we have said this, not once, but we have 
said this umpteen times. When we blame 
them for not preserving law and order, they 
have come back with the facile Marxists’ 
excuse that it is a socio-economic problem. 
Well, if it is a socio-economic problem, how 
are they going to tackle this problem by 
bringing this black law which is not going to 
improve the socio-economic condition of 
this country ? Therefore, how are you going 
to preserve law and order—I would ask you. 

I have no hesitation in giving approval 
to a particular law by which, for a temporary 
period of time and with proper safeguards 
and with foolproof reasons and after a case 
has been made out by the Government, they 
can seek this power for a limited area where 
they can demonstrate to us that the law and 
order is in jeopardy. We know that there 
is a tremendous influx of refugees from 
Bangla Desh. We know that in these 
refugee camps it is quite likely that there are 
enemy agents. Let them demand these 
powers in areas surrounding the borders, in 
the refugee camps themselves and in the 
places where they want to settle them. But 
let them come forward with a proper case as 
to why they want to deprive us of our civil 
liberties. Make out a case. Not that ‘we 
want to control Jyoti Basu’. Is that enough 
reason ? Mr. Pandey cries hoarse about the 
feelings of the Muslims and he looks towards 
Mr. Atal Bihari Vajpayee and blames the 
members of his Party. Against whom is 
this preventive law being used most ? In 
1963 every conceivable type of Muslim was 
carried away overnight and jailed for months 
on end- Nobody says anything about that. 
No case has been brought against them to 
this day. There are thousands of them who 
do not know why they were detained. 

He .has no right to talk about the 
Muslims. He has no right to talk about 
JyotLBasu, He has no right to talk about

the Durgapur Steel Plant, t can understand 
when he blames Jyoti Basu for stopping tire 
work of the Durgapur Steel Plant. But what 
about other plants, where we lose thousands 
of crores of rupees, where Mr. Joyti Basu Is 
nowhere on the horizon which do not pro¬ 
duce for the nation ? 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Perhaps, the 
hon. Member does not know. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : They blame it 
on labour trouble. Sir, I know a little more 
about the Durgapur plant. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Other plants 
are functioning very well, except the Durga¬ 
pur plant. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : With the *Yem- 
yem* they have received with 350 people 
thumping their desks—the ‘Yem-yem’ stands 
for the ‘'massive mandate”—they want to 
push through this black law. Sir, this law 
is a bad one and I appeal to them and most 
of all, to the Minister whose unfortunate 
duty it is to steer this legislation through 
Parliament—think for a moment about your 
own father. I am sure if the hon. Minister 
did, he would realise that he would not have 
approved of this iaw. Yes, make out a 
case for a specific area and then demand 
your power. This House will be very happy 
to give you these powers. Last time it was 
your Party that backed away from enacting 
this law for an area where it was necessary, 
because of the pressures that were brought 
on it, in order that it could stay in power, 
by a very venerable leader of the Rajya 
Sabha. It was this very Party that backed 
away from bringing forward this law. It is 
only the ‘Yem-yem’ that they have received 
that now makes them bold enough to come 
forward and demand these powers because 
their greed for power is unsatiable.

Therefore, I appeal to the hon. Minister. 
He is so close to the centre of power that he 
probably does not see the historic perspective 
in which Habeas Corpus was brought about 
and established democracy throughout the 
world. 

People are detained under this Black 
Law for some years ; even after they have 
fee* Reaped, tfcrir reputations ererniaod j 
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their business is ruined. A great deal of 
injustice is taking place. Does the Govern¬ 
ment do anything to rehabilitate than ? I 
have known some personal friends of mine, 
who were detained under this black law. I 
can personally guarantee this that they did 
absolutely nothing which would endanger 
the security of this country. When these 
friends of mine came out of jail, nobody has 
gone to them. People are afraid of associat¬ 
ing themselves with such people, who suffer 
social ostracisation. Will Mr, Pandey come 
and put bis hand on their shoulders ? No. 
This is the cruelty of these laws which are 
so arbitrary. 

To deny this country habeus corpus is to 
rejuvenate the starchamber. We are not 
living in the reign of bloody Elezabeth I. We 
are living in the reign of Indira Gandhi, the 
last, I hope. 

And therefore I suggest to the Minister 
not to turn this into a Star Chamder, not to 
turn this into the bloody dungeons of 
mediaval times, but to lemember that we 
are in the middle of the 20th century and 
without habeus corpus there is no democracy. 

1 thoroughly oppose this measure. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSf 
(Calcutta South) : I support the Bill. The 
Bill contains many provisions and the need 
for this Bill is almost for the cause now in 
view of the present developments in Bangla 
Desh. It is the primary duty of the 
Government to maintain the public security 
and properly safeguard the country. This 
cannot be enforced without a proper 
machinery of law. When some repressions 
anywhere to curb the liberties of individuals 
and political leaders take place it is some¬ 
thing which is against the spirit of India 
and the youth and the students shout 
against it. They protest, whatever may be 
the form of Government or of the party. 

I could understand the criticism from 
the hon. Member of the opposition. Regard¬ 
ing the degree, I don’t question, But the 
reality of the application of the Act is the 
question, to be considered. 

I support the Bill, not because I come 
from West Bengal or I come from Calcutta, 
not because there are dangers on the politi¬ 
cal leadership of leading political parties. I 
support the Bill not because there is some 
situation which is out of control due to 
some extremist forces in West Bengal and 
other parts of the country. 

Hon. Members from the from the 
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J.S., C.P.M. sod Sfwatantra parties have 
brought various points before the Govern¬ 
ment. I don't grudge them. I don't want to 
throw mud on their own political parties. 

But the present position is this. Not a 
single State in the whole world after inde¬ 
pendence or after revolution is in a position 
to protect the people of their own State 
without having recourse to some emergent 
measures of this type. 

Now, the question is whether the 
Government of India, have a case to move 
this Bill for consideration here. Is there any 
danger to the security of our country on the 
borders ? These aie the questions that 
arise. And I shall presently come to the 
answers. But before I do so, I would like 
to deali with some democratic aspects in 
connection with this Bill. 

The hon. Member from the C.P.I. Dr. 
Ranen Sen, who is a senior Member and 
who is sincere to democracy at least in our 
Indian pattern raised the question of civil 
liberties. Even Shri Piloo Mody had raised 
this question. Shri Jyotirmoy Basu had 
also raised this question, though, of course, 
he belongs to the C.P.M. ; I do not mind 
it... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
difference does it make ? I am not one of 
those chaploosewaUai. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSi : 
Shri Jyotirmoy Basu had raised the question 
that this Bill was intended to control his 
party in West Bengal. For bis information, 

I would like to say this. I would like to 
inform him and the other Members and also 
the Minister that is not go ; I think 
this Government have no intention to con¬ 
trol his party by means of this legislation. 
For, the verdict of the people of West 
Bengal on his party is already there 
which is against CP1(M). He himself had 
raised this question of the great verdict 
of the people of West Bengal on his 
party and had suggested that our govern¬ 
ment led by Shrimati Indira Gandhi wanted 
to control his party by passing this measure. 
He said that the strength of his party which 
was 83 in the previous Assembly has now 
risen to 114. But I would like to point 
out that after many criticisms of 23 years 
of Congress rule, and after the historic split 
in the Congress Party, fortunately, our 
party has now emerged with a strength of 
106 as against a strength of 44 which it bad

before in the ’previous Assembly* So, the 
arithmetical report of the increase from 83 
to 114 on the one side and from 44 to 106 
on the other is there clear before the eyes of 
hon. Members. This is sufficient to show 
that our party in spite of difficulties and 
troubles is marching onward. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : By defec¬ 
tions, they are getting more. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
Defections are not appreciated by the Con¬ 
gress Party. It is known to those Members 
who are still giving some fomentation on 
the Muslim League on the affairs of Shri 
Badrudduja and others. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
about their money-bag masters ? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
Regarding the question of security, hon. 
Members may not agree with me when I 
refer to the situation in West Bengal. I do 
not think that this Bill would be sufficient 
for West Bengal when it becomes an Act ; 
I do not think so. This Bill is merely for 
the satisfaction of the people, so that 
Government may give the answer to the 
people, yes, we have taken the right medi¬ 
cine at the right time for the patient. This 
Bill is nothing besides that. The question 
is not between me and Shri Jyotirmoy Basu, 
but the question is one of deciding the 
merits of the political parties for the future 
of West Bengal and other parts of the country. 

A number of murders have taken place 
in West Bengal. Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee, 
a senior Member of the House raised the 
question of individual liberty. I would cite 
a case where individual liberty and indivi¬ 
dual security were both involved. Mr. Gopal 
Sen, the vice-chancellor of the Jadavpur 
University, an innocent person, was 
murdered brutally. He lost his individual 
liberty and also individual security. The 
murder of Shri Hemant Kumar Basu has 
been raised here so many times that I do 
not like to raise it again. Again, Shri K. L. 
Roy, a judge of the High Court was 
murdered. Perhaps, his only fault was this 
that he said that Shri Subodh Dutta, one of 
the police officials of the West Bengal Police 
was wrongly connected with a case relating to 
the C.P.M. atrocities and should be discharged 
Tbl« police officer tried to save the Govern¬ 


ed, 1971 Maintance of Internal 2228

ment. from CPI(M) conspiracy by arguing on 
the question that the conspiracy was con¬ 
nected with the C.P.M. trying to form a 
police union. Shri K. L. Roy released the 
accused in the High Court, and perhaps, 
that was the reason why Shri K. L. Roy 
was killed. I do not say . that the C.P.M. 
killed him, but the tacts are these. 

Another notable figure. Justice Shri 
Tarapada Mukerjee, the head of the 'Sain 
Murder Commission was brutally injured 
in Calcutta ; only a few days ago, the 
last surviving member of that Sain family 
was also killed in Burdwan by the same party. 
These are examples of the social feelings 
of that part of the country. 

Besides this, there are persons who will 
not get any publicity about what happened 
to them. They are ail dead. Only there 
would be a report about a post-mortem or 
report by the coroner and than the body 
would be handed over by the hospital to be 
sent to the burning ghat. 

I request my hon. friends, Shri Piico 
Mody, Shri Vajpayee and other friends to 
visit West Bengal without asking for police 
protection. In the City of Calcutta, there 
are certain zones which are absolutely 
declared as free zones by the Naxalites or 
C.P.I. (M). At day time or in social func¬ 
tions you are not allowed entry. Even on 
the V.I.P. road from Calcutta airport to the 
city in early morning or at night it is not 
possible for the common people to move 
about without police protection. 

I say that this Bill is not adequate to 
tackle the situation that has been created. It 
is jute a medicine, just an instrument, not a 
very effective one. My humble submission 
is that it is high time that we all met and 
sat together to solve the problem ; I mean 
all the political parties. If Jyoti Basu says that 
there are thousands of criminals in the Youth 
Congress and in the Chatra Parishad and if 
he can produce a list of such people, let him 
do so. There may be 1001 such people in 
the C.P.I.(M) also. Both lists can be 
produced. Let us givea both lists to the 
Government and say that these Me the 
misguided youths, here is the list, arrest 
them. Let us go to the people and try to 
maintain peace. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (Howrah); 

Many lists have been submitted. 
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SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
The C.P.I.(M) people are facing trouble 
now. They have been told, ‘If you do like 
this, we shall not allow you to stay*. Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu knows that many leaders of 
that political party including a former May or 
of Calcutta, Prashanta Sur, could not stay 
in their locality because of the law and 
order situation ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
He is a respected leader of our party. Why 
should he make such statements against 
him ? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 

1 really feel pity for these people. Whether 
it is the CPI(M) or the Congress or the 
CPI, there is no question of evading reality. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This was 
organised by the Central Intelligence anniha- 
litation squad, moving about in plain 
clothes ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
The C.P.I.(M) as a political party is com¬ 
mitted to class struggle. They are governed 
by the Marxist doctrine. But fortunately, 
there is a labour class.. (Interruptions). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I may tell 
Shri Jagjivan Ram, former President of the 
Indian National Congress : your telephone is 
tapped, your visitors are checked. You 
know it. But you dare not mention it 
because then you will be thrown out of your 
job. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : When Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu was speaking, he did not 
tolerate even one or two Interruptions. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : There 
were a lot of interruptions. 

! SHRJ K. C. PANT : Is this fair ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We shall 
be within our rights to interrupt. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No, no. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It was 
done continuously. They came with a prior 

plan* We know these things. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : J would request you 
not to disturb when a member is speaking. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It is my 
right. When they reel out a string of lies, 
when murderers talk about shielding the 
culprits we will interrupt. - -{Interruptions) 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I shall examine the 
personal remarks made about plain clothes 
men being sent to check visitors. There are 
insinuations. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
As I said, the CPI(M) is a party committed 
to a class struggle. There are many great 
young friends in that party, those who can 
sacrifice their lives on the directive of their 
party. 

MR. CHAIRMAM : Please avoid going 
into details as to what is happening in 
Bengal. You come to the Bill. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
Unless I say these things, how can I support 
the Bill ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : On a 
point of order under rule 380. You have, 
just now asked the Reporters to expunge 
certain portions. Expunction of speeches 
can only be done according to the rules 
framed by this House. Kindly read rule 380 
which says : 

“If the Speaker is of opinion that 
words have been used in debate which 
are defamatory or indecent or unparlia¬ 
mentary or undignified, he may, in Ms 
discretion, order that such words be 
expunged from the proceedings of the 
House.” 

Tell me what are the things that I have 
. said. I am saying it again that all the 
murders have been committed by the Central 
Intelligence. You cannot expunge it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : That I will do. 
That is within my discretion.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
I think I have not used a single word which 
is defamatory In the speech of Mr. Bosu 
he has already confessed that in the United 
Front rule, they have detained 1300 
Congressmen 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : No, I did 
not say that. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
I have all respect for the parly which is 
committed to class struggle. I do not Marne 
them. But the leader of the working class 
in Durgapur, Shn Dilip Mqumdar, is still 
in detention. The leader of the peasantry, 
Shri Benoy Kumar, M.L A., is still detained 
in jail custody for the murder in Burdwan 
Interruptions ). 

Then there is the case of Shri Tahiqdar 
(. Interruptions ) 

MR. CRAIRMAN : What is the use of 
mentioning them 7 
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DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Emakulam) : 
Shri Piloo Mody said that we had not made 
out a case and he is making out a 
case. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : That matter has 
been discussed in this House so many times. 
He must come to the Bill. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : He is justifying 
the Bill. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If their objection 
is to bring in the name of some body out¬ 
side into the discussion I may point out 
that the name of Shri Tarun Kanti Ghosh 
has been brought it in the discussion. He 
is perfectly entitled to put forward his 
case. 

SHRI PR1YA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
Shri Taluqdar was also a trade-union leader. 
Just a day before the elections he was 
arrested and detained by the police as he 
was caught red handed in a car carrying 
explosives materials, bombs and guns. 
These are facts. No conviction has yet 
been awarded. 

Another person Shri Anant Singh, was 
also a candidate- . .{Interruptions ) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, a 
point of order. This matter is still sub- 
judice and so it cannot be discussed 
here. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : if that case is 
pending before a Court of Law it need not 
be referred to here. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 

I do not want to expose these things, they 
are exposed already. I was giving you only 
facts. 

Again a few days before the election 
all over West Bengal explosive materials 
were seized from different political head¬ 
quarters. i do not want to mention the 
names. My hon. friend Shri R. S. Pandey 
once again tried to attack Mr, Bosu in the 
name of Mao Tse-Tung. Fortunately I am 
to a position to inform Mr. Pandey that Mr. 
Bosu and his party are not so great as to 
catch the attention of Mao Tse-Tung. He 
has introduced a separate branch as he was 
failed by this party. Any way after the 
historical results of the recent elections, in 
West Bengal, especially two at three dis- 
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tricts have become almost terrible. I want 
to cite one district—Birbhum. 220 private 
licensed guns have been seized by the 
Naxalites. In Burduwan most common 
people and the land owners have been 
compelled to give up their guns to the ex¬ 
tremists of some political parties. The 
situation is such. I have respect for 
those leaders though I have a different 
ideology. 

This Bill has come in the context of the 
Bangla Dcsh affair. We are committed 
by our resolution expiessing solidarity to 
support the Bangla Dcsh. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You have 
betrayed them. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
We have not betrayed them. But we know 
the history of your betrayal during the free¬ 
dom struggle at the time of the British rule. 
People from Bangla Desh come to the bor¬ 
der to enter the Indian territory for food and 
shelter. There are some intelligent persons 
like CP1(M). They speak iriore for democracy 
and shout their support for Mr. Mujibiir 
Rehman but they go to border in search of 
weapons. There arc certain elements and cer¬ 
tain forces in our country which do not really 
like the present character of the Government 
of India and the democratic set up but want 
to impose some other thing with the help of 
foreign powers. Government have taken 
right decision at the right time. t 

But the main thing is this. So far as 
this Bill is concerned, in the application of 
the Act, the powers would be exercised by 
the Distsict Magistrates, Additional District 
Magistrates, and the Commissioners of 
Police at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and 
Hyderabad. In this aspect, I would request 
the Minister concerned to see that there 
must be a definite system by which the 
Government gives instructions to these 
officers,—because, actually they are heading 
the bureaucracy,—to conduct those cases by 
taking into account which of them are 
genuine and which are not geunine. It is a 
fact, that in many cases it has happened that 
sometimes, the common people are com¬ 
pelled to suffer without committing any fault 
or any crime—sometimes for the personal 
intention of the police officers ; even some¬ 
times for the personal Intention of some 
bureaucrats. But then, there is the safe¬ 
guard for such things. There Is an advi- 
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sory body provided here, it is a new thing. 
It is not a permanent body. On the advi¬ 
sory body, the officials are not holding any 
power like the Supreme Court judges or the 
Chief Justices of the High Courts. They 
act simply under the executive authority. And 
their sanction is under ihe Government as 
well as under Parliament. So, the point is, 
the Ministry should instruct the advisory body 
in these affairs ; that the categorical deten¬ 
tion by the Commissioner of Police or certain 
Additional District Magistrates or District 
Magistrates should be seriously taken into 
consideration in this aspect, namely, whether 
some personal allergies or some personal 
intentions are created because of which the 
detention has been ordered. If this thing 
is done, that will be good ; I am confident 
that our Government is a strong Govern¬ 
ment and it is expected to do so ; there is 
no question about it. That is the only 
aspect which has to be remembered in the 
application of the Act. 

In the situation of our country, there 
is no question that this Bill is required to 
be immediately passed. I would like to 
inform the hon. Members—they all know 
since many of them are more experienced 
than I—what happened in the USSR. What 
happened at the time of the recent Polish 
agitation 7 The agitation was taken up by the 
people on the demand for food. What was 
the measure taken by the Polish Govern¬ 
ment in that State of affairs ? What was 
done in the students* agitation against De 
Gaulle in France ? Just a year and a half 
back, what were the measures taken by that 
Government ? It was a tremendous thing. 
The student leader in a French university 
was charged, and was asked not to enter 
the university campus for two years. That 
was a serious situation. 

What happened in the USSR ; when 
Pasternak just wrote, exposed the history 
and the background of the Russian revo¬ 
lution and his book. Dr. Zhivago, was 
banned 7 He was awarded the Nobel Prize. 
What was die intention of the socialists 7 
I do not have any grudge against them. But 
the point is, the situation in the Indian 
democracy is so serious that this Bill must 
be passed and must come into force imme¬ 
diately. 

, 1 support this Bill, and I command it; 

fp41 wish it to be on record here that I 
40 apt know when I shall go back to West 
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Bengal; some forces will come to take my 
life also. I do not bother about it. But the 
days are such that you have to speak the 
truth ; to speak the reality of the crisis in 
the nation without fearing anything. 

So, I support the Bill and I support the 
provisions of the Bill. With one more 
observation, I shall conclude. I have seen 
that the democrats of our country, the 
political leaders of our country, speak for 
democracy on two occasions only : demo¬ 
cracy at the time of voting, and the demo¬ 
cracy at the time of taking the oath in the 
House. There was a certain UF Minister;— 
I do not like to name the party or person 
because they will shout. ( lntaruption .) 
They speak about democracy and the 
Constitution at the time of the oath-taking 
ceremony. But when they go outside, when 
they face the mob and the press people, and 
the camera for their publicity, they speak 
like anything ; they have the capacity to 
kill like anything ; they do so in respect of 
the common janta. ( Interruption .) I do not 
name you. Because of these things, not 
only is this Bill very necessary but there 
must be some positive check by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. All those political parties 
should either follow the Constitution of 
India or follow the principles of basic 
democracy in our country, the democracy 
that has been enshrined in our Constitution 
and promulgated, or they should categori¬ 
cally say that “we are Naxalites and we are 
not under the canopy of democracy,** so 
that we can identify the enemy. 

But for dealing with the enemy inside 
the House or undei the canopy of demo¬ 
cracy, what can the Government do without 
such a Bill. 

With these words, I support the Bill 
once again with the confidence that our 
socialist Government with achieve socialism 
not by means of this Act but by a 
socialist economy through development 
programmes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shn Maran.

(Gwalior) : Where is Mr. Khadilkar ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA): 
He is busy with some important piece of 
work. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
Nothing is more important than parliamen¬ 
tary work. The other day when we were 
discussing this question, Mr. Khadilkar was 
at Geneva. Now he is in the capital. He 
must be present. I do not mean any dis¬ 
respect to Shri Balgovind Verma. He is a 
new Minister trying to come up. But what 
has happened to Mr. Khadilkar ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : We require a 
Minister to be here to reply to the debate 
and he is here. But the sentiments of the 
House should be conveyed to the Minister. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I was saying, 
many of them have lost their near and dear 
ones in Bangla Desh. Many parents have 
lost their 'sons and daughters. Many sons 
and daughters have lost their parents. 
Many mothers and listers—hundreds and 
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thousands of them—have not only been dis¬ 
honoured, but thousands of them have bent 
kidnapped and kept inside the cantonments 
and garrisons of the Pakistani army. 
Human history has perhaps no paraliel 
to such a Titanic tragedy of uprooted 
humanity, millions of uprooted humanity, 
who face a terrible situation of total 
destitution, utter despair and boundless 
misery. 

Yesterday Shri Khadilkar quoted the 
figure of the Bangladesh refugees as 5.7 
million. But that figure is wrong. Because, 
according to the statement issued by the 
Chief Minister of West Bengal, the figures 
are West Bengal 45.6 lakhs, Tripura 9.4 
lakhs, Meghalaya 3.4 lakhs and Assam 
8 lakhs. This is not my statement but the 
statement issued by the Chief Minister. If 
you total all these it is near about 7 million 
and this is the figures as on 11th June. 
Now it has already crossed the 7 million 
mark. According to Rev. Blum, an inter¬ 
national gentleman, Director of ‘War on 
want* who visited almost all the borders, the 
figures has already touched the mark of 
10 million. 

These people who have come from 
Bangladesh, they have not come as a result 
of natural calamity. They have come to 
seek shelter and protection in Indian terri¬ 
tory as a result of most brutal butchery, as 
a result of the conspiracy of the Government 
of Pakistan. It is a conspiracy of the 
Government of Pakistan not only to kill 
them, not only to butcher them, not only to 
commit genocide on the people of Bangla¬ 
desh, but to push them out of the territory, 
into the Indian soil, to subvert our own 
security, to shatter our economy, to create 
dislocation in our socio-economic matrix, to 
create communal tension here and to 
create a colossal problem for our own 
country. 

These 7 million refugees from Bangla¬ 
desh who have come to India have not 
come of their own. They have been forced 
to enter into India as a result of the sordid 
conspiracy of a foreign government. What 
is this 7 Is it not aggression in disguise by 
Pakistan 7 If that is so, I want to remind 
the Government, by human touch alone, by 
giving them shelter and protection, you 
cannot resolve the problem of the Bangla¬ 
desh refugees. Humanitarian touch may be 
essential to give them temporary shelter, 
but the political problem, which la the toot 
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came of uprooting millions of humanity, 
has to he faced with firm political determi¬ 
nation and political action. 

It was very idee yesterday to hear the 
Prime Minister say that we will go through 
hell to meet the situation in Bangladesh. 
She also rose very high when she said that 
she will not accept any political solution 
which will mean the death for Bangladesh. 
Very nice words, very encouraging words ; 
but words do not mean anything unless 
followed by positive, firm and determined 
action. 1 want to know from the Govern¬ 
ment whether they can convince the people 
of India that this government, after the 
outbreak of national revolution in Bangla¬ 
desh, have taken any positive action to 
stop the butchery of the people, to stop the 
worst kind of genocide that has been per¬ 
petrated on 7| million people in Bangladesh, 
a thing that has never happened in any 
part of the world. What has happened to 
this government, a government which 
represents 55 crores of people, a govern¬ 
ment which represents a nation 
which is the second biggest in the world ? 
I do not know what has happened to this 
government. What is this, if it is not 
emasculation of the whole national being, 
the sole of which has been entrusted to 
you ? 

I do not want to dilate much on the 
subject. I should only want to remind you 
that the responsibility had been left to the 
Deputy Minister by Shri Khadilkar. If this 
Government had any sense of responsibility, 
Shri Khadilkar, who is responsible for 
dealing with the refugee problem, when his 
presence in India was necessary every hour, 
would not have gone on a foreign tour and 
remain there for nearly two weeks. Even 
when such an important discussion is being 
held in this House, he is not present here. 
He has left the responsibility to the Deputy 
Minister. 

What did the Deputy Minister do ? He 
made a naive statement, something like an 
astrological forecast. He said that they 
will be required to keep the Bapgla Desh 
refugees only for six months. What is the 
basis of his calculation 7 How does he say 
that they will keep these refugees only for 
six months ? Have they anything in mind, 
any positive programme or line of action ? 
Wave they taken any (Jecisiqn of positive 


steps on the basis of which they make this 
calculation ? It is like an astrological fore¬ 
cast, I do not blame him. He may be a 
good soul but he made a naive statement, 
perhaps because he is a newcomer. 

Shri Khadilkar should be sacked and 
relieved from the responsibility of this 
Ministry. He has not even gone to the 
border except once. On Saturday, the 23rd 
May evening he flew to Calcutta and came 
back on the 24th May when Parliament 
opened, only for a few hours. After that, 
when people from the whole world are 
coming, this Rehabilitation Minister has 
not visited West Bengal, Tripura or any 
part of that area. Not even the Deputy 
Minister, none of the important Ministers 
has visited these refugee areas. This is the 
attitude. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (Bettiah) : The 
Prime Minister went. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Yes. 

When you said that you would be 
required to keep the refugees only for six 
months, do you remember what taunting 
remark was made by the Speaker himself ? 
The speaker said, “Do you reatly believe 
that they will go back ?” It was a sponta¬ 
neous reaction of the Speaker. The Speaker 
reflected the opinion of the people at large 
in our country and of all State Govern¬ 
ments, because you have words, words and 
words-brave words, nice words, decent 
words, courageous words, words of confi¬ 
dence, but without an iota of positive 
action. 

That is the reason why you have not 
been able to create any confidence either in 
the mind of Bangla Desh refugees 
or of any State Government or of 
the people of India that you really mean 
action and that these refugees will go back 
to Bangla Desh, their homeland. That is 
why tbe State Governments are reluctant 
to take these Bangla Desh refugees. Even 
after the Nehru-Liaquat Pact in 1950 Nehru 
had harboured the idea that after that Pact 
the refugees would go back. But after 1956 
he was completely disillusioned when not a 
single soul of a refugee went back on the 
assurance of Liaquat Ali. You can have an 
assurance but these assurances wi 11 have np 
meaning unless you take some positive 
HfrflOXI,

1 will draw your attention to what the 
Meghalaya Government has done. It is 
the greatest disservice to the nation that they 
have done when the UNO team was visiting 
the Bangla Desh refugees. They have maltrea¬ 
ted men and women. Refugees are treated as 
prisoners. 6,000, Bangla Desh refugees have 
been forced to go back to Sunamganj-Sylhct 
area out of sheer frustration. They said 
when tiwy went back, “We a-e being killed 
here; we will be killed there ; let us be 
killed in our own homeland.” The Prime 
Minister went to visit Meghalaya. What is 
her report of the condition in Meghalaya ? 
You must enlighten this House about the 
condition there. 

If you are really serious about sending the 
Bangla Desh refugees back to their home¬ 
land, I suggest that it is absolutely wrong to 
take them to different States. They should 
be kept in West Bengal, Tripura, Assam and 
Meghalaya. I remind you that at the time 
of partition almost all refugees from West 
Pakistan were given temporary shelter in 
East Punjab in Government camps. It can 
be done in West Bengal and in all the 
border States. But the question is one of 
finance, management and supply. If finance, 
management and supply can be assured by 
the Central Government, camps can be 
built in the interior areas of the border States. 
Why I say so ? You must keep the Bangla 
Desh spirit amongst the refugees alive. Un¬ 
less you keep the Bangla Desh spirit alive, 
it will not be possible for you, even after a 
radical change in the situation of Bangla 
Desh, to send them back. It will be wrong 
to send them outside the border State. The 
Government should undertake the responsi¬ 
bility of financing and giving them supplies. 
These refugees can be put in the interior 
area of the border State. 

The Chief Minister of West Bengal has 
made a statement that they have not been 
able to provide shelter to about 23 lakhs of 
refugees. They have only sky above them, 
some water to drink but no food. At the 
same time, the Minister says that those who 
are not in the camps will not be provided 
with ration. What a contradiction ? You 
have not been able to give them shelter. 
You have not been able to set up camps. 
At the same time, you are denying them the 
ration. What a terrible thing ? What an 
inhuman thing 1 You can imagine that. 
You have admitted that 30 per cent of the 
refugees have not been provided any shelter 
either in the camps or any kind of im¬ 


provised shelter. I demand that the ration 
be given to all, whether they are in camps 
or with their relatives or under the shade of 
trees or in the open with only sky above. 
Equal treatment should be given to all of 
them. 

What is this ration that is given ? It is 
only 400 grams of rice, 100 grams of dal, a 
few pieces of onions and potatoes. It is 
not a fact that all these people have left 
everything behind in Bangla Desh ? When 
they were coming here, even the last vestiges 
of their belongings were snatched away. 
They have come here only with bare 
skeleton. They have nothing with them. 
How will they cook? From where will 
they get utensils ? From where will they 
get oil, fuel and all that ? They have no 
clothings, no beddings, etc. The Govern¬ 
ment has not given them anything. I say, 
some cash allowance should be given to 
them so that they can purchase some cloth¬ 
ings, beddings, etc. 

About the management, and I do not 
know how many young men and women 
are there, the Government lacks imagi¬ 
nation. Most of them are young men and 
women who have come from Bangla Desh. 
Their the largest number because their 
lives are in danger in Bangla Desh. Why 
have they not been recruited ? Why don’t 
you give them an opportunity to man ag e 
their own community kitchens, look after 
the sanitation and other things ? It is to 
keep the spirit of Bangla Desh alive in 
them. Why have you not done that ? Yog 
should do that. Also, in all the camps, 
you should keep at least one leader a revo¬ 
lutionary, of the Bangla Desh so that they 
can keep up the spirit of Bangla Desh in 
them. 

’ I would like to draw the attention of 
the hon. Minister to another point. The 
international help should be given not in 
cash but in kind. You know the reasons. 
The priority should be given for supplies of 
tents, tarpaulins, land and air transports, 
ambulence cars, tube-well equipment, dry 
foods, baby foods, milk powder, medicines, 
etc. 

Lastly, I would like to say that Mr. 
Khadilkar by his sense of lack of responsi¬ 
bility has amply proved that the Ministry 
of Rehabilitation and Labour and Employ¬ 
ment should be separated immediately, if 
the Government really wants to tackle this 
gigantic problem, unprecedented problem, of 
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the refugees, immediately, a separate Minis¬ 
try for Rehabilitation for dealing with re¬ 
fugees should be set up. They should set up 
immediately an office at Calcutta with either 
Minister of State or Deputy Minister who 
can take spot decisions. 

It is a matter of shame for us that, 
when a delegation from U.K. is visiting 
Bangla Desh, and they will be coming to 
our country, the Government has not spon¬ 
sored any delegation of the Members of 
Parliament to go to the border area to see 
things with their own eyes. I demand that 
the Government should immediately or¬ 
ganise a delegation of Members of Parlia¬ 
ment to go along with the border area to 
see things with their own eyes and help the 
Government in tackling this gigantic pro¬ 
blem. 

Lastly, I want that if the Government 
do not want to behave in a partisan way— 
it is a national problem and so lor.g the 
Opposition has treated it as a national 
problem—and if the Government do rot 
want to deal with the whole matter in a 
partisan way, they should immediately set 
up a Refugees Council with the members 
of the Government Party as well as the 
Opposition and presided over by the 
Minister of Rehabilitation. Only then it 
will mean that the Government want a 
national policy and a national approach 
to the national crisis that we are facing 
to-day. 

Thank you, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shri P. K. Deo to 
put a question. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : Sir, 
human history has never witnessed a re¬ 
fugees influx of this magnitude and as stated 
by the previous speaker refugees have come 
and they are more than seven million and 
in their train, they have brought in misery, 
diseases and so many problems. Nov/ I 
would like to put a categorical question to 
the Minister. What is the solution to this 
refugee problem ? We are completely fed 
up with the sabre-rattling statements of the 
Government. It was only yesterday that the 
Prime Minister has stated in the Rajya 
Sabha that the Government is prepared to 
meet any contingency to solve the refugee 
problem. But we would Eke to have a 
categorical answer from the Minister. What 


is the solution they are thinking of to this 
refugee problem ? If they are going to 
send them back, are you capable of creating 
conditions in Bangla Desh so that they can 
go back 7 And if they are to go back, 
then why try to disperse the refugees to 
some other areas where they may create 
problems 7 The problem of law and order 
is already there. Health hazards are there. 
There are so many saboteurs who have 
come there and they have not been properly 
screened and all these things have to be 
taken into consideration. If the Govern¬ 
ment is going to have a show-down as the 
ultimate thing, then why not expedite it 7 
Why prolong this agony and try to disperse 
these refugees to other States where there 
is a possibility of creating problems there 7 

Taking all these factors into consi¬ 
deration, I would request the Minister to 
come out with a categorical statement as to 
how they want to solve this problem of 
refugees and what is the time limit fixed 7 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : This situation arose out of the 
partition in the country. This was done 
and accepted by the then leaders of the 
congress. The responsibility should be 
shared by the Central Cabinet. The Central 
Government has to shoulder the responsi¬ 
bility if they have any sense of morality. 
They cannot absolve themselves from the 
responsibility. They have let down the 
people in the past. We see a repetition of 
this today. 

If you go to the border your heart will 
bleed as you see the condition of these 
persons. The Government >s not able to 
provide them with shelter. More than 50% 
of the evacuees are suffering because of this. 
There was some torrential rain in that part 
of the country and they under went great 
suffering. They suffer from scorching sun, 
when the sun comes out. They are really 
in a pitiable condition. 

We talk about spending one rupee a 
day. For instance, it is said, they will give 
400 grammes of rice. DMK are giving rice 
one rupee a measure. I don’t know whet¬ 
her they can purchase that much quantity 
here. This Government is noted for one thing 
and that is corruption. We don’t expect 
any leal remedy from them. 

They are telling again and again before 
the world that the Prime Minister had made 
a statement, a categorical assurance, that 
those who come from Bangla Desh, will be 
allowed to come in. You kindly go to 
Bagmara in Meghalaya. You kindly go 
to Rangra in Meghalaya and adjoining 
areas. You will know whether any refugees 
are stopped from coming in. Criminals 
and anti-socials are very active there. There 
are numerous cases of rape reported. I 
have received telegrams and letters. Mr. 
Minister, they are doing it on the strength 
of the confidential instruction or circular 
given by the Government saying : Do not 
allow Bangla Desh evacuees to come inside 
of Meghalaya. We want to have a clear 
and categorical answer. I want to know 
this: Is there any such circular by the 
Government of Assam or Meghalaya that 
you will restrict or stop people coming 
from Bangla Desh ? If so, what are 
the contents of the circular ? If not, 
under what authority are they doing it ? 
The hon Minister had gone to the 
eastern region at public cost to see the 
tefugees or evacuees. A lot of disturbing 
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news is coming from Shillong. 1 would 
like to know whether she visited or did not 
visit Shillong. If she did not visit Shillong, 
what was the reason therefor ? 

18.00 brs. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Government are 
tinkering with the problem of giving aid to 
the Bangla Desh evacuees, and in fact, are 
playing with their lives. 1 would like to 
know a few small facts. What is the actual 
number of evacuees that have come to 
India ? There is conflicting news abcut the 
number. What is the method that Govern¬ 
ment have adopted to ascertain the actual 
number, because I have in my possession 
certain facts to show that nearly 50 per cent 
of the refugees or evacuees are not registered. 
So, what is the basis for ascertaining the 
number of evacuees ? 

Is it a fact or not, as reported in a'most 
all West Bengal newspapers that not even 
25 per cent of the people are registered and 
only the people who are registered get ration 
or money or whatever else is given by 
Government ? 

Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee has already 
asked whether 25 lakhs of people are to be 
sent outside the border areas or whether the 
number is 8 lakhs Let Government be 
very clear on this. Even if it be 8 "akhs, 
what is the arrangement made by Govern¬ 
ment to transport these 8 lakhs refugees or 
evacuees to other parts of India ? The 
newspapers have made the calculation that 
it will take at least six months to transfer 
8 lakhs people at this rate, even with the 
help of the USA and USSR planes. So, 
will the Government let us know the actual 
transport arrangements, that they are going 
to make ? 

Lastly have Government tried to ascer¬ 
tain how many people are going to return 
to Bangla Desh within a couple of months 
or three or four or six months ? These are 
the categorical questions for which 1 would 
like to have an answer by the hon. Minister. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I 
share the concern of the hon. Members of 
this House. The problem of refugees is 
'try big. Looking to the magnitude of the 
problem, if they do not feel satisfied, I 
think they are right to a certain extent. 
But may I ask them whether there is any 


other country in the world which has wit¬ 
nessed such kind of influx as we have seat 
in India ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : His party 
is responsible for that. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: That 
being so, I feel that it is rather easier to 
criticise than to put things into practice. 
I think that Members and leaders of the 
Opposition parties are equally responsible 
and they owe as much duty to the country 
as we on this side of the House and in 
Government. We hope that they will 
cooperate with us in tackling this problem. 
This problem is a gigantic one and needs the 
whole hearted cooperation of all of us. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : I asked the Tripura Government 
to take our help but they refused. They 
have got a committee ; in that none of our 
MLAs or MPs was included. What type of 
co-operation does he want. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Co¬ 
operation may be given in many ways. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : How ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : To 
raise the morale of the people, there can 
be co-operation ; it is no use going on cry¬ 
ing in a vein that demoralises people. 
Therefore, I said that as leaders of the 
Opposition parties, they have certain res¬ 
ponsibilities to the nation and should not 
utter certain words which do not behave 
them. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : The Minis¬ 
ter has asked for our co-operation. Let 
him say categorically, one, two, three, four, 
five, six what co-operation they want and 
what we have denied to them. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : That 
we can give I think ne knows that.. 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI JYOTIR" OY BOSU : He is 
casting aspersions . n Opposition leaders by 
saying that w are not co-operating in 
looking after the refugess. Let him say 
here and now specifically what co-operation 
he wants from as. 
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SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: Shri 
Samar Guha quoted certain figures which. 

1 think, are not correct. We receive figures 
from the State Government every day. 
These are based on daily reports. There* 
fore, when I give the figures, I think they 
are the correct ones and should be relied 
upon. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI (Berham- 
pore) : What is the latest figure ? 

SHRI BALGOVID VERMA : Upto 
the 14th of this month, in West Bengal, the 
number is 43,90,101... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Has he seen 
the statement of the Health Minister, Shri 
Manaluddin and the Chief Minister that 44.5 
lakhs have come. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : These 
are the figures supplied by the State Govern¬ 
ment ; they are not our figures. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Then ask 
them why they issued that statement to the 
press. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : The 
present figures are : West Bengal 43,90,101, 
Assam, 1,87,609, Meghalaya 2,54,024, 
Tripura, 9,55,264, Bihar, 4,857, Total : 
57,91,855. These are the official figures which 
should be relied upon and no credence 
should be given to newspaper reports be¬ 
cause sometimes they publish such figures 
which have got no basis at all. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : Are tbege registered figures ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : These 
are figures supplied by the State Govern- ' 
ment. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : On the basis 
of the estimate. Government will provide for 
expenditure and other things. Many people, 
without ge'ttirg shelter in government camps, 
have taken shelter in the houses of bene¬ 
volent people and relatives or others. 
These figures have not been taken into 
account. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : These 
are the figures registered with the Govem- 
me n t'* and they include those who are 
inside and outside the camps as well. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
How many are actually registered and how 
many are residing outside government camps? 
That figure you must supply to us. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: The 
figure inside camps is 36,58,037 and out¬ 
side camps is 21,33,818. The total is 
57,91,855. 

He said that the figures were under¬ 
estimated and that some persons have not 
been registered. There may be some per¬ 
sons who have not been registered. It is a 
long border of 135 miles, an open border, 
and people are crossing everywhere. When 
lakhs of refugees are crossing the border 
every day, it is humanly impossible to regis¬ 
ter each and everybody. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
Why ? Nobody wants to evade regis¬ 
tration. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : There 
has been a charge that we did not stop the 
butchering of people in Bangla Desh, How 
can we interfere with what a foreign 
Government is doing in its soil ? We did 
all that we could. We have been trying to 
mobilise public opinion. We have been 
sending people abroad and doing whatever 
lies in our power to see that the Govern¬ 
ment of Pakistan comes to its senses. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Then, why 
did you say that within six months they 
will return ? 7 

SHRI BALGOViND VERMA: Why 
do you feel agitated ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Perhaps you 
have gone to the border only once or twice. 
You will feel agitated if you see the condi¬ 
tions. Whenever we get an opportunity, we 
go there and see the people. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We feel 
that it is a reasonable time, that during this 
time the conscience of the world community 
wilt be aroused and that they will come to 
their senses. We feel that the world 
community will exercise pressure on the 
Government of Pakistan so that a political 
settlement wilt be arrived at and people will 
be able to return safely, honourably and 
with full satisfaction to their homeland. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Why a politi¬ 
cal settlement 7 Yesterday the Prime 
Minister said M the Rqjya Sabha that we 
will not impose any political settlement on 
Bangla Desh. This is stabbing the Bangla 
Desh revolution in the back. Let them go 
back and be killed, but do not talk of a 
political settlement. The only political 
solution is the withdrawal of the Pakistan 
army. You have started salesmanship of 
Yahya Khan. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : We be¬ 
lieve that six months is a reasonable period 
within which conditions will become nor¬ 
mal. We assure the House that we are not 
going to feed the refugees for good, and as 
the Prime Minister has said a number of 
times, we reserve the right to take appro¬ 
priate action at the appropriate time. There¬ 
fore, I think hon. Members should have no 
doubt in their minds. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj): 
If the world conscience has not been moved 
during the last three months, how will it be 
moved now ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Shri 
Guba referred to rations. The rations 
ape distributed by the State Governments. 
We give advance to the State Government 
and the State Government is entirely 
responsible for making these arrange¬ 
ments. Two or three days back the hon. 
Member brought to my notice certain defi¬ 
ciencies in this matter and I have communi¬ 
cated them to the State Government and 
asked them to adhere strictly to the in¬ 
structions conveyed from this place and 
that there should be no shortage in pres¬ 
cribed rations. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Where will 
they get fuel, salt and oil ? That question 
has not been answered. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : They 
are supplied 400 gms. of rice and 300 gms. 
of vegetable and 100 gms. of dal. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU He is 
misleading the House. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I am 
not misleading the House. This is what the 
Government of India has asked the State 
Governments to give and the Government is 


paying for. Over mid above these thing s 
they are also getting kerosene oil, edible oil 
and salt. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Either the 
Minister is wrong or I am wrong. For four 
or five days I have been visiting the camps 
in Bongaon and Bashirhat areas. It is my 
personal experience that they are given 400 
gms. of rice, 100 gms. of dal and four pieces 
of onion and potatoes. Nothing else is 
given. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I have 
said several times that it is the responsibility 
of the State Government. We give money 
to them to supply all these things. We 
shall bring to the notice of the State 
Government what the hon. Member has 
said here. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : On a 
point of order. We asked a specific ques¬ 
tion : what will the refugee actually get out 
of one rupee ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; There is no point 
of order. He wants this information. I 
cannot compel the Minister to give the 
answer he wants. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Mr. 
Samar Guha referred to the management of 
the camps, especially the community kitchen. 
So far as the community kitchens are con¬ 
cerned they should be entrusted to the re¬ 
fugees themselves. The refugees are being 
employed as far as possible in relief works 
either on a voluntary basis or on daily re- 
mu leration basis. Wherever it is possible 
they are associated with the cooking of 
meals but most of them like to have their 
dry rations and cook themselves. We do 
not want to injure their feelings. They were 
part of India sometime back and in the 
countryside there are still people who do 
not want to take cooked meals. If they 
do not take cooked meals we cannot force 
them. So they take their dry rations. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: They want 
some fuel. Without fuel how can they 
cook ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : I visit¬ 
ed one camp in Bongaon area. It was on 
the 6th and the 7th. I can mention parti¬ 
cularly the brickfield camp where I found 
that fuel was distributed to the refugees. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Only where 
there is a community kitchen some fuel is 
given but where there are no community 
kitchens no ftiel or salt or oil is.given. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : The 
hon. Member has brought it to my notice, 
and I will see to it. 

Then, he pointed out one thing regard¬ 
ing international help, and he said that 
most of the help was coming in kind. If 
they send any help in kind, how can we 
refuse it ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA I said kind 
not in cash. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : They 
are giving us in kind. Some cash is also 
coming. If you like, I can give the figures 
for what we have received so far. We have 
received international help to the tune of 
Rs. 30 crores. Out of this Rs. 30 crores, 
near about Rs. 1 crore is in cash ; that is, 
Rs. 92,83,629. This is cash. Various inter¬ 
national organizations have given it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : What about 
parliamentary delegation and the council. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : Shri Samar 
Cuha’s question was not answered ; it was 
about the people who are living outside the 
camps. 

MR, CHAIRMAN : One Member has 
spoken for half-an-hour. Do not intervene, 
because already, the Minister has enough 
questions to answer. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : It is a 
very important question. Very many people 
are living outside the camps. What about 
them ? What is the answer ? Lakhs of 
peopi;; are staying outside the camps. They 
are not getting any ration. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : On 
this thing, I really share the concern the 
hon. Members. We are also very particular 
about it; we are considering the issue, and 
we hope to extend this facility to all those 
who are staying with their relations as 
well. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He has asked 
about the parliamentary delegation. Have 
you got anything to say ? 


SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : So far 
as the parliamentary delegation is concerned, 
we are not averse to it. We will consider 
it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : About the 
council ? He wanted our co-operation. 
We offer our co-operation. But there should 
be some machinery for hating mutual co¬ 
operation, and that co-operation can be 
had if a council is formed, with a few 
Members, and the Minister as the Chair¬ 
man. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He will answer 
the questions raised by Shri Vajpayee. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : My questions are 
also there. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Mr. 
Deo has asked two or three things. One 
was about the return of the refugees. He 
asked what is the solution for the refugee 
problem. I think we are alive to our 
duties. Do not think that we are not alive 
to our duties. When we have taken this 
responsibility on ourselves, we know how it 
should be done. 1 may tell you that we 
are seeing how the international community 
heeds to our proposal, and if nothing is 
coming forward, we will see to it as to how 
we can do it and what we can do. Once 
we are committed to democracy and other 
ideals, we will see that these ideals arc kept 
high. * 

Then about the question whether the 
refugees will go back : not for a moment 
we should think that they will become what 
one may call a permanent burden to us. 
They will go back. There is no doubt 
• about it. We have got faith in our people ; 
we have got faith in our Government, and 
we know we will be able to do it. ( Interrup¬ 
tion) 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Already, 55 
minutes have been taken. I request you to 
complete in five minutes. Otherwise, you 
had better examine all the questions and 
lay the answers o \ the Table of the House. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Then, 
the hon. Member wanted screening of the 
refugees. I may tell the House that the 
Government of India has given 
instructions to the State Government that 
every refugee who alters our country should 
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be properly screened, and steps are being 
taken. 

Regarding the Meghalaya report, I have 
written to the Meghalaya Government. We 
have not received their reply yet. As soon 
as we receive it, we will take action. 

Shri Vajpayfee asked why we did not 
assess the possibility of this huge influx. I 
think nobody can know the future. We did 
not know that it will go to this extent. 
We expected only about 3 million. But 
conditions inside Bangla Desh are not con¬ 
genial and so they are coming into India. 
There is no alternative but to accommodate 
them. 

Some reports have appeared in the press 
and some members also have some misgiv¬ 
ings about the number of camps we are 
going to setup and the member of refugees we 
are going to accommodate. The other day I 
said, we are going to set up SO large size 
camps to accommodate as many as 25 lakhs 
refugees. That holds good, I also said, 
in West Bengal and Tripura, there are 
certain portions where the pressure of refu¬ 
gees is very high. To relieve that pressure, 
we are opening large size camps inside West 
Bengal and Tripura, Assam, Meghalaya, 
Bihar. M.P., Orissa and U.P. ( Interruption ) 
I will give you the correct figures of the 
camps we are going to set up ; In Tripura, 
we are setting up 10 camps to accommodate 
S lakhs of refugees ; in Assam, 2 camps 


and 1 lakh refugees ; in Meghalaya 2 camps 
and 1 lakh refugees ; in West Bengal 20 
camps and 10 lakhs of refugees ; in Mana 
and Raipur, 4 camps and 2 lakhs of 
refugees ; in Bihar 5 camps and 2} lakhs 
of refugees ; in Orissa 2 camps and 1 lakh 
refugees. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : When the Orissa 
Government has not agreed, bow can you 
do it ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Let the Minister 
give his figures. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : UP 
(Allahabad) 2 camps with 1 lakh people ; 
Madhya Pradesh (Bilaspur) 3 camps with 
1,50,000 people. The total comes to 50 
camps with 25 lakhs of people. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The Minister will 
examine all the points which have been 
raised by hon. Members and for those points 
on which he has not given any reply he will 
prepare a statement and lay it on the Table 
of the House. We will now adjourn.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : It 
would not be correct to say that there has 
been a general price rise in the case of 
foodgrains ; in fact, as compared to last 
year, the prices of cereals all over the 
country, including Madhya Pradesh, are 
broadly lower by S per cent. Therefore, 
there is no cause for anxiety as such. In 
certain centres difficulty does arise. In the 
case of maize, for instance, as 1 said, there

So, there is no 
difficulty. 1 do not think the fears expressed 
by the hon.

SHRI ANNASAUEB P. SI UNDE : As 
I submitted earlier, maize prices, as com¬ 
pared to last >ear, are lower by 21 per cent. 
But we have got reports that in one centre 
in Mr.dhya Pradesh and one centre in Bihar, 
there has been some rise in the market price. 
Wc are thinking whether we can unload some 
of the maize held by the Food Corporation 
in those centres so that the price rise is 
checked., 

i InjWiard to the complaint of the hoh. 
Member that foodgrains are purchased at 
ftttwh cheaper prices from producers, the 
m**. Member knows that we have given an 
assurance to the farmers of this country that 


as far as wheat, rice, etc., are concerned, 
wc are purchasing them at procurement 
prices. It is a good thing for us that the 
Food Corporation is having a commanding 
position in the Indian market as far as food 
purchases are concerned. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA : Production of 
foodgrains has risen. Blackmarketers with 
their black money and hoarders purchase 
foodgrains in the harvest season at lower 
prices and create an artificial scarcity of 
foodgrains by hoarding. May I know what 
action has been taken against these people ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
connot say that black money is not invested 
by some people in the purchase of foodgrains 
etc. But l examined the position recently 
and l found that out of the total market 
arrival of wheat in Punjab, 95 per cent is 
puichased by the Food Corporation and very 
limited quantifies arc purchased by the food 
trade. The reason is that the element of 
specula* ion has come down. In the good 
old days it used to happen that in the post¬ 
harvest period prices used to slump and in 
the lean period prices used to rise, with the 
result that the speculator used to make pro¬ 
fiteering. But because of a very comforta¬ 
ble position of Food economy and com¬ 
manding position of the Food Corporation 
in the Indian market and the large-scale pro¬ 
curement by the Corporation, this specula¬ 
tive element has come down very much. I 
do not think the fears expressed by the hon. 
Member are, in and way, true in the pre¬ 
sent set of circumstances. 

SHRI S. B. GIRI : The hon. Minister 
has said that the price of maize has gone 
down. May I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is prepared to compensate farmers 
where the price has gone down ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : We 
are procuring at the procurement prices. The 
general price level has not increased, as I 
said. On the contrary, it has gone dawn, as 
compared to last year. 

Verification of membership of central trade- 
union Organisations 

*542. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN ;• 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND RBs- 
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HABILITATION be pleased to slate : 

(a) whether Government had decided to 
have verification of the membership of the 
Central trade union organisations this year; 

(b) if so, the reaction of various re¬ 
cognised Centra) trade union organisations 
thereto; 

(c) whether Government propose to 
postpone the verification programme to 
some future date; and 

(d) if so, the reasons for that decision ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) ; (a) Yes, Sir. The mem¬ 
bership of trade unions affiliated to the 
four Central Trade Union Organisations; 
namely, the Indian National Trade Union 
Congress, the All India Trade Union Con¬ 
gress, the Hind Mazdoor Sabha, and the 
United Trades Union Congress, is verified, 
once in two years, in accordance with the 
procedure for verification adopted in pursua¬ 
nce of a decision taken at the 16th Session 
of the Indian Labour Conference held in 
1958. As the last verification was under¬ 
taken for the year ending on the 31st De¬ 
cember, 1968, action has been initiated to 
conduct verification of membership as on 
the 31st December, 1970. 

(b) Some of the Central Trade Union 
Organisation have requested the postpone¬ 
ment of the verification as on 31-12-1970. 

(c) and (d). The matter is under ex¬ 
amination. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : Is it 
not a fact that the present system of veri¬ 
fication is so defective that it gives scope 
for such favoured unions to have inflated 
membership as happened in the case of the 
recognised unions in TISCO which can at 
best claim 2000 membership whereas they 
claim 22,000 membership 7 May I know 
whether the Government will think in terms 
of drastically changing the present system 
of verification as recommended by the 
various Central trade union organisations ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : There is 
a divergence of opinion as to whether th9 


present system of verification should be con¬ 
tinued or that the method of ballot should 
be adopted. In the last Trade Unions' 
Representatives Conference, thin issue was 
raised and the leaders of three trade unions 
arc meeting to find out a common formula. 
But, ultimately, about the verification 
method, if it is to be changed or modified, 
that will have to be done by the tripartite 
body which is likely to meet in August. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : May 
I know whether the AITUC has placed a 
proposal before the Government that ballot 
should be done and the majority union 
should be recognised and that in the 
executive of the majority union, the 
representatives of the minority union bo 
accommodated and, if that is so, will the 
Government consider that proposal ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : That also 
will have to go through the tripartite body 
which ultimately by consensus decides these 
issues. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : In reply to 
parts (c) and (d) of the Question, the 
Minister has said that the matter is under 
consideration, and specifically, in answer 
to a supplementary, he has said that this 
matter is under the consideration of three 
Central trade unions. In view of the fact 
that there is already a decision to have veri¬ 
fication every two years, what is the reason 
(hat the verification is not going to be dope 
this year ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR ; In the 
past, when there were General Elections, 
a request used to be made for some more 
time as during General Elections, the trade 
union leaders are engaged otherwise. We 
had conceded that request. We have 
already initialed the process. What we are 
considering is their request for a little more 

time. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARN1 : Is it not a 
fact that the organisations which have asked 
for a little more time are themselves split 
up and, therefore, they want that the veri¬ 
fication should not be conducted at all 7 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : As 1 have 
rqeqttoned just now, the AITUC has made 
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a point that they do not accept the present 
method of verification and they would like 
to have a change. Because of that this 
problem of verification is not being recon¬ 
sidered, Reconsideration is given because 
in the past in the election year, 
usually some time was given for verification, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister whether 
it is a fact that the All India Trade Union 
Congress, C1TU, HMS & INTUC have 
combined and unanimously passed a re¬ 
solution which has been forwarded to the 
hon. Minister and it was placed as a docu¬ 
ment in the meeting of the Trade Unions 
with the Labour Minister that first preference 
should be given to the ballot and then only 
verification. Verification has been rejected by 
every one because the INTUC membership 
has been inflated for nothing.... 

(Interruptions) 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Only by those 
who are in minority, Sir. 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA ; Why are 
you afraid of ballot ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : They are 
afraid of ballot. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA .‘ We are afraid 
of bogus membership.. (Interruptions) 

SHRI PILOO MODY : There are bogus 
members on both sides, 

MR. SPEAKER : You are not asking a 
question, you are entering into a contro¬ 
versy ... ( Interruptions) 

Don't enter into any controversy. This 
is n very bad way of argument. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I want to 
know whether it is a fact the AITUC, 
C1TU, HMS & INTUC have unanimously 
passed a resolution and forwarded it to 
Government for implementation and accep¬ 
tance pf the ballot as the first preference 
and then verification as some other method. 
May 1 know the reaction of the Govern¬ 
ment 1 . -(Interruptions) 


SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : In view 
of the divergence of opinion regarding the 
method of verification, as I said earlier, 
whether we should stick to the present 
method or some sort of a ballot method 
should be adopted... 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Secret ballot. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : I am rising on 
a point of order, Sir. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : No point of 
order during Question Hour. 

SHRI A. P. SIIARMA : Sir, 1 want a 
clarification.. ■( Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER : No point of order 
during Question Hour. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR ; Therefore, 
as I was saying, this matter will be taken 
up at the tripartite meeting keeping in view 
the recommendation of the National Labour 
Commission as well as the views expressed 
by the Trade Unions. But, for the time 
being, the old method continues. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You must have 
secret ballot.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
May I know from the hon Minister whether 
only the four central organizations are being 
asked to agree to the verification and why 
other central organizations like the CiTU are 
not being consulted ? Whether the Minister 
has any information as yet that the CITU 
which the Minister very well knows is also 
ready for verification because they have got 
a large number of trade union membership 
ail over the country. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is a suggestion. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
I want an answer from the Minister whether 
the CITU will be called for verification and 
whether the Government has not yet in¬ 
formed the CITU for the verification. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : As I men¬ 
tioned, the National Luboui Commission has 
made a recommendation regarding this verifi¬ 
cation procedure and as to who should get 
recognition. They have said broadly 10% of 
the registered membership having the 
full coverage should be considered for 
verification. If we accept this recommend¬ 
ation that will have to be accepted by the 


tripartite body ; then alone that will be 
considered, 

SHRI S. B. GIRI: Which is the Central 
Organisation which is refusing secret ballot 
consistently ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : It is not 
saying no. They say that the present method 
may be adhered to. It is not a question of 
saying this is good or this is bad.

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SHRl S. M. BANERJEE: There is 
some improvement in production. I am 
happy about it. L would like to know 
from the Minister whether decision on the 
same lines as HSL will be taken after 
considering the views of various trade unions 
and whether he would see that one of the 
employees’ representative is accepted as one 
of the directors on the Board. 

SHRl MOHAN KU MARAMANGALAM: 
The hon. Member is aware that Government 
is committed to providing fcr representa¬ 
tion of workers on the board of public 
sector undertakings. The question is how 
to achieve it in the best possible manner. 
So far as Heavy Engineering Corporation is 
concerned, that is also a public sector 
undertaking, and we would like to be able 
to achieve this in the shortest time. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE : If it is 
difficult to have one name selected or 
elected will he resort to the system of ballot 
to decide the representative of the particular 
union ? That will also serve to reflect the 
representative character of the union and 
there will be no dispute. INTUC will have 
no ground for grouse. 

SHRl MOHAN KUMARAMANGLAM: 
The hon. Member is aware of the difficul¬ 
ties so far as choice of workers’ representa¬ 
tive is concerned. It is not merely a 
question of difference between unions 
affiliated to different central organisations but 
that is also a problem of dealing with craft 
unions. Therefore, it is a matter which I 
should say, is delicate and 1 do not think 
the hon. Member will wish to press me on 
this. 

SHRl KART1K ORAON : Uufortunate- 
]y nothing has been done to develop team 
spirit and loyalty in these various projects. 
None of the persons at the helm of affairs 
is free from provincialism, neopatism, 
favouratism and so many other things. This 
has in effect come to mean a promotional 
scheme, to provide jobs to one's kith and 
kin and not a commercial undertaking. 
This must be guarded agains 75 per cent of 
the Assistant Engineers recently promoted 
are drafted from one particular State. 1 
would like to know from the Government 


and the Minister, the rated installed capacity 
and production schedule for 1970-71, the 
actual production in 1970-71 in respect of 
the three plants, heavy machine-building 
plant, foundry forge plant, and heavy 
machine tools plant for 1970-71 and the 
corresponding figures for 1969-70. 

SHRl MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : The hon. Member may refer to 
the statement laid on the Table of the 
House, which contains all those figures. 

SHRl JAGANAATH RAO : May I 
know from the hon. Minister when at this 
rate of progress, he hopes that the HBC will 
attain its rated capacity ? 

SHRl PILOO MODY : Never. 

SHRl MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM: I presume, Mr. Speaker, 1 am 
entitled to answer the question. Or has it 
been pre-empted already ? 

So far as Government are concerned, we 
are certaily not satisfied at the rate of 
progress and improvement. The hon. 
Member Shri S. M. Banerjee said that 
there had been some improvement and he 
appeared to be satisfied, but I am not 
satified as he is. The present percentages 
which are found in the statement iaid on 
the Table of the House clearly indicate that 
we have got quite some distance to go 
before we shall be able to say that the I1EC 
is progressing fast. 

We have placed before ourselves, so far 
as this year is concerned, a target of rising 
from 23,000 tonnes in the Heavy Machine- 
building plant to 34,000 tonnes, but, I hope 
that with the efforts that we are making, 
we shall be able to rise above that. I do 
not think that there is any point in my 
placing certain target before this House 
beyond that. Though I know that it is an 
unsatisfactory and low target, let us see ; 
when we have achieved something, we can 
come and tell hon. Members about it. 

Auctioning of six Sugar Factories in U.P. 

*544. SHRl RAJDEO SINGH : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
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to state: 

(a) whether six sugar factories which 
are defaulters in payment of cane price to 
the growers are to be auctioned in U.P. ; 
and 

(b) if so, the reasons for Government 
not taking them over when the commitment 
was already there ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH): (a) Yes, Sir. Collectors 

concerned have taken steps to auction the 
six sugar mills which are defaulters in pay¬ 
ment of sugarcane, cane cess and purchase 
tax dues. 

(b) Sale by auction of immovable 
property is one of the coercive processes for 
realisation of the dues as arrears of land 
revenue. In six cases the Collectors found 
it necessary to take this action. It is not 
related to the question of taking over these 
or other mills and is independent of it. 

SHRI RAJ DEO SINGH : May 1 know 
whether these mills are so much worked 
out as to fetch less price than what is due 
as cane price and other Government taxes ? 

SHRI SUER SINGH : l have no know¬ 
ledge of that. That will be known only 
after these mills are auctioned. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : May I know 
why Government allowod the drliting away 
of these mills to the point of no return ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : It is for the 
State Governments to take action. The 
names of the mills are as follows :

SHRI BISHWANATH ROY: In view 
of the fact that the number of factories 
known for non-payment of sugarcane price 
to the tune of cmres of rupees is consider¬ 
able, may 1 kn.iw why only six factories 
are going to bo auctioned while the rest are 
being left out ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : This decision 
has been taken by the collectors concerned 
as I have said, in the case of these six mills, 
becauso the outstandings from them were 
old, and they related to three years before 
1970-71, and the collector thought it neces¬ 
sary to auction them. 

SHRI BISHWANATH ROY : What is 
the reason for leaving the other factories 7

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) and (b). 
No, Sir. The extent of losses, reported by 
Food Corporation of India, on account of 


theft/piiferage at its depots all over India 
including Blbar from 1965 to March 1971 
has heen valued at Rs. 13 lakhs approxi¬ 
mately. 

The Food Corporation of India is 
taking appropriate measures including legal 
and disciplinary proceedings against the 
defaulting employees, besides other 
preventing measures like raising of 
compound walls for the godowns where 
necessary, increasing watch and ward points, 
posting of the Central Industrial Security 
Forces at Vulnerable depots, and other 
necessary administrative measures.

Scheme for Employment to People of 
Border Areas rendered jobless 
due to East Bengal conflict 

*546. SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION be pleased to state 
whether the Central Government have any 
scheme to give jobs to the people of border 
areas such as West Bengal, Assam and 
Tripura who have become jobless due to 
recent East Bengal conflict ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BALGOV1ND VERMA); 
There is no such scheme at present. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Is 
the hon. Minister aware that owning to 


frequent firings across the border by the 
Pakistani army, many people from the 
border areas have left their hearths and 
homes and properties and have become 
financially bankrupt ? In view of that, may 
1 know whether the Government have taken 
any steps to give some financial relief to 
these poor people ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) : We are certainly providing 
those who have come as refugees with daily 
rations and giving them shelter, but the 
question concerns employment. For that 
there is no scheme at present because we 
except ths refugees to go back to their 
hearths and homes. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHRY: The hon. 
Minister has not understood my question. 
I was not referring to Bangla Desh refugees. 
1 was referring to our own people from the 
border areas who have left their hearths 
and homes because of firing by the Pakis¬ 
tani army across the border. Has the 
Govenment any scheme for them ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Wherever 
such incidents have occurred in the border 
areas, they have taken shelter in near about 
areas. No scheme has been considered 
for their employment. Where any parti¬ 
cular cases are brought to notice, suitable 
local action is being taken. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : T^e 
decision taken up till now by the Govern¬ 
ment is only to give relief the Bangal Desh 
refugees. I would like to know why no 
such decision has been taken in regard to 
our own people in the border areas who 
have suffered as a result of the recent 
political upheaval in Bangla Desh, why 
these poor people have not been given in 
help by the Government. Further there is 
scarcity of land in West Bengal. Thousands 
of temporary esmps have been put up for 
the Bangla Desh refugees mostly on 
agricultural land, and the people from whom 
these lands have been taken away have 
become bankrupt. I would like to know 
from the Minister whether there is any 
scheme to provide these people whose lands 
have been taken over with any compensa¬ 
tion. 
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SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Those 
whose lends have been occupied for cons¬ 
tructing camps or temporary shelter, will 
be compensated duly. 

DR. RANEN SEN : In view of the 
ffcct that the refugees are crowding the 
borders and the State administrations are 
faced with the heavy additional task of 
issuing registration cards etc, has the 
Government any plans to employ persons 
for this work separately, so that the normal 
administrative personnel would be free for 
their ordinary duties ? The west Bengal 
Government has also suggested such a 
scheme. What has been the fate of the 
scheme ? 

SHRI R K KHADILKAR : In view 
of the heavy administrative burden on the 
local administration, the local administra¬ 
tion has been further strengthened by 
recruiting suitable stall to undertake this 
responsibility. 

SHRI D BASUMATARI : It is not a 
fact that the camps for the refugees in 
Assam and and Meghalaya are only m the 
tribal area and may I know wether there is 
any scheme for protecting the land of the 
tribals where it is utilised for the refugees 
because they are already very backward 
economically ? 

SHRI R K KHADILKAR . So far as 
tribal area on the Assam and Meghalaya 
borders are concerned where the refugees 
are now given shelter temporarily, I may 
say that our scheme is to shift them to a 
bigger camp and therefore there is no 
possibility of any ill-feeling or the tribals 
suffering because of this influx.

STATEMENT 

Allegations made against the FCI in 
Rajasthan Assembly regarding purchase 
of Bajra. 

It generally alleged that :— 

(i) There was conspiracy between the 
F.C.I, officials and the traders 
to cheat the cultivators and the 
Government ; 

(ii) F.C.I.’s staff was rejecting stocks 
offered by the producers, but 
purchasing the same from the tra¬ 
ders at the procurement price. The 
traders bought it from the producers 
at a lower rate and pocketed the 
difference ; and 

(iii) The F.C.I. officials were corrupt 
and indulging in irregularities. 

In addition to these, certain specific 
allegations were also made in respect of 
purchases in some of the mandis. 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA In the state¬ 
ment it is stated :— 

“There was conspiracy between the 
EC1 officials and the traders to 
cheat the cultivators and the 
Government ; 

FCI’s staff was rejecting stocks 
offered by the producers, but 
purchasing the same from the 
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traders at the procurement price.

The PCI officials were corrupt and 
indulging in irregularities. 

In addition to these, certain 
specific allegations were also made 
in respect of purchases in some of 
the mandis." 


This shows that the FC( unit in Rajas¬ 
than is completely corrupt. May I know 
what specific steps have been taken by the 
Government to check these corrupt officials 
and to bring them to book ? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE : The 
hon. Member has asked about the steps 
taken subsequent to these complaints. I 
would like to submit for the information of 
the House that when these complaints were 
received by us as well as when there was a 
complain 1 , in the Rajasthan Assembly in 
fact, even prior to that we had suggested 
that popular committees should be set up 
at mandi levels because even in the Food 
Corporation there may be human failures 
and individuals indulging in malpractices. 
We do not deny that. The best protection 
for that would be a popular committee 
consisting of MPs, MLAs, Panchayat Samiti 
representatives and other officials. We 
suggested this to the Rajasthan Government. 
Those committees have been set up now, 
but I am sorry to say that these committees 
arc not functioning very effectively. But 
recently, after we have started purchasing 
on account of the State Government, 
there have not been much complaints.

measures ; (v) effective and purposeful 

demonstrations on farmers’ fields ; and 
(vi) farmers' training alongwitb National 
Demonstration Programme. In addition, 
further efforts are being made to evbive 
high-yielding varieties of rice suitable for 
different agro-climatic condit.ons, resistant 
to pests and diseases and acceptable to 
consumers.

Supp’y of Sub-Standard Hybrid Variety of 

Seeds by National Seeds Corporation

Complaints have occasionally been received 
by the Government and also by the National 
Seeds Corporation. 


(b) All the complaints have been 
enquired into. Generally speaking where 
enquiry reveals that the quality of seeds 
supplied is defective, replacement of seed 
is made free of cost by the Corporation or 
cost of seed is refunded. Generally investi¬ 
gations have shown that poor performance 
of the seed supplied is due to improper 
storage, non-adoption of the prescribed 
agricultural practices, failure to take prompt 
plant 'protection measures and adverse 
weather conditions. 

(c) The National Seeds Corporation has 
a definite set of procedures for both certi¬ 
fication and procurement of seeds. Certi¬ 
fication requires conformity of (he seed 
crop to a set of norms relating to varietal 
purity, feedom from diseases etc. and only 
those seed crops which are verified on 
inspection to conform to the prescribed 
certification standards, are permitted for 
harvest for seed purposes. Seed from such 
fields is processed, treated, tagged and 
sealed before procurement. 

Procurement Price of Paddy in Assam .

(b) No, Sir. The Agricultural prices 
Commission recommends different 
prices for different States taking 
into account the crop prospects, 
likely behaviour of the market prices, 
volume of procurement required for public 
distribution, buffer stock building and to 
ensure price stability. 

(c) The prices offered by the Food 
Corporation of India are as fixed by the 
Government keeping in view the recom¬ 
mendations of the Agricultural Prices 
Commission and the State Governments. 

(d) The procurement price of paddy 
is given in reply to (a) above. The Food 
Corportion of India is allowed administra¬ 
tive charge @ Rs. 3/- per quintal of rice to 
cover their overhead expenses. In addition 
as per terms of agreement with the State 
Government the Food Corporation of 
India is paid incidentals to cover actual 
expenses on storage, interest, gunny handl¬ 
ing, etc. 

(e) The paddy procured is generally 
sold after converting it into rice. Some 
quantities of Winter (Sali), however, was 
sold as paddy on the instructions of the 
State Government at Rs. 65.29 per quintal 
ex-F.C.I. depots against the procurement 
price of Rs. 56*25 per quintal.

Buffet Stock of Imported Fertilisers 
in States 

2380. SHRI JADEJA : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether buffer stocks of imported 
fertilisers are likely *o be built up by 
Government in each State according to its 
needs ; and 

(b) if so, the salient features of this 
scheme ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) and (b). 
No, Sir. It has always been the endeavour 
of the Government of India to help the 
States to have adequate stocks of fertilisers 
in advance of the cropping seasons. It is, 
however, not possible for the Government 
of India to maintain buffer stocks of 
fertilisers in each State on behalf of the 
State Governments. The Central Fertiliser 
Pool primarily maintains pipeline storage 
at the ports and to a limited extent at 
interior depots for want of adequate storage 
at the ports or to facilitate movement and 
distribution. Maintenance of buffer storage 
in the States is primarily the function of 
the Stale Governments and distributors 
including cooperatives ; provision for this 
purpose exists in the distribution margin 
allowed to distributing agencies. 

Sharing fruits of increased Productivity 
to Workers 

2381. SHRI CHANDRA SHEKHAR 
SINGH i Will the Minister of LABOUR 
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AMD REHABILITATION be pleased to 
stAte : 

(a) whether the workers are denied the 
fruits of increased productivity because of 
the difficulty in isolating and measuring the 
various factors of production responsible 
for raising productivity ; and 


(b) if so, the steps Government are 
taking to see that the workers get their due 
share of increased productivity ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. 
KHAD1LKAR) : (a) Precise measurement 
of the productivity of different factors of 
production is, no doubt, difficult. It would 
not be cot reel, however, to assume that 
the workers have derived no gains from 
increased productivity. 

(b) -For the workers to have their due 
share, along with the other interests con¬ 
cerned viz-, managements and the consumers 
in the gains from increased productivity, 
it is necessary that there should be, firstly,

This is not a course for 
farmers but a re-orientation course on 
Maize, Sorghum and Millet for Plant Bre¬ 
eders and other scientists engaged in 
research on these crops in their respective 
countries.

that is likely to rerult from the introduction 
of agriculture in the Rajasthan Canal Project 
Area. A team of Central experts, however, 
visited the Rajasthan Canal Project area in 
June 1970, to study the problems and make 
suggestions related to land use and wind 
erosion. The Central Arid Research 
Institute, Jodhpur, also has undertaken some 
research studies in the problem of wind 
erosion in Western Rajasthan and has 
evolved measures to reduce erosion when 
crop's are raised. 

The Central Team of experts recommen¬ 
ded that control of soil blowing on sandy 
soils requires cover during May-June which 
can be provided on irrigated land by wheat 
stubble or other crop residues, provided that 
grazing does not destroy it and crops are 
not cut too close to the ground. Besides, 
to effectively control soil blowing in sandy 
areas, the entire area must be under control. 
Small isolated uncontrolled areas normally 
spread sand into adjacent areas and make 
the land unproductive. 

The Central Arid Zone Research 
Institute has recommeded a wind strip 
cropping which is practiced by growing one 
strip of wind strip to 6 strips of crop to 
control wind erosion. Scwan grass (Lasirus 
sindicus) and Castro (Ricinus communis) 
are grown in wind strip and crops like 
bajra, moong, moth, guar , amt til are grown 
as strips of crops. This practice effectively 
controls the wind erosion while increasing 
crop yield by 10-15 per cent. Also, mulching 
with 45 cm. high, standing stubble of baira. 
reduces soil loss by wind erosion and 
increases crop yield by 5-10 per cent.

45 out of the 46 SFDA projects and 34 
out of the 41 MFAL projects have so far 
been approved, A sum of Rs. 3.00 crores 
was released for SFDAs and Rs. 1.00 crore 
for MFAL agencies during the year 1970-71. 
Under each MFAL project, an amount not 
exceeding Rs. 20 lakhs is provided for wage 
employment to agricultural labourers and 
small farmers during the oiT season. 

(») Dry Fanning : 

9 projects, one each in the State of 
Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Haryana, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Mysore, 
Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and Uttar 
Pradesh ‘were sanctioned under the 
dry farming programme during the year 
1970-71. Not much progress, could, how¬ 
ever, be achieved due to late issue of 
sanctions by the State Governments and 
delayed recruitment of staff and their train¬ 
ing. The employment potential of perma¬ 
nent works like soil conservation, land 
development and water harvesting, envisaged 
under the Dry Farming Programme, is 
estimated to be about 15,000 man years for 
every one crore expenditure on these works 
which can be carried out in open season of 
six months in a year. In addition employ¬ 
ment would be created for technical and 
supervisory personnel. 

(iii) Rural Works Programme : 

Under the Rural Works Programme 
initiated during 1970-71, the programme for 


the first year has been sanctioned in 45 out 
of the 54 selected Districts. The details of 
the physical and financial progress made 
have not been received from the States. The 
amount approved and the anticipated expen¬ 
diture reported by the States is indicated

The research 
work under the project is continuously 
coordinated, supervised and guided by a 
full time Project Coordinator. 

In case of Oilseeds an All-India Co¬ 
ordinated Research Project has been sanc¬ 
tioned at a total cost Rs. ISO lakhs during 
the 4th Plan period. The research work 
under this project is coordinated by a full 
time Project Coordinator assisted by three 
Associate Coordinators. 
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Refugee Mnlpuris from Bangle Desh

Exploitation of Potential of Fisheries 
on Indian Ocean 

2435. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether a concentrated effort by 
a U.N. agency is being made for catching 
fish in the Indian ocean on a big scale ; if 
so, the implication thereof and Govern¬ 
ment’s reaction thereto ; and 

(b) the efforts being made by Govern¬ 
ment on its own to exploit full potentialities 
of fisheries in the Indian ocean even by 
importing expertise means ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE): (a> 

The Food and Agriculture Organisation 
of the U. N. has taken up studies on an 
International India . Ocean fishery Survey 
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and Development Programme. The aim 
of the Programme is, briefly, to increase 
the knowledge of the resources of the Indian 
Ocean, study respects of their utilisation, 
identify obstacles to development and plan 
remedial action. In the preparatory phase 
of the programme, plans are proposed to 
be formulated on the basis of existing 
knowledge of harvestable resources, avail¬ 
able markets and the programmes and 
potential of the regional nations which 
could be strengthened to indicate develop¬ 
ment of the use of the resources. India 
has indicated its support io this programme. 

A group of experts has recently drawn up a 
broad plan for fishery development in the 
Indian Ocean. Specific programmes are 
proposed to be worked out within the 
framework of the Plan. Existing and 
proposed fishery research and development 
projects in the area of the Indian Ocean 
arc proposed to be treated as integral 
parts of the programme. There are 
currently, two UNDP supported projects 
in the country, namely the project for 
Pre- in vestment Survey of fishing Harbours 
and the West Coast Pelagic Fisheries Survey 
Project. These and any other projects 
which may be taken up in the country 
within the broad framework of the Plan 
will be integrated with the Programme. 
Other general studies proposed to be taken 
up under the Programme are also expected 
to provide da‘a on the basis of which 
further development can be planned. 

(b) Considerable emphasis has been 
laid on development of marine fisheries 
both in inshore waters and the off-shore 
areas. Apart from 55,00 mechanised boats 
being introduced for coastal fishing during 
the fourth plan in addition to 8500 boats 
introduced in previous plan periods, the 
Government is providing the infra-structure 
for deep sea fishing. Fishing harbours are 
being constructed at a cost of Rs. 19 50 
crores during the Fourth Plan. The Central 
Deep Sea Fishing Organisation has con¬ 
ducted exploratory surveys which are now 
being extended in terms of area as well as 
techniques of fishing. This exploratory 
programme, which provides the necessary 
basis for deep sea fishing, is being 
strengthened by addition of 23 hew vessels. 

For accelerating commercial exploitation 
of the deep sea fisheries. Government have 


approved import of 30 trawlers by the 
Industry, for operation of some of which 
foreign expertise will be available. In 
addition, local yards have completed cons¬ 
truction of twenty-six vessels against an 
order for forty vessels placed with them on 
behaif of State Governments and Central 
Institutions, and additional vessels are likely 
to be taken up in the near future. A 
scheme of subsidy has been introduced for 
indigenously constructed deep sea steel 
fishing vessels. Central Institutes have been 
established in Cochin and Madras for 
training of operatives of deep sea fishing 
vessels. Two deep sea vessels received from 
the Government of Sweden in 1968 are 
being used for purposes of training at these 
Institutes. Two of the deep sea vessels 
constructed in the country have also recently 
been placed at the disposal of the Institutes 
to add to the facilities for training.

ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) An agree¬ 
ment has been entered into with the Inter¬ 
national Development Association of the 
World Bank to improve and expand the 
aerial plant protection services in the 
country. It provides for acquisition of new 
aircrafts for the Directorate of Agricultural 
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Aviation and qualified private aviation 
operators. These aircrafts will be used in 
addition to the existing fleet for aerial 
spraying on corps against pests and diseases 
in the country. The agreement also provides 
for establishment for training facilities for 
agricultural pilots and aircraft engineers. 

(b) The agreement provides for a loan 
of 6 million dollars. It has become effective 
from the 27th May, 1971 and will terminate 
on the 31st December, 1974. So far no 
amount under this loan has been received. 
The terms of agreement are as follows : 

(i) The loan will be repaid over a 
period of 40 years with a grace 
period of about ten years. Repay* 
ment will commence from the 
15th November, 1980 and end on 
15th May, 2020. 

(ii) The amount of instalment will be 
\ of 1% of the principal amount 
up to May, 1990 and 1-J% of the 
principal amount thereafter. 

(iii) The agreement stipulates payment 
of service charges at f of 1% on 
the principal amount of the credit 
withdrawn the outstanding from 
time to time. 

(c) With the strengthening of the

on Iron and Steel set up by the Ministry 
of Steel and Heavy Engineering, had esti¬ 
mated the demostic demand of finished 
steel at 5.0 million tonnes in 1969-70, 5.5 
million tonnes in 1970-71 and at 6.05 million 
tonnes in 1971-72. 

The category-wise break up of 
demand has been estimated by the National 
Council of Applied Economic Research for 
1970-71, and by the Steel Group on Iron 
and Steel, for 1973-74. Two statements 
giving the two estimates are laid on the 


Table of th; House. [Placed in Library • 
See No. LT-439/17] 

Since these estimates become somewhat 
out of date, fresh estimates for demand of 
steel are being prepared. 

(b) Information regarding the quantity 
and value of production of each category of 
steel during 1969-70 and 1970-71 by the 
main producers is being collected and will 
be laid on the Table of the Sabha. 

The estimated production of finished 
steel by the main producers in 1971-72 is 
expected to be about 5 million tonnes. 

Cotton Cultivation in West Bengal

initial trials conducted during 1969-70, a 
demonstration programme on cultivation of 
cotton was taken up in Rice fallows of 
Sunderbans area in west Bengal in 1970-71 
as a Centrally Sponsored Scheme. It is pro¬ 
posed to expand the area under cotton 
during subsequent years of the Fourth Five 
Year Plan. 

(b) A sum of Rs. 14.10 lakhs was 
sanctioned during 1970-71. Further allo¬ 
cations will be made in the light of the 
experiences gained from the present demons¬ 
trations. 
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(c) In the demonstration Plots laid out 
during 1969-70) rut average yield of 5 to 10 
quintals of Kaptts per hectare was obtained 
During 1970-71, the yield is estimated to be 
of the order of 4 to S quintals of Kapas per 
hectare. 

(d) The detailed programme for the 
current year which will largely depend on 
the results of the demonstrations canied 
out during 1970-71 has yet to be formu¬ 
lated. 

(e) A sum of Rs. 18.90 lakhs has been 
provisionally allocated for the current 
year. 

Central Assistanncc for cooperative Societies 
in states and Union Territories 

2447. SHR1JYOTLRMOY BOSU | Will 
tho Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

JAGANNATH PAH ADI A) : (a) and (b). 
Central assistance to State Governments 
for schemes falling within the purview of 
the National Cooperative Development 
Corporation is released through the Corpo¬ 
ration to the State Governments. 

Central assistance for other cooperative 
development schemes in States was released 
directly by the Department of Cooperation 
in 1968-69. 

During 1969-70 and 1970-71 the Central 
assistance for centrally sponsored/central 
sector schemes continued to be disbursed 
directly by the Department of Cooperation. 


However in respect of State Plan scheme 
other than National Cooperative Develop¬ 
ment Corporation schemes the Ministry of 
Finance sanctioned lump-sum grants and 
loans to the State Governments. Information 
regarding central assistance allocated and 
disbursed and utilised is given in the state¬ 
ments laid on the Table of the House. 
[Placed in Library. See No. LT-440/71] 

In the case of Union Territories with¬ 
out legislature the entire expenditure on 
Plan schemes is provided for and met 
directly from the Central Budget. Hence, 
the question of central assistance does not 
arise in tbeir case. As regards Union 
Territories with legislature the central 
assistance is given in the form of lump-sum 
loans and grants to cover the gap in the 
Plan and Non-plan resources of the Union 
Territory and is not linked to expenditure 
on any particular sector of the Plan. Hence 
no separate central assistance is released 
for Cooperation schemes in Union Terri¬ 
tories with legislature. 

(c) and (d). The figures of central assis¬ 
tance for Cooperation schemes for the current 
year have not been worked out by the 
Planning Commission so far. The Commis¬ 
sion is awaiting information from the State 
Governments on the outlays being finally 
retained for different schemes included in 
the Plan. 

Purchase of Stores

(d) Purchases are made on the basis of 
the lowest technically acceptable offers after 
calling for quotations. In cases of items 
where offers are received both from large 
scale and small scale units, the small scale 
units are accorded reasonable price pre¬ 
ference upto a maximum of 15% on tender 
to tender basis, the actual quantum being 
decided on the merits of each case. No 
item has been exclusively reserved for 
purchase from the medium scale industries. 

167 items have been reserved for exclu¬ 
sive purchase from the small scale sector.

The Fourth Plan 
has further suggested that measures relating 
to conferment of ownership rights on tenants 
should be completed by the end of Fourth 
Five Year Plan. 

As regards implementation of land 
reforms in general including ceiling on land 
holdings, the Plan has recommended that 
the programme should be implemented as 
expeditiously as possibles. In this connec¬ 
tion the Prime Minister has addressed 
letters to all State Governments asking them 


to work out a phased programme of land 
reforms with a view to completing imple¬ 
mentation by a well defined date.

become popular in certain areas and due to States. Thus, in the States of 

various reasons as explained below :— Punjab and Haryana, Rajasthan, 

Uttar Pradesh and M dhya 
(i) The use of fertilisers is not as Pradesh, there has been an increase 

popular and rate of growth not as in consumption of 356%, 530%, 

high in the predominantly rise- 345%, and 238% respectively in 

growing States as it is in the 1970-71 over the consumption levels 
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In 1965-66 while in Andhra 
Pradesh, Kerala, Mysore and 
Tamil Nadu, the corresponding 
percentages of increase are 156, 41, 
211 and 228 only. This is due to 
the break-through achieved in the 
evolution of high-yielding varieties 
of wheat which consume a larger 
doze of fertilisers, while in the case 
of rice such a development is yet 
to take place. 

(ii) The use of fertilizers is not yet 
sufficiently popular in areas which 
are not irrigated and where there 
is no assured rainfall. 

(iii) Similarly, fertilizer use is low in 
hilly and inaccessible areas like 
parts of Jammu & Kashmir, Assam 
and Madhya Pradesh, due to lack 
of transport facilities. 

(iv) The use of fertilizers in the States 
of the Eastern region of the 
country, generally, is found to be 
low and the rate of increase tardy. 

The reasons for this slow pace of 
consumption in this region are : 
(a) lack of an efficient and syste¬ 
matic distribution system in these 
States ; (b) weak cooperative 
structure ; (c) lack of sufficient 

credit ; and (d) gaps in extension 
efforts. 

(d) Various steps are being taken by the 
Government to increase the consumption of 
fertilizers in the areas where fertilizers use . 
is at present not popular as mentioned 
below ; 

(i) Research to evolve now high- 
yielding fertiliser-responsive paddy 
seeds suitable to the different 
regions of the country is continu¬ 
ing ; recontty as many as nine such 
new varieties have been released 
indicating that we are poised for 
break through in rice technology. 
It is hoped that with this break¬ 
through, there will be a substantial 
increase in rice produc ion and in 
consumption of fertilizers in thjs 
predominantly rice-growing areas. 


(ii) In unirrigated areas, aerial spray¬ 
ing of fertilizers has been taken up. 
It has been found from recent 
experience in Madhya Pradesh 
that farmers have taken to aerial 
spraying of fertilizers since the 
cost-benefit ratio is favourable to 
farmers. Farmers are also trained 
to use sprayers to spray fertilizer 
solutions. The State Governments 
have been urged to make full use 
of the irrigation potential already 
created so that consumption of 
fertilizers will become popular. 

(iii) Government are considering sub¬ 
sidizing transport of fertilizers to 
hilly and inaccessible areas in the 
Stales of Nagaland, Meghalaya, 
Assam and the Union Territory of 
Tripura. 

(iv) It is proposed to maintain buffer 
stocks of fertilizers in some of tho 
States where the distribution 
arrangements are weak. 

(v) Special attention is being paid to 
the States in Eastern region to 
step up fertilizer consumption In 
that region. Steps such as subsi¬ 
dizing transport costs, making 
adequate credit available to the 
farmers and dealers, and increas¬ 
ing the distribution outlets are 
being taken. 

(vi) The Government have taken steps 
to increase the availability of 
production and distribution credit 
in all parts of the country. The 
State Governments are given short¬ 
term loans to the extent of I/6th 
of the value of Pool fertilizers. A 
Credit Guarantee Corporation was 
recently set up to cover risks 
involved in lending by commercial 
banks to farmers upto a limit of 
Rs. 1000/- in each case and loans 
given to fertilizer dealears upto 
limit of Rs 2 lakhs. 


(vii) The licencing system for distribu¬ 
tion ef fertilizers was liberalised 
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so that the number of retail 
outlets will increase and cater to 
farmers in interior areas where 
feriiliters ure is not yet popular. 
The State Governments have been 
requested to study the location of 
depots and take steps to create 
retail depots in areas at present 
not served by retail outlets. 

(viii) National demonstrations are being 
conducted in a larger number of 
districts and farmers training prog¬ 
ramme is being intensified to 
educate farmers in all areas to 
increase fertilizer use. The 
Government are also considering 
the setting up of a Fertilizer Pro¬ 
motion Council to prompte the 
optimum and balanced use of 
fertilizers in all parts of the 
country. 

Dry-Farming Techniques in Arid Regions 

2461. SHRI S.R. DAMANI: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state :

(b) the crops on which experiments 
have proved successful; and

(a) Dry Farming Reasearch was taken 
up as early as 1933-35, under the scheme of 
Indian Council of Agricultural Research. 
Based on the results from this scheme, vari¬ 
ous dry farming practices like Bombay dry 
farming practices which consisted of contour 
bunding and other soil and moisture conser¬ 
vation practices were popularised* At the 
Central Arid Zone Research Institute, 
Jodhpur, suitable bajra and pulse varieties 
were screened for cultivation and recommen¬ 
ded alongwith strip cropping or growing of 
strips of tall plants, like Bajra alternating 
with strips of spreading crops like pulses. 


groundnut etc. and suitable mulching or har¬ 
rowing in the residues of the harvested crop 
for arid and semi arid areas. More recent 
researches on crop improvement, soil and 
moisture corner-a tion, agronomic practices 
etc. have opened up new vistas for dry farm¬ 
ing and a special bulletin entitled “A new 
technology for Dry Land farming” was 
published in 1970 by the Indian Agricultural 
Research Institute, New Delhi. In October, 
1970, an all India Coordinated Research 
Project on dryland Agriculture was sanctio¬ 
ned and has been implemented at 24 centres 
in the country with a plan outlay of Rs. 
147.50 lakhs for undertaking multi-disciplined 
intensive research, to improve agricultural 
production under dryland condition. 

(b) As per the experiments carried out 
in the arid regions at Jodhpur, bajra has 
remained, by far, the most successful crop. 
Suitable varieties of other minor millets, 
pulse crops like moth, guar, moong, weat, 
barley, oil seeds like Castor, Taramira and 
cotton are also considered for arid semi arid 
areas. 

(e) Apart from the intensified extension 
efforts of the State Departments of Agricul¬ 
ture, a Centrally sponsored, integrated dry¬ 
land devlopment pilot project has been taken 
up in the country to popularise dryland 
techniques for improving agricultural produ¬ 
ction under dryland conditions. National 
Demonstration programme on cultivator's 
fields has also been taken up in some of the 
arid districts. 


Schemes to improve Breeds and Ca ttle 
Wealth to remove Milk Scarcity 

2462. SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) the results achieved so far by the 
schemes to improve the breeds and cattle 
wealth of the cuniry; 

(b) whether Government are aware of

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTER, OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH) : A systematic survey has 
not yet been carried out for ascertaining the 
impact of various cattle development schemes 
to improve the breeds and cattle wealth of 
the country. However, the introduction of 
Intensive Cattle Development programmes, 
which include improved methods of breeding 
provision of feed and fodder and disease con¬ 
trol, are showing promising results. The re¬ 
search schemes undertaken by Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research have established 
the scope for increasing milk yield through 
cross-breeding which has been taken up on 
sn extensive scale. The response of farmers 
to cross-breeding is also very encouraging. 

(b) Yes. 

(c) The following important steps 
have been taken to increase the milk yields 
of cattle in the southern region :— 

(1) 8 Intensive Cattle Development 
projects have been established in 
the States of Andhra Pradesh, 
Mysore, Kerala and Tamil Nadu. 

(2) 147 Key Village Blocks are in 
existence. 

(3) An Indo-Swiss Cattle Development 
Project at Madupatty in Kerala is 
being implemented for production 
of cross-bred cattle from Brown 
Swiss breed in the high ranges of 
Kerala, 

(4) An Indo-Danish project is being 
implemented at Hessarghatta 
(Bangalore) for demonstrating and 
training of farmres in dairy cattle 
raising and extension work. This 
Project has already supplied about 
100 purebred Red Dane Bulls in 
Mysore for cross-breeding and im- 

, provement of cattle. 

(5) 297 exotic cattle of Jersey, 
Friesian, Guernsey and Brown 
Swiss breeds have been dis¬ 
tributed to Andhra Pradesh, 
Tatftil Nadu, Mysore, Kerala and 
Pondicherry ter assist tjjgiq fa 


accelarating their cross-breeding 
programme. 

(6) A Central Cattle Breeding Farm 
for Murrah buffaloes at Alamadi 
(Tamil Nadu) is being established 
for supply of progeny tested bulls 
to the Cattle Breeding Farms in 
Tamil Nadu and adjoining States. 

(7) Under the new Project for milk 
marketing and dairy development 
(operation flood), an investment of 
Rs. 12. 69 crores is contemplated 
during the five years (July 1970 to 
June 1975) in Tamil Nadu and 
Andhra Pradesh for increasing milk 
production and procurement 
and for expanding milk processing 
facilities in Madras city.

(c) The cause of death was mostly 
of Blood Dyscntry Diarrhea and Measles. 
Adequate nutritoin programme and medical 
facilities have been provided to the re¬ 
fugees in Deoli Refugee Camp. 

Decontrol of Sugar

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH): (a) and (b). No, Sir. 
Government will continue to .regulate 
releases of sugar for sale by (actoricjS ip, 
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order to maintain a reasonable and stable 
price in the market. 

(c) It, is too early to express any 
definite opinion in the matter. 

(d) The production of sugar during 
1970-71 is expected to be about 38 lakh 
tonnes as against 42.6 lakh tonnes in 
1969-70. However, there was also a carry¬ 
over of about 21 lakh tonnes from the 
previous season 1969-70. With large 
availability and judicious regulation of 
releases of sugar for sale by factories, it is 
proposed to maintain a reasonable and 
stable price in the market in the interest of 
the consumers. 

Worker’s Response to Employees Pension 
Scheme, 1971

Employees Provident Fund set up under 
the Employees’ Provident Funds and Family 
Pension Fund Act, 19S2 and not direct 
concern of the Central Government. The 
Provident Fund authorities have reported as 
under :— 

(a) to (c). It is too early to say any¬ 
thing about the popularity or otherwise of 
the Family Pension Scheme. Salient 
features of the Scheme have beep prepared 
'by the Regional Commissioners and circu¬ 
lated -among all establishments etc. The 


.date for exercising option by the workers 
• concerned has b en extended upto 31.8.1971 
to enable them to apprise themselves fully 
of the benefits of the Scheme and to exercise 
the option. 

Procurement of Paddy In Assam By F-C-I.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI

(b) The procurement operations for 
paddy in Assam this year started late on 
account of initial difficulties with *the 
millers. There is no levy on millers in 
Assam. In some procurement Districts, 
the market arrivals almost dried up after a 
month of Corporation's commencing the 
procurement work and the price ruled much 
above the procurement price thereafter. 

(c) No. Sir. 

(d) Does not arise. 

Check on Large Scale Burning of Cow Dung 

2476. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Coal Utilisation Coun¬ 
cil of India had recommended for checking 
of large scale burning of Cow Dung ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) The 
Government is not aware of any specific 
recommendation regarding checking of large 
scale burning of cow-dung, having been 
made by the Coal Utilisation Council. A 
publication entitled ‘Agriculture and Coal 
Industry (1970); has, however, been brought 
out by the Council which carries some arti¬ 
cles on agricultural and fuel management 
advocating checking the use of cow-dung as 
fuel. 

(b) and (c). According to the Energy 
Survey of India Committee estimates 
(1962-63), about 25% of the total out-turn 
of the cow-dung is consumed as fuel. To 
this extent, Indian agriculture is deprived 
of the plant nutrients and organic matter 
which if conserved in the form of cow-dung 
manure and applied to the soil, would have 
resulted in increased agricultural production. 

The farmers are quite conscious of the 
use of cow-dung as manure instead of burn¬ 
ing it as fuel. But the absence of the avai¬ 
lability of cheap alternative fuel makes the 
use of cow-dung as fuel inevitable. It is 
hoped that by and by as cheap alternative 
fuel becomes available in the country side 
and the economic conditions of the rural 
population improve, the practice of using 
cow-dung as fuel will, by and large, cease. 


Utilisation of Surplus and Sob-standard 
Milk 

2477. SHRIMATI BHARGAVITHAN- 
KAPPAN : Will the Minister of AGRI¬ 
CULTURE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government bad decided 
to set up certain project to evolve econo mic 
methods for utilisation of surplus and sub¬ 
standard milk ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH) : (a) Yes. The ICAR has 
sanctioned an All India Co-ordinated 
Research Project to evolve economic 
methods for the utilisation of surplus/ sub¬ 
standard milk as a Fourth Five Year Plan 
Project with effect from the 1st April, 1970. 

(b) The research project taken up by 
the Council is a research study. It is not 
likely to influence the price of milk in cities 
where the project is in operation. 

(c) Successful culmination of this 
project will enable not only elimination of 
the losses occurring in the dairy plants, but 
also increase considerably the returns to the 
producer even for milk which is deteriorated 
in quality on account of reasons beyond his 
control. 

Scheme for Production Oriented Employ¬ 
ment Opportunities for Farmers 

2478. SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether any special scheme has 
been formulated to create production 
oriented employment opportunities for the 
farmers etc. in the rural areas ; 

(b) if so, the main features thereof ; 
and 

(c) the steps being taken to implement 
it and the assistance given to the State 
Governments to ensure its implemen tatio n 
in the rural areas 7 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH): (a) to (c). The Crash 
Scheme for Rural Employment with an 
outlay of Rs. 50 crons during the year 
1971-72 has been started with effect from 
April i, 1971. The scheme will be imple¬ 
mented by the State Goveraments/Uniom 
Territories with 100% financial assistance 
by the Central Government. Additional 
employment is designed to be generated 
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through a net work of rural projects of 
various kinds which are labour-intensive and 
which will create durable assets. Employ¬ 
ment is to be provided in every district for 
at least 1,000 persons for a period of 10 
months in a year at a wage not exceeding 
JU. 100/- per month. An amount, equiva¬ 
lent to one-fourth of the wage cost, will be 
available for materials and equipment. The 
order of outlay will be Rs. 12.30 lakhs per 
district per annum. 

Proposals were invited from the State 
Government and Union Territories to 
implement the scheme. Proposals received 
from 10 State Governments and 7 Union 
Territories have already been sanctioned by 
the Government of India and necessary 
funds have been placed with the State 
Governments and Union ' Territories 
concerned. 

Besides the Crash Scheme for Rural 
Employment, the other schemes for the 
benefit of farmers etc. in the rural areas are 

(i) small farmers development agencies and 
marginal farmers and agricultural labourers 
agencies; (ii) dry farming ; and (iii) 
drought prone areas programme. Progress 
made in the implementation of these 
schemes is indicated below :— 

(i) Small Farmers' Development 
Agencies and Marginal Farmers 
and Agricultural Labourers 
Agencies : 

45 out of the 46 SFDA projects and 34 
out of the 41 MFAL projects have so far 
been approved. A sum of Rs. 3.00 crores 
was released for SFDAs and Rs. 1.00 crore 
for MFAL agencies during the year. Under 
each MFAL project, an amount not exceed¬ 
ing Rs. 20 lakhs is provided for wage 
employment to agricultural labourers and 
small farmers during the off season. 

(ii) D*y Farming Programme : 

9 pilot projects, one each in the States 
of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Haryana, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Mysore, 
Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and Uttar Pradesh 
were sanctioned under the dry farming 
programme during the year 1970-71. Not 
much progress could, however, be achieved 


due to late issue of sanctions by the State 
Governments and delayed recruitment of 
staff and their training. The employment 
potential of permanent works like soil con¬ 
servation, land development and water 
harvesting, envisaged under the Dry 
Farming Programme, is estimated to be 
about 15,000 man years for every one crore 
expenditure on there works which can be 
carried out in open season of six months in 
a year. In addition, employment would be 
created for technical and supervisory 
personnel. 

(iii) Rural Works Programme : 

Under the Rural Works Programme, 
initiated during 1970-71 the programme for 
the first year has been sanctioned in 45 
out of the 54 selected districts. The details 
of the physical and financial progress made 
have not been received from the States. The 
amount approved and the anticipated 
expenditure reported by the States is 
indicated below :

2479: SHRIR. S. PANDEY : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) The Go¬ 
vernment of Bihar has declared 20 blocks 
as “famine affected” and 201 blocks as 
“scarcity affected * areas in the State. The 
Government of Madhya Pradesh has intima¬ 
ted that parts of Jhabhua and Durg districts 
have been affected by scarcity conditions. 
In Utter Pradesh some damage to foodgrains 
lying on the threshing grounds and orchards 
due to untimely rains, hailstorm, and 
cyclones in April and May, 1971 is reported 
but whether the losses will create scarcity 
conditions is yet to be assessed. 

(b) and (c). Central assistance towards 
natural calamities is provided to the States 
on the basis of the ceilings adopted in the 
light of the assessment of the requirements 
of funds for relief measures by a central 
team of officers. The report of the team 
which visited Bihar in May, 1971 is expected 
shorty, and another team is visiting Uttar 
Pradesh shortly. Meanwhile, the Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar has santioned about Rupees 
l.S crores for relif measures. 

Loss incurred by Mining and Allied 
Machinery Corporation, Dbrgapur 

2480. SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Mining and Allied 

Machinery Corporation Durgapur is running 


in loss and has been sustaining on Govern¬ 
ment loans; 

(b) if so, the reasons for such unecono¬ 
mic performance; and

(c) whether in view of the recurring 
losses incurred by this Corporation, Govern¬ 
ment propose to close down the organisa¬ 
tion ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI 
SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) The cumula¬ 
tive loss incurred by Mining and Allied 
Machinery Corporation Ltd., Durgapur, as 
on 31-3-70 was Rs. 26.47 crores. The loss 
during 1970-71 is estimated at Rs. 5.30 
crores. As the company has not bedn able 
to generate adequate internal resouces, loans 
are being given to the company not only to 
meet its capital expenditure but also to 
enable it to meet the cash losses, pay in¬ 
terest on loans, and repay the loans santion¬ 
ed earlier. 

(b) The main reason is the lack of 
adequate orders for the type of coal mining 
equipment for which the plaat was set up. 
Other contributory factors are (i) technologi¬ 
cal problems of diversification; (ii) lack of 
orders of repetitive nature for batch produc¬ 
tion; (iii) low productivity in the plant; (iv) 
industrial unrest; (v) imbalance in loading 
of various shops and sections; (vi) heavy 
overheads, including depreciation and in¬ 
terest charges and (vii) organisational 
deficiencies. 

(c) The Committee on Public Undertak¬ 
ings has recommended in its Report on this 
Corporation that it should be wound up in 
view of its recurring losses and bleak pros¬ 
pects in future. This Report is at present 
under consideration. In taking a decision 
of this far-reaching nature, a number of 
factors have to be carefully weighed. These 
factors would include a detailed assessment 
of t..e future prwpects of profitability, the re¬ 
percussions of the closing of this Corpora¬ 
tion on the employment situation in the 
area, the Wide-spread hardships which such 
a decision would entail and the set-back 
which this decison would involve to impor¬ 
tant projects, such as the Bokaro Steel Plant 
and Major Port Development Programmes 
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for which orders ate under executionby this 
Corporation. 

Deficiencies in Alloy Sleds Plant,' Durgapur 

2481. SHRI SAMINATHAN : Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be pleased 
to state : 

(a) the deficiencies faced by the Alloy 
Steels Plant, Durgapur; and 

(b) the remedial steps taken to meet the

No, 
Sir. No permits are at present required for 
obtaining steel. Since permits are not need¬ 
ed, the question of their being issued after 
the dissolution of Paliament, or cancelled 
thereafter, does not arise. 


Supply of steel in substantial > quantities 
(over a wagon load) could be had only from 
the steel plants through priority allocations 
given by the Steel Priority Committee. There 
was not any significant cancellation of such 
priority allocations subsequent to the dis¬ 
solution of Parliament. 

Rehabilition of Dlspalced Persons 
from East Bengal before 1970

Statement 

OLD MIGRANTS 

The work of rehabilitation of old 
migrants from East Pakistan, /. e. those who 
migrated to India upto 31-3-1958, had by 
and large, been completed by 1960-61, except 
for some residuary work in West Bengal. 
An assessment of the residuary work in West 
Bengal was made in 1960-61, and a sum of 
Rs. 21.88 crores was agreed upon for liquid¬ 
ating the residuary problem. 

2. The wotking and the results of 
rehabilitation measures undertaken in West 
Bengal for the benefit of old migrants after 
the ‘Residuary Assessment', and the further 
financial assistance required, are at present 
being evaluated by the Committee of 
Review. As a result of certain interim 
recommendations of the Committee, a sum 
of Rs. 237 lakhs has since been sanctioned. 

NEW MIGRANTS 

3. All the new migrants who had come 
to India between the period from 1.1.1964 to

31.12.1969 and had sought rehabilitation 
assistance, had been resettled in different 
States by 31.12.1969, except for 5,121 families 
who were in relief camps awaiting rehabi¬ 
litation, apart from 3,997 families of the 
Permanent Liability Category. 

4. A fresh influx started in 1970 and the 
problem relating to the small number of 
families awaiting rehabilitation, as mentioned 
in paragraph 3, got merged with the 
problem of the fresh influx. The process of 
movement of families from the camps and 
their rehabilitation in different States has 
been continued in respect of the families 
who were awaiting rehabilitation as on 
1.1.1970 as well as for the fresh influx of 
families. 

5. A number of schemes already under¬ 
taken for rehabilitation in agriculture in vari¬ 
ous States were continued, viz. Betul, Sarguja 
and Panna Projects in Madhya Pradesh, 
Chanda Project in Maharashtra, Isagaon 
Project in Andhra Pradesh and Sindhanur 
Project in Mysore, as well as the Dandaka- 
ranya Project and the schemes in Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands. 

6. An appeal has been made to the 
State Governments to make available addi¬ 
tional land to meet the vastly increased 
requirements of the fresh influx in 1970. 
Certain schemes suggested by the State 
Governments are under consideration. 


7. Pattern schemes authorising the State 
Governments to give loans to displaced per¬ 
sons for small trades and business and for 
housing have been continued. Priorities and 
concessions for employment in Central Go¬ 
vernment offices and facilities for technical 
training, with stipends, have been continued. 
Other schemes for rehabilitation such as re¬ 
settlement in industrial units under the 
auspices of the State Government are also 
being continued.

(b) A statement showing the allotments 
of tractors imported/being imported made 
to various States from 1968*1969, so far, is 
laid on the Table of the House [ Placed in 
Library. See No. LT-445/71]. These 
tractors were distributed mostly through the 
agency of the State Agro-Industries Cor¬ 
porations set up in the various States. 
However, in certain cases tractors were 
sold through the National Agricultural 
Co-operative Marketing Federation and 
certain indigenous manufacturers who have 
imported and assembled them. 

(c) A statement showing the import 
price of various types of tractors imported/ 
being imported is laid on the Table of the 
House. [Placed in Library. See No. LT- 
455/71]. 

As regards the sale prices of imported 
tractors charged by the various State Agro- 
Industries Corporations and the National 
Agricultural Co-operative Marketing Federa¬ 
tion, it may be stated that there is no fixed 
all-India sale price of imported tractors and 
it differs from State to State. However, 
the sale price charged is fixed by the 
State Trading Corporation on the 
following basis :- 

The tractors along with standard acces¬ 
sories and spares are not to be sold by 
the business associated to actual users 
at a price exceeding the ceiling selling 
price to be calculated by them as under :- 

(i) c. i. f. value. 

plus (ii) Handling, clearing, port and other 
miscellaneous charges at actuals 
subject to a ceiling of 3% on the 
c. i. f. value, cartage, packing 
lashing and wagon incidentals, etc. 
outside the port into the rail-head 
are allowed at actuals additionally. 


These margins cover financial and 
overhead expenses and are kept 
at minimum possible level. 

The price as calculated above is ex- 
godown port price and the business 
associates are allowed to charge additionally 
from customers Rs. 150/- to cover cost of 
check up fixing up tyres and tubes, making 
alignment, charging of battery, changing oils, 
fuel lubrications, removing dents, fitting 
the canopy, if any, fixing up the hydraulic 
lift assembly, minor painting and running 
testing and other jobs for making the 
tractors road-worthy for tractors upto 
SO h.p. and at actuals for tractors where 
h.p. Sales tax and other local taxes are 
allowed at actuals. In case of Zetor s.k.d. 
tractors, an amount of around Rs. 500/- is 
allowed to be added for assembling, painting 
and testing, etc. 

In the case of imported tractors sold by 
the indigenous manufacturers, the prices 
are fixed on the basis of the reports 
submitted by the Cost Accountants which, 
are considered by an Inter-Ministerial Com-' 
mittee and on their recommendtions 
accepted by Government.

of fertilisers has co-existed with the avail¬ 
ability of adequate advice to farmers. How¬ 
ever, apart from the efficiency of the exten¬ 
sion measures undertaken, increase in the 
rate of utilisation of fertilisers depends also 
on many other factors such as availability 
of irrigation facilities, credit for purchase 
of fertilisers, adequate distribution arrange¬ 
ments and the ratio between the produce 
prices and cost of inputs. 

(b) The Government are considering 
the setting up of a Fertiliser Promotion 
Council as a joint venture between the 
Government of India, State Governments, 


fertiliser industry and Agricultural Universi¬ 
ties for intensifying promotional measures 
to increase the use of fertilisers. The 
Council, when it is formed, will have 
advisory committees at the district, regional 
and national levels,

(c) Yes, Sir. Under the scheme of the 
Fertiliser Promotion Council, areas with 
soil and irrigation facilities and high 
potential for fertiliser use have been identi¬ 
fied. The scheme will cover about 80 such 
distiicts throughout the country. The dis¬ 
tricts selected are mostly co-terminous with 
districts where the national demonstrations 
programme is in operation. 

(d) These districts have tentatively been 
selected at the rate of four districts ‘as an 
average’ for each State where the Fertiliser 
Promotion Council will mount an intensive 
fertiliser promotion programme with the 
objective of increasing the level of fertiliser 
use in general and balanced use of N, P and 
K in particular. 

Publication of National Mineral Development 
Corporation 

2487. SHRI CHINTAMANI PANl-

(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) ; (a) and 
(b). The two Aluminium Projects viz. 
Korba (Madhya Pradesh) Aluminium Pro¬ 
ject and Koyna (Maharashtra) Aluminium 
Project (now known as Ratnagiri Aluminium 
Project) are being implemented in the 
public sector by Bharat Aluminium Com¬ 
pany Ltd., a Government Company which 
was incorporated on 27th November, 1955. 
The above mentioned two projects of the 
Company are still in the Detailed Project 
Report /Construction stage and have not yet 
started production. The Alumina Plant of 
the Korba Project is likely to be commis¬ 
sioned in July, 1972 while the Smelter and 
Fabrication Plants of the Project are ex¬ 
pected to be completed and go into pro¬ 
duction in stages in 1973-74 and reach full 
capacity by 1975-76. The Smelter Plant of 
the Koyna Project is likely to go into pro¬ 
duction in 1973-74 and the project com¬ 
pleted by 1974-75. The Government have 
released funds to the extent of Rs. 15 54 
crores upto March. 1971 in respect of these 
two projects. 

(c) The Hindustan Aluminium Corpo- ’ 
ration Limited were issued a licence on 
6.12 66 for expansion of the Renukoot 
Smelter in Uttar Pradesh from 60,000 tonnes 
to 120,000 tonnes per annum. They have 
presently increased the smelter capacity 
upto 80,000 tonnes per annum. The ex¬ 
pansion of the Smelter upto the licenced 
capacity is likely to be completed in two 
stages viz. 1,00,000 tonnes by 30.4.1972 and 
1.20,000 tonnes by 31st December, 1973. 
The capacity of aluminium factor function¬ 
ing at Mirzapur (U.P.) was not limited as 
a result of setting up of two projects in the 
public sector. 

Setting up of Aluminium Factory hi U. P.

(b). The areas of Kotah, Bundi and Jhala- 
war districts have been geologically mapped. 
As a result of survey conducted by Geologi¬ 
cal Survey of India reserves of 850 million 
tonnes of cement grade limestone in Bundi 
districts and 0 32 million tonnes of silica 
sand in Kotah and Bundi districts have been 
estimated. Ornamental stone (Kota stone) 
near Ramganj and Kota district have also 
been located. Minor occurances of copper 
and iron ore have been reported in Jhala- 
war district.

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRl P.C.‘ SETHI) : 
Purchcse of Nazira Estate. In August 
1965 the O N G C received a proposal for 
sale of property located at Nazira 
from the Assam Company Limited, 
Calcutta for the market value of Rs. 28.56 
lakhs. The property consisted of land, buil¬ 
dings, godwns quarters etc. The Commission 
made a counter offer in February 1966 of 
Rs. 12.50 lakhs which the Assam Company 
Limited rejected stating that their offer was 
fair and reasonable and based on assessment 
made by an entirely independent and reputed 
firm of values. In June 1966, the commission 
considered Nazira as a suitable place to 
locate the regional headquarters of the East¬ 
ern Region and authorised the Chairman and 
Member (Finance) to negotiate with the 
owners. Accordingly this negotiation took 
place between the parties in June-July 1966 
and the Assam Company Limited offered to 
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ONGC Officials (C.A.) 
sell property at Rs. 25 lakhs. The Commis¬ 
sion approved this purchase for Rs. 24 lakhs 
in August 1966 and took possession of the 
property in November 1967. As per the 
agreement entered into with the company on 
9th May 1967, the purchase price comprised 
the following elements— 

(i) Land measuring 183.23 acres- Rs.16 
lakhs 

(ii) Buildings Rs. 8 lakhs 

(SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Two lakhs— 
Rs.8 lakhs.) 

Compensation for tea bushes paid to 
the Lakwa Tea Estate by the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission. 

The drill sites for 4 welts in Lokwa area 
were required on a priority basis during the 
year 1967-68 for drilling wells. These sites 
belonged to the Lakwa Tea Estate. In 
August 1966 the O N G Commission initiat¬ 
ed a proposal to acquire land through SIX) 
under the Assam Land and Revenue Regula¬ 
tions. In September 1966 the SDO recomm¬ 
ended private negotiations. The Project autho¬ 
rities therefore, advised the General Mana¬ 
ger of the tea estate in October 1966 to sell 
the land on these sites. As Ihe estates refu¬ 
sed to entertain the above proposal, the 
Commission again applied to the S D 6 t 
(Civil), Sibsager in December 1966 requesting 
him to invoke Rule 189 of the Assam Land 
and Revenue Regulations and grant the 
Commission the right of entry to the land. 
This was not granted due to the objection 
by the tea estate and further negotiations 
were advised in January 1967. After protrac¬ 
ted correspondence and negotiations, perm¬ 
ission to carry on work at site No.54 was 
obtained from the tea estates in August 1967. 
But the question of payment of compensation 
for these bushes in the land in question 
remained un-decided. In the meantime the 
Commission contacted various agencies to ad¬ 
vise as to how the amount of compensation 
payable to the Company for these tea 
bushes may be calculated. In March 
1967 the Executive Engineer, Project Cell, 

N F Railway, New Jalpaiguri intimated 
the rates that the railway had paid in accor¬ 
dance with the table of the Tea Association, 
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These rates were referred by the Commission 
to S DO, Sihsagar, who in May i%7 
approved the rates indicated in the 
table prepared by the Tea Association. 
These rates were acceptable to the 
General Manager of the Lakwa Tea Estate. 
He, however, did not finally confirm the 
understanding when the Commission asked 
him to do so. The negotiations with the 
tea estates continued and it was agreed in 
January 1968 between the General Manager. 
Eastern Region and the General Manager, 
Lakwa Tea Estate that pending final award 
by the SDO, Sibsagar, the Commission 
would pay a provisional rate to be adjusted 
later on. In February 1968, the Commis¬ 
sion approached the SDO, Sibsagar for a 
fair assessment of the compensation. In 
March 1968 the SDO, Sibsagar advised pay¬ 
ment at the rate of Rs. 2/-, Rs. 3.96, Rs. 5 /-, 
Rs. 6/-and Rs. 6.90 per bush according to 
size. In a subsequent communication dated 
May 1968, the SDO, however, revised the 
rates as below— 

Rs. 0.25, Rs. 3.00, Rs. 10.00 and 
Rs. 20.00 depending on the ages of the 
bushes. The matter was finally discussed 
on 23rd July 1968 by the General Manager, 
Eastern Region with the Managing Director 
of the Tea Estate and compensation was 
finally paid at the rate of Rs. 0.25, Rs. 2/-, 
Rs. 5/- and Rs. 11 /-. The final price paid 
was Rs. 22.67 lakhs on the basis of these 
negotiations, for the bushes and Rs. 4.83 
lakhs for the land. 

Both these cases were examined in the 
Ministry who considered it necessary to 
request the Central Bureau of Investigations 
to make a detailed enquiry in*o these two 
transactions. This was on 8th April 1970. 

Both the cases are under investigations 
by the CBI.

SHRl P. C. SETHI : 1 appriciate and 
share (he anxiety of hon. Member and, as 
far as the transaction of the ONGC is con* 
cerned, before Audit drew the attention of 
the Ministry, we ourselves went into this. 

But, I would like to say that 
before the Audit Report was received by 
us, this matter was raised by one of the 
Hon. Members— Mr. Ganesb Ghosh of this 
House.... 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Of my party. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : After the comp¬ 
laint was received by the Ministry from the 
Hon. Member, the matter was examined 
in the Ministry. The concerned files were 
called for. After going through the files 
and the various rates that came into being 
in this transaction at difierent levels, it 
wat decided that the secretriat-type of 
examination will not be enough in this 
case. 

It is therefore, that the Minister 
decided to hand over this case to the CB1. 
They are investigating into the matter. 1 
don’t know whether they have reached Mr. 
Johnson as yet, but according to my infor¬ 
mation, they have made field investigations 
and as far as other evidence is concerned, 
they are proceeding in those lines. 

We have requested them to expedite the 
enquiry as far as this transaction is con¬ 
cerned. 

Regarding the point whether we 
could take departmena! action against the 
officer or officers, I would like to say this, 
that after going through the files, we came 
to the conclusion that the different prices 
which are being mentioned in this particular 
transaction would require a thorough 
investigation in order to locate which pcrsoij 
or persons or group of persons, if any* 
are responsible for this. Therefore, the 
Minister decided to hand over the case to 
the C.B.l. 

I would like to say that after we receive 
the report from the CB1 and we come to 
know about the officer or officers who are 
found guilty, we would certainly take all 
suitable steps. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
about politicians 7 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : It is 
a sordid story of our public sector under¬ 
takings that the ONGC has been defrauded 
to the tune of Rs. 50 lakhs by a conspiracy 
in which some officers of the ONGC and 
some vested interests were involved. From 
the statement we find that the Nazira estate

was purchased for the location of the 
headquarters of the eastern region, and 
the Lakwa tea estate was paid compensation 
for the bushes. I do not know why the 
land acquisition proceedings were not 
resorted to and the price was settled by 
private negotiation. If it was for Govern¬ 
ment purposes, then there should have been 
land acquisition proceedings, and objections 
should have been called for and due com¬ 
pensation should have been paid. But 
the whole thing has been decided by a 
petty SDO. We find from the report that 
in August, 1966, the ONGC initiated a 
proposal to acquire land under the Assam 
Land and Revenue Regulation. The same 
SDO recommended in 1966 that it should 
be settled by private negotiation. It 
was the same SDO who in March, 1968 
recommended a different rate for the 
bushes, and after sometime, he submitted 
a much higher rate. It is most astonishing 
that those parties who were interested in 
accepting a higher rate agreed to accept a 
rate which was much less than the rate 
recommended by the SDO. AH these 
things are very fishy. It is the compulsion 
of our duty which forces me to bring in 
the names, though I am not interested in 
the names. 

The first is regarding Mr. Johnson, who 
has been directly involved in this matter 
and against whom there are so many CB1 
reports pending. 1 would like to know if 
he is going to retire soon. If he is going 
to retire soon, why should he not also be 
suspended like Shri Nayak, and the CBI 
asked to expedite their inquiry and to 
report ? 

The second is regarding Brig. Dhillon. 
What action is being taken against him ? 
We learn that he has been granted exten¬ 
sion for one year. I need hardly say any 
thing in regard to the SDO, because... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Bcgusarai) : How does Brig. Dhillon come 
in ? 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Brig. Dhillon was 
party to it. It was through him that 


the headquarters of the eastern, region was 
decided, and he was in charge of the 
eastern region. Taking into consideration 
all these factors, since it is a matter of 
great concern to the country, I would 
request that some time-limit should be 
placed for the CBI report. This House is 
already seized of this matter, and till the 
CBI report is complete, these officers should 
be kept under suspension and the inquiry 
should be expedited. 1 would like to have 
categorical answers to these questions. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : I would like to 
clear first of all, as has been reported 
or as has been (he impression of the hon. 
Member, the point that there is a fraud of 
Rs. 50 lakhs. The whole matter is under in¬ 
quiry. The total amount paid is Rs. 50 lakhs, 
that is Rs. 28 lakhs and Rs. 22 lakhs, but 
183 acres of Nazira estate have been 
acquired and about 300 bighas of another 
tea estate have been acquired... 

SHRI P. K. DEO : It was settled by 
private negotiation and not acquired. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD (Bhagal 
pur) : It has not been acquired, but the 
price has been settled by private negotia¬ 
tion. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : It was not acquired 
through revenue proceedings, but it was 
negotiated and purchased and acquired. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
300 bighas equivalent to how many 
acres ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : About 100 acres. 

Besides, there were some buildings also. 
If the entire amount of Rs. 50 lakhs is a 
fraud, that means that the cost of the land 
of 183 acres and the 300 bighas of the 
Lakwa tea estate is nil. On that presump¬ 
tion, one can certainly proceed, and then 
it is a fraud of Rs. 50 lakhs. But the 
question arises that both with regard to the 
Nazira estate and the Lakwa tea estate, the 
prices which were rccommenedd by the Sf)0 
or which were arrived at by the civil 
engineer were different at different times. 
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At one time, the Chief Engineer arrived at 
a price of Rs. 12.50 lakhs ; at another time, 
when he calculated depriciation, at the rate 
of 2\ per cent, he came to the price of the 
land at about Rs. 15.07 lakhs. An indepen¬ 
dent company which carried on the 
investigation, namely Messrs. Talbots 
arrived at a figure of Rs. 28.55 lakhs in the 
case of Nazira with regard to the land, 
they said Rs. 9.69 lakhs with regard to 
buildings Rs. 15.86 lakhs and services Rs. 3 
lakhs. So there were different rates. 
Ultimately, the Commission settled it at 
Rs. 24 lakhs. But then the fact remains 
that various rates were quoted. Therefore, 
after the Ministry made enquiries, it was 
felt that the entire matter needed a thorough 
scrutiny and investigation. That was why 
the matter has been handed over to the CBI 
to go into. 

Similarly with regard to the bushes, 
there is the price of land which is about 
Rs. 4 odd lakhs and then the price of the 
bushes. With regard to the price of bushes 
also, there are various prices. Some said 
that according to the life of the bushes, it 
should vary from 25p. to Rs. 11 ; some said 
it should be at a fiat rate of Rs. 5 per bush, 
So different rates have been quoted. Accord¬ 
ing to these rates, for the bushes, Rs. 8 
lakhs was arrived at by some agencies and 
Rs. 10.5 lakhs by some other agencies, but 
the actual price paid for these bushes is 
about Rs. 22.67 lakhs. Therefore, there is 
a difference in the prices arrived at by 
different agencies at different times. That 
was why we felt the matter needed in¬ 
vestigation ; it was also to be decided as 
to who were the persons particularly 
responsible for this. 

As far as Brig. Dhillon is concerned, 
he was a retired military officer. He retired 
from the army in 1962 and joined the 
ONGC in 1963. He was Project Manager, 
Ahmcdabad, from 11-6-63 to 1967 ; then 
he was Project Manager, Sibsagar—the 
area under reference here—from 6-6-67 
to 5-9-67. Then he was General Manager 
of the Eastern Region from 5-9-67 to 
April 1970. He retired in April 1970, 

As far as these complaints are con¬ 
cerned, we received these complaints from 
Shri Ganesh Ghosh in Sept-Oct. 1989, The ' 


matter was handed over to the CBI in 
April 1970. 

As far as Shri Johnson is concerned, 
his date of retirement is sometime in 1974. 
So he has still three years to go. We 
are really anxious that the CBI should 
conduct this inquiry expeditiously. We are 
requesting them to complete it as early as 
possible so we can proceed in the matter. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : He has not answered 
my question about the time-limit for the 
inquiry and suspension of Shri Johnson. 

SHRI JYOTJRMOY BOSU : This 
matter was brought to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment by Shri Ganesh Ghosh, a former 
Member of this House belonging to my 
party. Government had not had information 
on their own. Now two things have been 
revealed : how wasteful and extravagant the 
public sector has been and what amount 
of corruption goes on there. This is not 
the only case. There was the question of 
payment of compensation to the coal mine- 
owners in Bengal from the same depart¬ 
ment, namely, the Oil Corporation, running 
into several crores of rupees. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : For his informa¬ 
tion, this is the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission, not Corporation. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU The 
Government of India in the Ministry of 
Petroleum is one and the same ; whether 
it is taken out from one pocket or the 
other pocket, it makes no difference; 
money is taken out from the same body, 
and 1 am robbed. Some officais have been 
named ; if they are involved, they should 
be punished. But I would like to put a 
few questions and give a little information. 
Which are the agencies which were asked 
to undertake the valuation of this estate 7 
Was the Tea Board consulted, because it 
had advanced money to the tea gardens and 
it has some valuation of its own ? I do not 
know the age of these bushes. I am under 
the impression that this is considered to be 
one of the oldest plantations in Assam. 
Naturally therefore, the price of the bushes 
has gone down because the bushes suffer 
attack from ail sorts of fungps and the 
yielding capacity also goes down. A lot of 
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transactions has taken place of sale and 
purchase. What. is the deed value of the 
sales that have taken place in neighbouring 
areas ? 

Have you carefully examined Lakwa’s 
prospectus and balance-sheet ? What is 
their total paid-up capital, what is their 
depreciated value, and what would be 
the fair market value, what is the difference? 
Have they shown any tendency to pay the 
capital gains tax ? I suggest you are trying 
to avoid these things. 

You could have asked the CB1 to 
quietly find out from various tea interests, 
posing as a buyer or seller, as to what 
is the capital value per acre in that area 
at the moment. I do not think today it 
could be more than Rs. 5,000 per acre 
inclusive of value of buildings, bushes, 
factory, hospital, guest house and every¬ 
thing. 

We have been talking about officials. 
This Lakwa Tea Estate is controlled and 
owned by the Tantia family. This Tantia 
family has been very close to the Govern¬ 
ment. One Tantia who was the Chairman of 
the B I. Corporation was driven out on the 
basis of the Sarjoo Commission’s findings. 
This Mr. Tantia has been Treasurer of the 
Congress Parliamentary Party. Let us try 
to find out the real ghost. Why unneces¬ 
sarily try to blame the officials? If the 
officials have done something wrong, punish 
them. But you are not capable of punishing 
them. We have seen this in the case of 
Mr. Nayak, Mr. Rajwade and many others. 
Here, the real sinner was somebody else. 
You kindly try to find out what really 
Mr. Rameshwar Tantia has got to do with 
this Lakwa Tea Estate. It is not a family 
concern of his ? Did he not do wire¬ 
pulling to get the price enhanced ? This 
can be found out in 15 days. You give 
me the job, and I will find out in 15 days 
what should be the real price of that tea 
estate. You are trying to make a mountain 
of a mole hill, because you want to shield 
somebody to whom you have given lakhs 
of rupees of the people’s money. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : I would Hke to 
point out for the benefit of the bon. Minister 


that the ONGC is a Commission which 
came into being under a statute of 
Parliament. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Who 
pays for their finance ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : According to 
article 15 of the statute, the ONGC is 
authorised to spend up to Rs. 50 lakhs 
on their own without coming to the Govern¬ 
ment for permission. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barraer): 
That explains why the price was fixed as 
Rs. 50 lakhs. 


SHRI P. C. SETHI : It is not Rs. 50 
lakhs. These are two transactions, one 
for Rs. 28 lakhs and another for Rs. 22.7 
lakhs. 

I would also like to point out that 
it is being considered at various levels 
that the powers of expenditure of public 
sectors undertakings and such Commissions 
which conie into being by statutes of 
Parliament should be enhanced. In the 
case of certain autonomous bodies, it has 
already been enhanced up to Rs. 1 crore, 
and it is also being envisaged that for the 
ONGC also it should be increased to 
Rs. 1 crore. 

Therefore, the Commission never come 
to the Government for permission for this 
purchase because it was well within their 
over-all limited authority. Therefore, to 
say that the Government influenced the 
purchase to oblige Mr. Rameshwar Tantia, 
who at one time happened to be an office¬ 
bearer of the Congress Parliamentary Party, 
is wrong. 

As far as the General Manager of the 
Lakwa Tea Estate is concerned, according 
to my information he is certainly related 
to Mr. Rameshwar Tantia, what exactly 
is the relationship I do not know. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Who 
are the bulk shareholders of the Lakwa 
Co. ? Why are you backing thq WfQng 
horse ? 
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SHRI P. C. SETHI : Therefore to 
bring in the Government and the Congress 
Party is not correct. This purchase was 
made entirely by the Oil and Natural Gas 

Commission.( Interruptions ) When this 

matter came to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment they came to the conclusion that this 
should be enquired into by the CBI. That 
shows that as far as the Government were 
concerned, they were keen to have a 
thorough enquiry into this matter 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : Which 
were the agencies which were entrusted with 
the evaluation. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : In the case of 
Nadira Messrs. Talbot, an independent 
valuation agency evaluated the" property at 
28.55 lakhs. As for the bushes, Anand 
Prakash an independent valuer, recommen¬ 
ded a price of Rs. 5 per bush and according 
to this recommendation the price for the 
bushes should have been Rs. 10.88 lakhs. 
Negotiations were completed and the 
payment made was Rs. 22.67 lakhs. 
That is why I say that when these variations 
came to notice it was realised that there was 
something wrong here and a thorough 
enquiry was required and hence the CBI 
has been asked to go into it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : who valued 
Lakwa ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : I said : Mr. Anand 
Prakash, an authorised valuer. 

MR. SPEAKER : Shri Sat Pal Kapur. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA : 
Is the CBI equipped to go into economic 
matters, valuation matters ? 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not going to 
allow anybody, else.

This is a matter which would be cleared 
only after the inquiiy is completed. As for 
as the registration of the case is concerned, 
it is a fact that on tho 21st January 1971 a 
case has been registered not only with 
regard to the import of one type of pipeline 
from Czechoslovakia but seamless pipes 
also. CBI is making an inquiry. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : Registered against whom ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: Against the officers 
who were responsible for the import of 
pipes. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA : Earlier you 
said that responsibility cannot be fixed 
until the CBI has conducted the inquiry. 
Now you say that a case has been registered 
against those who are responsible. 

SHRI P. c. SETHI : When a decision 
is taken by a group of officers at different 
levels then it will have to be decided as to 
who was actually responsible for it. In the 
case of one type of pipes to be 
imported from Czechosolvakia, I 
would like to point out that ultima¬ 
tely those pipes were not imported and only 
a letter of intent was issued. In the second 
case some pipes were imported. These 
cases have been registered and CBI is look¬ 
ing into as to which group of officers are 
responsible for this and whether there is 
any prima facie, as far as these imports are 
concerned.

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA : Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, Comrade Jyotirmoy Bosu, in 
his speech, said that this Bill is an instru¬ 
ment to prop up the tottering regime of 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi. Now, Sir, this is a 
very fantastic and almost ridiculous state¬ 
ment. Anybody who has even remnants 
of commonsense left in him would agree 
with me that the present regime of Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi is not at all tottering. He 
said that this Bill is an ample proof to show 
that it is a semi-fascist regime. 

Sir, in the last Lok Sabha, Shri Bal Raj 
Madhok once called our Prime Minister a 
dictator. The mantle has now fallen on the 
very willing shoulders of Comrade Jyotirmoy 
Bosu. 

Shri Atal Bihariji quoted Shakespeare 
and said that what is there in a name. This 
is just the same old wine in a new bottle. 
But he let the cat out of the bag when he 
said that ho would support the Bill if it was 
called the Treason Bill, 

So, it seems, the opposition » only to 
the name, not to tho contents. 

Our Minister, Shri K. C. Pant laboured 
hard to indulge in an airy sabre-rattling with 
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Shr| Atal Bihari Vajpayee. I am too pedes¬ 
trian indulge in these exercises in abstrac¬ 
tions concerning individual liberty and State 
security. 

Just as it was a painful duty on the part 
of Shri Pant to defend the Bill, I feel duty 
bound not to extend whole-hearted support 
or a total support to this Bill. 


It would be a breach of trust that the 
people have reposed in me. In my consti¬ 
tuency, there is 350 mile long border with 
Pakistan. The aims and objects of the Bill 
mention events across the border. I think 
there is a border on the east and there is a 
border on the west. Along the western border 
in my Constituency Muslims, Scheduled 
Caste people and Caste Hindus are almost 
in equal proportions. About 35 per cent of 
the population is Muslim. You will not 
find a single constable in the Police, a single 
peon, or a single clerk anywhere in the 
Administration, who belongs to the minori¬ 
ty community. 


There is already a Preventive Detention 
Law in force in Rajasthan. The people in 
my constituency fell very much harassed by 
that lawless law. 

I want to tell you some of the concrete 
examples and I want to express my own 
genuine apprehensions that once this Bill 
becomes an Act, it would further add to the 
hardships and the fears that beguile my 
people. Magistrates would be entrusted 
with the task of enforcing this law. 


There is one young boy-his name it 
Murad Ali Abra, a muslim boy from my 
constituency,—the first to do his M. A. 
from Aligarh Muslim University. He want¬ 
ed a job. A magistrate called him. He 
asked : “Have you done your M. A. from 
Aligarh Muslim University ?” The boy said, 
‘Yes, Sir’. The Magistrate said : “Then, 
you are a Pakistani spy; don't enter the 

district/’ 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The Magis¬ 
trate should be sacked.

Security Bill 

SHRI AMR1T NAHATA : There is a 
law in my State. This law says that reli¬ 
gious buildings cannot be constructed without 
permission. Now, the Police makes a report 
that such and such a mosque is built with¬ 
out permission. The case goes before a 
Magistrate. The Magistrate says in his judg¬ 
ment, from the police records. I find that 
the mosque has been constructed without 
permission. It was constructed more then 
150 years ago. 

I have personally visited that mosque. 
That mosque was ordered to be demolished. 
Dozens and dozens of mosques have been 
ordered to be demolished by the Magistrate 
without taking any evidence of any sort of 
people. Police constables and Intelligence 
people, the Border Security Force, the 
Central Intelligence people, even the 
patwaris and other officials in the area are 
supposed to be the guardians of State 
security. During days of recurrent droughts 
if a man goes to some other place with his 
cattle and goats in search of pastures, when 
he comes back, the patwari tells him. 
Either give me such and such a bribe, or, t 
will report that you had been to Pakistan. 
This Damocles’ sword hangs over the entire 
population of the border region. It is used 
as an excuse for extracting money, goats, 
ghee, and even girls from the people. They 
are loyal if the policemen are bribed ; they 
are disloyal if they refuse to bribe the 
policemen. % 

And, Sir, the person who is in charge 
of the intelligence there is notorious for his 
bouts and for his wanton evenings with 
wine and women. It is common knowledge 
that a large number of police authorities 
are in collusion with smugglers. They are 
corrupt. They are rabidly communal. They 
arc in league with anti-national elements, 
and Government want to arm these very 
people to safeguard the security of the 
nation and to keep a watch on spies. I 
am afraid that this Bill will create more 
hardships for my people. Distrust begets 
distrust. You assume that every man who 
belongs to the minority community is 
disloyal. You harass him, and you take 
away his lands. You would be surprised 
to know this during these elections, if a 
patwari went to the returning officer and 
said, 'Yes, this person’s name appears on 
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the electoral (Oils, but he has been to 
Pakistan, then that person was prevented 
from voting. Hundreds of such persons 
whose names did appear on the electoral 
rolls were prevented from voting by a 
report from a patwari. A patwari who is 
in league with the feudal reactionary 
elements, a patwari who is the neo-tyrant 
of the village, a patwari who harasses and 
extorts money from the people is the 
guardian of the security of the State, and 
so also the police constables. 

Cattle does not know where the border 
is. It often strays into Pakistan and Pak 
cattle often strays into India. Then, these 
people who guard the security of the 
borders, enter into some sort of agreement 
with the people on this side or on that 
side, and they take money from the people 
on this side or on that side and then arrive 
at a settlement and the cattte is returned or 
not returned. 

So, my objection to the Bill is very 
empirical, very practical. 1 do not know 
what security of State or what individual 
liberty is at stake. But 1 do know that this 
Bill, an apology for which is already in 
existence in Rajasthan, when enacted will 
create far more difficulties, because the 
people who would administer this Bill when 
it becomes law, and who would be entrusted 
with these vast powers would harass the 
people far more than what they are already 
doing. It is true that some safeguards have 
been provided in this Bill, but those safe¬ 
guards are meaningless. 

Anybody can be detained for 12 days or 
22 days. But it is not the actual detention, 
but it is the threat of detention which 
matters. The elected Pradhan of one 
panchayat samiti was detained. What was 
the ground ? It was that he wanted to 
bring back those Muslims who had gone to 
Pakistan during the 1965 war. No proof 
was ever advanced, and no evidence was 
ever recorded, and he was detained for 
months together on the imaginary plea that 
he watttpd to bring back those Muslims who 
had 16ft the country for Pakistan during the 
1965 war. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
: Was the Pardban a Muslim ? 


There is another aspect which I would 
like to mention. I want to impress upon 
the Government to understand the object rve 
conditions in our country as they prevail 
today. What is the main threat today to 
the internal security, internal peace and 
order 7 l am afraid the Government are 
very complacently sleeping over the dangers 
that loom large on our horizons. Let us 
not ignore those dangers. 1 am at least 
very much perturbed that if the things are 
allowed to continue as they are continuing, 
soon we shall have a spate of communal 
riots in our country. I want to warn this 
Government that if right from now onwards, 
the Government do not take precautionary 
measures and do not arm themselves with 
powers, they will be taken unawares, and 
all along the country we shall have a 
horrible scene where blood will again shed 
in the streets. 


We know that refugees are coming to 
our country. And millions of them have 
come in. The entire nation, and I am sure 
the entire progressive mankind, is in full 
sympathy with these refugees. But howso¬ 
ever secular, and howsoever patriotic and 
howsoever beleaguered and howsoever 
harassed these refugees may be, history 
shows that all over the world they are the 
carriers of poison. But for the Palestinian 
refugees, the West Asia problem would have 
been solved long ago. Let us not forget 
that it will create complications in our 
country too. There is not only a burden 
on our economy, but 1 am afraid it will 
create political complexities also in our 
country. Government must guard itself 
against the dangers of these political comp¬ 
lexities. If there is any need for drastic 
action, 1 think right now the RSS must be 
banned if Government wants to safeguard 
our intei nal security and order. Let the 
RSS and other communal organisations be 
banned. If they do not do it, but bring 
such abstract Bills before us, for which I do 
not think conditions warrant, as I do not 
think there is such a threat to the security 
of the country from outside or from spies 
there is no spate of spies coming from 
Pakistan ; I am sure about It we are not 
going to solve our problems. 


iihLito'lJbit&ttiii 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : That was 
why your Prime Minister awarded Padma 
Bhushan to Shri Hansraj Gupta, RSS Chief. 
The man was arrested after Gandhiji's 
murder. We know about this underground 
collaboration. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA : The situa¬ 
tion warrants drastic and bold action against 
communal organisations which Government 
tried once in the last Lok Sabha but 
retreated because of the very misplaced 
opposition of the so-called leftist parlies. 
I would urge upon Government to realise 
the real dangers, not imaginary ones, and 
take action against these dangers. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : 
There has been a deliberate attempt on the 
part of the Congress party to make this a 
debate between the Communist Marxists 
and Government. That impression is incor¬ 
rect ; this is a battle between the forces of 
democracy and those forces which want to 
stifle it. This should be understood at the 
very outset. 

It was in 1950 when the Preventive 
Detention Bill was first introduced by 
Sardar Patel and he preambled it with the 
statement that it was a very unpleasant duty 
and he had not had three nights sleep when 
he thought of introducing it. This time the 
Bill was being introduced by Shri K. C. 
Pant, but 1 did not see any anxiety or 
agony on his face ; he was wearing one of 
the most charming and disarming smiles 
and others of his party were applauding 
him for having done something extraordi¬ 
narily beneficial to the mankind and this 
country. That makes the difference ; the 
sense of guilt when the Bill was first intro¬ 
duced has completely vanished now ; it has 
now turned into a sense of glory, as if they 
were doing something extraordinarily good. 

May I invite the attention of my learned 
friends as to what the confict is ? Who does 
not want the integrity of the country to be 
preserved 7 Who says that democracy and 
democratic institutions should not flourish ? 
Who would not like to hang all those who 
are out to destroy democracy and its institu¬ 
tions 7 So what is the conflict between you 
and us 7 Both of us are agreed on that. 
The conflict is when you say that you want 


to sit in judgment, when you want to decide 
for yourself as to who is a trator and who is 
a risk to the security of the country and who 
is not 7 Our entire judicial system is based 
on certain principles of natural justice. 
Even if you see a murder being committed, 
you cannot simply hang the murderer. You 
have got to go to a court and prove it. 
You cannot even convict a person for his 
confession, with the exception of Nagarwala, 
of course—that is a unique case. If you 
want to hang Jyotirmoy Basu on a charge 
of murder, please hang him, but let him 
prove his innocence in a regular court of 
law. Let charges be framed as they would 
be framed ordinarily against any ordinary 
criminal for murder. But here the offence 
has not been committed. It is only likely 
to be committed. This basic difference 
should be understood. You want to prevent 
a thing ; therefore, you take a more drastic 
measure. The basic conflict is this. We 
agree that ciminals, people who are a 
security risk should be punished, but who 
will sit in judgment 7 Your justification is 
the integrity of the country. That is the 
danger. This is what Yahya Khan has been 
saying for the last 2\ months, that is how 
he has been massacring thousand of people. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil): 
He is equating the Government of India 
with Yahya Khan. This is objoctionable. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : These are th$ 
dangers inherent in the situation where you 
give arbitrary powers to the ruling pary. 
(Interruptions) Like Hitler before him in 
this century, Yahya Khan is inventing, 
creating justifications in the name of the 
integrity of the country, in the name of the 
solidarity of the country. And who does 
not condemn him, that butcher of 
Pakistan 7 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : He is the 
man who supported Yahya Khan. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : I want him to 
withdraw these words. This is an insinua¬ 
tion. It is only because he thinks that I 
am a Muslim that I can be maligned. Mr. 
Nahata from the other side gave a very 
brilliant exposition against the Bill, but he 
never interrupted him. I have supported 
Mujibur Rehman. I condemn in no un¬ 
certain terms Yahya Khan. Do not put a 
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premium on irrationality. Do not dictate 
what I should say, in what language I 
should say. 

Much before you started ruling this 
country, greater tyrants have ruled the 
world, and they had their own justifications 
for killing people. Here you are not killing 
us, you are seeking justification for de¬ 
priving us of our freedom. That is the 
analogy. ( Interruption) 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : I do 
not expect that the members of the ruling 
party will ever understand what freedom is. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : The shoe is 
pinching them. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKAR : You have 
very little time. Do not provoke controversy. 
Come to the point. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : I am just saying 
what 1 feel about it, and the hon. Members 
on the other side are quite free to counter 
my arguments. We have listened to the 
beautiful garments of justification which 
they have woven from the fabric of their 
own prejudices. We are entitled to see 
through the game. 

So, no such situation existed in the 
country and it does not exist. This country 
has been ruled without the Preventive 
Detention Act for at least one year, from 
the time when the Congress Party could not 
get it renewed last year. What has hap¬ 
pened during this one year ? You had one 
of the most peaceful elections and peace on 
the borders too, according to the Prime 
Minister and her supporters. If the country 
could be run without the Preventive 
Detention Act for one year and with peace 
on all the frontiers, why cannot it be run 
even today ? What is going to happen ? 

The provision for an advisory Boatd is 
being presented to us on a platter as a con¬ 
cession. You are so generous, so kind to 
humanity, to your citizens. We say that 
these Advisory Boards will be of no effect

because you have deprived them of the very 
process of law, the legal process, the legal 
procedure, which is the basis of our admin¬ 
istration of justice. Let us see the other 
countries We are frying to ape the British 
pattern of democracy. Let us see how 
Britain faced the danger, placed in a 
similar situation, may, in a much worse 
situation. Did they resort to the Preventive 
Detention Act or the Maintenance of Inter¬ 
nal (IN) Security Act as you have ? 

It is said that these are men of integrity 
who will not misuse it. I agree. But then 
you are not likely to be there for all times 
to come. This Act can be handed over 
according to your own assertion to Jyotir- 
moy Bosu, Atal Bihari Vajpayee or some 
others who are not, according to your 
definition, as pious and considerate as you 
claim to be. So it is not a question of who 
wields the instrument ; it is a question of 
what is the nature of the instrument. 

My time has been taken up by inter¬ 
ruptions and 1 shall conclude in a minute. 
I am a witness to the practical application 
of this Act in the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, In September, 1963 Bakshi 
Ghulam Ahmed happened to be the greatest 
patriot living ; he was the Prime Minister 
of Jammu and Kashmir State. But in 
September, 1964 this greatest of all patriots 
was arrested under the PD Act. The 
charge : he was going to move a no confi¬ 
dence motion. This Act gives power to the 
Deputy Commissioners and District Magist¬ 
rates at d all of them are not as pious, 
apparently, as Mr. Pant and my hon. 
friends on the other side. One day will 
come when you will not be in power, my 
friends, and you will be hauled up by the 
Deputy Commissioners. At that time also 
you will find defenders in us to defend 
your rights just as we are defending the 
rights of millions today.

Centra!) : Sir, having heard the speeches 
of some members of the opposition, I am 
not surprised that they are opposing this 
measure. Mr. Bosu professes democracy 
by lips, but in fact he is an agitator by 
profession. Whenever I look at him, I 
always find him agitated. But 1 am sur¬ 
prised that Mr. Vajpayee has joined in 
raising the voice of protest along with the 
CPM member. 

SHRI ATAL B1HARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : He joined me. 


between individual rights and civil society. 
This conflict has been tried to be solved 
at different stages of history by every 
nation. Therefore, we must look into the 
Constitution itself to find out whether the 
Constitution in fact tries to bring about a 
reconciliation between liberty and authority, 
between a political society and individual 
interests. What is the scheme of article 22 ? 
It tries to bring about a reconciliation in 
such conflict. 

I may inform Shri Shamim that ours is 
not the first country which has tried to 
bring about such a measure. Shri Shamim 
said that UK had gone through many agonies 
but she did not find it necessary to pass 
such a measure. I do not know whether 
he is aware of the fact that during the two 
world wars England also had what is known 
as the Defence of the Realm Acts and the 
Indemnity Act which were repealed after 
the war. 1 do not know whether he has 
read today's newspapers where it is stated 
that action has been taken against New 
York Times. I am not justifying that 
action. I am only giving it as an illustration. 
Even USA had the Internal Security Act of 
1950. Even today they have also the Federal 
Anti-Espionage Act. Australia also has simi¬ 
lar measures. 


SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : I do not 
know whether he joined you or you joined 
him. Anyway, your voice was one with 
I "it against the Bill. 1 think Mr. Vajpayee 
also is democrate by profession, but when¬ 
ever he speaks, he is a demagogue by 
practice. I am using very mild term. He 
is bordering on the lino of fascism and 
demagogy. Mr. Piloo Mody is a democrat 
by business, but a humourist by habit. He 
would always like to humour the House into 
laughter. From that point of view, he 
opposed the Bill. 

1 agree with some of the philosophers 
that liberty as an all-precious thing is to be 
safeguarded and respected. But at the 
same time, democratic civil society must 
be preserved at ail costs, if necessary at the 
cost of liberty and life of some individual. 
This measure should be looked at from 
that point of view. There has always been 
a conflict between liberty and authority, 


I would ask Shri Vajpayee whether he 
really and sincerely believes that conditions 
do not exist which call for the enactment of * 
such a measure. Is he not aware of the 
fact that Naxalites are found all over the 
country ? Some six months back a map 
of India was published giving the spots 
where the Naxalites are carrying on their 
activities. It is seen from that there is not 
even a single big town where Naxalites are 
carrying on their activities. Therefore, those 
who believe in democracy should not forget 
the present political conditions in our 
country. 1 ask Shri Vajpayee why he wants 
to commit political harakiri by joining the 
Communist Marxists in raising this 
question. 

The scheme of this Bill is in conformity 
with article 22 of the Constitution. That 
article envisages three conditions for any 
enactment relating to the detention of 
people. Firstly, there must be permissive 
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tShri R. D, Bbandarc] ted in this Bill; that the detenu must be heard. 

I would have certainly suggested to the 
limits. Whenever a Preventive Detention Government that the right to cross-examine 


Act or Internal Security Act is passed, 
the permissive limit is the first condition. 
The Constitution envisages that democratic 
institutions must be preserved at all costs. 
But for want of time 1 would have quoted 
John Stuart Mill, who said that institutions 
are the creation of men and, therefore, 
they ought to be preserved at all costs, if 
necessary, at the cost of the life and blood 
of the tyrants who would like to destroy 
such institutions. This principle has been 
accepted in article 22 because it expressly 
lays down that no person should be de¬ 
tained without a particular limit. That has 
been sought to be done under the Bill. 

Secondly, it prescribes the minimum 
procedure which ought to bo followed. The 
third limit, which has been laid down by 
article 22, is that the person detained must 
be given information as to the grounds on 
which he should be detained. The per¬ 
missive limits are laid down in the Bill. 

Can Shri Vajpayee, or for that matter 
any person who has opposed this measure, 
say that it has not given certain safe¬ 
guards ? Let me point out to clause 3, 
sub-clause (3), which lays down safeguard 
number one. If tire subordinate detains 
any person, that subordinate authority must 
inform the State of this fact within twelve 
days, unless it is approved by the State 
Government in the mean time. 

Then, clause 8, sub-clause (1) says, that 
the grounds of detention must be enumerated 
by the draining authority within five days. 
Under clause 10 every case of detention is 
to bo referred to the advisory board within 
thirty days from the date of detention. 
The fourth safeguard is that the constitution 
of the advisory board under clause 9 is also 
envisaged. 

Who are to be the members of the advi¬ 
sory board 7 They should either be Judges or 
persons having the stalus o! Judges of the 
High Court. They have to go through the 
papers or record placed before them.

TWin, the fifth safeguard is that the 
principle of natural justice is also incorpora- 


should also have been incorporated in this 
Bill. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : Do 
it. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE: I am sugges¬ 
ting it. 

SHRI S.A. SHAM1M : It will will not 
be accepted. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : If 
they do not accept it, you oppose the Bill. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : Because the 
proposal has not been accepted everybody 
must resign, what a fantastic proposition 
my hon. friend is laying down. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : Let 
him not resign, but let him oppose the 
Bill. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : As a jurist 
I am suggesting a point which may not be 
accepted. Even you would not have 
accepted it had you been in his place, 
because you are more demagogue than 
democrat. 

Apart from the safeguards, articles 32 
and 226 are not taken away by this Bill. 
The detenu can go to the High Court or 
move the Supreme Court, 

SHRI S. A. SHAM1M : But he does not 
have the facts ; he has only the grounds. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : Under 
what grounds or under what conditions can 
a detenu move the Supreme Court or 
the High Court ? They are, firstly, if the 
grounds are not stated; secondly, if the 
grounds are vague or irrelevant ; and, 
thirdly, if there is failure to report the 
matter to Government. The detenu must 
be allowed to make representation. There 
is also the Supreme Court which has laid 
down so many precedents that even $$ 
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elements of objectivity could be taken into 
consideration. . 


If these safeguards are not sufficient and 
if the present conditions require a Bill 
to be passed, could it be opposed because 
certain instances have been given by Shri 
Amrit Nahata or by Shri Shamim or by 
Members of the Opposition ? You must 
take the totality of the objective conditions 
prevailing in the country. We have also to 
take into consideration the Naxailite danger 
which prevailing in the country, we have 
also to take into consideration the refugees 
who have come to our country. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Are you going to detain the refugees ! 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : No deten¬ 
tion. What efforts we may make, they 
will all go back, in whatever number they 
have come. Why do not you study the 
history of the world and come to a con¬ 
clusion whether all refugees will go back 
or not ? It is in the power of any indivi¬ 
dual or any Government for that matter to 
see that all refugees could be pushed out of 
the country ? 

Because the security of the State is threa¬ 
tened, because the maintenance of public 
order is required and because the maintenance 
of essential services essential to the commu¬ 
nity ought to be retained or ought to be 
kept in tact, under these conditions, I think, 
one must, however reluctant one may be or 
however worshipper of individual liberty 
one may be, one has to take into considera¬ 
tion the danger to which our country is 
faced with and support the Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Shri M. 
Satyanarayan Rao. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN (Madras 
South) : Yesterday, I did not even finish a 
sentence... 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : Let us not be too rigid in follow¬ 
ing the technicalities and the so-called 
niceties. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : There are 
certain rules, if the House decides unani* 
mously to suspend the rules, I have no 
objection. His name was called yesterday 
and he started speaking. On my paper, it 
is mentioned that he has taken 1 minute. 
The speech was to continue today. He was 
the first person called to continue his speech 
before we adjourned for lunch. He was 
not there. So, it is presumed that he has 
finished his speech. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : That is 
only an assumption. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : That is the 
rule. Now, a Member cannot make two 
speeches during the same debate. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN If the House 
has no objection. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I am pre¬ 
pared to accommodate. Only 1 do not 
want unilaterally to violate the rule without 
the consent of the House. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 
(Karimnagar) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, it 
is really a strange phenomenon that 1 am 
called upon to participate in the debate on 
the subject. 

I may point out that two years back, I 
was the victim of the Preventive Detention 
Act. Twice I was put behind the bars under 
the P. D. Act. I was in jail for four 
months. Before coming to this Bill, I 
would like to give my experience of what 
happened then. Shri Bhandare was saying, 
“Why do you worry about it ? All the 
safeguards are provided.” What are the 
safeguards ? These so-called safeguards 
arc provided in this P. D. Act also. 

When a person is detained under the 
P. D. Act, of course, within 5 days, detain¬ 
ing authority will communicate orders to him 
and also ask him to make a representation 
to the concerned authority. Of course, 
that is there. But what is the use of making 
this representation ? 

I will give you my experience. After 
we made a representation to the authorities 
concerned, the Advisory Board met after 
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two months. To say that the Advisory 
Board consists of all Judges is not true. It 
is mentioned that sitting Judges, or ex- 
Judges or the persons qualified to be appoint¬ 
ed as Judges will be there. That means, 
they are amenable to the influence of Go¬ 
vernment. They are not proper Judges. 


Now, I will tell you, when we went to 
the Advisory Board, they put some ques¬ 
tions. Of course, I am a lawyer and I 
could have prepared myself and could have 
argued. But I was not allowed at all. He 
put only one question, ’Why were you 
arrested V Then I wanted to explain the 
whole thing. But they did net allow me. 
They said, ‘Everything is all right. Don’t 
worry,’ Afterwards, they said that the 
grounds arc reasonable and the Government 
confirmed it. This is the unfortunate thing 
and you say that there are sufficient provi¬ 
sions and sufficient safeguards are there. 
Sir, these safeguards arc not all useful. Sir, 
before my detention, the Collector was bent 
upon putting me behind the bars on instruc¬ 
tions from the Chief Minister. But the 
S. P. objected. Sir, you may be knowing 
that at that time the Telangana agitation 
was going on there and in my district I was 
the person who was controlling the agitation. 
It was very peaceful. The SP told the 
Collector not to arrest me. He told him, 
‘In his absence many violent acts will take 
place. He is the persin who is controlling 
the agita ion. Hj is a perfect gentleman’. 
In spite of that, the Collector said, 'I can¬ 
not help. On instruction, from the Chief 
Minister you have to do this. Don’t say 
anything.’ Then he passed orders and I 
was put behind the bars. Sir, this is my 
experience. Where is Pantji ! He is not 
here. 1 want to narrate all these things. 

So far as the objects are concerned, I 
don’t dispute. I certainly say that there 
must be some Act if such things occur in the 
country. But what is the actual situation ? 
In practice it is very difficult. You cannot 
put all those things. Now 1 will come to 
the clauses. Mr. Bhandarc said so many 
things on the clauses—defence of India and 
the relations of India with other countries, 
etc. Defence of India—nobody can dispute. 
But what about the relations of India with 


foreign countries 7 It is very ambiguous. 
There must be some clarification about it. 
If we criticise the Yahya Khan Government, 
we will be detained. What is meant by 
that ? Are we not entitled to criticise any¬ 
body ? Are we not entitled to critise the 
Yahya Khan Government for the massive 
genocide they are committing in Bangla 
Desh ? Of course, ‘Since you are criticising 
our neighbour, so you should be detained.* 
Sir, I want some clarification because other¬ 
wise it will lead to so many serious con¬ 
sequences. That is one thing. 

Secondly, about the maintenance of 
supplies and service essential to the com¬ 
munity, sub-clause (iii) of Cl. 3 mentions it. 
What has happened rccentiy ? Hon. Mr. 
Ram Gopal Reddy was mentioning about 
the NGOs’ strike in Andhra Pradesh. Four 
lakhs of people went on strike. That was 
not unreasonable. That was quite justified 
but the Government was not prepared to 
concede their just demands. But under this 
clause you can arrest them because they have 
gone on strike. So, this should not be 
there. This is too much. 

Coming to clause 4 which says : 

“When any order is made or approv¬ 
ed by the State Government under 
this section, the State Government 
shall, as soon as may be,...” 

‘As soon as may be’ should be removed. 
A time limit must be fixed. The provision 
is that the Slate Government shall inform 
or communicate the orders to the Central 
Government as soon as may be. What is 
this ‘as soon as may be’ ? It may be any 
time. So, there must be some fixed time. 


One most important thing is about cl. 8 
which says : 

“When a person is detained in pur¬ 
suance of a detention order, the 
authority making the order shall, as 
soon as may be, but ordinarily not 
later than five days and in exceptional 
circumstances to be recorded in writ¬ 
ing, not later than fifteen days . . 



217 Res. re. Ordinance and JYAISTHA 27, 

Why this IS days ? Only 5 days must be 
there. In exceptional cases, you say it can 
be 15 days. Then everybody will give ex¬ 
ceptional cases. Then sub-clause (2) says : 

“Nothing in sub-section (1) shall re¬ 
quire the authority to disclose facts 
which it considers to be against the 
public interest to disclose.” 

Without communicating the facts to the 
detenu, how can he make representation to 
the proper authority ? In one clause you 
say that the reasons will be communicated 
and the grounds will be communicated and 
in the second clause you nullify it and you 
frustrate the same thing. There is no mean¬ 
ing at all. Both are contradictory. ( Inter - 
ruptions) If facts are not communicated, 
then what is the use of making a representa¬ 
tion ? 

Regarding clause 9, I have already spo¬ 
ken about the Judges. In actual practice, 
Juges are not appointed. Ordinary persons 
are appointed. I request that sitting Judges 
must be appointed as members. Then it 
is said : 

“The appropriate Government shall 
appoint one of the members of the 
Advisory Board who is, or has been 
a Judge of a High Court to be its 
Chairman . . .” 

In sub-clause (3) of cl. 11 it is said that 
when there is a difference of opinion among 
the members of the Advisory Board, the 
opinion of the majority shall prevail. So, 
if majority opinion were to prevail, what is 
the significane of saying that the Chairman 
of the Board shall be one who has been a 
Judge of the High Court or is a Judge of 
the High Court. That is all frustrated. My 
request is that sitting Judge must be appoin¬ 
ted on the Advisory Board. 

Cl. 11 of the Bill soys : 

“The Advisory Board shall, after 
considering the materials placed before 
it and, after calling for such further 
information as it may deem necessary 
from the appropriate Government or 
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from the person concerned, submit 
its report to the appropriate Govern¬ 
ment with in ten weeks from the date 
of detention.” 

So, the Advisory Board takes 

ten weeks to submit its report to 
the Government. Usually the 

Government take one month to refer 
the matter to the Advisory Board 
after detention and ten weeks means 
that it is more than two months. So, 
it means altogether three months. 
Then if the Advisory Board comes to 
the conclusion that there are no suffi¬ 
cient grounds for detention, then 

what is the use ? His liberty would 

have been curtailed.

Lastly clause 16 is very important. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You can 
speak on the clauses.

“No suit or other legal proceeding 
shall lie against the Central Govern¬ 
ment or a Slate Government, and 
no .suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against any 
person ...” 

Sir, I want that there must be some provi¬ 
sion like malicious prosecution against the 
authorities because you arc giving powers to 
the District Magistrates who are subordinates 
and who are ordinary officers. They may 
misuse these powers. So, there must be 
some provision, if that provision is there, 
then, of course, he will think before he 
detains any person whether there are reaso¬ 
nable grounds or not. 

Sir, in view of these things, I oppose 
this Bill.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Before I call 
the next speaker, I want to say that Mr. 
Maran has written for special permission to 
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allow him to speak again under rule 358(2). 
It reads : 

“Except in the exercise of a right 
of reply or as otherwise provided 
by these rules, no member shall 
speak more than once to any 
motion, except with the permission 
of the Speaker.” 

The discretion of the Speaker is there, 
but it has to be exercised sparingly and 
there should be good reasons. I do not 
know of any good reasons here. Mr. Maran 
has not given any reasons. We should also 
consider whether there is no other oppor¬ 
tunity for the member to speak. In this 
ease the third reading is still there. Even 
so, if the House does not object, j will 
make a departure and exception and allow 
Mr. Maran to speak, but this exception 
should not be treated as a precedent. Does 
the House agree ? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : When 
there is another opportunity available, why 
should you allow him 7 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI (Bombay- 
North East) ; It will lay down a very bad 
precedent. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : If there is 
objection, I am helpless. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I do not 
understand why these people are objecting. 
You can exercise your discretion. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR! VAJPAYEE : He 
had just begun. He did not deliver his 
speech. There is no question of speaking 
for a second time. You can use your dis¬ 
cretion and permit him. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Here it is 
written, ‘*Mr. Maran to continue his speech. 
He has already taken one minute.” You 
have made a request that he should be 
allowed, and you say that I have the discre¬ 
tion to do that, but you will also realise 
that the discretion of the Speaker has to be 
exercised very sparingly and there must be 
good reasons for it. Otherwise the discre¬ 
tion has no importance and significance. 
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SERI K. MANOHARAN : Considering 
this importance of the Bill and the party 
which is participating in the discussion, I 
think you have got every right to exercise 
your discretion and allow him to speak. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I have 
explained. Here the record shows that 
Mr. Maran started yesterday and he said : 

“Sir, having listened to the dis¬ 
cussion today, one cannot get away 
from the impression.” 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiru- 
chirapalii) : It is only one sentence. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Whatever 
it is, he had begun his speech and he had 
to continue, but he was not here in the 
morning when he was called. So it was 
deemed that he had concluded. Now to 
give him the right to speak again will 
amount to giving him a second chance to 
speak. I have put it to the House. If the 
House has no objection. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN ; The House 
is already in a different mood. I am sure 
the House will agree. 

SHRI K. N. T1WARY (Bettiah) : Mr. 
Maran began his speech yesterday just one 
minute before 5.30. He did not finish his 
speech. He was to continue. I request 
you to give him a chance this time. There 
is sufficient reason for it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : With the 
consent of the House, I allow Mr. Maran 
to speak but I say again that this is not a 
precedent. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I thank you and the hon. 
Members for having allowed me to continue 
my speech. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : To make a 
second speech. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN (Madras 
South) : Sir, you are rule conscious. Yester¬ 
day the hod. Minister was labouring hard 
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to explain the salient features of this Bill 
clause by clause. Except for a change in 
the title and some verbal modifications in 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons and 
the inclusion of a new clause 17, this is not 
a new Bill ; it is a carbon copy of the 
Preventive Detention Act of 1950. Yesterday 
Mr. Vajpayee traced the origin of the Bill 
to the British colonial days and quoted 
what Pandit Motilal Nehru said. The hon. 
Minister gave a counter quotation of Pandit 
Motilal Nehru from Sardar Patel’s speech, 
thereby establishing that he was not the 
first person but it was Sardar Patel who 
started this Bill. He was quite right that 
it was Sardar Patel who was the first Home 
Minister of India. When the father of Mrs. 
Gandhi was the Prime Minister of India 
and when the father of our present Minister 
of State in Home Affairs was the Chief 
Minister of U. P. the first PD act in its 
primitive form was brought before the 
House. Now the daughter is the Prime 
Minister and the son of the former Chief 
Minister of U. P. is the Minister here. 
One can very well say that this Bill is 
nothing but a second generation model of 
the Preventive Detention Act of 1950. 

At the outset 1 want to say that those 
of who criticise the Maintenance of 
Internal Security Bill should not be 
misconstrued as being against the main¬ 
tenance of internal security. We are 
second to none in condemning tooth ^nd 
nail anything anti-national or subversive. 
We arc one with those who think that the 
Government should be clothed with enough 
powers to pounce upon them wherever they 
raise their head. We are also one with 
those who think that a moment comes in a 
nation’s history when all its citizens should 
have to cheerfully surrender their civil 
liberties to the State temporarily so that they 
may be safeguarded in the long run, that 
hour of need, that temporary moment, 
is the moment of war, the moment of 
emergency. For that emergency there 
are adequate provisions in our Cons¬ 
titution. Chapter 18 deals with those 
provisions. During the Chinese aggression 
and Pakistani aggression the entire nation 
rose like one man. The provi sions of the 
Bill can be allowed to exist only during 
times of emergency. That is our contention. 
A famous British Judge said that ‘war is a 
thing that cannot be carried on according 
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to the principles of Magna Carta’. We 
know that. : But are we facing such a 
crisis ? Are we facing such a threat to our 
national security such as the one that was 
faced by a small country like Ceylon ? 


Yesterday, the hon. Minister tiied to 
explain the reasons behind the Ordinance 
and the Bill. 1 am sorry to say that we 
were not satisfied with his explanation. 
We know that because of Bangla Desh 
events countless refugees are pouring into 
our country and among them there might 
be disturbing characters with sinister inten¬ 
tions. But the remedy is rather to tighten 
our intelligence system and our screening 
system. If the Act to to be used mainly 
for preventing foreign spies, saboteurs and 
agent provocations there would not be much 
opposition. The trouble spot is the eastern 
region of India but the tentacles of this Act 
extend to all over India except Jammu and 
Kashmir. The geographical limits extend 
far beyond the regions where the conditions 
do not exist. That is why it makes it 
suspect in the eyes of the public. One is 
tempted to ask whether we are not having 
enough legislation to meet the situation. 
The ordinance was promulgated on May 7th. 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister how many foreigners, how many 
subversive elements, were so far arrested 
to justify this ordinance. I think the 
Minister will give the number so that the 
House may justify it. 

Secondly, we should go into the genesis 
of the Preventive Detention Act also. It 
came to an end on the midnight of 
December, 31, 1969. For the past one year 
and a half, they have been able to rule the 
country without resorting to such an 
Act or ordinance. So, they should explain 
to us what happened in between, what is 
the compulsion, what is the reason, we 
are not satisfied with the reasons and the 
compulsions given by the Minister. So, when 
you are having enough weapons in your 
armoury, if you are bringing in a Bill like 
this, it means the people who know the 
antecedents of the Preventive Detention 
Apt,. the. .people who know how it was 
raistisedor rather abused, have to suspect 
the motiy© of the Government. 


We have faith in Mr. Pant and 
in Mrs. Indira Gandhi, but they shtjutd 
convince the common man that the Bill 
will not be misused as it had been misused 
before. When the Bill was first brought 
in 1950, the main object that was put 
forward was the menace of Telengana. 
Later, in 1951, when Rajaji was the Home 
Minister here, he made it very clear that 
he was bringing this Bill just to suppress 
the movement of the communists. Then, 
what happened ? Did they arrest those 
who resorted to violence alone ? No. The 
communist party members, the RSS 
members, the socialists, trade union leaders, 
were detained under this Act. When I was 
going through the speeches when the House 
debated this kind of Act in 1951, I found 
Sardar Hukam Singh, who was then a 
Member and not the Speaker, had explained 
how this Bill was misused in Punjab. It 
will be interesting to the House to note 
that on the 26th August, 1949, Sardar 
Baldev Singh, when he was the Defence 
Minister here, went to the Anjumin and 
addressed a meeting. Then the Akali Dal 
workers staged a black-flig demonstration 
which was allowed in any democratic sys¬ 
tem. Those volunteers who staged the 
black-flag demonstration were arrested uuder 
the Preventive Detention Act. 

We know how trade union leaders were 
arreited, how the trade union movement 
was suppressed because of this Act. in 
my Stale, when Mr. Kamaraj was the 
Chief Minister, Mr. Muthuramalinga Thevar, 
the leader of the people and the Forward 
Bloc, was detained under this Act for 
months together. Later when he was 
released, he did not continue to live in the 
world. He died very soon thereafter. 

During that time, of emergency, 
the twin-brother of this Act, the 
Defence of India Act, came into being. 
The very name itself suggests that this Bill 
should be used regarding the defence of 
India. During that time, the present Chief 
Minister of Madras, Mr. Karunanidhi, was 
arrested in 1965 under the Defence of India 
Rules, and he has taken to a place 200 
miles away from Madras City and was 
kept in solitary conflnsmcnt for more than 
60 days. During those day.*, the Defence 
of India Rules were used against me, a 
humble journalist, because I wrote certain 
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editorials condemning, not the defence of 
India, but the language policy of the 
Government. 

So, we have a very sad history of this 
Act. Because the human factor is involved, 
because politicians are involved, nobody 
can deny that it is likely to be misused. 
After all, we are going to give life to a Bill 
which came into being during colonial days. 
But even in England the power of detention 
is used only in serious crises of history as 
war. In 1941, during the peak of the war, 
the number of detenus was only 1400. In 
1944, it was just, 200. But here at one 
time more than 10,000 people were detained. 

Mr. Bhandare was quoting the American 
precedent. Until 1950, the USA did not 
need a Preventive Detention Act. Then they 
passed the Internal Security Act of 1950, 
but it can be implemented only during 
declaration of war by Congress or invasion 
of US territory or during times of insjrrec- 
tion within USA in aid of a foreign enemy. 
They cannot use it in peace time. In Britain 
ti is not the District Magistrate or Commis- 
sioner of Police who can use it. It can be 
used only under the orders of the Home 
Secretary. Moreover, they arc given legal 
advice. Advocates are allowed to appear. 
They can call any person as a witness. If 
these precautions are there, the opposition 
to this Bill will be lesser. Also, as my 
friend from Kashmir pointed out, there is 
no time-limit in this Bill. Formerly, it was 
passed for one year only at a time. Later, 
it was extended every two years. Now it is 
for eternity. Unless a time-limit is put, 
the critics of this Government may point 
a finger and say, ‘'Here is a Bill which 
remains on the statute-book as a monument 
to the massive mandate So, I want a 
time-limit to be put. 

In conclusion, I want to quote from one 
of the speeches of a very good friend of 
Mr. Pant made in this House in 1951 : 

“I would appeal to the Home 
Minister, who has experience and 
wisdom, that he should be doubly 
careful in the application of this 
measure. I say frankly that the 
Act has been misapplied many a 
time in different places in the 
country. As one belonging to the 
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Congress Party, I suggest that the 
Minister should mike i! clear that 
this Act from this day shall not 
apply to any one of our political 
apponents.” 

The person who made this appeal is 
now a Cabinet Minister. He is none other 
than Mr. Hanumanthaiya. I hope our Home 
Minister will pay heed to that request. 
Yesterday Mr. Vajpayee referred to our 
party as dinner-mates of Ruling Congress. 
We cannot take part in this dish—it is 
not a dinner—because it is unpalatable and 
not good to the health of democracy. I 
want a solemn assurance from the Minister 
that this will not be used against political 
adversaries. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MlSHRA 
(Begusarai) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
1 have no doubt that it would seem rather 
odd that ( should be striking a different 
chord while sitting o.i these benches, when 
1 find that even the loyal opposition to the 
government had strongly opposed this 
measure. I should think that the fact that 
I am slightly differing from the rest of my> 
opposition collegues should add to the dig¬ 
nity of the opposition rather than detract 
from it. 

But I must say that, negatively 
speaking, I do not oppose this Bill. If you 
like, in a positive sense, the utmost that I 
can bring myself to is to give a most gf 
reluctant and qualified support to this 
measure. 

1 owe it to this House to give reasons 
for my reluctance. 

In the first place, a measure 
which seeks either to restrict or 
mullify the basic freedoms of an individual 
can be adopted only in the last resort when 
we find that the national interests or the 
paramount interests of the society are 
seriously threatened and the normal machi¬ 
nery of law cannot take care of them. It 
sounds almost like a truism to say that, 
because there is hardly any person who 
would not subscribe to that But to follow 
it in spirit is a matter which must 
concern the government more than anybody 
else. In any case, such a measure can be 
adopted only as a lesser evil, to be 
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thrown out the moment the bigger evil dis¬ 
appears. It was in this sense that the great 
Sardar had said in 1950 that this measure 
would be dispensed with after a year. I wish 
the same kind of perspective with regard 
to the operation of this Bill were before the 
Government.

[ShrT K. N. Tiwary in the Chair ] 

It does appear to me that a measure of 
of this kind could have been avoided at the 
Central level, at the national level, when 
many States had already adopted it and a 
few of them that remain could be expected 
tofall in line with the rest. We have been 
told that there are three States which have 
not adopted the measure so far. They 
are the States of Assam, Gujarat and Punjab. 
So far as Gujarat and Punjab are concerned, 
there could be promulgation of a Presidential 
Order. So far as Assam is concerned, the 
government there being of the same com¬ 
plexion as the ruling party at Centre, the 
Government of Assam could have been 
easily persuaded to fall in line with the rest 
of the country. 

Secondly, we find that whatever powers 
are with the government at the moment are 
not being wisely or effectively used by it 
to deal with the situations of the kind 
this measure seeks. What is more 
important, to emphasese is that even the 
powers that are sought to be acquired 
under this measure were available to the 
Government when there was President’s 
Rule inthe State of West Bengal. But what 
was our experience there ? Government was 
not able to deal with the situation effectively 
and the number of murders that were com¬ 
mitted in Bengal was larger during the 
President’s Rule. 


The Government, to my mind, will also 
have to bear the responsibility for much 
of the respectability that was imparted to 
violence that has been raging in the coun¬ 
try for quite some time. For this Go¬ 
vernment openly declared, so far as many 
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acts of violence were concerned, that they 
had a socio-economic justification. By the 
same token, there is hardly any act of rape 
or dacoity which could not be exonerated 
or justified' 

Thirdly, 1 find that this Government is 
still working hand in glove with forces 
which can be characterised as the architects 
of disorder, and in some of the States they 
are, in fact, running the administration with 
such forces. 

Then, there is another aspect with 
which we have to reckon. W'e do not find 
the record of this Government very out¬ 
standing so far as objectivity and impartia¬ 
lity in administering certain State organs is 
concerned. What we find, in the case of 
Slate organs, like the Al 1 India Radio 
or Television, is that they are being used 
for the most aggressively partisan pur¬ 
pose. It is just possible that this measure 
also might be used by the Government for 
partisan purposes. 

SHRI PILOO MODY As during the 
past. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
When the Finance Minister of the Govern¬ 
ment of India said that he was withdrawing 
some levies orly in response to demands 
from his partymen, you can imngine to 
what extent they can go for serving their own 
partisan interests. Could a Finance Minister 
in any other country get away with that 
kind of a crudely partisan utterance ? But 
this is what happened only a few days back 
in this House. 

I would also like to say that even impor¬ 
tant instruments, like the C31, are being 
used for partisan purposes. Recently, there 
has been a great deal of furore in one 
of the State Legislatures on the issue 
that the CBI was being used to 
shield partymen or cronies of the tuling 
party and to victimise its opponents. 
This charge related to no less a person than 
the Prime Minister of India. It does not 
please us to hear that the Prime Minister" 
of India is pressurising the CBI to shield her 
own partymen and .to victimise her oppo¬ 
nents. 
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These fears notwithstanding, if we have 
decided to support this measure,it is because 
we do not want to take any risks with our 
paramount national interests and also be¬ 
cause of our faith in this Parliament and the 
State Legislatures to maintain the climate in 
which the basic freedoms of an individual 
could be protected. If Parliament fails, 
there is no hope for the country. 

There are undoubtedly threats to our 
security from across the border. There are 
undoubtedly increased possibilities of 
espionage against our Slate. There are no 
doubt forces of violence, disorder and 
anarchy waiting in the wings which might 
subvert all that we stand for. So, we are, 
indeed, between the devil and the deep sea, 
and if we have decided to give qualified 
support to this measure, it is because we 
want to give the devil a chance. 

The mere possession of a measure 
of this kind should not be very 
objectionable. Perhaps, it might act as 
a deterrent and there may no! be ’ any 

need to use this measure at all. But its 

application will have to be carefully watched 
and if it is found excessive, repressive, 
vindictive, partisan and improper, wc will 
be the first to come forward to oppose its 
continuance most unequivocally. We have 
tried, in giving a qualified support to this 
measure, to strike a balance. It has been 
stated by a political scientist : “If the 

State is strong, it crushes up ; if it is 

weak, we perish.” 

Wc have to try to strike a balance be¬ 
tween the two. 

SHRl KRISHNA MR NON (Trivandrum) 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I make no apology for 
taking the time of this House for intervening 
in this debate because in my respectful 
submission every person who is capable of 
articulation should express his views against 
the total negation of the principles of our 
Constitution, brought at a time anyway, 
that is neither parliamentary nor which 
stands to the canons of decency. 

That apart, I want to recall to ourselves 
that half a century ago, those who went 
before us and who had a considerable 
responsibility for the position of the ruling 
party and the Government had called such 
a measure as a black Act. That should 


not be forgotten. That was the criminal 
law of India. But that was justiciable. 
The people could go to a court of law. 
What is the position today ? 

I want to say that this is a legislation 
which should not have been put through in this 
way. It should have been discussed clause 
by clause and circulated for public opinion. 
We have the Law Minister today with 
judicial experience. But he has not been 
long enough in this House to know how 
the politicians work. We have a situation 
here, for the purpose of this legislation to 
dispense with not only judicial machinery 
but ihe whole concept of the rule of law. 
What dose the Government want 7 What¬ 
ever they do should not be questioned and 
it should not be brought before the court. 
They think that they have suspended habeas 
corpus. But the lawyers can read it 
differently. Mr. Gokhale knows it very 
well. 

The Bill is drafted in such a way that 
there is no application of habeas corpus 
before the Supreme Court and it will be for 
the Judges to decide (hat and, before the 
Judges decide one way or the other, there 
will be furore raised about it. What 1 want 
to impress upon is that one of the basic 
facts of our public life is, and our general 
belief is, that all people are equal before the 
rule of law and that there is equality 
guaranteed in the Constitution as between 
man and man. There is no particular 
privilege for Mr. KL. C. Pant because he 
is a Cabinet Minister before the rule of law. 
He is a citizen like nie and he should be 
amenable to the rule of law in the same way. 
The time must when the Government offici¬ 
als, including the police, will hive proper 
punishment for acts committed by them. 

We have a law here which is the nega¬ 
tion of the rule of law. When we say, it 
is the negation of law—whatever we make 
is law and, therefore, it remains law - 
it is against the principle of natural justice, 
whereby a man can be told as to what for 
he is put in prison and whereby he can 
have a legal assistance or other assistance 
that is provided in the Constitution. Article 
22 of the Constitution provides that he can 
have legal assistance and it also says, 
except when there is a preventive detention 
measure. It raises a point where the court 
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says, whether it is a matter of preventive 
detention or not, because there is nothing 
in the title that it is a preventive detention 
measure. No doubt, the Attorney-General 
will read it the othar way. You have to 
establish before the court that it is a preven¬ 
tive detention measure before you can deny 
somebody whom you have detained to have 
legal assistance. 

Going back to the history, even under 
the regulations of tyrannical law, a man was 
entitled to defence paid for by the Govern¬ 
ment under the tyrannical rule of the empire. 
And what is the position today ? Today, 
we are told that three persons of the eminence 
of High Court Judges wilt sit as an advi¬ 
sory board in camera. 

But anyway these three eminent gentle¬ 
men of the status of High Court Judges 
are to be there on the Advisory Committee. 
In my respectful submission, any person 
who agree® to function in a Judicial capa¬ 
city under star chamber methods is not 
qualified to be a High Court Judge. The 
essence of dispensing of justice is that not 
only justice is done but it must appear to 
have been done. It must appear to be done 
and in that background, when they sit in 
camera, you know what happens and to 
whom. That is my experience. When a 
person is detained, preventive or otherwise 
and when his liberty is taken away in this 
way, would it be correct or what sort of 
jurisprudence that permits a majority opin¬ 
ion to put him in prison ? If even one 
person is against it it means there is some 
doubt about it. What is the basis of our 
Constitution ? At least the person detaining, 
the authority detaining, must prove beyond 
doobt to themselves, not to us. 

Then we come to the other part of it. 
The whole of this thing is based upon 
satisfaction. Whore satisfaction ? Thr 
satisfaction of a Commissioner, a Commis¬ 
sioner who need not necessarily take orders 
from the Chief Minister or a Cabinet 
M mister, but the District Magistrate or 
Addl. Magistrate. It is a very dangerous 
phrase—‘the Addl, District Magistrate’. 
Who will be Addl—one who does not know. 
We have many ad hoc Magistrates. Tbere- 
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fore, you have a situation where the satisfac¬ 
tion is a subjective satisfaction. The 
essence of satisfaction that is defensible in 
a civilised society is that you can test that 
satisfaction and if you cannot test that 
satisfaction, it is no law. That is to say 
it is the private feeling of somebody. All 
I can s ly is that the executive may have 
reason to doubt. They believe that they 
have reas >n to doubt. They think that they 
have reason to doubt and anybody can think 
wh it they want that way. When you go on 
to say that there is v suspicion in the mind of 
the executive, I thought that the established 
rule of jurisprudence in all civilised societies 
is tha* the thought of man is not punish¬ 
able. That is why I don’t accuse Mr. Pant of 
the motives in which he spoke. I regret the 
banter, the levity and the jibes he has made 
in a very serious matter like this. It will 
be a black day for this Parliament. What 
you are doing is not amending the Consti¬ 
tution. We are really blotting out the 
Constitution by a subterfuge. Why do you 
want amendments regarding privy purses 7 
Block them all together in that. They are 
enemies of the State. You can define 
them so. Yo can define anyone ’enemy of 
the State’. Nobody is going to ask how 
have you determined it. 

Mr. Speaker, I am not gsing clause by 
clause. It says that when the executive 
finds that somebody probably has been 
detained by mistake, he will be let off. 
Now, even if he is let off. if he goes to the 
court for false imprisonment, then you 
won’t tell him the reason why he was 
detained What sort of law is this ? That 
is to say that if a person, either by mistake 
or by malice forethought, is detained, while 
the executive discovers afterwards that it 
a wrong detention, then he is set free. But 
what is the remedy ? Nothing. There is 
no provision for compensation, no restora¬ 
tion of his prestige or integrity. Nothing 
of that kind. It is quite true that according 
to the political agitation the stigma of 
going to jail is probably different. In 
African countries where large numbers of 
people hive gone to prison during their 
national movements, they are called PCs 
(Prison Graduates). Now we are producing 
Prison Post-Graduates ! 

Therefore the third. aspect of this is 
that we are introducing into our legislative 
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system, and our administrative system two 
ne w concepts. One is not that there will be 
three arms of our society'—the executive, 
the judicial and the legislative, but the 
executive is appropriating into itself all 
legislative, administrative, punitive and every 
other powers. These officers—neither the 
Home Minister nor his Add). Magistrate nor 
his chaprasi—are judicial men. They are 
arms of the executive and for 70 to 80 
years we huve been shouting in this 
country for the separation of the judiciary 
from the executive. And here, you are 
arming the Executive with every power that 
is required to exercise quasi-judicial func¬ 
tions without any way of checking it. This 
is unguided, unrestrained, uncontrolled, un¬ 
directed arbitrary power. And, this 
power—vested in a parly which has either 
a policy or lack of it, which is merely 
backed by myriads of persons who sit 
behind, is a tyranny of a kind which we 
should not support. This is the beginning 
of fascist rule. Why was this not used in 
order to put down lawlessness committed 
by the Shiv Sena in the City of Bombay ? 

( Interruption ) The Members of the 
Government and Government can never be 
pardoned for the non-exercise of the 
powers and condonation of lawlessness. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muattupuzha); 
Would you justify the use of it if it is only 
for the suppression of the Shiv Sena ? 

SHRI KRISHNA MENON : I am not 
going to justify anything for you. ( Inter - 
ruption) 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Don’t gesticu¬ 
late like that. Don’t try to browbeat me. 
like that. ( Interruption ) I am entitled to 
ask a question. You can give an answer cr 
not. You have no business to gesticulate 
in that manner.

SHRI KRISHNA MENON : It is 
regrettable that Parliamentary attention 
could not be given to this. You are scrap¬ 
ping the fundamental principle of the 
Constitution ; you are re-writing the Consti¬ 
tution in a reverse way. I cannot say 
I oppose this Bill totally. I propose to 
vote for one sub-clause of this Bill, that 
is, Clause 18(1) which says : 

“The Maintenance of Internal 
Security Ordinance, 1971, is hereby 
repealed.’’ 

I shall vote for that; not for the others. 

I think we are doing something that 
brings down the reputation of this country. 
Everybody stands upon the platform and 
speaks about the largest democracy in the 
world and how it is sustained and so on. 
You are bringing down the reputation of the 
country in the world. You are creating 
a situation in the minds of young people 
who do not have to bother about the concep¬ 
tion of the rule of law or the concept that 
all men are equal before law. Has there 
been any instance where, before our Courts, 
a person, either a Government official or 
anybody else, has not been treated equally, 
as equal by and largo ? This is one of the 
things that remains. 

This is a Bill which should never have 
been brought before the House, especially 
by a party which has enough powers—and 
what is more ?—by a party which did not 
have the courage to push it through in the 
last House, but the moment it got the 
power, brought this forward. And, they 
have never got a mandate to bring this Bill. 
Was it put in their Election Manifesto ? 
They did not. There is no mandate to 
bring a Bill of this kind. This is not an 
amendment of the Constitution, They are 
rubbing out the Constitution. 1 am 
surprised that any person who has any 
emotional feeling about the basic concept of 
civilised jurisprudence should lend his name 
and support to it. Thank you. 
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SHRI FRANK ANTHONY (Nominated- 
Anglo-Indian): Mr, Chairman, Sir, not 
many Members of this House recall the 
battles that were fought when the Preventive 
Detention Act wnS being put on the Statute- 
book in 1950. 

1 was one of those persons who took a 
not negligible part in those battles. 1 know 
what l am going to say in the next sentence 
will displease some of my friends on this 
side. 

It is not only with the greatest of re¬ 
luctance but with the greatest of distaste 
that on principle I am supporting this Bill. 
1 agree with my hon. friend Shri Sltyam- 
nandan Mishra that it is an evil. Let us 
have no doubt about it. If is an evil, but 
unfortunately in the context of the realities 
of today, it is a necessary evil, because lei 
us also realise that we have got a much 
greater evil around us. 

16 brs. 

We have certain sections avowedly com¬ 
mitted to destroying the Constitution, cer¬ 
tain sections committed avuwedly to 
destroying all democratic freedoms, 
certain sections avowedly committed to 
espionage, and against those sections, it 
is a necessary evil like this that alone can 
be effective. 

For a practising lawyer who has handied 
a number of these cases successfully and 
who has been able to get people released, 
who were detained nulla fide —1 say that 
deliberately, mala fide and baseiessly and 
vindictively—it goes against the grain to 
suppi rt a measure like this. That is why 
l am going to pinpoint what I regard as 
some of the unnecessarily draconian features 
of this Bill. And 1 am going to ask my 
hon. friend Shri K.C. Pant to eliminate 
them. 

Fot instance, I regard it as absolutely 
repugnant not only to the democratic tradi¬ 
tions bm to the civilised tradition to have 
such a measure on our statute-book. My 
hon. friend Shri Krishna Menon said that 
this was a mg at ion of the Constitution. It 
is not a negation of ihc Constitution, but it 
is a negation of the rule of law. 1 agree to 
that. It is the hallmark of a police State. 


Let us remember this, though we may be 
forced by circumstances, that whether we 
are forced by circumstances, or not, when 
we adopt a measure like this, we place our¬ 
selves in dubious company, in the company 
of totalitarian States whether they are com¬ 
munist or they belong to any other feather. 

I have pointed out repeatedly—my hon. 
friend Shri Krishna Menon did not analyse 
it—that the greatest blot that we have on 
our Constitution today is in clauses 5 and 6 
of article 22. It is a tragedy that in the 
Fundamental Rights chapter, we should 
have sanctified preventive detention. Now, 
1 say this to my friends that we have the 
self-styled nco-socialisis today, the avant- 
gaides who want to do away with the 
Constitution and amend it. As an object of 
their seal, 1 tell them first, if they have any 
fiath in the tulc of law and democratic ftee- 
doms, the first thing that they must delete 
fron our Constitution is clauses 5 and 6 of 
article 22. 

Now, what does clause 5 do ? It says 
that if a person is preventively detained, 
the ground have to be given. I deal with 
this clause very often, and I snppose that 
after we get this measure passed, people 
will iome to me again. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Lawyers’ 
paradise. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY : It says 
that if a person is preventively detained, the 
grounds have to be given. And thin you 
gel the next clause. It is what I often refer 
to in the courts as totalitarian insult added 
to democratic injury. This is the greatest 
injury you do. Clause 6 of article 22 says 
that if a person subjectively in his satisfac¬ 
tion detains you and in his subjective satis¬ 
faction feels that the facts should not be 
disclosed in the public interest, then no 
facts are supplied. That is the most shocking 
feature of this Bill and that has been pro¬ 
jected in clau e 8 (2). 1 have given an 
amendment to do away with that. What 
little elbow-room the courts have in the 
matter of taking judicial notice of mala 
fide or vindictiveness, that is immediately 
struck away ftom their hands. I know 
that district magistrates in Delhi do not 
take the trouble to write an order. The 
liberty of the Indian citizen is not worth 
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a written order. I hove appeared in case 
after case, and 1 know that it is a cyclo- 
styled order. All that the district magistrate 
does is to sign his name. The sub-inspector 
who has been able to get a bride from a 
person just enters the name of that persou 
in that order. I know that because that is 
what 1 have seen so often. 

Now what has the District Magistrate 
to do. All he has to do is to merely use 
one line that ‘In my opinion, in order to 
maintain the security of the Slate, Mr. 

.your name may be there. Sir, if you 

were sitting in the opposition—should be 
detained'. He may add another line that 
no facts are having given in the public 
interest*. He will not disclose any facts. 
The matter is completely sealed ; the courts 
are completly ousted. 

At present, what do we do ? 1 remem¬ 
ber what happened when I appeared in a 
case. He may have been a notorious 
murderer. The Chief Justice, a judge with 
a basic sense of justice said ; 'You appear 
for this sort of people ? What kind of 
people do you appear for ?’ I said : 

I am on the professional rank, qfjf 

TTST SflcTT | ? After I 

finished arguing the Chief Justice imme¬ 
diately called and said in respect of that 

alleged notorious murderer: I 

He was satisfied that he was caught because 
he did not give the sub-inspector a bribe. 

Now the District Magistrate will send 
such a man to jail, preventively detain him, 
without trial. This is the sort of case that 
will be coming. I say it is absolutely 
shocking that you go merely by an ipse 
dixit and do not give any facts. 1 know 
the courts are anxious to retain some 
semblance of the rule of law. They look 
at the facts. But you just give one line as 
ground. They have no facts to look at in 
report of what they can say it is vague, it 
is irrelevant. They can let the objection 
go. But when you by a single line just 
give the ground and then do not give the 
facts, when the opportunity for abuse is 
absolutely unlimited. 

There was a report recently of magis¬ 
trates in Delhi being transferred for 


corruption. I do not appear in the lower 
courts—my juniors do—except for some 
very special case. But I know this first¬ 
hand, that corruption is utterly rampant in 
the magistracy, and even in certain sections 
of the judiciary. They have a tariff rate— 
I do not say all—of bribes. You give the 
ordinary District Magistrate this draconian, 
sweeping power. What is going to happen? 
I know what is happening. You have a 
draconian Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act. It is a good thing. But 1 know the 
wealth that is being garnered by food 
inspectors ; I know the wealth that is being 
garnered by magistrates who are dealing 
with these cases. 

I know of a case where a person 
came and said to a lawyer, ‘Sir, two ladies 
are involved ; they are company directors. 
A jail sentence is compulsory. Here is 
Rs. 5,000 to the argument. See that they 
are acquitted’. The lawyer said, 'I am not 

that kind of lawyer, $rr ffff 

| i 

‘I can only do my best*. They said, ‘All 
right, we know that the magistrate will 
acquit if given Rs. 10,000’. After a few 
days they told the lawyer, ‘We gave 
Rs. 10,000 and they were acquitted*. 


This is the kind of magistracy to which 
you are remitting absolute, uncontrolled, 
unlimited power in one line to prevtm- 
tively detain any person. That is why I am 
appealing to my hon. friend. Why cannot 
all the facts be given ? What public 
interest is effected of you give the facts. I 
defend people on espionage charges. What 
facts do you consider should not be dis¬ 
closed in the public interest ? That he is 
in the pay of Pakistan. Why cannot you 
give the details. 

This is the kind of thing that witi 
happen. Public interest will to become a 
cover for you, for some bribe-taking person 
to send some person into detention. This is 
what is going to happen. 

Then see what is happening to our 
politics today. In this age of Ay a Rams 
and Gaya Rams, all kinds of people are 
becoming Ministers, little, unprincipled 
people who are prepared to sell anything 
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for a dirty mess of pottage. Those people 
will be sending their political opponents to 
jail. At least some District Magistrates 
will have some principle, but do you 
expect these Aya Rams and Gaya Rams 
to have the slightest principle in satisfying 
grudges against the political opponents. 

This is why 1 am appealing to my bon. 
friend : All right, have it, but please delete 
clause 8 (2) so that at least you will give 
not only the grounds but also the facts, 
so that the jurisdiction of the courts will 
not be ousted. 

My hon. friend Shri Krishna Menon 
referred to it in passing. I am not con¬ 
vinced about this Advisory Board. You 
have this empty ritual of persons who are 
qualified to be Judges. You know that in 
this highly competitive profession of ours, 
there are a lot of briefless lawyers who 
have practised for 20 years. They are 
qualified to be J udges. You can put them 
on the Advisory Boards. We know also, 
my hon. friend Mr. Gokhale probably 
knows more than I do, that with political 
influence many briefless lawyers are also 
being raised to the Benches of High Courts. 
I say this with great regret. It is a matter 
of common talk in many Bars. 

Then look at these two provisions. 
Under Cl use 11(1) the Advisory Board 
gives its report, but that report is not 
made available to the detenue, and under 
Clause 11(2) separately they give an 
opinion. Only that opinion is made avail¬ 
able, and in one line they say that they 
confirm the order. What is the person, 
whose liberty has been taken away, going 
to hold on to ? You deny him the facts. 
The courts cannot give him any relief 
whatsoever, and that is why I have given 
a series of amendments. You can still 
have this measure, have people detained 
without trial, but why do you have to have 
Clause 8(2) and Clause 11(2) ? 

Finally, I am not enamoured of foreig¬ 
ners, but even they are entitled to some 
regard for the rule of law. This is an 
entirely new provision. Why have you put 
in Clauses 17(1) 17(2) ? What is the effect ? 


A foreigner can be kept in preventive deten¬ 
tion for two years, that is how 1 read it, 
without, the matter even going to the 
Advisory Board. As I say, have this measure 
but please remove some of these ultra- 
draconian Clauses. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : May I point out that it is 
under specific circumstances, not a blanket 
provision ? 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY : Whatever 
the circumstances, why should even a 
foreigner be kept in detention for two years 
without the matter being remitted at least 
to the Advisory Board for what it is 
worth ? 

SHRI C.M. STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha) : 
I rise to support this Bill and I support 
it emphatically and loudly. A lot of 
arguments have been raised against this 
Bill by friends of the opposition. I am 
really happy that this Bill is coming on 
the statute book. I am also happy that 
the Government is being empowered to 
deal with forces which are dangerous to 
the country, to the society and to the 
peaceful living of the people of this 
country. 

I am happier about the persons and 
quarters who have raised this opposition. 
The opposition by Mr. Vajpayee will convey 
a meaning which we want to be conveyed 
to the masses of this country. We are 
also not unhappy that the Marxist Com¬ 
munist Party has opposed this Bill. That 
was to be expected. The Jan Sangh-CPM 
combination opposing this Bill has, according 
to me, a massege and a significance which 
the people will not miss.

Two arguments are raised, one that 
this Bill should have been sent for eliciting 
public opinion. Secondly, Mr. Menon has 
raised a number of arguments on points ot 
law to establish that the provisions of this 
law may prove to be void. With regard

to sending ibis Bill for eliciting public 
opinion, we are forgetting one major fact 
tltat From 1950 onwards this measure has 
been subjected to parliamentary scrutiny 
umpteen times and practically the same 
measure has been brought forward now 
with certain amendments. 

Nothing more is to be served by sending 
the Bill for eliciting public opinion. There 
is nothing new about the points of law raised 
by my friend Mr. Menon. Those points were 
repeatedly argued in the High Courts of 
India and the Sup-erne Court of India. 1 
have read these arguments and heard the 
Court rejecting them repeatedly. Let us not 
also forget one major factor. The party 
now in power has made no secret of the fact 
that in its judgment a law for preventive 
detention is necessary in the circumstances 
obtaining in the country, right or ,wrong. 
In 1950 the leader of revered memory, 
Sardar Vallabhai Patel moved this Bill and 
the House for the first lime accepted it and 
subsequently this Bill was repeatedly 
renewed. Even in December 1969 we made 
no secret of the fact that this Bill had to 
be renewed but under the circumstances 
then prevailing in Parliament we were 
unable to implement our decision, Mr. 
Menon asked whether this matter was put 
on the election manifesto. Not in so many 
specific terms, 1 concede. But we did 
raise two slogans that we shall light right 
reaction and left adventurism... 

SHR1 ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE ; By 
preventive detention ? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : At the time 
of the elections we went to the people and 
make clear that we were not against giving 
a fresh lease of life to this Bill. This 
being a concurrent subject a number of 
States passed this law. We had got a 
mandate not only for the implentation of 
the socialist programmes but also a mandate 
to fight right reaction and left adventurism. 
We have got our own evaluation of what 
these forces are and how the people of this 
country want us to fight them. During the 
elections we found right reaction and left 
adventurism joining hands to fight against 
us. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Does 
it mean that the leftists and the rightists 
will be put under preventive detention ? 
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SHRI C. M STEPHEN : We went to 
the pools. We are to judge what measures 
need be taken in the circumstances obtain¬ 
ing in the country. 


There is no question of this being 
against the Constitution. It was a very 
curious argument. If at all any law has 
been given a sanctified position in the 
Constitution—I think Mr. Anthony referred 
to this point—it was with respect to 
preventive detention because it is mentioned 
and enshrined in Chapter 111 itself. The 
fundamental rights are enumerated under 
Chapter 111 and in order that some rights 
may not to be used by the beneficiaries 
thereof to scuttle that power and scuttle 
democracy, the fathers of the Constitution 
felt that preventive detention must also 
become part of the Chapter on Fundamental 
Rights. It was argued here that preventive 
detention ctn be had only in an emergency. 
That was a very strange argument again. 
When an emergency is • proclaimed there is 
no question of any fundamental right by 
legal processes ; fundamental rights are 
there. But resort to the court of law f or 
exercise of the fundamental right will not 
be available. In those circumstances then 
need be no specific constitutional provision 
for preventive detention. Therefore this 
enactment is perfectly contemplated by the 
Constitution, under circumstances other 
than those tantamount to an emergency. 
We are asking this Parliament to take note 
of the conditions obtaining in the country 
and to arm the Government with power 
to resort to preventive detention. What 
happened in the course of these years ? 
How many people were put behind the 
bars ? The statistics are before us. Mr. 
Jyoti Basu was in Bengal. The Preventive 
Detention Act was there. Does not Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu know how many persons 
were put behind the bars under the 
Preventive Detention Act ? 777 people were 
put behind the bars by the United Front 
Government. ( Interruption ). Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu is saying that they were 
not using the Act against biackmarketeers. 
The question, therefore, is this. It is one 
thing to say that ,a I am against preventive 
detention, for whatever proposes’' and it is 
another thing to say that I am against the 
Preventive Detention Act if it is not for 
their purpose. The first question is, are you 
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against the Preventive Detention Act 7 
Mr. Jyotirmay Bosu said that “I am for 
preventive detention if it is for preventing 
profiteering ; if it is for preventing 
communal elements and if it is for 
preventing food offences.” Therefore, he 
is for preventing detention. If it is some* 
thing else, he is not for it. If it is for 
this, he is for preventive detention. 

Mr. Menon found fault with the Go¬ 
vernment saying that this Act was not re¬ 
sorted to for the purpose of handling the 
Shiv Sena. So, if it is for the purpose of 
handling the Shiv Sena, the contingency of 
preventive detention is conceivable, where 
the preventive detention law may be 
acceptable. And Mr. Piloo Mody said, 
“if you are containing it in West Bengal, 
then, I have no objection.” Therefore, he 
is conceding the Preventive Detention under 
conditions that arc obtaining in West 
Bengal. “It is perfectly acceptable”. 

So the fight is not against preveritive 
detention. Mr. Vajpayee says he is against 
the Preventive Detention Act but he is 
afraid that the preventive detention provi¬ 
sos may be used by us for purposes other 
than what he thinks are in the interests 
of the country. If it is in the interests 
of the country, the Preventive Detention 
Act is “O.K., and I have nothing against 
it.” It is perfectly understandable, because 
it is provided for in the Constitution 
itself. 

So, the question is the preventive 
detention is not bad. Preventive detention, 
under what circumstances is the only question, 
which is now remaining here. We have 
the experience of the last 20 years how 
this Government has been using the 
Preventive Detention Act. The first question, 
is, whether the conditions obtaining in this 
country are different from the conditions 
which obtained in 1950 or in the subse¬ 
quent years. Anybody with his eyes wide 
open. would see what conditions have been 
obtaining in West Bengal, in Kerala and in 
different parts of the country: the Naxalites 
and right reactionaries mixing up together 
to create conditions where life becomes 
impossible. Then the State has to intervene. 
This is the position. 


May I inform Vajpayee, in this connec¬ 
tion, that when Naxalitism woke op in 
Kerala, Mr. Parameswaran, one of the 
Secretaries of the All India Jan Sangh, 
came out with a strident statement saying 
that the Preventive Detention Act must be 
immediately brought in and those fellows 
must be roped in under the Act ? The 
Swatantra Party came out with the state¬ 
ment that in Kerala the Preventive Deten¬ 
tion Act must must be resorted to. The Mus¬ 
lim League also came out with a statement 
saying that preventive detention must be 
resorted to in Kerala. When the Naxalites 
broke out, the wanted the preventive 
detention measures to be taken up there. 

Therefore, there are these conditions. 
The question as to whether there is such 
a condition or not is for the Government 
to decide : it is the opinion of the Govern¬ 
ment. You may differ from us. But now 
the people have saddled us with the res¬ 
ponsibility, the actual safety of this country 
and safety of the people ; it is a funda¬ 
mental, basic responsibility. We cannot 
pass on that responsibility to you. We 
have got to decide whether conditions are 
containing in this country where this 
extraordinary law has to be resorted to. 
Only we are answerable to the people of 
this country whom we know much better 
than you think you know, according to us. 
We feel that to protect them, we have got 
to resort to the Preventive Detention. 

The question is, how we will use if. 
There is nothing dangerous in a knife. If 
that knife is in the hands of a murderer it 
becomes dangerous. If it .s in the hands 
of any other person it is not dangerous. 
The people have put their confidence in us. 
You may carry on a propaganda that it is 
not so, but actually, the people have shown 
to us that "we believe you, we put our 
faith in you.?” We know that the people 
have put their faith in us. We want to 
save them from the cudgels of butchers in 
this country. We want to save them from 
foreigner invaders who are menacing our 
boundaries. We want to save them from 
the people who are subverting and eroding 
the foundations of this country. We want 
to arm ourselves with proper powers to 
prevent it. Why should any law-abiding 
man be afraid of it. There are ample 
safeguards incorporated in it. There i$ 
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an advisory board. According to Mr. Frank 
Anthony, the magistracy is corrupt; the 
advisory board is corrupt, the minister is 
corrupt; politicians are corrupt ; everybody 
is corrupt. 1 concede that position to my 
friend that all of us are corrupt and that 
you alone are clear. But the people have 
a different opinion. In the course of the 
last IS years, many amendments and 
modifications have been made in the Act. 

An advisory board of three has been made 
constituted. Veto power has been given 
to the advisory board. I remember Mr. 
Chavan saying in 1966, asking for extension 
of the Preventive Detention Act, that 
statistics would prove that the advisory 
board have recommended the release of more 
persons than all the judiciary in this 
country. How can you say that this has 
been misused ? In 1969, out of 2600 
people under prevon ive delation in th's 
country, only 269 were detained under the 
orders of the Central Government. The 
major share goes to the State Governments 
Let us not forget that. 

This Bill is absolutely necessary. When 
right reaction and left adventurism, which 
combined on the election-eve, is recombin¬ 
ing on the floor of the House, this Bill is 
absolutely necessary to implement the man¬ 
date of the people and to smash the cons¬ 
piracy and to save us from the combination 
of right reaction and left adventurism. 
With these words, I strongly suppport the 
Bill. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan) : Sir, this Bill has been brought 
to validate of the ordinance which was 
promulgated only 17 days before this House 
was to sit. Unless there were some immedi¬ 
ate and real reasons for promulgating an 
ordinance, this power of executive legis¬ 
lation should not be used. It is a regret¬ 
table use of the power of executive legis¬ 
lation that only 17 days before the House 
was going to sit, this Draconian legislation . 
was invoked. Soon after the ruling party 
came into power with the slogan of 
banishing poverty, all that they . have 
banished from this country after having 
coming back to power is the personal freed¬ 
om and individual liberty, instead of 
garibi. It is a sear on any civilised 
society believing in human freedom and 
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personal liberty. It is a slur on any system 
of people or civilisation which thinks or says 
that it has a democratic set up. In their 
hunger and greed for power, the ruling 
party is showing clear trends of becoming 
totalitarian. It is a shameless exhibition 
of hunger and greed for more power. They 
are taking upon their hands this black Act, 
this piece of legislation which does not 
provide even the semblance of security to 
an individual in this country. In the name 
of refugee influx, in the name of security 
of the State, which all remain undefined, 
this power has been given in the hands of 
ordinary petty bureaucrats who are prone 
to act at the behest of the party in power. 
When the Minister was moving this Bill he 
was trying to give a facade of reasonable¬ 
ness for this Bill by indulging in vague 
generalisations and pious platitudes. How¬ 
ever, that fccatle was ripped open when 
other members of his party followed him. 
Except possibly with somewhat refreshing 
exception of Shri Amrit Nahata, I was 
pained to see that every member of the 
Congress Party, tho Ruling Congress, has 
been supporting this legislation. When we 
are discussing a measure which affects 
fundamental human values, I should have 
thought as a lawyer that a measrue like 
this would have cut across party lines 
and it would have been treated with the 
seriousness it deserves. I could not have 
agreed with Shri Krishna Menon more 
when he said that what was most painful * 
was the sense of levity with which this 
measure has been treated. 

I am sorry to say—I am a new-comer 
here, there are many old members here, 
many important and leading members— 
that I was dismayed when 1 found the hon. 
Minister showing his great glee when 
irrresponsible and wild charges were being 
made against members of my party, when 
1 saw the Minister applauding and en¬ 
couraging the new-found mouth-piece of the 
Bengalee Youth, my hon. friend Shri 
.Priya Das Munsi. Shri Munsi referred to 
certain incidents in Burdwan. I represent 
Burdwan and I am proud of that because 
Burdwan has been in the vanguard of demo¬ 
cratic movements and the movement of the 
working classes. 

Now, what has happened in Burdwan ? 

Did Shri Priya Das Munsi toll this House 
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that during the last ten months 12 members, 
leading members, of the Communist 
Marxist Party have been killed in Burdwan 
town alone ? Who killed them ? There is 
no Naxalites menace in Burdwan. We have 
given a memorandum to the hon. Home 
Minister, Shri K. C. Pant but we have not 
got a reply to that. We have requested 
him to go into the matter and find out 
who bas killed these persons and yet we 
have not heard from him so far. 
On the 19th of April, 1971 a leading 
advocate who was not an active member of 
our party but only a sympathiser, Shri 
Baladish Roy, he was stabbed at 10.25 a.m. 
when he was going to the court in a cycle 
rickshaw within ten yards of the Burdwan 
Sadar police station. No arrests have been 

made till the 17th June. ( Interruptions ) 

On the 23rd of May Shri Stub Shankar 
Chaudhari, a leading member of ray party, 
was stabbed to death with 50 yards of the 
Sadar police station. No arrest has been 
made so far. On the 6th of April a CPM 
worker, Shri Krishna Biswas, was stabbed 
within yards of the Burdwan Police Station 
at about 11 O’ Clock. He made a state¬ 
ment to a first-class magistrate at the 
hospital, giving the names of the persons 
who have stabbed him. Do you believe 
this is a civiised country when l say that 
not even one arrest has been made so far, 
even though the names of the persons who 
have stabbed him have been given. 

I was surprised when charges were being 
made against a particular political party in 
respect of sub judice matters. To justify 
a draconian legislation like this, a black Act 
like this, at least they should try to place 
before the House facts correctly and impar¬ 
tially. These are the incidents that have 
occurred in Burdwan and they cannot be 
denied. We have given a memorandum to 
the hon. Minister, Shri K. C. Pant, but we 
have not yet got a reply from him. 

Who. have done all this ? Against 
whom am you going to utilize this piece 
of legislation ? 

Is it the contention of Government that

The PV Act has been invoked in West 
Bengal from December 1970. What has 
happened since December 1970 till the 
middle of June ? Now, we have this so- 
called popular Government. They have 
selectively usad the PVA Act against their 
political opponents. Indiscriminate arrests 
are being made; detention bas been made 
and the persons are never brougt to trial. 

Has the situation in West Bengal improv¬ 
ed ? No, because the real reason is some¬ 
thing else. After 23 years of misrule, there 
is complete degeneration of the youth. 
There is complete frustration because they 
have no future. There is discrimination 
against the State. West Bengal has been 
treated as a step-child. You have denuded 
West Bengal of all the privileges and benefits 
that other States have been given. There 
is no future. Instead of tackling the real 
problem, the economic problem and the real 
problems of society, merely arming the 
Government and the District and Additional 
District Magistrates with these arbitrary 
powers will not solve the problem. 

Our hon. friend, Shri Anthony, as 
also Shri Krishna Menon, have very pertin¬ 
ently referred to the fact that although in 
some cases grounds are given, the courts’ 
powers are very restricted. As you know, 
satisfaction is always a subjective satisfaction 
that one has to arrive at. The sufficiency 
of the grounds upon which such satisfaction 
porports to be based only require that they 
have a rational probative value and are not 
extraneous to tho scope and purpose of the 
legislation. The factum of satisfaction can¬ 
not be challenged in a court of law except 
where there are mala fides. But it is 
always very difficult to prove mala fides , 
because the facts have to be stated. Mala 
fides is not something so objective that one 
can easily bring it to the notice of the court. 
A court of law is not even competent to 
inquire into the truth or otherwise of the 
facts which are mentioned as grounds of 
detention in the communication to the 
detenu. The court cannot decide whether 
the grounds are good or bad nor can 
attempt to assess in what m anne r and to 
wbat extent the grounds operated on the 
mind of the appropriate authority and con¬ 
tributed to the creation of the satisfaction 
on the basis of which the detention orderwas 
made. Therefore, Jt is a very very limited 
power which bas been given to the courts. 
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£yen framed up charges can be served 
on the detenu. A clever police officer and 
district and additional district magistrates 
can frame up charges cleverly. So, it is 
very .difficult to point out defects in them. 

Therefore, we oppose this Bill. We are 
firmly of the view that it is going to be 
utilised against political opponents. That 
has been made very clear by Members of 
the ruling Congress when they have supported 
the Minister and the great applause that the 
Minister was giving them when they were 
referring to their political oppoennts. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI (Bombay- 
North East) ; Mr. Chairman, I am suppor¬ 
ting the Bill. Security, like peace, is 
indivisible. Hon. Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion would recognise the threat to the border 
of our country but they would not realise 
that the same threat holds good so far as 
the internal situation is concerned. What 
dose this mean ? They are making it a 
divisible concept. If our border is equally 
threatened, our internal situation is equally 
threatened. Probably they cannot see the 
relationship between the external situation 
and the internal situation and they are not 
trying to understand the impact on the 
border of warfare ar probably they do not 
know what is modern warfare. The modern 
warfare is a total warfare. There is no 
separation between the external and the 
internal situation. It is a total warfare. 
Therefore, like a modern warfare, security 
being a part of modern warfare is total. If it 
is for external purposes, it is also for in¬ 
ternal purposes. It is equally important for 
us to realise that we cannot talk of having . 
effective security measures on the borders 
and, at the same time, weaken the Govern¬ 
ment’s efforts in keeping the internal 
situation as effective as possible.

The bourgeois concept at 
an individual's civil liberty of the nineteenth 
century and earlier eighteenth century is 
given up by the Marxists, when it comes to 
the question of reasonable restrictions 
and controls in economic life. Well, in 
politics, in respect of political rights, ox 
in respect of civil rights, when a man talks 
of an individual’s liberty and right, I ask, 
whose liberty and right he is talking of. ..

SHRI INDRAJ1T GUPTA : In any case 
this Bill cannot be passed today. Clause 
by clause consideration remains; the third 
reading remains. 

MR. SPEAKER : The total time fixed 
for this Bill was already mentioned and the 
House approved of it. The Bill has to be 
passed within the time. So we must pass 
this Bill today. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiru- 
chirappallj): Let the Minister reply today 
and let Mr. Vajpayee also reply today. Let 
us take up the clause by clause considera¬ 
tions tomorrow and finish it by 3. 30 P. M. 


MR. SPEAKER ; The decision on time 
limit was unanimously adopted by the 
House. Now I want to put it to the 
House. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM; This 
should not be decided by vote, if it is to 
be decided by vole, everything will have to 
be decided by vote. 

AN HON. MEMBER : We have to go 
outside tomorrow. We have fixed up our 
programes. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR I VAJPAYEE : 
I am in a practical difficulty. I did not 
know tha r this Bill would be passed today. 
I have already fixed a public engagement 
and I shall have to be there by 6.30. That 
is why I suggested that we can take up 
clause by clause consideration tomorrow. 
There will be third reading and some 
Members would like to speak. We will 
pass the Bill before the non-official business 
is taken up tomorrow. They have already 
suggested it. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Sir, I must bring 
it to your notice—and 1 owe it to many of 
our party members—that just as Mr. 
Vajpayee has difficulties this evening, many 
of our Members have planned to go away to 
their respective home-towns this evening or 
tomorrow morning. So, they will also face 
this difficulty. I am sure Mr. Vajpayee also 
appreciates this. ( Interruption ) This is 
the difficutly. You can ask the Members 
also. I personally am prepared to accom¬ 
modate the point of view of the Opposition. 
But this is the real difficulty. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I think that in case 
there are certain urgent engagements, what 
we propose to do is, tomorrow—( Inter¬ 
ruption )—of course, nothing will be put 
without your approval. 

Several Hon. Members rose — 

MR. SPEAKER ; Will you please sit 
down ? Let me speak. Mr. Vajpayee has 
got certain engagements. He says they are 
public. 1 do not doubt it, but he has some 
engagements. Of course, there is no question 
of having any other private or domestic 
engagement because he does not have that 
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problem. ( Interruption ) We do believe 
that that engagement is not a week-end 
engagement but a public engagement. 

So, what we propose is, let this continue, 
and we must try to finish it during the 
lunch time ; say, at 2.30, it must be passed ; 
that is the final hour. No consideration, no 
proposal—I am not going to accept any¬ 
thing. 

AN HON. MEMBER 3.30 ( Interrup¬ 

tion ) 

MR. SPEAKER : That is the maximum. 
And even that proposal is with the consen¬ 
sus of the House. It is not my own. This 

is just a suggestion. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : Sir, 

I want to express our difficulty. Many of 
us from Andhra Pradesh have programmed 
to leave tomorrow morning itself. We were 
waiting for the elections to the committees 
and the meetings today, thinking that 
ultimately the House will complete this Bill 
today. We are prepared to sit till 9 p.m. 
today if necessary. 

MR. SPEAKER : I leave it to you 
whether you agree or not. if you do not 
agree we will proceed. We tried to do 
something to accommodate the Opposition. 
We stand committed to the time-limit. It 
has already gone beyond two hours more. 
But for the sake of accommodating the 
Opposition, 1 think you may accept this 
proposal. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PARLIAMENTARY ■ 
AFFAIRS AND IN THE MINISTRY OF 
SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT (SHRI OM 
MEHTA) : We agree to this with the 
assurance that the Bill will be passed before 
3 O’clock tomorrow. 

MR. SPEAKER : There will be no 
lunch-hour tomorrow, and no objections. 
This is a gentleman’s understanding. I hope 
you will not put the Chair to any more 
trouble now. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NA1R 
(Quilon); Sir, already one hon. Member 


had been called. He stood up, and when 
there was a persistent demand in the House 
that the time must be extended, he was first 
asked to sit down, and the Member who was 
speaking was allowed to speak for some 
more time. The hon. Member who was 
called and who stood up may be allowed 
to speak now. 

MR. SPEAKER : Within the limits of 
time, we will do as much as possible. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : You 
called upon one bon. Member. He stood up, 
and he was asked to sit down. 

MR. SPEAKER : Who was the 
Member ? 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR ; Mr. 
Balkrishna was called to speak ; hs stood up 
and he was asked to sit down. 

MR. SPEAKER : Yes, Mr. Bala- 
krisbnan. 

SHRI K. BALAKRISHNAN (Amb&Ia- 
puzha) : Mr. Speaker Sir, I am happy that 
at long last I also got an opportunity to 
speak. I rise to oppose this Maintenance of 
Internal Security Bill. It is not that I find 
something very new and very atrocious in 
this Bill. It was there practically for the 
past 20 years, with a very small interval. 
I have myself experienced what this Bill is 
like because 1 had to go under the burden 
of this Bill more than once to jail. I l^td 
another unique privilege of my own father 
using this Act against me. So, this is 
nothing new that frightens me. 

17.21 hrs. 

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair] 

There was so much talk about curtail¬ 
ment of liberty of the individual. It has 
always happened in cycle, some people 
sitting on that side and some on 
this side. Those who are sitting there 
right curtail individual liberties and 
those sitting here may shout against it. 
There is nothing very sanctimonious about 
both these sides. But let us understand 
one fundamental thing. There are certain 
fundamental things about human rights 
involved, I heard an hon. Member saying 
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[Shri K. BalakrsSvnan] 

about what Is happening in his constituency 
with a border line of 350 K.M.. There this 
new Act has not coroe into operation. But 
even before that, he was complaining that 
corrupt magistrates and corrupt officers 
were making use of whatever power they 
had to impose on people they do 
not like a certain unpatriotic action or 
espionage and threaten them with iricarcena- 
tion if they did not get what they actually 
wanted to get from them. The whole 
population is kept in a state of crisis with 
the Damocles’ sword hang over them. If 
this is the state of affairs before the passage 
of this Bill, what will happen after it is 
passed ? It is no joko. It is a matter 
affecting the life of the people in the border 
areas. 

Our experience is, whenever such legisla¬ 
tion is passed, it goes into the hands of un¬ 
scrupulous people and the life of the people 
is in jeopardy. What is the protection 
against that ? The ministers are not strong 
enough to punish the officers who misuse 
these powers. There are people who for 
the petty chance of becoming a minister 
for a day or two will jump from this party 
to that paly. If they get a belter chance, 
they will jump from that party to another 
party. What sort of respect will the officers 
have for such ministers ? There is a 
collection of them who can be put in a 
museum. And, they are legislating this t 
This is the first step in fascism. With these 
powers, when the officers go amuck, what is 
going to be the state of affairs ? That is a 
matter which we have to consider very 
seriously. We talk of border areas and 
espionage. Well, as we hear it it appears 
as if there is some legislation somewhere in 
the world where espionage is legally allowed. 
A man who goes in for espionage knows his 
job Whatever be your law, whatever be your 
Preventive Detention Act, or the Mainte¬ 
nance of Internal Security Act, he knows how 
to do espionage, he knows how to get 
going. A man who really wants to get 
away from the law knows how to do it in 
spite of all your laws. So, when you pass 
this law and give heavy or wide powers to 
the officers, it falls on the head of the poor 
man who wants to lead a normal life 
honestly and not on the fellow who comes 
from Bangladesh for doing espionage or the 
person who wants to topple a government by 


violent methods. It will fall on the head 
of the ordinary poor man and 1 am sure 
this government will not be capable of 
preventing it. After hearing my friends 
I feel that they will not be able to prevent 
it. Therefore, I oppose the passage of this 
Bill with all the strength I can muster. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Sir, 
I rise to oppose this black Bill because it 
not only vitiates the spirit of our democratic 
politics but it seeks do tegenerate I ndia 
into a form of constitutional autocracy. 
This government has already got absolute 
power and it is trying by the political 
alchemy of defection to topple almost all 
the State Ministries and to extend its 
tentacles of power throughout this sub¬ 
continent. I do not want to make powerist 
government into a super-powerist govern¬ 
ment by giving this kind of extra power into 
the hands of this government. 

Sir, two excuses have been forwarded by 
the Minister ; one is the situation developing 
in the border of eastern India and the other 
is the horrible situation in which we are for 
the last two and a half years in West 
Bengal. Why do the government want us 
of the opposition to support all the measures 
they have taken ? Have they taken all the 
measures which they could have taken ? 
They have allowed the conversion of crisis 
in Pakistan into our national disaster. Do 
the government expect us to support such a 
Bill which is going to streng'hen the hands 
of the government only to create more 
disaster for our country ? 

I will remind you that at the time of the 
1962 crisis, when there was real national 
emergency, when our national security was 
in danger, and again in 1965 when we were 
in confrontation with Pak stan, two Bills 
were passed in this House. It did not 
require any peisuasion by (be Minister, it 
did not rtquire any fiery speech from any 
of the members of the House because the 
whole House was charged with the patrio.ic 
spirit and :he emergency laws were enacted 
within a few minutes or perhaps in one or 
two hours. 

I say this. Let them take action to 
defend our national honour, to defend our 
national security. This House h committed 
and pledged to Bangladesh to redeem their 
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freedom, to support them by all- means in 
their .struggle for freedom. If they take 
any positive action, and as a result of that 
if any emergency situation or crisis 
develops in the border of eastern India, then 
I have- no hesitation that not even a few 
minutes would be required by this House 
to pass any Bill that would be required to 
maintain internal law and order and to haul 
up all spies and stooges and to all espionage 
aclviities in the border areas. 

But this Government is just creating a 
bogey of crisis in the border areas and is 
asking us to defend their inaction and failure 
to discharge the national duty towards 
Bangia Desh. 

About West Bengal much has been said. 
A situation has developed in West Bengal 
where mutual killings are going on. It is a 
shame to all of us that we witness almost 
every day half a dozen or a dozen people 
being killed. There was a time when the 
politics of violence and killing was the 
monopoly of one or two political parties. 
But now the other parties have also taken 
the lesson out of this politics of violence. 
The result is that there is not killing of men 
of one party only but mutual killings, not 
only of the ordinary cadres and rank and 
file but even of eminent leaders like Heinunta 
Bose, are also being enacted in West Bengal. 

The unsocial elements, the known 
criminals, have taken shelter under the 
umbrella of almost all political parties in 
West Bengal, because each party wants to 
save itself from the attack of the other 
parties. Because they are gentlemen, they 
do not know how to use bombs and knives. 
Therefore, all the parties are inviting these 
unsocial elements, these criminals, as good 
party cadres. There r ore, the mutual killing 
is going on in West Bangal. 

Already there is one law in the-hands of 
the West Bengal Government. But they 
want to be fortified by another law. At 
' least 3,000 people have been- killed in the 
last 2| years ; at least thousands of bombs 
have been unearthed ; at leas a few hundred 
guns have been stolen or seized by different 
people. They have failed, even in clear cases 
of murder. . When the. murderer has been 
caught red-handed, sot even half a dozen 


cases could be instituted in West Bangal?and 
not even half a dozen murderers could be 
punished. There are many legal arms- in 
the armoury of the Government but they 
could not utilise.them. 

What is required today is that the police 
administration has to be overhauled 
thoroughly. There is a hopeless failure, 1 
should say, of both the Central and the 
State in'ellegence. They cannot bring for* 
ward even a single witness to help them in 
legal measures against any criminal. 

We have to look at the problem of 
West Bengal from a different standpoint 
now. All the political parties, barring one 
maybe, do not see reason. Either they will 
mutually annihilate themselves and continue 
killing themselves mutually or they will see 
reason, sit together, havo raconciliatory 
measures and devise some means to initiate 
public opinion and popular resistance 
against this kind of violence, mutual killing 
and mutual murder. That is the only way 
now; otherwise, this mu'ual killing, annibi* 
lation and butchery will continue in West 
Bengal. 

There are regular legal measures. You have 
fortified yourself with preventive detention. 
Several thousands have been arrested. But 
could you stop acts of violence? Only 
as a result of the Bangia Desh affair what is 
happening in West Bengal today is suppres* 
sed. But if you go through the papers, 
every day you will find dozens of people are 
being killed. Therefore, I should say th* 
this Act even would not be able to help in 
the situation of West Bengal. We have to 
take diffeient measures and have a different 
outlook and a different approach to the 
, whole problem. 

I agree that on the border area a dange¬ 
rous situation has developed, is developing 
and will develop more and more. But we 
are not going to support this mean nineom* 
poopism of this Government. If they 
really take action, positive action, 

. positive steps, it will not take even 
a few minutes to pass such a law for 
ensuring our national security and also 
strengthening the hands of the Government 
to take action against Pakistan and also 
sabo.eurs and to help the freedom struggle 
•of Bangla Desh, restore peace and. order 
thane, so that these refugees can go back. 
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THE NIN19TER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
-have listened with great care and attention 
to the speeches made on this important 
issue. Many good speeches have been made, 
if 1 may say so, and important issues have 
been raised. I cannot for a moment claim 
that the arguments advanced by the other 
side should ail be brushed aside lightly. I 
would submit that in arriving at a final 
judgment in this matter, what is important 
is not to dwell on one aspect or the 
other just as my hon. friend, Shri Samar 
Guha, intended to do just now, but to look 
at the total picture in all its aspects, and 
then to arrive at a final judgment. 

1 do not want to mention any particular 
speech because useful contributions were 
made from both the sides of the House. 
I am grateful to those who have supported 
the measure and 1 am also grateful to 
those who have brought to bear 
different aspects of it. I have listen to both 
sides with equal attention. 

In the beginning, 1 have referred to 
various aspects and 1 do not want to repeat 
myself. Today, amongst the speeches 
made, one that surprised me most was the 
speech of Shri Krishna Menon. He thought 
that this was the beginning of fascist rule 
and he thought that a measure like this has 
brought down the reputation of the country. 
Need 1 remind the House that Shri Krishna 
Menon was a Minister in the Government 
during the days when the Preventive 
Detention Act was on the statute book and 
it was extended by a vote of Parliament 
when he was in the Council of Ministers. I 
have heard of suspended animation of a 
body. But here it is a case of suspended 
animation of the mind and judgment which 
has suddenly spring to life, and now he has 
many harsh things to say about us. I do 
not want to say anything more. 

Many apprehensions which were ex¬ 
pressed on the fRifSr of the House can be 
removed andw«^ihe very outset, I would 
like to refer tb some of these. Dr. Sen, 
and I am sOrry he is not here now, exp- 
rnssed his disapproval of District Magistrate 
and Additional District Magistrate being' in 
power to detain persons for activities 
prejudicial tp the interest of delations of this 
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country with foreign powers. Sir,, I 
may invite his attention to the delegation 
contained in clause 3 (2) of the Bill which 
says clearly that powers to detain a person 
in the interests of relations with foreign 
powers can be exercised only by the Central 
Government or the State Government. No 
delegation has been visualised. I would 
also like to mention that resort to this pro¬ 
vision has been rare and that it should 
continue to be so. As far as my recollec¬ 
tion goes, there was perhaps only one case 
in which this provision was used. 

As there is a provision that the State 
Government should report facts to the 
Central Government in respect of orders 
made and approved by them, we would also 
exercise due vigilance that this provision is 
not misused. 

Then there was a reference by various 
friends to the maintenance of civil supplies 
and services essential to the community and 
as to why they should be a ground for 
detention. 

It is known that in the past many State 
Governments have found it effective to take 
recourse to this provision to curb the unde¬ 
sirable activities of black-marketeers and 
hoarders. Even the Government of Kerala 
who, as I mentioned sesterday, was an 
exception among the States which have 
asked for the continuance of this measure, 
did ask for continuance of this aspect of the 
measure and did agree to the principle of 
detention in so far as it is used for this 
purpose. Sir, we are living in troubled 
times and one cannot rule out the poss ibi- 
lity of a national emergency in future and 
if one visualises events taking a turn for the 
worst, there would be need for ensuring 
undisturbed flow of civil supplies and 
services and 1 am sure if that happens, 
nobody would question the wisdom of the 
dictum ‘To be fore-warned is to be fore¬ 
armed’. 

Shri Das Munsi made a telling point 
when he urged that utmost pare is neces¬ 
sary in the application of the powers. 
This is 8 point which has naturally exer¬ 
cised the mind of many of the hon. 
Members who spoke. Considering the 
nature of the law, it is but, gatttral that

concern should have been expressed during 
the debate on this particular aspect as to the 
application of the Act and stress was made 
on this aspect particularly by my hon. 
friend, Shri Maran, who spoke from the 
DMK. 

Sir, for the information of the hon. 
Members, I may be allowed to refer to the 
statistical information regarding the working 
of the earlier P.D. Act which has been 
laid on the Table of the House. It refers 
to the period upto September 68. Such 
information for the period, 30th September 
68 to 30th September 69 is also available in 
the library of the House. If one goes 
through this statistical abstract, it would be 
clear that no one has been detained merely 
because of his political affiliation. 

SHRI JYOTIRMQY BOSU : It is an 
excuse. 

SHRI K. C PANT : It is an excuse ? 
You would like some one to be used so 
that you could use it as an argument here. 
Well, nobody has been detained and 1 feel 
sorry for you. Your whole argument falls. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB Hundreds 
of cases are there. 

SHRI K. C. Pant : I can assure Shri 
Maran and Shri Shyamanandan Mishra who 
both wanted me to give an assurance on 
this point that this will continue to be our 
approach in future also. Those who were 
detained have been detained by the State 
Government for reasons of violent, criminal 
and goonda activities, 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
That is wrong. I have already pointed out 
so many things regarding our Telengana 
agitation. At that time what the State 
Government has done, I have pointed out. 
You say, 'It is under the rules’. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Again, the Central 
Government has detained persons primari¬ 
ly... 

vMtll, M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 
That is wrong.« Kindly note- it down. 


SHRU5UC. PANT ;.in the in¬ 

terests of WBfc defence of India and also 
sometimes in the interests of the security of 
India. stev 

Another interesting fact would emerge 
if one cares to go through the statistical 
abstract during the period from 1st October, 
1968 to 30th September, 1969. Out of a 
total number of 3600 detenuus, 142 are 
ordered to be released by the Advisory 
Board. And, High Courts and the Supreme 
Court also released through their orders, 2Zl 
and 153 persons, respectively. 

Those hon. friends who have complained 
saying that either the High Courts or the 
Supreme Court cannot intervene in the 
matter should take note of these figures. 

Even in respect of the Prevent of Violent 
Activities Act in West Bengal, 1 may uni¬ 
form the House that out of 2,933 persons 
detained, the State Government themselves 
did not approve of 109 cases and released 
the dctenues. These facts go to underline 
the existence of safeguards in the legislation. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu referred to the 
three employees of the Cencer Research 
Centre, Chandranagore, and bis complaint 
was that they had been detained without 
justification. As far as I remember he 
approached me in this matter also at that 
time. What he forgot to mention, or dit| 
not choose to mention, was that the deten¬ 
tion orders were not approved by the State 
Government. Thus, before we could even 
ascertain the facts of the case, on the basis- 
of the telegram received from Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu, these three persons were released 
within the prescribed period. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : May I say 
something on this, arising out of this ? We 
had gone to the Chief Minister pointing out 
that the hospital had been closed down, 
patients are shifted and if you do not 
release them, we are going to have full 
scale strike ; as a result, the other Cancer 
hospital and research centre in Calcutta also 
will go on strike. After lot of pressure 
tactics only it could be done. The Director 
gave it in writing that the detention was 
absolutely illegal and without and basis in 
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[Shri Jyotirmoy Bobu] 

it. What you'are saying now is not correct. 
Kindly do not mislead the House. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : I have not for a 
moment suggested that Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
is not capable of using pressure tactics. That 
is not my suggestion at all. I only said 
that the State Government had not approved 
of this detention order. They were released 
within the prescribed period. After all. 
this is all they could do. They released 
these people within the prescribed period. 


AN HON. MEMBER But the man is 
arrested and harassed. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : That is a safe- 
guard. I do not say that nobody can make 
a mistake. Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu cannot 
also claim that he can never make a mistake. 
It is never my case and it can never be 
one’s case that there can be no mistake by 
anybody. Whenever human judgment comes 
into play, mistakes can be made. The 
moment the mistake was pointed out the 
State Government itself took corrective 
action. And, that is the safeguard that is 
provided. That is the important thing. 
There arc safeguards to check these mistakes 
even as there are safeguards to check abuse 
of authority under the substantive laws and 
there too mistakes can never be ruled out. 


Now, I can assure Mr. Maran and Mr. 
Mishra, in particular, and other hon. 
Members of the House that it would be our 
earnest endeavour to prevent mistakes so far 
as it lies within our power. 


But, the question that really needs to be 
answered is, as to which poses the greatest 
danger to us—the possibility of these 
mistakes being made, or, the non-availability 
of this measure. That is the issue. 


Reference were made to the inviolability 
of Fundamental Rights and the Right of 
Citizens to go to Courts for issue of the 
wrjtof baboas corpus under Article 336, etc. 


The House is aware that Art. 22 is very 
much a part.of the Chapter in, our Consti¬ 
tution on Fundamental Rights. Shri Frank 
Anthony seemed to refer to this with some 
regret. But this is a fact: This BHl is 
strictly in accordance with the provisions' of 
Art. 22 of the Constitution. 

I have also stated, while moving the 
Bill, that similar provisions in the earlier 
laws have stood the test of judicial 
scrutiny. But if anyone has any doubt 
about any provision of the present Bill, 
nothing in this Bill would prevent him from 
again going in the highest court for a writ 
of habeas corpus. The way Shri Krishna 
Menon spoke, it seemed as though this 
was something completely new on the 
statute-book, as though for the first time 
we were coming before this House with such 
a Bill. Actually, this Bill has stood the 
test in courts of law. The Bill does not 
take away the right of the High Court to 
issue writs of habeas corpus. Article 226 
is not at all affected. But it is an entirely 
different matter whether the writ will 
succeed. 

We have certainly taken all care to see 
that the law is not defective. If the 
requirements of law are strictly complied 
with, no court would ordinarily issue a writ 
of habeas corpus, but the right of the 
court to issue habeas corpus is not at all 
taken away. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Arising 
out of this, may I seek one clarification ? 
How is it that Shri Badrudduja was not even 
allowed an interview with his lawyer ? 
Shri Shashank Shekhar Sanyal, a Member 
of Parliament and an advocate went to the 
jail-gate, but he was refused interview. So, 
this Government is capable of telling us one 
thing here and doing something different 
outside. 

SHRI R. V, BADE (Khargonc) : It js 
not a repetition of the old law. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; We have 
to cover the interests of those whom we 
represent here. We are going to care less 
for what this Government thinks, because 
we know the bunch of bureaucrate that, this 
Govcrnnwat has behind it...... 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : I hope, Sr, that SHRI K. C. PANT : I am glad to 
you can control him better, though my hear him say that he does not believe in it 
support is always there for you. himself. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order, 
order. The hon. Member has had his 
chance already. Let him not go on interrup¬ 
ting. 

SHRI R. V. BADE : It is not a re¬ 
petition of the old law. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I find that even 
a sober man like Shri Bade is getting 
infected. 

SHRI R. V. BADE : I am not getting 
infected. But what the hon. Minister says is 
wrong. I do not agree with him. 

SHRI ATAL BlIIARI VAJPAYEE : 
Not infected, but affected. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : All right, if not 
infected, he is getting affected. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The hon. 
Minister may kindly tell us whether a man 
who has been detained is not going to be 
given the benefit of even legal consultation 
with his lawyer ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The hon. Member 
has referred to Shri Badrudduja. I shall 
not shirk the issue, but I shall have some¬ 
thing to say on that also. Shri Jyotirmoy 
Basu as usual insinuated that the Central 
Government are trying to implicate his 
partymen in the deplorable crimes committed 
almost daily in West Bengil. He and his 
party either conspire against Government 
and peace-loving political rivals or imagine 
conspiracies against them. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Who will 
believe it ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT • The hon. Member 
does not believe himself. The imaginary 
conspiracies are always against their political 
rivals or the Central Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Who will 
believe all this ? Shri K. C. Pant it a 
little older than that. 


Ordinarily, I would not have wanted to 
deal with such wild allegations, but I want 
to draw the attention of the House to 
another aspect of the matter. The House 
is aware that he and his partymen do not 
hesitate to subvert the loyalty of those to 
whom are entrusted official secrets. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: We 
object to this. Let him prove it. Let him 
substantiate what he says. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
order. When the hon. Member gives, he 
should be prepared to take also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : If he can 
say this as a Government spokesman and as 
a Minister, then let him lake responsibility of 
proving it. Let him not say this otherwise. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : He need not 
worry about it. I am speaking with a full 
sense of responsibility. Knowing the full 
implications, they instigate some government 
servants under their influence to commit 
offences under the Official Secrets Act. The 
person who sells the secrets as well as the 
person who receives the secrets are equally 
guilty. But he and his partymen deliberately 
indulge m these subversive activities, becausfe 
they know that they can get the fullest 
proteciion of our laws and of our democratic 
traditions. But I am sure that all sections 
of this House will agree with me that there 
are limits to the tolerance of a democratic 
'society, and even a democratic society will 
not allow itrelf to be destroyed by abuse of 
the rights and liberties which it confers on 
its individual members. 

Refcience was made to the detention of 
a former member of this House and a 
former Minister of the UF Government. 
Shri Vajpayee repeated the allegation that a 
Congress Minister was involved to the 
shady deals. I want to assure this House 
that on the basis of the information with us, 
no Congress Minister had been implicated 
in the documents which have come to our 
possession, 
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SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
He must make this clear : has he got any 
substantial evidence against Shri Badrudduja 
and will he place it before the House ? Why 
is he afraid of doing it ? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : This is a fact. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
This is not a fact. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (Howrah): 
This is suppression of fact. 

SHRI K. C PANT : I was merely 
saying that on the floor of this House an 
allegation was made that a Congress 
Minister or ex-Congress Minister was 
involved in this. I must put the record 
stright ; it is my duty to do so. The 
information with me is that no Congress or 
ex-Congress Minister has been implicated 
and this is the information I am giving to 
the House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU We know 
that is untrue. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Regarding Shri Badrudduja, he must say 
something. What evidence has he got 
against him ? Is he afraid of placing it 
before the House ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I do not want 
really to say anything about those who have 
been detained, for the simple reason that I 
do not want to go into the merits of the 
allegations against each individual because 
this is a matter which will go before the 
Advisory Board and it will not perhaps be 
proper for me to anticipate their judgment. 
But if they insist, I would say a few words 
about the general issues involved. When we 
receive reliable corroboration that some 
individuals have been in the pay of a 
foreign power, receiving money from 
Pakistan, it will be only reasonable to con¬ 
clude that some nefarious activities are 
intended. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Who are they ? Name them. 

v»’ v . 

SHRI K. C. PANT; He asked for it. 
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SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
Nobody will support a traitor. But it is 
also true that particular persons have been 
implicated on false charges. This has been 
done to Lock up political opponents. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am not yielding. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : If 
he says there are charges against him and if 
he has evidence, let him place it before the 
House, so that everybody will know it. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It is precisely to 
prevent the establishment of further contacts 
and the likely commission of more serious 
offences that preventive action would be 
justified. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Old man 
of 75 what can he do ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If preventive de¬ 
tention is not the right step in cases where 
there is the strongest suspicion that some 
individuals have been in the pay of a 
foreign power, we need not at all have such 
a law on the subject. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA J 
Suspicion may be against you. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We have a 
strong suspicion that you are working for 
the American lobby. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Now that this 
matter has been placed before the House, 
I hope at least now they will feel responsible 
and not say anything about this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Do not 
talk rubbish. Shri Badrudduja was arrested 
without any reason. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; We will not allow 
him to speak if he goes on like this. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHENS: If one 
member Is allowed to bold the entire House 
to rahsom like this, we know what to do. 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA : If he 
interrupts in Otis maimer, we will not aflow 
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him to apeak in future. After all, we have 
also got a right in this House. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
We are not interrupting that way. But we 
must have every right to get a proper reply 
from the Minister. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You are 
not advancing your cause by such frequent 
interruptions, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You have 
a brute majority and you know you can get 
it passed. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : You did not 
give that majority ; it is the people who 
gave it to us. 

18 hrs. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Let it again go on 
record that 1 was reluctant to give this 
information, but they forcedit out of me. 

This House has on many occasions 
discussed the matter of violence and law 
lessness on the part of the Naxalites and 
other anti-social elements operating with 
them in different parts of the country. 
Facts have to be faced. During the period 
between April, 1970 and May, 1971 there 
have been nearly 4,300 such incidents of 
violence. To name only two States, in 
Bihar there have been over 250 such inci¬ 
dents, including 30 murders, and in Punjab 
there have been nearly 50 incident' inclu¬ 
ding 28 murders. And 1 may mention that 
neither of these States has a Preventive 
Detention Act. West Bengal, of course, 
stands quite apart, thanks to Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu and his friend. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Thanks to 
your Central Intelligence money, your agents 
provocateurs. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Innocent persons 
have been murdered in cold blood, in pur¬ 
suance of what Dr. Ranen Sen euphemisti¬ 
cally called “ideological aberrations." The 
instance of the son of a police officer in 
Punjab being dragged out and killed in the 
hostel is by no means a solitary one. These 
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are acts perpetrated by groups out to 
destroy all that is dear in a parliamentary 
democracy, groups which are unabashedly 
under the ideological tutelage of external 
sources. The House is also aware of the 
continuous attempts on the part of some 
elements to foment and spread trouble in 
our sensitive North-Eastern regions, which 
you know so well. Instances have also 
come to notice of efforts to snatch arms and 
ammunition, obviously for furthering con- 
demnable objectives. As our young member 
from Calcutta mentioned, there are even 
cases of persons going to borders, not to 
boost the morale of the freedom fighters, 
not to protect the security of India, but to 
get hold of arms and weapons for their 
own criminal ends. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
They can be prosecuted under the ordinary 
law. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : I will explain that 
also. That also you will understand by the 
time I end. 

Concern has also been expressed in this 
House over the increasing violence and law¬ 
lessness in the Railways. I do not know 
whether members are aware of the serious 
situation in the coal belt on account of coal 
not moving, and the coal Is not moving 
primarily because the railways are not able 
to carry it as fast as it is being mined.* 
This situation arose, and in fact, we in the 
Home Ministry came into the picture 
because the Steel Ministry approached us 
and 'aid that we should sit with them and 
the Railway Ministry to work out some 
kind of progiamme. Overhead wires and 
traction wires are being stolen and spare 
parts and components of engines have been 
stolen and there have been occasions where 
these railways are stopped on the way and 
looted. Such instances have also come to 
notice, and in a situation in which large 
numbers of refugees are coming in, it is 
vital that the railways are kept moving. 
Keeping all this ' in view, we have to see 
that our railways are kept moving. 

I do not say, and 1 cannot really say, 
exactly how we shall utilise thif law to help 
in this particular situation, but we do have 
something in mind, which I am not able to 
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[Shri K. C, Pa&] MU. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You have 

denied it and that lias gone on record and 
place before the House at this stage, which that should be sufficient, 
will help in this situation. I have not 

mentioned railways at random, but because &HRI DINEN BH ATTACH ARYYA.: 
there is a nexus which I do not want to fj e j s repeating it. He should be ashamed 
reveal at the moment. of sa yjng some thing which is not a fact. 


Dr. Ranen Sen and Shri Somnath 
Chatterjee asked why the situation in West 
Bengal has not come under control even 
after the Prevention of Violent Activities 
Act was enected. It is to some extent a 
valid question. 

One arguement would be that if the 
situation is bad it could have been much 
wores. Another, even truer and more 
serious explanation, is that all that Is 
hapenning now is the cumulative effect of 
wh t preceded for two years. It cannot be 
denied that curve of Naxalife violence 
rose sharply during 1970. This House has 
had ocasion to discuss it so many times in 
the course of 1970 It cannot a!so be denied 
that 1970 happens to be the first year when 
the Government did not have powers of 
preventive detention. 

All the same I agree with some hon. 
friend who said that preventive detention is 
not the panacea for all ills. It cannot for 
instance be a substitute for our tfforts 
at the socio-economic front, a phrase to 
which Shri PjIoo Mody took objection nor 
again can lasting peace and order be ensured 
unless there is public invohement in the 
denunciation of the politics of violence 
which continues to mar the stale of 
West Bengal. The murder of nine young 
boys in Hooghly mentioned by Dr. Sen 
constitutes an inslannce in point. Incident¬ 
ally I was heartened to receive a homily 
from Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu that the Central 
Government should enforce the Explosive 
Law more effectively in West Bengal. He 
is perhaps disappointed at the reports that 
illicit arms and ammunition were recovered 
from the CPM offices during March and 
April. 

SHRI DINEN BH ATTACH ARYYA : 
This is a ■concotethstorry and I take srrious 
objection to it. Tney were recovered from 
the Inuse of the congress people. ] ask 
the Minister to establish one single case. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : I do repeat it. 
Illicit arms and ammunition were recovered 
from the CPM offices four times in the 
month of March and April. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : They were 
recovered from the houses of Congressmen. 
You are supplying them explosives and 
illegal arms from the oidnance factories. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Yesterday.he was 
advising me very coolly to be very attentive 
and very vigillent about explosives, I 
thought he rnents well. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
If anything has been proved against anyone 
of our party let him take action. We arc 
not afraid.(Interruptions) 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Shri Vajpayee, in 
the course of his speech, had referred to a 
number of enactments which, accorting 
to him, conferred adequate powers to deal 
with ihe situation. He even mentioned 
as to why wc cannot have a law of treason. 
He is m t here and l do no not want o 
develop this point. But actually we havj 
refereved to the Law Comm siion the 
question of a comprehensive law of treason 
and espionage. But the pertinent point is 
that all these laws could be adequate when 
the objective is to prevent an untoward 
contingency. As I said in my earlier speech 
all these 1 ws would only enable prosecuion 
of persons after they had done the damage 
should not be allowed to be done. That is 
the crux of the matter. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Why do not 
hang him before he commits the crime ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; I shall leave that 
to Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. 

I have dealt at length with the organised 
violence of the naxalitca, -but I do not- went 
to minimise:the risk impiicie in the activi¬ 
ties of some individuals and, groups which 
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want to disrupt oar secularism, communal 
harmony and peaceful relations among diffe¬ 
rent religious communities. There are 
elements in our body politic that would seek 
inspiration from across our borders. Pakis¬ 
tani agent provocateurs are only too keen 
to disturb communal peace because nothing 
would suit Pakistani interest better at this 
juncture. Incidentally, I must express my 
deep sense of shock and sorrow — now that 
Dr. Sen is back—that a seasoned Parliament¬ 
arian like Dr. Sen should have accused this 
country and Central Government for all 
that had happened across our borders during 
the last few weeks. Sir, I was wondering 
whether he took into account the fact that 
statements of the kind which he made 
could be easily—( Interruption ). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : How long 
will he take. Sir ? Many Members have 
gone away. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : And many 
are also coming. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Up to 
what time will this go on ? 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER I think he 
will finish very soon. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We can 
carry on tomorrow. A decision was taken in 
(he House— 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I know. 
The practice is that when we ask a Member 
to start speaking, he continues; and I 
think he is two-thirds of the way. Therefore, 
he is about to finish. 

• SHRI K. C. PANT : I was mentioning 
that Dr. Sen perhaps did not realise—(/n- 
tenuption ) —Sir, 1 am only replying when 
you asked me to reply. Now Dr. Sen said 
that we had created this problem and we 
had brought them here, etc., etc. This is 
the kind of thing which is grist to the mill 
of Pakistani propaganda. I am sure he 
never means it; I know him well enough. 
But I wish he would have realised that such 
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a thing can be twisted. I am not complain¬ 
ing, but I am merely bringing this to his 
notice. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : He 
only that you are not helping the people to 
stay in their homeland. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : You kindly read 
the record. It can be misinter prated very 
easily. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
You are misinterpreting it. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There are people 
in this country who today in this difficult 
situation can act as agents and as agents 
provocateur. You know that. ( Inter¬ 
ruption ) 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
Close the foreign embassy. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; You have. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
You have. You are in the Government. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Government have 
legitimate links- 1 am not talking about 
legitimate links. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA :* 
Illegitimate links. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: We do have instances 
of communal disharmony from time to time. 
And in this, innocent people suffer and anti¬ 
social elements have a field-day. Therefore, 
we have to consider all these aspects in their- 
totality. We have to consider the situation 
on our borders. I do not want to dilate on 
that. There has been an influx of SS lakb 
refugees. The fact that many Pakistani 
agents have come in with them—they 
mu/t have come in—and the fact that 
today we have to carry out a massive pro¬ 
gramme of registration and screening of all 
these people, and the fact that the situation 
has not yet stabilised, and it can lead on 
to something else—all these are facts which 
Parliament must take into account incoming 
to a decision on a matter like this. 
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[Sbri K. C. Pant] 

In this context, I would like briefly to 
mention that I have just been to the camps. 
There are people who are deliberately bring¬ 
ing up issues like Bengali and non-Bengali, 
Bengali and Assami, tribal people and 
Bengali and things like that; a deliberate 
attempt to sow discord among the refugees 
and between the refugees and our people. 
1 would like to say on this occasion that we 
do not discriminate at all—whether it is 
Hindu or a Muslim or a Bengali or a non- 
Bengali among the refugees, and all 
our people on the borders. I have been 
there and 1 have seen them , they are doing 
their utmost to see that these refugees are 
well cared for, and any attempt of this kind 
to sow division in our ranks is not going 
to pay. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jamagar) : 
Do you know that hundreds of the refugees 
are in our prisons in West Bengal, Assam 
and Tripura ? Some hundreds of people, 
whose husbands have been killed, whose 
brothers have been killed—only infants and 
ladies are in our prisons. They are refugees 
from Bangla Desh. 

I have seen many of them and I can tell 
you. ( Interruption ) 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Well, he is giving 
me some information. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Let him 
reply to it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order 

please. 

SHRI K.C. PANT : My hon. friend 
Shri Piloo Mody—I am glad he is 
present in the House. Yesterday I thought 
he said that he was going away today. I 
am very glad be has stayed back. For his 
benefit as well as for the benefit of those 
who argued that everyone be brought 
before the court for trial, I will read what 
was years ago said m this House : 

“Now, in this preventive field 
whew we he have to deal with 
organisation and preparatioa for 


crime, we cannot have the same 
amount or the same sort of con¬ 
creteness m evidence as we can 
demand when a prosecutor alleges 
overt acts in proving an attempt 
or abetment of a specific crime. 
Those who are not lawyers here 
have to take it from me that this 
is the difficult. We are dealing 
with the question of not whether 
a crime has been committed, 
but whether there is a serious 
danger or not. That is the reason 
why wherever such powers are 
given by Parliaments of any 
country, as are asked for this mea¬ 
sure, it is not made the subject- 
matter of legal trial but something 
much less. The entire object of 
the proposed measure would be 
nullified if it could be exercised 
only after the ordinary forms of 
legal procedure and evidence are 
gone through. There is something 
inherent m this character of pre¬ 
ventive procedure which rules 
out the method that we are fami¬ 
liar with in dealing with actual 
charges of crime, be it abetment or 
attempt.” 

I will draw Mr. Krishna Menon’s atten¬ 
tion to this : 

“This is often overlooked by people 
who are so habituated—especially 
the lawyers—to general principles 
of jurisprudence ,tbat they skip 
over the obvious fact that danger 
of criminal operations cannot, in 
the nature of things, be proved in 
the same manner as specific acts of 
abetment or attempt.” 

Mr. Piloo Mody is now curious to 
know who said this. It was Rajaji who 
said this in 1951. Rajaji did not plead that 
the Act be applied only in a specific area. 
He, 1 am glad to say, saw the danger to the 
country as a whole even as fat back as 
1951. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You can send 
this reply to Rajaji, I want to reply to what 
I laid. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : I am glad if 1 
had broken the intellectual nexus between 
him and Rajaji. 

As for my reply to him, I thought 
there was an air of utter unreality about 
the speech of Mr. Mody. I have no quarrel 
with his emphasis on habeas corpus nor do 
1 quarrel with h is thesis that the concept of 
habeas corpus was an important concept 
in the development of democratic societies. 
But in the context of the realities of the 
situation in India today, the question is 
not whether one believes in liberal values 
or not but whether one can protect and 
preserve them, it is pointless, to talk of 
personal liberties in the abstract. As I said 
yesterday, we on this side of the House are 
wedded to individual liberty. We hold 
dear freedoms enshrined in the Constitution 
and we consider it our bounden duty 
to see that the people of this country, who 
have given us this massive mandate, to 
which reference was made by many hon. 
members opposite, continue to enjoy this 
freedom. But wc cannot do this until we 
take measure of the forces that are seeking 
to undermine these freedoms, that are 
operating within the fiamework of our 
system but seeking to destroy it. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: After being armed 
with these powers, will he bring about a 
great liberal society in india ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Unfortunately, 

it has fallen to my lot to be in the Home 
Ministry during a period when day after day, 

I have received reports about acts of terr- 
orisation, about large-scale depredations 
and about individual killings. Day after 
day, news has come to me of mass violence, 
of interparty classes, of mass indiscipline 
and of ghcraos and the systematic snatching 
of arms for the purpose of organising the 
disruption of normal. 

. Even while we are concerning ourselves, 
and rightly so, with the question of ensuring 
human rights and freedoms to our citizens, 
there are elements in this country who do 
not hesitate to proclaim their pride in the 
number of human lives liquidated by them, 
persons who reject the path of democracy 
and feel no shame is owning that Mao's 
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path is their path and Mao is their Chair* 
man. We have seen deliberate attempts at 
destroying our educational system, at the 
denigration of national heroes and leaders. 
We have seen poor policemen being mur¬ 
dered because they were doing their duty. 
We have witnessed the liquidation of politi¬ 
cal rivals. Men of the stature of Shri 
Hemant Kumar Basu have been killed mer¬ 
cilessly and in cold-blood for no other 
fault than that they refused to give up their 
principles. 

Some friends opposite want me to 
justify the need for preventive action. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What is the 
connection ? 


SHRI K. C. PANT : I shall explain the 
connection. Let my hon. friend, Shri piioo 
Mody go to Calcutta and let him see for 
himself what the situation there is like 
today. Men are killed in the streets in the 
day time in front of many witnesses, but no 
one dares to come forward to give evidence 

. (interruptions ) I do not understand why 

you are all not listening to me. 


SHRI INDRAJ IT GUPTA ; Preventive 
detention had been there in Bengal for the 
last one and a half years. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I have explained 
that point when you were not here. I am 
sorry you are not only interrupting but 
losing your temper also. 

When people are killed in the streets in 
the day time in front of witnesses and yet 
the witnesses dare not come forward to give 
evidence, how is one to conduct successful 
piosecutions of these murderers 7 I have 
great respect for those who have great con¬ 
cern for habeas corpus . But that concern 
must be balanced against the realities of the 
situation. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, I risa 
on a point of order. It ; is already past 6 
O'Clock and still the House has not 
adjourned, I want a ruling. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I would like 
to draw his attention to the rule which 
says that the Speaker shall determine when 
the sitting of the House shall adjourn. I 
determine that this House will rise today 
after the Minister has finished his speech. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir. may 
I point out that before you occupied the 
Chair, if only you take the trouble of going 
through the records, Shii K. N. Tiwary, the 
then Chairman, had ruled that the House 
will rise at 6 O'Clock and will not sit after 
6 O’Clock. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The person 
who sits in the Chair takes a decision after 
taking into account the circumstances pre¬ 
vailing in the House. Now, let the Minister 
continue his speech. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; Sir, all I want 
the Minister to do is to try and establish 
connection between the picture that he 
describes and the power that he demands, 
be cause I cannot see how by arming him¬ 
self with the power that he demands that 
he is going to eradicate the picture that he 
has described. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : That is exactly 
what I was describing. And if there is less 
of interruption he can understand it better. 
If my hon. friends do not interrupt me. I 
will finish in a few minutes. I do not want 
to speak more. But if they interrupt me, 
I will have to take a little more time. 


The base of our democratic system are 
elections. Is the House unaware of the pro¬ 
pensity of certain parties to resort more and 
more to coercion and intimidation which 
frustrate the base of free and fair elections ? 
Are we not aware that Naxalites and extre¬ 
mists did everything in their power to foil 
the elections in West Bengal, and it was 
only after the detention of a good number 
of miscreants, extremists and anti-socials, 
and- the eduction of armed forces for 
patrolling disturbed and sensitive areas to 
assist the civil authorities iu the main¬ 
tenance of law and order that the mid-term 
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elections could be successfully organised and 
conducted ? The House is aware of all 
these facts. So, when we talk of preserva¬ 
tion of democratic values or the threat to 
these values, let us not forget that the 
threat does not come from the Bill that is 
before the House, but the threat is already 
there on the ground and only through this 
measure can the government hope to meet 
that threat. 


SHRI PILOO MODY : We are cons¬ 
tantly described conditions in Bengal with a 
few references to Bihar and Punjab. There 
is a whole country and this is where he is 
demanding these powers. 1 said in my 
speech and I have tabled an amendment 
that he can have these powers if he proves 
to us that in a particular area there is a 
disturbance where he can use these powers 
with some success ; but he is not prepared 
for that. He wants those powers in the 
most peaceful areas. He would like these 
powers in the Himalayas. Why ? What is 
his motive ? 


SHRI K. C. PANT : My motive is the 
same as Rajaji’s motive in 1951. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What has it to 
do with Rajaji ? You think, you can inti¬ 
midate me by mentioning Rajaji ? You are 
mistaken. 


SHRI K. €. PANT : If he is prepared 

to disown his leader, this is hts business. 

( Interruption ). 


I do not wish to take more of your 
time. Btfore 1 conclude 1 wish to reassure 
that the powers made available by this Bill 
would be used with care. It is certainly 
not our policy that persons who ought to be 
prosecuted for substantive offences under law 
should be f.tcilely detained. There comes 
a time in the life of a nation whep there are 
no easy options. It would be giave folly 
to deny at this juncture the need and justi¬ 
fication for preventive action in the interest 
of the country. It would be even worse to . 
allow partisan political compulsions to 
outweigh what are undeniably the interests 
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of the nation as a whole. And, worst of cool and reasoned manner and give their

Security Arrangements at Calcutta Interna- 
tional Air Terminal Building 

*571. DR. RANEN SEN: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Calcutta Interna¬ 
tional Air terminal building and the tarmac, 
where Aeroplanes from foreign countries 
halt, lack proper security arrangements 
and that any person can enter both the 
places without any check ; and 

(b) if so, whether his Ministry propose 
to take proper securily measures ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI) : 
(a) No, Sir. There are adequate arrange¬ 
ments at both the places. 

(b) Does not arise. 

DR. RANEN SEN : May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether she is 
aware of the fact that even today after 
the whole area has been infested with 
various types Of people, anybody and every¬ 
body can have easy access to the Air 
Terminal Building and that there is no 
system of checking as is done in the 
Domestic Airport at Dum-Dum where one 
rupee is taken as an admission fee ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : lam 
sorry, the hon. Member has been wrongly 


informed. There is a system of checking 
at the International Air Terminal Building 
also. But because a part of the building 
is under construction near the V.I.P. Lounge 
where mobile barricades have been put, 
some C.P.W D. workers and other workers 
sometimes go there. But they go inside 
with their passes and identity cards. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Is it not a fact 
that in the south-eastern part of the runway 
of the Dum-Dum Airport and the tarmac, 
there are some non-scheduled air transport 
companies operating there and that they 
are free to carry any person inside without 
any pass and all that ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : No 
unauthorised persons is allowed to enter 
near the tarmac. An armed guard is there 
to prevent any access of unauthorised 
persons to the aircraft or to a place from 
which any damage to the aircraft can be 
done.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
One of the reasons for this disparity was 
that the banks were not nationalised. After 
the nationalisation, you can see that the 
ratio of the population to bank branches which 
was more than 2 lakhs per branch in 1969, 
before nationalisation, has now reached to 
1 lakh per branch, With tire proposed 
opening of 330 new branches, in 1971, 
the proportion should further improve.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 

I will try to find out whether I have got 
detailed information. I can tell him that 
of these additional branches which have 
been opened, more than 70 to 80 per cent were 
opened in the rural areas. Of the first 
branches, they were naturally in the indus¬ 
trial sectors. But the expansion is rural- 
oriented with greater emphasis on the 
unbanked areas or the under-banked areas.

Regarding mobile banks, I think the 
attitude should be to reach the people. If 
mobility means that, I can understand.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
That is the way we are proceeding 
with brandh expansion. There are two or 
three criteria. First of all we have to see 
whether we cover the necessary population. 
At the present moment, the national average 
is one branch for 52,000 of • the 
population. Really speaking, our idea 
is that at least one branch should reach 
10,000 population if we can go to that 
extent. 

Secondly, one will have to see that 
there is mobilisation of deposits potential 
also in that area. That also is there. , t

The third criterion is to meet the needs 
of the people as well. Those, ; must be the 
productive needs. This is the general frame¬ 
work within which we have to work. 

I won't say that there is any scheme of 
mobile banks as such, but the idea is to 
reach the people. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI : May I 
know whether it is a fact that the criterion 
laid down is that there should be one bank 
for an area of 10 miles. If it is so, may 
I know how in the tribal areas where the 
tribal population are spread out over a 
large area, the tribals’ needs will be met ? 
What is the special measure undertaken 
for it ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
It is a fact that in one of the Circular^ 
of the Reserve Bank the ten miles areas 
was mentioned and the idea was that the 
Bank Manager should also be able to 
supervise the operations and when the 
.money is taken on loan, he must be in a 
position to go and see whether it was 
strictly used for the end purpose for which 
it was taken. So, in the guidelines they 
had mentioned the ten miles area but I 
found that that was literally taken and it has 
certainly created an atmosphere and a 
psychology of grievance. So, we have pointed 
out to the Reserve Bank that this should not 
be literally taken. 

SHRI JAGANATH RAO : The 
main object of opening branches in the 
rural areas is to see that credit reaches 
the poorer sections of the community. Till 
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today, foe poorer people the self-employed 
persons are not able to get facilities from 
the nationalised banks. May I know from 
the Finance Minister whether instructions 
have been issued to the banks to liberalise 
the granting of credit loans to sdf-eropioyed 
persons ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
As I told, not you, but others in reply to many 
questions answered recently, we had appointed 
a special Committee to go into the question 
of self-employed; to go into the techniques 
of extension of credit to this category of 
borrowers to find out the methods and a very 
useful report has been submitted by Tbakkar 
Committee. I think a copy of it has been 
placed in the Parliament Library. Probably 
you could make use of it. It is a very 
useful document. Of course, all these 
documents are useful. Only question is 
of implementation. 

In order to discuss the application also 
of the principles in practice, I had some long 
discussions with the Custodians and necessary 
instructions have also beengiven to the 
banks. I hope the instructions, are very 
seriously taken at the field level. That, 
really speaking, is my main problem. If I 
get some time during this session also, I 
propose to go and see for myself in the field 
whether, these instructions have reached the 
field areas. This is, what I want to do myself 
if I can do that. Necessary thinking has 
been done. Necessary instructions have 
also been given, but, at the same time, I 
share the hon. Member's anxiety that we 
are not getting the results that we should 
get. I must admit that. But, it is such 
a vast work and a new type of work that 
we cannot really depend upon bureaucrat isa- 
tion of the matter... {Interruptions). We 
will have to create an atmosphere for it. 

MR. SPEAKER : I would request the 
Minister to be brief in his reply. 

SHRI DHANDAPANI: What is the 
criteria for opening new branches in a 
particular area ? Is it a fact that in the 
Third Five Year Plan the State Bank of 
India opened some 1400 branches ail over 
India out of which 95 per cent branches 
have incurred heavy lossess ? Will the 


Government take any action to a«nlmi« r 
the loss ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I cannot rush to a conclusion that alt the 
branches have been incurring losses. Bin it is 
quite natural in the beginning.

Free Secondary Education in Gujarat 

*573. SHRI P. M. MEHTA : Will the 
Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Government of Gujarat 
had made Secondary Education free in

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION -AND

DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAVA) : (a) Under successive 
resolutions of the former Government of 
Bombay and thereafter, of the Government of 
Gujarat, uptil August 1969, education up to 
the Secondary School Certificate stage had 
been made completely free for girls and 
full freeship or half freeship had been 
allowed to boys coming from low income 
families, respectively. No order or resolution 
of the Government of Gujarat had been, 
issued at any time making Seoondary 
Education free for all boys, but a minute

had been recorded by the Chief Minister 
andas announcement had been made 
immediately before the imposition of 
President’s Rule that Secondary Education 
would be made free for all boys also with 
effect from June 1971. 

(b) Formal orders have been issued 
after the imposition of President's Rule, 
on May 28, 1971, reaffirming the earlier 
orders making Secondary Education free 
for girls, and substantially raising the limits 
of income or land holdings, which would 
entitle boys to free studentship or half free 
studentship, thereby extending the concession 
to a much larger number of students than 
before. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : What about 
the second part of my question ? 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : There is no 
question of withdrawal. Actually the Chief 
Minister just made a press statement that 
secondary education will be free. But he 
should have all the paraphernalia before 
this. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : After giving 
full thought and consideration to all the 
relevant factors, the decision was taken 
to make secondary education free. It was 
announced by the Chief Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER : Please ask a question. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : I am asking... 

MR. SPEAKER: Please come to it 
direct. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Everybody is 
doing like this. Every time there is intro¬ 
duction and then only the question.

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : Actually, 
President’s rule was promulgated on 13th 
May. On 12th May, the Chief Minister 
gave a press statement that secondary 
education would be free for boys and 
girls. Actually, on the 11th May itself, 
the Cabinet had advised the Governor to 
dissolve the Assembly. So, after advising 
the Governor that the Assembly should 
be dissolved, there was no necessity to 
hurry with that press statement or order 
that secondary education would be comple¬ 
tely free for all. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What is the factual position ? Has it been 
postponed or cancelled ? 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : Great unrest 
prevails among the student world of Gujarat 
and the students’ unions have demanded 
that secondary education should be free. 
May I know whether there is any proposal 
to redress this grievance of the students ? 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : Of course. 
Government will be giving the students ail 
help for advancement of education. But so 
far as secondary education is concerned, 
unless wc do something better for primary 
education in which itself the Gujarat State 
is lagging behind, how can we think of secon¬ 
dary education ?

(d) how long the Bank would take to 
come a final decision on each application ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE fSHRI 
(YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): (a) Yes, Sir; 
State Bank of India has formulated specific 
schemes for Financing agriculture and has 
"adopted” villages for intensive coverage. 
Schemes for advancing working capital and 
equipment finance have been drawn for small 
traders. 

(b) No, Sir ; the needs for agricultural 
credit specially, are very large and it cannot 
be expected that the State Bank of India 
alone, or even commercial banks by them¬ 
selves, would be able to meet these demands 
fully. 

(c) and (d). The State Bank of India 
has reported that there is no large accumula¬ 
tion of pending applications ior loans from 
agriculturists and small traders in various 
branches in West Bengal. Very often an 
applicant for a bank loan also applies to a 
cooperative society for loan or .has . already 
taken loan from a cooperative society or 
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from the State Government. Checking and 
count£r<fChecking on this account sometimes 
leads to <delay in final disposal of the loan 
applications. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA : Are 
Government aware that small agriculturists 
and traders with no capacity for giving 
security against the loans are finding it 
difficult to get such loans ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
It is true that in the early stages we did find 
that the small man was in difficulty and we 
had to find some new solution for that. In 
order to overcome this difficulty, a new 
Guarantee Corporation has been established ; 
it started functioning on 1st April. In 
reply to one of today’s starred questions—I 
do not exactly remember the number of the 
question ; I am not sure whether it will be 
reached—I have in a statement given details 
of the functioning of this Corporation, what 
are limits upto which loans extended to 
traders etc. can be guaranteed, how the 
small traders, kisans can be helped, how the 
self-employed man or small businessman can 
be accommodated etc. The hon. member can 
refer to the details there so that 1 need not 
waste the time of the House on it now. But 
this matter is certainly important and we are 
making efforts in this direction, 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA : The 
Minister has stated that the SBI has already 
formulated schemes according to which loans 
are being advanced. Is he satisfied with the 
performance of the SBI in comparison with 
the other banks which are advancing such 
loans ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
am not satisfied because I have again pointed 
it out to the Chairman of the SBI himself. The 
functioning of the State Bank so far as the 
agricultural sector is concerned is better in 
other States than in West Bengal. As 
a matter of fact, the State Bank 
is not a lead bank in any of the 
districts in West Bengal; there are' some 
other banks such as the United Commer¬ 
cial and Bank of India which have got a 
large number of branches in West Bengal. 
The SBI has its own responsibility in this 
matter Therefore, we have pointed out to the 
bank that it will have to give a better account 


in regard to the rural and agricultural 
sector. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : the 
hon. Minister has stated that the State Bank 
has adopted some schemes for advancing 
loans to agriculturists. What are the poli¬ 
cies adopted in this regard, will preference be 
given to the small farmers needing small 
amounts or to big farmers wanting Rs. 2 or 
Rs. 3 lakhs ? Very often we find the big 
farmers, taking advantage of their local influ¬ 
ence, get loans of the order of two or three 
lakhs of rupees. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
think that what the hon. Member said did 
happen in the beginning. When they were 
asked to look to the agriculturists, their old 
banking instincts prompted them to look for 
clients who where more safe, the rich farmers. 
But consciously we tried to make a change, 
and in order to make it easy for them also 
to reach the small farmers, this Guarantee 
Corporation has been established. We will 
have to wait for some time to see its working. 
As I said, I am myself not very much satis¬ 
fied with the results of extension of credit to 
agricultural sector. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Details 
regarding most of these new schemes are not 
very clear even to Members of this House. 
So I would like to know from him, condi¬ 
tions in our country being what they are and 
the banking practices and banking habits, 
being what they have been in the past, what* 
methods are being employed to sec that the 
particulars of these schemes are widely 
popularised among the people in the villages, 
small agriculturists, traders and so on, so 
that they are encouraged to approach the 
banks. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is a very good suggestion. As a matter 
of fact, I myself made this suggestion that 
these schemes should be publicised in the 
local languages so that they reach the people. 
My first effort is to see that at least they 
reach the officers in the field. I would look 
into it. It is certainty a good suggestion. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : May I 
know what happened to the much-publici¬ 
sed idea of the hon. Finance Minister about

SHRI SOMCHAND SOLANKI: Before 
nationalisation security was given by the 
borrower.. ( Interruption )• May I know 
from the hon. Minister today, after nationa¬ 
lisation, what is the easy way to get a loan 
from the nationalised banks because they 
have to pay Rs. 200 to the management and 
after that they are getting the loan What 
is the easy way to get loans fiom the nationa¬ 
lised banks ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
do not know what he means by saying easy 
way. There are certain allegations of corru¬ 
ption. But it would be difficult to say that 
every agriculturist is supposed to pay Rs. 200 
or something like that. Formerly there was 
a very difficult procedure, I quite agree. 
Now the procedures have been simplified. 


In the past the banka normally insisted on third 
party guarantee because of the insecurity the 
man who sanctioned the loan was feeling. In 
order to facilitate matters, the credit guarantee 
corporation has been established and we shall 
have to watch the working of these things ; 
possibly this might facilitate the lending 
by the banks to the neglected sector.

(a) whether the Government of Kerala 
had requested the Union Government to 
fly the Boeing flights to Trivandrum ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR SAROJINI MAHISHI) : 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The runway is adequate for Boeing 
737 jets. 

(c) Indian Airlines propose to start a 
Boeing service to Trivandrum from October, 
1971. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : The 
Minister has said that there had been a 
request from the Kerala Government to 
start the Boeing service to Trivandrum. She 
also said that the runway was good. Why 
did not the Government start the Boeing 
flight earlier and why has there been this 
delay ? Why do they not start it as soon as 
possible ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : On tcco- 
unt of certain technical difficolties the Boeing 
services could not be extended to Trivandrum 
earlier. Proving flights were carried out by 
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the IAC a few months ago. We use instru¬ 
ment landing system which is not there at 
the airport at Trivandrum. This year very 
high frequency omnirange will be established 
and the services are going to be extended. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : May I 
know whether the Government of Kerala 
had requested the Centre to make available 
ail the necessary modern facilities in that 
airport and what is the decision of the 
Government on that ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : Yes, Sir ; 
necessary facilities will be provided at the 
airport at Trivandrum, as early as possible. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR : There 
were four flights from Bombay to Cochin 
and there is only one flight now. In view 
of the fact that even Members of Parliament 
find it difficult to get connections from Benga- 
lore to Cochin, will the Government expe¬ 
dite the starting of the new Boeing 737 
flights ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : We are 
extremely sorry for the inconvenience caused 
to the Members of Parliament travelling 
between Bombay and Cochin. The services 
between Bombay and Cochin are via Goa 
and another one via Relgaum, Mangalore, 
Cochin.

STEPS TO IMPROVE THE WORKING 
OF THE DELHI TRANSPORT UNDER¬ 
TAKING 

(a) and (b). The Delhi Transport 
Undertaking has taken the following measures 
to improve the bus services operated by it in 
the Capital :—

(i) The Undertaking has drawn up a 
phased programme for the replace¬ 
ment of the over-aged buses (i.e. 
vehicles over 8 years old) and 
, purchase of additional buses to 
augment its fleet to meet the 
increasing requirements of commu¬ 
ters. Orders for the purchase of 
309 single and double decker buses 
were placed during 1969-70 and 
1970-71. Against this, 196 buses 
have been received and put on road. 
Most of these buses are being opera¬ 
ted as express services on payment 
of an extra amount of 5 paise per 
head per journey. The new buses 
have larger carrying capacity. The 
remaining 109 buses are also expec¬ 
ted to be received in the course of

He next three months in accord¬ 
ance with the stipulated delivery 
schedule. 

The Government gave a loan of 
Rs. 130 lakhs to the Delhi 
Transport Undertaking during 
1969-70 and of Rs. 178 lakhs 
during 1970-71 for the purchase 
of buses. Loans are also proposed 
to be given during the current 
financial year for the purchase 
of buses, as and when payments 
become due to the chassis suppliers 
and body building firms. 

(ii) A radio . communication system 
and a well-knit telephone net work 
have been set up ; field officers are 
posted and time regulation is wat¬ 
ched at all important points. 

(iii) Maintenance points have been 
established in the network of the 
Undertaking's operational area to 
attend, on the spot, to minor defects 
which develop in the buses on the 
road. 

(iv) Regional control of depots and 
operation has been introduced so 
that senior officers are able to pay 
personal attention to operational 
matters besides depot administra¬ 
tion. 

(v) Unserviceable vehicles are being 
converted into trailers, after reno¬ 
vating the bodies, to be run as 
trailer buses on selected routes. 

(vi) Old buses are being removed from 
normal duty for use as school buses 
and for special hire purposes. 

(viii) Intensive checking of ticketless 
passengers has been launched. 

(viii) Servicing and daily maintenance is 
being done at night under the 
supervision of senior officers. 

(i*) Private buses under D.T.U. opera¬ 
tion have been engaged to cover the 
shortage of its own buses. 


(x) Stores and Workshops are being 
streamlined by the Undertaking so 
as to help in deploying the, maxi- 
mum number of buses on road. 

SHRIOM MEHTA: Sir, in the state¬ 
ment, there is a small typing error. It is 
said there that “Orders for the purchase of 
309 single and double decker buses were 
placed during 1969-70 and 1970-71." It 
should be 303. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : From the 
statement it appears that adequate steps have 
been taken by the Delhi Transport Under¬ 
taking. But I would like to know whether 
it has been brought to the notice of the hon. 
Minister that the behaviour in the buses, 
both of the drivers and the conductors, is 
awful, and sometimes the passengers are 
thrown out of the buses ; the students also 
receive the same fate. I would like to know 
whether instructions have been issued to the 
staff concerned that they should at least be 
courteous to the passengers, even though 
there may not be accommodation. 

I would like to know further whether it 
is a fact that passengers having tickets also 
are produced before the magistrate ; after 
boarding the buses, they are turned out, and 
some of them were fined Rs. 23, Rs. 33 and 
Rs. 43 by the magistrate. If so, what steps 
have been taken by the Government to ask 
the DTU authorities not to do such things ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR): 
As hon. Members know, the DTU functions 
under the Delhi Municipal Corporation. I 
am sure the Delhi Municipal Corporation 
supervises the staff, and the management. 
They do take due care and I believe they 
are anxious to see that the conductors and 
other members of the staff behave with the 
people who are their masters with due 
. decorum, decency and courtesy. I have no 
doubt that. 

In regard to the other question about 
the magistrates, etc., I no not exactly under¬ 
stand what he means. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : About thd 
fines. Even today, there was one student 
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who bat beta fined Rs. 25. I hope the 
Minister reads the newspapers. ( Interrup¬ 
tion ) 

MR. SPEAKER : Order please. He 
may put his next question. 

SHR1 S. M. BANERJEE : May I 
know whether it is a fact that a decision 
would be taken by the Government to 
convert the DTU into an autonomous 
public corporation and, if so, the reason 
for the delay why it is not being done, and 
whether it is objected to by the Delhi 
Administration and, if so, how the objection 
is going to be met by the Government ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : There is 
a demand from the people, which is really 
growing, for converting the DTU into 
a Corporation, but it involves so many 
factors. We have to take the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation with us, because 
it would amount to a major step, and 
it will certainly take away the management 
of the DTU from the Corporation, and 
it may not be liked by the concerned 
parties. We would like to have, in this 
case, as much consensus as possible. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The 
question is whether they have accepted 
the principle. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : We shall 
consider this proposal sympathetically. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT : May 
I know whether it is a fact that the Govern¬ 
ment of India appointed a committee 
sometime ago to go into the affairs of 
the DTU, particularly its financial condition, 
and, if so, what were the findings of that 
committee and in the light of those 
findinp, what action do the Government 
of India propose to take ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : Of course, 
a committee was appointed and it advised 
that it should raise the fares. In fact—well, 
my colleague will read the recommendations. 

SHRI OM MEHTA : The recom¬ 
mendations are : the present organisational 
structure of the DTU is not satisfactory, 
and the existing arrangement should be 


replaced by a statutory corporation ; the 
Board of Directors of the Corporation 
should be selected strictly on the basis 
of skills, and experience useful to a 
transport undertaking ; the Board should 
be capable of reviewing operations and 
recommending improvements ; the chief 
executive should be a person responsible 
for the management of the corporation 
at the top level, and he should be a member 
of the Board of Directors. There should 
be a larger delegation of powers for the 
Chief Executive and other managerial staff 
so as to ensure optimum performance. There 
have been more than 5 changes in the 
post of General Manager of DTU during 
the last 12 years, although under the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation Act, the tenure 
is five years. The concerned authority 
should avoid frequent changes in top 
management personnel. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR ; A recom¬ 
mendation has been made that the fare 
should be increased, but somehow or other, 
it has not found favour with the elected 
members of the Corporation,

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Why have 
private buses been put ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR ; There is a 
shortage of buses and to meet the require¬ 
ments of the travelling public, we wapt to 
augment our fleet with private buses. I am 
talking on behalf of the Corporation. . 
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Preservation of Tribal Art and Culture 

*578. SHR1 SAMAR GUHA : Will 
the Minister of CULTURE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to 
set up a Committee to go into the problems 
of preservation of the tribal art and culture 
in our country ; and 

(b) the other steps proposed to be taken 
by Government in this regard ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE SHRI 
D. P. YADAV : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Tribal Research Institutes set up 
in the States study matters relating to art 
and culture of tribal people and suggest 
measures for their preservation and deve¬ 
lopment. The Sangeet Natak Akademi has 
from its inception, been making efforts 
towards the documentation of the perform¬ 
ing arts, viz. Music, Dance and Drama, 
of the Tribal communities. Under one 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan Schemes, 
the Akademi ha9 been recording the music 
of the tribal communities of different regions 
of the country and filming and photograph¬ 
ing their dances. The Akademi has also 
collected musical instruments, masks, etc. 
used by the tribal communities. The tribal 
art specially the tribal dances are highlighted 
every year during Republic Day Celebrations. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May I know 
whether any attempt has been made by 
Government to preserve the tribal dialects 
by having some script—Roman or some 
other script—for them and whether Govern¬ 
ment has prepared any literature for the 
tribie culture ? 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA * So far as dialect 
is concerned, we have already set up several 
tribal research institutions in the areas, 
particularly in Assam, Bihar, Gmarat, M P , 
Andhra Pradesh, Rajasthan, Orissa, We»t 
Bengal, Maharashtra, U.P. and Kerala, 
to study matters relating to art and culture 
of the tribal people and suggest measures 
for their preservation and development. 


They are expert people and the hon. 
member's suggestion will be incorporated. 
It is a good suggestion. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It is good that 
almost every year during Republic Day 
celebrations, the tribal people are asked 
to perform their dance, drama and folk 
songs. May I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment has organised any troupe of the tribal 
people to perform their dances, drama 
and folk songs throughout the country and 
have inter-change among the different tribal 
communities ? 

SHRI D P. YADAVA : It is a good 
suggestion. 

MR. SPEAKER : Every suggestion 
by you is being accepted today ! 

SHRI KAR17K ORAON : Religion 
plays an important part in moulding tribal 
art and culture 

MR. SPEAKER Please come to the 
question. 

SHRI KART1K ORAON : So, unless 
the tribal religion is protected we cannot 
claim to protect the tribal art and culture 
I would like to know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is aware that the British Government 
in the 1911 census report recorded tribal 
religion as ‘'animism’’ defined as the name of 
a category to which are relegated all the pre- 
Hindu religions of Tndia. In the 1931 census 
report the term "animism” has been replaced 
by tribal religion to denote the religions 
of all primitive tribes. The Constituent 
Assembly on the 11th May 1949 under 
the chairmanship of Sardai Vatlabhai Patel 
passed a resolution by which they purported 
to preserve the tribal religion. 

MR. SPEAKER Let him come to 
the question. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : Now I 
would like to know whether the government 
is aware that those people who destroyed 
the tribal culture, traditions and religion 
during the British regime were treated as 
good boys and girls. Unfortunately, even 
under the national government those who 
try to destroy our tribal culture, tradition and" 
religion still continue to be treated as good 
boys and girls. 
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MR. SPEAKER : Unless he asks 
the question I will have to ask him to 
resume his seat. 

* 

SHRI KARTIKORAON : May I know 
whether the government will take note 
of this that history is going to record a note 
of protest on the performance of the 
government and their madness in main¬ 
taining that religion is not for tribals. 
Democracy is not for tribals, secularism 
is not for tribals, justice and fair play are not 
for tribals. 

MR. SPEAKER : I will not allow this 
speech. It is not at all a question. It 
need not be replied. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : Government 
have no reply to give. They have done 
nothing for the Tribals.

PL—480 Funds for Educational 
Activities 

*582. SHRI DINEN BHATTA- 
CHARYYA : Will the Minister of EDU¬ 
CATION AND SOCIAL WELFARE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the total amount of PL—480 funds 
canalised for educational activities in India 
during the last three years ; and 

(b) whether such funds were comp¬ 
letely canalised through Government agencies 
or were at times canalised through private 
institutions ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE 
(SHRI D. P. YADAVA) : (a) Rs. 24.56 
crores as far as the Ministry of Education 
and Social Welfate is concerned. 

(b) The funds are canalised both 
through Government and private agencies 
in accordance with the agreement concerning 
the use of PL--480 funds. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
What are the private agencies through which 
the fund is canalised and what is the basis 
of this ? Could the Minister kindly tell the 
House ? 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : The different 
ways in which PL-480 funds are being 
utilised for educational activities in India 
are through notional attribution against 
funds which are earmarked for Indian use 
and are set off against normal budgetary 
expenditures. This is done by the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs which has inti¬ 
mated that during the last three years the 
amount so utilised amounted to Rs. 21.33 
crores for IIT Kanpur, higher technical 
education and elementary education. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
My question was specific. What are the 
private agencies through which PL-480 funds 
are canalised and up to what amount it has 
up till now been canalised ? 


MR. SPEAKER : His question is very 
simple. He is asking abput that port of the 
Question which relates to the canalisation 
through private agencies. 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : We have 
research institutions and we publish books 
also. As regards specific names, I need 
notice. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The Government is not even ready to 
divulge the names of private agencies through 
which the PL-480 Fund is spent. So my next 
ques ion is: What are the criteria on 
which the canalisation of this Fund is done 
both through Government agencies and 
private agencies. 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : We are 
spending PL-480 Fund through the U. G. C., 
the IIT and through book publications. In 
almost all the committees, our Government 
officials are incorporated. Of course, they 

are autonomous bodies. ( Interruption ) 

I think, the hon. Member should not get 
irritated on this point, so far as PL-480 Fund 
is concerned. In almost all the committees, 
the Government officials are there. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister whether 
it is a fact that PL-480 Fund is being used 
for other activities which have a bad effect 
on the minds of the students, that is, 
American culture, American activities, all 
sorts of activities. I want to know whether 
an inquiry will be made in regard to the 
IIT Kanpur about various allegations that 
this money is being used for purposes other 
than education. 

SHRI D. P. YADAVA : There is no 
such information with us.

WRITTEN ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Scheme for Development of Historical 
Places in Agra 

*576. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : Will 
the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have formu¬ 
lated any specific scheme for the develop¬ 
ment of historical places in Agra ; and 

(b) if so, the outlines thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI): 
(a) and (b). Maintenance of the monu¬ 
ments at Agra is done by the Archaeological 
Survey of India. The Department of 
Tourism has commissioned repairs to the 
road from the power house crossing to 


Motilal Nehru Parfc. It also proposes to 
landscape the area around the Taj and 
construct a Tourist Reception Centre at 
Agra. 

Redaction in the Number of Check-Posts 

for smooth flow of Inter-State Traffic 

*579. SHRI BRIJ RAJ SINGH— 
KOTAH : Will the Minister of SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT be pleased to state : 

(a) the names of the States which have 
agreed to reduce the number of existing 
checkposts suggested by the Transport Deve¬ 
lopment Council to ensure smooth flow of 
inter-State traffic ; 

(b) the names of such States which 
have not considered this feasible ; and 

(c) the main reasons given by them 
and the reaction of the Central Government 
thereon ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR): 
(a) to (c). The Governments of Haryana, 
Jammu and Kashmir, Kerala, Orissa, 
Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu, Uttar Pradesh, 
Pondicherry, Tripura and Goa, Daman and 
Diu agree, in principle, to the reduction in 
the number of check-posts and are taking 
necessary action in this behalf. The 
Government of Uttar Pradesh have, how¬ 
ever, referred to the difficulties in posting 
staff belonging to different department, 
which have different objectives and tech¬ 
niques of checking, under a single authority. 
But they are considering methods of im¬ 
plementing the recommendation 

The Governments of Bihar, Gujarat, 
Punjab and West Bengal consider that the 
proposal for abolition/consolidation of 
checkposts is not practicable. The Govern¬ 
ment of Punjab have, however, added that 
traffic check barriers to be established, in 
future, will be set up alongside the existing 
ones. 

Maharashtra has stated that combination 
of checkposts at places other than Greater 
Bombay is not possible The feasibility of 
having a single consolidated checkpost to 
serve the needs of all the Departments at 
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Bombay is being examined by the State 
Government. 

There are only administrative checkposts 
in Manipur and Nagaland and no reduction 
in their number is considered desirable in 
these territories which are sensitive border 
areas. 

There are no check-posts in the other 
Union Territories except Delhi which has 
only terminal tax barriers. 

The reactions of the Governments of 
Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Madhya Pradesh, 
Mysore and Himachal Pradesh are awaited. 
The matter is being pursued with these States 
and the others who have not agreed to 
consolidation of checkposts. 

Difficulties experienced by Private Sector 
Industries in obtaining Working Capital 
from the Nationalised Banks 

*580. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUN- 
JHUNWALA : Will the Minister of 
FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are aware that 
difficulties are being experienced by the 
private sector Industries in obtaining working 
capital from the nationalised banks in time 
to run their industries with the result that 
production is hampered considerably ; and 

(b) whether in order to give fillip to 
the production activities in the country, 
Government propose to instruct the nationa¬ 
lised banks to deal with such cases more 
expeditiously ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN) : 

(a) and (b). The Reserve Bank of India 
has advised the banks to exercise greater 
vigilance in regard to end-use of credit to 
all sectors of the economy so that banks’ 
funds are not diverted for purposes other 
than those for which they are meant. This 
entails closer scrutiny by the banks of the 
credit applications particularly from the 
large account holders who have a number 
of sub-limits under each account. This 
may result in some delay in the sanction of 
loans in respect of a few cases. But there 
are no facts to indicate that unwarranted 


difficulties are being experienced by the 
private sector industries generally in obtaining 
working capital from the nationalised banks 
in time. The need for expeditious disposal 
of credit applications is impressed upon the 
banks by the Reserve Bank of India from 
time to time. 

Agreement for Loan from Netherlands 

*581 SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : 

Will the Minister of FINANCE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether an agreement between the 
Government of India and Netherlands has 
been signed for a loan of Rs. 10.47 crores 
to India ; 

(b) if so, how this amount is proposed 
to be utilised ; and 

(c) the terms and conditions of the 
agreement ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) Yes 
Sir. An agreement has been signed with 
the Netherlands authorities for their 
advancing a loan equivalent to Rs. 10.36 
crores. 

(b) The loan is proposed to be utilized 
for import of components, raw materials, 
spares and capital equipment required for 
our development plans, in addition to 
obtaining services from Netherlands. These 
imports will be effected within the country’s 
overall licensing policy. 

(c) The loan carries a rate of interest 
of 2 \% per annum and is repayable in 
30 years with an initial grace period of 
8 years during which no repayment of the 
principal will be made. 

Cheeking of Accounts of Bodies and 

Associations exempted from payment 
of Income Tax 

*583. SHRI S. N. MISRA : Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the accounts of the Bodies 
or Associations exempted under the Income*' 
Tax Act are checked ; 
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(b) if so, at what intervals ; and 

(c) if not, whether there is any check 
that the exemptions are not abused ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) ; (a) to (c). Exemptions 

provided under the Income-tax Act are 
broadly of three types 

(1) Exemption available to bodies or 
associations because of the very 
nature of these institutions where 
the income earned does not form 
part of the total income. This 
exemption is available to institu¬ 
tions like hospitals and educational 
institutions not run for purposes of 
profit. These bodies do not have 
to file either their returns of income 
or present their accounts to enjoy 
exemption under the Income-tax 
Act. 

(2) Exemption to institutions whose 
income also does not form part of 
their total income under the 
Income-tax Act, only when certain 
statutory conditions are fulfilled. 
Under this category exemption is 
available to certain notified sports 
bodies, professional associations, 
etc. The information regarding 
the periodicity of checking of 
accounts of these institutions is not 
readily available. It will have to 
be collected from the field officers 
from alll over the country and 
would take considerable time. If 
the Hon’ble Member has some 
specific institutions in mind, the 
information in respect of them will 
be collected and laid on the Table 
of the House. 

(3) Incomes of religious or charitable 
trusts derived from property held 
under trust or income from 
voluntary donation provided certain 
statutory conditions are fulfilled 
are exempt from tax. Prior to 
1.4.1971 the exemption certificate in 
these cases was initially made valid 
for only one assessment year. 
The accounts of the first year were 
scrutinised and the certificates were 


then renewed once in every three 
years after careful examination of 
the whole case. With effect from 
1.4.1971, all such trusts, institutions 
or associations have to file their 
returns of income u/s 139(4A) of 
the Income-tax Act, 1961 annually. 
The accounts can now, therefore, be 
examined every year.

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Indo-US. Text Book Agreement 

*585. SHRI R. P. DAS : Will the 
Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) the main features of the Indo-U.S. 
text book agreements and the scheme under 
which text books are published in India ; 

(b) the total number of books published 
to date ; and 

(c) the precautions which are taken to 
prevent the flooding of U.S.A. propaganda 
material in the guise of text books ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAV) : (a) to (c). The Joint 
Indo-American Standard Works Programme 
was initiated in 1961 with the object of 
meeting the rapidly growing demand for 
reasonably priced American books in various 
disciplines both for purposes of reference 
and for use as text books in colleges and 
universities in India. 

2. A Joint Indo-American Text Book 
Board comprising representatives of each 
side with Education Secretary of India as 
the Chairman was set up in 1961 to lay down 
the broad policy within which the U.S.I.S. 
was to operate on the scheme. 

3. List of suitable American books are 
suggested to the Ministry of Education and 
Social Welfare by the USIS and USAID on 
the basis of selections made from lists 
submit ed by the Indian publishers who have 
working arrangements with the U S. 
publishers, after a survey of the requirements 
of the country and of the possibility of 
sales of these books in India. These lists are 
scrutinised first by USAID experts and then 
referred to the. Ministry of Education and 
Social Welfare. That Ministry in turn 


consults the University Grants Commission 
in regard to the assessment of books on 
Humanities and Sciences ; the Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture in regard to. the 
assessment of books on Veterinary and 
Agricultural Science; Technical Education 
Division for books in Business Management, 
Engineering and Technological subjects and 
experts designated by the Director General 
of Health Services for Medical books. The 
books considered suitable for Indian 
educational purposes are then approved 
by the Ministry. USIS or USAID provide 
subsidy from out of PL 480 funds to the 
concerned Indian publisher to reprint the 
U.S. book and price them about l/5th or 
l/6th of the price of the original U S. 
edition. 

4. 1188 titles have been published 
under this programme from its inception in 
1961 to date. 

5. As is apparent from paragraph 3 
above the titles are scrutinised by the 
educational experts from the stand-point of 
their suitability, usefulness and possible 
demand among university students in India. 
The question of flooding of U.S.A. 
propaganda material in the guise of text¬ 
books therefore does not arise, under this 
scheme. 

6. The Joint Indo-American Text 
Book Programme came into operation in 
1961 by an exchange of Aide Memoir 
between the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare 
and the American Embassy in India. The 
main features of the programme are as 
follows : 

(a) The Ministry of Education will 
clear the titles before these can be 
taken up for reprinting under 
the programme. 

(b) Contracts would be entered into 
with publishers of standing who 
have secured the necessary copy¬ 
right with regard to publication of 
the mutually agreed list. 

(c) Royalty payments will not exceed' 
10% of U.S. copy per Indian 
reprint sold and the amount of 
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flatty will be intiiftated to the 
Ministry of Education tor each 
title. 

(d) The sate price of the books 
published under the scheme should 

; ordinarily be about l/3rd of the 
original published prices the price 
being fixed in accordance with the 
cost of production, likely subsidy 
and the economic price to be 
charged. (The sale price now 
generally is between l/5th to l/6th 
of the U.S. retail sale price taking 
into account the later devaluation 
of the Rupee) 

(e) The distribution will generally be 
arranged through normal trade 
channels. 

(f) The U.S.I.S. will act as the 
operational body of the programme 
and for all contracts to be 
negotiated with it. 

(g) Ministry of Education will be 
informed of all contracts and 
other major steps taken by the 
American Embassy in the implemen¬ 
tation of the scheme. 


Functioning of Credit Guarantee Corporation 
of India 

*586. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether a new financial institution 
named “Credit Guarantee Corporation of 
India” has started its operation from 1st 
April, 1971 ; and 

(b) if so, the functions thereof ? 

THE MINE5TER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
-YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) and 
(b). A new public limited company, known 
as the Credit Guarantee Corporation of 
India Ltd., was registered on 14th January 
1971 and has been entrusted with the 
responsibility for providing guarantees 
covering credit facilities granted to small 


borrowers In certain priority and neglected 
sectors. 

The Corporation has formulated a 
guarantee scheme which has been brought 
into force from 1st April 1971. This will 
cover, initially, credit facilities, within certain 
specified limits, granted by scheduled 
commercial banks' to individual transport 
operators or to an association of not more 
than six such operators, individuals, firms 
and cooperative societies trading in fertilisers 
and goods, professionals, self-employed 
persons, individuals and firms owning 
business enterprises and farmers engaged in 
cultivation and allied agricultural operations. 
The Guarantee Organisation will bear losses 
upto seventy five per cent of the amounts 
which are bad or doubtful of recovery, the 
other twenty-five per cent being borne by the 
lending organisations. A guarantee fee of 
one half of one per cent per annum will be 
charged on the amounts outstanding on 
account of the eligible credit facilities. 

According to the information given by 
the Reserve Bank of India, 67 scheduled 
banks have intimated acceptance of the 
scheme so far. 

The eligibility ceilings to the various 
sectors as per scheme are broadly as 

follows : 

(1) Small farmers and agriculturists : 

i 

For financing seasonal 
agricultural operations. Rs. 1000/- 

For financing reclamation 
* or improvement of land, 
construction of irrigation 
well, installation of pump- 
sets, purchase of machinery 
or equipment or other 
capital assets. Rs. 5000/- 

For financing pisiculture, 
sericulture, animal hus¬ 
bandry poultry farming 
pr dairy farming, such 
limits as the Corporation 
may notify from time to 
time but not exceeding. Rs. 50,000/- 
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(2) Small Transport Operators : 

For financing an individual or an 
Association of not more than six individuals 
owning and operating a single transport 
vehicle.

Smuggling on Indo-Nepal Border

(b) Items smuggled from Nepal to 
India are various consumer articles like 
woollen and synthetic fabrics, nylon socks, 
metallic yarn, cigarettes, cigarette lighters, 
fountain pens, torches, cameras, blades, 
watches, transistors, tape recorders, cloves, 
cosmetics and playing cards. 

Items smuggled from India to Nepal 
are raw jute, mica, bristles, skins of wild 
animals, reptiles and lambs, and cardamom. 
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(c) The number of smugglers arrested 
during 1969-70 was 111 and during 1970-71, 
211 . 

(d) The value of goods seized during 

1969- 70 was Rs. 49,02,578 and during 

1970- 71 Rs. 75,37,498. 

(e) Yes, Sir, tbere are some armed 
smugglers operating on this border and 
there have been a number of assaults on 
the Customs staff. The following steps have 
been taken to deal with the armed 
smugglers : 

(i) Arrangements have been made for 
the supply of rifles and revolvers to 
the Customs Preventive parties on 
the Indo-Nepal Border. 

(ii) The-man power in the preventive 
parties has been increased. 

(iii) One Company of C.R.P. has been 
deployed in the Forbesganj 
Division of Patna Collectoratc for 
prevention of jute smuggling to 
Nepal. 

(iv) A platoon each of C.R.P. Personnel 
has been temporarily diverted for a 
few months to the Muzaffarpur and 
Motihari Customs Divisions for 
prevention of smuggling. 

(v) Close liasion is maintained with 
the State Police Authorities on the 
Indo-Nepal border to provide help 
and protection to the Customs 
Staff engaged in the prevention of 
smuggling.

The Company Law Board 
while approving the appointment and the 
salary stipulated a condition that the total 
remuneration of each Managing Director 
by way of salary and commission shall not 
exceed Rs. 1,20,000/- per annum. This 
restriction was challenged by the company 
on the ground that it is contrary to the, 
provisions of sections 198 and 309 of the 
Companies Act which permit managerial 
remuneration upto 5 % of net profits for 
one Managing/Whole-time Director and 
10 % of net profits in the case of more 
than one Managing/Whole-time Directors. 
The Division Bench of the Delhi High 
Court upheld the contention and declared 
that the administrative ceilings are void 
in law, being contrary to the statutory 
provisions of sections 198 and 309. Govern¬ 
ment has decided to prefer an appeal 
against this judgement to the Supreme 
Court and an application for certificate 


of fitness and interim stay has already 
been filed.

Punishment to Smugglers 

2432. SHR1 RAJOEO SINGH : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether in certain cases, only the 
smuggled goods are seized and the smugglers 
are not arrested ; and 
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(b) ifso, whether Government propose 
to make stnaggling a ‘non-bailable offence’ 
and ensure that those who are caught on 
a charge of smuggling are severely punished ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH) : (a) Except where the 
value of smuggled goods is small, all practi¬ 
cal attempts are made to arrest the 
smugglers. 

(b) The penalties prescribed under the 
Customs Act, 1962 for smuggling offences 
arc quite severe. In addition to confisca¬ 
tion of goods penalty upto five times the 
value of the goods can be imposed on the 
person concerned in the smuggling of goods. 
Further, on prosecution under section 13S 
of the Customs Act, the smuggler may be 
sentenced to 2 years’ imprisonment. In 
case of offences relating to goods to which 
section 123 applies, (namely, gold, diamonds, 
manufacture of gold or diamonds, watches, 
cosmetics, mechanical lighters and flints 
therefor, playing cards, blades, cigarettes, 
transistors and radioes, synthetic yarn and 
metallic yarn, fabrics made wholly or mainly 
of synthetic yarn,) imprisonment upto 5 
years may be awarded where the Indian 
market price of the smuggled goods exceeds 
Rs. 1 lakh. Because of this provision for 
five years’ imprisonment, in all such cases 
of smuggling the offences are already non- 
bailable in terms of the provisions of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure. 

Higher Rate of Interest on Loans given 
by Banks to Industries. 

2533. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether the banks are now charging 
interest at the rate of 13 per cent per annum 
on loans advanced to industries; and 

(b) whether this will adversely affect 
the growth of industries ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) and 
(b). Following the increase in bank rate 
from 5% to 6% scheduled commercial 
tanks also realigned their rates of interest. 


At present the larger banks are ordinarily 
charging 10^% to 12% and 9% to 10|% 
rate of interest on their advances to' large 
scale industries and small scale industries 
respectively depending on the merit of each 
case.It is possible that in some oases a rate 
of 13% is also charged depending on the 
circumstances. 

The increase in the rates of interest in 
most cases is only marginal and' the pro¬ 
portion of rise in the rate of interest to total 
expense of industries is not so significant 
as would adversely affect the growth of 
industries. 

Recruitment in Public Sector 
Undertakings 

2535. SHRI CHINTAMANI PANI- 
GRAHI : Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to stale :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

GANESH): (a) Government have issued 
instructions to all Central Government 
industrial and commercial undertakings, 
which require that all recruitment to posts 
carrying a salary of not more than Rs. 500/- 
per month is made through the local employ¬ 
ment exchange and recruitment from other 
sources is resorted to only if the concerned 
employment exchange gives a "Non-availa¬ 
bility certificate”. 

(b) The above instructions apply only 
to Central Government industrial and 
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commercial undertakings, including those 
]ocate4 Orissa. Similar instructions exist 
that the local Employment Exchanges should 
be utilised for recruitment to posts other 
than the .posts filled through the Union 
Public Service Commission in all Central 
Government offices and establishments. As 
regards the nationalised banks, they notify 
vacancies to the Employment Exchanges as 
stipulated under the Employment Exchanges 
(Compulsory Notification of Vacancies) Act, 
1959 and give due consideration to the 
candidates sponsored by them. 

(c) Yes, Sir, 

(d) Does not arise.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP EDUCATION AND

SWAMY) : (a) Statistics available with the 
Central Bureau of Correctional Services for 
the period from 1961 to 1965 indicate that 
persons below the age of 21 who were 
imprisoned was 17.1% in 1961 and 18. 8% 
in 1962. The percentage had come down 
to 17. 6% in 1965. 

(b) A variety of factors are involved 
in the etiology of crime and delinquency. 
By and large, rise in population, rapid 
unbanisation and widespread unemployment 
would appear to be the main factors. 

(c) Social Defence is the responsibility 
of the States. However, the Department of 
social Welfare has been impressing upon the 
State Governments the need for enactment 
and enforcement of Children Act, Probation 
of Offenders Act and Borstal Schools Act 
and expansion of services under them. The 
Department has also been impressing upon 
the State Governments to introduce and 
expand welfare schemes for children for 
preventing juvenile delinquency.

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Persons died of Accidents in Jamb 
Milia University Campos 

2539. SHRI ACHAL SINGH: Will 
the Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANS¬

(a) According to the Delhi Administration, 
no fatal accident occurred in the Jamia 
Milia University Campos during the last 
three years (i.e. 1968-69, 1969-70 and 

1970-71). However, on the Okhla Road, 
which is an approach road and main road 
to that Campus, four fatal accidents took 
place during the above period. But the 
vehicles of Ms/. Niamutullah, Prsriyit Singh 
and Company, Jamna Sand Supply Company, 
Okhla, were not involved in any of these 
accidents. 

(b) Four persons were kilted in the 
accidents mentioned in part (a), 

(c) The Delhi Administration have 
reported that the District Magistrate, Delhi, 
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has restricted the. movement of heavy 
transport vehicles on the Okbht Road 
from 7*00 A.M. to 8-30 A.M. and 
1*30 P.M. to 2-30 P.M. tp ensure the 
safety of school children during the boors 
of their arrival and departure from schools. 
Further, restrictions on speed limits have 
been imposed, on the entire stretch of the 
Okhla Road at 34 K..M. per hour for all 
types of motor vehicles, as against the 
normal speed limit of 40 K.M. per hour 
and above.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): (a) to (e). 
Under the lead bank scheme formulated 
in December, 1969, almost all the districts 
of the Indian Union including the District 
of Darbhanga in Bihar have been assigned 
to one or two existing major banks, (mostly 
public sector banks) for assuming the 
main responsibility for quickening the pace 
of banking operations in each district. 

One of the major functions of the lead 
bank is to survey the concerned districts 
and identify areas of credit gaps and 
formulate schemes for extending credit 
to the neglected hitherto sectors including 
agriculture. 

It is too early to assess the extent 
to which the lead bank scheme has benefited 
the agriculturists of a particular district. 
The first task of lead bank is to identify 
growth centres which are in urgent need 
of banking facilities so that plans foJ 
opening bank offices in all such centres 
can be drawn up. Assistance to Agriculture 
and other sectors would follow the opening 
of bank branches in the interior of the 
district. 

Central Bank of India is the lead bank 
in the District of Darbhanga. Darbhanga 
.had 17 commercial bank offices in June, 
1969; now it has 24 offices of commercial 
banks of which 9 are of the lead 
bank. 10 more offices are proposed to be 
opened by the commercial banks in the 
district in 1971, of these 4 will be opened 
by the lead bank. 

There is no proposal to open offices 
of lead baiks on a sub-divisional basis 
as such. The lead banks are, however 
expected to have effective representation 
in their districts to enable them to discharge 
their responsibilities adequately.

The supply orders were placed simul¬ 
taneously with all the parties on 8.2.1971 
and they were requested to ensure supply 
by 15-3-1971. The first two parties men¬ 
tioned above accepted the order. M/s 
Young India Films, New Delhi expressed 
their inability to supply the films as they 
were not available in their ready stock. 
As regards M/s Ama Private Ltd., Bombay, 
supply orders had been placed with them 
for films of two foreign producers, namely 
Encyclopaedia Britannica Films (11 films) 
and G.B. Instructional Films (4 Films). 
For the former the firm had quoted prices 
15 % over those listed in the catalogue 
of Encyclopaedia Britannica Films, but the 
Department of Teaching Aids had asked 
them to supply these films at catalogue 
prices and the order was placed subject 
to their agreeing to this. The firm, however, 
did not agree to supply the films at cata¬ 
logue prices. In respect of the four films 
produced by G.B. Instructional Films, 
there was no dispute about the prices but 
M/s Ama Private Ltd., Bombay could not 
import the films from the U.K. and supply 
them to the Department of Teaching Aids 
within the time prescribed. This was 
perhaps due to the postal strike in the U.K. 
which was going on about that time. 
Under the circumstances, the Department 
of Teaching Aids decided to utilize the 


savings rendered above for the purchase of 
alternate films on Science from M/s National 
Education and Information Films Ltd., 
Bombay with the approval of the Council. 
However, the records relating to the present 
matter will be locked into separately at 
the time of conducting the technical exa¬ 
mination mentioned in the following 
paragraph i.e. (c) and (d). 

(c) and (d). All the prints of films 
supplied by National Education and Infor¬ 
mation Films Ltd., Bombay were thorouphly 
examined and checked for their technical 
quality by the experts of the Department 
of Teaching Aids and payments were 
arranged after satisfactory reports were 
received about them All the films are, as 
a rule, checked in this manner before pay¬ 
ments are made. However, in the present 
case, in response to an earlier letter received 
from the Honourable Member, this Ministry, 
in consultation with the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, will be 
carrying out a thorough technical exami¬ 
nation of the films received. 

(e) The Department of Teaching Aids 
had consulted the Principals of the four Regi¬ 
onal Colleges of Education about the titles of 
the films for which quotations had been invited 
from the parties. Of the films actually

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) and (b). 
Advances of the 14 nationalised banks in 
the State of Kerala, as at mid-September, 
1970, were of the order of Rs. 60 crores. For 
the public sector banks as a whole the 
advances in the State of Kerala amounted 
to about Rs. 78 crores. Deposits of these 
banks in the State of Kerala were around 
Rs. 87 crores. The credit deposit ratio 
percentage of the public sector banks in 
Kerala thus worked out to about 90% as 
against the all-India average of 80.3%. It 
would not, therefore, be correct to say that 
the advances made by the public sector 
banks in Kerala compare unfavourably with 
the advances of these banks in the rest of 
India.

The hunting of elephants, 
except those declared as rogue elephants, 
however, is prohibited throughout the 
country. 

(b) Since elephants are spread through¬ 
out the country, it is not possible to provide 
one single sanctuary for elephants. A 
number of wild life sanctuaries exist in the 
country where elephants are well protected.

According to 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Lists (Modification) Order 1956 the 
‘Semman’ community is a Scheduled Caste 
in those parts of Kerala which previously 


constituted Malabar district. The list of 
Scheduled Castes in respect of Kerala has 
not since been revised. 

(c) In the Bill which was introduced 
in the previous Lok Sabha for amending 
the lists of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes ’Chemman' along with ’Semman* was 
shown as Scheduled throughout the State 
of Kerala as synonym of ‘Chakkiliyan’. 
The re-introduction of the Bill, which had 
lapsed on the dissolution of the previous 
Lok Sabha is under consideration.

(d) According to the latest figures 
available in “Unesco Statistical Yearbook 
1969”, the number of book titles published 
in the U.S.S.R., U.S.A. and U.K. in 1968 
are 75,723,59,247 and 31,372 respectively. 
Information about the number of book titles 
published in 1969 and 1970 and the total 
copies of books in these countries between 
1968 and 1970 is not available. 

(e) According to the “Unesco Statistical 
Yearbook 1969”, India is the second largest 
book producing country in Asia after Japan 
and the eighth largest book producing 
country in the world after the U.S.S.R., 
U.S.A., U.K., Japan, West Germany, Spain 
ann France. 

This comparison, however, does not take 
into account the book production programme 
of the Peoples’ Republic of China, as their 
figures are not available.

S m u g gling of gold Into India and Silver 
out of the Country

(c) In view of the size of the country 
with its long frontiers and coastline, working 
out of a foolproof method of checking smug¬ 
gling of goods into and out of the country 
presents many intractable problems. How¬ 
ever, various administrative, legislative and 
economic measures have been taken to com¬ 
bat smuggling. Some of the important 
measures taken by the Government are as 
under. Systematic collection and follow-up 
of information, keeping a watchful eye on 
the suspected smugglers, rummaging of sus¬ 
pected vessles or aircraft and patrolling of 
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vulnerabte^Sectors along the coast and tile 
land fro after. Some senior officers of the 
rank of Collectors of Customs, Additional 
Collectors of Customs and Assistant Collec¬ 
tor of Customs have been posted in vulner¬ 
able areas to look after anti-smuggling work 
exclusively. Customs Act, 1962 has been 
amended making additional provisions to 
take special measures for the purpose of 
checking illegal import and export of certain 
commodities and facilitating their detention. 
The position is also reviewed frequently in 
the light of the information collected, for 
suitable action. 

Diversion of Deposits by LIC and Unit 
Trust of India with Banks 

2603. SHRI C. CHITTIBABU: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state :

deposits to parties other than banking ins¬ 
titutions and cooperative banks. From 
June 3, 1970, the Reserve Bank has permitted 
the LIC and the Unit Trust to receive in¬ 
terest on call and short notice deposits made 
by them with banks at rates ruling in the 
Inter-bank call money market. 

(b) No, sir. 

’ (c) and (d). As the scheduled commer¬ 
cial banks can secure call and short notice 


deposits from the LIC and the UTI in the 
inter-bank call money market the quantum of 
deposit with banks is not adversely affected. 
The banks, however, have to pay interest fp 
the LIC and the UTI at inter-bank call 
money market rates which t are generally 
higher than the rates admissible on ^savings 
and short-maturity deposits. Thus, the 
matter is one of adjustment in income and 
expenditure between two wings of financi al 
bodies, viz. on one side the scheduled com¬ 
mercial banks and, on the other, two long- 
term financial Institutions. 

Checking of Baggages of V.I.Ps. and 
M. Ps. by Airlines Officials

Nine scholarships 
under this scheme are available every year 
Though 9 candidates are selected every year, 
it is not always possible to find placement 
for them in their selected subjects in foreign 
countries and hence the shortfall during 
the three years. It is also to be noted 
that during the last three years one 
Scheduled Caste candidate was selected on 
merit basis for scheme number one 
mentioned above.

(b) The University has not considered 
the National Diploma in Commerce as 
academically equivalent to its B. Com. 
degree for the purpose of admission to the 
M. Com. Course. The University, however, 
under a temporary Ordinance (1968) made 
a special provision for the holders of the 
National Diploma in Commerce to either 
appear for the B. Com. degree examination 
of the University or to sit for an entrance 
test for admission to the M. Com. course, 
after undergoing a course of instruction of 
two academic terms in both cases. 

(c) No spccifi scheme has been received 
from the University. The proposal is still 
under the consideration of the University. 

(d) A number of Indian universities 
have recognised the National Diploma as 
equivalent to their B. Com degree for 
purpose of admission to postgraduate 
courses in commerce. National Diploma 
holders can seek admission to these univer¬ 
sities for continuing their studies for the 
M. Com. degree.

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch-Behar): What about Cooch-Behar ? 

I wish to make a humble submission. 
We do not understand what is the purpose 
of tabling calling attention motions if this 
is the type of answer that is to be given. 
I would seek your protection in this 
regard. If you kindly go through the 
statement of the Minister, you will find that 
it is just a catalogue of events and nothing 
more. Is this the only function of the 
Minister, to present a catalogue ? Are we, 
the members here, and the people outside 
not entitled to know what Government is 
doing about this matter 7 But about that, 
nothing has been said. This is very 
reprehensible I think Government should 
be asked by you to come prepared with a 
better statement in reply to future calling 
attention notices. 

In the statement it has been said that 
severe floods took place in various places, 
and particularly in North Bengal between 
the 3rd and 8th June. But what about 
the damages or loss of property ? Nothing 
has been mentioned. This simply shows 
that the hon. Minister is very complacent 
about the flood situation in North Bengal 
as also the other parts of India. But the 
Minister should know that this complacency 
will not be excused by the turbulent 
rivers. The time will come when the 
Minister and the Government will be washed 
away unless they take drastic steps now. 

It is reported in almost all the news¬ 
papers that about 30,000 people were forced 
to leave their homes in North Bengal, 
about 800 acres of peddy land eroded and 
160 houses were washed away. The hon. 
Minister has not said anything about that. 

We know what happened in the great 
October flood of 1968. When that shock 


has not subsided, we find particularly 
in the Jalpaiguri District this further danger 
and devastation, even though the Govern¬ 
ment is sitting tight and doing nothing. 

It has been announced that the North 
Bengal Flood Control Commission would 
be formed, and a small office has been 
opened, I would like to know whether 
this Commission has started functioning 
in the North Bengal area to control the 
floods, and whether the hon. Minister is 
aware that a scheme was taken up as 
long back as 1969 at the Irrigation Ministers’ 
Conference held in Simla to control 
the North Bengal rivers ? The estimated 
expenditure under this scheme for the 
various rivers was as under : 

Master plan for 

Teesta river ... Rs. 114 crores. 

Master plan for 

Jaldhaka river ... 9.41 crores. 

Master plan for 

Roydok river ... 30.85 crores. 

Master plan for 

Torsha river ... 28.30 crores. 

Master plan for 

Mahendra river ... 1.82 crores. 

The total comes to Rs. 184.38 crores. 

May 1 know whether this entire amount 
of Rs. 184.38 crores for the work of the 
North Bengal Flood Control Commission 
has been sanctioned by the Government 
of India 7 

The hon. Minister said that certain 
actions have been taken to control the flood 
fury of the North Bengal rivers. Besides 
the expansion of the rail and road bridges, 
what were the other suggestions made by 
the Technical Committee in 1969 ? In 
this connection, may I know whether the 
flood protection scheme by an effective 
armoured embankment in that area from 
Mandalghat and Jalpaiguri town of Beltali 
and Jbar Singheswar was sanctioned, but 
suddenly for God knows what reasons, 
the officials stopped the work at Ribigapj ? 
As a result, serious apprehensions have 
appeared in the minds of the local people 
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there, f f this scheme is not extended upto 
Beltali and Jhar Singheswar as originally 
proposed, the entire area of Hatdibari, 
Dewaganj, Hemkumari etc., will be washed 
away during the monsoon period. I would 
appeal to the Minister that the original 
scheme be implemented.. 

Lastly, I would like to know what steps 
have beat taken to give relief, house 
construction and other kinds of relief, to the 
30,000 people who have been forced to 
leave their hearths and homes in North 
Bengal. 

Lastly I would like to know whether 
he is thinking in terms of giving certain 
permanent relief not only by the construc¬ 
tion of the flood protection scheme but 
also by initiating a scheme, flood insurance 
scheme, in areas which are affected by floods 
and people in those areas who want 
to insure their life and properties insured 
may do so. Is the Government thinking 
on these lines ? 

SHRI B. N. KUREEL : I have already 
stated that the Government has got a 
national flood control scheme and I also 
stated that it has got three phases, imme¬ 
diate, short term and long term. The 
long term scheme will take about 30-40 
years. That is the plan. At present schemes 
to give immediate relief are taken. He 
asked about the persons who had been 
evacuated from that place. The State 
Governments are making estimates and 
other things and when they ask for help 
from the Central Government certainly we 
shall look into this. The hon. Member 
has given certain details. We shall see 
that this part of the country does not get 
washed away by the rivers. We shall make 
all efforts to control it. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : The 
specific question was whether Rs. 184,28 
crores had been sanctioned. 

‘ SHRI B. N. KUREEL : That plan 
has been prepared, but as I said it is a long 
term policy ; it will take a long time 
to spend this amount.

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Sir, subject to our fundamental opposition 
to the Bill as a whole, I am seeking to get 
some of these clauses amended by moving 
these amendments. While doing so, I do 
not commit myself or my party to the 
principles underlining this Bill. 

My one amendment seeks to delete Sub¬ 
clause (1) of clause (a), the relationship of 
India with any foreign powers. If the 
object of the Bill, as was stated by Shri Pant 
yesterday, was only to maintain internal 
security, why should this clause be there ? 
Clause (3) has been resurrected word by 
word from the Preventive Detention Act, 
1950. Yesterday I was listening to the 
speech of Shri Pant. After this massive 
mandate obtained by the party there should 
be no need for such a Bill. For more than 
a year there was no such Act and the ' 
government had functioned. Then, for more 
than one and a half months you had it 
by means of an Ordinance. Can the 
government tell us that duting the period 
of one and a half months there was im¬ 
provement in the situation described by 
Shri Pant yesterday ? 

* 

This is not a law and order problem 
measure. This has been them even during 
the days of the British. After that we 
had it in 1950 under the name Preventive 
Detention Act. This Act has been directed 
against my party for the last 23 years. 

I have suffered this preventive detention. 

I have suffered preventive detention under 
the British rulers, under the Congress 
regime, as late as 1962-63 aq.d very recently 
under the DMK rule I have seen what 
a prison is. 

Why should this government, which 
claims to build socialism in this country, 
seek to include in this enactment 
relations with foreign powers, maintenance 
of public order, maintenance. of supplies 
and essential- services to the community 7 
' What does it mean 7 Can you say that 
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[Shri M. Katyanasund&r&m] 

the anactmefct is concerned only with the 
security of the State ? No, it is not con- 
fined to the security of the State aione. 
Because of the inclusion of maintenance 
of public order here, any strike of the 
railway or posts and telegraphs employees 
can be declared as interfering with the 
maintenance of public order and the strike 
can be banned and the leaders of the strike 
arrested. Similarly, maintenance of supplies 
essential to the community is included 
here. Now that the budget is passed, 
government anticipate trouble from the wage- 
earners because they have refused to raise the 
dearness allowance of the Central Govern¬ 
ment emyloyees. Mills are being closed 
creating unemployment. Landreforms are not 
being effectively implemented, creating dis¬ 
satisfaction among the peasants. So, more 
than any trouble in the borders, government 
anticipate more trouble from the workers 
and peasants inside the country who agitate 
for their just demands. Because of the 
assurances given by the ruling party during 
the elections the workers and peasants and 
middle class employees were expecting 
much from the government. Now they are 
disaopointed. So government anticipate 
trouble from the Central and State Govern¬ 
ment employees, workers and peasants. 
This Act is only intended to suppress those 
struggles of the workers and peasants and 
not to defend the country or to certain 
internal securiiy. 

Even if there are any forces which have 
something to do with violence, they have 
a misconceived idea about revolution and 
they are not so serious. Do not try 
to magnify it. The problem of Naxalbari 
is sought to be magnified only to suppress 
all genuine struggles of the workers and 
peasants in our country so that the land¬ 
lords and the capitalits class can be allowed 
to swindle the 55 crores of people and their 
labour. 

There is no change from the original 
Preventive Detention Act, which was clearly 
directed against the workers and peasants 
and the Communist Party. The same 
thing is continued. What is the change ? 
The ruling party spoke so much about 
polarisation and the need to fight against 
right reaction, Now what is happening ? 


By this Act they are only going to strerg- 
then the reactionary forces, the capitalist 
exploiters, both outside and inside. 

But I want to tell them one thing. Let 
them not think that they wifi succeed in 
suppressing the movement with this Act. 
We have faced even worse Acts and re¬ 
pression. The workers and peasants of 
this country know how to defend them¬ 
selves, either with this Act or without 
this Act. Do not rely on this Act, the 
Police and bullets. 

What is called for is a change in your 
policy if you want to succeed in main¬ 
taining peace and internal security. Do not 
blame our people. Our people have shown 
their sense of patriotism twice recently, 
in spite of this Government’s policy. So, 
do not blame the people. Examine the 
policies that you are pursuing in the sphere 
of economy. 

I am opposed to this clause as a whole 
but at least if they accept these amendments, 
they can go to the people and tell them 
that this is not directed against the 
workers, peasants or the political oppo¬ 
sition ; this is intended only for internal 
security.

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SHRI DENEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
In clause 3, l want that “maintenance of 
public order” should go. This is the most 
elastic thing/' For anything, anybody can be 
detained under this. For any doubt, a 
man can be brought under detention if 
this is there. 

Another thing is that “maintenance of 
supplies and services essential to the com¬ 
munity" should go. There are enough laws 
already existing under which this can be 
controlled. But if you put this thing here, 
it means that the intention of the Govern¬ 
ment is to see that there is no trade union 
movement by the workers who are engaged 
in supply work and-in any essential services. 
So, this should also go. 

Then, about giving powers to District 
Magistrate and Additional District 
Magistrates, I say, they are no better than 
rubber stamps. I have met many District 
Magistrates with so many cases of P.U.A. 
Act under which more than 300 persons of 
my party have been arres'ed in West Bengal. 
In almo? all the cases, the orders have been 
passed by District Magistrates as if they have 
nothing to do but simply to put their 
signatures down below the cyclostylcd order 
brought before them by the police autho¬ 
rities. In almost all the cases, this order 
has been served only to victimise and 
harass the political opponents, specially, the 
C.P.M in West Bengal. 

I could have produced facts before this 
House that almost all these people are con* 
nected with trade unions, working classes 
and the movements for the upliftment of 
rural people. We know that the real anti¬ 
social elements are not arrested. But the 
persons who are doing some political activity 
are arrested simply on concocted charges. So, 
1 want to say very categorically that no 
power should be given to District Magistrates 
and Additional District Magistrates who arc 
always busy to oblige the Government. I 
want that the power that has been given here 
should not be. there. 

Down below I have another amendment 
that in no case anybody should be detained 
for more than five days and after five days, 
that man who is detained should be produced 
before a court of law and full opportunity 


should be given to ;htm to 1 defend hknietf and 
the Government if it had. any complaint 
against that particular detenu, must alsdoome 
forward with full facts and the detenu should 
be given opportunity, to defend his case and 
in no case a person should be detained for 
more than five days. After five day ii he 
should be brought before a court of law to .be 
tried under the existing law. 

These are my amendments with regard 
to this clause. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : My amendment 
is that after clause 3, sub-clause (1) insert: 

“Provided that no order of detention 
shall be passed in respect of an Indian 
national if measures under the' existing 
law would meet the needs for which 
detention order is proposed ; 

Provided further that no order of 
detention shall be made without the 
unanimous endorsement of the Com¬ 
mittee comprising of seven Lok Sabha 
Members representing all the political 
parties. 

(IA) The detaining authority shall give 
reasons as to why such measures 
were not found sufficient ; 

(IB) The detenue shall have a right of 
appeal against the order passed 
under clause (b) of sub-section (1) 
of section 3 to the Parliamentary 
Committee.” 

Sir, 1 am totally opposed to this Bill as 
it is more draconian than any law that has 
been passed so far. Even under Sec. 44 of 
the Defence of India Act the British gave 
some rights and it is said thai the executive 
cannot suddenly come in and daim the right 
to wield absolute and arbitrary powers not 
even during war time. Then Sec. 44 says : 

“There should be interference with the 
liberty of the citizens of India as little 
as possible," 

Even under the Defence of India Rules 1962, 
Rule 30 provides for lesser restrictions on 
the liberty and movement of a citizen. 


V». 
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Sd, even under the British regime, they 
had given certain rights, and the restrictions 
were somewhat lessened by the 
provision of Sec. 44. Now, here absolutely 
no such measure has been taken and the 
Bill contemplates that the executive authority 
shall assume all the powers—judicial, 
administrative and executive and ride 
roughshod and they can do and undo things. 

I would just remind the hon. Minister that 
out of 87 people who were detained under 
the P. D. Act, there is not a single profiteer. 
There is not a single hoarder. There is not 
a single smuggler. There is not a single 
person who was indulging in espionage 
activities. So, it is all a clear case of 
political vindictiveness against the leftist and 
progressive forces and in my own State of 
Orissa, 27 CPI Members were detained 
during the Chinese aggression absolutely 
without any reason and specially when we 
held the first meeting of the kind denouncing 
the Chinese attack and six moths thereafter 
27 members of our Party including the 
Party Secretary were put under detention. So, 
our past experience is bitter and after the 
massive mandate they won which they say 
they won for liquidating poverty, they are 
now going to liquidate the very liberty of the 
citizen of free India by this very Bill. 

So, while opposing this, I also appeal to 
Hon. Members of the House, that in view of 
the reassurance given by the Minister that this 
arbitrary power will not be abused, let it be 
put statutorily in the Bill so that it may be 
a safeguard and I request them to support 
my amendment. I hope this will be accepted 
even by the Treasury Benches. 

SHRI N. K. S HARM A : I have already 
moved my amendment No.65 It is a formal 
one. This relates to * Clause 3. The Bill 
gives powers to Commissioner of Police, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and Hyderabad. 
With the contemplated change in Criminal 
procedure Code it is likely that more places 
may be required where they may be posted 
• as and when necessary. So, I want to 
substitute—Commssioners of Police, wherever 
they have been appointed. This is more or 
less a formal amendment and I hope my 
friend Mr. Pant will agree to it. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 


K. C. PANT): I accept amendment No. 65 
of Shrt N. K. Sharma. 1 will surprise Mr. 
Dinen Bhattacharyya by aooepting his 
amendment No. 23. He wants that the State 
Government should communicate within 7 
days. In the Bill it is ‘as soon as may be'. 

I accept his amendment because it is a Central 
Act and Centre has responsibility to see 
these things. That point was made by 
several hon. Members. So, I would accept 
his amendment also. I heard the other hon. 
Members also very carefully. Shri M. 
Kalyanasundaram and Shri Dinen 
Bhaltacharyya said that this measure would 
be used against workers and peasants etc. etc. 
Shri Mr Kalyanasundaram said that we had 
said that there was need to fight against right 
reaction, but this would only strenghten right 
reaction. In this House, he usually refers to 
right reaction when he speaks of Shri Piloo 
Mody. In this case, he himself says that 
the opposition is cutting across party lines .. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
He has given them that opportunity. 

14.00 hrs. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There are different 
considerations which are impelling different 
parties to take different postures, but the 
fact of the matter is this. Can he cite a 
single instance where the Preventive Detention 
Act or the preventive detention measures 
have been used anywhere against the trade 
union movements.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipote) 

In hundreds of cases. I can show him 
hundreds of cases. What is he saying ? 
Why does he ask us to show them Here ? We 
cannot show them here. If he is interested 
in seeing them, I shall give him those cases. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am interested in 
knowing. But let me complete my sentence... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
The leaders of the Central Government 
employees were detained. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Let me complete 
my sentence. 

SHRI M KALYANASUNDARAM : 
We shall give him copies of the detention 
order ; he can examine them and he will 
find there nothing else but this. 
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SHRI K. £. PANT : If hon. Members 
do not want to listen to me, that is a diffe¬ 
rent matter. The Preventive Detention has 
not been used la any single case of a trade 
union movement or trade union activity 
which is legitimate. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA ; I 
shall give him two names. One trade union 
worker by name Sonar Bhattacharya was 
detained. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I was 
detained in 1953 for allegedly having told 
the workers to stage a demonstration before 
the office of the Indian Jute Mills Associa¬ 
tion. I was kept under preventive detention 
for three months for this. This was the 
ground brought against me The High 
Court released me eventually. What is he 
talking about ? Was that not a legitimate 
movement ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : This only con¬ 
firms that the safeguards are effective. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I want 
compensation for three months’ deprivation 
of my liberty. Will he compensate me ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : All these deten¬ 
tions have helped him to come to Parliament 
also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : we can give him hundreds 
of cases. Let him not tell us bogus things. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
He is not going to change his mind. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I began by saying 
that where possible, I was ready to accept 
some of the amendments. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Because it helps him. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If hon. Members 
have given an amendment, and I accept it, 
I think that there should be some apprecia¬ 
tion of that fact. 

There was reference to the relations of 
India with foreign powers, and some hon. 
Members wanted to delete it. I can only 
assure them that this provision.will be used 


extremely sparingly. We have not used it 
even in the past except on one occasion 
where it was found !o be necessary. We 
are not using this to curb criticism against 
foreign governments, normally, but there are 
occasions, and in fact, there was one 
occasion where it was found necessary to 
use this. I can only assure hon. Members 
that it will not be used unless it becomes 
absolutely essential. I can certainly give 
that assurance. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
There are other methods for it. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
That applies to all the clauses. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : With regard to 
amendments 9, 18 and 53 and so on, there, 
internal security and public order are 
involved. In the matter of public order, 
the Constitution has laid the responsibility 
primarily on the State Governments, and 
we are here to help them. After the Pre¬ 
ventive Detention Act at the Centre lapsed 
on 31st December, 1969, or rather before 
that, all the State Governments were asked, 
and as I had explained yesterday, being 
faced with the direct responsibility of 
law and order, all the State Governments 
barring one agreed that they needed such an 
Act ; it was only Kerala which said that 
they would only like this to be used for 
maintenance of essential services etc. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Which 
means that they were prodded by the Central 
Government. The Centre prodded them. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Not all the 
State Governments were run by our party. 
My hon. friend’s party was also in some of 
the Governments. Shri Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee’s party was also in seme of the 
Governments. Other parties were also 
there. But there was a difference between 
them and their parties. Those parties which 
had undertaken the task of Government 
were far more responsible and being faced 
with the direct task of maintenance of law 
and order, they were much more responsive 
to the needs of the situation. Therefore, 
the State Governments said that they would 
need the law. Today, these friends can say 
that they do not need it, but they should ask 
their State Governments or their members 
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who were in those governments and were in 
powerwby they had at that time felt the 
necessity for such a law. This is the real 
point that they will have to consider. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat) : I had 
quoted the statement of Shri C. Achuta 
Menon, Chief Minister of Kerala, wherein 
he has said that this is not needed in his 
State. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I mentioned that 
the then Kerala Government said they 
would like to confine it only to the mainte¬ 
nance of essential services etc. That was 
the communication which we had received 
at that time and which I placed before the 
House yesterday and today. As to what is 
their opinion today, I cannot say. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Can he place the whole letter before us. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: It is his own 
Government there ; he can get that letter. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
He is referring to the letter and says ‘you 
get it from the Government there’. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
He is distoring the letter. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There was a 
question asked why Commissioners of Police 
are allowed to use these powers. They are 
in fact more senior officers than district 
magistrates. If district magistrates can be 
accepted, we can accept the Commissioners 
of Police as well. They have to handle the 
law and order situation on the ground. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : A 
Commissioner himself was in the list of 
spies, according to the intelligence report of 
Shri P. K. Basu, DIG, I. B., he was in 
contact with the British secret service agent, 
Brig. Stevans. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Conspiracies are 
always in bis mind. 

Two amendments were moved for reduc¬ 
ing the period of 12 days to 3 days and the 
period of 22 days to 14 days. I do not 
know if my hon. friends realise the implica¬ 


tions of their own suggestions. In the old 
scheme, 3 days are given for the grounds to 
be communicated to the detenu and 12 days 
are given for the State Government to take 
a decision, either to approve or to disapprove. 
That scheme remains intact even here under 
ordinary circumstances. In extraordinary 
circumstances it will be extended ; within 
IS days he will have to communicate the 
grounds to the detenue and within 22 days 
the State Government must make up its 
mind. If they reduce it to 3 days, the 
detenue may not have a chance either to 
put forward his case or have that examined 
by the State Government. Surely they did 
not intend to deprive the detenue of the 
opportunity cither to put forward his case 
or for it to be considered by the Govern¬ 
ment. I am sure they did not mean this, 
but the amendment, if accepted, would lead 
to this. 

Then I am amazed that Shri Samar 
Mukherjcc, Shri Dincn Bhattacharyya, Shri 
Mohammed Ismail as well as Shri Vajpayee 
should have asked us to omit lines 9 and 
10. These lines enable us to use this 
measure against blackmarketeers, hoarders 
etc. I cannot understand why they should 
want this, of all provisions, to be taken 
out. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
‘Maintenance of order’ is a para brahma ; 
you can bring anything under it. 

v 

SHRI K. C. PANT: If you are 
opposed to the principle of the Bill, that is 
a different matter ; but having accepted the 
Bill in its principle, this should be the last 
provision to take out. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Let us know what he means by the term, 
‘maintenance of supplies and services 
essential to the community’. Can he categori¬ 
cally say that it would be used only against 
blackmarketeers and none else. If the 
railway workers, port workers, electricity 
workers go on strike, you say you will not 
proceed against them under this. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I have already 
said that this enables us to proceed against 
blackmarketeers, hoarders etc. I am 
surprised that they want this out.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : What is 
wrong with the Essential Services and 
Maintenances of Supplies Act already on the 
statute book f 

SHRI K. C. PANT : That is prospec¬ 
tive. Nobody seems to realise this difference 
between an act being committed and the 
court looking into it and preventive action 
to prevent the act being committed. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Has the 
Essential Services Act been used against a 
single blackmarketeer ? It has been in¬ 
voked only to crush strikes of port and dock 
workers, railway workers and so on. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : We on this side 
are second to one in this country in our 
concern for labour and this attempt to be the 
spokesmen of workers to attract publicity is 
not fair, 

Shri Panda's amendment also cannot be 
accepted because action under the ordinary 
law providing for penalties will naturally 
take time and preventive detention is re¬ 
sorted to where immediate action is called 
for to prevent mischief. I have been under¬ 
lining this again and again. 

Since we are short of time, 1 would not 
like to say anything more.

*SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, we are totally opposed to 
the Bill in full, and in our view it is blackest 
piece of legislation. I was myself a victim 
twice under such a law. For 150 years 
our country was cruelly subjected to the 
oppressive tule of British Imperialism. The 
people of our country, after a long and 
arduous struggle achieved Independence. 
But. fifteen days after declaring our country 
as a Sovereign Democratic Republic, i.e., 
11th February, 1950, 22 innocent and 
unarmed political prisoners in Salem Jail 
were killed. In Cuddalore also the pri¬ 
soners were shot dead. When this Govern¬ 
ment is armed with such powers, why should 
the Government be granted more powers, 
under a new law ? There is absolutely no 
need for such arbitrary powers. Every 
citizen of the country has the fundamental 
right to freedom for political activity. It is 
not proper that the political prisoners should 
be put in the jail without trial. Worse still 
is to confine such political prisoners in 
lock-ups, where they do not have freedom 
even to move around within the prison 
also. Hence my amendment not to keep 
such prisoners in lock-ups. They should 
be allowed to exercise their freedom. That 
is why I have moved my amendment and 
I hope that the Government will accept it. * 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
In my amendment which I have moved 
I have asked for the omission of "including 
conditions as to maintenance, discipline 
and punishment for breaches of discipline,” 
on page 3. 

Now, Shri Badrudduja has been arrested. 
Mr. Sasanka Shekhar Sanyal, his counsel, 
wanted to meet him in jail. He was asked 
to go there by the jail authorities, but on 
reaching the jail gate, Mr. Sanyal, who is 
also a member of the Rnjya Sabha, was 
told by the jail authorities that “the Secretary, 
Home Department, has asked us not to 
allow you to see Mr. Badrudduja.” This is

the discipline. Then, Mr. Sanyal asked 
him, “Under what law and under what 
rule you are asking me not to see Mr. 
fiadrudduja who has been arrested under 
mere suspicion and kept as a detenue ?”. 
The Home Secretary had no answer to this, 
and he only said, “I will ask the Law 
Department to inform you under what 
rule you are not permitted to see the 
detenu.” This is the condition ; this is the 
discipline imposed on (he detenu. So, I want 
to state emphatically that the authorities 
want the impose these rules and always 
use these rules according to their own 
whims, and the detenu does not get any 
opportunity to have even the minimum 
facilities, not to speak of a decent life, 
in the jail. So, I am moving this amend¬ 
ment in order that these things should go. 


SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
1 have given an amendment to clause 5. 
I am also opposed to the provisions of 
clause 5 as they are. Clause 5(a) says : 
“to be detained in such place and under 
such conditions, including conditions as to 
maintenace, discipline and punishment for 
breaches of discipline, as the appropriate 
Government may, by general or special 
order, specify It will lead to all sorts 
of discrimination from State to State. 
Already, the detenus in my State are classi¬ 
fied as C class prisoners. These prisoners 
are not even eligible for coffee or anything 
in the morning. They are treated just as 
ordinary criminals in some States. In 
some other States, there are two divisons — 
first class and second class. So, there should 
be uniformity, 

Thed, when you want to detain, only 
political prisoners are to be detained. My 
amendment only seeks to treat them as 
political prisoners. Cannot the Government 
go even to that extent ? Even in this res¬ 
pect, should we follow the old British 
tradition in the matter of treatment 7 Yester¬ 
day, I was astonished when the esteemed 
Minister of State in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Shri Pant, was quoting from Rajaji 
for justification. Rajaji has been discarded 
by history. And he is now quoting from 
Rajaji for justification. He said that he 
is more progressive than Rajaji. Today, 


he is quoting from Rajaji who in 1930 was 
holding a high position. 

Now, to maintain discipline, there are 
the jail manuals in ail the States. 
(Interruption.)

The jail manuals are there. The State 
Governments are competent to deal with 
any breach of discipline inside the jails. 
The rules are also there. Why do you 
want this to be specifically mentioned here ? 
If you want to improve it, it is all right. 
But this will make matters worse. Inside 
the jails, there has been shooting, there has 
been lathi charge. For instance, in the 
Cuddalore jail and in the Salem jail, the 
jail warders and the jail superintendents 
have been beating the detenus. I was one 
of those who was beaten. Every hair in 
my head was plucked inside the jail. These 
have happened in the past. Today, you 
are asking the jail authorities to behave in 
the same way as they behaved during the 
days of the British or in the earlier days 
after we achieved freedom. This clause 
should not be there in this Bill. 

Then, I have suggested that every person 
detained shall bo eligible to a reasonable 
allowance to be fixed by the concerned 
Government for the maintenance of the 
family and dependants of the detenu, which 
shall include the education of such children. 
When you deprive him of his liberty with¬ 
out any charge or conviction, should 
you not be humanitarian and give him this 
allowance, treating him as a decent h uma n 
being and not as a convict ? If you think 
that only by enforcing this Act you can 
maintain the internal security of the coun¬ 
try, revise your, budget and plan allocations, 
construct more jails and purchase more 
arms to be kept in jail for maintaining 
discipline. Jatin Das fought for the rights 
of political prisoners and died after starving 
for 57 days. You might not have known 
that history. An least read that history 
and bear that tradition. You are the son 
of an illustrious father. Don’t support this 
Bill. But if you are forced to do it, do 
not have this clause. Of, at - least accept 
my amendment. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, on the first 
point, there appears to tie an impression in 
the mind of my hon. friend that this 
measare is going to be used against political 
opponents. That is not so. As I explained 
yesterday, we are certainly not against 
political dissent, 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNOARAM : 
You said, this will be directed against 
Naxalites. Are they not political workers ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If they resort to 
violent means which may bring them under 
the mischief of this Act, certainly this Act 
will be used against them. We can have a 
regular debate on this if he wants, but there 
is a difference between political dissent and 
violent methods. Political dissent is the 
basis of democracy. But the condition for 
the success of democracy is that peaceful 
methods must be resorted to. If one 
accepts that violent methods can be used to 
subvert the State or change the Government, 
that is not a democratic method at all. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Even Gandhiji said, for self-defence, you can 
use violence. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There can be no 
confusion of ideas so far as this basic 
thing is concerned. We must ensure that 
violent methods are not used which would 
destroy the fabric of democracy. If this 
basic point is not clear to him, no matter 
what I say, I cannot explain our purposes... 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : Is 
not the jail manual adequate to maintain 
discipline ? Why have this clause ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am only trying 
to explain our approach to this problem. 
We in this country are proud of the freedoms 
we have. We have freedoms of association, of 
speech, etc., enshrined in our Constitution. 
We have just had an election of which we 
can be proud. Ours is the biggest demo¬ 
cracy in the world, so many people peace¬ 
fully taking part in the elections and 
expressing their political views through the 
ballot box. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Ha, ha 1 


SHRI K. C. PANT: Even the hon, 
member who says “Ha, ha” has been 
elected by the people. Or, does he believe 
in Mr. Madhok’s theory about chemically 
treated ballot papers ? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
You persuade Shri Gokhale to order an 
inquiry. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Therefore, we are 
proud of our record of freedom and demo¬ 
cracy in this country and I think we have 
to preserve this record. For this purpose 
if we have to encroach upon the freedom 
of a few individuals who are out to destroy 
this system, I think this House should not 
grudge this power. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : What is 
this long lecture about freedom and demo¬ 
cracy ? 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : I was detained in the Agaitala jail and 
even though I was a Member of Parliament 
I was treated. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Let him resume 
his seat. The Minister is not yielding. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : 1 am sorry to find 
that my hon. friend, Shri Indrajit Gupta, 
who is normally not agitated is today... 

( Interruptions) So many general remarks 
were made here during the course of the * 
discussion and I. have simply given the 
general approach of the government in 
this matter and Shri Indrajit Gupta, who 
is usually fair to the other members of this 
House is less than fair to me today. 

So far as amendment No. 13 is concerned, 
even under the Preventive Detention Act, 
1950 the question regarding the place of 
detention was left to be decided, according 
to the circumstances of each case, by the 
detaining authorities themselves and this is a 
reasonable arrangement and it worked satisfac¬ 
torily in the past. 

. So far as amendment No. 24 goes, if 
you accept this amendment then perhaps 
clause S would be left very very vague. In 
l,his context, a specific point was raised 
just now that tome counsel went to meet 
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[Shri K. C. Plant] 

Shri Badruddtija and he could not meet 
him. 

AN HON. MEMBER : He was not 
only a counsel but a member of the Rajya 
Sabha. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Whatever it Is, he 
went in the capacity of a legal counsel. 
We will have toenquire into this particular 
aspect of a counsel having gone and not 
being able to meet him. 1 shall make 
enquiries. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Why could they not be treated as political 
prisoners ? They should be allowed the 
courtesy of regular letters, interviews etc. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There is no special 
class known as political prisoners. 

So far as amendment No.25 goes, I do 
not know whether it has been moved. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I* has not been 
moved. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : So far as that goes, 
it is a suggestion for a new provision, I do 
not want to go into all the details though I 
have them here. This is essentially a 
matter to be decided by the detaining 
authority, having regard to the circumstances 
of each case. If at all it is considered 
necessary by the appropriate government 
to grant any such allowance, that would 
be in the nature of ex gratia payment. I 
cannot vouch for the fact, but I did make 
enquiries this morning as to whether the 
State Governments did make such ex gratia 
payments and 1 was told that they do it in 
deserving cases. I have asked for further 
facts. I cannot say anything more at this 
stage. 

MR CHAIRMAN : I will now put 
amendment No. 13 to the vote of the 
House.

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : In 
the case of a person wanted under the Act, 
if he goes underground, his property is to 
be attached and his family is to be teased. 
This is very atrocious. The property may 
be the property of the family. If a small 
peasant, who may be having two acres of 
land or a small hmfce to live in With his 
family, evades arrest and is not found 
they will attach his property and will tease 
the members of his family. This is all 
British tradition. We ate all shouting so 
much about Yahya Khan’s military atrocity 
in Bangla Desh. This is what is going to 
happen here if this measure is there. This is 
very bad and he should remove it.

fSHRI S A. MURUGANANTHAM : 


Mr . Chairman, instead of taking steps to trace 
the offender who has gone underground, 
what the Government want to do is to 
starve the family of thp offender by confisca¬ 
ting the property, which may rightfully 
belong to the family and not merely to the 
offender. During our Independence struggle, 
when non-cooperation movement and 
Satyagraha were taking place, the whole 
village was penalised for the simple reason 
that a person of that village participated in 
that struggle. The Government cannot 
confiscate the property of the family simply 
because they are unable to trace the offender. 
That is why I have moved my Amendment 
to omit the words "and his property” in 
line 34 on page 3 of the Bill. 

SHR1 K. C. PANT : I was listening to 
Shri Kalyanasundaram .who chose to refer 
to Yahya Khan’s atrocities in the context 
of this clause and his amendment. The 
only conclusion I can draw from that is 
that he is probably accustomed to over¬ 
stating his case, because this is a gross 
overstatement of any case that he might 
have. After all, here is a case in which 
after due processes of law the magistrate 
will issue a warrant etc, a man will go and 
try to arrest somebody. This man, who is 
sought to be detained under law, goes 
underground as he was about to say. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : I 
am not ashamed of that word. It is 
perfectly right to go underground if the 
police misbehave. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If he gets excited, 
he might give more away than he intends 
to. So, I think, he should not get excited. 

I was only saying that this man delibera¬ 
tely evades detention and, therefore, he 
does not allow the law to take its course. ... 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Because the law is bad. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : This is my precise 
point. If Parliament passes a law, you 
have to accept it. This is one of the 
disciplines of democracy. Whether you are 
on this side or that side, you must accept 
it. The day you-accept this, that day you 
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will be a true democrat, not till ’then. There¬ 
fore, this will have to stay.

This is the crux of the whole thing that 
I want to put before the House. The Bill 
empowers the executive authority to detain 
a man merely on suspicion and without 
giving him an opportunity to go to any 
court of law. My amendment is this that 
if anybody is detained, he may be put in 
jail for five days after which he must be 
brought before a court of law to be tried 
under the existing law. I don’t understand 
why the Government which is so proud of 
its big majority is afraid of giving a person an 
opportunity to be tried under the laty. 
Why should they not give him an opportu¬ 
nity to at least defend himself that he is not 
guilty of the charges which are brought 
against him and the Government should 
accept it. Hon. Minister, Mr. Pant is every 
time referring to democracy, liberty and 
freedom. Where will the freedom go if the 
little fundamental rights that we have in the 
Constitution are sought to be whittled down 
by this Bill ? 


“That Clause 7 stand part of the

So, my point is that a man who has been 
detained will after five days be brought 
before a court of law and an opportunity 
given to him to get the benefit of the existing 
law and all charges that are brought against 
him should be made known to him and 
after that, if he was found guilty, then you 
can very well put him in jail. I am not 
against putting anybody in jail if he was 
really guilty of any charge. Without 
establishing he charges against anybody, 
how can you detain a person year after year 
and there is no limit to the detention. So, 
while 1 oppose the whole Bill, I want to

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM 
A word. Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Time is very 
short. No, please. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
This is a fascist measure they are rushing 
through this House. Can't you allow us 
to say a word. Sir ? 

. MR. CHAIRMAN : Mr. Banerjee, 
kindly take your seat first. You had agreed 
that there will be guillotine after 2.30. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Not at all.

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
This is what hon. Shri Kalyanasundaram 
said yesterday ; 

“Let the Minister reply to-day and let 
Mr. Vajpayee also reply to-day. Let us 
take up the clause by clause consideration 
tomorrow and finish it by 3.30 p. m.” 

The Speaker’s ruling is : 

“The decision on time limit was un¬ 
animously adopted by the House Now 
I want to put it to the House.” 

.( Interruptions ) 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I don’t think 
the Minister of Parliamentary Affairs should 
be allowed to interfere with the proceedings 
of the House. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : As a 
Member of the Business Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, I made it clear to the hon. Speaker 
when he was in the Chair that the time will 
have to be attended. The ftbfase is supreme 
and it can extend the time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Mr. Kafyana- 
sundaram. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (Bcttiah) : The 
House never agreed for extension of time 
It was decided that by 3-30 P.M. the whole 
business will be finished. So, unless you 
take the opinion of the House whether they 
agree or not, how can the time be extended ? 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
You send the whole opposition out and have 
it passed. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : It does not 
depend upon the opposition ; the whole 
House does not mean opposition only. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
You called me, Mr. Chairman. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Yes, you may 
continue. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Clause 8 is very dangerous, especially sub¬ 
section (2) which says : 

Nothing in sub-section (1) shall 

require the authority to disclose facts 

which it considers to be against the 

public interest to disclose. 

Who is the authority ? The third grade or 
fourth grade police officer, who collects 
information That information will be piled 
up in the D.I.G’s office and cydostyled 
grounds will be prepaied and those grounds 
are put as vague as possible. 

MR. CHAIRMAN You are repeating 
the same point. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
I am not repeating. I had the privilege of 
being served with so many detention 
charges ; when I went through them, I 
found them all quite vague. The infofma- 
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tion is furnished by the Special Branch 
constable not even the Inspector. These 
are the facts. Even in respect of furnishing 
of the information, here you say, details will 
not be disclosed. Why should it be so ? 
Why should they be afraid like this ? 

If Kalyanasundaram happens to be agent 
of China, it is your duty to expose him 
before the people. Say, here is such and 
such evidence that Kalyanasundaram has 
such and such link with China. That is an 
honest way of dealing with political oppo¬ 
nents. I am not heie to shield anybody 
who is anti-national. Whoever may be in 
the Communist party, this country is his 
country. He is a citizen of this country. 
Only when he treats this country as his 
country could he come here. These police 
officers can make any number of concocted 
charges ; I have myself been a victim of so 
many concocted charges. Honest commu¬ 
nists are victims of so many such concoc¬ 
tions. You do not want to disclose the 
details. He cannot appeal against the 
police. Are you going to be defended only 
by the Police ? This Act is going to be 
implemented by the Police. This Act is 
going to be enforced by the Police. 
Grounds will be supplied by the Police. 
The Advisory Committee will become a 
farce. It will be guided by the Police. 
Government will be guided by the Police. 
You know the fate of those who were only 
guided by the Police. In this v way, you are 
not going to save democracy, but you arc 
destroying democracy. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The provision 
contained in sub-clause (2) of Clause 8 is 
based on the Constitutional provision con¬ 
tained in Art. 22(6). Even if this provision 
may not be used, it is essential in the public 
interest that the authority should be there 
for not disclosing facts which are considered 
against public interest to be disclosed. 
In certain types of cases, the facts cannot 
be disclosed in public interest. I do not 
want to specify those cases, but my hon. 
friends can understand the types of cases 
that I am referring to. In those cases, 
revealing the facts to the detenus can further 
jeopardise the interests of security. There 
are certain types of detenus under this Act, 
who can be made detenus, and if you reveal 
the facts to them, that can be a dangerous 
thing. Many of the reports are intelligence 


reports, and it may lead to exposure of 
sources for those reports. So, hon. 
Members can well understand theft there are 
various implications. But the facts are 
placed before the advisory body, and when 
my hon. friend says that the grounds are 
very' vague and very sketchy and so on, 
may I remind him that the Supreme Court 
has given various rulings on this, and the 
effect of it is as follows. Firstly, the grounds 
communicated to the detenus should be 
sufficient to enable him to make an effective 
representation and the court may examine 
whether the grounds are sufficient or not. 
Secondly, the grounds furnished should not 
be vague, and the courts can examine 
whether or not the grounds are vague. 
Thirdly, the grounds should not be irrelevant, 
and the courts can go into the question of 
the relevancy of the grounds. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
You will kick me inside jail, and you are 
asking me to go to the court even to know 
the details of the grounds. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am afraid that 
even in a murder case, when a man is just 
apprehended for murder, even hen, he has 
to be kept in jail. The arguments can go 
on, and sometimes a man goes in appeal 
right up to the Supreme Court, and some¬ 
times he has to spend one year in jail till his 
case is decided. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
But there arc specific charges against him. 
The detenu knows what the charges are. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am only 
pointing out that sometimes even under the 
ordinary law, detention is inevitable, even 
while the case is being tried. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE But he 
knows the charges. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : So, these things 
have to be seen in their totality, and the 
best way of preventing the mischief of this 
Act is to stay away from those activities 
which will bring the mischief of this Act 
into play. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I shall now put 
amendment No. 28 to the vote of the 
House.

Statement 

Sir, I beg to present the Budget of the 
State of Punjab for 1971-72. Sir, the House 
is aware that a Proclamation under Article 
356 of the Constitution was issued by the 
President on the 15th June, 1971 in respect 
of the State of Punjab. By virtue of this 
Proclamation the powers of the Legislature 
of the State are now exercisable by or

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under the authority of the Parliament. 
The budget of the State of Punjab 
for the year 1971-72 was presented 
to the State Yidhan Sabha in. January 1971 
and a ‘Vote on Account’ was obtained for 
three months i.e., upto the end of this 
month Accordingly, the State Budget for 
this year is now being presented to the Par¬ 
liament. 

2. The Budget Estimates for this year 
show a surplus on revenue account of Rs. 
12.01 crores; the receipts are placed at Rs. 
161.37 crores and the expenditure met from 
revenue at Rs. 149.36 crores. The revenue 
receipts compared with the Revised Estimates 
for last year show a shortfall of Rs. 3.36 
crores. But if the national recovery of 
interest arrears from the Punjab State 
Electricity Board (Rs. 9 croers) made last 
year by grant of equivalent loans is ignored, 
the receipts reflect an improvement of Rs. 
S.64 crores mainly under tax receipts and 
because of larger devolution from the 
Centre. The expenditure estimates of Rs. 
149.36 crores show an increase of Rs. 13.44 
crores over the Revised Estimates of 1970-71 
because of larger provision for Debt Services 
(Rs. 2 crores). Social and Developmental 
Services (Rs. S.83 crores), Irrigation and 
Public Works (Rs.2,29 crores). Road Trans¬ 
port (Rs.1.62 crores) and other items (R.1.70 
crores). 

3. The provision for capital expenditure 
is Rs. 22.06 crores as against Rs.16.17 
crores in the Revised Estimates of 1970-71. 
The current year is expected to close with 
an overall deficit of Rs.4.29 crores. This 
deficit, however, is likely to be covered by 
larger collection of taxes and devolution 
from the Centre. 

4. The Budget provides for an outlay of 
Rs.68.23 crores for the annual Plan of 1971-72 
which includes Central assistance of Rs. 20.20 
crores. The Irrigation and Power Sector 
accounts for 50 per cent of the outlay 
budgeted for this yeai, Agriculture and 
Community Development about 21 per cent. 
Road Transport and Social Services about 
26 per cent and the balance is spread over 
other sectors. 

5. The State’s economy has continued 
to make steady progress. Production of 


foodgrains during 1970-71 is expected to 
have reached 72.5 lakh tonnes against 69.6 
lakh tonnes during 1969-70. Increase in 
the production of wheat has been quite 
significant—50 lakh tonnes in 1970-71 against 
48 lakh tonnes in the previous year. The 
industrial sector has also achieved greater 
stability. The progress in these two sectors 
would have been more appreciable but for 
power shortage. 

6. For the construction of roads a 
programme of Rs.10 crores has been for 
mutated for the year 1971-72. Of this rural 
roads have been allocated a sum of Rs. 4.72 
crores. 6,131 villages have already been 
electrsfied and 86,917 tube-wells energised. 
With the commissioning of first unit of 
Guru Nanak Thermal Plant, apart from 
meeting the domestic and industrial demands, 
all the villages are expected to be electrified' 
and 1.2 lakh tube-wells energised. 

7. For the welfare of scheduled castes 
and backward classes, a programme for the 
construction of Dharamshalas and Chaupals 
has been launched and as many as 1600 
villages are expected to be covered by the 
end of 1971-72. A sum of Rs. 50 lakhs was 
provided for this purpose last year and a 
further provision of Rs. 50 lakhs has been 
made this year. The Punjab Scheduled 
Castes Development and Finance Corpora¬ 
tion has been set up to promote and under¬ 
take programmes of agricultural development, 
marketing, processing, supply and storage of ' 
agricultural produce, small-scale industry, 
building construction, transport and other 
business, trade, etc., for the welfare of 
Scheduled Castes. The Corporation will 
have an authorised capital of Rs. 5 crores.

Within 
five days after a man is detained, he must 
be brought to a court of law and tried 
by the court. In amendment No. 31, in¬ 
stead of the advisory Board, I want that 
the detenu should be given the opportunity 
to be produced before a court of law. They 
are asking for a detenu to be detained 
for 30 days even without giving any reason. 
My point is that you cannot detain 
a man without giving him the opportunity 
to be tried in a court of law. I have asked 
that instead of the Advisory Board, you 
must substitute a court of law, because, 
the man concerned, who is detained, will 
at least get the opportunity to be defended 
in a court of law, and as such I have moved 
these two amendments. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE

whole scheme of the Bill is that 
the cases of preventive detention should be 
reviewed by the Advisory Board and not 
by a court of law. That is the whole 
scheme of the Bill.

So, considering all the processes that 
have to be gone through, ten weeks is a 
reasonable period. 

So far as the question of lawyer is con¬ 
cerned, the amendment cannot be accepted 
as the presence of the lawyer before the 
Advisory Board will work a change in the 
entire relationship of the Advisory Board 
with the detenu. I would like Shri Vajpayee 
to take note of the fact that under this Bill 
the detenu is not debarred from seeking 
legal advice or drafting a representation if he 
is not educated or he has other difficulties. 
The lawyer can go to him. Only, the lawyer 
cannot appear before the Advisory Board. 
The Advisory Board is the custodian of the 
detenu and it is supposed to look after his 
interests. That is the scheme. The Advi¬ 
sory Board is not a court of law and its pro¬ 
ceedings are not open to the public.

Rule 26 of the Rules of Procedure clearly 
says : 


May I inform you that we have now got 
only one minute to half past three ? 

MR. SPEAKER : I have already exten¬ 
ded the time for this Bill. The private 
members’ business will be taken up after this 
Bill is passed and then it will have full two 
and a half hours. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : But, Sir, 
the proceedings here will have to be conduc¬ 
ted strictly under the rules and the rules say 
what I have said. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have already put 
it to the House, and the House has agreed, 
that the two and a half hours for the private 
members’ business will start from the time 
the Bill is passed. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, I rise 
on a point of order. No such decision has 
been taken. You in your wisdom, without 
taking the sense of the House,. 

MR. SPEAKER : I put it to the House. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : When 
did you put it ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, you in 
your wisdom, without taking the sense of 
this House, ruled that the House will discuss 
and finish this matter, taking as much time 
as it wants, and then the private members’ 
business will be taken up. Private Members’ 
business may come up at 4.30, 5.30, 6.30 or 
8.30. It is something extraordinary. When 
we on this side have cooperated with this 
Government on the last occasion in passing 
many Bills, it is a sad commentary on par¬ 
liamentary democracy. This is nothing but 
a sort of fascism.

MR. SPEAKER : Those against will 
please say ‘No’. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : ‘NO.’ 

MR. SPEAKER : I think the ‘Ayes’ 
have it. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: The Noes 
have it. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let the lobbies be 
cleared. 

The Lobbie have been cleared.

Bill.”

At tftj» stage, once again, we request you to 
please aHow this Bill to be taken up at the 
end of the Private Members' Business. You 
should not encroach upon the Private 
Members' Business. You will be setting a 
very . unfortunate precedent. This will 
become a bad precedent. It will upset ail 
the conventions which we have been 
following. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, the Minister 
of Parliamentary Affairs and many other 
friends who are in the House today were not 
in the House yesterday when this matter 
came up. After more than the allotted time 
had been spent, a demand was raised from 
the Opposition side that more time should 
be given. I think, Mr. K. N. Tiwary was 
in the Chair at the time and he asked the 
Government whether wc would have any 
objection. Then, some members suggested 
that the sitting of the House should be 
extended beyond 6 O’ Clock, that we should 
have an extra hour or so and finish it.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What is 
the use of passing this Bill ? You cannot

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, » 
rise on a point of order. If you kindly read 
Rule 93, sub-para (2) it says :

They have 
not raised any other objection in accordance 
with the Rules of Procedure and he main 
objection is that because the Rajya Sabha is 
going to adjourn on the 24th, we should pass 
this to-day.

I would like to assure my hon. friends on 
the other side that there is much more than 
a mere consideration namely that the Bill 
has to be passed by the Rajya Sabha also 
within time It involves a matter of under¬ 
standing too. We will have to work 
together. Yesterday you put to the House 
Sir, that the Bill has to be. (Interrup¬ 

tions) Let me have my say. You said 
that the Bill has to be passed within time. 
So we must pass this Bill to-day. And Mr 
Kalyanasundaram who belongs to Mr. 
Banerjee’s Party said, “Let us take up the 
clause-by-clause consideration tomorrow and 
finish it by 3.30 p. m. tomorrow." Mr. 
Vajpayee went to the extent of saying, ‘We 
will pass the Bill before the Non-Official 
Business is taken up tomorrow.’ This is 
the solemn understanding. This is the 
gentlemen's understanding. (Inter na¬ 

tions) It is much more than that. Do 
we work here on mutual confidence and with 
understanding of the minds of all. Or do 
we give assurances and back out of them ? 
We cannot break our conventions. We will 
have to work together. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Whatever 
you have read does not mean that Private 
Members’ Business should be ousbed out. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : For that 
Resolution we are prepared to sit till mid 
night.

That was not a promise on 
behalf of the Opposition. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
We just cannot make him our leader. Th*; 
Hon. Speaker is interpreting it in such a 
way as to make it a commitment of ours, , 
and that is simply amazing. We just cannot 
put up with this kind of interpretation of 
the Chair.

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha) : May I make one submission ? The 
suggestion just made by Shri Manoharan 
appears to be impracticable under the rules. 
The rule, as has been pointed out already 
says that the last 2$ hours are to be allotted 
for private Members' business, whereas under 
rule 15 you can decide up to what time the 
House is to sit. It need not be up to 17.00 
hours only but it can sit beyond that also.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The List 
of Business clearly says that private Mem¬ 
bers’ business is from 1.30 p.m. to 6 00 p.m. 
It is printed in the Order Paper itself 

SHRI A. P SHARMA (Buxar) : It is 
subject to change by (he House. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Rule 14 
says: 

"Unless the Speaker otherwise directs, 
sitting of the House on any day shall 
ordinarily conclude at 17.00 hours.”. 

MR SPEAKER : It is very clear that 
last 2| hours should be allotted for private 
Members’ business. Shri Jyotirmoy Basu 
says that it is sc' duled to start at 3.30 p m. 
But I stand by what they said during the 
last two days that this Bill should have been 
over by 3.30 p.m. But it is not over . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Then, it 
has to be guillotined. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : That means that 
yo* encroach upon private Members’ busi- 
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ness. Why do you encroach upon private 
Members' business 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I accept Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu’s suggestion to guillotine 
this and pass this, and then we can pass on 
to private Members* business. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Let them wait 
for another few hours before they can take 
control of that guillotine. 
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SHRI PILOO MODY : May I make a 
submission ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The House will finish 
this business today .. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I thought that 
you had allowed me... 

MR SPEAKER .* The hon. Member 
may please sit down. The House will finish 
this business today... 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Before you say 
anything, let me say a few words. 
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■ I think the row that has been going on 
about,time between Government benches and 
the Opposition should be resolved in a 
manner in which nobody feels that he is the 
aggrieved party. The Minister for Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs has read out certain things 
which seem to imply that the Opposition 
had committed itself to pass a particular 
Bill. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
We arc opposed to the Bill. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I do not think 
that the Opposition can ever be committed 
to passing a Bill by a certain time. There 
are contingencies of debate.

SHRI PILOO MODY : Because otlier- 
wise the Ordinance expires. I realise they 
have this particular problem. But I would 
like to appeal to Government through you 
that when they have such a mammoth 
majority, of which they are all very proud, 
let them be as generous as they should be... 
( Interruptions ) This debate has been as 
acrimonious as it has been for one reason, 
that the Minister has been so overwise that 
he will not accept any member’s suggestion 
on any ^»int whatsoever. I think part of 
the reaction that you see today is the result 
of that acrimonious attitude of the Minister. 

Therefore, appeal to him to adjust his 
mental thinking in such a way that he can 
still get the Bill passed through the Rajya 
Sabha, making the necessary concessions 
to the House here just now.

RESOLUTION RE : FEDERAL DEBT 
COMM ISSION— Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER : Further discussion of 
the Resolution moved by Shri Murasoli 
Maran. Shri Shivappa was on his legs. He 
is not here. The Minister may reply. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K.R. 
GANESH) : I have heard with great 
interest the various points made by hon. 
members on the Resolution moved by Mr. 
Maran. It is a very sensitive subject and it 
involves the relation between the Centre and 
the States. Harmonious relationship between 
the Centre and the States is very vital for 
}4fie functioning of our democracy. The only 
point I wish to convey here is that the 
formation of a Commission as suggested by 
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Mr. Maran will not serve the purpose 
which he has in mind. We have developed 
various institutions like • the National 
Development Council, the Chief Ministers’ 
Conference etc. This debate has now become 
a national debate and it is possible through 
the various instruments that our democntcy 
has evolved to come to grips with this 
problem and bring about a harmonious 
decision on this.

[Mr. Depuiy-Speaker in the Chair ] 

Having said this, I would like to coniine 
myself to the various points specifically 
raised by Mr. Maran. Before I do so, I 
would like to mention the various provisions 
that are there in the Constitution groverning 
the transfer of resources from the Centre to 
the States. The Constitution provides for 
both obligatory and permissive participation 
of the States in Union taxation. We have 
article 268 which fixes the duties levied by 
the Centre hut collected and retained by the 
States. We have article 269 under which the 
net proceeds of certain taxes which are 
levied and collected by the Centre are 
entirely assigned to the States. Under article 
270 a percentage of the net proceeds of 
income-tax is assigned to the States which 
is 75 per cent under the Fifth Finance 
Commission's award. Under article 272 a 
percentage of the net proceeds of Union 
Duties of Excise ‘may be’ allocated to the 
States —20% under the Fifth Finance 
Commission’s award. Article 275 provides 
for grants-in*aid by the Centre to the 
States for meeting their gaps on non-plan 
revenue account as assessed by the Finance 
Commission Article 282 provides for grants 
to the States for any public purpose. Article 
293(2) provides for loans being advanced 
by the Centre to the State Governments. 
The provisions in the Constitution have not 
so far proved insufficient to meet any 
legitimate needs of the State Governments. 
The elasticity of the Constitution to adjust to 
the various demands that might come up, as 
they have come up now has been discussed 
and commended upon by the Fifth 
Commission which states: 

“No such machinery for periodical re¬ 
adjustments has been provided fa any 
of the older federations. The only near 
parallel is the Australian Commonwealth 
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Grants Commission which examines 
adnuaily the plea of the claimant States 
of Australia for Commonwealth 

assistance.It has no power to 

suggest changes in tax sharing or to 
recommend conditional grants. Its 
functions are confined to recommending 
unconditional grants for a few States. 
The innovation of a periodical Finance 
Commission in the Indian Constitution 
has the advantage of making it possible 
to formulate periodically an appropriate 
oombined scheme to cover most of the 
transfers from the Union to the 
States”. 

This problem has been commended upon 
by the Administrative Reforms Commission 
in their report on Centre-State Relationships : 

"No Constitutional amendment is 
necessary for ensuring proper and 
harmonious relations between the Centre 
and the State, in as much as the 
provisions of the Constitution governing 
Centre-State relations are adequate for 
the purpose of meeting any situation or 
resolving any problems that may arise 
in this field”. 

Shri Maran has commended upon the 
decisions of the Finance Commission. The 
Finance Commission periodically appointed 
by the President under article 280 makes 
recommendations regarding distribution of 
Income-tax and Union Excise Duties 
between the Union and the States and 
allocation of States’ share amongst them 
and also about grants-in-aid under article 
275 to cover non-Plan revenue gaps of 
States as assessed by the Commission. I am 
taking the time of the House in going into 
details of that because Shri Maran has detlt 
at length with some of these problems The 
recommendations made by the Finance 
Commissions regarding devolution have, by 
convention, been accepted as awards by the 
Centre. 

The successive Finance Commissions 
have recommended progressive enlargement 
of divisible pool of taxes to be shared as 
well as States’ share therein and payment of 
grants-in-aid to States in need of such 
assistance. The Fifth Finance Commission has 
also included advance tax collections in the 
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tax divisible pool and the States wiii get 
nearly R$. 270 crores on account of arrears 
of such collections upto 1966-67 in three 
instalments from this year. Also the net 
collections of Special Duties of Excise will be 
shared by the States from next year, the 
States would get 20% of their net collections. 
The transfers from the Centre under the 
Commission’s awards have risen fiom Rs. 
386 crores in the First Plan to Rs. 4,266 
crores (eleven times) in the Fourth Plan. 
That Tamil Nadu has benefited from these 
awards need hardly be emphasized. Their 
share of Central taxes and statutory grants 
has gone up from Rs. 207 crores under the 
Fourth Finance Commission’s award to Rs. 
295 crores under the Fifth Finance Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations. 

Sir, Shri Maran has also mentioned 
that the States’ resources arc inelastic with 
the result that the major, or as he put it, 
the potent resources are with the Centre In 
our federal Constitution, our . financial 
relations have been developed in a manner 
which harmonises the interests of the resource 
mobilisation of the Centre as well as the 
demands and the needs of the States. 

One of the main criticisms of Shri Maran, 
and probably the major cause of his anger, 
was that the fifth Finance Commission did 
not take into account the burden on the 
State Governments as a result of the pay 
increase of the Tamil Nadu Government 
employees ; it has cost the State about Rs. 
22 crores. Here, I think he is not being fair * 
to the fifth Finance Commission, because 
the fifth Finance Commission took note of 
the recommendations of the decisions of 
some of the Pay Commissions which were in 
the process of being worked out in respect of 
many States As far as Tamil Nadu is 
concerned, the Pay Commission was 
appointed after the report of the fifth 
Financ: Commission was submitted. 

Therefore, the firth Finance Commission 
could not have taken into account what 
would have be;n the position, because the 
State Pay Commission was not functioning 
when the fifth Fin mcc Commission sub¬ 
mitted its report. 

Shri Maran has also referred to the 
Planning Commission, and has called it a 
monster which has overshadowed the Fin- 
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ancc Commission as a semi>constitutional 
authority. As I mentioned earlier, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission has also been given a spe¬ 
cial position in relation to our Constitution. 
He mentioned that liberal use of article 282 
has been made. When the Constitution was 
framed, the framers of the Constitution 
could not have visualised the tremendous 
amount of investments and Public spending 
that would be necessary as a result of various 
development projects in the wake of the 
successive Plans that we have. Therefore, it 
is inevitable, in the conditions of a growing 
economy, in the conditions of a vast econo¬ 
mic development and the problems that arise 
out of it, that the rights given under article 
282 should have been utilised in a liberal 
manner as they have been. I do not, there¬ 
fore, think that this should be a cause for 
complaint. Rather, a liberal use of the pro¬ 
visions and the rights under article 282 is 
very necessary in the coming developmental 
stage which our country would be definitely 
passing. 

Massive assistance had to be given to the 
States in the commencement of the first Plan 
for financing the State plans. The quantum 
of his assistance has risen from Rs 880 crores 
in the first Plan to Rs. 3,500 crores for the 
fourth Plan period. As in the case of trans¬ 
fers under the Finance Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations, the Union Government has not 
exercised any discretion in the allocation of 
Central assistance among the States, because 
the criterion, as the hon. House knows, for 
allocation of Central assistance to the States 
is worked out by the National Development 
Council. The National Development Coun¬ 
cil is a very high-powered body with which 
all the Chief Ministers of the various States 
are associated. Therefore, a high-powered 
body of this nature lays down the criteria 
and the Ceotral Government has invariably 
accepted them and the decisions given are on 
the recommendations of the National Deve¬ 
lopment Council. 

Shri Mat an was also critical of the allo¬ 
cation of Central assistance for the fourth 
Plan period for Tamil Nadu which was 
reduced from Rs. 250 crores in the draft Plan 
to Rs 202 crores Here again, the basic 
criteria for the allocation of Central assistance 
to various States have been worked out by 
the National Development Council on a 


principle that has been accepted. The Chief 
Ministers are represented on the National 
Development Counoil ; and it is not only 
Tamil Nadu but various other States also had 
their total allocation reduced, as a result of 
the working of these criteria. For instance, 
it has affected the Governments of Gujarat, 
Haryana, Kerala, Maharashtra, Mysore, 
Rajasthan and West Bengal. 

He referred to the allocation of 10 per 
cent of Central assistance on the basis of per 
capita income of the States, whose per capita 
income is less than the national average. He 
cited the case of Mysore whose per tapila 
income was more than the national average 
by Rs. 2 and of Tamilnadu, whose per capita 
income was more by Rs 16 He said, this 
is a very ridiculous position. The formula 
for distribution on the basis of ccatain cri¬ 
teria has been worked out by the National 
Development Council. Any departure from 
it would mean a lot of difficulties. Once the 
criteria have been worked out, they have to 
be accepted and implemented 

He said that State Governments are 
suffering from shortage of resources to imple¬ 
ment some of their plans. The House 
knows that the resources of the Centre itself 
are limited. The Central Governmcn 1 is 
called upon to look after the planning and 
development of the entire country. There is 
a point that in a large and vast country like 
India with its complex problems, centralised 
planning is absolutely vital in the present 
stage of development. What has happened 
is, as a result of certain factors, political and 
other, the States have not kept pace with 
the Centre so far as resource mobilisation is 
concerned. Certain States have given up 
the resources they have been mobilising, like 
land revenue, profession tax, e'c., for politi¬ 
cal and other reasons, It is not my inten¬ 
tion to cast any aspersion on the right of 
States to give up certain resources depending 
on the needs of (heir area, the complexities 
of their problems, etc. But they should 
understand that the Centre's resources are 
also limited. The Centre has been going m 
for additional resources mobilisation in a big 
way year after year, when the States have 
not been able to proceed in the same 
manner. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Sir, 
the time for this resolution has been exhaus- 
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ted. You know how important the next for this purpose which are usually headed by 
resolution is. offlicers of the Planning Commission. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER I know. 
You will get enough time. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Not only myself, 
but other members should also participate. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): I have to answer a very 
well-argued speech made by the mover and 
put the case of Government squarely before 
this House. During 1969-70 the target of 
additional taxation agreed to by the 
States was Rs. 122 crores. But they 
actually raised Rs. 52.37 crores. During 
1970-71 the actuals of additional taxation 
of Stales was Rs. 38.05 crores as against a 
target of Rs. 79.55 crores for that year. 
During the current year the proposals so far 
add up to Rs. 10.56 crores against a target of 
Rs. 34.50 crores. These are some of the 
facts which I have to place before the House 
in answer to some of the points which the 
hon. Member, Shri Maran, has raised. He 
also mentioned about accommodation, of 
Rs. 800 crores provided to certain States 
during the Fourth Plan period for covering 
their inescapable gaps in resources. The 
genesis of this arrangement has been explain¬ 
ed in this House more than once and it 
has been debated in various forms. The 
reappraisal of States resources made by the 
Planning Commission consequent on the 
Fifth Finance Commision’s award and other 
developments showed that some States would 
have genuine difficulties in financing their 
appproved Plan outlays. In this connection, 
Shri Maran mentioned that Tamilnadu has 
not received anything under the special 
accommodation. I think his facts were not 
so correct. Tamilnadu has received Rs. 7 
crores during 1969-70 to make up the 
shortfall in its resources for financing the 
plans approved by the Planning Commission. 

Apart from these, non-plan Joan assis¬ 
tance is given for specified purposes. For 
example, two-thirds of the net small savings 
collections are made over to States in the 
form of loans. The Centre does not use 
any discretion in allocating these funds. 
Again, for meeting relief expenditure-connec¬ 
ted with natural calamities, assistance is 
provided to States on the basij of recommen¬ 
dations made by Central Study Teams set up 


I now come to the States’ debt repay¬ 
ments to the Centre. In view of the phe¬ 
nomenal increase in the developmental work, 
both of the Centre and the States, it is 
natural that some of the States expenditure 
on plan as well as non-plan items may in¬ 
crease. Centre’s own debt has gone up 
from Rs. 2054 crores in 1950-51 to Rs. 
14,043 crores approximately at the end of 
last year. The increase in States’ debts is 
evidence of massive assistance provided by 
the Centre to the States for investment in 
their developmental outlays and creation of 
assets. If the loans given to the States 
which are primarily for plan purposes are 
utilised purposefully, they should generate 
adequate resources for repayment and interest 
charges. 

I now come to the terms of repayment of 
loans. The terms are by no means hard. 
Centrally sponsored schemes and Central 
Plan schemes are repayable in 15 annual 
instalments. Terms of loans out of small 
savings collections have been liberalised from 
1969-70. These arc now repayable in 25 
years in 20 annual equal instalments commen¬ 
cing from the sixth year of their drawal. 
The interest rate on loans to the Slates is 
also very moderate-4-®- per cent effective 
whereas the Centre itself is now raising loans 
at 5.1 and 5® per cent from the market and 
the cost of States borrowings from the 
market and other institutions is still higher. 

Another point that he raised was the 
debt burden position. He suggested that a 
committee should go into it. After a lot of 
discussion it was felt that the classification 
of schemes into productive and unproductive 
categories would also involve scrutiny of in¬ 
dividual schemes which would be contrary to 
the accepted objectives of allowing greater 
freedom to States in the formulation and 
implementation of schemes included in the 
State Plans. As a result of this, now block 
loans are given and loans are not tagged on 
to individual projects. 

He has also mentioned about the burden 
of the States in the matter of repayment. 
The total transfers from the States to the 
Centre by way of loan repayme nts and inte- 
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rest payments form only 15 per cent of the 
total expenditure of the States. In the case 
of the Tamilnadu it is only 11.6 per cent. 

He also mentioned that loans to Tamil 
Nadu from the Central were less than what 
the State Government had to repay and 
that this was a very funny position. The 
facts are as follows. This year Tamil Nadu 
assumed a credit of Rs. 143.53 crores by 
way of devolution, grants and loans from 
the Centre against which provision made for 
repayments to the Centre adds up to Rs. 
53.28 crores. Even if devolution is taken 
out, the transfer from the Centre to Tamil 
Nadu reckoned in their Budget of Rs. 69.34 
crores far exceeds their repayments and 
interest payments to the Centre. 

This position is true in the case of other 
States also. 

Having replied to some of the specific 
points that Shri Maran raised, I will not 
stand between the Resolution that Shri 
Samar Guha wants to move. I have only 
to add that this is a very sensitive question. 
A national dialogue is going on this. Our 
own democratic institutions have worked out 
various forms and institutional arrangements 
in which this question can be discussed 
There is the Finance Commission which is 
a quasi-judicial body. There is the Planning 
Commission and the National Development 
Council. This Parliament is there and there 
are political avenues available to the various 
States to take up this question. In the 
larger field of the country a national dialogue 
is going on. Having served the purpose of 
attracting the attention of this House by 
raising this very important question, I would 
request the hon. Member to withdraw this 
Resolution, because his main purpose of 
focussing attention on this problem has been 
achieved. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN (Madras 
South) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am 
grateful to the hon. Minister for the light 
he has thrown on this subject. He elabora¬ 
tely explained the status quo situation that 
is being maintained for the fund flow from 
the Centre to States or vice versa. The 
other day, when we discussed this Resolution, 
Members who participated in it all corap- 
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lained that their States were neglected and 
were backward. Even the hon. Member 
from Gujarat, Shri Desai, wanted to join the 
queue of backward States.

[Shri K. N. Tiwary in the Chair] 

Actually, on that day aU the Members 
had spoken for their own States ; in fact, 
my reference to Tamil Nadu provoked them. 
I am glad such things happen, because it 
underlines the fact that our country of such 
continental proportions is fit to be a federal 
country. If it is not federal, we should 
make it a genuinely federal country. But 
many people expressed doubts whether such 
advocacy for their own States would not 
weaken the foundations of the coun'try. I 
do not think so. 

The unity of the country is equivalent 
to a long chain. I think, the strength of the 
chain lies in the strength of the links. If 
everybody tries to strengthen the links, it 
means that the chain will be stronger. 

India is a backward State. I think, all 
the States are equally backward, but the truth 
is that some States are more backward than 
other States. But what should have been 
the ideal policy is that the federal government 
should give a helping hand to the backward 
States but, at the same time, should not 
restrain the progress or advancement of 
another State. 

The hon. Minister has explained how the 
funds arc flowing from the Centre to the 
States. There are four ways of transfer of 
funds. Firstly, there is the share of divisible 
taxes. Secondly, there are the statutory 
grants under article 275(1) which is taken 
care of by the Finance Commission. Thirdly, 
there are the discretionary grants under 
article 282 which is taken care of by the 
Planning Commission even though it has no 
constitutional authority. Fourthly, there are 
loans for capital expenditure which come 
under the Plans. 

Now, tire question is : Is there any cen¬ 
tral authority to look after all this ? The 
answfer is, definite no. 

We have a quinquennial body, a quasi- 
judicial body like the Finance Commission 
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to look after the non-PIan expenditure. Then 
comes the Planning Commission which looks 
after the Plan expenditure. So, overlapping 
of functions take place. What happens is 
this. When the States approach the Finance 
Commission, they all plead that they are poor. 
Even the rich States plead that they are 
poor so that they may get more. On the 
other hand, when they go to the Planning 
Commission, they say that they command 
rich resources so that matching money will 
come from the Planning Commission. In 
fact, what is happing is that these States are 
behaving like income-tax evaders. Somebody 
may be surprised at my remark because we 
are supposed to be the advocates of States. 

Why I am saying is this. When we ask 
for more powers, nobody need doubt that we 
are shaking the foundations of this federation. 
We are asking for more powers because then 
only the States can responsibly manage their 
financial efforts according to the promises 
given to the people by them during the 
elections. For the responsible behaviour of 
the States, that is very essential. 

Now, what is it the Planning Commission 
doing ? Even after three plans, even after 
two decades of planning, every State is com¬ 
plaining that they arc not getting enough. 
Every Stale is complaining that their State is 
being neglected. Why ? Our federal 
institution has so far failed to get an image 
of impartiality and independence. 

I would like to quote one authority here. 
On 3rd May, 1970, Mr. Morarji Desai, when 
he was addressing the Indian Parliamentary 
Association in New Delhi on “Centie-State 
Relations*’ made it very dear and he said : 

“It is true in the earlier years, there was 
not a regular system in this matter and 
that sometimes favouritism was shown to 
some people according to as the 
predilections of people lay." 

If it were a remark about socialism, we 
could ignore Mr. Morarji Desai's words. But 
he was holding a responsible position here. 
He was our Finance Minister and Deputy 
Prime Minister for so many years. He 
wanted to be the Prime Minister also. I 
give weightage to his remark because he 
speaks out of his experience here. He says 
that there was some favouritism. That is 
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why every State points a finger at the 
Planning Commission under the Central 
Government saying that favouritism has been 
shown one way or the other. 

The Statesman has given a news-item 
and, according to this news-item, Maharashtra 
had demanded Rs. 38.28 crores and now, 
for certain reasons, this newspaper says that 
it is going to have Rs. 49.10 crores. Next 
comes Uttar Pradesh. It is going to receive 
the highest planning assistance, that is, Rs. 
105.02 crores. This will be the highest 
amount ever given. 

So, as my friends point out, naturally the 
common man thinks that Maharashtra is 
being given because Mr. Cliavan is Finance 
Minister, that UP is being given because the 
Prime Minister belongs to that State and 
elections are around the corner. Suppose 
tomorrow if the Planning Commission gives 
Tamil Nadu more, even if it is legitimately 
due to it, our friends will say, ‘Oh. Mr. 
Subramaniam belongs to Tamil Nadu So he 
has given it more.* Why I am saying this is 
because we have not evolved any scientific 
criteria. The hon. Minister explained a 
great deal. It is so because the criteria is 
such. Wc do understand. But he has also 
said that the criteria have been evolved by 
the National Development Council and he 
said that is the highest political body in India. 
That is true. I differ *dlh him on this 
score. These criteria are hot sacrosanct; , 
They are not immutable. Everyday we are 
amending the Constitution for our 

convenience. So, if the entire nation thinks 
that the criteria evolved are not scientific or 
realistic, we should change the criteria. Here, 

I would like to point out as to how they 
have arrived at the criteria. 

Dr. Gadgil, the then Dy Chairman of 
the Planning Commission, was addressing a 
seminar in Bangalore. He explained the fact. 
He said that a snap decision was taken. A 
snap decision they have taken and 
implemented it. We find it is not 
scientific. It is not realistic. I think 
instead of maintaining the Status 
quo, we must arrive at some kind of a 
scientific, rational and realistic criteria. 

The oilier day when the DMK Members 
met the Planning Commission, we explained 
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to them that 80% is being distributed as 
P)an assistance' bh the basis of population 
and also the Minister of State was also there 
and we urged that due consideration should 
be given for States which are implementing 
the Family Planning programme. He said 
that the Cabinet is considering such a 
situation and they might evolve a policy soon 
and 1 expected a reply from the Minister to¬ 
day but he did not reveal it. 

Then the National Development Council 
at one time took important decisions even 
without consulting the State Legislatures. 
The Chief Ministers took a decision to give 
some of the taxing powers to the Central 
Government. It happened when ? When the 
mono-Party s)stem Mas existing—when the 
Congress Party was ruling here, there and 
everywhere. Now, the situation has changed. 
That is why Mr. K. Santhanam once 
described it as ‘Super Cabinet’ because such 
a decision was taken to transfer the taxing 
power from the State to the Centre. I don’t 
think it is a ‘Super Cabinet’. It is a 
magnificent zero because even the Five Year 
Plans are prepared in the Secretariats of the 
States and you know for years and years 
they prepare it. What happens ? The 
National Development Council meets very 
rarely. It meets according to the convenience 
of the Prime Minster and other Chief 
Ministers. The Pttfi which had been on the 
anvil for years together, they discuss it 
within four or five hours. They have no 
permanent Secretariat. So, snap decisions 
are taken. I think that criteria should not 
be continued because so many States have 
complained against it. I think the hon. 
Minister will consider this idea. 

I have been explaining how injustice is 
being done and how the States feel about it. 
Dr. Gadgit in his paper on formulating the 
plan has condemned horse-trading in respect 
of the First, Second and the Third Plans. We 
have heard horse-trading on in politics but, 
here, in finance horse-trading is going on. 
This very phrase was used by Dr. Gadgil. 
On what basis ? 100, 30, and 23 per cent 
grants are being given for dairy farms, 
poultry, and piggery. That percentage has got 
transformed in another year. It is a mystery 
even to Dr. Gadgil. One year they give 100, 
50 and 23 pd$ cent to dairy farms, poultry 
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and piggery and next year they suddenly 
reduce it. Even to Dr. Gadgil it is a 
mystery. So, I think care should be taken 
that such things do not recur again. So, the 
best thing would be devolution of plan 
resources. It should be regulated by statute, 
not according to the whims and fancies of 
the politicians, if I may say so. 

The hon. Minister made it very clear that 
the emoluments of Government employees 
will not be taken into consideration by his 
Ministry. 1 got an answer also. It has 
been the policy. I do accept. It was 
explained that at the time of the Finance 
Commission, we did not appoint such a 
Commission. I do accept it. If we had 
appointed such a Commission before the 
crucial date - the crucial date is before the 
appointment of the Finance Commission,— 
we would have got Rs. 25 crores, but, 
because we failed to appoint such a Com¬ 
mission we are not getting anything. 

The question is : Why did we not appoint 
such a Commission ? Because, we wanted to 
balance our budget ; we did not want to 
incur any overdraft with the Reserve Bank. 
That is why we did not appoint. They did 
not appreciate that. Even then we said, 
this is a fact, for 10 years we have not given 
any emolument increase, this should be con¬ 
sidered. We said, you may not consider it 
now, but at least give us the Grant under 
Art. 275 of the Constitution. It was not 
at all considered. I do not think it is a wise 
policy. 

I would now like to quote what Mr. 
Virendra Patil said when he was Chief 
Minister. He said : 

The Centre has been increasing the pay 
and other allowances of their employees 
unilaterally without even consulting the 
States—or giving any thought to the 
problem this would, create for the 
States. In fact, these increases in the 
pay and allowances by the Centre have 
repercussions in States. There is 
clamour by employees of the State 
Governments to follow in the footsteps 
of the Central Government and increase 
their pay and allowances also. Nobody 
bothers to remember that our capacity 
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to meet these persistent demands is 
; limited. 

Therefore, we have to face the situation. 
Planning Commission has not considered it. 
Finance Commission has not considered it. 
Finance Ministry is not considering it. 
We are in a dilemma. But we have to 
meet the situation. The entire Planning 
Commission and the Finance Ministry are 
closing their eyes to the reality. What 
will happen after 5 years ? Another Finance 
Commission will be appointed. They will 
go into it. They can evade the issue for 
the next 4 or 5 years. But, again, they 
will have to meet this problem. 

Therefore, Sir, if there had been a 
permanent Finance Commission, this problem 
would not have arisen. That is why we 
wanted that there should be a national 
policy on employees’ emoluments. Other¬ 
wise it will not so>ve the problem. Heart¬ 
burning will be there. Friction between 
Centre and States will remain there. 

I now come to the question of Debts. 
I have already made it very clear. The 
outstanding debt of State Governments at 
the end of March, 1971 is Rs. 8139 crores. 
It is a Himalayan amount. What was an 
amount of Rs. 32 crores at the time of 
independence has now risen to Rs. 8139 
crores of which loan from Reserve Bank 
alone account for 74 2 % and the overdraft 
of all the 14 States, according to the 
budget speech of our hon. Minister, is 
Rs. 260 crores. 

About overdrafts, 1 will tell why States 
incur overdrafts. They do it, not for the 
fun of it. If the Finance Commission and 
various ceniral organisations do not 
consider their problem they have no other 
go except to go to the Reserve Bank. 
Every day we are seeing in the newspapers 
of a statement that Reserve Bank is giving 
notices to State Governments. States are 
supposed to be equal partners of the Ceniral 
.Government. Yet, a body of the Central 
Government issues such notices to the 
State Governments. And they demand 
that the overdraft should be cleared. I 
do not think that this kind of. treatment 
is in good spirit, and I do not know whether 
this is conducive to the self-respect of 
the States. 


My claim is that the State Governments 
also have got a claim to have an overdraft. I 
shall explain presently why. A private busi¬ 
ness concern which has an account with a 
bank can have an overdraft according to the 
volume of transaction which they have. 
But the Stale Governments are having all 
the transactions and they are having all 
their banking business, not with the 
individual banks like Indian Bank or the 
Indian Overseas Bank but with the Reserve 
Bank. So, they have a right to 
get overdraft from the Reserve Bank. 
From the Economic Survey, we find 
that during the year 1964-65, on the 
31st day of March, 1965, the Reserve 
Bank’s net credit to all the Governments, 
both the Centre and in the States, was 
Rs. 136 crores ; the net credit to the Central 
Government alone was Rs. 123 crores, 
and all the States Governments together 
had an overdraft of Rs. 13 crores. So, we 
find that the Centre can have an overdraft 
from the Reserve Bank, but at the same 
time, it is said that the States cannot have. 
This is the policy that is being followed. 

But I do concede that there should 
be a limit to the overdrafts. Otherwise, 
financial discipline will not be there. But 
what is the limit which should be fixed ? 
Who is to fix it ? We have not fixed it 
so far. It is done by some kind of under¬ 
standing. The private people can clear the 
overdraft on the 31st March, and after a week, 
they can once again open an overdraft account. 
But I do not think that the State Govern-? 
ments can do it, though some States are 
doing it But now I understand from some 
sources that every day in the morning 
the Reserve Bank people tell the Finance 
Secretaries of all the State Governments, 
that on the previous evening, each parti¬ 
cular State had such and such amount 
of overdraft. I submit that this kind of 
thing is not proper. So, I think something 
should be done to regulate this. This kind 
of thing which is happening now has become 
an annual feature. Every year and every 
day we are hearing news that this State 
Government or that State Government has 
been given notices. But I would like 
to point out another thing also. What is 
the best way ? 

I would suggest that the Central Govern¬ 
ment should convert all these overdrafts 
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into longterm loans. Otherwise, we cannot 
solve the problem. There is also another 
problem that arises. If they behave like 
schoolmasters, if they behave like a feudal 
lord to a vassal, then what will happen 
is this. One day, the State Governments 
or some recalcitrant State Governments 
may buy a small bank and they may run it. 
At present, the credit creation powers 
are surroundered to the Reserve Bank. 
Instead of that, why should a State Govern¬ 
ment not buy a small bank and run 
the show ? Thereby they can create some 
credit and thereby they can have their 
own overdraft system like other commercial 
firms. I do not know why it should not 
be done. If the Centre continues this kind 
of feudal attitude and they continue these 
harassing methods such as sending notices 
and other things and giving publicity in 
all the newspapers, then I think that the 
States will explore that possibility also, and 
I think that that time is fast approaching. 

Regarding loans, the hon. Minister was 
explaining that the flow was there from 
the Centre to the States. Here, I would 
like to refer to the Explanatory Memo¬ 
randum on the budget of the Central 
Government for 1971-72. During 1970-71, 
the total non-Plan assistance was Rs. 654 60 
crores, and during the same year, repayment 
of loans and advances by the States 
to the Centre was of the order of 
Rs. 595.53 crores. What is happening ? 
They are giving by the right hand 
Rs. 654 crores and taking away with the 
left Rs. 595 crores. What was left with 
the State was only Rs. 5 .07 crores. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : Just like American loans. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : Now 
the flow is in the reverse direction. They 
only make an appearance of giving. Instead 
of this, let them say : we give you only 
Rs. 59 crores. 

The hon. Minister said regarding Tamil 
Nadu that we arc getting more than our 
own repayment. It may be so because 
they resort to some kind of rescheduling 
to which I am coming. You ate resorting 
to ad hoc methods every year. There is 
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no principle binding that. Even last year, 
about Rs. 150 crores were adjusted like that. 
But how long can you continue ? That 
is the problem. During 1967-68, the Centre 
provided ways and means advances for 
clearance of OD to the tune of Rs. 128 
crores. In 1968-69 it was Rs. 65 enures 
and in 1969-70 Rs. 102 crores. You should 
evolve some method for the States to bridge 
the gap between receipts and disbursements. 
This issue is cropping up year after year. 
The States are important units of the Union 
and nothing should be done to bring them 
down in the public eye. 

Concerning interest rates, they are not 
uniform The Centre behave like a money¬ 
lender. Grants given to it are converted 
into loans to States. For example, the 
Canadian Government made a free gift 
of some amount to the Government of India 
which the latter passed on to the Tamil 
Nadu Government for the Kunda Project 
charging interest. The Centre is behaving 
not like an ordinary moneylender but like 
a village moneylender, a Kabuliwala. 

Take another case. Loans got at a 
lesser interest rale from abroad are passed 
on to States as loans at a higher interest 
rate ..One example is the PL 480 counterpart 
funds. They get loans from the World 
Bank at 1/2 or 3/4 per cent over a 50-year 
period but these are converted into 
7-10 year loans tor States at 6-7 per cent 
interest. 

There are certain loans for rehabilitation 
of ^ goldsmiths. How was the problem 
created ? Not because of any State Govern¬ 
ment’s policy. By some Central law, 
thousands of goldsmiths were affected. Then 
we came here for a loan on which we have 
been charged interest. We are not res¬ 
ponsible for the situation that necessitated 
the loans. There should be some kind 
of policy governing interest rates. 

The Second Finance Commission made 
it clear when they said : 

“The Union should not deal with the 
States as if they were a commercial 
banker. The Union and the States are 
partners in the big enterprise of national 
development. While there- is no reason 
why the Union should lend to States 
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at less than the trust cost of its bor¬ 
rowing , there is no justification either 
for charting more than the true cost”. 

We have crossed three more Finance 
Commissions, but we are not following 
this policy. 

The hon. Minister was making the 
accusation that some States are not using 
their tax powers to increase their resources. 
During the original Fourth Plan period of 
1967-71 we were asked by the Finance 
Commission to find resources os that they 
would also give more. So, during that five 
year period on two occasions we taxed 
people, not the poor people but the rich, to 
the extent of Rs.100 crores. What happened ? 
The Finance Commission came into the 
picture, but they did not consider our tax 
effort. The only reward secured in return 
for this is that the Finance Commission took 
the proceeds of this tax into account as 
normal receipts. So, we suffered because we 
taxed, because we found more resources. 

What is going to be done regarding the 
debt problem is a big question mark. I 
think we have reached a critical stage. We 
should re-schedule it or give a moratorium. 
If this moratorium is given, I do not think 
the Centre will suffer. The Setalvad Com¬ 
mittee report has made it clear that the 
widening gap between fresh loans and loan 
repayments shows that even if a moratorium 
were given to all repayments, the Centre 
would still have sizable capital resources left 
from which lo grant assistance to the States. 
You have got resources, but because you 
are closing your eyes, because the Centre 
it behaving like an ostrich, they are afraid 
of looking at the reality. 

One State in India is receiving about 
Us. 100 crores from the Special Accom¬ 
modation Fund, bat on what critreion ? 
The hon. Minister has not made that 
clear. That State is Mysore. Their gap 
. is not as big as Rs. 100 crores, but how did 
Mysore get it. ? I am not jealous of Mysore, 
but we should also get something. I hope the 
hon. Minister will one day make this clear. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The question is : 

"This Hou$e views with concern the 
financial difficulties of various States 


arising from the present system of 
devolution of Central Taxes, Loans, 
Grants and Plan assistance with special 
reference to the problems of Tamil 
Nadu whose legitimate claims have been 
ignored and in particular resolves that 
a Federal Debt Commission be set up 
to review the indebtedness of States and 
suggest ways and means of lightening 
the burden of debt." 

The motion was nagatived.

RESOLUTION RE : RECOGNI¬ 
TION TO BANGLA DESH 

SHR1 SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : I beg 
to move : 

"This House resolves that in view of 
our national commitment to the sacred 
principles of freedom, democracy and 
socialism and for bringing an end to 
the savage genocide of the people of 
Bangla Desh by the Pakistani Angy 
and efficaciously dealing with the vast 
problems of millions of the uprooted 
refugees and for eventual ushering in a 
new era of peace, progress and prosperity 
in the sub-continent, the Government 
of India should give immediate recogni¬ 
tion to the Government of the people's 
Republic of Bangla Desh and offer all 
assistance necessary for early consolida-^ 
tion of their national freedom," 

17.09 hrs. 

I consider myself fortunate for getting this 
opportunity to move this momentous resoluti- 
bn in this House today. It is a coincidence that 
a similar resolution is now being moved in the 
British Parliament by the leader of the 
British Labour Party and is supported by 
122 other Members. In the United States 
Senate also another similar resolution is 
being moved by Senator Kennedy, the 
youngest brother of late President 
Kennedy, to give recognition to Bangla 
Desh. 

It is to be remembered that the revolu¬ 
tion that is taking place in Bangla Desh is 
not an accident of history but the logical 
end process of the internal contradictions 
that were inherent iq the very entity of 
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Pakistan. In'1933 when a young student 
of Cambridge, kahmatulla, who was inspired 
by the conservative elements, first profoun- 
ded the idea of Pakistan and when that idea 
was brought to the notice of Mr. Zafullah 
Khan who was a British Official at that 
time, he immediately rejected that idea and 
said that the whole idea was a ‘poli.ical 
chimera.’ This political chimera came into 
existence and as such internal contradictions 
started from the day of the origin of Pakis¬ 
tan on 14th August, 1947 at dead of 
night. 

I was then in Dacca. I left Dacca in 
1951 and came to Calcutta. 

1 hope you will allow me a little digression. 

I wrote twenty articles in a Calcutta weekly 
called Juguvani where my whole thesis was 
that independent East Bengal was bound to 
emerge and that could be the solution not 
only to the problem of minorities but also 
to the Indo-Pakistan problems. I was 
ridiculed by many friends for such fantastic 
idea at that time. But then I continued 
writing one book, another book and many 
books on East Bangal issues. In 1964 after 
the great killings in Dacca many people 
tried to interpret it as communal events. I 
met Shastriji then. I was not a Member 
of-Parliament then. He wanted me to put 
everything in writing and within a few days, 

I did that in the form of a book. About 
the solution; how we can solve the problems 
of minorities, the first point suggested in 
this book was : “all possible help should be 
given to the independent East Bengal 
movement of the Bengali people.” 

Then again after the Indo-Pakistan war 
in 1963,1 wrote another book : "Independent 
East Bengal.” This book sold like hot-cake 
among the students of East Bengal. It was 
banned by Pakistan Government. It was after 
the Indo-Pakistan conflict that there was a 
radical transformation in the whole poli¬ 
tical outlook of the Bengalis in East 
Bengal Again in 1967 after the six point 
decision was taken by the Awami League, 

I wrote another book not in my own name. 

I was told by friends to write in a pseudo 
name and I used that. I request you to 
allow me this digression only because I want 
to say that the evolution in Bangta Desh 
is not a mere historical accident. It. was 
inevitabl. This explosion was the inevi- 
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table resulte of the internal' contradictions 
of Pakistan itself. That is why I wanted to 
draw your attention to the fact that although 
the problems of Bangla Desh refugees are 
so much connected with the national 
revolution in Bangla Desh, but that la dipt 
the major point under consideration. I 
should say that the freedom of Bangla Desh 
by itself is not the whole crux of the problem. 
What has happened in Bangla Desh is a 
historic and revolutionary event. It has 
immense revolutionary potentiality to change 
the socio-political matrixs of the whole of 
this subcontinents of India from Khyber 
to Kohima. 

Sir, if Bangla Dcsh’s freedom were to 
become a settled fact, it will bring about a 
qualitative change in the character of political 
correlations among the peoples and among 
the two powers of the divided sub-continent. 
If you look into the whole problem of 
Bangla Desh, from this fundamental pers¬ 
pective, then you will realise the importa¬ 
nce of it, the momentous character of it, 
the revolutionary character of it as also 
the historic call that the millions of Bangla 
Desh martyrs with their blood have given 
to you, first, to the Indian people and then 
to humanity at large. That is the reason 
why I want to ask whether the Government 
is alive to this immense revolutionary 
potentiality that is before us today as 
generated by the national revolution in 
Bangla Desh. 

A few days before, the Prime Minister 
said in the Rajya Sabha that *'we will go 
through hell to meet the situation arising 
out of the revolution in Bangla Desh.” 
Well, the people of India will readily, gladly, 
go through hell and will undergo all suffer¬ 
ings, provided this Government has the 
courage, has the gut, has the determination to 
take positive action, to take firm decision, 
firstly in giving recognition to Bangla Desh 
and thu« facilitating the process of completing, 
the national revolution of Bangla Desh and 
thereafter consolidating it. If the Govern¬ 
ment takes that positive action, 1 have no 
doubt that the whole of the Indian people 
will rise- as one man to support the 
Government, stand behind it and to go 
through all the suffering, even to hell. 

Two months and a half have passed ; 
but what is the attitude of the Government ? 
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The people of India are feeling 
that the Government at the moment 
is pursuing a policy of drift and 
dodgery with the issue that is facing Baagla 
Desh today. Therefore, it is our apprehen¬ 
sion :, yes ; we are ready to go through 
bell, but our country is not ready to go 
into hell, but to get out of it. By their 
callousness, I should say, the Government 
has allowed the situation to develop which 
was the crisis of Pakistan into a disaster 
for India, 

With this preamble about the basic 
nature of the problems facing us today, I 
want to draw your attention to the fact that 
our Government, the Prime Minister and 
other Ministers on more than one occasion 
Said that the issue of recognition of Bangla 
Desh is under their active consideration and 
constant review. This means evidently 
that our Government do not deny the claim 
of legitimacy of the sovereignty of Bangla 
Desh. With them, it is a question of 
expediency ; it is question of time; when and 
how this recognition will be given. 

A few days before, the Prime Minister 
said that recognition will be given, and a 
right decision about recognition will be 
taken at the right time. Weil, the Govern¬ 
ment has not made any clarification as to 
what is the right time, what are the circum¬ 
stantial factors that will ripen the situa¬ 
tion or when the situation will mature for 
them to take a decision at the right moment. 
The Government is maintaining strict silence 
about it. Not only that ; they are even 
refusing to share the reasoning with the 
Members of Parliament as to what are the 
factors, the circumstantial factors, that will 
determine the right time for taking a right 
decision in regard to Bangla Desh. 

But what is the will of the people? 
Most of the State legislatures in India have 
passed unanimous resolutions and all Con¬ 
gress members subscribing to it and asking 
■the Central Government to give immediate 
recognition to Bangla Desh, Some of the 
Cabinet ministers and very important 
leaders of the Ruling Congress have publicly 
Stated that Government should give imme¬ 
diate . recognition to Bangla Desh. AH the 
opposition .parties in the Parliament except 
the Muslith League, were unanimous that 


it is the right time for recognition. Eminent 
jurists who have the capacity to go into 
international laws about sovereignty, from 
Mr. Chagla to Mr. Setalvad, have unani¬ 
mously said that Government should give 
immediate recognition to Bangla Desh. At 
innumerable public meetings people have 
demanded the immediate recognition of 
Bangla Desh. A few days ago, when the 
Bangla Desh parliamentary delegation addres¬ 
sed members of both Houses in the Cen¬ 
tral Hall, when they appealed to you to 
give immediate recognition to Bangla Desh, 
there was a thundering cheer from ail sides, 
both from Lok Sabha and Rajya Sabha 
members. What do these facts indicate ? 
It indicates very largely that the national 
consensus is in favour of giving immediate 
recognition to Bangla Desh. But our Govern¬ 
ment is either isolated from the will of the 
people, or the wilt of the people is isolated 
from our Government. A big hiatus has 
developed between the Government and the 
people. The Government claims the monopoly 
of wisdom to decide the right moment for a 
right decision, whereas all sections of our peo¬ 
ple have given the verdict that already the 
right time has passed; and urged the Govern¬ 
ment not to miss the bus again and again. 

Government wants to wait for the right 
time. It means, we want time. Naturally 
as a corollary, it means, you want to 
give Pakistan time also. Pakistan is 
more willy, more conspiratorial than you 
can imagine to be. They will go to the lowest 
levels, which you cannot think of. Thep 
will utilise this time for consolidation of 
their military force, to crush the revolu¬ 
tionary movement, to create quislings and 
puppets there, to unleash the war of commu- 
nalism for perpetuation of political theo¬ 
cracy in Bangladesh, to drive out the Hindus, 
to create communal trouble in India and 
to create international complications., On 
your part, you also want time. Do you 
think the millions of refugees are nothing 
but a mass of inert matter ? They are 
also susceptible to anger and anxiety. You 
cannot expect to control them by your 
dictates from New Delhi. Already so many 
social, economic and political problems 
have been created. There is the problem 
of law and order. There is tension between 
the local people and the refugees. These 
things are bound to happen. It will create 
colossal problems for you. Therefore, this 
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♦fine factor react more on you than it 
WiH afftot Pakistan. It will give an oppor¬ 
tunity to Pakhrt&n to create more conspiracy 
and to put you'in more troubles. 

What to speak of acting, our Govern¬ 
ment has not even reacted to the different 
political moves of Pakistan, from genocides 
at the beginning, now on the communal 
war. This communal war is the last 
attempt, I should say, on the part of 
Pakistan to sabotage the freedom movement 
there, and you have not even reacted. 

The only one step that the Government 
have taken is that they have sent Shri 
Swarn Singh and some other Ministers to the 
countries abroad for rousing world conscience. 
Would it not have been the strategy the 
real politik if you had first given recognition 
and then went to the different countries 
of the world, to create opinion in favour of 
recognition of Bangladesh ? That would 
have perhaps set a process of re-thinking 
in the minds of many of the world powers. 
Our government knows it very well that 
no power in the world wants that the 
existence of Pakistan should no longer be. 
They want to create conflict and keep the 
balance between India and Pakistan. What 
about the United States of America ? Even 
today you would have found the news of 
their pressing India for having restraint. 
They have asked both India and Pakistan 
to be restrained. Pakistan, the killer, the 
murderer, the butcher who committed 
genocide, those who have killed thousands 
of mothers and sisters of Bangladesh, those 
who have kidnapped many mothers and 
sisters, the U.S. Government want to equate 
.that criminal Pakistan with India. 

. Because you have not given them recog¬ 
nition. So when Shri Swam Singh goes 
to countries he cannot advocate recognition ; 
he can only speak about. the refugee 
problem ; no basic issue can be raised and 
no question of rousing world opinion about 
genocide could he broached. You cannot 
even advocate for the democratic right of 
the people of Bangla desh. You have only 
one (Mag, begging, begging of the world, 
Wailing before the world that the whole of 
Our country is going to be swamped by the 


You have adopted a wrong strategy, Jf 
on the contrary, your representations had 
gone with, a firm decision,—you know la 
the world today a right decision, a firm 
decision has its own logic, its own action 
and reaction—that would have at least 
compelled countries like Yugoslavia and 
others to follow India in giving irecogai- 
tion to Bangla Desh, 

There has been another wrong choice. 
It is known to everybody that Shri SWartn 
Singh was opposed not only to recognition 
but even to taking any positive action on 
Bangla desh. What is the result ? When 
this gentleman has gone abroad as the 
spokesman of the Indian Government, 
naturally his subjective predilections will 
play a major part and it has already done 
so. Now, what is it that he has talked ? 
What right has Shri Swaran Singh to talk 
about political solution, political settlement 
within the framework of Pakistan, when 
the Mukti Fauz and the Awami League say 
that there is no power on earth to resurrect 
Pakistan in Bangia desh ? I should say 
that the government spokesman who has 
come to act this way—it will be a very 
strong word, if I use it ; I do not want to 
complete it ; I should say the spokesman 
acted like an imperialist power in canvass¬ 
ing a political solution within the frame¬ 
work of Pakistan. 

The Prime Minister that day told the 
House that our government is not going 
to accept the death of Bangla desh. These 
are her words. But I should say that in 
political diplomacy India has got into the 
trap of international cliques, Internationa] 
intrigues and international pressure tactics 
and we have got involved in their ways Of 
bringing about a political solution for 
Bangla Desh. The Prime Minister said that 
she will not accept the death of Bangla Desh. 
But I should say with regret that by the 
political utterances, the political dialogues, 
the communique issued from the different 
State capitals of the world, Shri Swaran 
Singh has prepared the ground for writing 
the document of death warrant for 
Bangla Desh. 

The Mukti Fouz and the Awami League 
have categorically stated that there is only 
one political solotion and tha.t solution is 
the immediate withdrawal of the Pakistan 
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antsy «f occupation from Bangla Desh and 
atiowigg the elected representa’ives of the 
people of Bangla Desh to have their own 
Sovereign Constituent Assembly to draw 
up their own National Constitution for 
Bangla Desh. 

that is the only solution. There is no 
other solution. There cannot be any solu¬ 
tion whatsoever within the framework of 
Pakisthan. I warn you about this from my 
personal experience. I have had many 
dialogues with the freedom fighters. You 
must remember, these freedom fighters are 
not members of the Awami League. They 
are not members of any political party. 
They have been recruited from the East 
Bengal Regiment, former East Pakistan 
Rifies, Ansars and ordinary police ranks. 
You should also remember that SO per cent 
members of the East Bengal Regiment had 
been killed on the 25th night ; 50 per cent 
of the East Pakistan Rifies has been but¬ 
chered and machinegunned. None of you 
has gone to border area and met them and 
felt the depth of their anger, agony and 
hatred against the Pakistan Army. Some 
of the Bangla Desh Government officers, who 
have lost their parents and near and dear 
ones, said, “If any Government had any 
understanding with Pakistan or any political 
solution within the framework of Pakistan, 
we tell you that party will be thrown out. 
The people or the Mukti Fouj are not 
going to tolerate any kind of a political 
settlement within the framework of Pakistan. 
Pakistan is dead for us. Bangla Desh is 
our land. Freedom for Bangla Desh is an 
absolute reality.” 

Today we find that in our country a 
feeling is developing that our Government 
from exuberant initial enthusiam are now 
showing a strange attitude of indecision and 
bewilderment. Our Government’s attitude 
can be described as one of hesitation to 
vacillation, from vacillation to indecision, 
from indecision to prevarication, from pre¬ 
varication to quandary and then, in the 
ultimate stage, of a stance of complete ema¬ 
sculation. They are only using brave, 
courageous words, I think, to keep up some 
sentiment alive in the country and among 
the people of Bangla Desh.

This is a pathetic scene. Why it is so, 
I do not know. Mabe, our Government 
is not getting the green signal from some¬ 
where else, although they boast of always 
pursuing an independent policy. 

There are other dangerous things. I was 
feeling hesitant whether I should raise this 
matter in this House. Among the people 
not only rumours but gossip and talks are 
going on** 

I want to remind the Government that 
in 1950 1 was the first man to escape from 
Dacca. I came straight here and met 
Panditji.** 

But I think, in their apprehension it 
may be a political camouflage —these gossips 
and rumours have been set to roll.** 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Mr. Samar Gufaa, 
you are giving certain facts. But you must 
apply your mind how it will be used. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : That is why 
I have not said it categorically, I have 
said that gossip is going on. The Govern¬ 
ment should clarify it. It may not be a 
camouflage - for inaction of political 
elements** 

SHRI S. M. BENERJEE (Kanpur) : Sir, 
may I make a submission ? I fully appreciate 
(he sentiments of Mr. Samar Guha. He 
has said something out of emotion. In my 
opinion, it should not go to the press, about , 
the Army Chief, etc. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : I 
go a step further than Mr. Benerjee. 

Let this thing not go on record,** 

At least, that was unknown to me. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It was known 
to everybody. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I do not 
know whether it is a historical fact also. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Without 
waiting for protoool, immediately Mr. Liaqat 
Ali was flown from Karachi to Dtlhi. I 
know that. 
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SHRI SLjW. BANERJEE : In 1950, 
Panditji bad ^always believed in good rela¬ 
tions with Pakistan. The entire world knows 
it. This should not go on record. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Mr. Samar Quha, 
we all agree that we want to serve the 
cause of Bangla Desh and want to do no 
harm to the nation. This is the purpose. 
But if I allow that on record, we do not 
know how it will be used. I think, you 
will not mind if I remove it from the record. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I will not 
claim my individual wisdom to prevail upon 
others. If the House thinks so, I quite 
agree. Neither our armed forces should 
be uqjustiy blamed. But I should say 
only that our political leaders should clarify 
tjie position as to why they are not taking 
action. What will be the critaria, what will be 
thfe circumstantial conditions which they will 
consider as sufficiently mature for taking a 
right moment 7 

My apptehension is that the Government 
is hestitating because a feeling has developed 
in the minds of the Government that if 
recognition is given to Bangla Desh, it will 
inevitably lead to an armed conflict with 
Pakistan. I do not know how this will 
follow. There are many instances where 
a neighbouring country has given recognition 
lo other national emerging country. But 
that did not follow an armed conflict with 
the other country. Even if it follows, even 
if there is an armed conflict between India 
and Pakistan, I do not know what can 
be the more opportune occasion, opportune 
moment, to couageously handle the situation 
in Bangla Desh. Because the Pakistan 
Government, 1 should say, have failed 
to have their military balance. They have 
shifted 2} divisions from West Pakistan 
to' Bangla Desh. There is the military 
imbalance in the disposition of Pak army. 
You know the economic crisis developing 
itf Pakistan. You know the world pressure 
is*' growing against them. Therefore, there 
is the least chance of having an armed 
conflict with Pakistan. Even if Pakistan 
undertakes any misadventure against India, 
it will prove fatal to Pakistan and not 
fo. India. 

/There is another apprehension. One 
thing I should say. Propaganda is being 


made in this country as if the economic 
crisis developing in Pakistan will bring > about 
the structural collapse of the political 
edifice of Pakistan from within. H is 
absolutely a wrong speculation. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: As long as 
America is helping, that will not happen. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; Not. only 
America, UK and others are there, who 
want tha Pakistan should exist in its 
present form. They will not allow Pakistan 
to collapse from within due to economic 
reason. 

There is another apprehension in the 
mind of our Government that if there is 
an armed conflict between India and Pakistan 
as a result or giving recognition to Bangla 
Desh, China may come in. Sir, I should 
say one thing. Our Government is making 
a costly mistake. They have sent emis¬ 
saries to almost alt the countries of the 
world—big and small. I do not understand 
why our Government do not try to open 
a dialogue with China on the issue of 
Bangla Desh. At least, we have a weapon, 
an ideological weapon, to use against 
China. China, for the last, I should say, 
25 years, has been carrying on propaganda 
day in and day out that they are helping the 
world by spreading and aiding national 
liberation movements. Taking advantage of 
their own commitment to national liberation 
movement, our Government should have 
approached China and opened a dialogue with 
them about the national liberation movement 
in Bangla Desh. We should also take notice 
of one thing. China has not categorically 
mentioned anything about Bangla Desh. 
They are maintaining scrupulous silence 
about Bangla Desh. Ti.ey have not uttered 
a word in support of Pakistan against Bangla 
Desh. They have said something in favour of 
Pakistan, but, categorically, they have not 
said anything yet about Bangla Desh. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad) : They said that they would 
maintain the integrity of Pakistan. . 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : At Haat 
I have not seen so far the official com¬ 
munique. When the C-in-C and the Defence 
Minister of Pakistan went to -China , and 
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met Ghou En Lai, certain statement was 
made. They said that China would help 
Pakistan and witi be with Pakistan on 
Kashmir issue. They have not mentioned 
a single world about Bangla Desh. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : They 
have supplied them gun-boats. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : That they will 
do. All the big powers are doing that from 
America to Russia. Even Russia 

is giving them electronic equipment 
to be sent to Chittagong for setting up 
a new factory there. And the gun-boats 
that Pakistan is using in Bangla Desh are 
supplied by USA, by France and other 
countries, not by China alone. 

I should also like to draw the attention 
of the House to the volte face of 
the politics of China in regard to her post¬ 
war world diplomacy. 

After 1950, America was the in, 
veterate imperialist enemy of China. But 
now China is trying to get into the UNO 
through the window of Washington. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Ping-pong 
diplomacy. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Sir, you 
should remember China is a very seasoned, 
conservative coun ry, diplomatically very 
conservative in its outlook. It does not 
easily change its policy. This we should 
remember. This radical change ia the 
diplomatic posture of China vis-a-vis U. S. 
is not a casual political game in the inter¬ 
national field. It is a calculated move 
to get a seat in the UNO and to get 
other economic benefits from U.S.A. Do 
you think that China is interested in 
Vietnam, Laos or Cambodia ? Nowhere 
they are phyjcally involved, directly in¬ 
volved. They have given help to them. 
They may give help to Pakistan too in the 
eventuality of a conflict between India 
and Pakistan but there is no possibility 
that China will sacrifice her own national 
interest and the new stance of rapprochement 
between China and USA i$ just to help 
Pakistan and jump into East Bengal. The 
apprehension that China will directly get 


us involved in any operational commitment 
between India and Pakistan is a wrong 
apprehension. Even for diplomatic reasons, 
we should try to enter into dialogue with 
China. 

Immediate recognition should be given 
to Bangla Desh. That is the only way 
you can help There will be no necessity 
for arms even, but they want this help 
from you, of recognition. If you go to 
border areas you find hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of university and college boys willing 
to die for their liberty and freedom. Their 
Mukti Fouz is fighting the Pakistan army 
very well. What they are fighting with ?— 
Meagre food, meagre clothing, meagre 
bedding, no amenities for them. Your 
recognition will bring about a qualitative 
change in the national revolution in Bangla 
Desh ; it will galvanize them and there 
will be confidence in the hearts and minds 
of the people of Bangla Desh. It will help 
them to consolidate themselves ; to liberate 
and have consolidation of their freedom 
and liquidate the army of Pakistan. The 
Mukti Fouz has made the Pakistan army 
demoralised. So many reports have come 
in the Press. These are correct reports. 
They are penetrating inside, even inside 
Dacca. They have attacked Dacca aero¬ 
drome ; they have blasted the powerhouse 
inside Dacca. These young men have such 
a fine spirit but we are not helping these 
fine, dedicated souls, to achieve and 
consolidate their freedom. 

The Prime Minister had the image 
that she successfully projected before the 
people of India which shot her into a 
summit of absolute power. That image sms 
an image of courage, confidence and 
decision. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : What is the image now ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I do not 
want to belittle her because I am very 
conscious of the reality that we, in the 
Opposition, may Croat public pressure, 
public opinion, we may exert all our might, 
but, nevertheless, ultimately, the decision 
has to be taken by her. At. this critical 
moment I do not want to denigrate bar. 
But may I remind my friends, those who 
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are with her : You are getting isolated 
from the will of the people ; you are getting 
isolated from'the conscience of the people. 
The Prime Minister’s image is changing. 
It is now appearing as an image of a 
prisoner of indecision and timidity. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Vajpayee ji has 
provoked him. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : This revo- 
. lutionary opportunity is not only involved 
with the fate of the refugees of Bangla 
Desh, not even with the fate of the freedom 
of Bangla Desh alone, but is an opportunity 
which will radically change the whole 
character of our sub-continent. As soon 
as Bangla Desh becomes independent, that 
will - bring about a radical change in West 
Pakistan, a revolutionary change—a new 
era, a new millieu will start maturing in 
this sub-continent of India. A new outlook 
and mentality will develop and envelope 
the whole of the Indian sub-continent. 
You should seize this revolutionary oppor¬ 
tunity. You talk of revolution ; you talk 
of socialism ; this revolutionary opportunity, 
if seized upon, will bring about a radical 
transformation, a qualitative reorientation 
in the lives of the whole people of our 
sub-continent,—from Khyber to Kohima. 
Can you rise to the occasion and seize 
this opportunity to resolve for good the 
post-Partition tragedies and miseries, that 
have taken the toll of millions of lives, 
that have produced tears in the eyes of 
millions of our mothers, sisters and parents ? 
This is a unique revolutionary opportunity. 
Either the Government will seize this, 
or as the Prime Minister inadvertently 
expressed they will go through hell; I say, 
no, they will not be able to go through hell, 
bujtothey will get into the hell ; that will 
faielhe fate of our country, if our Govern¬ 
ment continues its policy of drift and 
dodgery about Bangla Desh. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : There are some 
amend mepts to the resolution. Hon. 
Members who wish to move them may do 
sp now. 

■ JSHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; I beg 
to. move: 


“That in the resolution, for ’give imp 
mediate recognition to the Government 
of the People’s Republic of Bangla Desh 
and offer all assistance necessary for early 
consideration of their national freedom’, 
substitute ’recognise the People’s Republic 
of Bangla Desh before 30-6-1971 and 
offer all assistance to them." 

The resolution as moved by Shri Samar 
Guha says ‘give immediate recognition’ 
The word ‘immediate’ may mean today 
or it may mean after three months. So, 
my substitute amendment is that it should 
be recognised before 30th June, 1971 
I want that a definite date should be fixed, 
so that by 1st July, we shall be able 
to offer all assistance. I hope my hon. 
friend would accept this amendment, because 
he wants immediate recognition of Bangla 
Desh.

MR. CHAIRMAN : These amendments 
are now before the House. 

SHRI KRISHNA HALDER (Ausgram): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I want to speak today 
in my mother-tongue Bengali - 

•Mr. Chairman, Sir, I want to speak 
today in my mother tongue, Bengali. Sir, 
it is a matter of great regret to people of 
India, a great shame to the Government of 
India that a non-official resolution had to be 


•The original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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brought forward in this House pleading for 
the recognition of Bangla Desh, It is known 
to the entire world what happened in Bangla 
Desh before the present liberation struggle 
started there. In the present Bangla Desh— 
previously known as East Pakistan—60 per 
cent of the total population of Pakistan live 
there and it is the biggest unit of Pakistan. 
It is also known to everybody that the 
people of Bangla Desh had to resort to a 
serious agitation in order to get official 
recognition for their mother tongue. They 
demanded that their language should be 
given official status and it should be used in 
official work. 

The military rulers of Pakistan were 
earning foreign exchange worth crores of 
rupees from the Jute grown in East Bengal. 
So long the people of East Bengal had been 
subject to economic exploitation by the 
military rulers of West Pakistan. The people 
there were deprived of their constitution and 
democratic rights. The protest against 
economic exploitation and political domina¬ 
tion by West Pakistan found its first expres¬ 
sion in the language agitation But reaction¬ 
ary rulers of West Pakistan tried to sup¬ 
press that language movement through brute 
force and the soil of Bangla Desh was dren - 
ched w ith the blood of many martyrs. 

After the downfall of Ayub Khan, the 
the military rulers again fried to deprive the 
people of Bangla Desh of their constitutional 
and democratic rights. Even the minimum 
basic human rights were denied to them ; 
so they again struggled against military 
authorities through constitutional means 
in order to establish their human rights. 
When the people of Bangla Desh 
saw hope in grtting back their consti¬ 
tutional and democratic rights after 
their massive victory in the election, the 
Pakistani rulers again tried to suppress their 
democratic aspirations with the help of an 
organised and mechanised army. It was an 
attempt to suppress the democratic aspira¬ 
tions of the people through brute force, Sir, 
it is known to everybody that since Bangla 
Bandbu Mujibur Rehman stood against the 
military rulers of Pakistan for democratic 
rights of his people, he was arrested on false 
and imaginary charges and now he is 
passing his days in detention without trial. 

Sir, the people of Bangla Desh have 
sacrified their blood in order to secure their 


democratic rights from the military rulers of 
Pakistan. Many of them have already be¬ 
come martyrs. It is known to the entire 
world that after undergoing so much sacrifice 
and suffering the people of Bangla Desh 
have been able to secure their rights from 
the military rulers of Pakistan. They have 
proved to the world that military might is 
not the most importan 1 factor in human 
affairs. If a nation, though unarmed, fights 
unitedly with determination and sacrifice for 
their democratic rights, there is no power 
on earth which can subjugate that nation. 
When Ayub Khan wanted to suppress the 
democratic movement in Bangla Desh how 
much blood the people of present Bangla 
Desh shed for achieving their rights, is 
known to everybody. After so much struggle 
and sacrifice the people of Bangla Desh got 
their democratic rights in spite of resistance 
from the West Pakistan rulers. The people 
of Bangla Desh gave their electoral verdict 
in favour of democracy. The verdict in 
the election, given by the people of Bangla 
Desh, has no parallel in the history of world. 

In this election the Awami League Party, 
under the leadership Bango Bandhu Mujibur 
Rehman, got absolute majority not only in 
East Bengal but also in entire Pakistan. 
Mujibur Rehman and the people of Bangla 
Desh fought for their democratic rights in 
the election on the basis of 6-point pro- , 
grammes. They did not demand separation 
from Pakistan. They fought for self-govern¬ 
ment. They wanted to put an end to eco¬ 
nomic exploitation of which they becamea 
victim for a long time. The wealth that* 
was being produced by the peasants of Ban¬ 
gla Desh through their hard labour, a major 
portion of that was always taken away by 
the West Pakistani rulers for their own bene¬ 
fit. The people of Bangla Desh were 
denied their legitimate share in the wealth 
that was produced by their hard labour. So 
East Bengal was turned into a colony of 
West Pakistan and was a victim of constant 
economic exploitation by the West Pakistani 
rulers. That is why the people of Bangla 
Desh raised their voice against the economic 
exploitation of West Pakistan. Their de¬ 
mand was that except for defence and foreign 
affairs the people of Bangla Desh will have 
control over the entire administrative matters. 
But this demand of the people for democra¬ 
tic rights was suppressed through treachery. 
Taking advantage of the political dialogue 
which was going on between Yahya Khan 
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■ad Mujibur Kehman, the West Pakistani 
niters brought thousands of soldiers from 
West Pakistan; After the Army was fully 
reinforced, the Pakistan soldiers, equipped 
with all modern weapons, jumped over the 
unarmed people of Bangle Desh. So 
democratic aspirations of the people were 
throttled down by using brute force. Already, 
more than five lakhs people have become 
martyrs. The parallel of such a treachery we 
do not find in the history of any part of the 
world, except perhaps in Vietnam. 

Sir, my party, C.P.M., believes that 
danger to parliamentary democracy does not 
corne from the general masses ; it comes 
from the ruling party. When the ruling 
party finds that parliamentary democracy 
is not going to serve its vested interests, it 
tries to destroy it. The same thing happened 
in the case of Bangla Desh. When the 
military rulers found that with the establish¬ 
ment of parliamentary democracy in Pakistan 
it would not be possible to exploit any 
more the people of Bangla Desh, they were 
out to destroy the yet-born parliamentary 
democracy there. Therefore, when the 
interests of the ruling class is in conflict 
with the parliamentary democracy, the 
ruling party does not hesitate to destroy the 
sacred entity of parliamentary democracy in 
order to safeguard its vested interests. 

The resolution that was passed in 
Parliament in support of Bangla Desh was 
due to the pressure exerted by the entire 
opposition parties upon the Government. 
The Government of India had to bow down 
before the wishes of the entire opposition 
parties. When the resolution was adopted in 
Parliament, the entire opposition parties 
demanded full support to the cause of 
Bangla .Desh. But at that time only partial 
support was shown to the independence 
movement in Bangla Desh. We hoped that 
the Government of India would bring 
forward some proposal for the full support 
to the Bangla Desh Government. But after 
25th March two and a half months have 
passed and yet nothing has been done by 
our Government. The Government of India 
have rather made an appeal to other 
countries of the world for giving recognition 
to the Bangla Desh Government in spite of 
pfitr' 1 Bill support to the freedom struggle 


there. Even we have gone to other countries 
of the work) with begging howls for solving 
the refugee problem. If the Government of 
India is really interested to solve the refugee 
problem, it must give immediate recognition 
to the Bangla Desh Government as it will 
inspire the refugees to go back to their 
homes with confidence. As the freedom 
struggle in Bangla Desh will take a new tOrn, 
the refugees, if they go back to their homes, 
will come forward to participate in the 
liberation struggle. So there is no alternative 
way to solve the prob>ems of Bangla Desh 
refugees excepting this one. Of course, the 
Government may try to solve the refugee 
problem otherwise. It is the opinion of 
many people that 55 to 65 lakhs refugees 
have already come to India In order to 
solve the refugee problem completely, the 
only way, I feel, is to recognise the 
provisional Government of Bangla Desh 
immediately. We have got blood relationship 
with the people of Bangla Desh.’ I am not 
saying this on account of my being a 
Bengali. You know Sir, that the people of 
both the countries fought together against 
the British imperialist powers for long to 
achieve their independence. But it is a 
matter of great regret that because of the 
weakness of national movement India was 
partitioned The British imperialist power 
wanted that both India and Pakistan should 
fight each other continuously as that would 
serve their vested interests. The British 
imperialist power wanted to play this game 
of treachery with India and Pakistan always 
out of imperialist interest. Sir, lakhs of 
people in Bangla Desh have already 
sacrificed their blood as they understood the 
conspiracy of the British imperialist power 
and rose against it. They are continuing 
their freedom struggle. They are fighting 
against the vested interests of the imperialist 
forces.

Sir, a similar struggle is going on in 
West Bengal. The people of West Bengal arc 
fighting for their democratic rights. The 
Central Government is treading a dangerous 
pa b there. They want to crush the consti¬ 
tutional rights of the people of West Bengal. 
In the e’ntire State Section 1.44 of the IPC 
has been imposed. People are being detained 
on false charges under the Preventive 
Detention Act. The CRP and military 
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personnel have been deployed there. People 
are receiving inhuman treatment in the hands 
of CRP men. Therefore, if the Government 
really wants to support the cause of Bangla 
Desh then the people of West Bengal should 
be given to enjoy freedom and their 
constitutional rights, they should save them 
from the torture of CRP and military 
personnel. But, alas ! the Government is 
determined to pass the Maintenance of 
Internal Security Ordinance. By passing this 
legislation, the Central Government wants to 
turn the State of West Bengal into a Police 
State. Sir, before the present resolution was 
taken up for consideration, another 
resolution was discussed by the House and 
the subjectmatter of that resolution was 
related to the Centre-States relationship. 
That resolution was an important one. Our 
party has already demanded that in order to 
establish true democracy in the country all 
the States should be given more autonomy. 
Not only this. The State Governments should 
be given more financial powers. If this 
demand is not accepted by the Central 
Government what course future history of 
India will take is not known to any one. 
Even nobody in this House can predict it. 

At the end I would say that immediate 
recognition may be given to the Bangla Desh 
Government. I would also appeal to the 
socialist Countries and Afro-Asian countries 
to come forward in recognising the Govern¬ 
ment of Bangla Desh. I would also appeal to 
the progressive forces of the world to assist 
the freedom fighters in Bangla Desh by 
organising an international brigade as it was 
done to fight the Fascist forces in Spain. 

Sir, lakhs of refugees are living in camps 
and now they have become victims of 
cholera epidemic. We are not concerned 
with what other countries have done for the 
refugees or for the freedom movement in 
Bangla Desh But we are surely con¬ 
cerned with the freedom movement in 
Bangla Desh because of our blood relation¬ 
ship with the people there. Not only this. 
We fought together against the British 
imperialist power for our independence. 

Sir, India claims to be the biggest demo¬ 
cracy in the world. In order,to justify that 
claim the Government of India should re¬ 
cognise immediately the Government of 


Bangla Desh as that Government is fighting 
for the establishment of democracy there. 
By recognising the Government of Bangla 
Desh the Government of India will set an 
example before other nations of the world. 

I know that because of the pressure of 
American imperialists the Government of 
India is hesitating to give recognition to the 
Bangla Desh Government. I demand that 
the provisional Government of Bangla Desh 
be recognised immediately. This demand 
has also been made by crores of people of 
India. So acceptance of my demand means 
the acceptance of people’s demand. By 
giving recognition to the Government of 
Bangla Desh the Government of India will 
definitely do justice to the people of Bangla 
Desh who are struggling hard for their 
independence. With these words, I conclude 
my speech. Thank you.

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"The Government's policy for last 
Bengal was spelled out to me in the 
Eastern Command Headquarters at 
Dacca. It has three elements 

(1) The Bengalis will have proved 
themselves “unreliable” and must 
be ruled by West Pakistanis; 

(2) The Bengalis will have to be re¬ 
educated along proper lines. The 
‘‘Islamisation of the masses”—this 
is the official jargon—is intended 
to eliminate secessionist tendencies 
and provide a strong religious 
bond with West Pakistan ; and 

(3) When 'the Hindus have been 
eliminated by death and fight, their 
property will be used as a golden 
carrot to win over the under¬ 
privileged Muslim middle-class. 
This will provide the base for 
erecting administrative and political 
structures in the future.”

Clause 13 —(Maximum period of 
detention) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : We go to 
Clause 13. There is an amendment by 
Mr. Kalyanasundaram. Is he moving it ? 

SHRI M. KALYANASUDARAM 
(Tiruchirapalli) : Yes I am moving. 

I beg to move : 

Page 5, line 23,— 

for “twelve months” sub¬ 
stitute “six months” (17) 

My amendment says that the period will 
be ‘six months’ instead of ‘twelve months' 
as is provided in the Bill. The Home 
Minister had got all that he wanted in the 
way in which he wanted it. He has got 
powers to put anybody in jail without 
trial for any reason on the basis of a report 
submitted by a head constable. Anybody 
can be kept for any number of months. The 
Advisory Board will be only a mockery. 
Now at least let him consider whether it 
is possible to limit the period of detention 
to 6 months. This Bill provides maximum 
detention of 12 months. I am submitting 
that it can be reduced to 6 months. If this 
law is necessary for detention without trial, 
at least limit the period, instead of 12 
months, to 6 months. So, my amendment 
se?ks to restrict the period of the maximum 
detention to 6 months. 

There can be no objection to this. Let 
me see whether his democratic conscience 
allows him to accept it.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : This idea of detention is so 
very deep-rooted in the mind of the Govern¬ 
ment. It is always applied against political 
opponents, Please see Cl use 14. Then, you 
will see what it means. It says : 

The revocation or expiry of a detention 
order shall not bar the making of a 


fresh detention order under- section 3 
against the same person in any case 
where fresh facts have arisen after 
the date of revocation or expiry on 
which the Central Governmeftf or a 
State Government or an officer, ap the 
case may be, is satisfied that such an 
order should be made. 

So, this has come out very clearly there. 
The Government must show some considera¬ 
tion. They want to call themselves a 
democratic Government interested ill the 
ways of civilised thinking. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : The period has not been 
introduced by us as 12 months in this Bill 
only for the first, time, but in the Preventive 
Detention Act, 1953, the maximum period 
of detention was fixed at 12 months. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Are we still in 1950 ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : We are continu¬ 
ing with that 12 month-period. It does not 
mean necessarily that every detenu must 
be detained for 12 months. That is not the 
meaning. The maximum period is 12 months. 
Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya earlier in one 
of his many interpellations said that there 
was no maximum period at all, and that 
this could go on for any length of time. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Let him read this along with clause 14 (2), 
and he will see that there is no limit. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We 
know that it is a lawless law, and it is 
a law of the jungle, but still we must point 
this out. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It is left to the 
appropriate Government to decide on the 
merits of each case the period up to which 
a person should be kept in detention, 
subject to the maximum period of 12 months. 
That is the purpose. I do hope that there 
will not be many opportunities for this 
kind of thing which is being suggested, 
namely that a man is released and again 
immediately he is taken back into prison. 
I hope that there will not- be many such 
occasions.., ■ 
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SHRI HAMENDRA SINGH BANERA Guha, Shri Samar 
(Bhllwara) : It happened during my elections. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : It depends on 
that person as welt. It is not entirely for 
the Government, but it is for those who 
come within the mischief of this Bill also 
to behave in a manner that the mischief 
of this Bill is not attracted.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Not today, 
Sir. 1 rise to a point of order. We do not 
want any mercy from the Chair. It is our 
right. There may not be any amendment 
to any clause. But if a particular clause 
is absolutely injurious and if it is beyond 
any amendment, if we cannot move any 
amendment, even then, we have a right to

speak on it. Of course, we in our wisdom 
should move that it should be deleted. But 
even otherwise, supposing we feel that the 
whole clause is bad, then we can speak on 
it irrespective of any amendment. Sir, 
more demociatic forces are coming into 
Parliament and we should build up more 
democratic traditions and conventions 
instead of sticking to a rule. ( Interruption) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
order. Let me reply to Mr. Banarjee's point 
of order. I am grateful to Mr. Banerjee for 
bringing this to my notice, but I would also 
have expected that Members who take so 
much interest, who feel so strongly against 
a particular clause, should also have taken 
the trouble of moving an amendment. 
(, Interruption) I am only saying that they 
could have tabled an amendment when they 
were opposed to something. In any case, 
I have said this was only a convention, and 
now 1 will agree to a discussion of the rest 
of the clauses, even if there is no amend¬ 
ment, if you want. That should be 
sufficient. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
You are indirectly criticising us for failure 
to give an amendment. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I am not 
criticising. ( Interruption ) 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
For instance, take clause 16. It is a very 
vital clause. We are opposed to that clause 
as a whole, but no amendment will be 
admitted if we move for the deletion of the 
whole clause. It is a single-clause provision. 
I have been in the legislature for more than 
15 years, and I know. The practice is to 
oppose the clause as a whole and speak on 
it You must allow us to speak. Members 
have a right to oppose any single-clause 
provision, and it is the inherent right of the 
Members, and the Chair has no right to 
take that right away. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : I am not 
taking away any right.... (Interruption) 

Let us take clause 17. 

Clause 17 (Duration of Detention 
in Certain Cases of Foreigners) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : There are 
two amendments by Shri Frank Anthony. 


He is absent. If nobody has anything to 
say I shall put the clause to the House.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : I 
support the clause.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : I 
beg to move :

SHRI PILOO MODY : I beg to 
move:

opinion of Parliament Law and 
Order is in jeopardy, and the 
Government makes out a 
convincing case that the lack of 
these powers will inhibit the 
preservation of Public Order." 
(62) 
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SHRI PILOO MODY: Sir, in the 
course 6f my earlier speech, I quoted the 
feasohs why such blanket powers cannot be 
enjoyed by any democratic Government 
anywhere in the world. The minister made 
a personal request to me saying, “You come 
and listen to my speech and if you are 
convinced, vote for the Bill.” I have 
listened to his speech with all the concen¬ 
tration I could muster, but the one point 
on which I could not be convinced was that 
he kept describing the conditions only in 
West Bengal. His entire speech was an 
attempt to paint a rather gruesome picture 
of what was happening in West Bengal, with 
an occasional incident described in Punjab 
or Bihar. He said, because of this picture, 
we need to arm the Government of India 
with this power. But these conditions do 
not exist in Bangalo.e or Bombay or Madras 
or in Godhra. In large tracts of this 
country, covering, millions and millions of 
people these conditions do not exist. Then, 
why does he want the power of life and 
death over these people ? I want to question 
his motives, because these are emergency 
powers. He wants to catch spies and 
saboteurs. But over vast tracts of this 
country, no spies or saboteurs exist. 

He already has those powers in West 
Bengal. But has the incidence of crime 
gone down there ? No. He says, after 
you give me this power, everything will be 
fine in West Bengal. I doubt his protes¬ 
tation, because on more than one occasion, 
even at the risk of repetition, they say, law 
and order has become a socio-economic 
problem. Does this Act solve the socio¬ 
economic problem ? It does not. I believe 
him and want to co-operate with him. This 
amendment of mine meets his point as 
well as my point. He tells me that he has 
certain difficulties about imposing this only 
in certain limited areas. I think that these 
technicalities and the limited difficulties that 
he has is a small price to pay for the civil 
liberties of hundreds of millions of people. 
Therefore, I strongly urge him once again, 
and I wish the gracious Prime Minister was 
also here so that I could have appealed to 
her heart, or at least to her femininity, if 
nothing else, an appeal which in a very 
genuine sense meets their requirements and 
also meets our requirements. It cannot 
meet the requirements of some of my friends 


over there, but they have to contend with 
this Government in which I , am not con¬ 
cerned. But it does meet with the require¬ 
ments of a large majority of people. There¬ 
fore, I urge him, even at this late hour. 

I thought at 7 O’clock he would be in a 
better frame of mind than at 4 O’Clock in 
the afternoon when the sun is high on the 
horizon—I appeal to him in this twilight 
hour, may be his twilight also as a Minister, 
not as a man, I appeal to him to accept this 
amendment which is offered in a spirit of 
genuine co-operation and not as opposition. 
Please accept this amendment and you will 
satisfy yourself as well as something like 
300 million people of this country.

SHRI K. C. PANT: Sir, I had ex¬ 
plained at some length why we cannot extend 
this particular Bill, this particular measure, 
to the State of Jammu and Kashmir. I do 
not want to repeat all that I have said 
earlier. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR I VAJPAYEE : 
Say something new. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If something new 
had been said about it, I would also have 
replied something new about it. But actually 
he has repeated my arguments. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
Countered your arguments. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I had referred to 
their Constitution. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; What is 
your answer to the arguments advanced by 
P. M. ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Coming to my 
friend, Shri Piloo Mody, I am grateful to 
him for wishing that my twilight has not 
come as an individual. I also wish him a 
very long life. But there are twilights and 
twilights and in one respect he may have 
reached his twilight. I wonder if it was not 
over-ambitious on his part to seek to appeal 
to the femininity of the Prime Minister. 


Security and Bill 

The need for the legislation has been 
explained by me earlier and I do not mint 
to repeat all that. We will be both repeating 
ourselves by making the same speech. But 
there are certain points which my hon. 
friend, Shri Mody, has raised which deserve 
an answer. The first is as to why if some 
of the States have this legislation, the Centre 
also wants to legislate in this field. Firstly, 
the States cannot legislate in the interest of 
Defence of India or the security of India ; 
that Parliament alone can do. Therefore, 
even if all the States have their own laws in 
this field, it will not enable Parliament or 
the Central Government to act in the interest 
of the Defence of India or the security of 
India. In this, that is the important and 
primary consideration, particularly at this 
stage. 

Secondly, the Centre cannot act under 
the State laws. The State Governments can 
act under their laws, but the centre can only 
operate under a law passed by this Parlia¬ 
ment. Therefore, even if all the State 
Governments had their laws, the Centre 
cannot operate in the particular area that I 
mentioned. 

The second important point is that a 
State like Bihar or Punjab does not have a 
Preventive Detention Act. My hon. friend 
said that Bengal has such a measure on its 
statute book. Yes, Bengal does ; but Bihar 
does not, Punjab does not and some other 
States do not. Today the situation in Bihar 
is well known to him. The shadow that we 
have seen over Bengal, the shadow of 
violence, is spreading to some extent in Bihar 
also. I am sure, the House is not unaware 
of th<s. In Punjab also we have seen 
instances of this. I have given instances 
earlier of Punjab also. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What inhibits 
you from slapping it on to Punjab, Bihar 
and Bengal ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Now a State may 
want a piece of legislation like this, but it is 
not alway possible in the political situation 
in the country today, considering the politi¬ 
cal compulsions under which political parties 
act, that even when a State may want this 
law, they can pass it. It may not be able 
to pass it in its own Legislature for factors 
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tfhich I need not go into now. Is the 
Centre in such a situation, knowing that 
such a measure is needed in the Slate, to 
sit back helplessly ? 

Again, he says that some States are more 
affected by this than others. I do not deny 
that. The situation in West Bengal is not 
the same as in Madras and Kerala. The 
situation is different in each State but I 
thought, his whole point was that we took 
too long in taking action in Bengal. We 
have had this debate so many times in the 
House and it has been flung in our face 
again and again that we do not wake up 
in time ; we do not take action in time ; 
we allow things to grow and reach a point 
where we cannot then nip the thing in the 
bud and it grows out of hand. Now here 
in this situation we want to see to it that 
this charge cannot be flung in our face. 
Now that we have seen in certain areas that 
this tendency of violence of this kind has 
developed, which we have mentioned and 
discussed in this House, we should not wait 
till it has spread all over the country and 
then think of having a preventive detention 
measure So, it is now that we take action 
in this field. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Timely action 
for the maintenance of law and order and 
timely action for preventive detention are two 
different worlds. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The two different 
worlds are both important in their own 
areas. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : One in a 
democratic system and the other outside it. , 

SHRI K. C. PANT : He is again provo¬ 
king me to quote Rajaji which I will not do 
because he got angry yesterday. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : He is becoming 
a good student of Rajaji. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : At least I am 
a good student than his partymen. Even 
his party is not studying him. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What inhibits 
you from passing the law for specific area, in 
Bihar and Punjab, since you happened 


to mention them, and also in West Bengal. 
Why can’t you pass this law only for 
these geographical areas ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am not a legal 
expert. Even in the matter of Emergency, 
the Constitution does not empower us, 
as far as my knowledge goes. We cannot 
declare an Emergency for a State. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Why not ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Because if the 
Centre declares an Emergency, it will be 
for the whole country It cannot be for 
a State. You can study the constitutional 
position This is to the best of my know¬ 
ledge. The Law Minister is here and you 
can ask him. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : He is not 
a Law Minister ; he is a politician. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : These are 
practical difficulties. In all seriousness, 
I wanted to reply to his question. Now, 
after he has listened to me, he may change 
his mind. I assume an open-mindedness 
on his part which will now be on the test 
and we shall see whether, after hearing 
me, he has an open mind in the matter 
or not. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I now 
put first the amendment moved by Shri Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee. * 

Amendment No. 36 w as put and 
negatived 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Then I 
put Amendment moved by Shri Piloo Mody. 

Amendment No. 62 was put and 
n gatived 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The ques¬ 
tion is : 

“That clause I stand part of the Bill,” 
The motion was adopted 
Clause 1 was added to the BIU 

The Enacting Formula and the 
Title were added to the Bill 
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SHRI K. C, PANT : I beg to move : 

“That he Bill, as amended, be passed.” 

SOME HON. MEMBERS rose— 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jainagar) : 
May I make a submission ? We have now 
come to the end of it. Here, the hon. Minister, 
Shri K. C. Pant, has stated the objects 
and reasons of the Bill. I would again 
appeal to him as to whether he thinks it 
expedient even at this stage that in conso¬ 
nance with the entire objects and reasons 
given by him here, he will consider 

that it will not apply to the 

movements of workers, peasants, stu¬ 
dents and employees. I hope, he will accept 
it and make up his mind even at this 
stage. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in West Bengal, we 
are living in a big prison. But those out¬ 
side have illusions about the Government 
and, to them, I say, that it will be crystal 
clear that this Government is taking the 
country to a neo-fascist State. I can say 
that today it is meant for us but tomorrow 
it will come to others, in other States So, 
let them not think that it is not going to 
touch them in future. This if being done 
solely with the object of furthering the party 
cause of the ruling party. 

We have seen, in 1965, how 8000 
Muslims were detained and how their fami¬ 
lies were ruined and their hearths and 
homes were ruined. 1 want to tell them 
that it is strange they have forgotten that 
the P.D. Acts and all the similar type of 
blacks Acts have ruined them. 

This time we have come with a much 
bigger force here. If they misuse it again 
and bring those black Acts which are fascist 
in character, they are only digging their 
own grave. 

Thank You. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir. I think this 
debate has shown that history will provide 
few examples of a ruling Party so cynically 
disregarding the assurances and the promises 
it rttade only recently to the people of 
this country and the mandate that the 
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people gave to it, so soon after coming to 
power. 

This Preventive Detention legislation, 
whatever name it may go by, is nothing 
new in this country. For the last 20 years 
we have tasted it. We have full experience 
of it and, therefore, when we are opposing 
it and making concrete criticisms of the 
way in which it is applied and used, we are 
not talking in the air. Many people sitting 
on this side of the House, they know of it 
and they have first-hand experience. We 
have been victims of it. We know what it 
means. Mr. Pant should not forget 
although he is probably for the first time 
as a Minister having to pilot this odious 
and obnoxious principle of preventive 
detention in the form of a statute, please 
remember the murky history of this thing 
and don’t try to make a virtue out of it. 

Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel only brought 
this up for the first lime in 1950 or 1951 in 
an attempt to circumvent the judiciary. Who 
does not remember it 7 Hundreds of people, 
detenues were lying in the prison, under 
various types of local and State laws and 
the High Court at Calcutta was on the 
verge of releasing all of them because it 
found that there were no grounds, valid 
grounds for their detention and then Sardar 
Vallabhbhai Patel came before this House 
and said that he spent sleepless nights and 
he was haunted by a nightmare that the 
prison ga'cs were going to be opened 
and all these terrible detenues are going to 
be let loose upon the world and, therefore, 
to forestall that somehow and to circumvent 
the judiciary which was about to give a 
judgement in the Calcutta High Court, this 
Act was brought for the first time and 
rushed through the Parliament. Don’t we 
remember it 7 

Then, Sir, to-day, in order to score a 
debating point over Mr Piloo Mody, the 
Minister wants to walk In the footsteps of 
Rajaji. Only three months ago you have 
gone to the polls and fought against the 
grand alliance one of whose main archi¬ 
tects is the same Rajiji. Ido not know 
what was grand about it and what was 
grand about Rajaji that you are- to-day 
swearing by him and saying that this is 
a great thing he did and, therefore, ‘we 
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are proud to do it again’. An amazing 
logic: 

Please go and explain it to the voters 
who have voted for you three months 

ago...{Interrupt ions) Let us see what 
principle is behind it. In the lat er half 
of 1969 when this Government had lost its 
majority in this House and it was time to 
extend the validity of this Act which was 
expiring and they came forward with a 
proposal to extend it, all the Opposition 
Parties were against it and they knew they 
could not pass it here because we would 
have opposed it. They did not have the 
majority. What did they do ? They dropped 
it altogether... {Interruptions) Why did 
you not make that an issue when you went 
to the Elections ? When you went to the 
voters and said, “We cannot abolish the 
princely purses because we could not pass 
it. Therefore, we are appealing to you 
'Give us the mandate’”, why didn't you go 
and tell the voters that we could not pass 
the Preventive Detention because...{Interrup¬ 
tions). What was the mandate given to 
you by the voters ? To come back and 
enact Preventive Detention law 7 In spite of 
that what did the Government do ? Because 
they could not pass it here, they egged on 
a number of State Governments to enact 
their own State legislations. Madhya 
Pradesh, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh, Assam — 
all these States were prodded and egged 
on to pass their own State legislations 
because they were not able for the time 
being to do it here because they were in a 
minority... 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Bitxar) : Then 
what ? 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA : And then, 
Sir, as soon President’s rule came in West 
Bengal, then, once again using their powers 
under President's Rule, they brought in 
that Prevention of Violent Activities Act 
and promulgated it. 1 don’t know. There 
seem to be very many new members on that 
side who seem to be blissfully ignorant of 
the fact that there is a full fledged Preventive 
Detention Act in fiangal since March 1970. 
They don’t seem to be aware of it. 

You are going to have two Acts for 
Preventive Detention, to solve the problems 
of West Bengal. Don’t make us laugh ; 


you are not able to do anything ; you are 
not tackling the real problem at ail, because, 
some Police Commissioner, I. G. of Police 
are some Home Secretary, or some bureau¬ 
crat sitting rn Writers Building, came and 
told you .* Unless we are armed with more 
powers of Preventive Detention, We cannot 
control the law and order situation, that is 
why you did it. Therefore, the Consultative 
Committee of West Bengal, during the period 
of the President’s rule was faced with this 
very thing and we fought bitterly against it 
there, We warned them. We said, this is 
not going to solve the problem. But they 
said : No, this is the panacea, the magic- 
wand, which would bring about peace and 
law and order in West Bengal and they 
forced this through. And now you can 
see the result of what is happening today. 

Mr. Pant will probably arguet that if this. 
Bill had not been passed at that time the 
situation would have been worse. This is 
one philosophical way of arguing anything 
which you can never counter, because it is 
all in the realm of what-might-have-beens, 
conjectuies, and all sorts of things like that. 

The Minister said when he was winding 
up the General Discussion that but for this 
Prevention of Violent Activities Act, people 
would not have gone to the polls in West 
Bengal. He wants me to believe that milli¬ 
ons and millions of voters who came out to 
exercise their franchise in West Bengal were 
only able to do it because some thousand 
people had been locked up under the Pfte- 
ventive Detention Act. He is only casting 
a slur on them, on the democratic conscious¬ 
ness of the people of West Bengal. Every¬ 
body was like a gloomy prophet saying, there 
won’t be any election, people are too much 
frightened, they won't come out to vote be¬ 
cause bombs are bursting on all sides etc. 
But the people defied everybody and came 
out in their thousands to vote. Was it 
because of this miserable, bitter legislation 
which was there ? 

Therefore, I say, the whole thing has g. t 
a murky background and the reason why 
they have brought forward this ordinance 
last month is very simple. The ruling 
party,—at least the Members of the Govern¬ 
ment,—knew that those assurances and 
promises they gave during the election time 
are not going to be fulfilled by them, and 
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cannot be fulfilled,—assurances like fight 
against unemployment, curbing high prices, 
and the resolve that they would take bold 
measures against monopolist and big land* 
lords and princes, and all that. They knew 
that they are not going to be serious about 
it. And, this massive majority that they 
got is now also blissfully going along on that 
path. That is why the Presidential Address 
to the joint Houses never contained a single 
word against the monopolists. That is why 
the Budget that has come is of a type we 
have seen, where the big business has been 
left scot-free. 

They say : we have done a very pro* 
gressive thing in taking over the manage¬ 
ment of General Insurance Companies, and 
saddling us with Rs. 38 lakhs every month, 
to be paid as compensation for taking over 
the management. And it is because they 
know that prices are going to go up because 
of these policies—even Members who spoke 
from that side on the Budget expressed their 
justified apprehension that this Budget is 
going to cause an allround rise in prices,—it 
is because they know what it will lead to 
and they know there is going to be agitation, 
discontent, strikes, demands for wages and 
higher D.A.—that they have brought this 
forward. You cannot escape it. There 
have been demands by the peasantry and 
landless peasants and agricultural labourers 
for quick distribution of surplus lands and 
waste lands and Government fallow lands. 
They were committed to such demands but 
are not taking any steps to implement them. 
Because of that, they know that they need 
this weapon in their armoury. 

AH this Bangla Desli affair has come as 
a hardy excuse. That is all. The events 
that I discribed of 1969-70 took place long 
before anything had happened in Bangla 
Desh. All these arguments now about spies 
coming in and Pakistani agent coming in, 
and this and that is an after-thought. At 
that time there was none of these things. 
At the second half of 1969, why did they 
want to extend the term ? Was there any 
Bangla Desh affair going on ? No: In 1970, 
why did they bring Prevention of Violent 
Activities Act ? Was there any Bangla Desh 
trouble at that time ? Nothing. All this is 
now used as convenient excuses, as a package 
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The country is facing this great crisis, spies 
are going to come, espionage is taking place, 
etc. This is all convenient after-thoughts. 
The whole motive behind this Black Act is 
to arm themselves to suppress the movement 
of the people which is inevitable, being made 
inevitable, because of the pro-capitalist poli¬ 
cies that they are out to follow. They know 
that there will be big struggles and demo¬ 
cratic movements, and in order to crush them 
and to behead those movements and to us 
it against the workers and peasants and 
other democratic movements, they have 
armed themselves with this Bill. 

Therefore, we are completely opposed to 
it. This is not a Bill which can be amended, 
however much my friends may try. This is 
not a Bill which can be amended, and we 
are totally against this Bill, and, therefore, 
I want to express my party’s total opposition 
to it. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
I am opposed to the Bill lock, stock and 
barrel. It is not from today that I am 
opposed to it. From the very day that 
this principle was introduced in the Consti¬ 
tution 22 years back, I have opposed this. 
I had the misfortune to be detained under 
the Defence of India Rules in 1940. 

When therefore this principle of preven¬ 
tive detention was being introduced in the 
Constitution 22 years back in 1949, my whole 
being revolted against the proposal I went 
to Pandit Javvaharlal Nehru and told him 
that he had been the greatest fighter for civil 
liberties all his life. How could he tole¬ 
rate preventive detention being provided for 
in the Constitution. Then I went to 
Pandit Pant, I went to Sardar Patel, I went 
to Dr. Ambedkar, and told them ‘What are 
you doing ? You were most vociferous in 
condemning detention without trial. But 
now, you are introducing the principle of 
preventive detention in the Constitution. 
What face shall we show to our electorate. 
But except Dr. Ambedkar, they all said ‘Boy, 
you do not know ; times have changed ; 
then, wc were under a foreign power and 
under a foreign government. Now, we are 
trying to protect our newly won freedom. I 
could not be convinced. This was what 1 
had stated in the Constituent Assembly on 
that day. I shall read out a few lines from 
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1376 of ?he Constituent Assembly 
Debates dated the 16th September, 1949 ; 

“So far as the present draft is concerned. 
Dr. Ambedkar has himself confessed 
that the magistracy will not be under the 
High Court. Iam glad for the frank¬ 
ness with which he admitted in regard 
to ISA that he wanted ‘due process of 
law* but he has not been able to get 
what he wanted. Similarly, he has con¬ 
fessed that he wanted the judiciary to be 
entirely under the High Court, but he 
has not been able to have it. He is 
giving us some compromise against his 
wishes for satisfying the Home Ministry. 

I realise the difficulty, but as we are 
making the Constitution for the future 
generations, we should at least have it 
on record that we are not in agreement 
with the views of the Home Ministry, 
whether it be at the Centre or in the 
Provinces. Articles 15 and 15A are a 
complete denial of liberty of person. 
They are the darkest part of the Consti¬ 
tution.” 

This was what Dr. Ambedkar had stated, 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (Bettiah) : Is it 
a regular debate that we are having or is il 
the third reading stage ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I would 
request Members of the ruling party to be 
a little more considerate and a little more 
generous. They know their strength and 
they know that they can get this Bill passed. 
What is the harm in giving the Opposition 
a little more time to express themselves ? 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : This was 
what Dr. Ambedkar had said. 1 am quoting 
from page 1497 of the Constituent Assembly 
Debates dated the 15th September, 1949. 

“Sir, the House will recall that when at 
a previous session of this Assembly we 
were discussing article 15, there was a 
great deal of controversy on the issue 
as to whether the words, 'due process’ 
should be there in place of the words 
which now find a place in article 15. It was 
ultimately accepted that instead of the 
words ‘due process’ the words should be 
‘according to procedure established by 
law*. I know that a large part of the 


House including myself were greatly 
dissatisfied with the wording of arti¬ 
cle 15”. 

AN HON MEMBER Kindly read also 
what Sardar Patel said. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA ; I had been 
to Sardar Patel and he said that he was 
sorry but we had to protect our newly won 
freedom, and, therefore, we should not 
worry. But I was not satisfied with that 
assurance. I had expected that after we 
had been without this Act for a year and a 
quarter, when surely the heavens had not 
fallen, they would not commit the blunder 
of bringing forward this Bill again, especially 
when they have got such a massive majority 
and in any emergency they can get it passed 
in no time. So, why should they bring such 
a black Bill and put it on the statute-book ? 

Therefore, I would request the Minis¬ 
ter to withdraw thi«i Bill. I know he will 
not do it. But my regret is that his father 
is not here. If he were here, he would not 
have brought such a draconian Bill before 
this House which is much worse than its 
previous version. 

I have suffered under this preventive 
detention Bill twice. Sardar Patel when he 
brought this Bill made it very clear that this 
was meant only for saboteurs and spies. 
But I was detained under this legislation 
in connection with strike in a sugar factory 
in Gorakhpur. The growers were ill-treated. 
One police sub inspector beat a canegrower 
without any fault. This infuriated all 
the canegrowers. They could not tolerate 
what the police had done to one of them. 
Sp they refused to supply cane to the factory 
unless the police sub-inspector came and 
apologised. For seven days the strike went 
on. I was leading the strike, Then I was 
arrested and detained for 11 months. 
Afterwards, the Supreme Court released 
me. This is the way the Act had been 
used. This is how it will be used again. 
It is going to be used against whomsoever 
the ruling party does not like. So I would 
request the Government not to blacken the 
statute book with this legislation. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : There are 
still a large number of members who would 
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like to spealt. So 1 would request them to 
be as brief as possible. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : I have listened to (he able 
defence put up by Shri Pant justifying this 
draconian measure which is now allowed to 
enter the statute book of this country. I 
consider this a cobra allowed to enter the 
democratic garden. As I said, it is a 
draconian measure ; it is an Act immoral. I 
would tequest the Minister to consider 
certain aspects that have already been brou¬ 
ght to his notice for his consideration. 

I have been watching him speak. I have 
got the highest regard for Shri Pant because 
he is a young, dynamic person taking a 
really keen interest and applying his mind to 
problems he deals with, and he is a success¬ 
ful Minister. I wish him well. But in 
this case, his approach and his reply has 
been always negative. For example, take 
the speech of Shri Krishna Menon. 1 did 
not hear his reply to it, but I read from 
newspapers the reply Shri Pant gave He 
said that Shri Menon had expressed his 
own dissatisfaction and opposition to the 
Bill but that while he was Defence Minister, 
this Bill was piloted and then as Minister he 
did not have any objection. He further said 
that during his tenure as Minister, an 
extension of'the Act was sought and even 
then he did not resign. 1 say this is a nega¬ 
tive approach Our experience has been that 
whenever a Minister comes out of the 
Cabinet, he speaks the truth. I will not 
be surprised if after coming out of the 
Cabinet, Shri Pant also does the same. He 
will also then oppose this Bill. So let us 
not shirk responsibility and bypass the whole 
issue. 

This is definitely a Bill which will not 
help the image of the present ruling party. 
After the elections, the ruling party has got 
a nimbus around its head, a cloud of glory, 
a halo. But I am doubtful whether this 
glory can be maintained and the image can be 
protected I am sure it is going to be denigra¬ 
ted. I am sure the halo, the nimbus, around 
the personality of the Prime Minister would 
disappear. 
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So 1 would request the Minister to 
consider one aspect. 1 know you cannot 
withdraw the Bill, because it is now beyond 
that stage. If we ask him to withdraw it, 

I know the futility of that request You are 
not going to withdraw, but one thing I can 
request you is this. Use it veiy sparingly 
and do not abuse it for political purposes, 
and try to behave like good political boys 
in the country 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : I was 
surprised to find that the ruling party has 
failed even to gauge the depth of feeling of 
the opposition. It has not entered their 
mind as to what it is that has brought all 
the opposition parties, with radically diver¬ 
gent views on political and other matters, 
together to vehemently oppose .this Bill, 
The massive victory in the last elections 
has gone to their head so much and developed 
a sense of absolutism, and the brute 
majority has made them brutally impervious 
to the apprehensions of the opposition 
They cannot understand why parties 
with diametrically opposite views have 
combined to fight this Bill tooth and nail. 
If the sense of power had not gone so deep 
into their minds, they would have applied 
their minds to understand the cause of the 
apprehension 

Much has been said about West Bangal. 
Even after the passing of the Prevention of 
Violent Activities Act, can you say the 
situation has improved in West Bengal ? 
Has it not become worse ? Is it not a fact 
that dozens of persons have been killed ? 
With your additional legal power, were you 
able to bring about peace there ? You could 
not Therefore, there should have been a 
different approach in dealing with the pro¬ 
blems of West Bangal. 

1 have another serious apprehension. 
As I said when 1 opposed the Bill, they are 
using the name of Bangla Desh, the situation 
in the border If any positive action was 
to be taken to deal with the problem of 
Bangla Dcsh, as it happened in 1962 and 
1965, this House would not have taken 
even an hour to pass such a law, if it was 
meant for the defence of our national 
security. But if this Bill is passed into an 
Act I am afraid that many legitimate grievan- 
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ces of’the Bangla D;sh refugees will go 
unheeded You may not be able to give 
them food or shelter, and those who defend 
their rights on humanitarian grounds will 
be gagged. Therefore, I want to record my 
opposition and the opposition of my party to 
this black Bill. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 
(Karimnagar) : I am teally surprised to see 
that the Congiess Members arc very jubilant 
to pass this law 1 want to remind them 
that they arc not going to rule this country 
for ever. At the most they may rule for 
five years, and I request them to realise that 
if any other party comes to power what the 
fate of this country is going to be They 
are going on the wrong path 

MR DEPUTY-SPF.AKER You have 
made your point. 

SHRI M SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
Why are you not allowing me to speak ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : 1 am only 
appealing to you. 

SHRIM SATYANARAYAN RAO : I 
am the only speaker on behalf of my party 
Yesterday also you did not allow me. 1 am 
sorry. I stage a walk out in protest against 
this. What is this ? This is too much on 
your part. This is a very important 
occasion. I protest. This is not good. 
I am sorry for this I strongly protest 
against this . Why are you not allowing 
me to speak ? You did not give me a 
chance I must have my say. You suspend 
me if you want. I am not going to tolerate 
this. This is very arbitrary. 

The hon. Member tore off some 
paper and th n left the 
House.

SHRI K, C. PANT : A certain amount 
of mutual grace, a certain amount of mutual 
respect and a certain amount of acceptance 
of each other’s point of view and at least 
not doubting each other's motive must inform 
the deliberations of this House if we arc to 
function smoothly. Even at this late stage, 

1 realise that everybody is tired and tempers 
are frayed ; but I would beg of my friends 
opposite, since they have raised some points, 
to give me a few minutes to reply to them. 

The first thing is that Shri Bhogendra 
Jha raised the point that this measure 
should not be used against workers, farmers 
and students. I appreciate the sentiment and 
I appreciate the spirit. I do not know 
whether I may add it to the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons at this stage. But as I 
said even earlier-because Ido not know how 
it can be done without an amendment and 
so on—I can assure him and my friend Shri 
Shashi Bhushan, that this Bill is not being 
put forward to suppress any legitimate 
movement of workers or farmers or 
students. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : You are 
not saying it seriously. Bring in an amend¬ 
ment if you are serious. ( Interruption ). 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am very serious, 
and I am saying it in all seriousness. It is a 
matter of record. (Interruption). My friend 
Shri Bhogendra Jha knows that an amend¬ 
ment to the objects and reasons, even if it 
is possible, does not form part of the law. 

It forms part of the record. I have already 
said so. So, it is as good as putting it 
there; 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Why do you want (o play this political game ? 
t Interruption ) 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : Mr. Katyaaa- 
sundaram, you will appreciate the point that 
the courts also will not be guided by the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons. Therefore, 
my records .. ( Interruption) 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : If you 
want to assure us, then move an amendment. 
You are not serious. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : What I have 
said is said in all sincerity and seriousness. 
Now, my hon. friend, Shri Manoharan. 
asked me a direct question. He asked, will 
you use it sparingly and not use it for 
political purposes ?” Again, I would like 
to say that certainly it shall be our endeavour 
to use this very sparingly and' not for 
political purposes. I have made the point 
earlier also. ( Interruption ) 

SHRI DINEN BH ATTACH ARY Y A 
(Serampore) : At the time of passing the 
PD Act also, you said the same thing. But 
you had victimised thousands of workers. 
( Interruption ) 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Why not you 
give me a patient hearing ? It will help both 
of us if you give me a patient hearing and 
you will be able to understand our approach 
to the problem. I have listened to you all. 
You have to listen to only one infliction 
from me. Just think of my lot. 

My hon. friend Shri Manoharan asked 
me these questions, and I am prepared to 
reply to them, and again, in a spirit of sin¬ 
cerity. But naturally all political parties 
must also abjure violence, the ways of vio¬ 
lence. They must abjure any thought of 
undermining our democratic structure and 
must abide by the rules of the game, within 
the framework of the Constitution which 
guides our actions. This is also essential. 
It cannot be onesided. Therefore, if . under 
the guise of politcal activity, someone seeks 
to act in manner which is prejudicial to the 
unity of this country, to the sovereignty of 
this country, to the safety of his country, 
prejudicial to the communal harmony, which 
is. prejudicial to the freedoms what we all 
went to preserve, prejudicial to the demo¬ 
cratic structure which we all want to preserve, 
then, I am afraid in these circumst incas, 
the clauses here may come into play. But 
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that, the blame must rest squarely on 
;hese who seek to use those methods against 
or established values and the values that 
cherish. This, F must make clear. 

Mr. Indrajit Oupta said, “You have the 
,people*s mandate” and he twitted us for 
ringing forth this measure. May I remind 
:he House that in our election manifesto, 
long with other things, we have said ; 

“The Congress, therefore, appeals to the 
people to return its candidates to the 
Lok Sabha and give it a clear mandate-.. 
(2) to put down the forces of violence 
and disorder so that all our citizens can 
live in peace and harmony.” 

So, this is as much our mandate as the 
ither things he mentioned. It is in pursu¬ 
ance of this promise to our people that we 
^eek to take whatever measures are necessary 
Jin the situation that prevails today to prc- 
ve the unity and integrity and the basic 
istitutions of the country. The situation 
the country is extraordinary. We are 
ving in troubled times. It is my duty to 
int out that many of the border States do 
lot have such laws. There is an impression 
:ated by Mr. Mody that all those States 
,ve this law. There is no such law in 
.ssam, Nagaland, Bihar, UP, Himachal 
adesh, Punjab and Gujarat. The border 
hotting up. The whole country is anxious 
ut it. These border States do not have 
is law. Is this the time to quibble over 
tall things or is this the time to realise 
tat if tomorrow the need for such law can 
•ise, we must be prepared for it ? It is'in 
,t spirit, in the spirit of preserving the 
lom and sovereignty of this country and 
peace of this country that I appeal to 
is House to pass this-measure. We know 
there are elements in the country which want 
destroy this unity and this freedom and 
,ich want to disrupt the fabric of our 


society. It is against them that such mea¬ 
sures are necessary. But for that, these 
measures would not be necessary. Therefore, 
I hope, even though it is late, my friends in 
the opposition, realising the gravity of the 
situation, will give it cool thought and 
support the measure.
